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PKKFACE. 


The ^vork of preparing the records of tlto war for public use wns 
begun under the resolution of Oongrc^ss of May .19, 1864, by Adjt. Gen. 
E. D. Townsend, U. B. Armj^ who caused copies t(» bo made of reports 
of battles on tile in his office and stops to be taken to collect inissing 
records. 

Under the provisions of joint resolution Ifo. 91, of 1886, Hon, Peter 
H. Watson was appointed to supervise the preparation and forimxlate' 
a plan for the publication of tlio record.-?, but 3 jo did no work and drew 
no pay under this appointment, which expired July 27, 1868,’ by limi- 
tation of the resolution. Tliis resolution also repealed the former one 
and worlc 0Ga.sed. 

Tlio ilrst decisive stop taken in this work was the act of June 23, 
1874, providing the necessary means ‘‘ to enable the Secretary of War 
to begin the publication of the Official Records of the War of the 
Kebellion, both of tlie Union and Confederate Annies,” and directing 
him “toliavo coiiiod for the Public Printer all reports, letters, tele- 
grams, and general orders, notlicrctoforo copied or printed, and prop- 
erly arranged in chronological order.” Appropriations have been made 
from time to time for continuing such preparation. Under this act the 
preliminary work was rc.sumcd by Genera! Townsend, who first out- 
lined the plan on which the re(! 0 rd 8 are printed, though it appears that 
originally he contemplated publishing to the world only the more im- 
portant military rei)orts. 

Subsequently, under meager appropriations, it was prosecuted in a 
somewhat desultory maimer by various subordinates of tlie War De- 
imrtment until December 14, 1877, when the Secretary of War, per- 
ceiving that the undertaking needed the undivided attention of a single 
head, detailed Lieut. Ool. Robert R. Scotty U. S. Army, to take oharge 
of the bureau and devote bimself exclusively to the work. 

The act of June 23, 1874, greatly enlarged upon the first crude 
scheme of publication. On this more comprehensive basis it was de- 
terniiued that the volumes should include not only the battle reports, 
but also ‘‘ ail official documents that can be obtained by the eominler, 
and that appear to bo of any historical value.” Oolonel Scott system-

Tlio Bovontcsoiitii and Fiacontli Oorpa drew out of camp on the ,31st 
of .Janmuy, but the real march began on the lat of February. All the 
roads northward had (or weeks been lield by WJieoler’s cavalry, who 
bad, by details ot negro laixu-ors, felled trees, burned bridges and 
made obstruetions to impede mir inarch. But so well organized wore 
our pioneer battalions, and so strong and intelligent our men, tluit 
obstruetions seeincd only to quicken their progres.H. Felled trees wore 
removed and Imdgcsrolmilb by the heads of colninns before the rear 
could (j 1()S(\ up.

Bainboig nj) to Bhickvillo. In tho ineantimo Gouoral Kilpatrlok Jiad 
brought hm eavaliy rapidly by Barnwell to Blackvillo, and had toVnod 
tirwaid Aikon, wi tB orders to throatoii Augusta, Imt not to bo drawn 
needlessly into a serious battle. This ho skillfally aecomnliahed 
skirmisliing'^ Wheeler’s cavalry, ilrst at Bhickvillo ami 

afterward at Williston and Aikoii, General Williams, witli two divis- 
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iona of iho Twciitictli Corps, marc.hcd to tlio Carolina liailroad 

at Graham’s Station on the 8Ui, and Gimoral Slooiini roaolKHl BUk'Jc- 
"villo on the 10th. Tho dcstrncticm of tho I'ailroad was (;oiitiimed by 
the Left Wing Iroin IJlackvillc up to AVindaor. lly the I.I th of .l''(d)iai- 
ary all the army was on tho railroad from Mjjlwny to tlohiisoti’s Sta- 
tion, thereby dividing tho enemy’s Ibi'eos, wliieli still romaimMl at 
llranehville and Charleston on tho one hand Aiken ain.lAugusLi on 
the other. 

AVo then began too inovoinent on Gningelmrg. 'fhe Se.voiitcicnitli 
Corps crossed the South Fork of Edisto lUver at Liniiaker’s lU’idgo, 
and moved straight for Orangeburg, while the Eifteeiil ii Corps crossed 
at Holman’s Bridge and moved to Poplar Springs in support. 'riioLeft 
AVing and cavalry wtij’e still at workontiuu'jillroad, with orders to cross 
tho South Edisto at New and Gniguard’s Bridges, movc^to the Oj’ango- 
burg and Edgefield road, and there await tho result of tho attiuik on 
Orangeburg. On the 12th the Sevoniccntli Corps found tho onomy 
intrenohod in front of the Orangeburg brhlge^ but swept liim away by 
adasb, and followed him, forcing him jieims the bridge, which was ])£ir- 
tially burned. Behind tho b'ridge was a^ battery in ])osition, covered by 
a cotton and earth parapet, with wing.sas far as could be seen. Goiioral 
Blair hold one division (Giles A. Smith’s) ehjso up to tlio Edisto, and 
moved the other two to a point about two miles below, wlierehocrosscd 
'Eorco’s division by a pontoon bridge, holding Mower’s in support. Ah 
soon as Poivio oincrgo<l IVoin tho swamp the enemy gave ground, and 
Giles Smith’.s division gained the bridge, crossed over, and occupied 
tho enemy’s paraj»ct. lie soon unpaired the bridge, and by 4; p. m. tho 
whole coi‘i)s was in Orangeburg ami had In^gun this work of dostructiou 
on tho railroad. Blair was order(?<l to destroy this raili'oad eiroctually 
up to Lcwiavillo, and to push the enemy aer(»ss tlie (Jongaree and force 
liim to burn tho bridges, which hodidonthe lllh; ami without wawting 
time or labor on .Braucliville or (Charleston, wliieh I knew the oiioiny 
could no longer Iiold, 1 tunned all the (iohimns straight on Oolmnbia, 

The Seventeenth Corps followed tho State road, and the Eirtcentli 
oros.sed the Korth Edistt) from Poplar S))rings at Hiiilliug’s Bridge, 
above tlio mouth of “Caw.Caw Swamp” creek, iind tool: a (^ounti'V road 
which came into tho State road at {^olglor’s. On the loth tho Eiltecn tli 
Corps found the one.iny in a strong position at IjittN^ Congavco bridge 
(across Congarce Creek) with a tAUvde-pont on the sonMi side, and a 
wolbcoiiatructod forton the north side, commanding the bridge with 
artillery. The ground in front was very bud, level, and clear, with a 
frcsli deposit of imid from a reec.nb ovorlhjw, Gemaal OluirloH B. 
A-Yoods, who commanded the leading division, succiualod, however, iti 
turning tlio flank of the tdfco-de-poiit by sending Stone’s brigade through 
a cypress swamp to tln» left, and following u}) tho rctniatiiig oueiuy 
promptly lie got possession of the bridge and blu^ fort beyond. Tho 
bridge had been partially damaged by lire, ami bad to be repiured for 
the passage of artillery, so that night ehmed in bi'fore tho luiad of 
the column could reach tho bridge across Oongaroo KIver in fi'ont of 
Columbia. TJiat night tho enemy shulled our camps from a battery oii 
the cast side of the Oongaroo, above G-ninby. Marly next morning 
(February 10) the Jieud of coluinu reached the bank of the Congarce, 
opposite Columbia, but too late to save tho flue bi’idgo wdiich siiauiied 
the river at that iioint. It was burned by the oneiny. Wiiilo waiting' 
for the pontoons to come to tho front w’ocouhl soejieojile running about 
tho streets of Columbia, and oeeasioiially small Ixidies of cavalry, bub 
no masses. A single gun of Oaxitalu l>o Gross’ battery was Ilriug at 
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tlioir (iavjilry squads, but I clieckod his ilriiig', liiuiUiig liiin fo a few 
shots at tlio unliiiished Stato-hoiisc walls, and a few shells at the rail- 
road depot to seatter the lieople who wore seen carryin^^ away saedts of 
corn ami jueal that wo iicoiled. There was no white Hag or inauii'esta- 
tioii ot surroiuler. 1 directed Gencx'al 'Howard not to cross directly in 
front of Columbia, but to cross the Baluda at the faedory, throe miles 
above, and alterwa»“<l Broad liiver, so as to approa<di Colniubia frointho 
uortli. Within an hour of the txrrival of (leneral Howard’s head of 
(iolninii at the river opposite Columbia, the head of column of the Left 
Wing also appeanal, and J directed General Slocitm to cross the Saluda 
at ^bni Church, and thence to take mads direct to Winiisborough, 
breaking np, on route, tlie railroads and briilges about Alston. 

General Howard oHccted a crossing of the Saluda, imar the factory, 
on the IGth, skirmishing with cavalry, and tho same night made a Hy- 
ing bridge across Broad River, about three miles above Columbia, by 
which he crossed over Stone’s brigade, of Woods’ division, Fjl'teentii 
Corj)M. Under cover of this brigade a. pontoon bridge was laid on tho 
morning of tho 17th. .1 was in person at tliis bridge, and at 11 a. m. 
Icarnod that tho mayor of Columbia laid come out in a carriage ami 
made a fornml surrender of the city to Colonel Stone, Twenty-iifth loMm 
.Infantry, (sommanding Third Brigade, h'irsfc Hivlaion, Fiflcenth Corps. 
About the same time a sinall i)arty of tlui Seveiitoonth Corps had 
erosaod tho Oougaree. in a skill; and entenal Columbia from a point 
iininediately west. In nntleipation of tlm (xamijation of the city I luul 
made Avritten order.s to ( lonoral Howard bnuHiing I ho conduct of tho 
troops. H'lufso w(n“(A to destroy absolubdy all arsenals and ])nblio ])]’op- 
erty not iieodcd for our own nse, as well as all railroads, depots, and 
inachinovy useful in war to an eiumiy, but. to spare all dwellings, col- 
leges, Mcliools, asylums, a.ml ha.rmlea.s lunvato property. I was the Arab 
to cross tho pontoon bridge, niul in company with General Howard rode 
into tlio city. The day was clear, but a }Mnf(*ct tomi)Ost of Avind was 
raging. The brigade of Colonel Stone Avaa already in the city, and Avaa 
pi'oiievly ])Ost(!d. OibiKons axid aoldici's were on the streets, and general 
g<)od .ord<!i‘ prc^vniled. General Wade Haiiipto)!, avIio commanded tlio 
(Jonfederato rear guard of (cavalry, haxl, in antici])ation of our (iapbnro 
of Columbia, ordered that ail cotton, jniblie and privates should be 
moved into the streets and 11 red, to jircvent. our making nse of it. 
.Bales Avere piled everywhere, tho rope and bagging (uit. and tufts of 
cotton Avero blown about in the Aviml, lodged in the trees and agaiiujt 
houses, HO as to resemble a snoAV-storm. Some of those jiiles of eobtoir 
Avero burning, especially one in the very heart of the city, near the 
court-house, but the lire Ava.s i>artiuliy Hubdued by tho labor of our 
soldiers. During the day tlie .Pifteoutli Corps passed tliroiigh Columbia 
and out ou the Caimlen road, Tho Seventociitli did notentortho towoi 
at nil 5 and, as I have before .stated, tho Loft Wing and cavalry did nob 
conic Avithiii tAvo miles of tlietoAA'u. 

Before one single public building had been fired by order, tho siuoul- 
del ing (ires, set by Hampton’s order, Avore rokiiidled by the Aviud, ami 
communicated to the Iniildings around. About daik they began to 
spread, and got beyond tho eoiitrol of tho brigade on duty Avitliin the 
city. Tlio Avliolo of Woods’ division was brought in, but it Avas found 
inqiossible to (Hicck the ilainoa Avhich, by niidniglit, had bccomo unmau- 
ngoable, and raged until about 4 a. in., Avhon the wind subsiding they 
AA’cro got under control. I Avas tip nearly all night, and huav Generals 
IIoAvard, Logan, Woods, and othei*a,.laboriiig to save houses and pro- 
tect families tluia suddenly deiirived of shelter, and oven of bedding.

Tampton with having burned hia own eity of Oolnmbia, not with a 
lalieioMS intent, or as the manifcstatlon of a silly “ iloiiuui stoimsm,” 
lit from lolly and want of sense, in iilllng it witli lint, eottoii, and till- 
er. Oiir ollieors and men on duty worked well to evtingnisli the 
llames; bufcothersnot on duty, including the ollieer.s who had long been 
imprisoned there, rescued by us, may have assisted in Kpri'ading the 
tli'O iil'ter it had once begun, and may have indulged in iiiiconceahsljoy 
to see the ruin of the eapltal of South (hiridlna. i)ni iiig the IStli and 
10th the araonal, railroad depots, machine sliojis, (bundries, and ether 
huildings were properly destroyed by debiiled working parl.ies, and 
the railroad track torn np and destroyed down to Kingsville and (be 
Wiiteree bridge, and np in the direction of VVinnsliorongh, 

At the aaino time the Lel’t Wing and eavalry had m’ossed the Saluda 
and Broad Rivers, breaking np rsiilroud ahonii Alston, and ns liigh up 
aa the bridge across Broad River on the Spartanburg road, the inaiii 
body moving atraightlbrWinnsboroiigh, which (leneral Slocum reacluiiL 
oil the 21st ol“ February. lie caused the rsiilroad to be destJ’oyed up to 
Black Stocks Depot, and then turned to Uoidcy Mbiiiit, on tiie (latawlni 
River. The Twentieth dorps reiiched Jlocky Mount on the 22d, laid a 
pontoon bridge, and cros.sed over during the2.‘i(l, ICjljmti'ick’s (lavalry 
followed, and crossed over in a terrible ritln during the niglil; of the 
23(1, and moved np to Lancaster, with orders to keep ii]) the delusion 
orne'ciicral movement on Charlotte, N. C., to wldcli (leneral Beauro- 
card and all tiie cavalry of the enemy luul retreated froiu Ooliimbia. 

1 was al.so aware that Ohesithiiin’s eor|)s, of Hood’s old army, was aim* 
ing to make a.jiinetioa witli Beauregard sit Cliarlotto, having been cut 
Jd'by our rapid movements on Ooliimbia and Whnmborougli. From 
tlK3 23d to tlio 2()th we Iiad heavy rsiins, swelling the rivers and inaK'iiig 
the roads almost inipsissable. Tlio Twentieth Corps reached Hanging 
Rock on the 2Gth, and waited therefor the Fourteenth Corps to get 
aewiHs the Catawba. The Iicavy rains hsid so swollen the rive, r that the 
liontooii bridge broke, and (.lenoral J)avls Imd very hard work' to re* 
eommaud acro.ss. At hist lie sueeeeded. and the 
Lolt Wing wa.s all put in motion for Cheraw. 

In the moantimo the Right Wing liad broken up the rnilroad to 
Wiuusborougb, and tlicnee turned for Foay’s Ferry,* wlnu’e it was erossed 
over the Catawba bedbre the hwivy rains sot in, the Heveiilemitli Corps 
inoviiig straight on Cheraw via ■S''oiing’s Bridge, and the h'lncenth (Jorps 
by Idler s and Kelly’s Bridges. From thi.s Jatter corps detachments

All expedition of inoiinfcod hifantir was also .sontdown to l^'lor- 
cnee, but it c.m^ountorod botli cavalry and iiifanti-y, and roMirned, liiiv- 
iiig only brolcoii np in part llie braiioli roml from Florence to Ohoraw 
Without iiiincccR.sary delay the columns were again nut in motion 
directed on -bayettovillej If.

I also ordered all ein})fcy wngoius (o 
be sent at once to Kinston for supplies, and other impe(limo]lt^s to bo 
groiixied near theKeuse, south of Crolclsborougli, holding (ho real army 
ill close contact with the enemy, ready to him if ho ventured ou(;- 
side his parapets and swampy obstructions. 

Tlius matters stood about Bcntouvillo on tho 21st of March. On tlie 
same day General Schofield entered Ooldsborough with little or no 
opposition, and General Terry had got possession of the Neii.se lb vor 
at Cox’s J3ridge, ten miles above, with a pontoon bridge laid and a bri- 
g’ade across, so that the three armies were in actual coiinoctioii, and 
the great object of the campaign was accomxilished. 

On the 21st a steady I'ain jircvailed, during which General Mower’s 
division, of the Seventeenth Corps, on the extreme right, had v’orked 
■well to the right around the cnem.y’s dank, and had nearly reached tlie 
bridge across Mill Creeh, the only line of retreat open to (;liocnomy. 
Of course there was extreme danger that the enemy would turn on him 
all Ills reserves, and, it might be, let go his i>a.rax>otM to overwliolm 
idower. Accordingly I ordered at once a general nttiKjk by our skir- 
mish line from left to right. Quite a noisy battle ensued, dnringwiijch 
General Mower was enabled to regain his connection with his own corps 
by moving to his left rear. Still he had dovelo])cd a weaknossin tho 
enemy’s position of which advantage might have b(?en l;iikon ; hut that 
night the cncniy retreated on Sinithileld, leaving his i)j<5keiH to fall into 
oar hands, with many dead unburied, and wonnded in his fluid lu>s- 
pitals. At daybrcfik of tho 22d imrsuitwna miulo two miles hoyoiid 
Mill Creek, but checked by luy order. General .Tolumton had utterly 
failed in Ins attempt, and wo remained in full possession of tlie Hold of 
battle. 


General Slocum reports tlio losses of tho Left "Wing about Bentoiivillo 
at 0 ollicera and 145 men killed, 51 onieor.s and SI (linen woiindoil, uiid 
r ^ 223 men missing, takoii pri.soners by tlie enemy; total, 
1,196,- He buried on tho field 167 rebel dead, and took 338 prisnnoi’H. 

General Howard reports tho losses of tho Right Wing at2 ollUturs liutl 
35 men killed, 12 officers and 280 men wonnded, and I onioor and 60 
men missliigj total, 31)D.t Ho also buried 100 rebel dead and toolc 1.287 
prisoners. ’

Florence, Ala., and moved straight into the lieai’t of Alabama, on a 
route prescribed for General Thomas after he had defeat(5d General 
Hood at Nashville, Tenn.; b«t the roads being too lieavy I'or infantry 
General Thomas had devolved that duty on that inost energetic young 
cavalry ollicor, General Wilson, who, imbued with the projK‘r spirit, has 
struck one of the best blows of the war at the waiiingstrengtli of the Con- 
federacy. His route was one never before touched by oiiv ti'oo])H, and 
afforded himabuiidaneoofsnppliosasloiigas liewasin motion, namely, by 
Tuscaloosa, Selma, Montgomery, Columbus, uudMacon. Though in coin- 
inunication witUhiin, X have not been able to receive as yet hislnll and 
detailed reports, whieb will in due time be published and appreciated .* 
Lieutenant-General Grant, also in immediate command of tluuiniiies 
about Eiclnuoiid, liad taken the initiative in thatma-gnillcontcanipnign 
which, in less than ton days, compelled the ovacjuation of Eichinoiul, 
and resulted in the destruction ami surrciuler of the entire rebel tinny 
of Virginia under command of General Leo. 


Thenews of the battles about retorsburg reached mo at Goldsborotigh 
on the 6fch of April. Up to that time my purpose was to move rtiitidly 
northward, feigning on Kaloigh and striking straiglit Ibr Hurktndllo, 
thereby interposing between .lolnistoii and Lee. Hut the aiisphjious 
events in Virginia had changed the wliolo military problem, tind in the 
expressive language of Lieutenant-General Grant, “the Oonredorato 
armies of Lee and Johnston’’ boeamotlio “strategic points.” General 
Grant was fully able to take care of the former, and iny task was to 
capture or destroy the latter. Johnston at that time, April 0, Imd his 
lU'iny well in liand about Smitliilold, interposing between me and 
Haleigh. I ostimacod his infantry and artillery at 35,000, and hla (lav- 
airy from (3,000 to 10,000. lie was superior to mo in cavalry, ho that I 
held General Kilpatrick in reserve at Mount Olivo, with orders to 
recruit bis horses and bo ready to make a sudden and rapid inarcli on 
the 10th of April. 

At daybrcalc of tile day Uppointod all the lioads of coliinins were in 
motion straight against the enemy, Ma.j. Gen. II. W. Wlomini taking the 
two direct roads for Simthllold; Mi^i.

Thus matters stood at the time I received Goneral Jolinstoii’a brat 
Jotter and iiuulo my answer of Aiiril l<t, copies of which wore sent 
with all expedition to Lieuteiiaiit-Goiieral Gi’aut and tho Secretary of 
War, with my letter of April 15. I agreed to meet General John- 
ston 111 porsoii at a point intermediate between our pickets on tlio 17th 
at I’oon, provided tho po.sition of the ti‘oop.s romulnod statu quo. I 
was. both willing and anxious thus to consume a few days, as it would 
enable Oolouel Wnglit to iiiiish our railroad to Baleigli.

On tlie evening of April 23 Major Hitclicotik reported his return to 
Morehead City with dispatches, of wliicU fact General Johnslon, at 
Hillsborough, was notified, so as to be readj' in tlic morning lor an 
answer. At G a.m. on the 2dtli Major Elitclieoclc arrived, acicompanied 
by General Grant and members of his staff', wJio had not telegraphed 
the fact of his comnig over our exixwed road for prudential reasons. 

I soon learned that the memorandum wa.s disai)pvoved, without rea- 
sons assigned, and 1 was ordered to give the forty-eight hours’ >i‘>tico, 
and resume hostilities at the close of that time, governing myself by 
the substance of a dispatch, tlicii inclo.sod, dated March 3, 12 noon, at 
Washington, 1). 0., from Secretary Stanton to General (Irant, at City 
Point, but not accompanied by any part of the voluminous matter so 
liberally lavished on the public in the New York journals of tlic 24th 
of April. Tiiat was the first and only time I ever saw that telegvani, 
or had one word of instruction outlie imxjortant matter involved in 
it; and it does seem strange to ino tliat every bar-room loafer in New 
York can read in tlio morning joiiriial.s “official” mattiu’ that is witli- 
held from a general whose coiumaud extends from Kentucky to Nortli 
Carolina. 

Witliin an hour a courier was riding fVoni Durham Station toward 
Hillsborougli with notice to General Johnston of the suspension of the 
truce and renewing my demand for tlio surrendci* of tlie armies under 
his immediate command (see two lettcr.s, April 24, G a. m,),t and at 12 
noon I liad the receipt of las picket olllcer. 

I thorofovo publislicd my Orders, No. G2, to the troops, terininating 
the truce at 12 m. on the 2Gtli, and ordered all to be in roadiiiiiss to 
march at tliat hour on the routes prescribed in Special Jj'iold Orders, 
No. 05, April 14, (Vom tlio positions lield Ain-il 18. 

General Grant had orders from the President, tlirougli the Soor(\tavy 
of War, to direct military inovcmentvS, and I explained to him tlie exact 
po.sition of tlio troops, and he approved of it ino.st emphatically | bul; ho 
did not relievo mo or express a wisli to assume (somniaiid. All things 
were in readiness, when, on tlio evening of the 20th, I received anotlii'r 
letter from General Jolnistoii asking another interview to renew nego- 
tiations. 

General Grant not only approved, but urged mo to accept, and I 
appointed a meeting at our former place at noon of the 20tli, tlio very 
liour fixed for the renewal of hostilities. General Johiistuii was delayed 
by an accident to his train, but at 2 p. m. arrived. We then con- 
sulted, concluded, and signed the final terms of capitulation. Tlicse 
Avere taken by mo back to Raleigh, submitted to General Grant, 
and mot his immediate approval and signature. General Johnston 
was not oven aware of the presence of General Grant in Raleigh at 
the time. 

Thus Avas surrendered to us the second groat army of the so-called 
Confederacy, and though undue importance has been given to tlie so- 
called negotiations which lAreceded it, and a rebuke and imhlic disfavor 
cast on ino Avliolly unwarranted by the facta, I rejoice in saying it Avas 
accomplished Avithont further ruin and dOA’^astation to tlie country, 
AA’itliout the loss of a single life to those gallant men avIio had folloAved

only the iiahed disapproval of a skeleton memorandum sent properly 
for the action of the Urcshhoit of the United States. 

TIu 3 most objectionable features of my memorandum Imd already 
(April 24) beoii published to the world In violation of oCIlciiil usage, 
and the contents of my aecompanying letters to General lliilleek, 
General Grant, and Mr. Stanton, of even date, tliougli at hand, were

As to Davis and liis stolen tiMyiaure, did General Halleek, as chief of 
stall or eoinmandiiig ollleer of the neighboring military division, notify 
mo ol the (acts contained in liis dispabdi to the Beeretary? No, Jio dill 
not. If the Beeretary of War wanted Davia caught, why not order it, 
instead or, by ]nibli8hing in tlio iicwsimpcrs, putting him on liis gnartl 
to hide away and escape? No ordora or iimlii-uotioiis to catch Davis or 
ills stolen treasure over came to me; hut, on the contraryi I was led to 
believe that the Secretary of War rather preforred ho should oHect an 
cs(;ap(3 iroin the country if made ‘Giiiknowu” to Iiim. But oven on this 
point Iincloaoa eoiiy of my letter to Admiral .Dahlgron, at Charleston, 
sent Him by a hoot steamer from Wilmington on tho26tli of A])dl, two 
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(lays boforc tli(> bankers oflinjlimond bad iinparto.il to Gcnoral Halbiok 
the important sociot as to Davis’ movements, designetl doubtless to 
stimulate Ids troops to march their legs oil’ to catch their treasure for 
their own use.* 

] know now that Admiral Dahlgrcii did rocoivo my letter on the 
2Gth, and had acted on it before Ueneral Ilalhjck had even thought 
of the matter; but 1 don’t believe a word (»t' the treasure story; it is 
absurd on its face, and General Halleck, or anybody, has my full per- 
jnissiou to chase Jell. Davis and Oabinet, with their stolen tiamsure, 
through any part of the (mnntry oeciipied by my cominaiuh 

The last and most obnoxious feature of General llalkudc’s dispatch is 
wherein lie goes out of his way and advises that my subordinates, Gen- 
erals Thomas, Stonoinan, and Wilson, should be instructed not to obey 
“ Sherman’s” commands. 

This is too much, and I turn from the .subject witli feelings too strong 
for words, and merely record my belief that so much mischief was never 
before embraced in so small- a spmM) as in the newspaper paragraph 
headoa “ Sherman’s truce disregarded,” authenticated as “ olllcial ” by 
Mr. Secretary Stanton, and piibiished in the Now York iiapers of April 
28. 

During the night of May 2, at Hilton Hoad, luiving conchulod iny 
bnsinesa in the Dejiartment of the South, 1 began my return to meet 
my troops, then marebing toward -ltl(diino!ul from, llaleigh. On the 
morning of the 3(1 wo ran inbi Oliarle^ton Harbor, whore 1 had the 
ploasiu'Q to mct\t Admiral Dahlgrcn, who liad, in all my ])rovious opoi'- 
atioiis from Savannah northward, aided me u'ith a courtesy and inmili- 
noas that commanded my entire reKp(*c.t and deep a.nb(5tiou; also, Gen- 
eral Hatch, who, from our lirst int(U‘vi(5W at his Tullilliiny (aunp, had 
(jaught the spirit of the move from I’ocotaligo northward, and had 
largely contributed to our joint huc( 50S8 in taking Charleston and the 
Carolina coast. Any one who is not satisfled witli wai* should go and 
see Oliarlcston, and ho will pray louder and d(M^i)or than over that the 
country may in the long future be aparesd any nioro war. Charleston 
and aec-Gsaionboing Rynonyinous terms, the city should be left as a sam- 
ple, so that contiu'ies may pass away before that false doctrine is again 
preaoiied in our Union. 

We left Charleston on the evening of the 3(1 of May, and hastened 
with all possible s])ee-d back to Moroluuul City, which wo roacdiod at 
night of the dth. 1 iiiimcdiately commuuicuted by telegraph with Gen- 
oral Schofield, at Raleigh, and Umriuid from him tl»e pleasing fact that 
the lieutenant-general commanding the Armies of the United States 
had reached the Ohesapoiikoiii time tocountormand General Hallcck’a 
orders, and prevent his violating my truce, invading the area of my 
command, and driving John.ston’s aiiiTcndering army into fragments. 
General Johnston Jiatl fnlllllcd his agreement to the very best of bis 
ability; and the officers charged with issuing the paroles at Greojiabor- 
oughreported about 30, 000 already made, and that the greater part of tlio 
North Carolina troops Inul gone home without waiting for tlmir papers, 
but that all of them would doubtless come into some one of the mili- 
tary posts, the commanders of which are authori>5od to grant them. 
About 800 of the rebel cavalry had gone south, refusing to abide 
the terms of tlio surrender, and it was Huppo.se(l they would make for 
Mexico. 1 would sincerely advise that they be encouraged to go and 
stay; they would bo a imisanco to any civilized Govornmont, whether 
loose or in iirisoii. 
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A'Vitli tlie GX(‘, option ol' somo plniidcriiig on tl>o part of .Loo’s and John- 
ston’s disbanded men, all (dsc in North Oa-roliiuv was quiet.” When to 
the number oT men auiTondored at Greoimboroiigh are added those at 
Ttdlaliassee, Augusta, and Ala<50ii, with the aciattered squads who will 
come in at other military posts, I have no doubt 50,000 armed men will 
be disarmed aud restored to eivil pursuits by the eapituhitiou made 
near Durham Station, on tho liUth of April, and that, too, with- 
out the loss of a single life to us. 

On tho 5th of May 1 roeoivod and boro subjoin a further dispatch 
from (icneral Sehofiehl, which cwlntains infiiiiriea 1 have been unahle to 
satisfy, similar to those made by nearly every oHu'cr in inyeonumind 
whoso duty brings luin in contact with citizens. I leave yon to do what 
yon think expedient to provide the military roinedy.

General Scdiollold, at llaloigh, Inis a well-appointe.d and well-diRci- 
plined command, is in telegraplih? (mnunimicatimi witli the controlling 
Xnirts of his department, and remote ones in the direction of (rcorgia, 
as well as with Waahington, and Inis military posseasion of all strategic 
point.s. 

In like manner G ciuiral Gillmore is well situated iii all respcjcts except 
as to rapid einmnniiieation with tho seat of the Gemnal Goverinnout. 
I leave him also with every man hoover a-sked for, and in full and quiet 
possession of every strategic ]M)infc in his dopartmoiit; and General 
Wihson has in the very lumrt of Georgia tho strongest, boat appointed, 
and best cquip]ied cavalry corps that ever loll under iny coinmaiul; and 
ho has now, by my recent action, ojnnied to bim a source and route of 
supply by way of Savannah Itive.r that simqdillcs liis military problem, 
so that I think I may witli a clear coiiscioneo leave them and turn iny 
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attention oiico more to niy special <5oiiini}iml, the. arniyAvitli wliich I 
liavc been a.sKoc.iatcd tliroiigli so>nc of the most {^veiitl'ul scoiio.s of this 
or any war. 

I hope and beliovo none of tiiosu comiiiaiulcrs will ever have reason 
to reproacli mo for siny “orders” they may have ree.eived from itio, and 
the President of the United.

g'uai’d. So Jealous is blio mllitaiy law to protect and maintain ^‘good 
iaitli” when ])lc(lgod that tlio law adjudges dcatli and no altcriiativo 
X)iiiiislunGiit to one who violates a safeguard in iorcigu parts. {See 
Artiehi ot Wav, No fi5.) For murder, arson, treason, and the liighest 
jiiilitary mimes, tlio pniiislimcnt jirosiadbed by law is deatli, or some 
minor ])iini8hmenb, but lor the violation of a safeguard death and 
dcatli alone is the i)re.seribed penalty. 1 iiistamio this to illustrate 
how, in military stipulations to an enemy, our Ciovoniment (lomniands 
and ciilbriieH “ good faith.” In di.smiasiiig this matter 1 would lilco to 
rclcr to many writers on military law, but am willing to take 1 lallcelc 
as the text. (See his <-.ha.pter !No. 27). In the very first artii^le he pre- 
iaees tliat ‘‘good laith” .should always beobserveil between enemies in 
war, because, when our faith luis been jilcdged to him, so far as the 
promiso extends, heceases to be an enemy, llo tlieii defines the mean- 
ing ofeonipaets anil conventions, and says they are iiiade .sometimes for 
a general or a iiartial suspension of ho.sfilifics for the surrender of an 
army, i<v,. They may bo .sjmeial, limited to particular places, or to 
partienlar I'orees, but, of course, ean onlyblml the armies subJe(;tto 
the geiK'ral who makes I lie truee, aiideoextenslvo only with the extent 
ol his command, This is all I ever claimed ainl clearly covers the 
whole ease. All of .North Carolina was in my immediate eommaml, 
with General adiofiold, its deimrtment <!ommaiidcr,aiid his army pres- 
ent with mo. .1. iK'.ver nske<l the truce to have effect beyond my own 
teiTitorial eommnnd.

Our casualties on the 12th and 13th wer<‘. .1 <!oinndssi()iied oIIUku- 
wouinhid, 3 eidisted )non killed ainl 9 wounded.

— Moved at 8 a. m. aii<l nianjhod to Chofiiw, S. 0., niiio miles 
below Siieedsboroug'h, to cross on tlio pontoon briclgo of the 
Wing, Avbich place wo reacbotl at 12 in. Waited until 2 p. m. until 
the remainder of the Fiftcentli Army Corps had crossed, when W(! 
crossed and inarched five miles and encamped for the night on the 
plantation of Mr. Woollard. 

March 7 . — Moved at 7 a. in. in charge of a portion of the wagon train ; 
crossed the North and South Carolina State line at 10 a. m. near a resin 
and tar manufactory of Mr. Green, which was burning as we passed, 
and is said to have contained 2,000 barrels of rosin, &c.; oiicam})ed foi' 
the night near Station No. 103, Butherford and Wilmington Ibiilroad. 

March 8 . — Moved at 12 in. again in charge of the rear portion of the 
train j was detained several hours by the trains ahead by a very bad 
piece of road about five miles from the camp of the night before. The 
trains were all over this ])lace by 7 x). m., when we marched about five 
miles and encamped for the night, the last regiment gottitig in about 
10 p. m. 

March 9 . — Moved at 7 a. in.; was detained several hours by the trains 
ahead of ns, owing to the bad roads; encamped for the night at 4 1). m. 
about one mile west of Lumber Itivor, N. 0. 

March 10 . — ^Lay in cami) awaiting the crossing of the river by the 
trains, which was a very tedious and difficultpassage, which was caused 
by the heavy rains of the night before} moved at 3.30 p. m.; marched 
about three miles and encamiied for the night on the south side of 
BiiH'alo Creek. 

March IJ . — Moved at 0 a. m. and marched about five miles, when wo 
caught up with the remainder of the corps, when tlio First and Third 
Divisions were ordered forward, unouenmbered, to support the .Four- 
teenth Army Corps at or near Fayetteville, N. 0., in case the enemy 
should bo found in any force at that place. Onr division was ordered 
to escort the trains through. Our brigade had chargoof 400 wagons. 
Marched to near Little Rockfish Creek, on the .Uookingham and Fay- 
etteville plank road, and encamped for the night, the last regiment 
arriving in camp at 2.30 a. m. of the 12th. 

Mar^i lS . — Moved at G a. m.,tho brigade in advance in charge of 
400 wagons; marched to Fayetteville, N. 0.; arriving about 2 i). m., 
went into camp about half amile aouthwestof the town. To-day was the 
first day that wc.have had mail communication since leaving Savannah, 
Ga., in all forty-four days out. 

March 13 . — Did not move until 1 p. m., when wo received orders to 
pass through the town in review, Miyor-Gonerals Shorman, Slocum, 
and others being present. Wo halted at the east end of the town until 
our division train should come ui) and escort it across Capo Fear Eiver 
and to carax). Owingto thediflicultapproaches tonnd from the bridge 
onr brigade did not commence to cross until 3.30 a. in. of the 14th, the 
last regiment crossing about daylight. Marched about five miles to 
where the corp.s had encamped the night before, the last regiment com- 
ing into camp about G a. m. of the 14tli instant.' 

March 14 , — Did not move this day. 

March 15 , — In accordance with oivlcrs from corps headquarters our 
division was detailed to escort the trains of the corps. The otlier divis- 
ions of the coriis, in comiiany wdth two divisions of the Fourteenth 
Army Corps, were to move to the left, uneneumbereil, so as to xm'otect 
the trains from attack by the enemy. Moved at 12 m. The brigade, 
in charge of 6G0 wagons of the train, was detained by bad roads all 
day. Marched about eight miles. Three regiments of the brigade 
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arrived in camp by 11 p. m., but the remainder did not ftot in at all. 
The camp this night was about two miles and a half this side of Black 
River. 

The advance of the train moved on over the river, the 
bridge having been completed by the time it arrived. Was compelled 
to corduroy the whole distance traveled before the trains could cross 
over the road. Marched about five miles east of Black River and 
encamped for the night, the last regiment getting in about 11 ]). ni. 

HlarGh 17. — Did not move to-day. Cue regiment was detailed in con- 
neotiou with a regiment from each of the other two brigades to form a 
foraging partj'. 

March 18 . — Moved at 0 a. m. The brigade was ordered in advance 
to fix all bad places. We corduroyed about live miles of the road and 
marched seven and encamped tor the night near Rainer’s Mills at 
8 p. m. 

March If ). — Moved at 0 a. m. in charge of 360 wagons in rear of the 
train. Marched to within six miles southeast of Bentouville and went 
into camp at 1 a. m. 20tli. 

March SO . — Wo had but arrived in camp about half an hour, when 
orders were received to move at once and ro-euforce the corps near 
Bentonville, where the enemy attacked the unencumbered divisions in 
force. We arrived at corps headquarters at 6 a. m. and were in rear of 
Kilpatrick’s cavalry to wait further orders. Remained in this position 
until the morning of the 22d. 

March 22 . — The enemy having left our front we moved at 7 a. m. in 
the direction of Cox’s Bridge, over the Keuse River. Marched about 
fbui'teon miles and encamped for the night on the north side of Palling 
Creek; were detained several hours by bad roads, and did not got into 
camp until 11 p. in. 

March 55.— ]\Iovcd at fi a. m. and marched to within a mile of Cox’s 
Bridge, where we halted for two hours awaiting the crossing of the 
Foui’toeuth Army Corps. Moved on again at 11 a. m. and crossed 
Neuse River on the pontoon bridges and marched to Millard’s Oro.ss- 
Roads, the enemy’s cavalry being around our flanlcs in conaidorablo 
numbers, picking up our foragers, but did not disturb our camp. 

March 24 . — Moved at 7 a. in. The trains and pack animals were sent 
on ahead, orders having been received that the corps wouhj bo reviewed 
by Major-General Sherman in Goldsborougli; crossed Little River: 
arrived at Goklsborough at 11 a. m.; passed in review and inarohed 
to the northeast side of the town, where wo wont into camp for the 
day. 

March — . — Changed camp to the Snow Hill road, about two miles 
and a half from Goldsborougli, whore we weut into regular camp, and 
ended the campaign of fifty-eight days fmm Savannah, a distance of 
600 miles, the route traveled by the brigade. Remained in this camp 
durmg the remainder of the month. 

[Alml .^ — The brigade lay encamped at Goldsborougli, N. 0., until 
the lOtli,’ at 6.30 a. in., when, in accordance with orders, the brigade 
broke camp, marched through Goldsborougli, taking the road toward 
Smitlifiold, N. C., ciussing Little River about five miles from its mouth, 
nothing of note occurring until 1 p, in. at Moccasin River, where the 
enemy’s cavalry was found posted on the opposite side of the swamp.

Anderson, Fort Fisher, and Smithville to work abandoned plantations.

Brevet Brigadier-General Abbott (with four regimonte) was assigned 
to the comraand of Wilmington; the battalion of the Bl.Ktcenth New 
York Heavy Artillery was sent <lown the river; Major .Princo to com- 
mand at Fort Pishei-; Captain Beach at Fort Caswell, and Captain 
Sbeppard at Smitlivillc. 

A company of engineers, under Captain McClure, assisted by a force 
of contrabands, was set at work on the railroad bridge over Sinitlt’s 
Creek (Wilmington and Wchlon Bailroad), 280 feet long, and it was 
rebuilt substantially before the regular construction train could get 
around d'om Goldsborough to (inish the Nortlieast Bridge. Captured 
cotton, tobacco, t'ic., woi'o collected and turned over to the troiisury 
agent and afterward to the, quartermaster. 

During the month about 7,000 men iu dcta(5hment.s and. jirovisioiial 
organizations reported here ami woi-o sent forward to Goldsborough and 
the front. 

A largo amount of stores accumulated here, ami th(‘. comnmmls of 
Generals Terry and Kilpatrick were chiclly supplied lumee beforii they 
started for Ealeigli. 

[il/ff7/.j— No imimrtant events occurred during the month. The organ- 
ization of a company of police guard in each county was comiileied. A 
great many refugees (white ami black) ami paroled and rolensed rebels 
were sent oil' toward their lioinc.s, public jiroporty gatliered in, .soldiers 
mustered out from their liospitals, &c.

For Miis campaign, inangnnited in iiildwintcr, lo be made tlirongli a 
oouiitry fiimoiia lor tlio extent of ita swaiups, all ol wliicli Cor 500 miles 
distil I ice were to bo evosaed at right angles, afc that soa.soii of the yciir 
Avlicn they were flooded with water and generally regarded as impass- 
able for troops, the engineer department was organized with great earo^ 
The pontoon triiins, of whicli deseriptions have already been given, 
wore put in perfect order, hJvcry oflicor and man belonging to the 
engineer organization was duly imxn'ossed with the iinportamio of the 
part wo were to take in tlie inarch, whore «o much to depend upon 
prompt and ofboiont bridge-building and road-inalcing. The same 
organization of tlic department was preserved as tlnitinudo for the 
Savannah campaign.

The pontoon trains remained exactly as before spcclliod. The tool 
trains remained the same, but the luiinbor of tools carried along by 
brigade wagons was greatly increased, particularly the 11 umber of axes. 

When the movement actually commenced a portion of the army 
marched via SisteFs Fen-y. The pontoon train of the lioft AVing 
accompanied this column. All otlicr engineer troops and trains wore 
transported by water to Beaufort and moved theiico by land. Owing to 
the season and the nature of the country through which wo marched the 
deinaiid for labor of engineer troops was constant. The heavy rains 
which fell just as the movement commenced greatly impeded thoniarch 
of the column, which crossed the Bavaiinah at Sister’s Ferry. To 
enable, it to_ progress at all 700 feet of pontoon bridge were built and 
1,000 feet of trestle bridge, al.so some miles of corduroying. The Eight 
YAdng met with similar obstacles, though not so serious. A pontoon

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bridge, TTfis tlnwii across Whale Branch, and fully oiic qimrioi’ of fhe 
road thence to Poeotaligo was corduroyed. On the 1st of l<\d)i'iiary tiio 
niovcinciit from Bister’s Perry and Poeotaligo (mmniciu^ed, the 
at tliattimo eiideavoringtoholdtliellno ofthoSalkehatchie. dMio Ijolt 
Wing' moved toward .l)u«;k Branch Post-Oflice, and the J^iglit Wing by 
the two roads between the Salkehatchio and the Coosawlmtchie, 1-ho 
Beveiiteeuth Corp.s being directed on Elvers’ Bridge and tlio b'ilteeiith 
Corps ou Dnck Branoli Cross-Koads, with a division thrown out to 
Aiigley’s Post-OfOce. On the night of the 3d of Pebrnary the eiu'-iny’s 
position at Eivers’ Bridge wn.s carried by a ])ortion of tlio BeveiitcuMitU 
Army Corps. On the 4th the Piftceiith Army Corps roacluMl ibiford’s 
(or Beaufort’s) Bridge and found it destroyed, tlie enemy hii\'iiig evae- 
nated his works at this point. Twenty-two bridges, scattered over a 
mile of swamp, and averaging about twonty-livo h^ot in Jengtli, W(}ro 
rebuilt duriug the night and thewliole road through the swanipwas 
corduroyed. The Left Wing with the cavalry on its left Ihnik (iontinued 
its march direct on Barnwell. Ou Fcliruary 7 the Charleston and 
Augusta Eailroad was readied at Midway by the Bovoiiteenlh Army 
Corps, at Bamberg by the Fifteenth Army Corps, at Oviiluim’s by the 
Twentieth Corps, and at Blackvilic by (ho b'em-tcenth Corps, witli tlie 
cavalry on its loft. The i»oiitoon train of the Eight Wing uoia iiimhed 
forward toward, and all the infantry of the entire army, together v'ith 
the tlichigan litiginocrs, were ]>nt at work destroying the radroad. 
This was effectuaily done, all wood-work was burnt, every rail Avas 
tAvistod, and all Avatcr-tanks, engines, and machinery of all kinds 
destroyed to imdudo the IDdisto bridge and Willi.ston, and partially 
destroyed bctAvo.cn Willistoii and Jolmson’s. 

During the night of tlie hth a iiontoou bridge was thrown at Biiiiia- 
ker’s, and the enemy driven away from the position he Imd taken to 
dispute the crossing. Another pon(;oon bridge Avas tliroAVii at .Mol- 
man’s, and all our force was across by the evening of the .‘i.lth, the 
Left Wing crossing at Duncan’s and tJuignard’s Bridges. Tlie Eight 
Wing moved direct upon Orangeburg. The enemy oppo.sod the crb.ss- 
iiig of the Hortli 3?orkof tlie DdLstoEiver, but, as mshal, lie Avas driven 
aAvay and three pontoon bridges built, one on tlie main Orangeburg 
road, and the other two at Bliilling’s Bridge. Tlio Bevonteoiitli Corps 
occupied Orangeburg and do.stroycd the railroad thence to and includ- 
ing the Oongareo Eiver bridge. The Ijoft Wing, meaiiAvhilo. was mov- 
ing toAvard Columbia by the nearest roads. The Eight Wing now 
directed its march toAAnird Columbia, and after Homo opimsition at 
Tlioinas’ Creek and Congaree Creek, where the enemy aaoi.s found Avell 
intrenched, arrived at a point opposite the city ou the 10th oI‘ b'ebriiary. 
The bridge, s over the Salnda, Broad, and Congaree Avore all found to 
have been burned. A pontoon bridge was built at the Baluda Itiver 
bridge, near the factory, and a portion of the Fifteontli Corps crossed 
during the night. The Left Wing imntoou bridge Avas built over the 
Saluda at Zion Church, nine and one-half inile.s above Columbia, and 
some force crossed. On the 17th a pontoon brhlgo aauis built Just above 
the ruins of the foniier bridge over Broad EiVor, three niiles above 
Columbia, and the Eight Wing crossed to the north bank and oceujiied 
the city, the greater iiart of which was burned during tlio night. 
Many reasons are given forthisilagnint Adolatioiioff loueralBlierman’s 
orders, but, as far as I could judge, it wa.s principally due to the Iac,b 
that the citweiis gave liipior to the troops until they AA'oro eraxaly 
drunk and beyond the control of their oiliecrs. Tlui bnrniiig c.otton, 
fired by retreating rebels, and the prosciico of a largo number of escaped 
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jiirisoiiors, oxciitod tlio iiiloxiciitod Koldiors to tlio llrat acts of violciKsCf 
wlticli they coiihliiot boresbi-aiiicd. Idoii’tkiiow thafcl aiucallea 
jtpoii to ^•■ivo ail opinion rospeefcing this matter, but 1 volunteer the 
j,,bovo. Olio thing’ ia oei'taiii, tlio bnmiiig liousea, lighting up the faeus 
Hhriokiiig -\voinon, terrillod childroii, and frantic, raving, drunketi

Oil tlio 18th tho Loft Wing crossed tho Broad Biver on a pontoon 
tfridgo thrown at tho mouth of Watc‘reo Greek, near Lrealily’s Mills, 
iiul comincncdd tho doatruction of tho (.IrcouviHo and Ooluiiibia Ibiil- 
L-oad from Alston l.oward Golninbia-, On tho l&tli, by dirootiou of (iroii- 
jval Shornian, I destroyed all tho railroad shops, dopota, city gas- 
^voi’ks, c^o., ill Columbia, tho IVlicliigan lOiigincors liiriiiahing tho work- 
liig iiartics. On the ilOtli tho march was resiimod. Tho Bevonteentli 
^viiiy Corps, together with tho Michigiiii hhigincorH, at work destroy- 
jig tho Columbia and Charlotte Kailroad from Ooliiinbia northivard, 
^vhilo tho PiL'teonth Corps was at work IVoni Ooliuiibia toivard .Kings- 
^;ilIo. The Charlotte railroad was thoroughly destroyed from (Joliini- 
■jia to White Oak station, foi'ty-four miles. At Wiunsborovigh tho 
yholo army was ('oneontrated, and the Left Wing assisted in tho 
lostruotion of tho railroad bhoime to the northward.

N. O., the cavalry iiaasing through Itockingham and tlioiiee 
na the ilrst road north of the Payettevillo and Albomarlo plank roiid; 
lio Foui'toontli Corps via Love’s Bridge over Luiubor ItiA^erj the 
?wontiotli Corps via McFarland’s Bridge; tho Plftoonth Ooips via 
i ilclirist’s Bridge, and tlio Seven teoiifcU Corps via Oampboll’s Bridge. 
^11 those bridges liiid boon destroyed by tho onoiny and each was 
iiplacod cither by apontoon ora trestle bridge. Tlio conROUbratton 
■t Fayottovillo was elfocted on tho lltliof Maroli with very little oppo- 
ition, though tlio enemy’s cavalry \vas all around lus. At Payottovillo 
Ei was found that tho oiiouiy hiul greatly enlarged tlio capacity of the 
1(1 U. B. Arsenal. Tlio iniijor-goiiera-l assigned to nio tho special duty 
f (lostroyhig it. Tho Mioliigan lUnginoors wore at onco sot at worlc to 
attor down all masonry walls, and to bimlc to pieces all machinery of 
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to tlie.so lienps, juid to all wooden Iniildings and piles oi' hinilxM'; also 
to tlie ])o\vder trains leading to the- niagaziaes. A couple oNioui's 
suiKcod to reduce to ashes everything that, would burn, and the high 
wind prevailing at the time scattered these ashes, so that only a lew 
piles ofbi'okeii bricks remained of that repossessed ai'senal. Much of 
the inncliiiiery here destroyed had been bi'oughtat tlic Insgiiuiing' of 
the Avar from the old arsenal at Harjier’s l'‘crry. 

On the 13tli pontoon bridges were thrown over the Oa])C h’eav Eiver 
ns folloAvs: That of the Left Wing just below tiic ruins ol‘ the road 
bridge (it having been ])uimed by the ciiciny), and tiiat of the Right 
V\ ing^ about three niilo.s below, and the army coninioiiccd crossing. On 
the loth the bridges were tiikcii np and the Loft Wing, togotlior witli 
the cavalry, moved out on tlie Raleigh road. I’he supply trains of the 
cavalry and of tlio LeJ‘t Wing, under (iscort of one division iVoni the 
J'ourteenth (Jorp.s and one from the Twentieth, after going soino s{>v<ni 
or eight iniles,.tnrnod to the eastward, taking the main Goldsboj’oiigh 
road, Avhitiior they wove ordered. TIjo cavalry and the other Ibiiv 
clivisioiLs continued ou the Raleigh road until the enemy was cnconn- 
tered Taylor\s IFoIo Creek, liarly next morning the ciiemy, (ionsiat- 
mg' of Rhott’s brigade of South Carolina kfeavy Artillery, was atta( 5 ked 
and quickly dislodged from his intrenchmontg. Our troo])8 pressed on 
in pursuit and soon encountered the enemy in considerable force 
iiitroiichod at tlie crq.ss-roads south of Averaslmrongli, his lines extend- 
ing irom Gape Fear River to Rlack River. Atthi.s point tliopeninsula 
between the two rivers is narrowest. Ry the time proper dispositions 
wci'6 made to attack it was dark, and before daylight next morning, 
March 17, the <*ncmy was gone, but wa.s closely ibllowed a.s far lis 
Averasborougli by onodivision of the Twentieth Corp.s. A mini*' illu.s- 

rded to the liureaiiof 
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roti'eatcd in the direction of Sinithileld, and onr inarc.h was ]’(^siimo(i 
along the main road hence to Goldsborough. On the morning of the Ihth 
the Right Wing was witliin two mnea of 'the Loft. Tlie enemy having 
kept at a safe distance from us, and destroyed all bridges leading to 
in advance of the head of our ooliimn, it was inferred 
that he did not intend to offer any scrion.s oppo.sition to our inarch. 
iJio Right Wing was ordered to move from Lee’s Store direct to Colds- 
bonmgh, and the Left Wing aimed to reach the .same ])oint via Cox’s 
Lrulgo, ^ BentoiivilJo the ouciuy moving down the Smlth-

every aub-sequent; attack of the enemy, all of udiich w(U’e of a very des- 
perate charaiiter, as the rebel commander well knew that daylia-ht of 
bring with it the eiitiro Right Wing: and sac, !i 
was the case— that iiart of the army marching nearly all night and 
advancing via the same road tliat tlie Loft Wing was on, but from tlie 
opposite cl.reetioo, reael.ca the enemy-e rear, „ot lotvi.ig boon stm, pod 
a moineiR by the opposition of the enemy. The rebel line was^ of 
course, at once double d back and a jhnctiou Avas nZc SwZ ’the

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llij>li(; and LeHi WiiigH of our forcus. Tlio next day (Marcih 20) tho 
First Division, Sovcnteoutli Army Oorps, succeeded in f’Cttiiiji'- witliin 
200 yards of the biidsc'. over Mill Greek, on the Smitldield road, and the 
Fifteentli (Jor])a carried and hold the entire lino of the enemy’s skirmish 
l)it8in its front. Again the enemy ran away during the night. We 
pursued him two miles beyond Mill Greek, On tho 14th of August 
I tranamitted to tho hhigineer Bureau a map* which was intended to 
illuatrato thi.s battle. 

TIio trains meanwhile had never atopped their inovemont toward 
Gold.sboi'ough, and tho troops now iblloMong .soon bcgtin to pour into 
that town, aireudy ocampied by tho troops of Gcucral ScUollold, and tho 
mostwonderfnl ea-inpaigu of tho wav was eiKhMl. Two pontoon bridges 
were built oven* the Nense at Gox’.s, and tu'o more near tlie eounty 
bridge, 'upon which eviwything crossed. 

Supplies of all kind.s were very badly needed, and, amongst tho rest, 
the eanvns eovei'.s of the ]Mintoon boats needed renewal. In tho train 
attaehod to tho Bight Wing this was particularly tho case, .since many 
of tho covers liad been in t)io water an aggregato of sixty days. Atten- 
tion is ospeeinlly dii'eeted to tliis train, becamso the material luid been 
hauled iVom iShushvillo to Goldsborotjgh upon wagons and luul boon in 
constant nso, and yet the train was serviccnible. Indeed, all that was 
ronnii‘(id to make it porfeetly onhaoiit was a now sot of canvas covers. 

Fully oiio-eighlih of tho wliolo army urns without slioes, and nearly as 
badly olf for the otlier articles (»f clothing, havingnow nuirolied tlirough 
tho heart of tho enemy’s {muufcry, over swamps and througli forests, 
nearly if not quite 50(1 miles, o(5cupying sixty days of time, during 
wliich they drew but little more than thoir .sugar and cod'cen’om tlio 
Government, gathering subsisteiujo lor themselves and animals from 
tho enemy’s country. During- onr march from Atlanta to Biwaimah 
our lino of nnmdi was parallel to tho larger wnter-coursos, On thi.s it 
loci at right angles to thorn all, and, as wo expected, tho (liflleultios 
cncouiiterod by us were greatly imwoaaed. Our line of mareli was 
chosou near the juiuition between tlie clayof tluv npliuidswith tlioaand 
of tho lower country, wliicli may bo tolerably well dellnod by tracing a 
lino through the lower rapids on each of tho streams wo orosaod. It 
was hoped and expected that along this lino wo would find tlio best 
roads and the niininuiiu amount of mud and swamp, while at the same 
time it i)aasod through or in tho vicinity of tlm towns it was eonaid- 
orod important to strike. Our supposition was entirely correct, as 
jn’oveii whenever avo dellocdcd much from this lino, as at the crossing 
of the Catawba, iriiero aro but few of us Avho will not; roinembor the 
labor, hardship, and oxpo.snro of the 23d, 24th, 25th, and 2(lth of Febru- 
ary. Still our route, at its best, involved an immonso amount of bridg- 
ing of every kind known in iwdivo campaigning, boside.s .some 400 miles 
of corduroying. Tlie latter was a very simple affair Avliere there were 
plenly of fence rails, but in thoir absonco involved tho sovorest labor. 
'Wo ibund that two good fonc(5.s furiu.shcd enougli rails to corduroy a 
strip of road as long as ono of them so as to imiko it passable. I o.sti- 
inato the amount of corduroying on this campaign at fully 100 miles to 
en<}lL armycorps, making an aggregato of 400 miles. Thi.s is a moderate 
estimate. This Idiid of Avork aauih rarely done by tlioctavalry, since thoir 
trains moved Avith tho infantry coluinus, Tho Bight Wing built fifteen. 
I)ontoon bridges, having an aggregato length ot 3,720 foot. Tlie Loft 
Wing built about 4000 foot, thus making a total of 7,720 feet, or nearly 
oiiG mile and a half, Tho amount of trestle bridge hnilt Avas not inens-

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tirecl, but it was not so great. In corduroying, tlio entire available 
J'orco of tbe army was used — engineers, pioneers, and iiiCantry. d-’lie 
pontooiiing was all done by engineer troops, according to tlio oi'gnni/a- 
tiou already given, and the building of trestle bridges by engineers 
and pioneers. Sinwcys have been made of tlie entire line of marcli ot 
each army i;orps as well as the route pursued by the lieadquarters 
military division. The latter was as good a. survey iis could bo made 
with odnineter and prismatic compass, and was under (ilnirgc of (.'apt, 
1:1. A. UilTers, assistant adjutant-general volunteers, on oiigineer duty. 
In addition to the oflicera already named as on engineer duty, the Ibl- 
lowiiig, belonging to the Coast Wiirvey, wen^ courteou.sly ]»hieod under 
my orders by Mr. J. E. Ililgard, in charge of that work, vi/; Messrs. 
Clevehuicl liockwell, F. W. Borr, W. Harding, and F. Platt. Owing 
to the rapidity of the inarch there ^vas bat little opportunity for tlio 
finer class of surveying which these gentlemen were capable of doing. 
ThoymadoplanetablosiirveysofPocotaljgoandGoldsborough, and were 
always ready to avail theinsolves of any clianee tlnit oCforcd itself to 
make themselves useful. My thanks are due and freely tendered them. 
A map * upon a scale of 1.350000, illustrating tlio maridi from Savan- 
nah to Golclsborough, is llnisltcd and a copy is now being made. The 
original will bo transmitted to the Engineer Bureau as soon as this is 
done. 

In closing this section of thi.s ro])ort, I desire to boar testiihony to 
the good conduct and cfllclency of the individnals composing the 
engineer organization, and above all my thanks arc due to Colomd 
lieese. It is impossible in a jiapor like this to give an adequate idea 
of the value of his services. The hearty support lie gave mo in all 
these long eampaign.s will never bo forgotten, and it allbrds me great 
pleasure to know of its recognition by tho (iovernmont in the grade 
of brigadier-general by brevet. 

Fourth. The cmqxdf/u from Goldsboroii(/h, N. 0., to lialaiffh, N. ()., anil 

the march from lialcigh to Washinnton City, from April 10. 1H()5, to 

aoth of May, 1805. 

Upon our arrival at G-oldsborough onr attention was devoted to roiit- 
ting the army for a new campaign. 'I'ho grand army was reorganized 
so that it consisted of three cliviaions of two army corps each, viz : Tlio 
Army of the Tennessee, of tho Fifteenth and Sevoutcenth Corps, lieliig 
tho Bight Wing; tho Army of tho Ohio, Bcjiartment of North Carolina, 
of the Tenth and Twenty-third Corps, being the Center, and the Army 
of Georgia, of tho Fourteenth ami Twentieth Corjis, being the Left 
Wing. Tho engineer organization to correspond with tins was :

The organization of pioneers and tool trains was exactly as described 
heretofore, except that it was extended to the additional force that had 
joined us. 

_ I mention the organization of the engineer department because I 
louiul that with all the experience gained in tlie roimirlcahle campaigns 
of Savannali and the Oarolinas notliing bettor was suggested. It was 
found to be onicient, and it was so simple as to be readily liandled. On 
the 10th of April the ariny moved forward upon the road to Italeigli, 
mooting with feeble resistance. T'ho usual corduroying and bridge 
building commenced at once, and four imntoon bridges wore laid across 
the Nouse on the llth. Tliocity of Italeigh was entered without oppo- 
sition on the 13tli, and in a day or two afterward Ibllowed tlio coiivoii- 
tloii botwoou General Sherman and the rebel general Joseph E. John- 
ston. At the time of this convention we liud pushed a pontoon train 
out to Avon’s I'ord, on Capo Fear Itivor, and luul built a bridge tlioro. 

After the snrroiulor of the rebel forces the forces (;omi>osiiig the 
Bight and Left Wings, as already described, commenced their inarch 
tio Washington. 1’ho map, on a scale of 1.300000, proimred under my 
direction, shows the routes of marcli from Goldsborough to lialoigh, 
and thonoo to Washington, 1). 0.; also the points at which imntoon 
bridges were built. Of course there was no especial merit in anything 
done by the engineers during- this marcli anymore than there would bo 
during any other march in a time of profound peace. 

Upon our arrival at Washington the pontoon trains, which had done 
us such eilicient service, wore turned over to an ofllcer designated by 
the Enginoor Bureau. One of them had boon hauled on wagons from 
Nashyillo, Tonn., via Ohabtsmooga, Atlanta, Savannah, and lialoigh to 
this city; and the other had in like inaimov been hauled over the same 
route from Ohattauooga, and they luul been in almo.st daily use for a 
year with one single renewal of the canvas covers, and wore in excel- 
lent cdiulition when delivered hero. (Jan any facte go further to show 
the value of the canvas train in compaigns of the cluiraotor described? 
No wooden boats would have stood a moiety of the rough usage 
bestowed upon these. A few days* hanling over the mountains of 
Georgia, or the corduroy roads of the Oarolina swamps, would have 
used them up. 

As the result of experience I would suggest that a change bo made 
in the wagons of the canvas pontoon train so that the wheels and axles 
shall conform to those in use in the quartcrinaHter*s deiiartmont, and 
the balance of the wood work bo that proposed by Oolonol Pottos. The 
reasons for this recommendation are given at some length in a former 
communication to the Bureau. I may luoution that the bridge equi- 
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pag'o ill chai'g -0 of tlio Indiana Voliintoitrs was luiiilod all 

tlio way from Chattanooga to VVashingtoii on thoonliiiai'y (luai Ua ina.s- 
tei ’s wagon, the convenience of which was constantly observed for .l,o00 
miles. 

Great attention should boxiaid, in organizing for fntiiro campaigns, to 
the matter of tool trains. Operating as we did in a sandy country, wo 
found but little use for the pick and spade, but the ax and the .short- 
handled shovel wei’e in constant deninnd. 

Every army corps ought to bo provided ivith one good engineor reg- 
iment, which ought to be eapable of doing anything ret|iiirod at its 
hands. As example.s of such regiments 1 will roi'er to the. l.wo wlilch 
accompanied ns. 1 never called for workmen to work in wood, metal, 
or stone, but good meehanios were at once forthcoming. Although the 
Fifty-eighth Indiana Infantry was not enlisted as an eiigiiiGor regiinenl;, 
yet under the tuition of their cfiloient colonel — afterward Bvt. Brig. 
Gen. George I*. Buell — tlicy bec.mne very valuable; indeed, for all pur- 
poses required at their hands, were as much so as the engineer regi- 
ments were, but the duties thiiy were called upon to perform were nut 
so varied. Tlio constant practh^e of our troujis has made them tolera- 
bly good judges of wlmt constitutes a gooildolensivo line, and liglitoned 
the labors of the engineer stall' very materially. I was frequently sur- 
prised by the admirable location of rillo tronches and the ingenious 
moans adojited to juit tUem.soIvcs under cover. The acciiraey of the 
lire of sharpshooters on both .sides led the troo]).s to adojit tlm “ lioad- 
log' ” in all tlioir ride trenches. This is a good, stout Jog, of hard wood 
if possible, which i.s cut as long as possible and laid upon bUxslcs placed 
on the superior slope a foot or two outsido the intorior (west. !l,'lio 
blocks supporting the “head-log” raise it Bullicionfcly from tlie jairfipet 
to allow the musket to pa.ss through iinderneatli it and sUmdy aim to 
be tfikeii, wliilo the log covers the head frotti the oiuMiiy’s lire, h’re- 
quently the blocks are replaced by skids, whi<;h rest on the ground in 
rear of the trencli, so that if the “ licud-log” is knocked olf the ])!irapet 
by artillery tiro it rolls along tho.so skids to the rear without injuring 
anybody. I examined many miles of these “head-logs” witlioiib Jlnd- 
iiig any indication that their use had been otlierwlse tluin advaii tageous. 
I saw no evidence that a single man had been Icillod on either side by 
splinters thrown from tliom by artillery projcctilca, or from logs thrown 
off the parapet by the same means.

Ct: 1 ';neual : 1 liave the honor j;o report the operations of the iirtillciy 
of the itrtiiie.s under your commuiid dimug- the Cjiroliiui eampaigii of 
February and March, 18G5. 

In coiisi<lei'atiou of the pc(5«liarities of the ca!ri])aign, involving long 
iind rapid inarclics over bad roads and at an inclement season of the 
year, the same jn'ccautions which were so advaiitageously taken for 
your Savannah campaign of last autninn wei-o again observed. The 
number of gums was reduced to one per 1,0()0 cifectivc bayonets, and 
cac-h artillery carriage was provided with eight dranglit animals. 

The whole number of Held batteries Avas sixteen, comprising sixty- 
eight guns, which were distributed and of calibers as follows : 



Iiieliidiiig the reserve .sui)p]y, eacli gnu was furnisluid with 350 rounds 
of aniinnnition. 

A careful and critical poraoiml imspc'ction, made a few days preceding 
our departure from Suvanimb, Hati.sficd ino that in al.) essentials the 
artillery was in oxcollont condition for any kind of work. 'IMio results 
fully justillcd tlieso oxi)ectatlon8. \ )uring tlie wliole maroh the artillery 
supplied itseli; unaided by infantry or cavalry, with provisions lor its 
officers and men, forage for its animals, and to a. groat extemb with Ihesli 
liorses ami mules captured in the (country. A' tabular statement is 
a])i)eudc(l to this roi)ort, showing the extent to whioli tiiia unusual 
artillery service wa.H perlbnued. 

No gun or artillery earriago of any description was abandoned, dis- 
abled, or at any time even si bmiporury iiiipedimeiit to the march of the 
infantry eolumiia — si iact the more eredltsible to the artillery, since iji 
many i)laccs the roads were of the worst po.sHiblo (lCR<5ri])tio]i. 

Although the iiatureof yoiit operations did not, except at tlio battles 
of Avorasborougli ami lleii1:onvillo,eall for any general use of artillery, 
yid in support of .skirmish lines, brusliiiig away cavalry, and covei'iilg 
tlio cro-ssings of several diJlieult and important rivers, it Avas advanta- 
geously used at the followiiig-nained times and places, namely;

At tlie battle of Averasborough, March 10, the batteries of thoTwen- 
tiotii Cori)s were promptly and jndicioiisly posted by Major Iloynolds, 
tlui cliicf of artillery of that corps, and by the precision and rapidity of 
tlioir lire did ino.st excellent service in di.slodgiiig the enemy from his 
intrcmdied line, and the eonseQuent capture of three of his guns. 

At the battle of Bentonvillo, March 10, 20, and21, it was the fortune 
ol' tlio artilloi-y to play a more conspicnous part. The batteries of the 
Fonrteoiith and Twentieth Corps were hotly engaged on the lOtli, and 
after the first temporary advantage gained by the enemy, in which the 
Binoteenth Indiana Battery, not by any fault of its own, lost three of 
its guns (one of which was recaptured next dayh tlioy poured in a lire 
so steady, rapid, and elfcctive that all of tlic enemy’s h’oquoutly 
ropeuted assaults Avere succcssfnlly repulsed. On tlie 20tli, and par- 
ticularly on the 2Jst, the batteries of the Fifteenth Corps lent most 
oillcient aid in advancing our own liue.s, in repelling the enemy’s 
assaults, and in inlllcting heavy loss upon him. Both of these fields 
of battle gave almndiint proof of the precision of our artillery lire. 

The following tabular statements will exhibit the amounts of provi- 
sions and forage, and the number of animals ca])tnre(l by the unaided 
labors of the artillery, the ca.sualr.ies among olhccrs, enlisted men, find 
animals, the expenditure of aminuiiition, and the number of guns lost 
by us and captured from tlio enemy:

If to the oporatioua of your armies, the legitimate fruits of which tlioy 
really are, bo credited tlie gnus captured atOluirlcstounndWilnungtoii 
(oxoludiug from the iminberof the latter those captured tit Jfort Fisher 
and the other forts at tlie mouth of Capo Fear Hiver), the total artil- 
lery ctiptured during tlie past ton nioutlis by troops under your imino- 
diato commaud will exceed 700 guns. 

Throughout thecampaign the ammunition, lu.sos, and primers proved 
imiiaually good and reliable, the only iiiult observed Iteing atuul oraolcs 
and insiiiificierit bursting cluirgos in a few of the 20-pouiulGr Parrolit pro- 
jectiles, want of care in the screwing of bhoBormann fuse in 12-poun(ler 
projectiles, and insufllciont bursting charges in many of the Hotchkiss 
3-inch shell and case-shot. Ammunition and fuses received Irom Saint 
Louis Arsenal ai}poai' to be more complained of (especially tlie fuses) 
than thtit received from other pla(;oa. 

In conclusion I am gratified to bo able to commend the oflicers and 
men for attention to tlieir duties in preparation for the Held, and for 
good conduct after entering itj for the details of which I respectfully

General : I have the honor to submit the Ibllowing brief report o f 
that part of the campaign in the Oai'oUnas portivining to the jncdieii.l 
department: 

Prior to leaving Savannah tlio army had boon re])lonialied willi ona 
inontlds supxjlies of medicines and hosiiital stores. Tlie.so.snjiplies wero 
drawn from the imrveyor for tlio Department of the South at Jlilton 
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Head, S. 0., to■^vllOlU they liad been sent for this army. Soon after 
arriving in Savannab corps hospitals were established for tlio reeeiiiiou 
of such sick or disabled men sis were then in the army as well sis for 
receiving all such essses as ivould bo unable to undergo tlic hiird.sliips of 
a severe campaign when the time came for taking the field, d) he araiy 
was composed of tholfourtecntls, Fifteenth, Seventeenth, and Twciitioth 
Corps and the Third Cavalry Division, making an aggregate of about 
(jn.OOO men. The several corps left Savannah at various dates from the 
intli to the 22d of January. Before inarching they wore diseiicumhorcd 
of all men not supposed to be able to endure active duty in the field, 
those sick or disabled men being placed in their respective coi’iis hos- 
pitals. A su0icioiit number of medical oiticors and hospital attendants 
had been detached and ordered to the duty of taking care of all left 
in 'the hospitals. Before entering Savannah about 200 wounded men, 
eighty of whom had been carried in ambulances from the vicinity of 
Macon, had been sent on a hospital steamer to the hospitals at Hilton 
Head. The Bight Wing, under command of General Howard, began 
the march from Pocotaligo, S. O., on tlio Ist day of February. Those 
troops had been oncamiicd for two weeks in low marshes, and it was 
again found necossary to disencumber the two corps— Ififteonth and 
BevonteentU — forming this wing of the army of about 200 sick, who wore 
sent to hospitals in Beaufort, S. 0. At about the same date the two 
corps— Fourteenth and Twentieth- forming the Loft Wing, uiulor 
General Slocum, began tho march from two points about thirty imlos 
apart on tho north side of tho Savannali Biver. To livcilitato tho 
progress of tho army tho four corps marched by ns many (lilTerent 
roads, liy far tho most serious obstacle oucountored during tho first 
ten days was tho bad condition of tho roads. Tho faco of the country 
was intersected with innumerable streams, spreading over a wide 
extent of bottom, throngli whicli the streams flowed in numerous chan- 
nols, with intervening marshes impracticable for roads except by con- 
tinuous corduroy and bridging. To do this work and to extricate 
wagons and artillery fi’om mire great nninbcrs of thomon wore wading 
through water and mud from morning until night. Tiio roads through 
this part of the State would have been through fens and inarshes, only 
to be crossed on causeways even in dry weather and without oi)po8ition, 
but several days’ licavy rain so swelled the streams ns to cover the 
whole face ot tho country with water, so that tho marching columns 
were almost constantly in water, often knee deep. 

On the 2d of February tho oiioiiiy disputed tho crossing of tho Bal- 
kchatciiie Bivor at Bivers’ Bridge, After a sharp .slcirmisli a crossing 
was oiTectod, with a loss of Jfl killed and 8.5 wounded. Tlio wounded 
from this afl'air wore sent back to Beaufort. This loss occurred in Gen- 
eral Mower’s division of the Soveiitecnth Corps. A fter this there was 
no other considerable skirmish until arrival of tho Bight Wing at {3on- 
garee Creek, near Oolimibia. The crossing wtvs opposed by cavalry 
under Wade Hampton, but tlio crossing was soon ollbcted, with a loss 
of 5 killed and 14 wounded. Two days afterward tho army ontored 
Ooluinbia. Up to this period the Loft Wing had encountered no opposi- 
tion. The cavalry, under General Kilpatrick, had a severe skirmisli at 
Aiken, apoint on tho railroad about twenty miles cast of Augusta, but 
I have not received a report of tho casualties. After a rest ot two days 
in Columbia the army resumed ite march, taking road.s leading to tlie 
north, and in two days reached Wiiiusborough. The following day 
a march of near twenty miles was made to tho crossing of the Catawba 
Biver at Bocky Mount, This was by the Left Wing; tho Bight Wmg 
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crossed the rivci* about twelve miles lower. At this x^oint tho T'^’cr is 
called the Watcrcc. Tlic country passed over from ('oluiiibia to Uie 
"Watercc, a distance of near fifty miles, was high and rollini'’, wiUi 
occasional ontcroxiiiing's of the granite formation, a more ieriile region 
and better cultivated than any xmssed over in South ('arolinn. Owing 
to a rapid I’isc in the Watcreo a delay of four or live da.ys occurred 
before the army was entirely across. From this iioint the march was 
in the direction of Ohcraw, S. 0., and Fayetteville, N. 0. d’hese phieos 
were both taken with very trifling loss. A lialt of two days was made 
at Fayetteville, during which about 300 men sick and a few wounded 
were sent on river transports to Wilmington. The Oii])o Fear Itivor 
was crossed on xiontoon bridges, and tho march resumed in tho g’mieral 
direction of llaleigh and Goldsboroiigh, the latter being the objective 
point. On the evening of March lo Kilpatrick came in (umtaet with 
tho onomy on the Fayetteville and llaleigli road near Averasboi’oiigh. 
On tho Kith they were found x>osted boliind intvenehments, and in dis- 
lodging them the Twentieth Corps and cavalry division lost about dOO 
in wounded. Tliey were pi’oinptly removed from tlio liohl and two or 
three acljaeont bouses and sheds used for Iiospitala. It was raining 
heavily during tho greater imrt of tho day. The enemy vi'.tired in the 
direction of Smithflcld, and onr march was resinned the following day 
to tho eastward on road.s leading in tho direction of Goldsboroiigli. 

On tho 10th of Alareli a licrco attack was made by tho ivliolo rebel 
forco, nndor Oenoral Joe Johnston, ux)on tho advance and Jlaiilc of the 
marching column of tho Left Wing. Tlio Fonrtcenth Corps, having 
tho advance, was comxielled to fall back a short distanco until the Twoii- 
tiotli Army Corps came np, when a lino of battle was formed and tom- 
l)oravy dofen-sos thrown ux). 'fwo or three determined assaults by tho 
enemy were made, but were sncecssfully repelled. Tho ground was 
hold that night by our troops, and on tho 2()tli tho Fil’toentli and »Sov- 
entcentli Coips were marched back to their assistance. Some sovovo 
lighting and lieavy skirmishing occurred during (ho afternoon and 
heavy llring kept up until hito at night. On tho following morning Iti 
was found that tlio enemy had evacuated his intrenclimontH and 
retreated in tho direction of Ttaloigh, abandoning hi.s liospitals. Oar 
loss, according to tho liosintal reports, during tho two days was 0 
ofllcers and 115 men killed and 51 oflieors and 851 men wounded in (iho 
Left Wing. In the Eiglit Wing, 2 olliccrs and 3.5 men Icilled and 12 
ofllcers and 289 men wounded, making a total of U)1 killed and 1 ,158 
womuled. Tlie wounded were ivell eared for in hospitals erected about 
half a mile in roar of tho front or line of battle. On tlie lObli tliey 
came under lire and had to be removed. Although this battle occurred 
nearly at the close of a long march — of two months' duration, without' 
an opportunity of reiflonishing supiflios — tl»cre was no lack of any 
article essential to the comfort of the wounded, Alo.st of those wounded 
on tho IDth were made ascoinfortablo as possible in wagons and moved 
on the 2()tli to tho vicinity of the Kousc Kiver, opposite (loldsborongh, 
a distance of about twenty-live miles. Army wagons were used in eon- 
sequence of a scarcity of ambulances. About 12 o’oloolc on the 21 hI; 
tho array renewed tho march toward Goklsborough, and entered that 
Xdaco on the 23d and 2(tth. All the wounded and siek were (■.omfort- 
ably xflaced on bunks before evening of tho 25th. As far as tlie number 
of tents would allow, they were iflaccd under can va.s in tho open (ioiintry 
around the town and tho remainder placed in liouses selected in town. 
They liavo done remarkably well. Sui)plie.s wore rapidly brought ui) 
li'om New Berne, and the men before being wounded were in a vigoi’ous 
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state of health, very favorable to vapid recovery from wounds, l-'rom 
this i)oint all have been or will bo sent to New lierne, where they will 
have good liospltal aecomnualsitionM until they can be sent Nmlh. 

The (liiration of this cainpaigii has been about sixty ihiys; the dls- 
tanee inarehed about 450 nulcs. Forty-eijjht days were siicntin act- 
ual Jiiarehing, and the average, notwithstanding^ bad roads and the 
necessity of Crklgiug most of the streams, has been about tea iiiilcs. 
Some of tlio corps made on emorgeiuaea as niueh as twenty-live iiiilcs 
in a day. No part of the regular ration was IssiumI ou tlie c.ainpaigu 
except sugar, eollee, and salt; everything else was obtained I'roin the 
eoLiiitry by reg'ulat'lydetailed forager.s. A great part ol the inareli was 
through a region s])arsely settled, an unbrolaoi Hat and sandy r(!gion, 
yielding little in return to the farmer. Biitour foraging parties would 
go to distances of five or ten miles from the road, ami iilways returned 
loaded with l)ae(m, poultry, and Hour or meal. The people of the 
country soon discovered that when our soldiers broiiglit (.ogetlicreveiy- 
tliiiig tliat could be used in our army that there was a very cousid- 
orabie supply wiiero they su])iK)sed nothing couhl l)e found. Very 
greiit sagacity was siiown by oiir s<»ldiors in dlwmveringpi'oviaions and 
other articles hUldeu in the earth. Of ecnirao, such a imireh as 
tills, with two or three weeks’ eontiuuous rain, oyer a country inter- 
sporaed with swamps and widespread niarslies, M'itli an unupal iiuiu- 
her of broad and difllcult rivers to bo crossed, and a watchful enejiiy 
ready to give aimoyauce at every available opimrtnnity, could not be 
aceoiiipliahed without iniudi hardship, and determined and patient 
eiuiuvaneo ou tlie part of the men; but that this has not injured tlioin 
Is shown by the very small mindicr of side. The average i)i.weoutago of 
sick during tlie <;ampaigu, in an Uiiiny of (>5,000 men, has i)eon a Ihie- 
lion over 2 per cent; unquestionably much loss tlum^ if they had been 
lying (luietly in garri.soiu The oiicn air, IVecdoni from drunkenness 
and other vices iusoparablo from garrison life, but ino.st of all tlie nov- 
elty and excitement of an active (uvmpaign on which every man knows 
that important results depends, arc among tlio causes of better health 
of the men in the Hold; ainl again the variety and abumliuiite of food 
and possibly the irroguhu* aiul predatory method of obtaining it, may 
have sometliiiig to do with their better sanitary condition; and lastly, 
but not least in lluontial, is being led by a general in whom they liaye 
unlimited conndonco. On the mareh the system of division hospitals 
was kept up and found to work well. All men from tlio vcgiiuents 
reipiiring hospital treatment were seat to the hosjiital ol the division at 
the morning “ sick call,” and were taken undercharge of tlio surgeons in 
charge who remain perinanontly with tlio hospital. Tlio wagons and 
ambnlanees of the liivision train move together, nml in the evening tlie 
cominandor of tlie division indicates the place Ibr encamping the lios- 
i)ital, and the surgeon in iHiargo, with his ambulance men and attend- 
ants, sees to the pronqit pitching of the tents ami tlie romovnl of the 
sick or Avonnded from the ainbulauccs and that they are i‘od and made 
comfortable. This is a complete organization, and socurcs moro 
comfort to those in hospital without the trouble of iiiakiiig daily 
details from the regiments for pitching hospital touts and having thoin 
ill the way of those who are well. The hospital attendants on the inarch 
do the foraging for their hosxiital. After the two last battles some 
inconvonionce was felt, owing to the deficiency of ambiilaneos. Most 
of those ill use in this army were supplied during the first year ol 
the war and arc worn out. Onohundrod now ones have been received 
hero, No iusti^uoo of any serious neglect of duty ou the part ot the 
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meflic;al oHicers liiis eoino to my Jtnowlcdg'c, but on tlio ooitf lary tlioy 
}uivo boon linUi/ul and. zealous iu the pei'lbi’inatKiO «)! duty, and tlui 
Avouiided liave been proini)tly removed from tiu; field to tlie, liospitalK. 
Tlio new system of ambulance organization lias bemi mon^ or less coiii- 
plctoly ciirried into etteet ill all tlie corps and has worked well. The 
cliaraeter of the wound.s in the cases of those brouglit to the liosiiitiils 
M'ns of an unusually grave eliaraeter, much of the liriiig being at short 
range. Of the I,3()S wounded brouglit to the hospitals I.IL died within 
forty-eight hours. Tliere wore eiglity-ciglit capital ainpiitatioii.s in 
cases brought to the ho.spitals from the battles of the tOtli and Ibth of 
March. A number of the.se, iu the Twentieth Oorp.s, were carried in 
ambulances over very rough roads the day following tin' bal th^, and 
yet, wlien I saw tliem a few days ago at the iio.spital tents in an open 
Held, 1 tliiidc 1 have never seen so many men with amputations doing 
so well ill the most elaborately arranged hospital. Mveiy yi^ar’s expe- 
rience tends to prove the advantage of treating wonndoil men in tents, 
where they can enjoy the ventilation almost of the open air. H’lie .San- 
itary Coimnission was promjit in furnishing miniy lu.xurios to tli(\ hos- 
pitals wliicli they had no otlicr means of obtaining. Tlio subjoined 
tabular statement will give a summary of sickness, cusnalties, t'te. : 
btrengtli of command, 05,000; average daily number of sick, ;i,nt}(); 
total immbei' wounded, 1,308; died from wounds, 130; sent to rear, 085; 
total iminbor wounded and sick on arrival at Goldsborougb (apjirox- 
iinato), 2,888. Those in the above table reported as sent to the rear 
were sent from Fayetteville to Wilmington, except the woundetl from 
EiyorsMiridge, who wore sent to Boanfort. As Jar ns I. have been 
informed there is no case of a sick or wounded man being left on tlie 
way. ^ When the army cast loose from ovmy thing in the rear on tlie 
oampaigii trom Atlanta to Savannah, probably oncof the gravest objoc- 
tioiiH to It In tlio minds of botli olliccrs and mmi was the droiul of being 
left, in ease of .sickness or wound, in tlio liauds of tlieir oiiemic.s. lJut 
on neitlicr that campaign nor tliisonolias this fear Ixmmi realized, except 
ni the case ot two men fx*om the Itight Wing, who iiad compoiiml 
fractures of tlio tingli and wore left in friendly linnds in (Icorgia. In 
aliort, the facility with wliicli an army can subai.st in all the. settled 
portions of tlie Oonfedoracy, wliilo at tlio same timodostroviiig the J'oml 
and forage indispensable to tlio support of its urniies, lias (iemoiistrateil 
the feasibility of a mode of warfare that si.x montlis ago was di'emcd 
clnmerioal and Iiazardous, and undoubtedly has hud au'iniportuiitinllu- 
once in bringing tlio war to its iireseuO cheerful asjiect.

Quiet, iiiduatrioua, and moat akillful, 
tliey attejul the wounded almoat on the skirmish lino, move them to 
the held hosintals, and afterward transport them with a care that 
entitles them to all honor.

On the Ist day of January of this year the gonoral-in-ohief, Miijor- 
Geiieral Shormaii, laid before mo the plan that lie proposed for the com- 
ing eainpaigii. The imrfc assigned to me contemplated the moving of a 
whole or a part of the Itiglit Wing to Beaufort, S. 0., to occupy Poco- 
taligo bj^ the ICbli of January, while the Loft Wing crossed tlie Savam 
nail at BistoPs li'erry and moved to Robortsvillo. I expressed my fear 
that it would be imi>oasiblo to transport iny whole force in the time 
rcf|uired, whereupon tlie general deeUlod tlmt one corps would bo 
sunicient, and that the rest could cross the Savannah and form a junc- 
tion with ine at Poeotaligo after I had occupied that place. With tliis 
understanding Special PioJd Orders, No. 1, wore issued from your liead- 
Quarters. I sot about the work at once, prooiiriiig assistance in tlie

Ids corps on the 3d of .1 anuary. By the 11th the entire SeveiiteeidP 
Army Corps and ne^uly one division of the l''irteenth Gorps had jii'i'ive-d 
at Beaufort Island, whereupon Special Field ()rd<!r.s, No. !), Iroiii tlies(i 
headquarters, wa.s issued. The execution of this oitbir was su1)K(\- 
(lently postponed one day, owing to tl>e delay in tliii arrival oC a part 
of the transportation and the bridge train.

The enemy did nol; conthme long enough to nceesRitato the eontein- 
plated attack. Mo kej)fc up a heavy artillery lire until dark. At day- 
break wo found lie had abaiuloiied his works and retreated. I felt 
obliged to him, forhis position was a hard one to carry, being thoroughly 
fortified. Tho maiiifoi't had twonfcy-foiir ombraHuro.s, and tho mai'Hh 
in f/ ont of tho works was impassable. Three pieces of artillery wore 
afterward found buried near (lardoida Corners. T'lie enemy withdrew 
Ins infantry across the Salkehatchio and posted it to defend tlie rivll- 
road bridge. General Blair was strongly posted aeros.s the railroad 
and covering tho approaches to Pocotaligo. Mo reeonnoitered toward 
Salkohatchie, opened communication with General Foster^s troo|)s at 
Ooosawhatoliio, felt forward toward liobertsvlllo, hoping to eonnimni- 
cate witli General Sloeiim, and back along tho Union Canseway toward 
Savaimah.. The brigade of fUe Fifteenth Arm.y Corps was statiuned at 
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Uai'dcn’.H Coi'iiiira, lioltliiig the cross-roads and watcliin^' the crossings 
of the Conibaliee. 1 oTiiilifced to state in (ioimeetiini with the foregoing 
ojKU'atioiis that the ciieiny destroyed three bridges lU'ty or sixty I'eet iu 
lengt h, 0 : 11(1 partially destroyed a fourth in oiir front, hetweini (larden’s 
Corners and 1‘oeotidigo. They were quickly repaired by using abaii- 
(lonod buildings. The first stage in the operations assigned to ino was 
now aeeoiiiplislied, but from the dllTiculty of getting sn])plies through 
the obstriietioua at Savannah, and from tlie tremendous freshet that 
followed sovei'al days of heavy rain, considerable diday was occasioned 
in other i)arts of tlio iwoposed plan. Major-Oencral bogaii ((ontinned 
to transport the troops ofliis eomniand by water until the 17th of <lan- 
uary, when he was directed to march what might bo left at Savannah 
by tlio Union Gauseway. A portion of one division, (Jeiieral .iohn Jil. 
Smith’s, succeeded iu getting through by that route. Tlie water soon 
iloodcd the road and it beeaineporfeetly impassable; tlnwefore the gen- 
eral continued to (nubnrk his (sommand for Jleaufort, S. C., till ho had 
ferried over everything except his Fourth Division, uiidov (^iencral 
Corse. Major-doncral l^oster luid rci)laccd my bridge at i’ort itoyal 
Ferry. Goueral Blair had established a depot on the Ihxjotaligo, about 
seven miles from the railroad station, whitdi liglit-drmight vessels were 
able to reach at higli water. 

By the 2Kth of ilauuary the FiftccMitli Corps, throe divisions being 
near Garden’s Corners and Port Koyid Ferry, with the Seventeenth 
Corps and the bridge train, urns pr(\pared to move forward in accord- 
aneewitli Special Field Orders, lilo.B), from your headijiiartors. exempt- 
ing tlnit General Corse had been instructed to follow tlio J^elt Wing, 
to form ajiuiotion with ns as soon as an opportunity Hhonhl oiler. 

Ill coin])liatico with a letter of instrnetlouH from your hcadQuavtors 
my Special Field Orders, No. 25, dated January 28, were issued, and 
the movements of tlio 2htli andJOtli followed. General Logan onciimped 
near McBlicrsonville, General JMair abri'asfc of him, on the river road, 
reconiioiWringto Tenant’s Branch. A divisionot General Foster’s, under 
General Hatch, occupied the po.sitioii near Bocotaligo and veconnoitered 
toward the Salkehateliio bridge. 'L’hocomimuid remained aubstautially 
in the same position during the hist of January, c.xcopting that one 
division ol'tlio Seventeenth Corps, under Brigadier-General Force, imido 
a domonstmtiou of crossing the Salkehateliio iu the direction of our 
right rear. Ho on'ectcd this by cutting wood, building Ilros, displaying 
a large skirmlsli line, the beating of drams, &e. The enemy opposed 
a considerable foi’co of infantry and artillery. 

The general-iiMduef Jiaving lieeome satlslled that tlio Left Wing was 
crossing the Savannali, ])ermittcd us to re.suiue the march February 1. 
1 moved Genera) Blair to Whi])py Swamp and General Logan to the 
vicinity of Hickory Hill Post-Olllco. The former encountered tlio ene- 
my’s cavalry .soon after leaving camp and skirmished all day. Whippy 
Swamp Greek was reaidied about 1 ]). in. General Blair found the road 
obstructed with felled trees and five small bridge.s destroyed. The 
obstructions were quickly cleared away, bridges built, the causeway 
corduroyed iu part, and one division (Mower’s) moved across to the 
other aide. Lieut. William N. Taylor, assistant to my chief of artillery, 
was soveroly wouiuhid in the skirmish at the creek. Tlio enemy’s force 
was estimated at (lOO cavalry, that took the dirimtion of Whippy 
Swamp I’ost-Ofhco, and some forty or fifty more who defended the cross- 
ing in General Blair’s front. 

General Logan alsomettheciiemy’s cavalry and cleared away consider- 
able obstructions. At points his road was filled with trees contiuu-

Here the brave and exenilent tolunei 
Swayiie, of the Forty-third Ohio, lost a leg, and five or six other (tasu- 
alitics occurred. Daring part of the day the Ninth lllmois Mounted 
Infantry led the skirmishers and made several gallant clmrgi^s against 
the enemy’s cavalry, in one of which Lieiitcuaiit-Ooloiiol .Lurby , of Gcn- 

oral Blair’s staff, was wounded. ^ ^ , i / 1 -i 

The next day General Blair continued his operations. CxeiieraUiiles 
A, Smith’s division was .sent two miles below and cro.ssed tlio bailee- 
hatcliio witii its iunneiiso swamj) and nmnorous branc/hes by wading, 
while Mower confronted the works directly and cut two intiintry road- 
ways a mile and a half in length to onablo him to turn tlie enemy to the 
north. Hero the ofiicors ami men worked all day in the water and 
mud, often waist deep, .lu.st at dark two of Mower’s brigades 
overcome all obstacles and got upon the enemy’s right Hank beyond Ills 
intrenehments. Ho had his rear open and siicccodcd in escainng wit i 
the exception of a few iirlsoiicrs (about thirty roiiorted). Geiieriu bmitli 
skirmished heavily with a force toward hi.s right and proventecl any 
assistance to tlio enemy from Broxton’s Bridge. . , , , 

1 visited the ficldjust after General Mower had earned the wiirks. 
The position was as good for defense as any I over saw, with abatis or 
slashing covering its front, and that undoscribablo river with ib.s 
swamp to discourage every approach. General Blair’.s loss m this 
action was 10 or 12 killed and about 70 wounded. Biiemy’s loss, some 
20 killed and 150 wounded. 

Oorrospondent to General Blair’s movement General Logan was to 
have reached Angloy’s rost-OlUcc, but the goneral-iu-cliiof hold him 
back to enable the movement of theLoffVViiig to be co-operativi^, so 
that his head of column only reached that point on the ovoning <)t the 
3d of February. The same day General Force closed up to Itivor.s 
Bridge. On thodth General Logau moved two divisions to Buford’s 
Bridge and closed up the remainder of hia column to Angley’a Dost- 
Office. He only reported skirmishing with enemy’s cavalry, lieavy 
roads sometimes obstructed and ahvays to bo corduroyed through the 
swamps and low ground. 

Buford’s Bridge (or bridges, as the river has some fifteen or more 
channels at this point) afforded a military position of canal iliniculty 
with that at Elvers’, but the enemy abandoned it as soon as wo brolfo 
through below. 

Great pains wore taken to organize regular and omoiont foraging 
parties for each brigade, battery, &c. They \vero permitted to mount 
themselves and required to bring in horses, mules, cattle, and all kinds 
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of feed for men and animals. They Avcrc, however, proliihited by the 
mo.s(; striiii'enl; instnietioiis from disturbing: the pi iviitc Iioilscm' and 
taking' such things as money, jewelry, wateluis, and otlier i)i'iv!il:e pro])- 
erty that the imperative necessity of the army did not deinaiid. The 
iiiliahitants liad cleared away ucarly all tlie prodinte of tlio eoniitry 
west of tlie Salkehiitehie. As soon as wo had broken tliis liioi aii 
abuiidaiiu sui)ply was open to ns. The people were, terrilicd at the 
extravagant reports regarding ns, and buried everything that they 
could of value. Thesoldicr.s bceame vcrycx|H‘rt in diseoveiing and 
exlmnuiig these vaiual>le.s, and always regarded (hinn a.s 1 heir legiti- 
mate pi'i/e captures. Jn spite of every preeaul ion to eheek it the. sys- 
tem of foraging operate<l to loosen the restraints of (liseii)limi, and jiiany 
acts were eominitted that every right-minded oiUcer (i<-.])re(;atcB. 

On Sunday (tlie nth of Kebrnary) niy command simply crossed the 
river at Eivors^ and Jiuford’s Mridges, preparatory to advance, Tlie 
(itli both corps niove«l to tlie Little Salkeliatchie. General Logan found 
the oiieniy in some force at his crossing near Oimcansvillo, but soon 
dislodged him and then velmilt the bridge, (dO feet in length, (leiioral 
Hlair did the same at theCowpen Ford, eouatmetiiig bridges to the 
extent of 2(10 feit. During the 7th both corps reached the Aiigu.sta 
and Gharlestou Railroad, the h’ifteenth at Ihrmherg and the Seveu- 
tecutU about four inihiH to the easi; of Midway. 'The Be\’enteenth was 
hindered on route by bavrieades, felled tree.s, and tlie bi’idgca which 
were destroyed across Jjemon Swamp. Roth corps had coiiHidorablo 
bad road to corduroy. 'I'he road was made worse by a lioavy ruin all 
day that Imd (iommciiced tlm night before. On arrival at the railroad 
recoiiiiaiHsanecs wore imide to tlio several bridgi^s across the .ISdisto. 
Holman’s Rridge, Rinnaker’s, Gannoids, the railroad bridge, and 
Walker’s wore sev'crally destroyed by the enemy on the approach of 
our forces. Tlie 8tli was spent in destroying the railroad. Tlie Seven- 
teenth Corps destroyed from the Fdisto toward Jlambergtoa point 
about Inilt-way between that place and MidAvay, and the FiCteontli 
Corps from that point on to Blackville; whole distance about twenty- 
four miles. The ties wore all burned and tlic rails ibr the most part 
twistc.fl. At tills ])oiiit General Ijogan’s .Fourth 1 >i vision, under (.lenoral 
Oor.se, formed a junction witli lilm. The goncraMn-eliief at this time 
oneamped with ihe Fifteenth Corps, near Lowry’s Rtation, and there 
issued lii.s Special .Field Orders, No. lie, that reipiired me to move on 
Orangeburg. 

Thursday, February 0, General Blair moved his eommand to the 
vicinity of lliniiakor’s Bridge, his head of eohunn reiudiing that place 
about 12 m. As soon as our troo]»s appeared tlie enemy ojioned Irom 
an iiitroiichcd position on the other side of the river witli artillery and 
musketry. General Mower, who had the advane.o, immediately con- 
structed a raft, and sending over a few men secured a lodgment on 
the other Inuik. By(> i). m. he had a pontoon la id over wliic.h he began 
to cross his iiiluiitry. Ho pushed on, hearing to the right tlirougli a 
wide swamp, the men often wading through water tlirco foot deep. By 
Op. m. ho had gained the niaiiihiiid ami opened a skirmish with the 
enemy to the left and rear of Ids intreiiohed position. The enemy 
instantly ilod, and Oeiioral Blair had the bridge properly laid in the 
direction of tlio main road and a bridge-head constructed. Biimilta- 
neously with this movement General Logan hud sent General Hazen’s 
division to Holmaids Bridge. lie had crossed the river and penetrated 
nearly through the swamp above the old bridge, when he postponed 
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further opemtioiis until the morning:. At daylight lie louml 
enemy had left his front. Jlc therefore prepaml tho, crossing ol Uio 
South Fork of the Edisto at that place. 

Oiitliellthtlie command marched as follows: beventcenth Ooips 
followed hy a division of the l^irteenth, direct towarfl OiaiigeDiii g'. 
The other throe divisions of the Fifteenth Corps toward the same point 
along the Holiimn’s iiridgo road. General li’orce’a division h'.d the

The mohnted infantry were sent down to make a ilem- 
oustration at Howe’s Bridge, and General .Blair made every piTparu’ 
tioii for forcing a crossing. General ].jOgan moved to Poplar Hpnngs 
during the day, and pushed forward .some mounted men to bliillings 



Bvt. Majj, Gou, John 15. Smith, lie found the enemy strongly posted 
behind works across the river and swamp. The enemy’s jxisition was 
completely turned and his retreat so nearly cut oil;' tha t groa t numbers 
of his men threw away their arms and iwi. Ho captured SO pi'isoiuirs 
and about 200 stand of arms. TJiree of tlio enemy were killed and finite 
a number wounded. General TiOgan’a loss was 1 Icilled and 0 wounded. 
Meanwhile General Blair continued his oporation.s, Oenerul Giles A.. 
Smith operating with his divi.sion upon the direct front, Hkiriiiisliiiig 
with the enemy, and replying to his artillery lire by a battery carf'-riilly 
intrenched, whilst General Force ([uletly laid his liriflge two mih's 
below, crosacd over to the jiiainhnid, suddenly aiipearhig upon the 
enemy’s left ilank and rear. The country was so open that the enemy 
was able to escape. General Blair took some 10 or 12])ri.s()ncrs. Gfiii- 
cral Giles A. Smith noticed the first yielding of the mieniy, and 
followed so closely ns to meet the iiead of General Force’s eoliuiiii luiur 
the depot. The Seventeenth Oorpsimme-diatoly set to workdostroyiiig 
the railroad toward J3ranehville— destroying about six mihsM in tlial: 
direction. Soon after entering the town of Orangeburg ii lini broke 
out in the upper story of a store building. The incciidiary work was 
reported to have been done by a Jew, who was angry beeause thorebf'l 
cavalry had burned his cotton. The wind was high and the lire si>rca(l 
rapidly, consuming the poorer part of the town before its ])rogresH 
could be arrested. Our soldiers finally got it under eoutrol anti pre- 
vented its s]u*eiiding fartlicr. boino 200 bales of cotton that thorfibeks 
had .spared were carefully burned by our troops. 

The next day, the 13th, General Blair eoiitinueil the cl tisi, ruction of the 
railroad, making complete work up to the State road, a (Ustiiiice of 
tliirteen or fourteen miles from Orangeburg. His mounted men werci 
sent forward beyond the State road and dosti'oyed all the tre.stle-work 
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ai)(l bridges up to the Santeo 3iivoi\ Tlio rebels who were defending 
the railroad bridgesctitoiifiroouthcivapproaidi. Meanwhile Croneral 
Logan marched in two colnimia, one on the right and the other on the 
left of Oaw Oaw Swam]), reaching Sandy Eiin X’o.st-Ollleo on the even- 
ing of the I'Hh. General Blair closed up to the same point during the 
Idth. One division having gone on to improve tlm destruction of the 
road toward Fort Motto, irnircliod toward Sandy Ibm i.’ost-Office by 
tlie river road, along the Oongaree. 

On tlie evening of the 15tli I wrote to the general in-chief ns follows :

Soon tho Hkiriiiishors orossod tho crook about lialf aniiicnorthof 
tho hridgo when tho onomy gave way and rotroatod to a now lino nlionb two miles 
iioaror Colninbiu. Tho bndgo partially biiviiod was luado piisHabln for iufaniry and 
artillery in ahont ton niinutoH; tho column commonced crossing andlbllowoilnp tho 
onomy, skirniishlng moat of tho way. At dark General Logan placed two divisions In 
position on tho high ground beyond tbo Congarco Creek. Genoral lilair moved his 
command to tho vicinity of Taylor'sJIill. The onomy has abandonnd hlslVonb, aiidho 
will ro]inlrtbo bridge across Oongavoo and bo ready to cross in tho morning. Tho 
oasualtios of to*([ay In Gonornl Logan’s corps are 0 killed and 18 wonndod. Major 
I’oi'kina, pickot oflleov of Gonoral woods, was wounded, but not sorioimly. During 
tho above operations Gonoral .1. E. Smith mado a divorslou by bliroatoning to cross 
tlio Congavoo Hivor at Dates' Porry. Tlio samo vigor and boldness that liavo ohar- 
aotorlx.cd oui* inon dnring tho hardships of this campaign wovo again oxblbilod 
to-day, You yoiirsolf iimlorstand tho dilTloultlos oftho ground, tho imul, thowator, 
swamps, tho (loop crooks, and ditchos that thoy hud to* ovoroomo in order to got at 
tho onomy.

As we Giitered the city the negroes and many while peojile (lo ^ ^ 
at tlie eoriiors of the streets and greeted the general with loud ( lu i g. 
Ill the niiiiii street was a large quantity ol cotton * 

bvlire. Some men Avere at work tiding to extiugmsli tlieiiie with a 
very poor engine. We remarked that the loose cotton wms blown iibout 
in every direction, and the shade trees were .so completely covered wit i 
bits of cotton as to romind me of «a grove in Maine niter a snow storm. 
The guards -w^ere carefully established lu diflcrout streets, am B(*emed 
to bo attending to their duty very faithfully. I miticed a lew men 
under tlie influence of liquor, and immediately directed that tlmy shouhl 
bcphieed niidev guard. I have been tlmsparticularin iiarniting these 
preliminary incidents, because there followed oneol the imist tern! C- 
Bceiies that I have ever witues.sed, and wo arc ehargiMl by the ridnds 
with its inception. Thinking everything was voiy on oily, and the 
city police in the beat of lianda, I selected a house and hopi'd tn g(d. a. 
little rest. Bub it Avas hardly dark before a (ire broke out in tlie 
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vicinity of j\T«ain street, aiul spread rapidly. I. learned, moreover, that 
qaiantities oniqnor had been given to the sohliora by certain people 
who liopcd in this manner to conciliate them and got their protection, 
and it is certainly true that many of our men and some of our olheers 
were too much under the infliicnco of drink to allow them to properly 
discharge their duty. Strenuous efforts, however, were made to arrest 
the ilaincs. General Woods sent in a fresh brigade, and afievward 
Oeiiernl Ilazcn still another. During the night J met Generals Logan, 
Woods, and other general officers, and they were taking every possible 
measure to stop the lire and lu'cvout disorder. Nevertlielcss some 
escaped prisoners, convicts from the penitentiary just broken open, 
ai'iny followers, and drnnkon soldiers ran through lioiisc after house, 
and Avero doubtless guilty of all manner of villanies. and it is these men 
that I presume act new tires i'arthcr and farther to the wiiulAvard in the 
northern inirt of the city. GId men, Avomeii, and ehildroii, with overy- 
tliiiig they could get out, were hcriled together in the streets. At some 
places Avo found oltleers and kind-hearted soldiers protecting families 
from the insults and roughness of the careless. 

Meanwhile tlio ilaincs made fearful raAciges and magniffeent rosul cnees 
and churches Avero consumed in a A'cry few iniimtos. Afti'r about two- 
thirds of the city, all the business part of tlio town, including the old 
State House, liad been destroyed, the Aviud sliiftod to the oast and the 
flroAvas stayed. Tlie next morning sliOAved very little of Ooluiiibia 
except a blackened suifaco peopled Avitli luiincrons chimneys and aii 
occasional liousc that bad been spared naif by a miracle. IbolloA^o 
that the rebels, Avho blew up the depot, scattered tlic cotton oati’ the 
city, and sot ilro to it, and took no reasonable precaution to prevent the 
destruction of Ooliuubia, are rosjionsfblo for the suffering of thepcople. 
INoithor the gouoral-iu-chief nor any pi hi.s lieutenantB have ever sanc- 
tioned any conduct so evidently against the dictates of huinanity. 
Tlie Seventeenth Oorps folloAA'cd the Fifteopth across tlio Sahula and 
Broad and oucainped outside of thecity to the nortlicast. Tlio Fifteen th 
Corps eneainped to tlio oast and south, except tlio garrison of the city. 

During the IStli and 10th the command remained in tlie vicinity of 
Oolumbia aiidAvoro engaged in destroying the public buildings, such as 
tlio railroad dei>ot, the arsenals, luacliino Hho})s, armory Avitli a large 
quantity of machinery, a poAvdor mill that liad everything in running 
order, throe large storo-lioiisos for nmnuniibion and ortliuiiico stores, &(:. 
A list of the ordnance and ordmiiieo stores destroyed or miido use of 
from Columbia Avill bo attached to this report. Wliilo tlio men Avoro 
removing the shells from the arsenal to the river a torrible accident 
occurred. A porenssion shell Avas carelessly thrown down the bank 
amongst others Avhon it o.xploded, killing and Avounding some IC men 
from General John 15. Smith’s divlHion. The rnilrond was destroyed 
RontliAvavd completely as far aa Mill Crock by the coinmand.sof Gen- 
erals Hazeii and Corse. General Corse continued the work as far as 
Cedar Creek, and Iiis mounted men burned the trestle-Avork and forced 
the oiiciny to destroy tbo railroad bridge across the Waterce. Thoroad 
Avas completely de.stroyed for fifteen miles and partially for forty. 
Mennwliilo General Blair Avas at Avork upon the railroads iiorthAvard. 

Monday, February 20, tbo command coinnienccd its march northward. 
General Logan’s column made a detour, A’ia Koberts’ Oross-Eoads and

™raijo”utlivomnos fi’oiii Flat Hock. Mcanwliilo (Mineral I'nKiH' I'lwl 
moved the 3.^ifteouth Corps in three cohinuis, one, via MeDowel s Mil , 
to a point between Williains’ and Wost’.s Cross-Roads, and the left eol- 
lunii bv an upper route to tlio same point, and tho right coiumii, con- 
sisting of two divisions, to a point on Sanmlcrs’ Creek, .the ram and 
bad roads had prevented tho complete accomplishment o(: each oruor 
of march, so that tho troops were soinowhat scattered, ^riio eimntryj 
after passing Flat Rock, was for the most part sandy, with pine torests, 
lined with numerous roads and cross-roads. Tho rebel cavalry heri^ 
annoyed us considerably, ca])turing some of our foragers and R mw 
wagons from General John 15. Smith’s division. Iho next day, heb- 
riuu’v 25, the IJ'ifteciith Corps continued substantially in tho same posi- 
tion, except that the right column closed up to within about twe vi^ or 
thirteen miles of Tiller’s Bridge. 'J'wo rogiincnUs ot (jonoral (ause.s 
divi.sion had entered Oamdcii eii route and destroyed a (iiniiitity ol cot- 
ton and public stores. Afterward aparty of immntc.d men, uiKhn’idiarge 
of Captain Duncan, by my direction destroyed the Cnmdoii bridge and 
depot and a quantity of cotton. r i 

T’beScvcntcciitli Corpsreached Hoiigh’sBridgeover tlieJiittle. Lynch. 
Tho pontoon train with its guard closed up to the vicinity of VVilIiams 
Cross-Roads. During the day General Logan had sent forward his 
mounted infantry with in.structions to secure Tiller’s Bridge. 1'hey 
surprised aud captured a camp of about 100 rebel militia, partly armed 

and partly not. .,r , 

The next day, tho 2r)tli, General Blair moved to Yoniig’s Bridge, 
across tho Lynch, and General Logan marched in two columna, one to 
Tillci-’s Jb’idgo and the other to Kelly’s Bridge. 

My headquarters wore with the central column. 'IMio Lynch was 
fringed with tho usual swamps. The bridges across the main ercidc 
were saved, but owing to the ireshet the water had risen so as to Hood 
the country for nearly a mile outside the liver bed. 
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At Tillor’s r»i'i(l.i*o<TftiU‘rnl Oovso lind two .IVrig’sulos wjulo tlu* 
iiiiiiKKliiilely upon IiiM arrival, and a. (bw Avaf?o.n« suc(;(^o<l(‘,d iu goltiiij' 
over. At Kelly’s l>ri<lge General ITa/.on did nuielj the same tliiii';', 
seiiiliug over ii part of his inlantry and ji few wa,i?onfi. (iCiieral Corse 
had hardly roiiclied the mainland when the foragers and skirmishers 
\vei'(5 dereely assaulted by Hutlcr’s cavalry. 

Tlie assaidt was sturdily met and repulsed, with a los.s in tlie rebels 
of .several killed and wonnded. I saw a nnmhcr of horses of the enemy 
killed. Tins wateri-ose<lnringthe night upward (d'f, wo ibet, and rendered 
tlieeros.siiig imiiassable except by In’idging. .1 had dispatched the same 
day Captain Duncan, wilh all the availahlo mounted men that 1. (toiihl 
raise at jny lunuhinartera, abontaixty in niiiii])cr, with instriiotioiis to 
junietrate. as far as the Charleston ami Florence Itailroisd, and hreak 
tliat road by hurning some one of the bri<lg<‘a west of Florciuic. While 
at Pony’s Ferry nows liad come of the evacnation of Ciiarleston, d’lio 
news was corroboratiMl by prisoners taken atTiller’s briiige. Lieuten- 
ant M{!Queeii, my chief of scouts, ac<'.oinpanic(l Captain Diiiicaii with a 
ci])h(M' nuj.ssage, which he niulertook to smal througli to Charleston. 
Captain Duncan (m).s.sed beloAV Kelly’s .bridge, and hadriMuduallMoiint 
Elon Post-OllU-.c, whci*o he warn ibllowi'd hy (jnilo a largo foia^o of rebel 
(Rivalry, con.siderahly outnumbering his c.ompany. On th(Uii»pi’oa<?h of 
this force lie held Ids command well in hand jind fonght them desper- 
ately. Tlie commander, Colonel or Drigadicr-Gimcral Aiken, and some 
0 or 7 (d‘ his men yore killed, sind 5(1 or GO i-eported woiiinh^l. 

Captain Duncan Inul two killed jiml three or four woimdeil, inolud- 
iiig Lieutenant McQ.ueen, V(n-y seviu’cly. Duncjui drove the enemy 
from tlie Held, but, tliinking tlmt ho Imd met with too mricdi opposition 
for his snnill force, turned back aind reached my hoad(iuart(5rs tlie next 
day. The 27t]i of h’e.brnary itradned all day. General] Blair put his 
entire corps at work and succeodaMl in bridging’ tlic aiijiroanilicB to the 
irniin streaiin and crossed part of Ids command Just at evening. Gen- 
eral Logan had a footbriilgo constructed from inainhuid to mainland. 
Tlni pontooiMvas put down on the west side; some of the bad places 
were lilled up with lirick: other points corduroyed under water, the 
corduroy being pinned down. .l>utc\Mnyo.(t(irt at tins point wa-sbaflled 
by new diniculties. Wc<lid not snccecal iu getting over any wagons. 
H’lie water, however, was subsiding slowly. 'I'he next day, tlie l^Stli of 
February, the bridging at Tillcrsvilhnvas continued, and a few wagons 
and ainnials crossed with great dilUculty. General llazeu had cora- 
iiienced a plank bi'idgc, ])romising to have a good one comjdeted early 
the next day. March I the water had subsided .so much that a road- 
way completely practicable was finished by noon at Tiller’s Bridge, 
Avhilo at Kelly’s General Hazen finished his plank bridge about H.fiO 
p.iu., of nearly a half mile in extent. But owing to the want of sallieieiit 
breadth of the trestles, and their ro-stiug upon a quicksand, tlie bridge 
racked over under the weight of heavy wagons, and. part of it had 
to be rec(m8truct(;d. 1 accoinpauied two of General Lla/.en’s leading 
livigadoa as far a.s Kollytowii. The aecideiit at the bridge prevented 
the remainder of irazeii’s <;olinnii from getting up. Wo found the 
country at this point very rich, furniahiiig jileuty of provisions for the 
liorses and men. 

March 2, (Tcnoral .T/ogaii concentrated his command near iMew Market, 
excepting Corse’s division, ten miles above, at liocky Itord, Black Creek. 
Kear night Coneral Logan moved Corse’s division forward to the 
intersection of the Kow Market road. AVith my hcadqnarl ers 1 crossed 
tlieeoliiiims and encamped near Bocky Ford.

Another terrible accident oceniTed at Glieraw siinihir to that at (./olum- 
bia. ft was a premature exiilosion at the place xvheri'. 11 large qiiinitity 
of powder and shells had been collected lor the purpose ol being 

destroyed. (ieneralWoods’infantry was resting near bv at the time and 

a miin'bcr of teams waiting to cross (ho river. The explosion was ymy 
loud and shook the gronndfor miles. Oneoniccr mid throe men killed, 
and .several men woniulcd, many quite sorionaly. The teams were 

stamiieded, and several teamsters were badly injured. ^ 

Tuesday, March 7, J-Siih, the next marcli, was without special luei- 
dciit. Seventeenth Corps moved toward Fayetteville to Beavei Dam 
Creclv. Fifteenth Corps, one eolnmn to Brightsville, and the other to 
a ]K)int where the direct road intersects Crooked Creek, ftlarch 8 , two 
coluinii.s of the Fifteenth Corps united at Laurel Hill, seiuling forward 
mounted men to secure and hold Gilchri.st’s Bridge, if possible. The 
Sc venteoiith Corps moved to Stewartsville, piisliing one division across 
the Lumber Elver at Campbell’s Bridge. During the mmc.li of to-day 
wc cros.sod the line from South into North Carolina. We round iileiity 
of forage, and there seemed to bo.an iiriprovomont in the way of elmrclies 
andschnol-hoiises. General Sherman’s headquarters, (leiieral Logan’s, 
and mine were near Laurel Hill Church. Tlio building is large, tioin- 
moclious, and in good repair, notwitlistaiuling the evident scarcity of 
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])()l)ulatH)n in this f?cctioii ol* country. Attln.s point I (liMpntclied <\vo 
scouts to Wilniiiiglon — Sovgcunt Ainick, Pirtecutli Illinois Onvnliy, 
ainl Private Q, nimby, Thirty-second Wisconsin Inliintry. (Iciicral 
Bheriiiaii sent (UH]){itclies l;)y them. Tho sci-'^csint Avas dirorded to 
cross the river jit OampbelVs Jiridge and procts-d sis divea'tly as iios- 
Rible to Wilmington, avoiding Ijiiinberton siiid Klizahctiitown. Lie 
traveled night and day, succeeded in deceiving parties of the enemy 
that he met, and accomplished his journey in forty -eight liciirs. I com- 
mend him and his comrade Cor the successful accomplishment oC their 
imiiortaut mission. It rained hard during tho day, and ine, reused as we 
were going into camp at night. After the leading division in each 
column had passed over tho r()ad it became almost impassable, in fact 
quite so till mites of the roadway had hemi corduroyed. Murcli !), 
excepting the three days at Lynch’s Oi-eok, tliis and tim day following 
were two of tho inost tedious of tho cainpaigii. 'i'he rain (mntimicd, 
and the roads grow worse and wmrso. 'J’ho soil seemed to be sandy, 
and tlie roads would have answered for light wagons, but at'ler a few 
wagons had passeil over ihewliole bottom seemed to give out, and in 
])Iacos, ii' wagons lolt tln^ i-oadway, tliey sank to tlie wagon body 
in thii (piicksand; and what was iiarticularly discouraging, our cordu- 
roy oi‘ rails or jiolcs would itself sink down and necessitate a recon- 
struction. (lonorni laigan marched the l’'lftecnth (’orps Iroin Ijaiirel 
Iliil to GilchrisPs Lridgo by two routes. 'J'he wagon bridge being 
destroyed, a pontoon was lahl at that ])oint. Tin*, entire (mrps crossed 
(hat bridge, but se])a rated into two columns — one, (leneral llazen lend- 
ing, took tlie direct Kayelitevllle road; and l.heoliher, (icncral flohii M, 
Hmitli loading, took (be route via. Ibmdallsville. (Imicral Plnir moved 
IVom Gampboll’s P.ridge by tln^ i-ight-hand road willi two divisions, tuid 
sent by the direct road hisothcriUvialon under (lomMal (Hies A. Bmitli. 
His two columns halted near Uaft Swamp. I'lvory coluiiin oncomitcred 
similar diillculties in the way of roads, the left column, General 
J lazeii’s, being, it may b(^, a little worse, tli(^ swamps being more con- 
tinuous, General Gile.s A. Smith was nhllgcd to halt Ids train for tho 
night in the road, becanso the soil was so porous and treacherous. I 
encamped near :Hniula.llsvine. 'I'lio next day, March 10, .1 moved out 
early and joined General Giles A. Bmith, ami uecompanied him to the 
crossing of llocklish (h-eek, at Davi.s’ Jiridge. General Llaiv had 
simultaneously reached th(3 plank road bridge, three miles below. 
Davis’ .Pridge had been sot on lire, but the lire had imen extinguished 
by the heavy rain, so that in a few hours the damage done was repaired. 
M'lie planlc road In-idge was destroyed and liad to be rebuilt. GciKiral 
iiOgaii’s two columns were repairing roads and closing up all day. Tho 
heads of colulnn wore between eleven and twelve miles back from 
Davis’ Jlridgo. Gaptaiii Duncan, with the scouts, went ahead rapidly 
toward i''ay'eltevillo, and succeeded iu securing tlu^ bridge over Little 
Pockiisli from being tlostroyed ])y tlie rebel (-.avaliy. lilarly the next 
inoriiiiig, Maych 11, 1 directed him to take all tho available mounted 
men at my headquarters and .simut toward Fayetteville. He encoun- 
tered tho enemy’s pickets just outside of the town, which he drove 
before him easily, but on entering the town be mot a largo force of the 
enemy’s cavalry. The scouts were driven back, and Oaptaiu Dniicaii 
was captured. ' 1 1 o afterward escaped, and reports that ho was .sti'i])ped 
of everything valuable and in the prcseuco of Hampton and Lutler. 
(xencral Giles A. Smith, upon roaehiiig Little llocldlsh Greek, sent 
forward Ins escort and a company of mounted foragers. They moved 
up to the assistance of tho scouts, and got possession of Arsenal Hill, 
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niul niidevtook to save tlio bridge across the Cape Kent’. 
were li’ying tliis (lOiicral Smith’s leading brigade, l >rig. Oeii, .!>. i' . I <>l,ls 
coimiiniidiiig, CDtored the town. The enemy’s <;avalry wi thdrew Ibr tlie 
most part across the bridge. TTc, however, placed in posilioii it sei'tioii 
of a battery and opened lire npon onr skirinisli line, the sliot passing 
throngli the honses of Fayetteville. The Konrt(ieiiili (.'nr))s (',iit(n'ed 
the city from the northwest nearly simultaneously with (bnieral Winilh. 
The mayor made a formal siiiTcnder of the city to Jnciii. ('ol. W. K. 
Strong of my stall*. The bridge could not be .saved, owing U) IJie e.oni- 
plelc ])r(‘paration for its dc.strnctioii. Wo foinid mu’cral o( onr men 
lying dead in the streets. Captain Dniican rc^ports to nn^ that one of 
the men was badly wounded and endeavoring to wallc away wilbont 
aims, Mlien (ho “chivalrous” Licntenant-Ceneral llani])toii rod<*. alter 
liini and hacked him down with his owmi saher, thus adding iiiiother to 
ills boasted victims. 7 \s soon as I saw Major-Ocneral Slocum 1 wilh- 
drew IVom the city and encainpe<lou(;.side. CeiuM-al lUair’s cnliimii was 
near the town; General Logan’s about live miles to Mie rear, Tli(> 
enemy made very slight resistance to our crossing the Cape h'ear. 
Capl. 0. .B. .Becse, the chief engineer, selected a place for iiontooii 
about a mile belo\v Fayetteville and opposite Cade’s plantation. 'I'ln^ 
banks of the river are very high and exceedingly ubrniit. Al'Lcr tlio 
bridge wa.s laid the water subsided five or six feet, so that it was with 
the greatestdihlcnlty that wagons could be gotten over. A small force 
of infantry, n. brigade of the Beventceiith Corps, wms sen I; across and, 
made a bridg’(‘,-hca(l near (.lade’s plantation. My lioaibinarters moved 
across to the vicinity of Cade’s house dining Monday, March 111. 

The llltli and Wth were spent in crossing the coniniaiui and. in dis- 
tributing what few supplies reached us IVbin Wilmington by stiianiers.^ 
Tile very day we arrived at 'h'ayottovillo we heard the whistlci of one of 
our steam tugaon the river. Tl'i(‘. stcanuu' had started immedia tely IVom 
Wilmington upon the arrival of Sergeant Amick with Ills dispatclies. 
Some of General Blair’s men Inul captured a small Kteanier a Ibw miles 
below tlie city, loaded with forage and cotton. The m.^.xtday a gun- 
boat arrived from below, and soon alter other steamers, bi iiiging ns a 
little sugar and coll'ce, a few shoos, and (piite a quantity of oats. I 
remained at Cade’s plantation until Tliursdaj' morning, iOtli of March. 
While here the entire army was relieved from the large number ol' refu- 
gees, -white and black, that had Joined ns at Columbia and during the 
march. Wo sent down as many as we could by the steamers aliove 
mentioned; the rest, by special directions IVom your lieadijmirters, we-re 
carefally organized, with a guard of men going out of service, and ai’iiiy 
wagons sulllcicnt to carry food, the little ehihlren, ami the side. It was 
a siiignlar spectacle, that immense column of every <iolf)r and every ims- 
siblo description, that drew out of camj) on Wednesday, the Idlh of 
March, and sot out for Wilmington via Clinton. There were 'IjnOO, 
mostly negroes, from my wing alone. 

Since General Johnston had been gradually massing all the trooim 
tliat lie could gather from Hood, from Hardee, and fron'i Bragg, it wms 
thovight by the general-in-chief that ho might feel liimsoli’ strong enough 
to take tlie offensive, pai’ticiilarly if ho could i.solate one of our corps, 
Tliercfore we departed from tlie usual method of marching wliicdi left 
each corp.s to jirotoct its own wagon train. Major-General Blocnni organ- 
ized four divisions, light, ■/.<?., with only wagons sunicicnt to light a 
battle, and sent the general wagon train under convoy of Ids otlicr two 
divi.sions. 1 did the same in my command. General Blocnm’s left (‘.oluniii 
was directed via Kyle’s Landing and Bontonvillo; his wagon train on 
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the direct (joIdsborougU road. jVly disoiiciiiuljcred divisions, -wiiicb wove 
tlio Ibiirof (loiioral Loginds eorps, took the road next soiitli, vJiile (ieii- 
oral Blair, ^vitk the pontoon train and siirplua hoadcpinrters wagons, 
parKuod tlio route via Owoiiaville. Geueral liogau’s head ol' (a)liniiii, 
General Oorso leading, reached South Bivor on Wednesday, tlni loth. 
Ho ibund the oiioniy’s cavalry occupying a strong po.sition oii the other 


bank. 

(lonoral GorH<i forced a cro.saiiig of th(3 river alUvr (luite a .severe 
skinnish, drovo back the enemy and opened the road. Uenoral lUair 
sent forward the Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry and drovo back (ho 
oneniy froin Ids bridge. Mo reported 1. ofticer killed and 1 3vonnded 
in the skirmish. On Thursday nioniiiig, ac<5omi)anied by (b'.iicral 
Ijogan, I loft camp at 3 a. in. and reached (lOiieral Oor.so’s liwul oi' v,()\- 
uinn pist as ho was crossing the South J{ivcr. Th(3'diseiiciiinl)i‘,r(i<l 
coluinii took tho first practicable left-hand road to tlio iiortli. -inst 
before inarching in that direction General Gor.se eneountcred the 
enemy’s cavalry supporting a few i>ieces of artillery, (iiiitea severe 
skinnish grew out of this. The general, howevoA-, drove, tlio enemy 
across tlie Little Oohora, and then pnrsned bis march as he liiid intended. 

Tlio roads bccanio very bad oven forour liglit trains, yet we siun.’, ceded 
in reaching the Cxoldsborough roa«l above ami went into camp. Gmieral 
Slocum’s wagon train closed up to the same imiiit. General Blair 
reached Owoasville with his head of colimin. The supply wagons of 
t!ic Fifteenth Corps, with a small guard of one brigade, ilosed up to the 

ei'osshigofaouth Jviver,aiming‘forBeaniuu’sOrosH-B(iiul.s. At nigh two 

learned tliiit Gonoral Sbnmm had nicb the ciicniy under Hardee lumv 
Avorasboroiigh and (juito a battle ensued, in wliicli tlio enemy was 
driven from ono line of works and a luunbcr of i>rj.soners (niptiircd. 

March 17, being yet luicertaiu ns to the result of tlie eugagement 
of tho (lay before,' I moved forward toward lioiitonville but six miles. 
Goncrai Logan’s command wont into camp at Jackson’s Gross-Bonds 
and ('Jeiioral Blair reatdied Beaman’s Cross-Boads. My coimiiaml was 
then upon tlie Averaaborough road so that 1 (ioiild march Lhitbor, if mui- 
o.ssary, but tho enemy retreated from Slocum’s front during the niglit, 
mid Slooinn re.sumc(l his march toward Bentonvillo. The next day, tho 
18th, Gonoral Logan marched toward BenUmville and ctieanipcd near 
Alex. Benton’s, about eleven miles south of Ben txmvilic proper. General 
Blair was not far from TronbloIleUrs Store. General Bhicmu was ut 
this time abreast of me, some hvo or six miles l;o the north. Wo had 
imd very little rosistamm ii’om tho enemy, driving his cavalry belbrous 
118 usual. Tlio iimreh was rcHunuMl early on tlio morning of tins 15)th. 
I pursued wiiat is called tho Now road, which runs, via .li'alling Greek 
Church, to Goldsboroug-h. Gonoral 8hornian joined us again diLring 

the day. , 

General John B. Smith’s diviaioii led General Logan’s (aihimn. I lie 
road at first apiiearod to be fair, but tho ammunition wagons of the lead- 
ingdivision ronderedit aliuostimpassable. On arrivingut h'alling Greek 
Gluirchtho goneral-iu-ohiof scut mo word that my eoliunn was very 
inueli straggled owing to tho bad roads. Tho loadln g brigade, roiKsist- 
iiig of three regiments iiutlor Oolonol Wover, with a few Avngons, 
reached that point by 12 o’clock. Tho next brigiwb, liowcver, was 
detained at tho Falling Oreok, threo miles hack, to repair tho ford ivliieh 
had beeonio impassable. 1 heard heavy liriiig in the dircetiou of Ben- 
tonville and sent Major Osborn, my chief of artillery, to go back to the 
rear division (Giiiicral Hazeu’s) and direct liim to go to t^io assistance 
of General Slocum in case of need, and also to aoo General Slocum and 
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explain the situation of things and call foi' force if he needed it from 
the rear of General Logan’s colninn. Major Osborn met the general-in- 
chief eii route. The general had jnst received a inossagc from Slocum 
that ho had then only a division of (Rivalry in his front and was driving 
them. As soon as 1 received this message Ijicutemuifc Oolonol Strong, 
of my .stalV, wont with one of Colonel Wever’s regiments (I'entli Iowa 
Infantry) as rapidly as j)ossiblo to the cross-roads lumr Cox’s Bridge. 
He encountered a lew hundred rebel cavalry lau-ricaded at that point, 
drove tliom bade across the river, and secured tluMu-oss roads, W(5 
V{!ry mucli feared General Slocum was having a severe battle, by the 
continuous sound of the artillery tiring, but it was snuset before Gen- 
eral Logan had been able to bring up any considerable force. He 
placed in position two divisions nenr the point secured by laciitenant- 
Ooloiiel Strong. We at lirst understood that General Slocmm had 
seunred the lust road to Sinithlield; Unit being the case the only line 
of veti'cat lor elohnston was via Cox’s llridgc. 

in accordance with General Sherman’s inabriictions, I diretded Gen- 
eral Blair, who l>ad moved beyond that VVilmingtou road which {jrosses 
Cox’s Bridge, to turn back ami move to our jiosifcion during tlie night. 
Wo learned by several mes.sengors that General Sloc.um had repulsed 
several tierce a.ssanits of the enemy, and was in a jjositiou that lie could 
hold until the Bight Wing should arrive. General Logan sent ILwoii’s 
division by the most direct i-ouUj to General Slocum’s position. This 
division reaidicd him at dayliglib of the 2()th. hJarly on the morning of 
the 20th General Logan sent a force to make the enemy destroy Cox’s 
Bridge, and commenced his march, General Woods’ division leading, 
toward Bontonville by the river road. Gonoral Blair closed up, ao 
that [ had a cojitimions column. Wo very soon eiujountorod the 
enemy’s (Rivalry, that i-csIsUmI ns stubbornly as <5avalry is able to do. 
This was not, however, any <die(;k to the march, sijuie tlie sldrmishGra 
kept the way clear. VVe came upon Die enemy’s infantry between 10 
and 11 a. ni. Ho had a position at the forks whore tlio right-haiicl 
road liiad.s to BentonvMlc and the straight-forward road on toward 
Avci nsborongh. Colonel Stone’s brigade, of General Woods’ division, 
had a brisk skirmish at this point, but quickly dislodged the enemy 
from this position. Wo were to the rear and left of Johnston’s posi- 
tion wliilo liglitiug Biocum the day before; but, being aiiprised of our 
coining, ho had tlirowii back bis loft Hank so as to form a l)ridge-h(;a<I, 
Avitli Mill Creek in his rear. 1 ii this place lie was eurefully intrenched. 
The ground was for the most part low, .swaiapy, and covered with 
^vmids. As soon as possible General Imgaii put Ids command in posi- 
tion, forming a junction with (reaoiul Llazen, who was oii the right of 
the Left Wing, three divisions in front and one in reserve. General 
Blair took ])ost on his right and watched tlie right liank. 

During the lOtli Captain Duncan and Lieutenant WheiTy, signal 
odicer. Captain Gilbreth, of my stall', and Captain Hoover, of Geiu'ral 
Logan’s, with the scouts and what other mounted men they could 
gather, made a reconnaissance toward Goldsborougli, boiling to meet 
General Sclioiiokl’s troops in the town. Tliey found, liowevoi', the 
enemy, in iiitroiichmonta to tlie southwest of the B'ouse, covering the 
wagon and railroad brulgcs. After skirmishing, the enemy abandoned 
tlie.sG positions and destroyed the bridges by lire. Bour or fi prisoners 
were taken and 2 or 3 \voinulod. 

Tue.sday, March 21,181)5 — Skirmishing more or less (iontiiuiod the 
whole night. Early in the morning Gonoral Blair extended his lino 
toward the right, placing in iiosition his throe divisions, General 
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Mower’s on the riglit. Cronci’jil Logjxu’s line was re-located and 
thorouglily fovtilled, {U'tilloiy being* ]>laeo(l in position on Gciun’id 
Woods’ ai'id General Corse’s front. At about Jiiidday (Ttnioral Mower 
worked his way across the swamp in his front and sinblcidy appeiired 
with two brigades upon Iho enoiny’s lei't Hank. Ifis skirmishers were 
within musketry range of .lohustou’s only lino of retreat. Mower, 
however, being farther from siii)])ort than be inteiubnl, and liiidiiig 
the enemy massing his troops again.st him in such ibree as almost to 
envelop liis command, removed to bis own left and rear until tlio (ion- 
necjtion with his corps was rc-o,stabli.slicd. The tnoment I heard of 
grower’s position I directed Goiicval Blair to auppoi-t liim and Gencrnl 
Logan to pusli forward liis akirmisb line, and the moment lie dctcxdod 
the enemy giving way to lake advantage of it. 1 immcdiiitely went to 
Genera], Woods’ front. The enemy’s skirmish rilUvpits wore taken in 
front of' Generals Woods and Corse. These the cnomy ijortinaeiously 
strove to regain, but failed in eveny InstaiKio. 'IMic iinc.s, at points, 
were not more than forty or litty yards apart. As tlio enemy used 
very little artillery, and none wlxatever in our direct front during the 
day, I coneliidod that bo would withdraw during the night, and there- 
fore directed my chief of artillery, Major Osborn, Ix) keep up an artil- 
lery iii'O all night. 'J.'liis was done. 

General Mower’s loss dm*ing his charge was reported as Kill Icilled, 
wmxndod, and missing, lie c-aptured a caiss<m with its liorses aiut 
some <L0 or 50 cavalry horses, with their saddles and bridles (joinpletc. 
At dayliglit of March 22 we found the euoiny gouoj ]>m‘sued liim 11 mile 
beyond Mill Creek, skirmishlug with Ids roar guard, and tlien made 
preparations to oijutinue our march. 

Tile oi.itii '0 lo.ss at Boutonvillo, killed, wounded, and ndssiiig, is as 
follows: Piftooutli Corps, 189; Sevouteeutli Corps, MO; total, 300. 

Wo I'caclied Goidsborough by two easy mandxos. Tiio Sevonteonth 
Corps crossed tlio Neusoon a pontoon bridge on the direct road; the 
FiCteontli on another laid below the railroad brldg<*.. T1 h\ eommand 
went into camp, the Fifteenth Corps on the riglit and the 8eventoentli 
Corps oil tlio loft, to the oast and south of the town. We mot General 
achofleld and his coinmand hero. Next day alter our arrival, Saturday, 
Marcli 2D, our wagons r«‘.turnod from Kinston with live days’ rations. 
As the corps imsscd before the general-in ehiof the men i>resoul:ed a 
strong, hearty ajipearance, but they wore actually in rags and almost 
shoeless; but in loss than ten days they have been, relittod with every- 
thing a soldier needs. 

It is only necessary to inontiou by name my corps and division coin- 
raandcii's; the work tiiey have aecoinjiliahcd speaks for itself; the serv- 
ice cannot furnish better militai’y men. 

Maj. Gon John A. Logan liaa ably coimnauded the Fifteenth Corps, 
coii.sisting of four divisions, as follows: First .Division, Jlvt. Miij. Gon. 
0. 11. Woods; Second Division, Maj. Gon. W. 15. llay.on; 'I'liird Divis- 
ion, Bvt. Maj. Gon. John E. Sinitlij Fourbli Division, Bvt. Miij. Gon. 
Jolin M. Corse. 

Tlio Seventeenth Corps has been ably coinnmiuled by Maj. Gen. F. P. 
Blair. His divisions are: First Division, Miy. Gon. Joseph A. Mower; 
Third Division, Brig. Gen. M. F. Force; Fourth Division, .Bvt. Mj\i. 
Gen. Giles A. Smith. Bvt. Mtij. Gon. M. D. Leggett conducted the 
operations of the Third Division till after the taking of Focotaligo, 
when severe illnes.s forced him to leave the Held. 

I will now mention the several mcinhors of my staff, who have so 
clieorfully renclorecl mo every assistance as to merit substantial rowavcl ;

Capt. tiamnel L. Taggart 1ms eondiKded the businesH at Beaufort, 
S. 0., to my eiith'e satisfa(5tion. 

I cannot close this report without specially commending tlui (iomniis- 
sory (hipartinent of the army. Lieutcnant Colonel ILmijck, cluef com- 
missary, find ids assistants, the division (!ommissar^(^s, have been indci- 
fatigable in securing a prop(*r distribution of what has been taktm from 
tlie country, and running mills night and day wheiuivcr it v'us possible 
ill order to fnrnish the (jommaiui with me al and Hour. 

The nature of the country has beam i)a.rtlenlarly unfavorable for sig- 
naling, as it was flat, swanqjy, and very woody for the most jxart. 'flni 
signal oni(!ors, however, have rcmlcred me n(» little ussistiimai in the 
collection of supplii's, making special re(?onualssances and cjieerfiilly 
doing any other duty that 1 called upon tiicni (o do. 

Lieutenant McQueen was designated as my chief of sconfs. He is 
universally beloved, and it tilled u.s all with extreme regret to be 
obliged, on account of his wound, to leave bim bebiinl. 

The sorvice.s of Oaptiiiii Dumjan, of the Fifteenth Illinois Cavalry, in 
the way of reconnoitoi-iiig and sc-onting have been invaluable to me. 
Capt. J. Jv. King, eoinmandiiig my escort company, was always iMsady 
for any enterprise. Capt. 15. N. Carpenter, Sixth I ’onnsylvania. Cavalry, 
escaping from prison and joining niy .stalf at Columl)ia, rend(ire(l me 
great assistance on the marcjh to .Fayettcvilhi, where tlui way wa.s 
opened to rejoin his own command. I mentioned the (iordial and 
prompt co-operation of Admiral Dahlgron, Mjijor-Goneral h'ostcr, and 
tlieir officers in the body of iny rexport. I renew my thanks to tliein. 
Brevet Arajor-Geiieral Saxton and liisoHicor.s gave us a hearty welcome 
to Beaufort, and rendered us every assisOaiieo in the way of supplies, 
camp, and (inarters. 

Wliile I entertain groat admiration for the ofTlcors iiiid men to whom 
w(^ owe so ituudi, 1 (ainiiot fail to recognize and aeknowhalge (he hand 
of (lod in all our succe.ss and to express the conviction that lie is con- 
ducting us steadily and surely through this mighty revolution. It is 
by being and acting coincident with Hia mighty purposes that we shall 
dually prevail.

April 15, in eomplianco with Instrmitionsi'ceeiveil 
i^’oin the general-in-cltlef but one division was to bo moved to Morns- 
ville, on the North Carolina Bailroad, ten miles iiorl.liwest ol. tlm cil-y, 
but the instructions reaching mo after the order ol inurch had Imen 
promulgated, both the .Fifteenth and Seventeenth Corps lai moved 
from their camps, and three divisions u’ero well out toward tlm town 
before the order was C/Oiintcrmauded, when I onlorcd bi eiiciimp. 
Buriug the armistice agreed upon between Majior-Geiieral Sherimui ii ml 
the insurgent general tiosoph K. Jolmston the army reinauuHl (|Uiet/ly 

iu campimmediatoly westof thocityof Italciglqit haying been brought/ 
back to that place. The time was occupied iu resting the troops, in 
drilling, and prmairing supi)lio.s for the present u.sc aiul for any contin- 
gency that might arise. 

On the 25tli, in accordance with iiiHtructKma,thohevcntcciitli Oor])H, 
Major-( 1 eiieral Blair, was moved forward about liftceu miles prepii rat ory 
to iui advance against thooncniy on the following day. liatcr in the 
day General Sherman directed that all troops be halted, as Johnston 
propo.scd to fiiuTcnder his army. The troop.s again encamped, luiiiig 
called upon for no labor until the army began its inarch homcwiivd. 
Ill accordance with instructions Irom General Sherman on the 28th 1 
issued an order to the corps commanders to march their corps by easy 
innrclics to Petersburg; Maj. Gen. John A. Logan, with, the Filteenth 
Army Corps, moving by Rogers’ Bridge aoriKSS Nouso Uivor, and tlicncc 
by way of Louiaburg, Warrenton, Wliito Plains, and on the old stage 
road to Petersburg; the Seveiiteentli Army Corps, Maj. Gen. F. P. 
Blair, to cross the Ncuso River at the railroad bridge, tlioiico tlirougli 
Frauklinton, Ridgeway, LawrenceviUe, Birolictt’s Bridge, and by the 
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plank road to rotcrabnvg. I also directed that no foraging bo done 
in tlio country and that all supplies absolutely necessary be ])aid lor; 
that tlie country bo left as little injured by the passage of troops 
through it as possible. The average distance from Kaloigli to Peters- 
burg taken by the columuH eii route, as near as can he estimated, is 
140 miles. Tim march was made in seven marching days, the troops 
resting on the Sahhatli. The country through whieli we passed was 
generally well cultivated and productive. The roads M'ero 8iij)crior 
and the weather lino for marching an army. 

On the 3d of May we reaelmd the Roanoke River, which was bridged 
nndor the supervision of Lieut. Aiuos Stickney, assistant chief engineer 
of the army, Tlio river where bridged, Robinson’s Ferry, is 285 yards 
Avide. It Avas bridged by pontoons and trostle-AVork, tUere being nearly 
seventy-five yards of the latter. I found the people on the roads Icindly 
disposed and apparently little dissatislled Avith the tcnnimition of hos- 
tilities. May (i, the heads of coliimiis reached Pclersbnrg, and on 
the 7tli the two corps closed np and went into camp two miles south of 
Petoraburg, Avhero they remained bill the morning of the 8th, avIjcu the 
Seveutoentii Gorjis, Miyor-CJonoral Rlair, paaa(?d through the city and I 
reviewed it near the Jarratb House. Ou the bth the Fifleeiith Army 
Oorpa, General Logat», marc.hcd tliroiigh the city and was also roAuoAved. 
l4ie army thou moved to Manclicstor, Avhoro it eiica’mpcd on the morn- 
iiig of the 10th. 

The genoral-iii-cluof rojoinedus atManchostor. Ou the evonin,g of tlio 
lOtli I received an order from Lioutenant-(:TOuoral (li’ant directing mo 
to report to the Secretary of War, and on the morning of the ILtli I 
issued orders regulating the inarch, via Richmond to Alexandria, to 
coinmeiico the next da 5 '^, and then proceeded by water directly to Wash- 
ington. 

In behalf of the Army of the Tennessee, oHlcera and men, Avhom I liave 
had the honor and iilcasiiro of commanding, 1 can say that' in pursuit 
of the insurgent army from Goldshorougli to Raleigh and beyond tlie 
samo energy and oheorful conduct as ever Ixdbre were Avitiussfsod. 
Wlicn it Avaa known by the troojis tliat the enemy had really surrendered, 
and that it was the desire of tlio GoA'crninonb ami commanding ofiicers 
to allow no destruction of property, the entire army readily acquiesced. 
Tlio iiihabitauts Avero treated in the most friendly iimunor and the 
country left as muoh uninjured as though no army had passed through 
it. While en route from the Nottoway River to Petersburg the order 
of Major-General Halleck respecting Major-General Sherman’s terms 
Avas road Avith no little surprise, and considerable feeling Avas mani- 
fested by the ollicors avIio saAV it. On reaching Petersburg .1 telegraphed 
to Major-General Halleck the fact of my arrival, and recewed a reply 
ordering me to encamp at or near Mauchostor, and briolly prohibiting 
lily troops from entering Riclimond till prepared to pass through. The 
impression I received was that the army was under a cloud, and there- 
fore coldly received. I directed the order to be literally complied Avith. 
The campaign from Goldaborougli to Washington is noAv ended, and 
with it closes the great Avork of the AA'ar, 

The Army of the Tennossoo has left its record all the Avay along during 
its four 5 ^oars of hard marching and hard fighting. The God of Hosts 
has blessed it and brought a remnant to realize the promise of its 
beginning. It is Avith gratitude to Him, and ndtli feelings of fervent 
aifections for my co-laborors, that I contemplate the completeness of our 
success. Tlie only shadoAv around us non'- is the constant recollection 
that Avo cannot bring the laurels we have won and lay them at the feet 
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of President Lincoln, who ever cliorislied and expressed lor Hus iiriny 
the wannest appreciation of the services it linil rendered, lint w o inay 
feel that the work of intense labor and sacrilice, a.s exempli lie-d in the 
loss of siicli men as-Ksinsoin and IVIcPlicrsou and a lu)st of other li'iir- 
lesa and nnsclfisli men, was only complete when onr great, onr noble, oiir 
beloved chief worker was himself laid on the altar. (Joinimmsurato 
with all this sacrilice will be the blessed fact that wo now really havi^ 
“ Liberty and Union, one and inseparable,” as the sure prize of victory.

relieving’ Oapt. J. M. McdJlIiitock, Imving reported to Ihe midor-geiieral 
cominandiiig in obedience to Spcc.ial Orde.rs, No.;M3, Wav Ib^partineiit, 
Adjutant-Geiioral’a Olllce, Washington, Ootolior lU, 1804. O'lKwe w(n'(^ 
at that time-serving in tho dctaclunoiit ten {'.ommlssloiied oilicm’s — live 
acting signal ofllcers, and live belonging to tho regular oi'gfuiiy.aUoii of 
the corps, disposed as Ibllows: Three with tho Fifteenth Army Corps, 
lour with tho Seventeenth Army Corps, and three— acting e,hi(d', ncling 
adjutant, and acting assistant quartermaster — with tlu^ hoadtiiinrle.rs 
of tho army. Lieutenants Sliellabarger, Adam.s, and ICcdly of tliii 
iinmber were on duty temporarily under orders of Captain Ihuditcdl, 
w'ovking lino of signal stations between Savannah and Port I’lihmki, 
W'licro they romained until the I7th, when tlio line was brokim up, 
and they, with exception of Jjieutenanfc Kelly, who Avas nssigne.d by 
Captain Baclitoll to temporary duty with tho Fourteenth Army Corps, 
reporttul back to tlu.s'detaehmont. 

On assuming command 1 at once proceeded t(» organizes the detach- 
ments in a nninner deemed most cllhetive for the eoming (aimpaign. 
Tw'o olHcers, Avitli their usual number of enlisted men, wore left with 
eaeii army corp.s — Lieutenants Slicrfy and Adam.s with tlio l'’il'tooiith' 
and Lienteinints Dunlap and Kelly with tho Soveiiteeiitk— wliile the 
remainder Avere ordered in to army headquartei’S, wliere a reserve 
party Ava.s formed — Captain McOliiitock in charge — to ()i)(‘.rate under 
the immediate direction of the chief signal ollieer. TIua sergeants then 
present Ibr duty were assembled in tho reserve eamj) and their instruc- 
tion in signal codes and in station duty commenced. A new (iodo of 
.signal.s to take the ])lnce of tho old (5odo in transmitting num.sage.s 
rapidly short distances Avns arranged and introduced into tho detacli- 
mont, copy of Avliicli was liirnislied Captain Buohtell, Avho adopted 
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mid promulgated it to tho ofljcera serving with the Left Wing of the 
army. A copy of this code is herewith transmitted . The eoniitry 
aroniid Ijcaufort, S. O., aillbrding no advantages lor signaling, tho 
ohl(.-cra of tlie detaclimcut Avero permitted to occiiiiy the time wliilo tho 
army remained iu that vicinity in preparing for tho South Carolina 
campiiign, 

Tiio Eight Wing of tho grand army, Major-General .Howard com- 
manding, having concentrated at Pocotaligo on tho 30tli of tho month, 
the extraordinary march commenced, Avliieh terminated with tho occu- 
pation of Coldsborongh, H. O. A sliort march Avas maclo on the 30tli 
through a swampy ami thichly-timbercd country, when the army went 
into camp six miles Avest from r(H«)taUgo, whoro it remained during 
the 31st awaiting tho movements of the Loft Wing, Mgjor-General 
Slocum commanding, Avliicli Avas marching across country from Savan- 
nah. 

In vioAV of tho pvobableimpracticabilityoCusing signals to any extent 
during the canii.)aign, in consequence of the rapid marching of tho 
army and the SAvamps ami the unbroken forests Ibv Avhich South Caro- 
lina is noted, the services of the signal party Avith headqiiartors were 
t(Mul6i'(!d to the ingjor-general commanding for scouting and recounoit- 
oi'ing in tho advance and on the Hanks of the column, and for carrying 
dispatches between tho tAvo corps of tho army moving on parallel roadsi 
and were by him thankfully accepted. Tho olllcorsin charge of parties 
Avith army corps Avoro directed to make similar tender of their services 
to tho coiumanding olheers Avith whom they Avero sorving. 

For details of daily service for tho month of January I would respect- 
fully rofor you to tho transcript of daily record.

(Joldfihorough, N. ()., Mai’ck .7/, ISO/), 
Colonel: I have tho honor to rejmrt, in continuation of my rcjKirt 
of operations for tlio month of January, that on the Ist day of l^obrii- 
ary tlio Army of the Tennessee, Avlucli had oncainped on tho 3()tli of 
January near Pocotaligo, resumed its march through the Stal e of South 
Carolina. Tho signal parties nccomxuuiyiiig tho army, unable to per- 
form mat(?rial .service in their loglbiimito lino of duty, for reasons sot 
iorth in my report for January, rendered cnicient service during the 
month of February in reconnoitoriiig, skiviiushing, communicating 
between the columns, foraging, and tho oHicers of the detachment per- 
forming more or less aide duty. Licuteiiaiit Sampson was used by the 
major-general commanding as freely as any oiio of his personal aides. 
While at Orangeburg Lieutenant Sampson carried dispatches from 
Gonoral Sherman to General Slocum — a distance of over thirty miles-— 
tlie longest trip made by any aide during the campaign. 

The party under Captain McOIintock, by iny direction, accompanied 
daily tho advance of tho columns to reconnoitor roads and gain all tho 
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ill formation possible regarding the enemy and the country. Ilis men, 
armed with Spencer carbines, as were all the enlisted inen of the detach- 
ment on duty in the lield, skirmished frequently with detachments of 
the enemy’s cavalry. On halting after the march of the day the two 
corps of the army, moving on different roads, would usually be sep- 
arated from six to iiftecn miles, rrequcntly at such times Captain 
MeOlintock, Avitli ten or fifteen men, Avould be sent to communicate 
between the columns, which duty ho accomplished whenever under- 
taken. . _ 

On the evening of the 3d, from Rivers’ Bridge, ho communicated with 
General Poi'ce, commanding Third Division, Seventeenth Army Corps, 
wliose command at Whippy Swamp took a road diverging to our left, 
and brought information of interest to the general commanding. On 
the Gth, reconnoitered the country andeominnnicated with theFilteenth 
Army Corps, which crossed the Big Salkeluitchie at Buford’s Bridge, 
five miles above crossing of right columu. At the Little Sallcehatehie, 
which we reached on the Oth, he was sent again to communicate with 
the left column, six miles above. After proceeding a short distance his 
party came upon a superior force of the enemy’s cavalry, and during a 
skirmish which ensued Sergeant Page received asevorowound in the 
foot by the accidental discharge of his own carbine while in the act of 
disiuountiug. Upon entering Orangeburg, where the army struck the 
South Carolina Railroad, Captain McOlintock’s party followed up sev- 
eral miles the roar of the enemy’s retreating column and succeeded in 
eax)turiug four prisoners. On tlie 15tli the enemy’s cavalry oilored 
strong resiatiuice to oiir advancing columns, but wore steadily driven 
back to Congareo Creek, the defensive lino of Oolimibia. The signal 
party sldrmislied during the early part of the day ami aided in driving 
the eiieuiy across the creek. Of its operations later in tlio day Cap- 
tain McOIiutock says in his ropin-t : 

At 11 n, ni, I joined Captain Duncan’s party and loconnoitovcd tho rivov (crook) 
for aovornl luilos above tlio bridge to obtain anotlior evosHing. Upon aniving at 
Taylor's Jlill wo woro informed tliat tho rebels worn guarding a bridge over tlio 
crock about a inilo distant. Wo moved down iminodiiitol.v and round tlio oncniy had 
drod it and fallen back. After oxtinguiRliing tho Hroniul repairing tlio brldgu wo 
proceeded down ilio opposite side of tho atroiim, had a skirmish with a party of 
Tobols who M’oro guarding a crossing bolow, and compollod thuin to leave. At this 
place wo crossed all our horses ana soiit thorn hack to camp in charge of a part 
of our menj with nine othoi-s, tho cniitain and mysolf started on foot to nscou- 
noiter tho country on tho north bank and down toward tho bridge, at which tho 
troops woro them lighting. Night coming on eomjielicd uh to luilt, as wo wero 
unable, owing to tho imimssablencss of tho country, to discover wliothor our forces 
hntl carried tho bridge or not. IGtli, started ut daylight toward our lines, and at 10 
a. m. canio up with tho h’ifteoiitU Army Corns, part ot wduoh had evoasod tho ovou- 
ing before. Wo now found wo hud stayed tho night previous ahiiost in rear of tho 
rebel right flank, or at least tho early part of tho evening. 

I have 110 doubt but that the driving away of the eneiny’.s pickets 
from tho crossing referred to byGaptaiii McCliutook hurried tlio evacu- 
ation of tho strong position in front of our army on the main road, as 
it would naturally have led tho enemy to believe that a crossing had 
been effected above, llaiikiiig their position, After leaving Ooluinbia 
and crossing theWaterec River it was deemed advisable to destroy 
the bridge over that stream at Oaindeii, which place lay twenty iiiile.s to 
tbo right of our line of march. The mounted men with the headquar- 
ters were organized for the purpose into an oxjieditionary party. In 
accordance with directions from the inaiior-general commanding to send 
as many men as possible from the signal party, I directed Captain 
MoOlintock, with fifteen men, to join tlieexpeditioii. The united parties, 
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niidcr Oaptfiiii Dnnea.n, M'ent; into Camdoii, destroyed tlie bvidfto, bnvncd 
tlui railroad depot, and returned in safety without loss, ^Vt Jiyiieh’s 
tb'Gok, oil the27tb, an expedition was p:ottcn up for the purpose of cat- 
tinj^' the railroad near J'’loronee. In obedience to orders of the major- 
general commanding- to furnisb men for the eximdition, Sergeant 
Bnrcliard and ten men were ordered to report to (laiitaiu Duncan. 
The ])ar(:y retm'm*d on the 2<Sth without having aceomplislied their 
object. When near Mount I'llon, on the evening of the 27t!>, Oaptaiii D. 
was attaejeed by ovei-wlielming luimbers of ITainpton’s ciivalry. A 
lnuHl-(:o-ha.nd light ensned — the most brilliant and spirited of the (aim- 
liaign — witli alossofonly four of the party. A has-s of sixty-seven kilh'd 
anil wounded was inllicted upon the enemy, iaehiding Colonel Aiken, 
commanding brigade, ami a member of (Seiicral llain])lon’s stalf. Cap- 
tain J:)iiiican spoko in the warmest praise of the bravery ami coolness 
of tlio signal men aecompaiiyiiig his expedition. The signal detach- 
ment Avilh the h'ifteenth Army Corps, First laent. \V. IL Hherfy in 
charge, also rciiderod elllcient service during the moiilii. That olHcor 
rexiorts as follows I'cgarding tlie operations of his detaidimeiit: 

‘lUi, I wont la lolvnnoo wiUi tlio dotiirlniioiifc aiul siivoil a piirly of lonigerH fnnii 
cunliiro, Avlio wisro c^hasoil l>v th« onoiny. Artorwai-d .1 hS't koiiio imoi to liold tlio 
(jroHHin« of a oiook wlievo tlioy had a akirtniali, «lriviiia: tlio onoiiiy Imck, nih, wo 
wtsit in udvaiioo and Jound tJio onomy Idooltading tlio i-ninl, wlu'ii wo drovo liiiii 
i'roni his work. AVlillo holding our poHition Pi-lviito N. 1’, Willis was woiiiiiUhI, 
(smiHiiig lihn Pio loss of a limb (log); ho was at tho timo hruvoly doing liis duty. 
(iUi, I vocdiiuoiforod 1 o tlio loft and ooinmuidoaiod with tlio Twontiotli CorpH. 7tli, 
wo Avont ill advnnuo with tho cavalry and wo.ro in ii skinniHli, driving tho 
oncniy IVom tli'o Augusta branch railroad, wlihdi wo worn tlio lirsli to out, 1 tlion 
woiiti'to look out roads and disoovorotl a now oroasing of tho Kdisto River. Utli, 
inarclual to J’oidav Sjn-ings, whoro tho goiioral Hont us alioiid torocomioitor a hriilgo, 
Avlujvo AVf) found tlio onciny fortiliod aiul had ii skirniish witli liini, tlio troops 

i’oroed a orosHlug of tho vi’vor and I wont ovor and rooonmiitornd llirongli Llioswainp, 
tlio gonorul souding ns ahead to look out roads. I'llh, on stun' duty till noun, and 
tiion wont I'ouv miles to rcronooitor a orossing of tho Congaroo K’ivur. Ifitli, tlio 
oiMunv siioAvod 80 much rosistiinoo im to retard tho mlvanco of tlio (loluiun, and I 
Avont'to tlio loft with onr ]tarty and found a bridge across tho oivolc, wlioro wo triod 
to fori'o a rrossing, but found tho enemy too strong. Kith, did sialV duty and in (ho 
afteviioun was sent across tho Saluda. River and was in a skirmish trying toHiivii a 
hridgo. !7Lh, mairhod in Columbia at night. I lioli>od quell a riot audhiivod somo 
dwelling houses from being burned. liOtli, on tho inarch, an<l I wont iilieiid to look 
oil t voada, 2iid, sent alionil iiy tho gonoval to look out road for ono of tlio oohninis, 
21 til, bimitoiumt Adams, with sovoral of tho mon wlillo on a scout, captured two 
rebel captains. 

The signal dotAchmciili Avith the Seventeenth Army Ooi’ps, Liciit. -T. 
K. Duiihip ill (ihiirgo, iierformed some scrvlee during the month; that 
of the oOicers, primupally stiilV duty. ()wing to some iieraomil misun- 
derstanding between tho two ollieorsAvlth the Seventeenth Army Corps, 
there was {;o-opcration wanting to vender their party elllcient.

A detail of ten mon Avas made from Oa])tain MoOIintoclc’s party and 
jAlaced niider t-ho cluirgc of Sergeant Huuor, who eouduoted the forag- 
ing for the headquarters until the 2fith of tho month in the most satis- 
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factory manner. While frequent capture-s of men from forasing’ parties 
were inarlo by the enemy not a man was lost by Sor^'eant Hauer. On 
the revision of the regnlatioiis govoriiiiig foraging, neeessilated by 
reason of frequont captures and murder of individuals by th(5 onoiny,^ 
Lieutenant Shellabarger was placed in clnirgo of the foraging party of 
the headquarters and conducted the foraging the balance of tlie jiioiitli 
.satisfactorily.

Colonel i I have the honor to subhiib the following j’oport of opera’ 
tiona for the month of March, 1805, which, with my report Jbr the moii ths 
of Jamiary and February, comprise the operations of tbis detiudunciifc 
during the recent campaign, witiidi terminated on tlie 24tli of MarcOi 
with tlie occupation of (.Toldsborough, N. C. : 

Oil' the Ist day of March the bridges over big Lynclfa Creelc, S. 
0., where our Jbrees had been compelled to bait several days, were 
completed and the crossing of the entire command olfected. Tile nvniy 
then moved by the most direct road on Ohcraw. wliich phuso it entered 
on the 8d, driving the rear guard of tlie enemy’s forces, under I lardee, 
through the town ami across the Great Pcdcclliver. LieutemuitBlielhi- 
barger and party of the detaclnnent were among tlie Ilrst to entijr the 
phme. They participated in the skirmish througii the streets ami cup- 
tiired several prisoners. After remaining in Ohcraw until tlie (IWi, the 
army was initiii motion for Fayetteville, H. 0., seventy miles distiiiib in 
nortlicasterly direction. This marcii was aecomplislied in six days, our 
loi’-'ca entering Fayetteville on the llth. 

The aigiial party under Captain McGlIntock entered town with tlie 
ad\ance, sldriiiialied with the enemy’s rear guard, (aipturing two 
priaoiioi's. From the llth to the 14lh tlie time was occupied hi desti’oy- 
ing public property and crossing the army over Gape Fear lliver. ( )ii 
the i4th the oiitiro army wlis again in motion, objective point Golds- 
borough, 

Tlie Left Wing being exposed to attack from the enemy under John- 
.ston, ail unciicuinbcred column from the Piglit Wing was moved upon, 
an iiitei'iiiediato road to give support, if required, to the liCft. By 
direidion of tlio nui-jor-gcnoral commaudiug, the signal ])iii't,y iimbu’ 
Captain McOlintoek accompanied the surjilus wagons of tlie head- 
quarters on tlie lower route. Lieutenant Sampson and myself aceoiii- 
punied the general with the ligh t columns, porfornung aide duty during 
the eiigageiiient near Bentoiiville and until our arrival and entry into 
Goldsborougli on the 24th. 

Lieutenant Sheriy, in charge of party with Fifteenth Army Goriis, 
roiioi'ts that in a sldrinish on the 18th he captured two prisoners. On 
the following day his jmrty joined an ex])cdttion to tlie bridge over the 
House lliver, near Goldsborougli, where they found a force of the enemy 
behind strong works commanding the approache.s to the bridge. By 
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tho i^orsoiial olCorts of Licntciiant Slierfy tlio enemy was foreed aoross 
tlio river and tho bridffe burned. This operation nroved a most 
important one, as tho Right Wing of tho army was at the tiiiio moving- 
up to the support of the Left, leaving the trains of tlie army, witli this 
bridge nndestroyed, greatly exposed, while its destruction rendered 
them perfeotly seeure, thereby relieving the eominanding general from 
mneli anxiety on that score. Lieutenant Sherfy in his report further 
says of the operations of his inirty: 

Euviiig tlio oiigfigomunfc nt H««t(mvillo ou tlio 20tli ami 21flfc wo wore ooiiHtsiiitb' 
at tlio front, I'Gnonnoitoring and Avntching tlio inovcmoiilH of tlio ciioiny, Early on 
tlio niorniiig of tho 22(1 1 started to tho froufc'to try to ostiililiali a Htation of ohsorva- 
tion, hilt fnidiiig tho eiiomy had rotroalod and our troopH worn imiHiiiiig, I imsliod 
on for tlio front. While on iny way tlioro, .aoconijiaiiiod by two of luy num, Privates 
Snoll and Hull, I disoovorod a body of rohola aiiimmclung from tho woods, and hoforo 
loarning who thoy wore I Avas too near to niiiKo iiiy csciipo in cuso they slioiilil livo, 
Imt ns thoy showed nn signs of hostility, thinking I was one of tlioiv own moii, I 
rodo rapidly to thoin and told tho conmuuidingolUcor that thoy woro ciifcoll'iimT tlnit 
escapo was iinpossihlo, and at tho samo tnno I domnmlod tlioir siiiTondor, wlilch was 
granted. I thun had tlioni stack nvnis and march baok to camp, a distiinco of two 
nhloH, Avitli no other guard than my two mon, while tho prisoncis nninbcvoil oiglity, 
iivo coniuiiHsionodolliccvs and Bovonty-llvo men. Envliig thocampaigu itwnstmpo's- 
slhlo to do any signal duty on ucconnt of tho lovol and wooded iiatiiro of the coun- 
try and tho rapidity of tho movomonts of the army, but cmloavorod to inakci onr- 
solves neohil in otlior ways. Eloutoiiant Adams and myself did stall’ duty lor tlio 
gonoral (T.ogaii), ouo of ns boing with him ouch day and tho otlior, with Llm onlistiul 
men of tlio (lotachmunt, boing out soonting or looking for roads for tho maroliing 
column. Piiring tho campaign tho dotaohmont Avas in llftoou skirinishos, gonorally 
taking tlio onomy at a disudvantago and frccinontly oansing him loss, I captured 
84 prlsonors, 7 of thorn oommissionod oflicovs, avJiIIo onr ontiro loss was I imm 
Avnundod and 1 horso captnrod. ft gives mo jiloasuro to acltnowlotlgo tho nssistaiico 
1 riioolved A’om (ho entire dotaohmont in tho omloavor to do ns inncli Bcrvloo us pcis- 
fliblo, and I oaii say Avith scarcely an o.'tcoptiou each man did his duty well. 

The (letnebmciit with tho Sovontoenth Army Oorjm, niuler Lionton- 
ant J')nn]ap, tliongb not as cfllctent ns Lieutenant Slierfy’s party, ron- 
dored service in varlon.s tvaya during tho month} the ollicers aide duty 
lirincipally, tho enlisted men as couriers and forager.s. On arriving at 
Payottevillo I found it necessary, on mmouiit of tlio porsomil inisiuuler- 
standing mcntimied in my hobrnary report still oxi.stiug between 
Lioutciuiiits Duiibip and Allen, to separate those two ollUsers. ‘Special 
orders were iHsued relieving Ideubmaiit ])nnla,p from duty with the 
Seventeenth Army Corps and phudng raoutenant Allen in charge. By 
arrangement.s willi Oa])tain Bach tell ho relieved Lloutomint Kelly from 
duty with the Fourteenth Army Corps, who Joined bioiitemint Allen 
with the Hoveiiteeiith, Lieutenant .I!)unhip taking iCelly’s ])laco at tho 
former. Tho order relieving Cniilap was afterward revoked at request 
of ]\Iajar-f4oiieral Blair, and Allen was ordered to report to Captain B. 
for duty with the Fourteenth Army Corps. Ju reiiueating tho revoca- 
tion of tho ordc]’. General Blair, 1 aftorAvard learned, had no objection 
to a change in the olhcer in charge of the detachment with his corps, 
but he did not Avant Alien. I am fully satistlcd from what I have 
learned in regard to tho matter, and from tho hitherto uniformly good 
character and stauding of Lieutenant Allen in the detachment, that 
Major-General Blair labored umler a misapprehension regarding that 
ofiicer, and that siudi inisappreliciision Avas brought about through the 
instrumentality of Lieutenant Dunlap. 

With but one exception the conduct of the oificers and men of 
this detachment during the recent canipnigii Avas all that could be 
desired. Thoy performed clieerlully whatever duty was assigned them, 
and contributed in no small* degree to tho success of the campaign. 
Tho detacliments were engaged in twenty-three skirmishe.s, captured 
niiioty-one iirisoners of Avar, including seven commissioned officers, 
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being’ nearly double tbo inimber there were men in the detachment on 
duty ill the field. There were also captured about 150 horses and 
mules, more than one-half of which wei’O turned over to the quarter- 
master’s department after fiirnishiiig remounts to tlio officers and men. 
The total loss of the detachment during the campaign was three men, 
one died of disease and two wounded. 

1 1 ’e.spectfiilly call your attention to the energy and gallantry uni- 
formly displayed by First Lieut. W. H. Sberfy, and most earnestly rec- 
omineiid him for advancement. 

I have the honor to forward herewith a similar recommendation 
addressed to the honorable Secretary of War by Maj. Gen. John A. 
Logan, with whom Lieutenant Sherfy has been serving.

Colonel : I have the honor to .submit tlio following report of opera- 
tiona of the signal detachniciit serving with this army during the month 
ending April do, 1805: 

From the 1st to the Otli, inclu.sive, the army was quietly encamped 
in aiidaronudOoldsborough, N.O., resting from its long, weary marches 
through the Garolimis and being refitted for another eampaigii. 

Q'lic officers of the .signal detachment, in the absenco of signal duties, 
employed the time in re-equipping their parties, instructing the ser- 
geants in the use of the signal eodc.s, and drilling the inen in ilagging. 
The connimndlng general expressing a desire to take with liim on the 
next compnign only thoscollleers and men connected witli headquarters 
who were absolutely required to perform the duties of their respective 
departments to conform to the great reduction in the transportation of 
the headquarters, I accordingly a.ssigncd the officers of the ro.serve sig- 
iml party to duty witli two army corps, and placing Lieutenant Ware 
in charge of all the enlisted men of the detachment not assigned to 
duty with officers in General Orders, No. 3, from this oflice, directed 
him to proceed, together with all the surplus stores, to Now IBorne, N. 
C., and there await further orders. 

On the iOlli of theniontli the army comiuencod themarch to Raleigh. 
The signal parties were organized for the campaign as follows: 

Licuteiiaiit Sampson and myself, with nine enlisted men, accom- 
panied the major-general commanding; Oaptaiii McGlintock and Lieu- 
tenants IJmihip and Kelly, w'ith sixteen enlisted men of the Seven- 
teenth Army Corps, reporting to Major-General Blair; and Lieutenants 
Sherfy, Sliellabarger, and Adams, with twenty one enlisted men, with 
the Fifteenth Army Ooiqjs. An extra miinbcr of men were assigned to 
Lientonant Sherfy’s party on the intimation of Mjijor-Ueneral Logan 
that ho desired more signal men. 

Cai)t. A. S. Cole, wdio reported to me on the 1st day of the month, 
was by Major-General Howard idaced on duty as an acting aide-de- 
camp, and served in that capacity duringthomonth. Two enlisted men 
were assigned to duty with Oaptaiii Oole, 
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Second Lio.nt;. \ \. :i\ .Toliiistou, ac.ting signal olllccv, ti’niiKibricd JVoin 
BepjirtiiioiiL ()I‘ Korih Oarolina sitid Anny ol' thn Oliio to Army of t;liG 
Toniiosseo and assigned to duty with jMiijor-Oenoral llazeii, coinniand- 
ing Second Division, Fifteenth Anny Otn-ps, by Special Orders, Xo. 
fi!), lieadiiniirtors Military Division of the Mississippi, reiiorted to ino 
at Ivaleigli ibr tajuijnncnta and men, which were- fiinuslied liiin. 

On the Jiuueli to Raleigh, whieJi o(5cnpie(l six days, tlio ortuiors and 
men of tlie d('tachment made themselves g(nun-ally iisefnl. 

Lieutenant 8amj)son and mysell', in the ai)soncc of ilnlies in oni' own 
dopartnu'iit, of which the nature of the country and rapid inoveiiieiits 
of ( li(! army a<lmitted nomj, ijerforined the duties ol'aiiles to the major- 
general coniiminding, being oThm sent in tlieadvance to look out roads 
atn'osa the coniilry to einumnniente with the din'erenl; (loliimns, our 
enlisted men at sueli times serving as eae.ort. 'Pho ])arty with the Fif- 
teenth Army Oori)s under Lioiitoiiant Hheid'y assisted in ii lilco manner. 
Lioidciiant Wherfy says in his rcxmrt:

'\Vhilo lying in oanip wo had driil and praidtoo in Higiiala and mioiiuionaily tho (ifil- 
iioi’H did NtalV duty. 

The traiisc.ripts ef daily re(;ord of tho Seventeenth Army (JerpH party, 
(Jiipt. , 1 . iM. McOliiitnck ill charge, exhibit some good service porlbrmed. 
Oil the :l.(ltii, the iirsi day of the inareli, this party was in tho advance, 
akirmished withanddrovotho enemy’s (Rivalry, and afterward assisted iu 
]-('plaiikiiig tho bridge over Little River. It may i )0 proper to liore state 
that after the Arst day’.s mare.h from (lohlsborongh the onoiny disnp- 
lienred entirely from (he front of our army and olVered no Airtlnw re.sist- 
niiee to onr ])rogress to the city of llaleigh. 

iteaching tluis Sl ato capital of North (iaroliini on the I'l tln tlie troops 
Avere immotViately after ]nit in <nimp on a. line indiijated liy Oeuoral 
Hlierinan, hostilities suspended, ami negotiations eomineiieod for tlie 
snri'omlei' of the robcl armies, terminating in the surrender of the rohol 
army luidei' ( leneral Johnston and the eommeneemeiit of tho iinii'ch of 
our army on the 20th lor tho city of Washington. 

On theAOtli, when ten miles north of Raleigh on onrhomewiirdmnreh, 
I was oi ihired by tho major-genoj'al coinmanding to jiroceed toNov' York 
(litytoiransae.t important bnsinesvsfor tho liead(|uarters. In accordance 
therewitli I aft oinio proceeded, via Now Lome, Norfolk, tiiid Ihdftiniore, 
to New York, biavhig tho detachment in charge of proimr olllcer.s. 

I/imitimant Ware Avas ordered on the 27th to proceed with tho enli.sted 
men in his (diargo ntNew Nome, alter turning over the publie stores, to 
tho vicinity of VYashiiigtoii, ]).

Captain: I have the honor to Biibinit the followiiif^ reiiort of ilie 
operations of this coininanil during the past eainpaigu ; . „ , 

In accordance with instructions contained in ])aragriip]i Special 
Field Orders, No. 7, current series, headquarters Dejiartineiit ami Army 
of the Tennessee, dated Savannah, Ga., January 7, lM)o, pr(3Uininaiy 
orders were issued dii-ecting that tlic corps siiould he held in rendiiiess 
to move from Savannah to Beaufort by transports, and that tlie l< ii st 
Division should be moved to Fort 'riumdorbolt preparatory to einbarlcii- 
tioii. During tliis period the dofoiisos of Savaiuiali were being eoii- 
structed, and as the Seventeenth Army Corp.s laid moved Ivmn (be eity 
heavy details for working parties to push tlio work to completion were 
made upon this corps, and beside tlie whole strength ol my pioneer 
force I had 3,000 men at work on tlie fortineations, besides 1,000 im^u on 
duty with the chief quartermaster of the military division. 

On the 9tli ultimo tlio First Division, Brevet Ma-jor-Geiieral W ooda 
coiainaudiiig, moved to Fort Thunderbolt, and conunciuH'-d euibavlcing 
on the morning of the iOth. Knowing the anxiety ot tlie general com- 
iiianding to liave my command concentrated at Beaufort as soon as 
iiosslblo, I had ordered Ooucral Woods to seize every oiiiiortuiiity to 
transport his troops, and that general ha<l commenced embavlnng even 
heibre tlic wliolo of the transiiortation of the vSeventeontli Corps had 
been shipped. The character of tlie vessels used for transporti ng the 
troops and trains of the corps greatly impeded (be inoveinenl;, lor 
although of suftleiont capacity to accommodate largo numbers oi' num 
it M'aa necessary to sling onr animals and dismount and tiilco to picases 
our wagons before they could bo loaded) but by building long wluirvos 
out into the stream the embarkation was gi-catly facilitated. '.I'liings 
had suliloioiitly progressed, however, Avith theombarlcation of (be First- 
Division to move the Second Division to Fort Tlmiuloiboll; on the 
morning of the blth ultimo, and General IJazen Avas instruc-l^ed to fol- 
low General Woods as rapidly as possible. On the lOtli 1 roeeived a 
dispatch from the commanding general of tlie army, dated Boiiufort, 
January 1(5, 1805, informing me tluit the movement on Poeotiiligo had 
been iierfectly successful, resulting in the discomlituro of the eiu^my 
and in his retreat, and tliat General Blair from that po.sil'b)u had lieeu 
ordered to reconnoiter back toward Savannah, and fiirthm’ direelbig 
me to co-operate Avith him Avith all the mounted ibree I could rais(3, 
pu.sliiiig out from tliocity along the Union Causeway in the direction of 
GrahaiWillo and CoosaAvhatchio. The roconnaiRsanco Avaa designed to 
ascertain the practicability of that route for troops and wagons. On 
the same day my mounted force, consisting of the Twenty-nintli Mis- 
souri Mounted Infantry and a detachment from the yoveidb Illi- 
nois Mounted Infantry, crossed the Savannah and luished out to Join 
General Blair’s forces. Colonel Gage, in liis report of tlie reiaminlis- 
san(;e,caniU’nicd the impression previously formed as to the availability 
of that route to Pocotaligo, and in accordaneo Avith instructions reiielved 
from the commanding general in a communication from Lieuteimni'.- 
Colonel Strong, chief of staff, bearing date Savannah, G-a., January 17, 
1865, the further embarkation of my command for Boanibrt Avas sua- 
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pended, nnd iiistinictioiia were issued looking to its iiioveinent by bind. 
Wlioii the ]ii()venienfc by ln.ud commenced I had ah-caily shipped tlio 
wliolc oi* iny First Divl.sioii and nearly all ot the yecoiid, witli the 
excei)lioii ot iXi Gross’ battery, a portion of tlio supnly train, and two 
rogjineiitH as train guard. These were ordered to move with the Third 
Division of the corps, wliicli rvas under orders to break camp and move 
across the pontoon bridge over the Savannah Jiiver on the moi'ning of 
tbe l!)th ultimo. A severe storm had .set in on the 18tli and continued 
through the morning of tlie 19th, but General Smith siiciiccded in 
crossing the pontoon with his Second Brigade and a portion of Ids ord- 
nance train, and .stretched out on the South (hiroUnaside of tlio river, 
but the rains were so heavy, swelling the streams and bursting the 
dikes coulining the headwaters of the great swamp river, that the 
roads soon became .snlnnerged and entirely impassable for man or 
team and only navigable in boats. Ilis division wa.s <livided— (Icnoral 
Smith with a portion of his command beyond the break and the bal- 
ance still on the Savannah .side of the river. Under these circum- 
stances I ordered (icnoral Smith to push through to Focotiiligo witli 
hi.s Second Brigade and put the rest of the troops in camp to await a 
subsiding of the Hood. Tbe .storm coidimicd during that night and 
the next morning with unabated Jury, and in consequence tliereof I 
received. instriudJons from tlio comnmndm'-in-chiof to contimio tlie 
.shipping of my (jommand to Beaufort, ro.serving the Foiirtli Division to 
move by hind with the Left Wing of the army. As fast as boats arrived 
at Savannah they wore loaded witli troops, animals, and wagons to 
their fnllest capacity, and on the morning of the 2«tli I transferred uiy 
Iieadqiiarter.s to Beaufort. 

On tiio 20tli the po.sitioii of tlio .several divisions of the eorpa wins as 
follows! Tlio First and Second Divisions at Fort Iloyal Ferry; a portion 
of the Tiiird Division at J.’ocotaligo, witli the First Brigade awaiting 
Its transportation at Beaufort, and the Fourth Divi.sion still at Savan- 
nah. Before leaving Savannah I hud given General Cor.so instruetions 
to move his command by slow ami easy marches to Sister’s li'orry and 
there to cross the Savannah .River at such time ms ho could get the 
bridge, and to move his command b) Hickory Hill, the point indicated 
for the concentration of the whole corps. The snitplies for tlio corps 
were drawn IVom the depots establi.slied at Beaufort and at llatiih’s 
Landing, iind up to the time of oar final separation from a base (he 
troops were supported on rations drawn directly from the de]iots with- 
out calling on our supplies in the wagons. For a schedule of rations 
on hand at the opening of the campaign 1 have the honor to invito 
ymir attention to tlio subjoined report of the chief commis.sary of the 
corjia. 

Tlio transportation of the (joiqis wa.s in good condition, and although 
the animals aiilTcrcd for want of forage on our entrance into Savaiimih, 
still the abundant supply received before the campaign opened put 
them ill good condition to sustain the march through the swamps of 
South Carolina. 

Oil the morning of the SOtli of January the coiqis moved in two 
colnmiis from their po.sitioii at Garden’s Corners and Fort Royal .Ferry 
in the direction of "McPhersonvillo, the First and Second Divisions 
having tlio right and direct road through Focotaligo, with General 
Smith to the loft on the Ridge road. The First and Third Divisions 
encamped near the village, with the Second Division at Focotaligo. 
The next day was consumed in sending back empty wagons to Hatcli’.s 
Landingfor eubsistcnco and otharstores needed for the troops. Orders 
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wero i.s.sue(l at this point liniitiiig the orgaiiization of foragiii}-’ dotails 
to the smallest imnibci* of men absolutely required for the serviee and 
directing' Hint they should bo chosen from the bo.st men of tlic coni- 
niaiid, the ollieers were to be appointed for the campaign, and a l ecord 
kept of them at liivision headquarters, and they were to be held 
resjjonsible for tlio conduct of their details. In accordance with your 
Field Order, No. 21), I moved the corps from McPhcrsonville to lii(ikory 
Hill, breaking camp at? a.m. Before the rear of my column jmssod 
through MfdMicr.sonville I regret to intbrm you that the villagii was in 
ilanies. This was doubtlessly induced by the descrthni of their lionscs 
by the entire ))opuIation, for on our entrance into the village not a. luimaii 
being was to lie found. The road to FJickory Hill cross(!s luinicrou.s 
streams, swampy in character and tributary to Ooosawinitcliio Swamp, 
which covered our left Hank. In all of these s\va.in])s we found 
timber felled, with rail barricades defended by a. small brigade of rebel 
cavalry, dismounted, who were easily pushed before us by the Seventh 
Illinois Mounted Infantry and the Twenty-ninth Missouri Mounted 
Ijifautry, supported by infantry reserves. On nearing Hickory Hill 
the mounted infautry was pushed forward with the design of saving 
the bridge across Coosawhatchie Swamp on the road i'rmii Sister’s 
Ferry, as it was anticipated that General Corse u'ould come in at tliat 
point, but a portion of the J'ebel cavalry Iiad retreated across the 
bridge, partially destroying it, and the dcsigtt was frustrated, '.riio 
First Division was ejicampcd in position for the night at tlio interscc- 
tiou of the Whippy Swamp Post-Odice road witli that on wliich wo hud 
been moving, with the Third Division in support. G(mcral Hazoii, 
who had moved tliat morning from the ucighliorhood of Poc.otaligo, 
encamped to the rear of the other divisions about tliree miles. Tlie 
next mqi'uiiig, February 2, the Second Division liaving the advance, 
moved to Loper’s Cross-Roads. Our advance was contested by the 
enemy’s cavalry at the crossing of all the streams and erodes, in which 
timber had been lolled, witli the same pertinacity as on the previous 
day, but with the same result, and our mounted infantry found no 
dilliculty in pushing tliom back acro.ss Duck Branch. Owing to the 
heavy roads the other divisions did not succeed in reaching tlto cross- 
roads but oiicainpcd some four miles back. In accordance with 
instructions from superior headquarters the Third and Fourth Divis- 
ions of the corps wore moved to the right into position along tlie road 
running from Duck Branch Post-Olllco to the Aiigley’s Post OlUco, the 
First Division holding the bridge over Jackson’s Greek; tlie Third 
Division ef|uidi.stant between the First and Soeoiul Divisions, with the 
Second Divi.sion still in camp at the cross-roads at Duck Brandi. It 
rained fitfully all day and tlie roads wore heavy and required cordu- 
roying in many places before the artillery and trains could be gotten 
over. This evening I received iuformatiou from the commanding gen- 
eral that the Sovonteonth Corps had effected the crossing of Big Sal- 
kehatcliie at Rivers’ Bridge, and at the same, time orders directing me 
to move forward my command at Buford’s Bridge and force the pas- 
sage of the river should that become necessary. In compliance with 
these orders I directed General Woods to move forward from his 
advanced position at C o’clock, sending a brigade in light marching 
order, uiiciuaimbored with wagons, to Buford’s Bridge to secure the 
same and to follow on with the rest of his commaiid as rapidly as 
po.ssiblc. General Smith moved in rear of the First Division. Gen- 
eral Hazeii was ordered to march to Angley’s Post-Ofiice and there to 
encamp liis command , in position for the night covoriiig all the 
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npproacliGs A-oiii tlio direction of Barnwell. On reaching- the bridge 
General Woods found the works of the enemy deserted, but tlio bridge 
over the niaiu stream had been destroyed and the lagoon bridges, 
some twenty-six in number, liud been all broken down. The roads 
were heavy and retiuired a good deal of work from the pioneer enrps. 
Up to this time nothing had been heard lr<mi General Oorso, .and I was 
entirely in tlio dark a.s to the success or failure of his luovoinont, but 
from liis energy and persoveranee of character 1 kiuiw that ho would 
make evcj'y exertion to join the corps us soon a.s possible. 

The next day, the 5th of February, was consumed in crossing the 
Big Salkehatchio, and my command was encamped that night in the 
salients, as it were, of an ecinilateral triangle, the First Division on the 
direct Bamberg road, the Second Division oii the road leading to Barn- 
well, and the Third Division on that loading to Kivers’ Bridge, the First 
and Second Divisions being intrenched. February (», tlio advance on 
the Little Salkehatchio was commonecil, the Third Division, General 
John E. Smith, having the advance with the mounted infantry at tlio 
head of the column. The Twenty-ninth Missouri Mounted Infantry 
advanced to the Little Salkohatcliie, skirmishing with tlio enemy, and 
driving them across the stream, wlion it was discovered that the bridge 
liacl been destroyed, and that t-ho rebels were In position behind works 
prepared to dispute the crossing. On the arrival of the infantry cob 
umu General Smith deployed his Second Brigade, Col. 0. li. Wover 
(lominanding, on the blulf facing the river, witli two regiments, one on 
etieli side of tlie road, pushed to the river bank in skirmish order to 
develop the position of tlio enemy. The Twenty-ninth Missouri 
Mounted Infantry was sent to a crossing reported by negroes to lie 
some tlirco or four miles below the bridge, while the delaclnnent of the 
Seventh Illinois moved above along the bank of the stream searching 
for a ford. In the meanwhile the trains of the Third Division wove 
|.)arkcd out of raiigo, well in roar, witli the l''irat l^rigado, Third Divis- 
ion, massed in support of the Second. General Woods was ordered to 
move up in support of the Third Divi.sion, massing his troops and 
trains in coiivoiiiciit Helds out of range of the enemy’s lire. The posi- 
tion oocupiod by the enemy was very (lofonsiblc, his li'ont being covered 
by a deep and tangled swamp extending for several miles below his 
position, while the stream above opened into a wide pond, yet our skir- 
mish lino pushed through the mud and water and developed his lino, 
extending (piito a distiinco above ami below the bridge, covered by 
rille-pits. The bank on the south side of the river appeared to bo much 
higher than that on the opposite side, rising in qnito a bold bluff, but 
the swamp was so dense that it was impossible to appreciate the oliar- 
aoter of the opposite bank or to avail ourselves of any advantage wo 
might have in licight of po.sition. General Smith’s dispositions hav- 
ing heen made for an attack, and GeiieralWooda’ division beingwithiii 
supporting distance, I ordered liini to push his Second Brigade tliroiigh 
the swamp in line of battle, covered by a heavy line of skirmishers, 
and endeavor to take the works of the onoiny. It affords mo groat 
ideasiu'o to testify to the gallant manner in . which my orders wore exe- 
cuted by Oolonol Wcver, who charged with his men through mud and 
water, across the stream and in face of the enemy’s lire, driving him 
from his line of works, all along the river. The rebels fell back tosomo 
open flelds about a mile and a half from the stream, formed in line, as 
if preparing to receive our attack. General Smith, having crossed his 
irirat Brigade, pushed forward on the road to Duncansvillo. The rebel 
cavalry meanwhile moved from o^ur front in the dii’eotiou of Blaelcvillo 
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and railroad. The bridgo acjross tlieLitllo Salkoluitohio boiii/,;' sinm 
rebuilt (roueral.s Woods and llazcu moved tlicir divisions and trains 
across duriii;^’ llto afternoon and evenini?;, the whole (^orp:'! j^oiii”' into 
camp, grouped around Springtown iMeetIng-Mousr. The night sot in 
with rain wliieh eonthmed with great severity until (piito hitc the next 
morning. _ 

In aecordaneo with in.striie.tions reeeived from the g<5noral-in oliii5t 
orders were issued Jbr an udvaiiee on the railroad, to ennitnoiKH^ al. 
o’clock the next morning. The order eoniprelnmdeil tln5 movmiient nl 
two divi.sioii.s in light lighting trim, uneiKiUinbereil with wagons, except 
ten from tlie ordnance train and the ambiilanoe.s of <^jicli divisiim ; ihe 
rest of the wagons were to move under escort of the renniiniiig division, 
with ()rder.s to go into jimk in the event of an engagenumt v ith (he 
enemy, so that the lrooj)s guarding llieni might be reliev(Ml and iiiovml 
to the ii'ont .should occasion re<|nire there jnesenee. The h'irst and 
Second Divisions, moving in that order, were those chosen for the 
advance, and at 7 o’clock the morning of (he 7(;h the troops jnoved lor- 
ward, the roads in a wi'Otchod (amdltion from the atorni of tlieiiiglit 
previous. The advance M'as nnopposed, and with the cxce])tjon of 
foiled timber in the cros-sing of T/cmon Swam)), wliich delayed the 
column a short time, the march was made with case and celerity, niy 
mountod infantry striking the railroad at Jhunbcrg.or Lowry’sWtiition, 
by 9.30 a. ni., and by Jli m. I had two brigades at work tearing up the 
track and piling up ties and rails preparalory to burning and twisting 
the same. Tlio h'irat Division eii(;ami)ed about two mile.s north of tlie 
railroad, covering theCannon’s llrldgeroad, with (hnusval l lazon on the 
left, covering the approuc/hes from (.)rang<‘-burg. Omicral Hmith was in 
jiositimi south of the railroad, coveringtho'trains. 'Die iioNtday, the 
8tli ultimo, was spent in destroying the railroad, every rail being 
twisted, the infantry tearing up the track ainl [jiling (he rails and 
ties, and the Engineer Kcglment twi.sl.lng each rail, ntieriy dcHla'oying 
the road. In accordance with instructions from the coiiiiimiKler-in- 
chief I (lirected Ocncral Hazcn to send a brigade on a recoiiiiaissinKm l;() 
Cainioii’s Bridge, on tlie South Edi.sto, to ascertain tlie condition of tlie 
crossing and the movements oi thoenomy. Dohmel tlon(5S,(ionnniui(ling 
brigade, found the bridge destroyed and the enemy in position on tiu^ 
opposite bank- of the river, and as lus orders were jiiercly to reconnoit(‘.r 
the road Imuling to the bridge and not to force a crossing ho veturiuHl 
to camp without loss to his command. 

In accordain^e with, orders from department iHiadfiuartcrs I moved 
the First and Third Divisions of the corps on the morning of the 9th 
from Lowry’s Station to Graham’s Station, and encamped them in iiosi- 
tion to the north of the railroad, covering the apjiroachos Irom Binna- 
ker’s and Holman’s Bridges. The Second Division, (Semwal lla/.cu 
cojniuanding, moved along the big August.a' road to the lirst (•.ross-roads 
near Ilohiian’s Bridge, going into eainp facing the river, witli a strong 
jiickct pushed to tho river bank, the bridge having been dostioyed by 
the enemy. The First and Third .Divisions (sudi had a brigadcj at 
work on the railroad, destroying ties and rails, working in the direc-tion 
of Blackville. Through one of General Goixse’s atalf oClhior.s, who joinc.d 
mo at this ])()int, I learned that ho was back at the crossing of the Big 
Salkehatcliie, pushing forward with all dispatch to join the rest of iJio 
corps. After leaving Savannah General Gor.so imcoiintered serious 
obstacles to hi.s advance. The roads wore almost impas.sable for urBl- 
lery and trains, and on reaching the Savannah, at Sister’s Ferry, the 
river was found far too swollen to put in tlio pontoons till the tvater had 
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siibwidod, and crossiiij^, iiidecid, the saiiio chaviudcr o!' roinis eoniiii- 
iied,i‘oiidnn!dAV{)rse, if aiiytliiii.y:, ])ytl>()IiiLo.s(}VtM4i.s(.(n-ms. 'l'lie])i()n(‘(.a’ 
corps of tins division had been wifh t;lic main eoluraa-diiring' the wliolo 
inarch, and ('icnci-al Corse had been deprived of tlu'ir assistinnie. ihit, 
notAvithstandiuj*’ these obstacles, on the evening of tlui lOtli ({eneral 
Corse ^vas ciicainj)ed bnt six ndlos in rear of lay position at Graham’s 
Station, ready in the mornintj to join the tan-ps. I’onlooii-boa ts Iniviiift' 
been sent to General Jlazcni ho(;rosstsi the South ihli.sto ivi^'or Avitli 
Ids division on the 10th ultimo, eneampiiig; in jmsition on the north 
banlc. The 'hirst and Third Divisions Avere (niftajjtal in d(!Sti'oyiiig 
railroad till about in the afternoon, whcin theTliiial Division moved 
to the cross-roads near iJolnian’s Iiridj^c, in'oparatory to ciossing' in the 
morning'. On the morning- of the 11th thoiirossingof the Koiitli lOdisto 
was eoiitiiined, and the imA'ement on Colninbiawas fairly inangitrated. 
Major-General llazen bi-ekiuaunpiit 7 a. in., and moved out in the direc- 
tion of Poplar B])riiigs, on the dii-eet Orangeburg road, Die d'hird and 
First Divisions following. General Corse had been instructed to cross 
at Biiinakor’s Bridge, bearing with his division for the same point. 
The march was nninterrnpte<l, ainl the Second and Third Divisions 
were in camp before ilark, Gonm-als Corse and Weoils bivomicldng 
about two milo.s to the nmr. At hist I (bund iny wltole eorjis togetliei-, 
niiiinpaired in usefuliuiss. On reacliing Poplar Springs ,l ordered a 
reconimissaneo to Shilling’s Bridge, to ascertain tluiclnmuder of the 
crossing at that point, and lei’t niy mounted infantry out on jiiekot 
near the bridge whicli tlie enemy Inid ilcstroyed on our approiuli. 

For an aeeount of thoopm-ationsof my command for the 12th nlthiio 
in jiassiiig the North Fdisto I have the honor b) invite your iittoation 
to the folioAviiig extract from a])rcvions ropoid, rcmlered immediatoly 
after crossing: 

Tlio eoi'jis moved from «tanip with (Jmmral Hazon in tho mlvamm, mid on roach- 
iiig tho hrhiu’o a Hti'oiig Kkiriuish lino wuh doidoyod and piiHliocl to tho hunlc of tho 
utrotim, Avlth tho ih'Higii <>/ iluvclophig tlir iiohUIoii kikI oli'oiigth of tlio ouomy, 
AVhilo at tho sium) timo uii idl’ort won luado to olioot a cro-HHiiig uliovo iind holow tho 
hrldgo. Tim Second Urigiido of tho Simond .Divioion, Gol. \V. S. .loims commanding, 
with II rogimont at cimh of tho croKKingH uliovo (iixl Imlow tlio In idgo olcivtniHhoil 
heavily with tlm onoiny in front, iind ho cutivoly oiigagod his atl.ontion tliiit tlm 
ilmik domoiiHtvation tvas novfootly HimocKsfnl. A oriKHsing hclow l.l)o biidgo liavhig 
boon lirst ofl'cictml Gcimriil iluzon moved thoPirHLnml '1‘liird UrlgmliiH ofhiii diviHioh 
to llmt iHiiiit and throw tlioin sioi'Ohk tlio rivoron a imatily ciniHtnmtcd Inidgo ofia Cta 
fimtoncd togolJiov, Ixit fonnd a iIoiiho and tanglod Hwumii Htill in lim front, llirnngh 
which ho iniKlicd liio oommand, liowovor, voacliing (ho maiulund williont onconnior- 
ing I'o&iHtuiuM). In tho moiinwhilo Oolonol .Ioiioh liad boon tajunlly HiicccKHfid in 
ollocLing a cioHaiiig abovo tho bridgo, and, with tho Tliirty-siivonth Ohio .Ini'aiitvy, 
pushed down on tlio loft bank of thorivor, taking tliooiioiny'a )»o.iition at Ihi; bridgo 
in Hank ami rovorso. Tho inoniont tho uuoihy diaoovorod onr forcon on Ihoir Hido of 
tho river tho>' broke ami ran from thoir AvorkH, throwing iiHido arniH and aiaioiitor- 
moiits ill thoir llight, 'J'ho onoiiiy avuh liriA'on from luB works at il.IiO p. m. 'i'lio 
'J’lih'd Division of tho oorps wan movod in Bupport at tho point of croMsing of 
Goiioral liazon’s two brigadoH, Avith Gonoral Wooila in nupport at Iho bridgo, wliilo 
tho Dinirth Division Avaa Jiold in roKorvo at a piunt ocpially diatanb from tho two 
crossings. 

Tlio enemy lost killed 3, AVomidod nnkiunvii, with 80 iiriHonoiH and abont 200 
staiul of arniH loft in onr liimda ; my loss AVan very slight, being I man killed and 6 
Avoiinded. 

The crossing huving been tlnia gallantly olfceted the movement on 
Columbia was eontimicd, and in accordance Avitli yonr instructional 
moved the corjis the moriiing of tlio 13th ultimo in two columns, one, 
consisting of the Sciioiid and Third Divisions, along the road to the 
east of CaAV CaAV SAvami), Avitli tho First and Fonrtli Divisions on a 
plantation road up tho Avest biuik. Both roads, came together in the

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neighborhood of Sandy liuii Post-Oflico, wliicli wji« indie, aLcnl for 

the eoiKjenfration of the corps in two days’ inarch. Tlie, corps ciiinped 
that night in x>osition, tlio two columns nearly abreast oi c-iieli olhei'. 
Our march was uniiiterniiitcd to Sandy Itun, which jioiiit was vciiched 
and passed tlie next day (the Utli instaait), the troops going into cani]) 
in the following order and jiosition: The First Division near\\oltH 
plantation, Gmieral Hazeu in support, with the Third and Ftiiirtli 
Divisions some two miles in rear. It having been n',]iorted tlia t the 
euGiny were in force on Oongaree (Jreek, intrenched, oiir clisjiositions 
were made to foree the passage, and at the same time io (hmioiistrate 
npon the Great Oongaree wdtli a xiortioii of the (uirps. Tliii movement 
waseommeiicedat? u.m. the 15th ultimo, Urcvet Major-General ^'oods 
luiving the advance, supported by the Second and Fourth I )i\’isions ot 
the corps. To Brevet Major-General Smith was assigmul tin*- duty of 
making tlio demonstration at the crossing of the Gongarcje .liiv(‘,rahovo 
referred to. General Woods oiicounbu'ed tlui eiiemy at asliortdiwtaiice 
from Ilia enmx), hut easily imshed them before him, unt il their main 
line was discovered on Oongarco Creek, which empties into the river 
about one milo and a half from the road oii which the c.olumn was mov- 
ing, atretehing away in a westerly direction, winding through (leep 
banks fringed with undergrowth and boumlcd by iiiarsliy ojieii Helds, 
which had been rendered impassablo for artillery by the frmiiumt rains 
of the W(ick past. On approaching the creek the enemy’s line was 
develoiiod, extending apiiarcntly along the face of the creek with a 
salient covering the bridge — artillery in xm.sition in the salienl: — coin- 
nuindlng the road and open Helds in front of their works. General 
Woods at onco deployed his Scemnd .Brigade across the, road, pushing 
forwiii'd a heavy skirmish line to feel the jiositioii of (;he enemy. I'^roni 
the iiatiU'O of the ground notlung coiihl be ellected by a, demonsti'iitloii 
upon tlie right, and Ooloiiol Stone’s brigade (Third Brigtule, First 
Division) was moveil in line on the loft across the open Hold into the 
woods bordering the river, the troop.s wading through mud ami wat(ir 
ux) to their waists till they roai'hcil tlie baiik.s of the Htreaiii. (hmeral 
Woods’ First Brigade was licld- in resm-ve in the center, (hoierala 
llazen and Corse moved their divisioii.s in sui>]iort of Geiu'val Woods. 
The enemy ojiened (jnite briskly with artillery and musketry lijmn Col- 
onel Stone’s advance, but one regiment succeeded in crossing the stream 
liiglior U]) tluiii the tete-de-pont of the' enemy extended, ami completely 
tnrmul his position, for when an advance was made along t he whole 
skirmish line the enemy broke from their works, liring the bridges in. 
their lligbt. Ourtroopsgallantly charged over their lino, and succeeded 
in putting out tlio ilaines, iiotwithstandiug the enemy exiened a hot 
artillery lire on the bridge and the main road loading to it. in this 
coniicclioii 1 must invite atUmtion to the able maiitier in wliich <h)l- 
onels Oattorsoii and Stone handled their brigades and co-operii-ted with 
their division commander in all his combinations. As .soon as the 
bridge was roxialred I luislietl Oeneral Woods across, when it was dis- 
covered the enemy had abandoned his iirst lino of works along tlio 
river-hank, retreating across 01)011 liolds to a second line much nearer 
the city of Columbia. The country was open for two miles from the 
river, streteliiiig away in uncultivated liolds apxiaroiitly well adaptiid 
for the movement of cavalry, in wliich arm of the service the rebels 
were quite strong. It was afterward ascertained that the force tluit 
had contested the crossing of the creclc was the cavalry comimiiid of 
the rebel General Hamilton. The eiieniy showed toward night (piite a 
heavy force of cavalry, moviiig in coluinu and lino across the holds 
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near their second line of works, as though to (diavge ii])Oii our iuhintry, 
but General Woods got his division in position with ITazeii on his 
right, and night edosod in without an aK;ack. Gonerul Smith’s reeon- 
naissaneo on tlui Congaree iiiver was perl(i(;tTy su(*,c»*s.sliil, and tlie whohi 
corps cncanHKid jn’cpared for a.n early udvainte in tiui morning. Dur- 
ing the entire night the rebels shelled our camps rr<uu tli(‘- other side of 
the river, but to little purpose, for on the a<lvanee of our .skirniish lino 
in the morning (tlic Kith of li'ebruary) the enemy’s second liiui was 
found abandoned, and the corps moved on Columbia in the foJh>\vinp; 
order: General IIa/.oii having the right, with Generals Woods, Hinith, 
and Corse in support. On approaching the city it was di.seoverod that 
the enemy had destroyed the bridge over tlio Goiigaree Itiv er, and on 
examination the engineer olVa;ers rejnn'bid that oui- pontoons would not 
reach across, and tliat it would be nec-essmy to force tiio passage of t!ie 
Saluda and Idroad to olVect a cimsing. The enemy .showing no dis])o- 
.sitiou to fiiirreiidor the city, but manifesting greatindiistry in roinoving 
stores, &e., il'oin the tlidbront warolioiises, a, s(U'tion of Do Grcjss’ but- 
tery was put in position, shelling Cohmibia during the entire luorniiig. 

In accordance with ord(n*s from Aiajor-Genoi'al irowiird f moved 
Genertil J-iazoii’s division to Saluda h'aetory, on tlu*- ttaludii Iiiver, ami 
directed him to throw some men across the stream in pout, non-boats to 
dislodge the enemy from the opposite bank and admit of the laying of 
tlio pontoon bridge. This maneuver was siiccesslul, and the lOngiiieer 
Itegimont work<5{l without interruption from tlieouemy’rtsluirpslKjotei'S. 
As soon us the bridge was <‘.ouipIeted I puslio<l tbo inoiiiited Ibrec^s of 
the wliole army across in advance of tlu^ corps, hoping they might be 
able to save the luidgo over the Bailuda, hut it was no<ios«aiy to cross 
our infantiy'before tlni enetny <50uld bo driven from their i)OHilh)n, and 
they had ample time to destroy tln^ bridge before the advance of our 
troops could contend sm^jossfally with the llameH. Night I’aTluig before 
the pontoon bridge could 1)0 gotten up tluj troops were put in camp 
covering the poiiinsubi that they occiipie<l. To General Woods was 
assigned the advance in crossing the Jivoad, and lie was mstruoted to 
push a brigade over by dayliglit, with orders to move in the direction 
of Ooluiubia and occupy the- city if posaible. Tim pontoon was not 
completed as rapidly a»wasanticipatod,andGolon(‘l Stone’s brigade did 
not cross before 7 a. m., when he moved out in the direction of Colum- 
bia, nu'oting wit!) little resistance. On Ins approach be was met liy 
the mayor and otluH’ iirominent citizens, who formally surr(m(U!r{nl the 
city to his coininand. Colonel Stono moved his brigade into Colum- 
bia, taking ])ossession of the pub.ho Hl^)res and baildiiigs. A provost 
guard was at oiujo oi-gaiij/,e«l}ind great exertions to preserveorder ami 
protect the city wore made by all hi.s ollleersj but the citizens had 
received our soldiers with biieketlhls of Inpior, and the negroes, over- 
joyed at our entrance, piloted them to buildings whcj-e wine and whisky 
were stored, and for awhile all (arntrol was lost over the disorganized 
mass. On completion of the bihlge the iHfstof the(^orps crossed and 
moved through the city to po.sition on the Columbia llviinch of the 
Soutli Carolina Kailvoad. Toward dark Colonel Stone’s brigade was 
relieved from duty and fresh troops moved into the city to clear it of 
the rioters, and, if possible, to preserve order during the night, but 
the citizens had so t*,razed.nnr men with liquor that it Avas almost 
impossible to contiol them. Tlie siienes in Columbia tliat night Avore 
terrible. Some fiend Hrst applied tbe torc,h and thoAvilrlliames leaped 
from house to lionso and street to street iiiilil the loAver and hasiiicss 
part of the city avus wriiiiiied iu llauios. l‘'rigliteu.ed citizens rushed in 
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every (.lii'Gotinii, and Mio reeling inceiulhiries tlaslieil, (oi'cli in liaiid, 
from .street to street, spreading dismay wliovcvor they went, (ieneial 
Woods used every exertion to quell the riot, and his troops aided him 
ill figlding the conllagration, and to their exertions is due tlie jii'eseiya- 
tioii of aueli portion of the city as escaped the lire. Toward morning 
General Oliver’s brigade, ol‘ lla.zen’a division, was ordered into the 
city, and tld.s Idree, in addition to that from th(( I’drst Dis isioii, 
restored order. The next morning the jirovost system was morn tlior- 
oiighly organized, and,nndor command of Brevet Brigadier-t l(‘nei'al 
Woods, the city was perfectly <iiiiet. 

On the IStl/nltimo the Bocond and l'\>urtli Divisions were ordered 
to destroy fifteen miles of the Oolumhia Branch of the Bonth OaroHna 
Kailruad, and leaving a strong camp guard moved I'rom (he, eily. 
During the coarse of the day instructions were i.ssiied that tlnmlivis- 
iona sliould bivouac on the road in the event of not accoiiiplishing the 
destvuetioii of the same before night-fall. Details were fii ini shed from 
this oorjis Avhilo in Columbia to destroy eertain (loveniiiient stores 
tbut could not be used by our army, and during tlie (lestrmddoii of 
some ammunition a sad explosion took ))hiec, killing and wounding 
L ofdccr and 23 men. Upon investigation it was found to ha ve (xumi'red 
from purely accidental causes, and that no one was cliargeable with 
undue carelessness. The troops remained in and arouiul Cohiuibiii 
during the ISth and IDtli, the work of destroying railroad and public 
stores in the city being continued. My inomitcil inlaiitry was in the 
ineauwhilo dispatched to destroy tlie l•ailroa<l bridge ae,ross the Watcree 
Eivor, and accomplish<;d their work thoroughly and successfully, burn- 
ing on tlicir return all liridges aiul trestling up to the point where 
General Curse was working. 

During tlie night of the fOth General llazen’.s division relmrned to 
camp near the city, but the Dourth Division roinaincd in eainii on the 
railroad, witli orders to move on the next inornltig to a junction with 
the other divisions of the corps to the north of the <5ity, in the direetion 
of Muddy Bpriiig.s. During the BM.h ultimo a refugee train was organ- 
ized, eonaiatiiig of those of' the inhabitants of (loluiiibia and of the 
neighboring country who desired to go north with our army, and an 
e(]ual distribution Avas made of the same among the several divj.sions. 
To this train accessions wore made <laily during our mareh throiigli tlie 
country, and Avith the negroes aa'Iio abandoned fclioh' bonuiB at dillerimt 
places along our line of inarch the trains grew to groat size, ^fho 
corps broke camx) from around Golnmhia the morning of the 2()th of 
Pebruary, aiidmo\’’cd north in the cliroctiou of Wiinisboroiigh, leaving 
the Won th Carolina Bailroad and line of march of the Seventeenth Corjis 
far to the lidt, ' (.)wirig to the scarcity of water iii the neighborhood of 
Muddy Springs the troops Avoro nioA'^ed seA'-eral miles farther in ml vanee 
tliini was intended, and ciieanqied on Cr(^ek, the ^J'hivd, Second, 
and Fourth Divisions reaching that point, Avith the First Division ali( tie 
in advance of Muddy Springs. The rear gnaril of the army had been 
draAvn from thi.s division, and before leaAdiig Columbia Brevet Brig- 
adiei’-General Woods laid ilrivon all atvagglcrs ami camp followera 
before him and moved his comniand from the city in good order. Tlie 
inoA'eiiioiit Avas eontiniicil on the morning of the 2.1..st. T'ho cliaraeter 
of the country Avas hilly and barren, and but little forage for man or 
aiiinia] could be xirocnrod, the corps ciicamiang three divisions on 
Dutuhinaii’s Creek, Avith General Woods’ division at LongfxiAVii, on the 
direct Winnslim'ough and Camden road. The next day the (airp.s 
moved to the Watorco, the left colimm, via Foplar Springs, to .Iteay’s 
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Ferry, al; wliieh place lb was clir(5ete»l lu) <‘ross the river. Geiioral 
Woods was iiistiauiU!<l to move along the road lo Xieliols’ Ferry, deiiion- 
strato at that (a-ossing, but moving hi.s wnninjiinl U) I’eay’s Ferry by 
the most direct lell-hand road. iSm signs of (;h(5 enemy were discovereiL 
at either ci'ossing, and the pontoon was laid without iiiterrujjtion. 
treiioral Ila/eii crossed Ids coimna.nd, taking ii]) posK.loii on theopjx)- 
site side of the river. Tliereatof thocorjis cneainpcal ready to (aoss 
in the morning. On the 23d <d’ F'cbriinry the corps continued crossing 
the Wateree, and on vonehing 1 Jbci-ty Hill broke into two eohinins, the 
icitj consisting of the First nnd Third Divisions, moving to Flat Uoclc 
Ohiireh; tlie right, eompos<;d of the Second and Fiairlii Divisions, to 
the iieigliborbood of Jted Hill Post-Udico. The object of the con- 
tinued movement wns to strike the system of r<»a(]s Itmding from 
Camden to Olieraw, across Lymdi’s Creek, by I'tllcr’.s and l.Celly’s 
]5ridges,aud toatlain this object the left colmim was moved on the morn- 
ing of tlie2-[:bh of Felmniry to West’s Cross-lbmds, the riglit column 
nuikiiig Big Pine Tree Ciinrcli on the Oannien and Ohetaw road. 
Dotacliiiionts from the Second and Fourth Divisions entered Ciimden, 
destroying all i)ul>li(5 stores and bnildings to bo found in the place. Fo 
enemy was oiiconntercil on thisdetonr. Tho billowing Jiiondng this 
column was moved up abi-east of tho other divisions into ptisition near 
Pino Tree Cluindt, wilb one brigade at McCasliill’s Oross-Boads, mak- 
ing communication complete. While our troops remained at West’s 
Cross-Poads the enemy’s cavalry mainnivcred on onr Hanks, and siuj- 
(seeded in picskiiig up a few of our (brag<u*8 and stragglers, but no 
serious inconvenieiu^o was exporiemte.d from their pnjscnco. On the 
moriiingof thc2()th the(i()rpa marched to Lyn(di’s<Jroek,tlHvFonrth and 
First Divisions to Tiller’s Bridge, and tin*. Setjond nnd Third to Kelly’s 
Bridge nnd prepared to cross tiiab sh-cain. The rains of tho previous 
week lia<l so swollen this stream that, although tho bridge remained, 
tiuMvator on each side was tlcc)) enough to swim a horse, and presonted 
ill its thou eoiidltion an almost iiisunnonntable obstaeloto the crossing 
of our trains. On rea(;liing tho creek, liowevcr, (ieneral Oors(^ pmsluMl 
his. division across, his men wading up to their armpits, holding al)ov(3 
their licads tlunr muskets and cartridgc-boxijs.

General Mazoii having reported 
with his division was assigned xmsitJoii on General Woods’ left, two 
brigades front and, one in reserve, and advanced his skirmish line, cou- 
nectiiig with that of General Woods. Jn the morning General Woods 
advaiieed Ids loft and center, and General Corse made a corresponding 
movement on his right, with which change the line remained substan- 
tially as it was the night previous. General Corse succeeded in getting 
four guns of Battery 11, First Missouri Artillery, in action, and General 
Woods put a section of the Twelfth Wisconsin Battery in position near 
the (ionter of Ids line. Both batteries opened later in the day with 
groat effect. About 1 o’clock inforniation wa.s broiiglit from the right 
that General Uiwar had succcssiully advanced his division, caiituring 
several lines of works, when, in aamrdance with orders from the gen- 
eral commanding, ! directed Generals Woods, Hsi/icn, and Corse to 
advance their skirini.sh lines, holding tliciv main line in readiness to 
push forward and seonro any advantage that might bo gained, IMy 
orders were promptly obeyed, and our skirmish lino advanced lu g’al- 
lant stylo, driving the enemy into his works and developing most 
complotelv' lu.s entire line in our front. It was found to bo very nearly 
as had been supposed, and was discovered to occupy quite a defensible 
position, Tlio batteries <)p<medon the enemy’s works.witli ppidity, 
and tlion at proper intervals during the re.Ht ol tlio day and nig'ht, our 
skirmishers intvencliing the ]»osition they had gained. Our trains bad 
bcoii ordered to JSvcrottsville, and Colonel l^irt was instructed to send 
as ninny empty wagons as lie might liave with tlio train to iCinstou for 
rations! ammunition, and clothing. During tlm night the enemy evacu- 
ated their whole lineof works, falling back across Llaniuih’s Creek in tlio 
direction of Smithlicid, and «m the mlvaiice of General Woods’ cUvision 
in the morning tlio bridge across whicli they hud retreated was still in 

llaiiies. , 

I’iio object of the campaign having been accoinpliehed the army 
moved from its workson Mill Creek, commencing witli the Left Wing, 
and passoil bv eoiqis to the rear in the direction of Goldsborough. ^ I 
retained General Woo<ls in imsition at Benlonvillo during the day, \Yith 
instructions to withdraw his division atdavk into hie lines of the uignt 
before, leaving one brigade on liannali’s Creek. General Ha/en s divis- 
ion was moved some six miles back in the direction oi Goklsboroiigii. 

On the morning of the 23d instant the corps drev out from its works 
on Mill Creek, and, taking the road pursued by tlie Second Division, 
moved toward Goldsborough. General llazen crossed the road leading 
to tiox’s Bridge inadvaiiccof a (li vision of the Twentieth Corps inoviug to 
that crossing, and passed beyond Falling Crook soiuethreomiles, wdiere 
he encamped. As soon as General daekson’s division ot the iwentiebli 
Army Corps had jmssed the other divisions moved over General llaKen s 
road, crossing Falling Creek, and encamping for the night. Our trains 
had reaolie<r Fvevottsvillo, and Colonel Fort had sent all Ins empty 
wagons to Kinston for supplies for the corps, which were to meet us at 


Goldsborough. ,> 1/^1 -t 

The campaign from Savannah, Ga., to Goldsborough, K. O., closed on 
the 2'ltli instant by the movement of the whole army into camj) around 
that place. My trains were brought to this side of the river and redis- 
tributed to the different divisions, tlio empty wagons being organized, 
into trains, under supervision of the chief quartermaster, for tlio purpose 
of procuring subsistence stores and siipplic.H for the army from the depot 
established at Kinston, K. O. My corps now occupies a clofensivo Ime, 
with works to tile oast of the city of Goldsborough. The troops are 
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refitted for a new campaign, and siicli supplies ns can be pro- 
cured from the depots of Goldsborongli and Kinston ni’O being received 
and issued by niy chief qnarternuistcr and commissary. 

I have the honor to invite your attention to the subjoined tables, show- 
ing the amount of corduroying and bridging done by the coi’ps during 
the past cam])aign, and t]»e amount of property received , issued, and 
destroyed during the same period. In submitting my report of the oper- 
ations of the corps during the past campaign it affords mo gratiiication 
to (jail the attention of the commanding general to the able manner in 
which my division commanders have discliargcd their duties, and the 
hearty co-operation I havoreceivedfrom them in everyiustance; whether 
among the swamps of Carolina., at the crossings of tlio largo rivers we 
have iiassed, or on the lield of action their conduct merits my warm- 
est commendation and praise, and to the gallant ollicers and soldiers 
of this corps who have earnestly striven witli me to execute all your 
orders with promi)tness and succe.ss I teiulor my hearty thanks. In 
consideration of their valuable services during the past campaign 1 
would re.s])ectfully recommend for promotion to the raiikot maiior-gon- 
oral the folloAving named divivsion commanders: Bvt. Maj. Gen. 0. li. 
Woods, commanding First Division; Bvt. Maj. Gen. John h. bmith, 
commanding Tliird Division ; Bvt. Maj. Gen. John M. Corse, command- 
ing Fourth Division. And for gallant and laithful services during the 
trying mavchea and engagements of tlie camj>nign the following- 
named officers for promotion to tlio rank of brigadier-general : Bvt.

Oommandiny Fifteenth Army Corps: 

General: Ib is my inirposo to publish an ord(5r oT congratulatiouto 
the army as hoou as the proasuro of duty \s4il perniib iiui, but I cannot 
longer d(5l!iy an expression of thanks duo to yoiirsolC and your l oiiiarka- 
bio Corps for the eomplotoiicss of auccosa wliich baa attended you 
during- the vigorons operation from Savannah to tbo talcing of Coluim 
bia. You ■were liresent when John B. Smith’s division, forced its way 
across tbo Little Salkeliatcliie Swamp. You visited tbo bridges wlioro 
General Hay.en crossed the Bdisto, and also witnessed the operations 
of the same division ijcar Sbilling’.s Bridge, whore the deep, wide, and 
dirtioult swamp Avas crossed, [the enemy] captured or scattered, and I 
trust you Avill do them honor by graphic and distinctive naiTatioii of 
their generous andindefatigable labor which resulteti in success. 1 was 
with you at Congarcc Creek, and sliall not soon forgot the dinicult 
ground, the almost unassailahlo position of the enemy at the bridge, 
Avlioro General Woods’ division waded tlirough the nnul, the SAvainp, 
and the crook and succeeded in dislodging the rebels and putting them 
to flight. I closed my letter to General 8hcvnian that day as follows: 

Tlio vigor ami UohlucBS that have oliaractori'/ocl our moii ilnving tho of 

fclio liiHfi 6ani{>aigti wore again oxhihitod to-day. Yon yoiivsolf luiow tho dinioultioB 
of tho ground, tho nind, tlio wator, nwamps, deep crooks, and ditohoB tliat they had 
to ovoi'ooino in (»rdov to got at tho oiiomy. 


Again, 1 was with you Avbou you pushed TTnzen across tbo Saluda, 
and also vividly recstll tlie Avork of the entire night and the severe 
skirmish of tlie morning Avhich Woods’ division had to soeuro tho cross- 
ing of tho Broad. Tlio successful expedition of General Corse along tlie 
line of the railroad, when lie, together with your mounted infantry, ren- 
dered useless about thirty miles of it and destroyed an iiniuensc amount 
of rebel property, and al’terward pushed with so mueh promjititudo to 
the head of the column, merely aiford us fresh iustauccs of the earnest 
energy of himself and Ins command. Tiio Ihithfulness with Arhioh 
every duty has been executed, tho unflagging attention to orders, 
and tlio cheerful and hearty deportment of tlio entire corps afford me 
a sincere pleasure and a peculiar faith in your success, fn this letter 
I have scarcely hinted at tho operations of your command, but, believe 
me, general, your oavii eiiorgotic co-oporatiou in those movemouts, wh ich 
have resulted alrciuly in the fall of Columbia and Oliarleston and in the 
almost iiTOxiarablo disruption of tho enemy’s lines of eonimunication 
and supply, can never bo forgotten. _ 

Tender my congratulations and thanks to your noble division and 
brigade commaiidoi’s, and tlirough them to the oineors and men in their 
charge. May the blessing of Ilcavou continue with us, and nothing 
ever occur to mar the fair record of the Army of the Tonnosseo.

Major: Iu obedioiuio to your. ooiiimniil(5Sitioii of (iho. fJOfh iiisDiiil;, 
calling- for si report of the opcrsitious of siiy comimnul froiii the (ji-ohs- 
iiig of Ssiiuly Unii niitll tlie Feslcral cvsicusitlou of Oolumbisi, 8. (J., I 
rG^pcctlully submit the following: 

Losiving my csimp sit Uuckor’.s plsnifcsitiou tlio inoviiiisg of F(‘,l)i’iiai‘y 
l‘ij 1 mai'olied by si plsnstsitioii road si.s fsir sm Ssiisdy itii'i. I hero strsiek 
the Stsito road, and, cs-oasing the strosiiii sibosit2 p. in., I eontinsKul foi- 
some four iniloa lartlmr in the direetioii of Cislumbui, nniehing with my 
liesid of cioluisin the cainp-gTOiiinl siasigued me sit Wolf’s ])liDii:i(ioii sit 
4 o’cloelc in tlie siftornoon. i met witli the rebel esivalry oiitpo.at at this 
point, but noon dimve them bsiok with my skirmhdioi-s, four eotiiissuiiea 
being deployed aevosa the rosid for (Jisit purpose, lOiieainping' my 
division on a range of hills well adsipfed to dcfensi^, I threw up good 
eiirtli-woi'ka on my front line, extending the embunkinmit sun ssas tlio 
road to jiroteet my battery that had there been put iii position. Diir- 
iiig the night the rebel eavuli-y made si dash ou my picket vedettes, 
csiptuving throe of thorn, as well as First Lieut. Dsivid lloiiokj (J (’em- 
psiny, Tiiirty-tlrst Iowa Infantry, picket oOIish- of tlse 'I’liird Lrigiule, 
who was at thsit time out siqicriiitending his lino. 

The next morning sit dsiyliglit I. was out of csinip siud on the road 
toward Columbisi. I met wit.li stubborn oiiposition I liroiigliout the entire 
day, siiid, being ohiigeil tomsireli with a In^sivy skirmisli line constantly 
covering iny 8idV5iii<s5, it ivas not until the arteriKion thsit I reaclsed 
the neigh liorliood of the Little Oongsiree (Jrei'k, but live miles distant. 
The enemy was hero developed on the river bank in csunudoi'iible I'oi'co, 
with throe pieces of artillery protecting his position. 1 oi-dernd (!i)l. 
B. F. Cattor.smi, commsiiiding the Second Brigsule, to dipiloy his com- 
nisind to the right of the rosul, with instructions to li'c,! towai'd the left 
llsuik of tlie enemy’s line sind, if ])ossible, to cross the river below liiin. 
At the ssimetimo the Third Brigsule, Ool. (Seorgo A, Stone com niaiKling, 
wsis moved olftotheleftof thcrosul with the Hsnneobioctiu view respect- 
ing- the right Itsvnk of the onomy, both brigades mbviiig mules' eovsu- of a 
strong coiiiieekxl line of skirmishers. The First Brigade, Brcivet Briga- 
dicr-Goiieral Woodscoimnanding, was held in reserv<i, < Jolonel Htone’s 
skirinisher.s getting fairly on the Hank of the rebel line, lissiuisomely 
turned it, driving the skirmishers buck beymid t!u^ river. The I''ourtii 
lowsi hifsintry, moving still fsirther to the right luul nxir of th(‘, eiieiiiy, 
msiiuiged toe/lecta crossing over the stream above liim, sitid sit the 
SS11IK5 time Colonel Ositterson lisiving obtained si foothold Iselow suul 
my skirmishers pres.sjng them very haril in IVoiit, the enemy wsis 
obliged to fall bsick from his works along the river bank to sm inner 
lino nearer the msiin Ooiignreo Biver. 'I’he works thusgnitUMl were 
strongly constructed and niostadmlrsibly adaisted to the deleiise of the 
crossing. As soon as it was seen that the rebels were loii ving their 
im.sition I at miec pushed the Second Brigsido and one section of 
artillery (Twelfth Wiseonsiii Battery) across the river, moving ovoi' to 
the bridge that hail bs'on but psirtuilly burned by the enemy, moving- 
forward for iiosu’Iy a mile beyond the river in pursuit oI‘ the reti-csitiiig 
colmmis of tlie enemy. I was here obliged to hsilt sind wait the 
reiiniiuder of my (llvi.sio'i, which was delayed some time at the river 
cmasiug. This not coining up until late in the sifternooii, dsirkiieas 
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prcvoiited luy fuitlior advance, and, selccHn?’- arldft’c oC <^rinniil wll 
adaiitcd Idr litc jini-poso desired, I one!i.mped my division vitli iiiy lel'l, 
resting' on the river baidc and my right eimuectiuj!; wiili. tin*, t'l^coiid 
Division tliat liatl in the, meiintimo crossed the river. i\Iy posilhm 
was made secure by the erection of sulistantial earth -woi'ks along my 
front line. The next moi'iiing, the Kith instant, it; being asiiia tained 
iliat the enemy laid xvitlulrawn I'rom his works in my tVoiit, my division 
was jiromptly moved forward to a ]K)lnt on the Htal.e- road, nearly opja)- 
site the center of the city. Temporarily halting here, toward night X 
agnin moved forward, crossing the pontoon oviw the thiludn IMv er, near 
the factory. I. cncainpcd in po.sitioii on the bank <»f Itroad ilivci', near 
tli(j bridge. 

During the iiiglit, in aeeordanco with instructions reeeivetd fioin the 
major-general commanding the army corps, acros.siiig was. effected over 
the river at thi.s place, which, owing to the great widlli of the stream 
and the extreme rapiilit.y of the current, was a \ m-y dilTundt task', and 
between 7 and S o’clock the following nunaiing the Third Jh igadeliad 
crossed to the opposite shov(‘, moving over by moaius of three pontoon- 
boats, tha t were with gri-ab dillhadty towial from one side of the stream 
to tlio other, and obtained possession of a good .range of hills ei'ossiiig 
the main Columbia road, from which it had gallantly driven the rebel 
akirmislici's, captiu-ing twenty of their number. The enemy very i-ooii 
withdrew iii the direction of (hduinbia, wlnm the mayor of tlio ])lace 
came out under a ihig and sigiiKied tofhiloncl Stone that tlierehola 
iiad evacuated the town. Mo at onco iimveil his brigade in and took 
lioasessioii, tlio balance of the divi.sion hilhiwiiig ns soon as the pontoon- 
boats were laid across Droad Ilivcr. I cncnnipm} mycoimnaiid Just 
beyond the city, on the east side of the Columbia and Houtli Carolina 
itailroad, throwing up light works in my front. 

It luay be proper t«) state that the troops llrst entering tlio city wore 
freely supplied by the citimi.s with great ((nantlth^.s of intoxicidhig 
liquors, so that tlio confusion inevitable on the entry into a captured 
city was very luatcruilly increased, and nt night, in obedience to the 
orders of the major-general commanding, the brigade cm jirovost duty 
ill the city was relieved by the h'irst Brigade of this division, Bvt. .Brig. 
Gen. Wiliiain D. Woods commanding. During thoeveniaga. lirebioke 
out in tlic western ])art of the city, which rapldly.spreml over tliatpor- 
tioii of the town, owing to the high winds that .sweptllic liame.s rapidly 
from one street to another. Attliosame timothefowu wasliredin sev- 
eral difl'erent places by the villains that had that day been improperly 
freed fromtlieirconflnement In thetowii])rison. The town itself was liill 
of drunken negroes and the vilest vagabond soldiers, the veriest scum of 
the entire army being eollectcil in the .streets. hJvery measure prac- 
ticable was adopted to prevent the spreading of the fire; but owing to 
tiio gale that was sweeping over the place, the absence of any proper 
water ])OMau', and the fact that the city was lilled with both citizens and 
sc'ddicrs wlio were in noway.s disposed to Jiavo the .scene closed, it was 
an almost impossibility to arrest the ilamos. About one-third of the 
city was destroyed, including the principal part of the busines.s portion 
of the place. 

During thel8(:h and lOth iii.staiit my command remained at and near 
Ooliunbia. On the IDtli a detailed party from my divi.siou destroyed 
550 bales of cotton that wore stored in the town. In addition to tins 
there were 8130 bales fbund piled ui) in the streets that were also 
destroyed. 

I apiieml a statement of the amount of property belonging to the 
Confederate Government tluit was destroyed.

ol the operations ot my division Irom the time of leavini*- Savanmih 
Grii., in .January la.st, until reacJiin}^ this ])oiufi the 2<ltli iii.stant* ’ 
In obedienee to orders reeeived Irom Alajor-Glencrnl Loo-an, I'loft niv 
ciiini) near bavainia.li on tlio lOtli of January, mareliiii^ tliat day to 
Ihimtlcrbolt, the point ol mubarkatiou, some cig-ht miles distant. Tlie 
bevcnteentli Army Corps Tva.s found to be making use of all the shio- 
ping, and It was several days before I obtained lamla-ol of any of tlie 
vcasels. In the meantime I constructed two very substantial landings 
tliat Gnahled mo to exjiedite my loading very considerably. I t was not 

TVnnwVl?/ of Jannaiy that my entire division was transferred from 
.Uiundcibolt to Beaufort, H. C., and, its vicinity {one brigade being out 
at Garden s Corners). Wlnle hero nil possible ] n-opara.tion was rapidly 
made for tlio approaching campaign, ami on the 27tli of .laimary I left 
fjeauiort, imiridimg my two remaining brigades out as far as Garden’s 


Goinous, where ,1, I'omained until the moi-ning of January 30, wlien J 
moved forward to Mei liersonville. 1 halted lioreoiieday, sending biick

witldn thnicndlesof Fay(5tt(:willo on the main Fayctb'.villo road. Xjeav- 
ing niy camp mmr Fayettevillo on the evening ()f Marc, li M, 1 cross(;d 
(Jap(i X'earilivej’ the same night, cmaunping about one mile Ixiyond the 
pontoon bi'idge. At this point the First Jlrigade, Mi'evet Jb'igadier- 
(.hiiioial Woods commaiiding, was detaidied from niy (command and 
assigiierl to duty, by oi‘d(U- of MaJor-tJem'ral Logan, as osc^ort I'oi* the 
ti'aiiiH of th(i army (torps that were to mai'ch by a diflei’init routti. Mov- 
ing ibi'ward on tlai morning of liLmdi :i(», X (amtimied on the I’oad as 
taken by the romainitig divisiiiiisof tliecorp.s, reac-hiiig the iieiglibor- 
hood ol‘Oox\s bridge over the Neuse L'iver on the evening ofMareh li). 
1 em:ain])ed my divisi(m in posil ion about half a mile from t-lie]>oint 
of intersection a.s made by the Xhuitonville road with that on which I 
had be(.Mi marching and jiiD-emdied my jiositioii the sanui night. 

Tlie mjxtjjiorning, the 2dth instant, iiic(mij)liaii('.o wit h the orders given 
mo by Major-Menoral Logan, with (Joloiiel OaX-terson in thii advance, X 
moved out oji the road toward the biidge until reaching theiioiiit of 
iiitmsectioii above referred to, wlum ,(! took the road heading to tlui left 
toward Ilentonvillc. X marcdual about four miles Ixd'oi'e 1 striiek the 
outposts of tfio enemy, but frimi that time forward my udvaitce had to 
be jiiade under cover of a good line of skirmishers, and about .1 1 a. ni., 
oi' wIkju 1 had advanced .some eight mile.s on this road, tlui Koi'ty sixth 
Oldo Infantry, then dc'ployed asskirmislua's, became so acl ivcsiy (mg.igod 
with the enemy that! immediately deployed the two biigach'S of my 
division on either side of the road, selee.ting tlu^ most advuntag(!ous 
ground and tlirowing U]) liglit rail-works in front ot my line. The 
X'oi'ty-sixth Oliio Infantry having dislodgiM the reluds, uii'd by a most 
gallant charge driven them from a strong and extensive lineof rail jiits 
tliat th(>,y had establislied covering the road at the fork heading toward 
Wiiiithlieid, in obediencj) to the divec.tions rcc(5iv(*d from .Major-(len- 
eral Logan I immediately moved my lines up to tliis point ami at; once 
took position, extending my lines so as to include hotli roads beyond the 
forks. Tlie Xt’orty-sixth Oliio Infantry, still deployed as skinnisliers, 
was moved down thoroad leading toward HmitUrKdil, supported by tlie 
One linndredtJi Xiidiaiia Jiifantry. The TwcMitydifth Iowa Infantry was 
promptly d(;i)loycd forward, covering the roa(l upon wliicli X liad been 
nnii'chiiig. The I'’orty-.sixth Ohio Xnlantry soon stnick the main line of 
the enemy, discovering Iiim admirably posted beluiid W(dl-construcled 
works. X'lio right ot the Twenty-lifth Xowa al.so hud not gone fa r before 
meeting the rebels behind tlieir works. The left of this ri^giment, that 
iiad by this time conneeted itself with the right of the aecond J )i vision 
skirmisli line, moved forward with it and gradually swung around to 
tlie right, lea ving the road entirely in the rear, so tliat ibo enemy’s lino 
was now developed a.s running almost parallel to the road on wliieli my 
column bad been marching and oxteudiug across the Smithlicld fork 
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about onc-lVmi tti ol* si aiilo from where the main road hriiiichcfl. Tluit 
iiiyht iiiy lilies were reformed siml I built works anew, laMironiiiu';- Lliuin 
to the lines of tlm enemy as <lcvelope<l by my skirmishers, my rigid; eoii- 
iiGotiiig ^\•ith lirevet Mjijor (:reneral Corse, of the .Foiii th Division, and 
my left with Major-(ie,neral Ha/.en, of the Sceoiid Division. The next 
morning, the 21st instant, a heavy skirmish line was a.<lvanecd along my 
entire front, diseoverin^ the enemy still strongly posted in his works. 

Brevet BL'igadii'r-Ceiiei-al \\^)ods rejoined me to-day witli Ids brigade, 
and I nt onec iilaeed him in i>osition in tlieeenterof thes line, tlio Second 
Brigade, Col. It. h’. (hitters-on eommanding, being on l.iie right, and the 
Third Brigade, Col. (.leoi-ge A. Stono comniaiidhig, having the left. 
My lines were advaneed again during the afternoon, the slcirinisliers 
moving forward in Invndsome style, driving the rebel .skirinislnns out of 
their intrenched skirmish ])its mid forcing them back upon tlieir niaiu 
works, my skirmishei-K holding all tlie ground gained, and that, too, 
nndc'r volley firing from the main works of thcj enemy. I jiosted a sec- 
tion of the Twcdftli Wisconsin Ihittery on my line in Colonel Catterson’s 
front, and I cannot but speak of the admirable oxceutioii and service 
remdered. Tlie hring eiililnded the enemy’s lino, and, as was afterward 
shown, the shots wore all dirceted with great preeision, the works 
giving every evidence of the ballery’s presence. At darlc tlm new 
position I had gained was strongly intrciielied. At dayliglit the next 
morning, the 22(1 instant, my skirmishers were again advaneed mid the 
rebel worlcs iliscovererl to be 4‘vm'nal;(!d. 

Oolouol Cattorson, having re(a‘.iv<‘d instrm^tions direct iVoni Major- 
Crcncral Ijogan, moved out on tlie Sinithliold road, passing beyond 
Bentoiiville as far as Hannah’s Creek, where he skirinislied coiisidor- 
ably with the rear guard of the enemy. .1 followed up with the balaiice 
of my division, lialting at .Bcntonville, where Cidond Cattersoii was 
ordei'cd to return, Bemainmg here with my division during tlioontirG 
day 1 witiidrew to my position of the jirevions njglit at t> p. m., leaving 
Oojoiiel Cattersoii with liis bi-lgade at BeiitonvUle to destroy the liridge 
over Jlill Creek, with orders to rejoin the division at 4 a. m. th'o next 
day. Moving out at about 10 o’clock the morning of the 2dd, I eiussed 
the pontoon over the Nciise Itiver th<5 alternoou of the 2‘llh, and 
encamped in the, imsitioii as assigned mo around floldsborough cm the 
Now Berne road, 

I resimctfnlly Inclose, a li.st of the ca.snalties in my command during tlio 
skirinisliiiig o!' (he 20()i, 2 ls(,, and 22d of Mareli.* ! also respectfully 
invite tlio attention of the majoi’-general eommaiullng to the amount of 
cordiiroyiiig and bridge building a.s done liy the pioneer corps and the 
several brigades ol’ my division during the campaign recently closed, 
and also to tlie inclosed stateimmb showing the amount <d’ railroad aiul 
other proper(;y doslroyed, and statistics showing the e.stiinal(*.d amount 
of grain and forage eaptiired from the country. 

I respectfully refer to the imdoscil ollicial report of CapI:. Ceorgo A.

Colonel: I linvc the honor to report that, in eojiipliaiico with the 
written orders of Major-CenenU Ijogaii, i hsl’t iny camp near Golda- 
boroiifth at C o’clock this morning, moving ou tho direct road leading 
toward Fikeville, a .station on tlio Weldon railroad. When T had 
arrived within some three miles of this place I took a road leading to the 
right and almost immediately crossing l^altuiita Creek, I liere found 
a few of the rebel cavalry, but they did not iinpcdc niy advance f:oany 
material extent. Con tinning on tliis road for the distance of some three 
miles I Rtriick the road leading toward llenlah and Folk’s Bridge on 
Little Itiver. Esbel cavalry now showed theiiiscivos in my Iront with 
some boldness, and appearances began to indicate that I was Eipproaeli- 
iiig their reserve. 1 learned that (loiieral Kiddhi’s [ij division was 
encamped on the cross-roads on which I am now located, and so pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible in order to engage him at this place, but 
my skirmisher.^ met with miito determined resistance, especially at tho 
cross-roads, so that when I gained tho ground J i'ouml nothing but tlie 
burning caiiip-flres they had hastily abandoned. I judge from tlio 
appearance of tho enemy’s camp at this place that lie must have been 
about 1,C00 strong. I went into camp at 5 ]). m.j nm cov(U’jng the 
roads toward Beulah and Wilson’s, as well as the one on which I have 
been marching and the one leading toward rikovillo. My hoadquartors 
are near the cro.ss-roads. I have received no casualty reports Ihmi my 
command to-day.

Colonel: I loft my camp in tho nelghborliood of Nalmnta at 6 
o’clock this inoruing, moving out on tho road toward Beulah. My 
advance sldrmiahed with tho enemy’s cavalry during the entire morn- 
ing} my progress, however, was but little impeded. At the crossing 
of Great Swamp, about six miles this side of where I camped last night, 
they endeavored to make a stand in order to bum tho bridge over the 
stream, and they would liavo succeeded had it not been for Colonel 
Gage’s cominaiid} bis men, after driving tlio rebels off, soon cleared 
the bridge of the burning rails that in a few iniuutos more would have 
completely destroyed the bridge. Moving on past Beulah, where they 
again showed some stubbornness in giA'ing tho road, I reached Folk’s 
Bridge at 11 o’clock. I found here that tlio enemy, some 1,500 strong, 
had taken a road leadingnp the river on the east sklcj they, bowovor, 
bad torn up the bridge, so that it was 4 p. m. before I could conimonce 
crossing. I moved forward some two miles this (west) .side of Little 
Biver at 5 o’clock, encamxnng ipy division at tbo folks of tho Smith- 
held and I’ineville roads, covering both roads, and also the road on 
which I have been marching. My headquartor.s arc near tho forks of 
the roads. FTo casualties are reported to mo for to-day.

Captain: I liavo tholumor to suhinit the rollowin^' report of tlio 
operations of tliis brigade during the campaign Jnst closed: 

•Pursuant to Oeneral Orders, No. H, from head<|na.rl:ers Fir.st Division, 
Pifteeiith Army Corps, dated ]3ea.nf<»rb, S. 0., danimry 21, 1805, I 
assumed comiiiaiid of the brigade at Garilon’s Couusrs, S. C., outlie 23d 
day of Jainiary. On the 30tii day of Januaiy tlm brigadii, at that time 
comjU'isiTig an aggn^gate of 1,408 oflieera and men iiriiseiit for duty, 
moved Avitli tlie Other brigades of the First Division of the Fiftemith 
Army Corps, eanipiiig that night atiVIePhorsoiiville, whore itroniaincd 
until the morning of February 1., when it resumed the maroli, arriv- 
ing at Hickory Hill, on the left bank of the Ooosawliateliio Iliver, 
about 3 p. in. A foreo.of rebel cavalry, su])poacd to bo at least a regi- 
mout. were found on the opposite bank of the river, with outposts 
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strongly posted on tlic oaiisowny and bi'idgo (',rosslng- the- sl iu'jiiii. I>y 
diveution (d' Brevet Major-Genoral Woods, (5oniiii;n!(liiig' d’irst Division, 
1 deployed tlireo voj^inients, namely, the y)\v(;iil,y-sev(nitli Missoiiii lii- 
i'antry, Colonel Oiirly; Thirty-lirstandTIiirfy-secoiul Missouri Innuitiy, 
(!Onsolidated, Major (now Lieutonaiit-Coloiud) »Seay, and the- -rw(inty- 
sixtli lowii, Major Lul)bei'S, and, throwin^^ Corwai d a strong line of skir- 
inishers, advanced to the bank of the river, intending to cross in line of 
battle and drive olf the enemy. It was foiiml, however, (;lui.t the pas- 
sage of the atreain was im])r}icth;al)lo for so large a body of troops, as 
tlie river llowed throiigh a dense cypress swa.mp nearly a mih'. wide, in 
which ill many plain's the water was waist deep. I ( hi'-relbre pushed 
forward the skirmishers only, who with gi'cat dii'lienlty advanced 
throngli the swamp, and under the lire of tlieeiiemy cairricd iilie bridge 
and canseway and drove him from the op[»o.si(.o banic of the river. In 
this all'air I lost none in either killed or wounded. 'I’lie next day the 
march was lesumed, and coiitinuoil from day to day until ihe btli day 
of February, when the brigade nsached Bamberg, a sl-ation on the 
Augusta and. Oliarleston Uallroad, and immediately (ioinmenced tlio 
destruction of the road. On this <lay and the, following the brigade 
utterly destroyed Ibo track for a distauce of four miles, biiimiiig the ties 
and twisting by the use of hooks and levers, the ii-on rails, On the 
nth ol Fobriiavy I also completed the destimction of one ndJe of tlio 
track of tlio same road, near Lee’s Turnout, reheating tlie iron, which 
had only been bent, and twisting thesame. 

Nothiiig desei-ying spec.ial montion oitciirrcd alter the ll,i;h instant 
until tho intU of Fohrnary, when the h'lrst Division apiiroached tlie 
Littio Oongarec Itivcr, where It struck the enemy’s (lavali'y in 1‘ovce. 
This brigade, being the rear of the division, took no iiari: in the lieavy 
skiriiiisli, ol tliat day until alter the enemy had been Ibrcitd aero.ss the 
stream and driven from his works upon its bank. After pHs.siiig the 
river a line of battle was formed in the open Ihdds of a large iilaiita- 
tion, tliis brigade occupying the extr(uiio left, 'fo the left and front of 
tho brigade was a high ridge, alVording the enemy a eommaiiding iiosi* 
tion,and this was oecupiecl by a coiisidorablo force of tli (3 enomy’s 
cavulry. I ordered tho 'J'wenty-.sixth .Iowa Infantry, Major I, libbers 
commanding, to deploy as Hkirmisliers, and keeping a large reserve to 
curry tho ridge. The order was ex(!euted liandsoniely, the enemy was 
driven oi'f, and the ridge held. On the :i.7th day of Ifebnuiry this bi'i- 
gade inarched into and through Ooliunbia, and eiicampi'd about a mile 
and a half outside tlio town. About 1) o’clock at iiiglit I received an 
order from Brevet Msijor-Oeiieral Woods, eoimnamling First Division 
Fifteenth Army Corps, to march into the city and iolieve the Third 
Brigade of the same division, whieli was on provost guard duty tliero. 
On entering tlie city I fouiul a large part of the place in (lames'. I am 
satislled by stateinonts made l;o me by rosiKictable citi/,ens ol’ the town 
that tho lire was first set by tho negro inhabitants. A. gale was blow- 
ing, and the city being oliioily built ot wood, tho lire was exciiodiiigly 
hard to control, but by tho stroiiiioua exertions of tho ollicers and mo'n 
of tlio brigade at least two-fifths of tlio city was saved I’rom destruction 
On the next day, by order of Ma-j. aen. O. O. Howard, command- 
iiig .Dcjmrtmciit and Army of the Tennessee, I was ap])ojnted iiost com- 
niaiider ol: all that part of Colnnibin lying south of Taylor street Tlio 
One liiiudred and third Illinois, Fortieth Illinois, 'and Niiiety-sev- 
eiith Indiana lisid in the meantime been ordered to report to n'le I’or 
duty. I at once n,ppointcd Col. Beubeii AVilluims, Mhveiftli Indiana 
luliiiitry, provost-marshal of tho post, and by means of his oincioiicy 
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and onorgy, and tttat of the ofl’Kicrs and inoii imdci’ iny cottiinand, Avas 
enabled to ])i’e.sci‘vo coinparativo «(iiiet siiid good ordc,v in tliu city while 
oe(nipied by oul* army. Tins brigade acted as the rear ginird of tlie 
army wlKiii the city of Columbia was evacuated by oiir troops on the 
2()tU of li'obrnavy, and entered the town of Choraw Avitli the other bri- 
gades of the division on thedth of March. As the brigade was moving 
out of this place, to crosvS the imiitooii bridge over the Great LNulee 
Kiv(n', a largo (quantity of rebel ammunition, whicli had been thrown 
into a ravine near the road, Avas aceidentally (exploded, killing one man 
ainl Avounding live of tlie brigade. Outlie lotli day of March, after the 
jmssageof the Fifteenth Army Corp.s across the (tape Fear Fiver at 
Fayettoville, J. received orders from headquarters .h'iftecntli Army (Jorps 
to take charge of and guard all the transportation of tlie several divis- 
ions of the corjis, with the exitcptlon of hemUpiartors and regiiiiontal 
teams, tAvelvo ammunition Avagons to each division, and the ambulances. 
Tlio same Avas to be organized into one train. The train Avhen thus 
organized iinmbored fifiO wagons, and when drawn out on the road 
extended a distance of four miles and a half. To assist in this escort 
duty the Ninetj<!th Illinois and 'riiirty-iiiiitli lon-a Infantry and the 
TAvoiity-nintli J\lissouri Mounted Infantiy wore ordered to report to 
me. 1 left Cape Fear Jiivor opjiosite I'ayetteville witli the train and 
escort on March 10, at If a. in., and on the 20th instant, at D p, in., 
parked the train, pursuant to orders from headijuarters Fifteenth Army 
Oorp.s, Avith the train of Mhjor-Ceiicral Mower’s division, of the Hci^oii- 
teenth Oorp.s, on lJuok Creek, about eiglit miles from Dudley’s Station, 
on the Goldsborongh and ■VVilmiugtoii Itallroad. From tho'lOth to tlie 
2()tlL of Mai'cli, inclusive, tlm train, witli its escort, mmle an average 
inai’cli of ten miles jior day, iiichuling twenty-four hours spent in cross- 
ing the South Itivor. During this time the train and troops crossed 
the South Itivor, Little Coheraaiid Great Oohera Fivers, and Biiclc 
Creek. All of these streaiii.s Avore ilifTlcult to pa.ss, and tlio tliree first 
named I Avas oompollod to bridge. Generally tlio roads Averc a.s bad as 
a troaclierous soil and rainy weather could itiako them. Leaving tlio 
train at Buck Creole in charge of a brigade of Miijor-Gonoral Mower’s 
division, I started Avith the escort at 12 o’clock at night to rejoin the 
division. I marched until 3 a. m., halted until d.au a. m.,‘Avhon I 
resumed the march and rejoined the division about 11 a. m., about 
three miles from Bcnfcoiiville. The enemy was here in force and 
intrenched. 

Pursuant to ordcr.s I placed the brigade in the fronl; lino between the 
Second and Third Brigades, of the First Division, leaving tlio Twelith 
Indiana Infantry in reserve. Under a sharp skirinush Jlro and Avitliin 
S.'IO yards of the ciieiny’.s main lino a stmug lino of carth-Avork.s was 
built. Pursuant to orders I made preparations to advance a line of 
skirmishers and drive the enemy from their skirmish pits. I detailed 
1.00 men as skirmishers, with Capt. William P.iircU, of the Thirty-iir.st 
and Thirty secoiid Missouri Consolidated P>attalion, asolllcer in oliiirge, 
and directed Capt. FdAvard S. Lentesty, picket olliccr on my stall; to 
take the general supervision of the movement. The Hkiriiiisliera mov- 
ing at the same timoAvitli those of the Second aud Third Brigades 
advanced briskly, and after a hob skirmish, almost amounting to a 
battle, drove the enemy’s skirmisliors from their intrenched position 
and immediately commenced to reverse the pits. Beforo this Avas com- 
pleted the enemy eaine out in strong force from their main line and 
retook a part of the pits. They were again diivoii outandagaiiirctook 
them. I then sent out a. re-ouforcement of forty men, and with tlioir 
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asHist?iii(;e tUo ])its wore- again taken and held, and tlio om^niy di'iv('n (o 
his main line. Tlui line, thus taken and held was wil liiii eigliliy-idglit 
panes of' tlic enemy’s main line. Tim loss of tlm bi-is;n(le in (his ari'aii' 
was 1 killed and 2X wounded. Among tin; latter was ( 'nptiiiii I’ni'eli, 
eonnnander ol'tlm skii-ini.sh lino, who I'eiHiivod a sev<T(‘ mid dangerous 
wound, Tlie <;nemy having retired during the niglil, ( lie lirigmh^, al'lor 
going on a reeonnai.ssance with the rest of the, division as Cai- as llen- 
toiivillc, marehed to Goldsborongii and went into eaitip on llon.se’s 
plantation near that phme, wliere it now is, strongly iiitrcMudied. 

During the eainpaig’ii the brigade <Irew its snbsi.si;(',iieo inainlj froiu 
the eoniitry. hlo c.omplaint was made at any (inie. of short supplies, 
exeepi; on oiks oeea.sion after a' day’s niar(di of tw<ni(y-(i v(' inili^s through 
a barren pine forest. TliOM'ants of the men we.ri- a-t i;iie l ini(> snpjilied 
by the issue of a quarter ration of liai d bread. The men liaA’e Ikhmi 
supplied with an abnndaiieo of the l«*st bae.on and ])oiill ry I'oragml from 
tlio emuilry. l^ot \\- pound of cither fresh oi- salt meat has la'ini drawn 
trom the eomniissaiy. All the mills upon the liiuMif iiiareh weie used 
to grind corn, and the men have been furnished wilh a. nletitilnlsupnlv 
of meal. 

I ciuiTiot speak too highly of the jiatient endiiranee of (he olllecrs 
and moil of the brigade. All labors were borne ami hardsliips endured 
Avith commendable foi titnde and cheerfulness.

.at that phice, and that portion of the ti-estlc-work on the road from 
bomety Hill to Florence: 

Tlie exiiGdition, consisting of the Seventh and Nintli Tllinois and 
Iwonty-iunth l\rissonri Mounted Infantry and a detae,hmeiit of the 
imteenth Army Corps foragers, under command of Major Mahou—in 

(omittod) shows 3 nmu killcid, 2 ofliccia iiml 2 ') jiion woiuuhid, mul H 
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all nio men— left tlio, crosa-roads seven miles fi-om Olieraw at 11 a. m. 
of t lie 4tli (lay of j'\hn*ch, and immeeded to within seven miles of Dar- 
lington and W(Mit into eam]). On the morning oftln} nth of Miircli tlio 
eommand intanmdod to Darlington, destroying all the trestle-work 
between Dove’s Station and that place, burning' the di'pot hiiildiiig and 
2.10 bales of cotton, and destroying the printing olTiee atDarlingtom The 
eoniiiuinil inuiKHliately proceeded tocairry out the iiistnndions r(oeive(l 
from dGi)artinciit lieadiinarters to go to Florence and destroy tlie depot, 
rolling stock, &c., at that place. Ii)rocecded .steadily ibnvard till I 
came near wdiere the wmgonroad crosse.s the railroad, when atrniu 
was discovered eoming in the diroetioii of Darlington. The Tw’enty- 
ninth Missouri Iming in the advance immediately deploy(>d on the sale 
of the track Ibr the pnr))ose of capturhigit as .soon as it came up. The 
(mgiiieer, however, mast have discovered u.s, as the train was turned 
baek to Floi'cmn,'. 

Tlie eoiiimaiid then moved rapidly forward, and wlauj within about 
tw’o miles of the jdaeo Imgan skirmishing witli the enemy. 1 immedi- 
ately foi nn'il (:li(* (Command in lino, with a proper reserve, and or(ieied a 
charge, -wliicli was made in good style, some of tlie men gaiuiiig the 
depot building, but were mmhle eitlierto holder tire it. About this 
time the enemy re-enfonuMl his left with iiilaiitry and drove back our 
right in some disorder. I had in the meantinu*. thrown the Soveiitli llli- 
iioia on the left of the line to pnjvent a Hank iiiuveinent which I discov- 
ered was being made by the enemy. 1 luac received notice IVoin an 
oltleer wlio was on jdcki't on (he railroad to jay rear Unit a triiiu w’as 
eoming from the direelion of ICingsville., and a few mimilcs labu .1 was 
informed that a party of about 4(H) jmm, wilh artillery, were getting olf 
tlui ti'iiin. I*'imliiig that .1 wans outllaidxcd and oiitiiumbiu’ed by tlie 
eiietiiy, and with a force of 400 moving in my rear, 1 comdiuled to 
withdraw tluj command and at once iirocausled to do so. I fell linck in 
good ord(U’, leaving the Ninth Illinois to covmr the rear ami proceeded 
ill the direction of Darlington. The (meiiiy piir.sned bofli in my roar 
and on my right Hank, charging on my rear guard two or tliree 'times 
between Florence and Darlington. On aniving at the latlxw ])la(ie .1 
had intended to lialtnnd rc.st the command, and had given the oriler to 
do so, W’hen 1 received nolice that the-om-.my was approaching in force, 
and I at oifce concluded to Hill bmdv to Black (Jj'eek, wliich was imiiietU- 
ately done, and tiu? bridges over the striaim in my imnuidiate V'itdiiity 
destroyed. About .H]>. m. the pickebs informed me that; the enemy w'as 
moving iuu’oss i’dack Oreek, on my left, in foive, ami the iejiort was con- 
Hrmed by negroes wdio came into our lines. Tlie. evident objetd of this 
jiiove was to i'(^ach Society Hill befoj'o us ami cut u.s o(f at that point, 
wdiicli, if sm!ce.s.sfnl, would necessitate a long murch to the left before I 
could return. .1. tlierefoi-e concluded to at once move to Society Hill, 
wdiiidi 1 did, arriving tlicrc at 12 m. on the night of the Htli. Fiimi tlio 
best information 1 (lould gather the enemy consisted of two brigades of 
cavalry and a i-ogiment of infantry, besides a number of militia or ref- 
ugees who were at tliat time, in the phute. The whole (bree of the enemy 
was under command of Genei-al Jlobertson. The citizens and negro(i8 
informed mo that it was a ijortiou of the army which was cut olf from 
the main army by the caidiire of Chei-aw. There were ten pieces of 
artillery said to Itave returned from Soidoty ilill to Floi-ence. The fact 
of the tv()o])S arriving by rail fi-om the west would indicate that tluiy 
wore receiving re-cnforcemcnts from that direction. 

The results of the expedition may b(j summed up a.s follows: The 
destruction of 500 yards of trestle-work, 2 depots, li freight and 4 pas- 
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senger cars, 4,000 poimcls bacon, 80 buslicis wheat, 50 sacks corn, 250 
bales of cotton, 1 printing office, 1 caisson anil battery wagon, 30 stand 
of stnall-arms, and the capture of 31 inisoiicrs. Our casualties are 7 
wouiulod and 8 missing. A lieutenant and one man are reported to 
have been captured at Soidcty Hill on our return.

Colonel: I have the honor to submit tlio following report of oper- 
ations of this battalion from thedatcof leaving Savnunah, Ga., .Tanuary 
11, to our arrival at (loldsborough, N. C., March 24, 1865: 

The battaliou broke ca>np at Savannah, Ga., on tlio 11th of January: 
embarked on transports at Thunderbolt for Beaufort, S. 0. } marolied 
out the Charleston Bailruad to Oardoids Coiners, at which place our 
brigade did picket and outpost duty, and liud frequent light sicirinislies 
with the enemy. On the 30th instmit the whole corps moved iiortli, via 
Pocotaligo and Mcldicrsonvillc, to Bamberg, outlie youth OaroliuaEail- 
road. On the Sth, 0th, and 10th days of February the coiumand was 
engaged destroying the railroad, after which wo resumed our northward 
march} crossed tlie South and North Edisto Eivers, and had frequent 
skirnnahcs with the enemy’s cavalry, who fell baok as wo advanced, 
until February 14, wlien they made a stand on tlie west side of Con- 
pree Oj*eek, near its month, being strongly intrenched and supported 
by infantry and artillery. AVe pressed them close, and they withdrew 
during tlio iiigiit, and again gave us a brisk fight on the 16tli instant, 
near the bridge wliicli cro.sses the Coiigarcc Hiver at Columbia, S. 0., 
using their artillery with considerable eflecl. During the night they 
fell back into the town and burned the bridge. On the Kith instant 
pontoons were thrown across the Saluda and Broad itivors, and on the 
17tli instant the First Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, entered the town, 
the enemy retreating in the direction of Charlotte, N. 0. Here the rail- 
road and a large quantity of Government iiroperty was destroj’^ed, includ- 
ing tlie ai'.senal. On the 20th the command resumed its march, moving 
in a northeasterly direction and crossing the AYntoiee River near Lib- 
erty Hill.

Captain: Oh the morning of the inth of February, in eoiniiliatiee 
with orders received, I moved my biigade from biv()ua(5 at !!• poiiil; on 
the Orangeburg aud Columbia road where it cI’ossch Sandy Pnii, and 
proceeded in the direction of Colombia. After moving about one mile 
the enemy was discovered on onr front. Four companies of Iboi '[.'’ortietk 
Illinois Avere deployed as skirmislicrs, and puslied forward, driving tlio 
oiiomy at a rapid puce as far as Savannah Creek, where he nuule a 
stand. Four other companies wore sent forward to strengthen the 
skirmiali line and the enemy was driven back to Congaroe Creelc, wluire 
anotbor stand was made. 1 at once formed line of buttle and moved 
the sidriniah lino to a point about 300 jiaccs from the eiumiy’s position. 
At this point tl»o Congaroe Creek makes a curve de.seribing somethiiig 
leas than a soinioirclo, running well down to the right of my position. 
The oueiny had constructed a strong barricade of j’ails across the road 
near the bridge, and had two iiiccca of artillery in position on tlm road. 
I moved one regiment, the Forty-.sixth Oliio, np the creek on tlie riglit 
of the akirmish lino, until almost oppo.sito the loft of the enemy’s ])osi- 
tioii. Hero the enemy was discovered intrcncliod on the op)iosil,e side 
of the creek, which rendered it impracticable to advance it fartho-r, as 
it was exposed to an onlllading lire. I immediately reported tlu! fact 
to the genoral commanding, and it was decided to eros.s above and 
below the enemy’s position. I vans ordered to construct a ei’ossing 
below the bridge, which I did by felling trees across the stream, after 
which I asked permission to cro.sa my brigade, bnt it was determined 
to solid a recoiiiioiteriiig party only. I at this moment rod(‘. forward to 
the skirmish line, and discovering the enemy’s uttoiitioii drawn to n 
portion of the Third Brigade, who wove moving down thei'iver from 
above, my skirmishers wore immediately moved forward, di iving tiie 
enemy from his biirricade, reaching the bridge (which had lamii lired) 
ill time to cxtinguisli the flames before it was ilestroyed. 1 moved my 
brigade across the creek and camped about one liiile heyoiid. The 
enemy evacuated a strong position on the oppo.sile side of Ibecrc.elf, 
and I'ell back about two miles to a fortified imsition.

The Twenty-sixth Illinois was sent Ibrwa-rd to relieve the 
One hundred and third Illinois, and in ta.l<inj< position snIVered some 
Irom a Hank lire eaimed by the fallhi>f back of a portion of tlie lino on 
my lelt. On the morniii/if of tlio 22d my skirmishers af-'iiin moved for- 
ward at daylij-lifc ami found the enemy’s works evaenateii. !fwo com- 
jianies of the Twenly-sixth Illinois, supported by the l emaimiev of tlie 
regiment, were movwl forward as skirmishers oii the road Icndiii"' to 
.llentoiiville, and rc,ach(ul the bridge across JVlill Creek, near Ibat place, 
111 time to oxthigiii.sh the Hainea (the enemy having Ili'cd it), and in a 
very lew moments after tlie enemy’s rear guard laid crossed. I imme- 
diately crossed with my brigade, and srdrmiahing again eommeneed 
we<iriyingonro])p(nient8iii wild eonbisiou beyond Ilaiimih’s Greek. 
Ihe bridgii over this .stream was also on lire, and. Aims saved only by 
the lcarle.ss daring of inyinon, wlio rushed forward imd extingnishud 
the dames. At this point I. received orders to reeross J\lill Creek and 
take a position covering the bridge. This I immediately did and biv- 
ouacked (or tlie night. At Beiitonville the enemy was so closely 
pressed that he Jelt <10 of our woiiiuli^d and 12 rebel wounded in our 
possession.

Wo broke up camp on Beaufort Island danuary 27 and marched to 
Hickory Hill, where wo bivouacked t<»r the night. On the 2.Sth, by 
your order, tlio One hniidred and third and Fortieth Illinois made a 
reconnaissance of the enemy’s position on the Oombaheo Jliver j fomul 
the bridge burned and the enemy on the north bank. Wo attaekeil 
his outposts, drove them back to the main force, captured a hiw jirison* 
ers, and returned to camp the same day at Hickory llill. On tho2l)th, 
ill coininon with the brigade, we resumed our mareh, moving on the 
road leading to Pocotaligo, Nothing worthy of report tranK])ired. from

this (Into to tho 7th day of Fobi'uaiy, at -\vliicli tinio wv. had sonuj 
Hlcivniishiii}^' b(itwo(in tho rora^oi'M and ctiomy’s ostvalcy in the. vioinity of 
IhunlMM'g’, on tlui South Carolina Kailroud, tho Ono liuiidrod aiul third 
Ihtji'iiiuuit Jiavinj'- the advance.. We remained here diiriiiy tlui 8th, 
destroying*’ railroad. Marched on the 0th <»C h’ehriiary. loth, wo 
r(ili(ived tho h'ortieth llliiiola on the skirmish line at 10 a., in,, nearCoii- 
garoo (Jr(iok. Found the enemy strongly posted on the soiilh bunk of 
the (srcaik. An advance across tlui open i>Ia.ln ijj front hcM'ng (hMSiual 
by our brigade (ioinmander inexpedient a Hanking eoliiinii wasordoind 
to the left to strike the enemy in dank, during the ox{M',iiti()n of which 
a genoral advance of the whole line was ordere-d, wluiii tim enemy was 
driven from his position in handsome style, across tlu^ (U'cmk into Ids 
iiiain works, tii a few moments ho ahaiidoiied his works and they were 
ininiodiatcly occn])ied by the Ono liuiulred and tliird Ih'.giiium'i;, In 
this alTair tluiregimeiit sustained al(»ssof six men Itilled and wounded. 

On the evening of March 20 we relhjved the Forty-sixth Oliio in tin) 
advance liin*., wliiehe()nfrontcdt]ieenemy near l?entoiivill(*, N. 0. Dur- 
ing the night wo nmeived tho brigade e.ommander’s order to advance 
our line at H a. m. and develop tho enemy’s position. In aecordaiiee 
witli this order onr wliolo line advanced at the tlirie indicated and soon 
found tlio enemy in position and in foim liy some misajijirelnmsion of 
orders the brigade on our hdt did not advamte in (■.onjimction witli ns, 
and we wore ttnirofoi’e compelled to return (:« our Ibnmu’ ])osition. At 
2 p. in. we were ordered nga.lii to ndvaneeonr line, wliich we (lid, soon 
receiving a brisk (Ire from tin*, emnny’s onler works, wiiie-h we ciirriod, 
quickly (Iriviitg the oul.er line into (.heir main works. We took* ])o.sso8- 
sioii of the enemy’s pits and held them until relieved by tlie Twenty- 
sixth Illinois at sundown. 

Major Willscommanded tlicleft wingand displayial Ids usual bravery 
and good sense. (Japtaln Bisho|), of tloinpany A, isentitled to particu- 
lar mention for tlie gallant maimer in which he held his position when 
the lino on in’s right had given way in dl.sorder. Tiio adjutant was 
wounded while behaving in the most gallant manner. All ladiaved 
well, both olllecra and men, no instamies of eowardieo or alcnlking liav- 
ing occniTcd. 

We moved I'rom the battle-ground on (;lie 2 .‘hl ami arrived at onr 
present c.ainp on the 2(ttli.

OoldHhoroKfih, A. (J., March 1805. 
CAPTAIN: In acoordance with instriietioii.s received from your lioad- 
qnarters, 1 have the iioiior to Hulmiit the following report of tho part 
taken by my command in the past campaign : 

Friday, .laiinary 27, wo broke eaiiq) at Ileaufort, S. C., and took our 
position in tlie brigade line and marched to tlardon’s Oornors, whore 
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tlie briftwlo lialtcfl until tlic inorning of the JiOtli. Krom tluil; diito 
until February M wo insircUed caoh day Avitli tlio l)rij;}i(lo, iiol- sMiy- 
tliiiig wortliy nf note occurnujf. 

Wednesday, February 15, after the brigade Inul niarelied two niiles 
from wliercit eainped the nigbt before, skirniisliing eoinmeiic.cul, and 
thccneiny was pushed bade to liis works on Oongaree Freck. .1 l(ti'(wilino 
of battle was formed and the colonel coniinanding I:lu5 brigad(^ (M'dtnuid 
me to take my command and move out to the right of the Hkii inish line 
and protect that dank. I immediately laccrj tlic regiment to the I'ight 
and moved over to the loft bank of the creek, tlieii filed left, ami moved 
up to tlie line, n.sing the bank of the creek so as not to be nbsm'vcd by 
the enemy. On reaching the point de-signated by ( Jolonel ( lai;l arson ! 
halted and went into line, tlirowing tlir<!(t companies, eomntatided by 
Capt. John 13. Fo.storj forward as skirniislKTS. 1 awaited ordei s until 
about 2 o’clock, when I discovered that the enemy was trying to fall 
back across the creek, when r ordered three more companies forward, 
niuler command of Capt. .lolm J3. Neil, with orders (o jmsh l apidly 
forward and save the road bridge that was ab’cady ])artially on lire, 
lie started immediately on the doiiblc-duiek for the bridge, Ids men (ir- 
ing asthoy went, which confused the enoiny’sinoveineiitssomneli that 
ho (lid not lire lus artillery nntil after the men had reached tlie bi'idg(^ 
and a f( 2 w had run on to it. Ho then opened his artillery, living can is- 
tor at the bridge. I now ordered the throe com]>anies under Captaiii 
lister to move fartlicr np the creek. Alter some slight llring I saw 
that the (iuomy was retiring from lil.s lino of works and immediately 
jaislicd these three companies across thecreek on a foot log, and entcjred 
tlio enemy’s works, he still beii»g in gniisliot rang(v but ndJriiig slowly. 
Only a few siiots wore exchanged after crossing the ereek. 1 was now 
ordered to assemble the regiment on the road and take my )H'opei' place 
in the brigade. Soon after wc formed a lino of battl<j and moved, for- 
ward (the enemy still retiring) and bivouacked for tbe niglit. After 
dark 100 men wore scut out on picket, nmhu' command of latmlKmiints 
Wright and Schock. At an early hour the next morning tluiy j)Us1i{m 1 
their line forward and found that the enemy had left aimtlnu' lino oi 
intrencliments, crossed (Jongarcc IHvor, and buriUMl the brj(lg(( after 
him. When the regiment moved forward they joined it wild tlieir 
men. 

From February Id until the morning of March 20 was the usual 
marching with the brigade. On that morning a short time art(U' leav- 
ing camj) the advance comnuiiKicd skirmishing. About 10 a. m. tliti (m> 1- 
oiicl cominandiug ordered me to deploy tlieregimeiitusskirmisiuu’switli 
the center on tlie road, to move forward and relieve the Sixth Iowa, In- 
fantry, who were tlien on the skirmish line and out of ammunition. ( )n 
arriving on theirlinoslfonndtliat the enemy was] msted a cross tluiroad 
behind liigh and heavy rail-work.s. ' O'liis position was where tlie Hmith- 
Held road eiiter.s the (loldsborongli and Fayetteville road, almni; lilii'e(\ 
miles Ronthoast of Bentoiiville. Believing t.lial; it could be eai fied by 
a rapid and spirited a.ssault, 1 gave the cohnnand, “(lonblc fiiiiidv,” anil 
the men toolc the step bravely and with cheers, resiu'ving tli<‘ir (ireimtil 
a nearer approach. WlienaboutdOOynrdathey took tlie “run "and, with 
renewed cheers, opened fire on the enemy, who hud been living briskly 
all the time. My men did not halt or check until tli(?.y reaelKMl the 
works from which the enemy were Hying in disorder and confusion. 
From the amount of shots fired by the enemy at our iipju-oacli, 1 am led 
to believe that their force numbered between 41)0 and iiOO ini'anti'y and 
cavalry, outnumbering my command two to one. j; I’ound two of bis 
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(loud, l(d'(; on tli(i Ikdd. Kbo had nay wounded they snoi'ocded in get- 
ting away. Tlioro wtwo Kov(m or eightdoadliorstiHaiidnniloHjimt behind 
the works. My loss was Skilled and 7 woundod. The (Jiunny having 
votircid on the Sinitldiidd road, 1. tdianginl diroc.I.ion to tlnM-ightiind fol- 
lowed him until inmndludiadaimsitionon ahlll, witlia small c-reek and 
SAvaui]) between us. ^(.wo I halted and skirmished with him until dark, 
wIh'.u we werercilieved by the One Iniiidred and third Illinois Infantry. 

While in this ]>ositi(>n Inont. .lolm Ackerman sue-ecMnled in (u-awl- 
ing out to the front alxjufc U)(> yard.s, wlnwe, ho found a man btdonging 
to the Tliirty-bhird Ohio Inlaiitry, l.''o(U’(;(!eiitli Army (Jorps, who had 
been shot the day before through both h*gs, and carried him into our 
iiiuis on his ba(;k. I mention this beeauso it was a brav(^ and humane 
a(‘,t on thepai't of Lieutenant Aekermaii. 

About noon on the following day tlnUn-igade was moved Ibvward and 
we throw up a line of strong (iarth-work.s. The next morning, the 
enemy having' evaenaUid, W(» inovcnl forward to llentonvillo witli tlio 
brigade, returning to our lineof works the following morning at4oV,lo(5k. 
On the evening of the 2-1 th we rcache.d our pre.seiit position. 

.Before (ioiieluding thus inport I (niniiot refrain from numtioning the 
exemplary eoiidiud of both ollieer.sand men whilooii theiaimjiaignniider 
trying cireumstaneos, vl/. : night marc.hing, bad roads and rainy 
w<nithor. hhieh and all performed the duties assigned tlmin with cheer- 
fulness and alacrity. Tliere is no ne(‘,d of making ])articulnr mention, 
of any individual act; all have done lirayely ami nobly.

Oil the evening of th(» JOtU instant I r<meivod orders A’om Brevet 
Major-Cloneral Woods to have my eommand in readiness to eross Broad 
Biver in the boal» of the ])ontoon train at a point to be dc.sigiiated by 
Oolonel '.Pwemldalo, of the First Missouri Fnginecu’s, and so soon as 
crossed to mov(i at onee on the city. Tl»e point of cro.ssiiig ilosiguated 
was about half a mile above the wre(!k of the bridge and about two mil('.s 
above the city of Ooliimbia. Wo expected to have elfeeted a crossing 
and to liavo moved on tlie (dty by daylight, Init the eiiiTcnt of the river 
was so strong the engineers did not .sueeeiid in getting a lino across 
until 3 o’elo(;k of the morning of the L7th instant. At .‘l.no o’chmk I. 
sent over two loads of Khari>shoot(n'a, under (.'aptaiii Bownmii, of my 
staif, with iustriKdions to pub them out as ])iekctH or skirmishers, the 
center of Ids lino to be opposite the crossing and at least scvonty-/lvo 
yai'ds (lista'iifc, with the Hanks resting on the river. He luid particular 
Instriudions to keep his men quiet and not to reply to any firing of the 
enemy unless HatiRfl(*d they mcmit an attack on liim. I wont over with 
the advance of the ilr.sb regimbnb, Thirty-first Iowa, Lieutenant-

i was absent from the brijuado about an hour in placing- (lie ilac on 
the stato-honso, and when i rejoined my ooniniaiid found a ai’oat nnni- 
ber ol the in(\n drunk. It was discovered (bat Ibis was eansod bv 
hundreds ol negroes who swarmed tho streets on tho apnroaeli of the 
troops and gave Ibom all kinds of li(|iiors from iniekels, bottles, 
domijohns, c^e. l.ho men laid slopt iiono the. night bofbro, and but lit- 
Uo the night before tliat, and many of them had no supper the night 
lieAinj, ami none of them breakfast that iiioralng, liotieo tlio speedy 
ofieet ol tlie Jiquor. I. forthwith onlorisl all tho )l(]nor dostroyod, and 
saw liil;eo,ii barrels ilostroyed within five laiiinlos after dm order liad 
been given. 

Brevet Mi;ior-Geiiora] Woods now sent me word to guard the iirivate 
property ol (beeitfzonKaiHUala^io.ssesshHMifall the jadilie blindings. I 
did so immediately upon receipt of the order, di.strilmting my liverogi. 
menta Ibrouglimit (bo city and apiminting raeiitenant-Oohmel .renkiiis, 
.Uiirty-Jlrst Iowa, provost-niar.slial. A iiiiiiiber of buildings were llrod 
during tlie early part (if tho ovoniiig, but the lire was proiiipLlvnutout 
boior<3 It had gained much limidway. A grcatuuuiy drinilceii inenwcrc' 
now showing thoiUHcIves in the stiumts from, I slionid think, (wmy vegi-' 
menfc of oiir corjis, IbcBcventooiith (Jorps, and .somoevcni from (I'eiujral 
JUlpatriclc s ca,valry. My (mmmaiid was so scattered throngliout dm 
city .1 ionnd it ]iec(‘,ssary to Imvo a stronger guard, and therclbi'O appliiul 
through my aidmig assistant mljutant-genoral to nrovotMiijor-deiiond 
V\ oods twice, omm m \yriting, Ibr one or two more regiments for iiatrol- 
iiiig the (!ity, but received no i’0-enlbrcement.s. About 8 o’clock tlm 
<nty was fired iii a iiuinbei' of plaees by aoim*, of our escaped prisoners 
and citizens (I am sati.sfled ,l can jirove this), and as some of the lire 
ongmated 111 basements stored full of cotton it was impossible to extin- 
guish It. ,l,lm fire (3iigmcs were ordered out, but the flames could not 
b(^ stopped ; the Inuldmgs were old, nearly all wooden ones, and the 
wind bUiwiiig almost a gale. At 8 p. in. 1 received orders that 1 was 
rolievcil by Hrovel; Bngadier-deneral Woods and I sent the brigade to 
campaboiit one mile out of town, but romalncd in the citynivself, 
working all niglit to assist in oxtinguisliing tho fire.

Tlie eaiitpaign eoiomciicea on tho lOtli day of damiiiry, iiiul ended 
with niy eonnnaiul on the 2Gth day of March, lualciiiM’ tin' diiriil ion two 
iiioiitlis and sixteen days. On thclOth dayof .Janiniry last I had orden's 
to inarcli fi'oin our canij), near Savnnnali, (la., to h'ort d'limiderlKilt. 
On tho ]2th of January 1 took shippiiifi at Fort Tlinnderbolt for Bean- 
fort, S. 0., witl» all the regiments of iny coininand save oiu', l-lie 'l.’wenty- 
ilftli Iowa, wliic.h was loft behind toa.ssist in febdilng up (In' (.ranspoi'ta- 
tion of the division. This regiment reported to an' in camp, in>ar 
Beaufort, B. 0., on the 14th day of .JaTiuary, I.S(ir>. On tin' 27 Ih day of 
January we brtike up camp and resumed the march. During ( liis earn- 
paign tiiis brigade lin.s had four cngagement.s with theeinmiy. h'irst 
at Little Congarec Creek, near Columbia, S. O.,on tho Ihtli day ofh'eb- 
ruarylast. Tlie Second Brigade of tliis division hnd tlio iidvain'oon 
that day and eonnnenced skirmishing with the oumny within two miles 
of tlio camp wo hnd lelt that morning. They drove the I'lu'my without 
furtlier asaistanco until near Little ('ongaree. Creole, wlu'ii from tlio 
nature of tho ground tho enemy was emiblcd to make a stnbliorii resist- 
anco. Here my brigjuhi was ordered uj) and w<5Ut into position on (ho 
loft of tho Second Brigade, Colonel Catterson (iomiinnidiiig. I was 
ordered Inform in two lines of battle, two regiments frontainl tln'otln'i 
regiment, tho Fouvtli Iowa, to cover the front as skii’misliei's and l:o 
move forward to odect a cro.ssing of tho rattle (Jongar('(' Crecdv if possi- 
ble. Immediately in front of the Fourth Iowa was aswamp alioni; waist 
deep and about 200 yards wide. The regiment did not falter at Ihis 
obstacle, but gallantly ))lunged in, led by j(;s commanding ol'llcer, ]>l('u- 
tenant-Colonel Nichols. We wore now about HOO yards above tin' iiosi- 
tion lield by the I'cbols on Little Congaree Cr(*elc, iiinl a braiicli of (;lie 
same stream iutorvening between ns and tin' criu'k itsi'lf. 1 1 was dis- 
covered our present position Hanked an oul;iio.st of Mie ('in'iny on (he 
same side of tho stream wo wore now on, and threm c.ompa-iiii's of tlie 
Fourth Iowa and four eoinimnies of tlio Ninth Iowa wi'i c' orderi'd to 
attack this outpost. Major Anderson, Fourth Iowa, coiiiinaiidetl the 
skirmishers making the attack, and Captain Bowman, Ninth lowU', 
eoinmanded the reserve. The attack was made with great vigor and 
was entirely suceessliil. The enemy could not withstainl l;h(' impetu- 
osity of the skirmishers and broke after a few iniiintes’ lighting lio the, 
op]K)site side of tlio (week. J now moved my eommand Ibrwiu-d to tlu' 
l)i;ancli of the Little Congarec, separating u.s IVom the main (ii'eidc, and 
with the Fourth Iowa went about tIirec-(iuartor.s of a mile up tlie eriic'k 
to a point beyond the enemy’s right flank and in tiuni* r('ar. 1 oi'dercd 
the Fourth Iowa to cross lierc on a log as (piictly as jjo.s.silile, iidnnding 
so soon as tliat rogiinoiit had crossed to support il; witli two olher r('gi- 
meiits and attack the enemy from tho rear. Mud 1 HiUiC'iMided in this 
arrangement I have no doubt I should have captured the ('iiemy’s arlJl- 
lory and many prisoners, but the men flr.st over discsovered tliomsi'hu's 
to the enemy and he immediately commenced preparations l:o leave', 
ilic akirmislicr.s drove him off before tho column could gej; ovei*, and 
tins opened the crossing to Little Congarec Crecdc. Lien(;('iuitil;-Col- 
onel Nieliols and Major Anderson, of the Fourth Iowa, and Captain 
JiOwitmn, ol the Ninth Iowa, deserve notice for the gallant luaniu'r in 
winch they did their duty.

Tli(\ enemy here beeaine Htnbborn, and, threatenin'*- an attack on 
the Hecoiid llrijAudi^, I wan ordered up and went into iiositioii on 
Cohnie] (Jatten-Hon’s left. We now advamu'd our line, of battle of two 
bripides about half a mile and ])ut up works. About !i p. ni. J was 
directed by lb'(‘.v(d'i Majov-demiral Woods, (minrnaudins’ division, and 
als() by Maiior-deiieral ljoj>-n.n, eommaiidiuy: the corps, to take throe 
i'e|4'inientM, and if ])ossible clear the road in our front and ojien commu- 
nioatiou with, the h'ourteentli dorps, now n«:litin{f apparently about a 
mile Croni us on our left front.

This movement was made steiidily until three-fourths of the roft’l- 
ment li ad crossed tlieroad, when our ])roximity to the rebels on my 
lel’t and in tiio road caused veuy .severe skirinishinji'. Two rei'iinents 
of the 8oeond Division now came up ou my left l•ear {I think the Hixtli 
Missouri and the Tliirtieth Ohio), one of tiunn, the 8lxtli Missouri, 
do])loyed as sldrmisliers. I made arran^*-ements with the olllcer com- 
miiiiding the hist-nientlouod roffiment to Join the two re^bneiits with 
]iiino, and at a f>'iven sijfnal. the Twenty-llfth Jowa and the Sixth Mis- 
souri should malco a (diarifo. Tlie <5har|?e jiroved eutiindy sueeessllil, 
altliou]*'!! at a severe loss in the Twonty-Ilftli Iowa. \Ve drove tlio 
enemy’s skirmishers, (tomposed of Hoke’s division, from tlio Vir^-inia 
ai’iiiy, bank to tlieir works across the swamp, clearing’ tlie road and 
1;Iius ojioned oomninnfcation with the l'’<mi*teenth Gm-ps. 'I'lic ollicors 
mid moil of: the '^rwonty-fiftli Iowa behaved handsomely and foiigiit 
desperately. .Ijieiitoiuinfc-Goloncl .l.'almor, oommaiuliiig the regiment, 
and (.laptain Allen, aiding imijor, who lost hi.s right leg in the eiiga.''’e- 
ment, deserve notice for exjiosing thcmsolvoR freely and for tlie gallant 
luaniior in which they elioerod their men forwnrd. 

At night 1. retired to a new line and my ])laee avus occupied bj'’ other 
troops. I have already sent you a list of the casualties and the num- 
ber of ]irisoners captured. 

On the 2L.st instant .1 had orders to erect a line of works 011 the skir- 
mish line, and at 1 p. in. I moved three rogimouts to the front lino, the 
h ourtli Iowa ou tlie riglit, coniiecbiiig Avith the lea of the I'^irst Drigadi', 
Brevet Brigadior-Genoral W oods coininiimling, the Thirtieth Iowa in

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tlio center and the Ninth. Iowa on tlio left. The Twonty-iiftli Iowa and 
tlieTliirty-lir.st .towa werein the rear, lield in reserve. Wei)iit up a toin- 
pornry lino of works under tiro of the enemy, and at 2 o’clock I received

vci.,v J.I 10 enemy's inaiii uiio or oatLio, oeiuiui good 

works, was by actual measurement but 100 yards from tlie.so skirniisli 
pits, and lie fired from the works by volley. At three different times 
they followed up the fire by volley by au assault on my skirmishers. 
Thcir^ nien.sM'armed over tlie works and charged gallaiilily, but I hud 
re-cnforcod the line till I had nearly a line of battle, and our ineossant 
firing prevented them from charging as a perfect organijiation and every 
charge was repulsed. Tlio orders came to mo so positive to liohl the 
groniul I had already gained, oven from Generals Howard and Logan, 
that I should have done so or ruined the brigade. 

At night I relieved tbo skirmish lino with the Tliirty-first Iowa, 
Lieuteiuint-Oolonol Jenkins commanding. Ooloncl Jenkins inaiiiiged 
the new line admirably. It rained a great deal (luring tlio niglifc, but 
his men Avorked faithfully, and he put up (piito a strong lino of works 
so near the onoiny that tlic coiivoraatiou liml to be (sarried on in 
Avhispors. Captain Tealo, of the Fourtli Iowa, deserves especial notice 
for his gullantry m holding tlie moat exposed and dangerous jiart of 
the lino, I regret to announce tliis gallant young onicer was very 
severely wounded, in tlie leg. Lioiitcnant-Oolonol Nicliols and Major 
Andei'Hon, of the Fourth Iowa, deserve mention for voluntarily going 
on tlie skirinish lino at a time when there was some wavering inaiii- 
festod. Captain JBowman, of my staff, also exposed himself freely and 
deserves notice. I mention these ofticers from personal ob.servation, as 
twice during the day I deemed it my duty to go on the skirmish lino 
myseli. The other olliccrson tlie skirmish lino— Captain Inman, Ninth 
loAvaj Lioutenaiit Sliioids, Fourth lowaj Liontonaiit Slnirp, Ninth 
loAva: Lieutenant ItiHoy, Thirtieth Iowa, are all reported to mo to 
have behaved well and sot a good example to tlioir men. Tho loss on 
the skirini.sli lino was quite severe. I sent you au ollleial list of the 
cnaualties the same night and tho piisonor.s captured. 

On the morning of the 22(1, half an hour before day, I rode out to 
the advanced post and ordered a patrol forward to feel of tho enomy, 
bat It was soon discovercxl ho had left during tho night. 1 at once sent 
general commanding tho division, and with a detachment 
ol the .l.lnrty-first followed him up. Hvorything indicated a precipb 
tate retreat. A few stragglers were picked upi Some of tlioir dead 
and wounded Avore found near tho roadside uncared for, and quite a 
number ot small-arnis, liavorsacks, and clothing Avoro Ibiiiid soattored 
111 tneir deserted camp. Just at sunrise I ran onto their rearguard, 
composed of (awalry, and my detachment being too small to flglit it I 
coverecl the road Avith a foAv men to make an effect and ordered some 
ton or iliteeii mou as sldrmisliors to annoy the enomy until a rogimont 
winch 1 laid just ordered up (the Thirty-first Iowa) should arrive. 

V ory soon alter this our entire division moved to Lenton villo, where wo 
remained (luring the day, and at sniidown avo returned to tho camp wo 
had kit in tlio morning. Tho graves of sovcntccn rebel officors in inv 
front indicates that the enomy suffered soveroly in killed and wounded. 
On our march toward Goldsborongb on the 23d instant I had tho good 
lortuiio to have tho post of lioiior, rear guard for tho Army of tho Toii- 

'essee. The rearguard of my command fell upon tlio 'Twenty- fifth

The army moved Irom Goldsborougli on Monday, A])ril TO, I follow- 
ing on the next day with twenty-three lioa^iitaT atlendant.s niid (ioiiva- 
lesconts. About nine mil(» from Goldsborongh, at the ])Iantati()ii of 
Jack Ooley, I was informed by ]iegi*oos tlmb tiiero were bushwimekors 
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near, and ]uul beon afc this place hut asliort time bel’ore. J a l; oiuk^ had 
all tho.-io wliolnid guns (being only nine) to loiul ( iuiiii and ])i'(i( (^c.d cii ii- 
tiously foi'wavd. |{utwe had advanced less than on(» mile when W(i 
Avere attacked by a mounted Ibrco, coin])clllng’ us to take to the Avoods 
tor shelter. Myself, AAdth one of the drivers, returned on the. road to 
Coley’s place and were directed by the bhicks to take a by-roiid around 
the ])]a7itiitioii, Avhich Avould enable us to reach the railroad. In this avo 
succeeded, crossing the railroad half a mile below l.’ikevilhii. We 
then overtook the rearguard of the luaJu train, and .1 then !•(>, turned to 
the])ointot attack Avith Jaeutoiiaut Harvey and niiio men of the Thirty- 
first loAva. We fouiul our train liad been ])Iuii<lcrod of (n'orythiiig. t 
mst all my persojial elYects and all my j»apcr.s, botli |)i‘ivat(^ and ol'fudal. 
isoiie of the jiien could be found, and after cheering and nMsn’viiig Jio 
resjnjiise, Ave gathered up the remnants of our train and Joined theniain 
midnight. 1 have since seen one of the party attacked,

Avas the only one of tlio twenty-two who took to the woods avIio ( 5 sc,ap(?d, 
ho having secreted himself till after dark and then came in. fhiivo 
been informed by a soldier avIjo was in the vicinity at the time of tlie 
attack (wliioU avus ala>ub 4 p. m.) tliatjust before dark lu! heard a vol- 
ley ot lllLeon or twenty guns. I fear tlic.y have all been slmt. \ nlso 
ijMi r ^."'7 the negroes that the .sou of .lu<?k Coley, and also the son of 
Loa\ Js, Avero Avitli the bushwhackers.

One 
section of tlio battery was brought forAvnrd and engaged in shelling tlio 
city. It being deemed imxiractieable to attempt a crossing at tho Con- 
gai'ce bridge the eommainl moved at 11 a. m. Wo miles up the river to

February 17, tlie eoinmaud imii’clied at .‘1 p. m. in 
rear of the corps, leaving the train behind, and crossing Proad lliver 
on the pontoon bridge, marched through the city at /).80 p, m. and toolc 
position one mile beyond on the Columbia and South Oaroliiia Ilailroad, 
having marched live miles, li’obruary IS, the Third brigade was sent 
throiigli the citj' at 3 a. in. to clear the city and }(rc\x!n t further destriu}- 
tion of property. The command was employed during llie day iu 
destroying the railroad. February 1.0, the command liuished destroy- 
ing the lialf of tlie length of railroad assigned to it »Mid the Kourth 
Division, being 7*1 miles, in addition to whieli 3 ininnon, a largo amount 
01 machinery for a rolling mill, and <5 stsitioiiary ongiiies Iliuiid on tlie 
hue ot road were destroyed.

During the night the enemy, from aisross the Con- 
gareo Itivor, tlirow shells into my camp, greatly to the discomfort 
of everybody. This they continued next morning, iiiliictiiig slight 
loss. The eommaiid was moved on the Kith opposite the city, and 
afterward to Buluda Factory, where two rcgiinonts of (Job Theodore 
.loues’ brigade wore pushed across the Saluda Jliver in boats, muler 
the iiro of a small foreo of the ciieiny, who wore driven precipitately 
across to tliu .Broad .l.tiver, a distance of about two miles, lie hero 
crossed the bridge and burned it. Throe men were wmnidod to-day. 
On the 17th the command marched throngli Oolmnbia, taking post 
about one mile soiitli of it, where it remained on the 18th. At about 2 
a. in. on tlio IStlv one brigade, General Glivor’s, was sent througii tlio 
town to clear it of di.sorderly men, which was done nndor tlio super' 
inteiuloiiee of General Oliver himsolf in a very satisfiudory inamier. 
During the <lay the portion of the Gohimbia and Cliarlestoii Eailroad 
assigned the division was destroyed, mul.oii tlio 20th marched on Oain. 
don, but turned to the left in the direction of Pcay^s Ferry, wliich was 
reached the 22d, and on the 2.'ld moved tlirougli Liberty Hill, and on 
the 2‘lth moved to tlie Marengo Mills, imssing the suburbs of Camden, 
one regiment only passing tlirougli that town. Some skirmishing 
to-day} one rebel killed and soveral captured. On tlie 25th and 2Cth 
the command movcil to ICelly’s Bridge, over Lynch’s Creek, but the 
raina luid raised the water so aa to make the Hats impassable. We 
remained hero for thewalxn* to subside till tlio 28th, wlicn we com- 
moiiced the con.striictioii of a trestle briilgo, which consisted of over 
ninety trestles, and was eonijiloted in twenty hours, wlioii the com- 
maud moved over and out to Black Greek, wliieh was reached March 2. 

During tlie mouth of ,I'’el)ruary the division mareliod 258 miles. It 
had 22 men killed and wounded} killed and captured 00 of the dnomy. 

On the .kl [instant] thcniareJi toward Olieraw avus reaumed, reach- 
ing that place on tlio 4th, and on the 5th crossed the Groat i’edce, and 
remained in camp on the Hth at Harrington’s plantation. On the 7th, 
8th, and Otli tho command moved forward toward b'ayottovillo, eross- 
ing .Luinbor River on tlie last-named day, and oncamjicd at Botliol 
Oil urch.

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wlieu I received orders to turn back to tl»c assistaiuic of (ioiioriil 
Slocum, and reported to liiiu with the division near E(ni(:onvill(5 at; day- 
light, having inarched since sunset twenty miles. At 12 m. tiio 2()tli 
the division was moved to the rear of the Fourteenth (jorps, and 
two roginients were deployed, and connecting with the h'irst Division 
of the Fifteenth Ooriisoutho right and the Fourteenth Oorps on the 
left, engaged the enemy in their lines, when they were re-enfoi’i!(jd by 
the remainder of the First Brigade, niid remained in position till the 
2l8t, when the Second Brigiule was posted on their left and the ivliole 
line intrenched. Brisk picket skiriiiishiiigwa.s kept up till night, when 
the enemy retreated. Our ensnalties Avoro 3 oliicers and men killed 
and 26 wounded.* On the 22d tlio division moved to (Irniitluiiu’s 
house, and on tlic 23d and 24th to Goldsborougli, wliore it was placiod 
in position on the left of the corps, about two miles east of the town, 
The whole number of miles marched on the campaign ai’o men 
and odicers lost, killed, 17; wounded, 52; lost by capture, 45;** total, 
114. Enemy captured, 169; number killed and Avounded, not knoAvn.

Ifo praise can ever reach the full measure due the soldiers of (his 
coinmandj Avho, without one nnirmur, have waded rivers and swamps in 
the moat mcleinont weather, croAvding their enemy from every strong- 
hold ho chose to occupy, permitting no oh.stiielo, natural or avt illcial, to 
check their progress, and gathering for thoinsclvoa the Ibod that could 
not be furnished by Governmout, and without Avliioh the campaign

Report of Col. Theodore Jones, Thirtieth Ohio Infantry, commanding 
First JMgade, of operations Janmry IG-Alareh 24., 

Hdqrs. First Brig., Second Div., 16tii Army Ooitps, 

Nem' Goldsborotigh, iV. 6'., Alareh — , 18(>5. 

Oaptain: I have the honor to submit tlio following report of the 
liart taken by this brigade in tlio late campaign Ixom Savaiimih, (la., 
to Goldsboroiigh, N. C.: 

January 1(), the brigade moved at8a. in. to Fort Tliunderbolt, dis- 
tance seven miles, whore it remained until the lOtli instant. January 10, 
at 3 p. m. the brigade embarked on boats for Beaufort, S. 0., Nvlmro it 
arrived at 10 p. in. and went into camp about tlireo miles w( 5 st of 
Buford, where it remained until January 27, repairing tlio roads for 
seven miles westof Beaulbrb. January 27, moved at 9 a. m., imircliing 
si.x miles and going into camp at (Jray’s Hill, remaining until .laiiuary 
30. January 30, broke camp at 9 a. in., erosslug the pontoon bridge at 
Fort liojml Ferry at 10.30 a. m., passing (lardeid.s (.’oriuu'S and <;iiitiplng 
at Pocotaligo Station, on the Oharlostoii and Savannah Ihiilroiul ; dis- 
tance nmvehod, {Ifteon miles. January 31, remaimal iu same injsition. 

Fobruavy 1, moved at 7 a. m., pa.s.sing through Mel.^liorsonvilhi and 
camping near Hickory Hill; distance, fourteen miles. Februiuy 2, loft 
cfiiiip at (5 a. ni., the brigade having the advnnco moving on tl'ie riglib 
side of the road; met the enemy’s cavalry about 2 o’chxdc. I’lie Hixtli 
Missouri and Thirtieth Oliio skirmi.shod with them until dark, driving 
them across Duck Greek, where the brigade went into eamp, having 
made Jifteeii miles.

During 
the night the brigade was siibjeeted to the fire of three or fimv gnus 
that the enemy had planted on the opposite side of the Coiigaree Uiver, 
irom whioli tevo .men were wounded.

111 same camp, awaiting the erection of bridge over Lyncli’s Creek. 

March .1 , moved at 4. ]>. m., crossing tlie creek, and rnarclied one mile 
and went into camp. Mareli 2, moved at 2 p, m., encamping on Black 
Greek; distance, nine miles. March 3, moved sitO a. m., crossing Black 
Greek, and encaniiiing on Juniper Creek; distance, foiirtceii miles, 
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Marcli 4, inovod at 0 a. m., crossing’ Tliouipsoii’s Gi' 0 (!k to Cluo-ji \v ; dia- 
tniico, iiino uiiles. March 5, moved at 3 p. in.; iuai’(;luMl two iiiilea and 
cueaiuxjod on the Harrington ]ilaiitation. March (I, i'(inniiiiual in same 
position. Mavcli 7, moved at 12 in., in the direction of .l''ayettcvillo, E. 
0., and encamped on Crooked Creek, marching ten inilcH. J\Iarch8, 
moved at 7 a. in. and encamped near Laurel Hill; distanci'/, twelv(5 
miles, Marcli 9, moved at 7 a., m., cros.slng Lumber River at ( 1 ihdii'ist’H 
Bridge, and encamped at Ital't S\vam|i; distaiuai, foiivtceii inile.s, 
I\larch 10, moved at 1 p. m. and repaired the road for live miles. 
March 11, moved at 7 a. ni. and Avas engaged nearly all day repairing 
the road, eimsing Koekiish Creek, and encamped near Little Rock- 
fish Greek; distance, thirteen miles. March 12, moved at 7 a. in. and 
encamped iieai‘Fayettevi]lc,mareliing eight miles. March 13, reniaiiuid 
in same camp. March M, moved at d j). m.; crossed Ca])(‘- l'eni‘ .River; 
distance, three miles. March In, moved at 11 a. ni. in the dir(H5tioii of 
Benman’s Cross-Roads and eiKsamiicd near South River; distance, nine 
niilc.s. March KJ, moved at 7.39 a. m.; after crossing South Iviver 
turned to the left and moved north, a distance of eiglit miles. Marcli 
17, moved at 9 a. m. a.nd encamped at the Clinton and Raleigh Cross- 
Roads, marching live miles. March 18, moved at 0 a. m. and enc.ainpi'.d 
on the Clinton road, near Lce’.s Store; distance, twelve miles. March 19, 
moved at 12 m. in the direction of Everottsvillc, but owing to bad 
roads seven miles ivas only inade by midnigljt, The hrigiide, with 
division, then retraced its steiis and movwl (o tJie siipiiort of the Left 
Wing, aiTiviiig there at 8 a. m. Mareli 20; distance marched since 
breaking camp, nineteen miles. At 1 p. m. March 20 tlie Sixth Mis- 
souri nuil Thirtieth Ohio were ordenul oat to reeoiinoiier on the riglit 
of the Fourteenth Corps, in order to develop the <momy’s position. In 
doing so they met the enemy’s pickets, driving them inio their works, 
Avith a loss of sixteen men, ineliiding iourolUcors, About this time the 
rest of tlio brigade Avas ordered up to their .supjmrt, in Avhhdi position 
Avo remained until noon of the 21st, wlnm Ave moveil to tlie right, con- 
necting Avith the Fir.st Division of the Fifteenth (.iorps, where Ave 
erected log-Avorks. Heavy skirmishing took place during tlie afternoon, 
in Avhicli detachments from all tlio regiments were engaged, Avith a loss 
of 1 olllcor Sind 5 men wounded. Marcli 22, early this morning it Avas 
found that the enemy Iiad evacuated during the night. 'Flic picket- 
line Avas pushed forAvard as far as BonRmvIile, and then retni'iied to 
camp. About 12 m. tlie brigade moved toAvard Evorettsvilic, repairing 
the roads as it Aveiit, and oiicainjied near Grantham’s Cross-Roads; dis- 
taiuie, nine miles. March 23, moved at (».30 a. m. and encamped near 
Fallhig Creek; distance, live miles. March 2<t, broke (sani]) at 7 a. m. 
and moved to Goldsborongli, croK.sing the Nouse River near the Wil- 
mington and Weldon Railroad bridge, going into eaiiiji luvo miles oast 
of Goldsborongh on the Suoav Hill roml, Avliore avo erected Avorks and 
now remain. 


Too much cannot bo said in praise of the oilieers and soldiers of the 
entire eoiniuaiid throughout the campaign, ns all worked elumrfully 
and displayed gallantry knoAvn only to brave and eflieiont soldim's. 

Special mention will bo made of none here, us a list has already been 
foiAvai'ded.

Captain j I liavo tlio honor to submit tlio tbllowing record of events 
or letter of advice of the .First J.irigade, Second Division, Eirtoeuth 
Army Corps, semi-monthly, ending February 28, 1805: 

^l.i'ebruary 1.0. Tliis date linds the First Brigade at Congaree Biver. 
First Brigade broke camp at 7 a. in., skirmish line in advaueo, ihuUng 
no enemy. .Tteaehed the bridge. The balance of the brigade moved 
at Da, m., wliich also reached the river, with orders to iiroiteed to 
Saluda .Uiyer bridge and make a crossing under cover of a strong 
skirmish lino. A crossing was made of two regiments and drove the 
enemy away from their position. Tl»e pontoon being laid the balance 
of the brigade followed. A spirited attack was made by tlio enemy’s 
cavalry on our advance and tlio enemy was handsomely ropul.sod.

Marcliod on Cam- 
clen road, 8to])ping frequently owing to bud places in the road for 
teams; roads bad. Marching ilvo miles, turned on Winn.'^borough and 
Foplar Springs road. Encamped for the night in tlio field at 8 p. m., 
marohiiig twenty miles. Hoads tliia day hilly. February 22, First 
Brigade broke camii at 7 a. in. oil .Poiilar Springs road. Beached the 
Wateroo Fiver at Peay’s Ferry at 10 a.m. Bbad.s heavy and hilly. 
The brigade comracneed crossing the river at i p. m. All animals that 
were toraged were taken up at Mio crossing and regulated by the pro- 
vost-marshal, Second Division, Fifteenth Army Corps. Encamped for 
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the. night iiftev crossing in good order at Singleton’s (.'reelc, inarching 
ill all nine miles. Forage plenty for men and animals. February 23, 
the brigade broke eanip at 1 j). in. At 2 p. ni. turned to the right at 
Liberty Hill, on Oanideu road. Passed over Hear Creek at 3 }>. ni. 
Hoads heavy and hilly, lilueainped for the night at Wed Hill I’ost- 
Olliee, inarching ten inile.s. Forage iilciity. Captured some horses and 
nudes. February 24, the h’irst Brigade broke eanip at S p. in. Weather 
raining and dull ; roads heavy, this day marehing very slowly, owing 
to slow lu’ogress of the teams. Wlicn turning from Camden road two 
regiments left to lu-otect the roai* from toM'ard Camden. Crossed Little 
I'iiie Tree Creek at 7 p. m. Fncain})ed for tiio niglili at iMarmigo Mills 
at 9 p. 111 ., niiirehing seventeen miles. February 25, the brigaile bi’oko 
camp at 8 a. in. Fneainped for the night on King’s plantation, near Dig 
Pino Tree Greek, on Tiller’s Ferry |road|, two regiments taking the road 
Croiii Melhodist ChureJi for Kelly’s Ferry. This day iiiarelied fourteen 
mil(;s. No crossing made owing to reeoiit licavy raims. A n al;taidc was 
made on our foragers at dusk, but no losses. i'’ebrinii’y; 20, the brigade 
bi’okc camp at 2 ]>. in. for Kelly’s Ferry to make a crossing. The water 
at the ferry was found to be very high and still rising. The brigade, 
went in camp west .side of the swamp at 4 p. ni., marching four miles. 
Febriuiry 27, the brigade in eaiirj). Water high. No attmnpt made to 
cross the troops or trains of this brigade. February 28, the brigade in 
camp. 

This report is brief of Its march of tlio brigade since last report of 
Jaiiuaiylo, 1805. Murchiiig being done in good order, cotiHideriiig the 
situation of tlie roads on the line of inarch, which binng mostly by tlie 
side of main road in tlie woisls, through brusli and fallen tlmbev. 
Order existing in reforonce to one wagon to eacli regiment lias been 
generally eomiiiiod with, ainl kept reasonably lillml witli forage for 
animals and provisions for men. On the lino of niarcli forage of all 
kinds lias been plenty. Kegnlar detailed foragers have been sent out 
every day when jiraeticable for this purpose. Many n.iiimnls have been 
(japtui'cd and turned over Ibr packing purposes, as well as the Imst for 
teams and mounting foragers. T'he wants of the command are reason- 
ably supplied except clothing, which is getting much worn. The 
brigade has not experienced any losses nor gained by pi'isoners.

Kith, the enemy having retired from our front, after deploying one 
vegimont— the Eifty-third Ohio— along tliewesfc bank ol the yiyeras 
sh<u']»aliooter8 to silence the rebel battery, the rcinaiiulor of the brigade 
marched past Columbia, ci*osscd the Saluda River at the Saluda h ael oiy, 
and bivouacked near Broad Biver. 17th, the brigade m’lisscd Broad 
River and marched into Columbia. .1.8th and Ihth, destroyed throe iiiilos 
of the Columbia and Oharle.stoii Railroad, and on the 20th mareliod. 
again in a northerly direction, cro.sscd the Watcreo River on t-ho 22d 
at Peay’a Ferry, and bivouacked near Sprue’s {Singleton’s?] Crook. 
23d, nnirohcd thx’ougli Liberty Hill in the diroctiou of Camden, and on 
the 20th. wo crossed Lynch’s Creek, the men having to wade. 

Romaiiied at Lynch’s Creek constructing a bridge to cross our trails- 
])ortatioii until March 1, whoa wo marched by the way of Kelly’s Cross- 
iloiuls and New Market toOlieraw, where wo arriviul on the eveiiiiigof 
the 4th. On the 5th wo crossed the Great Podco River and marcheil in 
the direction of Fayetteville, .K.C., whore wo arrived on the 12th, after 
having cros.sccl Lumber -River and the worst swamps wo had soot) on 
the campaign. We remained in camp at Fayottovillo until the after- 
noon of the 15th, when wo crossed Capoli’ear River and bivouacked. 
10th, marched in the direction of Goldsborougli, alter m-ossing Sinith 
River and some of the worst swam])S in North Oaroliim. On the niglit 
of the 10th, when within twenty miles of Goldsborough, we learned 
that the Army of the Ouinhorlaiid had been engaged with .Tohiistoii’s 
army, and we were ordered to ro-enlbrco it. After marching all night, 
at dayligiit wo joined the army of General Slocum, where, tliere- being 
no general engagement, wo romaiued in reserve until the 2Ist. when 
our division liaving reported to General Logan, the brigade was formed 
oil the loft of Col. Theodore Jones’ brigade, being the extreme lel't of the 
Arm V of the 'I'ennossee. and advanced across the Goldsborc 


reimuiieii in tins posmiMi, loii* uoiiig .'jovunn imimruu .yiiiua m 
advance of the troops on the loft, the Fourteenth Army Corps, skir- 
nushuig with the enemy until about 4 a. m. the 22d, when the skirmisli- 
cr.s advanced to the rebel line of works and found that they had been 
evacuated during the night. They iminodiatoly advanced to Mill 
Creek, but finding notlung but a few stragglers of the enemy, whom 
they captured, roturned to our works, whore the brigade romaiued until 
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12 111 ., wliftii -wci inarched -with the division toward Ooldsborough, wlioro 
wo arrived on tlio24(ih and went into our iircscnfccani]!, liiiving iiiarclicil 
siiH-o wo Ici't Hiivannali 500 miles. ThobrlKsulo took about 100 luisoncvs 
duriiiii' the campaig-n and captured probably 100 Htaiid of .sinall-ariu!;. 

Our los.s ill tlie campaign i.s 5 enlisted men. killed, 17 wotiiided, aiid 
10 iiiisaiiig. 'l-hie ton missing men all belonged to the foraging parties 
of the brigade, and were no doubt captured by the enemy’s Ciivalry. 

I cannot clo.s<i thi.s report witlioiit expressing my admiration lor tlie 
imtieime and courage the oflicers and men of this brigade have shown 

during thelong and ardmmscampaigu which has Just ciosi'.d, (dtoti with- 
out biead, and many of them ba-refooled and destitute ol. clothing to 
make them comfortable: inspired by the /cal ot true patriots they have 

cheerfully iierformed all tlioir duties. 

To mv sl-alf onicers 1 am under many obligations lor the intelhgonce 
and zeal which they bavc (lis])layed in the discdiarge of their oimrous 
duties. I ehcerfully commcml them to the favorable consideration ot

Marcli 21, inarolied 12 m. and took up a position on the extreme loft of 
the Army of the Tennessee; built a line of works within 400 yards of 
the enemy’s main line, jvud that, too, under a severe lire from the 
enemy’s skirmishers; lost 2 men killed and 11 wounded. Mareli 22, 
enemy evacuated their lines last night and our skirmishers occupied 
their ^\'orks at daylight; picked up three rebel stragglers; marched at 
12 m. in tlie direction of Goldsborough ; camped 0 p. in.; marched 
eight miles. March 23, marched G.30 a. m. on the Goldsborongh road; 
camped 10 a. m.; mai'ched eight niile.s. March 24, marched 7 a. m. for 
Goldsborongh; crossed Neuso Biver at railroad bridge on pontoons; 
camped near Goldsborongh, K. 0., 1 p. m., whore the command remaiued 
to present date; marched eight milc.s. 

Since arriving at present camp 8 men have been captured by the 
enemy while out foraging, 4 from the Forty-seventh Ohio, and 4 from 
One hundred and eleventh Illinois. Command has marched 72 miles 
since March 15, 1866; captured and turned over 3 prisoners of war; 
lost 2 men killed and 11 wounded.

0., until the 
10th instant, when it broke camp 8 a. in. and moved on the Snow Hill 
road four miles, then turned to the left, marching on tlioWilson-Golds- 
borough road six miles, wlien the command turned to the left again, tak- 
ing the Raleigh road; crossed the Weldon railroad at Pikeville; 
camped 6p. in; marched eighteen miles. April 11, marched 8 a. ni. 
on the Raleigh road via Whitley’s Mills; when within two miles ol 
Little River turned to the right, taking the road to Lowell Factory; 
crossed Little River at Lowell Factory and camped near the saimi 7 
p. in ; marched twelve miles. Ajiril 12, marched 10 a. m. on the Raleigh 
road; camped 6 p. m. at Pineville; marched twelve miles. April 13, 
marched 10 a. m. on the Raleigh road; camped 0 p. in. near House 
River; marched fifteen miles. April 14, marched 7 a, m. on the 
Raleigh road; crossed the Reuse River at Reuse Factory; passed 
through Raleigh and camped three miles nortliwest of Raleigh at 3 p. 
m. ; marched ten miles. April 16, remained in camp near Raleigh, R. 0. 

Since the Ist instant the command has marched sixty-seven miles, 
lost 2 men died of wounds received in action, 1 of disease, and 3 cap- 
tured by the enemy.

Having boon detained in command of a detachment and the trans- 
portation of the division at Fort Thnndorbolt January 18, by an order 
of Mnijor-Gonoral Hazoii 1 embarked my command at Savannah on the 
25th of Jamiary for ]leauibrt, S. O.; arrived at that place on the 2Gth} 
disembarked on the 27th and reported to Colonel Jones, commanding 
brigade, in the afternoon of tlint day in camp near Beaufort. Subse- 
quently my regiment has participated in all the various duties of the 
campaign, and deserve praise for the patience with •which they have per- 
formed many hard marclies over swamps aiid dilhcult roads, many 
being destitute of sliocs, and the willnignoas AvitU which they have 
engaged ill the seA''oral skirmishes, especially at North Ifidiato Iliver, 
February 12, Avhero they wore compelled to wade for several hours in 
Avator Avaist deep until the crossing avus efl’oeted. Offleers and men 
have almost Avitliont exception performed their duties, and have been 
encouraged to continue faithful and obedient, lioping tliat the coming 
campaign may culminate in the complete suppresHion of the robellion, 
and those Avho have been remiss liavo been punislied by arrest, ropri- 
niaiid, reduction to the ranks, or otherwise. 

Buriug the campaign I have sustained the loss of two men killedj 
none Avounded or missing.

Arrived in IVont oi Columbia Feb- 
ruary 15: skirmished some 15th and lOtli; entered OolumbiiT I7tli, 
after crossing the Baluda and .Broad Rivers; destroyed railroad two 
days; moved toward Fayetteville, cro.ssing Watoreo, Groat I’odoo, 
Little Pedoo, and Rookllsli Rivers. Arrived at Fayottovino March 12.

On the 14th of January, 1806, the roginunit broke camp tit SavJin- 
nalij'Ga., and marched witli the brigade to Fort 'rhuud(irl)olt. On 
the evening of the 16th the regiment embarked on the steamer Ores- 
cent for Beaufort, S. O., where it arrived on the morning of the Kith, 
and went into bivouac three miles froju the town. On the 2()tli were 
ordered to marcli to Beaufort, S. O., to disombarlc the division train. 
Thi.y finished, thoregimontweiit-withthotraiuto close up on the division ; 
wont into bivouac near Pocotaligo, S. 0., and remained there until tlio 
31st. Oil the 1st of February, 18(>6, marched, about ton miles and 
rejoined the brigade and division at MoPhorBOiivillo, S. 0.; marclicdiu 
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a northwest rtiroction ami bivouacked ou the 4th at Aiigley’s Post- 
Oriioej crossed the Big Oombaheo liiver on the l)tlt. On the (itli waded 
the Little Coinbahee. On. the 7tli struck the Angnsta and Charleston 
Itailroad at Bainbei'g, S. 0} bivouacked two niilcH tVoiii town. On the 
cSth the regiinonfc wont with the brigade ou a recioiinaissaiice to the 
Houth IMisto Itivor, and returned to camp. On the 10th crossed the 
►South Bdisto Itiver. On tho 12th the regiiucut with the brigade

0)ithe5th cro.sscd the Ihuleo Biver and 
imirehod on tlie li'ayottcyille road. Ou the 0th remabiodin bivouac.

Ou tho 12tli rqjoiiKid the 
brigade; the regiment went as escort with a forage train iind returned 
ill the ovoiing. Ou the 14tU crossed 0)ipo Fear .River. On tho Kith 
crossed South llivor. Ou tho 17th crossed Oohora Greek. Ou tlio 
19th marched all day and at night retraced our stops, jiiai’ching till 
broad daylight; joined tho T’woniiotli Army Corps; bivouacked. On 
the 21at took up our jiositiou in tho line of battle )iear Mill Creek, N. 
0., under lire of tho enemy; throw up tomp{)rary works. The regi- 
ment snllbred a loss of 1 man killed and 3 wounded. 0 )i the 22 d dis- 


covercxl that the cnoiny had lied. We took up our lino of )narch atla.m.; 
advanced our skirmisliora, who closed up on the enemy’s rear guard 
with tlio brigade for (roldsborough. On the 2;ith tho regimoit brought 
up the rear of the division, crossed tho Neuso River, and passed 
through Goldsborough and occui>ied our present eainping-ground.

Leaving Savannah, Ga., January 14, arrived at Thunderbolt same 

day; took passage on steamer George Leary on the llitli, and arrived 

at Leaufort, S. 0., ou morning of the 17th; moved to near Port Koyal 
Perry on the 24th, whore we remained making roads till 3()th, when wo 
moved via Pocotaligo Station and Hickory Hill, arriving at Owens’ 
Cross-Eoads February 2. February 4, detailed to guard supply train to 
Pocotaligo, but when near Pocotaligo Station on ibo fitli Avore ordered 
to rejoin command with train, which wo did, taking supplies loft at 
Owens’ Oross-Eoads.

March 21, changed position; relieved skirmishers; put up 
lines and took part in the oiigagomcnt of that day. Captain llarc, of 
Seventieth Ohio, a brave and gallant officer, was killed near tlio loft 
of our division lino. March 22, marched on direct road to Evoi’ettsville 
about ten miles; camped at 5.30 p. m. Miu'ch 23, marched eight miles 
and went into camp six miles from Goldsborough. March 24, to-day 
wo crossed the Kouso liivor, and ended a campaign in whiijli the coin- 
mand has shown an endurance and steady faith in thomselvos, tlieir 
cause, and a confidence in their groat leader, such as I believe no troops 
have before felt.

ill compliance with ordens J. broke camp at Savannah, (J-a., at u 
a. m. January 19, 18G5, and moved with the Soisoiid Brigade of my divia* 
Ion in advance, crossing' the Savannah llivcr on pontoons to Tlutohin* 
son’s Island. Here I found the roads badly cut up, almost impassable, 
and eonsemiontly tlie movements were slow, thence crossing on pon- 
toons to l^euiiyworth’s Island. Arriving at the last pontoon I foiuicl 
it unsafe to cross: several of the boats wore loose, and the omeor in 
charge iiialdng no eflbrts, or very faint ones, for its salety. I at onco 
detailed ilfty men to report to him, and by a little urging Bueceeaea m 
getting it in position and mado fast, having boon delayed one hoiu\ 

1 I aviiig crossed over to Ohevos’ rice idaiitatioii, I moved over one of tlio 
causeways running through the plantation, which for somo distance 
was high but quite narrow, barely admitting the passage of wagons. 
About tliis time (9.30 a. m.) it commenced rahiiiig slightly^ aiul it was 
evident that unless wo could cross before it rained much it would bo 
impossible to get through, as our heavy wagoua would soon cut down 
the slight embankment. 1 therefore made every ollbrt to roach the 
Union Causeway as soon as possible. Upon reaching the latter point, 
lindiiig that the train was moving wibliout dinioulty, and as I thought 
itluuiiiot rained suflicicntly to soften the roads, X iiusked forward as 
rapidly as possible to Now liivor bridge, to clear the road for the 
I'’ourtii Division, following me, and at the aamo time, if ncceasary. cover 
tlio working party (from the Fourth Division) constructing h bridge 
across N ew Itivor. 1 arrived at 1 p. ni. with head of column, and abou t 

2 p. m. Ihitlcvy B, First Michigan Artillery, wagon train of Second 
Brigade, ammunition, and nearly all of the siqiply train came into 
oampwoll. closed up, having marched a distance of twelve miles. At 
about 11 a. ni. it commenced raining very hard, and continued to do so 
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during tlio day. At about 3 j). m. it "waa reported to me that the water 
about the plantation referred to had swollen so that the corduroy on 
the low ]jortioiis of the causeway, or dike, had doated oil;', and that in 
Gouscqueiice a few wagons of the supply train were stalled, and tbat 
the l''irst brigade, in the rear, could not come forward. 1 at once sent 
one of my staff olllcers (Captain WollinaiO to direct Col. .1, B. McCoWn, 
coniniaiiding First Brigade, to have the contents of the wagons carried 
by the men of his command, and to have the wagons dragged throngli 
to this side. I also directed Captain AVellinaii to_ communicate ^rlth 
Brig. Gen. J. M. Corse and report to him the condition of the roads as 
he (Wellman) might find them. Captain Wellman found that owing 
to the sudden and unlooked-for rise in the Savannah Biver the whole 
of the country over which we had i)asscd was submerged, and only 
succeeded in reaching Colonel McCowii by leaving his horse and wad- 
ing ill places up to his armpits. 

X was not aware of the extent of the flood until the next morning 
(20th) wlicii I rode down intending to report our condition in person,, 
thinking I could make my way to Savaunab via Scribner’s [Screven’s ?] 
Ferry ; but this wasimpossiblo; the whole country to the oxicnt of three 
miles back from the river was submerged. Xu the luoantiino 1 directed 
Colonel McOown to return to Savannah with his cominaiid and all of his 
wagons, abandoning such wagons ns ho could not got ol'f. ’IMiis was 
done witli n loss of nine wagons of the supply train, together with their 
contents. Captain Wellman joined mo on the Union. Causeway at about 
4 p. m., having just succeeded in getting back. l''in(iing tiiat tlio troops 
and nearly all of the wagons would be saved I ordered the iiioiieer 
corps of my own and of the Fourth Division, which had been sent to 
assist the trains, to return to camp near Now Kiver brid^’O, where 1 
arrived at about i) p. m., and fbund the camps covered with water to 
the depth of from six inches to two feet. There bad been no cessation 
of rain since noon of the 19th instant. Our advent upon sacred soli was 
not calculated to produce a very good impression, and I fear that some of 
our ol'licora and men lost their usual equanimity of temper. Our camps 
wore on the site of one formerly occupied by the chivalry, who bad 
dug, I suppose ill a dry season, a number of wells from twelve to flftijen 
feet deep. These being now full could not be aeon, and a uumber of 
men contributed to the merriment of their comrades by suddenly dis- 
appearing from view. 1 was a victim to some extent. Upon myroturn 
to camp, tired and liuugTy, I called upon the major domo of our mess 
for sometliiugto cat. lie presented himself with a pig’s foot in one liaml 
and some liard-taek in the other. Thi.s unusual proceeding X re.soiitod, 
when ho informed me that “ dcro was no plate, knife and fork, left ; doy 
wa^ all clean done gone.” Upon inquiry X ascertained that ho luul 
taken a plunge and deposited the whole of our scanty moss kit in one 
of these wells. January 21, broke camp at 8.30 a. m.j detained by 
pioneers not having closed up with the coinmaiul on the 20th, as 
ordered. Crossed New Biver and marched olevoii miles, going into 
camp at 3.30 p. in., three miles south of Ha/i«ard’a Bridge. Seven 
small bridges wore built and 380 yards of road corduroj'ed. It rained 
all day and three miles of the road was covered with water to the depth 
of from one to two feet. January 22, broke camp near Hazf^ard’s Bridge 
at 7 a. in.; marched, twelve miles aud encamped at 4 p. m. on J. .1. 
Hnguenin’s i)laiitation,iioar Bee’s Greek) rained hard all day; built 
five small bridges, in the aggregate seventy feet. About four miles of 
the road was through swamps, covered with water and very bad. Jan- 
uary 23, broke camp near Betfs Greek at 8.30 a. in.; marched ton miles 
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and encamped near Pocotaligo at 3 p. m.; rained all day; corduroyed 
480 yards of the road. Jannary 24 to 29, iuclnsivo, in camp, getting 
supplies for next movement; ‘weattieT clear with cold winds. January 
30, command broke camp (the First Brigade, Brig. G-en. 'W. T. Clark 
cominanding, having reported at 9 a. m.), near Pocotaligo at 12 in., and 
inarolied six miles, encamiiing one mile west of MoPhersonville. 
Weatlicr clear and pleasant. January 31, reinaiuetl in camp. 

Ij'ebniary 1, broke camp neai* MoPhersonville, S. O., at 7 a. m., under 
orders to follow the First Division. Did not get the road until 11 a. 
in.; marched llfteeii miles and encamped at Hickory Hill, head of col- 
niim arriving at 5.30, and rear guard at 10 j). m. ; roads cut badly. 
February 2, broke camp at 0 a. in., to follow Second Division; 12 iii. 
before roar of Second Division passed; inarched ten miles and 
eneainped at Anderson’s Oross-Eoads, advance arriving at 5, and rear 
guard at S p. in.; weather clear and pleasant; roads bad; crossed 
several small streams. February 3, broke camp at 7 a. in. and marched 
. to Duck Creek; distance, live miles; weather cloudy with rain; for- 
agers had a sharp akirmisli with the enemy’s pickets on .Duck Creek 
for possession of a mill wbieh they captured, together with a quan- 
tity of corn meal, without loss. The Fourth Ecgimoiit Minnesota Vol- 
unteer Infantry was ordered to cross Duck Greek and encamp, 
which was done without oppositionfroin thooncln 3 ^ Division encaiupcd 
at 2 p. 111 . February 4, broke camp at C a. in.; weather cloudy with 
rain; roads in place.s very heavy; marched ten miles and encamped 
at Harrison’s Cross-Eoads, near Wills Creek. February 5, broke 
camp at 7 a. m.; weather cloudy; crossed Big Snlkoliatchie Kivor 
at Buford’s Biidgo, passing through one mile of swamp on cause- 
ways bridged at twonty-sixplaces; marcbert four miles and eucainped 
at Moye’s plantation at 10 a. m. February 6, broke camp at 6 a. m.; 
woatliGi’ cloudy. About two miles from Lane’s Bridge over the Little 
Snlkehatcliio, the enemy’s pickets wore discovered. Two companies of 
the Tenth Iowa Volunteer Infantry wore deployed and tlirowii forward 
in advance of the column. The enemy retiring rapidly, wo advanced 
in this manner to the river, and upon reeoiinoitcring Ibiiiul that there 
was a narrow causeway leading to the bridge which had been obstructed 
by felling trees. It was supposed also that the enemy had works on 
the other side, which proved true. I at once made preparation toforce 
the crossing and directed Ool. 0. E. Wovor, coinmamliug the Second 
Brigade, and in the advance, to send one regiment (the Tenth Iowa) 
about three-quarters of a mile to our left, at a mill, and one regiment 
the Fightietli Ohio) about the same distance to the right, to protect 
our flanks, and also, if possible, to effect a crossing, and attack the 
enemy ill Hank. The Fifty-sixth Illinois Volunteer Infantry was ordered 
to iiniko a direct attack from both sides of tlioroad. These dispositions 
having been made, the skirmishers from the center plunged into the 
swamp, the water up to their Jeneos, and the thickets so dense that it 
required sucli energetic action as none but our bravo soldiers possess 
to penetrate them at alh After contending with these difficulties a 
short time a lively skirmish lli’eAvas opened. A section of artillery was 
noAv brought up and afeAV shofei fired to develop the enemy’s guns, if 
he had any. Not receiving any reply the order Avas given to the center 
to force their Avay through, ivliioli tiioy did, gallantly wading the main 
stream, Avaist deep, the onomy retiring precipitately, and haltog on a 
ridge half a mile distant, Avhere they showed themselves m full force 
to the number of from 3,200 to 1,600 cavalry. The regiment in advance 
hastily tlircAv up a slight work of rails, until support should gee across, 
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wliou sklvini«lmrs wcro again doployod ami advancotl upon. I, lie cnciny; 
but as usuiil tliey proved fchoinsolvcs very illserect, and lied (iisier 
than we could follow. Our casiuiltio.s were live men sligli t ly woniided, 
Tlio coiniuaiul encamped on Doctor l‘‘iahburids plantation on the road 
to Bamberg. Distance inarelicd, ten miles. 

PebruaryT, broke camp at 8 a.m.} rained all nigkt and eoiitimies 
to do so to-day} in elin.rge of trains of Birst and Beiioiul Di\'isions; 
roads bad, requiring a great deal of work} marched live inih's and 
encamped near Bamberg Btation, on the South Carolina .Ita ilvoad. I.^ib- 
ruary 8, remained in camp} weather dear and cool. Dirst Brigade 
was detailed to destroy three mile.s of South Oarolhia Railroad, wliieli 
was thoroughly done. February 0, broke tiaiiip at (>.80 a. m, ; weather 
clear and cool} marched seven miles and encamped two miles north- 
west of G-ralmm’s Turnout. February 10, remained in ciinip during the 
a. m.} weather elonr and cool. The First Brigade cl(!stroyedtwo 
miles and ahalf of South Oarolimiliailroad. The Second Brigade com- 
pleted tlic dostruetion of about one mile and a half of sanu; road, which 
had been imperfectly done by the Twentieth Army Corps. Broke camp 
at3 p.m.} nuu'clied thrceiniles aiida half and ciicuiuped at cross-roads 
near Holman’s Bridge. February 11, broke camp atO.HO n. m., (a’osscd 
the South hid isto lUvor on poo toons, paasod tlirongh Willow Swamp, 
the water for one mile about two hjct deep, ami nuiiaihed sixteen 
miles, oiicamiiing at l‘opIar Spiing.s at <1.30 p. m.} roads good; weather 
cool. February 12, broke camp at 8.30 a. m. The Second Division, In 
advance, had a skirmish witli the enemy at Slnlling’s Bridge, over 
North :i5di.sto Hiviw. Was ordered to hold my cornmajul in readiness 
to support tlui Second Division, but it was not required. Tlie division 
cominoiieed cjrossing the North lOdlsto lUvor on pontooiiH at dark and 
encamped near the Orangeburg road. The rear guard did not arrive 
iu camp un til 1 a. m. 13tli instaiit} distance marched, live miles} weiitliei’ 
warm and sultry. February 13, broke (5ainp at 0.30 a. m.; marched 
aovcuteou miles and encamped near Big Orotchpon (Jreok; weather 
clear and cool} roads good. February 14, broke camp at 0 a. m.; 
marched twelve miles and oncam])ed at .3 p. m. jjcar Sandy .Run i’oat- 
Ofilce} roads good. Wagons moved in double column, t he troops on 
either flank. Weather cloudy and cool. February 13, bvtjke cauq) at 
7 a. m. and marclicd to Bates’ Ferry, on the Gougareo River, where, in 
complianee with orders, a domonstmtiou to crcjss was made. We dis- 
covered upon the opposite side a ])i(‘/kot guard of from twenty-live to 
thirty men. Our skirmishers opened lire upon them, wliieh they 
returned, seomiiigly disposed to contest the ground, in the meautimo 
I ordered one section of Battery B, First Mushigan Artillery, in iMisi- 
tion, and made such disposition of iiiy command as would eieiite the 
impression that I had a much larger foree. A. lew widl directed sheila 
dispersed the enemy’s pickets, and they did not again make their 
appearance. The crossing at this point was practicable, had it boon 
desirable. At dark, iu compliance with instructions, I withdrew my 
command, leaving one regiment on picket, with instruetiona to keep 
Arcs burning for a distance of one mile ainl a half along the river, 
thereby giving the ajjpoarance of alargo camp. The comiiiand uiuiampod 
near Tom’s Creek. Distance marched, six miles. February JO, broke 
eaiup at 7 a. in. The supply trains of the divisioias wore inaased. 0?li6 
command during a portion of the day avouo near Oonguroo Greek await- 
ing orders. In the p. m. moved up, crossing the Saluda River, near 
Saluda Factory, on pontoons at 11.30 p. m. and encamped at 1.30 a. m. 
on the 17th on Columbia road near Broad River bridge. Distance 
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inarched, five miles, li’ebriiary 17, remained in cainp until 3 p. m. and 
then iollowing the «oeond and Fourth Divisions crossed Droad Eiver 
on pontoons, and inarcliod through Oolumhia to camp one mile oa.st of 
the city. Observing that soldiers were obtaining liquor Ireely, 1 gave 
orders that no one should leavocainp, and remained with my eommand, 
February 18, coniimuid in camp. A detail ol:' 500 men omdi, from the 
First and Second Brigades, properly ofTieered for latiguo duty, together 
with tlio pioneer corjKS and fifty wagons, reported to Gnptain Biiel, 
chief ordnance onicer, to destroy public works, machinery, ordnance, 
ordnance stores, and ainmniiitioii, of which there were largo quantities. 
Fohru.'iry 10, the work of doinolishing store.s of all kinds continued. 
.During the day an explosion took place near the river, where a detail 
of the Sixty-tl'iird Illinois Volunteer Infantry wore unloading iininiuiii- 
tiou and throwing it into the river, cansed by the reckless habits oiir 
Holdiois get into by their familiarity witli danger. By this explosion 
Oiipt. W. M. Davis, Jesse Johnson, and James Kilpatrick, of Ooinpaiiy 
F, Sixty-third Illinois Volunteer Infantry, and Ooioman Wright, of 
the Tenth Iowa Volnutoer Infantry, wore iiiataiitly killed. Tweiity-oiio 
men of the Sixty-tliird Illinois msi-a severely burnt and wounded, 
(Sorgoant Dalbey is dead.) One wagon and six mules wore burned up 
and a number of animals more or loss in.jurod. .L am unable to vopoi't 
the aiuoiiut of machinery, ordnance, ordnance stores, and ainmuiiitioii 
destroyed by the detail from my <5ommand, but some idea may bo 
formed IVom the fact that it occupied 1,1100 imm (including pioneer 
corps) and 50 wagons froml p. m. on thel8tli until (1 p. m. on the lOtli, 
rebruary 20, broke camp at 7 a> m. and marched out on Onmdon road 
twenty-two miles, encamping at d p. m. near .Uico Oreolc; weather 
cloai’ and roads good. .February 21, broke <;ainp at 12 ni. and miirohecl 
seveiitoeu miles, encamping atHarj-isoii’sGross-ltoails at 11 p.ni.,rear 
guard arriving atiaunp at 12.30 a., m. 22d. February 22, bridee camp 
at 7 a. ni. and marched to Peay's F<aTy, on the Wateree liivur, arriv- 
ing at noon. At this point all mirplus animals wore turned over to 
Col. G. L. Fort, chief qnartcrniaster. (Jonnnand commeiHied crossing: 
oil pontoons at dark and encamped near theriver between the honra 
of 8.30 and 11.30 p. m.j distance marched, eleven mile.s. February 215, 
broke camp at 0.;10 a. in. and marched eighteen miles, oneamping at 
3.30 p. m. on J. li. .Dye's ])lantatlon, near h'iat llock } weather cloudy \ 
country very broken} roads good. February 2<l, broke camp at 0.30 
a. ni. and marched sixteen miles, oneamping at 5 p, jn. at West’s Uros.s- 
;i.loads. Quito a largo force of Butler’s cavalry was seou during tlio 
day upon our loft Jlaiik, hut they kept at a respectful distaueo, 
VVeatlior was rainy and road in bad condition. .Ifebvnary 25, at about 
10 a, in. Young’s command, of Butler’s (.livlsiou, cavalry, 000 or 700 
strong, captured 7 wagons, 7 enlisted men, and 4 contrabands while 
after corn at a xdaiitatioii two miles in rear of the camp. Some of the 
enemy came up to within ilfty yards of our picket-posts, when one of 
their horses was shot. This being reported to mo .1 ordered one regi- 
niont to move out to drive them olf and if possible recover our wagons. 
Tlie h’oi'ty-eiglitli Kogiimmt Indiana Volunteer Iiilautry was selected, 
and deploying .skirmishors moved out, driving the enemy back, olf the 
(Janidoii road. Our wagons, however, hud been driven ra])idly over 
the bridge across Little liyiich’s Creek, and luiving no mounted force 
1 could not pursue thorn. In this skirmish wo lost 2 enlisted men 
Icilled and 1 wounded. Two of our iiieu wore hrutally murdered, in 
plain view of our skirmishers, after having surreiidorecl, in retaliation 
for which 1 ordered tivo of tlioir men, who wore taken in our uniform, 
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to 1)0 shot, wMoli waa clone on tlio apot. All neccsaiiry ilispositions 
were inado to guard the camp against surprise in tlio ovoiit tliat tliore 
was a large force, but we were not molested any I'lirthcr. l<'ebi'naiy 
20, broke camp at 9 a. m. and marched twelve mihis, enea]ii])iiig at 
4.30 p. m. at Kelly’s llridgc, on Lynch’s Greek, h'ebniiiry 27, 28, and 
March 1, the command remained in camp at Kelly’s Ib’idge waiting 
for a bridge to be'built aerosa Lynch’s Greek, the water being too liigii 
to ford, 'My xhoueer corj)s was ordered to assist that of General 
Hazeu’s iii constructing the bridge. On the 28th the trains win-e 
inspected, and about 3,000 xmiiiuls of tobacco and sundries, which bad 
gathered since a similar inai)ection was made at West’s Cross-Jtuails, 
was thvowii out. 

March 2, broke camp at2inm. and following the Second Division 
crossed Lynch’s Oi eck over a bridge about 580 yards long, Avhich had 
been constructed by the x)ioncor tjorps, and mareheiL seven miles, 
encamping at 8 p. m. at Kollytown. March 3, broke camj) at 0 a. m. 
and crossed Black Greek, on Oamdeii and Gheraw road, .lust before 
arriving at this point I rodo about half a mile in advance of thoeolmnti 
to examine the crossing at the crook, which I. found in bad condition, 
and reciuiring considerable work to make it passable. Wliilo wailing 
the arrival of the command I heard live distinct and siuuicssivo reports 
of a pistol, and ten minutes after live more, nob fired rapidly, but rather 
doliborately. I thought it some tlumghtlcss pci'.sou at the head of the 
column disoliargiiig his xdstols. I was vexed, as those things, if done in 
my command, uvo in violation of positive orders. I soon learned, how- 
over, tiiat Lieut. Col. James Isamingcr, of the 8i.\by-tliird Beginionb 
Illiiioia Volunteer Infantry, liad been captured by a squad of twenty 
rebels clothed in the uniform of our soldiers. Colonel Isamiiiger luvd 
been detached from Ins regiment for a few days, and was In charge of 
the pioiioer corps, llo had ridden 200 or 300 yards aliend of the 
column, and discovortiig the road obstructed by a tree that liad fallen 
he sent back to the pioneer corps for a few axiuen to come forward 
and clear the road. He wa.s tluis engaged wliou these Jiieii, whom IVom 
their dress he supposed to bo our men, approached him, witliout sns- 
pioion on his part. I’liis occurred within 200 yards of the advancing 
column, but owing’ to a hill between them could nob bo seen. The 
pioneers returning to the head of the column gave the alarm, when the 
advanced guard immediately deployed. (As Robn as I loavned what 
liad taken place I sent my mounted inoniii jnirsuit.) It w'ouhl aoem 
that after capturing Oolonol Isamingcr they rode olf a short distance, 
say 200 or .300 yards, and halted, and so completely deceived wore our 
nicii us to their apiioaranco that two mounted men from the L'ain rode 
.up to them', seeing Ooloncl Isamiiiger with the group, inquiring where 
the rebs ” wore. One of tho men was taken prisoner, the other, rcrus- 
iiig to surrender, was killed. Had our men. known they Avere ouemics 
they would not have escaped so easily. 

I regret tlio loss of Ooloncl Isamingcr, us lie has proven liinwelf one 
of tho most reliable and onorgotic oflicers in the command. 

Division marched twenty-nine miles, two of which Avas cut tlirough 
tho Avoods oil tho side of the main road, and encamped at C.30 p, m. on 
the Widow Campbell’s plantation, on Juniper Creek. Weatlierdurmg 
the a. in. cloudy and rainy. March 4, broke camp at 7 a. m. and lol- 
loAViiig tho remainder of the coiqis inarched eight miles, passing OA'^er 
Thomj)soii’s Greek, through Ohoraw, and oiicampiiig one mile nortliAVo.st 
of toAvii on Ohcstorlield road. March broke camp at 0.30 a. m.j 
crossed Big Pedoo Itivor. About tAvo miles from tho river our foragers 
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ran into what was sniiiiosod to be si pickcfc-isost, but wlisit ])i’()V(‘(l I o bo 
SI i^ortion of the resiv gusird of tlio cuoiny moving out on I Ito Ivooking- 
liain road. The sidvanco guards wevcMlepJoyetl smd wor('< soon oiigngod 
in a akiriuiak with thorn. They retired jn-eeipitately, sibiiiidoiiiiig 2 
eais.son.s, 2 forge.s', smd 1 battery wagon, sit the ol' Ibirriiigton’s 
rarin. Two miles farther on the rosid th(‘,y cut tiiree hor.sos fi-om and 
abandoned two more caissons. All the ammunition (dii'-sts wci'o lilled 
witli liglit 12-ioounder ammunition. Tlioy werii sill destroyed. Com- 
mand marched four miles, encaminng on Grant’s plsintation, lumr 1 Mi ill’s 
Orcok. March 6, command remained in camp, rininiiig Ibui' grist-mills; 
weather clear and cool. March 7, bi’oko camj> at i) a. lu.; iiiare-heil 
twelve miles and encamped at 2.30 p. m., oiio mile from (he Staiie liim, 
on Oldham’s phviitation. Msirch 8, broke <!ump at I) a. m.; maieiu’d 
thirteen miles and oneamped at liaurel Hill, liuhied inii'dall day, 
and the roads wore heavy. The trains and rearguard arrived al: <'ani|> 
at 3 a. m. on the 9th. March 9, broke camp at 7 a., m. Tlio roads con- 
tinued good and the trains moved along well until 2 p. m., wlioii it coin- 
ineneed raining very hard. Tlio roads, as soon us they got wet, seemed 
to melt away, and for fonr miles, befoi’e reaching Gilchrist’s Hridge, it 
was iinpOHsiblo to find enough solid ground for a mule to stand upon, 
I cannot find language to describe the condition of our trains; it must 
have been seen to bo apin-cciatod. Jiy tlio indomitable energy of the 
Pirst Brigade, Brig. Gen. AV. T. Clark commanding, amid torreiits of 
rain, they succeeded in roaeliijig our camp at Colonel IVIeCanii’s resi- 
denee, near liaiulallsvillc, at 0.30 the next nuu'uing. MMie ISocoud Bri- 
gade had been soutfbrwardfroin Gilchrist’s Jlridge, and oncainpefl at 
8 p. ni. near liaiidallsville; distance mavc/hed, twidve mile.s. Maridi 
10, broke camp at 9 a. in.; cro.s.scd itaft ywatiip and oneamped at (i 
p. ni.j distance marched, live miles. _ March 11, broJa3 camj) at 10.30 
a. in. Just as tlio roar of tlui division was moving out of (aimp ii 
small party of tlio i*obel cavalry, dres.scd in onr uniform, (lashed up, 
out out twoliorses from an ambulance, and snec/Ceded in getting ol'f wilili 
them. Marched six miles and encamped at II p. m. at Belsoii’s I ’ost- 
Olllco. it is nearly a continuous swamp from Gilclirist’n Bridge (,u 
Itockflsh Creek. 'VVoathor clear. Marcli 12, broke eiimp at !) a. m.; 
inarched seven miles and encamped at 0 p. in. two miles from I’u v- 
ottevillo on tlie left of the plank road. VVeutlier ehair, Miii'eli 13 
eonimaiid remained in camp. Weather clear a.ud warm. Mareh il’ 
broke camp at 11 a. m.; cimsed Capo Fear Itiver on pontoons al; 1 p. ni. 
and ciicam])ed one mile from ero.ssing. Hear of eommaiid I'luieiied 
camp at Up. m.j distance marched, three miles and a half; Aveatlier 
warm and cloudy. March 10, during the.4i. m. the'imn-vutiH'aiiH of (lie 
division, principally from the .Fi% iiinth Indiana and Fifty-sixth Illi- 
nois Volunteer Infantry, wore ordered to proceed as guard to i'(d'u'>(‘(!.s, 
white and black, to Wilmington, N. O., and upon tlteir arrival (;here (;() 
bo niustored out of service. Broke camp at 2.30 p. m. and marclust 
twolvo miles, encamping two miles from South Biver at 0.30 p. m. 
Weather was rainy and road.s very bad. 

March 10, broke camp at 9 a.ni. The croK.sing at South liiver was in 
very bad condition. My command was delayed ut this poin b by Fourtli 
and becoud Divisions until 3 p. m. Had groat dillicully in gelling mv 
wagons across. Marclied seven miles over very bad roads and 
encamped at forks of road near the head of .foiies’ Swamp. Mareli 17 
broke camp at 8 a. m.; marched eight miles and encamiied iil; 3 ]>. m! 
at Jaokaoii’aOross-Hoads; weather clear; roads bad. Mui'eli 18, broke 
camp at 7 a. ni.; marched twelve miles and eiicampijd a(; Newton’s 
Uross-Boads at 4 p. ni. A rebel cavalry picket Jiaving been reported to 
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bo 0110 milo out on our front, I sent tho Sixfcy*tliir<l Illinois Voliinteor 
Infantry to roconuoitor. Tho rcgimont wont out tlirco iniloo without 
ineotiiig' an oiicmy, but saw quite a hu'go force of the i'ourtoentli and 
Twentiotli Corps biunmcrs. Weather cloudy; roads good. Marcli .1!), 
broke camp at C a. m., with the expectation of marching to Goldsborough. 
Tho oflicors and inon wei*o very much elated at tho jn’cspcot. Tho 
crossing at Palling Creek was very bad, the water being deep, and tlio 
corduroy on tho bottom being full of holes. Prom this point 1 moved 
on with the advance of the division (Second Brigade), and a ])ortion of 
the train (including department and corps head(juartors), to Palling 
Creole School-House, Being ordered to halt, I sent one regiment (the 
Eightieth Ohio) to cover tho Goklsborongh road; one (tlio Tenth lowii) 
was sent out in charge of Lieut. Col. William E. Strong, of General How- 
ard’s staff, to recoinioiter toward Cox’s Bridge, ajid one (the PiCty-sixth 
Illinois) was loft as guard with tho trains. At 4 . p. m. tlio Pirst Bri- 
gade, with tho remainder of the trains, arrived. At b p. in. that por- 
tion of the Second Brigade in camp and on Gold.sborougli road ( Fifty- 
sixth Illinois and Eightieth Oliio) was ordered forward to Cox’s Cross- 
Roads to tho support of thoTentli Iowa, it being reported thai; tho 
enemy wore moving toward im in considerable force. Tlio PirstBri- 
gado oucampod at (I p. m. on tho loft of tlio Oo.x’8 Bridge road, onomilo 
from tho scliooMiouso, where a lino of works was thrown up, Heavy 
firing on tho loft was heard during tho day, occasioned, It was roportod, 
by an attack upon tho Pourteontli Corps. Distance maicliod, llftoou 
milos} roads very bad in places; weather clear and cool. Mareli 
20, in compliance with orders received, tho Second Brigade, Col. 0. R. 
Wevor commanding, witli one section of Battery B, irirst Blicliigaii 
Ai'tillery, moved, down toward Cox’s Bridge. After a Hhiirp slnrmiMli 
for one hour our men pouotratod tho swamps and thickets, iiiul, obtain- 
ing a good position, succeeded in driviug the enemy to tlio other Hide 
of the river. Tho ouomy used artillery freely, having four guns in 
position, eomiJlotoly covering tho bridge and narrow road loading to 
it. Our guns could not bo used with effect, as wo could not got a posi- 
tion in range for tlioni. At 7.45 a. in, wo had possession of the bridge 
and completed its dostruction, whicli had already been eommeiuiod by 
the ouomy, who llred it as they retired to the opposite side. At 8.80 
a. m. I moved forward, following tho PourtU Division, witii the h’irst 
Brigade and artillery, to Bontonvillo Cross-Roads, and placed my com- 
niand in lino, as reserve, in rear of the Pirst Division, The yocoud 
Brigade, which had boon loft at Cox’s Cross-Roads as guard for the 
trains of the corps, came up with tho same at 5 p. ni. Our loss in the 
skirmish at Cox’s Bridge was throe woniidod. One of tlie men lins 
since died. March 21, position of commaml unchanged. March 22, 
the enemy having retreated during last night, the division romaiiKMl in 
eami). March 28, brolce camp at 7.30 a. m,; marched via Palling Creek 
School-House and encamped at 3.30 p. ni. near Palling Crook, on Ever- 
ottsville road; distance marched, twelve miles; roads good. Miircli 
24, broke camp at 7 a. in.; crossed Neuso River, iionr railroad bridge, 
on pontoons, marched through Goldsborougli, and oncaiiqied at 4 p. in. 
in line one mile east of town, the left of tlio command resting on tho 
Now Berne railroad; distance marched, nine miles; weather clear 
and windy. 

In concluding my report, I bog to return my sincere thanks 
to Brig. Gen. W. T. Clark, commanding Pirst Brigade, and Col. C. R. 
WoverjCoinmauiling Second Brigade, as well as regimental commanders, 
for their active and choerfulco-operatiouduringthemost laborious cam-

almost daily, and during the last twenty days many of thorn without 
shoes, merits the liighost coiisidoratiuu that can bo gi\-en tlumi. 
'riiero can bo no better soldiers. 

To my staif— Uapt. S., Al. Bndloug, assistant adjutant-general; (’apt. 
n. Bkiniier, assistant quartermaster; Capfc. .iasper rlolinson, commis- 
sary of subsistence; Capt. J. W. Koborte, acting assistant inM])e(5tor- 
g<meral; Capt. J. hi. Sim]>son, aidc-de-caiu]); Jaeiit. Col. S. M. Areluu’, 
(livi.sion ollicer of the day, and Capt. 1>. L. WcHmau, provost-mai-slia l — 
I am mucli indebted for the oJlUcieiifc mamicr in which they liavci dis- 
charged their duties. 

I would re.spectftilly recommend lor promotion Col. .lohn hi. Tour- 
tellotto, fourth Minnesota Volunteer luhuitry, for his soldierly (juali- 
ties. His gallantry upon all occasions, particularly during the assault, 
October G, 1804, upon Alhiboona, Ca., when lie was severely woiuicled, 
but rcmainocl at his pmst, wliicli ho commanded during tlio Atlanta 
cumpaign, merits consideration. 

I would also respectfully recommend that (ki.pt. Byria M.J>udl()ng, 
assistant adjntaut-gonoral, bo promoted to the raid; of major am i assist- 
ant adjutaut-goneral, for the able and ollicicnt miinnei' iii which ho lias 
diseliavged Ida duties. Captain Jhidlong lias been in all the batlilos ol‘ 
the West, from J?ort Henry, Jlouclson, Shiloh (wliei’C lie was severely 
wounded)^ Siege of Oorintli, MiS8issi])pi campaign, all of the battles 
ill rear ot Vicksburg, Alls.sionary Itidge, (leorgia and Carolina, c.am- 
paigns, and in all ho has proven himself a worthy ollicer for the consid- 
eration of the War J.)opartment. 

The distance maridiod li-om Bavamiah Ua., is 485^ miles, number of 
mareliing days 40, making an average of lOJA miles per day. I also 
submit herewith roporks of casualties, as received from brigade <!om- 
maiKlors, and tabular statomonts of amount of forage and siqiiilies, and 
number of horses, mules, and vehicles of all sorts taken from the coun- 
try, ainouiit of projierty dCvStvoycd, including railroads, giti-lioustis, 
resin and turpentine factories, iSsc.; also inimbor of rivers and swaiinm 
(!rossofl, amount of work done by pioneer corps and comniaud, iiundier 
of prisoner.s captured, Federal ollicers and enlisted men, and white and 
colored refugees joined tins command.

per (lay. The command was out si.\ty-(onr days. O’iuultdhat was sup- 
plied from the country, as lollows : 172,000 ral.i(jns meat, or its oiiiiivii- 
lent in turkeys, chickens, j^ceso, 180,000 rations brciadstiifls, con- 
sisting principally of corn meal, ground by the oomnunid, as Hour and 
meal were scarce and liard to llnd. ywcot potatoes wcrii also usisd as 
a substitute. It is fair to prcsmno that the IbragnrH diii ind; c-oiidne 
themselves strictly to the army ral.ion, but IndiilgiMl in many of tlu^ 
luxuries found while gathering the substantiuls, and tha t the ('|im titity 
of honey, preserves, and other ct cctoraa was (piitc large, but of wliieh 
I can give no estimate.

While a foraging party from this command, in connection with aparty 
of the same character from tlio division train, wore engaged in procur- 
ing corn audfodder from a xilantation ouomilo and a half in roar of my 
camp, they wore attacked by a party of rebels, the majority of wliom 
were dressed in our own nnitbrm. They killed 2 men of Sixty-third 
Illinois \’'oliniteer Infantry, wounded 1 and captured 2; wounded 1 of 
Forty-eighth Indiana Yoluutoor Infantry and captured 1; wounded 1 
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of Ninety-third IllinoivS Yoluntoor Iiifantiy and captured 2 on duly at 
those headquarters. They also captured 2 wagons— 1 Jarm wagon IV<)ni 
Sixty-third Illinoi.sVolimteorInIsi.ntry and 1 Ibrsigo team detailed for 
these hosidquarters. The men killed were murdered in cold blood sifter 
being taken prisoners. After the attack ou the forage party they 
charged ui)on the iiickets of this brigade, when they were immedisitely 
checked and driven baisk w'ith aloss, as fsu* as ascertained, of 1 wounded 
and 1 prisoiiov. Upon tholirst alarm this command was ordered under 
arms, and a regiment thrown forwaril to the cro.sa-roads, forming a 
grand guard with the lino well extended on either Hank. The Uonrtli 
Minnesota Volunteer Xnhintry, Col. J. E. Tourtellotto comiminding, 
now oeeupies that iiosition. A picket guard has also been placed ou 
the left dank of the brigade at a point whore a roiid running luiarly 
north crosses the creek. It is ascertained that the attacking party 
were a portion of the Jelf. Davis Legion, two brigades of whom were 
hanging on our rear. The brigade occiixiica an intrenched lino to-night.

TIic Ninety-third .Illinois A^oluntcer Infantry wer<^ sta- 
tioned ill the city on Bay street guarding (luartcrmastor’s stores fi'oiu 
the 2d of Jaiiuaiy until the lOth. On the lltli instant the Bixty-tliird 
Illinois Vohiiitoer Infantry were ordered to .Forts V\''ijnl)erly, Hosedmv, 
and Boaulioii, to as-sist in dismantling them, returning on the 17tli 
instant to their old camp. On the IDtli instant this brigade imuYslied 
from Savannah, Ga., in the rear of division train across the pontoon 
bridges, oppo.slto the city of Bavannah, to a ruH> plantation. I t liogaii 
raining at 10 a. m., which made the levee on which we were eomjxdled 
to travel very slippery, and thou it was impossible to keep tiie wagons 
from slidlug in the canal. The Forty-eighth Indiana Voluuteor 
Infantry wore ordered forward to assist in getting and keeping the 
wagons on the levee.

Bingham, worked faithfully uutii dark, wlien .it was eonipe.lled to dis- 
coiitiiiuG until daylight, Tlioro still remained twenty-four wagons of 
(livi.sion train and the entire brigade train (twenty-two wagons) with 
the brigade, the balance having siieceedcd in reaeliing higli ground. 
It continued raining all night, and in the morning the whole eounbry 
was Hooded. All that portion of the levoo between higli ground and

Upon the llrst 
alarm this command Avas ordered under arms, and a regiment thrown 
foi’Avard to the cross-roads, forming a grand guard Avith tlie line Avell 
extended on cither flank. It is ascertainod that the attacking party 
Avero a portion of the Jclf. Davis Legion, two brigades of Avhoiii were 
hanging on our rear. On 2GtIi instant broke camp at 11.1.5 a. ni. and 
marched Avithni one mile of Kelly’s Ferry, Avhero the brigade is now 
eiioainpecl. The clothing of the men is very iioor; indeed many of tliem 
arc about barefooted, and tho entire coinimind is witliout a day’.s ration 
of breadstuT.

Captain J I have the lionor to submit tlie following as a report of 
the operations of this brigade since March 31, 1805: 

Tiie brigade remaiuod in eamx) near Goldsborotigh, K. 0.^ until the 
10th instant. Broke camp at 7 a. in.: marched at 0.30 a. m. in advance 
over bad roads, some portions of winch were corduroyed by tliis bri- 
gade, amounting to about 150 yards; encamped near Pikovillo, N. 0.. 
at 11 p. in. ; day’.s march, fifteen miles. On 11th instant broke camp at 
7 a. ni.j inarched as train guard at It a. m. over very bad roads, in. 
which the wagons mired to such an extent that tlio ojitiro brigade was 
used as a pioneer corps, corduroying Ailly four miles of road and drag- 
ging wagons out of the mud continually until 2 a. m. of next day, when 
the brigade reaclicd and crossed Little Kivor at Lowell Factory, wJiero 
it oncaniped for the remaindor of the night; day’s luaveh, twolv(5 miles. 
On 12tli instant broke caini) at 0 a. m. and marched in advance. 
Eoads comparatively good; encamped near Pineville, N. 0., at 1.30 
p. m.j day’s march, thirteen miles. On 13th instant brolce camj) at 5 
a. in. and marched as train guard; country somewhat hrolcon and roads 
in xnissablo condition for trains. Eoached and crossed Nonso itivor 
at Hinton’s Bridge; encamped near Heuso Mills at 3 p- imj <lay’s 
inarch, sixteen miles. On lltli instant broke camp at 7.30 a. I'u.; 
marched iu advance; crossed Crabtree Orookj roaehod Ealoigh at 
l:l.30 a. m. Brigade reviewed by Mjijor-Oouoral Bhormaii. En- 
camped near Ealeigh at 1 1 >. in.; day’s march, six inilos. 

Tlio brigade luuiiig received almost a coinjileto ontiit at Goldsbor- 
oiigh, H. 0., is ill good condition in this ro.spe(it. Good discipline 
is maiiitained throughout the command. The Eighteenth 'Wisconsin 
have some men (recruits and drafted men) armed witii the EiilLold 
rifled musket. As soon as practicable moasuro.s will bo taken to 
exchange thorn for Sxniiigfiold rilled iniiskota. Tliis regiment rejoined 
the brigade from veteran furlough on the 20th of March last, and 
was tlion coinmaiidod by Major Millard. Since that time Inout. Col. 
Oliarlos 11. Jackson has taken command. 

On the (jtli instant tlic Fourth Eogimoiit Minnesota Veteran. Voliiii- 
teor Infantry, Gol. John B. Toni'tollotto commanding, was transferred 
from tliis brigade to the Second Brigade of this division in compliance 
with S]moial Orders, Ho. 77, headixuarters Third Division, Fifteenth 
Army Corps, April 0, 1806. 
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On tho lOtli instant oiio man of tlio Sixty-tliii’d Illinois A^otornn Vol- 
unteer Inlantry Avas killed by a limb falling Iroiii a ti’ee under Avhich 
lie bad gone to sleep and Btrildng liini ou the head fractured tlio Kkull. 

On the Idtli instant another man of the same regiment shot himself 
accidentally Avhilo foraging for his regiment, the ball passing through Ids 
body, causing his death few hours afterward.

Major: In coniplianco with instructions received during tlio night 
of the 20th instant, I have tlio honor to make tlio tbllowing as a special 
report of the operations of my command, iVom Sandy Run, the Ifitli 
instant, to the evacuation of Columbia by our forces, the 20tli instant: 

Pursuant to orders from the inajor-goneral coiinnanding I moved my 
coininaud from a point on the Orangeburg and Columbia road, four 
miles distant from Sandy Run, in roar of the Second Division of this 
corps, breaking camp at 8 a. iii., and ])laced it iu position on the Coji- 
garce Creek at 0 p. ju., liaving marched sixmilos. At 10.30 a. m. on the 
10th instant I moved iny command, in accordance with orders received 
from corps hoadquavtors, IVom its position on the Congareo Crook to a 
position vai’Avtcd by Mstjor-G-onoral llazon, directly iu tVout of the city 
0 # Columbia, where, tliroAving Rattory 1:1, First Missouri Light Artillery, 
into position, succeeded hi silencing and driving from its position a 
rebel battery Avhich was directing its lire againatthe right of my infan- 
try, then iu the act of forjniiig, and the trains of the corps. I 
remained in this position without further demonstration on the part of 
the enemy until 4 p. m.,Avlien in compliance with orders from the nnyor- 
general commanding corps I moved across the Bahula River, ibl- 
lowing the First Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, and bivouacked 
between tlie Saluda and Broad Iti vers at 11 p, m. On the 17th instant 
I moved in rear of the IHrst Division, across Broad River, passed 
through Columbia, going into camp ou the southeast side of the tOAvn, 
near the junction of the Charlotte and Oharlcstoii railroads. On tlio 
18th imstant, the command being directed to move doAvu the Oharlostoii 
railroad and destroy as mmjh of that road as practicable, in conjunc- 
tion with the S(3cond Division, I moved at daylight and destroyed 
botwoon the Three and Six Milo Posts, and botAveon the Nino and 
TavgIvo ]\Iile Posts, all the iron, tics, switches, and tanks, and tlieii 
returned toward the city. On arriving to Avithiii four iniles of Colum- 
bia I received orders to iliiish the destruction of the'railroad to the 
Fifteen-Mile Postj consequently went into bivouac at the point I 
yecoived the orders, and on the morning of the 10th instant returned 
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to tlio Twclvo-Mllo Post Jiiul burned all of the rood to ilio Fiftooii-Jl ilo 
Postj also Kent a party to Cedar Creek, and destroyed the railroad 
bridge over that stream. 

The total amount of destnictioii in those two days may bo summed 
up as follows: 000 bales of cotton, 32 stacks of fodder, .1. saw-mill, 8 
barracks, nine miles of railroad, 200 U-rails at Hopkins’ Turnout, 2 
tanks, 1 depot, 17 box-ears, 5 ijlatform-cars, 2 railroad bridg(5s, ami 0 
culverts, and captured about 05 bead of mules, 8 liorses, 2, ()()() p{>uuds 
of meal and Hour, and a. large quantity of salt moat, ca ttle, slioep, cfce. 

On the 20tli instant the command, in complianeo with orders from 
corps headquarters, moved, via Hopkins’ plantation, Traveler’s Host, 
and Muddy Bx^rings, to cami) on Oaiio Creek, wliere w(i Joined the 
coiqis after an arduous msweli of tweiity-ono miles.

Colonel: In eomidiaueo witli instructions \ have the lunior to sub- 
mit the following report ()f the inovoimMits and ox>oraliions of my eoni- 
maud diii'iiig the cami)aigu Just closed, beginning on tlie 28tU of Jan- 
uary and emliiig on the 2-l:bIi of March, 18(55: 

In oi'dor to connect and complete the military liistory of the op(M'- 
ations of this division from its occupation of Bavaitnah, (la., on the 2)Kt 
.day of Deeember, 18(51, to the present time, 1 would briolly state tlnit 
from the day my coinmand entered Savannah up to the 20lh day of 
January it was engaged by heavy details, fnrnisliod daily, for fatigue 
duty in the city, besides one entire regiment Ibr special duty, reporting 
to the chief quartermaster of the army. On the 20th of January, 
inu'suant to orders from cor])s head(iuartcrR, 1 broke camp at an (sarly 
hour, and moving through the city commenced croHsing my troojjs on 
poiitomiH to an island ill the Bavannah Kivor, xireparatory to a move- 
ment acro.ss the main channel, and theiioointii Bmitii (.Carolina in the 
direction of ro(;otaligo, but liad succeeded in crossing only a portion 
of my command when the head of column came upon the rear of Oen- 
oral Smith’s division of this coiqis, avIioho truiiiM and one brigade of 
infantry wore still ui)on tlio island and unable to make the pont;oons 
over the loft channel of the river on account of the condition of the 
roads. At 5 p. lu. General Smith’s troox>s, still being unable to make 
the crossing, and a violent rain-storm having sot in about midday ainl 
coiitiiiuod up to this hour without abatenioni:, in compliance with 
insti’uctious from the major-general commanding, I eountermai'ched my 
division tliroiigli the city and reoccux>iod the camps vacated in tli'e 
morning, whore I romained until the 27th instanl;, the heavy raims 
making the rojids almost imxmicticablo lor tlio movement oV army 
trains. During this interval 1 received instructions IVoiu yon, in ku 1 >- 
stance as follows: To move my command as soon as ])ossible to >Sistoi'’.s 
Perry, on tlic Savannah liiver, uniting there temporarily Avith the Ijolt 

Nominal liHt (uiuittod) uhows 1 olhcov ami 5 ouliskod muu. 
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AViiiff of thoarmy; to croHs the river and Join niy corps (wliieli had 
left Wavamiiih by water) at or near Hickory trill, S. C, In ct)iiipliaiK;o 
with tlicse iiistrnetiojis, on the 27tli of .January I pu.sliod one brigade 
out in the direction of Sister’s Ferry to i-cpair the road, and on the day 
following broke camp at 7 a. in., and with the reniaindcr of my coiii- 
nnuid moved upon the Si.ster’s Ferry road to Kcller’.s planlation, a dis- 
tance of twenty miles, uniting niy coininand on route, d'aking up my 
line of march iVom this point I moved directly for Sister’s Ferry, near 
whieh place I arrived on the 30tli instant, and reported to Maior-Goii- 
eral Slocum, from Avhom I a.scortained that it wonhl bo utterly impossi- 
ble to move fartber for scvcnil days, owing to the swaiui)S on the oppo- 
site side of the river being buried by water for several miles nut, and in 
many places not fordable. Hero I reniaincd until the 4tli of February, 
furnishing in the meantime heavy details to bo sent across tlio river to 
corduroy the roads as last as the water recoded suniciently to enable 
the men to work. 

On the .‘list of .Taiuiary I received instriictlous from corps head- 
quarters to hasten forward with my (joinmaiid as rapidly as possible to 
Iliokory Hill, whore corps hca<lquartcr8 would be o-stablished on the 
Ist of February, the army being then in motion from Focotaligo. On 
the evening of the dth instaut l moved my command ac-voss the Savaii- 
nail Itiver, following General (loary’s division, of the Twentieth Corps, 
and bivouacked during the night on its opposite bank. At daybreak 
on the nth instant I tiuw forward threo regiments to repair the road 
through Black Swamp, and at 3 p. m., with twenty-two days’ rations of 
iiaisl br(nul and eighteen of sugar and coifoo, and carrying four days’ 
rations on the person, I again took up my lino of march, and pushing 
across the dense swamp Just referred to (being threo miles wide), 
moved viaRobortsvilleto the right, crossing the Lawtonville and Law- 
tonvillo and Gillisonvilio roads and Ooosawhatchio Swamp, making 
Hickory Hill at dark on tho evoning of the 7th of February. At tliis 
point I ascertained that the corps had passed but a few days before, and 
at ouee dispatolied a staff olHcor to you to report my progress and tho 
roads which I should probably traverse iu continuing my march. I 
would hero a(l<l that T loft the lino of march of tho Loft Wing at the 
junction of tho Sister’s Ferry and Lawtonvillo roads, leaving that 
column to the loft and continuing directly forwar«l on what tho citizens 
designated as tho Hock Spring road, bearing well to tho loft after 
leaving Johiics’ I’eii Branch. Before leaving Hickory Hill I was 
joined by tho Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry and its train of forty 
'wagons on their way back from Focotaligo, where they had boon with 
wounded men of their corps. At daybreak on tho 8th I (amtimied my 
inarch to the right, u])on tho Sister’s Ferry road, crossing Wlilppy 
Swamp .and Great Salkcliatchio at Bivers’ Bridge, thoiice across the 
Little Salkohatchio Kiver and to tho loft niion tho TTolnmn’s Bridge 
road to Lee’s pl.aiitation, near Graliani’a Turnout, on the South Oaro- 
liiia Bailroad, where 1 arrived on the evening of tlie 10th of February, 
having made a rapid inarcli during that instant of twenty-two miles, 
.and placed my command in bivouac, being only four miles from head- 
quarters of the corps, with which I had oiiencd comiminicatioii during 
tho day. Up to this time my command had been compelled to contend 
with tho most incleinont weather and roads, whieh under other circum- 
siances would have been looked uxion as almost imiiassablo. The 
entire division was, as I may say, organized into a temporary pioneer 
corps (my pioneer organization being absent with the Seveutoenth 
Army Corps), tho nieii mai*chmg for miles with fouoo rails upon their

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shoulders with which to corduroy the swampa and qniedesand roads 
before a waA'ou could pass over them, and in many inatanc.es porloi'in- 
ing the severest labor in water to their waists, ronmininA,thua oxposiMl 
until in many oases they wore brought from tlio water in a eriinipea 
and spasmodic condition. !13specially was this the (iiiso at Wliippy 

^'Bi'ealdng camp at Leo’s iilantatioii at fi a. m. the Jlth of i'’ebrujn’y, 
I moved rapidly forward, crossing the Branchvillo ami Augusta, ivail- 
road to Binnakcr’s Bridge, over the Ihttlo or South Bramdi ot tne 
Edisto Eiver, whore, striking the rear of the Sovoni:ecnth Army Corps, 
I made a. temporary halt, massing my command until .1 (jould get pos- 
session of the pontoons. At 1 p. m. X crossed my comimiiid, and leav- 
ing to my right the road pursued by the Seventeenth Army (xirps 
moved to'Hoopor’s plantation, where 1 wna compelled to plar.e my imiii- 
niaml in bivouac for the night to wait for tlio Third and l.'lrst 1 bvisioiis 
to pass my head of column. Oontimiiug my march at daybi'calc on t he 
B>tli, I moved forward to the right, and following the road jnirsmul hy 
the I'emaiiulev of tho corps arrived nonr the North Branch o(, the lulls to 
Elver at 11 a. m.and took up a position on the left of the . hirst Division, 
and in support of General Hazen, whoso troops at that time were skii.* 
mishing witli tho enemy on tho opposite bank. At (j a. in. on th(> Idtli 
instant, tho oiiomy having boon expelled from the river, I crossed tlie 
Edisto ami moved forward, bearing well to tho lei’t; crossed Little 
Beavor Creek and from thence to Sandy Eun Post-Ofllee, striking at tins 
latter point tho Orangeburg and Oolumbia road, which I pursued to 
the left a distance of lour miles, and placed my cominaml iii bivouac 
at 10.30 a. 111 . on the Uth. Tho entire coiqis concentrated at this 
point. At 8 a. in. on tlio IHth I moved out on the road above referred 
to in tlio direction of Coinmbia, following in roar of the aecoiid Divis- 
ion of this corps to Oongaree Greek, ami from tliemio, on the lOth, to 
apo.sitioii in front, In open view, and nearly in imislcet range of the city 
of Oolumbia. It was here, and while throwing my troops into position, 
that Battery H, First Mi8.souri Light Artillery, of this division, Rilomiod 
a rebel battery which was directing its lire against tho right of my 
inlantry and trains of tlio corps, which were passing in easy range. 
The firing of Callahan’.s battery was well e.xoc.utod ami vapid, and no 
doubt saved our trains from being stampeded by the enemy’s lire. 
During the night of this day, pursuant to orders from corps luiadquiir- 
tors, 1 withdrew my command from its position and crossed tho Balmla 
Kiver to Dut(di Fork, and from thoiico, at 8 a. in. on tho 17th, crossed 
Broad Bivor (leaving my trains under a sullicient guard) ami moved 
tlirongli the city of Columbia to a position nearly oast thereof ami in. 
close ])roximity to tho junction of tho Charlotte and Oliarlo.stmi rail- 
roads. Daring the 18th and 19th of Februarj^ my commaml was 
engaged in the destruction of tho Gharloston railroad, niiui miles of 
wliicli was romlorod completely useless, and a miinber of (airs, a (loimt, 
bridges, tanks, &c., burned, a tabular list of which you will liiid 
appended. 

On tho 20th, pursuant to orders from tho nifiior-gonoral coinmamliiig 
corps, I moved my cominaiul, via Hopkins’ plantation, 'rravoler’s Best, 
and Muddy Springs, joining tho corps near Gauo Greek, after an 
arduous march of twenty miles. At this pointi was joimulby my trains 
which Avore left at Dutch b'ork on the 17tU of February. Breaking camp 
at 5.30 a. in. tho 2l8t, I moved past Bound Top, across ’rwoiil;y-(ive 
Milo Greek to the Oaindon road, at a point throe miles from Bidgeway ; 
thence to the right, along the Oamdeu road to its iutevseetioii with tlio 
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Eocky Mount roncl, down wliicli I moved to Dutelinian’s Creek, baviiig 
iiiarclicd a distance of twenty-one miles. Crossing this creek on tlm 
22d instant, I continued my march, via Poplar Springs and the inter- 
seotion ot the Carlyle Court-House and Winnsboroiigh and Eocky 
Mount roads, to Poay’a Perry, on the Waterco Eiver. Crossing tliis 
river on pontoons on the 23d, I moved in roar of the Second Division 
to Liberty Ilillj thence to the right on the Camden road, to Wliite Oak 
Creek. Contimiing my march li'om this point, I moved in advance of 
the Second Division in the direction of Camden, crossing Saunders’ 
Creek, at which point I detached a small force under the command of 
Colonel Adams, with instructions to move through Camden, driving 
out any force of tlio enemy he might encounter, and destroying all 
Gcverniiientproporfcy, stores, iiud cotton in the city, after which to join 
mo during the night either on route or in bivouac. With the remainder 
of iny division I xnirsued a road to the loft, and pas.sing within two 
miles of Camden struck, the Chcraw and Camden road, upon which I 
moved my command to the loft, crossing Big Pino Tree Creek and 
going into bwouacon its right bank. .Borol was joined by the dotacli- 
inent sent through Camden, tlic commanding ofllcor of wlii(}h had 
carried out my instructions with a celerity and proini)tncHS liighly 
commondable, having driven the enemy’s cavalry from the place, cap- 
turinc’ a number of prisoners, and releasing a number of our own men 


also And appended to this report. 

Breaking camp at 10.30 a. m. on the 25tli of Pobruary, I continued 
forward on the Choraw and Camden road, moving via Pine Tree Meet- 
ing-liouso to Lynch’s Greek, whore I arrived on the 26th at 10.30 a. m., 
and found the low land contingent to tho stream com])lotelysubmorgecl. 
the water being In some places four feet deep and oxtondiiig over a llac 
of half a mile in breadth. The bridge (Tiller’s) across tho main stream 
I found to bo intact, although the road on oithor side was impractica*

to wade In water to their waists, making a lodgment on tho opposite 
bank at 12.30 p. in. Before tlio troops had fairly made this lodgment, 
and while in tho act of returning their clotliiiig, which had been stripped 
before fording tho swamp and creek, tho foraging details from my own 
comma, lid and others of tlio corps had ©iicoiiutcrcd tho enemy’s cavalry 
and been driven in toward Tiller’s Bridge, but wore checked by the 
appearance of my infantry and tho addition of a few mounted men of 
the Sovcntli Illinois Volunteers. In the promiscuous skirmishing wliicli 
took place, nine of tho enemy are known to have been killed, besides a 


more particularly mentioned in my special report of that date. Tho 
onciuy’s strength was variously ostiinatcd at from DOO to 2,000 men. 

During the 27th and 28th of February, and until 1.30 p. m. March 1, 
my command was ongagod in building bridges and corduroy for tlie 
passage of my trains over Lynch’s Creek. Breaking camp at the hour 
above mentioned (1.30 p. in. March 1), I moved on tho Oheraw and 
Oaindoii road, crossing Black, Juniper, and Thompson’s Greeks to 
Chcraw, S. 0,, and from thence to the loft upon the OheatorAold road 
to Powo’s plantation, two miles from. tho city, whore I placed my com- 
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maiul ill bivouac aiitl position on tho left of tlio First Divi.sioii, lOf- 
toentli Army Corps, -wliich position I rotsiincd until tho (»tli insl-iiiit, 
with the exception of one brigade assigned to provost iluty in Cheraw, 
relieving a brigade of tlie Scveiitcentli Army Corps, ilroaking camp 
on tho Util instant at 7 a. in., I moved through Olicraw in roar of tlie 
First Division, and crossing the redeo Kiver pnrsuod tho Fayotii'.yiilo 
road, via irarrington’s plantation and Grant’s JilllI, to Jrby’s plantation, 
from thonco to Goodwin’s Mills, on Crooked (’reek, via Jrby’s aiul 
Easterling’s Mills and the junction of the Dcntonvillo | Ilonnottsvillol 
and Gheraw I’oads, to Springfield, N. C., where 1 arrived on tlio 8tli 
instant, a portion of my march being over tho old Stage road. It was 
during this instant that the Third Drigadoof my division Joined me, 
it having heen detached as escort to tho poninon trains IVom Clieraw. 

Moving forward from this point at an early hour on the !)th iiisiaiit, 
I made Lanrol Jlill via tho telegraph road at 10 a. in., and thence to 
Johnson’s plantation, wliero I was compelled to halt at midnight cm 
account of the men and animals being completely exhausted, ha ving 
marched over flooded and almost imiiasaaJilo roads during a violent 
rain-storm, which had continued nearly tlio entire day. Atr dayhi'iMilc 
on tho 10th instant I placed heavy dclaJls, in addition to my pioiuior 
corps, at work on the road, and succeeded in moving my entire com- 
mund across Lumber Kivor to Parson McNeill’s plantation, on the old 
Stage road, whore 1 was comiiclled to nuiko a halt to ciniblo the trains 
of tho Second Division to cross Paft ywamp. As soon as I eonid 
get possession of tho road I sent three regiments and my pioneer (iorrm 
into the sn'amp to repair bridges and roads, and clnring tlio night 
moved my ordnance and supply train.s across 1o nctliel (,’hm'cli and 
started one brigade of infantry for the .same iioint, but owing to the 
amount of labor to be performed It did not reach its destination until 
dajdight. Breaking camp at (J a. in. tho lltli instant, crosKod Haft 
Swamp, and uniting my command at Hetliel Church moved in rear of 
tho Sccoml Division on the old Stage road, crossing Davis’ and Big 
Hockllsh Creeks, thence to tho right over fair .voikIh, via 'Hocklish 
Factory, on Little liockfisli Creek, to the vicinity of Fayetteville, N, 
0., arriving abreast of tho Second Division, which had imrsued a road 
parallel and to my left. Ifero my commaml was placed in jiositiou 
and remained until tho 14th instant, when, crossing Capo l''ear Itiver, 1 
took up a position two miles therefrom ami in roar of the Seventeenth 
Army Corps. It was during tliis halt that the refiigoes (wliite and 
colored), some J.,100 in number, and who had marched with my column 
from the Watcroo lUver and subsisteil from my suiiiflies, Avero dropiied 
from my coinmand and started to Wilmington. In compliance with 
orders from corps homhpnirtora I turned over for the use of tlieao rofu- 
gccs such transportation ns I could spare, cast oil' all surplus baggage, 
and supplied my command with five days’ lialf rations preparatory to 
a movement in tho direction of Goldsborough, N. C. Having assigned 
my 8iip]dy and tho greater iiortioii of my ordnaneo trains to the corjis 
train, Avith a sulhcient guard, I iiiOA'od foinvard upon the Goldsborougli 
road to South Kivor, Avlioro the enemy Avas developed on its ojiposito 
bank, made up of cavalry and a few i>ieees of artillery posted in a 
strong position, and the bridge over the main channel reiubn'od impass- 
able by tho removal of tho idanldng. TliroAving forward a lino of 
skirmishers to engage the enemy, I succeeded in moving a force to tho 
lel't and commenced crossing, the men being eompelled to ford tlio 
swamps, a distance of 200 yards, but passing tho channel of the river 
on boats floated doAvn and made fast for that purpose. Before tins 
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movGineut could bo completed and the enemy assaulted, as was my 
intention, niglit liad set in, the intense daukuess of wliieli, accompa- 
nied by torrents of rain, compelling the men to grope tlioiv way M’itli 
groat caution through the boggy swamp (covered with three feet of 
water), and making it neaidy midnight before a lodgment was made 
on the opposite bank, when it was ascertained that the enemy had not 
waited to receive ns, but had taken advantage of the darkness to fall 
back in the direction of the Little Oohera Greek. 

My thanks are duo to the olliccrs and men of the Seventh Iowa Tol- 
untcers for tlio energy they displayed in crossing tliis river and over- 
coming the serious obstacles with which they liad to contend. 

Upon receipt of the information of the flight of the enemy details 
wore at once made to repair the bridge, which labor was complete at 
7.30 a. m. on the lOtk instant, at which hour I crossed my divi.sion, and 
continuing on the same road a distance of six miles, thence to tlio loft 
to tlierayettovillo and Bontonvillo road, which I pursued to the right, 
crossing both Little and Big Oohera Greeks, and arriving at Newton 
Grove on the 18th instant, taking up a position covering the several 
roads wliioh form a junction at this idaco. From this ])oint I inoved my 
command, ill rear of the FirsbBivision of this corps, on the direct Golds- 
borougli road, crossing Falling Greek to its intereoctioti with the Bon- 
toiivillo road, which road I pursued to the vicinity of Mill Greek, wliore 
I arrived on the 20th instant, taking up a position on the right of Gen- 
eral Woods with two brigades in lino and one in reserve, witli a strong 
lino of skirmishers thrown forward to occupy the right banlc of the crook 
aiid swamp, confronting thosoof the enemy on the opposite bank. This 
position was intrenched duriugthe day and made secure against assault. 
Luring the 2l8t instant now and advanced works were constructed and 
occupied, with the right thrown forward at an angle of 36 degrees. 
With the exception of desultory firing by skirmishers no very active 
operations had taken place along my front up to 2.30 p. m, of this 
instant, at which hour, rc-enforcing my skirmishers, ordered an advance 
upon tlio rifle ])its of the enemy, held by a strong line of 8kirmish6r.s, 
driving them from and taking possession of their works, but failed to 
hold them owing to a flank lire received from the loft, the brigade 
holding General Woods’ right failing to support tlio movement, and the 
close proximity of the enemy’s pits to their main works on the right of 
my line, Avhicli exposed tlio men to a murderous Are. I, however, main- 
tained an advanced position, within easy inuskot-raugo of their main 
works, and successfully repelled every attempt the enemy made to dis- 
lodge this line. Gallahau’s battery, on the right of ray lino, was sub- 
jected to a warm fire whenever the enemy advanced, but both olhcors 
and men behaved with great coolness, and used their guns against the 
enemy with lino execution. A brisk skirmish fire was coiitinuod until 
long after dark. The loss to my division during the day was something 
over forty killed and wounded. The reported loSs of the enemy on 
ray division front and that of General Woods was COO men, including 
prisoners. During the night of tliis instant the enemy evacuated his 
works, falling back across Hannah’s Greek, and at 3 a. lu. on the 22d 
instant my skirmishers took possession of tlio deserted works, pushing 
forward to the bridge over Hannah’s Greek, four miles distant, at which 
point the pursuit v'as stopped by orders from headquarters of the corps 
and the men withdrawn to the rebel works. One brigade and the 
inoneor corps of this division were during the day placed at work 
uxioii the roads, rejiairing them for the movement of the corps, ■which 
labor -was thoroughly performed.

Pefore closing this report 1 desire to boar witness tt) the univei’sai 
good (iondnet of the oflieers and soldiers of this division daring the 
eampaigiijnst closed. During a long and arduous maixdi of about 500 
miles, oceipiying liity-llve day.s, a portion of this time on one-third am 
one-fourth rations, marching over heavy roads, building bridges, ami 
hiyiiig corduroy, and laboring in water during tlie most inc.lement and 
coldest season of the year, without a murmur or complaint IVinu any. 

To the several members of my staff I extend iny warmest tlninlc.s lor 
their cordial aid throughout the campaign. It inatters little whether 
in the swamp or on the battlcllcld, contciuUng with the elements (U’ an 
enemy, they manifested such zeal, energy, and willingness of spirit in 
eacli capacity, by night or by day, that .1 am hapjiy to (umimeiid thPfP 
to the especial nolice of the general commanding as worthy ol Ins 
highest praise. Capt. L. If. .IDvorts, assistant adjulaiit-genei'jvl, in 
addition to the arduous duties of his olllco, roinlorcd services so vfihia* 
bio as to induce me to recommond him to your favorable (jonsidoratioii 
for promotion in his department. 

Poviiiit me to rcspoetfiilly call your attention to the tabular list or 
statement Jiovoto apjiended,* and which embraco.s us I'air an estiinato 
as can possibly bo procured.

{Japtain: 1 have the honor to subiuit the lollowing repoi't of the 
inovemonts and operation.s of iny brigade during the eumpaign Iroin 
Havaiinah to this place: 

In compliance with orders I moved iny eoinniand (Vom .Savannah, in 
({oniiection with the division, on the 28tli of January, on the Lonisville 
pike toward Sister’s Ferry, passing througli Springilold and reaching 
the ferry on the SOtli. In conscquoiico of the country being inundated 
and it being necessary to construct now roads, the ('(mnmiiid remained 
in camp until Fcbrnary 4, wlicn, the roads being eoinploted, we eros.sed 
tlio yavainiah iiiver and paJised tlirongli llobertsville; crossed Big 
Saliailiatehic Biver at liivors’ Biidgo, Little Salkohatchio at < )a.tmaii’s 
Bridge, South Edisto at Binnakor’s Bridge, and Nortb bldisto Ivivor 
on tlio 13tli. On the IGtli crossed Big Oongaree Greek and rcuebed the 
vicinity of Columbia, S. O. In comidianee with iiistvuctioiiH I formed 
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jiiy briyado :l 00 yards from tlio bank of Congarcc lUver, directly opi^o- 
site and in (‘nil vicAV of tlio city. The cncMny opened a section ol' 
artillery on iny line, wliich was promptly silenced by Battery 11, First 
Missouri bif-lit Artillery. A lino of sldriuishcrs which I threw for- 
Avard to tiio bunk of tho river prevented any further deinonstration 
being’ made by the enemy. Moved, across Saluda Itlver at Saluda Fac- 
tory on the night of February 10, crossed Broa<l Biver on the 17th, 
aiul passed through the city of Golninbia aiidcncaniped about one mile 
Hoiitlieust of it. On the IStli and loth destroyed three miles of track 
on f he Columbia Biuindi of the South Carolina liailroiid. iMovcmI with 
the division toward l.‘oplar Springs, cro.ssed Watereo liiver at Peay’s 
Ferry, passed tliroiigli Jvirkwood, and moved in the direction of Lynch’s 
Greek at Tiller’s Bridge. The crossing of Lynch’s Greek Avas cllectod 
Avitli much difiieulty, the Avater being from knee to waist deep, and coA^er- 
iiig the road for tliree qnartera of a mile. After having crossed I 
encountered the enemy (Wade llanipton’a cavali'y), Avho appeared in 
force and made two charges on my lino, but a strong skiniush lino Aras 
Bullicicmt to cheek and repel the charges and capture a number of 
prisoners aiifl hox'ses. 

It being necessary to construct a Avagoti bridge over the crook bel'oro 
the train could cross avo remained in camp until ]\larch 1. .Moved on 
tlio GlieraAV road; (srossed Black and Tiioinpson’s Greeks and entered 
(.Iheraw on the 4th. Grossed Great I’edco Kivor at Ghcraw on the (1th, 
and moved in the dircc-tion of Fayottovillo. Passed through Xlriglits- 
villo, Springfield, and Laurel Hill, and crossed Shoe Ileol Creole, Jtaft 
SAvainp, and Lumber Itiver, and readied the vicinity of Piiyottevillo 
March 12. Crossed Cape Fear Itiver on the 14th and moved toward 
Goldsbovough. Itcached Blade or Soutli Itiver on tlie J.5th. The 
enemy (Butler’s cavalry) having imssoasion of the oiiposito side of the 
river, I ordered the Sovonth Iowa Infantry, Lieut. Go). J. 0. Parrott 
commanding, to iiroocod threo-quavtors of a inilo above and effect a 
crossing if possible. At the same time I sent throe companies horn 
Sixty-sixth Jndinna .Infantry half a mile doAvii the river and deployed 
skirmishers in front ibr the purpose of making a demonstration. At 
about 7 o’dock in the evening Oolond Parrott succeeded in ollbcting 
a crossing, being f<irced to Avado a swamp COO yards Avidc, Avhcrc the 
Avatei* Avas from waist to shouldor deep, ami ascertained that the enemy 
liiul retired. Moved forAvard on the IGtli, crossing Little and Big 
Cohera Swamjis. Grossed Palling Greek on the night of the lOtli. 
Moved via Cox’s Gross-.I{oad8 on the 20th to Mill (3reck, Avhore the 
enemy Avaa intrendied. I occupied a position assigned me in support 
of the Second and Third Brigades. On the 2iat the enemy’s slcir- 
inishers Avero driven in and oiir line pushed farther to tlio front. The 
'enemy kept up a sharp ilrc on the skirmish lino during tlio-niglit and 
left our front in the morning. Itosumed our march to Goldsborongh 
on the 23d5 passed through the tOAVu on tlic 24tli, and Avoiifc into camp 
about one mile oast of it, near the railroad. 

The folloAving casualties have occurred during tlie campaign: 1 nuiii 
killed, 3 men Avouuded, 20 men captured by the enemy, 3 men died 
from disease. 

It is estimated that my command has inarched 470 miles since leav- 
ing Savannah, and has passed over thirty-eight miles of corduroy.

March 12, the regiment mi^i'ejmd muoteon 
miles and encamped two miles from Fayetteville, N. O. Mareh I.), the 
regiment rested in camp. Capt. D. 0. Bniitli with the detaehiiiont of 
Company L, which was on forage duty, rcporteil. to tiio regiment lor 
duty having been relieved. March 14, the rogiiiioiit moved across 
Cape Fear Fiver and encamped two miles from the bridge, alter whicli 
it repaired the road back to the river. March :!.5, the regiment marched 
twelve miles and encamped near the South Fork of Illaek .Liycr at .J 
1 ). ni. At 7 p. m. the regiment moved dfiW'ii to the river and lollowed 
the Sixty-sixth Illinois Veteran A’^olunteer Infantry, which w-iidcd the 
river to support the Seventh Iowa Inlantry Voluiiteoi s. V\ liile the 
regiment was crossing tlie movomenb-was arrested and tlie rogimeut 
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ordered back to camp for tlio night. March 16, the rogiinont marched 
ten miles and encamped for the night. .March 17, 1 lie regiment mai‘(6uMl 
live miles and encamped for the niglit. March ;icS, the regiment marched 
tAvelvo miles and encamped for the niglit. Mariih lO, tlie I'cgimcnt 
inarched very slowly eight miles, crossed Mill Creek and was assigned 
an advance position lialf a mile to the left on a road leading to ileii* 
tonville, whore it arrived at 10 p. m. Itelleved tlio Sixty-sixth Illinois 
Infantry and built a protection of earth- works. March 20, tlio regiment 
marched at 7 a. in. flftocn miles and took a position at 12 in. in the right 
center of the hrigade and conatriictcd works. The reginumt in con- 
junction with the rest of the brigade moved forward about 200 yards at 
sunset into the next line of works, which were sti-cngtliened during the 
night. March 21, the regiment witli thercst of the brigade moved into 
the next line of works, distant about 300 yards, at 2 p.m. iind eiKaimped 
for the night. March 22, the regiment rested in camp. March 23, tlio 
regiment mnrehod twelve miles toward Ooldsborovigh and oneamiiod 
for the night. March 24, the regiment marched ton miles, crossed ( ho 
Nouso Kivor, passed throngii Cloklsborough and encamped two miles 
cast of town.

Lieu'I’ENAnt: In compliance with General Orders, No. 8, headquar- 
toi's First Brigade, Fourth Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, dated 
Goldsborough, N. C., March 27, 18G5, I have the honor to submit tlio 
folloM’iiig report of the movements and operations of this regiment 
during tlio campaign from Savannah, Ga., to this idaiioi 
January 28, this i-egimont (Oompanioa A, B, C, D, lO, G, n, I, and 
K) marched with the brigade and division from Savaiinali, Ua., at 7 
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a. in. on tlio Louisville piUo ami encamped twcuity miles nortli of tlio 
city. .laniiary 21), moved at 7 a. in., tiiis regiment being llio rear 
guavd; marched about ton miles tlirongli a barren, swampy eoirntry, 
and cneainpcd after nightfall three miles from Siiringlield. eJaniiury 
30, this day tlio regiment was in advance of this division and rciudied 
Sister’s Loriy about 5 p. in. 

January 31, February 1, 2, and 3, remained in camp, nothing of 
iiitereatoGCUi'i'ing. February 4, crossed the Savannah ltiv<u’ into South 
Carolina and encamped ten miles beyond. li’el)ruary 5, at 1 p. m. 
marched through a large swamp, tlio entire distance (about iiyc miles) 
being corduroyed. Tfineamped near itobortsville. February (i, moved 
at 7 a. m., passing tbrongh Itobortsville. Iluin fell during the day. 
February 7, moved at 7 a. m.j roads very bad by reason of the rain 
which fell in great quantities during the night. Crossed the head- 
waters of the Combahee llivcr. February 8 and 0, mavchod each day, 
nothing oecnrriug worthy of notice. February .10, this regiment, in 
ndvaiHic of the division, })assed through Buford’s lii’idgo and encamped, 
having marched about twenty miles the day. February II, crossed 
the Cliarlestou and .Augusta Bailroad near Oruhamvillo, also the South 
Fdifito Itivor and camped tlinjo milc.s beyond, marching fourtceii miles. 
February 12, marched at C a. m. and encamped near the North ISdisto 
Bivor, February 13, crossed North Edisto Biver at 5 a. m, and con- 
tinued the march on the Oolumbia road, ciicanqtjng for the night 
twenty-three miles from the city. Fobruavy J.4 and .1.5, moved lu tlm 
direction of Columbia, passing Sandy Buu Post-Oillco. .February 10, 
crossed the Saluda Biver and encamped for the night on the peninsula 
formed by the Saluda and Broad Bivors. February 17, moved at noon 
and crossed Broad Biver three miles above Oolumbia; marched through 
it and encamped near and cast of tlio city. February 18 and 10, the 
regiment was engaged in destroying the track on the road leading* to 
Ohavlcston. X'cbriiary 20, marched at 7 a. m., passing* through a 
sandy, barren plain. This was a very sevoro march on account ot the 
seavdity of water. February 21, marched early, passing Bound Toji, and 
Giicampod on Harrison’s plantation. February 22, inarched at 10 a. m. ; 
roads good; country very hilly; encamped near tlie Watereo Liver. 
February 23, crossed the Watereo River; passed through the village ot 
Liberty Hill and cam])ed on tho Oaindcii road, having marched thir- 
teen liiiles. February 24, moved atOa. m.; rained very hard during 
the (lay; roads bad. Grossed Flat Rock Greek; pa.sscd through .Kirk- 
wood, near Gamden, and encamxicd throe miles beyond. February 25, 
nuiKjhod at 10 a. in. and encamped six miles from Lyiieli’s Crook. 
February 2G, nuirolied at 7 a. m.; crossed Lynch’s Creek about ijoon, 
the men wading; some skirmishing in front, Gompanios A and .Iv, oi 
this regiment, wore ordered on the skinnish line, but were iu)t engaged.^ 
1 laving been assigned position, tho men of the regiment built a lino ol 
works equal to tho fcontof tlio regiment. Febriuiry 27 and 28, remained 
in camp in tho earth-works, during this time awaiting tho crossing oi 
tlio trains across the creek. . 

March 1, marched at 3 p. m. on tho Ghoraw road, thus regiment in 
rear of tlie division; encamped on Black Greek. March 2 and 3, 
marched on tho Chcraw road ; crossed Bhwdc Greek and oncampea at 
Thompson’s Greek. March 4, crossed Thompson’s Creek and ontcrecl 
Gheraw and encamped two miles north of town. Tho regmumt 
remained in camp tlio following day. March 0, this regimenL in rear 
ol‘ the di>'ision this day, crossed tho Groat Pedeo River at l..iO p. in. 
and camped Jbr tho night live miles beyond, March 7, marclmu in 
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advance of tlie division at 7 a. in.; roadswerc in excellent condition and 
the counti y nmcli more productive than any tlirongli which we have 
marched. Bivouacked for the night at Goodwin’s Milts. March 8, 
marched on the Fayetteville road; entered the State of Korth Carolina 
at 2.45 p. m.; encainpcd at Siiringfield rost-Ofticc for the night. 
March 9, left camp atC a. m.; passed through Laurel Hill. Tlie niareh 
this day was undoubtedly the most disagreeable of tbe campaign, the 
roads being almost impassable on account of the rain, wbicli fell in 
torrents for lioars. March 10, crossed Lumber Itiver; marebed tliree 
miles beyond, wbore this regiment wais ordered to build corduroy and 
a bridge across .a stream in a swamp. March 11, moved at 0 a. in,, 
tbi.s rogimentiii advance of the divi.sion. The roads wei’O in bad con- 
dition a groat portion of the distance traveled. March 12, marched on 
the Fayetteville road; passed throngU Kockfish village and encamped 
near Fayetteville. Itcmained in camp the following day. lilarcb 14, 
moved at daylight; crossed Capo Fear Itivcr and encamped on the 
Wilmington roail. March 15, marched on the Goldsboroiigh road and 
reached Black Itiver late in the aftoriioou and encamped for the night. 
The enemy threw one slicll into om* camp. March 16, at daylight this 
regiment waded the river and relieved the Seventh Iowa Infantry, 
which was picketing the road on tlie opiiosito bank, having crossed 
the night before. Alarcli 17, continued the march in the direction of 
Goklsborongh, nothing of interest ocmirring. March 20, 21, and 22, 
this rogiinontw'as not engaged in the lighting that occurred during 
this time, being in reserve and occupying works built by tbe Eighty- 
lirst Ohio Infantry. March 23, the enemy having retreated, this regi- 
ment with the army took np the lino of march for Goldsborough, and 
on the 24th arrived at its pre.scnt camp w-ithout the loss of an oflicor 
or oiillsted man killed, wounded, or caiitnred by the enemy. 

Q^iis regiment built probably one mile of corduroy road at different 
times and places.

Report of Col. l^oel B. ITowardj Second Iowa Infantry, of operations 
January 38-Maro1i 34. 

Heatiquauters Second Iowa Infantry Volunteers, 

ifear Goldsborough^ M. 0., March 38, ISGtt. 

Sib : In compliance with orders I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report of tlio operations of my command during the campaign 
just closed: 

The regiment loft Savannah with the brigade to w'biob it belongs on 
tlic 28th day of Jannary, 1866. During the march to Ooliimbia, S. 0., 
notbing Avorthy of note occiin’cd. Daily marches, interspersed with 
making corduroy roads aiulpassiugdifflcult .swamps, occupied the time 
till the 16th of Fcbmaiy. On this day, Avliile the army was imssing 
up the river in front of Oolumbia, the regiment, as a part of the bri- 
gade Avent into position on the banks of the river below the city. The 
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enemy soon ndvanced a. lino of skirmisliors fioni tlie opposite side, to 
gain tlic river-bank. Company tr, First Lieut. J. A, Do Mntli com- 
manding, was deployed in doublo-qiiick time and suececded in reaching 
the riverbcforotliG enomy^s skirinishors eon Id do .so; ami, together witli 
a company from eaoU of the other regiments in the brigade and the 
battery, snceecded in provoiitiiig thociiciny’sllnofroingaiiiiiigtheriver 
at all until onr lino was withdrawn. From this tijno, in passing through 
Ooliimbia, destroying the railroad below that tnwn, and until tlio 2()th 
of February, nothing of intei’cstocciUTedwithwhhdi the regiment was 
specially connected. 

On the 26th the regiment was the advajioo regiment of the division, 
and rcaohed Lynolds Greek at about 10 a. m. The (weelc was s\rollen 
and it was necessary to wade it. This was done hy the men, many of 
them stripping for the occasion, and the creek passed, tlio water being 
waist-deep I'or about tlireo-qiiartors of a mile. <.'oini>iiuy G v'as tlie 
advance guard of the division, and crossed a short time before the reg- 
iment. Just as the advance of the regiment had reached the other 
side, the enemy’s cavalry made a dash upon the mounted men who 
had preceded. Company O deployed us akirmishors, the men not 
having time to put on their clothing, and the enemy was checked. 
The first few men who had reached tlie bank, twelve or fifteen in mim- 
ber, wore sent forward, under Captain Heaton, of Company F, to the 
assistance of Company O, and tlio regiment was reformed as soon as tlio 
eiroumstancos would admit, and advanced in lino up the road, Compiiuy 
n being sent forward on a road loading to tlie loft, to meet a llanlc move- 
niont sliouhl it bo attempted. The remaining regiments of tlio brigade 
and a soctioii of Battery TI soon came over, and tlio enemy after some 
more skirmishing retired. 

From this time until the 20tli of March nothing but the nsiuil iiici- 
donta of the march occurred. On that day and tlio subaequonb one, in 
the operations against the enemy near Bontonvillo, the rogimoiit did 
nob become engaged, being in re.servo. 

Duriiigtho eampaigii the regiment constructed about one mile and a 
quarter of corduroy road. 

The distance traveled from Savannah to this place is about ITO 
miles. 

The following is the list of casualties: Fnliated men — killed, Com- 
pany A, 1} died of disease, 3; wounded, 1; captured, 10.

}iry 29, moved from camp at G a. m.; moved slowly on juaioiint ol‘ bad 
roads, which were almost impassable; marched ten miles and w(mt 
into camp on cast side of Little Eboiiczor Creelc, near Spriiig(i(s]d. 
flainiary 80, moved from camp at 0 a. im, tho l•egimellt being detailed 
for duty as pioneers; did considerable work; (U’cssed tln^ IJig and 
Little Lbenezer Orcek.s and camped near »Si.stor’8 Ferry at 3 p. m.; 
distance, eleven miles. ]*emaincd in camp till February <1, I8G5, wlien 
the regiment crossed tl»o Savannah .liivor on pontooius and (annped 
about two miles A-om tho crossing; diatanco marched, I'onr iiiilcs. 
February 5, remained in camp until sundown, then (U’ossed the Hlaclc 
Swamp, and camped at 10 p. m. near Jlobert.syille, S. distance 
marched, four mile.s. Felwuary G, moved from camp at 7 a. in., pa.ss- 
ing through Eobortsville; cami)cd at dark, making foiuieim niilos; 
ruined all day. February 7, tho regiment was ordered and moved be- 
fore daylight to Ooosawhatchio Swamp, and \voro all day engaged in 
building bridges and corduroying roads. The men were in tiie water 
most of the day in collecting tho plank, I'fec., tlirown from tln^ bridges 
by tho rebels; rained liard all day; wont into camp at 4 ]). in. at 
Hiclcory Hill; distance marched, seven miles. February 8, moved IVoin 
camp at 10.30; marched slowly over bud road.s; camped near Whippy 
SM'amp at 8 p. m.; distance marched, eight miles. February I), moved 
ftoiucani]! atO m m., ero.ssial tho Whippy Swam]), men liaving to wade; 
weather very cold and inclement and snowisd during the day; e-rossiid 
tho 13ig iSalkehatchio; cameled at dark, liaving marclied seven mih^s. 
February 10, loft camp at 5..30 a. m., passed Huford’s Hi'ldge, and 
crossed the Little Sulkohatehio at 12 ju. ; camjied at laai’s Cross- Loads 
at 4p.m.; distance, twenty-two miles. February .1 1, lefteainpaliH a. m., 
crossed the Charleston and Augusta ibiilroad, and crossed (, he Eolith 
Edi.sto lllver at 2 p. m.; camped at 4 i). in.; distance marclied, IKleeii 
miles. February 12, loft camp at G a. m., imircliod ten miles, ami 
camped at 1 p. m. February 13, loft camp at 6 a. m., crossed iJie North 
Edisto, passed through oxtomsive turxientino orclmrds, and caniiied at 
3.30 p. m. on Heaver Creole Hills; distance marched, twenty miles. 
February 14, left camp at 7.30 a. m., crossing Little ami Big Beaver 
Creelis, passed through Lundy’sLano, cimscd Sandy .itun, and (Uimiied 
at 1 p. 111 .; distance inarched, seven miles. February 15, left camp 7.30 
a. in., {‘rossed tho Little Oongareo, and camped on the Big Oongarcii; 
marched ton inile.s. February IG, loft camp at 0 a. m., cro-ssod tlie Big 
Coiigareo, and advanced toward Oolnmbia. My regiment being in 
advance, was ordered into line facing tho enemy; worotlien ordered to 
move to tho right and rear and stack arms to give room for Battery 1 1, 
First Mi.ssouri Artillery, to get into iiosition. Company B (Cap- 
tain I'olsom) was detailed, with instructions to gain position on the 
Coiigareo Bivor, which it did, and skirmished with the enemy 
for some time. Moved from this position at 6 p. m., cro.ssed tho Haluda 
Elver oil pontoons, and camiied at 10 p. m.; diatamie marched, seven 
miles. February 17, left camp at 12 in., cimsed Broad Eiver on jioii- 
toons, marched tlirough tho city of Columbia, and eamjied at Charlotte 
Junotiou at dark; distance inarched, Avo miles. February 18, hd'tcuiin]) 
at 8 a, m. ; proceeded down South Carolina Eailroiid and oommouecd its 
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dosbriiction, oiir brigade tearing up and totally destroying two milcisof 
said road same day; eamiied in vicinity ol' llamptou's Bridge for the 
night, having marched twelve miles. February li), left camp at 7 a. in., 
the brigade destroying one mile more of the South Carolina Bailroad; 
oamped for tlio night on General Hopkins’ plantation; distance 
marched, eleven miles. February 20, left camp at 7 a. in., passing 
through a very poor country; inarched sixteen miles and camped for 
the night. February 21, left cami) at 7.30 a. m., marched twenty-two 
miles, and camped near ]?oplar Springs. February 22, left camp at 0 
a. m., passed through Poplar Springs, and camped at 3.30 p. in. near 
thoWatereo Eiver; distance, six miles. February 23, left camp at 7 
a. m., cro.ssod the Watcree River at Peay’s Ferry, passed through Lib- 
erty ilill at 1 p. in., and camijcd at 8 p. m.; inarched twelve miles; the 
night very rainy and disagreeable. February 24, loft camp at 7.30 
a. m., marching on the Camden road; passed through ICirkwood about 
one iiiilo and a half from Oamden and camped at 8 p, m., having 
marched twenty-one miles. Our men skirmished over the old battle- 
ground of General Gates, near Canulon. February 25, loft camp at 0 
a. in. The Second Division having the road, General Corse took a side 
track and oiioned a road for his division, and got into camp before the 
Second Division, Marched ten miles and wciib into camp at 2 ]). in. 
February 26, loft camp at 0 a. m. ; marched to Lynch’s Creek. The bot- 
toms were covered with water for a space of three-quarters of a mile, 
in many places over waist-doo]). The regiment was ordered to cross 
and did so by wading, and did it cheerfully and without a mnrmnr. 
On reaching tlio opposite shore the enemy was found in considerable 
force. My regiment was tlirownto tlio front, whore for several liours 
it had sharp skirmishing. In the afternoon the regiment was ordered 
into iiosition on a ridge commanding thoOlicrawaiidDarlington roads, 
where it throw up rail baiTicados and reniained in same position for 
tliroo days, being in advance of the balance of the brigade about lialf a 
mile. During the skirmish this day myroglmcnt came out unscathed; 
the enemy simbrcd considerably. Two of their wounded picked up in 
li’onfc of my lino wore brought in; both being mortally wounded, died 
HaniG night. I ordered my drum corps to the front to hunt for dead 
and wounded, but none wore fouml; but from indications several had 
been killed in front of my lino. 

March 1, left camp at 3.30 1 >. jn„ marched over heavy roads eight 
miles, and camped at 11 p. m. at Black Creek bridge. March 2, loft 
camx) 4 p. m. ; crossed Black Creek bridge; about one mile from, there 
halted and stacked arms, waiting for the roar of the train to pass; 
arrived at camp at lOp. in.; distance, six miles. March 3, loft camp 
at 7 a. 111 ., marched eleven miles, and camped at the abandoned rebel 
works on Thompson’s Creek. March 4, loft camp at 10 a. m., marched 
through Oheraw, and campeil at Blue’s plantation. Remained in camp 
until Monday, March 6. March 0, loft camp at 8 a. m,, marched 
through Oheraw, crossed tho Great Podoo on pontoons, and camped at 
3 p. m. on Pliili’s Creek. March 7, loft camp at 7 a. m., marched 
twelve miles, and camjied at 12 in. at Brightsvillo. March 8, left camp 
at 8 a. m., crossed Gum Swamp and camped at Spriiigilclcl, H. 0., at 7 
p. in. ; this day crossed the last ditch in South Carolina. March 9, left 
camp at 7 a. m.; crossing Shoe Heel Crcck the briilgo broke down; 
tho Seventh Iowa, with the assistance of a company of pioneers, 
rebuilt the bridge; tho train then crossed and camped 12 midnight. 
March 10, left camp at 6 a-, in.; crossed Lumber River at 10 a. m.; wont 
into camp at 1 p. in.; ordered put of camp at 8 p. m. to proceed to 
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Jici.liol Church. Did not proceed far before wo came in contact witli 
train in swamp. At 3 a. m. March 11 bivouacked in an open held till 

0 a. in. without shelter or blankets; moved at G and succeeded in 
crossing swamp and finding Bethel Church; marched over Jieavy roads 
and camped at 8 p. m. March 12, left camp at 7 a. m. ; {U'ossed Big and 
Little Bockflsh Creeks; camped at 2 p. in. near FayeUevillc; distance, 
eleven miles; remaining in ciunp until March 14. March 14, left camp 
at 7 a. m.; crossed Capo Fear liiver half a mile below Fayettovillo on 
pontoons; went into camp about 2 p. m. March 15, loft camp at 7 a. 
m.; regiment ordered to the trout with pioneers; camped near Black 
Biver at 2 p. m.; at 4 1 ). in. was ordered to cross the river and swamp 
about tlii'ce-quarters of a mile above the bridge for the purpose of 
attacldng and driving away the enemy. The regiment moved jiromptly 
at sundown; iioiitoona were thrown across the main cliannel, on whicii 

1 crossed the regiment, and waded the swamp, which was about 500 or 
GOO yard.s wide, without road or landmark, being a dense forest, and the 
water from waist toshonlder deep. I cfiectcd a crossing in about Imlf an 
hour, and after gainiiigdry land allowed inymen abroathing.spell; then 
moved parallel with the river ; at 0.30 p. m. struck the main road and the 
rebel works, but the enemy had retired. I bivouacked my men without 
blankets, ahellor, or rations, and remained the balance of the night. 
Ami I am proud to say in connection with the above, although my meu 
wore drenching wet, hungry, and cold, 1 heard no word of complaiut; 
ami during the night I often thought that such men wore never made 
to bo whipped orcoiiquorcd. March 16, loft camp at 10 a. m., marcbod 
over bad roads ten miles, and camped at Cave Cluirch. March 17, 
left cfimp at 7 a. m., inarclied about five miles, camped, aud threw up 
oartli-work.s; had an inspection and found arms in good order and a 
full anionnt of ammunition. March 18, loft cmnp at 0 a. m,, crossed 
the Gri.-at and Little Oohora Creeks, camped at 4.30 p.' m. ; distance ten 

miles, ilarch 10, marched at 7 a. m.; ^7cro detained at Creek 

on aceoiuit of bridge being gone; bivouacked in vicinity of bridge 
until 3.30 a. m., March 20, when we crossed the bridge, making about 
ten miles. On the morning of the 20tli joined our corps, and in the 
afternoon went into camp about three miles from Bentonville. March 
21, romaiued in eainp until 2 p. m., when the regiment was moved for- 
ward to the second lino of work.s, a portion of the division being in 
front skirmishing, wlioro it lay until the 23d, when wo moved on the 
road to Ooldsboroiigh and camped on the afternoon of the 23d on Fall- 
ing Water Greek. Marcli 24, loft camp at 8 a. m. for Goldsborough, 
crossed the Ifense River at railroad bridge on pontoons, and passed 
through Goldsborough in the afternoon and camped same day on the 
NewBeriie and Raleigh Railroad, where the rogimentnowlics oucamped, 
enjoying rest and repose. 

My men suffered considerably for want of shoes on the campaign, 
some sevGiity-flve being barefoot, but they all did their duty like true 
soldiers, and I am proud to say for my gtillaiit regiment that both offi- 
cers and meu did their duty nobly, and there was scarcely a murmur 
on the whole march. 

My casualties during the march were 1 man captured, H. AVarner, 
of Company I, who was detached from the rogiinont as orderly to 
Fourth .Division headquarters, and 2 men wounded, IJ’rivate John 0. 
Palmer, Company B, accidentally sliot at the crossing of Black River, 
and Chief Mu.sician John T. McOonehey, wounded in tlio thigh on the 
21st March, near Boiitonville. Both of the wounded meu are doiug 
well. The regiment captured 7 prisoners of war. 
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TIig rGgiinoiit siuco leaving Savannab, G/i., lias inarelied 480 miles, 
and lias passed over fcliirty eiglit and live-dglifchs miles eordiu'oj' road 
by actual ineaauremont.

Captain: L have the lionor to submit the following report of the 
operations of this eoininaiid since leaving Savannah, (ia., up to March 
24, the date of our occupation of Goldsborougb, K. 0.: 

Although wo have completed successfully a long and arduons oain- 
paigiij yot to make an oxtonded or elaborate report of itj or to enter 
into the details of o})crationa of each regiment ami brigade, would 
noeeasitate alniosb a repetition of the same thing for each day wu 
inarched, owing to the fact that wo were hindoreil but little bytho 
ciioiuy, and consequently our operations consisted chioily in marching, 
constructing bridges, and makiug cordnroy roads. 

On the morning of tlie 28th of January the brigade brolco camp at 
Savannah, (hi., liaving previously been roAtted as thoronglily as pos- 
sible for the campaign, and marched with the divisioa to Sister’s Perry, 
a dlataneo of forty miles, arriving there January 31); hero the brigade 
remained in camp four clays, during which time it was reviewed by 
llvt. Maj. (Jen. J. M. Oorso. Pcbriiavy 4, the brigade, with the divia- 
loii, ci’oa.sed the Savannah Itivor; marched three miles and oiieainpcd. 
Nothing of importance occurred during the march IVom Sister’s Perry 
to Columbia, S. 0. ; mucli of the way, however, over wlilcli wo passed 
was very bad, so bad that in a day’s inarch wo would oftentimes be 
compelled to corduroy fully ouc-third of the distance marched. i.7th, 
the brigade with the division, entered Columbia, S, 0., and eampecl 
near the city. On the 18fch ami 19th the brigade, with tlio division, 
was engaged in destroying the Charleston and Columbia Railroad. 
During the two clay.s the brigade effectually destroyed three miles 
of track. On the 20tli the brigade again took up the lino of march in 
direction of 'VVinnsboroiigh. On the 23d crossed the Watorco RivoL* 
and encamped near P'lat Rook Cross-Roads, (in the 24tli, after having 
marched ten miles on Yonng’.s Point road, the mounted foragers of tho 
Second ami Pourth Divisions encoiuitered some of tho enemy’s cavalry 
flvo miles from Oanulen. Here, by direction of tho general commanding 
division, I loft the main column with a portion of my command (the 
Twelfth Illinois Infantry Volunteers and four comiianiea of the Sixty- 
sixth Illinois Infantry Volunteers) and moved to Camden, S. 0. I had 
a slight skirmish with tho enemy on oiitoriug the iilaco. I released 
fourteen of our soldiers who wore iirisoiiors, and captured six rebola 
who wore guarding them. I destroyed, as instructed, all imblic prop- 
erty I could And in tho place. The property destroyed was as follows : 
2 depot buildings, tho engine-honse, a commissary buildiug, which con-

Ill coinplifiiico witU circular ft'om licudqiiarticra Sccoiul Brigade, I 
have, the honor to .submit the following report of the campaign liistory 
of the Tweinh Be.gimcnt Illiuoia IiWantry Voluiitcor.s during the last 
campaign, commencing .lannary 28, 1805, and ending March 25 : 

The regiment, having been as thoroughly refitted as possible at Savan- 
nah, brolce camp on tlie morning of 28th of .Taimary and miirclied to 
Sister’s Ferry, a distance of forty-one miles, in three days, making 100 
rods of corduroy the 20tli, ami going into camp on the SOtli. 

Itemaiiicd in camp the 3Isb and lat and 2d of February, and wore 
reviowed on the 3d liy General Corse. Gn theltli crossed yavammh 
Itiver and went into (mnip, marching about throe miles. /5th, at dusk 
<5rosscd a very long corduroy and went into camp at the end of it; dis- 
tance, tlii'OG miles. Oth, pasaed through ItobortsvilJe, marcliing about 
wixteoii miles. 7tli, having been detailed for pioneer purposes in eom- 
jiany with the Seventh Iowa Infantry Volunteers, marched toOoosaw- 
hatohio Itivor and repaired thoeausoway and bridges over the river, the 
tiinoiint of bridge rojiaired being sixty rods, tliestream having six din’er- 
ent channols. '[flic Avork was eom]dcted by 4 p. ni. ami wentinto ciunp 
near llicskory .11111, having mar<;hed eight miles. On tl»o 8th niiivciicd 
twelve miles, eorduroyiiig 200 rods of road, (tamping at Whippy 
Swamp. 9bh, marclicd aeveu miles; (wos-sed Sallcolmtchio llivor and 
camped near Jtivers’ Bridge. lOth, inarched twenty-one miles, camping 
near Beaufort liiver bridge. Crossed South Bj-anch of thoEdisto on the 
•Util, marching thirtocii miles and making tbrty rods of corduroy. On 
the 12th inarcliod H{!vcn miles, cro.saing Momplns and Clmrloston Bail- 
rotul and North Bramdi Edisto Iviver. l/ltli, marc.lied nineteen miles. 
Idtli, marched ciglit miles, passing througli Sandy .Uun Bost-Oniito. 
;t5th, marched six miles, and on tlio Kith marched over a plain in front 
of Columbia, and went into camp opposite during an artillery slciriiiish 
with a rebel battery. At 8 p. in. c.rosacd the Saluda Blver, ji bramdi 
of the Cougaree Bivor, and cainp<Hl near Broad Bivor, a branch of tlio 
Coiigarco, liaving marcdied eight inile.s. 17tli, cnisscd Broad .Uiver and 
entered Columbia, camping near thecity; <liatanco marched, ilv(5 miles. 
On the 18tli mar(died down the Charleston and Columbia Ibiilroucl 
tAvelve miles find tore up 321) rods of track, jnarching back six miles to 
camp, making eighteen miles distance marohed. On the l.l)tli again 
inarclied doAvii the railroad, tore up eighty rod.s of track, andtlieuAveiit 
into eainp, inartdiing ten miles. 20th, marched to Muddy Bprings, 
twenty- three miles. 21at, camped near Longtowii, liaving marched 
tweiity-tAvo miles. On the 22d camped near .Feay’a Ferry, Watereo 
Bivor, marcliing nine miles. 2.'kl, camped near Flat Book Crosa-Boads, 
crossing the 'Watereo about 12 o’clock, making fourteen miles march. 
On the 24tli marched ton miles, when, Avith four coinpanics of the 
Sixty-sixth Illinois, the regiment Avas detached to make a reconnais- 
Himce through Camden. >Sonio foragers had cneountered a force and 
several Avore captured. On arriving at Oamdcii some mounted men 
Avore seen and fired at, but. no Avouiided men fell into our hands. Six 
toragera of the Second Division Avoro recaptured. Oaiupod near Young’s 
.Point road, having marched about eightooii miles. 20th, camped uoar 
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Pino (:ri'OV(s Clinnsli, .Tiiul at S o’clock, with a comininul ol' S(‘vciitli 
and Fifty-sccoiul Illinois and my own rcjjiincid;, niiinjlicd to I’iiic Tree 
Gi'oss-lvonds to gnai'd the Hank and a conrier post, inarcJiiii!;' l-lial; day 
cksvon miUiS. 2Gth, inarclnid clj>’lit miles and camped iil'tev wading 
Lyueli’s (Ji-cek. The foragers had met rehcl caivalry and liiid a light 
with tlie.in, having two or three men badly wonnded, the regiiiUMit hav- 
ing one man, Klim, Ooinpany A, captured. 27tli and 2.Sth, remained in 
camp waiting for th(5 crossing of the, teams, I, lie, criick being very high. 

Mareli 1, at noon broke camj) and marelicd to lUaek: t’reiik, ten miles, 
Bemaiiiedin camp on the 2d with the brigade near lieadipiartcrs Depart- 
mont and Army of the Tennessee, .'hi, marched tweidy inilim, camping 
on Jniiiiu Greek. ‘Ith, marched Ihrongh Gheraw anil camped; disiance, 
live miles. In camp on the Htli, and on the, (Itli crossed Great I’edee 
.River; marched live mile..s. 7th, marched e.leven miles, cStli, marclied 
nine miles, liordiii'oying .'>00 rods of road, hth, mareheil tmi iiiilcm, pass- 
ing tlirough Laurel Illll, N. G., over very bad roads and the rain iiilling 
heavily, 10th, marched nine miles, crossing Lumber River and making 
sixty rods of corduroy in (lie night, llth, marched about seveiiteoii 
miles, crossing Big and Little Bhoe, Heel Greeks, ca-mping on Hoi^k- 
lish Greclf, ]2tl), inarched twidvc mihis, imssing through Roekfisli and 
camping near Fayetteville. l.lMi, reinaiiicd in camp, and on l lie hlth 
crossed Gape Fear River, inarcliing live miles, lotli, liaviiig dra-wu 
(Ivo days’ rations, moved with none but brigade teams and marched 
ten miles. Kith, marched ton miles. About noon the foragm's met 
rebel cavalry, and tlic JCighty-lIrst Ohio was sent forward, the 'i’well’tli 
being ready to support. The enemy lield their position held ml a swamp 
until a section of artillery came np and shelled them, when tliey left. 
17fch, marelicd live miles, (corduroying twenty rods of i*oad, after whicli 
tiio I'ogiiiKmt was sent to hold Mingo bridge, but nl'tor going live mih'S 
fomid it liad been destroyed, and retnriMMl to c.amp, iiaviiig made 111- 
te(m miles’ inai'ch. hSMi, niarelKMl ten miles and (sirdiiroyi^d lil'ty rods 
of road. I.Oth, nmre-hed clglii.een miles and e-amped near !Ne.iise River 
in line of battle, and threw nj) (Iftemi rods of parapid;. On tim 2()th 
mangled nine imIIch, following the First Division, Flllc.eiith Army Goi’iis, 
skirmisldtig with the onoiny, and threw up llfteeii rods of jiariipi^t on 
the right of the Third Brigadii. On the 2Ist .simt out skirmishers a-ml 
tri(Ml to advance the skirmish line, hut the relml skii-mish pits were so 
near tlicir main works that nothing could he done without much loss of 
life. The main line was advanced and llio iTginient lliic.wnp lilteen 
rods of paraiiet. At night two men were wounded on llui skiriuish 
liiic—Gorporal Gaston, Oomjiany 1), and Private Bchnneman, Gom- 
paiiy 1. On the morning of the 22d Ibniul the rc^hels had left, luid we 
nmved into their worksj maridied three miles and canipisd, tiiiikiiig 
tiiirty rods of (H>rdni’oy. 2.‘ld, marc.hod about eleven miles, malcing 
twenty rods of corduroy, and camped on Falling Water Gdm'Ic, On tlio 
2‘itli marched about ten miles, passing through Goldshoi'migh in revlinv 
before General Sherman, and wont into camp on the railroad l;wo miles 
from town. 

'riias ended onr journey, after having mavehed a total of -IDo miles, 
made 1,1)20 rods of corduroy, repaired 00 rods of bridge, tore up lOO 
rods of railroad traidc, ami built rods of parapet.

LiEyUTENANT: III coiiiplhmcG Avifcli iiistruotioiiM contained in cii’piilar 
of this datu from lioadipuirtGra Scooiid Brigade, Pourtli .Division, Fif- 
teenth Army Corps, I have the honor to submit tlie I'ollowing- reportof 
the active military operations of this regiment in the late campaign ; 

III obedience to orders IVoin brigadoheadquarters the regiment moved 
Avitli the other troojis composing the Fourth Division, Fifteenth Army 
Corps, from Savannah, Ga., on the 2Stli of January, and mareliing up tlio 
west bank of the Savannah itivor readied Sister’s Ferry on tlioJOtli, and 
on the 4th of March |February] crossed tlio river to the South Carolina 
side at that point, and moving across tlio country in a northwcBterly 
direction passed throngli Boaiifoi’t, Barnwell, Orange, and Lexington 
Counties or Districts, repairing the roads with corduroy a good ]>nrt of 
the way, arrived on tlio west bank of tlic (Jongaree Uiver, ojiposite 
Oohunbia, on tliolOth, and moving up the river i>as.scd its jiiiietion with 
tliG Saluda nnd Broad Itivers, and camped between the two rivers, hav- 
ing crossed the former. On the morning of the .1.7th crossed Broad 
lUver, and, the enemy liaving evacuated Columbia, passed through the 
city and camped southeast on the Oliarlestou railroad. On the 18th 
moved out the rnilroad toward Charleston a distance of six miles, and 
tore up the truck on that and thesucccedijigda-y, this regimont touring 
up and burni ng about one Jiiilo and a half, the last of which was sixteen 
miles from Columbia. On tlio 20tli resumed our mardi across tlio 
country northwest, through Uicldand and Fairlield Districts, and 
crossed tlio Watoree liivcr at Boay’s Ferry on the 23d, Onthe24tli, 
inovhig southwest, passed the town of Camden, four companies, in eoni- 
maiid of Captain Boyd, being .sent to the town in company with the 
Twelfth Illinois Infantry, the whole under the immediate coiumaud of 
Colonel Adams, to destroy certain imblic i)roperty. On the 2{)th 
crossed Lynch’s Creek, the troops wading, and moving northeast 
passed through Kershaw, Oliestcrflcld, and Marlborough Districts, and 
the town of Clicraw, S. C.; and .Bichinohd, Itobeaoii, and Cumberland 
Counties, N. C. ; reached Fayetteville on the 12tU of March, nothing of 
note having occurred on the route. 

Crossed Cape Fearllivcr on the 14tli, and on the evening oftliol5tli, 
soon after nnildng camp on .South Eiver, was ordered to report my 
rogimont to Oolouol PaiTott, of the Seventh Iowa Infantry Volunteoi’s, 
on the east bank of the river. Oro.ssod the main stream on pontoons and 
waded through tlio swamp with my regiment someJOO yards toward the 
oast aide, when I was ordered back, the enemy, wlio laid appeared in 
our front, having iled. On the 16bh, after moving about five miles from 
South River, tli(3 enemy again apjiearcd in our front, and I was ordered, 
forward to support the Eighty-first Ohio Inhintry, which liad been 
engaged in a sharp skirniiali. Moved forward, and' taking up position 
on the left of the road, threw out three companies as akirmtsliors, but 
no enemy appearing in front fell back two miles to the cross-roads, where 
the brigade threw up a baiTicado of rails, which was ocoupiod to protect 
our /lank while the wagon train passed, wbeu wo wore relieved by a 
brigade from the Second Division, Fifteontli Army Corps. On the liltli 
moved to within three miles of Nouso River, and, the enemy being still 
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close ill om* IVont, threw up a lijjlit lireast-work, which wiis occupied 
during that night. Oii th(5 20th ailvauced ou r.hc niiiiii Faycl.lcvilic 
wagou road, and about noon, the encuiy being in i'orce imiuediatcly in 
our front, took )H)sitioii in lino of battle with the brigade, tlirew up a. 
light line of works in an open liehl iaeiuga pine timber, and in the even- 
ing ad^’allced into thCAVood and threw up a heavier liiui of works, Uec,p- 
iiig out a strong skirmish line in front. On the 2 1st advanced to within 
short rifle-range of the enemy's skirinisb lint*, a-nd tlirow |u])| a new line 
of works. A.t about S.vM) o’clock I was ordered to charge (Jie (uietny in 
luy front, and moving my regiment steadily forward in lino of battle 
drove him from liis skirmish line ami rille pits Inu^k into his main works, 
from wliieh he attac-ked me vigorou.sly and sent out two i'('gimenf.s on 
my right flank, and not having any snpimrt on eitlier liank or directly 
in my ri'.ar I was comjielled to lull ba<5k to my works, which was a<!coiii- 
plislx.Ml in good order. 

My loss in the action was .1 man killed and (I wounded, one of the 
latter falling into the hands of the enemy. 

Onieev.s and men with .scarcely an exception acquitted themsiOves 
with the utmost gallantry ami only Ibl! back whim ordered to do so, 
and tlidu in good order. 

Early on the morning of the 22d, tl>o enemy Imving left onr IVont, 
I was ordered forward, and advancing in lino of battle moved over 
both lines of the enemy’s works and throw out a line of slcifinishers, 
which advanced still farther witliout discovering any enemy, tlie whole 
rebel army having crossed the river and fled.

The regiment broke up its camp at Savannah, Ga., on the 08(.h of 
January, 181)5, ami with its brigade and division took up the line of 
inarch northward, crossing the Savannah Elver at Sister’s b’erry on the 
4tii of Fobrmuy. From this time until the oceu])ati()n of Oo'lumbia, 
H. (J., the regiment was with its brigade, nothing of interest tiiking 
phuio. After the occupation of Columbia the rogimei 1 1 was engaged two 
and lOfch Eobniary) in tearing up the Columbia Branch of 
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tlio SoiiHi OiU'oliHii IJsiilrosul. On Iha 20th of .I’obniiiry tlio i-cgiiuon<: 
took v.\) the line of inaroli iu the direction of Wiinisboroiigli, S. C., 
crossing the Walcrcc IMvcr, and arrived at Oltoraw, S. 0., on tlui ‘Ibli 
proximo. Remained in camp the 5th, and on the (Ith again took up 
the line of nmrcli, moving in the direction of Kayettevillc, X. Cl., and 
from tliGiice toward (Joldsborough, K O. On the Uitli, tlio regiment 
being in advance, (jjiconntercd the enemy postcil behiiuL a swamp, with 
his front covered by thhiketn and fallen timlan-. '.riie regiment was 
formed in line of battle and <diargcd, driving liim from tin; groniul. 

The regiment was in no other engagement until the 21.st of this 
month, when it was moved forward from a reserve line, and threw up 
a line of works under the lire of the enemy. .lt(!e*)nnais.sanccs next 
morning develo])e(l no enemy in onr front, upon \vhi<^U wo moved back, 
and by easy inarches reached oiiu prescnit camii. 

I estimate the number of miles of corduroy laid by this regiment 
during the campaign at four miles and a luilf. 

The regiment lost during the campaign 12 enlisted men— 2 died of 
disease, :i. killed by tbo cx]»l{>si<m at Cheraw, S. C., and 0 wounded. 

llefore closing I must be permitted to say a word in rc'gard to the 
inaniKM,’ in which both ollicors an<l men have clicertully endnied hard- 
ships and ])riva!.ioim unoxamphsl in the history of this wav.

Corse the evening of the 20th of .ranuary, at 8 a. m. the 27th J brolce 
camp, moved through Savannali, and took the road leading to ICden- 
ton, wliich for the fir.st ten miles out ran parallel with the (leorgia 
Central Eailroad. My orders were to repair the road so that it would 
bo suitable for the passage of the division train that was to follow the 
next day, together with the other brigades, llepaived the dirt road 
where it was practicable, but for the moat of the way made a new road 
by clearing the railroad of burnt ties and iron and making a road 
thereon. Went into camp at dark, having marched niiiG miles. On 
the 2Sth began work on the road again at 8 a. m. on the same route; 
at noon left the railroad, moving more toward the nortli; went into 
eainp at Jl p. in, under orders from the general commanding, the rest 
of the division having come up; distance marched this day, ton miles.

From this point took another road, said to lead to I liiihory Hill ; foiiml 
the road some hotter, though requiring labor eveuy now and then.

February 10, marclied in rea.r of division, l.atciiig 
the road leading to Lane’s phiiitathm; found tln^ road luil.ler than 
usual and marched olghteoii mile.s. Fobruary .U, niandied nt7a. in.; 
passed through ailnc section of country; crossed the >Soiitli lOdisto at 
8]). in. and wont into camp at 5 ii, m., having iimrclied iifteen iiiih's. 
J'ebrnaiy 12^ moved at « a. m., taking the advance. At; K) a. m. Innird 
Kkirmi.sli tiring in front, ami at IX a. m., by order of tlie gmieral com- 
niaiidmg, Inrnied in line of battle on the left; of the roml. 'Pln^ h'irst 
Division came up and formed on the right of the road, thii h’irst l)i\'is- 
ion being in tiio advance and enileavoring to ellec,!; a ei'ossiiig of the 
.■Noi'tli EdLsto. At 8 p. m. received orders to go into eam]». On the 
18th left eaiiijrat 8 a. m. in rear of division. After crossing tlie river 
passed some rebel earth-works, wliieli wore reported to have been ocisii 
pied by 2,000 of tlie enemy the day boJbro. Marched eighteen inilcy

tliis (lay tbrougli a lino coiiiitiy. Oil the 14tU brokti cninp ill; 7 a. in. 
j^'ouiul the I'oad (‘oinparatively good, the couiil;i’y thinldy faittlcd and 
wealtliy. Eeauhed Sandy Bnii Post-Olfioe at Oa. in., and on moving- 
a few niiles liirthor on were ordered to form in lino of Inittle on rigid- 
hiiiid side of the road, and throw np breaat-worIcH. Soon after the order 
to throw up breast-works wa-s couiiterniaiided, and we were ordered to 
make ciiinp for the night. During the aftoruooii it rained ino.st of the 
time. Cannonading Jieard on our rightj supposed to bo tlie Seven- 
teenth Corps; distanee made this day, eight miles, hkibrnnry Id, 
broke oamp at 8 a. in., being the advance of the division, and sooii Vame 
up with the First Division and there halted two hours, and thmi iigain 
moved on. At 10 a. in. artillery liriiig was hesird in our fron t, and j'rom 
thiHi to tiiiKi musketry. During the afternoon it was reported that the 
Second Division had a spirited sldriuish with the enemy in onr front, 
iu which they drove the enemy back over a crock and out of a strong 
lino of work.s oil the opposite side, and pursued them one mile aiul a 
half beyond. This command moved up, and at dark m-ossed the ('.reek 
and went into camp on the right-hand .side of the road along tlie line 
of the enemy’s earth-works. Tlio.ground was an open held of bottom 
laud, and had been recently ovorllowcd by a lbe.8liet, and heneo was the 
Avorst camping ground it had been our fortune k) occupy on the cam- 
paign. In our front, across this same open, muddy /lold, wore the First 
and Second Divisions in line of battle, aiul beyond them, in the edge 
of some timber, was posted the enemy; distance marched to-day, six 
miles. 

February 1(1. The morning of tho lOtli the air being clear the spires 
and some of the larger buildings of the city of Columbia, S. 0., Avoro 
distinctly visible. At 10 a. in. this brigade, being tlie advance of the 
division, moved forward to tho left of the road, across Jlckls to a com- 
manding position on a rise of ground or hill, to cover a road running 
ill that direction from tho city. Hero avo were ordered to stack arms 
and Avait further orders. During this movement toAvard tlie left a brisk 
eugagomeut took place botweou the advance divisions of our corps and 
the enemy. At 1 p. m. wo were ordered foi’Avard. Passed a lino of rebel 
forti/lcations not Avholly complete; also several camps of tho enemy. 
Again struck the main road, along Avhich we moved some distance 
and then formed in lino of battle on right of tho Fir.st Division, infront 
of tho city, on the west side, nothing apparently between us and tho eity 
but tho Congavec Kivor. On our right and left both up and down tho 
river artillery firing was heard. At 4 p. m. moved forward up tho road 
iu a Avestorly dirtmtion, and at 7 p. in. crossed the Saluda Itiver, and at 
10 p. ni. Avent into camp about midway between tho Saludsi and .Brotul 
llivors; distance marched, five miles. February 17, iu tho morning 
skirmishing and occasionally artillery firing Avas hoard between us and 
tho city, evidently made by our forces in their clforts to elfect a crossing. 
At 1 1). m. received orders to mov'e out with my command, having tho 
same aa^cU supplied with ammunition and two days’ rations to last four, 
and accompanied by no train except one ambulance to each regiment; 
moved forward immediately tlieroatter, crossed Broad Kiver on pontoon 
bridge, and moving doAvii two miles passed through the eity of Oolmn- 
bia. WeAvent into camp about one mile cast of tho same; distance 
nmreliedj four miles. In tho early part of tho evening fires broke out iu 
the city, and at 12 m. tho entire city scorned Avrappod iu ilamos. Feb- 
ruary 18, moved out at 7 a. ni. in the center of tho division. Marcliod 
four miles east on the South Carolina Railroad; halted, stacked arms, 
aud commenced destroying tlio railroad, tearing up the rails and ties, 
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piling’ tlieni up iiinl burninjj tlioiii. Dcsta’oyed one niil(M)( roiul, and 
thou moved live miles Ibrwsml between the First and Sciooinl Urigiub'-s 
and tlestvoycd anotlier mile of railroad. It being nearly dark wo sl;ar(:{Ml 
back to our last night’s camp; but after maiadiing tour inihis toward 
Columbia were oixlercd into camp by the general eommanding. h’cb- 
ruary 1!), at 7 a. m. broke camp and again inarched south down tlio 
railroad. Marched six miles and tore up and destroyed one mile of 
railroad. At 3 p. m. resumed the murcli, moved in a norlJieasterly 
direction, some two mile.s, and went into camp at p. m.; distaiie.e 
mavchod, nine miles. 

February 20, left camp at 7 a. m. in rear of the division, Ihissod 
over a barren, sandy tract of country, almost desl itiiLci ol water, tlie 
troo])s suCfering mneh Jbr the want thereof. At 2 p, in. stnndc tlie 
'I'lilrd Division, which Inul movcil out from Ooliinihia on tli(i din'rt road 
from Columbia to Camden, and from tliem^e on toolc a roiid (uit hy the 
])ioiicui' eorjis of onr division xmrallel with the Camden road, and went 
iuto camp as early as the remainder of the corps, notwithstanding onr 
dotonv and work upon the railroad; distance inarelieil, twenty iniles. 
February 21, resumed marohatfi.llOa. m.iu the center of the division, on 
Hank of the train, pnrsning a iiortlicasterl'y course. .Passed over a 
hilly seotion of country, thickly settled anti well cultivated. At 5 
p. in, went into csmip on. Dutchman’s Greek; distance iiiai’clied, liltec.ii 
miles. February 22, at 10 a. in. this (tommaiid moved out in advance of 
the division ami in rear of Second and Third Divisions, taking the 
Tlocdcy Jfount road; moved over a rough, rocky tmunlvy; got into 
camp lit 2 p. m. near Wateree iliverj distance marched, niiui iniles. 
February 2.1, utO a. in. moved forward, being tlie rear of tlie division, 
and crossed (ho Wattn-tic, Itlvtjr atl p. in. Atl ]). in. imssod through 
Liberty Mill, a small but pleasanMy sltunted village. Af(;er sundown, 
the evening being dark and rainy, the train moved with dilheulty, and 
it was pa.sfc midnight when the command went into eampi distance 
marclied, fifteen miles. February 24, weather still raining; resumed 
our march at 7.30 a. m., still pursuing the Canuhm road. A.t noon 
left the Camden road on our right; passed by Camden; wind; into 
cam]) at dusk, having marehod ailiatanee of twenty miles. I'kihruary 
25, left camp at 7.30 a. in., talcing the Flonmee road and being in 
advance of tlm division, Second lUvision coming up anil having the 
advance of the corps; marched on a road cut by the pioneers on the 
right of the Second Division; marched thus for a distance of eight 
iniles. Went into camp at .Fine Tree Church at 12 in. February 2(5, 
moved forward ab7..30a.m. iuthc.ceutcrandon llankof train. M arched 
eight miles; rc.a(died Lyneh’.s Greek ami halted. Fains had swollmi the 
creek so tliat it Imdoverllowcdita hanks and the bottom lands adjacent 
a (luiu'ter of a mile in extent on each side, water in nniiiy planes being 
waist deep. As soon as the First Drigad<i had crossed, my commiuid 
moved forward, the most of the men having taken oil.' their clothes 
preparatory to watling, and though the wal;er roaelied their arm-pits at 
tiiiie.s the command (grossed without loss, and went into cain]> a mile 
beyond on the right of the road^ in line of battle, tlirowing np earth- 
works in front, the enemy being in onr immediato vieiiiity. The brigade 
train did not eftect a crossing until the nex(; day. Ifebruary 27, 
remained in camp. .Foragers reported the enemy Jive miles in our 
front. The creek has fallen, and pioneers are building a bridge for tlie 
(U'ossing of the train. February 28, still in camp. .It (iomimmeed rain- 
ing during the night, and coutinued at intervals during the day. The 
bridge is not yet completed. 
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1, ill; li j>. 111 . the tniiii had enKSMOl, and onhM-K were received 
lo iiio\’e ill; once. I'jncoiintered had roads, wliudi re([iiii'cd (iordiiroying-. 
]\iai'('licd miles and oncaiiiiied at 7 ]). in. near Dubose’s Bridge, 
on iilack (JrcMik. March 2, broke camp at 8 a. in. Foot bridge having 
lieeii constructed <»v(*r tlie creek a paa.sage was cdci^ted witlumlr dilli* 
ciilty. Found the roads iinjiassable Cor the train, (JorduroyiMl the 
same, and a ndle and. a halfout rorinod in lino oC battle on the right and 
hd'li nC tli(‘, road. In accorda.iice with orders threw up a line oC works. 
Uemained licre until 1 p. m., wlicn we were ordered (brward Coiir miles 
to Ne.w Market (Iross-ltoads. Arrived there at 7 p. in. and went into 
camp; distance marched, six miles. Mavcli8, moved from camp at 7 
a. in., Hanking the greater part oC the train. First .Brigade being in 
advance, the Becond was leCt behind as a guard for the dopartmciifc train. 
Second Brigade came up; marched to within live miles oC Fheraw and 
camiied lu'.ar Tiiomiison’s Oreok in front of a line of rebel works 
abamloned by tliii enemy in the morning; distaiiee marclied, eleven 
miles. Mnreh d, broke cramp at 7 a. ni., taking the advance. Passed 
throiigli the rebel breast-works; ciussed 'riiompson’s Oreok; found the 
roads iinpassublo (bv the train over the bottom land; halted and liad 
the whole command cnigaged in (Mircluroyliig the road nntil near 10 
a. in., tlien moved forward, repairing tiio road from time to time until the 
h(.‘ad of the column reached the city of (MieraM--; passed through the 
city, niai'cdicd two miles to the west thereof, and went into camp at 3 
1 ). m., liaviiig traveled a distaneo of seven miles. March 0, at 8 a. m. 
received orders from tlic general commanding to move my command into 
the city immediately and. relievo the brigade of the Seventeenth Army 
( JorpH, then on provost duty there. Accordingly moved into town and 
relieved the brigade on duty tboro. Soon after received orders to 
remain hi the city, guarding the saino until after the entire corps had 
crossed Pedec .IMver, and then to cross over and move as a guard to 
the pontoon train as far as Springfield, N. 0. Soon after entering the 
toM'ii a large ilre broke out on Main street, wliich tlireatonod in its 
lirogress to reacHi the rebel bospitals, four in immbev, filled with some 
iDOO patients, To ])reveiit tliis I ordered Major Jolniaon’s command to 
tear down and remove siicib buildings as were necessary between the 
lire and hospitals, thereby saving them, although the groatcir portion 
of T\Lain street was burned to the ground, fluards were yihiced over 
nearly all the houses in the city and thci .streets were kept constantly 
patrolhal. Several small lives broke out during the night, but by 
liromiit and energetic efforts, bolb of ofllcers and. men, they were snp- 
IU’cw.scmI, without material injury. At2p. m. Oolonel Gillc.tto, of General 
IToward’.s sLal'f, called for a dotall of two coinmissioned oIlicer.H and 
fifty Jiicu and three teams to roinovoa fptantity ofguiipowder, cartridges, 
and .shells from a ravine in the northeast part of town, where tlioy had 
becui thrown by the enemy on tlioir evacuation. Tlio detail was fur- 
nished, and under tlio orders of Oolonel Oillotto cleared the ravine of 
powder, shells, i'tc., and were dismissed by Oolonel Gillette. 

Miircli <>, at 7 a., in. a tremendous explo.sion toolc place in the ravine 
above rol’crred to, which totally destroyed several houses, stamiieded a 
train near by, aiul killed and woniided a number of soldiers belonging 
to a comiiiaiid that happenod to be passing. On investigation it was 
ascertained that kegs of.]K)wdor and shell hud been hnried by the 
enemy in the ravincaiul trains of powder laid therefrom, reachingtotho 
streets ill .several ])hices, and scattered loose powder around. Just 
befori', the ex}>losioii n regiment halted in the street and the soldiers, 
obsoi'ving the loose powder, began igniting matches and applying 
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thoiu to tli(i powdor for jimnsomtsiifc. At hiHfc oiio of the tiiiins of 
])o\v(l(ii' (ijiuglit tire and <*,oiniiuiiiicat(;d wltli th(v buried ke^^s and .shells. 
Jt was I'liJiioied tJuit the iiuinber of (casualties anioiiH' the soldiers 
ainouiiDid to eight. Several ladies were sev'erely injured by tluc rail- 
ing lioiiscj.s. dn.st at dark the IVeiitietU Army (iorps entered (own, and 
the I'hfteeiith Army Corps not having entirely e.ro.ssed tlui riveu', halted 
in town, and during their stay a number of unimportant) biiildiiigs were 
lir(!d and consumed, although the entire brigade was kept on duty con- 
stantly.

At 
a p, 111 , iiiov(;d forward; during the remaimier of tlic*. afternoon and 
until 1)]). m. it rained constantly, making the road almost impns.siil)l(c, 
and rendering it noicessary to (corduroy almost eiv(iry rod of Ihtc way. 
At dark was ordered into (campon Mlack Cmck. 'Three rfcgiiiKcii'ts 
eiKcaiujicd, but before the fourth reacched the eainpiiig ground was 
ordccrcd forward to Lumber lliver, AO this time, the rain fell in pei-fettl; 
torronts. The road itself beeanuc a erecck almost kiuce-chci'.]), and for Iavo 
niilcis the command eiucountcji-ed the hard(}st inarebingit had (cvicr (\xpe- 
rienced. At 9 p. m. were again ordiwed into (camii, having niarehod a 
distance of twelve mile.s and the train being far in the rtcar. Mnrtcli lb, 
at 8 a. m. thebrigadc was ordered forward again in advance; two mile.s 
out eros-sicd Lumber Itiver; manjhedtwomilesfartlmi' and lialted for tlie 
train to tcoine up. At 4 p. m. rec(iived orders to go into e.am]). ,]\lar(cl! 
11, moved (camp at 8 a. m., moving in the near of the division. During 
the day pa-ssed through a succession of pine swamps which had been 
(corduroy(5(l by the advance divisions. At dark we litul made only t(m 
mile.s, Dheii struck a good road and marclusd six miles, crossed Uoek- 
llsh (Ji'cek and went into camp at 10 p. in., having imirehed lll’te.e.n 
miles. March 12, moved forward at 8 a, m,, forming the (center of 
the division. Pnssed Uockfish village, a factory town, and Uoe.kllsh 
Eiver at 12 in. A few niifos farther struck a ])huik road Imidiiig to 
Fayetteville. Camped two miles west of the city at 8 ii. m. ; dislaiuu^ 
marolied, thirteen miles. Transports had alretuly reached the city 
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by way of (Japo Kivor, (.honiby oih*o inon*. placing;' us in coin- 

imiiii(;al;i()ii wiMi the c.iviliy.od world. Moroli UJ, roiiiaiiKMl in ('unip. 
iMai'dli II, I'csmiHMl march a(; (5 a. m.; moved Oape li’oiir llivcr, two 
iiiile.H, and I, lien halted until tho Tliird Division, yevciiteonth Army 
{.’orps, liad passcal o\M>r. 'I'lum crossed a.iid emnimped two miles out at 
.‘1 [). m., hntviii;^ two vejjfiments a. mile in tlie rear to coi duroy tlio road. 
Marcli in, moved out at. 1) a. in. in rear of the division, rcamivod orders 
from tlio {'(moral (jommaiiding to have tbe Tliirty-iiiuMi Iowa Inrautry 
report to nrii.‘;adier-(ieneral Woods for duty to guard the division train's 
that w(M'(^ to l)(i hilt in the rear. Ifrom here, on only brigade trains 
ami small train.s of ammunition were to attend the eoliimii. All unem- 
ploy(ul ne,gro(js were a.Iso sent to the rear. Aeiiordingly moved on wliat 
was (5all(!(l lieaman’sClross-Woads: halted fi-eipumtly to re.pair tlie, roads. 
Ill tlio afternoon it rained considerably, and at 3 ]). m. (mniioiiadiiig 
was luuird in our front, wliieh was (mmasunied by asmallforeo of the 
enemy disputing tliii passage of tho Houtli Itiver.* At I ]). m. encamjied 
near the river in tho midst, of a severe rain; skirmishing going on 
ill fronton thepartof the Fir.st Mrigadc; distance marehod, ten miles. 

March 10, broke camp at 7 a. m. and Immediately crossed thci rivm’, 
the eomimiml being obliged to wade through water lvneo-d(iop. yi.K 
miles out the advanee sirnek tho enemy, ami the {command fonned in 
lino of battlo, but a lew sliots from the I'Mfst Missouri Liglit Artilleiy 
indiiecd tlioui to retire, '.riio Hecmiid Hiigudo, however, was loft to cover 
the iiiiiiii road, while the other brigades moved forward on anotlior road 
to the left. I'hree miles farther on struok the, '.llw(mtioth Army Corps 
and went into camp, having marched nine miles. Mareli 17, moved at 
7 a. m., liaving scut forward the Fifty-scveiitli Illinois to repair the 
road at (I a. m. Moved out six miles, whore it was reported by tho (dt- 
izeiis that a rogiment of rebel c,avalry had been stationed tlic day before. 
Encamped at 11 a. m. and throw up oarth-woiOcs in our front. Mavijh 
18, left camp at U a. m. in rear of division, taking tlio Goldsboroiigli 
road. Crossed a bad swamp, corduroyed by the ])rc(^edlng troops. 
Eoiiiid tho road bettor than usual. Marched eleven miUss and encamped 
at dark. March 10, moved forward at 7.30 a. m. in eonter of division. 
Marched Init live miles in tho forenoon, being delayed by bad road over 
swamp. At 3 p.m., the road being better, the command moved for- 
ward rapidly. During tho middle of the day eannonading was heard 
on our left, and in the latter i)art of tho day seemed more to our rear 
and right. At diu’k reached Falling Orcusk and found some dillienlty 
ill (ii'ossiiig. Wont into <5am]) at 11 p. m., having marelied twidvo miles. 
No train came up, being unable to effect, a crossing over Falling Orcelc. 
Tlie (uiniji-fires of the enemy wore visible, and a large force was r(*,])orted 
ill the vicinity. March 20, broke camp at 7 a. m., liaving received 
ordei's that the eommanci would move on Beutoiivillo iiropared for 
battle, and that no train would aeeompaiiy tho command exeei>t the 
aininnnitiou wagons and the amhulanee.s. Tookthe advance of the divis- 
ion, marching in tho rear of the First Division, and soon striking tlm Ben - 
tonvillo road turned .square to the left. Soon after the First Division 
began skirmi.siiiiig with the enemy, which eoiitinuod for several miles, 
the column ocunisioiially Jialting to give time for tho skirinisliors to 
drive the enemy from a swamp or a dense thicket. At 12 m, the 
advance division .seemed to oneountor a large force and meet with a 
more stubborn resistaue,o. Tho Fir.st Division formed in lino of battle, 
and I Avas ordered IbrAvard as a supjiort Avith my conimaiid in colnmii 
by reginioiit, with the exception of the Seventh Illinois, Avhicli moved 
on the left flank of theotliers. As the enemy’s position Avas developed, 
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the, commaiuT {[eploycd aiul M'cnfc into lino on Mio ol' ( In'- 

])ivi.sioii ill an oi>on field. Soon sifter moved ronvjiid into Mie liitiher, 
tlieii luiltcd suiil KtaeUod. arms. At .'1 ]i. m. rec.eivinl orders (;o 1 lirow up 
oartli- works on my front, Inivinj^jmwiously sent forwai'd on my (i’oni; a 
coiiip.'iny from the .Fifty-sevonfcji Illinois to form askii niisli liiie- I'oii- 
iicetiiig' with that of the First Division on my left ainl wiili Mint of lluv 
Second Brigade on iny right. During the night a sjarilisl slciriiiish 
lire was kc[)t up along the lino. 

March 2i, the command [hndj laid on their ai iiis during tlio night, 
behind their works, and tho ivoi’ks were somewliaii sl;reiigl;heiied by 
details. The company on tho skirmish line from the Firty-sevi'iitli Illi- 
nois was relieved by one from tlioii'iftieth Illinois. A t Id a. m. reeidved 
orders to erect new works 200 yards in frontof Ihosi^ lirst erected ; liad 
the same completed by J{ }). m., and then moveil forward and oeciipied 
tlio now lino. The firing on the skirinisli line inid In'eii Isi jit ii[)a.t 
slight intervals through the day, but on moving I'orwnrd tin*- liriiig at 
once beeamo much more severe. It being reported that the eoinpaiiy 
from tlio Fiftieth Illinois were out of ammuiutiou, two inoni eoinpanies 
fi'oni that regiment were ordered out and went forward, but Ind'ore they 
reached the lino tho Ibrmer company (Oompany (.‘) had eliarged across 
the lino a-nd drove the enemy from Ids rille-pits; but being niisipijiorteil 
either on their rightor left were ordered haekby Oaptniii Barbour, eldof 
of outposts. Learning that Oompany O Iiehl llie eiieniy’s rille-jiits, 
ordered forward another oompany from the Fiftietli Illinois, andOoin- 
pany Awiis sent with orders to liold flio rillo-iiits at all inDiards; but 
ns before stated, thcenemy’s rille-jiits bail been abandoned by Oompany 
0 before support rcaeheil them, and afterward, thougli vepi'iited elVorts 
were iiuule, It was imjK).s.siblc to retalce them, the enemy liaving eon- 
coiitratod Ids /ire at that piiiiit. At dark orijeri.'d itiajoi* flolinsoii j;o 
relieve tho .skirmishers of tho l.'’ifti<dh Illinois witli his eoinitiaiid, iiiim- 
boring seventy men, mainly anm>d witli Henry ri(le.s, and, if possible, 
retake the enemy’s ride-pits, and as a sujiport’lo him ordiwed forward 
tM'o companies from the Finy-.seveuth Illinois witli iiistrimtioiis to 
stronglyintreiicb themselves and liold the line. At this tiling tii(' whole 
line on my left and right was engagi'd llrliig as rapidly as possilile. 
Tlio Tliu'ty-ninth Iowa Infantry reptirted for <!uty a sliort tiiiK^ prior to 
this and took tlio ground in line Ibrnmvly oeenpiwl by Ma-jor dolmsoii’s 
command and a portion of the Second Mrigude, tin*, Second Briioide 
moving more to tho right. Major .lolinson .soon after dark siieeeedcsl 
m cr().sHing tho swamp with tho left of Ids lino, but was obliged to witli- 
draw the .same to allow the artillery of tho First Division to play upon 
the Giieiny. Tho skirmisli lino was strongly intrenched under' Maior 
Johnsoii’.s olforts, and though the enemy during tlie forepart of the 
night attempted several times to advance his line lie was promptlv 
driven back. 

An exceedingly shall) ilro was main taiiicd all nigbton both sides, until 
at d.3() a. ni. tho aist [22dJ tho lire of tho enemy began to cease. A t <lay- 
bgdit Mi\ior .lohnson advanced a small party to recoimoiter tlie rili'e- 
pits 111 bis front; found them dosortod, and immediately a.d\'aiieed iiis 
entire line, ociaipying a second and third lino of works, and lliiding tlie 
enemy had di.sappoarod. Oiirccciving notice from Major dohiisoii that 
the enemy’s (Ire Imd ceased, I received orders from the general com- 
manding to move forward and occupy the enemy’s works. I did so and 
scut ioi'waiM a skirmish lino as far ns Bontonville, under Hie (diarge of 
Jjient. Col. WilMain Hanna, wlio, llnding no enemy, and otiu'r Ibrees 
coming lip, returned to the command. The eusmiltios in my commaud 
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during the two days wore 3 men killed and 20 wounded. Pour pris- 
ouers wore taken as my command entered tlie enemy’s worlcs. In 
accordance with orders, at 5 p. m. moved back onto the ground I nceu- 
l)ied in the morning and oncainx)ed. March 23, moved forward and 
struck the road to Ooldsboroiigh, over which the command marclied 
on the 19th. Marched twelve miles and encamped. MarclL 24, moved 
from camp at 7 a. m.; crossed the Nouse Eiver on pontoon bridge, just 
below the cro.ssing of the Wilmington and Weldon Itailroad. Entered 
and marched tlirough Goldsborongli at 1 1 ). in., passing in review before 
MaJ. Gen. W. T. Sherman, and went into camp two miles from the city 
on the New Berne railroad. Whole distance marc.hed, 600 miles.

Sir; In compliance with circular No. 13, headquarters Tliird Bri- 
gade, li'ourth IMvision, Piftccntli Army Corps, calling for an official 
report of luoveinonts and operations of my command during the cam- 
paign from Savannah to this imiiit, I have tlio iionor to make tlie 
following report: 

On the 27th of January, 1305, this detachment of the regiment (Com- 
panies A, B, H, and K), then under command of Lieut. Col. II. rerrin, 
ill pursuance to orders from the colonel commaiiding tlie brigade, 
moved from its camp on the Thunderbolt road, near Savannah, Gii., iii 
company with the rest of the brigade, at 8 a. m., and cmitimiod in 
advance of the division, repairing roads, until the third day, when the 
brigade, being rejoined by the remainder of the division, the detach- 
ment moved in its place in the brigade and division, doing the orilinary 
duties of the campaign. Pebruary 18, entered Columbia, S. C., and on 

the 10th, the division, having gone to destroy the railroad, the 

detachment moved to rejoin it, in charge of the ordnance ami ambu- 
lance trains, reaching the division on the same day at Hopkins’ Turn- 
out, distant fourteen miles from Oolninbia. Pebruary 23, Lieutonant- 
Oolbnol Perrin, by order of Brovet Major-General Corse, commanding 
division, as.suinod command of the mounted detaobment of the regiment 
detached from the brigade, since which time I have commanded the por- 
tion of the regiment remaining. On February 25, after going into camp 
at Pine Tree Church, the detsicliincnt was ordered to break camp at 7 
p. in. and report to Lieutonant-Ooloiiel Van Sellar, commaiuUiig Twelfth 
Illinois Infantry, and moved in company with the Twelfth and Fifty- 
second Illinois Infantry to cover a bridge and cross-roads from the 
approach of the enemy’s cavalry. Wont into camp about three miles 
from the point of starting, and rejoined the brigade at 7 [i. m, on the 
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following (lily. Febriuuy 20, the dolnclniioiil, fm-dc’d Lynch’s (Irook, 
and was onlerod on the skirmish lino sit ii p. in., l;wo inili^s in ad\'iiiic,(' 
of tlio division, remaining there without ineideiit ov casinilty until r),;}0 
j). in., wlieii it returned and Avent into euinp. 

On Alareh 4 pu.sscd through the town of Oheniw and (uieiimped tliree 
miles north of the town, and on the following day, Mnndi -T, was oi-dorcd 
into tlie town, Avhere the detachment, together with the idsi; of the 
brigade, were idnced on duty ns provost guards, and assisted in extin- 
guishing /ires Avhieh liud broken out in the buildings inn'gliboring the 
rebel iiospitnl ocimpying the City liall. Mimdi 7, in coinidiaiiee with 
orders from colonel commanding the brlga.do, piclu'bnl tlio h'Joi'miee 
aiid Oamdcu roads Avitli two companies, and aeded ns j'car guard, cov- 
ei'ing the cvasalng of the brigade over Orcat Pedee Itiver, and were the 
last troops in the town, burning several buildings c-oiitiiining cotton, 
and dejiloyed Jifteon men, under Oaptaiii (lillson, Seventh Illinois 
Inl'aiitry, on the wcstblnlf of tlio river, to ((over the taking ii]) of the 
pontoon bridge, which was accomplished at 12 in. March .12, coniinand 
oneampod Avithin two miles of h'ayetteville, K. ()., and rinnaiiic.d two 
days, and on the 14tli eimsed Cape h'car .Hiver at 12 m., and c.oiitimiod 
without incident to move with the column till about 12 in. on the 20th 
instant. The brigade being in column of regiments in sniijiort of the 
I'lrst -Diviaion, I'hl'tocnth Army Corp.s, whi<*,li wa.s engaging the enemy 
oil the road leading to the town of -Bcntonvillo from tlie oast, ahoul ibur 
miles from that place the detachment, under orders from the <io/(iiiol 
commanding the brigade, moved by the /lank on tlio left lliinlc of the 
brigade, As the enemy’s posilion was developed tlio brigade was 
deployed and my eommaiid was moved to the opposite (lanl< and 
deployed as skirmishor.s, extending in line to the right and front of tlie 
brigade to a swamp which .s(»|)a.ra.l;ed me from tlie slcinnishers of the 
onoiiiy. Ihc detachment remained in thi.s position for throe lioui's, 

'i I'ccalleil and posted in line, its left resting on the riglit of 

the iMftietli lllinots Infantry, where, in liomjdianco with orders i'rom 
the colonel commanding the brigade, .1 threw ii)) iiiii'eneiiii](‘nl:s and 
Aveiit into camp for the night at fi ]). m. 

On the following day {21sb imstant), about 10 tv. m., the line was 
ordered to advance, and at a distaintc of two iiiindred ytirds tlirew up 
a new lino 01 : works, my right being thrown .(brward so that mvline 
oxtijndGd relatively farther t.o the front than in my former position. 
At d p. m. I received order.s from the brigade eomnninder to relhwe tiie 
skirimshors ol the Fiftieth Illinois Infantry, then occuiiying the outer 
works ot tlie ouemy, and, to liold those rillo-pits at all ha/.ards. I 
accordingly moved with my whole command, seventy men in nil /prin- 
cipally armed with the Ifcniy repeating rille), to the swamp on the 
larthor side of which those pits wore located, and found thal; onr .sKir- 
mislievs had withdrawn from them, and that tiny were r(>.oceupic.d bv 
the enemy in force. The enemy immediately opened a galling (Ire upon 
me, under which I, however, deployed my men ns skirinisliers, mid 
returned hia flro. Iho lelt of my lino .succeeded in getting oviw the 
swainp, but was afterward soinoAvhat withdrawn to allow artillerv 
iinmternipted play upon tlio enemy’s position. Two companies of tli‘e 
i'j tty-seventh .Illinois .Infiintry Avoro ordered to my support, and 
lutixncliod themselves 150 pae^^ in my rear. My men also threw up 
detaclied n/le-pits for their oavii protection. The enemy atteinpled 
Hovei’artiiiies to adAmnce hia lines, bub was driven hack. Avith little 
troutile. An exceedingly sharp Are was kept up, however, by both 
sides during tlio entire niglit, until 3.30 o’clock on the morning of 
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tlic 22(1, wliGii tlio enemy’s live entirely ceased. At daylight I ordered 
ii party over tlui swamp to reeoinioiter the rille-pits in my Iruiit, 
wliieli wci’ti found deserted; and I iininediatelj'’ advsiiieed my whole 
line, oeenpying a socmiid and third line of works, and fiiicUng the 
enemy liad disappeared, t picked up only two prisoners and a few 
sniall-arins iu iny front. My cominaiid was tlieii relieved by the Thirty- 
ninth Iowa Liifautry, and .1 wfis ordered into camp just outside the 
enemy’s second line of iutnuiehiiieiite, where I reiuaiued until tlie detach- 
ment took up tlui line of march for this point, whore it arrived at p. 
m. on tlie 2‘ltiL instant, and has since reiuaiued, throwing u]> intreueli- 
nuiiits and bnikling (pmrters. 

During tlio engagement and throughout the entire (jampaign the 
oflleers imd men of my command have invariably displayed a (dioorful 
])atieneQ and intelligent eonrage above all praiso. 

yince leaving Savannah the detachment has buiit probably three 
miles of (inrduroy road.

Majok: I have tho Imnor to submit thofollowiiig report of the oper- 
ations of the artillery ill this corps ou the South Oarolina campaign 
from Beaufort, 8. 0., conunenciiig .lanuary 27, to Goldsborongh, K. O., 
ending March 2d. ^'ho batteries in tho corps are designated as fol- 
lows : 

First, Company H, First Illinois Light Artillery, four 2()-pouiulor 
Parrott guiisj second, Twelfth Battery Wisconsin Volunteer Light 
Artillery, four 12-poundor Napoleon guns; third, Company B, First 
Michigan Light Artillery, four 3-hich Fodmau guns; fourth, Company 
il, First Missouri Light Artillery, six :i.2-pouudcr Napoleon guns. 

IJoiuod the comimiiid at McPhorsoiivillo, S. 0., Jamiary 80, 1805, in 
pursuaiicb of Special Orders, No. 3, Jamiary 28, headquarters Depart- 
ment inid Army of tho Teiiiiossoo. I found tho batteries organized as a 
brigade, but assigned to divisions m follows and under the immediate 
coniinand of division coinmaijdcrs: Ooinpany II, First IlUnois Light 
Artillery, commanded by Oapt. I'rauois De Gross, assigned to Second 
Division; TweUtli Battory Wisconsin Volunteer Light Artillery, Oapt. 
William Zickeriek cominaiidiug, to First Division; Company B, First 
Michigan Liglit Artillery, Lieut. Edward B. AVriglit oonnnaiHling, to 
Third Division; Company II, First Missouri Light Artillery, Oapt. 
Cliiirles M. Callahan liominaiuting, to Fourth Division. 

Engagements: The batteries have been so far scpai’atod thatlliave 
been unable to got minute details of some of the battles and skirmishes, 
elfects of fire, I'fcc. 

Company H, First Illinois Light Artillery: February 3, skirmish at

order to eoimnand I’ebel batteries, which wer<*. .shelling;' ( he. main road 
leadiiiH- to tlm main bridj^o over(’onsareeltivcr, anil in ordm' (o aeeom- 
])li.sli this it was necessary to run the bloekadi*. ol' the ridml batterii'.s, 
whiidi 1 ordered and wliieh was *jallantly pei-l'onned by this battiay, 
Captain De dress leading' the column in se<d.ions. ^'lie |)Osition was 
gained without casualties; liring eommein'.ed and the rebel batteries 
Rileiieed. Idajor-deueral Howard then ordereil one, section id' tliis i>at- 
tery placed in the road at west end of bridgeway over (.’ongai'i'o Iliver, 
cominamling the main street in the city of (Johimbia, in wliie-li the robid 
cavalry wore moving. The street was briskly .shelled anil made nnlim- 
ablo. The battery was then ordered by Major-Oeiieral Logan (o e-i oss 
Balmhi Iliver and take imsition on west lainlc of Ib'oad Itiver, udiieh 
was aeeomi>li.sbod without dillieulty. ll<we, tlio battery slieJIod the 
woods on the opposite side of river; etVoet unknown. Ivoniids fired 
dnving the day, 110. February 211, one seetion of this battery took 
position at I’eay’s FeuTy, on Watcreo IMve.r, to e-ovei’ the crossing; 
hove one percussion shell was tired; elVoct unknown. 

Twelfth Wisconsin Ibittery: rlaiiuary 20, om^ see.tion of tliis battmy 
was ordered to Comi)ah(‘e Ivivm* from (.Ja.rden’s Ooriiers, KupjiortiMl by 
one brigade of First Division. The enemy were found on the opposite 
side of river and tlieir iM)sition shelled; thirty-eight rounds of aminimi- 
tioii expomled; the .section returned to eainp at night; result of fi'ing 
unknown. Felu-nary 1, one seetion engaged in sheiling the imemy near 
Hickory Hill, where luMvas imstial behind rail piles. Tweiity-si.v rounds 
were liml with good eO'oct, routing tho enemy in (ionfiisioii. h'obriiary 
in, battery took imsitioii wi^st of Congareo Greek, llriiigat rid'-renliiig 
cavalry. Thirty rounds amniiinition expoiulml; vi^snlt unknown, f'c.b- 
ruary 10, battery in ])osition before Goinmbia; shelled the eity, expend- 
ing thirty-ono rounds animmiition. February 17, liattery in position on 
we.st bank of Jlroad Itiver; .shelled the woods on i>|)))osi(;(\ bank, ilriiig 
lorty-iiino rounds amnnniition. Mare.h 20, the ballery was (‘iigaged on 
the advance of First Division during the day, Hkivinisliing for several 
inileH,expead{ng twelve rounds animuiiitioii. iMarcli 21, battmy aligned 
with the advaneo of First Dlvishm, and briskly engaged llui enemy 
with but little eover; expended 222 rounds aniniunition. h'iriiig coii- 
timied during the night at intervals of llfteen miiiiitiis with each piece. 

Too much cannot bo said of the e.omlue,t of this battiwy on this occ.a- 
.sioii. Within .100 yards of the nmln line of the enemy, Avitli rude eov- 
eriiig, they Ibught with brilliant sueeess, tin*, imeiny’s Avorks and dead 
demarking tl»e fro of tins battery. During tliis engagement two men 
of tliia battery were Avonnded — ITivato Kol)ert Hliielils lost right leg 
and I’rivafe Festn.s dohnson reeelAmd hovcu’O ll(\sh woniid in left leg. 

Company B, First Miehigau Light Artillery : h'ebrmiry 0, shelled the 
Avoods on ijittle Salkehatehio Itiver, where the enemy aviu’c strongly 
])oste(l, and did imieh to dislodge him; expended live roiiiids unvinuni- 
tioii. February 1.5, battery witli Third Division nniiie leiiit at eross- 
ing (kmgareo Itiver six miles below Columbia, at a. erossing on that 
stream, liore expeiulihg .six rounds ammunition; elVeet unknown, 
idareh 20, one .section of battery put in position to shell enemy’s ])OHi- 
tion at Cox’s Bridge, on Ncuse -River. T’liis scic.tioii expended tAvcid.y- 
six rounds ainniimitioii at thi.s pciint, but owing to the Avooded (iondi- 
tion of tho country the elTecta of the fro Avero unknown. T'lie enemy, 
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lio-\vcvGi', ceased tlieii' Urc, l)virno4 tlio bridge, and fiirthoi- deinoiisfcra- 
tioiis for tlic battery -were not needed. March 21, one section of tliis 
battery was detached temporarily by iny order from Third Division 
and placed on lines of hirst ]>ivision, near Mill Creek, on the right of 
one section of Twelfth Wisconsin Battery, when firing at intervals of 
fifteen iniiintes to each gnn was kept up during the night under a gall- 
ing fire from the enemy’s sharpshooters. The wisdom of battery com- 
manders displayed in ordering tlio men to get cover immediately after 
firing prevented undne casualties; one man slightly wounded in the 
engagement. This section expended sixty-threo rounds ammunition 
during the night. 

Company II, First Missouri Light Artillery: This battery moved 
from its camp at Savfiunah with Fourth Division on 2Sth of January, 
and owingto movemeutsof division did not got ciigugctl until February 
10 before Columbia, on Oongarec River, whore the battery took jiositiou, 
slielling the rebel works, expending .135 rounds amimmitioii with but a 
faint reply from the enemy. March 10, one section of this battery 
sldrmisbeii with tlio enemy two miles cast of .Little Kookflsli [Little 
Oobera] Creek, expending ilvo rounds of ammunition; oireet unknown, 
as a farther advance was nob found necessary. March 21, the battery 
took an advanced position on the lino of I'mirth Division, in the line 
of the corps, cannoneers throwing up their owji works, when llring eoju- 
ineiiccd early in the afternoon; later the first ami second sei^tioiis were 
advanced to support tlio skirmishers ami went into action without 
works, continuing a rapid lire until daylight of 22d, cx])eiid]jig 431 
rounds ammunition, wltli casualties of 1 man mortally and 1 slightly 
wounded. 

1 cannot speak in too much jiraiso of the behavior of both o/Hcers and 
men. All Inivo done nobly their part and duty, rollccting lionor upon 
their rospeobivo States and Government. The circumstances of coun- 
try and position choaou by tlio enemy romlcrcd the artillery of less 
than ordinary service. I am gratified, however, to Estate that notliing 
of moral or physical endurance on the part of oflicera and men has been 
lacking, and whatOYor the exigencies of the service might have 
deniaiulcrl, I am satlallod that the clement was )>rosent. 

Loss of animals: Company H, First Illinois Liglit Artillery, 2 horses 
by disease, 3 ridden off by deBcrtcr.s; Twelfth Wisconsin Battery, 2 
horses and 1 mule captured with men, 2 horses by diHeuse; B, First 
Miebigan Light Artillery, 3 horses by disease; II, First Missouri Light 
Artillery, 3 horses by disease. 

Gain of animals: Company B, First Michigan Light Artillery, 14 
horses and 2 mules eajitnrcd; Cominiiiy II, First .Missouri laglit Artil- 
lery, 13 horses captured. 

Aniinal.s: Upon t:iking (minmnnd of artillery of the coi’ps I Jbuiul 
the hor.scs in tlio several batteries very much reduced in Ilesh, fully 50 
per cent, being unserviceable, caused by starvation atBavaniiah. I am 
gratified to report that owing to light marches and abniidmice of for- 
age, togetlier with coinmeiulablo care, the animals have greatly 
iiiixiro'i'ed, and after a march of over 600 miles I find but a few that 
are unserviceable. 

Ammunition ; The 12-pounder ainniuuitiou is good. The 20-poundor 
Parrott aminiinition proves doicctive; the powder in tlioshellsisinsiif- 
fieient and poor, and the fuses are not reliable. The 3-inoli Rodman 
ammunition from Saint Louis is defective in powder and the fuses are 
very poor. Tlio expenditures of ainnmijition during the campaign have 
been ijromxitly reported weekly and are hei'ewith attached consolidated. 
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Casualties: Attached to this report will bo found a complete list of 
killed, Avoimded, aud missing, and of prisoners, and a report of deserters. 

lu conclusion, I would add that efforts are now being made to c(]iii]) 
the batteries in the most effective manner for another campaign, and I 
trust will he found ready when again called upon to advance upon the 
enemy.

I have the honor to anbinit the following report of the operations of 
the Seventeenth Army Corps during the recent campaign from Bavau- 
nail, Ga., to Gold.sboroiigli, H. 0.: 

On the 2il of Jamiary, in accordance witli Special Orders, No. 7, 
headquarters Army and Department of the Tenneasce, preparations 
were made for moving this corps to Beaufort, S. 0., via Thunderbolt, 
and thence by army transports and navy vessels to Beaufort, S. 0. A 
wliarf or dock was built at Thunderbolt to facilitate tlio embarkation 
of the troojis aiid train. The First Divi.sion, Mjyor-General Mower 
commanding, eonnnoneod embarking on the morning of the 3d of .Taim- 
ary, followed by the Third and Fourth Divisions. The transportation 
of the troops was completed on the 7th of January, but, in eonsequonco 
of the very limited capacity of the steamers assigned, the transporta- 
tion of the wagons, horses, &c., was very slow, and it was not until the 
morning of the 12th of January that the last of our transportation was 
disembarked. On the 13th of January the command moved out via 
Port Hoyal Ferry toward Pocotaligo. A boat expedition, under com- 
miiiid of Lieutenant-Colonel Kirby, was successful in securing the 
crossing at the ferry and covering the laying of a pontoon bridge (100 
feet in l(3ngth, which was completed before daylight, at which tlinothe 
command again moved forward, the Tiiird Division in advance, fol- 
lowed by the Fourth and First Divisions. The enemy, consisting of 
one regiment of cavalry and three pieces of artillery, was first encount- 
ered at a small stream about five miles from the ferry, in a strongly 
intrenched position. One brigjide of the Tliird Division was imme- 
diately detached and tiumed their imsition, when they fell back rapidly 
on the direct road to Pocotaligo. One brigade of the Third Division, 
under the personal direction of General Leggett, was then detached to 
moveoii a road about three miles totheright,for tliepurpose of turning 
tliem out of another strongly intrenched position on Stony Creek, which 
movement was a perfect success, and caused the enemy to fall back to 
his main works at Pocotaligo, from which they opened a heavy flro of 
artillery aud musketry. Tlie skirmishers moved forward through an 
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almost iini)a.s.sablo swam]) or Hooded ricc-field to within inusket-rango 
of his works. About this time it bec-aino so dark that further move- 
ments were imi)oaaible. 

Eiirly on the followhijy morning (January 15) it was diseovored that 
the enemy liad evuenatod thoir works at this i)oint, and also in front 
of General Uateh’s command, }il)OUtfivo miles below. The comniaiul 
was oicamped and positions intrenched on all roads loading north- 
northeast and northwest from this station. On the Kith an expedition 
wiis sent to open comnmniesation with tlio ;EiftC(mtliArmy Gorps, which 
was sup]>osed to be en route for thi.s point via Ifiiion Causeway and 
New llivcr bridge, but in <!onse(]uence of the enemy’s cavalry being in 
too great force they wore compelled to rctiii-n witlnmt ell'cctiiig the 
object. On the morning of the 20th the First Division, Majoi’-Gciieral 
Mower commanding, started npo)i an expedition to Salkehatchio bridge 
for the purpose of .surprising, and, if possible, capturing a portion of 
the force, consisting of about .'1,000 infantry and cavalry and one bat- 
tery of artillory, stationed at thati)oint. h’rom information dorivedfrom 
negroes and deserters wo were led to believe that the river was ford- 
able at a ]»oinfc about three miles above the bridge, but upon the arrival 
of the command at that point they discovered that in consoijnenco of 
the late heavy rains there was from twelve to II fteen fcofcof water in the 
river. Not being inovidcd with boats it was found to bo impracticable 
to oli'ect a crossing witliout attracting the attention of the enemy, so 
the o.xpeditiou returned the same night. From the 20th to the 30th of 
January nothing of any particular interest occiUTcd, with the excep- 
tion of au unimportant dcmonstrjition made against Salkehatchio 
bridge on the 23d by the First Division. On the 30th the command 
moved out and encamped on the river road about six miles from Pooo- 
taligo. On tlio following morning General Force, with two regiments 
fVoiu his division, made a demonstration at the river just above the 
railroad bridge. 

February l,tho command moved forward in tho direction of Rivers’ 
Bridge, Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry in tho advance, skirmishing 
heavily with tho rebel cavalry. Wo moved forward j’ajjiilly to Whippy 
Swamp, which wq found very badly obstructed by fallen timber, and 
bridges (five in number) destroyed, with about 200 yards of water at 
each end of causeway. Tho main body of rebel cavalry fcUback in the 
direction ofWliippy Swamp Post-Olhco, followed by tho Ninth Illinois 
Mounted Infantry, au])ported by the Third Division. One company of 
rebel cavalry was posted behind abarricado on opposite side of Whippy 
Swamp, covering the causeway. They were (piickly dislodged, and 
before 8 p. in. tho road was entirely cleared of obstruction.s and bridges 
rebuilt. The First Division and a large portion of tho train was moved 
over during the night. In eonseqnenco of tho exceedingly bad condi- 
tion of tho roadvS, and tho rapidity with which the advance moved, we 
found it iin])ossible to bring up tho rear (Fourth) divi.sion, which went 
into camp about five miles back. At daylight tlic following morning 
tho Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry, followed by the Third Division, 
moved up the west side of Whippy Swamp, with iiiatriictions to proceed 
to Angioy’a Post OHico, and thence to Rivers’ Bridge. Tho balance of 
the oommaiul, First and Fourth Divisions, moved on up tho river road, 
skirmishing licavily, but steadily driving tlio rebel cavalry up to Brox- 
ton’s Bridge, where one regiment was left to engage tho attention of 
the enemy across the Snlkehatchio Rivei*. At this point tho Ninth 
Illinois Mounted Infantry again rejoined us, and taking tho advance 
drove the. enemy tliree miles, making one splendid charge, in which 
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LicntPimiil-OoloiKil Kirby, of iny staff, was m'oimkIciI. AIDm- lliis, llio 
oiii'.niy diovo very stubbornly and shovly; so luiioli so Miat oik*. I'Ofii- 
iticnt oT infantry was dcpioyud and the (avvalry senit to oixM iilo upon 
their Hanks. Tlic enemy Averc tlien driven ra.i)idly to a, (irtiss-road, one 
road leading' to jiulbrd^s and the other to liivers^ I Iridge-. 'I'lie i'.a va lry, 
supported by two regiments of Kirst Jlivision, were hd't on ( lu! Ibiford 
road with instructions to drive the enemy on(5 mile and to remain tlnn e 
until relieved. The balaneo of the Mr.st J)ivi.slon iiiov(^d rapidly on 
Kivei's’ Bridge, driving the enemy so rapidly that tiny had no tiini\ to 
burn the bridges, sixteen in number, over the causeway leading t(t the 
other side of the Balkehatebio Biver. 'J'lie enemy iininediaDdy op(Mied 
Avith two ])icecs of artillery, Avliieh SAvept the causeway and reiidemil 
any advaneo in that direction iinpo.ssible. 

While Colonel B\Amyno, eominandiiig F<»rty-thiid <diio VolniitetM- 
Infantry, Avaa moving in Avith his regiment to takei)osition on tln^ right 
of the road a ]>ieee of shell struck him on the leg, veinh'i ing ain|)uta- 
tion necessary, Avhich deprived mo ol' i.\ns servuios of a ve-iy brave and 
valuable oHicer. 

Art(!r (sarefully reeonnoileiing the enemy’s po.sition w(' foiind liis 
works too strong to assault them in iVonI;. A very strong slvii'iidsli line. 
Avas pushed tbr\vard to the river, and the. balance of Ihi^ troops ol' the 
First Division Avithdrawn from the swamp and (iiK^ampc'd on dry 
ground, The Fourth Division, Urev<d. Major-deiieral Smith command- 
ing. Avna encamped on the riA'cr road at a point midway b(',tw('eii Brox- 
ton’s and ItiA’ors’ Bridges, Avitb instructions to iimkti a reconiiaisHanee 
through the swamp to ihibwmine the practicability of (U'ossliig l'i’ 0 (p)s. 
I le complied Avilh instructions, ainl re.ported favorably. The 'IMiird 
DiAosion, Brigadioi'-Ceneral For<m commainling, having arrived, viai 
Aiigley’s Bo.st Onice, Avas encamped at the eDKss-roiids, nearly in rear 
of the First Division, in order that he might r<mder lh<'.m any support 
or assistance re«piii(sl. The deta<-he(l regiments on the Buford road 
AV(3re relieved and oidere<l lo rejoin the divisien. 'riie Kalkthateliie 
liiver at this point is a dense swamp one mil<^ and ii half in Avidtii, 
wlicre the river sprcmls out into thirty- (hm snudl stnianis varying fi'om 
tAVo to six feet in depth. The ajiproach to the imiin bridgis, about 
seventy feet in longtli, Avas ahmg a narrow eausi'.way, (aniiinaiuled 
almost its entire ieiigih by the enemy’s batteries. 'Phe main or largest 
stream van A'cry near the east side of the swamp, imiiHMlialely l»eyoiHl 
Avliicb the bank rises abruptly to the high table-land Inyoiul. Upon 
this bank the oiiomy Jnul built a A'evy strong line of earth-works, with 
two strong redoubts and batteries eommauding tlio nniin apin-oae.hes.

jiiasiid tlio eiiomy to witlulraw in groat confusion with a loss of forty 
>riHonci'H. 

During tliis oiigagement G-oneral Smith, comnuinding Fourth Divis- 
<>n, moved through the swamp at a point about midway between the 
>'\vo bridges, and after a severe skirmish sueceeded in eirecting alodg- 
iionii n])on the oi)poaite bank. About the time ho was foniiiiig hia 
5<jmmaiid to advance the rebels advanced a strong sldmiish lino. 
-Javing a good defensible iiosition, and knowing nothing about the 
’oreoof tho ciiomy statumodut thatpoint,lieforined J'or an attacdc. As 
toon, however, as ids skirmisii lino advanced tlio enemy withdrew. It 
vas thou quite darlc and too late to advance, so they bivouacked there 
‘or tho night. Aa soon ns Genoval'Mower could roi>nir iho bridges lie 
novod his entiro commaiid across tho river and intrenched a strong lino 
,o eovor the crossing. Diii-ing tlio above-indicated ongageiiicnts the 
‘oreoa stationed at Broxtoids Jlridgokoptnp ahoavy domonstradon. and 
'opoi'tod tlio inovonient of a lieavy force of rebel infantry to oiir rlglit, 
ji (ionHoqueiico of which one brigade of Tliivcl Division was sent to 
'C-eiifoi'(!o tlio troops stationed at thatimhifc. 

On the following morning (Febrimry 4) tlio Fourth Division moved 
Li> the oast side o f the river and formed on tho riglifeof tho First Divis- 
on. Tlie Third Division remained in its former position. A train of 
liirty wagons and some ambulances was .sent back to Poeotaligo with 
mr sick and wouiuled, under esiMirt of tho Ninth Illinois Mounted 
iifantry. On tho (Ith of Fobriuiry the entire command moved without 
►XdJOsition to OowpenFord, on Little Salkehatcluo Iliver, whore wo bad 
^ light; skinnlsh v'ith the enemy mid rebuilt seven bridges, varying in 
aiigth from thirty to llfty foot, alul crossed tho Tliird Division. At 
Layliglit on tlie following morning the command moved forward tlirough 
^ dreiiidiing ruin and over almost impassable roads toward Midway 
station, oil youtli (hiroliiia Kailroad. We rebuilt three bridges at 
Licmon’s Swamp, and succeeded in getting tlio Ji’ourtU Division and ono 
>rigade of tlie h'irst Division into position covering the station. A 
•ompany of the Ninth Illinois Mounted Inlaiitry was sent on a recon- 
1 nisHaiico to Oannou’s Bridge. They foinul the rebels on this side of 
lie river, drove tlioin across, and compelled them to burn tlio bridge in 
lieir rear. Febrnary 8, heavy details from tho First and Fourth Divis- 
ous were engaged in destroying tho railroad track from a ])oi]it one 
nile and a half west of tlio station up to and including the railroad 
iridge across tlio Edisto Fiver — eight miles of track, exclusive of niil- 
fjacl bridge. ThoNiiitli Illinois Mounted Iiifaiitiy made a successful 
'eic.onnaissancG to Walker’s Bridge, compelling the onomy to burn it. 

The comnuiiid moved fonvard at dayliglit on the followingmorniiigin 
lie direction of Binnnker’s Bridge, on South Fork of Edrnto Fiver, where 
VO arrived about 1 j). m. We found the bridge do-stroyed and enemy 
•cicupying a strongly intronehed iiosition on the oi>])Osito side of the 
■i ver and swamp, with artillery coinniaiidiiig tho crossing. Tho advaii- 
iiigcs of position were decidedly in our favor — a high and bluff bank

upon this and low lint swam]) upon fcho opposite side ol ( lie 
beyond which thoonomy was iiibreiicUcd. AVoquickly laid a imiitooii 
bridge about HOU yards below the old crossiuft’, 

range of their artillery, over which General Mower passed liis division, 
deployed and moved forward throngli the swani]), attacked tlie enemy 
and eoiupletcly routed him with a loss of one caisson and several iji'is. 
oners, our loss in tins engagement being only *1 killeil and 7 wouihUmI. 
The Third and Fourth Divlaions had gone inb) cam]) i^ovei’iiig the year. 
During the engagenient the Third Division was moved up to the rive)’, 
but belbre it became necessary to cross the enemy had been deCeated. 
Apontoonbridgowa.s immediately laid at the old crossing, tluMuinseway 
repaired, Am., and the balance of General Mower’s command, including 
his artillery, moved over during the night. The m-ossiiig ol:' tins river 
was second only in imi)ortanccand the dillicnlties to be overcoiiii^ to laie 
crossing of the yalkelmtchic. The night was exceedingly cold. 'I’he 
men and olTicors had to wade for near a mile through a dense swamp 
in water varying’ from two to four feet in dejith, and riunaiii all iiiglil' 
without blankets or sbolber of any desci‘(])tiou. The enemy’s force sta- 
tioiiod at. this point consisted of about .1,000 infantry, one seetion of 
artillery, and a light force of cavalry, all belonging to General Hteven- 
sou’s division, Leo’s corps, Hood’s army. 

Tlio Third .Division moved over at ditylighb on tlio Ibllowing morn* 
ing and wont into ]H)sitlon on the riglit of the I'Mrst Division. Dm tlm 
following morning the cominaml moved forward at 7 a. m. '.l.'lie .Ninth 
Illinois Mounted Infantry, having rotnriicd from .Pocotaligo, took the 
advance. Wo first struck the enemy at a barricade about two miles 
soutli of the .N’orth Fork of the .Ddisto Diver ami ahoiil; three miles and 
a half from Orangeburg. They wore ipiickly I’onted by oiir mounted 
infantry and [uishcdback to the river, where theenmny o])eiie(l heavily 
with artillery. The cavalry was relieved by tho'l’liird Division and 
sent to the bridge about tea miles below, on the i-oiul to Rowe’s citation, 
where tliey ciieountcrcil the rebel cavalry on this side, forced tlieiu 
across, iiiul burned thobrhlgc. The skirmishers of the ’Tliird Division 
succeeded in working tl>cir way through the Hwam|) to tlie river-bank. 
The large bridge imd not been destroyeil and oiirskirmisliers eovered it 
so completely that no one dare a])i)roacli it in daylight; but aftm’ niglit 
tliey aueceeded in burning it ])artially. General I'^ori-.e, having diseov- 
creda ])oinbon the river about one mile anda half below the bridge not 
covered by tlie enemy, was ordered to withdraw his command, wliich 
was relieved by thoFoni’th Division, and idfcct aerossing at tlia-t iioiiit. 
At daylight Olio section of the iiontooii bridge was sent to General 
Force, who crossed the river, passed through a. small swamp, a,iid 
Hanked the rebels and compelled them to evuciuite in liaste. General 
Bmitli, Fourth Division, immediately repaired the bridge and moved 
across, and, in connection with the Third Division, moved upon the 
town. Some of the rebel cavalry before leaving fired one of the ])nblie_ 
bnildiiig.s, wliiidi communicating to others destroyed about one-half of 
the village. The Third -Divisiou destroyed two miles of the railroad 
track south of tlie town. 

'I'lie command moved out at 7 o’clock on the morning of the llltli 
along the Oraiigebnrg Branch llailroad, destroying the. track thor- 
oughly up to the State roiul, twelve miles, and tlienee we moved along 
the State road toa])ohit fifteen miles and a half from Orangeburg. 
Tlio Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry moved along a road east of and 
])arallol to the railroad to Saint Matthew’s I.’ost-tlfTlee. On the follow- 
ing morning the First Division and one brigade of the Fourth Division 
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moved tbo State road to within one mile and a ImU' of Sandy 

linn I'ost-Oilicc. The Third Division moved aloii*^ the railroad with 
instructions to destroy it up to the Oongaree Itiver. TlieNintli Illinois, 
supported by one brigade of the Fourth Division, was sent to destroy 
the railroad bridge across the river. Tliey met about 30Q rebel cav- 
alry oil this side, drove them for several miles and across the river, 
eompelling them' to burn the bridge in their rear. On the following 
morning the command moved forward along the State road, in rea of 
the FifteeiiMi Army Corps, to Bates’ Ferry road. The oiiemy, occupy- 
ing a strong position on the Congarec Creek, had checked the Fifteenth 
Army Corps, which moved in on the road at Sandy Itun Post-Ofiico. 
We tlieii moved by the settlement and plantation roads to Flavnell’s 
Branch, eight miles and a half from Columbia. One brigade of tlie 
Third Division was sent forward to secure the crossing over Congaree 
Greek at Taylor’s Bridge. They were compelled to wade through sev- 
eral hundred yards of water before reaching the bridge, winch they 
found destroyed. They crossed the stream, drove in the rebel ])ickets, 
and intrenched a position covering the crossing. During the night 
the bridge was rebuilt and a footing for infantry constructed, opening 
a route to ilnnk the force in front of the Fifteoiith Army Corps. On 
tbo following morning we moved forward at daylight, taking the most 
direct roads to Columbia, and meeting with no opposition wo soon asoor- 
tainod that tho rebel army had during the night fallen back across the 
Ooiigareo River, burning the bridge in their rear to jn’evont pursuit. 
We moved up to a point opposite the city and encamped, sending a 
strong skirmish lino to tho river in our immediate front. The enemy’s 
sharpshooters kept up an exceedingly annoying iiro from the oppo- 
site bank of tho riven which compelled us to open upon tliom and tho 
city with artillery. General Butler’s cavalry division retreated across 
the Saluda River, burning tho bridge, about 300 feet in length, after 
them. A pontoon bridge was laid across tho Saluda River immedi- 
ately below the old crossing, and tho Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry, 
supported by Second Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, drove the rebel 
cavalry across Broad River and made an nnsuccessftil olVort to save 
the bridge. Tho enemy fired tho bridge and opened upon them with 
artillery from the opposite bank. 

On tho following morning, li’ebniary 17, the Fifteentli Army Corps 
having the right of way, wc did not couimence moving until 9..30 o’clock. 
While the Fifteenth Army Corps was laying a imntoon bridge across 
Broad River, about three miles above tho city, Brig. Gen. W. W. 
Belknui), coinmaiiding Third Brigade, Fourth Division, crossed over 
the Thirteenth Iowa, Lieut. Col. J. 0. Kennedy commanding, in a small 
flat-boat that he had fitted up for the purpose, and, driving' the roar 
guard from the city, entered and planted the Stars and Stripes upon' 
both the old and now capitols. Our advance division (First) arrived 
in Columbia just after dark, and, xmssing through, encamped about one 
mile and a half north of the city. The Third andFourbb Divisions 
were placed in position on the left of the First. February 18, the Ninth 
Illinois Jlouuted Infaiiiry and one brigade from First Division wore 
assigned to provost-gnard duty. The balance of the command moved 
out and encamped on the Charlotte and South Carolina Railroad, six 
miles from the city. Heavy details from each division were engaged 
in destroying the railroad from Columbia northwesterly nine miles. On 
tho following morning the railroad was thoroughly destroyed np to a 
point fifteen miles from the city. On the 20th the command moved 
without opposition to Dako Station, seventeen miles north of the city. 
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Details were eiigngetl in destroying tlio. railroad np to this point, and 
on the following morning ono brigade from eaeli division was dottadiod 
to move along' and thorongldy destroy the railroad. The balam^e of 
the eoininand moved, via Sandy Level Meeting-Houso, to a point where 
we aga insti'uek the railroad, five miles south of Winnaborough, at which 
plaee tlie dotaehod brigades rejoined tlieir divisions, having tlmroiighly 
(lesti'oyed the railroad up to this point. Early on the following morn- 
ing heavy details were at work destroying the railroad up to Winiis- 
borongh, through which place the command moved and cnoam])ed at 
J'oplar Spi'ingH. 

On the 2:id the command moved forward, and very soon struck tlio 
rear of tlie Fifteenth Army Corps a.t the pontoon bridge near Feay’s 
Ferry, on the Wateree Itiver. The roar of the Jfifteenth Army Corps 
crossed the l iver at p. in., iollowcd by my .command, the advaiuic 
division (I^'orn'di) of which arrived at Liberty Hill about dark. 'J^he 
First Division eiicnmped at a creek about two miles and a Imlf (mst of 
the vivisr, ami the Third Division was unable to get cverytliiiig oy(ir 
before morning. 'I'he command moved at 7 a. m. on tlio following 
morning, via Fussoll Tlacc and Fattor.son’s Oross-Eoads, to a iioint 
tlireo miles east of thelatter place, where the J?ourth Division encamped. 
Tlio First Division got uj) to Fattersoii’a Oross-Koads and the Third 
to Enssoll Place. February 25, wo moved at 7 a. m., via (iniiilaii’s and 
OopehimVs, and from there on the most direct road to Uougli’s Bridge, 
on Little Lyncld.s Orcek. The advance division (h\mrth) crossed and 
eiiciuiiped about two miles east of the creek, the First Division on west 
side of creek, and 'I'hird Division at (lopoland’s. While the Ji’ciurth 
Division was orossing the walxir ro.se very rapi<l)y, rendering it impos- 
sible to cross l;Iie First Division before dayliglit. During tlie night the 
First Michigan lOngiiKHir.s built a bridge about 25(1 yarilsiii loiigth 
aijross tlie creek. 

February 25, in con.se<|Ucm^e ol the licavy and comstant rains for tlio 
past forty-eight hours the roads wore in a very bad condition. Tlie 
First Division was ordered to take the advance, but being unable to 
cvossLynch’s Dreek in time the.Fourth Division moved forward, taking 
the most (lircct road to Voiing’s Bridge, whore we learned that two bri- 
gades of rebel cavalry had just passed, leaving the bridge, 270 feet in 
length, niidestroyed. Hero, however^ wc Ibuiul the road [and] bottom 
lands adjoining overllowed for a consmerable di.staneo on each side, the 
water being from two to six feet in depth for a distance of about 2(10 
yarils on west and 1,500 yards on east side. One regiment of Fourth 
IMvision wadeil. along the road and through the swamp to the high 
ground beyond, where they intrenched a strong position for the pur- 
pose of <‘,overing the crossing. The First Michiguii Engineer Bcgiment 
was ordoi'ed to Iniilda foot bridge along the side of tlie road and through 
the swamp, and heavy details wore made to assist them in procuring 
lumber, iSce. They worked all night and complcteil the foot biMdge, 
about one mile in longtli, about daylight, over which the troojis of the 
First Division passed. From inthrmatioii derived from citi/ens we 
were indmied to believe that the water would fall so rapidly before 
moi'Tiiiig that we Avould have no difficulty in crossing our traiiiB along 
the road. 'Tlio water ibll about oightcoii inches during the night, but 
not siilllcient to allow the trains to pass, in consequeiice of winch wo 
were (jornpolled to construct' a wagon road through the overllowed fields 
and swamp about one mileanda half in length. About 2,500 men were 
engaged upon the work, and complotod 850, feet of bridging and 7,000 
feet of coi’diu'ciy'cd roml bn stringers before 5 ii, m., over which the 
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euth'o coiinmnul moved that night and the following iiioriiing, whoii wo 
again moved forward in the direction of Ohcrjisv. When witliiu ihir- 
teeii inilca of tlic city wo received an order from J^iiijor'CHMioral Howard 
to proceed no farther thaiiMcDonakVsOross-Roads, Imtliaving already 
jjassed that point we selected astrongdefcusiblo position and intrenched 

onr entire camp. _ _ , . 

Outlie following day we remained In position awaiting the arrival 
of the balance of tlie army. One brigade, under tlioiiersoiial command 
of Mi\ior*General jMower, was sent on a rccounaissaiico in the direction 
of ('lieraw. Tliey encoimteredtliocnomy iiistrong force at tliecrnssing 
of the Chestcriioid and Society Hill road, developed tlieir position, and 
withdrew. About ,10 o’clock on the following morning wo received an 
order direct from (lonoral Sherman, who was with the Lett Wing, to 
move uiion Cheraw. The coiiimarid was ordered to move at 1 2 m. At 
11 a. m. we received an order from (leiioral Howard not to move froin 
onr present position until the Fifteenth Army Ooriis could get up within 
supporting dlsta.nco; in comscqueiK^o of ^yll!cll order wo conclniled not 
to move until morning, and in the nioautimo iiotilied (lonoral Howard 
of the order from General Sherman. Tlio commnnd moved forward 
about daylight to the cross-roads, where we deployed an infinitry skir- 
mish lino and moved rapidly forward in the diroctioii of Olioraw. Sup- 
posing the enemy to bo in force and occupying^ a strong iiosition on 
Tlioinpson’s Greek, the Ninth Illinois Mounted Iiilantry was sent to 
aseor tain the practica bility of crossing ’J'liompsoii’B Greek north of Jlcar 
Greek, They reported all bridges burned and crossing' impracticable. 
They were then ordered to report to Goloncl Williams, of the Twelfth 
Indiana Kegiment, Fifteenth Army Gorps, who Imd been ])lu(!e(l ni 
command of an expedition, consisting of all the movnited men of the 
Eight Wing, to be sent to Florence, S. 0. Tlio enoiny wae first met in 
light force at ail admirably selected position on thewestsido ofTlioinp- 
sou’s Creek, where they had built a strong and extensive lino of earth- 
works. Onr skirmisher.s (luickly drove thorn from this ])ositioii and 
across Tliompson’s Creek, saving the bridge, wliiclr they liad already 
fired. Ill conseQiiGiice of the abandonment of this strong line wo wore 
convinced that the main body of the army was retroiiting. We skir- 
mished heavily, and drove them rapidly through Ohernw, using artil- 
lery u])on them with ell'ect, to and across the I’edco Eivor, but were 
unable to save the bridge, it having been previously prepared for burn- 
ing by covering it with resin, tnrpeiitiuo, &c., and was already in 
fianiGs when onr advance reached it. Our captures at this point con- 
sisted of 25 pieces of field artillery, 10 limbers coniiilete, 1(> caissons 
complete, 6,000 rounds of artillery ammunition, 20,000 rounds of infan- 
try ammunition, 2,000 stand small-arms, 1,000 sabers, and a largo 
amount of mateiial ibr the manufacture of fixed ainmmiition. Also 
an immense aiiioniit of tools belonging to the orcliiiinee and macliino 
shops; 1 locomotive, 12 to 15 cars, and thousands of bales of cotton, 
nearly all of which was dostoyed before leaving the town. 

On the following day the Fir.st Missouri bngincei's laid a pontoon 
bridge over thePedee River immediately below the old crossing, which, 
being finished at 3 p. m., Major-General Mower’s (First) division com- 
mencod crossing. He encountered the rebel cavalry witli artillery but 
a short distance out; in consequence of which the Third Division was 
ordered to follow him as soon as practicable. This order was after- 
ward changed, and one division of, Fifteenth Army Corp.s ordered to 
follow the First Division, Boveuteoiith Army, Corps; after wliicli onr 
entire command moved across the river and encamped about throe 
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miles east of tlio bridge. Some slight skirmishhig ■with the rebel cavalry 
took ])laee while going into imsitioii. On the CtU the entire coimu.and 
moved forward to licnncttsville and encamped in the immediate vicinity 
of the town. On the following morning the cominaiul moved out on tlus 
Fayetteville road, and in eomplianoe with ordor.s made a short march 
and encamped between Beaver Daaii and Panther Creeks. The Ninth 
Illinois was sent forward to acenre and liold the bridge at Gum Swamp, 
or Little I'edec Hiver. On the following morning the command moved 
out at an early hour, Ninth Illinois in advance, to secure the Lumber 
lliver bridge. Woaucceededin crossing the river and reaching Gilopolis 
withtlie advjineo (Third) division. The river rose so rapidly that we 
found it impossible to cross ti'oops during the night and Avitliout con- 
siderable additional bridging. At an early hour on the. following morn- 
ing tho Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry was sent to Lumberton, on 
Lumber Ilivev, where they burned tlio railroad and wagon bridges and 
0 cars, and destroyed about one mile of the railroad track. The 
balaiKio of tho command moved out at 8 a. m., the Fourth Division on 
upper and First and Third Divisions on lower Fayetteville roads. 
We encamped with tlie Third and Fourth Divisions on tho east side of 
Baft Swamp and Greek, and First Division on west side. The bridge 
at Baft Swamp had been partially destroyed by tho onojiiy, but was 
easily ropuirocl. 

We moved at 8 a. in. on the 10th. In consociuenco of tlie recent 
heavy rains tlie roads were in a very bud condition for tlio ilrst six 
miles. We thou struck tho iilank road (single track), over which we 
moveil rapidly to Big Bockfish Creek, whore wo found tho bridge 
desti’oyed and tho creek rising rapidly. Wo built a light bridge, over 
M'hi(5h tho Bhith Illinois i)a.sscd an<l ])ro(;codc(l to Bockiish Factory, 
and ill aceordanee with orders destroyed thomachinovy and burned the 
lUctory buildings. Tliis fa(?tory was ojic of tho largest in tlio State, 
liaviiig 318 looms. The Third Division pioneers were engaged all night 
in building a wagon bridgii over Bockiish Creek. In tho morning wo 
l)ut on an additional force and eomplctcd tho bridge at 10 o’clock, at 
which time tho command commenced moving forward toward ILiyotte- 
villo via Boclrilsh Factory, tho Fonrth DIvi.sioii <5rosHing the creek 
about three miles above. The bridge over Little Bockiish had been 
partially destroyed, but was quickly repaired, and the coiumand 
moved rapidly forward to Fayotbwille. The Fourth Division, had a 
sharp slfirmisli with the rebel (tavalry, and drove them through the 
city and across Cape Fear Bivor. We were unable L) save the bridge, 
which the rebels (ired after crossing. In compliance with orders 
received from MgjoV'General Howard tlio Fourth Division was with- 
drawn to allow the Fourteenth Army Oorp.s to occupy tho city. On 
tho 13th, pontoon bridgoshaving been laid, our corps crossed tho river 
and encamped on tho Beaman’s Oims-Boads road. On the following 
day we changed to tho Wilmington road in order to give tho Fiftceiitli 
Army Corps the upper road. 

On tlie 15tli the (mminand moved forward, via Blockersville, to South 
Itivor, where the rebels bnnied the bridge, about sixty feet in length, 
and contested tho crossing for some time. Wo sent an infantry skir- 
ini.sh line forward and opened upon them with lirtillery, when they 
witlidrew rapidly, leaving several of their dead and wounded on the 
Hold. Tho First Division repaired tho bridge and moved over tho river. 
Tho Tliird and Fourth Divisions encamped on tho west side. Tlie 
Fourth Division was engaged all night in building a bridge 000 feet in 
length over the back- water to the main South Biver bridge, which being 
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(lompUitud about Hji. rn,, the sulvjuico{l«'(mi1;!i) division movt'd on to Big 
Sw}iiii]>, wlifti'o wo round tlio lnnd«:o, 180 loot in loiij,d]i, dostroyed, 
'I'liiH Wiis rtsbuilt, nnd wo again niovod lorwnrd and ('luiiunpcd withtho 
l''()ni‘Ui Divi.sion in tlio imincdiato vi(dnityof Owniisvillo. Oiio rogi- 
nu'iil, of tliuli dhd.sion was sent luwoss Littio Oohoni Swiiinp and Creek 
lo (!ovor Idui working jmrtics wlio were engaged in rebuilding three 
bridges -doHtroyed by tlio eiieiuy. The Third J)ivLsion micnmped on 
(lie east side of Jiig Swamp and the Pirst .Divisiou l einaiiied in camp 
on tlio (nist side of South .HIvor. On tlio 1‘oIIowiiig inoi'iiing wo moved 
out on tlio Clinton mad, and when within six inilea of Obiitoii tlio Ninth 
Iliiiioia Mounted Infantry Avas seiil; to that place to cover the loCngeo 
triiiii which moved from this point to Wilmington, and also to open 
(loninumhnition witli Major-Goneral 'reriy^H ibrees, moving np the Wil- 
inlngtmi and Goldsbovoiigli Itailrond. The bahiiuio of the coininand 
moved by the most direct road to Jleaiuau’s Cross-Roads, Avlioro Ave 
arrived with the Roiivtli Division about /> p. iii. The Third Division 
encamped at a snmU creek about two miles in the roar, and the First 
Division in mar of tlio Third. Wo moved forAvard on tlio folloAv- 
iiig inorniug, crossing Dig Coliora SAramp and Creek Avitliout opposi- 
tioii up to Troublollold’s Store, AV'here the First Division, Avitli one 
bridge train and the siiii)lus trains of tlio Fifteenth Aijiiy Corps, 
moved to tho loft uii tlio main road to llOA'-crettsvillo. The Tiiird and 
Foartli Divisions moved in a soiithoasterly diree-tion to William Lane’s 
plantulioii, on thenunuroad iVoiii Gliiitoii to Goldsborough.

]). 111 . Avo rocoived news of thoougugeiuoiib bctAA’eon tlioLoftWing and 
the Coiifcdorato forces under General .Tohiistoii, neeompanied by an 
order to move at 3 a. Jii. to Falling (Jrcelc Glmreh. lii compliaiico Avith 
orders avo moved forward Avibli only headi]uarters, rogiuiental, and 
tliirfcy ordiiaiico Avngous. Arriving at Falling Greek Ghureli about day- 
light, Are received an order to follow the Fifteonth Army Corps in 
the direction of 23onfconville, via Oox’s Bridge. The Fifteonth Army 
Coi'p.s developed tho iiosition of the enemy on the north side of a 
branch of Mill Creek, about tM'o miles south of Bontoiiville, and Avoiit 
into position, covering the river road. Tho Fourth Division of Scveii- 
teentli Army Corps Avas placed in iiosifcioii oil tho right of the Fif- 
teenth Army Corps and the First and Third Divisions aa^oi'o encamped 
ill tho roar and in rcsorvo. 

On tho following morning (March 21) the First and Third Divisions 
Avore moved into position on tho right of tho Fourtli, and tho entire 
line advanced to Avithin range of tlio enemy’s main line of works. 
Major-General Mower, in going into position on the right of tho lino, 
moved his division across tho creek or swamp, drove in their .skir- 
mishers, and assaulted and carried one lino of tlioir Avorks, capturing a 
caisson, and pushing his skiniiiah lino forward into Bentonvillo. He 
having completely turned tlicir flank and occupied a A’’cry threatening 
position near tiieir only lino of retreat, they luiisaed upon and envel- 
oped both his flanks, AAdiicli rendered it necessary to move his lino to 
the left and roar in order to connect Avith the Third Division. A heavy 
doiuonstration Avas immediately made in his favor along tlie entire 
lino, during Avhich the movement Avaa siieeossfully made, tho Imo con- 
nected, and position intrciiehcd. Tho firing avus heavy; and continuous 
throughout tho night, and at daylight on tlie following morning we 
(liscoA^ovcd that the enemy had evacuated and retreated in the direc- 
tion of Raleigh.. On the 23d avo moved toward Goldaborougli via Cox’s 
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Briclgo and thoinjo down tlio river read lio wiMiiii al)i)ii(. miles oT 
the Wilmington and Weldon liailroad, and on tlm Jollowiiig moi iiing' 
moved aeroaa tiie Nenso liivcr into Ooldshoroiigii.

Genexul : Allow jne to ooiigratiilato you on tho aucooss achieved by 
your conimaiid in brcaldug tho lino of tho Salkohatchio. Tho enemy 
chose n position of incomparahl© strength and mot us at every (iross- 
ing with denant bolilneas. Your l?irst Division, under Major-General 
2o li K— VOH XLVII, vv I 
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Mower, with almost incredible celerity clearcfl Wliippy Swamp, with 
its deep water, seven biu*ntbriilges,aiul the road filled witli idled tretis; 
made a suecessfnl reconnaissance to liroxton’a Bridge, ioreing tlio 
enemy to destroy it and to dclcnd the causeway; then, aided by the 
Mnth Illinois Mounted Infantry, drove back the enemy’s cavalry and 
reached Bivers’ Bridge so tjuickly as to arrest and elletitually prevent 
their destruction. The same division, under the same indomitable 
leadership, in one dayinade two infantry roadways through the swaiu[) 
a mile and a half in extent, demonstrated strongly on the eiumiy’s for- 
tified front, coTnpletely turned Ins po.sitiou, and planted itself firmly on 
the eastern shore of this indescribably ugly Salkehnt(;hio. All tliis 
was done in the face of canister and shells and a sharp, obstinate 
musketry fire from behind works. Your Fourth Division, under Bvt. 
Maj. Gen. Giles A. Smith, also crossed this wide and troublesome 
swamp, wading in water above the knee, skirmished snecessl’iilly with 
the enemy, and cut off all ro-enforceiucnts from below wliieli might 
have hindered General Mower’s success. The immediate fruits of the 
victory are the abandonment by the tMioniy of Broxton’s, Bivers’, and 
Buford’s Bridge.s, the opening up of the cmuitry beyond and its sup- 
plies, placing hors de combat some 200 of the enemy, and (ho gain of 
morale over him produced by the wonderful vigor and boldness of our 
men iu overcoming apparently impassable obstacles. 

I sympathise with you most deeply in your losses. Every soldier who 
haslhllen is a precious sacrifice that must give us pain, and tlio loss 
wo suffer in Colonel Swayuc, Lioiitenant-Oolonel Kirby, and tlioir 
wounded comrades, wo can ill afford. 

Permit me to thank yon for your wise di.sposition, and your oflleers 
and men for their cheerful, gallant, enterprising, and successful M'^ork 
achieved at the very opening of tills campaign.

My command left camp near Pocotaligo, S. 0., the Ist of :i'’ebi‘iuiry, 
with the Biiitli Illinois Mounted Infantry in advance, who kept driving 
the enemy until I rcacliod a swamp in the vicinity of Whippy GrcelS 
when the ca^^alry proceeded on a left-hand road*. Hero \ foimd (ho 
causeway leading through the swamp obstructed with foiled timber. 
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and five bride-es leading- tliroiigh theswanii) destroyed, with the eneinv

deployed and ordered it (orward to drive the enemy mid pro- 
tu tthe pioneers in cutting away and clearing the mnd of this felled 
timber. As soon as 1 had made a lodgment on the other side of tlie 
causeway 1 crossed my whole eoinmaiid except one icgiment for train 
guard, repaired the bridges, crossed my artillery, and part of my trains

After 
this niovoiiicnt was accomplished I ordered the Imlanco of (ioiiernl 
iullers and Colonel Montgomery’s bi'igado.s to take a iiositioniii tho 
swainp so as to bo able to cross the r.ver at any nioiS Si. cm I 
found it pxacBcable. In the meantime the enemy swept the road 
leading across the river with two pieces of artillery, and occasionally 
hung a shot to tlio right and loft of the road. After rccomioiteriim 
the enemy’s position 1 found his works too strong to assault them 
in front, so I ordered all the troops out of the swam]), which was 
about one mile long, only leaving a very strong skirmish lino and

the next day. 

Itobruary 3,1. had my pioneers to work by daylight cutting timber to 
finish the road eonimonced the day before, ami directed Colonel Mont- 
gomery to detail one regiment to tear down houses and carry planks to 

the swamp. At tho same time I diiS.ted (torn 
ouil i' uUoi to detail one regiment with ax'oa to cut a road to the river 
+n -1° ivorhed by tho pioneers, and Colonel Moutgomeiy 

to also detail all liis axmcn and cut a road still above tlio one G-eneral 
lul/oi was ooiistrueting, with a view of moving my three brigades on 
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three cUfiferGnt roads. Before doing this I had relieved the two regi- 
ments left in the swamp during the night by the Third Brigade, tlie 
Tenth Illinois taking position on the right of the road and the balaiu^e 
of Ooloiiel Tillson’s coininand on the left. At 2 p. m. Lieutenant 
Christensen, of my reported to me that Lieiitenant-Ooloiiel Carle- 
ton, of Colonel Tillsou’s coiimiaud, had crossed the niaiii rivia’ at 12 ni. 
with two companies. I at once ordered Colonel Tillson to send Lien- 
tenaut-Colonel Carleton with his whole regiment over, and at the same 
time ordered General Fuller’s and Colonel Montgomery’s brigades, who 
wore in camp, down the road, so as to have them ^vell in liand. J. then 
directed Colonel Tillson to move liis remaining regiment over tlu^ river, 
only leaving a skirmish line on this side. After he Inid elfeetod tiho 
crossing I ordered General Fuller with liis brigad(» to (U’oss also. 'I’liis 
order was conveyed to liim by Captain Do Gross, ormystalf, who re, purled 
to me alter he had delivered that order that General Fulhu’ liad jislcod 
him whether ho should form on tlio left of Colonel 'rillson’s brigade, 
and that he told him to use his own judgment about forining, but that 
Colonel Tillson was driving the enemy and that General Mower would 
be over there shortly and wanted the enemy pushed as raijidly as [)()S- 
sible. I then directed Captain Do Gross to order Oaptalii Gillespie, 
commanding the Tenth Illinois Xnfatitry, who was at the right of (he 
road, to cross the river (which he bad reporbnl lie could do) }ind push 
the enemy in his froijt. He crossed two <’,ompaiiies, but re])ortcd to 1x5 
unable to cross any more, meeting too nnudi op])OHition. Only udsiiiiig 
to divert the enemy from the real point of my attack I ordered Captain 
Gillespie to desist crossing until he heard heavy llring at the left, but 
to keep up a heavy and continual lii-c on the enemy, and also to make 
as much show as possible of felling trees. Some slight works whitdi I 
had onlored to bo constructed by Ooloiud Sheldon tlie night Ixdbre 
were of great advantage in keeping the. eiieiny from using hi.s artillery 
during the greater iwrt of the day. 

ITot being able to create the desired div<n‘sion at the I'ight I directed 
Colonel Montgomery to order the Forty-third Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 
Major Park cominuiuling, forward, f instructed him to have fifty of 
his men get planks (which wore close by) and put them in tlie rear of 
the leading company of his regiment, witli some axnien. A Ctor lie Inul 
complied with this 1 (lirocted him to move his regiment forward oiui 
company at a time at double-quick, “ by lllo,” off Ut the vigli t and left 
of the road, and move up to the bridge and if possible cross the rivei', 
using the ])lanks he had with him to repair the bridge. This move- 
ment bad the desired elfect, although he was not able to cross. Tlie 
enemy at once concentrated most of his forces in the earth-works 
oiiposito the bridge. I then ordered Oolonel Montgomery to witlidriiAV 
the Forty-third Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and only leave live eompanios 
of his brigade on tlie left of the road, and cross the balance of his coin- 
inaiid rapidly where General Fuller was still crossing. Seeing that 
everything worked well In front I crossed myself, and found the lino 
halted just below the (west of the hill. 1 ordered the right forward 
immediately and passed along the line to the left, for the purpose of 
seeing General Fuller, wlioii the loft began to move, it seems by an 
order of General Fuller, whom I had not yet seen. I jnot liiin a few 
moments after the movement coiumouced, and directed him to swing 
around his left, when ho informed me that he had already given that 
order. Bub the maiji fighting was over, with the o.vcoption of one volley 
fired into my loft and some skirmishing, I advanced to a belt of tim- 
ber, where I halted my lino, it then being quite dark, but pushed the 
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HitirniislierH forward at d<)iiblc-<[iii<;k, who foniul that tho robols had 
evacuated tlieir works; and <3a])tain Gillespie, hearing firine' at the 
left, according to my previous orders niovc<l Ids r(‘,g-iinent across the 
river, and was already in possession of the etmiiiy’s works. (Jolonol 
Tillson’s attack on the enemy before the arrival ofChmoral J'kdler’s and 
Colonel Montgomery’s brigades caused the enemy to fall baidc j'roiii Ins 
works, IcMiving only a skirmish line in our front. 

1 very much regret that Goiioral i’uller took the responsibility of 
ordering Colonel Tillaon to halt his brigade; whereas if ho {Colonel 
Tillaon) had been allowed to push forward, according to iny previous 
positive orders, the movement might have resulted in tlie capture of 
some of the enemy’s artillery and wagons, if not ol‘ more prisoners. 

I cannot speak too highly of Colonel Tillson and his coinniand, which 
bore the brunt of the engagement. General Puller and Colonel Mont- 
gomery di.splayed commendable Jical In cjiiTying out orders, although 
but little ojiportunity presented itself for tliem t/O parM(5i]>ate in the 
light. 

1 wish to make particadar mention of Majjor Park, connnaiuliug 
i.'k)rty-thii'd Ohio Volunteer Infantry, who displayed great gallantly in 
moving up the causeway toward the enemy’s u'oi’ks under a galling lire 
of artilloi'Y; and also of tlio 'J’hirty-siicond 'Wisconsin Infantry, Lieu* 
tonaiit-Colonol Oarleton c-omnianding, and Major Huitows, who crossed 
the river with their regiments under a heavy lire of inuskctry. 

I am indebt(}d to incutciiant Chijslonscn, aide-de-cnimp and acting 
assistant a(ljiilant-g<mei‘al, of my staif, who lirst awiiin the river iiloue 
and found dry ground and a g<M)d poaitloii at which to debouch from 
the swamp. Ho waslired up»m by the enemy’s ])icketa, and only escaped 
by swimming ba(!k to the Iricndly .side of the river. 

Captains j)e Gress, aide-dc-cam]>, Koohne, .Arnold, and Carr, of my 
atalf, wore in tlie swamp nearly all day, hurrying forward the comple- 
tion of the roads and conveying ordor.s. My tlianks are due them for 
the i^eal, iiitolligcm^e, and gallantry which they <liH])la.yed. 

In short, no troops couhl. beliave hotter than did those of my whole 
division, they being in the water for nearly two day^s, a great portion 
of the time waist-deep. They endured this without murmuring, seem* 
ing to feel eonlldent that their labors would <;rowned with sneceas. 

Captain Searlo and. Ida pioneer <5orps werii for two days and nights 
in the water constructing roads, and at the conclusion of tlieir labor 
wore w<‘ll-)iigh exlmiistcd.

Oattain ! I liavo the honor to rexiort that on the morning of the Otli 
instant 1 had the advance with my division and was ordered to cross 
the South Edi'sto at Dinnaker’s Bridge. When 1 arrived withm half a 
mile of the bridge I deployed the Third J.U'igado into (sohimns of regi- 
ments, and then wen t forward and rocomioitored tlio enemy’s iiosition. 1 
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found lliiit th(i (iiiomy had been driven across the river by the Xiiith 
Illinois Cnvalry,* who were tlien skirmishing witli them on the bank. 
The enemy had slight earth-works aud a battery on the opposite side. 
1 ordered up a regiment of infantry and relieved the slcirmisliers of the 
ninth Illinois Cavahy; I also placed a battery in position. Our liie 
ill a short time obliged the oneniy to move his battery from the works 
farther to the rear and np the road. Dry ground being found on tlie 
oi)]iosite side of the river a short distance below the bridge I sent a 
request to the major-general coininaiiding the corps that some pontoons 
might be furnished mo. Having overything jnepared when they 
arrived a bridge was soon thrown aero.ss and troops passed rapidly over. 
I tbuiid a strip of high ground, but ^n’oeeeding a sliort distance in the 
direction of the mainland a swamp wuis encountered, the water extend- 
ing as far as eoiild be seen through f,lie trce.s and in some places waist- 
deep. (Japtain De Gross, of my staff, and Captain Bryant, of Colonel 
Tillson’s staff, made their way through the swamp to dry ground on 
the otlier side. They returned and rojiorted the fact to mo. I imme- 
diately ordered tlie colnnm forward. The water was at a ft’eezing 
point. The men consequently progressed slowly, as the darkness, 
which had now set in, added to the difiiculty of crossing. But one regi- 
meut aud part of another of the leading brigade (Ooloiiel Tillson’s) had 
formed on the otlier side of the swamp when the enemy discovered tlie 
inovoincnb and advanced a line of battle, covered with a skirniisli line, 
and opened lire upon him (Colonel Tillson). I was on the opposite side 
of the swamp, hurrying forward the men, when I heard the firing. 1 
crossed over and fonmltlnit Colonel Tillson liad just arrived at the 
road. I immediately ordered forward Colonel Montgomery’s brigade, 
whicliwas now forming on the bank, to .support Colonel Tillson, but 
the eneniy Imd retired, and tlie affair was over with tlie oxeeptioii of a 
few scattGi'iiig sliots. 

Captain De (ircss, of my .staff, rendered most important service in 
wading the swamp aud finding a practicable route through it. 

Both officers and men of tlie whole command dieiilayed their usual 
onduraiico and di.sregard of suffering, their clothing being frozen upon 
them in a few monionts after emerging from the water. 

I would specially recommend Colonel Tillson, comnmding Tliird Bri- 
gade, for promotion for tlie skill and Judgment which ho displayed in 
this aH'air as well as other affalr.s of armilar kind. 

I have the lionor to transmit hci-ewith reports of brigade and battery 
commanders; also list of casualties.

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iiro])ci'al:ioiis lijivc alrejiily be«ii inatlo and foi-wimlod up to the date of 
our arrival at Midway, February 8, where three miles of railroad wore 
cb'stroyed. The aflair at Miiinakcr’s Llrhl^'c, on tlu>- .Soutli hhlisto, has 
already been reported. 

The (iotninand ciiltircd Ooliiiubia, 0., February J.7, and the 
10th, and 22d were einjdoyed in destroyiufj theOoliiuibia and Charlotte 
Railroad. On the 3d of March left camp near .Iiiuiper Creek and 
moved on Oheraw. The First Brifjade, Bri^^adier (Unnu'al Fuller com- 
uniudiiig, beiii^*’ in advance, comnicneed skirmishinj»' with a small force 
of the enemy when within live miles of Oheraw; they retired rapidly 
before ns, crossing- the bridge over the J’odee ami buniing it in their 
real'. Twenty-live pieees of artillery of din’ei-ent calibei-were found in 
this place, together with quite a nnmber of small-arnm and a largo 
amount of ammunition. On the morning ortho21stofiMarch my com- 
mand was oiMbsred into position on the right of the line near lienton- 
ville. Leaniiiig tluit ;i road leading from the i-ight of tlic liius cro.ssed 
M ill Crook by a ford, I pushed my eoimnaiuldowu that road fortliepur- 
poso of closing in on the enemy’s (lank. I left five coinimnies of the 
First Brigade to guard the ford, then hu'ined in line of battle, and 
throwing out skirmishers moved forward, keeping Jiiy line i)arallGl, or ns 
nearly so as possible, witli the r(»ad ero.s.snig the creek. In moving lor- 
ward tlK5 brigade on the right (Bi*igadler-Ocneral I'hiller’.s) eiieountored 
a very bad swamp, and .1 ibnud it iieccssary to ludt tiie Tliird Brigade 
Home three quarters of an liour to allow the First Brigade to pass the 
swam]). At this time onr skirinmhers advancing met those of the 
enemy; they being tliim aware of our apimoaeh o]»oiiod a lire of artillery 
upon ns. As soon as Oeneral Fuller had again ftnnned on tlie right I 
moved Ibrward, driving the enemy from a line of slcivmisli ])its which 
tliey had oeoupiod, and capturing a caisson belongbig to the batl'.ory 
whieli laid been llring upon ns and which they woih nimble to get away 
owing to two of the horses having been shot. After gaining the crest 
of the liil] i orderiid a halt. A t this moment 1 reircivcnl a report from 
Colonel Tillson, commanding Third Brigade, that ids skirndsliers did 
not connect on the left. Being convinced that I laid oblhpmtl to the 
right in moving (hnnigh the swain]) I Immediately gave Ihe commiiad 
to move by the left (lank, and pi-ocee<led myself to the left (o .sec to the 
exi'cntioa of the order. While this was being done our skirmishi'i'N on 
the front and loft were driven in. The enemy advanced in two lines of 
infantry oblupioly on our fi*ont and led. 1 immediately .sen (; for a regi- 
men I; IVom General Fuller on the right, not being aware l lmt ho was 
attacked at tlie same moment, the heavy liring where 1. was jn-ovent- 
ing my hearing the firing on the right. Finding (hat the enemy were 
about enveloping iny left (lank I directed the Tentli Illinois to inovo 
obliiinciy to the lett anil I'car, and occupy (he rcver.se side of tlio 
skirjnisli ])itH, wbieli had been held by the enemy. The attaek on the 
right laiving been reiuilsed 1 ilireeted General .i’'nlIor to move by tlic 
lel’t think, pass in rear of the Third Brigade^ and form on its left! In 
this manner T eonneeted with the right of our main lino. Having 
acconi})lisluHl this I halted, formed in two lines, and distributed aininii- 
iiitioii, and wu.s preparing again to move, forward u])oa tlie oinemy, 
when I received air oi’der to roninin in the position in wliieh I then was 
and intrench. 

Colonel 'fillson, Tenth Illinois Volunteers, commanding Third Bri- 
gade, behaved with great coolness and gallantry tlirougliout the affair. 

L luive to regret that, he lost so many men captured from his skiriniah 
line, but I am contklent it was tliroiigli no fault of liia, but was owing 
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to tiic (Ufiiciilt; Juiturc of the ground over wlticli we pusaetl tlmt his 
.skirinialicrs became diseonneeted from tlioso of the First Jirigiine, tliua 

giving room for the enemy’s cavalry to dash between them. rv i. 

IiKiloaed are reports of Brig. Gen. J. W. .I'hillcr, eomimiiidmg hirst 
Brigaile ; Gol. John Tillsoii, coiinnanding Third Brigade, and Lieiit. (Jol.

Lieutenant: At about 2 p. ni. Eebniavy 2 tlii’oe rofeimeiits of my 
coimnaiid, then /'ormitiff the roar of tlio division, readied the swamp 
near Itivers’ Bridge (Salkeliatchio River), IVoni wliiebiiointthoeuemy’s 
artOlory was firing’ at the troops in advance of me. Soon after I was 
ordered by tlie inajor-genoral coiiniianding the division to send one 
regiiiient into the swamp on the riglit <h' easterly side of the road, and 
tlie other two on the westerly side, to .snpjiort the line already formed. 
Tills order was oxeeutod, the Twenty-seventh Oliio forming the line on 
tlio right of the road, and the Thirty-ninth Ohio and the Sixty-fourth 
Illiiioi.s on the left, and the regiments remained in the swamj) during 
the afternoon. At dark the regiment on the right of the road was 
witlidrawn, and an hour or two afterward 1 sent tlie Eighteenth Mis- 
souri to relievo the reginumts on the lelt. Thi.s regiment (which had 
inarched with the train during the <lay) rcinuiiied on duty during the 
night — five companies doxdoyed as Hkinnishers and reinaiiider held in 
reserve on the road. During the night some of the skirmisliers oon- 
structed some riflo pits on the road near to the oneniy’H battery, with a 
view of rendering it ha/.ardoiis for him to use his guns. 

On the morning of the 3d I detailed tlio Twenty-seventh Ohio to 
procure and carry lumber into the swamp, u.ihI later they worosujiiilied 
with axes and ordered to (MitaiKl bridge a road leading throiigh'to the 
river.* A squad of the regiment serving as skirmishers to cover the 
advanced working party snceeecled in crossing tlie main branch of the 
riven* about 1 or 2 o’clock, and came upon a picket-post of the enemy. 
Hoon after this was announced tl>o skirmishers of tlio Tiiird Brigade 
wore crossed and adotaiJ of the Twenty-seventh Oliio felled some large 
trees across the stream to facilitate the passage of our troops. About 
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3 p. ra.I .va 3 ordered to move with my brigade loto the road in the 
swamp, and soon after to cross tiie river.^ Captain Do Gross, of tho 
uener il’s staff, who brought this order, said, in answer to my inquiry 
for instructions, tlmt after crossing, “ .1 wouhl act on my own j iidgiiien » 
The crossing wasdiflienlt and alow, owing to the deep water ol ho 
swamp and to the very few logs which were avaiiablc in crossing the 
maiu river. As soon as I reached the opposite bank and hail iL.niicd 
the sitimtion, J. notified Colonel Tillson that, as Cenm a Mower was not 
present, I would assume eonimand. 1 direc.ted Inin not to iidvance liis 
command until the troops of my brigade shoo d be iornied on Ins le t, 
as 1 intonded to swing forward the left ot tlic line in hopes ol outflank- 
ing and securing such of the rebels a.s were a.t and iR'iiy I'^ir works. 
In order that no mistake might occur I sent fo (ndonel tillaoii and to 
Colonel Sheldon the following irritteii order:

As soon as they came up 1 directed the original order 
should be carried out. We were advancing rapidly on tlie left, and 
were executing a. right wheel in lino style and driving the rebels 
before us, when tho inajor-gcnm*al arrived and assumod cominaiid. 
Upon reaching the line of woods, Mdiich isn<‘arly in rear ol the enemy s 
works, we were ordered to halt, and our skiriniKhers soon ascertained 
that the enemy had abandoned his |)osition and lied. zV few willing 
prisoners were picked np, and about twenty dead and wounded rebels 
were found in a building which had served h.s a hospital. „

The two regiments which waded the swamp sudered from the bitter 
cold weather and the long time in which they were delayed in the 
water, bnt they took no psirt in the skirmish, and consequently 1 have 
no casualties to report.

Lieutenant : I have the honor to report tliat during the action of the 
21st instant my brigade formed the right of the lino. I''ive companies 
of the Eighteenth Missouri were ordered to cover tlie road upon which 
we had marchedj tlie remaining companies (four) formed the right, tlio 
Twenty-seventh Oliio the center, and the Thirty-ninth Ohio the left of 
my line, comprising an aggregate of about 000 juen, besides the regi- 
ment serving as skirmishers, the Sixty-fourth Illinois, covering tlie front 
and right flank of the brigade. In advancing wo soon encountered a 
swamp, impassable for horses, whore we crossed, and compelling us to 
move slowly. As we emerged into an open field one of General Menvor’a 
staff brought an order to “donble-qiiick.” Thi.s was immediately 
repeated, and the whole lino passed over the field at tliis step. About 
this time the enemy used some artillery against us, and as wo reached 
tlie opposite woods the major-general ordered a halt. This order was 
repeated by my staff, also by one of (ilcneral Mower’s staff officers along 
a portion of the line, and also by my bugler, but the men, wlio had 
caught sight of an abandoned <'aisson, were cheering so as to render it 
impossible to hoar the order.s, and cominued to run forwiird till they 
readied the enemy’s intrenched lino, from wliicli he ran at I’ull speed. 
Here the major-general rode to tlio front of my brigaile and in person 
ordered the line again to advance, whereupon we passed over the 
enemy’s iiitreiichments and occupied the crest of the hill beyond. The 
aligiinient was then rectified, and l,in obedience to the ma;ior-gencral’8 
ordei'vS, moved by my left Hank, following the Third Lrigadc. 

Soon after we halted, and shaiqi firing was heard from the skirmishers 
along our front and also to my left. Captain .Reynolds, command- 
ing the .skirinisher.s, reported cavalry moving to our, riglit, and soon 
after he reported that infantry al.so was moving in that direction. 1 
thereupon faced the Eighteenth Missonri to the right to better cover 
that flank. Directly after I received an order tO' send a regiment to 
the left, but, as I saw by this time the enemy’s line of infantry moving 
on our riglit, 1 deemed it hazardous to risk the movement, and 
reported that fact to a staff oflicev of the major-general. A second 
order, however, came for the regiment, and I moved the Thirty-ninth 
Oliio a few yards in compliance, when anoHier atafl’ oflicer, seeing the 
situation, countermanded it in General Mower’s name, and the regi- 
ment was again faced to the front. About the same time I directed 
tlie right of the line to swing back, so as to pre.sent a strong front to 
the right flank. As this movement was taking place the enemy 
attacked. A portion of the line was thrown into confusion, as the 
regiments which were swinging could not be immediately halted. They

I have the honor to report that on February 2, wliile the reglmont 
was following the Twenty-seventh Oliio on the road to Bivers Bridge, 
I received an order to move in line through the swamp with tlie right 
of the regiment near the road until within about fifty yards ol tlnWront 
line and there halt. This order was oxeeuted with some dillieiilty 111 
oonsequenee of the almost impassable condition of the swamp, the w’ater 
in many idaces being more than kneo-deop and full ol lalleii timbei' ami 
undergrowth. The regiment remained In position until .10 j). m., wlum 
it was relieved by the Bixty-fourtli .Illinois Tnrmitry ami moyc.d to (mnip 
about one mile to the rear, whore it renuilned until about 3 p. in. h eb- 
ruary 4, wdien the regiment in obediouoo to orders moviul toward rho 
bridge, following tiie eighteenth Missouri Infantry. After moving 
about half a mile, filed to the lolt on a jdank road throngli swamp 
nearly to the Salkehatehie Eiver, where the command again had to 
wade the swamp il)i' some distance. Crossing the river on logs, formed 
line nnder lire ot the enemy’s skirmishers 011 the left bank of the river 
and on the left of the Third Brigade, the Sixty-lbnrtli illinois Inliintry 
forming on our leftj Company K was deployed as skinnisliers in front 
of tiie regiment. After remaining in this iio.sition a short time the 
line advanced through the swamp until it jmsHed through the timber 
and arrived on open ground, where it was lialted. After being read- 
justed it again advanced under a lire from the enemy’s skirmishers 
ucro.s8 an open field and through a iiaiTOW belt of timber, where ibwas 
halted and a rail barricade emeted. Bcmaiiiing there a short time the 
line changed direction, facing north, forming on tliii right of tliii Bixty- 
IburtliTlliiioisInfantry. Dimngthenight the regiment iutroiiched itself 
' this position. 
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While I cannot say that any one deserves particular mention I must 
say that all oflicers and men conducted themselves in a manner alike 
creditable to themselves and their ccmmaiid. 

The casualties are as follows: Eight enlisted men wounded.

llEADOlIARTERS 'I'lirUTY-NlNTII OKIO InFANTBY, 

March an, 1865. 

I have the honor, in obedience to orders received, to forward rci)ort 
of operations of this command on tho2l8t of March, 1865, as follows: 

The regiment moved with tlm division, taking a road in a north- 
easterly direction ; moved about two miles; formed lino on the right 
of the Third Brigade, facing nearly wc-st; moved forward in line 
through a swamp and dense thicltot to elevated groniul, where the 
enemy had been posted behind a barricade of rails and logs, from 
which ho had been drivcji by the akirmisli line. After reaching this 
point the line moved at a double-qnick in order to secure some pieces 
of artillery posted about 300 yards to tho front, which the enemy had 
boon using, but he succeeded in getting them off. Tlie line halted after 
reaching the hill and was readjusted. Soon the enemy was seen to 
advance iii line, but after a sharp fight was driven back in a few min- 
utes. Tho regiment then moved by tho Hank to tho rear and left about 
half a mile, whore it took imition on a hill and intrenched. 

Tho casualties are as follows: 3 killed, 17 wounded, and I missing. 
Number of ofilcers engaged, 18: men, 300.

Reports of Col. Milton Montgomery, Twenty-Jifih Wisconsin Infanti'y, 
commanding Second Brigade, of ojnn'ations January 29-lPcbruary 3 
and February 0. 

Hdqbs. Segonp Bbig., First Div., 17th Army Corps, 

River^ Bridge, S. G., February d, I860. 
Lieutenant : I have the honor to report that on tho 29fch ultimo I 
assumed coinuuiitd of tliis brigade. January 30, in compliance with 
orders from superior headquarters, we marched at 7 a. in. The brigade 
being in the rear furnished one regiinout for train guard. At 1 p. m. 
v'ent into camp, having marched six. miles. 31st, lay in camp. 

February 1, marcbetl in ceiitm* of division at 7 a. m. Skirmishing 
was kept uj) during the day by the advance, but the enemy continually 
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fell bfick and biu'ued or destroyed tlie bridges across Whippy S'w^auip. 
The division moved across the sti’eam on the logs or planks left, and 
camped on Harrison’s plantation. 2d, inarched at 7 o’cloc-k, Third 
Brigade in advance-, followed by the battery and Second Brigade ; halted 
near Williams’ ])lantation. At 11 a. in. moved forward toward Eivers’ 
IBiidge, rebels falling back as wo advanced. Arriving at the road 
leading to the bridge, the right wing of the Twenty-iiltli Wisconsin, 
Lieut, Col. J. M. Jlnsk cominaudiug, were employed a.s skirmishers; 
the left wing, forming the reserve, moved forward, soon met the out- 
post of the enemy, and drove them in; followed them up with such 
rapidity that they were unable to de.stroy any of the bridges across the 
river or sloughs. At a point about three-riuarters of a mile from the 
enemy’s rvorks the road angled to thelcft, which was conimanded by two 
of their guns. Up this road Company X, of the akirmislicrs, moved by 
tliellank, and when abontlnilf way to the fort were siielled, killing the 
first sergeant of the company and tlio chief bugler of the regiment. 
The slcirinish line moved up to the bank of the river on the right and 
left of the road a.nd held it. The Thirty-fifth New Jersey Volniiteera 
was formed in the roar on the left of the road, the .Forty-third and 
Sixty-third Ohio on the right. In moving the Forty-third Ohio across 
the road to the right of the skirmish line, Col. Wager Swayne, com- 
manding, was wounded by a shell, and Ids riglit leg amputated above 
the knee, The loss of the brigade tins day was as follows: Twenty- 
fifth Wisconsin Volunteer Infantry, 3 killed,! wounded; Forty-third 
Ohio Veteran Volunteer Infantry, 2 wounded. 

February 3, (he Sixty-third Ohio were relieved by the Third Bri- 
gade and came to camp. A detail of axmeu was furnished from the 
Twenty-fifth Wi.scou.sin and Sixty-third Ohio to cut ii road throiigli 
the swamp, and the Thirty-fifth Now Jersey dotailLul to carry boards 
to lay on tlie road. About 2 p. in. it was reported tluit a crossing had 
been cll'ected by the Third Brigade, and the Second Brigade was 
ordered out. Forty-third Ohio, Maj. .Horace Park commanding, moved 
forward to the angle of the road and halted for a short time. Two 
companies, with bayonets fixed, one on either side of the road, were 
then sent forward; directly two companies carrying boards to repair 
tlie bridges partially destroyed were sent forward; iiiially the whole 
rogiiueut was moved up the road, under fire from the battery in front. 
Three compaiiie.s of the Sixty-third Ohio were also .sent up by com- 
pany, in the same manner, when the order was received to move tlio 
rest of the Sixty-third Oliio and the Tweiity-iii'th Wisconsin through 
the .swamp by the new road, which was done, tlicii formed on the left 
of the First Brigade, who had preceded the Second Brigade, and were 
formed in lino on the left of the Third Brigade. An advance was thou 
ordered, changing direction contiimally to the right, until word was 
receh’Gd that the enemy had evacuated and the wor]c.s were ours, Wo 
then went into camp and fortified. Oiir los.s this day vuis as follows ; 
Forty- third Ohio, 6 killed, 8 wounded; Sixty-Uurd Ohio, 9 wounded 
(3 .since died). Total loss two days, 9 killed and 23 wounded ; total, 32. 

The officers and men of the brigade acted bravely, moving forward 
with great coolness and courage, under a heavy lire of musketry, shot, 
and shell,

Silt: I have the lionor to make tlio following report, in obedience to 
orders received of this date, of the iiart taken iiy tliis eomnnind in the 
engngomoiit with the enemy on the 2lst instant, with lists of ctisualties 
in full below: 

About 1 p, in. of tlie 21st instsmt we were ordered to move out iu 
rear of the ambulance train, and having arrived near the right of the 
lino of the Fourth Division and loft of the First Division, took our 
po.sitioii, deploying three eomp:i.nies as .skirmishers and one company 
ill reserve, cov<?ring a bridge over a (*,reck. Our .skirmishers connected 
on the loft with Oeneral «mith. The remainder of the regiment, si.x com- 
panies, were in siiiiporb of the Third Michigan DalAery and train hi tlie 
rear. When we found our nioii advancing on the right, Major Josliii 
was ordered forward with his akirmi.shers and succeeded iii crossing 
the swamp near the enemy’s lino of works in dose i iiiige, whicli wore 
held until relieved byFir.st Brigade, Fii-st Division. They rejoined 
the regiment iu support of the battery and com|)loted lino o(' works.

Lieutenant: 1 bavo the honor to report that the biigiulo luidei' my 
cominmid moved iVoin eain]> in the iield, twcnty-oiie miles iioi'tli ot 
Poeotalig'o, on the linniwcll road, at 7 a. in. on llio 2d instant in 
tlie advance of tlic division, the Twenty-liClli Indiana being on 
the skirmish lino, having- four companies deployed. Wlien about a 
mile from camp the enemy’s pickets were struck, and a (cavalry force of 
at least one lai-ge regiment was driven steadily for about thrive inile.s. 
At one time they formed in lino of battle, and at another imint strove to 
turn our right by a sudden charge, but were promjitly repulsed with 
loss, three falling at a single discharge. The Twenty- 1 il‘th followiMl the 
retreating enemy down the road to Broxton’s Bridge, holding position 
there until relieved at sunset by a regiment of the Fourth Bivision. 
‘When the Twonty-lifth moved down tl»o Broxton’s Bi’idge road the 
Thirty-second Wisconsin was bi(»ugl>t to tlie front and held the road 
forward during the demonstration on the right. On advancing the 
enemy wore found in I'oroc, barricaded and stubborn. Thc'.y were 
driven rapidly, however, the regiment in echelon by division, on the 
double-quick, in connection with the Niiitli Illiimis Cavalry,* driving 
them forward, affording no time for rally or re.sistanee. At the point 
where tlie Bivers’ Bridge road turns to the right I was ordered to clear 
the road forward for half a mile and hold position there. This was done 
and the brigade went itito camp, covering the Junction of Ihe roads. 
The Fifteenth Iowa reported to mo in the evening I'roni General Smith’s 
division and was placed on the loft of my line. 

On the morning of the 4th I was ordered into the swamp of the 
Salkehatchie, two regiments, the Thirty-.sccond VViscoii.sin and Ibventy- 
lifth Indiana, taking the left of the Kivors’ Bridge road and the I'eiitli 
Illinois the right. Tho oneiny wore strongly posted on the oppo.site 
bank, heavy earth-works of fbur guns complotoly I'akiiig the road for 
nearly half a mile. After a woarisoino file through the swamp of about 
half a mile I established the brigade on tho banks of the ilrst 
branch of the river, wliicli appears to run in three channels, all iinford- 
able. Here I deployed three companies of the 'I'hirty-soeond Wiseonsiu 
as skirraislier.s, also placing a picked force of iiltecn men, under Lieu- 
tenant Johnston, in a rillo-pit m tho road, within 200 yards of tho rebel 
battery, with instructions to keep down tho cnemy’.s gunners. This 
last duty was liamlsoinely executed by the trusty ofliceriu eommiiiid. 
Shortly after thi.s, by your order, I sent three more compunicis to tho 
sldrmisli line, doubling its strenj^h. Their progress was exceedingly 
diflifiult, through water sometimes waist-deep, and oxjmscd to a close 
and accurate lire. They crossed tho two branches of the river on JogvS 
Avithout severe loss, and about 12 o’clock Lieutenant-Colonel Oarloton 
reported tliat lie had made a crossing <d‘ the third and lust channel, 
abtnit 800 yards above, and asked for additional men. Tho remaining 
three companies of tho regiment wore sent to him by the adjutant in my 
teiiiiiorary absence, and on learning tho importance of this movciiHMit 
I moved up with the Twenty-llith Iiidiami. The progress was very 
alow, tho troops being coinpollod to move singly and at intervals, cross. 


' Mouutfld iufantry. 
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ing- two stroiuus ou a single log and ])icking t.lioir way tlivougli tlio 
tangled nndergrowth. Tlie Twenty-fifth Indiana fonncMl in line oi bat- 
tle, with a part of the Thirty-second, withdrawn from tlie slcirinish line 
on the left. I had ir.ado two advances with tin*, main lim^ of about 100 
yards each wlieu tTCneral Fuller came up with tlie First Brigade and 
directed iny eoininand to halt while ho formed the First 13rigadeon the 
left. The aininnnition of the skirmi.slicrs getting low 1 was eoniiielled 
to add a company of the Twenty-flfth. The emnny was being all this 
time steadily pressed hack, Imt with severe loss to ns. Hearing tliat 
(Iry ground was in sight ahead, and at the same time receiving an orrlor 
from you to advance, I di<l so at oime, sending word to Ocneral Fuller 
that I had hcen ordered to move and was in motion, and, clearing tlie 
skirts of the swamp, drove the enemy over a large open Held, securing 
onr lodgment and the vacating of the works on the right. Prea.sing np 
as directed to the ahandoned fort 1 found there twri eoiupanies, being 
the advance of the Tenth Illinois, which had creased early in the after- 
noon, and though unable to move farther had gallantly sustained their 
position on the nortlua'u hank and entered the fort when oiu* advance 
on the left had forced its abaudomnent by the ciieiny. The directions 
given by yon to that regiment to move in eomuMition with the advance 
of the left of the brigade wore fully, ami I tjmat satisfactorily, carried 
out by its el'liciont commander. 

I mention witli pleasure the eoiuluct of ollicor.s and men, inarkeil ns 
it was by courage, <‘.nterpria<h and endura.nee under singnlarly trying 
and difHcult eircnmstauces. The action of my brigade stair was all 
that I could wish, and to regimental coinmaiulor.s, Licntenant Colonela 
Oaiiotou and VVrighfc and Gapfain Gillesjile; filao to tlio oHicora in 
charge of the skinnisher.s, Mi^jors Burrows ami Ci'cnsliaw and Uaptain 
llaco, high praise is duo. Goloiiol Garloton’a dispositions were oxcol- 
Icnt. Permit me also to mention our obligation to Liontemuit Chris- 
toiiscn, wlmae conduct and suggestion contHbut<«d so innch to onr early 
crossing and aiiccessful lodgment. 

Our losa lias been 1 commlssioiuMl ollieer killeil and 2 wounded, 8 
enlisted men Idlled and 74 wounded {several of whom liave since died), 
and 1 man captured. Many of the enemy wore left dead on the Held; 
14 prisoners were taken. I appoml a tabular statemont of (jasiuillios.^

by tlio brigade under my cominaiid at the passage of the South Bdisto 
011 the iitli instant, I respectfully submit the following, jiroinising that 
most of tlie movements wore niiulo under the eye and pei\sonal direction 
of the general commandiiig the division: 

I inoved from Mitlway on the 9th instant at 8 a. m. in advance of the 
division, up the Augusta road, turning to the riglit down the road lead- 
ing to Binnaker’s Bridge. ■Wlioii within half a mile of the river I was 
ordered to form and advance my eominand in column of regiments on 
the right of the road; half a regiment deployed as skirniisliors and

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lialf a regiment also sent off to cover a roiul leading on the loft 
to the river, ily shirniisli line reached the baiilc witii bub little 
opposition, but was there eliecUcd, the river being some lorty or 
fifty yards in width, unfordablc, the bridge coinpleleiy destroyed, 
and a battery aiul rifle-ints, about 200 yards distant, eKeetiuilIy eom- 
manding the crossing. The opposite banks above and below lor a long 
distaneo were submerged. The coiistruetioii of rafts, whieli was eom- 
menced by the general’s direction, was much cmbarra.ssed l>y the lire, 
botli of artillery and musketry. Tlie skirmishers reported about noon 
seeing about 150 yards below the bridge and out of sight ol the enemy 
a fenee eoining’ nearly to the river-bank on the opi>osile side, aiid.judg- 
ing tliat ground thei'C must be higher, a rcjad was cut to tlu^ biinlc, plank 
brought down, and rafts made. Those made above also being eaiiglib 
as they lioated down, a .stpiad of men was ferried over and a. ro|>e 
stretched across. Pontoons wore then brougld tlirongli the swamp and 
three companies of the Thirty-second Wisconsin (a’ossed (iiiM.dly and 
rapidly, having to wade about twenty yards after reaching tlie bank. 

Oil the laying'of the pontoon bridge my entire command was iiassed 
over, and moved immediately l.o the right for about thi’ee-(|uai’tGrs oi a 
mile, flanking the enemy’s jmsition, and hmilly, after having to wade 
for fifty rods in water, most of the distance more tlniu mid-leg deep, 1 
struck an ojicn field about 8 i». m. T then was obliged to wait for some 
time to seouro the closing up of my commaml and tlio assiiraiieo ol a 
supporting position ofthebrigudefollowing. While tbus lyiiigiii jilani^ 
sight of the enemy’s picket- (ires and keeinng close under the slmdow ol 
the woods, tlio skirmish lino of the enemy was seen advancing on us. 
Trusting tliat they would not come close to iny jiosition, 1. had given 
directions to niy men to return no fire excepi; under orders. I had at 
the time a siiigio company in my front deployed, Ihriie being to niy left, 
covering tliat tlnnk. 1 Iminodiatoly directed my men to liij ilowii. 'f lie 
enemy came on to within fifty feet of us, challenged and cominciiccd 
firing. 1 ordered a rclurn (Iro, which iinmediatoly drove them baclc 
with the less of their commander, Major LTnl.sey, killed, and tliree ]ii’iH- 
oners. Could i then have advanced I might iierhaps have secured 
more prisoners, but deeming it more prudent to secure the lodgment 
already made, and having only one regiment and half of another yet 
out of the swamp, I advanced my Bkirmishers only until my eiitiiMi bi'i- 
gadewas out and Colonel Montgomery had landed his leading I'egi- 
ment, when I pushed to the road and woods about ono tliird of a mile 
diatiuit, under a light fire, took po.sscssion of the enemy’s cani]>, seal - 
tcring Ilia entire rear guard through the woods and capdii'ing one cais- 
son in perfect condition. The force oppo.sed to us was reported to bo 
two brigades from Hood’s army under (ioneral dackson. 

1 earnestly commend the bcluivior of n y men. )S(!iU'cely iinything 
could be more trying than their wjuliiig in the dark through the deep 
cold water, stumbling at every stop and their clothing afterward frozen 
stiff. Their zeal and skill in obtaining the passage of the river and 
quiet and soldierly conduct aftorwaa emimmtly praisewortliy. rrivate 
A'Vnit, of Company E, of the Thirty-second Wisconsin, who swam out 
and brought in one of the ratts, deserves mention. 

My loss was 1 killed and 6 wounded, all enlisted men.

Lieutenant; \. luivo the lioiioi* to report that iny brigade moved 
from Ciiin]) near Bontonville about 10 a. lu. March 21 on a road to the, 
rear and right of the Fifteenth OoriJS, in a north svesterly direction 
toward the ford on Mill Creek. After passing the ])ie,lccts about tliuMv 
quarters of a. mile the eommand was halted and a line of battle fovnii'd 
facing almost to the southwest, the First Brigade being on my right, 
an<l two companies f>f the Tenth Illinois advanced iia skirmishers, 
Pushing foi'ward through the open liclds and into the woods for about 
‘too yards, the eiKany’s pickets wore met and driven biick. Mere the 
lino was halted to enable the First Brigade to ch)se up on the rigid, and 
I was directed to add a (.‘onipiiny to the skirmish lino (prolonging it to 
the left), to whi<ili t subsequently added a fourth to insure the pro))oi‘ 
protection of my left Hank and make a (umuection M'itli oiir lino in that 
direction. After a somewhat lengthy delay, durijig which we were 
subjected to a steady shelling from the enciuy in front, tlio connection 
of the main line was completed and the command moved on througli 
an exceedingly miry and tangled swanq», almo.st impassable for horse* 
men. While here my skirmishers reported that their right Hank was 
not (jonnectod with the sklrmi.sluirs of tlu^ JMrst Brigfido, and, as it 
afterward appeared, this wa.s tli<\ <aise during the entire movomont (to 
which unfortunate circumstance I must attribute my loss among the 
right companies of .skirmishers). I had only time to report the fact to 
the general commanding (as furtlnn- delay was impracticable) and urge 
watclifulnesa in that quarter, as the eonnection would soon be jiuule. 
The inaiu line, on emerging from the .swamp, came npM'ith the advance, 
which hud boon Iteld at bay by a thick and welMlllcd line of rjlle-])its, 
and carried the pits at once, though stubbornly held, taking several 
prisoners. Bo(-civing an order to move by the left (lanlc 1 did so, but 
soon flndiiig tliat the brigade on my right was moving forward 1 con- 
formed my movetnent thereto. 'J’lio general direction to tliis time had 
been about soiitliwost, the left swinging »omcwlia.t forward. 

On closing- with Mie First l-lrjgad(} (about 15(1 yards Ibrward of the 
ri(lc-pits) I was direcled to move by the left and Hank, th\is obliquing 
slightly to tlu^ roar for nearly the length of jny brigade. Tlio line 
was thou lialted and brought; to a. (Vont. Hardly wa.s this done when 
the skirmishers on the left we.ro driven in, a.nd ’be.ing urged Ibrward 
again, fell back, reporting heavy odds helbre tluuii. .fu.st at this tinui 
also botli the ollicor.s commanding the two right skirjni.shing oqmpanie.s 
came in reporting their line.s l)rok(»n by a cavalry charge and an 
advance of infantry on both Hanks, My left was now, by the gon* 
eraPs personal ol der, moved back, anti iinmcdiutoly after the enoiny 
charged in two battalion lines, striking th(\ lelt almo-st poi'pcndicularly 
and oxtoiidiiig to the center, with a very heavy skirmish lino runiiiiig 
oppoaito my right (Vont. My left thus Hanked 'was compelled to slowly 
give ground and beg.an to swing back toward the center. At this 
momoiit the center of tbo Twenty-fifth Indiana, which was my center 
regiment, was reported breaking, and haatoniiig there I oiidoavored to 
add to the earnest efforts of its Held officers to restore order, which wna 
in a great degree effected, though much embarrassed by a confused 
rush of men coming from sdmewlioro beyond iny right and sweeping 
close along the rear of my line. Seeing that the Tenth Illinois on the 
left was receiving the weight of the fire and being rapidly forced back, 
and fearing that their lino, already wavering though yet continuous, 
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would bo broken by the severity of tlio fire and the diflieult ground, I 
passed over to them, rallied and reformed in the ride-pits direetly in 
the rear of the iiosition from wliieli they had licon Ibreed. I. ordered a 
rapid, addition to the strength of the pits and tlirew out a l>M’‘it lino or 
observation covering their front and the leCt of the .1 \yenty-(ilth 
Indiana. The line n<w stood as folUnvs: TheTliirty-seeond Wiseonsiii 
on the right, unmoved as at (irst, its left thrown back about thirty <l e- 
grees: the Twenty-lifth Indiana on the prolongation of the leftol: the 
Thirty-second, but more retired; and the Tenth 1 routing as at lirst bul 
about loO yards to the rear of its advanced position, a narrow swam]) 
separating its right from the Twenty-lifth Indiana. .1 hero reiioived an 
order to hold these pits with my eommand, and assoon as (leiieral h'uller 
had reformed liis lines and passed my rear, (o move by tlic left am'oss lii.s 
rear and take up])osition on his left. During thi.s time tlie nuiskel.ry 
liad nearly ceased, bnt a brisk artillery lire was kept upon us. W^heti 
the movement was made by the First Brigade, I followed and loriiusd 
on its right in two lines, introiicliing and picketing strongly well 
around my right. About 5 p. ni. I received orders to pass by (leneral 
Fuller and take position on his left next to General .I'^oreo’s conimniid, 
forming in two lines and fortifying. With this ended the movements 

of the day. , , „„ ,, . 

Conaidoring the brevity of the action my loss was heavy. The “miss- 
ing” wore mostly eai>tnrcd on the skirmish lino by (lavalry which had 
got into the rear of the line. My men all diil their duty well. Oiir 
wounded, retaken from the enemy, report their loss far beyond our own 
and not only tlmt the attack was stayed, but tlie rebel lines badly din- 
ordered. Tlio falling back was unavoidable, butall the rctgiments were 

To the regimental <;ominaiulcrs commendation is duo. liioutonant- 
Colonel Oarlotou, .Lieutenant-Colonel Wright, and Captain Gillespie 
proved, as ahvays, sure rcliaiujes. 

Major (h'eiishfiw’s ])crsonal action in .seizing and planting tiie (iolors 
jirovented, I think, the Twenty-ilfth’s center from breaking. 

My own stn IT were everywhere active, skillful, and cool, and deserve 
my thanks.

Captain : 1 have the honor toreport that, receiving orders yesterday 
morning to march to Angloy’s rost-Onieo and there await orders, I 
tool: the road to the loft of Wliijipy Swam]) and cros.setl several minor 
swamps, be.sides Corkers, the most formidable wo hud yet encoun- 
tered. While getting tlio wagons through this I sent Captain Munson 
forward with Oaptai!i King’s mounted Twentieth Illinois, Avho pushed 
the rebel cavalry ba«;k to and over the bridge across Whippy Swamp 
at Ihirker’s Mill, nineteen miles from our previous camp. When the 
greater part of the timin avus over I rode forward to the bridge, order- 
ing the advance guard to follow Avith all the speed they (jould make, 
left two regiments (Twelfth Wlsc,onsin and Forty-lll’th Illinois) to bring 
on the rest of the train, and dire<5tcd tliedivision to move forward Avith 
all ])raeti(iablo di.spatch. I found tlio '1'weut.jeth lllinoiB covering with 
their fire the bridge which the enemy had not time to destroy. The 
advaneo guard coining up, was deployed as sharpsliootervS under covc.r 
along the stream above and below tlio bridge. AVhon the Second 
Brigade, Colonel Wiles, eaine up a lino avus ordered to cross the stream 
by wading, Init the men wore soon up to their necks, and the stream 
Avas found to be not fordable. I placed two guns of the Fifteenth Oliio 
Battery, Lieut. L. Bailey, on a rise of ground near tlie bridge, where they 
i'onld lire over the heads of the infantry, and though it Avas now quite 
dark and the enemy apiieared in some force on the farther side, partly 
on a rise and partly in a grove, a small eoluinn niuler cover of the 
sharpshooters and the two giiiisdashedaerossthobridgo, folloAvedeIo.soly 
by the Second Brigade, and the rebels fled, leaving some rations and 
camp equipage in their bivouac in the woods. As it'was now night, 
and no one in the country had heard of Angloy’s Bost-Offloe, though 
the maps showed it to bo near, and as 1 knew the Fifteenth Corps v'ore 
to cross this bridge, and the rebel cavalry wore in my rear on one road 
as Avell as in front, I wont into cainji, plaeing one brigade on each side 
of the stream. An ofTiecr of General Howard’s stall’ arriving in the 
night told mo this was correct, the object of the detour being to secure 
the bridge for the Fifteenth Goiiis. Marching to this place to-day, in 
obedience to orders received in the night, I loft one regiment to hold 
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tlio bridge nntil tlio iirrivnl of tlie Kifteeiitli Ooi^h. An old negro told 

me this morning that Aiigley’s J'ost-Offleo was discontimuMl tliiityoi 
I'ortv years ngo and the name bad been forgotten. , . 

The artillery lired with cxeellent precision, though in the dailc, ,ia 
the marks this morning show. .1 have no casualties to report.

Captain : I have Die honor to state that on the lltli instant I broke 
camp at 7 a. m. aud reached thoNorth Fork of the Fdisto, loiirteeu inilos, 
at iust noon, driving the enemy, with tlie aid ot the Ninth Illinois 
Mo'iintecl Infantry, so rapidly over tlie last three miles as to save all 
the hridges (six) over the swamp bordering the river, and to (!ovor tlie 
bridge over the river with musketry in time to prevent its destriustion. 
A battery and rifle-pit covering the road and bridge froin the opposite 
side prevented a crossing there. 1 atonco oxtendod a skinnisli line up 
and down stream in the swamp bordering the river and sent out partioa 
to discover some practicable crossing. Oolonel Wiles, eoininanding 
Second Brigade, found a narrow place about a mile above, where he 
felled a tree and, in tlic dark, crossed a (aiplain and soventeon men to 
solid laud on the farther side. A party IVom the 'J'hirtietli Illinois, 
First Brigade, found a solid Held rcacliing to tlie river about a mile 
below, with swampy .shore on the farther sidiv A ibriiging iiarty louiul 
a road crossing, undefended, about two miles above. Alter darlc a party 
of the enemy, under cover of a ravine leading IVom their I'ille-pib to the 
bridge, set the bridge on tiro, and partially destroyed it. One of bins 
party was killed. In the night I built a road for pontoon wagons to the 
lower possible crossing. My casualties were 1 private fTwontiotli 
Ohio) slightly and 1 (Sixty-eighth Ohio) severely wounded. The <nieiny 
are known to have lo.st 6 killed, I I wounded, and 6 captured. 

On the morning of the 12th, being ordered to oros.H at the low(^st 
point, tlie laying bfiiontoons was begun at II a. m. In three hours the 
division was on the farther side in lino.S| the front liiu' advanced hall a 
mile. The enemy shelled my skirmish Hue withone Ihdd piece and feeble 
musketry I advanced the First Brigade, Ool. 0. l''alrchild, Sixteenth 
Wisconsin, upon the enemy’s position, and througli Orangeburg to tlie 
railroad. The sldrinish line lired upon a train of car.s loaded with 
.soldiers, and upon the rear of their eolnmns, retreating toward Oolum- 
bia. Placing the Twelltli Wisconsin, Oolonel IT’oudllt, in cliarge of the 
town, on provost duty, I at once sot the rest of the bvigaih' lo work 
destroying the railroad. Meanwhile the Second Brigade, Oolonel 
Wiles, proceeded directly cast from the crossing ami struc.k the rail- 
road two miles below the First Brigade. These two mile.s ofroad were 
destroyed by the division before going into camp, burning all the ties, 
twisting some, but simply bonding most, of tlio rails. This day there 
were no casualties. The force defending Orangeburg apiioiirs to liiivo 
Johnson’s (formerly Stovall’s), Palmer’s, and Pettus’ brigades, of 
s corps, and some of Young’s cavalry. The last arrived from Oau- 
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iioii’H livid^e to rc-oiJ force about duyliglit. (leacral Slovenson coni- 
iiianded in person. Tlic men while staiidinjj on the sUirmiali lino for 
hours and while wading .soinetiines waist-dec]) in the swamp boliaved 
with the same choorjulncss and alacrity which marks every operation 
in the corps. Twenty ])riaoners were taken. The division, with a loss 
of two wounded, Ibrced the pa.ssage of tlic river, took a iiositioa strong 
by nature and dolcndcd by works, iiiflicting a loss ofd killed, 14 wounded, 
and 20 ]n’i.soiiei‘a. Tlie mounted men of the Twentieth Illinois, under 
Captain King, were of great service on the first <hiy, and il'liorses (ionld 
have been brought over they would have harassed the enemy’s retreat- 
ing columns on the second day.

Captain : I have the honor to report that, on reaching camp on the 
evening of the .15th instant, Colonel Wiles, cominandiiig Second Brl- 
gad(3, took oat the vSixty-ciglith Ohio to Taylor’s Bridge, over Congaree 
Creek, waded througli several Imndred yards of water, crossed upon 
the only remaining stringer of the bridge, drove In ilio rebel pickets, 
and iiitrenclied. .My pioneora, and those of tlio Fourth Division, being 
sent out by order of (ho general cominaiiding tlio corps,! sent the 
Twentieth Oiiio out with them. In tlio night the bridge was rebuilt 
and a footing for infantry <5onstructc<l, opening a route to flank the 
force in fL'ont of the Flfteonth Corps on Congaree Crcelc. This force, 
as i have since learned, withdrew at 1 a., m., and crossed the river to 
Columbia. The picket in front of Colonel 'Wiles withdrew an hour 
later.

On the luorniug of the 2d of February the division leit the eoi’ps near 
the tunction of Whippy Swamp, moved nineteen miles u])!)!! a sepanito 
road, and forced the crossing at Barker’s Mill the same day. 1 lie rebel 
cavalry being in my roar us well as front I encamped a brigade oii^ eaeli 
side of the bridge, and when ordered to join the corps nextday at liivers 
Bridge 1 loft a regiment which hold the bridge at Baric er s Mill until 
the arrival of the Fifteenth Corps. A more extended report was made 
at tiio time.* The crossing* of the Salkehatehie being forced by the 
First aiui Fourth Divisions, on the morning of tlio fitli of February this 
division moved in advance, the men carrying t<m days’ rations, llie 
mounted men of the Twentieth Illinois, together with the monii ted in (an- 
try at imi’iis headquarters, forced the <n*ossing of the Iditle Walke- 
luitcliio, wading tlironghhalf a mileof swam]) and driving a detiiehnieiit 
of (j()() of Wheeler’s connhand from the lartJier .siilo. 'Tlie bridge was 
rebuilt and the division crossed that night. iMidnight (if the 9th the 
division crossed to tlic support, if needeil, of the h’irst Division, which 
had iorced the crossing of the South Fdisto. On tlie 1 1th 1 broke earn]) 
at 7 a. in., and at noon was with the division well closed up on tlu^ North 
Edisto, a march of fourteen inllcs, having ])iushed the rebels back so 
rapidly the last three miles as to save the numerous bridges over the 
dill'erent currents of the Filisto, and killing, wounding, and c.apMu'ing a 
part of the rebel force. Skirmisliing across tho river was kept up 
tlirongli the afternoon and night. Oareful examination, by wading the 
swamps for several miles up and down stream, disclo.siMl a fiivorable 
place for cro.ssing bcloiv, to which a road was'conatrnc.teil in tlio night. 
Next morning the pontoon bridge was laid and the trooijs ei’ossed .so 
quietly that the rebel, pickets had no snsjjicion till tliey saw the advaiiee 
emerging from the swamp. Orangeburg was ovac.uated an jiromptly 
that the skirmish line only had any ilring ii.t tlie ciioniy. A more 
detailed re])ortwa8 made at the timo.t Tlio division did its full share 
ill the destruction of the railroad in the advance toward Oolumbia. On 
tlie night of the IStli the Second Brigade diH*ve the rebel guard from 
Taylor’s Bridge over Oongarco Creek and rebuilt the bridge. In eoii.se- 
qiioncG of this, turning the left flank of t.lic force disputing tho eross- 
ing of the Congarec Creek in front of the Fifteenth Corps, this i'orce 
fell back before daylight and withdrew into Columbia. A. more detailed 
report was made at tho time.| The division did its full share in the 
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d(i.stnu:ti()ii ol‘ t:lie railroad from Columbia to Wnm.sborough. At 11m 
crossing- of the Waterec on imntooiis, tlio division, being tlie r<!iu‘ of 
the corps, began to cross just befi)remidiiiglitof tlic24tb. Tlie break- 
ing- of tlie bridge produced such delay that it M'Us i) o’clock next inorii- 
ing before the rear regiment crossed in roar of tiio pontoon trains. 
The other division.s had gained such an advance the i)revii)ns day that 
this division, retarded by the care of the pontoon trains, by continual 
rains and wretched rosuhs, made worse by the travel of the other divi.s- 
ions, remained in the rear four days. As much a.s fonr miles ot cordu- 
roy were laid in a day. an entire brigade aiding the ])ioiieers. The cross- 
ing of Lynch’s Creek' so delayed the corps that the division overtook 
it there on the 27th of February and took its place in tlio eolnnm next 
day. After passing through the rich (K)iintry about Cberaw and Ben- 
nettsville in flue weather, the rains returned as wo struck the swamps 
about the Jicad of the Little Fedco, occasioning severe toil and night 
niai'ches to get the trains along. Many bridges had to be constructed. 
Over liookflsh Creek, a deep and rapid stream, one was built of tlfty 
feet span clear, and so .solid that the trains left it firm and unshaken. 
Leaving Faycttovillo the division was all night crossing the Capo Pear 
Itiver on pontoons. For the three following uiglits, until wo reached 
Beaman’s Oross-Koads, tl»o divisioti was upon the road all night, repair- 
ing roads and helping wagons along, the rear comingiiito camp by broad 
dayliglit. 

Oil the morning of the 20th the head of the corps left camp, near 
Mount Olive, at 3 a. m. to go to the aid of the Left "Wing, but the 
road was so blocked by the Piftcenth Corps and the two advanced 
divisions that it was 8 o’clock before the division was stretched out iu 
tlie road. By 4.30 p. m. the division had inarclicd twenty miles. It 
then took position on the right of the lino ofthearmy near Bcntonvillo 
and iiitrenehed. Next day the line was advanced to the ravine, wbicli 
was crowned on the fai’ther side by the rebel works. The skirmish 
lino was forced across the swamp wliich Alls the bottom of the ravine 
so close up that tlio reserves wore within 119 paces of the main rebel 
works. Before daylight the enemy evacuated the -works and wo 
entered. 

Easy marching thence to Goldsborough closed uj) the campaign. 
Tiio swampy soil and the quantity of rain’ou thi.s march required toil 
in carrying the trains along, exceeding anything which the division nad 
ever known before. Tlioordiuary inarching often, and the attack upon 
an intrenched ]) 0 .sition always, required onicors and men to wade, 
soniotimes liip-dcci). Tlic lo.ss of sleep was exluuistiug. Having drawn 
no clothing at Beaufort or Savannah, except sewed shoes, the men were 
clad ill rag.s and nearly 700, being 18 per cent, of the whole, were 
entirely barefooted. The command subsisted almost wliolly on Ibraged 
subsi-stonce. In thirty days three days’ rations of hard bread were 
issued. At times the men were reduced to living on parched corn | at 
times they feasted upon almiulance. The health was iimasually good, 
and the ineii wore never iu more exuberant spirits. 

The destruction of the railroad was (tomplote, the rails being twisted. 
The casualties wore sliglit: 4 enlisted men were killed, 1 oflicer and 21 
enlisted men wounded, and 12 enlisted meu missing, the names of whom 
were given at the time of loss. 

A])peiided is an abstract of work aeeomiilished by the command dur- 
ing the campaign. 

Oapt. J. 0. Douglass, the experienced assistant adjutant-gonoral of 
tlio division, made tlio labor of my temporary command comparatively 
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light. Oajitaiii Mniuson, Seventy-cigflitli Ohio, this ilivisiim ins|)i!i-.tor, 
was ot'iniportaut service in accoiiipanying the mounted 'l'\ve,iiti(?tli Illi- 
nois ill their continual recoiimiissancca and siioiits. Ool. 0. eaii'chjhl, 
iSixteeiith Wisconsin, coninuinding First brigade,, and ('ol. ( v. 1 . V' jh'Mj 
commanding Second Brigade, had their coiiinmnds at all tunes tlun-- 
oughly ill hand and displayed marked ability and zeal, The 1 wcntudli 
Illinois, under conimand of Oapt. Uenry King, small remnant ol a gal- 
lant regiment, serving as a mounted escort coinimiiy, ('.oiilinualiy 
emjiloyed skirmishing at the front or scouting on tho ilank, iierlonncd 
valuable service wlmlly out of proportion to Hmir miinbcrs, 'Pho on tiro 
command, ofllcersand men, entered with sindi ziml into every nnder- 
takiiig, and boro with such cheerfulness every hardship, that 1 almost 
seemed a sjiectator of a niacluno that worked itscll.

1 luivo tlie liouor to report tlie followinjf operations of the troops 
under my eonimaml during; the eaiiipai/?n througli South aiul North 
Carolina. iust closed by tlio ocituipation orGoldsbovonglu 
Oil Friday, January (i, my division embarked on transports at Tliun- 
dorbolt Laiitling, six mile.s below Savannah, and arrived at Beaufort 
tlio next day. January L‘l, by order of Maj. Con. F. P. Blair, it moved 
with the Seventeenth Army Corp.s toward Poeotaligo, cro.ssed the 
river at Port Royal li'crry, next <lay advanced to Craruon’s Corners, 
where the enemy wore inirenehed. After skirmi.sliing for some time 
tliey were driven back and followed closely to ].h)(jotaligo, whore we 
arrived about dark and went into fiosition, and at (hiylig'ht next morn- 
ing found the enemy’s works were evaeuatod. Remained at tills point 
getting sup])lieB and awaiting the arrival of the reiuaimler of Llie army 
until January 2S), when we moved in a northwesterly direetion. 

Oil Tliursday, the 2d of February, the. Seventeenth Army Corps 
arrived at Rivers’ Bridge aero.ss the Salkehatehie Hivor. Tlio First 
Division in the advanee skirmished heavily with the cuomy all day, 
driving them across the river; they were strongly introiiehod on the 
opposite side, and also at Broxtou’s Bridge, live miles below. The river 
was bordered on each side by a wide and almost iin]ienotral>le swamp, 
crossed by a long eausoway and a sneeossiou ot bridges, the ibrinor of 
which, being burned, rendered the crossing in front of the enemy impos- 
sible. Ill accordaiieo with orders received from Maj. Gen. F. P. Blair, 
at 2 p. in. on Friday, February 3, 1 proceeded with my division to 
cross the Salkeliatobio River ami Swamp between Broxton’s and Rivers’ 
Bridges. Two reginieiits of my eominand, the Fifty-third Indiana and 
Thirteenth Iowa, wore, by General Blair’s order, left at Broxton’s 
Bridge to keep up an appearance of crossing at that iioint. The appar- 
ently impassable swamp had been reepniioitorcd by llfty men from 
the Thirty-second Regiment Ohio Yoluntcer Infantry, under com- 
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inaiul of Oaiitniiis Siiushur jiiid Joluisoii, sent out by Brig. Gen. B. F. 
Potts, coniiiiiuuling First Brigade, early in the morning. A point Avas 
Ibuinl Avhere the river by spreading ont into .several (baimels, making 
a swamp about one mile and a balf wide, could bo lorded, the Avaler 
being from tliree to four feet deeih The head of the division entered 
this swam]) at 2 o’clock, and reached the opposite side about .‘3.30, 
but owing to the diftienlties to be surmounted in its iiassage the com- 
mand was not all over until about 5 o’clock. The enemy’s skirmi.sh- 
ers had been clrivoi back and a line of battle fornied in an open lield 
beyond. Brisk skirmishing from the direction of J^roxton’s Bridge 
was then ojiciied on tlie right of my line and kept up witli more or less 
spirit until dark. This, with the latenes.s of the hour, prevented my 
inoAungto Fivers’ Bridge to co-operate with (l-eiieral Mower, as directed 
by General Blair. The movement compelled the evacua tion of Brox- 
ton’s Bridge, and General Mower had in the moan time elfeetcd a cross- 
ing above Fivers’ Bridge and driven the enemy frojn thati)oint. Early 
next inorniiig, by General Blair’s order, the division marobed up to 
that place, takin'g up and intrenching a position on the riglit of Goii 
eral Mower. On the 0th instant we moved to the Little Salkehatchie, 
and on Tuesday, February 7, advanced toMidwjiy, cutting the youth 
Carolina llailroad at that ])oint. The enemy wore very active ii) burn- 
ing bridges and blockading the roads along our entire route, skirmisli- 
ing at OA'^ory creek, swamp, or river. Thursday, February 0, cro.ssed 
tub South Fork of tlie Kdlsto, and on the 11th reached tlio .North Fork, 
The enoiny were again introiiehcd on the op))osjto side and the bridge 
burned. Nc.xt morning the Third Division elleided a crossing a few 
miles below, Avheu the enemy fell liack. I puslied over inj^ skirmishers 
through the swamps up to the wai.st, and advanced them into Orange- 
burg, tlio Third Division arriving iminodiatoly after. I caused the 
bridge to bo repaired, and crossed my command <luring the afternoon. 
Monday, February 13, nmrehed fourteen milc.s, destroying the Columbia 
Branch Failroad as we advam^ed. By General .Blaiv’.s order I detached 
Brig. Gen. 13. F. l^otts’ brigade to the Coiigareo Fiver to destroy the 
railroad bridge. The Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry werodispatuhed 
by General Blair ou the same errand. 'J'ho enemy were driven across 
the bridge, Avhicli they burned to evade ])ursnit. 

Beforeiiooiiof Thursday, February B), moved iipto theCoiigaree Fiver, 
opposi to Columbia, tlioenemyhavingcrossod the nigiitprevioua, burning 
all the bridges behind them. Thenext morning, February 17, while the 
remainder of the army were laying pontoons across Saliula and Broad 
Fivers, three miles above town, Brig. Gen. W. W. Belknap, command- 
ing Third Brigade, crossed over the Thirteenth Iowa, Lieut. Col. J. C. 
TCciiiiedy, in a small ilat-boat that ho had lltted up for the purpose, and 
driving the rear-guard of the enemy from the town, on tered and plan ted 
their colors u])on both the old and new capitols in advance of all other 
troop.s} a portion of the Thirty-second Illinois, Capt. J. J. Fider, Avas 
also crossed. Femained near OoUiinbin, destroying railroads, until the 
20tli, Avlien the march Avaseontimicdto Winnsborough and the railroad 
destroyed to that place; then turned in an easterly direction toward 
Olieraw, Avliero the corps arrived on Friday, March 3. The advance 
division. General MoAver’s, drove the enemy out of their works at 
Thompson’s Creek and aci'oss Great Podco, they again burning the 
bridge beliiud them. As soon as pontoons wore laid wo crossed the 
Great Fedeo, and continued our march, the roads being very muddy 
on account of the heavy rains; crossed Beaver Dam Creek, Gum 
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Swamp, and Little Pcdcc llLvor into JSoi-tli Oai-olina, [lieiu'c toward 
Fayetteville, erossing Lumber Fiver, Faft Swam]), tlie (5n‘a.t and 
iyittle Ibn^kiisb Cr<HdcK, luiarly all tlic brid} 4 <'a Ixdii},^ destroyed. 

Oil Saturday, Marcb 11, alter building tlio bridjio and erossing’ Little 
lloeJilish Greek, Lieut. Gol. FlibbetB, a'liii-ty-seeond Oliio Inl'nnlry, 
with 200 inoiuited men, being detaebinoiits belonging to nearly all tlie 
tbe reginieiits in tbo division, inelnding Lieut. A. J. Gillespie’s mounted 
detaelinieiit, was ordered forward to Fayetteville, seven miles distant. 
Alter skirmisbiiig and driving the enemy three miles, tliey, aided by tlie 
cseort of General I toward, who were also ordered lorward, cleared the 
town of General Wheeler’s cavalry, driving them aerosa the Capo li’ear 
River. They were within 200 yanl.s of the bridge when it was lired by 
the enemy, 'but It Avas so prepared Tor burning by covering it with 
resin that it wa.s impossible to save it. By tUi.s time I bad readied the 
city building with, tbe lioad of my column, the authorities having just 
surrendered tbe town to Lieutenant-Colonel Strong, of General Ilow- 
aril’s slalL I was ordered by General iloward to send a regiment to 
aid in saving the bridge, bub it arrived too late to olfect tliat object. 
Gonoi'al Slocum’s troops having now entered tlie town from the wo.st, I 
was ordered to move my eommand to a good position outside of town 
and go into cam]). On Monday, MareU 13, crossed Capo Fear Fiver 
on pontoon bridges and South River on the lOtli. The heavy ruins 
ovorilowod the swamps and the muddy (mndition of the roads coiisid* 
erably retiu'<lo<l our movements. 'J'lio whole command was frequently 
required to build roads for tbe movement of the trains. Monday, the 
20th, wo moved to Jlentoiivllle, eighteen miles to our left, and took 
up a position on the right of the li'lftccnth Cmqis, confronting the 
eonibiiicd armies of Goncra-ls Johnston, Leauregnrd, Hardee, and 
Hampton. The next day considerable llglitingtook place, some of the 
enemy’s works being oarriod, and. they Avoro so closely pressed at all 
points that they evacuated during tbe night. 

This suceossl’ul movement clo.s(‘(l the campaign. Orders Avere 
received to move to Goldsborongh, Avhere we arrived on the 2<ltb of 
March and Avhero Ave are now encamped. 

Bly division loft I’ocolaligo, S. 0., on the 21M;li day of .lannary AvitU 
eighteen days’ rations of bread and ten days’ of fresh and salt meat. 
The camiiaign lasted (Ifty-llvc days; sulllelciit bread for one day was 
proimred at i''ayettcvillc. On arriving at Goldsborongh 1. bad more 
meat than I started with ami three days’bread on liaml, luiving gathered 
sumdent stores from the country to subsi.st my tr(i()])s for tliirty-iiino 
days, A large number of horses and mules wore also eaptured. 

The I'ollowing tabular statement from the report of Lieut. 1). H. Bud- 
long, engineer olHcor of the division, Avill show tbe amount of labor 
done by the engineer ilcpartinent:

0., Pliiroh ^5. .ISdo, 
Captain: In eonipllance with orders this day received, I have the 
honor to submit the following report of the operations of the brigade 
under my command since .laimary 20, 18(55, to March 28, ISOri: 

On tlio 29th of January hist this command loft Poeotaligo, K. (J., to 
operate witli tlio army against the enemy in South Oaroliiui. 

The evening’ of the 1st day of Pobrnary found tho command oaiiiiiod 
'between Broxtou's and Iti vers’ Bridges on tliewoal; side of the Hal- 
kehatohie liivor. On the morning of tiie 2d of Pobrniiry 1 was ordered, 
by Bvt. Maj. Gen. Giles A. vSmith, comnmniling Pourtli Divisionj Seven- 
teenth Army Corps, with my comnmiul to cims tlio Salkeliatidim Bivor 
about midway botwocn the two above-named bri<lge.s, which (srossing 1 
effected at about 5 p. m. of the samo day, driving' the onomy’s plck(\l;s 
before nio. Tlic Salkehatcliio at thi.s point i.s about one mile wide and 
was considered impa.ssable by tlio enemy. A short slurmish drove in 
the enemy’s pickets and tlie command at once coustmeted a line of 
defensive works and slept on their arms during the night. When morn- 
ing came it was discovered that tho enemy had <li.sappftiu’(‘d and wo 
took up the lino of march witli the division to the camp of tlie eorpH, 
near liivera’ Bridge. On the morning of Ji’ebrnary 4, ;18()5, the eom- 
inand took up its line of march with the division for tho front, pnsslng 
through Midway, Oraiigohurg, Columbia, Winn.sborongli, Cliora^v, and 
Bonnettsville, S. C., and Payettovillo, N. C., to a point near Bvorottsville, 
N. 0., which place we reached on tho 10th day of Mai'ch. * There we 
received orders to move on the road to Mill Orcok on Heiitoiiville, and 
started at 3 a. m. of 20fch of March and reached a point near Mill Creelc. 
at 4 p. m. and constnicted a lino of work.s and advancml a heavy line of 
skirmislicrs, where wo reinained during tho night. On tho morning ol' 
tlio 21st, ill obedience to orders, I advanced, my lines about (500 yards 
and constructed a new lino of works, and about 3 p. m. f received (irders 
to advance my skirini.sh line, which I did promptly and (iarried' the 
enemy’s lino of .skirmish pits and held them. The enemy ooenpied their 
woik.s in my front until about 1 o’clock in tho morning of 22d, when they 
withdrew and retreated across Mill Creek. At dayliglit I pursued them 
with niy skirmish lino to tho road running from tho main stage road, to 
Beiitonville, whore I met the skirmishers of the IHrst DiviBion, Pifteentli 
Army Corps, advancing. Pinding no cnomy I withdrew my lino to the 
works. My command moved with tho division to this place, leaving onr 
position near Mill Creek on 23d of March, orosBing tho Nouso lUvor to 
this point on the 24th instant. 
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The loss of this cominaiul during the cmnimigii has been light; 2 
killed, 7 wounded. A Cull list of casnaltica inelosed. 

Tlio brigade almost entirely subsisted olf tlie eonntry, living in the 
moat aatisiaotury manner from the rich eollurs and store-houses of tlie 
Palmetto State. The brigade destroyed twelves uiile.s of railroad and 
built lifteeii miles of corduroy. 

1 heartily thank the onicers and men of iny command for their obedi- 
eiice and lioarty (io-opcratibn in all the inovcnients of thi.s command. 
'J'ho command met a severe loss in the death of Lieut. I). P. Potts, aide- 
de-camp on my stall’, and Lientonant L*alnier, !'’ifty-tliird Illinois Vol- 
iiiiteei's, who lost a leg. liotli these ollicor.s fell while nobly discharging 
their duty on the evening of March 2.1, 1805. 

The brigade lias anU’ered diiring the campaign for want of shoes and 
other clothing which we shonhl have received at .Savannah. Upward 
of 800 of my command inarched for days shoclos.s, but without a 
mnrumr.

Mavoh S7, 18(io, 
Lieutenant: in obedience to orders from licndfinarters First Bri- 
gade, Fourth .Division, Seventeenth Army Corps, I have the honor t<» 
make the following rejiort of the part taken by the l'’i(‘ty-third .Indiana 
Veteran A^oluntcer Infantry In the late campaign: 

On the 29th of Jn.iiiiary the regiment left I.kxiotaligo, S. 0., in com- 
pany with the otlier regiments of the brigade, a.nd arrived at Broxton’s 
Bridge acro.ss the Salkeluitcliieon the 2(1 of February, when we relieved 
a regiment of the First .Division — Twenty-llfth Indiana. The enemy 
were strongly fortified and determined to resist onr passage; they kept 
up a heavy lire of artillery and musketry, but did no damage. 

Th(‘, Foiu’tli Division, Seventeenth Army Ooips, having efi'ccted a 
crossing above, can.sed the enemy to evacuate on the night of tlio 3d of 
February, and at daylight on the irioruiiig of the 4tli I ordered a com- 
pany across the I’ivcr. At 3 p. m. .1 eirectiially do.stroyod the bridge 
in obedience to instructions and started to rejoin the brigade by way 
of Rivers’ Bridge, arriving there at 6 p. m. same day. On the 7th of 
February Captain Fabriqnc, in eoiiimand of the forage party, reached 
Midway, a station on the Oharleatoii and Augusta itailroad, without 
having encountered any opposition. The march was eontinned without 
any oeciuTenco beyond the u.sual routine until wo reaelied the South 
lOdisto River, wliero^ wo found the enemy po.sted. A crossing Avas 
effeeted between their works, which caused them to ovaeuato. Wo 
then (irossed t,o Orangeburg and went into camp for the night. Next 
morning (February 13) at 7 o’clock started in the direction of Oolmnbia, 
destroying the railroad as wo went. On the 14tli the regiment, in com- 
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piiny with tlio rest of* the brigade, left the main eoluinn to snpjjort the 
Ninth Illinois Mounted Infantry, who were ordered to destroy the rail- 
road bridge across the Congjiree RIverj but upon reiichiiig it, the 
enemy IukL destroyed it. Nothing of note oeciirrcMl until wiM’tMudied 
the river opposite the city of Columbia. With the exception of 0 (;eii- 
sional musket-shots everything indicated that the place was cvaeuaLed, 
or, if oesmpied, by hut few troops. The Fifteenth Ai’iny Corps having 
snefice{led in laying down a imiitoon bridge across the Saluda, and 
Broad liiver.s, the army moved into the city on the 17tli. On tlie 1.8th 
wc moved out and continued the destruction of tlie railroad to Winns- 
borough, atwhi(!h point the direction of mar<di was <;hanged from north 
to east. We rea(;hed Lynch’s Creek February 2(1; found it mnoli 
swollen with the recent raiiisj troop.s waded to their waists in water; 
half day oeeupied in crossing. On the 28tli of February I'liniislied a 
detail of 2fi() men, who built one mile of corduroy; made a (|iiiok 
march to Cheraw. First Oivision, Soveiitcoiith Army Corps, skir- 
mished with the enemy. After crossing the (treat I’edee River had 
an unobstructed march to Fayetteville, N. C. Here the regimont, 
after a quick march of five miles in one luniv, readied the town; 
deployed, but fbund no enemy. Skirmished across tlie river for an 
hour; no casualties. Nothing further occurred until we readied Soutli 
(jhapel, about twenty-two miles from (toldsbormigli. 'I’lic army being 
ordered to concentrate at Falling Creek, tlio Sovciiteonth Army Corps 
loft their train bditnd and reached and took iiositioii in front of the 
enemy near Boiitonvilie, N. 0. 

On the 20tli of March intrenched, ami Comjianies I mid (.1 skinnislied 
witli the enemy. On the 21.st advanced and again intronelicd. 'fho 
regiment reiimined in the works during the greater part of the night, 
expecting an attack from the ciicniy. On tli<5 morning of the 22d the 
enemy ovaciiatod. Mardicd to Coldsborougli and oiieamiied a, mile 
from town, where wc now are. Wo liavo tom up four miles of railroad 
and built eight miles (if (tordiiroy, and marched a distance of noo miles. 

A list of casualties is herewith submitted.

Oohlsbbroughf JSr, 0., March Ho, 1866, 
Captain: I have the honor to make tlie following brief report rela- 
tive to the moveinont of this brigade on the late campaign : 

thedth of January, it moved from Poeotaligo 
on the 20th ol tJie same month, and entered Orangeburg on Fobruarv 
capital of tlio State of Soutli Carolina, on the 
17th 0 February, (^amped near Cheraw, S. 0., on March 3, near Fay- 
etteville, N. C., on March 11, and entered Goldshorough, N. 0., on 
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March 21, having' been transported sixty miles, ami niar(;hod IS I', 
miles, corduroying the road, rebuilding bildges, and traveling imicli oT 
the distance through swamps, wliich had to be waded by the men. 

On February 7 the lilloventh Xowa Tiitantry, under Lieut, ('ol. ben 
Beach, marched from Midway to the bridge ov(5r the Edisto Kivm- 
Avhich was delbnded by the rebels, and compelled timni to eviieiiate 
their position and destroy the bridge. 

On lAibruary Id [:i.7| a detachment of the Thirteenth Iowa Ini'autry, 
under the eummandof Lientenaiit-Ooloncl Kennedy, accuniipanied by 
liieuts. \Villiam II. Ooodrell and 1:1. O. MeArthnr, of tlie Fil'teeiilii 
Iowa, of my staff, ero.sseil the (Jougareo Itiver to Colnmhia, wliile a. 
portion of the enemy were in the city, maiv.hcd through town mid 
planted, in advaneeof all others, the eolorsof tluit I'egiiiioiit on both 
the old and now oapitol buildings. Colonel Kennedy and liis men 
deserve great credit for tlie successful aecoinplisliiiieut of this luovc- 
ineiit. 

Oil Mai'oh 20, near Bentonvillo, N. C.,tlie brigade wont into position, 
and on tlie 21st, a new line being established, the skirmish lino was 
ordered to advaiKto, which it did, driving rebel skirmishers from their 
pit.s, and actually charging a heavy lino of ]>attle of the onomy, only 
retiring Avheii opposed by an overwhelming force. Our loss on the 
HkirmisU line was twenty-live. Few ^i(•lds show more traces of severe 
flglitlug than tlie ground (Kuuipied by this gallant lino. 

My tliiuiks are espocially due Incut. W. ll. Ooodrell, brigade picket 
ollicer, for the iiianiier in which ho handled In's men on that day. 

On theeaini)aigii,t[iofolIowing'amountof railroad has been destroyed : 
February 8, dijf miles of South Carolina Kailroiid, between Midway and 
thoEdisto Bivorj February la, 2 miles of Columbia l^raneh South Caro- 
lina Eailroad, near Oraugeburg; ll'obrnury 18, miles Charlotte Jbiil- 
road, between Columbia and Wiuusbdrongli ; February 1!), 1 mile Char- 
lotto Ibiilroadj Fubruary 20, 1 mile same road: February 22, 2 miles 
same road. Total, 11 inilos. 

Tlie duties of the campaign liave been performoil and the trials of 
the march eiulureil cheerfully by both ollicers and men, for which they 
all bavo iny thaiilcs.

While tlie army was laying pontoon bridges 
across the Saluda and Broad liivors, throe miles above tlie city, T/iouteu- 
aub-Oolonel Keunedy, under your direction, htfced up an old ^vo'ru-oub flat-

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boat capable of carrying' about twenty men, and, accoin])iiinc(l by Lieiits. 
H. C. McArtlinr and William H. Goodvell, of your stiilf, crossed the 
river in front of the city and boldly advanced through its streets, send- 
ing back the boat, with another procured on the opposite shore, lor 
more troops; and on their arrival, with seventy-five men in all, drove 
a portion of AVheoler’s cavalry from the town, and at 11.80 a, in. jilaiited 
his two stand of colors — one upon the old and the other niioii tlie new 
capitol. Tlie swift current of the Congarcc Itlvcr and its rocky clian- 
nel rendered his crossing both dillficult and dangerous, and the pres- 
ence of the enemy, but in what force unknown, rendered the under- 
taking still more hazardous. Lieutonaut-Oolouel Kennedy and his 
regiment are entitled to great credit ibr its successful ac(!omi)lisliiiieiit.

Major: I have the Iionor of siibiiiittiiiff tlio following' rcimrt of the 

operations of the Lett Wing of tlio army li-om our arrival at Bavannnli 
to the present date: ‘ 

ilie yeemid Division of the Twentieth Oorjis entered Savannah on 
tlio inoriiing of December 21, and was encanipiid in tlio city doing gar- 
rison duty liom tliat date uutil January 19, when it was relieved by 
Grover s division of the Kinetecnth Corps; General Geary, the division 
<joniniaiider, porloi ining the duties of military governor of the city. The 
t^ovolymg upon General Geary and liis command, during our 
ocuipaiKjy ol; Savannah, wore imimrtaiit and of a dcliealo nature, and 
wore (liHcliarged in a moat creditable manner. Private property was 
protGoted and g-ood order pi'cserved tliroiigliout tlio city. General 
Geary discharged lits duties to the entire satisfaction of the military 
and civil authorities, and won the conlidouco and ostoem of all wlio 
had buHinoss connections with hiin. ThoPourtcentli Corpsand thoFirat 

tlm n 'V'cre encamped north of 

tlie city. On the last of December a pontoon bridge was coiiatructoch 
under ehargo ot Colonel Jliioll, across the Savannah Itiver, and on the 
Ist day oi January Ward’s division moved over to the OnroHna side 
ouciimping' about SIX iiulosfrom the river, on the Union Cansewuv. 

Oil the 17tli of January Jackson’s division crossed the river and, 
together with W ard’s, moved forward U) Hardcoville. It was intended 
the iwenl.ietli Corps should maigli toKobortsville as soon as the Jll'dit 

l\ingeoniniencedthojnar(ilifruiuPoc()ta.hg(),whiletlH‘.Foniteeiitli(J()ipH 

moving up on the Gcoigiasido of the river, should cross at Sister’s I'ervv 

and (inoeta juiictioiiwitli the Twoiitiotli near Ilobcrtsville. Anexiruor- 

dmaiy freshet occun-cd before Geary’s division could be moved over 
which sM’cpt away a largo iiortiou of the Union (Jausowiiy from yavmuiali 
to lliirdeovillc and ovcrllowcd. all the lowlands bordering' the river It 
soon became impossible to communicate with the trooiis mi tiieOaro- 
hna side oxccjit by boats. On the 19th Jackson’s division moved to 
.1 nryslmrg, from which point both his division and that of General 
VVard drew their supplies. On tlie 20th of Jamui-ry the l'’(nirt{>eiith 
Gorps coniimmcedits nuirch for Sistci^’s Ferry, but its progress was 

hdlowed by Geary’s division of thel'weii- 
tieth Corps and Corse’s of tlio Fifteenth, whieli iuid also been pro- 
yonted by the high water from erossiug at Savannah. On the 29tii of 
Jamuiry tlio Fiuirtocuth Corps, Geary’s division of the Twontiotli 
Corps, Corse’s division ol the Fifteenth Corps, and Kilpatrick’s cav- 
alry were oiieauipcd at Sister’s Ferry, on the Georgia side of the Sa- 
yannah hiyer. On the same day the First and Third Divisions of the 
J. weiitiGth Corps moved to Kobcrtsvillo, three miles from Sister’s Ferry 
on the Oarolimisuleof theriver. On the morning of tlio 21)fcli I crossed 
and endeavored to open communication with Gen- 
eral Williams, coinmaudmg the Twentieth Ooips, who had accompanied 
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tlie l^irst and Third Diviaious of liis corps, bub did not siu^ceed in doing 
so until tlio following' day. Nearly all the couubry bordering t-Iu^ 

■was ovei'iiowed by water from one to ten feet in depth. After landing 
on the .side on whicli Williams' troops were cneaniped I was oblig(ML to 
use a row-boat in opening couniiniiicatioii with him, yet 1 liail not only 
to open coinmnnication Avitli him but to place at the point lie oecnpied 
at least 20,000 troops, with an immeiiso train of wagon.s, iiumb.enng at 
least 1,000. A pontoon bridge was eoiistrncled on the ^.)th, and live 
days were spent in remo\diig obstructions placed in the road by the 
enemy, and in building bridges, trestle-work, ami corduroJ^ In addi- 
tion to the obstacles presented by the flood and fallen timber (ino.st of 
which was under water) we found torpedoes burie<l in tlui routi, many of 
which exploded, killing and wounding several .soldiers. 

On the evening of February 3 the road wsus finished so that we cimJd 
pass from the bridge to the high ground three miles distant, and Kil- 
patrick’s cavalry at once commenced crossing. The troops and trams 
were kept moving constantly during the night, as well as the day, bat 
the condition of the road was such that the rear of the command was 
not oil the Carolina side until tl»o evening of .h’cbruary 5. (xoary s and 
Corse’s divisions followed the cavalry with orders to load their wagons 
at the depots, which had boon established above the ferry, and proeimd 
at once to join their respective corps. Willlam.s had been ordered on 
the 2d of February to iirocecd with the two divisions of his enmob^^* , 
from Robortsvillo to Graham’s Station on the South Carolina Kailroad 
and report in person to General Shorman. l ie moved by way of Law- 
tonville and Duck Jlraiich Post-Oflicc, reaching Graham’s Station at 
12, noon, on tlio 7tU instant, lie mot with some opposition D-om the 
enemy, parbiciularly near Lawtonvillo, wluu'o barricades had been coR’ 
structod and the roads blockaded, lie soon forced the eneniy to retire. 
His loss was fourteen killed and wounded. 1 accompanied General 
Geary ouliis marcli from Savaninihlliver to Dlackville, at which point he 
rqjoiiied his corps. General Davis, commanding the Fourti.'.entli Corps, ^ 
was directed, as soon as his wagons were loaded, to niove by way of 
Barnwell to a point on the South Oarolina Builroad near Williston 
Station. Ho ^7as delayed on account of a doftcioney of Hiibsistmieo 
stores, being compelled to send to Savannah for a (juantity and keep 
Olio division awaiting the return of the boat. TIis entire liominaiid 
reached the South Oarolina Bailroud at the point ordered on the 1,2th 
of February. The railroad M’as thoroughly and efVecLiially destroyiMl 
from Johnson’s Station to ‘Williston by the Foiirtiionth OorpH, and from 
Willi.stoiito Graham’s Station by the TwontiotU Corps. On the tl th of 
February Geary’s and Jackson’s divisions crossed the South Fdi.sto at 
Diiucaii’s Bridge, and encamped on the north side. Ward rebuilt Giiig- 
nard’s Bridge, crossed at that point and rejoined the corp.s on the north 
.side. OutUel2ththeTwentiethCorp8Toached thoNorth I'hlisto. The 
enemy had destroyed the bridge and taken position on the north side 
with two pieces of artillery. He was soon driven away with a loss to u.s 
of 3 killed audio wounded. The bridge ivas rebuilt during the night by 
the First Michigan Engineers, Colonel Yates eommaiHUiig, am! I’li 
folloiving inoriiing the march was resumed toward, I^oxinglon. 

The Foiirteeutli Corps crossed the South Ediato on the 13th of i'’(d)- 
riiary, at Guignard’s Bridge, and the North Edisto on the following 
day at .Horsey’s Bridge. On the evening of the IfJth of h’obruai’y both 
corps wore coiicentratod within two miles of Lexington. Oiitliomorn- 
ing of the 10th both corps moved toward Columbia, the F'oiu’teenth by 
way of the Lexington road, and the Twoutioth on a road to the right 
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of the one taken by the Fourteenth Corps. When the heads of the two 
coluiniiH weroAvithin three miles of Oolnmbia ] i*eeei\ e(l orders from 
General Sliorinun to cross the Sulmhi liiver, at Mount /non Ohiireli, and 
push on to Wiinisborongh, crossing the I’.roud Itiver at some point ])elow 
Alston. I at once ortlerc<l the Twentieth Corp.s into ciiini) and moved 
tliG Fourteenth to Mount Zion Church, where a bridge was constrnided 
and one division of the Fourteenth Corps crossed during the night. 
The other two divisions followed on the inornijig of tlie 17th, and 
inov(Ml forward to the Broad .liiver near the Watcree Oreclc, I'ho ciiv- 
ali'y ibllowed the Fourteenth Corps and moved to mir loft, the Twen- 
tieth Coi'ps crossing immediately after the cavalry. A pontoon bridge 
was constructed aevos.s the Broad itiver, near tlio mouth of Waterce 
Creek, at a place known ns B're.shly’s Mills, My entire coniinaiid waa 
across the iiroad .liiver before 2 p. m. on the '20th of Febrnary, and 
on the following morning both corps imjvcd forward to Wiinisborongh, 
Avhich was oecupicil without oiipositlon. .BeCore our columns reached 
the town several bnildlng.s had Ixam burned, but by the exertions of our 
soldiers, assisted by the citizens, the lire was prevented from spread- 
ing'. 'fhe Charlotte and South Carolina Itailvoad wm destroyed from 
Winnsborougli to Wlilh^ Oak by tlio Twentieth Army Corps, and from 
Wliite Oak to Cornwall by tlic Fourteenth Army Corps. On the 22d 
Ward’.s division, of tlu^ 'J'wontieth Corps, was moved rapidly forward 
to the Catawba liiver at a point known as llockv Mount Ferry. A 
pontoon bridge Avas at once con.striicted at this point, and on the 23d 
the Twentieth Corps coinmeiiced crossing. 'I'ho river-banks on both 
sides Avovo very precipitous. iJiifortmiatcIy soon after our arrival at 
the river a heavy fall of rain made the cimsing still more (liltlcult and 
endangered our bridge. 

Tlie TAventietli (Jorps, together Avitli all the cavalry and one division 
of tho Fourteenth Cori>s, sucecod»?din (grossing niuler groat dil'Iieulties, 
AA'hmi our bridge Avas swept away by Hood Avood brought down by the 
freshet. Tiio Twentieth (’orpa, from the 23(1 to theSlith, only sneceeded 
in reaching Jiaugliig lio(dv,a point sixteen miles distant from the river, 
having been compelled to cordnr((y the road nearly tho wliole distance. 
I ac(!ompaiiicd this corps on its march, and at this point lir.st learned 
of tho destruction of onr bridge. The Twentieth Corps was ordered to 
remain in its (‘.ainp at 1 Tanging Bock on the 27th, and T returned to the 
CataAvba to expedite, if possible, the crossing of the Ifourteenth Corps. 
On my arrival here . I foimd that (.icnoral Davis and his ollieors wore 
fully impressed Avitli tho importaiico of clVeetiiig a cro.ssing Avitli tho 
least po.s.siblo delay, and Avere laboring incissautly to aeeompli.sh it. 
Oil my arrival it was im]) 0 S 8 iblo to coinnmnicato with tho troops on the 
opiiosite bank. A } ion toon-boat, manned by the best oar.smon of tho 
train, in attempting to cross Avas swept (Ur below the jioint at which 
tlio bridge Avas to bo constructed, and the men narrowly esijaped drown- 
ing. Fortunately tho water commenced falling, and during tho night 
of the 27tli tho bridge was again in position and the troops' and trains 
at once moved across. General Davis Avas ordered to moA^o direct to 
Snccdsborougli by Avay of McMaiiii.s’ !Bridgo and Mount Croglnin, and 
if imssible to roach that point simultaucou.sly Avitli the Twontioth Corps, 
Avhich had been ordered to move to tho .same point by way of Oliostor- 
iield. 

lOvery possible off'ort was made to accomplish this result. General 
Davis marched his eoinmand from dayliglit until late at night each 
day, find reached the point designated on the Ttli of Mnridi. The 
Twcntietli Corps crossed .Big Lynch’s Creek at Miller’s Bridge and 
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advanced toward Chesterfield. On approaching the t()wu a lew of the 
enemy’s cavalry were met and driven rapidly through the town iiiui 
over Thompson’s Creek. On the 4th of March the corps reinniod ii 
point near Sneedsborough. A bridge was constructed oyer the C real 
I’edee at a point three miles below fcjueedsborough, and tlie I'niirtoenlJi 
Corps crossed at that point. In order to gain time tlm l.wonnetli Corps 
was sent to Cheraw to cross at that point, with instructions to inoyo 
at once to McFarland’s Jlridge over Lumber itiver, ilie l.'ourteGntli 
Corps moved to Love’s or T.lue’s llridge, a lew miles above. My.*'*"’- 
land’s Bridge was destroyed two or three days beibir-CIcMmriil W dlmins 
reached the river, but Oencrnl Davis found Blue’s Bridge, but 
injured, and crossed one division over it on the evening of the cSth oi 
March. On the following day the Fourteenth Coi’ps moved on t he 
plank road to a point about sixteen miles from Fiiyottoville. | '’‘' 
Kith this corps moved to the Nine-Jlilo Post and was massed near t.liaX 
point, one brigade of Baird’s division being thrown well in >idvivtic(i 
on the road toward Fayetteville. On the llth, at 10.30 a. in., Laiyd s 
division, after sumo slight skirmishing with the enemy, eiitored hay- 
cttovillo, the other two divisions and the entire Twentieth Corps 
encamping near the town. General Baird was directed to take com- 
maiul of the city and garrison it with his command, lie wasinstriujiied 
to destroy all public and private property useful to the oiieiny, but to 
jn’otoct all other private proiierty. The duties imi^osed upon him were 
all performed in a satisfactory manner. Mo destroyed mulor these 
orders 2 fomidrios, 4 factories, and considerable railroad pro])orty. 

OntheiytUand 14tli of March both corps crossed tlie Cape hear 
Bivor, encamping on the road loading toward Averasbovoiigh. On loiiv- 
iiig F’ayettevillo I was Inl'orincd that Cxoldsbormigh was oiirnoxtobjec* 
tivo point, and was instructed by the commanding general to move 
with a strong column, unencumbered by wagons, on a road by way ol 
Averasboroiigh and Bentoiivillo, sending my wagons by a road to 1lu^ 
right of the one taken by my light column. I a<movdingly ordered two 
divisions of eacli corps to move, with only such wagons as were abso- 
lutely necessary, on the road to Averasborougli, while the remaining' 
division of each corps with the trains was sent on the direct road to 
Cox’s Bridge. On the night of the Ibth the four divisions, Jaclcson’s 
and Ward’s, of the Twentieth Corps, and Morgan’s and Onrliids, oiMilio 
Fourteenth, encamped near 'J’aylor’s HoloCrock. 1 Tawley’s brigado, of 
Jackson’s division, was sent forward lato in the ovoniiig to support the 
cavalry. On the lOtli the cnoiny wa.s di.scovorcd intrenched aboni; one 
mile and a half from the point at which thoroadtoBentonvillebniiKJhos 
oil;' from the Sniitldield and Raleigh road, llawloy’s brigade coiii- 
iiieiiced sldrmishing with them at an early hour. TMie roads were 
almost iinpas.sahlo, and it was nearly 10 o’clock before obliei' troops 
could reach the field. As soon as Ward’s division came ui) it was 
thrown to the left of the road, its right coniicetiiig with 1 lawhiy’s hdt. 
As the two remaining brigades of Jackson’.s division came up (.lioy 
relieved the cavalry, which moved to the right of our line. Belfridge 
met the ciiciny as he moved into position and drove him hac.k into ids 
lino of works. As vsoou as the troops were posted (the artilku'y oeinipy- 
ing a position commanding a good view of the enemy’s line) T ovderi'd 
Case’s brigado, which was on the left of our line, to advance ami, if 
possible, turn the enemy’s line. This he accomplished in a very luiiid- 
some manner, and as soon as he was discovered to have atxionipiished 
his purpose, and the enemy commenced moving, our artillery did line 
execution. The enemy was speedily driven back about one mile to a 
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tliird liuG of ^voi'ks, iimlthig a bviet* stand at bis scooiid lino, Ho was 
closoly pursued into tlio works on this new line, but so iniicli delay had 
been caused by the bad state of the roads that 1 could not get the 
troops into position for another attack until it was too late to make the 
attempt. Biiring the following night the enemy retreated, taking the 
road through Avorasborongh. 

Tu this action we (japtnred 3 pieces of artillery, 1 caisson, and several 
ainbiilancea; also 175 prisoners. We buried on the lield 128 of their 
dead. The loss in the two corps was 554 killed and wounded.* 

All of our troops behaved extremely well. The cavalry under Ocu- 
era! Kilpatrick exhibited gi*cat gallantry, and, although the groiiiul 
was iitilhvorablo lor the niovcinoiit of cavalry, it did most cx(;cllQiit 
sew ice. 

On the 17th of March the Eonrtcciith Corps crossed Black River and 
encamped near Mingo Creek. The Twentieth Corps encamped near 
Black Hivor. On the night of the tSth the Fourteenth Corps encamped 
near Mill Oreok, and the Twontioth Corps about live inilesiurcarof the 
Fourteenth, On the lOtli the nnindi was resumed at 7 a. in., the Four- 
teenth Corps still ill advance. Onr advance was stubbornly resisted 
from the commoiuiomont of tlic inarcli, but one of onr cavalry olllcors 
came to mo while our advance was skirmishing with the enemy and 
informed mo tlult ho had escaped from the enemy only two days 
bol'oro, and that when ho left Smitlillold he know the nuiiu army under 
Genera] Johnston to bo at or near Raleigh. This statement was cou- 
llrmcd by dcserte.rs. 1 believed the only Ibrco in my front to consist ot 
cavalry with a few pieces of artillery, and sent word to this offoct to 
General Sliei inaii, Under this impression I pi’ 0 .sscd forward rapidly. 
On I'oacliing the point at wliich the road from Sinithllcld runs into the 
Goldsborough road, on which we wore marching, I found the onomy 
Intrenclujd. ' Carlin’s division was at omto deployed, Buell’s brigade 
being sent some distance to the loft of the road for the purpose of 
developing the oiiomy’s lino. Morgan’s division was thrown on the 
right of Carlin, with two brigades in lino and one in reserve. Both 
Carlin and Morgan wore ordered to press the enemy closely and force 
him to develop his xiosition and strength. 

1 soon became convinced tliat 1 had to deal with Homothing more 
Ibrmidable than a division of cavalry. While still in doubt, however, 
as to the strength of the enemy, a dosertor Avas brought to mo who 
stated that he Avas lormerly a Union soldier, had been taken prisoner, 
and Avliile sick had been induced to enlist in the rebel service. Ho 
informed me that General Johnston had, by forced marches, eoncoii- 
tratedhis army in my front} that it Avas understood among the rebel 
sohliers that this force amounted to 40,000 men; that tlioy Avero told 
that they Avero to crush one corx»s of Sliornuui’s army, lie stated tliat 
General Johnston had ridden along his line that morning and boon 
loudly cheered by liisold Tennessee army. While ho Avas giving mo 
these interesting particulars a member of my staff approached Eind 
rocogiii/.cd in this dcsortor an old aoquaiutauco. They had entered the 
sorvicG in 1861 as private soldiers in the same company, Tlio state- 
ments of this man and the dovolopmonts made by Morgan and 
Carlin placed mo on my guard. I at once concluded to take a defensive 
position and communicate Avith the ooinmanding general. Robinson’s 
brigade, of the Twoutieth Corps, had already reached the field and been 
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ordered to support a battery in rear of Buell’s position. Iliad f^ivcn 
orders to General Williams to movewitli the balaneo oilus eorps to 
tlie right of ilorgau \\'itli a view of turning the left of the eiiomy s posi- 
tion. Tills order was ar. once countermanded, and Willi suns was diriuncd 
to send all of Ids wagons to tliorigliton the road taken by tlu', iMiteeniili 
Corps, and bring forward with the least po.ssible delay (ivery regiment 
of his cominaiul. All foragers were dismounted and phuiedni ilu'^ranks^ 
Williams wasordered to take position on Morgan’s left resting liisleii-lianl'^ 
on a ravine. Not more than onc-lialf of hi.s commaml was in posd.ion, 
however, when theonemy left his work.s in strong eoluinns and iittaeked 
Buell, driving both him and a portion of Bobinsou’.s brigade baek, and 
eapturiug three jiieces of artillery. Before lie bad reaelied the liiiol 
liad designated, liowcver. General Williams had sueeeeded in gid ting a 
sullicieiit force in ])osition to cheek his advance, in the iiieantnnc 
Davis had ordered Morgan to refuse the left of his lino, and liad thrown 
the reserve brigade of Morgan’s division into lino of battle on tlu^ hdt 
of tlio two brigades of Morgan’s ilivisiou already in line. 'I’lio eoiiinap 
tion between iMorgan’s left and the right of Williams’ lino not being 
eoinplotc I ordered Cogswell’s brigade, of the Tliird Division, I wcntiidli 
Corps, wliich was in rcserv'O, to report to General Davis, to eiiiibh^ linn 
to complote the connection between the two corps. Tiiis bi’lgade was 
at once moved forward and lillcd the gap, giving ns a contiinions line. 
The enemy was repulsed at all points along our line, but c-ontiiiued Ins 
a.ssnults until a late hour in the evening. 

Tiio lighting was most severe in Morgan’s front, and too much (iredlfc 
cmniot he awarded General Morgan and liis command I'or their coiidiict 
upon this occasion. Our artillery wa.s well po.stcd and did excellent 
exeoutinn on the assaulting (jolumns of the enemy. BueH’s brigmh^ 
and the three regiinonts of Itohlnson’s. whhjh were at nrstdri\'en back, 
were readily l olbrmcd and placed in wlicre they did good seryiije. 
Soon after dark the enemy retired to liis works, leaving in oiii- lia-ials a 
largo number of killed and wounded. Geiu'.j'al Kiljiatriek niported to 
mo while I was placing my troops in position, ami wa.s diroc.f tMl to muss 
his cavalry on iny left and rear, which was done at once, and the cav- 
alry occupied this position until the retreat of tlio enemy. On the fol- 
lowing morning Generals Baird and Geary, each witli two brigades of 
their respective divisions, and General llazcn, of the ji'ifteeiith Coi'iis, 
witli his entire division, arrived on the Held. JTazen wa.s moved to the 
right of Morgan. Baird was moved oat in front of our works beyond 
the advance position hold by ns on the preceding day. Orders wm e 
given to Hazeii, Morgan, and Baird to press the onoiiiy closely, which 
was done, ftforgan gaining possession of a portion of liis line on our 
right. On the morning of the 21st the liiglit Wing came ii]) and con- 
nected with Ha/.en. Tlio onoiny during this day was forced into liis 
works along the entire lino and closely prc.saed, pari iciila.vly on his 
extreme left. During the Ibllowing night ho retreated across Mill 
Creek, bnriiiiig the bridge in his rear. 

Tlie conduct of our troops on this occasion was most gTiitii'yiiig to 
mo. General Davis and General Williams IuuiiIUhI tlieir commands 
with great skill. After our line was formed the troops, without excep- 
tion, met tlio enemy with coolness and bravery. No ground was lost 
after the lirst attack, and all that had been lost in this attack was 
speedily regained. 

On the 22d both corps moved to Cox’s Bridge, and on the following 
morning crossed the Nouso at that point and moved in to Goldaboroiigli. 
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]\[y loss during the entire campaign was as follows: Killed. 212; 
wounded, 1,308; missing, 802; total, 2,352. 

For detailed statements as to our losses 1 respectliilly refer to the 
reports of Brevet Major-General Davis, commanding the Fourteenth 
Corps and Brevet Major-General Williams, commanding Twimtieth 
Corps! herewith inclosed. These reports also coutaiii interesting 
statistics as to the amount of supplies drawn from the country and the 
amount of jiroperty useful to the enemy destroyed hy tlieir respective 

During this campaign my command has marched ahout 500 miles, 
subsisting mainly upon the country and traversing a region which 
the enemy regarded inaccessible to us, oa account of the natural 
obstacles presented to the march of a large army. These obstacles 
were but little overrated by them, but by the intlomitablo por.sevcr- 
ance and energy of our troop.s all were overcome. 

I have not attempted in this report to enter into such details as to 
the labors and privations endured by the troops as justice to them 
really demands, but the brief period allowed me for this work must be 

my excuse. . , . , , 

I have witnessed on the campaign scenes which liave given mo a 
more exalted opinion tlian I ever before entertained of the earnest 
patriotism which actuates the soldiers of this army. I have repeatedly 
seen soldiers of my command, wli.o were making parched corn supply 
the iilaco of bread, and who wore nearly destitute of shoes or a change 
of clothing, go cheerfully to their labor in tlic .swamps of South Caro- 
lina, working hour after hour in mud and water to bring forward our 
immense trains, and yet during all these privations and hardships I 
have never heard from an oflicer or soldier one word of complaint. 

To the lueinbors of my .staff — Mfy.ltobcvt P. Dechert, acting assistant 
adjntant-genoral; MUjj. E. W. Guiudon, Oapt. William W. Moseley, and 
Oapt. William G. Tracy, aidcs-de-camp; Oapt. P. M. Thorne, acting 
chief of ordnance, and Lieutenants Ilowgato and Forakev, of the 
Signal Corps — I am greatly indebted. All have discharged their duties 
to my entire satisfaction.*

Sir- I liavo tlio honor to snbinit tlio followin.if report of tho mnoiint 
of pontoon bridging and other work done by my eominand during the 

late Oiinipnign from Savannah, Ga., to this point: , 

My command consisted of the Fifty-eighth Indiana Voliiiiteci's, as 
pontoniers, with an ag’gregate sti’cngth of 6n0 men, including to.amsle/i’s 
and all other men detailed from their respective couipanie.s, Icaving 
an average of 500 men for duty during tlie campaign. I also had in 
charge a train of eighty-live wagons, and hauled of pontoon bridge, 
boat, and canvas 1,000 feet, and of other material SCO feet. 

January 20, in accordance with orders I inarched out of Savannah, 
Ga., on the Springfield road and reported to Major-General Dayis. It 
rained iiicesaantly all day and tho roads became very bad. Marched 
Bight miles and camped, wliou I received orders from OGiiornl Davis 
that tho inarch was xiostponcd in conseqiicnco of tlio rain. 

January 2u, resumed tho march and liad notliingof importance to 
brausaet except corduroying some swamps, until tlie night of the 27 th, 
wo built a low wooden bridge 460 feet across a swampy crook, two 
miles northeast of SpringOoId, on tho Sister’s Ferry road. 

.fauuary28, arrived at Sister’s Ferry, aiid during the night ol the 
20th laid a bridge across tho Savannah River. On t)io South Carolina 
shore tho road runs immediately up tho river, and on this road, over 
deep sluices and water too deep to Ibrd, we throw 250 feet of iioiitoon 
bridge, aiiclalsol)uilt750feotofwoodou bridges. Thisrond,foradistaneo 
of two miles and a IiaU; was over very low, wot bottom till yon reached 
tho upland, and at tho time of our arrival at the river tlio countiy 
from tho ferry to tho mainland was entirely ovcrilowcd, ranging in depth 
from one to six feet. This road was full of lioavy timber which liatl been 
fallen by tho enemy, and in consequonco of high water it became 
a very laborious and tedious job tbr tlio inon to imilco much xirogross. 
Besides obstacles just enumerated in impeding the clearing of the 
road, working parties wore greatly annoyed by torpedoes seerotod under 
the fallen timber, one of which being exploded wounded two men 
severely, after wliicli Afty others were carefully dislocated without 
farther damage. In. clearing this road I had liesivy details from the 
Fourteenth and Twentieth Corps. 

CDhe road was coiniileted on tho 3d day of February, and trnoxis were 
crossing soon afterward same day. This road could have been com- 
iilcted sooner, only oii account of high water. 'Febriiavy 6 wo took iiii 
the bridge and on the 7th moved on the Brighton road, and nothing of 
imjmrtaiico was done till we reached tho Saluda River, on the 16th, 
some seven miles above OolumbiUj and diiiiug the night throw a 
bridge across, spanning 400 feet. February 17,ab 1 a. m. .1 roceivod 
orders and sent two companies with 200 feet of bridgo to tho Army of 
tho Tonnosseo, near Columbia, to splice bridges in order to 8])aii Broad 
River at that iioint. At 7 a. m. I started Major Downey, with all 
the bridging not then in nse, with the Fourtcciith Army Corps, to 
bridge Broad liivor at a place some sixteen miles above. Tlie major 
reached the river at 11 p. m. and commenced the bridge, but as he 
‘^uly Imd tweiity-ouo boats, and it required thirty-one to span tho 
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sti’oaiii, lio onuld not finish until sinothei* i)oi‘tion oi’ Mio iriiiii arriviid. 
Ji'ohruaiy .18 wo took up tho bridge at tlio Snlnibi Ibvnr aiul mandied 
to Bi'onii liivc.r, arriving at tlio latter about 2 a. in. on the morning of 
tlio lOtli, after ])assing over some very bad road tlirongh a very 
awaiupy (ionntry. Wo finished the bridge partially eonsi-nietod by 
Miijor ilowncy. Tlio river had a width of (itO feet, and by tlio time 
the bridge was eomploted tlie pontoon sent to the Army ol' the 
'reiinesseo reported. February 20, took up the bridge at 10 p. m. and 
inareliod all night; reaehod camp of the 'rwontieth Army Coips at H 
o’eloek on the inornlng of the 21st; halted two hours and fed, andtlum 
resumed our mareh on tho Winnsboroiigh road. 

Fei)ruary22, inarched oil the road to Itocky Mount, rcaeliiiig Oatawha 
Eivcrat5p. m., and threw a bridge acro.sa during tho niglitof OOO 
teet. This bridge was laid just bcloAV the rapids, and at that time tho 
river was low and tho current not very rapid; but on tho night of the 
2d{l it (iommeneed raining rapidly. On tho 2.‘hl and 2'lth the Twon- 
tiotli Army Covp.s and cavalry crossed. The hill on tho o]>positobaiilc 
boingvevy steep, and becoming almost iinpassabiofrom iiuiroasiiigraiii, 
tlio trains jirogresseil slowly in crossing. I‘'ebruary2r), river still rising 
and tlio cmTont becoming so rapid that . 1 , had to place lieavy tiinbors 
on tho lowor end of tho boate to jiiovont them from sinking or lllling 
with water. I )iirlng tho 25th about two-thirds of tlio train of tho Tenth 
Army Corps C/Cossed and stopped at dark on account of the hill on tho 
opposite bank. It. commenced valuing at 7 p. m., and I accordingly sent 
word to tlio quartermastor in charge of the remainder of tlio train that 
hndiiot(ii'ossodtliatliehndbottcrcro8sit immediately; mid consoqiioiitly 
tlio teams were soon readyatthobridgo,l)utmadcslow speed. AtI2p.ni. 
tho same night somo^lOO feet, midway tho span, brolco loose and washed 
violently away. February 20 we took out tlioromaindcr of tho pontoons 
and made liasty preparations to span the river some 500 yards below, and 
at that tiino received orders from Clonoral Davis to suspend oporatioiia 
until further oi'dcrs. February 27, to-day wo laid our second bridge, 
080 feet in length. Hero tho current was not so rapid, and by 11 p. m. 
we completed tho bridge when tho troops commoneed crossing. Feb- 
ruary 28, tho army all being cro.sscd wc took up the bridge at night. 

March 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5, we mavclicd from the OiUawba to the 
Great I’edee Iviver, reaching tho latter at Haile’s Ferry 11 p. m. 
During the bridging of this river General .Buell took command, 1, 
myself, being so affilctcd with tho rhoiimatlsni that I could not render 
niucii assiataiice, Tlie bridge was commenecd. at 1 p. ni., the river being 
020 feet in width, and, as we only had in train some 820 feet of boat and 
400 'of balk and cliess, wo were necessarily eoinpelled to procure a 
greater portion of tlio nnitorial. Tho inoii worked all night, but on 
account of tlio rapidity of the atroain and con.sidorablo dilUculty in 
getting aiudior.s to hold wc progressed slowly, and tho bridge wa.s fin- 
ished at 3 ]). in. March 7, army finished crossing and General Buell 
being ordered forward with the advance tho bridge was taken up at 
night. M ni'ch 8 , 1 moved out with General Morgan’s division ; marched 
some twenty inile.s ami camped at 10 p. m. March 1), in obedience to 
orders I ro])orted with my command to Maior-Goiioral Williams, Twen- 
tieth Army Cor])s, on the road near McFarland’s .Bridge, and. on the 
night of the J.Otli tlirew a bridge of 320 feet over backwater and Rock- 
llsTi Creek. March J 1, 1 loft Captain Smith with two conqianies to talco 
up tho bridge when tho troops and all tho trains erossed, and T marched 
with tho roinaiiidor of tho command atGa.m., and reached camp within 
two miles and a half of Fayettovillo on tlio Capo Fear River at 0 p. m. 
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and eaniped. Immediately received orders from ^Jciioral VVilliiims to 

report at lieadqiiarteva Jjcft ■VViiij*- at daylight. Marcli l‘J, iii 
aiice with orders I moved my command through Fsiyettevilh'- iukI wont 
into caini) near the river, there to await order.s i)reparatory to hiying 
the bridge. At 12 m.I received orders froju the chid enginom , ( 'iip- 
t.'un Ludlow, to commence laying the bridge Just below the, one 
destroyed by the enemy. This bridge wa.s completed by 2 p. m. the 
same day, making a span of 400 feet. March Id, we lay in {iiini]) and 
on the i-ltli I moved with all my train not in use, leaving daptiun 
jMcDonald and three companies to take nj) the bridgi^ as soon as the 
troops aiul train were all crossed. The r(»ads wmv, in a. tcwribly bad 
condition, in consefiuencc of which wo did not reach j^amp until 0 okdoek 
on the morning of the loth. j\Iarcli 10, marched some ten mih^s iti eon- 
ncetioii with the trains of the Twentiotli Army Coi-ps, (icneiaM ie.ary in 
charge, and camped for the night. 

March 17, wo lay in camp, and daring the day were joined by that 
portion of the train left at (Jape Fear Jlivcr. Marcl) .18, marched live 
miles and wont into eami),an(l on the 10th marched nine miles, Mii-reh 
20, to-day my train with the trains of the Twentieth Army i.loi'ps were 
clo.soly parked, and in connection with other troops threw np a lim^ ol: 
rillo-worlcs alniost the entire distance around the train. At (> p. ni. we 
pulled out and went live miles. Mandi 21, marched at 0 a. in. on 
the road to (loldsborough and at 12 in. received orders to riqiort to 
Majoi-Gencral Terry, at Cox’s Bridge, on tlm Nense lti\’m', some nine 
miles al)ovo Goldsborongli. I marched through the trains of tli(.i'i'weu- 
tietli Army Corps and i-oaclied Oox’.s .liridge at 7 p. m., and iminedi- 
ately commenced laying a bridge and completed it at 1 1 p. m. — 2110 retd/ 
in length. Mandi 22, wo laid a second bridge, 210 feel: in length, and 
on th(^ 23d the Fourteenth ami Twentieth Oovp.s crossed. 1 received 
orders to take uj> the liridge when General IV.rry’s troops wore ci'osse,(l 
and move down on the soutl) side to GoUlsborough. 'I'lie bridgi' was 
taken up oh tlie night of the 24th and 1 moved on the 2r>l,h to my jires- 
oiit camp. When 1 .started on the campaign my train was made up of 
very poor mules tliat were drawn from convalescent drfivos at Atlanta, 
Ga., November last. I have received (piito a number of good mules 
from the two corps, so that my train is In a betU'r condition t-lian when 
I left Savannah. 

Kecapitulatiou of pontoon bridging done during the cninimign : Pon- 
toon bridge. in lengtli, 5,400 foot; wooden briilge built, in hmgtli, l.,2(l() 
feet. 

The principal part of this bridging was done aller night and over 
streams that were very rapid and difllcult tobriilge. Besides this work, 
I had during tlio entire campaign from thmo to (ive<‘.ompani(!S mnphiyeii 
as ])ioneers in corduroying and repairing the roads which were o\’er 
almost one continual swamj). 

My losses during the campaign wore: Died of disease, 1; cripphul 
by accident, 1; captured and missing, 21} total, 23. 

I cannot but speak in terms of highest praise of botli ollicers and 
moil of my command} ahvays performing their work witli a willingness 
and cheeriulnoss, tliougli often after night and after long and fatiguing 
marche.s.

Major : I have the honor to submit the following report of the part 
takeu by the Fourteenth Anny Corps during the recent cainjmigii in 
Georgia and the Oarolinas: 

In coinpliauce with instructions from the genoral-in-chief and the 
coiniiiandor of the Left Wing during our encampment at Savannah, 
Ga.j the corps was placed in as complete state of readiness for the 
contemplated expedition as the length of time and state of suxiplies 
would x^ermit. In accordaiice with the i)lan of the canix)aign and 
instructions received the Fourteenth Corps commenced its march on 
the Georgia side of the Savannah Itiver for Sister’s Ferry on the 
morning of the 20th of January. Tlie excessive rainy season which so 
much impeded our xn*ogress during the sticcecding ten days set in as 
the troops loft their cainx>3, and by night the roads tlirough the swamps 
had become impassable to trains so heavily loaded^ until they were cor- 
duroyed in many xdaces for miles. Under these circumstances our 
movements wore necessarily slow and fatiguing, especially to the ani- 
mals. Novcrtholess, the corps arrived and wont into camp at Sister’s 
Ferry, our llrst objective point, on the 28th, in advance of the Twentieth 
Corps, which was inoving up the Savannah River on the South Caro- 
lina shore. The gun-boat Pontiac, commanded by Oaptain Luce, U. S. 
Navy, which had been ordered to co-operate with the cohimn moving up 
this river, was lying at the ferry, and I immediately repaired on board 
and got under way for the inirpose of making a reconnaissance up the 
river in search of a suitable place to locate our bridges. The unusual 
high water in the river bad submerged the low and swampy banks, 
peculiar to this river, several feet under water. No two points of 
laud above water and ox>posite to each other could bo found for many 
miles along the river wlicre a bridge could bo constructed without 
one end of it terminating in a dense cypress swanip comxdetcly over- 
Howed by the river. During the night the maior-gonerul comniaiuliiig 
the wing arrived, and the next morning, after a personal exaimuatkm 
of the crossing, concluded to establish the bridge at the old ferry as the 
most practicable point that could be found, and gave iustruotions 
accordingly. The laying of the bridge was soon completed, but the 
immense amount of labor to be done in clearing out the old road of 
driftwood and fallen timber was a heavy task. The frequent exx)lo- 
sion of torpedoes, concealed under the water and drift, subjected the 
working parties to considerable danger, and several men were killed 
and wounded by these infernal machines. South Carolina has .since 
paid tlio penalty of a resort to this low and moan spirit of warfare. 

During the intervoning days between the 29th of January and 4tli of 
February, at Avliich time my corps, following Kilpatrick’s cavalry and 
the suioply trains of the Fifteenth and Twentieth Corps, escorted by 
Corse’s and Geary’s divisions, respectively, began crossing. We were 
busily engaged in making roads^ depots, and unloading transports, &o. 
By night of February 5 the eutiro corps, except a rear guard protect- 
ing the pontooii.hridge and transports, had comxdoted the crossing and 
had gone into camp on the higJi grounds, two miles above thelaiicliug, 
on the South Carolina shore. The 6th, Carlin’s and Baird’s divisions, 
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having’ gotten suificient Biipi)lies to fill their trains, moved in tlui 
tioii of Brighton viallobertsvillej but, owing to failure in arrival ol sii|)- 
plies ii'om Savannali, Morgan was vcxatioiisly delayed (ioni nan'iiig 
until tlie Stli, at wliich time, in accordance with instructions, tlio depot 
at Sister’s Ferry v'as broken up and all transports, under (;ov<n' of 
the gnu-boat Pontiac, were ordered to start for Savannah. Tlii^ heavy 
rains i'alling during the 7th had again rendered tlie interveiiiiig swamp 
between the river and Eobertsvillc almost impassable, iiotwitlistaiidiiig 
the great amount of labor bestowed upon the road by the troo[)s oi tlie 
Twentieth Corps. On the morning of the 8tU the, trains of the corps 
were Idled with all the supplies that could be obtained without Jui-ther 
delay, and tlie march iijion Barnwell, our second objective jioiiit, was 
resumed in the ibllowing order: Baird moved from Brighldii on the 
main Augusta road, running immediately up the rivcr banlc, Ibllowed 
by Morgan, who started from the ferry. Carlin, laying over at bawton- 
villo until the morning of the 9th, moved with his own and Ihiiid’H 
division train IVom that point by the most practicable road to Barn- 
well, ill the vicinity of which the whole corp.s was eoncmiirated on the 
evening of the 10th, Baird’s division occiipying the town. February 
11 and 12, in comidianco with instructions, tlio corj).s moved from its 
camp around Barnwell, upon the Oharlcstoii railroad, in the Jollowiiig 
order: Baird’s division followed by Carlin’s, unencumbered witli tlicir 
trains, inarched by way of Weatherby’s, striking tlio road in the vicinity 
of 'White Pond and Williston. This road was completely destroyiMl by 
these two divisions betwcou Williston’s and Johnson’s Stations by the 
night of the 12th. On the morning of tlio 13th tliey marched from 
their resjiectivo camps, Bail’d near Johnson’s Station and Cai liu near 
White Pond, to join Morgan’s division in charge of the corps supply 
train at Guigiuml’s Bridge over the South Edisto. During tlie night of 
tlie 13th Morgan had the bridge and road at tlii.s crossing put in good 
order, after considerable labor, and the iiiarcli uiiou liOxiiigton, via 
Horsey’s Bridge over the North Edisto, was rOvSiimed early in tlie morn- 
ing, in the following order: Morgan in advance, followed by Carlin, 
unencumbered with trains} Baird’s division, in eburgo of genevul supply 
train; Kilpatrick’s cavalry on niy loft, in co-operating distance. 

February 15, Carlin reached Lexington after dark and occu])kul 
the town. The other two divisions encamped two miles and a luilf 
from town at the crossing of the Two Notch road with tlie Lexington 
and Barnwell road, in close proximity to the Twentietii Corps on my 
right. The enemy’s cavalry was oncoimtorod froiiuently dui'iiig the 
day’s march, and some sharp skirmishing ensued. Early on the 
nioruiiig of the 16th, in coniiiliaiico with ordcr.s Ironi headciuartei’s 
Left Wing, the coi-ps marched for Columbia by the way of Ja<xiiig'((Ui. 
Morgan’s division being in the advance arrived within two miles of 
that place and halted for further instructions. On reporting in iicrsoii 
to tlie general commaiidiiig Left Wing, I received orders to lay, witli 
as little delay as iiossible, a pontoon bridge aernss the yaliida lliver, 
near Mount Zion Church. The bridge was at once ordered to tlie 
point designated and was laid by a little after dark. Oiirlin’s division 
was crossed during tbo night and the following inorniiig, the 17tb, the 
remaiiidor of the corps crossed and marched for and wont into eamj) 
near the mouth of Watoree Creek, with a view to oros.sing Broad 
Fiver at or near that point. On the morning of the 18th the poiito- 
iiicrs commenced erecting a bridge across Broad lUver at what is called 
Freshly’s Mills, but owing to a want of proper maiuigonieiit and 
energy ou the part of the ofiicors in charge of the pontoiiiors the

bl'idft'o was not eomplctcd until daylight, the 19th, at which time the 
corps coniinenced crossing, and by night had completely l orn np the 
railroad running along the river bank to Larkin’s Station, a Icav miles 
above Alston, and wont into canij) in tho vicinity of Thompson’s Post- 
Oillee. At this point wo learned of tho capture of Ooluinbia by the 
lligiit Wing of onr Ibrcos and tho rotreat of the oiunny in the direc- 
tioii of Olieraw, also of the close proximity of Olieatham’s command to 
our left llunlc, crossing tho river above ns. Moving from their present 
camps, with Morgan’s division in charge of general supply train, tho 
corps marched upon Winnsborongli, crossing Littlo River at Ebene/mr 
Meeting-House, and went into camp in the vicinity of Wliito Oak, a 
few miles in advance of Winnsborongh, on tho evening of the 21st, 
Kil])atrick’s cavalry still co-operating on my left Hank. At this point 
the general-iu-chicf visited tho Left Wing of tho army and established 
his headf|uarters at 'Winnsboroiigh. Early on tho morning of the 22fl, 
in compliance with orders, I commenced tho destruction of the Columbia 
and Cliarlotte Railroad, between WJiite Oak and Cornwall, and on the 
following day, tho 23d, concentrated the corps at Rocky Mount Post- 
Olllco, ou tho Catawba River. Laird’s and Carlin’s divisions per- 
formod this duty, marching thirty-oight miles in that many hours, and 
destroying twelve miles of railroad. Morgan’s division, in olmrgo of 
tlie trains, moved direct from its camp near White Oak, via Gladden’s 
Grove, to Rooky Mount Post-Oflico. 

In tlio afternoon of the 2‘itli the Twentiotli Corps and ICilpatrick’s 
cavalry, preceding my command, had completed the crossing of tho 
river, and Morgan’s division commenced crossing. Tho rainy season, 
which so seriously impeded our i)rogress for tlie succeeding few days, 
had already sot in, and cau.scd the river to rise to such an extent as to 
threaten tlio security of tho bridge, which at tho first had been located 
in a very injudicious iilaco, and to render tl>e passjige of wagons very 
unsafe and slow. Nevertheless tho crossing was continued until the 
stream had risen over five feet at tho foot of tho rapids where tho 
bridge was located, wlicn the anchors gave way and about 250 feet oftho 
bridge was completely washed away. Anchors, ropes, boats, wone 
generally lostj fortunately but two teams w'oreon the bridge at the 
time, and they, being near tho shore, escaped. This accident otjcurred 
during tho iiiglit oftho 2r)th, and early in the morning T ordered tho 
i‘( 5 iuuiiiiiig iiortion of the boats to bo taken up iu order to secure them 
fro]n being washed away by tho sweeping current. Tlie continual ri.so 
in the river and want of material prevented tho reconstruction of 
tlu5 bridg(i until midnight of tho 27th, at which time Laird’s division 
resumed the crossing, and by dark it was completed and the bridge 
taken up during tho night. Tho dilliciilties ovcreoino iu cros.sing this 
river were by far tho greatest mot during our long campaign and the 
consequent delay was most vexatious, as it alTeetod to some extent the 
progress of the whole army at au iinimrtant Junetiiro. The corps now 
being so far behind tho other coluiiuis, and having a longer route 
designated as its liiu^of march, thecoliimii was pushed rai)idly forward 
by forced marelies, .nobwitbstanding tho rainy weather and extremely 
bad condition of the roads. Oheraw was our next objoetivo point and 
tho roads leading through the followup phice.s indicated the route 
of march for my column: Hanging Rock, Horton’s Tavern, Taxipaw, 
MoManiis’ Lridge over Lynch’s River, Llakeny’s Cross-Roads, Mount 
Oroghaiq and Sueeclsborongh. . . 

At daylight ^on the morning of tlio 1st of March — each division in 
iClnii'gp p|‘ j^t9 gwii trains — tho corps inoroliod iu the follo\Yiug order: 
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Morgan in advance, followed byliaird; Carlin, with pontoon train in 
rear. Tlii.s order of inarcli was ob.served, moving afc daylight and going 
into (Mini]) afc dark, until the advance reached X^cdee Kiver at I’egueH’ 
Ferry, ton miles above Oheraw and three miles below SneedsboJ’ongli, 
at ;i ]). ni. the 3d. Owing to the miry condition of tlie I'oads, rendored 
almost impassable by the hoaxy rains, a large portion of the comiiiand 
had to be lve])tconstanny at work upon them in ol der to got our trains 
along at all. Tlie xiationec and endurance displayed by the troops dur- 
ing these four day.s of heavy work and long inarching was exceedingly 
commendable. Alarch 4, tlie remainder of the troojjs arrived and 
went into camp. A location was selected for the bridge acaos.s the 
river, and tlie pontoiiiors iminediately .set at work; but again, owing 
to a want of proper management and energy on the jiart of the olUcors 
and the laek of material to lay so long a bridge (PtM) feet), it was not 
completed until late in the evening of the 0th. Kilpatrick’s cavaliy 
eomniciiccd crossing about 0 p. m., and occupied the bridge the giMMiter 
part of th(i night. Early on the morning of the 7tli my troojis com- 
mouced orossiug, but, owing to the froquonb jutoiTiiiitions causod by 
the breaking of the bridge, it was not completed until 0 p. m., after 
which it reiiuired the remainder of the uiglit to talce up the bridge. 
Fayottevilh^, K 0., was the next objective xioiut upon which the army 
was directed, and tlie Eonrteenth Corps unis ordered to marcJi, via 
Iiookiiigliam, Blue’s or Love’s llridgo over the Lumber Fiver, and 
fi'oiu thence along the iihink road to that point. After crossing the 
river on the 7tU Carlin moved out some fifteen miles and Biiird ten, 
leaving Morgan near the river, at which i>oints tlioy encamped for the 
night. Early on the morning of the 8tli the marcli was resumed, and 
notwithstanding the rainy day Carlin’s and Baird’s divisions imcliod 
Bine’s Bridge and went into camp by dark. Morgan went into camp 
six ndles to the rear, having made a march of near thirty miles. The 
bridge across Lumber Fiver at this xminb was seiairod by the gallant 
conduct of Lieutenant Dewey, 'L'hirty-oiglith Indiana Inlaiitiy, bi com- 
mand of a foraging party, in attacking the enemy’s guard over it ajid 
driving thoni away before they could burn it. March 1), with .Baird’s 
division in the advance, the whole corps moved on the plank road and 
went into camp between the Fifteen and Twenty 3\!ile Bosts, Heavy 
rains fell during tlio afternoon, and the roads became very heavy. 
During the day’s imirch prisoners captnred from Hardee’s commaiul 
gave iiifoi'iinitioii that the enemy was evidently making an ellbrt to 
coneciitrato in our front at Paycttovillo, 

March 10, the corps moved in tlie same order and massed near the 
Nine-Mile I’o.st. One brigade of Baird’s division was pushed forward 
as far as the »Six-MiIe Dost, and found tho enemy's iiifautiy, a part of 
Hardee’s command, in force in onr front. Mareli 11, resumed the 
advance early ia tho morning, and after aomo Rkirniiahing witl) the 
enemy’s cavalry Baird’s division entered tliocity about l.().30a. ii).,lln(1ine’ 
it held only by the enemy’s rcai* guard. Baird’s divi.sion was ortbu-cd to 
occupy tho towji. The remainder of tho cori»s wont into cam]) about two 
miles wG.st of the town on the plank road. March 12, tlie ti'oops 
remained in their camps awaiting the completion of the bridge witliout 
change until late in the evenipg. Morgan’s division crossed and went 
ill to eainp on the northeast side of Capo Fear Itivor. March 13, Carl in’s 
division and supply trains followed and went into camp on tho direct 
road leading to Kyle’.s Ijaiiding. Transports having arrived by tliis 
time, with a few supplie.s from Wilmington, they wore secured and 
*ored ill. the trains. With a view to disencumbering tho column all 
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refugees (uiiifo and bJsick), all useless wagons, stock, «S5C., wore ordered 
to be seiil; to Wilininglon, M’hieli was done. ISTo material eliaugo in llio 
position of iiiy eoinmand took place during tlie bJth. CSeneral prepara- 
tions were made for the advance on Goldsborough. Morgan’s and 
Carlin’s divisions were ordered to hold themselves in v(!adim^ss toniarcdi 
unencuinbured with their trains in the movcinents of the Lel't Wing in 
the direction of Avorasborough. On the morning of the lotli, in arcord- 
aiice Avith instructions, following tho Twenti(ith Corps, imirnlicd to 
Taylor’s Hole Creede and wont into camp for the night. ]\tarcli Id, I 
or(lei'ed the trooins b) be in readiness to mai‘(di at an curly hour, but, 
owing to tho exceedingly had roads encountered by tho troojis in 
advance, it was (piite late in the morning before my (tolunin had gotten 
entirely upon the road. Tlie living a few' miles in iVont indicated that 
the enemy had been found by tho advance of the Twentieth Corps, and 
about 10 a. m. I received orders to send forwaul a brigade to tho front. 
The road was so badly blocked up with wagons, ])ack mules, ifcc., that 
the troops Avere compelled to march through tho w'oods ; tliis Avas very 
difllcult to do, in timber so thick, and ground so swampy, Mitcliell’s 
brigade, of Moigaii’s division, was or<lci‘cd to piisli forward, and on 
arriving at tlie front was ])laced on tlio left of the line of the Tw’outieth 
Corps, already formed, and winch had bub a short time ])rcvioii8, after 
some very severe lighting, carried tho enemy’s llrst lino of Avorlcs, cap- 
turing three pieces of artillery. 

Mitchell’s line Imd been formed but a lew minutes, Avlien a general 
advance iiiid attaek Avas ordered. T'his brigade moved forward iu con- 
juiKjtioii Avibli the troops on Its right, and tliosocoml line of the, enemy’s 
Avorks Avere cjirriod, tlie heaviest lighting being <lono by tho troops of 
the TAvonticth Corps. An advance beyond tho Avorks Just captured 
disclosed the enemy’s main lines, strongly intrenched, rmiiiing across 
the main l''ayctteville ami Avcrasborougli road and covering tlie road 
leading from Avonisborough to Boiitoiivino and (ioldaboroiigh. In 
order to ascertain Iioav far tho enemy’s Avorks extended in the direction 
of tlio river to our loft the other tAvo brigades of Morgiui’s division 
Avere ordered up, and came as promptly to tho front as tlie nature of 
the roads and their obstructed (jonditioii would permit. Piiiirlng’s bri- 
gade Avas at once deployed, and promptly drove in the enemy’s skir- 
mishers, and formed on Mitchell’s left within mmsltot-range of tlio 
enemy’s Avorka. In compliance Avith orders (kmcral Moi-gan pushed 
Vaiulever’s brigade between -l'’earlng’H left and the river, and after con- 
siderable severe skirmishing drove the enemy’s outposts into Ids main 
Avorks, Avliich avoj’o found to extend to tho river-bauk, and cotisidorably 
refused at that point. The enemy was iioav at all points in Morgan’s 
front driven into his Avorks, and a lieavy fire from a’ strong skirmish 
line kG])t ui) until near sunset, when, in compliance with orders, the 
troops tlii'OAV up some temporary breast- AA'orks and bivouaeked in lines 
of battle for tho night. 

Carlin’s division Avas massed in reserve (luring tho evening and took 
no active part in the operations of tho day. 

Baird’s division left Fayetteville and marched Avith tho geiioral 
supply train for Oox’s Bridge via Troubleflold’s Store. 

On tho morning of the ITtli it Avas discovered that tho enemy had 
evacuated his position, and AA'as retreating in tho direction of Raleigh. 
My loss in killed and Avounded iu this ongagemont, principally in Mor- 
gan’s divi.sion, Avas 120.* The heaviest jiartof tho fighting Avas done in

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this eiigiigcmciit bj' the troops of the Twentieth Corps, niid wiis cxcieed- 
ingly compliineutary to them. My troops behaved \vell without excep- 
tion on this occasion. 

On the morning of tlic 17th, after providing lor tlic wounded and 
burying the dead, in com]}liance with instructions I iiuirclied in the 
direction of Bcntonville in advance of tlie column nio\dng in that direc- 
tion. Some three hours’ delay was caused in buiklihg a bridge um-oss 
Black Biver, and my command was only able to reach ‘Mingo ( a’celc, 
about eight miles distant, by dark, where it wont into camp. MaicJi Lb, 
moved early, with Morgan’s division in the advance. The enemy’s cav- 
alry was rcjieatedly driven from our front during the day’s march, and 
at Mill Creek opened with his artillery, but was soon driven Iroin his 
position by a brigade of Morgan’s, deployed for that pnr]'OS(i. .1 he 
gcncral-iu-cldef, ai'riving at the head of my coliiniu at this time, directed 
General Morgan to halt his (iommand until the rear could (dose up. 
This required the greater xiartof the afternoon, and the troops wore 
subsequently ordered to encami) for the niglit.^ Late in the evening 
the Pifteeuth Corps, moving on a road to our right, arrived and went 
into camp near by us. The Twentieth Corps cueamped a low miles to 
the rear. During the evening General Morgan sent out a heavy nmon- 
noitering party on the road loading to the let’t in the direction oi bmitli- 
flold. ^lis party went to the bridge over Mill Crook on tliis road, and 
nscertainetl tliat tlio enemy’s cavalry in retiring from his iront had 
burned it. ,, . 

At 7 o’clock on the morning of the lOth the marcli was resinned lor 
Cox’s Bridge, over the House ]tiv6r, on tlio luniu road running in that 
direction. The l^iftecnth Coips hero diverged to the right, in the 
direction of tlio lower cro.ssiiig of the river near Goldsborough. (Jar- 
liu’s division in the advance had moved but a short distance beyond 
our picket-lino for the night when his skirmishers encountered the 
enemy’s pickets. It was soon observed that tlio ouoiny’s pielcets 
yioldod tboir ground witlinnusual stubbornness for cavalry trooiis. The 
first prisouers, however, captured proved to ho cavalry, and gave no 
information or an infantry three behind them. Believing tiial it was 
only a division of cavalry with a few pieces of artillery obstrueting 
oar iiinrcli I ordered Carlin to attack vigorously and push on, which 
ho did until reaching Colo’s house; here the enemy opened with his 
artillery from behind works on the left of the road, which completiily 
controlied it. Tlie resistance of the enemy’s skirmish lino was very 
determined in front of his works, and Carlin deployed his troojis and 
brought forward Ids artillery, wliiidi soon opened lire, and was sharply 
answered by the enemy’s. Buell’s brigade, of Onrliii’s division, had 
been ordered to make a ilank movement to the left, with a view to 
ascertaining the enemy’s position and strength. This movement was 
in progress when I arrived at the front, and gave orders for this recon- 
naissance to be pu.shed boldly; this was done and the ouoniy’a woiks 
attacked. Prisoners and deserters captured by this movement gave 
ample information of the fact that Johnston’s whole force was ra])idly 
being concentrated in our front Avitli iuteutioii of giving battle. 

Major-General Slocum, commanding the wing, being present at the 
time this information was received, gave orders accordingly for the 
rapid pushing forward of the troops, particularly of tlie Twentieth 
Corps, winch wore some distance behind. Morgan’s division had been 
ordered to take position on the right of Milos’ brigade, of Carlin’s divis- 
ion, on that side of the road. As the brigades of this division wore 
successively formed skirmish lines were immcclintoly thrown out and 
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found the enemy in strong force. A gcnei-ul engngoiuciit was by this 
time evident, and from indications the cnoiny would ])robably malco 
the attaoU. The tntops of the Twciitioth Corps, inteiuled to oecupy the 
left of our lino, were only now beginning to arrive, and some time was 
needed for them to get into the position desired. To dcl'cr if possible 
sueli an attack I sent an order to Brigadier-General Carlin to direct 
Hiudl to make strong demonstrations against the eiiomy’s lines; bat 
before this order could bo oxcciitod the enemy took tlie initiative and 
moved out from his works in columns of attack. Buell’s brigade and 
tluee regiments of Hobart’s brigade wore forced, after eonsidorable iiglit- 
ing, to retire precipitately, closely tbllowcd by the enemy. A part of 
Tbjbinson’s brigade, of the Twentiotli Corps — the first troops of this 
corps to arrive upon the ground — was placed in imsitioii immediately 
on the left of the road in support of the Ninotcoiith Indiana Battery, 
which had been operating for some time from this position. The enemy 
soon drove these troops back in considerable haste, and (mptiired three 
guns from this battery (siibsequontly one of these guns was retaken, 
leaving but two in tlie bands of Iho enemy), and pushed exultingly up 
the main road in pursuit for several hundred yards. In order to check 
this sudden movomont of the enemy I ordered Morgan to send hi.s 
reserve brigade, commanded by Brevet Brigadier-General Fearing, 
immediately to the point, with instructions to make an attack. The 
or<lor was promptly and gallantly executed and had the desired result. 
The major-general commanding the wing at the same time directed the 
lines of the troops of the Twentieth Oorps.now arriving upon the ground 
to he formed in tlio open hold a few hundred yardsto the rear, running 
perpendicular to tlie road. Batteries were placed in position, sup- 
ported by those troops, and opened a u'ell directed hro down the road, 
thus onlilading Fearing’s front. The enemy at this time, about 3.30 
)). in., attacked at all points and the engagement may bo said to have 
become general along my entire line. • A part of Hobart’s, the whole of 
Mile.s’ brigade, of Carlin’s division, and Mitchell’s brigade, of Morgan’s 
division, wore, during the movements above de.scribod, thrown back so 
as to conform to the direction of the enemy’s attack and the newline 
established by Fearing’s movements. 

The lines as now formed, and represented by the accompanying map,*' 
drawn by Captain McDowell, topograpliical engineer of the Twentieth 
Corps, received and rci)ulsed the repeated attacks of the enemy, with 
but little variation, until near night, when, by order of the major-gen- 
eral coininaudiiig the wing, Cogswell’s brigade, of the Twentiotli Corps, 
arri^md and reported to me for duty. This brigade was at once ordered 
to move into position on the right of Peariiig’s brigade, and fill a gap 
which, for want of troops^ bad existed in tin's part of the iino since the 
conimenccmeut ot the action. This brigade moved promptly into posi- 
tion, and subsequently, when ordered to advance, gallantly drove back 
the enemy’s linos in ite front after some severe fighting. 

The engagement closed as night set in, the enemy having been 
repulsed at every point. The enemy xmahod his attacks late in the 
afternoon with great vigor, iiarticulaiiy against Morgan’s front, and at 
one time gained liis rear; but was xiromx>tly roimlsod and driven back 
by tlio steady veterans of this distinguished division. 

No definite idea can bo formed of the enemy’s loss, but it must have 
been very licavy, judging from the mimbors engaged, the severity of 
his assaults, and the decisive roxnilscs he received, as also the number 
of liis wounded and dead left within our linos.

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Gill- loss was, under the circumstances, exceedingly liglit; t)m' liiuss 
geiierully being well protected by heavy timber, and in some places by 
rude breast-works of logs and’ fence rails, hastily throwji up by the 
men. The troo]»s bivouacked for the night in their pieseiit lines, and 
improved their breast-works. 

On the morning of the 20th, at an early hour, Bvt. Maj. ticn. A. 
Baird, with two brigades of liis division, leaving the other in (diiirg(5of 
thosujiply train, by which it was escorted to this place, arrived and 
reported, and was placed in reserv^e. b'earing’s brigade, of JMorgan’s 
division, was relieved by a part of Carlin’s division, and phuied in 
reserve. Cogswell’s brigade, of the Twentieth CorjKS, was also relieved 
from its position in jny liiics by a part of Carlin’s division, and or<lered 
to report to its command. During the forenoon, in <;oai))liiinee witli 
instructions from the major-general coininanding tho wing, a heavy 
line of skirmishers was ordered to bo advanced, but soon met with 
strong' rcsi.stauce. This being reported tome 1 innnediately ordered 
Baird to make a reconnaissance witli his two brigades and a. battery to 
the front, with instructions to ascertaiu whether or not the enemy was 
still ocoui)ying his works in force. Baird felt of the enemy’s lines well 
to tho left of the main road near Cole’s liouso, and found himstill in posi- 
tion behind his original work.s. Wldle tliis movemout was being imulo 
Morgan on the right, in compliance with iii.strmdioiui, Inul di'iveii the 
enemy’s skirmishers fi'oin their woi'ks in his front of the previous <hiy, 
and ascertained tiiat tho enemy had retired liis left at almost riglit 
angles with his original linos, lie wa.s immcdijitely oidored to tiiko up 
a new advanced lino accordingly, conforming his movements to those 
of the Pifteentli Corp.s, now having arrived and going into position on 
his right. This was donojis promptly as the swamiiy inituveof the 
grountl and tlie rcaistaiujo of tho (memy woul<] permit. Ihiird was 
withdrawji from his reconiialssamte almut dark and placed in reserve. 
In this position my troops remained without material (ihango until the 
morning of tho 22(1, when lb was aseortained that tho enemy Inid nbaii' 
doned Ids position (luring the night previous. 

At about 8 a. ni. I received orders to march for Cox’s Bridge, and 
immediately issued orders accordingly. Owing to tlie (jxcoedingly 
miry ground on whicdi the troops were encamped, rendered ini])assabl'e 
to artillery and wagons by tho recent ruins, th<j trains and artillcny 
were slow in getting into tho road, and Co.x’s Bridge was only reaclual 
by the rear of the eoliiinn by night, although the distance was l)nt 
eleven miles. On tho morning of the 23d the corps moved at 6 a. nu, 
and crossing tho river at Cox’s Bridge went into its present (mnip jit 
this place before night, being informally reviewed as tliii troojjs Jiiarciheil 
through tho city by tlie general-iu-cbiof, M^jor-Cxeiierals Blocum, Bebo- 
fleld, and others. 

The health of tho troops during tho campaign was remarkably good, 
as will be sliown by tho excellent report of Burg. W, C. Daniels, med- 
ical director of tho cor])8, herewith submitted.* 

The energy and endurance of the troops on this long and sonudimes 
exceedingly arduous campaign on every occasion present to their supe- 
riors and the country the higbeat claims to reward. 

Tlio campaign was accomplished in sixty-tUreo days, and by tins ol'll- 
cial report of the chief commissaiy of the corps appendedt it will bo 
seen that 200,000 rations of salt meat, 430,000 rations of iiard bread, 
400,000 rations of sugar, 483,000 rations of coIVco, 400,000 ra tions of salt, 
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200,000 ralioiiR of soap, 150,000 rations of candles, and 200,000 rations 
of pciipor only ^Yore issued to tlio troops from tlio Government stores; 
the hahinco was foraj^ed trom the couiUry. 

From my chief quarterni aster’s report the following' number of ani- 
mals have been captured: 007 liorsos and 1,300 mules; abandoned ou 
the march, 331 horses and 500 mules. 

The amoniitof forage issued to the animals, as taken from the country, 
is (latiinatcd at 2,807,820 i)oimds of corn, 1,055 pounds of hay, 2,730,41)0 
pounds of fodder. Eight array wagons belonging to Carlin’s divisiou 
were captured by the enemy; broken down and abandoned, 2. 

A. list of cnanalties of the corps is appended, taken from the reports 
of the divisiou and battery commanders. This list, added to the num- 
ber nmstored out of the service, will account for the decrease in my 
elfective Ibrco rej>ort during the campaign. 

Tho provost imirahal’s report of the c(n*ps show.s 540 prisoners of war 
captured, 27 of wliom were comnn.ssioned oiliccrs; 184, being unable to 
walk, were paroled, 7 of which number were commissioned oincors. 

'riio iinmbor of miles of railroad destroyed by tlio corps is dillienlt to 
state jirecisely, but is about as follow.s: 12 miles of tho Oharleston and 
Augusta Bailroad, 0 miles of tho Columbia and Oliavlotte liailroad, and 
12 miles of tho Columbia ami Baloigh Kailroad; total, 30 miles. 

Tlio iiumbor of miles marched by tho whole corps, as near as can bo 
calculated, is 500 miles. The Field Artillery Brigade, commanded by 
Majj. Olmrlos llouglitaling, was clllciciit, and on every occasion, espe- 
cially at tho battle of Bontonvillo, rondcred good service. For further 
pai'tioulnrs see Major TIoughtalIng’s report appcmled. 

My stall— con.sisting of Lieut. Col. A. C. McClurg, U. S. Volunteers, 
chief of stall'; Oapt. George W. Smith, Eighteontli Infantry, aido-do- 
camp; Capt. John F. Sqnior, Seventy-fourth Illinois Infantry, aide-do- 
camp; Liout. Col. II. G. LitchAeld, U. S. Volunteers, assistant inspector- 
gonoralj Surg. W. 0. Dnniols, U.S. Volunteers, medical diriictor; Blnjj. 
John 13. Leo, One hundred and twenty-Ufth Illinois Infantry, provost- 
inaralml; Mnj. diaries Houglitaliug, First Illinois Light Artillery, 
chief of artillery; Capt. .1.10. Remington, U. S. Voliuitedrs, chief qunr- 
tormastor; Capt. J. van Brirnor, (.)nc Imndred and twenty-hrst Ohio 
Infantry, a(?ting chief comml.ssary of subsistence; Capt. Jesse Fulmer, 
Fifteenth Infantry, commissary of musters; Cnjit. .lolin 0. Martin, 
Twenty-Ar.st Ohio Infantry, stall quartermaster — were on all occasions 
faitliful ami energetic. To thorn 1 am niulor immy obligations. 

The divi.sions woro conimaiided by Bvt. Msij. Gon. A. Baird, Brig. 
Gen. .lames I). Morgan, and Brig. Gen. William B. Carlin, the same 
odicors as in tho prcviou.s campaigns in Georgia, ainl tho same energy 
and zeal characterized them and tlioir .staffs throughout. 

Tho conduct of General Morgan’s division at tlie battle of Benton- 
villo, and tho distinguished inaniiev in which it was comiiiaiuled by liim, 
renders it my duty to rccoinmeiul that lie bo eoimni.ssioned a brevet 
inajor-gonoral, as a suitable reward for his services. 

Tho reports of division commanders and such of the subordinate 
conimauders as have boon received, are herewith transmitted and atten- 
tion called to them for many details necessarily omitted in this. 

Among tho brigade commanders who woro wounded wore Bvt. Brig. 
Gon. B. X). Fearing, commanding Third Brigade, Third [Second] Bivis- 
ion, and Lieutenant-Colonel Milos, Seventy-ninth Pennsylvania Infan- 
try, commanding Third Brigade, First Division. Among tho regi- 
mental commanders wounded were Liontonant- Colonel Pearce, Ninety- 
eighth Ohio Infantry, and Lioutonant-Ooloiiel Lake, Seventeenth New 
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York Infantry. Major Eaton, Thirteentli Michigan Infantry; Oaptain 
Low, Tliirty-oightli Indiana Infantry, and Liciiteuant Webb, (loinniiiiid- 
iug Nineteenth Indiana Battery, were killed. These oHicers wore all 
killed or* wounded while gallantly performing their duties on the field.

Sir: I luivc the honor to submit tho followiuft' report ot‘ the recent 
eaiiipuign iiiiulc by tlio Fourteenth Army Corps irom Savainuih, Gii,, to 
Goklsborough, N. 0., eonimencing January 20 and cndiiii*' Marcli 24, in 
its rciatioii to tho medical (lopartment: 

Tliccoiiiiiiaii (1,21,000 strong, with an oftcefcive force of ;l(),fi00 oflieers 
and men, left Savamiali, Ga., on the morning of the 2(lth of January, 
witli orders to move on the Avest side of tho Savannah River to Sister’s 
Ferry, a distance of forty -five miles. Orders wore received at tliia 
time.' from department lieadquartei'H that all sick and wounded inoii 
unable to make the campaign should bo leftat Havannali, in conformity 
with wliieh (a corps liospital having been prcjviously established in tho 
city) <150 men were sent in. This uiuisually largo number Avas easily to 
be accounted for by the fact that the command for the month previous 
Avero unavoidably camped ou low swampy ground northwest from the 
city, and which, for a largo proportion of the time, Avas literally sub- 
merged by Avater. Previous to our departure from Savannah the divis- 
ion hospitals of the corps Avore amply supplied Avitli medieines and lioa- 
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piial stores from Hilton Head, and tlio ambulaneo trains by repairs 
put in a coinpavatlvoly good condition. Tlio first day’s march accoin- 
plished only ton miles, when, owing to a lieavy and cmitimious I'liiu 
wliioh sot in the day previous and the utter impossibility of forcing tlio 
transportation through the swamps, the troops Avere again put into 
camp, Avliero they remained until the 25th. Daring this time 250 iiieii 
were returned to hospital at Savannah. On the morning of tlie 25th 
the line of march Avns resumed for Sister’s Ferry (via S])i‘ingfiold), Avhich 
place was reached on tho 28th. Hero the command Avas delayG(l in 
crossing the Savannah Fiver eight days, during which time variola 
broke out among the troops, tw^eiity-fivo cases occurring Avithiii throe 
days. They Avorc, however, immediately isolated from the rest of tho 
command, and the infection ceased to spread. Subsequently tlioy AAmro 
sent, ill charge of a medical olhccr, by boat to Savannah. Niin.'-ty-live 
other cases Ai'^ere also sent from this point to tho corjis hos])itiil at 
Savannah, and 300 men AA'cro returned from that place -lo tlioir (!om- 
mands for duty. Tho crossing of the Savannali Fiver Avas ofbmted on 
tho Oth of February, and on tho 7th the corps inoA'od on the river rofid 
in a northwesterly direction, passing through Xiobortsville, Diinielton, 
and Ei'Aviuton, and, crossing the Salkohatchio Fiver, romdied llarnAvcll 
on tho lltli. Tho conntiy from Sister’s Ferry to BarnAA^ull is good and 
along tho whole lino of maroh thickly settled. Snbsistoneo of all kinds 
Avas abundant, and an improved appoaranco in tho condition of tlio 
troops Avas soon observable. 

February 12 tho command Avas moved toWilliston, on tho South Caro- 
lina Failroad, twenty miles of Avhich aa'us destroyed. On tho 13tli and 
14th crossed both forks of the Fdisto Fiver, taking tho road to Loxing- 
ton, Avhich place wo passed througli on tho 10th, aiul roachod Oonf'’aroo 
River, opposite Oolnmbia, at 12 a. in. that day. Tho general sanitary 
condition of tho aa-IioIc command by this time, owing to tbo varioty and 
abundance of snbsistoneo supplied, Avas palpalily improved. But foAv 
casualties occiUTOdon tho lino of inarch, and those of a slight cliarncter. 
On the ITtliand IDtli wo crossed tlieSaludaaiid .Broad Fivers and took 
the road for Winnsborougli. Occupied that place on tho 2 1 si; and 
reached tho CataAvba Fiver on tho 23d. Heavy and eontinuons rains 
for several day.s prevoiitod tho crossing of tins river, Avliieh Avas not 
accomplished until tho 28th. Some skirmi.shing occurriHl lioro Avitli 
the enemy’s oaA'alry ill our roar, which rosnltod in our having I man 
killed and 2 Avounded. 

On tho morning of tho 1st of Marcli tlio command moved in the direc- 
tion of tho Great Pedec Fiver, Avhicli Avas roachod on tlio 5th, ten niilijs 
above OIieraAv. Crossing this river on the 7th, and also tho State lino 
into North Carolina, aa'c occupied Faycttovillo ou tho Uth. Tho oorps 
roinaiiied lioro until tho 14th, during AvIiich time 100 sick men wore 
put aboard a transport in charge of a medical olllccr and .shipped to 
Wilmington. A small quantity of medical supplie.s also wiiro captured 
at thi.s place by the Third Division of the corp.s (principally (luliiino and 
morphine), Avhioh Avas turned over to tliedivlsiou ho.sj)ital.s. On the 14tli 
two divisions of tho corps crossed the Capo Fear Fiver, taking the river 
road in the direction of Avorasborough, AA'liilo one division in charge 
of the train took a more easterly route toward Goldsborougli. On 
the inovning of the IGth two divisions of the Twoiitiotii Corps, being in 
our immediate advance, mot tho enemy in considerable fovco and 
behind works at a point ou tho oast side of Capo .Fear Itiver, sixteen 
miles above .Fayettevillo. The Fourteoutli Corps AA'oro ordered up to 
8U])poi’t, and Avent into position about noon on tho left of the TAvontietli. 
The engagement, Avhich lasted until evening, at no time Avas very hoaA^

in our immediate front. The enemy foufflit from behind Avorbs, no 
assault ol' Avliich was orilerctl on the left. The los.s to (lie {■or]),s Avas 17 
men kiUed and 01 Avonnded.* During tlic niglit the oiiciny oviuiiiated 
tiicir works, iind at daylightou the 17tli sin sidvsiuecAA'as ordered, The 
Fourteeiitii Corps wa.s moved to the front, tsikiug asi esushn ly (foiirse in 
tlie dircetiou of the J^onso Jiiver. Our woumled were sill eonifortsibly 
transported in the ssmbnlsinces of the corps, of whieli, ii]) to this time, 
tiiero were sulticiont to supply the dcmsuid. 

During tlie 17th sind ISth contimisil skirmisliiug avsis k(ii)t up on our 
left andfraiit,Avith afcAV easualtics. OnthelOthhesiA^y liringcoimneimcd 
at dsiyliglit, wliicili contiimed aliead of the eolumii until 10 a. m., Avhen 
the advsinee diseovered the enemy again in our front siiid in force. Two 
brigades of the First Division wore deployed and ordered to develop 
their strength. Field depots aa’-oi’o immediately located a sliort dis- 
tance from the line, and by 12 m. wounded men Avere being rapidly 
brought in. The ho.spital traims were brought up preparatory to esliab-, 
lishiiig them lialf a mile to the rear. Heavy skirniishing Avas Icopt up 
during the morning and the ciiciny were graduiiUy pushed back to the 
diatamio of lialf a mile ami into a strong line of intrennhments. 
About 2 p. m. tlioy charged out of tlioir works in force, driving our 
men on the lei't, ami a general engagement immediately oiisued. After 
rceovoring h'om tlie first assault slight Avork.s Avero tiirown up along 
our front linos, Avhich wore repeatedly charged by the enemy during 
tlio afternoon and as olloii repulsed. Fight closed the fight, 1;lie 
enemy roturiiiug to their original linc.s of the morning. The hospitals, 
being in range of the enemy’s lire, were moved duriiig the afternoon 
lialf a mile fartlicr to the rear, and about 500 men Avero brought in 
and operated on or dressed dAiiing that night and the next morning. 
The result of tho engagement to the corps aa'us a loss of dO killed 
and 50‘|. Avounded. Tho command still holding its position of the lOfch, 
on the 21st oi'dcrs Avoro received to transport all tlio sick and Avounded 
of the corps to tho Ncuso Itivcr, in the immediate ncigliborhood of 
Goldsborough, and establish a temporary hospital. Army Avagoiis in 
sulllcicnt number being supplied, 700 men were loaded and safely 
traiisforred to tho locality designated, under the charge of Surgeon 
Batwell, of the Second J)[vi8ion’lio.spltal, IVom whiidi place, they were 
transferred across tho river and pub into hoapitahs at floldsborougli on 
the 23d, on which day the command occupied, tho toAvn and closed a 
camjAaign of sixty days’ duration. 

Taking into consideration the season of tho year and inclemency of 
tho Aveathor, the average daily inarches and eoiuUtion of the roads, and 
the irregularity of siibsistcnco .supjilies, tlio cudiirance of tho moii dur- 
ing tlii.s long and arduous campaign and their ]>ro.s(!iifi .splendid condi- 
tion is truly remarkable. 

The list of casualties in tho corps for tho Avliolo ea.m])aign is as fol- 
loAvs: 10 ollicers and J.'hl iiieii killed and ‘10 olliccrs and 077 men 
Avounded, making a total of 140 killed and 723 Avouiided. The mor- 
tality from disease during the samo time Avas 28.

Colonel: I have the honor to submit, for theijirormatiou of the 
general commanding the corps, the following report of the subsistence 
department of the Fourteenth Army Corx)a, during the campaign from 
Savannah, Ga., to Goklshorough, N. 0.: 

The troops were aiii>plied at Savannah and Sister’s Ferry, Ga.. and 
Fayetteville, N. C., with the following number of Government rations : 

250.000 rations of salt meat, 420,000 rations of hard broad, 400,000 
rations of sugar, 483,000 rations of coffee, 400,000 i*ations of salt, 200,000 
rations of soap, 150,000 rations of candles, 200,000 rations of popper. 
There was taken np from the country passed through 798,000 rations 
of Hour and corn meal, 008,000 rations of fresh beef and salt meat, 

735.000 rations of sugar and wolaasos, with an abiiiulance of all Icinds of 
vegetables, and in acldition to the above wo had on our arrival at Golds- 
boi’ough, N. 0., about 1,200 head of beef cattle.

Colonel : 1 have the honor to submit, for the information of tlio gen- 
eral commanding, the follo\\'hig data of the qiiartorinastor’s doparfmonb 
during tlio camj^aigiifrom Savannah, Ga. : 

Tlio following- number of animals have boon captured during this 
campaign by the Fourteenth Army Corps: 097 hoims and. 1,300 mules. 
Duringtho same period there were abandoned, lost, captured, and died, 
331 horses and 509 mules, which leaves a clear gain of 300 liorses and 
791 mules. 

I have the honor also to report that during the same period the ani- 
mals of this coi’ps consumed the following amount of forage, captured 
from the country: 2,807,820 xR>uudH corn, 4,056 pounds luiy, and 
2,730,400 iiouiuls fodder. 

Owing to the bad condition of roads during the last portion of the 
campaign two army wagons broke and had to bo abandonod. Eiglit 
army wagons, belonging to the First Division, Fourteenth Army Corps 
supply train, were, on the 20tli ultimo, while out after forage, captured 
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by tlie enemy. The enemy, however, wa-s iniablo to cany them with 
him and liad to destroy tliem by fire, and a portion of the iimlcs wliich 
he failed to kill have been recovered.

Division, of operations January SO-Marah X'.V. 

Hdqiis. Nirst Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, 

uolilshorough, M. C., March dsag. 

Colonel: 1 have the honor to forward the following report of the 
operations of the First Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, during the 
cauipaig’u commoncing on the 20tU day of January and ending the 23d 
day of March, 1805: 

Friday, January 20, the division loft camps near Savannah, (la., at 
10 a. m. ill obedience to Special Field Orders, No. 3, dated headquarters 
Fourteenth Army Corp.s, Savannah, (.la., »Iainiary 11), 1805 } marcliod to 
the Seven-Mile Dost, on Louisville road, and went into camp at 4 p. in. 
Naiiied heavily and steadily all day; the roads wore in horrible eondi- 
tinn. Our trains wore obliged to stand in roads nil niglit. Saturday, 
2l8t, no changes. Orders arresting the inareli received. Sunday, 22d, 
no changes. Uaiu still continues. Monday, 23d, no changes. Bain all 
day, with high winds. Tuesday, 24tli, no chnngos. Clear and cold. 
Wednesday, 25th, resumed inarch at7.15 a. m. Clear and cold. Found 
roads fair, but bad in idacos. Marched in roar of Second .Ilivision, 
Fourteenth Army Corps, all day. Camped ab4p. m. in pine woods about 
three miles in rear of General Morgan’s dlvtsioin .Marched a.bout thir- 
teen miles to-day. Everything in camp at duslc. Thursday, 20th, 
marched at 7.30 a. in. Clear and cold. Jioads very bud. Wo wore 
delayed by General Morgan’s trains. Camped at 4.30 )>. m., threo- 
qniirtors of a mile from Springllcld, Ga., having marched nine miles. 
Trains not quite up, but iiarkcd three-quarters of a mile to rear of 
troops. Friday, 27th, marched at 10 a. m. in rear of corjis. The troops 
ill advauim did not clear the road and at 12 ni. wore ordered to go into 
camp for the day and night. Troops, with exception of Second Brigade, 
returned to fornior camps. Saturday, 28th, moved from Springllold at 12 
m. Marched eight milesand camped on Augiusta road, two miles from 
Sister’s Ferry. Sunday, 20th, moved at 0.30 a. in. Closed up on the 
troops of the corps at Sister’s Ferry, and wont into camp half a 
mile iroin foi-ry, awaiting the completion of bridge and road over the 
river. Monday, 30th, no changes. Two Imndrod men detiiilod for 
latiguG duty on road over river. Tuesday, Slst, no changes. 

Wednosdny, February 1 , no changes. Thursday, 2d, no changos. 
I'l’iday, dd, no changes. Saturday, 4th, First Brigade was smit to 
upper landing, on South Carolina side of Savannah itivev, to relieve 
Colonel Solfridgo’s brigade, of Twentieth Corps. Sunday, 5th, moved 
at daylight, in obedience to Special Field Orders, No. 5, from liead- 
^uarters Fourteenth Army Corps and camped at iixiper lauding, on 
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Soutli (.lai'oliiui Hide of river, at 10 a. la. Monday, OtU, moved iit :i0.;50 
ii. 111 ., via Ilobertsville, and camped at J..'>0 p. in, at Uriglitou Cioss- 
Koads, liaviii^’ marelied nine miles and cutout obstmetioiis of fallen 
timber at four dillcroiit places between Uobcrtsvilic and Bvij-liton; 
cold and wintry all day; heavy rain-storm as we went into cam]) ; roads 
very bad. Tuesday, 7tb, resumed march at 0 a. m. in the midst of 
di'iving' rain ; ibniul the road between Brighton and Lawtonville lilock- 
aded with fallen timber all the way, which jilacc wo reached iit I.JH) \). 
in., having marehed nine miles; Mrst llivl.sion alone marched on this 
road lo-day; roads cut badly by iiassago of onr trains. Wednesday, 
8tii, no changes. (General Baird’s trains, reserve artillery and anminni- 
tion and pontoon train, reported to this division, which is oidered to 
guard Iho eorp.s trains. Thursday, Dtli, moved from Lawtonvillo at 7 
a. m. for Barnwell road, having all the trains in charge; marched via 
Beech Branch Church, on Orangeburg road, thence on Marcy’s Bind’ 
road to King’s Creek Bost-Onice, theueo up Barnwell road to Oolieu’s 
plantation; caniped hero at dusk, having marched seventeen miles. 
Friday, lUth, nuirchod from Goheu’s at 7 a. in., via Smyrna Church 
and Allendale; camped at Fiddle Pond at OO p. in., having marched 
eiglUeoii miles over good sandy roads; not mncli delay from water or 
obstructions. 

Saturday, 11th, moved from J''iddIo Pond at 0 a. m., eros.sed Sal- 
kcluLtchie, and reached Barnwoll at 5) o’clock; marched through town 
and bivouacked west of the village until 1.30 ]>. m.; turned over the 
trains to General Morgan, and moved in rear of Third Division ibr two 
miles and a half; tlien, tlirougli mistake, took right-hainl, Williston 
I’oad; following this road two miles took (U'css-road and reached 
'White Pond romi? four mites from Willistoii and six from Wliito Pond, 
■just a.s roar of Tliivd Jlivi.sion moved past; camped at tins point at 
dusk, having inarched about flftccii miles. 

Buiulay, 12tli, moved at 0.30 o’clock from camp near .Ro.soimu’y Creek 
and reached White Pond Station, ou South Carolina road, soon after 
8 a. in.; found railroad torn up; moved to Windsor Station, six milca 
toward Augusta, and from that point tore up throe miles and a Inilf 
of track toward White Pond; camiicd on McCreary’s ])luco, three- 
quarters of a milo from White Pond Station. Monday, 13th, moved 
li'oni MeCreary’s at 7 a. m. northward and reached South lidi.st:o lliver 
aboutlOa.m.; waited to cros.s; delayed by otlicr troops and trains oftlio 
cor])S, which liad jirecedod the J'’irst Division, until 3.30 ]). m. ; cmiiped 
at John Town at dusk, having man^hed fourteen milc.s. Tuesday, 
14th, moved from mimp at .ioliu Town 8. 15 a. m, ; reached Nortli I'hlisto 
Eiver at 12 m. ; halted until 2 j). m., waiting for other troop.s and trains 
of (toiqis to cross; reaeiicd camp at cro.ss-roads, near Baptist Clmreh, 
atdu.skji’ainfreoj'-ingusit foil all afternoon. Wednesday, 15th, marched 
from camp at cross-roads, taking old Charleston and Augusta road 
toward Waters’ Feriy, at 0.30 a. in.; live miles out toolc right-hand 
road for Lexington; advance ran into about tw(» regimeiit.s of rebel 
cavalry; slight skirmish; Bieutonaiit Cluiniiol and several mou cap- 
tured to-day; two rebel cavalrymen cajitured; reached camp at Two- 
Botch road about 4 p. m.; at 5 p. m. rcceivc<l orders to move on to 
Lexington, two miloH and a half distant; reached the town at 7.30 j). 
m. and found Bariiuni’s brigade, of Twentieth Ooi'ps, Just arrived and 
in pos.sessi()n of the place; camped ou south side of town. Tliursday, 
10th, moved from Lexington at ] 0.30 a. m., in rear of Second Division. 
General Hobart’s brigade relieved General Barnum’s brigade as guard 
for the town at 8 a. ni. Division moved to Lcaphart’s road for Golum- 
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bia; mavclied one mile anti alialf past Lcapliavt’s and then coiiiitcr- 
niai'olied and took Yonngiersvillo Perry road to Sahidii River. Coni- 
inoiiccd laying pontoon bi'idge at 4 x». in.; crossed division and cain])ed 
on nortli side ot“ river at !) p. m. Owing to accidoiit to briilgo all our 
wagons did not get over till morning. 

X^'idsiy, 17th, moved from uortli side of Saluda River at 0.15 a. m., tak- 
ingriver road ; by mistake cro.ssed over to road occupied by SeeoncUli vis- 
ion, but as our head of column was in advance kept road, via Oakville 
Post Odke, to forks of road at Rockville Post-Oflice, one mile from 
Watcrec Creek ; camj)ed at 4 p. m. ; jncked up ten prisoner.s of difforeut 
rebel eonunands. Satni'day, 18tb, no cliaiiges to-day; waiting for eoin- 
plcdion of bridge over Broad River. Sunday, 10th, moved atO.SO a. in., 
from camp at Rockville, being relieved by Ward’s division, of tlio Twen- 
tielh Oorp.s; reached Broad River at 11 a. lu.; waited for Tiiird Division 
to cross; moved over in rear of Third Division, and marched to Tlioinp- 
son’s Post-OlBce; halted for dinner. At this point at 3 p. in. received 
the orders of the day; sent two regiments to do the work on railroad, 
and moved the romaindor of division to junction of Alston and Monti- 
cello roads and camped for'tlie night at 4 p. in. Monday, 20th, moved 
from.iunotioii of Alston and Monticello roads at0.30 a. m., via Johnston’s 
and Ebenezor Church, to Little River. Bridgeover Little River partially 
destroyed; crossed partof troops on temporary bridge. General Biicl), 
commanding Second Brigade, repaired bridge, and all our troops and 
trains crossed and in camp by 4 p. m. Tuesday, 21st, marched from 
.Little River at 0 a. m., First Division in advance; marched eleven miles 
and reached Winnsborough at 10.30 a. ni.; halted outside of town, and 
Twentieth Corps took pos.session of the place, taking away all tobacco 
and everything else which our advance had placed niulor guard, arrest- 
ing both men and oincers, who were doing simply tiiolrduty; moved to 
the north side of tlio town and halted two hour.s for rest and dinner; 
moved at 2 p. m. and camped at 4.30 p. in. on AdgePs place, live miles 
from Winnsborough; marched sixteen miles to-day. 

Wednesday, 22d, moved from Adger’s at 0.30 a. m„ via Wliito Oak, to 
Black Stocks Station, on Columbia and Oharlotte Railroad. Foinul 
there Atkin.s’ brigade of cavalry, of Kilpatrick’s division. Oominonced 
tearing up railroad soon after 12 m., and after destroying three miles 
nuu'died back to Ohostor road and camped at cross-roads at Wilson’s 
place at 6 p. in.; marched llftcon miles. Thursday, 23(1, marchecl 
promptly at 0 a. m., via GhuUloii’.s Grove Fost-OlUce, to near Rofdcy 
Mount Post-Odlce on Catawba River. Kilpsitriok’s cavalry in our 
road all day. Camp(s(l on Doctor Scott’s place at 3 p. m.', having 
marcihed sixteen miles, in roar of the Second Division, 'J'wonticth 
Corp.s, most of tlio way. Friday, 24th, no (duingx^s; rain all day. 
Satni'day, 25th, no changes; rain all day; waiting for oomphitioii of 
bi'idge. Sunday, 20th, moved at 1 p. in. from Scott’s plae.e, and took 
position about half a mile from river (Catawba), covering corp.s trains. 
Third Brigade remainod near old position in front of Third Division. 
Monday, 27th, no changes. Daring attack made on our pickets by 
rebel cavalry about 10 a. in.; several men w'cro capturiid outside tlui 
lines. Itccionnai.ssaiico made by two regiments of First Brigade to 
recover wagons of i>outooii train; found one wagon burned, the other 
eiglit abandoned. Tuesday, 28th, rain all night. Bridge done, and 
Third Division crossed during tlie night. Trams of corps crossing 
all day. First Division all across by 4 p. m. Second Brigade aa.sist 
ing pontouiers in taking up bridge. Sixty-iiiiith Oliio Volunteers was 
’ ‘ft as rear guard on west side oi' river. Rebel cavalry followed close 
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lip, and this regiment skirmished for two lioiirs with them. About 
4 111 . Battery 0 opened with live or six rounds, and seattcred tluiin. 

Itoar guard crossed over, and bridge all up by 3 a. m, Wednesday 
morning. 

Wednesday, Jlaveli 1, moved from bank of Oatawba Kiver at 0 a. in.; 
struck rear of 'L'hird Bivisioii trains about two miles out; followed 
close all day; roads very bad; camped at 5 p. lu. at Ingram’s near 
Haiigi II gltock, having inarchedfifteeu miles. Thursday, March 2, moved 
at 0 ii. 111 . ; half a mile from eamp struck Third .Division train, not yet 
out of camp; very bad plaeoov^er Banging Kock Creek; cro.ssed Little 
Lynch’s Creek at 4 p. ni. and camped at Horton’s at 0 p. in. ; Second Bri- 
gade, with jmntoon train, four niilos in roar at Clybnrn’s Store. Fri- 
day, 3d, moved at 0.30 a. m. and at 7.30 a. m. ran into train of Third 
Division, not yet out of eamp. We wore delayed two hours. Eoads 
very bad. Cainped at Blakeiiy’s, having marched fourteen miles, at 6 
XI. m. Second Brigade camjied one mile and alialf this side of Lynch’s 
Creek, but was ordered up to take advance with pontoon train in the 
morning. Saturday, 4th, moved at 0 a. m. in rear of corps; lialtcd two 
hours at Mount Oroghan for dinner. After leaving Mount Oroghan 
roads very bad; xmogross slow. Cainped at 7.30 at Mrs. Crawford’s, 
two miles and a half beyond Thoinxisoii’s Creek, which wo crossed at 
dark. Blarohod oightocii miles to-day. Second Brigade, with pon- 
toon train, moved on and joined Baird’s division. Sunday, Gth, 
moved IVoiu Mrs. Crawford’s at dayliglit, over a very bad road for five 
niiloH, thou struck good roads, and reached Pedee liiver at 1.30 o’olook. 
Camped one mile from river; everything in by 3 p. in. Monday, 0th, 
ordered to (U'o.ss .Pedee River at daylight. Moved down to bank of 
river and found bridge iiicomxdoto; waited all day. At 0 p. m. cav- 
alry commenced crossing, and at 1 a. m. next morning our troops com- 
menced crossing. Two brigades, First and Tliird, camped on Pogues’ 
place. Ho wagons over — bridge broke. Tuesday, 7th, bridge incom- 
plete until 8,30 a. m. Wagons commenced coming over. All closed up 
at 10,30, and division then moved from Pogues’, taking Rookingliani 
road for six miles; thence by cross-roads and by-patlns struck old Fay- 
etteville road at 5.30 1 >. in. Wont into camp on Jacobs’ idaco. Marched 
sixteen miles. 

Wednesday, 8th, moved from Jacobs’ at G.30 a. m. with old Jacobs as 
guide. Ho took First Division, being in advance of corps, through the 
woods by cross-roads and by-paths till wo strncic; llockingliam and Fay- 
etteville road. Halted lour miles and a half from Blue’s Bridge, over 
Drowning Creek, for dinner. Just after starting rebels wore reported on 
our right, hiivingcsixitured men out Ibraging. Butler’s divi.sioii was also 
reported moving down ydaiik road on our Jolt, with a view to secure 
Blue’s Bridge. Lieutenant Dewey, Thirty-eighth Indiana, with a party 
of mounted foragers, who had taken xiositiou at the junction of our road 
with plank road, caxiturcd a rebel courier, but a.s soon as our oolunm 
was near dashed aliead, drove rebel jiickets from bridge and secured it. 
It bad been fired, but rain put it out. Oroased the creek and camped 
one mile and a half (west) from the bridge at 3.30 x)- m. Hobart’s bri- 
gade, loft back to cover bridge, came up at dark. Thursday, 9th, 
moved from camp near Drowning Greek at 11 a. ra., late in consequence 
of waiti ng for Third Division to pass us : the trains moved very slowly ; 
rained in torrents all afternoon; Hardee reported marching on our 
left Hank, making for Fayetteville; dispositions accordingly. Friday, 
10th, moved from cami) at Twenty-one Milo Post on Fayottevillo road 
at 0.15 a. m.; delayotl by trains of advance division; marched to Thir- 
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teen-Mile Post, aud went into camp at that point at 2.30 p. in. near 
Gciici’a! Baird’s division. Saturday, 11th, moved from ennipatTliivteGii- 
Mile Post at 7 a. m.; struck rear of Third Division at Tou-Milo Postj 
after niaroliiitg' in rear to the Scven-Mllc Post then ordered over to the 
Ohiekeu road; advanced rapidly toward Fayetteville, cneoinitcrinj.;’ no 
opposition; reaching Two-Mile Post, were halted by order of tioiicral 
])avis, and camped at Mrs. Pemberton’s at 12.30 p. in.; marched twelve 
miles to-day. 

Sunday, 12tli, no changes; Second Division crossed Gape F(;ar Kiver 
to-night. Monday, 13th, moved from Mrs. Pemberton’s at 7 a. in.; 
marched through Fayetteville; crossed the imiitoon bridge just below 
ruins of the road bridge and campexl one mile and a half from the 
ri\'er at 12 m.; rebels still in our front; Twenty-first Michigan Volun- 
teers lost one man killed; Twentieth Corps moved and eamiied just in 
front of our lines. Tuesday, 11th, no cliaiigos; weather Avarni and 
throatoaing rain; Fifteoutli Corps crossed on our pontoon bridge; 
another diffloulty with Geary’s division. Twentieth Corps. Wednes- 
day, 15th, moved at 10 a. in. in light order; hospital train and part of 
ammunition accompanying troops; supply train, with Oapfc. F. L, Clark, 
reported to Goueral Baird; First Division followed Twentieth Corps 
for four miles, Second Division coming in on anotlior road, then pre- 
ceded First Division; marched twelve miIo.s and camped at Fonrtoeii- 
Mile Po.st at d p. m. Tlmrsday, lOtli, marched at 10 a. m. ; struck rear 
of Morgan’s division; jirogresscd slowly; just after 12 m. received 
orders to jmss trains and push on to tlio front; readied scene of aijtion 
two miles north of Taylor’s ITolc Creek about 2 ]). m.; massed and lay 
in reserve ill open field in front of rebel works captured by Twentieth 
Corps; at 3 p. m. First Brigade, General Hobart commanding, was 
scut to right aud relieved Hawley’s brigade of Jacltsoii’s division, 
Twoutietli Corps, by order of Major-General Slocum ; at 5 j). m. by order 
of General Davis the Second and Third Brigades [ moved J to extreme 
loft and formedin rearof General Morgan, supportmgliisleCt; at dark 
all troops ill bivouac; six miles marched to-day. Friday, 17th, moved, at 
7.30 a. m., First Division iu advance of corps; took road toward Golds- 
borough just after passing through works wliich enemy had evacuated 
night before; reached Black Greek at 11 a. in.; General Buell built 
bridge, but while this was being done General Morgan’s division 
passed up to left and crossed at bridge on Avorasborougli and 
Goldsborough road and passed ahead of FIr.st Division, which was 
entitled to road and advance; camped at dusk on west bank of Mingo 
Creek; marched about six milc.s to-day, Saturday, 18th, moved at 0 
a. m. promptly; crossed Mingo (h’cok with some trouble; water wide 
and deep; struck roar of General Morgan throe miles and a half out; 
General Buell’s brigade detached from column by order of General 
Davis and sent to cross-roads, two miles from Mingo Creek; ronuiiiied 
there until 2 ]), m., when it was relieved by Twentieth Corp.y; iiftceii 
miles marched to-day; camped at Underwood’s at d p. m. 

Sunday, 19th, left camp at Underwood’s at 7 a. m., with First Divis- 
ion in advance, prepared for battle; all wagons and paclc-inules march- 
ing ill roar of tlio troops. After marching about three miles eamo up 
to our foragers who wore skirmishing with the enemy. Hero I formed 
First Brigade, Brevet Brigadior-Goneral Hobart commanding, on the 
right of the road, in two lines. I then ordered the /irst lino to charge 
the enemy and the second line to follow, supporting the niovcinciit. 
The advance line of General Hobart, consisting of Thirty-tliird Ohio, 
Niiioty-fourth Ohio, and Fighty-eightli Indiana, drove the onomy, con- 
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sisthig of a brigade of infantry, raindly back to their main works. Just 
before this attack was made General Buell’s brigade, at suggestion of 
Major-General Slocum, had been sent to the left of the road to attack 
the enoiiiy on his right flank, 8upx)osiug his force to consist of only a 
small force of cavalry. The a<lvaueo of General Hobart had reached a 
house ill a large oi>en field (Cole’s house), when the enemy opened with 
a heavy lire of artillery and musketry. The open held was then aban- 
doned by (lenei-al Hobart, who moved three regiments to the left and 
front of the (ield into a ])ine thicket, where light works were thrown up. 
The other wing of the First Brigade, under Lieutenaiit-Oolonel Fitch, 
Twenty-first Wisconsin Volunteers, was placed in position on right of 
tlic road, supporting Battery 0, First Illinois Artillery, about 350 yards 
from and in rear of position at Cole’s house. My Third Brigade, Lieut. 
Col. D. Miles commanding, was placed on the right ofthis wing of First 
Brigade, as the enemy was demonstrating against my right flank. At 
the same time an order was sent to General Buell, recalling him and 
])lacing Ids brigade in position in loft and imr of the wing of General 
Hobart’s brigade in tlio pine thicket before mentioned. While all 
those dispositions wore being made the artillery and skirinishors were 
heavily engaged, resulting in .serious loss on both sides. As soon as 
General Buell roucheil the position a-ssigned liiiu, by order from Major- 
General Havis ho was directed to attack the enemy. In order to mul- 
tiply the chances of .snc<tess I ordered my Third Brigade to attack on, 
our right, and also ordered that part of the First Brigade on the left of 
the I'oiid to Join the Second Brigade, General Buell commanding, in the 
attack. Gur lines advanced about 400 yards and found the enemy 
intrenched in strong works. Maijor Eaton, commanding Tldrteouth 
Michigan Volunteers, Second Brigade, fell dead. His regiment, seeing 
liiiu fall, gave way, and ^ijas tbllowod by the remainder of the lino under 
a heavy lire from the enemy. 

In the attack made on the right by Third Brigade, Lieutonnnt-Golonol 
Mi]o.s commanding, the troops behaved very handsomely, especially 
the Seventy-ninth Fonnsylvania. Capt. J.H. Low, commanding Thirty- 
eightli Indiami, fell, mortally wounded, in this attack. 

T'lio only advantage, but a very important one, gained from these 
attaijlis wa.s the infoimation obtained from prisoners captured as to 
strength of the enemy, showing that all the troops in this section 
were concentrated in our front. The Second Brigade, after the attack, 
halted on the loft of the lino of works of F'ir.st Brigade and wore 
ordered to throw up works, which order was obeyed with alacrity, 
'flio enemy now commenced moving^aroiiud my left, compelling me to 
stretch out to an undue length, extending my skirmish lino over half a 
mile to the loft of my imiiu lino. At this time I received an ordorfrom 
General Davis directing mo to hold the po.sition I thou lind and to 
iiiako demonstrations as though I were about to attack again, but the 
enemy had assumed the ollciisivo, and I thought best to employ what 
time and force I had in strengthoning my position. About an hour 
after the repulse of our attack the enemy advanced in heavy force on my 
front, right, and lelt Jianks of that pbrtioii of the division on loft of the 
road. The attacks wore repulsed in front of Second Brigade by Thir- 
teenth and Twouty-flrst Michigan, the men loading and firing coolly 
and deliberately, but the skirmish lino on the loft being forced back 
and the right of the line being turned, the remainder of the troops 
wore compelled to give way, and foil back rapidly and in disorder. A 
brigade of the Tweiitiotli Corps had boon iflacod to right and roar of 
General Hobart’s line, which I supposed would i)i’6V6nt my riglit from 
21) 11 n— voii XI. VII, I’T I 
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being turned, or at least afford a rallying point, if I was forced to fall 
back, but uufortiiuately this brigade gave way almost as soon as iny 
own troops. The advance of the enemy up the main road prevented 
my joining the right of my division, and I Avas forced to fall back to a 
Xiositioii Avhere a portion of the First and Second Brigades were rallied. 
Tliese troo}).s wei-e placed in po.sition iu rear of Twentieth Corps as a 
second line, and had no oxjportuuity to engage further in the battle. 

SeA^erul times during’ the altcriiooii I attemi»tcd to join, the right of 
the division, but 1 was intermixed by the enemy. During the fighting 
which fblloAved Lioiitonant-Colonel Miles, commanding Third Brigade, 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Pitch, oommaudiug part of First Brigade, 
appear to have done as well as it was possible to do under the circum- 
stances. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Miles was severely Avouuded, and the commivnd of 
the briga<le devolved upon Lieutenant-Colonel McMahan, Twenty-first 
Oliio Volunteers. For details of their operations I would respectfully 
refer you to their reports. 

On the night of tlio 10th the three regimen ts under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fitch joined tlio remainder of the First Brigade. The Tliird Brigade 
was brouglit up and the division Avent into position on the right of 
Goldsborough road, parallel to Clinton road, Avliero Avorlcs Avero throAvn 
up, and camped for the night. On the morning of the 20th my 
dvision relieved CogSAvcll’s brigade, of Twentieth Corps, and Feai'^ 
iiig’s brigade, of Second Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, advanced, 
changed lines, built Avorks, and held that position until the eneniy 
retreated. (I doom it my duty here to state that after the first attacks 
liad failed, but tlio strength of the enemy ascertained, Major-General 
Slocum sent his engineer officer, Captain LudlOAv, to suggest that I 
should fall back across a little crock in my rear and construct a 
defensive line of works, but, being confident of my ability to liold my 
position until the troops in rear shoiild come up, I decided not to fall 
back, hut made dispositions to fortify my left ilank against movements 
of the enemy in that direction.) Tuesday, 2l8t, no changes. Wednes- 
day, 22d, di.scovercd that the enemy had retreated. Made immediate 
preparations for moving, and at 12,30 p. m. according to orders took 
up lino of march in roar of Second Divisionj camped at a point about 
fourteen miles from Gold.sborough, having marched about ten miles. 
Thursday, 23d, moved in rear of Third Division, Fourteenth Army 
Corps, at 7 a. m., toward Goldsborough. Crossed jSTeuae Eiver about 
8.30 a. in.; reached Goldsborougli about 3.30 p, m.; passed in reviOAv 
before (.lencrals Slocum and Schofield and camped on north side of 
toAA'ii about tAA-'o miles out, liaving marched about fourteen iviiloa. 

Appended to this report you Avill find a complete consolidated list 
of casualties occurring during the Avhole campaign’. Of these my loss 
in the battle of the 19th instant was 433, and 5 iu the fight of the lUth 
instiiut. The remainder resulted from straggling and foraging. 

I also forward the official reports of brigade commanders, accom- 
panied by the official reports of rogimcntal commanders, with lists of 
casualties by name, consolidated by brigades, to allofwhioh I respect- 
fully refer you. 

Tliis division left the upper lauding of Sister’s Ferry, on the Savan- 
nah Eiver, Avith ten days’ rations in Avagons and four in hands of the 
men iind Avitli eight days’ forage for animals. During the long march 
the command has subsisted well, collecting vast quantities of stores 
from the country. Over 1,000 head of cattle Avore picked up, 
but, oAAdug to the rapid marching over a sAvampy country, a large num- 
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ber of these cattio had to bo abaiuloueil. Some few good horses aiid 
quite a number of mules were also found, which greatly aided iu tlio 
moveiueuts of the trains. 

Ill concludiug tliia report I can testify to the cheerful dopoi iuieiit 
of ofilcers and men during this long and arduous camiiaign. It has 
fallen to the lot of Bvt. Brig. Gen. George P. Buell, cominuiiditig Second 
Brigade, to render more important serAUce than any other brigade com* 
maiul(3r, as Ue has constructed nearly all the bridges on our hue of 
march. 

I Avisli to return my thanks to all iny staif ollieers for their elfujieiit 
and intelligent action. Oapt. Fred. L. Clark, a.ssistaiit Quartermaster, 
deserves special mention as a qnartennaster. Oapt.E.P. Beaton and 
Surg. It. F. Dyer have kept their respective departments iu poi Ject 
order. Gapt. J. B. Edmond.s, acting assistant adjutant-general; Capt. 
Isaac Brinkworth and Lieutenant Bcnliani, aides-de-camp; Captain 
Taylor, inspector, and Lieutenant Futuam, provost-marshal, have all 
done their whole duty. 

For further information I respectfully refer to reports of brigade and 
regimental commanders.

Captain: In compliance AvitU cireuliu’ received from lieadquartors 
First Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, dated Maroli 23, 1805, 1 have 
the honor to submit the following rciiorb of the operations of this 
brigade from the 20th day of January, 18C5, to the present time: 

On the morning of the 20tb of January iny oominand marclied with 
the division from Savannah, Ga., on fclio Louisville road, and about 2 
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1). in. of tliG same day we bivouacked in a. swamp about sovoii miles 
from tlie city. The roads wore considered imiiassablo and the troops 
were delayed for several days at that poiut. On the inoruiii^- of the 
22d I sent one regiment, the One liuudred and fourth Illinois, to repair 
the road toward Savannah. On the 25tli wo resumed our inareli to 
Sister’s Ferry by the way of Springfleld and camped, January 28, 
near the pontoon bridge on the Georgia side of the Savannah Jiivoi-. 

On theinorniugofthelthofFebrnarylmoved my brigade totheupjior 
landing on the South Carolina side and relieved Colonel Selfridgo, of the 
Twentieth Army Corps, who Avas then in command of the post at tlnit 
placo. On the morning of GtU of February wo again resumed our march 
on tlie Orangeburg road. At Ivobertsvlllo we took tlio left-liaiid road 
and, passing Brighton, LaAvtonville, Matthews’ Blul'f, and Ilarnwidl, 
Avo arrived at White Pond Station, on the Augusta and Oluirleslon 
Railroad, Avhore this brigade destroyed one niilo of track. From ibis 
lioiiit to tliG South Edisto Itiver. and, crossing at Davis’ Bridge, avo lu’o- 
ceeded to Horsey’s Bridge, on tlie Noi-th Edisto Xtivor, and thouco by 
way of Lexington wo marched to Youngior’s Foriy, on the Saluda 
River, about live miles from Columbia. From this point wo marched 
to Rockville Post-Onico, near Avhich place wo crosscil the Broad River, 
and thence marched, via Wiimsborough, to Black SfcocliH Station, on tlio 
Columbia and Charlotte Railroad. After having destroyed one mile 
of track at this imint Avo changed our direction, and passing through 
(llnddim’s Grove wc reached Rocky Mount, on the CataAvba River; at 
this poiut we Avero detained Cor several days on acicouiit; of tlie swollen 
condition of tlie river. Butler’s rebel cavalry, in considorablo force, I'or 
a number of days wore .scouting about our camp, capturing a few ol' 
our foragers; but tlioy attempted no regular advance on our lino until 
about 12 111 . of the 28th of ili’obruary, when they moved forward and 
ojiened a lively skirmish witli my pickets, which, coiitiimed until 1 
Avitlulrcw my brigade, by order of Concral Carlin, and crossed tiie 
river. On tiie following morningwe resumed thoma-rch; ims.siiig Rus- 
sell Place, Hanging Rock, and Olybui'u’a Store, aa'O crossed ,L>uu:1i’k 
C reole at McManus’ Bridge; thence byway of Mfmiit Croghan and 
Maysvillo to the Groat I’edoe River. Having crossed the Groat I.’ciloo 
River at .Poguoa’ Ijanding avo marched on the Uockiiigliam road to 
Wolf-pit, Avlioro we changed direction: cro.ssing Drowning Crook on 
.Blue’s Bridge, avo reached Paycttovillo on the 11th diiy of March. 
On the 18th the brigade crossed Capo l*’oar River aiul marched toward 
Avorasborough, On the IGth, our advance having found tlio enemy 
in force, my brigade, Avith the division, Avas marched rajiidly to the 
.ti'oiit, and about 2 o’clock I received an order from General Carlin to 
move my command to the right for the purpose of supporting General 
Jackson’s division of thoTwontictli Army Corps. I immediately uiovimI 
my brigade as directed and massed it in columns of battalion at a 
point designated to mo by an oflicor of General Sloeum’s .stall'; about 
•i p. in. I relieved Colonel HaAvloy’s brigade and skirmished Avith tlie 
enemy until dark. In this position I lost 1 enlisted imiii Jdllccl, 3 
Avouiidcil, and 1 missing. During the night the eiiomy retreated, and 
ill the morning I rejoined the division and reauined the march toAAUinl 
GohLsborough. 

On the morning of the 19th, at 7 o’clock, the brigade marclied from 
camp in advance of the division on the Goldsborough road, and at 10 
a. m. AVO met the enemy posted behind a lino of rail-Avorks Aviiich 
extended for some distance on each side of the road on AAdiicli avo Avore 
'■'oviiig,' I immediately formed my brigade in two lines, the right 
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wiiijyf of tho brigade, oonsistiug of the .Eighfcy-cightli liHliaiiii liil'aiitry, 
Captain Yoris eonnnaiulbig; TUirty-third Ohio Infantiy, Captain Hin- 
son connnandiiig, and the Ninety-fourth Ohio Infantry, Maj. VV. II. 
Snider eoininanding, fornicd tho first line, under comiiiaiul of Lieut. 
Col. C. E. IJriant, Eighty-eighth Indiana Infantry. Tlie left wing, 
(ionsisting of tho Twenty-first Wiscon.siii Infantry, Maj. C. IT. Y^allcor 
eoimnanding; rorty-seeond Indiana Infantry, Maj. G. R. JCellanis (tom- 
inanding, and tho Oije hundred and fourth Illinois Infantry, Maj..!. II. 
Widnicr coininanding, formed tho second line, commanded by Lieut. 
Col. M. H. Fitch, Twenty-first Wisconsin Infantry. As soon ns these 
tlis])ositi(ins were made I ordered two companies a.s .skirinisliers from 
eacli regiment in tho front line. These coinpaiHC.s, being deployed, I 
at once charged tho enemy, driving him from hisAvorks throiigli Ihe 
woods and undergrowth beyond and across a large field east of Cole’s 
liou.se to lii.s main line, a distance of more than a mile. As soon as 
the front line of tlie brigade gairnul tho house in tho eoiiterof the 
lield tho enemy opened ii heavy fire fi-om a batUwy about 200 yards in 
our front. Tho line immediately commenced constructing works in 
front of the liomso. Oavlug discovered a good position in the iiines a 
siiortdlstanco to the loft and front of tho house 1 ordered the Thirty- 
third Ohio to move to that point and throw up woi-lcs. About an hour 
after moving the ’rhirty-third liegimont to the loft I rcceivefl an order 
from General Carlin to move tho hlighty-oighth Iniliana and Ninety- 
fourth Ohio to tho hilt of tlioTliirty-third llegimeut. Tliose regiments 
threAV up works in prolongation of the lino of works already hnilt by 
tlie Tliirty-tliii'd Ohio. About this time the Second brigade eanio into 
position on my left, when I rcciiived an order from Gcnenil Carlin to 
charge the enemy and discover wliat force was in onr front. 1 formed 
my right Aving iu front of our Avorks, the Thirty-tliird Oliio on the 
right, tho Eighty-oightli Indiana in tho center, and the Ninety-fourth 
Ohio on the left, coinioeting Avitii the Second Brigade, and moved 
steadily forward, driving tho rebel skirmishers back to their inaiu line. 
My lino having arrived Avithiu a sliort dlstaiico of the enemy’s works 
it received a very heavy fire, and tho left at this moment giving Avay 
thCAvliolo line returned to the Avorks in our former position. Having 
discovered the enemy in for (}0 1 immodlatoly ordered iiiylino to be 
strengthened as much a.s po.s.siblo. About 2 p. m. tho rebels iu great 
force advanced on mylino, and, driving iny sldvmiBhcrs in rajiidly, tliey 
caiiHi doAvn on our AVorks in such oA'orwUeliniug nnniber.s that my lino 
Avas compelled to give Avay, not, however, until tho enemy had gained 
our right and rear, Avhich thrcatoiicd the capture or the annihilation of 
our Avholo force. Having fallen buck through tlie Avoods 1 rallied my 
line in the field, near tho position held by the First New York Artil- 
lery, and immediately tliroAV up AVorks. About 7 p. in., by order of 
General Carlin, I moved my right Aving across tho Goklsboi ougli road 
and took position on the right of tho Second Brigade, at Avhicli point 
iny left Aviiig joined mo during the same ovciiing. 

For tho iurormation of tho operations of tho loft wdiig of my bri- 
gade I respectfully refer you to tho report of Lieutenant-Colonel Fitch, 
TAveiity-fli’St Wisconsin, Avhich I ax)pond to this roiiort. 

On the morning of the 20th I took position on the loft of General 
Morgan’s division in one line with my left refused, facing the Golds- 
borough road, Avlioro my brigade remained until the morning of the 
22d. The rebels having retreated during the night of the 21st avo 
resumed our march, and, crossing the Nouse Biver at Cox’s Bridge, Ave 
arrived. at this place on the 23d instant.

Janimry 21 and 22, we 
ted iit ('.antp, Jatu'iary 23, the rogimoiitwas engaged in repairing 
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tliG road botweon camp and city. iTamiary 24, in cninp. daimary 25, 
marched nineteen miles in the direction oi’ Spriiiglleld. .January 2G, 
nuii'ched ten miles; camped near Springfield. rJanmiry 27, in camp 
near Springfield. tTaniiary 28, marched eight miles, crossing Ebenezor 
Itiver and camping within two miles of Si.stor’.s Ferry. .Jiimiary 29, 
moved to within one mile of Sister’s Perty. 

d aiuiary 30, 31, and Pobrnary 1, 2, and 3, wo remained in camp near 
Sister’s Perry, furnishing lieavy details to build kuuI.s. Februaiyl, 
resumed themarcli, crossing the Savannah Kiver iiit:o South Oaroliua 
and camping eight nnles above Sister’s Perry. February 5, remained 
ill eaiup, Pebriiary 6, marebod ton miles, through Robertsvillo, and 
camped at Brighton, the junction of the Augusta and Orangeburg 
roads. February 7, marched ten miles and camped at Lawtouvillo. 
Pobruary 8, in camp. February 9, marched eigliteeii miles in the direc- 
tion of Barnwell. Pobrnary 10, marched eiglitcen miles oil road to 
Barnwell. Pobruary ;il, marched eighteen miles, passing through 
Barnwell Oonrt-ilouso, moving out on the Williston road; camped 
within six miles of White X’omI Station. February 12, marched to 
White Fond Station and then moved up the railroad toward Augusta 
five miles, do.stroyhig 400 yards of railroad;, moved back to White 
Pond Station and camped for the night, having marched sixteen miles. 
Pobruary 13, marched fifteen miles in direction of Ooluinbia, crossing 
South Fdisto lUvor. Pobruary 14, crossed North Edisto River at 
Horse Slioo Dridgo and camped on Ooliunbia road, nineteen miles from 
the city, having inarched twenty miles. Pobruary 15, inarolied seven- 
teen miles and camped at Lexington Court-TIouso. February 10, 
mareduid ton miles: crossed Saluda River at Youngior’s. February 17, 
marched to liockvUlo, sixteen miles. February 18, in camp at Rock- 
villo. Fobrui 
Preahly’s Mill 
marched Jlvo 

camped half ti milo’ from crossing. I’rivato Daniel McTTarrio, Ooin- 
paiiy K, was killed while foraging. Pobruary 21, marched Horn Little 
River to Wimisborough; arrivcil in town about noon; moved out on the 
road to Ohostcr Oourt-Houso and camped on railroad six miles north of 
Winnaboroug'h,havingiuarehed sovontcon miles. February 22, marched 
to Black Stocks, destroyed 500 yards of railroad, and then marched to 
junction of Ohc.stor Oourt-Houso and Rocky Mount Post-Olfico roads, 
having made sixteen miles. Pobi'uary 23, marched to Rocky Mount 
Post-Oni(ie, fourteen miles, l^ohruary 24 and 25, in camp at Rocky 
Mount PostOfilco. February 20, moved to the Oatawba River and 
camped at the month of Rocky Mount Crock. Before the regiment 
moved from Rocky Mount I’ost-Ofiico I ordered Oapt. William 0. Ross, 
Company B, with a detail of mounted Ihragors from this rogimoiit to 
join a similar detail from the Tiiighty-cightli and Forty-scooiul Indiana 
Regiments, and with those details gather suhsistoncofrom the surround- 
ing country. Captain Ross’ detail with thootliers crossed Rocky Mount 
Creek at the bridge near camp and moved up the road by Cloud’s 
house, near which tlio details separated, the detail from this regiment 
proceeding in the direction of Strond’s Mill. Near tlio mill Oaptaiu 
Ross’ detail was attaclccd by a force of the enemy’s cavalry. Captain 
Ross, Privates William Buckley, Ooinpauy A; John Mellon, Oompaiw 
B; 0. G. Pliilliiis, Ooinimny I); 0. Brook, Company P; James 0 
Cams and John it. Misnor; Company G; William Lakin. Company I 
and M. B. Buslmoll, OompanyK, woi‘ 0 captured. Theresti of tliodetai 


try 19, m arc lied J oil rteen miles, crossed Broad River at 
, and camped at Gibson’s Mooting-llouse. February 20, 
miles, crossed Little River at Jilbenezer Olmrch, and 
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escaped. Private K. McCormick was wounded in wrist, February 27, 
at 9. a. m. I was ordered by Gciiertal Hobarfe, coiiimaiidin/^' First Ib i- 
gade, to send out a detail for forage and take tlio baliiiuie of tlio regi- 
ment to Stroud’s Mill, where Captain Koss’ party was (Uii)tiire<l, and 
return to camp by 4 p. jn. Aforago detail w'as sent out uiulcr Oaptain 
"VVliite. With the balance of the regiment, about LOO men, I. erosMiul 
Pocky Mount Creek at the bridge and moved up the road to (31oud’s, 
the junction of tlio road to Stroud’s Mill and the Lancaster road. At 
this point we had a slight skirmish with the enemy’s cavalry and then 
moved on toward tlie mill. Two miles beyond Cloud’s tlie I’oiul eros.sed 
a large creek, which I found so swollen by the late rains as to bo impass- 
able for infantry. I immediately coiintermarehwl my (a)inniaiid and 
started for camp; were in camp at 5 p. lu., having mavolied sixteen 
miles. February 28, at 9 a. ni. the One hundred and I'oiirtli Illinois 
and Ninety-fourth Ohio wore ordered to relievo the Third Hrigade, 
First Division, as rear guard on the Kooky Mount roml. While iJi that 
position a few shots were exchanged with the enemy’s (Rivalry. At 2 
p. m. wo wore ordered across Catawba Kivor and the One liumlrod ainl 
fourth Illinois was put in position on the first blun: below tlie iioiitooii 
bridge, where avo remained until dark, wlion we Avero ordeied into 
camp half a mile east of the i)outoon bridge. 

March 1, marched fllteon miles; camped at .Hanging iUock; March 
2, marched fifteen miles, crossing Little Lyncli’s Crook am! (lamjiing at 
Wharton’s Tavern. March 8, marched on Chesterfield road; crossed 
Flat Creek and Big Lynch’s Creek ; camped at Blakeny’s ; made i’oiirtcen 
miles. Miarcli 4, marched twelve miles; cro.ssod Thompsoii’s (Jrwdc; 
camped near State lino. March 5, marched twelve mile, s and cumpcMl 
near Haile’s Landing. March C, cros.scd CreatPedee .Uiv(M' at Pogues’ 
Ferry below Haile’s Landing; camped three milosfrom the ferry on the 
Eockingbam road. March 7, marched on .llockitigham road to within 
six miles of the towiij then moved across toward the old Fayetteville 
road; made fifteen miles. March 8, marched on old Fayetteville I'oad ; 
crossed Drowning Crook at Blue’s Bridge; camped two miles iiortii ol' 
the bridge, having inarched twenty miles. March 9, imireiied twelve 
miles on dire{5t road to Fayetteville. Mandi .10, marelicd nine miles 
and camped thirteen miles from .Fayottovillo. Mareli f t, nuirclieil t(» 
Fayetteville, thirteen miles. March 12, in cam]> Jiear Fayetteville. 
March 13, crossed Capo Fear Kivor and camped two miles fnim bridge. 
March 14, remained in camp. March 15, moved fen iiules on tlu^ 
Kaleigh road and camped. March 10, marched eight miles (.o Mul- 
berry Orchard, which we reached at noon. At 4 p, m. our brigndo 
relieved a brigade of the Twentieth Oorp.s. Tlio One luindri'.d luul 
fourth Illinois Avas juit in line, supported on the rigid; by tlie li'orty- 
second Indiana and on tholeft by thoThIrty-third Oliio. Tin’s line was 
not over 150 yards ft-om the enemy’s Avorks. A sliarp skirnil.sli fi re was 
sustained until dark Avithout loss to the regiment. Hivouaclced in tills 
position fertile night. March 17, marched cightmilesoii road to Oolds- 
boroiigli, crossing branch of Black Kivor, MarcklS, mareluid twelve 
miles on road to Goldsborough. 

March 19, moved at 7 a. m. on the Goldsborough road, the ( Inc, 
hundred and fourth Illinois being roar rcgimoiik of the brigade. After 
marching about four miles the brigade Avas formed in order of battle on 
the right of the roaiL the One hundred and fourth Illinois on the loft 
of the second line. I was here directed by Lieuteuant-Ooloiiel Fitch, 
commanding loft wing of the brigade, to conform 1;he movements 
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of OiK', liiiiHlmd and Idiirth Illinois with those of the Twenty- 
lii'Ht Wiseoiisiii, which was the next rcgiineut to my right. Tlie lirst 
liiKi of our brigiido having driven the enemy li’oin his position in 
the open iield in our front, tlio second lino was ordered to advanee 
iiorosa the oi)en hold. Wo moved rapidly across tin*. Iiehl, tlic One 
limidred and I'onrth (mossing to tlio left of the road, advaneed into 
Innivy tiJiiber and underbrush about 800 yards; hnding that the regi- 
nicii t was detached too fai* to the left; I moved it by the right Hank until 
it JoiiHMl the 'fwonty- hvst Wisconsin, ]ny right resting on the road, licre 
tlie enemy o])encd his artillery on the road, but he aimed too high to 
(laniago ns. After nunaining in this position a few moment.s tlic wing 
was moved about 200 yards to tlie right and came to a front in a 
gro\’c of old hold pines on the south side of some open iiehls. Here 
j was directed by Uencral Oarlin to move the One Inindrcd and fourth 


Illinois by the right Hank about 100 yards to tin? roar, front east, 
a I Ivu iuio, and prevent the enemy from turning his right flank. I did as 
h(i dinjcted; deploying (Company F as skirmishers, advanced about 200 
yards and opened a sharp hre upon the emmiy. I rouiaincd in this posi- 
tion until after nocm, my skirTiiishovs constantly engaged witli the 
eiKMiiy diirijig this time. Tlic Third Jlrigudo of our division was formed 
in line on my riglit, and I was iiotihed that that brigade would attempt 
to break the enemy’s line, and in («iso they succeeded I slioiikl move for- 
ward to their support. Tlie attempt failed, and i did not move from 
my position. Between 3 and 4 o’cdock the enemy bi-oko the lino some- 
where to tlie left of the One hundred and fourth Illinois and gained 
the rear of my rogiiiiont in heavy force. At the same time he drove 
my skirmislievs in front and was ndvamdngfrom thatdireotion, Tlievo 
was but one way of moving from this position by the riglit Hank, which 
Lieutenant-Colonel Fitch ordered mo to do. T moved the regiment in 
that direction about 500 yards, and formed on the left of the Forty-sec- 
ond Indiana in a swamp. Ilore wo wore again attacked, and a severe 
light toolc i)lace. Tiie enemy having coinplctcjly turned our left ilank 
W(J were compelled to retire to the lino of the Second Division, behind 
wliieh th(^ regiments of the left wing were formed and awaited orders. 
About 1 o’clock we joined the right wing of the brigade near the Held 
where the light* began in the morning. On the morning of the 20th the 
I'cgimeiit moved to the front with the Twoiity-hrst Wisiionsin on the 
right and Forty-seiumd Indiana on the leit, built a lino of breast-works, 
aiul I'cinaincil In tliat position until the niorning of thc22d. March 22, 
niiU'clied ten iiiilcH and camped near Cox’s Bridge, and on the 23d day 
of M arch llu^ regiment arrivc.d ot OoUlsborough, B. 0., having marched 
515 miles siiie.e the 20th of Jannary, and .since the 9th day of February 
it lias .subsisted cutiridy on the country, with the e.xceptioii of ten days’ 
rations of bread, seven days’ rations of sugar, and tU'tocn of coffee.

March 1, camped near Hanging Rock. Nothingol nol-e until the (ith, 
when wecrossedthol^edeeBivcrnearthc South Carolina limy Nothing 

of note until the 11th, when we arrived at h’ayotteville, N. C. Nothing 
of note occurred untU the 16th, when wo came up with the IwentietU 
Coi'panear Black River, they having been engaged for soveral hours 
’witlitho ciioiuy. I was ordered to relieve a regiment ol that ttorps; 
skirmished briskly with the enemy for about two hours, wlien darkness 
closed the scone for the day. During the night the enemy withdrew, 
leaving us to follow at our leisure. Nothing worthy of notnie occuiTod 
until the lOtli instant, when the brigade came up wi th the en e my near

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Mill Creek. 1 was then ordered by Licutcnant-Ooloiiel Fiteli to put my 
regiment into position on the right of the road and throw out slcir- 
niishers, who immediately became engaged briskly with the enemy un til 
about 1 p. m., at -which time the eueniy had pressed back the lino on 
my left so far as to the rear of my line. At this time 1 was ordered by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Fitch to retreat, -whieh I did with the other regi- 
ments of the left wing of the brigade, falling back about 400 yards, 
where we reformed the line and again fought until tlio enemy Imd 
gained our left flank and rear, and, having cxliaii.sted all the amnmni- 
tioTi, wo were compelled to fall back a short distance in rear of the 
Second Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, where wo remained the 
remainder of the evening. 

In this engagement I lost 1 oflicer and 1 man killerl, 1 oi'lieer and 7 
men wounded. 

On the morning of the 20th the regiment was thrown into position 
and threw np a lino of intxT.nohmonts, remaining there nntil t^c 22d. 
The enemy having withdrawn we resumed the march, arriving at Golds- 
borough, C,, on tlio23d. of March, 1805, having lost 2 oflioers and 11 
men during the eami>aign.

Sir: I have the honor to transmit tlio following report of the part 
taken by the Eighty-oightli llogiment Indiana Volunteers in the late 
campaign : 

Oil the 20tli day of January, 3805, I left Savannah, Ga., with my 
I’Ogiinent, with 274 guns surd 12 eomini3.sion0(l oflleer.s. Our route laid 
on the Louisville rosid to Eden; theiieo through Spriiiglleld to Sister’s 
Ferry, crossing the Savannah Fiver into Meaiitbi't District, S. C., pass- 
ing llobcrtsvilie, Brighton, and Lawtonville to Beech Bi-anelt; thence 
by way of Mattliews’ Blulf, through Barnwell, to White Pond Station, 
on Augusta and Oharloston Bailway, iny regiment destroying 700 yards 
of track from this point to the South lildisto Bivei', cros.siiig at Davis’ 
Bridge, marching acros.s to Horsey’s Bridge, on North Edi.sto Eiver ; 
thence through Lexington to within four miles of Columbia, crossing 
tlio Saluda Biver at Youngier’s Ferry; fi’pm this point to llockville 
Post-Office, near which we crossed Broad Elver; theiiee by way of 
Ebenezer Church on Little Biver, through Winnsboi’ough to Black 
Stocks Station, on Columbia and Charlotte Bailway, tearing up SJO 
yards of track. Olianging direction, wo iiassed through Gladcleida 
Grove to Eocky Mount, on Catawba Eiver. Our march -was delayed 
here'for some time on account of the river being swollen, which cfd- 
lected numerous bands of rebel cavalry, avIio seemed to bo anxious to 
get iiossessiou of our pontoon bridge. But by skillful maneuvering, in 
which my regiment participated, we got everything off in safety. Pass- 
ing Eussell Place, Hanging Eock, and Olyburn’s Store, we crossed 
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Lynch’s Creek fit McManus’ Bridge; thence, by wfiy of Mount Crogluiii 
and Maysville, to Gi'cat Pedeo Eiver, wliich we crossfMl fit Pogues’ 
Lauding; thence on Xtockiugliain road to Wolf-pit, where wo ohiiiiged 
direction, crossing Di'owning Creek on Blue’s Bridge, piissing through 
Fayetteville, across Cape Pear River, and when near Averasborongh 
the advance of our column discovered the enemy and engiigiul tlieivi. 
Tlie briga<Ie to wdiich my regiment belonged was ordered to the front 
to relieve a brigade of the Twentieth Army Corps. 

At dark on the evening of the ICfcli of Mfirch I took i)ositioii on the 
left of Thirty-third Ohio Volunteer Infantry, throwing up n good line 
of works, but the enemy evacuating oiir front during the night l;hey 
were not required. From this point our march was iuu'oss Black 
iiiver, at Smith’s Ferry, on the Goldsborougli road. On tlu^ moriiing 
of I^Iarch 19 onr foragers discovered the enemy in our front near where 
the Smithileld and Clinton road intersects our line of nnireh, reporliiig 
them to be stubborn. The brigjidc to wliich my regiment belongs wsis 
immediately formed in two lines across the road, my regiment in (umler 
of li'ont line, with orders to drive whatever was in our front. Throwing 
iorward skirmishers, wo advanced rapidly, driving the enemy out of 
thoir skirmish line of works across the Cole ffirm to the woods b(\voiid, 
but the enemy opened on us with sliot and shell fi'om Ji battoiy to our 
loft oblique. Wo halted, hastily throwing together wluit riiils, we 
could And, keeping up a continuous lire at the enemy, who sUso wore 
busy throwing up works in our front. After expending nearly all our 
ammunition wo received orders to move by tl»e loft. Hank and take 
position on the left of Thirty-third Ohio Volnntoer Infantry, who 
had already got a position in the woods ami wer<i foi’tifyiiig. (letting 
roplenished with nminunition, we again received orders to discovei’ 
wliat was in our front and drive them. Wlnm all was ready, with 
skirmishers advanced, wo moved steadily forward. Wo found a heavy 
lino of the enemy evidently with the same intoution as ourselves. A 
well-directed volley from our lino drove them back to thoir works, IVom 
behind which we received a torriOc fire, and the loft of oui' lino being 
pressed heavily and finally giving away wo wore ordered to return to 
our works. Ainiving there wo immediately sot to work stro.ngthoiiing 
them and preparing for an attack. It was not long bofiiro the enemy 
came down ou us with a force at least four tjmo.s our number. A con- 
tinuous lire from our works brought those in our front to a sta.iid, but 
a heavy column striking both our llauks and turning tliom wo wore 
compelled to withdraw, forming again in .support of our battery, whioli 
position we held until dark. March 20, relieved some troops of [fwoii- 
tictli Army Corps, advanced their lino ou lino with the Second [Divis- 
ion, throwing up a good line of works and holding this ])()sitiou until 
the morning of the 22d, when, the enemy having evacuated, wc ixs.sumed 
our lino of march to this iioint, crossing Neuso River at (Jox’s Bridge!, 
arriving here ou Thursday, 23d day of Mareli, sixty-two days from 
leaving Savannah, during which time my regiment has marchcel lO't 
milo.s. 

.The casualties in my regiment during the campaign are a.s follow-s : 
Killed, 5 enlisted men; wounded, 4 comiiussioncdollicors and27enlist(Hi 
men; mis.sing, 3 enlisted men.

Sir : I have the honor to make the following report of the part taken 
by this regiment in the late campaign: 

In roforeiico to priaonora and stock captured and turned over, I have 
kept no account} neither of the distance traveled, as I liad no accurate 
incaua a t my disposal of discovering it. 

In regaref to losses I have to report: On the 16bh instant,! man 
killed and .-1 wounded} on the 10th instant, 4 killed, 28 wounded, and 
1 commissioned oilicer and 20 men missing} from forage parties, 8 men 
missing, making a total loss of 5 killed, 31 wounded, and 1 commis- 
sioned oflicer and 28 enlisted men missing} total, G5. 

Of tlieollleoi's and men under my command I must,say that in action, 
at least, they did their duty manfnlly, and if any disgrace is attaolied 
to the confusion in which they retired on the 10th from the line of 
works from wliioh they were driven it rests altogether with me in not 
assuming the responsibility and taking them from a position which I 
saw they could not hold but would be driven from in a very short time,

Sir: In eom])lin.nco witli circular from division hciid(iuai'tci'S, .!. liiivc 
the honor to make the following rcporl: 

This coininnnd moved from Savannah, Ga., Jammry 20, 1 8(>5, eii route 
Cor Sister’s Ferry, Oa., where wc arrived on the 2(}tli diiy ot flanuary, 
1805, wliere we laid until Fchrnary we then moved across tlio Savan- 
nah Biver. On the Oth of February wo moved <5 m rouic lbr Wliitti I’ond 
Station, S. 0., at which place we arriveal Fobruaiy 12, wluu’o wo 
destroyed about 300 yards of railroad and lost one man, ( akoti i)risoner, 
Private John S. Ritchie, Oompaiiy G. Fcbriiary l.O, near Bexiiigtoii, 
S. C., wo liad oho man, James J>. ^'roadway, taken jirisoiKU. VV(i then 
uioved to Pdaok Stocks, S. 0., arriving at this point l^'obruary 23, where 
wo destroyed near 250 yards of railroad; two Ibragors (Miptnred, Pi’i- 
vates George W. Bumgardnorand Joseph Waltman, OompanyG. VVo 
then moved to Oatiiwba Itivor, where we could, not ol’l’oct a crt)ssijig 
until March i. This regiment was placed on picket (Inty at .I2jn. j about 
2 p. 111 . skirinisliod witli rebel cavalry; no casualties oei’.ui riul. Marcli 
0 wo arrived at the Groat rodeo River, whore we wiu'c dolayeil until 
tlie morniug' of the 7th. "VVo then moved on J^'jiycttcville, iirriviiig at 
tiiat point on the 10th of March; laid at this point until tiie ll tli, w'heii 
wc moved in direction of Goldsborough, B. 0. Jlandi 10 we were con- 
fronting the enemy at Black Water, .N. G.; the eiiciiiy evacuated Ids 
intreiichmouts during the night; no casualties occurred iii this com- 
niiuid. Oil the 10th of March tins regiment was tlie advance; met the 
enemy about 11 a. m.; Oompanics A and !> wore deployed as skir- 
udshei's, covering the front; Oompanics F and .1) covering tlie riglit 
Hank; skirmishers pushed forward under a severe lire from the enemy 
until within twenty paces of the rebel line of works, when they lui ltiMl; 
we were relieved in a few mimitos from tins time by the Tweiity-llrst 
Wiseiaisiii, and wore ordered to the left, where our position was assigned 
us and wo built fortifications. When onr works were comjilc.ted we were 
ordered to rccoiiiioiter our front, which was done, but jinding tlio oiiem;y 
ill an intrenched position wo returned to our works, lii the eveinigi 
tlio enemy moved to our right Hunk ami charged the works on the 
ilaiik, which caused the command to retire in disorder; the oi'licors and 
men did nobly by saving themselves.* 

The morning of the 20tli the regiment built works, wliero we remained 
until the morniiig of the 22d; the enemy having loft Ids position in onr 
front, we moved en route for Goldsborough, On the morniug of tho 
23d a forage i>a.rty,was sent out for subsiatoiice for the comiiiaiid. (.‘ri- 
vates Azariali Bruss, Wilson W. Swathwood, and Isaiu} A. Jay being 
absent since that time, I suppose them captuml by the enemy.

Oap'I’Ain: I liavo tlm honor to inako the following report of tlic oper- 
ations of tliti left wii»g of tins brigade, to wit, the One hundred iuid 
ibmth Illinoia Infantry, Mjyor Widmer; Twenty-first Wiseoimiii 
Infantry, Major Walkcrj and Norty-accoud Indiana Ini'antry, Mnjor 
ICollamk, in the engagement of the lOtU instant — that being the only 
])eriod during the campaign just clo.sed that this wing operated beyond 
the direct supervision of tlie brigade conunander: 

This wing moved from eamp at 7 a. in. March 19, and went into 
lino of battle at 10 a. in. on our right of the road, twenty-two 
iiiiloH west of Goldsborough, N. 0., as the second line of the bri- 
gade. The first line immediately attacked the enemy and drove him 
very rapidly, tliis line following up the inovoinent; but, in compliance 
with an order .sent mo by the brigade commander, the wing halted. 
V(M'y shortly, but after the IVont line of the brigade had advanced out 
of-sight tlirough tlio woods and thick undergrowth, I received theordor 
from the brigade commander to advance by the right of the companies 
to the front. The wing advanced thus about a mile, when, by order of 
the division commander, Jirigadior-Gencral Carlin, the wing took posi- 
tion on the right of the light wing of the brigade, with tlie loft resting 
upon the main road, relieving the Ninety -fourth Ohio Infantry, Major 
Snider, d'lie position of the regiments thou was thus: Forty-second 
linliana on the right and refu.sed ; Twenty-first Wisconsin in the center, 
and One hundred and Iburth Illinois on the left, tlie last two at right 
angles with the road. An attack being threatened by the enemy on 
our right (lank Nrigadicr-Gencral Carlin ordered the left regiment, One 
hundred and fourth Illinoia, there. It took po.sition immediately on 
the right of the Forty-second Indiana, running almost into the face of 
tiio enemy in taking position. T'ho lino thms formed at once fortifled 
as well as it could under a constant lire from tlie enemy, which our 
skirmish lino was unable to silence. Ny order of Brigadier-General 
Carlin I re-enforced the skirmish line ami advanced it until a line of 
ciieiny’s works was developed, when it halted. The right of the wing 
being closest to theenomy and the firing there being heaviest, I consid- 
ered that (he ])oint of most danger and therefore gave the left less 
attention. Besides, two pieces of artillery wore on my immediate left, 
and I supposed the other wing of the brigade on tlie iinmodiate loft of 
tlio artillery. Also there was sm extensive open hold in that front. 
About 4: p. 111 . my skirmishers were driven in and it was reported to mo 
by the men of the artillery that tlio enemy had passed in considornble 
numbers into the woods on iny left rear, and at the same time the artil- 
lerists of the section on my left went to the rear, abandoning ono])iece. 
I at once ran to the left and saw a lincof battle of the enemy approach- 
ing within 200 paces of my position, atriglit angles with it and extend- 
ing beyond my view to niy left roar. The loft company, Captain Eau- 
dall, Twenty-first Wisconsin Infantry, immediately deployed in that 
direction, and so nineh of that regiment as could sec the eueiny|s line 
openeil fire upon it. In the ineautimo I gave command for the wing to 
change front in that direction; but as thoouomy liad already opened fire 
upon Our roar, and perceiving that if the movement should succeed we

Gen. George P. Buell, Fifty-eighth Indiana Infantry, 
oommanding Second Jirigadc, of operatiouH January 3()-Maroh 23.

OoUhhorough, N. 0., March 35, 1865. 

CAPTAIN: I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
inoveinoiits of tliis brigade during tlie last campaign from Savannah, 
(la., to Goldsborougb, N. 0.: 

Oannary 20, marched from the city of Savannah, on the Louisville 
road, at 10 a. in., second in the division column; encamped six miles 
and tlircc-qnarte/rs from the city at 4 p. m.; the march was thou sus- 
])ond( 5 (l until the 25tl), when it was again resumed. January 25, broke 
camp at 7 a. m., having the advance of tlu^ division ; leaving the Louis- 
ville road, the march was by way of cross-road leading to Springfield; 
the troops bivouacked for the night at 4 p. m., having marched a dis- 
tiinco of fourteen miles. January 20, marched at 8 a. m.; brigade 
ordered to remain with supply tram, to facilitate its movements; 
encamped at 9 x^. ni. one mile from Springndd, having made eight 
miles. January 27, marched into Springfield, following First Brigade; 
camp selected for the day. tTanuary 28, marched at 1 x^- advance 
of the division: crossed EbGnc/.cr Greek, reaching oamp at 0 p.m., hav- 
ing marched nine miles. Janiiaiy 29, marched at 8 a. ni. in rear of tlie 
division, reaching Sister’s Ferry, a distance of two miles; the march 
was again suspended to await the conatrnotioii of corduroy road through 
swamxi on ojiposite side of Savannah River. 

February 5, crossed Savannah River into South Carolina on pontoon 
bridge, following Third Brigade, and going into camp at ux^per land- 
ing, two miles from the ferry, at 12 m. February C, marched at 10 a. m., 
following First Brigade; passing through Robortsvillo, marched to 
forks of Orangeburg and Augusta roads, a distance of ton miles, and 
encamped at (> p. m. February 7, marched at 8 a. m. in advance of the

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Volunteer Infantry crossed over at 4 p. in. The Sixty-ninth 
Oliio Veteran Volunteer Infantry was ordered to hold the hills emn- 
maiuUng the ci'ossing until the bridge had been taken up. Skiiiiiish- 
ing was kept up with the ciieinya cavalry until 11 ni., when the 
regiment withdrew from its position in face of the enemy and crossed 
the river in boats without opposition. 

March 1, marched at C a. ni. in advance of the division; reached 
Hanging Bock at5x).ni., a distaiicepf iifteon luilCH. March 2, moved at 
0 a. in. ill rear of the division on theOheraw road ; marched twelve miles, 
going into camp at 8 i>.m. March 3, marched at 7 a.m. in tlieadvaiuic; 
cros.sed Lyiiclds Greek, marching eighteen miles and encamping at 12 
p. in. March 4, marched at C a. ni. and crossed the State line into 
North Carolina, taking the Haile’s Berry roadj made twenty miles, 
going into camp at 8 j). in. March C, marched at 0 a. iii.; reached the 
Great I’edee Biver at 10 a. m. Beeoniioitering parties from the Tliir- 
teentii and Twenty-first Michigan Volunteer Intantiy were immediately 
ci ossed over in boats, and picket-line established to protect the cross- 
ing. j\rai'oh (i, remained in camp all day. March 7, the jiontoon 
bridge being comifioted, Colonel Moore wa.s ordered to report to Gen- 
eral iVtorgaii. Tiio brigade crossed at 11 a. m. and moved forward on 
the Boc-kingham road eight niilcs; passing to the left, encamped at 8 
p. m. three miU\s' south of Rockingham, having marclied lirteon miles. 
March 8, inarched at 0 a- m. in advance of the ilivision on the old 
Bayettovillo road; crossed licadwaters of the Little Pedeo River, and 
making a rapid march of twenty-three miles went into camp at 4 
p. m. March 0, marched at C a. m. in rear of division; iiuulo twelve 
miles, going into camp at 8 \y. in. March 10, inarched at 8 a. m.; 
ordered to report to General Kiliiatrick on the Chicken road; returned 
to Fayetteville road and encamped at 4 p. in., liaving inarched twelve 
miles. iMarcU 1 1 , marched at 7 a. m., following First Brigade; roaolied 
the city oJ' Fayetteville, a distance of thirteen miles, at 2 p, m. and 
Giieainped on ' the south side of the (jity. March 12, remained in 
camp (luring this day. Mareli 13, [)as.sed through Fayetteville at 0 
a. in,, crossing the Capo Fear River on pontoon bridge; eutaimpcd two 
inile.s li’oni the city on tho Raleigh road at 12 ni. Maridi 11, remaiiuMl 
in camp for this day. March J5, marched at 10 a. m. in rear of the 
division; advanced eleven miles, going into camp at 0 p. m. March 
10, marched at 0 a. m., following Fir.st Brigade; brisk skirmishing in 
front; ordered to move by Second Division train; took up po.sition at 
12 in. oil right of road in rear of works from which the enemy had bee’ 
driven; moved around to tho left, and wont into position on the rig' 
ol' the Third Brigade and in roar of Second Division; bivouacked 1 
the night, having made eight miles. 

March 17, marclied at 10 a. m. in advance; reaijhcd Black Rive 
over wliicli I was ordered to construct a bridge. At 3 p. m., tho bridg 
being completed, the brigiule crossed and advanced four miles, goiiij 
into eami) at 5 ji. in., having marclied seven miles, MarchlS, marohei 
at 0.30 a. m. in rear of division; crossing Mingo Greek, moved on tin 
Goldsborougli road thirteen intlca, going into camp at 5 p.m. March 
10, marched at 7 a. in., second in tho division. After marching about 
four miles the advance brigade bocumo engaged with tho enemy, wliitdi 
Avas supposed to bo nothing more than cavalry. While the First 
Brigade engaged them in front my brigade was ordered to move about 
one mile around the enemy’s right and attack him on tho ilank and in 
rear, if possible. The movement was immediately oomineiiced under 
cover of the timber, and so nearly executed that my skirmishers had 
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already al.fraeted the attention of the enemy on the iiordi side, of the 
larye liohl, a«.slio\vtk in tlie within diagraiu.* P.efoie we loid develoinal 
our own strength, however, to the enemy orders reaclu'd iis to return 
and tiiku position on the left of (‘tenoral Hobart’s brigade., with my ieCt 
refused. Tldsorder was obeyed as quickly as possilile and temporary 
barrieade.s eoinmeneed. A heavy line of skirmishers, under (Japtaiii 
Eowe, of my staff, was also throw'n well in front, and e.'ctending fa r to 
to luy left, crossing a road which Jed from the (memy’.s liiie.s around my 
left and iii my rear. A detachment of moiuited Jbragers v'erii also 
thrown out ou thus road, with orders to build a barricade at a ])oint 
some iialf a mile iu front, wliere this road inado a right aiighi leading 
into the enemy’s lines. Mycommand hadbeoa in this last i)ositioii but 
a few minutes when it was again ordered to r<«ittenipt the same Hank 
inoA'cnieiit, but was soon again recalkul and or(I(a‘<Ml to idiarge the 
enemy immediately on General Hobart’s left. In att:a<'.k]ng' the, cimmy 
my command moved in two lines and in go«»l order, with the IVoiit. 
(iring and with orders for the roar lino to chargiJ tliroiigli it in (aise it 
faltered. The front lino {Twenty-Iirst MJcliigaii and Sixly-iiintli Ohio) 
faltered within a few feet of the enemy’s works. Tiie rcnir lim^ (H'liir- 
toonth Mi(dugan) oluu-g(Ml to the front line and likewise l'alt(M'<Ml 
iniinediately ill front. About this time the ciioiiiy eonimeiim.'d living 
into both Hanks with musketry and with artillery Irom oiir riglit. 
Although every cllbrt was made to hold the limrit slowly g'avo 
back to the crest of a small ridge on the north siile of a. eriadv or 
swamp. About dOO yards in rear on the nortli side of this swam]), as 
shown in diagrain, we commenced throwing ii]) temporary slid ter Ibr 
my iiicn on tlie id't of and a little in advance of General Hobart’s l<>ni, 
wliieli was drawn below the crest of the ridge. Daring all this time 
my lino of skirmishers o.xteudcd far into tlio woods on m'csI; side of 
tlie Hold oil tny left. 

Boon aficr our attack was repulsed a report came to me Unit a. heavy 
column was moving around my left ami to my nuji’ niider cover of the 
timber. I immediately reported it, and also sent tiie Bixty-ninth Ohio 
(numbering le,s.sthaii 101) men) to suiiportthe two comjianies that wei'c 
then eiigageil with the enemy far to my left. Dofoni my works wcu'i^ 
more tlniii half completed the enemy attaekod. Moth our brigades 
repulsed the lirst attack, /.tuving the second attack theliiK^ immedi- 
ately on my right as far as I could see gave way, and the (iiiemy jiassed 
over the works, so that my brigade, which still stood, was almost 
entirely cut oA^ In thi.s condition, with both Hanks turned and no 
rG.serve, I concluded that to remain tliere longer wa.s to sacrilicc my 
brigade. Heiico I gave tlio order to fall liack. My division com- 
mander wa.H ])re.sont, 8n])erintending the movements wl'ioii wc madii the 
attack on the enemy, ami also when the enemy attacked us, doing all 
any one man could do to encourage the iiion, not only witli woriis, but 
by exposing bis own per.soii. At the time the enemy drove tlH\ troojis 
on my imimidiato right General Oarlin was Just at tlie right oi‘ my 
lino, but wa.s evidently not aware of the condition of tilings to his light, 
Ibr he was at that time looking intently to the front at the enemy us 
he faltered before the Are of my men. At Arat I waited for liiin to 
order, but seeing that too much delay would cause our certain capture, 
and there being no time for consultation, I ordertMl the rctriait. Ilalf 
a mimitG’.s delay, and General Oarlin, myself, and most of iny brigailc 
would have been captured.

The Thirteenth Michigan Veteran Volmiteor Infantry loft Savannah, 
G.m, January 20, 1805, with an aggregate of 030 enlisted men and 18 
oflicers. OrossedthoSavannahliivoratSister’s Ferry and entered Barn- 
well Eobrnavy 11 and on the following day assisted in destroying South 
Carolina Eailroad near White Pond Station. On the 15th entered the 
town of Lexington, and on the IGth, after floating across the first 
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ti’OopH to tlic opposite bank and assisting in laying poninons, (irossod 
Saluda River, February 19, crossed Broad River. On tlui 21st 
entered Wiimsboi'ongb and on the 22(1 assisted in d(\sti'oying the 
Columbia and JJanville Itailroad near Black Stocks Station, S. 0. 
On the 24tli of Febrnary crossed the Watcrce at iiocky Mount iiiul 
camped upon the opposite bank. Here the regiment, with litl-Ie to 
eat beside fresh meat and x>fivched corn, x>crlbi‘med tor live day.s a 
prodigious amount of labor in working on the roads and assisting the 
train of the entire corps throngh the deep ami heavy mud of the road 
up the east bank of the river. The delay herein occasioned having 
rendered a forced march nec(J.saa.ry, during the following four days ancl 
a hall' the regiment, witli the rcstof the brigade, upon the same limited 
diet, assisted and guarded the pontoon train over bad road.s, for a, dis- 
taiiee of nearly eighty miles, to the Pedee Itivcr. Tierce the regiment 
sent the lirst troops ac.ross to the oppo.site bank and assisted m laying 

the pontooms. Crossed the I’ivcr on the morning of the 7tli. 

Ou February IMurchlll we entered Fayetteville. Fcdiruary [Marcli] 
13, crossed Capo Fear Eiver. On the lltb resnmea our marcli, the 
enemy constantly skirmishing in fx*ont. On the Kith, at th(5 bat tle of 
Avorasborougb, the regiment was in lino of battle as support, l)nt not 
actively engaged. On the 17tli wo bridged and crossed Black 1 Iiv(M’. 
On the 18th ci'os.sed Mingo Creek. On tlie 19th, 20th, and 2l8t fought 
the battle of Mill Creek. On thclOth instant, in an iinsiicc,esKful (diargo 
upon the enemy’s works, and being in turn driven from our own, the 
regiment lost 15 killed, 81 wounded, and 10 missing, inaking an aggre- 
gate loss to the regiment, of 10(1. 

It was while leading the regiment upon the rebel works that our 
bravo and gallant inajor fell, mortally wounded.

Sir: In compliance with orders from hemlquarter.s First Division, 
Fourteouth Army Corps, 1 have the honor to report the oiierntions ol 
tho Third Brigade, First Division, Fourtooutli Army Corps, trom the 
time of leaving Savannah until tho lOtli day of March, 1805. 

This brigade, composed of the Twoiity-flrsb Ohio Vetoriiu Volunleo!' 
Infantry Thirty-eighth Indiana Veteran Volunteer Inlhntry, Seventy- 
fourth Ohio Veteran Volunteer Infantry, and Seventy-ninth Penimyl- 
vauia Veteran Volunteer Infantry, undermy coiniiuiiul, moved by order 
on tho 20th day of January, 1866, with th e division on tlie 

^ Nominal list (omitted) Bliowa 4 men kUlod, 1 oOlooi' uud 11) mou Avouiidoil, ami 1 
ollicor aud 5 men captured or luiBslng. 
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After inarching’ seven miles the command was ordered to eamii, and in 
consequence of the iniiiassablo roads and the inclement state of the 
weather reinainod in csiinp nntil the 25th, at which time the brigade 
moved promptly and moved toward Spriiiglield, where the Seventy- 
fourth Ohio Veteran Volunteers Avas detailed, by order of llrig. Gen. 
W. r. Carlin, commanding' First Division, to remain with tlic train as 
guard until Ihrther orders. 

I''rom Springlield the command marched to Sister’s Ferry on the 
Savannah itiver, and encamped until February 5, Avheii Ave crossed 
the iiA'cr and moved towju'd Augusta, G-a. The brigade halted to 
destroy railroad betAveen Windsor and Wliitc Pond, after Avliich they 
proceeded toward Columbia, S. 0., by Lexington Court-House, and 
crossed the Saluda Kiverj from thence to Itockville Post-Office and 
across Broad Bivorj from thencetoWiiinsborougliouthe Columbia and 
Charlotte llailroad. February 22, the command was engaged destroy- 
ing I'aili'oad bctAAmen Youngiersvillo and Black Stocks; from thence 
marched to Rocky Mount Post-Oflico; the brigade Avas ordered to move 
in rear of the Avagou train. On the 27th the rebels made a dash upon our 
linos •which Avas quickly repulsed by the Seventy-ninth Pennsylvania 
Veteran Volunteers, Avho by my order throw fbrward skirmishers aiul 
drove them one mileaiid then returned to camp. 

Oil the 2Sth the command crossed OataAvba River, continued the 
march toAvarcl Big Pedco River, in North Carolina, arriAung there on 
the 5th day of March. On the Gth crossed the river and continued 
the march toward Fayetteville; from thence toward Ooldsborougli, 
crossing Capo Fear River and coutimiing until the 10th, Avh on I was 
ordered to move the brigade upon a forced inarch to Smith’s farm, 
Avhero wo formed line of battle, and remained there during the night 
in support of the Second Division, Fourteenth Army Corps. On the 
morning of the li)th of March the Third Brigade moved promptly in 
rear of the division. It soon became apparent that the enemy Avere in 
our front in force. Skirmishing became brisk. Soon our advance was 
checked. The Tliird Brigade, by order, Avas deployed in line of battle— 
Thirty-eighth Indiana and Twenty-first Oiiio on the right Hank and 
the Seventy-niiitli Pennsylvania on the loft of the road and in sup- 
port of the battery. The line Avas formed under a severe lire of artil- 
lery and musketry. Matters remained in tliat position a short time, 
Avhen IthroAvtlioSoventy-iiiiitliPcnnsylvaniaonthoiightof tlioThirty- 
oiglith Indiana, with orders to throAv up temporary Avorks. Tins nccom- 
plished I received an order to charge the enemy’s Avorks, Avhicb order 
was promptly obeyed. The troops moved forward in good order 
through a dense thicket and SAA'amp and charged again and again, 
Avith 110 chance of cari’ying the Avorks in couscipionce of the impene- 
trable thicket and the depth of the swamp; and, for another important 
reason, that the enemy moved lieaA'y columns on tlio right iliink. It 
being evident that unless we fell back the flank Avould bo turned I 
ordered the brigade to fall back and resume their places in lino, Avliioh 
they did iii good order. It soon became apparent to mo that the 
enemy Avore moving on our loft flank and A\'ero about to cut ns oil, Avh en 
I changed front and in time to repulse their advance, and hold them Avell 
in check. I thou received another ordortomovo by the left flank, mak- 
ing connection Avith tlie Second Brigade, Second Divivsion, Fourteenth 
Army Corps. Soon I received the order to charge again, Avlncli Avas 
promptly obeyed, and this time Avith success, as wo drove them biick 
and held our lines until the Second Division had coniiileted their Avorks,

J regret the loss of many ofliccrs and men in the eoinmaml, nmong 
whom was Gapt. .1. H. Low, Thirty-eighth Indiana Veteran Voluntcun.' 
Infantry, whose bravery and manly courage was conspicuoiiH among 
his men. He fell mortally w'onnded at the head ol' his rcginient. 

To the commanding ollicers of the Twenty-first Ohio, Thirty-oighlli 
Indiana, and Seventy-iiinthPennaylvauia Veteran Volnntem' Iiifanti'y i 
tender my thank.s for their promptness in obeying and (larrying out all 
the order's (hey received and for the liaiulsome manner in whieli they 
Imiidled their regiments during the battle. 

'I'o Lieut. L. 0. Lodie, acting assistant adjutant-general, Gapt. Iv. M.

Sib: In coiiixdiance with orders 1 have the honor to veporl; the oper- 
ations of the Third Brigade, First Division, Fourteenth Army Gorps, 
from the l^Otli day of .rannary to the 23d day of March, ISdn. 

The brigade moved from Savannah, Ga., January 20, under command 
of Lieut. Gol. D. Miles, Seventy-ninth licgimcat I’enimylvania Veteran 
Volunteer Infantry, and lie continued to command it until the 10th 
day of March, when lieivas severely wounded in batlhMihd the eoni-^ 
mand devolved uiion myself. This change in command at the close of 
the campaign leaves this report deficient of the information which the 
former commander of the .brigade could by reason of las position and 
experience embody in it. Astatemeiit in detail of the inarches, guards, 
and other duties XJerforined would rciidor thi.s ro))ort too voluminous. 

The comniand ero8.scd the Savannah Biver February 5 at Sister’s 
I'erry and moved through South Oiu-oliiia, via Barnwell Oourt-nouso, 
White I’oiid, Lexington Oonrt-Houso, Thompson, 'Winnsborough, Black 
Stocks, and Bocky Mount; thoiico via Fayetteville to Goldsborongh, 
N. G., the distance marched being 499 miles. The brigade built eight 
miles of corduroy road and destroyed two milos and a half of rail- 
road. I estimate the subsistence stores drawn from the country for 
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the nae of the brigiule at 40,000 rations. Fonr Imndred aiul Ion head 
of cattle were c.'iptnvcd, but in conscqneiiee of our ia|)i(l iiiarcliCH 210 
liead died, 'Jdiirty-thrce horses and ninety-six nmles were captured. 
These animals were serviceable, the worthless animals liavlng been 
shot or abandoTied. Two huiulred horses and mules pertaining to llie 
brigade were supplied with suilicieut forage taken from the comitiy 
for iorty days. 

The total number of prisoners captured from the enemy is thirty-one.

During a campaign of sixty-three days, under circumstances which 
required tlie command to rely upon the country for subsistence two- 
thirds of tlie time, the oftlccrs and men of the brigade conducted them- 
selves witli suoii high, .soldier-like bearing that at tliis time it would 
appear but battery to do more tliau simply refer to this subj(5ct witliout 
special juoiition. 

But as my su])orior ofllccr, Lieut. Col. D. Miles, i.s by reason of his 
wounds unable to report the operations of tlie brigade while under liis 
command, I shall here add that J found it a pleasure to .servo with lihii, 
and that in the action of 19th of Maixdi, near Bcntonvillo, N. 0., where 
lie was wounded, lui fouglit his brigade onorgoti(!ally and skillfully 
against superior numbers of the enemy.

fVru: 1 have the honor to report the Ibllowing as the part taken by 
the Tlnrty-oightli Regiment Indiana Vetcrau Volunteer Infantry in 
the recent campaign commencing January 20, 1805, and ending March 
23, date at which the commaiicl reached ( ioldsborough, N. 0. : 

January 20, tlie Thirty-eighth Regiment Indiana Veteran Volunteer 
Infantry, forming part of the Third lirigado, First Division, Fourteenth 
Army Corps, Lieut. Ool. D. Miles, Seventy-ninth Ponnsylvania Veteran 
Voluiiteor Infantry, commanding, broke camp near Savamnih, G-a., and 
moved six miles north, going into camp, remaining in same till morn- 
ing January 25, when the command moved northeast, passing through 
Springlield, G-a., and aiTiving near SiatoFs Ferry, on Savannah River, 
January 29, whore it remained until tlieOtli of February, when it crossed 
river into South Carolina. 
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From tills date the niarcli was coutiiuicd northward, ])assiii^' (,lirouj>'li 
Barnwell, striking Charleston and Augusta liaih'oad at Wliite 1‘onti, 
wiiicli the command assisted in destroying near this point; eoiitiiuiing 
march, moving northeast, crossed the HJdisto River, arriving at Bexiiig- 
ton, S. 0,, Febrnaiy 15; resuming march crossed tlieBaliida aiid Broad 
Rivers, iiassing through Winnsborougli, assisting in destioying Char- 
lotte and South Carolina Railroad at Black Stocks; I'rom this i)lace 
niarclied to Catawba River, which was crossed .February L'8. 

Marching northeast Irom Catawba River arrived at (Irent Fiubai 
River March 5; crossed same the (1th, taking road to Fayetteville, N. 
0., which was reached the lltli of March. The 13th c-rossed the Cape 
Fear River, taking Goldsborough road. Morning of the J(i!h eaiue up 
witli the advance forces of our army, who had engaged the enemy near 
South River; the engagement progressing moved with the brigade, in 
support of the Second Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, whieli was 
then engaged. 17th, enemy left our IVonfcat 0 a. m.; moved forward on 
Goldsborough road, crossing South River, cam]nng about six miles 
from same, Oontinned march ISth, camping at 3 p. in. I'lie lOth 
moved on Goldsborough road in support of First Brigade, whhili 
becoming engaged wo wore put in iiosition on the right of the I'oad, tlio 
Twenty-nrst Ohio Veteran Yolunteor Infantry on our lel't and the 
Seventy-niiitli Bcnnsylvania Volunteer Infantry on our right. Light 
works were thrown up, and four companies wore thrown forward 
as skirmi.shers. About 2 o’clock the command was or(h.‘.ved forward, 
with the Jieveuty-uinth .Pennsylvania Volunteers, forthepurpose of limb 
ing the ouemy’s works. 'VVe advanced tlivough a swiuni> so dciiumly 
covered with underbrush tliat it was impossibles to advance in line. 
The eiieiiiy’s skirmishers wer<s driven to their works, ^^^len within 
about iifty yards of their works they opened lire upon us. Captain 
Low, then in coiumaiid of the regiment, ordered tlie men to lie down. 
At thi.s time, through some mistake, tlic report was eirimlatiid tiiat we 
were firing oil our own men, whereupon Captain Low gave the order 
to cease liriiig. Firing from the front grow more rapid and Captain 
Low fell, mortally wounded. The men having no protection and being 
under orders not to lire, began to fall back to their foriiua- position. 
Captain Low then being taken from the ilold I took command of the 
regiment, whitdi then occupied the same position it had held liefore the 
advance. The line giving way at some point mi our left tiie enemy 
swung in upon our Hank and rear. 

The Tweiity-llrat Ohio Volunteers being on the loft and most exposed 
was moved to the right. 1. then ordered the Tliirty-eiglitli to swing 
back, A new line was then formed by the brigiubi at aboiil. right 
angles with its former position, but no sooner was this line ibrnieil 
than its position became flanked al.so. We were then orilercsd (o move 
forward and regain onr old x>asition. Wo pressed forwaril until tlu*. 
Thirty-eiglitb Indiana, then on tlio left, extended into a swam]) so that 
it was impossible to advance inline. The cnomy was tlieii witli in forty 
yards of us. A brisk lire was then kept up for half an hour, wlimi not 
only our Hank but onr rear became endangered. The brigade was then 
ordered to a position in the reiu’, whieli was occupied till the morning 
oftlie20tli, when tlie regiment with brigade took positkm in rear of 
that occupied the 10th. After the lOtli tlio command took no further 
jiart in the operations of the 20th and 21st. The enemy liiiving retreated 
during the night of the 22d the regiment with brigade moved forward 
^^oid.sborough road, going into camp at 5 p. m. tlie 23(1; erossed 
River, iiasstng through and camping near Goldsborough, N. 0., 
hick place the eommaua is oucaiuped. 
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Of thocoiiduot of both officers and men of thovegiineiit in the recent 
battle I desire saying they did their whole duty, and, bad our flaiilc 
been protected, not a position would have been lost. Captain Tjow 
and Lieiiteuaut Bewceso fell bravely attheir posts and are lamented by 
tlie entire eoininand. 

The losses during thccfimpaign arc: 1 commissioned ofiicov killed and 
3 wounded; 3 enlisted men Idllcd and 14 wounded, and 10 enlisted men 
missing.

Sir: In eoinpliance with orders 1 have the honor to report the oper- 
ations of the Twouty-lirst licgiincnt Ohio Infantry Voluiitoers from tlie 
noth (lay of January, 1805, to the 23d day of March, 18(15. 

Tlie regiment moved, niidor command of Lieut Col. A. MoMnhan, 
from Savaimali, (lu., January 20, and remained under his command 
until March 10, at which time ho assumed command of the Tliird Bri- 
giule, J'Mrst JMvision, Noiirtcoiitli Army Corps. 

The only engageniout in which tlui regiment took part during the 
campaign occurred on the lOtlulayof March, at [Bontonvillel. In this 
eiigagemeut our loss was 1 enlisted man killed, 1 eommissioued olTicer 
and 2 enlisted men wounded, and 10 enlisted men missing. 

Two-thirds of a mile of railroad was destroyed by the regiment (hir- 
ing tiio camiiaign. No other struoturos wore destroyed by the regi- 
ment The whole amount of siib.siatenco drawn irom the country can- 
not bo correctly estimated, but it cannot fall short of 10,000 rations 
complete. JUlevon liorsos and mules belonging to the regiment were 
sup]dicd with forage taken from the country for forty-live days. 
Twenty-nine muhjs wore captured, most of them being serviceable. 
Twciity-one 0()nfedorato prisoners wore captured by the rogimout dur- 
ing the campaign. TJireo enlisted men were killed or captnrod strag- 
gling. 

The regiment reached Goldsborough, N. 0., March 23, 1805, having 
marched nearly 500 miles. 

The following is a list of casualties occurring during the cniujiaign. 
Commissioned officers, wounded, Ij enlisted men, killed, 1; Avounded, 
2; missing in action, 10; lulled or captured straggling, 3.

Sir : On the 20tb day of Jannaiy, IS«in, (:lu5 Bevoiity-lbiirtli Ohio 
lleyiiiiciit marched with the Third Brigiule, First Division, IVoni near 
Savannah, Ga., liiilting' six miles distant, where wo lay on aocoiinKor 
impassable roads until the morning of tlui 25th, when wo inarched 
rapidly. TIiusavc kept on until, on the27tli, the regiment was (hil ac.lieil 
from brigade as guard for the First Division supply (rain. On l lie 
2i)th we arrived at Sister’s Ferry, Ga., where we, lay until I ho 5th of 

February; cros-sed the Savannah Uiver . Our duty was the same 

from day to day. Mon wore captured while foraging, Imi; w(' w<‘,r{\ not 
called uiion to do any lighting. Arrived at Fayetteville. Nothing 
worthy of note transpired until, on tho llth of Mai’eli, wo lialttMl at 
Fayetteville; marched from that place on tho Kith. On tho 20tli (dght 
forage wagou.s were cajiturcd ami burned by rebels. Two coiiijiiinies 
had boon sent out witli them as guard, but they wore (Ictaiiiod bac-lf 
loading the wagons, while tlioy, as .soon as loadetl, nmiit on iiiignai'ihMl 
and fell into the hands of tho enemy. Four men of the Sevmity-foiirl h 
were killed or captured; others saw no rebels when they eaiiio upon 
tho burning wagons. On tho 21st of March the riglit wing of t,lio regi- 
ment was sent with supplies for tho troops at front, and 011 lihe 23(1 the 
loft wing ac(mmj>aiiicd tho train to KinsKni, riiturning 011 the 2(il li.

by the Thirty-eighth Indiana Xtegiment. 2Lsl:., 22d, 23(1, and 2tth, 
remained in euinj) in (tonseiiuence of the bad roads which retarded oni' 
progrea.s. 2otli, moved at 7 a. in, on Sister’s Ji’erry roa.(L and niarehed 
lifte(iii mile.s. 2()th, moved at 7 a.m.j marched nliKi mili*,H and oneaniped 
near Sjn'inglield. 27th, remained in camp near Springilekl. 2.Stii, 
moved at 12 a. m. (light miles and encamped; two companies of the 
command were ordered for piefeeb duty. 20th, moved abSa. m. two 
miles and cncainp(>d near Sisters Ferry. 30th, remained in eanip. 
31st, detail of fifty men ordered from the regiment to reimir road on 
the opposite side of the Savannah liiver.

KJtli, niareiieil 
eight miles to Smith’s farm; the regiment marched with the diviHimi 
on a forced march. The Second JJivision, Fourtoontli Army Oorp.s, 
having engaged the oiioiny, First Division, to support tiiem, nioved to 
the front ami I'ormed line and remained in po.sition all night. 1.7tii, 
moved to Black Fiver and halted until the completion of the bridgi', 
when wo crossed and marched eight milc.s. 18th, mariihed eleven iniliss 
and encamped at 5 p. m. lOtli, the enemy being in force in our front, 
skirmishing Avas kept uj) briskly; aevonty-ninth, in rear of the Third 
JBrigado, which was in advaiuje of the left wing lino, was formed iimlm’ 
a galling lire of artilloiy and mnaketry; soon a general ongageiueiit 
Avns entered into; the Seventy-ninth was on the left of brigmU*. sup- 
porting the battery; by an order received wo changed position to the 
right of the brigade and then throw up works. Having received an 
order to charge the enemy’s Avorks, the SoAmnty-niiith came up to the 
Avork handsomely, but not being properly supported on the ilniiks, ami 
from the iiataro of the ground, it became apparent that avo coahl not 
take tlie Avorks, and it soon became necessary to eliange position and 
form line faced to the roar, from the fact that the rebels Avere outlianking 
U.S. Again did we charge the rebels, who had lolt their miiiti line of 
Avorks, no doubt thinking that victory was theirs. Gluirgo again is 
the command, and they broke in confusion, Avhen avo held the ground 
until they hurled solid columns upon our small band, AAdien the regiment 
was relieved by the Seventeenth Now Tork, Second [First Brigade, 
Second Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, after being out of aniimi- 
nition and the men very much exhauatod fi-om the terrible lighting of 
the day.

I'kihi uni’y J L moved 
at G.30 a. m., First Brigade in the advance; marched eleven iiii les, eross. 
iiig the Salkeiiatchie and Turkey Crook, passing tlirongh Ihirnwell ; 
camped at Tarleton’s Cave. February 12, moved at (l.dO a. in., Secoinl 
Brigade loading; marched sevoutcen miles, crossing (he (diarh^stoii luid 
Augusta Bailroad atWilliston. All the trains of (he corps movi'd wIMi 
my division to-day; went into camp at the South ICdisIn Ivlver. hub- 
ruary 13, moved at 8.30, cro.ssiiig the South Bdisto, leaving tlie I rains 
with General Baird, by order of corps commandev; inarched six miles 
and went into camp at Dean’s Swamp. February 11, moved ii (. 0.30 a. in., 
First Brigade leading; inarclicd sovouteon miles, built, bridge, iiiul 
crossed North Fork of Edisto, and went in(;o camp at Cedar Creek. 
Fobrnavy 15, moved at 7.30 a. m., Scqond Brigade in advance; iniirelieil 
seventeen miles and encamped thrccmiles from Lexington. W hi'eleCs 
cavalry were close upouiny front and left (lank to-day. Ciipl iiin SI, in- 
son and Lieutenant Bridges, of mystalf,0J3<5lica(>tm’ed a jiriKoner, Feb- 
ruary 1(J, moved at 0.30' a. m., by owlor of corps ciniiniander, upon 
Columbia, via Lexington and Loaphart’s Mill ; when within three miles 
of Columbia received orders direct from Goiieral Slierimm to hiill;. Sub- 


sequently, by order from cori>s coinmaiidcr, iiiy division was ceuiiler- 
marched to Leaphart’s, and going into camp near the Siiliida Ivivm’, 
having inarched eighteen miles. February 17, moved at 0 a. iiu, Ihrsli 
Brigade leading; marched scvontcou milc.a, cin.sHing tlie tSnluda Fiver, 
and went into camp at Freshly’s Mills, on Broad Itivm'. Foil toon train 
ordered forward. Having secured nuold forry-ilat the Second Mrigade 
eoinmeiiced crossing about midnight, and by daylight we, re over (he 
river. During the day the Third Brigade ci’oa.sod the river by using the 
foi’ry-llat and a pontoon-boat. February lU,at (i a. m., (he pontmiii 
having been comjdeted, the First Brigmlc and battery and tninspnr- 
tatioii of the division crossed Broad Itiver; marched live niiloH; went 
into camp near Thompson’s house; Ibur miles of railvoaddes(reyed, and 
the trains of the corps wore reported for orders, February 20, moved 
at 3 a. 111 ., with the trains of the corps in cliargo. marching six iiilhw; 
went into camp at Bbciiozer Ohurch, on Little Kiver. I'kibrimry 21, 
moved at 10 a. m., corps train in charge, with orders to ]n*oeeed to 
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Wiiinsborough ; wlieii ivithiii three miles aiul a liaH' of that jilaeo 
received orders to move to AAndto Oak; couiitoi‘njar{?hed to the Oliestcr

a. m., Second Brigade in advance, corps trains in charge; (lotainetl two 
hours at cross-road for First and Third OiviKions to pass; went into 
camp at Rocky Greek, havingniarcljcd ton niilas; raining li envy during 
the afternoon; roads bad, and the rear of the triiin did not rcacli camp 
until 2 a. in. February 2d, moved at JOdO a. in., crossing the Catawba 
in rear of the trains of Twentieth Corps, marching four miles: went 
into camp two miles oast of the river, ronniiuing (liiring tho 2ntli, 2dth, 
and 27th. At this point was mot the greatest dctciitiou ami dillienitios 
eneounterocUluring tho campaign — a broad, turbulent, and rising river, 
road without bottom, raining almost constantly. My (ioinnmnd was 
coustantly on fatigue duty, making and remaking r{)!id and nssisting 
tho trains of the cori)8, but by steady and por.sevoHiig e/lbrts all dilU- 
cultiea were overcoino, ami at 11 a. in. on the 28th ntovod Ibrward, 
marching four miles and a lialfj wont into camp: rcHorvo artillery and 
aimnuintiou trains moved v'ith the division to-day. 

March 2,]uovod at 0 a. in., inarcliing twenty-one juiles; wont into 
camp two nil os cast of Bittlo Lynch’s Greek. Ma.rc)i2,im)V()d afclla. m., 
llni’d Bripde leading, inarching thirteen miles; went in to camp oast of 
Bynch s Creek; corps artillery and ainmanitioii ti’ain still moving with 
the cliyision. Marcli 3, moved at d a-, m., marching tweiity threo iniles :

General Mitchell’s loft, whoso brigade was in line ol Imtlhwm [ - t < 
lialeigh road. This movement was pr<»ini»tly executed liy he Nin i 
Ih'igado, Brevet Brigadicr-Gonoral Fearing conimanding, aii.d, lornuiig 
upon the loft of Second Brigade in two linoa, a brisk skirmish at once 
commenced along tho front of botkof tlicso brigades, ihe enemy imd 
already been driven from his more advanced w<»rk, but was now lomni 
in stronger and better constructed ones and in lieavier (onie, and scmiKMl 
disposed to dispute our tarthor advance. Tlio First Brigad e com iiig up, 
were held in reserve. Soon after (icneral Fearing i’C]>oi’tcd lo me tliiit a 
heavy force was in his front and extending heyoml his hdt, with a 
bad swam]) in his front and left; .1 at once determined to loym the 
First Brigade on General Fearing’s left, strongiy Ixheviiig that by 
so doing tho enemy’s right would bo outniuikcd and turned, ihe 
corps coimnandcr was notilied of tho movement and niet with liis con* 
sent and approval. With great didlculty tlni First Brigade siKTCeilcd 
in crossing tho swamp or ravine and, forming in (adichm by ri'giiiieiits, 
advanced, but met by a heavy and destructive lire from the enemy 
behind works, in front of which was another d(*.ep ravine or (U’celc and 
extending to tho riverj it would have been worse tluiii folly to have 
attempted a fartiicr advance. I was inuehdiHapiiointed in tlio ri'suKs, 
being conlldent that tho movement would outilunk the enemy’s posi- 
tion. By subsecinent orders from corps comniandev tliis brigade was 
withdrawn (leaving a strong skirmish lino) and formed in reserve in 
rear of Third Brigade. 

This was a warm and spirited affair while iOlasted; hut I take 
ure in saying that all performed their whole duty. 1 ha ve to vi'gret tho 
loss of over 100 brave soldiers; among them several brave anil, valu- 
able officers, among them Liontouant-Colonol Jiivke, Soventeonth New 
York Ycteran Volunteer Infantry, and Oaptain Wliito, Sixteenth 
Illinois, and commanding that regiment. 

For a more detailed report of names and merit of onicors 1 resiiect- 
fully refer to brigade rejiorts, herewith submitted. 

March 17, at daylight this morning received reports from each hvigade 
that tho enemy had abandoned their works in oui' front and that our 
skirmish line now occupied them. At 8.30 a. m,, I'ollowiiig tlie First 
Division, moved forward on Goldaborough road to Black Jtivia', By 
order from corps headquarters took a road to tho loft; crossing BlacJc 
liiver went into camp two miles cast of Mingo Creek, marching eight 
miles. March 18, moved at/).80 a. m.on Goldsborongh rond. 'i’ho Ibr- 
agera of the command found the enemy in our front, and drovi^ Ihoin to 
and across Bushy SAvamp, whore they took up a strong jiositiou and 
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opoiKid with ai'tilloiy. 'I'lio Pirat and Hwjond Bri^ndos woi'o deploynd 
in two linos, with a rogimoiit iroiu ojusli aa sklrinlsli<irs; M-tn-o ()r(lor(h to 
advanoo. Tlio appcaraucooratroiij^inrautiy linos was sullioioiit to turn 
thociioiiiy to tlio roar ahoiit. (lonoral Hlu5riiia.ii(ioininp: up, by liisdiroct 
ordor tlio oonimaiid was lialUMlj atd p.m. roooivod ordors to go into 
canip, orossini^' oiio bri^^ado to tho oast sklo of tlio swamp. Stronj^ 
]ii(;kctH wcro thrown out, luiYinff loarnod that Wa<lo Hampton, with a 
largo oavahy Coroo, was ia our iiniiiodiato IVoiit. Oar maroli to-day, 
twclvo milos. Maroh 1!), niovod at 8.tM) a-, la., Ibllowiiig’ First.Divisioii, 
Soooiid :nrig’ad(\ loading, luavohing liv(uailo.s, when, just al'tor .11 a. m., 
roooivod ordors to inovo Jbrward two of my brigudos to tho assistanoo 
of Gonoral Oarlinj arriving ia roar of Ids lino was dirootod to do])loy 
0110 of my brigados aiul inovo b> tho right, aiul Ibol forward for tlio 
riglit ol’Gonoral Garliids lino and fm'iii thoroon. Tho Hooond .Ilrigado, 
Gonoral Mitoholl oomiua-nding, was intrnstod with tho oxoontion oftlils 
Older and was soon promptly in tho positum indioatod. Tho Third 
Jb'igado, Gonoral lAiaring oommanding, was oi'dorod to form in roar 
of tho right of tho Hooond.Mrjgado in oloso oohinuis of rogimoiits, 'I’lio 
Bovonty-oiglitli Illinois, of Booond llrigado, was ordorod forward as 
alcirmishoi's, and aoompany fromOnoluiiulrod ami twonty-llfth Illinois, 
of 'I'liird Jb'igado, was ordorod to tho roar and viglit aiiross a swaini) 
iioar tho right Jlaiik of main lino. Tho mlvancod skirmishoi's soon 
roportiid tho onouiy in front and in works, and that tiuy woro moving 
to our right. A stalV olhoor was at onoo dispatohod to oorps oom- 
luandor whh this inlbrmadon, ami a ro(|uost that I. might order up tho 
Idrst Brigado (loft with Mio trains), which wasgrimtod. This hrigado, 
upon roaohing tho groumi forinod on tho right of tlio Bocoiid llrigmlo, 
In two linos, lls right resting upon tho swamp boforo moiitionod, and 
tho Hi.vtioth Illinois, doployod ns skirmlshor.s, rolioving a rogimont of 
Third Jh'igado (< )no hniulrod ami twonty-llfth Illinois), sent provloiisly 
to tho right in support of Hovonty-olghth Illinois. Tins was tlm dls- 
positiim of my di vision provions to tho hattlo of Tronblollold’s Hwam)»j 
Tho I'Mrst and Bocond Brigados doployod hi two linos, my right ro.stiiig 
on an almost impassablo swamp, and on that ueoouid; not roftiHod, and 
Llontonant-Golonol Milos, Third Brigade, .Kirst.Bivlsion, on niylol'l;, tlio 
(riilrd Brlgado in rosorvo in two lines, tho gonoral dirootion of the Him 
nearly at right angles with tho7\ vonislmroughaml Goldshorough road; 
tho ground, a low swamp, impaH.sahle for artillmy. I thoroibrodiil not 
order forward niy battmy j but it did good sorvioo on l;he loft of the 
road, whore tho groumi was lilghor ami more open. Good log-works 
woro rapidly thrown iii) in front of both linos, and hud mueh to do with 
(iliosmmoHHof myoommaiid Inter in tho day. About 13. .'10 i). m. roooivod 
orders to roliovi' Liontonant-Golonol .Milos (Third Brigailo, hirst .Divis- 
ion). Boforo this order could bo oxocntod liring>YnH hoard niion my 
loft and roar, and tho corps comnuindor coming np at that moment 
in forinod mo tliat tho coiitor and lolt had boon broken, and that tho 
enemy had gained the roar and was moving toward tho trains, and by 
his order the (fliiril lirlgado changed front to tlio loft, and forming 
nearly parallel to tlm road, moving out promptly and gallantly, was 
soon lost siglit of in the thick swamp. I immodiatoly sent (Jaiitaln 
Wlseimui, my assistant adjataiit-gonoral, to Gonoral Mitoholl to at 
onoo refuse his left and I would soml to his support Ids socond lino. 
TMils cool andgiillanb olllcor liad already an ticipatod my order. Ilis 
second, lino was at once ordowwl to form oa and support his loft. Tlio 
iiniroU of the ^I'hird Brigade being nearly porpemlionlar to my lino 
ovory stop they took uncovorort tlio ga]) botwoou tlioir right and tho 
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left of Second Brigade. The second line of the First Brigade was then 
ordered to.the left nnd form on Icffcof Second Brigade, My whole divis- 
ion was drawn ont into a single line, and the question now was could 
we liold it. 

The results show that bravo soldiers do almost anything they resolve 
to do. The works of the First and Second Brigades wore never given 
up, although attacked in front, flank, and absolutely in the rear, and 
had to ilglit in their own works in reverse. The Tliird Brigade had no 
works; their duty was, if possible, to check the enemy ; when lirst struck 
their right gave way and some little confusion ensued, but changing 
front to the rear upon tholoft rallied and held their groun d firmly. Their 
brave cominaiuler, Brevet Brigadicr-Uenoral Fearing, being severidy 
wounded, refused for a longtime to leave the field, but iinaliy, at the earn- 
est solicitation of liia offlcer.s, conscuted to do so, turning' the c()iniiiand 
over to Ueutenant-Oolonel Langley, One hundred and twenty-fifth Illi- 
nois, being the sciioiul time this meritorious oflleer ha.s taken charge of 
this brigade hi battle. Later in tlio day Gonoral OogswolPs brigade, 
First IMvision, Twentieth Corps, moved forward most beautifully upon 
the right of the Third Brigade, driving the enemy and recovering nearly 
all the lost gTOiind. General Mitchell’s brigade never lost an inch, 
although sovernl times charged upon by the enemy. General Vaiule* 
ver’s brigade oil the right was at one time surrouiuled ; one fact will 
show this. After the center and left was broken the enemy commencod 
massing troops on their left and mado a heavy cliargo upon my 
extreme right. This charge was rcjmlacd and General Vandover 
ordered a countor-cliargc, whicli was gallantly made and the enemy 
driven back to hi.s works, taking .several hundred })risonci’s, the Four- 
teeuth Michigan taking a. battle-flag. While tliis was being done 
tlie enemy from the rear gaincdthosccondlinoofworksof this brigade. 
A face about and a charge to tlie roar was made and another battle flag 
was captured by the Fourteenth Michigan ; both of these Hags are now 
in the possession of that regiment, and 1 most rc.spectl\illy request tliat, 
the rogimentbo allowed to retain them. Night only put an end to this 
severe and unequal contest. Theoncmyhadbcondoioatedinhisattompt 
by slieerfhrco of numbers to crush and drive usfVom our position. I have 
to regret the loss of about 4U0 brave men (the enemy’s loss was at least 
double that number), among them several ofilcors— Brevet Brigadier- 
General Fearing, commanding Third Brigade, severely wounded, also 
Lieiitcuant-Oolouel Pearce, of the Ninoty-eightli Ohio. A more particu- 
lar list will bo found in brigade reports herewith forwarded. 

Whou all do well it is unjust to disoiimiiiate. I am under great 
obligations to Generals Vamiever, Mitchell, and Brevet Brigadier Gen- 
eral Fearing, for tlio prompt and skillful manner with which they 
handled their respective commands, and tlieir coolness and bravery in 
action. My stafi', as usual, wore active ami prompt in disehargiiig 
their respective dutie.s. LioutcuaTit Seroggs, assistant commissary of 
musters, was wounded in trying to rally stragglers. Captain Wise- 
man, my iissistaiit ai\jntant-genoral, succeeded in rallying some '500 
men of the First Division late in the day. During the night but little 
firing on skirmish lino. 

Marcli 20, at daylight foragers commenced coming up and joining 
their commands. During the morning the Third Brigade, having been 
relieved from their position on the left of General Cogswell’s brigade, 
returned to their former position in reserve. During the early morn- 
ing the enemy were reported moving to our right. At 11 a. in, they 
commenced moving to our left; at 12 in. skirmish lino of First Brigade 
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ciitor(Ml l;lio onumy’H works. Aii advniico Wiis a(. oiu’o onloml and iho 
oiiomy Ibiiiul in ii mom ndusod lino and holiind slroii^- works. Skir- 
inisliiiij;' coiil.iniuid diivinj*- fcho day. Aboulidp, ni. skiniiisluii'H IVom 
tlici S(‘.voiili(',«mtli dorps oa.mo up and rorniod on my ri^lii;, and soon 
Jil'koi' iVoiii (icnoral lla/.oids division, .l''irr.(MniUi dorps. J\ly lines wcm’o 
clnuiped (rom a nort.lmasfc to nearly a northwest (VonI;, all Mio bri^’iidos 
ill lino, deti{‘,ral Ila/en’s l‘Mr(;(!entli Oor])S on the riiilit and (ionoral dar- 
lin’s division on my left. Mareh 2 J, skiriiilshin/^ eontinimd diiriiif'' tlio 
day, and lini's wm'o scnnewhat advaneed and streii^iliened. 213(1, a(; 
(laylij^lil, m.eeivcd mimrts IVom eaeh bri{»ado thuttiieir skirndsliers had 
lioMS(!ssioii ol' tlie enemy’s works and were pushin/ 4 ’ Ibrward. Moved' 
alii) a. m., mandiinf? six miles; went into eamp iioar Oox’s Ilridj’U 
Mareli 2d, niavelMid at H.dO, erossiiiji^ Neiiso Itiver; passiiif;' tliroii‘>'ii 
(ioldsboi'on;.>'li, went into eamp two miles north ol’ town, on the west 
side of Weldon railroad, thus ending tlio eampaign. 

In (dosing this report I would not b<; doing Justieo to my c.omniand 
or mysidf did J lai} lo mention the general good eoiidiiet ol’ iiiy com* 
iiiand. A (ainipaign extraordinary in its dnnitioii and its hmgth of 
inai'cdi in midwinter l.hrongh aeonntry noted Cor its In'oad. rivers, bad 
roads, and almost impassable swamps; and in addition lo tla^seiuitinal 
dilllc.iilties tlie elements wtwe against ns, it Imving rained almost eon- 
timuUly. All these dinhailties liave been met and ovemome with ,a 
eheer}'uliiess,|)i'omptn('.Hs,a.ii(ldet<M'mination truly astonishing. Wiietlmr 
it was making a road, long and Ibnod marehes, wading swainiis, or 
llgliting the mieiny, no siieh thing as Cail was known, but eoiilldeiK^e 
iiiul siieeess was the watebword. To my brigade eomnmnders — den- 
eruls Vandever, Iditebell, and Kearing — I am under speeitil obligations 
for their /.eal and prom|)tness in (ixeeiiting ordm-s, and for the skillful 
and soldicM'ly manner in wliieh tb<\v have bandleil their rospeetlve 
eomnuuids. My own iiersonal stall’, as usual, have perlbrmed all tlieir 
duty. 

As in lay Ibriner rejmrts I respeetlally but eavueHtly urge the jn’o- 
luotioii of all that are entitled to it from their present stall' positions. 
I regret that I have to (weept any one from praise and eredit,biit \ have 
some men in iiiy (Mniiinand— niid i am sorry to say, if not assisted, at 
least encouraged, by a few olKieers (I hope for the name- of the service 
very few) — who havt*. mistaken the name and nmnniug of tiie term for- 
ag(n'H, and have beeome under lhat nann^ highwaymen, with all their 
ei'iudty and l'(n' 0 <'.ity and noneoC their courage.; their victimsiire. iisnally 
(dd men, women, mid (dnhiren, and negroes, whom tlu'y rob and imil- 
treat without mcire.y, (Iritig dwellings mid onthouses even wlien lllleil 
witli grain that the army need, and sonietImeH endangering the trains 
by the iiniversal liring oC Cenees. These men are a disgrace to the 
mime of siddier and llie eoniitry. I desire to place upon r( 3 cord my 
(leteslation and abliorrenee of tlioir a<d>.s.

Captain : In compliance with iustructions from lieaclquarters Second 
Division, fourteenth Army Corps, I respcctfullj’^ submit the following 
I’eport of the part taken by thi.s command in tlic recent campaign : 

On tlieSOth of Jmmary, 1805, the brigade, with the bnhinec of the 
division, took iix) its line of ninrcli from Saviiimali, and reached Sister’s 
Deny, on the Siivaunah Itiver, on the 28th, being delayed by rain, bad 
roads, and swamps. At Sister’s ferry wo. reniaiiietl several days, 
replenishing our supplies iroin transports sent up the river under con- 
voy of a gun-boat, from Sister’s Ferry wo marched to Barnwell Court- 
House. Tliepe cros.sing the track and dcstrojdng a portion of the 
South Carolina Bailvoad, wo pa.ssod the South and North Bdisto 
aud reached tlie (Jongareo 1‘iver, opposite Oolninbia, on the ICbh of 
Pobruary. Tho next day wo crossed the Saluda lli^’er on pontoons 
eight miles above Columbia, and marched in the direction of Winns- 
boroLigh, cros5sing Broad Itivcr. On tho 2dth we crossed the Catawba 
Bivor at Kingsbury’s Ferry. Hero wo were detained several clays by 
the exceedingly bad state of llio weather and the roacls. 

On the 1st of March we left our camp near tho Catawba and reached 
the Great Pedeo near Clieraw, passing tlie distance of nearly seventy 
iiiiles, over the most execrable roads, in four days. On the 7th we 
crossed the river on a pontoon bridge and reached Fayetteville on the 
11th. On the following evening the. brigade crossed tho Capo Fear 
lilvcr and eainpcd about two miles beyond. At this point wo struck 
a creek, on the opposite side of wliicli tlie pickets of the eneitiy were 
posted. Finding the bridge partially doatvoyed I cansed it to bo 
iinniccUately r(!paired, and that night pushed forward the Fourtoontli 
Hegimeut Michigan Infantry, iindor Lictitenaiit-Oolonel Grnminond, 
•who eneoniitered a considerable force of the enemy’s cavalry aud drove 
them back .some two miles, whore he established his lino and reinaiued 
overnight. On tlie- following luoriuiig the remainder of the brigade 
crossed and cneainped on a rojid running to tho left, Tobnilding niiothor 
bridge, which had been destroyed by tho enemy. In tho course of the 
day it was re]iorted tliat the eiioiny in some force oc<5upied a position in 
ouT I'ront. By order of Brigadicr-Gcncral IMorgan 1 sent out a rogiiueiit 
(the Sixtieth Illinois Infantry) to dislodge them, and soon after fol- 
lowed in per-son. When I arrived upon tho ground I found sharp skir- 
mishing going on and tho enemy sloAvly falling back until a swamp 
ivas reached, behind which lie was strongly posted and where he 
brought his artillery into action. Sooix after two more regiments of 
iny brigade, the Tenth Michigan snul the Sixteeutli JJliiiois, joined me. 
I sneceeded, without material loss, in driving him from his position, 
and then, in obedienco to orders, desisted from pushing him further. 
This was on the 13th. Tho next day wo resumed our march. On the 
IGtli, not far from Averasborough, tho enemy was found in force behind 
breast- woi’ks. I was ordered into position on the extreme left of our 
line.iwith a view of turning the extromo right of tho enemy if practi- 
cable. After crossing a deep and difficult ravine I advanced my line 
as far as the nature of the ground would permit. My extreme left 
rested on tho Oapo Fear Bivor, with deep ravines running aloug my 
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front, sepiiratin}^ mo from the works of the enoiny, wliioh (vvioiideil Jo 
the river. I siKtcoedert in pushing across the ravine two ('.ompaiiie-s ol 
the Sixtieth Illinois on my extreme left and three (■.om]>}mi(%H ol the 
Seventeenth New York; but they had to remain under cover ol ho 
opposite bank, being too close to the enemy’s work.s to wilhstaiid iiis lire 
niiprotected. Tlio liring all along my lino was lieavy and protracted. 
Tims matters remained until near dark, when the (ire slackimed and 
almost ceased. ^\bont this time I was ordcr<Hl to reeross the ravine 
on my right, leaving only a skirmish line in front. 'Ph is was siieeess- 
fully a(;eoin])lished, ami .so matters remained until (he I'ollowing morn- 
ing, wlieii the enemy wa.s found to have dccamjied daring the niglil). 

in this engag'ement Oapt. W. (5. Ihvrnott, Scve.nlcentli l’(^gimen(. Kew 
York Infantry, a most ©xeellont and nioriliorious ol'iieei', was hilled; 
Lieut. Col. James Lake and Lieiit. Oscar liein, of the .same rt^ginient, and 
Capt. Eben commanding Sixteenth Kegiment Illinois liiliiidry, 

wore wounded. Oapt. Thomas Iliggins and laeut. I’atrieJv ludly, ol: l-lio 
Fourteenth Eegimont Michigan Infantry, were also wounded in this 
action. The total loss, killed, wounded, and missing, in Ihis brigade 
was sixty-six. 

From tills point our lino of inarch turned eastward, siiid on ihe I0th_ 
wo onconntored the enemy in force hcliind broast-worlcs to tln< riglil; of 
Mill Creek and about three miles south of Bcnlmiville. My brigade 
took position on the oxtreino right of our line, in a pine wood, wliere 
the ground was low and wet, my right (lank resting on a swiunp noi; 
wholly impaasable. I immediately erected log-works in my IVonI , plac- 
ing' the bixtecntli .llegiment Illinois Infantry and the h’oiivteentli 
Michigan in the front lino, and the Tenth Michigan and the Heven- 
teeiith New York in a line 120 paces to the rear. The Hixtietli Illinois 
lufantiy was ilcploycd ns skiinilshcr.s well to tlie front, with Instruc- 
tions to feel to my right for the left Hank of the (nimny. Wliile Iheso 
dispositions were being made the enemy was feeling onv line soniedis- 
taiico to my loft. At this time, early in the afternoon, the ilriiig on 
the left and center of onr lino was brisk and continuous, ainl (widontly 
approaching me. The Third and Second llrlgades on my leCl; wm'e 
moved farther toward the center, and in obedience to oi-ders from 
Brigadier-General Morgan I moved my second line moi'o to (hi' left. 
At this time my immediate front was partially (50vered by Ihi' >Si>,v(mly- 
eighth Begiment Illinois Infantry, of the Second F.rigiuli', deployed 
as skirmishers. About 4 o’clock the enemy beg'.in to ])ress my IVonli 
with vigor. Tlie Sevcnty-cigbtli Illinois Infantry, luiving oxli'aimted 
its ammunition, fell back to the rear line of my works. At Ihis timi' 
the rebels advanced with great dot.erminatio!i and assaultiMl tlii^ liiui of 
works occupied by the Sixteenth Illinois and (ho Fonrtceiitli Michigan. 
They were allowed to approach within thirty paces of onr worlcs, when 
a deadly and destructive iiro was imnrcd into them, whiiili drove tliem 
back in confusion. Thoencniysoonralliedand returned a second time to 
the cliargo; again they were driven back, when the Fourteenth M ielii- 
gaii and a part of the Sixtieth Illinois rushed over our -wia lcs in pur- 
suit of tlie retreating foe and drove them with lieavy loss haclc to tlieir 
own line of works. In this pressing the enemy hack a largo ninnlKU' of 
prisoners were taken, the Fourteenth Michigan capturing and hihiging 
off the colors of the Fortieth Begimeut Korbh Oarolina, 

About this time, in consequence of movoments on onr left, (;h <5 loft 
flank of tlie brigade became iineovcrcd and the rebels presHud forward 
with a view of flanking im. Oapt. A. S. Marshall, commaiuling Ihe 
Seventeenth Hew York, quickly wheeled lus regiment and in the most 
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g'iillivni; inaniHU' RiuMioodod in rejndlin^*' tlin a.f;(;ack at tin’s ])oin(:. About 
tills time a strong? column or the onoiny was discovcreil iippvoiicliinc’ 
on our left. Covered by the underbrush they switpt .stealthily to our 
rear and oeeu])lefl a line of log-work.s that had been (uui.stnieted early 
in tb(i action by a brigade then on our loft. .For a briel’period there was 
some (bmbt whether it wa-s our liiemls or the enemy in ouri'ear, but 
all doubt Avas disiiolled by a dmnand for oui' .surrender, Avldeh wo 
simedily answered by suddenly ehan{,dnf? to the other sideofoiir works 
and lionrni^- a deadly lire into tboni. .Tiist at thi.s moment tlie Four- 
teimth Alielnj^an and tlui Sixtieth lllinoja j’e.turncil from r(t])elling' the 
(diaif'e ol the enemy mentioned nbove, and hal bytludr respeetivoeom- 

manders, Jiientenant-Ooloue] I'lvaiis, 

•tney daslied forward in obedience t<» orders, over the works, cliara'iiie' 
ilie enemy in the most j^allant manner. The Mevontemith New York 
at the sumo time peeeeded in fjettiniy a flank lire into him and lie 
bej>au to move off in hot haste, leaviii^i many dead and wounded oji 
the ield md losing' many by ea-ptiire. Anotluu' rebel Hag was (uvp. 
lured at thus point, the Fifty- (on rtb Virginia Kegiment’s. Tlie reliel 
(.« lilt oral .1 loke was al.so <5aptiire(t, but iu the melee in siuidiiig prisoners 
to tlie rear througli a swa.mp he elle(d.e(l his csitape. Rebel prisoners 
niport tliat (leneral Hardee was pr<;seut on thi.s luvrt of tlio Held. 
Hoim after this, night approaching, tlie llring slaekomMl, and tlie rebels 
retired to 1;heir works. 

On th(\ following morning at Jibont ;l() a. ni. my skirmishers, who 
wer(5 pushed close to the rebel works, reported that the enemy was 
.moving (dong Ids line very rajiidly from Ids left to right. I immedi- 
ately dispatidied notice to division headquarters and ordered the h'our- 
teenth Micliigau and Sixteenth Illinois to move forwanl cautiously and 
oeeupy tlu'. reliel works in :my front. 'I’liis was .snccessfully accom- 
plished AVitlumt loss, hut Tjieutonaut-Oolouel (Irummond, sniniosing the 
otiemy to be in full retreat, imslied Imstily forward witli Id.s own and 
the Sixteen th Illinois Jlegiiuout, ami .soon <;ame upon a- new lino rofusiMl 
lor the former loft of the enemy, ami was obliged to naire, not witliout 
Jos.s. J. soon moved up luy entire commainl ami <jceupicd tlie deserted 
rebel works. ,lu the eoiirse of the day I steuilily jiressed forward an 
advance line of works nearly imrallel bi the eumiiy, and threw my 
skirmishers acims a swamp iii> to and across the l.''ayotteville road, 
close upon his Avorks. A part of the Fifteenth Army Corps moved 
into position on my right and joined its sIviniuMhors and line of works 
Avith mine. Tilings remained comparatively quiet during the night 
and in the. morning the enemy was found to liavit drawn oil’ in fall 
riTi-ea t, leaving his dead and Avoimded on the Held. We then marclied 
Avithout further molostatioii to Ooldsborougli, Avhore we arrived on the 
2;Jd instant. 

1 cannot close this report Avithoiifc bearing testimony to the energy 
and dcteriniinitioii evinced by tlie olUcor.s and men of this eommand in 
surmounting obstacles, their patient eiiduvanco 'of long and fatiguing 
inarches over tlie worst of roads at the most inclement season of the 
year, and tlie horoie gallantry which they ever evinced iu mooting and 
rojiGlling the oiioiny. 

I. Avoiild especially mention oiieh of the reglmeulal liommandors for 
clistiiigiiished gallantry in tlie action of the 10th— (,)i>l. 0. M. Lnin, of 
tlio Tenth .Kegiment Michigan Infantryj Tiieut. Gol. (I. W. Grnmmond, 
of the,lfonrl;eeuth Michigan j Lieut. Ool, (I. W. bJviins, of tlio Sixtieth 
Illinois; (.)apt. I I . Lund, of the .Sixteenth lllinoi.M, and Oapt. A. S. Mar- 
shall, of the Soventoeuth Noav York. OapO. William I J , Lunphy, of the 
ihJ It It— y(.)j4 XLYii, vv I 
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Tontli Micliigaii.is entitled to especial notice for liis distinguished gal- 
lantly. In fact, I know of no oflicer in tlio coinmaiul who docs not 
richly merit the commeiulatioiis of his gratofnl countrynien. Kogi- 
mental oflicers in their rcpoi'tshavecallcdEiittcntion to special instances 
of gallantry among non-coininissiotied ofliccrs uiid privates, ^yholn i 
rccoinmcnd to special attention. 1 feel myselt specially obliged to 
Capt. S. Hatch, of the Sixteenth Illinois Infantry, acting Jissistant 
inspector-general, for steady and iiiillincliing performance of duty, 
often in situations of great peril. The other members of my stail also 
have my thanks.

Captain j In compliance xvith circhlar of this date I have the honor 
to report ibr tiio information of thegcncrEil eomiriEiiulinj;’ thopart taken 
by this regiment in the campaign from Savaiiniib to tins place. 

Tlio regiment left Siivaunah, (la., on tlm 2()th of .ranuavy, aiul 
reached Sister’s Ferry, on the Saviinmih Itivor, on the 28tli of J aiiuary, 
being delayed by rjiin, bad roads, Jiiul swainiKS, some of which the niou 
had to wade in weather umisnally cold for this hititiide. We lay at 
Sister’s Ferry scveraldays, sind then crossed the river, marching in the 
direction of Barnwell Court-House, S. O. Fassiiig through this iilace, 
wo crossed the South Carolina Bailroad at Williston. 

On the 13th wo crossed tlio South lildisto, and the North FdivSto oii 
the 14tli. Wo reached Congnreo llivor opposite Columbia on February 
IG, and the next diiy crossed the Saluda lUvor on pontoons, eight miloa 
above thoclty, andnmrclied In the direction of Winiisborough, erossing 
Broad Kivor on Fobrnaiy 19. 

On the 24tli wo crossed Catawba Bivor at Kingsbury’s Ferry, Eiiid 
tho roads being almost impassEiblo lay at that point several (lays. 

On March 1 we again marched. Tho rojids wore in Ji terrible condi- 
tion, and yet in foiir days wo reached tho Great Pedeo Bivor, near 
Clioraw, adisbincoof sovonty-lbiir miles. On thoTtli instant wo crossed 
the river on a pontoon bridge eukI marched in the diroEition of Fsiyotte - 
ville, N. 0., which place wo reached on the 11th. The next evening 
after dark the command crossed Capo Fear Bivor on pontoons, and 
skirmished with tho rear guard of the enemy. Tho next day tliis regi- 
ment, with two others from tho brigade, advanced three miles from 
camp and drove tho rear guard of the enemy across a swamp. On 
March 10 the coiiimaiul again marched in the direction of Baleigli. 
The noxtdEiy wo struck the enemy near Averasborough. The regiment 
went into position on the extreme loft of the line, under a heavy lire 
from the enemy, who ■were securely intrenched in our front. Wodrovo 
the enemy into their works and held them there until dark, when tho 
regiment was withdrawn, leaving a heavy pickot-lino in their place. 
Buring thonight tho enemy fell hack, and the next day wo continued 
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oiir inai'cli, leaving tl>e lialeigli road and striking in tlio dirccition of 
Goldsboi'ougli. On tiio 18tli instant wo striiok the ononiy about noon, 
foniuid lino of battle, and drove him about four miles, wlion W(Mvcnt 
into (iamj). 'Hie next day, Maroli 11), the h’Irst dlivisiou liaving found 
tlHumomy in foro.e, our ooinmand ■\vaa phumd in position on tlio oxtronio 
rigiitoftlio lino, (bisregiinontaiid the l^oiirtooutli Michigan occupying 
tli(5 IVont lino, tlio ground in every dircetion being veny swampy. Tlio 
onomy aviu o found introneliod in our front, and wo hastily constructed 
liglit bi'oast-works of old logs and pine trees. Bofoi'o our works were 
<!oin])iet(Ml the ('.ueiny cliargcd furiously, driving in our skirinisli lino 
and advancing within soventy-llvo yarils of our works. Our lire, how- 
ever, was too severe to be withstood, and their lino broke and ran in 
coiifnsioii. In a ibw moments they charged again witli redoubled fury 
all along the right and right (center of the line, lii our immediate front 
they were again repulsed^ with terrible loss, and tlie lfoiirteenth Michi- 
gan and yixtiotli Illinois, on our immediate riglit, charged their 
broken line in turn and drove them in confusion back over their ou'u 
wijrks. As soi'ious doubts were ontcrtaiiiod regarding the result of 
tliis eharge further to the left .1. deomod it best to liold my I’egiiaeut 
in their works in readiness for any emergemey that might arise in tliat 
direction. 'J'he worst foars wore soon realized by the enemy Kwoc])iiig 
down in column by rogiiiionts on my immediate roar. My'meuimmo- 
diately Jumped to the other side of their works, receiving a withering 
lire as they did so. 'I'lic enemy w'oro (piiidcly clua^koil, however, by 
the rapid and (dfeettive (Ire that was ])oured into them from our 
works. At tills JuiMitnre th(‘, Fourteenth MIcldgnn and Sixtieth Illi- 
nois, who had charged to the front, returned and, seeing the enemy 
iniieli demoralized by our (Ire, charged them in turn and captured or 
routed the whole force. As (Iring had again commenced in front I 
thought it best to place my regiment in rear of their works and liold 
them there In readiness to repel another attack should one be made 
IVom the front. lUmvy (Iring w'as kept up till long after dark, and 
several inen'octual attempts wore made to drive in (iur slcirmisli line; 
it was, Imwevcjr, {lonsiderably advaimeil, ami we held in our possession 
all l;1ie rebel lulled and mosl: of their wounded. 

That iiiglit w'o lay behind onr breast-works on Mm wet ground, with- 
out (Invalid the most of us wilb iiotbing (;o eal.. The ne.vb morning 
boMi lines reliaiiu'd the sa.nl(^ relative position. About noon I was 
ordered to report with the regiment l,o Ijieiitcinuit-Golonel CTrumniond, 
coimiuuidiiig .I'kuirteenth Miehigaii Inlantry. The (avo regiiiamts Avoro 
formed in limi outside of Mie works and eharged the works of the enemy 
in our front, which wo Ibiiml de.Herto(l. Witliout tlirowing out any 
skirmishers or stopping to reform <mr lines, we were ordered l;o for- 
Avard again at doul)l(»-quick. The grimnd Avas exeeodingly SAvampy and 
covered Avith a denso groAvtli of uiidcrbrusli and vines, fiUIen logs, 
9’lirough this Ave ruslicd, Avithout slackening our speed, for nearly 
lialf a mile, Avhoii wo Avere mot by a Avithcring lire of musketry and by 
grape and eaiiistor from four guns, Avhioh the enemy laid in position on 
our left ilank. When Ave received this lire the men Avore completely 
exliaiistcd by marching at double-quick so long over such ground, and 
by lilie same cause our lincAvas confiisod, hrokcii, and disorganized. 
9'liere was not even a semblanco of a company organizaMon, and yot avo 
were not permitted to skip for ainoment, but wore rushed alieadstillon 
(loublo-iiuiclf until the left o(' my regiment Avas within tliirty yards of 
the relad breast-AVork, from Avhich AveA\mre receiving amost destructive 
lire of musketry and artillery uimmi our loft Jlanlc, Avliilo another lino 
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■was pouring it into us directly in front. At this tiino all of the 
Pourtceiith Michigan on niy right had falloii back, and, receiving no 
orders, I deetned it thcAviseat oourse to withdraw the regiment irom 
siKjli a position as speedily as possible. Wo fell back slowly, and in 
better order than could have been expected under such circumstance!^ 
to tlio line of rebel breast-works which wo had carried, bringing ofi 
most of our wounded. We lay in this position until the next day, when 
we were thrown out in the extreme front to support the Fourteenth 
Miehig[in Inl'antry in protecting the rest of the brigade while they con- 
structed works. Near night wo fell back to the new line in rear of the 
Tenth ISlichigaii Infantry. During that night the enemy fell back, and 
the next morning wo iiroeeeded on our way to fioldshoroiigh, which 
place we reached on the evening of the 23d instnnt, having inarclied, 
since leaving Savannah, according to my computation, 48 t niiles. 

Tlio courage, endurance, and fidelity displayed by both oHicors and 
men during this campaign, and espcjjially in the battles near its close, 
are worthy of all commendation. There is not an officer in my regi- 
inoiit, and but very few men, who under any circumstances iliuched 


from duty or fi'om danger. „ i 

It affords mo jilcasuro to testify in particular to thofortitudeof Oorpl. 
George Wheeler, Company A, who, after ho was severely wounded on 
the 10th instant, fought the enemy for some time, and when he reached 
the hospital and amputation was found to be necessary, boro tlio oper- 
ation with such courage and chcorfalnoss as to elicit the iiraise or all 
who saw him. , , ^ , /•. , x 

I would also beg leave to inoiition particularly Color Corpl. 

W. Cfissingliam, Company F, wlio, wlien the color sergeant and all the 
color guard o.Kccpt himself were wounded in the charge of the 20tji 
instant., brought tlio colors of the regiment from the field under a terri- 
ble lire of musketry and artillery. 

The cool and bravij conduct of other olhcoas and inoii in the regiment 
is well wovtliy of honorable mention, but the limits of this report forbid, 
their notice here. , , , . . 

Since leaving Savannali our loss in killed, wounded, and missing has 
been as follows: Killed, enlisted men, 10. AVouiided, commissioned 
ofll(!ers, 4} enlisted men, 40. Wounded and in hands of the enemy, 3. 
Missing, commissioned pfllcor, 1} enlisted men, 15. Deserted,!. Total 
loss during the cam])aign, 74.

I then gave the command, llie men rose 
steadily as one man and poui’cd into tho <mciny the most I'.m’nlio lire I, 
ever listened to; nothing could withstand it. I kept up tins lire loi‘ 
about seven or eight minutes. I then hdt the time had come Inr me (in 
charge. I gave tlie command to “over the works and cliiirge for them. 
We were on to tliom belorc they had rccoveixnl from tlieshockol my 
lire, and captured about 12o unhurt and .‘IS wounded. I iiCtm'waril liud 
[the wouudcdj carried to the rear. About 70 dead lay on the Held. 

Among the capturcil were about »‘lh ollleers, One colonel eom- 
nnuuling brigade was mortally wounded and died tm the Held. One 
general ofllcer was taken, but I think escaped Iroiii (he guard in the 
swaiux) going to the rear. I also captured the Hag of tlie h'ortietli North 
Carolina. Soon after this I hoard firing directly iii my rear. I. con- 
cluded there wa.s trouble there audl immediately gathered my men 
together and fell back to my works. 

I then discovered tho enemy had broken through some part of the 
lino farther to the left and was occupying the works in my nmr lirsli 
occupied by the Tenth IVliehigaii, aiuMiad planled their colors on the 
works. I immediately opened a severe Hvo on them ami live iiiimiles 
after charged the works, carrying them, ea|»tnriiig about HH) inisoiiers, 
a number iif ollleers, and tho flag of the Fifty-fourth Virginiii. 

I gathered up the prisoners, sent them to the rear, and lliiding tlun'car 
cleared of the enemy rotiiriiod to my works and threw out a strong 
skirmish lino of fivccoini)aiiies, two from tho Sixteenth Illinois luid three 
from my own regiment.

Ho then 
ftavo me tlui order to take the Sixteentli lllinoi.s and my own r(\/jimnnt 
and ehai'g'O (he works, t did so, immediately e,arrying‘ them without 
driiip,’ a shot, tlie enemy runninj; heforeme. .tpuKluMl a sl-ron^ slcirinish 
Him rapidly ahead ami followed it up by the two rejjiments ibr the pur- 
poses of eapturing' jn’isoners, of whicJi I. suceecded in oapturing lOO. 
Supposing, as we were inside their work.s for nearly half n mihs, that 
they had loCt altof^ether tliesii works, 1. pushed the lino pretty close to 
tlie farther (snd of the works, when 1 discovered they had turned that 
end of tlieir works ami were too strou^jly posted lor me to dislodge 
them, and at tlie same time a brigade opened on me (Vom near a house 
on my lelt and a battery of four guns. This necessitated my falling back 
ashoVt clistanee, whieb was nceomplislied, and I took up a strong posi- 
tion and put up works, keeping my skinnisli line within about IH’ty 
yards oC (heir works, whieli was held until they eviumnted. 

In this day’s light my loss was .1. eommissioned oClicer wounded, 2 
enlisted men killed, 20 enlisted men wounded, and ‘\ missing. The 
next day (he enemy’s skirmishers kept up a brisk lire, doing but little 
damage. J lostoneman wounded. At niglitl was erdored to my posi* 
tion ill the brigade; the next morning marched for (loldsbormigh; 
arrived ali the present eamp in the evening of the next day. 

I cantiol) speak too highly of the lieliavlor of olllcers ami men; it is 
iiniioHsible to par(.ieularizo. All did nobly. For tlio brave dead it Is 
enough for mo (:o nay they died with their faees to the enemy.

About 9 a. 111 . I received orders from .ijeiit. Ool. (leorgo W. (irum- 
mond to move my company out and strengthou the skirmish Inmin our 
front. I complied with the orders us promptly as possible, throwing 
my men in along the line from right to left. I then passed iilong the 
entire length of tiio Hue and found three companies (jf tlio l.'ourteeiitli 
Michigan veteran Infantry, my company (D) making Mm loiu’tli. t 
had flnislied my inspcctiou of the lino and returned to 11m eeiiter oL 
tlio same wliou I received further ordei’S from Lieut. Ool. (roorgo VV. 
Grummoud to advance and, if po.ssiblc, .secjiro a position IVom which 1, 
could command the rebel works, and prevent liiin from (“.reetiug a new 
lino or strengthening those already oecupied, wlheh was imlicati'd by 
heavy chopping on his lolt. I moved forward as riijiidly iis possible 
and gained a position ft*om whicli I could coiumand a Him view of tlm 
enemy in their works. I immediately gave orders to keep up a brisk 
Are on their main line, and in a few moments they were comimlled to 
abandon their work and seek shelter behind their iutriiiichiiumts. 

Lieut. Cornelius Losey, commanding Company I, now rejiorUal to mii 
with orders to relievo Company 0. \ ordered him bo throw his iimii 
into line, at the same time ordering LieutonaubBinmiuls to draw oil' his 
company and report back to the roar. 

I had occupied this position about half an hour when I, reeeiviul 
orders from Lient. Col. George W. Grummond to advance imnnaliatcily; 
that he was coining with two regiments, the Fourteenth Michigan and. 
Sixteenth Illinois, to take the lino of works in my front. Some II vc*! or 
ton minutes previous to receiving this last order 1 Imd notiiKal that Mm 
firing in iny front had ceased almost entirely, and that tlm eiiimiy were 
inovingrapidlytotheirright,a»dIscut word to that elVectlo Lieutenant- 
Colonel Grummond. I moved iny lino forward a.s rapidly as possible 
and reached the works in time to see afow straggling rebels disapinsir in 
the woods and swamps. I moved over the works imd advancial into 
the woods about 300 yard.s and halted, awaiting Iiirtlier orders. 1 . was 
soon directed to swing my lino around to the loft and ineve on rapidly 
with my left resting on the works roeently occupied hy the enemy, with 
my right thrown back to jirotect my ilank. I had moved in this dircc,- 
tioii about ono-fourth of a mile, and struck tlio Goldsbovongh road, 
whore light skirmishing commenced, and UvS I advanccal incrcnsml rap- 
idly until it extended along my entire lino.

Captain: I have tlio honor to transmit tlio following report o(’ tlie 
operations of this command duritig- the campaign from Biivaniiah, Ga., 
to this place: 

The brigade loft Savannah on tlio 20tli of Jainmi y, lanng orgiinized 
as follows, viz: Thirty-fourth Illinois Yct-eran Volunteer Inl’antry, 
Oapt. Peter F. Walker coinmandlngj Seven ty-oightl» Illinois Volunteer 
Infantry, Lieut. Col. ]\r. P.. Vernon commanding; Nimh-y-oiglitli Ohio 
Volunteer Infantiy, Oapt. .1. K. Mcbaughlin coimnanding; One hundred 
and eighth Oliio volunteer Infantry, Mj\j. Fred. .Uoeic commiiiiding; (liui 
hundred and tiiirtoonth Oliio Volunteer Infmitry, Capt. '.rolaml Jones 
oomnuindiiigj One hundred and t\vcuty-nr.st Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 
Majj. A. B. lioblnson commanding. 

Tlio command arrived at Si.stcr’s Ferry on bho Savannah Itivor on the 
28tli of January, and tlioro remained in camp until the fith of l'\d)ruary, 
when it brought up the rear of tho corps in crossing thi< river, (;lie 
Thirty-fourth Illinois remaining on picket on blm west side and eovering 
the taking up of tho pim toon bridge. This regiment joined the coiniinuul 
by transport on the 7bh of February. Up to this ti'me Lieut. Col. .lohii 
S. Pearce, Mneby-eighth Ohio Volunteers, had been in command of the 
brigade, and on my resuming the command that olllccr returned to his 
regiment. February 8, left Sister’s Ferry at 7 n. in., inarching about 
twenty miles ; camped at Brighton Oross'Uoads. hhbruary 1), 10, li, ami 
12, marched in a nortlieru ilirccbion, passing blirough Barnwell 1 listrict, 
B. C. February 13, cros.sod Bouth Mdisto River and marehed live miles 
toward Columbia, camping near Dean’s Swamp. February il, cro.s.sed 
Jfortli Edisto, camping on First Creek. Ifebruary in, countor-marehed 
to Waters’ Ferry road; rebel cavalry made a diisli on tlie column, 
wounding 1 man and capturing 2. They approached our Ihiukers with- 
out being molested, as they wore wearing U. S.overcoats. February 10, 
arrived within two miles and a half of Columbia, h’ebruiiry 17, oro.SHca 
Saluda River on pontoon bridge at Loaphai't’s Ferry, camping on 
Broad River at Froshly’s Mills. At inidniglit eoinimmccd cros.sing tho 
Seventy-eiglith Illinois in two small boats. Befbrodayliglittho Bovonty- 
oighth Illinois and INincty-eiglith Ohio were flro»He<l in this tiRlioiis man- 
iier and had taken possession of tho bhiils on tlie south side of tlio 
river, thus securing tlio pormauont occupation of tho ferry for tho use

J>y o’clock tho brigade pimieorH 
and two companies of the One liundrcd and tliirtccnth ( Hiio llogiiiieiii', 
the whole under command of Captain Itankcr, Onohnndred and lAVonty- 
first Ohio YoUinteors, Imd comjilotod aiiue bridge across l-lio st, renin, so 
that the column was not delayed one hour by tlie dcstmctioii ol tin' old 
bridge. , , 

The extraordinary energy and ability displayiid by the olllcers and 
men who performed tliis work deserved and rimeiycd the lilghest <'oiii- 
ineiidatioiis of thoir .superiors. Many times during the camiaiigii I 
liavo been pleased M remark tho cheerful oiiduraime of any liarilsliips 
imposed on tho pioncer.s of tho brigade, under charge of Hoi'gt. .1. 0. 
Moats, Company F, I'hirty-fourtb Illinois Veteran Volunteers, iiiiu I 
desire hero to tender tlicm my cordial thanks for their most ('lllcienli 
services during tho protracted cam]mign. 

March ‘I, inarclied on Cberaw roiul to Great I’edee lllver. MiU'cli 5 
and (),rGnHiincd ill camp. March 7, crossed the river, tliis brigade again 
in rear, the One hundred and thirtoontli Ohio Volunteers covering the 
taking' up of tho pontoon bridge. March 8 and l),imule long marehes in 
an easterly direction. March 10, brigade was ordcriid in haste to go to 
the relief of Brevet Major-Ooncral Kilpatrick’s cavalry Ibrce, wliicli was 
moving on tho left /lank of tlio army. Eeached the general’s liead- ' 
(luarters to ibid tho attacking force repulsed. Itejoined the division at 
dark on the Fayottovilloplankroad at tho Fouvtocn-Mile I’ost, March 
11, reached Fayetteville, FT. C. March 12, crossed Cape h'ear Iliver. 
March 1.‘3, moved cann> to Lock’s Crook, four miles from town. Miii’ch, 
15, maroliiiig on Italoigh road; camped near Black B-iver. March Id, 
slight skirmish with the enemy. They wore driven from one and aban- 
doned a second lino ofworks, and just at dusk our sklrmishei's struck 
tlicir main lino. Camped for the night and built worics. March 17, tho 
enemy left tlioir position during the night, rotrouting on tlio Averasbor- 
ough road. Wo crossed Bhick Itivor, aiid at 9.30 ji. ni. roiichml camp 
beyond Mingo Creek. March 18, some skirmi.shing to-day. Mneiny 
has developed a small amount of artillery, but reti-cated on the ajipear- 
aiico of our main lines. 

March 19, this brigade was in tho advanoeof tho division. About 11 
a. m. tlie command was ordered to take position on tho right ol' tlie I'’irHt 
Division, Fourteenth Arjiiy Corps, which was posted on tlie main 
Goldsborougli road, one-half on tho loft and one-iiaH’ on the rigid; of 
that road, extending the line of that division. In roiiching the iiosi- 
tiou designated we passed through a. swamp, and in advancing a skir- 
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inisli lijtti another swainj) was fouiid. Whon this briftiulo moved into 
position the troops of tho First Division w'oro biiildinft’ lo^ breast- 
works, and I ordered botli lines of iny coiiitinuid to slieltor tlioinsolvos 
in like manner. 

The lines Avere formed with the Soveiity-oiglitli Illinois Jlogimenl; ns 
skirmishers, and Ninety-eighth, One liundred and eighth, and One 
hniulred and thirteenth Olilo Uegimeuts, posted from loft to right, a.s 
aboA^e stated, in tlie front lino, and Tliirfcy-foiirth Illinois and. One Imn- 
dred «and twe.nty-hrst Ohio Kegiments in the imr lino, J U^avy slcir- 
niisliing’ was kept np in oxir front and heavy Aring to the far left and 
front. About li p. m. the brigade of the First Division, on Avliieb the 
left of my eominaiid rested, eomineiicod a rapid and disorganiztid retrtisit 
tlirongli ]ny lines. It was impo.s.sil)lo to gather any de/lnito informa- 
tion from them 5 all thafcAvas knoAviiwaa that the troops on their left 
had given way and the eiieinyhad turned their Jlank. As tliia eoni- 
maiid was moving Avithout instructions I ordered tlie eoininiinding 
otllcers of the Twenty-Arst Wisconsin Infantry and Seventy-niiitli 
Pennsylvanui to form lino across and covering my left Hank until I 
could eommunicate Avith my <livislon cotumandcr. At tlie same tiriin 1 
ordered the left regiment of my rear line, Thirty-fourth Jliinois, to 
cliaugo the front of their Avork.s forward on their left company, iiml tlie 
loft of tiio Ninety-eighth Ohio to refuse the left of their works until 
they should join those of thoThirty-fourtli Illinois, Just ordered to be 
changed. The brigade then Avas fortlUcd on two siilcs of a siiuare and 
in eucli side Avere liosted three regimen t.s.- Two rc-giments of the First 
Division, as above mentioned, prolonged the new work of tiu^ 'I’hirty- 
fourth Illinois lleginieivt. The One hniulred and I.AV(mt 3 'dlj‘Ht<>lHO was 
now ordered to eo’ntimio the i)roloiigation of this refused lino. Fvery 
axman ia the brigade had boon ordered to assi.st in e()nij>lofiing this 
new Avork, aad in loss tlian half un hour from the time ilAvasconi- 
inonced our akirniisherH Avero driven in and a strong -lino of battle 
opened Avo upon both fronts of our Avorka, making the most vigorous 
attnolc at the angle formed by the iintin linoAvitli the refnsod liiie alxive 
mentioned. The enemy's position at this iioint gave tluiin an onAhul- 
ing lire doAvn both of my linos. 'IMicy Avoro driven lumlc, luiwovor, 
Avith serious loss oxeei)tby the two regiments of tho b'irst Division, 
Avho, having inferior protection, were compidled to retire, thusexiios- 
ing the Oiio hundred and twoidy-Ar.st Ohi<i in sueli manner that it was 
compelled to retreat to the First brigade of this division, Avhieh avus 
po.stod oil the riglit of my tMuninand. Through theopeningthiisibrmed 
that part of the rebel lino not ropiiksod SAVung, and the ciieiny Avlio 
but a fcAv minutes before avus in our front now Avas direc.tly in our 
roar. This brigade at once jumped over their fortilhiatioiis and killed 
or captured all of the enemy AAdio appeared in our Into I'eiir. A largo 
proportion of the body that thus poiiotratcd our wovlxs Avore subso- 
qucnfcly captured by the First Brigade. Beviiral aktompts Avorn .sub.so- 
quently made to rally the enemy to anoklior bold attack, but ciuili avus 
repulsed by our skirmisli line. 

The lo.ss of my cominaiut avus very largo, when our jiosition, fighting 
behind AA^ork.s, is considered. The aggregate loss is 100, only 8 of Avhoni 
are missing. 

I call your atten tion to the Bplomlkl eonduofc of bokh ofllcors and men 
Avitli the liighcst pride. Wlieii tlio history of the engageinont slnill bo 
fully Avritten the noble i>arfc omwited by tlioso men Avill receive its duo 
rcAvard. 1 believe they li(3ld the key-jiointof the batf:lo-Aold on tliis 
day under oircumstances such as fOAV other soldiers Avould have done, 
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Oil themoi'nmg of tho 20tli the First Ih-iffado advaiKU'.d two ro^’i- 
nieiits and found the rebel works evacuated. Tliis bi'ij»'ad<‘, tluni iiiovcid 
forward and formed new lino parallel with the Goldsboron/^h road, 
connecting' on the right with the First inrlgadeandon the left with tlie 
Third Division, Fourteenth Army Corps. Maridi 2l,r(‘.be]H advaiiciMl 
strong line and drove our skirmishers from and burned a house from 
which our skirmishers wore annoying their linos. March 22, at day- 
light this morning found the oneiny had evacuated tlioir works, retrinit- 
iiig toward Raleigh. IMarch 23, inarched through (johlsborough and 
cameled near the VVeldon railroad, one mile from town, wliore the cam- 
paign wa.s announced as ended. 

For the important part taken by each regiment in all ( he niiimi;ia of 
the campaign I re.spcctfnlly refer to the reports of roginiental com- 
manders herewith sent. 

In closing my report I feel it my duty to refoi- once more, to tin', Iiigh 
soldierly qualities which have hccii exhibited by the ol'licors ainl men 
throughout the long weary march of 500 miles. 1 never heard a com- 
plaint uttered, no matter how bitter the hardship whiidi had to bo 
borne. 

To the I'ogimontal coinmanders and tliclr subordiiiate ollic.ers my 
warmest tlianks are duo for their uniform and entire co operalJon in 
every respect. To Lieut. Col. .lohn S. Pearce, wlio was seriously 
wounded on the 10th, I wish to expiuss my appi'cclation oi’ the (ifliciuiit 
innniior in wiiicli lie discharged the duties of brigade commander dur- 
ing iny absence. 

To the members of my staff lam more indebted on this campaign 
than ever before, and for tlieir energy and zeal wisli to make this pub- 
lie commendation of them: Capt. James S. AVilson, assistant n(l,ju- 
tant-gonoral; Capt. W. 0. Robiii.son, assistant inspector-general | (iapi:. 
R.G. Lewis, provost-marshal; Maj. T. R. Williams, surgcon-in-cliief; 
Capt. Joseph Swisher, acting a8.sistaiit qiiartormaster; In’ont, John 
Blotter, aide-de-camp, and Lieut. O. M. Scott, orilnatmo olllcor, 

Capt. AV. 0. Robinson was slightly wounded In tlie head during the 
eiigagoinent of the 10th instant, and Lieut.

driven back. Owing, asI.siip}ioac, to a break in onr lines to the left of 
my regiment, some force of the rebels had penetrated our lines in tluit 
direction and there was a scattering lire in our rear, so ibiii- it was at 
one time necessary to jump to the opposite side of the works for iiro- 
tectioii. Tliooasiialties in the regiment in this action were: 7 killed, 
22 woiiiuled, and 4 missing.

Captain: In compliance Avith orders I have the honor to Hni)mit the 
folloAving report, shoAving tlie operations of tho Hev(mty*eiglilJi .Illinois 
A^olnntoer Infantry for and during the campaign from Bavannah, (la,, 
coinnioncing January 20, ISlif), and tormimibing with tlie ocmipation of 
Goldsborongh, N. 0., March 2d, 1805: 

The rogiih(jiit broke camp at Savannah, (>a., on tho 20th oi January, 
1805, Sixteen. coininissioiUMl olllccrs and 305 enlisted men moved. Avith 
the division up tho Avest side of Savannah Itiver to Bisler’.s Ferry. 
After several days’ delay, occaaiomnl by high Avabw, tho ])oiitoon was 
put doAvn, and tho regiment, Avitli the brigade, crossed into South 
Carolina,

Stii: In coniplianee witli your eireular, bearing date Mareh 2(1, ISlIfi, 
I have thohonor to submit tbo following report of tlio part thoNiiiety- 
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cif’litli Oliio Volmitoer Intaiitry took in tlic lato osiinpai^n, wliicli 
conimenceii sil; Savaiiiisih, Ga., January 20, ISCi.'), and torininated so 
suoof^ssCiillv id. this plac-o March 24, 1805- 

Oil tlid 2i)tli of .laiiuary wo iiiaruliod from Savaimali to (jliortiRoo 
IJill a distance of nine inilos. Owing to bad weather wo rcniaiiiod 
lioi'c! until the morning of January 24, when wo again resuiiiod our 
niiiroh toward Sister’s Kerry, Ga., arriving tlicro on the 2Stli ot dan- 
navy. Tlius far nothing interest occurred. 1 would hero state that 
the health of the regiment was much improved, not more than live 
reported sick eiieli day. While at Savannah wc have had as many as 
lilteeii excused fn>m <hity. , . « 

Wo remained in eamp at Sister’s Ferry, (rsi., until the evening ot 
Fehrnary o, when the reghnent, with the remainder of tlie brigade, 
(‘vossimI the Savannah Fiver into South Carolina ami encamped iimir 
the i'erry. I'hom the 28th of January to .February 5 vm fiiriiished 
our pro])ortioii of men for fatigue and picket duty. Wliile cncaniped 
at tlie ferry the regiment procured some forage, siicli as beaus, iresh 
meat, siuuil (piantitiesof Hour and corn meal. Tlio regiment procured 

BuOlcient forage in tlio country forall the auimalHiutiiercgimont. From 

Pobriuivy to the morning of February 8tho rogiincnt reinainod in the 
same camp as llrst occupied on the night of Htli. While lioro the regi- 
luoiit was partially supplied with clothing, rorinisitioji 

that had proviou.sly been niado|iYas] not more than tivo-thirils Idled, 
eonseiiuently the men are in jkioi* plight at prc.sent for duty or military 
appearance. Some of them are snlTerhig for shoo.s, socks, and pants. 
On the niorning of h'ebruary 8 Lieuteuant-Ooloiiol Peareo assumed 
eomiuand of the regiment., having been relieved from tlio command of 
thebrigadeby (hcrcturnof (tenoral John (1. Mitchell. From February 
8 nntirtlio present time llio regiment has done its proportion of duty 
with tlie remainder of the brigade. During the camimign wo goiierally 
had sulllcient (ielayiMl at Catawba IMvcr in eonseinioime of bad 
weather and iieavy roads. While tliere wo did not sillier much. 
Althougli tlioregimeut was entirely out of ratioiivS for twenty-four hours, 
yet I lieard not a murmur or complaiub from a single man; every man 
seemed willing to endure any hardship that juighli occur in order that 
the campaign might he a grand success and not a miserable I’ailure. 

From Marcli 7 to the termination of the campaign our foraging party 
has been quite snccessfnl, having at all times furnished an abuiuUiiice 
of moat and tolerable good (juanl.itics of meal by taking possession of 
mills and procuring corn along the route, which was ground and 
issued to the men. The Ibrngiiig party at Hrafc consisted of ono-liftli of 
the ooinmaiul, but after ci’ossiiig JSroad Fiver the greater iiortion of 
tlie detail returned to the command. From this time there were bur. 
twenty foragers (these wore mounted), two of which wore captured. 
Two men are missing; they left camp on the 7th instant without 
authority. I liavo not the least doubt that they straggled from the 
coiinnand and were picked up by the enemy’s cavalry. Koue were 
killed or wounded until the lOth instant. 

Tlio part taken by the regiment on that memorable Sabbath is 
known to the general commanding, he being an eye witness of the entire 
engagement. It is my opinion that had the Thirty-fourth Illinois Vet- 
eran Volunteer Infantry and the Finety-eighth Oliio Volunteer Infan- 
try become panic-stricken ox been coraiielled to leave their v'orks the

All wo want is a few days’ rest and new clotlios, and I liave no doubt 
tluit the res'inieiit for its jiinnhcrs will be as jdlic/icnt as it has boon at 
any ])revious time.

Jloro tlio voginiont lay in oainj) until tlio 5th of Fobrnary, waiting 
tlio iall of tho Wa.va.nnah Kivor, and tho ooustruotion of a bi'idgo, cor- 
duroy, «Sio, On tlio ovoning ol'tho Hth tlio rogimont crossed into Bontli 
(laTolina, niaroliing about four miles, and onoam])od. Lay in camp, 
rationing', rnlittiiig, v'io., until tho Sth, when wo moved forward in a 
noj'tlioast(‘rly dirootion, passing through Ihirnwtd! (’oiirt-Ilonso on tho 
.1 1 til and Wllliston on tho I2th. On tho L'5th crossod tho Hon tli Fork of 
tho I'klisto LMvor, and on tin*- bUh ovoss(‘d tho North I^'orlc of tho !Fdisto 
at Horsey’s Jlridgo. :i5th, marched attlio head of the division and had 
a skirmish with tho ononiy and took ono prisoner. Fussing Uiroiigli 
Lexington (Jourt-l louso Jdth, marchod to within ihveo miles of Colum- 
bia aiul thim oounterimiri'.hed uii tho Saluda. Itivor to within about 

thi'oo miles of Jforry. :i.7tli, erossod tho Salmla and marohod to 

and oiieainpod on Frond .Uivor. (lot up tho regiment at d a. m. and 
ferried it over .Broad Itivor at .Froshly’s F'erry (tho Sovonty-oightli Illi- 
nois in advnn('o) and wont into oamp as advance guard. IDth, assisted 
ill tearing up and de-stroying about four iniletHof tho (iroonvillo and 
Soutli Carolimi Ibiilroad. 20th, marohod to iattlo .Hivin’, 21.st, crossod 
■(httlo Fiver and oiicamiiod six miles north west of Winiisborougii. 22d, 
marched to Wate.reo Moothig-I loasi'. 2.'hl, nnirehed as roar guard and 
did not got into cant)) until 5 a. m. on tho 2<lth. 2‘i:(;lt, cros.se.d tlio 
(Jatawba Fiver on poniooii bridge at tho sa.mo plaoo whore. Ijord Corii- 
Avallis ci'os.sod it in the JtovolMtionary War^ anil went into camp. 
Tilly ill camp until the 2rttli waiting the crossing of tlie balance of tho 
corps, and then imirolicd four miles and onoamiiod. 

March 1, marched as rear guard, ami 2d, marched acro.ss Sniekor’s 
Crock atjMoMauns’ Bridge, .’hi, inarehed toMaintC'lair’s Bridgoacroas 
Thonipsoii’.s Crook. 4th, marohiMl into North (.hirolimi and came liack 
into HontlrChii'olinaaiid eneamjiod on thoCroat .Fed eo Fiver, two miles 
below Hnoedsborongh. .In camp until tho HtU waiting tlie cimsing of 
the eoi'iiH ami was tlie last regiment over, erimslng at :l2.d0 a. m., and 
going into earn]) until 8 a. in., still mareliing as roar guard and getting 
into ctuiip at T1 p. in., making twonty-Jlvo miles. Otli, erossed .Drown- 
ing (Jreek. lOtli, marched to the relief of .Kilpatrick, wlio liad been 
attacked and repulsed by .llainxiton’s cavalry, bub rallied ami ropnlsed 
them before our arrival. T ltli, marched to Fayetteville, which was 
already in the xiosseBsloii of the First Division, and aro encainjiod two 
miles west of town. T2th, niavclied through Fayetteville; crossed (;he 
Capo Fear Jlivor and eneani]ied. .l.’ltli, moved camp a mile ui) tlio 
river. 14th. hi same camx». Tfith, marched on tlio plank road toward 
Faleigli. l()|.h, marcheil at 0 a. m. in advance of corps and division 
and came up to where the Twontieth Ooi'iis was engaged in a light, 
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and went in on their loft, our brigade relieving one of theirH. Wo 
sliovcd tlicin rapidly back, bad a brisk skiriuisli, and drove tliom from 
one line of works into their main line, throwing up hasty work.s for tlio 
night close up to their main lino. Next morning they were gone. Jjoss 
of the regiment, one man killed. 17th, crossed lllack Kiver aiul two 
other wide and inarsliy streams. IStli, marched at n,3() a. ni. t)ai' 
foragers met the ei»emy and were driven hack. This regiment in com- 
pany with its brigade and division was formed in order of battle and 
advanced, driving the enemy, with slight skirmisliing, some two miles, 
and went into camp for the night. 19th, inandied at abont 7 a. in,, 
Second Brigade in advance of oiir division. The First Division met 
the enemy and engaged him oai'ly about five miles out. Weeaine up 
and went into line on the right about 11 a. m. and threw up liasty ibri.i • 
ficatioiis of logs and anything that could be got liohl of for turning 
bullets. Heanwhilo the battle waged llcrcidy on onr left. At last the 
First Division gave way and was sUovcilbaek until the defensive hue 
on our left stood almost at right angles to ours, and a part of it was 
broken and the enemy (about one lirigado) rusliod through. At tins 
time the enemy cliarged our front, ami after a stern resistance were 
driven back. But botbro tbe firing had cntii’ely ceased in our front wo 
wore attacked in the I'oai* by the party who had broken our lini^s to tlio 
left, and wo had to liastily mount over our works to flglit tliein, chang- 
ing front to rear. But a tow volleys from the lino in. onr roar soon 
siloiiced them, and our part of tlio day’s action was over. Loss, f5 
wounded; 1 mortally 2bth, found tliat the enemy had fallen back 
during tlio night. Advanited our lines ami tlio brigade liad some pretty 
sliarp skirmishing, but this regiment was not engaged. 21st, laid in 
same place, stroiigthcning our lines. The Fil'tconth and Sovonteonth 
Corps came up on our right and in the morning tlio enemy was gone. 
22d, finding the oucniy gone from onr front, wo marelieil for (lolds- 
borougii and encamped at niglit on the Neuso River. 2;)d, marcluid as 
rear guard of our coips, crossing the Little River at Cox’s Bridge, and 
making Gohlsborough at sundown, passing General yherniaii’s lioiid- 
quarters in order of I'eview. *

Report of May. Aaron li. RoUnmi, One hundred and twaniy-jlvHt Ohio 
infantry, of operaiions January HO-March 

Headquantebs 121st Ohio Volunt-weii Infantry, 
Ooldsborouyh, R'. 0., Mareh lid, 

Captain: In compliance with circular of this date I have the honor 
of submitting the following report of the One hundred and tweiity-flrst 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry for the campaign from Savannah, Ga., to 
Goldsborougli, N. 0,: 

On the morning oi: the 20tli of January, 18G5, the regiment struck 
tents and broke up their camp in the vicinity of Savannah and com.

KWiuiipy region was alinoRt impUHHabli) and tlio rain ol’ tliiit and tho 
lujxl; thi'fio dayH mado ir. qnilo so, oauaiiitf a delay al; (dial; point ol' I'our 
(lays. On tlio ^HUi wo rosiunod tbo niavcli at 7 a. in. and went about 
oifi'litecn miles. Ou the 2nth m'O ooutiiiiicd tlio niareli at 7 a. in., our 
Iniji'ado having in (duii’go tho division train, and with gi-ent dillienlty 
iiiailo only about six miles through oxtonsivo Kwainp.s, and bivoiiaeked 
near Springlield, (ia., where wo ibiind tho Third Oivlaion, Poiii'leonth 
A rmy Oorp.s. On the 27th tho maroh was rosunied at 7 a. in. tliroiigh 
swailqis, tho troojis wading tlio high Avators of ICbonoxcir Itiver v iii.st- 
doo]) on a very eold day and. advaiiood only about six iiiile.s. Samuel 
0. Nelson, of (.lompany i.), had his foot badly injured by a wagon wlieel 
running' over it while wading tho river anil wa.s sent to hosiiital. ()n 
tho 2Stli rosnmed tho maroh at S a, m. and advaneod about live miles, 
arriving at Bister’s h’ervy about 1 1. a. ni., and wont into eamp. 

Wo remained tboriA until tlio htli of Kobniary, employed in tbo mean- 
time in unloading transports and constrneting a road aeross tlie river 
and adjaeoiit swiimp. On tho evening of the. htli wo erossed Savannah 
Jvivor ou a [lontoon bridge and inarelied about two miles. On the 0th 
and 7th our division romainod at tho feiTy for sapplios, Avhilo the bal- 
aneo of tho 1/ef’tVViug ]jroeoed<‘d toward llraiieliville, S. (’, On tho 
Htli Ave marehed at 7 a. m. and went about Imi miles, and bivoiiaeked at 
ilrighton. Wo resumed tho march on tho htli and Avent about twenty 
miles, eampiiig at ,! )ry (bill Ki vcr. On the iOth avo resnmed tho mareli 
at 7 a. 111 . and Avont twenty-two miles. Wo marched (_>n tho I'l th at 0. Ill) 
a. in., nud avovo delayed i>y tho h’irst Division orossing oiir roiul, and 
advaneod only aliout twelve miles, passing through llarnwell ahmit I) 
p. in. Ou tho 12tli marohod at (1.110 a. in.; cross(?d tho railroml at Wil-^ 
llchsvillo IWilliston] and Avont to South hklisl.o IvMver, a. disiaiiee of 
sixteen iniios. Tho TAvontiotli Oorps hud dostroymi the railroad in 
tiio vieinity of Williohsvillo jWillist<m|, and tho .h’lrst and Third, 
Divisions, of h’ourteontli Oorps, wmit in the diiTution of Aiken to 
support our cavalry and destroy the railroad, wliilo our division took 
charge of the entire corps train. On the lllth wo marched a-t 7 a. m., 
(U'osscd tho Bouth lOdisto J.iivcr and camped by tlio North hldisto, 
a distaiieo of six miles, Avhe.ro tho First and Third Divisions rejoined 
ns and the train was left witli tho Third Division. On tlm lltiiAve 
mareiied eighUicn inih?s, e.rossiiig tho North hklisto, On the IHth 
Avo immdnul at 7.110 a. m. and wont about olghteon miles and eauquid 
near Lexington. A brigadii of Wlnudor’s cavalry hovered utioii our 
lianlc and skirmi.shctl Avith n.s during the day and severely Avonnded 
Oeorgo Mnicclor, of Ooinpany h’. On tho lOtU avo resumed the maveh^ 
at d a. m., pa.sslng throngli Lexington, and Aveiib within view of 
Oolumbia and found tbo bridge, across tho Buluda lliver burned. Wo 
then turned bae.k and boro to the loft up tho river and bivonaeked 
111)011 its banks, having mare/hed about sixtoon miles. Ou tlio 17th 
AVO marched at d a. in. and Avoiit about sixtoon miles, crossing Haluda 
lliver and camping on the banks of llroad lliver. I'oluinbiii snr- 
roinicrod at 8 a. in. and the h’lftocnth and Hovouteenth Oorps entered 
tho city. Ou tho I.Hth avo cvo.ssod llroad lliver at H a, in. on a llivt-boat, 
the Beeoiid ami tl.'hinl llrigados orossing in that manner. Tliopontoou 
was not coiiiploled until after midnight following. Wo throw up a bar- 
ricade of logs to protect ns against a tliroatoned attack of the enemy. 
On the l.{)th luarchcd about live miUis and camped, and. the regiment 
destroyed about ono-third of a juilo of railroad loading from Oolumbia

The .bight Wing of the army campcil nmu' hh that niglH . nn 
the 23d we, marched at 7 a. m. and went ciglit miles, and caiiiped ny 
the Catawba Itiver, passing the Kirst and Third Divisions in I he oven- 
ing. On the 24tli we marclied at 10 a. in. and crossed l lie < ‘'ala wl)ii on 
a pontoon bridge and went two miles, and being able to get but :i sniall 
portion of onr train np the steej) hill and across tlie, miry roads we 
went into camp. The roads were awful and there was <uml innal rani. 
On the 2ntb wo continued oui‘ labor to hring iiji the ti’aiii, and siie,- 

ceeded in getting the train of one ilivi.sloii across. ()n Ihe iiiglitol the 

S.'jtli the high water broke our bridge and wo remained in iiaiiip on tlu' 
2(ith ami 27th. 'I'lio bridge was relaid and the train cro.ssed diii’ing 
tlio night and morning of the 2.Stli, and wo marclied at 1 1. a. in. and 
wont live miles, oacli division now taking charge of its own irain. 

On the 1st of March wo marclied at (1 a. m. and went twimfjy iiiili'-s. 
On tlio 2d wo marched at 0 a. in. and went twelve miles and camped 
on Lyncli’s Greek, (.in the 3d resumed the march at II a. in. and wmdi 
oightoen miles and camped by Thoinp.son’s (‘reek, 'flie rebel cavalry 
hovered upon our loft Dank and harassed onr foragers; tliree of tlie 
rogiinoitt were eav»tiircd wliile foraging (see list hereiiido atineliiMl). 
On the 4tli wo continued the march at (I a. m. and went I'ourteen miles 
to tho Cfi’eiit J.’odoe llivcr and camiiod noiir Siieedsborough. 'I’lie 'I’wen- 
tietli Oia’pa met ns at this point while tho Itlght Wing <-ro.Mse,(l nl; (Ihe- 
raw. On tho f>tli and (Ith wo remained in camp, the iioiiiooii bi'idge 
acros.s tho I’ivci* having broken and delayed onr crossing. On the 7th 
wo crossed tho river in tho evening, our brigade, in I'harge of tin' divis- 
ion train, being tho last to cros.s. On the .Stii wo resniiie.d the mai'cli at 
0 a. m. and went twenty two miles, crossing the »Slate line into Noi th 

Carolina. On tho hth we continued the mareh at 7 a. went 

twenty-one miles. On tho lOtli wo marched at 7 a. in.; hiawy (Iriiig 
was heard on onr left, and in a short time onr brigade was ordered to 
tho relief of General Jviljiatrick, udio luid been attacked in hisi^aini). 
We marclied briskly and in little over an hour reached the scene of 
action, but found the enemy had been ropnlsed with sm’m'e loss, and 
ourcavaliyin quiet possession of the Held. Intheeveiiiiig wi' returned 
to the road and advanced ten miles, making a distance of twimly mile.s 

in all. prisoner belonging to the -North Oaroliiia Ibyimmit 

was captured by the regiment that day. On the 1 1 th wi^ mai'che.d at 
10 a. m. and went ton miles and encamped near .h'ayi'tjin'ilh', N. ()., I he. 
First and Third Divi.sions entering the town. On tins evening of (,lie 
12tli we marched through Fayetteville and cros.sed tlnGJapo b’eiir Itivei- 
on pontoon bridge and cainped, having mai'ched about tlire.ii mih^s. 
Noth wings of tho army crossed tlie river at that point and wo reimuiuMi 
in camp on the 13th and Idth, awaiting supplies by tliii river. On tlio 
14tli a prisoner belonging to the Fir.st South Carolina Artillery was 
brought iu by one of onr foragers. On the lath we resumed the niiii'e.h 
at 9 a. in. on the Raleigh road, and wont about twelvi^ miles and campeil 

]]Gar Oreelc; the First Division and two divisions of the 'rwen- 

tietli Corps aocoinpanicd us, while the . Right WIngadvaimeil on a road

tlic l(ll;li w'o, niarctKid a(; 7 a. in.; soon artillery llnn}>- coiminniciMl in our 
]i'()n(.; allcr iKlvnncing;' about lour mibis our bi'ii^iub^ was IbriiKMl on Uio 
IcI't oF tlio '.rwcntictii Corps in throe, linos, the Cue liundrc.d and twonty- 
ih'st and tlio One linndrod and thirl eon tli (briuinjr the Frontline, the One 
hundred and (Avonty-llrst on tlio ri^ht Joining*' <loneriil Ward’s division, 
oF tlio '.l’\v(nitioth Corps. Two Companies, j> and K, oF the One Imii- 
dr<Ml and twcnty-lirst, wore sent Forward as skh-tnisliors. d’lie (aieiny 
had constructed two lines of rortinoations, the second and main lino 
e.rossin^' our road at (ho junction of the Italeigk and GoldMl)oron/>'k 
j‘oad,nnd cFFectnally eominandinj;’ tho road, and thoywe.ro ])roteeted 
on iilui ri^-'lit Hank by tlui Cape lAaii' River; these works were fxjcnjjied 
by (ie.iua’al Hardee’s corps. The Twentieth Corps haviiif*-beeji maiTli- 
iiif? in our Irrmt had e.liarf‘ed the lirst lino ami carried it, capburintf Four 
l)ie(JOS oFartilhiiy before our brlf*-ade arrived tipon the lino. About 111 
m, \:is advuii(‘(Kl ninm the s(‘,e.ond bin*/ and presse,d close, to tlieir works, 
driviiij;' in t heir skirmif her.s, and there, within 200 yards of their earth- 
works, threw up a prol.e,ction of lojfs ami awaited orders. The enemy 
had. a sead ion of :i battery (two pieces; in our immodiat(\ front. In tlio 
oyeniiij.'' we hud orders to remain in that position for the iii^lit. The 
ini.''ht was cold, wet, and very disa}(reca.ble, and the me.n laid upon their 
arins. In tlie niorniiii^ it was found the enemy had ovacnated during' 
the niglit; tlieir last slcivmisii fnjng ceased alamt fi a. m. The casual- 
ties of Hie One liundred ami ( \vonty-iir.ston the lOth wore si.'c wounded 
(sec list hereuiiU) attaehe<l). 

On the 17tli wo resnmed the mandi at .S a., m., talcing the (lolds- 
borougii road, wliile the rebels retreated upon the .Raleigli road, onv 
division taking the advance. We advanecd about twelve miles and 

camped near Creek. On tlie I.Hth w«5 martdied at 5 a. in. and 

went about ten miles, when we met o|)po.sll.jon from a brigade of rebei 
cavalry with aseetion of artillery. Twobriga(l<5.sofoni.'(Uvisien I'onned 
in two lines, our briga<le on the left and the One luiiidred and twenty- 
Jli'St on the left of the sciamd line. .In thi.s form we lulvanciul iijmii 
their imsiUou and theemmiy retreated. We tinm went into ca.in|) aiiiL 
remained over night to give the rear time to close up, .lehn Wallace, 
(.Joiiipaiiy II, a pioneer, was captured while foraging. On tliemevning 
of the :l!)tli tli(i Hirst I H vision ])asseil ns and wemarclied at S a. m. and 
went about live miles. About 1> a. m. artillery firing was heard in 
front, and as we advanced musketry could also be distinguished. Tlio 
h'irst Division Formed upon the h'.ft of the road and tlie Kceoiid iipeu 
the right. Our brigade had the advaneo aiul iinntediately formed in 
the following order: The »Seveii by -eighth Illinois in advanee as skir- 
mishers; the One liundred ami tliivteeiitli Ohio on the right of the front 
.line; the One iiundred and eighth Ohio in tlie eenter, and the Kiuety- 
eighth Oliio on the left of the front ..line; the One liundred and twenty- 
ilrst Ohio on thescMiond linoinnnediately in the rear of theOneluunU'ed 
and tldrteentli, nud the Thirty-fourth Illinois in the rear of the Ninety- 
eighth Oliio. In tliis sliajm we advaneed, obliipiing to tlio riglit until 
the skirmish line engageil the enemy’s skirmishor.s, and by a spirited 
eliarge ilrove them insiib^ their works and came near carrying the works, 
but in turn wer<\ compelled to retire. Our main liuehaving closed well 
nj) with the .skirinisliers, and the onomy’s position having been ascer- 
tained, eaeli regiment eonstrueted works by throwing up logs upon 
their respective lines. The l''irstHrigade joined in a similar manner on 
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oiir riglit, while the Third was held in reserve, immediately iu our rear 
Our works faced the enemy’s and were nearly panillel with tlutm, iiio 
right a little refused. This accomplished, we lay iu compariitivo (luiot 
an hour or more, when the firingupon onr left began [;o imwease iit 
about 2 p. m. In about Imlf an hour the Third brigade was sent hi>^« tdy 
to meet what was now ascertained to bo the advancing colnmiis ol. the 
enemy, whlcli. had broken the lines of the First Division and were now 
threatening our left tlank. In a few minutes (xoncral Morgan (irdered 
me to move the One Jiundred and twcnty-llrst »mo regimental Irontto 
the left, refusing the left, which was immediately done, and the regD 
meiit went hastily to work throwing \ip a breast work of logs in this 
new position, while tlie First Brigade moved one regiment into the 
works just abandoned by ns. 

In the meantime the firing increased along the whole line and Avas 
advancing alarmingly upon onr loft flank, making it ovidmiu our left 
had given back. In a few minutes now I received an order from (leii- 
eral Mitchell to advance the regiment until wt' reached the Thirty- 
fourth Illinois, and to form upon thoir loft, which in the meantime had 
changed front and now formed a lino at nearly right angles with the 
ori^'iual front line, thoir riglitjoiniiig upon tlio loft of the Ninety-eighth 
Ohio, and had thrown up works in that now position. I was told tinit 
if I found a rogimont already formed upon tho loft of the T’hirty-lourtii 
to move still to the left and take iiosilJou upon an extension of that 
line. I did And, not only one Imt at least two regiments {the 'Twenty- 
first Wisconsin and Thirty-eighth Indiana, of the First .Divisjon) upon 
tho loft of the Thirty-fourth upon an extension of thoir lino, except that 
tho left of each wasreftised, and 1 moved the Onolimidrcd ami twenty- 
first until wo formed upon tho left of those. All this was done In a 
swamp covered witli water and thickly overgrown with niidorwoodand 
brambles as well as larger trees, and under acontinual Are, whicli was 
growing hotter every minute. Before we got in position tho enemy were 
cliscovered moving by their right flank within 200 yards in a dircujtlou 
nearly parallel with our Hue, iu such it manner, however, as to expose 
our left flank to continual danger. Such, however, was 1;h(i Hiinilarity 
in appearance of their uniform to thedusty, tlircadbare, and radod uni- 
form of our owii troops, added to the repeated as-surniKso that we still 
had troops iu that direction, as left a doubt in my mind wIkAIku’ they 
were not our own troops, and I ordered the men to lay dewm, rt^sei’ving 
their fire. In this emergency, as the enemy were still moving rapidly 
to our left flank, I sent Lieut. James Ball, of Company (I, wi tli six iiieii 
of his company to reconnoiter our loft, to watch thoir luovcmientH and 
ascertain to a certainty who they wore and to prevent a surprise to our 
regiment from that direction. In a few iniuutos I liwiaimi tlierenghly 
satisfied who they were, as I saw thoir colors emerging from tlie briisli, 
and I ordered the men to Are, which was quickly returned. Tlie lire 
was now kept up for about fifteen miiuitos ivitli great ebstimujy, tlie 
enemy slowly advancing and we holding our ground. In the meantime 
Lieutenant Ball found them closing in upon our left and tlie Are upon 
our right became a perfect tempest and was appreaeliing, when it was 
cliscovered that tho line upon our right was broken and falling Iniek in 
disorder. To remain longer in that position would have been mad- 
ness, and wo fell back about 400 yards. The enemy, apparently inore 
iuteiit to close in upon what seemed to bo the main force, and ik) doubt 
now flattering themselves with the idea that one more blow would coiii- 
pleto their victory, allowed us to reform our regiment wliile tliey

]i!id uli'oady been rninilscil, und I tlioiu to the right, into the 

works wlK'.vn tlie First Urigndo worn ro{brmiiig, and reported to Gen- 
oral Vandoviu'. In a low mimitoM I saw IdeuttMunit Seott, brigade 
ordnaiieii olllitiw, wiio told mo tho Socoiul Ihdgatlc were still in their 
ohl iHisition, and I iniinodlaloly roporl :»‘4 with what men I had to Goii- 
oral Mitolioll, and ho nsslgm^d us (o a niw position on tho left of tho 
Tldi'ty-I'ourMi Illinois, iMdiiiid (ho works aliandoned by the Twonty-tirst 
Wisootisiii. In the ln^!antilm^ Iho imhuico of tho rogimont wore formed 
by Giiphiiii Ihinning, who was assisllng mo in tho command of the 
roginu'iit, and liy Adjutant bowis, ami by tlic direction of Captain 
(irarij, divisinii (irovost-marshal, ho r,ondnoto<l them toward the train 
iiiid I’l'iiorbal to <Jotomd M«M\lahaii,<'.oimnjUKllng|ThirdJ llrigado, of the 
First hiviHion, l''our(oonlh ( 5 orps,aiid by that means became separated 
iVoni us the balanoo of tlioday. About tho lime of the repulse by tho 
hhrst and Hiaanid Urigadcs, Iho First Division and the Twentieth 
dorps, wIiliF iilsi) had givou away at llrst, rallied their troops and 
foiiglil; with torrilhs fury until about simsot, when tlie llring subsided 
anil (ho enoiiiy worn ovi(lon(;ly ropulsod at all points. 

'During thi.s last poriod thorn was comparativo qniot in our front. 
At (liu'lf, liowovor, our sontliio.ls ran in tidlhig mo that the enemy were 
coining and wori^ vm‘y near us. I‘’<ai.ring that «omo of our troops might 
luivo bocoitio bowihb’.rcd ami worii coming ii», 1 ordered the men not to 
lire, but to lay <do.se to tlinir works ami ( nliallongod tho enemy. They 
worn plainly to iin Slum not thirty pac.ns from ms, picking tlieir way 
through (he swamp, and apparniitly rornuiig lino in our front, imcon- 
Hcious ofoui' position. After some parleying I succeeded in gottingone 
to come in, a- linutmmnt, ami when he .saw who wo were ho surrendered 
Ills .swoi'd to me ami reported that the. 'rcnfcli North Carolina Eegiment 
was there, Tliis satisliml me as to who tluiy wore and I coimnunieated 
tills iiil'ormatioii to the Thirtydburtli Illinois immediately on our right, 
and .sent the ollicer to General Mitchell. ! then ordered tlioenemy to 
come in a.t oiu'.e, telling theiii if they did iiofc wo should fire upon them. 
Aftim anioniont’s })anse J orde.red tho nioii to lire, which was kept up 
for about Ill'teeu inimites. One more ]U'ls<»ii«i‘ gave liiinself up and was 
se.iit to (lenci'iil Mitidud). The enemy broke and lied in great confusion, 
throwing away blankets, knapsaeks, and guns. Thus ended the day. 
Tho One hundred ami twen ty-lirst had <1 killed and 27 wounded, includ- 
ing conimissiom'd ofllcers, all of which oce.urml wliilo we were on the 
left Hank. 'I’he allair of tho evimlng was tlio llrstopiiortunity theregi- 
jneut ever hud of lighting behind theiv works. ’V\ o carried in one 
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wouiuletl rebel and sent him to the hospital. Tu tlie initriiin.i'' wn Iimnd 
iu our iiuiiiediate Iroiit three dead rebels, one ol whom we. buried uiia 
we ft’athered up forty-two muskets and one sword wliieli iuui been 
tlirowii away by tliem during the panic of the evening beiore. i lu^ 
rebels were kiiWn to have carried oil* some of their wounded diirmg 
the night. It is more dillicult to estimate the result ot our 'viirk in t be 
other part of the action ill which we participated. Upon visil ing tin' 
grounds the next day I became satisfied that the loss inllictcd bl"’" 
them at that place by ns in killed and wounded was much grea ter tliaii 
what we .suffered. The fact that other troop.s may have lough t over 
the same grounds afterward makes it impossible hi know t.hat the dead 
found there loll by our own hands, but we have every reason ti) i Kiln^ve 
that 8 or 10 of the killed and 2 or 3 of the wounded left on the /leld was 
the worlc of our regiment. The deliberate aim which our mmi wme 
enabled to take made their fire vci^y cfi'ectual. One thing, however, can 
be estimated. Lieutenant Ball, whom I had sent to recoimoitcr our hht, 
as belbre mentioned, when bo found our linos liad been driven Inb’k 
witiklrow his men until the enemy passed, and then luiying got together 
six or eight more men, and observing tlie confusion of the enemy took 
advantage of it, and began picking up tlicir stragglers luiidiig tlu'ough 
the swamp, of whom he sent thirty-live to division and brigade liead- 
quartors, including one commissioned oflicor. After jiroviding foi’ our 
wounded the men slept a few Iiourson their arms. In the inoniing 
one more prisoner was brought in, found in the .swamp, and seiiL to 
division headquarters. The rest of tlio regiment joiiuul us early iu tlui 
morning. Wo buried our dead and about .1. p. m. moved forwurd and 
occupied the enemy’s works which had boon ovac.iiatml, tliey having 
changed their lines by withdrawing tlioir left. While repairing our 
works that evening, Lioutouant Willoughby, of Oompany B, was 
severely wounded, and Lieutemint Scott, Ooiniiany U, brigade ord- 
nance officer, was severely wounded during the day wliileon duty on. 
General Mitclicll’s stalll We lay on our arms that niglit. 

Oil the 21st brisk .skirmishing was koiit up in our front and lieavy 
fighting on our right by the Right Wing. The One Imm'lred and 
twenty-first had 1 man killed and 1 wouiidml dni ing the day. 
changed our lilies in the evening and throw up new works and slept 
on our arms during the night. The next morning roveah^d thi^ I'aet 
that the enemy had evacuated and were in full retreat toward Raleigh. 

Lieutenant .Ball brought in one more prisoner, wlio ivas smit to 
division headquarters. The enemy wore cominuudod by ( leneral .losepli 
13. Johnston, who had concentrated his forces to the number of 30,(100 
to 40,000. Ho evidently hoped to ovoriiowor us by .superiority of iiiiin- 
bers before our forces could bo colloetod. How near ho succeeileil and 
liow signally he failed will bo fully known when fclie true liislory of 
that battle has been published. And then will the record of (he Sec- 
ond Division of the Fourteenth Army Corps cxliibit it as an immov- 
able bulwark against which the storm of battle dashed iu vain, and liy 
whom thotideof victory was checked and scut back against tlu^ euelnJ^ 
Only two divisions of the Fourtooiith and two divisions of tlio fi)weu- 
tiotli Corps were in the engagement of the 19th against tlie overwhelm- 
ing numbers of the enemy. 

On the 22d wo again resmned our march and woni; oiglit mihss, cross- 
ing Flood Creek. On the23dwonKvrcliedat8a.m.aiid oiitevod Colds- 
borough ill the evening, a distance of twelve miles, and found that 
place had been occniiied by the Twenty-third Corjis for tliroe days. 
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AV(i \v(‘.iif, into <tuin{» nbont one inilo iiortli ol’ the town, wlicrii w{5 Htill 
r(!iiniin. Our woiiiulotl wore all well oared lor and l)roii/-'lit to Gukla- 
lH)ronii''li. 

'I'hius ended onr c{im|)ai|>’ii from 8avaiuiali to Goldaboron^di, In 
inaliiii^' this ro[)()rt I Inive ibund it iieoessary to nujiitioii ninny nnitters 
in \\'iiic,li tli(‘. One linndre.il jinil tweiity-llrat only partiidpiited, and somo 
ill ^ylli(‘,U tli<\y wel•(^ only indirectly ooinieeted. Diii'ing’ all tins time the 
reg'inient Inivo sn|>|>li<id themselves with [irovisions by loraging oif tlie 
eoiiiitiy. this |>ur])ose eighteen enlisted men and one commis- 

sioned ollieer w(ire didiiiled from the rc^gime.nl; who foraged upon our 
Hanks and reporteil dally to the regiment, camping with it at niglit. 
^riiey (nund meat in gr<mt abundance. It was more diCliciilt to jiroeuro 
breadstuCr, and to supply th(» delicieimy mi issue of hard liread wiis 
made occasionally from the eommissary ilopartinent. Tlie fonigera 
were allowed to mon at themselves, whie-li tlmy soon did. Besides the 
atoe.lc tliiis captiireil suidapin’opriated they eaptiired twenty-two imilos, 
wliich were allowed for pacsk-.nmles lor companies and for regiimmtal 
licadipiarters. In addition to this, 4 mules were appropriiiteil by the 
reii'iinoiital (|uartermaster1:o n ace jaded mules, 4 were tui'iieil over to 
Captain Bwislier, brigade quartermaster, 4 were turned over to Jaeu* 
tenant .Blotter, iieting eommissary of subsiste.iiee, and 1 to Lieutenant 
Coe, acting (imirt('rmaster, by onler of General Morgan. 

Befony closing this report 1 la^g leave L) oxpiuss my obligation to 
Capt. i). M. Biuiniiig, wli<» lias assisted me in tlie coniiimnd of tlie regi- 
ment, and whose services on the Ibth instant especially entitle him 
to ]ny favorable eonsideration ami gratitude. I wish to make like 
acknowledgment to -\<ljt. Milo II. Bowls for similar services on that 
oimaslon, as well as on others. 1 would make s)meial ineiitioii of Lieut, 
ilames Ball, (Jompany G, for bis siM’vleos of the lUtli instant, not only 
I'oj- his cnnduet in tlio execution of my order to reconiioiter the left, 
mentioned in this report, but also for the jiidh'.ious manner in which ho 
seized upon ids opportunity to employ his squad in picking uj) pria- 
oiierH. 

1 also take lileastire in iimkliig speeial mention of tlie conduct of 
Oorpl. SiiiKion Woodrull’and Pi-lvate Almon I lollister, of Company l'\ oii 
that oeeasion. 'I'hesomen, In passing baek through the swiiiap, liecame 
separated from the regimont, and suddenly rnaml tliemscIvcH con- 
fronted by squad of live rebels, all armed, who had in charge one of 
the Thii'ty-foartli Illinois a.s a piisoaer. They immediately ehalleiigcd 
the rebels to surrender, wliieli was done, and they took cliiii ge of the 
five iirisoiiers — one a lienUmaiil:, who surreiide.red hisswonl to Corporal 
Woodi'iiffj one an ordnanee ollleor, aeting adjutant of his I'egimcntj 
one an orderly se.rgeant, and two privates, and liberated tluj Thirty- 
fourth IlUiiois man — ami under the direction of Bieutemiiit Ball they 
reported the same to brigade lieailquartors. ,I would l ecommeiid that 
Ooj'iioral VVoodraff be allowed to keop the sword as a reward I'or such 
meritorious sei-viees. 1 would also make speeial mention of (Joriil, 
lAU'oyH. Mason, Comjmiiy 10, Ibr distiiigiiislied services on the IDtii 
iiista-nt. In tliis eouneetiou J. Aiel it my iluty to tender my thanks and 
my imiiiy obligations to tlie line and stall' olllcersof the regiment, who, 
with one exeepBoii (Lieutenant .Long, of Goiuimny Jv), have discharged 
their duty laitlifiilly, and have won my eonlldenco and cBteem. It 
would be invidious to discriminate further among the enlisted men, 
wliei-e there were so jiiany instances of good eimduct and where so 
few failed to do their wliole duty. All good Holdu?rs have my grateful

0 ^ /iSr/.'>, 
Captain: I have the lioiior to sulmut the rollowing veport of the 
doings of this eomuuind in the recent cumpuiKn IVom Stivuiiiia h, ( in., to 
tliis i)hu!ei 

In compliauee with orders received from divisijui lu‘U(i(|imrlm'H tills 
command moved from i>avanuali, Ou., at 7 a, m. on tlie inoniing of the 
20tli of January last ou the Ijouisvillo road, 'I'he wtaitlier being veiy 
inclement the command was delayed at Pooler Htution, eight miles IVoiu 
Savannah, until the morning of the 2(»th at 7 o’clock, wiien tlie brigaile 
marched with the division in the direction of )Sj)riiiglU‘ld, imsshig 
through that place on the evening of the 27th. From here wet lumt our 
course in the direction of Sister’s Ferry, ou the Savimimh Kiver, and 
forty-live miles from the city of the same uaino. Nothing of any 
importauee occurred previous to our arrival at the ierry, except the 
cro.ssiug of several water-eonraeswliioh were very mucli swollen in <!on* 
se(]iienci5 of recent lieavy rains. The lObenezer Orcidf was particularly 
diliicult to pass on account of extensive marshes on its nuirgin anil 
quicksands in the bottom of it. It was found bm wide to lie bridged, 
and the men of the eommaiid were therefore compelled to wade a^ dis- 
tance of 100 yards in water from one to three feet deep. A fter encoun- 
tering sundry quicksands, which involved the necessity of a consiihu'a- 
ble amount of corduroying to make them passable for teams, this com- 
inaml arrived at Sister’s Ferry on the evening of the 28th and went into

Acccn'dinjJi’ly, after rocmivingf the nec(5aHjM*y sn])plioH and suiidiiii^ (;lie 
sick to Havannah, w(i e.rosaed the river on (he evening' of the Hlh of 
Ifebrimry. l.h'ovlouH to crossing the river the inminiaiid assist(Ml in tlio 
(loiiHti'uctioii of ah(nit two miles siud a half of conlnroy over tlm inarsli 
on the margin of the river. The crossing of Ihis river is tin', <;oiintei’- 
part of mairly all the water-courses that this command has e.rosHed 
dnring the (iumpaign, scarcely any of them having well dellmid mar* 
gins, Imt form extensive hwainpa and «(iueksajuls on either side that in 
every instamie have to be bridged «»r corduroyed before trains can 
cross tlu'.m. After ci'ossing the river and swamp emaimijed at a land- 
ing about three miles from the ferry, whore wo remaim*d until the 
Tuorning of the Sth, when, having received additional .supplies of 
clothing, we imirelusl in the dirtM’.iion of Itrlghton, wlnn’o we arrived 
on tlio evening of the same day. On tlui Ibllowing morning wo moved 
on the -Augusta road, which w(i followed for thirty miles. Ninir tlie 
resideiHio of the rebel (Jeiim'iil hlrwin we <liverg(*<l towai’d IhiriiM'ell 
Oourt-llouHo, which we ]ius.sc(l on the aftorii(»on of the 1 l.tli, and 
Giicainped four miUbs north of it (or the night, luiving travidod Ilfty 
iiiilos in tlu’oo diiys, l''rom this point our course was nearly north for 
(llty miles, crossing the South (.‘arolina Uailroad at Wllliston on the 
.12th and (he Soutli l'hlis(,o IMver on tlui l.'Kli. Alter crossing llio 
!Noi'(',U Ihlisto Ivivm' on tluv .(•Ith we came in contact wilih tlie Twentielli 
Army (Joi'jis; went into camp Cor (;he nigh(;. 'flie following morning 
we moved back on the August, a road ()wo miles and (;ook a, road leading 
to yVatiu’ee li'erry. We now pursued onr imiirso in the diriujtloii of 
Lexington, meoIJng wit.li no opposition except from sand ami swiimps 
uii(;il the column struck tlie hhlgedehl road. At tliis iihice Wheeler’s 
cavalry was discovered to be In luir front and left (lank and (lierc was 
some slight skirmishing wlt-h our Ibragers, bu(; no casualties in our 
brigade, ih-om here we took (he illrc.ct road !;<> (!<dumbia, throiigli 
Lexington, and being In ailvaiumof (he division we arrived in IWmt 
of (ho city at noon. Here (iiiding (hat (,Iie IMght Wing of tlie army 
was already in front of (,he ci(,y, this command, wilh (he ilivision, 
moved l;o the rear and lelT, to a point on (he Sabula Itiver about seven 
miles from Oolumbia si.inl camped Cor the iiiglit. During tln^ iiigld; ii 
pontoon bridge was laid and the command crossed (he st-ream tlie fol- 
lowing morning. Taking (lie Wewberry road we marelKMl tiai uule.s, 
and deviating to tlie right about four miles w<^ struck tiie ib-oad .Itivcr 
at Freshly’s Lorry, vdirn’e wo remaiued over iiiglil;. 1 lore tho erection of 
the pontoon bi'idg(5 being very tardy, tills command was moved aeros,y 
tlio river iii ilat-boats, following (ieiioral Mltehell’s brigade, whieli had 
crosH(!(l befoi’o daylight, and immediately took a position on the oppo- 
sito lulls HO as to protoeli tho crossing in the event of an attack from 
that Hide, lloaring (,hat a (a*aln of the enemy’s wagons was moving on 
the main (.’oliimbia and Wiiinsboroiigli road in my front f directed 
Lieiitr, (Job J. W. Langley to make a rotioimaissaace in tliat direction 
with his regiinent., which was done without discovering anytliing of 
inpiortanco, except l;liat there was no oiiomy within three or four niilo .9 
of our position. On the 10th, at O.JM) a. m., tho coiumand moved /Ivo 
nnles on tlio Winnsborougliroswl and wontiuto camp. I lere,by diriiction 
of Brigailier-Uonoral Morgan, the command wuh moved, witiiout arms, 
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coiivoyaiKio ui ratiuiia iwi uuu un.n. ■

For three days this command was continuously employed in I'epaii'ing 
the roads and in lifting Nvagons and teams out of the mud. 'I'his bn- 
gado having cliarge of the train during tlio crossing and also duniig tlie 
lli'st day’s march to Wurrenton, its duthis worii well iiale.iilatml to tost 
the physical ouduranco of the best troops in tlie servici). h'roiii I; le 
crossing of tlio Catawba wc took the ChesUn’Ileld road, leaving the 
town to the right, crossed tlie (Ireat l.kuh'-e Jtiver eight miles north ol: 
Clieraw' and entered the State of North Carolina lbnrt;eeti miles soiitli 
of Hockhiginimou tlioTtliof March. This marching hetwoeii the rivers 
will bo ineuiorable as the Ilrst marching ever ilone on such roads with 
an equal amount of labor, having traveled twenty-live miles a. (lay 
over the worst of roads, taking our heavy supply and ordnance trains 
into camp with us each night. Wo now directed our e()urs(\ toward 
■Fayetteville, N. 0., crossing the Uimber Itlver (Little l'ed(!(q jit Cm- 
liam’a llridgo. Hero we met with another of our dreadrul (|uieksand 
oxiioriences; having chai-ge of the train, alter crossing the bridge, 
wldcli wo destroyed on the bth, tln^ rain begun soon to fall in loiTonl.s; 
tlie earth scorned to melt beneath our (bet; then Ibllowed all onr Iior- 
rible experiences of the (grossing of the Catawba .Itivm', 

No description can do .justice to the ovonts that followed. Hnlllce it 
tliat tlii.s command corduroyed the road for the greater part of twelve 
miles during tliat afternoon and niglit, arriving at camp at H o’clock 
next morning. Men and olUeera iilike put forth the.ir best elTorls to 
aecomplisli the ajiparently iiiipossiblo task of transporting our train 
tlirongli ten miles of quicksand. Ollicers and men were compelhsl to 
work for hours at a time through the whole night in l;o]'r(.mts iil’ rain 
and mud from one to three feet deep. Troops tliat isan move a. train 
of I.'jO wagoii.s over such roads as those were e,uiinot Im stoppcal by 
any ])hysical liindranecs whatevox*. After resting an linin' for bi’cak- 
fast the command again moved forward in the direction of Ikiyid tovllh', 
whore wo arrived on the 11th at about 2 p, ui. without any easmilties, 
the city being at that time in posso.s.sion of tlio troops of our corps. 
On our arrival at Fayetteville we wont into pleasa,nt and healthrul 
camps, which wc were permitted to occupy but for a short Wo

sui’iirised wlion at noon on 1,1m Kith I was ordered to move the troops 
li iu advance of me and ^o into line on 

the lolt (d ( jcneral .Mitcliell, about four miles from AvoraHboi'oiij>'h and 
near hnutlis terry on the Oapo Kear Khmr. lie-fore I could ael; into 
position rjipid skirmiahinf? commenced and eontlnued with moi-eor less 
severity diii'in«' the afternoon. Moving: into im.sitioii on the left of 
(.eiieral Mitclie l, I commenced prosshift: my lines forward, inakina- a 
i-if-ht halt whmd, expecting to envelop the rebel rigid;, Oontrary (o tlu^ 
oxpootatiou ot all, we found works in our front and extending far to 
our left to a vi'.ry deep ravine. Halting the main lino, it being in easy 
range, .1 thou sent a heavy line of skirmiahors to the loft in ordor to 
dovolop Hie ndiel right and extend our lino.s to the Cape Fiair Kiver 
about 1, (100 yards to my left. 

Tiie riyiu' at this poiiit was <|niln narrow and tlie banks very pvooipi- 
tons. I he rebel lines were found to i‘.\-tend to the blulf a few' litindrod 
uud ii'om the widei s edge. j\Iy .skirinlshers were afterwiii’d roliovoil 
by the h irst Brigade ol this division, whlidi advanced its main lini^s to 
this point. Jummying an order from you at this time to extend my left 
ujd,il I should make (nil conneetlou with the First Brigade I iiiiine- 
( hitely (mleretl luy ..ousisting of one regiment, tlie Oiieliuii.

other Hide of whicli was the right of the FIr.st Brigade lino, h being 
too hot liere liir men to move about with any safety we wore nof; able 
to <-oiuiiienco the work of fortilying until proteeteil'by darkiioss. We 
soon inid a good ihm of works, making our lines siiniciontly secure 
apiiiist any atta.ck iroiu the front, building a strong line of rille-pits 
along our whole iront. !l’he mistiness oftlieatmosiiliereand tlio dense 
uiiderp’owth made our observations so ob.scnreasto leave ns in con- 
sidiwable doubt in regard to the real position and .strength of the reliol 
worlus, (pc,ept on our i-ight, whore they were plainly visible, A-Ve 
renia iiiGd m tins position with but little lighting until early next morn- 
itig\ when 1. sent my inspoctor with orders to udvunce the skirmisli line 
and develop Mie position of the enemy. He immediately sliovod our 
liiie.soiil; a niile and a half, but could discover no signs of the enemy, 
ns works haying been iibandoncd in tlmnight. The left of my lines was 
hut seventy-live yards from that of the enemy and the I'iglit from 150 
to HI) yards. .I.lie .laiaarn were immediately nsse.mlilud and wo moved 
in tlio diroetion ol Goldsborongh. Near Blnclc .Ulvor 1, with tlio divia- 
lom diverged from the main road about one mile to an old bridge, 
which the rebels in their haste had bub partially destroyed. Our 
pioueers soon repaired it so as to make it quite passable. Hero the 
roads becaiiio soniewliat harder, but liogHaud swampy creoles frenuontly 
lay across the way, tlie passage of which was easily aecompliHliod by 
wading, iho Mingo t/reek, especially, was deei) ami wide; tlio men 
woro-aovoral times eonipolled to wade through water up to their waists.

Unit 
the for(!e.s on onv right and left were being crushed and drivim buck in 
eoiifusioii. Meeting with no one on tliat part of the (ield lo give me 
iiiforinalion of the position of the troops that were ih'iveii back from 
the advance line, we pnslied rapidly (brwaril tolheGul.lsborongli r.md. 
About thirty paces before reaching that point wesirnck tlieml va iice ol 
the eiiGiny. AVeiiiiiiiediaiely drove them aeross (lie road, esliiblishing 
a heavy skirmish lino beyond it, they being heavily engaged nil of the 
time. .1 at once found it necessary l:o deploy my entire Ibice, consist- 
ing of four regiments, the hjiglity-Hl'th Illinois Nolunleeis being still 
with the supply train, h'indiiig theleftof my line was witldii t:n() yards 
of till! Twentieth Army Oops, Mmme.diately covereil (his .space willi 
.skinni.sliers and moved my main lino as far to (lie right as I deemed 
practicable, endeavoring to rcaeh thi! lines of (die h'irsl. I livision, h'lair- 
tceiith Army Gorps, blit could lliid or hear nothing ol’ (lii‘iii. I llu'i'i!- 
loro found it necessary to retire inyright a vciry litlle, ns il, was pressed 
up very close to the enemy and imwdi exposed, being so iieai- (lie.G.dds- 
borough road.

Scarcely had these dispositions been made when t he enemy a dviiiic.'.il, 
striking onr right and eoiiteraiid driving onrskirmislieis into I he. niain 
lino. VVe at once opened a rapid fire from the whole riglil; and center 
of our lines wliieli lasted from ten to nft.eeii mimiles. 'I'lie liereeness of 
this lire drove the cneiiiy baek in eonfusion some dislaiiee, No sooner 
was tliis force disposed of than, standing in the.Goldsboriuigli road, col- 
umns of troops could be seen moving down the road bearing ilirecidy 
upon my riglit Hank. Many oHicors reported to me tluit Ihese wore 
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colniniis of tlie Pirsfc Division, ]?ourtcontli Army Corps, iis nmtiy sol- 
tliors (ioniposing tliis force were weiiring tlie Fedorstl unil’orni. I'he 
lino was at: once ordevc-d to cease its lire {Mdiicli liad boon vcn'y l apiil uj) 
to this time on that portion of the line) until it (amid Ini diitorinined 
what force this was. AVe were but a nionieiifc in dlsciovcrjn^,'' tluit it 
was the enemy. Taking advantage of this lull in onr Ihai, they inovtul 
off the road to our right and rear. I at ouco. ciidoai orod to break this 
formation by oimning upon it with the portion of 1115'^ rigid wliitili wa.s 
retired, but failed. I then commenced breaking my line to tlie riiiii’, 
meeting the inoveTneiits of the enemy, and thinking it possible to (!OU- 
neet with the left of General Mitchell’s line, wdiich I just then ascer- 
tained wa.s moving* up. AVbile executing thi.s moveimnit I was again 
attacked vigorou.sly in front, and at tho same time the Hanking column 
liaving straightened up its lines came pressing down n|)on my right 
flank with crushing force. 'The whole right of my lino was doubled iiji 
and thrown into confusion. At this moiuout I also j-eiseived a ball in 
my right hand, and although every o.Ncrtion was made by myself aiul 
staff to relbrm the linos we were unable to do so until wc bad (iilleii 
back about 300 yards, tho fight at tliis time a.ssuniing thi3 form of itn 
extended skirmish. In tho meantime the left of tlie lino wa.s being 
gradually withdrawn, oonte-sting the ground inch by inch. Wc rap- 
idly formed ii new line, the left resting over the Goldsboroiigh road, and 
ran at right angles to it, tlio right being slightly refused, llerii, becom- 
ing weak and faint from Jos.s of blood, I turned my command, tlirougli 
my adjutant-general, over to Lieut. Ool. J. W. I/ungley, of the Gne hnn- 
clred and twenty- fifth Illinois A^)lnnteer Infantry, and retired from the 
field. The firing of tho command during tho engagement of tlio after- 
noon was cxti cmoly fine ami aciauute, the men fil ing lower than I have 
ever seen troops before, while tho fire of the eiuMiiy was very high. 

This command has been subsisted during the campaign childly by 
foraging from the country along tho lino of our march.' In starting 
from tho Savannali Elver one company and one (lommissioned officer 
was detailed, as a brigade foraging jiarty, from encli reginumt in tho 
brigade and all placed in charge of a Held olliccr, wlio was held respon- 
sible for the manner in whiiHi they discharged their duty. Woiioii- 
tinuod this system u’ith varied ru(m*.c.ss until wo arrived at lObeuezin' 
Ohurdi, on Little Elver, wlien, at the siigge.stiou of General Morgan, 
we discontinued the infantry detail and organized a force of mounted 
foragers, consisting of ninety picked men. Tho detail was furnished 
with .six commissioned olTiccr.s and put iii cominand of Maj. ,J . Taylor 
nolmes, of tlioFifty-sceond EegiinentOhio Veteran Infantry. Wo were 
enabled to mount this force from lioims and mules captured in two or 
three forays made after crossing the Saluda Eiver. I’his .S3\stein of 
foraging by inomited men wo soon found did uotgive thoiiKin as griiat ii 
variety, but it gave all of the es.seutials of a .sukstanMal subsistenco in 
abmidaneo. They often moved far in advance of the (mlumn, and on tho 
Hanks, seiziug mills and corn fli'oin the neigldioring phintutious, and by 
working the mills day and night would be ablo by the time tho column 
came up to supply the troops with full ratiou.s of nuiul, Hour, and meat. 
Even in the barrens between Kockingham ami Fayetteville, N. U., they 
were able to give a scanty subsistence to tho trooiis. 

These foragers frequently came In contact wiUi tlio enemy, and were 
very useful in clearing our fi:ont and flanks of the enemy’s ciivalLy, 
often doing- regular cavalry duty instead of foraging. This detail was 
kept well ill band, thorough in its organization, ami at all times to bo 
deiiended upon, I can confidently say that none of tho villainouH and 
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inliniiian acts aoninut.tod oti tlio lino of our num^li (‘iiu 
utedtoit.

During tlioeainpaign the regimental eommanders ha ve given me ibeir 
cordial sipiport, <aivryiiig out with alac-rity evei’y order. Not oiiee did 
I SCO an oflieerhcsUMitetopiisli through the deepi'sl; swamps and (|iiieK- 
saiuls, personally snjierintcnding the arduous labors pei’liM’ined with 
siudi a spirit as to give lunv y.oal and energy to theeH’ortH ol, their me.n, 
wlietlicr ill tho pevrorma.nee of duty in caimp, on I lie maveli, or on the 
battlo-lkild. f/ooking bank over the operalioim of this extendei eimi- 
paignit is with pleasure that I l•(“.momb<‘.r the iiinmmpl.iiiiiiig lailliliil- 
iiosa with whiiili theoiilislod men of this eominami Inn’ediselmrge.d the 
arduous duties (bwolviiignpon thmn, a pmuillar fiia tu re being tlu'devel- 
o]mient of extreme pliysiiail oiidnraiiee and patimieeol our men. In 
my e.stimation the men of this (■.ommand have proved llieinselves to be 
equal to tlio greatest hardships, never having fniled me in Mn^ most 
Qxtreme dtniculties. 

Wo have to immrii the loss of many good men and a few bra\'e oili- 
cei’S on tho battlo-Ileld. Oapt. .lohii F. I*'reneli, of llu^ ('light, \’ sixlh 
Illinois Yolnntecrs, while bravely leading the slcinnisb line iienr the 
oneiny’.s works on the Kith of Mareli, luair thet 'a-iie I'kai r llive.r, reeeii’cd 
his deatii wound. ITo was an odlleer tlnit all might well emnhili'. 
Lieut. 'Nieliolas Mosm*, of the 'IVenty-Kecoiul Imliauti V'eteriiii Voliiii- 
teer infantry, also a bravo ollleer, f(*.ll on the IDtli at 'I'roiibhdleld's 
Swamps.

While 
those oihooi'vS worii preiiaring to execute this order 1 diroctod so niucli 
of the lino ns was already formed to move forward to a point by mo 
dosigmited wlmro the left should rest, and about soventy-livo yards in 
advance of the rallying imint. 1 had at this time but one mitiro rogl- 
meiit and so miudk of the Twenty-soeond Indiana as before doaignated. 
dlhoso .1 directed to carry rails, aiul when arrived at the ])oint to whieli 
they wove ordered to advance I. thoro <diose my didensivo lino nearly at 
right angles witli the (loldsborongli road ami. ordered works to lie rap- 
idly consti'iictod. As soon as the works Ix'.gan a brigade of the 'fwon- 
tiotli dorps, eommaiuled by (.rom.a’al Uobiuson, Joined my left and began 
tho conatnictlou of a reliised line. .1 then paH.Med toward tlu^ right; 
and mot (hiptain dames, eommamUag a portion of the h'i fly-second 
Ohio, and direcd-ixl liiin to form on tho 'I’wenty-.seeond Indiana. Very 
soon thereafter .Ijioutanant-doloiiel l'’ahnestoek vi^pni'teil with a part of 
the I'lighty-sixth Illinois, whom 1 directed to form on tlie right of tho 
i'Mfty-secoml. Oliio, roriising well bis right. .By this time I inay safely 
say that not more than one-lialf the eomimuid was present, larged 
regimental commanders to bring forward thoir men as rapidly as possi- 
ble and waste no time in strengtliening tlioir works, (.'avtridge-boxos 
were nearly emiity, and .1 diroete,d (Japtaiu Bwift to lind ammunition 
wherovor lie (loiild and distribute it to the regiments. ^I'liis lie obtained 
from tlie Twentieth Corps, imt l)elng able to Had amiimuitimi wagons 
of our own division. Men who had become sejiarated from tlieir com- 
inamls wore rapidly coming forward, so that my line was now com- 
pelled to yield battalion front to the right. My works were scarcely 
strong enough to protect men lying down, when tlie enemy’s sldr- 
inishers advanced to within sliootlng distance and cominoiiced a lively 
lire. At tliis inonumt a stalV odieer of the major-genoral commanding 
the Left Wing met Captain Bnrkhalter, brigade iusiiector, and directed 
that th(\ line' .should be thrown bank about seventy-tlvo yards. Tills 
direction I (lonld not obey, oven if the point selected by him had been 
more advisable, for tho main lino of tho enemy at this moment vigor- 
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oiiKly assiuilted my worlca and were liaiidsoim'.ly i'(^piilsiMl. My lino 
liavin«- proven available oiico, I dctcriniiicd to HlTenf>'Mnm and hold i(;; 
besides, it wns (.h(5 ueai'csl; position I eould obtain to I lie iini'.H ol (iIk^ 
First and Beeond JJrij^ades ol' tlie division, wliicdi i Iciunv \vei’(^ tluni 
isolated by tlio intervention of a heavy rebel <*olninii. 

About half an hour before sundown Cleneral (.io/iswidl, ('otninaiid- 
iiig a brigade of the Twentiotli Corps, moved in )mst my right, iiiid 
advanced, swinging to the left ]mst my front, iiid;il ids left nisba! about 
IdO yards to the front of iny center. Here liis ('onunand Imcanie hol ly 
engaged, but miiintnincd Hrinly its position until darkiuiss tiM'iiiiiiatiMl 
all eflorts of the rebels to dislodge it. During the light in front iny 
left was attacked by strong eobimns of the enemy, but in evi’i .y iiisi a-iiee 
they failed to move it. As soon as ilarkness eame on I dii'cclcd my 
line of works to be made strong and obstnietions phic(!d in front. 
Tliough the troops of this command had been driven liac-k a t an earlier 
jieriod of the day 1 can bear witness to the total absciKie of an.yl liing 
like (lemoraliiiation in the ranks in the engagements 1 Inive a-ttempled 
to describe. Men were cool and determined and Ibuglit wilh tlmenergy 
of heroes. During the night I maintained a good phdcotdiiio to niy 
tl'ont. 

On the Jiiorning of the 20th at 0 o’clock I was relieved liy (ImiiTaJ 
Carlin, of the First Division, and directed to join tlm l''ii'sta;ul Heeoml 
Brigades. This 1 did and took position in re-serve. Ato p. m., by 
order ol'Ooiicrid Morgan, J jdaeed two l•eginlonts in temporary woi'ks, 
wliicli had been vacated by (lOiieral Baird’s troops, and on the follow- 
ing itiorniug 1 moved the two remaining l•egim^^ld;s of tlie lirigade and 
extended tlie line across the Coldsborongh road. This foniiatioii put 
the brigade ill .single line, with the left iiiueh a<(vanee<l. Here 1 hud 
constructed a strong line of works. This new po.siti(ui planed me 
about one-third of a mile in advance of the First Division of tli(\ corps, 
and with no connection on iny left, wliieli fact I reported. About 
10 a. in. iMaioi’-Gonernl Slocum visiktd my line and iiiforined me 
tliat he would immediately )>iit in troops on my hd't. Hooii nllm' a 
division of the Twoiitioth Corps was formed, making the eoiincetioii 
complete, which division did not remain more than halfaii hour, when 
itwaswitlidniwn again, leaving my left exposed. This involved the 
ncccs.sity of refusing the center and left of my line so miieli tliat it 
throw my entire line on the south si<le of and parallel to the road. 
About 3 a. m. tlic enemy opened on my skirmisli line with artillery 
and at the same time advanced a line of battle and drove the skirmisli- 
ers in. The line of battle advanced to within sluiotiiig distanee. of my 
main line, but hastily retired upon receiving our lire, 'riie most of my 
line was so close to that of tlie enemy that lively |)ieket-llHng wa.s kept 
up all day. At night tlie enemy rotreateil and my .skirmishers eiitei'ed 
his works at daybreak, Avhieli fact I. riiported to’ya as soon as lione. 
On the 22d instant the brigade marehod as far as tiie Neu.se Fiver and 
encamped for the night. On the inorniiig of the Lfhl it crossed tlm 
Ncuso and inarchcil a.s train guard to this place, where it reaelusi i(s 
present caimp, on the north side of the city, at dark. 

In order to show to some extent tlm duinagt; done lo tlii^ eiK'iiiy in 
the llglit of the lOtli instant, I have to report that on the next 'day 
details from this brigmlo for that purpose buried 112 dead lidads, 
including eight commissioned ofllieors. Other duties were re(]iiired of 
tlie troops before the dead were all buried. This was done wimre the. 
Fiivst and Second Brigades of the division fought. 
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The ('fisualty liKfc of the brigade, inu-siiaiit to orderw, lias bo(sii for- 

Mv^gratefiil tliaiihs are due to Captain Swift, acting assistant adju- 
taiit-gcneral; Captain Jbirklialter, aeting assistant iiispO(d<)r-geii(!ral, 
and Lieutenant Tanner, aidc-dc-eami), for tlic (dbciont serviees they 
rendered ino at the critical inoinoiit when I assumed eoinmand ol. the 
brigade, and their Kubseejnent conduct on the held only added luster 
to their long aeknowlcged bravery.

Our new formation on the road 
was seareely e-omple(;ed when heavy (irlng on the right of the brigade 
denoted that tlie contest was to be a severe one. stepping into the 
I’oad and casdiig my <‘ye.s in the dirisdmm of the llriiig, 1. observed a 
strong eoluinii of the enemy, four lines de.ep, moving against the point 
wlien3 I .sup[)o.sed the right of the liriginbi rested, My suppo-sitioiiB 
soon proved correct, ami after a. brief contest I, observed Hint tlie right 
was giving way beforo the advance of the rebel coliiinn.

eneinv’s liring was liotlcst my meu were liiost eunn^st; not one, ni.iii lelt 
the gimind until ordered to do so; every man seeimal lo|ipi)ri'.e,iate, Unit 
the oUbi'ts of the regiment wore bent toward tliesalety ol tlie bngiide luid 
evoi'V man was (lotormined to do all in his power (or that objeid,, i' arbe 
it lV.)in mo to claim aliigliev quality otbravery for niy men tlnm belonga 
to othei' tniops of (he brigade. If i wia-e i^veii disimseil to be jealous 
of the po\v(!i‘s of my command J could say notliing to disparage the 
claims of other re-gimoiits to equal bravery with niyown. d'liey wm’O 
suddenly attackeil without warning, and in a position wherii Ideir Ihiiik 
was too badly exposed not to tempt tlu^ utmost ellbrts ot tins enemy l,o 
fall vigorously upon it.

Indiana, luul Aa’incd the basis of a now alignment about dOO yards (io 
the rear and loft of tho (Irst posiJion. I determined at once to form my 
regiment on tlio left of his ami dircided the colors to be plaeed on that 
])rol()iigation and formed lino micordingly. Wiiile this was being done 
you reported to mo that General Fearing was wounded and disabled 
for furtlier oonnnaiid. I iiunieiliately turned over the commatid of iiiy 
regiment to Gaptaiii Oook and, by virtue of .smiiority in rank, assniiied 
coiiimand of the brigade. 

The subsequent bporations of tho regiment -will be reported by 
Captain I'ook.

EEADQUAKTERS 125 th It.EINOIS TNFAN'I'IIV,

Captain: 1 lunvo the honor to submit, to you a reinn't ot the opor 
atioiis of this coinmancl from March 19 up to the time of reachiiif;' 1 hin 
lilaoe. 

Owing- to the oasnaltiea in this (Third) brigade, Seconil .Division, on 
the 19th, I was ordered to take eommaml of this rogiimnit at al»oiib .‘i 
p. m. Just at tliis period the regiment with tlio rest of tliii hrigado 
had been di-iven from a position parallel with the ( loldsborongli rend. 
Col. James W. Langley had reformed the regiment in t]ieo[)e]i field on 
the left of the TweiUy-second Indiaiia. Ilcrel toolc eonnnniid and hud 
every man to get a load of rails and then moved the regiiiiont forwaird 
to the edge of the timber, wlierc wc built tcmijorai’y works. 'Tlic 
Twenty-second Indiana joined on myrigbt, and a portion of tlie Twen- 
tieth Ai'iiiy Corps on iny left. We scarcely had time to got oiir tmiipo- 
rary works uompletcd when the cneiiiy advanced, aa we supjjosed, in 
two lines of battle, bub they wore handsomely ropnlsi'd. 

I never saw inon and ollicers light with more doterininatjon to win 
than at this time. Hero our lo.s.s wasl man kilknl and I M’onnded. We 
then sentont skirniishcrs in our front and reinainod here over night. 

At 8 a. 111 . on the morning of the 20th wo were moved to tlie right in 
rear of the First llrigade, in w'orks that the rcglmont built on the IDth 
instant. Hero J. was ordered to send twenty men and two non-com- 
missioned ofdcors to bury the dead. They buried twenty-sevim rebels, 
including two officers; carried two wounded oil the lieUl. At 8 ]). ni. 
my regiment was moved on the front lino on the left of the Second 
Brigade, the Eighty-.sixtU Illinois on my left. Hero we Ibrmed teniim- 
rary works. We piidictcd our immediate IVoiif., built .skirmish pits.anU 
strengthened our main Hue of works. 21.sl,uotliing of ini portanco trans- 
pired to-day but picket firing. I bad one man severely wounded. On 
the, morning of the 22d wc found the enemy gone. We imirehed eight 
miles ill direction of Goldsborongh and canijicd' for the night. 2;i(l, 
marched at 8 a. in,, arrived at this place at 7 p. m., simn*. we Inuu*. lieen 
resting from oiir labors.

ICineaid’.s Bridge, on Little lUver (or Cirek). 2lst, ordered to uumili 
at (1.30, but being assigned to tho rear of the division supply train, in 
order of march, did not move until 3 p. in., marebiiig in the diroetlon 
of Winnsborough, and when within live miles of tlio town moved olfon 
a road leading to the left; omatinpod six miles iiortliwi^st of it witli 
tho brigade at 10 p. in. 22(1, marched at (1,30 with the brigade, riaioii- 
ingtbe Charlotte railroad at White Oak station. Took tlio (himdoii 
road and oucainped near Waterce c.rosBlng at 2 p, in. 23il, niareluMl. 
at 8 a. in., crossing the Watcrco at .('’ostor’s Bridge. Our mureli was 
very much retarded by coming in contact with other troops of tlKuairps, 
At 5 p.m. I cncamiiod with the brigade at Hooky Mount, having 
inarclicd eight miles. 24th,. ordered to move as train' guard; at 1 p. m. 
moved to a hill a short distance in front of camp, slueked arms, and 
assisted the train in ascending tin*, hill «n(.il 5 ]) m., wlieii I was ordered 
to join tho brigade, then on the opposite .side of tlio Cat awba IMvor, I 
at once moved, crossing on the pontoon bridge laid at ivingsbury’s 
Perry, and oiicamiied one mile and a half from the saino. 

The 25th, 2(jth, and 27tJi were sjient at tiiis point, j.ho eom- 

maud constantly at work on. tho road loading irom the crossing. It 
became necessary at many points on the road in tho immcdiatii neigh- 
borhood of tho crossing to corduroy it tho third time in order that the 
train could at all pass over.

iieavy roads and through a drenching rain. 3d, moved at (},3() as train 
guards; inarcluid twenty dour miles and oncaniped witli the brigade at 
d p. Ill, on the west bank of Thompson's (h-eek. Ytii, iiiaielied at (> 
a. Ill, in tlio direetinn ol .Sneedsboroagh aiul cncami»ed with the brigade 
at 4 p. Ml, on the west bank of the (ircat redeo liiver, at Logiies' 
(-/I'iKssmg, and two miles below the above-named jilnee. Soon after 
arriyiiig in camp tlie eommaml was onhsred to the wad without arms, 
Joi tlie ]nupos() ol making corduroy road, tliat thciioiitoon tram might 
at 011(10 reach the ])ohit at wliich the crossing was to be eirecti'd 'I'lio 
eommaiid returned to camp in a short time, having completed the 
work, in this camp the (lommand remained until ‘2 p. jn. the 7tli, 
wiien ili moved with, the brigade, crossing the i'edeo liiver at Peguos’ 
Orossmg aiul cncamiied two miles from the same and on the riglitof 
the .Kocldiigham road. «Sth, moved at 0.30 a,, la., leading tlie cUvisioii, 
and oiieainped witd the brigade on the left of the K’oekingham ami 
P ayettevillo road. iK,h, moved from camp at 7 a. m. in rear of the 
(UviHion; iniirclied on the road leading to -Fayetteville; crossed tlio 
Lumber .Uiv(w at (u'ahuni's .Lridge and assisted the One linndred and 
twenty-tiltli illmms in destroying it. While engaged in this work tho 
ciiomy appeared in our rear in sina.n force, but did not attempt to stop 
tlie woric. As soon as the bridge was eirectiially destroyed every inuii 
was imt to work assisting the train over tho road, which was almost 
mpassable. A laithful and continued e«ovt was imule until 4 a. m. on 
the inoriiing of tho -lOth to keep it moving; then it was Ibmul impoS' 
sible to go (iirther witliont rest, and for this purpose we halted m tlio 
road tiiitil 0 a. ni., tlien moved to the cainjilng ground iiitoiuled for ua 
the iiiglil; priwious. On arriving there the command liaited for one 
hour, tlien iiiarelied on in the dircctiim of Fayetteville, heaving tlie 
town witli other troojis marched near twelve luiles ami eiieamiied with 
tiKi brigade, .llth, moved at 1) a. m. on the .Fayetteville road aiul 
encamped one mile u-est of tho town at 3 p. m, kith, marched at 15 • 
p. m., cim.ssiiig tluvOape Fear on the pontoon bridge laid just below 
the old bridgo, which Jiad but recently been destroyed. Tho eommaml 
oncaniped with the brigade about one mile from tlie crossing. 
moved at d a. in. mi the lialeigh road two miles and oncamned on tlm 
west banlt ol Lock’s Greek, near .TlensIcy’H .Mill, 

In tilts camp tlie (aniimiiiid remained iiiitil tho morning of the 15th, 
when It moved in the directum of Kalcigli, lomliug the brigade 
marched twelve miles and encamped. Kith, moved 8.30 a. m. ami whoii 
near Wilver .Kun heavy .skirini.shing was heard in front. Tho eommaml 
was at once moved in (juielc time to the front. On arriving near tlio 
Kcono ol action I moved with the brigade to tho left of tlio road and 
Avas assigned a po.sition in tho second lino on tho left of tlio One liuii- 
droil and tAcenty-llfth Illinois. Wo soon ongaged. tlio enemy’s slcir- 
inisliors. J. was tlien ordered to take position on tlio left of the 
iwenty-seeoml Indiann, in tho froiitliiio. Oomjiany A was at oncoiuit 
on the skirmish lino, Captain Kueke in command. J)tu'ing this time 
wo were steadily advancing and driving tlio enemy into tho main lino 
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ofwol'Jcs. Wo tbo,n halted within IHO yards of Mio sanies an<l foil-iliod 
0111 ' i)ositian. A lively skiviuish was kept up nnti I I )’•, i>i., wlion llio 
eiicniy retired IVoiii our front. Huring tliis short btil; si)int|iil oiigngo-

the wounded wore two oommissioned oilioors. AS areli 1 < , i' 

a. in. oil tlie Goklsborongh road, orosaiiigtheho}id\va(;or.s(»I H(mMi Jvivor, 

and oncnnipod with tlie brigade, at (1 p. m. tStli, niarehod at r).M) a. in. 
and encninped with the brigade having moved twelve miles. I.ltli, 
moved at 8.30 a. m., loading the brigade. Boon alter leaving (aiiiip 
oaniionadiiig was hoard in onr front, and iiiereasiMl as wc' a p))roaehed. 
When near Wipoint whore the llring was going on the eoiiiinand was 
moved to the right of the Goldsborougli road and was assigned a posi- 
tioii a short distance from it in the front line and on the lel t ol the bri- 
gade. The position was at once fortified by throwing up a, tmiiiiorary 
work from fallen timber, that was foiiml in the immediate nmghboriiood 
of the line. This work was scarcely completed when I was ordered In 
move by the loft, forming a lino almost at right angles with the posi- 
tion from which I had moved. The line was .soon well foi-nusl in this 
now position, and the command forward given, wliicli atonee made 
apparent to all the object of tlio muldon chango ni’miv imsition. Mov- 
ing a slioi't distance tlio enemy was met in heavy lorce and a very few 
shots from tiieir skirmish line broiiglit on a general engagement. 'I'lui 
llring from my lino wa.s well directed by tlie men, at oiieo brenking the 
euoiny’s lino, and ho retreated a short distance in disorder and eon- 
finsion. At this time I oeeupicd the extreme right of the line, and eon-

vigor, attacked his left and niy right, and snceeeded in l)reiikiiig the 
right of my line, at tho .same time assaulting in front.

morning. The command during tho cngagoineiit sunbred a loss of 2 
killed and 10 wounded and 2 missing. 

On tlie morning of tho 20th iiiovimI with tho brigiidii to the ])ositi(m 
talicn and forti/lcd on tho morning of the Ihth. A detail was then 


liiiido to bury the dead of tho enemy that might bo I'oniul on tln^ liold, 
and while engaged in this act of Ininuiuity one of tlie party was 
seriously wmiiuled by the enemy’s pickets. Areijort ol’ the niimbor 
buried has already been made. At2p.‘m. the coimuaml moved for- 
ward to tho front line, occupied the previous day by a portion of tlie 
Hecond Brigade, and remained there until the morning of tlie 21..sl;, 
when at 0 a. m. moved with the brigade near one mile to the front ami 
bearing to the loft took position iu the front line. One company in 
elmrgoofLienteiiant Armstrong was x)ut upon the skirmish liiui. At 
3 p. m. the cneinymaileafeebleassaultuponourliues, butac.eomiiUsheil 
nothing. Maj. J. T. Holmes at this timotook command of tlieleft wing 
of the regiment and moved it to the loft iu easy Kiip])ortiiig (iistaiiee of 
the skirmish lino, and remained so until tho morning of the 22d. The

At .10 si. in, tlio ri'giinont 
moved willi the bi'igjule on that road and cnciainjied nnnr tlio Nmise 
Itiyor. 2;}d, moved at H.dO a., in., eroasing the river iibove iiiuiKid; 
arrived at Goldaborongh in tliocvcning aiul ciuiainjied near iind iiortli- 
Avest ol the toAvn, Av]»ei*o the eoininand at proaont reniaiim.

Siuj I have the honor to snhmil; tlie following re])ort of the oper- 
ations of this division during tJioSoutlidavolina eampaign, just termi- 
nated; 

aMie Right Wing of the army, eoiisisting of the h'irteenth and Seven- 
i:c(mth (Imps, luiving already moved (Vmn Sava.inm.h Into South (hiro- 
lina by way of ,1’ort iteyal, and the Twentieth dorps of the Jielt Wing 
luiving crossed over immediately in front of the city, the Fourteenth 
Corps Avas ordered to move up upon the soutli bank of the Savnnmih, 
and eiVeet a crossing at Sister’s Ferry; this division to moAm via the 
river road and the town of Siiringllohl, whilat the other tAvo divisions 
took a road more to the left. Leaving Sa\Muinah in obedience to the 
above orders at 7 a. in. on the 2()th of January, my command inovod as 
Jiir as (.ihorokee Hill, near SaintAugiistineOiTek, and encamped in the 
vicinity of tlio ground owmpieil. by the division on the 11th of Decem- 
ber, as Avo approached the city. Our niareh Avas liero arrested on 
account of uni'avorabie Aveathor and the Avi'ctclicd condition of tlio 
roads, Avliieli recent exce.ssivo rains had rendered almost imimssablo, 
besides ilooding all ol tho stroanis and much of the low country occu- 
pied by other ijortionsof the army. Itenmiuliig at tins point duving 
the 21st, 22(1, 2cld, and 2'tth, iny column Avas again put in motion on 
January 20, and moving eight niiles on tho main Augusta road turned 
to tlielolt on tho Middle (Irouiid road, leading to Springllohl; moving 
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a milo farther on tho road it was found to be. ao (horon^hly bluckiuietl 
by felled tree.H that tho division Avaa eoinpcllod to f*'(> into I'.aiii]) wliilsl, 
strong Avovking parties were sent out to remove the obstnietioiis. .Ia n- 
nary 20, after marching ten miles, the division ai riveil at 2.. 10 p, ni. at 
Springfield and here joined the other two «livisions ol Ihe. (lorps. l ie 
' diOicnlty of crossing the creeks known as the “Itniis” delayed ns in he 
neighborhood of this place until the inoriiiiig ol the 281 h, "'hen tlio 
division (aossed in I'oar of General iMorgan’s eoininniid, and alj o p. ni. 
renchod the high blnif on the Savannah overlooking Sisters hio-iy. 
The river was found 1o bo flooded to the highest ]a)int known aiiioiig 
the inhabitants, and the low ground on the ojipoaib^ shore deeply siib- 
inei'ged for some miles back from the ordinary shore., It Iheri'lore 
requii’cd nimdi delay before any attempt to lay down a l)ri(lg(U'onld 
he made, and subsequently great lalMir to uecoinplisli that work anil 
to bridge the swamps on tlic Garolina side. 

It was not until the 5th of b'ebruary that my division was alile to 
cross, and it then 1 ‘emaincd in camp on the northern liatilc iiid.il tlui 
morning of tho 7t]», for tbo i)urposc of procuring, by tlie river, e.m’tiiin 
supplies wo had boon nnablo to got before limving Savannah. Gii the 
OA'oning of tho same day, after a dilhciilt march througli three miles ol 
swamp and savanna, wo encamped finally on the dry grontid lietwcen 
Robortsvillo and llrighton. Next morning (the 8tli) Inking tlie voiui 
leading to Ingraham we found ittlioroughlyblockiuled and the bridges 
destroyed. Marched twelve miles, crossing .! Jig and l>il tle,l’ip(.W 'i‘eeics, 
and encamped at nightfall on the plantation of Mr. llostick. l'\niru* 
ary 0, crossing Dry Gall and King’s Greeks, Widow’s (Iriinch, and 
Brier Greek, marched sixteen mile.s and jiitched oiir cami) on plan* 
tatiou of Mr. Minn, twenty-two miles from Barnwell. i''ebriiary 10, 
Giitorc’d Barnwell at 8 p. m., having crossed .Boggy Out anil Hal- 
kehatchio River. j\.t noon next day February I I, taking the Wliite 
Pond road, marched to about two miles from Williston, on the vSoiitli 
Carolina Kailvoad, and encamped on jihmtation of Mr. VVeathinby. 
During tho 12tb and morning of tho J5th division destroyed eight 
miles of track on the Boutli Garolina liailroad, and then marched to 
Davis’ Bridge, on the South Fork of tho Fdisto River, and eiiniiiiped at 
Pond Brnuch. On tho Pith crossed South Forlc } marched six teen miles ; 
crossed North Fork and went into campon the river- bunk. Dni'lng the 
15th and 16th tho march was continued. ero.s8ing Oimgaree nrinlBeavcr 
Dam Creek, Red Branch, Twelve-Mile Greek, and at K) a. m. of tlie lat- 
ter date entered the town of Lexington, (mcaminng that iiiglit lour 
miles beyond, at Twelve-Mile Greek. February .17, division crossed 
tlio Saluda and oncampod aoven miles beyond the river. On the IHtli 
arrived at Frcshly’s Ferry, on Broad River, On the l!)th crDHscil 
Broad River, moved up to Alston on tho (Ireonville and Golumliia 
Railroad, destroying two miles of the track, twelve cars, and a large 
amount of rebel stores. F’ebmary 20, encamped iil; noon at ])lanta- 
tion of Mrs. A. Johnston, one mile and a half from Jiittle R iver, h’el)- 
runry 21, crossed Little River, Johnston’s Greek, and, passing lilirinigh 
the suburbs of Wiiin.sborougli, oiicami)ed thriic miles iVoni the latter 
place, on tho Charlotte and South Carolina Ruilrond. On the 22(1, com- 
mencing at the Forty-six Milo Post, destroyed six miles of Ihe truck, 
passing through Yonngsville. Marching twelve miles on tlii^ 2;h], divis- 
ion wont into I'ainp three miles south of tho Catawba River, A t this 
point we were delayed during tho 24:th, 25th, and 2()th, the lal.e heavy 
rains having swollen tho river to such an extent that the greatest dilU- 
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ciilty was ibniid in pontooiiing it. Biiriug the nighfcof the271:li and fol- 
lowing clay the division passed safely over and encamped on tlio 
northern bank. 

March 1, division marclied twelve miles to Ingraham’s Mills, near 
Hanging Kook; roads in terrible condition. March 2, pasRO<l Littlo 
Lynch’s, Licik, and Elat Creeks, through almost impassabhi roads, 
and marched iifteen miles. March 3, cimsing Lynch’s and Mill Cro(dcs, 
marched sixteen miles and encamped at Edgeworth’s Jlilhs? dui'ing 
tlic day harassed somewhat by rebel cavalry hanging on onr liaiilc 
and picking up foragers and stragglers. On the 4th (U’OMsed .lolni- 
son’s and Cedar Creek.s; marched liftccii miles; crossed the Si;iite linn 
at noon and encamped ten miles from Haile’s Eorry. On the dtli 
arrived at the Pedee, where the division remained in camp until noon 
oftlieTtii; then crossing the l*edee, marched ten miles on the Ihudc- 
iugliam road and went into camp. March 8, readied Lumber Itivcr, 
having marched twenty miles tlirough piney woods. March 9, erossod 
Lumber, marched twenty miles on the Fayetteville plank road, ami 
encampoil at Puppy Creek. On the lOtli made but three niilo.s, (unsamp- 
ing at ItocklLsli Crock — one brigade, Colonel Hunter’s, liaving scnil; 
forward two miles to Bono Creek to repair the bridge. Moving at d 
a. m. next morning, 11th, stiaick the rebel liickets at Beaver Creek, six 
miles fi'om Eayottevillc; drove them I'roin their barricades, pushed on 
and entered the city at 9 a. m., recapturing ami placing gnarils {)vcr tlio 
old U. 8. Arsenal, basely surrendered by the traitor, Samuel 8. Amler- 
son, at the beginning of the rebellion. It contained aiuimber of cannon 
andsinalbarins, togetherwith valuable machinery for tlieirmaiiulhcture. 

Having been directed to take cxnnmand of the (Uty ami garrison K; 
with iny command the three brigmlcs wore at once posted in ndvaii- 
tageous i)Ositioiis in the suburbs, ami fui‘iiisl»(!(l guards not only for 
public buildings, but for nearly every private liousc. On our arrival 
I found the stragglers from all portions of the army who had pushed 
ill with the advanced guard committing many di.sorders, but ns soon 
as they could be cleared out good order was cstablialicd and main- 
tained during our stay ia the place. 1 remained in Fayettevine until 
the entire army had crossed the (Jape li'ear on the two pontoons w<i 
had laid down; and then, on the niglit of the l.'ith, passed my own 
division over and took up the bridges. Before leaving the town I 
desti’oyed 2 iron foundries of some importanee, 4 luitton liuitories, luul 
the printing establishments of .3 rebel iicwspa])cra. At tlici sumo tim(\ 
Colonel Poo, ehiof engineer of the army, deslroycd the old U. H, 
Arsenal and all the material in it. Marcdi 1(>, the trains of the mitiro 
corps having been placed in my charge, I mareiied with them on (be 
direct road to Falling Creek, whilst the other two divisions, umni- 
cumbered, and two divisioms of the Twontiotii Corps, marched n])on ii 
road some miles to our left, leading by Bcntonvillo to (Jox’s Bi'idge. 

Our road was extremely dilliciilt, owing to heavy rains and being 
exhausted by the trains prccedingours; we, however, madi^ nine miles 
before encamping. The inarch was eontiiiued on the ITtli, crossing 
the South Eiver, and on the 18th and lOtU crossing the Little and Big 
Colieras and encamping at the iioint whore our road cro.ssed the Gliii- 
ton and Bentonville road, within seven miles of tlio latter plaee. Dur- 
ing the lOtli the column moving on our left had encountered nour Ben- 
toiiville a largely sn]>erjor force of the cuomy, coneentrated thereto 
cut It oil' from the Bight Wing, but after hard fighting tliroughoiil; the 
day and heavy losses it was able to iiiaiiitam its ground nnl;il night. 
At 5 a. m. on the 20th I received orders to leave one brigade with 




trains and innreli with the other two to the aiip]ior(; ot IIkwIivisioiik 
engaged. Arriving on the Held I found all quiet, (ntr troops iind i lie 
enemy eonfronting each other in position, Ave awaiting tlu5 appi’oneli ol 
the Itiglit Wing ironi the direction ot‘ tSoldsborongli. No iiiijiorliiiil. 
niovonients took i)laeo during the day, but in the anernoon I wa.s 
ordered to pa.ss our lines and move to the Iron I, lor Iho ])nr|)o.s(W)l 
making a reconnaissance of the rebel position. A sharp skirniish 
ensued, witliont serious loss, which lasted until dark. I wa.s Mien 
ordered to withdraw again and take position in re.se)'ve. Diiring the 
21st Ave remained quiet, and on the 22d, the enciny Iniving Avithdrnwn, 
AA'e Avere ordered to move on to Cox’s .thidgo by Mh*, direct road. My 
division did not get out of camp until near dark, owing bi the (lohiy 
of the troops preceding me, yet avc reached belbre eneanqiing wiMiiii 
a short distance of ilic point named. On the luorning ol Mie 2'!d we 
crossed the Ifeusc EiA'er on the ponloou bridge, and, iiiiirehing directly 
to Goldsborougli, Avent into position on the ground Avliieli A\'e now 
ocoujiy. The camx>aign Avns then nniumnecd to have 1:eriniiial(i<l. 

The division Avas coinpo.sed, on leaving Savannah, of tlu’oei iiiliintry 
brigades, commanded, resimctivoly, the Kirst by Col. M. (’. linnter, 
Eighty-second Indiana Yolunteors; the Second by Lient. Col. M’honuis 
Doan, One hundred and first Indiana Vobiutecrs; the 'I'liird hyliol. 
George P. Estc, Pourtcenth Ohio Volunlcors. 

Our circotive force at the time of inarcliing Avas 2n8 oflieers and ri,2.’k) 
enlisted men; total, 5,104. On reaching onr destiJiatioii the olle.etivo 
force is 239 ofneers and 6,073 enlisted men; total, 5,312, A ])ortioii of 
the loss consisted of men Avhoso torma of service exi>ired Avliile on Iho 
march. A full list of casualties is appended. They tinioujilxid in all 
to 3 inou killed, 2 ofllccrs and 13 men Avojuidtal, and (5 ollltiers and 88 
men missing, 

Altliougli ia no case engaged iu actual battle Avitli the eiunny the 
division captured 155 prisoners and deserters; also Oil) stand of Hiiiall- 
anna, and 23 cannon, besides a vast amount of valuable malerial mid 
inachiiiGiy in the ar.scnal at Payettevillo. It destroyed :l 0 miles of rail- 
road and 12 cars, also 2 iron foundries, dcotton faetorie-s, severnl mills, 
and the printing establishments of 3 i-ebol now.spapers, 

The muiiber of miles marelicd Avas about <108, between Mie 2(>(li of 
January and the 23d of March, a period of ai-xty-lhroe days. 

During the same i)criod there Ava.s drawn from onr base' only Ihe Ibl- 
loAving articles of food: 37 days’ rations of bread, 31)^ days' nUhms of 
coffee, 30 days’ rations of sugar. 23^ days’ rations of salt—the r(^sfc of 
onr subaisteiico being procured from the most barron and A\'UHte(i por- 
tion of the country traversed by our army. 

Por their fortitude and for the paticiico and cheer fill jui.ss Avitli Avhieh 
the luu’dsliixAS of this unusual and trying march liav(5 been endured, 1 
bespeak for onr soldiers the highest couimoudation and the Ihaiilcs of 
their countrymen.

March 20, marched with 
the Second Brigade to rc-ciitbrco the Reft Wing of the army, which 
wo found in position near Beutonvillo confronted by the enemy. At 
2 1 ). m. moved out in front of Fiast Division, of Fourteenth Army ( loiji.s, 
for the purpose of ascertaining Avhother the enemy had AvitlidVawn or 
still occupied his lines. The Twenty-third Missouri, togotlKU' wilb one 
company from the Thirty-first, Eighty-ninth, and Ninety-second Ohio 
Regiments each, under command, of Major .Tolly, Eiglity-iiintJi Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry, and commanding Twenty-third Missouri (bdaeli- 
incnt, was thrown forward as skirmishers, supported by rest of bri- 
gade. Our skirmishers moved forward, took and (xjcupied tlui lii'st 
line of rebel skirmish pits. The enemy were found in full foriui oec.n- 
pying a strong line of works. The order being not to bring on an 
engagement, no attack was made by the brigade, exeejit the pressing 
forward of the skirmish line. At dark the brigade was orilerod to 
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witlulra-^v’ its skirmishers and move back within tlie lines of the First 
Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, which it accomplished quietly, ami 
encamped for the night. In this reconnaissance wo lost in wounded 
six, whose names are given in list attached. March 21, remained in 
camp. March 22, formed rear guard ; moved out at 2 p. m . about one mile 
and remained till 7 p. m.; marched till 11.30 p. m., making a distaneo 
of thirteen miles, and encamped for the night. March 23, moved at 0 
a. m., being the advance of the army, crossed th(j l^euso lliver and 
marched oil Goldsborongh, a distance of fourteen miles, which jioiiit 
was reached at 2 p. m., and where the brigade encamped, in its ])i’osent 
liositioii. 

During our entire campaign the weather has generally been (Usagreo- 
able and the roads miry and extremely dilllcnlt to travel. The troops 
were constantly engaged either as an advance guard, or in repairing 
roads and a.ssisting wagons through diflicnlt places. FTo troops over 
did more work and harder marching in the same length of time, and. 
that, too, without a single murmur. Most of the time we Imd to pro- 
cure our subsistence Irom the country, frequently sending our foragers 
a distance of thirty miles in order to olitain supplies. During the cam- 
paign this brigade has lost in killed, woundeib missing, and dead from 
disease, fifty eight, whose names arc given in list liereto attached. 

During the entire campaign the officers and men of my brigade were 
so prompt and energetic in the performance of all their duties, and 
often in the most trying circnmatance.s, that they are entitled to the 
highest consideration at the hands of the Government, and I. take groat 
pleasure in bringing the lact to the attention of iny superiors. 

To General .bail'd and his stall', for the great energy displayed by 
them ill pressing forward their division and its trains, anil the care 
taken of the troops, i.s due the highest jiraiso, and on bolialf of myself 
and brigade I roturq to liim and staff onr best wishes and most sincere 
thanks.

Colonel : In pnrsnaiicc to orticrs I liorewitU triuismit to you ii bviof 
statement of tho part taken by my regiinciit, tlio Eiglity-Hoeonil liRD- 
ana, in the campaign from fcstivannali, (bi., to ilie pi'(^seiili position, 
Goldsborongh, N. C.: . 

In obedience to orders on the 20th of .Tainiary we sinrted Iroin 
Savannah, forming a part of tlicNirst Brigade, Tliivd Division, Four- 
teenth Army Oorj>s, commanded liy Bvt. MaJ. Gen. d. (!. Davis, being 
a part of tlie army of the Left Wing, commanded by Miijor-donernl 
Slocum. Wg eiicamiied on tlio iiightof the 20t]i on (Jlierokeo Hill. 
Here, being water-bound and the roads impassable, we were (lonipelled 
to remain until the 26th day of January, at which time we marched 
again through Springiield. 

Hucli embarrassed with rain and bad roads w’o ni’rived at Sister’s 
Perry January 28, where v'o remained until the 6th of I'kihrimry on 
account of high >vatcrs and extremely bail roads, at wliicli tinui v'e 
crossed the Savannah liivcr; marclied via liohortsvilln and BaviDvell, 
S. C,; struck tbe Augusta and Charleston Ilailroad near Aiken on 
the 12th instant. After hard inarcliing wo tore np 6()() yards rail- 
road. On the night of the 13th wo camjiod on the South iCdisto Kivei'j 
tlio 14th crossed tlio North Edisto Xliver, Ihcnce through Lexington, 
crossing the Saluda Biver ton miles above Columbia: thence about six 
inilea, crossed Broad Biver and tbe Spartanburg railroad ; tore vi]) 300 
yards railroad; thence through Winnsborougli and White Calc Sta- 
tion; tore up 600 yards of tlie Oluirlotto railroad; thence to the 
Catawba Bivor at Bocky Mount Ferry. Hero my regiment was detailed 
for fatigue duty. Worked on tlio lulls on both sides the river for four 
days and the greater part of throe nights, under drenching showiu's of 
rain, with difficulty, owing to tlio higli stage and swiftness of the river, 
Wo succeeded in crossing on the morning of the 28tli. Tlieneii wo 
iriarcliGd to Hanging Bock, two or three day.s’ march to the .I’edoe 
liiver. 

Crossed the recleo Biver near Haile’s Ferry on the 7tli of March; 
thence marched four days to Fayetteville, N. 0., which iilaee wo reaelied 
on the 11th instant. Wo remained hero until the niglit of the :l5th, 
100 men and three oiheers of my regiment doing provost duty wliile 
luire. We crossed the Cape Fear Biver on the night of the jniili from 
here. For four days we wore ivith the train, corduroying a greater lairt 
of the road. On the 20th wo made a forced niarcli of about ten niile.s 
to join our corps near Falling Waters, wdioro there had been considera- 
ble figliting. Hero, the brigade being ordered to the fronl:, my regi- 
ment formed the second line. Wo threw up works in about 000 yards 
of the enemy’s lines; remained there until niglit, when -wo were with- 
drawn about one mile and camped near the train. On the 21.st my riig- 
imentwas detailed to repair roads. On the night of the 21st the enemy 
evacuated. On the 22d \vq inarched toward Goldsborongh, via Cox’s 
Ferry, crossing the Neiisc B.iver at Cox’s Ferry, and reached this jdace 
on the 23d day of March. 

TIio -wliole march has been a dilTicult and tiresome one. Almost 
every day my regiment (as did other regiments) corduroyed a.nd worked 
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on tlio rojulH. Bnfc discjournging us di<l i(; appoui- ill; liiiu's lo tlic 
soldiers we wore never loth to rcsponcl to tlic eail.s of our noble, etior- 
getic, and untiring <!ounnandcra. 

The whole loss of iny r(5giiaoiit is us follows.*

The next day, lOtli, 
niarclicd eighteen mites, ])a.ss}iig tlu'ougU the town of lioxingtou 
Oourt-Hmiso; camped for tho night. The next day, tho 17th, marched 
fourtoou miles; crossed the Saluda River; camped for the night near 
Duck Crack. Next day, the 18th, nuiridicd three miles; roiids very 
bad; camped near Broad River. Nki.xt day, tho 10th, crossed Broad 
Biver; mavched eight miles; camped tor the night. Next day, the

Next day I22d] marched fifteen miles; dc.stroyed a portion of the Colum- 
bia and Yorkville liailroad; camped near tlic Ooiieord Chiireli. Tlie 
next day, 23d, marched thirteen miles; camped near tlio Catawba lliver ; 
remained in camp until the 26th; marched one mile; bivonaelced for 
the night near the Catawba Itivcr. On the night of the 27th crossed 
the Catawba Eivor; worked all night making road. 'JMie next day, 
2Stli, worked on road all day; marched three miles to camp. The regi- 
ment was hero mustered lor pay. 

March 1, marched twelve miles; camped near Ilangiiig Kock. Next 
(lay, 2d, marched eighteen miles; camped near Hickory Ifead. Next 
day, the 3d, inarched eleven miles; bivouacked for tlu^ night. Next day, 
the 4th, marched ten miles. Next day, the fith, imircheil eight miles; 
camped near Pedec liiver; remained in camp until the 7tli; crossed tlic 
recleo River next day eight miles aimvo Clieraw; marched ten miles; 
camped for the night. Nexbday, thoSth, inarched twenty-six miles; 
camped near Little Pedoo liiver. Next day, the Dth, crossed the river; 
marched twenty miles; camped for the night. Ni^xt day, l.Oth, man^iied 
seven miles; bivouacked lor the night. Next day, tho 11th, marched ton 
miles, wont into camp in Fayottovillo, N. 0., and remained in camj) 
until the lOth.

Casualties in tho regiment wore, 3 men woumleil, 2 sevoroly, and 1 
sliglitly; and at night wo M'oro withdiwii from the line and went into 
camp, and remained in camp until the 22(1; marched to the riglit eight 
miles; oainpod for tlie night near the Nonso River. Next day, tlui 23d, 
crossed the river, marched twelve miles, and wont into camp at Golds- 
borougli, N. 0.

The regiment had present when leaving Savannah, (la., January 26, 
COl enlisted men and 16 commissioned olllecrs, and liad Avlieii rea(6iing 
this place on the 23d instant 461 cnlistO(l men anti 10 comjni.ssioned 
ottlcors. 
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Gained mi., lost durinf*' the camim-igrii as follows; Gained— 1 recruit 
from depot; 4 colored iinder-eooks; 3 enlisted men returned to duty; 
1 commissioned ollicer returned to duty. Lost — 2 enlisted men died of 
disease; 1 enlisted man killed accidentally; 1 enlisted man Idllcd while 
foraging; 2 enlisted men captured while foraging; 1 enlisted man mus- 
tered out of service; 1 eoumiissioned officer resigned ; 11 enlisted men 
sent to hospital sick; 1 coiuniissioued officer seiitto liospital wounded. 

The regiment has been under the enemy's lire but oiieo during the 
campaign, which was on the 20tli instant in a reconnaissance of the 
enemy's position made by Brevet lifajor-Goiieral Baird, in which Maj. 
W. G. Clark was severely wounded in the left liip by a rille-ball from 
one of the enemy’s slmri>shooter.s.

Captain; I liave the honor to submit the following report of the 
part taken by the Thirty-llrst Ohio Veteran Volunteer Infantry in the 
recent campaign from Savannah, Ga., to this place: 

The regiment, under coiunmud of Oapt. M. Stone, in aecordanco witli 
orders from brigade headquarters, left its camp near Savannah on the 
luorning of January 20, 18015, and marched to Ohorokeo Hill, whore it 
eneami)ed until the morning of January 25, at which time it marched 
for Sister’s reriy, on the Savannah Itivcr, via Springfield, reaching the 
former plnce January 29, after three days’ marching in impleaBaut 
weather and over bad roads. 

A.t Sister’s Ferry the regiment went into camp until February 5, 
when it crossed the river, and on the following day marched to Bob- 
eftsvillc, S. C., tliencc to Barnwell, reaching there on February 10. 
After two days’ inarch from the latter pluco it reached Johnson’s Sta- 
tion, on the Charleston and Augusta Bailroad, effectually destroying 
about 000 yards of this road. It w'ont into camp for the iiight, and on 
the following day came to the South Edist(» Biver, crossing both the 
South Edisto and North Edisto Kivers on February 14. Passing the 
town of Lexington, on the 10th, crossed the Saluda Biver. On the 
17th, the Broad Itiver. On the 19tK it reached ■VViinisborough. On 
the 21st and on the following day destroyed several hundred ynrds of 
the Columbia and Charlotte Railroad and eucauiped in the evening on 
the Catawba Biver, where it remained until the night of the 27th, when 
it passed nearly the whole of the night in helping the teams across the 
river, and m crossing itself. 

Continuing the march it passed Hanging Bock on the 2d of March, 
and reached the Great Pedee llivoi on Sfarch C, crossing it March 7. 
On the 8tli of March, iiear .Bockiiighain, eight of the regiment were 
captured while foraging, all of whom escaped and returned except two, 
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^Ylloso names nro j*iveii in tiio list of casmiliios appomUMl, 'riio 
inciit eoiitimiedits march in tho direction of FayettevilN^ On the iOtli 
of Mavcli I'irst Lieut. A. j\E. zVplin and live men wore captured while 
forayiiij^', tlie names of whom are^fiven i]i the list appended. '.riH^ vej> i- 
nieiit niai'clied into Fayetteville, K. O., oti tito 11th, wliert! it rcniiaimnl 
until the evening' of the 15th, liirnishing during that time 115 men and 
3 connni.s.siotied ollicors as provost guard for tho city. Hereon tlie 
12th of March Captain Stone Avas honorahly mustered oid; ol.'tlii^ serv- 
ice, at which time I assunuMl eoninnuid of tlie regiment. On tlte night 
of the 15th tlm regiment left tho city and cro.ssinl tlie Ca pe h'ear Itiver, 
taking tlie direct road to Ooldsborough. On the I'dtli it reaehed the 
battle-gi'ouiifl near j\lill Creek and was moved on tho IVoiit line wdili 
the rigid resting on tho Goldsborougli road. 

Ill accordance with orders from Colonel Muidor, <minina.ndiiig Kinst 
Brigade, Company K, Lieut. W. H. H. McArthur cominiimliiig, was 
thrown forward as skirmishers, and the regiment wa.s movi^d some 
.sixty yards to tho front and left, and occuiiunl the works that had 
been u.scd the day before by a portion of the Twentieth Army Corps. 
Tlio regiment remained in ]iosition liere during tho heavy skiniiisli and 
artillery firing in front until night, when it was withdrawn Avitli the 
brigade, and went into camp in rear of the First Divishm, Foiirb'oiith 
Army Corps. On tlie 21.st the regiment reported to I/ieuteiiaiit-Col- 
oiicl Matlieny, of the Eighty-second ImUaiia Volunteer in (an try, to (!or- 
duroy the road leading to the rear from tho battle-groinid, anil on (lie 
22d took up its line of march for this place, reaching here on tlie 23d 
instant, aHln good Iicalth and sjiirits. 

It is butjust to state that during the wliolo of tlio time that Captain 
Stone comniauded the regiment lie worked zealously for its iiilerest 
and the good of the sevvieo, ever at liis post and ready. I am pleiiseil 
to state that tlieollicers and enlisted men Iioartily eo-oimrated with the 
coiiimaiiding odlecr, and Avere prompt in doing their duty on all 
ucciusions.

ti am ol the (ioviis. Tlio ba<l cliaraeter of the roads and the uuAvieldi- 
iKiss ol tlie trams rmidercd our progress necessarily slow. On tlieoven- 
mg ol tlie LDth of March, having crossed Great Cohera Crock, we heard 
oiiimoiuuling m the direction of Jleutoiiville; distance marched, tliirtv- 
two niilca. March 20, at dayligJit, leaving trains in cliargcof Tliird 
lirjgade, thi.s brigade, with that of Colonel Hunter, marched six niile.s 
to tlie scene ol the battle ot the 10th, near Bentonville: arriving on 
the Jield we took up our jjosition, but did not become engaged. With 
tlio exception ot two men of the Soeond Minnesota, who were wounded 
by tlu) enemy’s artillery, we sustained no loss. March 21. was spout in 
lepaii'iiig roads, and ou the 2.‘ld moved on (ioldsborougli, where we 
aiTivcd oil the 23d; distance marched, twenty-live miles. ‘ 

•During the campaign oiir troops have siihsistcd thomselves on tlio 
<‘.ountry through which wo have passed with the exception of ouo-tliird 
ration ol broad, sugar, and conce, which they liavo drawn from the 
trams. J.)iirmg the whohi campaign, wherein wo have marclind noiirlv 
000 miles and ovoreomo dinicnlties perhap.s without a parallel, the 
oliUiers and men ot this command, with .scarcely an exception, have 
oxliunted Mui iiiosfe admirable and untiring patieiiee, energy, and nor- 
sovcraiico, and .tarn happy to tmider them my most sincere tlianks for 
the cheerful and hearty maimer in wliic.h they have poribrmca their 
whole duty ou tins long and laborious march. 

Auiioxeil is a eomlen.sed reportof our lo.sses in wounded and missing, 
as reported by regimental commanders.

Sjr: .1 liave the lionor to submit the following i’(5))ort of the Mighty- 
sevmitli Indiana Volunteer Infantry during the, eiimpaign ending at 
Goldsborongh, N. G., on the 2.5tli day of Mareh, ISdH: 

The regiment loft eainp at Savannali, (la., on tlm 20tii day of flami- 
ary, 1805, and moved out on the Augusta road nhoid. (dglit miles and 
went into camp, where it remained until the morning of tlxi ^Htli, when 
it moved in the direction of Springlleld, (bi., wliere it arrived on tlie 
evening of the27tli5 from this point it moved in the ilirec.I.ion of Hister’s 
i’erry, arriving on the afternoon of tlie-2.Stli. 

Wo remained in this camp until tlio morning of the fitli of Kidiniiuy, 
during which time the pontoons w'ere laid across the Savantiiili liiviu', 
and the roads snllleiontly repaired for crossing. On thoinoriiingof (he 
5th wo eroased the river and eunii»ed near the ferry on tlKuijjpositti shore, 
Thoi'o we remained until the morning of the 7th, wlieii we moveil in the 
direction of Kobcrtsville and llriglitou and (jumped mair tluv hitter 
place. At this point the regiment was ordiJrod to guard tluMlivision 
trains, upon which duty it remained until tlnn 25th day of Mareh, wlieu 
it arrived at Goldsborongh, N. 0., and rejoined the brigmbj. 

While witii the trains the duties were arduous and niijdeasaiit during 
the greater ])ortion of the time, the weather being Jiielinneid; ami the 
roads bad. The regiment was roipiinjd to ]KU'form niueli labor and 
make many night imu'idies. 

The easualtios in the regiment during the canijiaign we.re as follows: 
1 enlisted man died of disease damuiry 25, 1805} and 5 enlisl-ed men 
captured by the enemy March 3, 1805.

Agrooiiblo with ordcrM, wo, moved out of Savannah witli our briQ-iido' 
on the morning' ol Jninniry 20, ISOfi, and camped eight milo.s distant, 
Avherewowere (loinpelled to remain several days on acseount oC the 
rain. After resuming our mandi wo])assed througli Springlield, (la., 
and crossed Gbimezor Orcek, and arrived at Sister’s Ferry, (la„ where 
\ve lay in camp a Icav days, and sent out forage iMirties. Ono milisted 
man missing. 

On the ntli ol ii'ebruavy, 180.5, wo m’o.ssed the Savannah Biver and 
entiu'ed boutli (avrolina. Our line of inareli lay througli swamps and 
iorests; we jiassod through Ihirnwcll, S. and’ moved toward 
Augusta, (la., subsisting oir th(\ country. VVe .struck the South Oaro- 
lina Jiailroud near Aiken, S. O., and assisted to destroy it. Thence 
AVC eliuuged our direction toward Oolnmbia, S. 0., and in our course 
wo crossed the North and South hhlisto Bivers, entered Lexington, 
S. 0., and passed within seven miles of Oolnmbia., S. 0. Orossiug the 
Saluda and (Jongaree [Broad] Hi vers, wo destroyed iiart of the Siiar- 
tanbuvg and, lJuiou Railroad at .AlM()on, S. 0. Again we chaiiged our 
ooiirse toward Wliuisborongli, S. 0., through Avliicli we passed, and 
t()rc up ])art of tlie Oharlotte aiiil South (‘a.rolina Bailroail at Black 
Stoclcs. Tlieiiee wo moved to the Catawba Ttlvcr,w)iere we wcredohiyeii 
several days ou account of the ])onto(m bridge being waslieil away. 
After crossing tlie Catawba Biver and Lyncli’a Oreelcwi', arrivi'd at 
gui banks of the (Ireat Bodec River, about eight [miles ahovo Oheraw, 
S. C.j here wo again halted a lew days. After we erossed tlie (ireat 
Pedeo Biver our courses avus <lire<-,t to Fayettiwille, N. C. 

On the dth ol March, .18(15, avu*. entereil North Carolina, and moved 
into Fayetteville on tho lltli of March, Avliero we rested until IJie intli 
of March, Avhen avo crossed tho Cape J-'ear .River, and in charge of tln^ 
.Fourteenth Army Oorp.s train pursued I, he direct road to Coldsbor- 
oiigh, N. C. On tlui 20th ol'Marc.h Ave moved to tlui front, and made a 
(lenioiustration, and participated in tlm movemc-iifc Unit coiniielled the 
enemy to AvitlidraAv. On the 22d of March avo resumed our nuireli, and, 
on the 28(1 entered Oold.sborimgli, on Avhicli day the reliels attaclced 
our foragers, audAvomidod 2 and captured 2, .During the cainjiaigii 
AVO captured 15 prisoners. Wo Avere engaged in all the ]iai;d marches 
and duties that our brigade i)erfbrinod, marching a distance of nearly 
500 miles, and depending on the country ibr supplies. The casiiiilties 
Avere all confliiccl to our forage parties. .Loas, 2 enlisted men Avouiuled, 

2 missing, and 2 captured^ total, C.

Captain: In obcilioneo to instructions just rocuuved from 
lieadquai'tcrs I have the lioiior to forward the folhnving’ roiiort ol ( iio 
part taken by my regiment in tlio recent eampsiigu eoinineiieing at 
Savannabj Ga., on the 2()tli day of January, 1805, and terniinating' at 
this place on the 23d day of !Marcli, l<Sfio: i 

On the evening of the 10th of january the regiiiieiit was relieved 
from guard duty in the city of Savannah, and on the moniiiig <»(' the 
20th rejoined the brigade and marched with it eight miles to < 'litu'okeo 
Hill, on the Augusta road, where it remaiued in camp until the morn- 
ing of January 25, when it marched for Sister’s b’erry, on tlu^ Savnn- 
nail llivor, passing through Spriiigllold, Ga., and arriving on the 2iSt)i j 
distance nnirchod, thirty-two miles. 

February 5, crossed the Savannah Itiver and inari'-hed up Ihe lelt 
bank of the river for ilariiwell Oonrt-1 louse, passing through llolmi’ts- 
ville and Brighton, and erossing the oalkohatchie .River, and arriving 
on the afternoon of the lOthj distance marched, sixtymiles. .At lhirn- 
v'oll Ooiu’t-IIouso the roginiont was detailed as jirovost guard and 
placed in charge of the town during the passage of the eorps. b'el)- 
ruary 11, at noon the i-eghnont was relieved, a.nd rejoining the bvigiule 
marched with it for the Augusta and Gharleston Railroiul iioar Aiken., 
arriving and assi.sthig in the destruction of eight luihis of thn railroiul 
track oil tlio 12th; distaiuso marched, thirty mjl(‘H, February 13,, 
marched to Davis’ Mill, on the Sontli lOdisto Itiver, wliere it awaiteol 
the passage of the eorps and trains; distaime marched, tim mih^s. 
February]!, marched at 11 a. m., crossing tlm river, mul during tli(< 
night arrived at and cros.scd the North Mdisto Jtiver ; (listaiice mni'f.hed, 
cigditceii miles, b'ebrnary 15, marched for Loxinglou Gmirt-llmiKO, 
crossing Oongarco Orcok at Glark’s Mills <m the smiu' diiy, and arriving 
at noon oil the IGth; distance inarched, twenty-four mihis. Marelied 
the same day for Oolumbia, and oncamiied six miles west of tha,t jilace 
at Hart’s Ferry, Saluda llivor; di.stanee marelied, six miles, ilfelirmiry 
17, marched at noon northward, crossing the Saliida River and arriv- 
ing at Froshly’s Ferry, on the Broad Blver, on the IHth; distance 
marched, sixteen miles. February 13, eroased Broad Riviir and mundied 
up the left, bank to Alston .Tunetion, whore the regiment assistml in 
do.sti'oyiiig the railroad track; then turning northward ami crossing 
Little River near Monticcllo, arrived at Wiimsborough at noon on the 
21st; distaiico marched, thirty miles. February 22, marched nortli ward 
along the railroad to Youiigsvillo, where the regiment again assisted 
ill the destruction of railroad tracks, thou tuiming eastwai'd aiTived 
at the Catawba or Watcrce River crossing, near Rocky Mount, on the 
23d; distance marchedj thirty-four miles. Here the I'ogimont, with a 
portion of the corps, was detained for sovoral days by a lioavy and 
in’otracted rain-storni. The imntoon bridge xyus partially swept a-way 
by the freshet in the river, and the roads ami oven the ilelds v’cre rini- 
dcrod nearly impassable for troops or trains. Fobrmuy 27, at sunset 
the division commenced the crossing, whieii eohsunied theentire night, 
and the utmost oiforts of the troops in making roads and assisting the 
trains were required during the night and tho whole of next day to got 
the trains safely into i>ark two miles from tlio bridge, February 20 
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[Mai’cli 1], the iimi'cli was resumed, tliougli tlio roads wore yet alinost 
impassable and the woatlier bad, and on the 5th of Marc.li wo arnv(i(l 
at tlie Great Pedee Kiver, crossing near Snecdsborough on the JiiKi 
between North and South Garolinaj distance inarclied, seventy-two 
miles. 

March 7, crossed the Great Pedee at noon and marched for I?uyot(:o- 
ville, N. G., pa.ssing to the right of Eockingham, crossing Lumber 
Elver and several smaller streams, and with other regiinontB of the 
brigade occupied that town at noon on the 11th, driving out tlic 
enemy’s rear guard; distance marched, seventy miles. .During the 
passage of the army my regiment, with others of the brigade, was on 
guard duty in the town. March 15, marched toward Goldsborough, 
our division being in charge of the trains of the entire corps. Tlio 
roads and the weather were very bad and our xH’ogrcss slow until on 
the evening of the lOtli wo reached and crossed the Great Gohora 
Greek. Cannonading was heard in front during the day; distance 
marched, thirty-two miles. March 20, the trains wore consigned to the 
care of the Third Brigade, and my vcgiincnt with others of the l^irst 
and Socoud Brigades marched on the Goldsborough road to the front 
about six miles, arriving at 8 a. m.; wo were baited hcj’O until 1 p. in., 
thou moved into position, confronting the enemy’s lines with the nppa- 
rout intoiitiou of attacking them. Ilorewewcro exposed at intervals 
during the afternoon to artillery fire from the enemy’s battori(5s, from 
which two casualties occurred in my regiment. At sunset wo wore 
moved back about a mile and encamped. March 21, thoday wiis spimt 
ill iiiaking and repairing roads, and on the 22d the inarch was resumed 
for Goldsborough, at which place wo arrived on tlio 23d; distiiiico 
marched, thirty-eight miles. 

During the campaign the regiment has drawn from the trains one- 
third rations of hard bread, colleo, and sugar; all other supplies liave 
been foraged in the country along tho lino of inarch. 

A summary of the casualty list hereto appended gives: Died of dis- 
ease, 1; wounded in action, 2; missing and supiiosod to have boon 
captured while foraging, 5; total, 8. 

The total distance marched, nob including foraging and work on 
roads or destruction of railroads^ is <L80 miles. The mimiior of horsoa 
and mules captured or foraged in tlio country and turned over to tho 
quartermaster’s department is 30. Tho aggregate in'caimt of iny regi- 
ment wlieii it marched from Savannah on tho 2()th .Tainiary was 52(1. 
The decrease during the campaign of slxty-threo days was: Sent to 
general field liospital, 11; missing, supposed to have boon oapturert, 5; 
total decrease (being about 3 per cent,), Ki; aggregate pi-csont oil arrival 
at Goldsborough March 23, 510. 

When I remember that about onc-half of my men arc reoriiita of but 
a Ibw months’ service, and that tho campaign has been one of tho 
severest on record, the very small percentage of loss in men missing 
and sent to hospital during the march is more than satisfactory to mo. 

I am equally grateful to tho recruits (who have well outgrown tliat 
name) for their patient and determined endurauce of privations and 
hardships to which they were niiaccustomed, and to the votorans who 
have so uniformly given a soldierly cxamiile to those loss oxporioiiced,

The regiment broke camp January 20, marcliiiig ton’iird Si.sic'.r s 
Ferry, -where it arrived about the 1st of l‘‘ebriuiiy. 

February 5, crossed the Savannah Kivor and marclKul lowtird 
Ilarnwoll; passed through this town and thenee north, sl.riking the 
Branchvillo and Augusta Itailroad about twenty-tiv(^ miles easi; oi 
Augusta, and assisted in tearing up and destroying railroad Iraelc. 
From this point marched in a northerly direction, crossing tlio Mouth 
and North Edisto Xtivers, and passing tlirough Lexington crossed the 

Saluda River about miles and tho liroad. River about twenty niilos 

from Columbia; thenee marched to Alston and assisted in deslroying 
railroad track, and tlionco passing through Winnshoroiigli struck the 
Catawba River at Kingsbury’s Ferry, crossed, and moving in a iiortli- 
' easterly direction crossed the Great Fedoo River about ten niilos above 
Oheraw. From this point moved in a nortlioastorly direction again to 
Fayetteville, where it remained live or six days; crossing the Oape 
Fear River inarelied toward Goldsborough, whore it arrived Mareh 23 
and wont into camp. 

The regiment during the campaign has boon with and taken a part 
in all tho operations of tho brigade and division to whic.h It is attacluid. 

Casualties have boon as follows: 3 privates captured by tlie enemy 
and 3 wounded {2 accidentally and 1 by tho enemy).

Captain: In complianco with the orders of tho general command- 
ing division I have the honor to submit tho following report of the 
part taken by the Third Brigade in tho operations- of tlio Army of 
Georgia during tho campaign just dosed: 

It is difficult to determine jiiat how iniidi or how little to say of the 
movements of so small a portion of tho army during a campaign so 
unexampled in the history of war. From tlio hoginiimg of the earn- 
paign to tho end thereof my brigade was never formed in line of battle. 
Excepting the obstacles encountered in tho way of broad rivers, almost 
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iiiiuimGrable f5ina.ll creeks, apparently impassable roads, and almost 
never ending bad and nupleasaut weather, tlio brigade .1 liavo the 
honor to command found nothing to delay its daily progress, liut 
though no enemy was niei worthy of mention, no shots exchanged 
or bayonets crossed, during onr cahipaign of more than sixty days m 
duration, never before in the history of this or any other war did odi- 
cers and men undergo gTeater privations, endure greater Jiardsliips, or 
overcome greater obstacles, and with a patience and cheerfnhicss more 
worthy the true soldier, than did those attached to my eoininand (hiring 
the cainpaigu just ended. The historian can never do full. justice to, 
the country never sufficiently appreciate, the labors, the fortitude, and 
the more than heroic spirit exhibited by the army engaged in the Savan- 
nah campaign. 

Leaving Savannah January 20,1805, and roacliing Sister^s Ferry, upon 
the Savannah River, on the evening of the 27th, the Tjiird lirigade 
remained there until the 5th of Fcbniaiy, on which day it crossed the 
river, and on the 10th, haAung marched seventy miles from tlio cross- 
ing of the river, encamped near Barnwell. Loavinh' Bai’involl Febru- 
ary 11, on tbe 13tb crossed the South Edisto River, having marched in 
the meantime nearly iifty miles, and destroyed over two miles of the 
Charleston and Augusta Railroad. On the 14:th crossed the North 
Edisto Rivoiyuid having averaged about fifteen miles per day, crossed 
the Saluda River on the 17tU at a point about sixteen miloa northwest 
of Columbia. , On tlio 18th wo crossed Broad River and destroyed 
about a mile of the G-rcouvillo and Columbia Railroad, near Alston 
Station. Continuing the march on the 22d of Fobvuary wo doatroyod 
a little over two miles of the Charlotte and South Oaroliiia Railroad, 
about live miles distant north of Wliito Oak Station. Resuming onr 
march wo readied the Watereo or Catawba River on tlie 28d, and 
owing to the difficulties attending the laying and retaining in place of 
the pontoon bridge did not cross until the 28th. 

On the 5tli of Marcli we reached the Great Pedeo River, having made a 
most unexampled march over thomost terrible roada and amid constantly 
pouring rains. Crossed the river at a point eight miles above Clnu’aw 
on the 7th instant, and moving in the direction of Fayetteville, N. 0,, 
readied that place mi the 11th instant, having enconntered Imt trilling 
opposition; remained there until the morning of tholOtli, doing duty 
as provost guard in conjunction with the First and Second Brigades. 
Leaving Fayetteville on the morning of the lOtli at 1 a. m. tlio brigade 
crossed Capo Fear River, and on the next day, taking charge of the 
corps trains, moved forward in the direction of Goldsborough, reaching 
the Rouse River three miles west of Goldsborough on the 22a, withou t 
the loss of a wagon or mule, although at times Avithiu a very tm miles 
of heavy columns of the enemy. 

The casualties of the campaign liaA'C bcou forwarded already ; tliey 
have been trilling and only occuri’cd in foraging iiarties. I b'oliovo I 
do not exaggerate in estimating the. amount of corduroying done by 
my brigade as being between twenty and tAvonty-ilve miles; and rail- 
road effectually destroyed over live miles. Wo have marched over 
470 miles, and found no mud deep oiiougli, no hills steep oiioiigli, no 
quicksand treacherous enough, to provout the taking of our trains 
wherever the column was ordered to move. 

Henceforth it may bo regarded as a lixed fact that wagons can be 
moved wherever man can march. 
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Hoping tliis brief and hurried return of the oporation.s of the 
brigade inaj' be satisfactory to the general coinniaiuling, I resj)ectfully 
submit it with the accompanying reports of the regimental com- 
manders.

At the time the battle 
occurred In which a portion of the corps was engaged this regiment 
was, with the remainder of the brigade, guarding the train. Huring 
the whole of the campaign this organization was not under Arc, or in 
lino of battle. Our only loss was among the foragers detailed J’rom tlie 
command. One commissioned oflicer, Hirst Lieut, and Adjt. John II. 
Schutt, has been missing since the 20th instant, and i t is supposed that 
ho is captured, Sorgoant-Mojor Adams was wounded and eai)turod, 
but made his escape and is now a patient in the hospital in this city. 
Quartonnastor-Sei'goant Baer is missing. One corporal and I private 
were captured, 1, private was wounded, and 1, is missing,

Corps, I moved my command from Savannah, (la., on the morning of 
January 20, 1806, from which time to the ending of the campaign at 
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this place tlic cominaiKl has participated in all the road and bridge 
building, railroad destroying, marches, dangers, and fatigues oi the 
brigade. The following is a list of the casualties during the campaign : 
John Miller, private, Oonipaiiy F, missing, March 3, 1836; Strother H. 
Locket, private, Company K, missing, March 7, 1806.

Captain : I have the honor to report the part taken by my regiinont 
in the late campaign from Savannah, Ga., to Goldsborongh, N. 0.: 

The regiment left Savannah, Ga., January 20, 1806, and marched in 
column with the brigade diiriug the cainiiaigu. 

February 6, the regiment crossed the Savannah Eiver at Sister’s 
Ferry and entered the State of South Carolina, passing through the 
State from south to north, destroying all railroads and other property 
of value to the rebel army. 

February 27, wo Imd 1 commissioned oflhser and 12 enlisted men 
■captured while foraging near the Catawba lUvor. 

We crossed the North Carolina lino March d and marelied toward 
Fayetteville, whore we arrived Marcdi 11. Itcinained there three days 
and did garrison duty in the eastern part of town. March 6, the rogi* 
inent lost 1 man, captured while foraging, and Mansh 10 bad 2 men 
captured while foraging. At 10 ]). m. of the 16t.li of March we left Fuy- 
ettovillo and crossed Cape Fear liiver, and in the raiji and dark pulled 
the brigade train up the river-bank, where imid was found without 
bottom. From Fayetteville, N. 0., we niarehod toward Goldsborongb, 
N. 0., guarding tbo Fourteenth Army Corps train. Arrived at Golda- 
borough March 23, passing tlirough with the train going to iCiiiston for 
suiiplies, arriving near Kinston the same day. Started back March 25, 
1806, to Goldsborongh, Jind arrived there on the 2()th of March, 1805, 
and immediately wont into campon the north of town. During the 
campaign the regiment took no part in any lighting or sklrnushing, 
but a very active part in building eordnroy roads and bridges, which 
was almost an ovory-day business. The regiment was subsisted prin- 
cipally from the country that it passed through, drawing loss than one- 
third rations from Government supplies.

N. C.j terminating’ with our occupancy of the latter place : 

Ou the morning of the 20t]i of January the regiment left Savannah 
in pursuance with orders from brigade headquarters, and entered ni)on 
the great and memorable eampaigii which has just been so Huc-cessfally 
closed and which l>as struck siudi ])owcrful and victorious 1)1owk upon 
the reeling Confederacy. Tliis day the command moved abonl; seveiL 
miles, wlion, in consequence of tlie baa condition of the roads, it was 
found necessary to encamp and repair them; hero in eoJinection with 
brigade the regiment remained until the 2ntli. On the 2r)fch, 2dt)i, and 
27tU marched about ten juilcs each day, arriviJig near Sister’s Ferry, 
Ga., on the evening of the 27th. 

Hero the regiaient remained until the inoriiiiig of the fith of February. 
Nothing asidofroiu theusual routinoof (minpiiicidoitsocourriul during 
these marches. February 5, crossed the Savannah J.tiver into South 
Carolina and marched four miles up and nearly i)arallol with the river, 
encamping near the upper ferry. Jleretlio regiment remained until the 
moniijjgof the 7th. when the nuivch was again re.snmed| this day 
passed througli Itouertsville, at which i)oint the line of niarcli. was 
cluinged to tlie loft; distance marched was about ten miles. On tlio 
8tli mai’clied sixteen miles. 9tl», marched twenty lailes; some small 
bridges burned and obstructions in road, M'hicli, howeviu', (5nua(al little 
delay. Ou the 10th still encountered alight obstacles in the sliajui 
of barricades and burned bridges; today marched seventecnv mih^saiid 
encamped m the suburbs of the village of .lhvruw(dl. h'ebruary .1 1., 
marched thirtooii miles. 12th, marched eighteen miles and de.stroye.d 
255 yards of railroad track. Ou the Fltli d(5stroyod the same amount 
of track and then marched seventeen miles, cro.ssijig the Mouth IDdisto 
River. 14th, marched seventooii miles, crossing the Nortli lOdisto 
River during the day. On tlio 15tli, Kith, and j.7th nnircjlmd about 
fonrtcon miles each day, traveling in the direction of Oolumbia, M, 0. 
On tlie 17th a detour was made to the loft and wo crossed the Maliida 
River, having passed through the villago of Lexington on the Kith. 
On the 18th marched but live niile.s. Ou the liltli marcUc.d twelve 
miles, crossing Broad River and do.stroyiiig the railroad at ./Uston. 
20th, marched live miles. 21st, marched lllloon miles, jiassing mau’ 
the vicinity of 'VViimsborongh. Ou tho22d marched fonrtceii miles, 
luiving torn up considerable railroad during the day; tlie direction 
traveled was toward Oliestervillo. Ou tho2'id a detour was made to 
the right and wo marched twelve miles in the direction of Lancaster. 
24tU aiid 25(li, remained in camp awaiting the comjdotion of tlie pon- 
toon bridge acros.s the Waterce River and the crossing of tlie trains. 
2Gth, marched one mile and went in camp in consequence of the break- 
mg of the bridge across the Wateim 27th, was stationary in camp. 
Ou the 28tli crossed the AVatoreo River. 
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Marcih I, 2, 3, d, and H, niaroliod an avcraj?o of aboul; foiirtooii inilos 
each day. On tlio 3d the oolunin nrosaod byiHili’a Orenlc, (-I 10 
direction travc.kMl dnrin|Uf tbeso daya being (;asf, or toward tlio J.’edee 
.River. Miircli d, I'oniainod in eani]); 7tli, crossed tlio (Iroat I’edcse 
miles above Clieraw, and were distributed as guards along tlio wagon 
train of tlie division 5 8 th, marched twentydbiir miles; iHb, iimi'clied 
eighteen miles; lOth, marched live inile.s, still going in tlie direction of 
Payetti^ville., N. (.5. {F had ibrgotten U) mention in the proiuir ])lac(i 
that on the Htli the regiment had crossed tholineiiito North (hirolina), 
witli every i)rosi)e(d. of an engagement, as Hardee wa.s reported as on a 
forced march to the relief of hayettevillo, and only a few milc.s (o onr 
left. On the morning of the .llth the Forward movement was resumed, 
the Ihiirty-eigiith Ohio having the advance of tlie brigade. Some slight 
sldrmisldng soon occurred in tlio advance and the brigade was formed 
in column by regiments on left of the road await tlui deveh)]nncnt of 
the eiiciny’s position, tlie Thirty-eighth occupying tln^ front line. It 
luniig soon ascertained that no considerable force M'as in front to oppose 
the advance, the Thirty-eighth (.)liio was ordered to a (u’ossiug about a 
mile fartiusr up the creek, in whiidi direidioii some ilcsultory llring was 
hoard, and to serve thoilonble purpose of a picket anil reconnaiBsamie. 
At the crossing above referred l:o the bridge wa.s (bund burned and a 
party of ribel cavalry pos(:ed on the opposite side. Oomi>any F was 
imnualiately deployed as skirmishers and advaiunul into i)ositi()ii near 
the ei'cck. After some inc-onslderahlo (iriiig n[)ou both sides tlio onomy 
retreated; no casualties on either side. 'I’lie road now lieing clear, tlio 
regiment was ordered to ri^jolu the brigade, or follow in I’oar of tlie 
train to thiyettevillo. In obedience to this order the. regiment returned 
to the main road and followed the train to the city, arriving tlierc about 
d: p. m. Marcli 11. 

The regiment roiuaincd in Fayetteville during the 12th, L'lth, Idth, 
ami inth. On the Kith, at I a. m., left Fayetteville, crossed tlie Oa])e 
Four liiver, and marched twelve miles in the direction of (loldsborough, 
and acting as guard for train. Marith 17, marchcil eight miles, cross- 
ing Jllackliivcr. IHtli, marclicd .six miles. IDth, marched twelve miles, 
being still with the brain. On the 2()th marched about six miles, and 
on tlio 2 Ist, in connection witb the balance of the brigade, arrived near 
thoNcuse Uiver, west of Goldshorongli, whicli was then in onr iiossiis- 
sioii, and thecamjialgn Avas virtually elosed. The Thirty-eighth did 
not participate in any of tlie late battles near (Soldsborough, being on 
duty Avith the train the entire time. 

!l'he hardsliijiH and privations of this groat campaign havo boon 
many and great, anil yet the men of this command liave borne up 
under the most trying and perplexing circumstances, with a heroism 
and poAver of endurance iineqiialeil in tlie annals of the world. ()incer.s 
and men havo vied Avifch each oblior in the well doing of their work, 
and it is iinpoHsible to make distinction for meritorious conduct. All 


liave iloiio nobly and Avell their duty. 

In coneluding this brief and impevtbob report, T beg leave to express 
my tliaiiks to the colonel commanding the brigade, and to each mem- 
ber of his staff, for the uniform courtesy and kindness Avith Avhich ho 
has treated, not only myself, bub also the (> 11 lcer.s and men of niy com- 
mand during tlio entire campaign.

OoLONiOL: I have the lionor to submit the Ibllowiiig' i'e])Oi t of'_ the 
Artillery Brigade, Itonrteciith Array Corps, during' tlie <!umpaign iVom 
Savannah, Ga., to Goldsboroiigli, N. O., ombriieuig a pen’iod ol’ sixly* 
tv'o days, beginning on the 20th day of January. i8(!5 and ending on 
the 23d day of March, 1865: 

On the 20th of January we moved from Savnniiali, (In., and (>n 
the 28th we camped at Sister’s Ferry. At this time Ihittery C, JGrat 
Illinois Light Artillciy, and Battery 1, Second Illinois Light vVrlJlIory, 
were reporting to the First and Second Divisions, of tlie ifourteenl.h 
Ariny Corps, ami the Fifth Wisconsin Battery and the Kim5t(i0iith 
Indiana Battery were reporting directly to mo. 

I crossed the river with my command on tlio 5tli day of Fobruary, 
and puttho Fifth Wisconsin Battery in position on tlie leit bank of tlio 
river to guard against the approa<di of a robe) gun-boat reported to be 
descending the river from Augusta. On the morning of the 7tli of 
Fobruary I broke camp and moved to Brighton Cross-Koads, wluni 
the Fifth ‘Wisconsin Battery was reported {by order of (lenoral .1 lavis) 
to General Baird, commanding the Tliird Division, Fourtcmitli Army 
Corps. 

From this time till tlie conclu.siou of the canpiaign, Baitory U, First 
Illinois; Battery 1, Second Illinois, and the Fifth VVisconsin :Battery 
reported to tlio di/Terent divisions of the corps, and W(5re under the 
immccliato control of the division commanders. 

On the 17tli of February I crossed tlio Balnda Iti\Mr, after a miircli 
of ten days, during wliicli time I moved with the corps headquartoi’S 
train, crossing the South Edisto Fiver on the I3th, and tin? North 
Edisto on the Llth, of February. On the 10th I crossed Broad Fiver. 
The country between the Saluda and Broad .Kivors aiVordod a greater 
amount of forage and siib.sistciico for the men than any other in evioiisly 
passed through. On the 28th day of Fobrimry I croHsed. the Catawba 
Fiver after a delay of five days on its right bunk, occasioned by heavy 
and continuous rains which raised Die river to .such a lieighi; that tlio 
pontoon bridge was swept away, sustaining a lo.ss of fourteen boats. 

Oil the 4 th of March the Great Bedco Fiver was reached eight inihm 
above Olieraw; the distance from the Catawba to the Great l.’cdco, 
eiglity-iivo miles; the time consumed by the march, live tlays; the 
weatlior during the time acoutinuoiis rain-storm, and the roails a bot- 
tomless pit of mud. After a delay of two days on the riglit bank of 
the Great Pedee the command crossed over on tlie 7tli, and on tlie I .Uli 
reached Fayetteville. Between the Greatl’cdco ami ()ape lAnt-r Fivers 
is a continuous forest of jiine, which afibrda neither forage ibr aiiiinal.s 
nor subsistence for men. On the 14tli Capo Fear Fiver was crossed, 
after a bait of two days at Faycttovillo. During the engagement of 
the 16th the artillery was massed on Die loft of the Averasburougb road 
under my direction, but was not engaged. 

On the IDth Battery 0, First Illinois, and Battery I, Secioml Illinois, 
and the Nineteenth Indiana Battery were heavily ungaged, sustaining 
a loss as follows:

Battery 0, i men killed, 3 Avoundcd, and 1 capturotl, and 5 horses 
killed; Ifiiioteenth Indiana Battery, cominandin^^ oilicor mortally 
woniuled, 3 enlisted men wounded, 3 guns captured, and 20 horses 
killed and captured. 

On the 20tii the remaining battery, Fifth Wisconsin, was ongagod 
for a short time, sustaining no loss. We reached Goldsborongh on 
the 23d.

Report of the part taken by the Artillery Brigade, Fourteenth Army- 
Corps, in the engagements of the 19tl», 20th, and 2lst of March, 18(15: 

On the 10th of March Battery 0, First Illinois Light Artillery, was 
put in position by direction of General Carlin on the right and left of 
the old Continental road to Goldsborongh, supported by the right of 
General Carlin’s division (First Division, Fourteenth Army Corps). 
From this ]msitiou 302 rounds of amnumition' were oxjioiided. Tlio 
battery here Avas opposed to a battery of artillery and a strong lino of 
infantry. About 1 o’clock the battery was assisted by the Ninotoeuth 
Indiana Battery; subsequently it moved farther to the left by General 
Carlin’s order, gaining a positiou just as the lines gave way. It fell 
back three-quarters of a mile and was then put iu a position by me ou 
the left of the old Continental road, where it remained steadily engag- 
ing the enemy till night. 

The Nineteenth Indiana Battery relieved Battery 0 by my direction. 
From this positiou it oxi)eiulcd oighty-oiglit rounds of anuminition. It 
was here supported by General Kobiiison’s brigade, of the First Divis- 
ion, Twentiotli Army Corps, and when the lino gave way three guns 
Avoro lost. Battery I, Second Illinois Light Artillery, Avas x)ut in posi- 
tion by me on right and rear of the last position taken by Battery U 
about 2 p. in., wlieu it fired steadily till dark, The remaining gun of 
the Nineteenth Indiana Battery Avas put iu position by my order on 
the right of Battery I. 

The Fifth Wisconsin Battery came up on the morning of the 2()(;h. 
ItAvasput ill position by General Baird on the ground occupied by 
Battery 0 and the Nineteenth Indiana Battery on the 10th, Avliero it 
remained till dark, when it Avithdrewand parked in renr of the lines. 
From this position it ilred tAventy rounds of ammunition. Sub.se- 
queiitly one gun, lost by the Nineteenth Indiamb.Battery, Avas rocovored. 
The batteries remained in those positions till the enemy rotreiited on 
the night of the 21st of Marcli. 

I desire to make special mention of Second Lieut. Palmer F, Scovol, 
commanding Battery O, First Illinois Light Artillery, and Fir.sb 
Sergt. Jonathan Miller, and Sergt, William McIntyre, for their gallant 
and meritorious conduct under the veiy severe fire to avIucIi they Avere 
exposed and during the confusion created by the infantry Avlien it 
gav Avay. I Avonld most respectfully recommend them for preferment. 
The fire from this batteiy was neenrate and dostruotlA'O. Early in the 
engegement one of the enemy’s limbers was struck and blown up. 
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No blamo is attaohod to tlio oflicers uii«l inoii ol:' tim Niiiotocnth 
Indiana Battoiy in tlic unfortunate loss of tiu'oo of their {^niis. i t was 
one of those misfortunes which cannot ho provided a^^ainst. The com- 
maiidiiig’ oinecr lost his life in trying to save his hatlcry. Ivieiitonaiil; 
Keeler suocooded to the command and brought the bahtneo of the bat- 
tery off ill good ordex’. Second Liont. dudson Eieh, eoininaiiding Bat- 
tery I, Second Illinois Liglit Artillery, handled his battery well and is 
a deserving ollieer. 

'piQ five from all the artillery was accurate and well-diveeted, and 
oflieers and men aliho acquitteil themselves honorably.

I moved from Savannah, Ga., on the 20th of January with ten daya^ 
rations and forage. In obedience to orders from Goiioral Oarlin., oonv 
uuiuding First Uivision, Fourteenth Army Corps, moved witU fliQ divia-* 
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ion !ily)ut six miles niul -wciifc into oainp; remained there until the morii- 
Jiig- ol tliciintli, wluMi i aguin took up tlie line ot'nnireli witli I'^irst i)ivis- 
iou niul marched to Bister’s Landing:, en Bavaimah Ulvor, and wentinto 
camp. Ivomaiiied thereuntil Febi'uary 5, when I. crossed the river wiMi 
h irst Division and camped. On the nioriiing* of the «t1i I resunuHl the 
march with (,h(i division and marched to Oatawha JUver, whore I was 
ordered by (iciioral Oarlin to place lay ‘?uns in iiosition to cover the 
crossing'. Tlie enemy showing: themselves I opened on thorn: iired six 
rounds. 

Tlui next morning', March 3,T resumed the march with tlio First 
Division and nmrolied with them until the morning of the IDth of March. 
The division hoing engaged with the enemy, I was ordered into position 
in the edge of a pine thicket on the lolt of the road. I immediately 
opened and was engaged hy the enemy’s batteries, llring at intervals 
until .1 p. in,, when tlie battery was witlull’awn ami talcou to the oxtreine 
left. 1 nidiinbered mypieeesatid awaited orders to open. Atthistimo 
the Second .Brigade in my front gave way and were falling backtlirougli 
tlie ba tt('ry. Seeing that the battery would be lost if I remained tlioro, 
I liiabei'iid up and fell back and took up a position on the loftof the 
road, supported by Tliird .Brigade, h’irst Division, Twontiotli Army 
Corps, .t was oiigagod in this position until dark. T Jlrecl about (M-2 
romida.^ I sustained alo.s.s of 4 men killed, d wounded, and :i. captured: 
also 1 limber wheel. .1 remained in this position until the morning of 
the 22(1, when I reauined the march with the iHvisioii and wont into 
(iamp near (ioUlsborongh on the evening of the 2da of March. 

During the campaign I captured 25 horses and 25 mules, and abau- 
dolled 40 bead of horses and mules. 

On the 15th of Fobrnary First Lien t. Joseph K. Ohamiel was cap- 
tured while out with forage detail. 

During tlie caminiigii and in the engagement of the J.nth inatiinb 
oAU'.ers and men iiorfonncd their duty well in every respect, without 
any oxcoption. The gmioral condition of my animals at present is poor.

Tuesday, the 21st, in position as we were yesterday, Wednesday, 
22d, moved at JOa. ra.; one onlistcd. man of tlie command Ibiind in 
enemy’s hospital; oncampeil at 5 p. in.; di.stancc moved, (on mih's. 
Thursday, the 23d, moved at 7 a. m.; passed througli and «‘,tieam])ed 
near GoUlsborongh, N. 0., at 7 p. m.; two enlisted men missing, sup- 
posed to be killed by the enemy; distance made, twelve miles.

28tli, murehml until idghtfnll 
and encamped at Si.stcr’s Ferry, on the Savanmili Uiv<u', wluu'e we 
remained until Febriiaiy 5, then crossed the river on jxintoon hriilge, 
and encamped at the upper landing, S. 0., where the battery was 
placed in position to oppose a rebel gun-boat tluit was rcqiortcsl dcscniid- 
iiig the river from Augusta, (la. 7th instant, inarched to Lrigbtoii and 
encamped for the night; was assigned to the Third Division, Fourl iienth 
Ai’iny Corp.s.

Moi'o mules Avoro captured, butAVoro 
exchanged foi' horses. Loss simtained in horses, J!). The general

On tlie 2a of February, leaving Selfridge’s brigade, ol .) imkHon s 1 1 i\ is- 
ioii, at tlio laniling to giisuxl the supplies aiul to (‘onsti'ind mid ininur 
roads, I marched witli the two brigades of that division and Ward’s 
entire division toward Lawtonvillo. .lust belore reaching Mint place 
the cnoiuy developed a long skirmish lino behind a swamp and oimmul 
oil my advance with two i>ieoes of artillery. Ward, in advane.o, was 
directed to send one regiment to tlio left to Itnd th(‘, Hank and rear ol 
the rebel line and to attack vigorously in front. The enemy were 
speedily dislodged, leaving several dead and wounded. Ward losi, ^ 
killed and 12 wounded in his skirmish lino. 'Die <tommaiid (mcaiiipe.d 
arouiid'Lawtonviiie. On the 3d I inarclied in a drizzling rain to the 
Oonsawhatehio Swamp, near Duck UraiKdi IN)std)nice, and repinl'Anl 
in person to the nnyor-goncral cominainling the T^Iililiary Division ol 
the Mississippi. On tlie -Jth, to aYoid tlic deep water of OoosawiiiLtclne 
Swamp, I diverged to tlio left by a settlement road tlirimgh viny 
.swampy ground a.s far as Smyrna l’OBt*<)l1lce, and tlnm iiiovial iiortii 
on the Jlai’iiwell pike, encamping at AlIendnloFost-OlHee. On the Htli 
the cominancl marched to Gray’s Gros.s-Jtoads, then nniving ti/ the 
I'ight along Wills Branch, oncaniped near Buford’s Jlridgi'., having 
struck the rear of the Fifteenth Coriw. February (5, i crossed the 
swamxis and streams of the Big >SaIkeliat<diie, and, tnriilng to the lelt 
along Bird’s Orock to avoid tlio route of the hMftmmtIi 0()1‘])H, liook the 
road north to Kiminon’s (Jroa.s-Uoad.s and then eusi; to the Lil'.tle Salke* 
Jiatchie, where the command oncamiicd in a very cold ruin. On live 
7tli the command was moved aiwoss tlie BiOtlc Biilkehiitchie, wliiidi ^yils 
much swollen hy the rain of the jirecedlng night, making the cnissing 
of the trooii.s and trains very <lilUeult and slow. ’Plie IhmhI of tlie 
column I'oaelied the South Oarolina Itailroad one mile and a luilf ('iiist 
of Graham’s Station about noon. On the throe succemding duy.s a 
large portion of the command was onguged in destroying the South 
Carolina Builroad as far as Station No. .1(17, (bnr mili'.s west ol’ Willis- 
ton, a distance of about twenty-four miles. A large qniuitil y of c.otl.on 
was burned, 370 bales at Graham’s Station alone. On t he Dili ( leiiiTiil 
Geary, with Second Division and other tr(io]m and trains IcK; at SiKter’s 
Feriy, rejoined the corps at Blackvillcj Miyor-General vSlueiim, cniii- 
maiuiing' Left Wing, came up with this command, h'ebrimry 11, Ward 
was ordered to move from Williateii, rebuild Gniginii'il’s Bridge over 
tile South Ediato, and rejoin the main coluniu on the nortli side. GcMiry 
and Jackson crossed at Duncan’a Bridge and cncamiied on north side. 
On the following day, over a good road, the head of the column reaiOied 
tlio Kortli Ediato nt Jeffeoat’s at 2 ]>. in. The enemy had destroyed 
the bridge and taken post on the north side witli two pieces of artil- 
lery. Geary having the advance was ordered to push a strong slcir- 
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iiiisli line aci'OHS, Avhieb was accomplished after a loss ol <5 killed mid 
10 wounded. The ilichigaii Engineers and Mecliaiiies rebuilt tlie 
bridge during the night. 

February 13, i.l, and 15, the general cour.se of the march was north 
toward Lexington, eneainpiug on 13th at Jeltcoat^s, on the Oraiigc- 
burg Cross-Roads, on 14th at the crossing of road Iroin dones Bridge 
to Coiigaree Creek, and on 1.5th at crossing of Two Isbitcli road, a mile 
and a half from l.exingtoii. Barniiui’s brigade, of Geary’s division, 
occupied the town. Slight skirmishing witli the enemy topic place eucli 
day. At Congareo Creek a considerable show of opposition was made 
to gain time to destroy the bridge, wliicb was .saved almost entire. On 
morning of the IGth [hearing] heavy firing in direction of the mouth of 
Congaree Creek 1 marched two divisions (Ward’s and Jacksou’.s), unen- 
cumbered, toward Columbia. When within three luiles ot tliorivoi'I 
received information that the Filleeiith Corps occupied the south bank, 
oiiposite Columbia. Encjtmped the corps by order of Major-Goiieral 
Slocum. On the 17th I moved the corps to tlio rear of Fourteeutli 
Corps, which wa.s crossing the Saluda at Zion Cluucli. After the pas- 
sage of the Fourteenth Corps and Kilpatrick’s cavalry 1 (M’oesed niy 
train.s during the night, and on the following day moved upbeliiiid 
the Foiu'teeiilh Corps and oucamped about one mile and ii half soiitli 
of .Rockville. On the lOtli I moved up to Freshly’s Ferry, on Broad 
liiA'Or, near the mouth of Wateree Creek, and went into camp to await 
the crossing of Fourteenth Corps and Kilpatrick’s cavalry. On tlio 
2()th I crossed Broad River, and taking to tlio right forded Little River 
and encamped at Morris’ Oreok, on the Winnsborongh road. 

Oil the following morning I pushed forward to Winnsboroiigli, wliicli 
was oeenpied without opposition. Before roacliing the place several 
buildings wore .seen to bo on fire. Geary, who liud the advaueo, was 
ordered to hurry forward a brigade and, if possible, save the town, 
which, after much effort, was succos.sfiilly accomplished. Two oi' 
Geary’s brigades were pub to work destroying the railroad truck of 
the Charlotte and South Carolina Railroad toward White Oak; VVard’s 
and Jackson’s divisions marched tlirough town and eiummped on 
Bea,ver Dam Creek. On 22d I moved rapiilly with an nncnmimbored 
division (Ward’s) toward Rocky Mount Ferry, on the Wateree, in the 
hope of cutting the column of Butler’s rebel cavalry, reported as miirch- 
iiig iicros.s our lino. The advance reached Rocky Mount Ij’orry al; 3 
1 ). 111 . without encountering the enemy, Dctaelimoiits were .sent uc.ross 
the river and occupied the cast bank without opposition. The trains, 
iucludiug nearly 250 cavalry wagons, which liavo been in my charge 
during tlie entire march, were delayed during the whole niglit by heavy 
hills and bad roads. Tlie pontoon wagons were got up liy 4.30 p. ni. 
February 23, the bridge being laid and the steep, rooky road on each 
end repaired as far as practicable, I began cros.siiig tlie trains at 7 a. in. 
Tlie rain in the afternoon made the hiU.Hide.s almost iininis.sable after 
dark, I encamped the troops about flve miles from tlie river toward 
Hanging Rock l^ost-Ofiice. On the 24tli I iiiarohed in heavy rain 
about three miles, and having struck a cross-road oeenpied by Seven- 
teenth Corps I received orders to encamp Ibr the day. On the 25th 
detachments were .sent out to repair and corduroy the roads ahead. 
On the 2Gth the corps was marched to Hanging lloek Po.st-OiTiee, whore 
wo halted during the 27tli, sending the trains across Hanging Rook 
Creek. February 28, tlio imiroli to-day for the first five miles was over 
a very heavy, spongy road, making a corduroy necessary for every rod. 
Tlio bridge over Little Lynch’s Greek was uiiinjurod. Ward’s division 
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encamped sittliis iioiiitj Geary and Jackaon at Olybnrii’M Slotx', t wo 
miles and a lialf larthcr on. Tho Eighty-second lliiiioiM VoInnlnorM, 
Licutemint-Oolonol Salomon, was sent forward to tlic ];lig I-yiich and 
secured the bridge (Miller’s) at l*'erily’s Eord. 

Marcli 1, tliccorjis crossed Lyncli’s Oreok at Miller’s llridgo; Ward s 
and Geary’s divisions encam])cd early in the aftoi’iioon at llrowei-s 
Oross-Itoads} Jackson tlireo miles ahead at «IohnHOii’s, on Glicstoi'IUdd 
road. March 2, Imoveddacksou’s division, unetMaimbercid, iit (i o’e-haik 
for the purpose of securing two bridges over Thom]»soii’s (Jicek, near 
Chesterfield; Geary and Ward followed witli trains. Ait(U’ (aossiiig 
llig Elack, Little Black, and Bmitli’s Mill Creek, .lacUson bad rcaelital 
within two miles of Chesterfield, when his advance was siri'cstod by tlu^ 
sharp fire of a strong line of rebel skirinislicrs. Two regiineiil-s ol Sel- 
fridge’s brigade, with two in su|)port, were <le|)Ioye.d promidly, and l-h<‘- 
whole rebel force chased on tiui doiibh«-(juic.k throiigli Oli(5s(,c’,i’li<^ld. 
Hawley was sent to the loft and aceared the upper bridgt.', but sliglit ly 
damaged. Solfridge followed down t<> the lower bridges and was op(5ned 
upon by the rebel artillery and sharpshooters from the north bank <>f 
the creek. Major Boynolds, <!hief of artillery, put two seiitioiis in ]tnsi- 
tion and soon silenced tho rebel artillery. Bolfridge’s shaipshoolcrs 
effectually covered the bridge, and tho attempt to llio it faihal. One 
bent was destroyed on tho north end, which was easily roplacisd (be JK'.v t 
morning. .Prisoners reported a brigade of infantry and H(‘.\’(a'al regi- 
ments of cavalry opposing us. Maridi J, Itobinson’s brigade was simt 
across the upper bridge to gel; in roar of such rebel forci'S as wiu'e dis- 
puting tho passage below. Tlioenemy left, however, witlioiit awaiting 
the movement. Jackson’s division was ordered to moss and move 
toward Olieraw. J fo was but a lew miles on tho imircb before the ordei' 
was conn tonimaded from information that the place was (Miciipied by 
our troops. Ho was recalled, and encampisl at J’owel I’s, toward Bneeds- 
borongii. On the following morning tho whole corps imindieil to the 
vicinity of Siicedsborough over very bad roads, saturated into iiiiiclc- 
sands by the heavy rains of several preceding days. Little uinl llig 
Wostflold and other bad creeks were crossed on Die iiiarcJi. ’flie 
Eourteentli Corps moved to our right with jumtoons and began con- 
struction of bridge. On the 5th tho camp wa.s not iiiovimI. On tiie 
Ctli, having received permission to cross the corps at Oiiera w, I, moved 
at 8 a. in., and readied Olieraw at .t p. ni.| halted for tlie jiassage of 
Corse’s division, Eifteonth Corps, until 4 p. m., and (umtimied c.rossiiig 
tho corps and trains during tho night. Tho loading divisions encanipcai 
four miles out. On tho 7th tho corp.s moved forward fifteen mikis, 
crossing Mark’s Crook, and encam]»lng at Mark’.s Station, on Wilming- 
ton, Charleston and Knthorford liailroad. One ol Geary’s brigades 
destroyed about two miles of the track, E Ibiind the railroad finished, 
only about two milo.s above onr camp, 

March 8, after inarching about five miles I struck tho leading ilivis- 
ion of the Fourteenth Corps and Avas obliged to malco a new road for 
two miles and bridge and eordnroyGiun Creek and Hwainp, It rained 
heavily in tho afternoon, making the roads of a most .sjiongy ebaraeter. 
I encamped Jackson’s division six miles from McFarbiiid's Bridge, send- 
ing forward Robinson’s brigade to secure the erossing a.(; LuiiiIku' 
Creek. During the night, receiving a report from Robinson that tho 
bridge liail been destroyed several days previously, I oi’dered daclison 
to march his whole division at daylight to repair roiuls and bridges. In 
the morning I found that Mill Oreok had swollen into a large stri^aiii, 
and Lumber Greek, with its overllow,into a formiilablu river, roijuiring 
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a snl)st aiitiiil In’idgo ovci'loO fed; in loiijrtli. J»y 3 p. in. tlio bridges and 
long’ (loi'diiro^’H were liiiishcd and «Isiokson’s division, witli its tnihi, 
(nosKod. .At n j). m. the rain began to fall in torrents, snbtnci'ging 
overytliiiig, (loating away the (jorduroy, and turning the roads into 
ei'eeks and (juagmires. The liekla Avere so saturated that trains eonld 
not be parked. 

Marcdi 10, Jlnn'alo Greek, ordinarily a mere rivulet, was so swollen 
by the Iniavy rain of last night that the head of the eoliinni was 
detained for Itonrs to eonstriict a crossing. After great labor by tbo 
Avliole eoniinand in corduroying the entire Avay (ten inile.s), the head of 
eolunni rciached Koeklish Creek at 3.30 p. in., and Ibuiul a stream with 
its overflow requiring a bridge 330 feet in length. Tlie pontoon ti’ain 
Avas brought up and by the use of its material and tlie Juniber of an 
uiioeeiiiiied btiihling the bridge aa'us completed during the night, 
Marcli .11, J moved Ward’s division at daylight to corduroy and repair 
the road. At 10 a., in. I received an order from Major-General Slocum, 
commanding Left Wing, to bring forAvavd two divisions and pontoon 
train. .1. detached Ward and .raeksoii, leaving the train Avith Geary; 
crossing Nicholson ami I’nppy Greeks, I struck across to the Albe- 
marle plank road, a mile or so Avest of Little lioeklish Greek, and 
encamped the two divisions Avitbln two miles of 'Fayetteville about 0 
J). in, G(5ary brouglit up the trains belore midnight. On the 32tU the 
coips remained in <?am]). Marcli 13, inarched the corps in revioAV order 
through I'kiyottevillo, and, <a'osaing Gape Fear liivor on a pontoon 
bridge, oiuiamped four miles out toAvnrd Kyle’s Landing. Marcli Id, 
tlie corps remained in camp. Gog.s\velI’s Iirigado, Ward’s division, Avas 
sent to roconiioitev toward A.verasborongli and Black Greek. It Imd a 
sharp sUirmi.sli on both linos, losing J. man killed and 2 Avoinidcd. 
March 13, .1. ro.sumed maridi toward Avorasborongh Avitli Ward’s mid 
.laelcsou’s divisions, having, pursuant to orders, detached all trains 
(oxcc])t a jiortion of ordnance Avagous) tOAvard Oox’s Bridge Avitli 
Geary’s division. I oncamped in the afternoon, amidst a pouring 
rain, betw(' 0 U Silver Kun and Taylor’s Hole Greek. Kilpatriclc’s cav- 
alry passed to the front ami reported a strong infantry slcirmish line. 
.Ila\vloy’.s brigade Avas sent IbrAvard after dark to support the eavaliy. 
March 1(1, 1 moved Ward’s division at (1 a. m. to repair roads, Avhioli 
Avero literally inipa.s.sabloAvjthoulwmrduroying. At 7.30 a. in. J ruc.cived 
a inossago from Cieneral Kilpatrick that he ibuiid the enemy in his 
front in Ibrce and intrenched. I immediately ordered AVard to niarch 
bis division, niieneuinbored, and .laekson to .send forward a brigade, 
leaving tin? Avagons Avitb one brigade, JhiAvloy’s brigade Ixdng already 
at tlie front. T'he bead of AVard’s division, uftm* a march of about 
live miles, arrived at the rear of JlaAvley’s jumition about 0.30 a. m. 
He Avas ordei’cd to relieve llaAvley’a brigade Avliieh luuHmen on duty 
during the night and engaged in skirmishing pretty severely during 
the moriiiiig. Tlio AvhoJo of Ward’s diAdsiou formed line of battle 
across and to the leffcof the main road. Jackson’s brigades ]irolonged 
the line to the right as fast as bis brigades arrived on the ground, 
relieving the cavalry, Avliicb mussed on the (extreme right. Sollridge’s 
brigade, AAdiich Avas ordered up from the train, Avas sevoroly attacked 
while moving into 3 >ositiou by a large force of the enemy attempting 
to turn our right. ,ITe Imndsomely repulsed the attac.k and the eavaliy 
made a gallant dasli, Avhicb avus rendered in a measure fruibloss by the 
HAvanqiy anil miry nature of the ground. 

As soon us Ward’s and a portion of fTackson’s divisions Avero in ]ioai- 
tion the former avus ordered to feel toAvard the loll; and lliid the right 
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Ihiuk of tlu 5 (jucinv. In tho, inoantiiue thrcti batUn ii's ot iiHilb'i’y 
placed by iMajor Ileynolds, chief of artilleiy, in an exec IciiC po.siUon 
oil a alight elevation within fiOO yards of the enciiiy s Ineimt-woi Ka. 
The practice of tiiosc batteries was very superior; one liiiuier was lilown

t, several artillery horses killed, and the crest of the rillc-pit einlijink- 
mt pierced in several places, killing ami wounding ol the 

,^..emy. While this execution was being done by the artilleiy, (Jolonel 
Case, eommanding h'irst .brigade, Ward’s division, having bhiiul tlie 
enemy’s right (lank, charged down the line on a (loiible-iiniinc, driving 
the rebels out at a run. Two pieces of artillery, one Ili-pouinier gun tun I 
er howitzer, with limbers and harness coiiiiilete, one eiiis- 
>e good artillci'y horses were captured. Major Ivcyno his 
■ the captured guns upon tho flying enemy iiinl expended

turned one of the captured guns upon 

uiioii them all the ainnnmition found in tho chests ol both. As soon ns 
Case’s brigade a])pea.red on tho rebel flank .1 ordm-ed the wltolo liini lo 
advance. The eiioniy attempted to make a stand in a sec-oml Inns but 
without success. Ho was imr.sued as ra|>idly as the miry imtiirt' ol l-lio 
ground would permit for abouta mile, where he was (bund more strongly 
intrenchod boliiiid swampy and partly overflowed grouml, wit i his 
flanks apparoutly resting upon and jn'otocted by the swamps ol blucK 
i’ivor and a Hinall marshy creek tributary to the Oape Fear III V(‘r, 1 1 is 
position covered the Jlcntonvillo road. Tho rebel skii'iniHliers ^vere 
rapidly driven into tlicir works and our line pusheil up t;o witliiii a lew 
hundred yards. I was ordered to await the arrival of the Fonrfoeiitli 
Corps beforo assaulting these works, which evidently covered, ii larger 
foi'ce than tho two divisions of this corps. The heavy coiiditinii ol tlie 
roads delayed tho arrival of the F’ourteonth Corps so that it was not 
got into po.sition on my loft until late iu tlie aftornooii, atwliiidi time 
the rain was again falling heavily. Further attack was tlnn’clbni 
defoiTcd until morning, when it was «bscovered that tlie roliels wore 
gone. Ward's divisloiMvas sent in pursuit as far us AveraslHn'oiigh, 
wlicroit wasoniered to halt for the night. The enemy left in his retmat 
one caisson, several ambulances witli wounde.d, ami at Averasboroiigh 
over thirty wounded men, wlio wore pa.role<l. They also destroyeil 
several wagons. 

in this oiigagemont the corps took 175 prisoners, (10 of whom wore 
wounded, and by order paroleil and left in hospifal. d'here were buried 
on the Hold by tho provost-marshals of the corps making a (otal 
loss to tlie enemy of men that Ibll into our liauds of .‘UW; tiiis ineliides 
7 olllccrs buried on tho field. All of their Avounded iixeept those wbolly 
disabled got away, as ditl all tho wounded bohiml tlieir tliird liiui of 
iiitreiichiiiGiits. Jiy some inisunderstaiidlug the ground where tlie 
assault was made on Scifridge’s brigade was not examined. It iskimwii 
that the rebels left many dead there, and that they buried miuiy be.liimi 
their last inti’onchmen(,s. I ostiiiiato the loss inlliel(.id on the reliels by 
this corps at 800 men at least. The loss iu klllwl and wounded in the 
corps Avas ‘168; there Avere none missing.* 8evei'al valuable olllcers 
AA'ore Icillcd and several severely wouiide(i. 'i'heir mimes Avill appear in 
the lists Ibi’Avarded heiwitli. 

On the afternoon of tho 17th tho corps Avas moved n)> to Mlai^k (Ircek, 
follOAving Fourteojith Corps, and encamped on Avesli side. On the 18tb 
I IblioAved Fourteenth Corps toward Jleiitouville; tlieiirossiiig ol' black 
llivcr Avas exceedingly difticult, the bridge eonstantly giving nut. 'I'Ika 
roads beyond AAmro so out up tluit almost every foot required coi-diiroy- 
ing. The tAvo divisions of tho corps Avith incred ible hilior moved twelve 
miles and encamped on Leo’s i>laiitatioii. March lb, I moved in tliomoni-

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iiig a(; 0 oN:l<M;k, sondin.^' Hawley’s brigade in advaiiee, ilni o( li(U’ bi'i- 
giides of Jaeksoji’s division and Ward’s eid-ire division wil ii tlu'. trail is, 
wliieli had been increased by nearly all tlio ordnaticcMaigonsof tbecoi’ps, 
and a long line of anibnlances and wagons llllcd with wonmlinl. A t tlio 
road crossing, east of ftlingo Greek, 1 was preparing, ]>ursu5int toordio's, 
to send forward the trains and to cover the rear with my whole com- 
mand, Avlicii information was brought me that tlie FoiirtcMnith Corps 
was seriously engaged with what was then supposed to bo n large ca v- 
alry force supported by a largo body of infimtry. I ordeiMul diuikson to 
send forward Ills two leading brigades — Hawley’s and Jlobinsoii’s. 

It was now past noon and the artillery liring, apparently ii yo inilos in 
advance, increasing in rapidity. 1 ordered all of Jackson’s cl ivisiem Ibr- 
ward. As I rode to tbefront information came fast that tlio rebel infan- 
try was in large force, and orders to hurry up the whoki coniiniiiid. 
Ward, whose division was scattered for miles along the Tniid-bomid 
train, was ordered forward to bring up the amimmitioii wagons with 
one brigade, leaving a roginient to cover the cross-road. All tlio troops 
moved rapidly. Hawley’s, the leading biigado of Jackson’s division, 
reached the ground about 2 p. m. and was put in position at riglit angles 
with the main road along the interior ridge of woods occupied by loft 
of Fourteenth Corps on the farm of ]\Ir. Draper, kobinsoii’s brigades, 
whioh followed immediately, was sent np to occupy a position bcitwimii 
two brigades of GarllM’.s (livtsioii, Fmirfcctontli tJori)S. AVliile these 
movements were going on cavalrymen and foragers from the left 
reported that huge bodies of the enemy’s infantry were moving to 
our left and were witbin a mile of tlic Held upon whieli our linvins wfU'O 
parking. Hawley wa.s ordered to cliango front and move to tlio left, 
and two regiments of fiobinson’s brigade were ordered to vo-enforco 
him, lesiving but three regiments with Kobinaon. Hardly wore these 
dispositions made before tlio enemy attacked Carlin’s left brigade, and, 
rolling itup, full in overwliolming force upon Itobiimon’s three vo.giinenl;s, 
He at once ordered his command to fall buck. 'J’hey rallied promptly 
in a new lino a few hundred yards in rear, near the lino Ikrst taken by 
Hawley’s brigade. One of his regiments (Onehnndred and forty-third 
Kew York) was sent back to him and thoother (i'Mg)ity-H(‘.e<md I llinois) 
placed oil Hawley’s right refused, so as to cover a marshy iiilervai 
between the two brigades. SellVIdgo’s brigade was ])lac(‘.d in ii second 
line behind .Robinson, and tlie brigades of Ward now coniiiig up were 
posted so as to iirolong Hawley’.s lino to the left. The lel't; was I'ofnHecl 
so as toobligo the enemy, evidently bout on attacking, to draw out siml 
weaken Ids lino in seeking our Hank. Major Jfcoynold.s jilnced all the 
batteries of the corps in a Micitous position, eommaiiding tlie iniei'val 
between llobiiiaon’s and Hawley’s brigades, aiidtheopeu ground several 
hundred yards in breadth, between the first and aeeond lines, ’JMiese 
dispositions were scarcely made before the enemy renewed his attiiek. 
A heavy column moved into the interval between liobiiison and Haw- 
ley, but was driven back in groat diacomfituro by the artillery ami tlie 
infantry cross-fire from Haudey’s right and Kobin.son’s loft, h'ive times 
the enemy roiiowod these assaults, mainly upon Kohinson’s brlgmle and 
the right of Hawley’s, and they were continued until after durkj each 
tijiie they were repulsed without the nccossity of re-enforciiig the I'roiit 
line. 

While those assaults were being made Gog.swoll’a brigade, of Ward’s 
division, was sent to fill a gap in the lino ofFourteentli (Joriis. While, 
mavelung to ins position ho .struck a rebel cohunn moving to turn l.lui 
left of Morgan’s division, which he at once attacked, driving ‘t back 
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a)i(l {iiitdiig oH" piirts of two regimonts, Avlii<;h f(OI iii(;o Mi(i liiiiidH of 
Fourteenth Oorps. Cogswell was hotly (uigugod until 8. .‘50 p. tn., at- 
whicli time the enemy withdrew, leaving insii]y<»f liis chnid and wouinh'd 
on the Held. 

Tlie easiniltie.s of the corps in this cngagonien (; were 11 lciiI(M[, 1(58 
wounded, and .W missing, most of whom on the skiimiisli line I'eli into 
the hands of the enemy at the time the left brigade, h'oiirtee.nlli Corps, 
and Eobiinson’s three regiments were driven back. Only thirly l lire-i^ 
rebel dead (iiHihulingono major) aroro]»or(;cdaa buriisi by this (mrps. A 
change of ])osition during the nigld and hdlowiiig niorniiig i)la<M^d a 
l) 0 i tion of the ground covered by this corps in po.ssessioti ol' troops ol' 
the ]''om‘t.eonlh Corps. Fifty-two i»ri.soiiers arc report:e(! tui iu'd orer to 
the provost-marshal of the corps. 

During tlio night Ceary was ordered to bring up two l)rigades of Ids 
division, leaving one witli the corps trains, which wereabonts('-v(ni miles 
di.stant on onr right. Jle arrivccl with Hurnuni’s and Ihirdee’.s bingades 
at daylight the following morning. Selfridgc’s brigade r(di(‘.ved Itobiii- 
son’s ill the front lino. Ward’s division was jmsted so iis to nnikc^ eon- 
iieution witli Jackson’s left. Tlio First Michigan Ihigiiiiuu's and 
Mechanics weroplacedoiiWard’slcft and the whole line well iiitrenclied. 

Oil the morning of the 20th two brigades of Ward’s division Avnun sent 
to the left and front toward Mill Crock bridge. A strong line of i’(^bol 
works was found oxtoiidlng to the creek. Those brigade.s intrimched 
Eiiicl ronmined in an ailvanced position c-over<al by tlie (favalry on the 
left. It rained iiard during the day. March 22, it was (li.seovered at 
daylight that the enemy had retreated. 

1 was ordered to move the corps toward Troubleflcld’s Store a nd take 
tlio i'oa<l toward Cox’s Bridge ovor the Ncuse Itiver, .1 emniiiiiied at 
night at tho cross roads near .h'alilng Cr(ick. .1 lirossml the hi'idge lh(^ 
ibllowiiigday ill rear of Fourteenth CorjKS, and, passing Ihrougli Terry’s 
corps, lying on botli sides tlie river, I cncampcil at Beaviu' Criudc. All 
midnight ,I moved the trains toward (SokUhorongli and Ibllowc.d with 
tho troops at daybreak. Bassiiig through tho town in ordiir of ivndcw I 
took apposition on tho north side two miles distant, aei-oss tlie Weldon 
railroad, between Fourteenth and Seventeenth Coi‘])s. 'I’lie corps 
roniaiiis in the same position at date of this rejmrt. Counting l.he day 
oil which the First Division crossed the Savaunalt Ilivc.r aiid moved 
toward Furysburg tho campaign lastc<l sl.xty-seven days, in t^y(^nty■ 
one days of which it rained. The main trains moved by the odomel er 
measurement 45(1.10 miJes. 'J’hc lictwhiuarters maridied, by minnoruiida 
kejit by the stafl', 4(55 miles. 

It is estimated by the chief quartermaster that at h'.ast tliree-lirths 
of the distaiieo traveled by the trains, 275 miles, was coi'(lur(»ycd. 'rin^ 
average distance nmrehed for each inarching day was tc.n niil(^s and a. 
third. During tho campaign we liave captured U) rehol oHhim'S ninl 
.T53 enlisted men, and received as deserters IVoni the (nieniy PS, mid 
Federal prisoners of war, who had entered the rolad .sei’vic.e, IP; 585 ' 
negroes have been forwarded to the coast, whie.h c.mbrnces but a siiudi 
portion (estiinatea at 2,000) oftlio.se who followml the corjis. 'riu! corps 
has destroyed thirty-two miles of railroad truck, burned by aiilhority 
21,050 bales of cotton, not including largo <iuaiitities destr()y(Ml by for- 
agers and others on tho Hanks at a longdistance rroin (‘mr liiie of 
march. 1 estimate that at least 500 cotton gins and iiresses w<‘.r(‘, 
burned, and over 20,000 barrels of resin, with at least 50 resin and tur- 
pentine faetorics, and many saw and Homing mills, which had been 
used for tho rebel service.

It would be a low estimate, therefore, to state that 
at least 2,000 horses aud 3,000 mules were taken from the country 
during the campaign, and that the quartermaster’s statement of forage 
taken should be at least doubled.

Near Goldsborough^ N. 6'., March S9, ISOd, 
Colonel: I have the honor to submit the following report of tlio 
operations of this division from tlio time of leaving Savaniiali, (la., 
January 17, 1865, until its arrival at this point March 24, 1866: 

At 7 a. m. Jatmary 17 the division broke camj) before the city of 
Savannah, and crossing the Savannah River on the poiitoou bridge

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mavdlicii Lo l)o(itov Olicvcw’ ]>lanfcatHm, aluml- livo miles IVom t;li<M;ity, 
where it (iiieantped for the night. Tlio Slxty-iirsl; Oliio Volunleoi.s, 
(hiptaiii (xarrutt comoiamling, being on siiecial duty at; tlo’i eoimiiissaiy 
depot, was left in Savannah, and the Thirteenth New Jersey Voliiii- 
tool's, Major Harris eoniinanding, M'as left on Hutehinsoii’s Isliind to 
repair the rojid and assist fcliotrains. January 18, jiiarehod ahoiil-eighlj 
miles and eneainpod four miles from llardcevllle. Jainiary Id, a por- 
tion of the division train er(KS.seil the river to llutcliiiison’s Island with 
the yixty-first (.)hio A'^ohinteers, where its progress vnis stoppe^d by 
trains of the Filteentli Corps. During the day and night the ri van' rose 
very j'a])idly, and foi' safety the train was reerossed tn Savaiiiiali on 1 ho 
20tii. The division mareheil seven miles to I’lirywbmg, where it 
remained in cam]) until tl»6 2()tl). d’he jjortlou of the tra i ii I lial; ro.l iiriied 
to [Savannah with the Thirteenth New' Jersey and iSixty lirst Ohii) Vol- 
unteers marched on the right bank of the river to Sister’s t'erry wil.li 
tlio trains of the Second Division, the trsuns and 'riiirtoenth New -Jer- 
sey rejoining the division at Station No. IMJ, on llie Soiitli ('aroiiiia 
Kailroad, Xi’ebrnary 0. The Sixty-llrst Ohio rejoined the division Ifeb- 
rnary 10. While tlm division remained at Piirysbnrg tlie IVuslu't in 
the Savannah liiver rendered movement impossible; supplies of eorCee., 
sugar, and hard bread wore received by boat. Januaiy 20, the Heroiul 
iirigado was scut forward on the Sister’.s b’erry road to Unsliing’s house, 
wdiere it remained for the niglit, and on the 27th the First and Meeoiid 
Brigades wore ordered to Kirk’s house on the Sister’s Ferry road. -Jiiii- 
uary 28, the Tliird Brigade and trains loft .Fmysbnrg imhI oviirtook 
the First and Second Brigade.s at the forks of the road iKMir Bvadhaiin’s 
house. The direct i-oad to Sister’s f'erry was discovered !;o be impiiss- 
able on account of the freshet in the Savanuali River, and wo marclied 
toward Jlobert.svnie, leaving Tliird Brigade at the forks of tlio road. 
Small parties of the- enemy’s cavalry wore .seen hoviM'ing about our 
right llankiluniig the afternoon. Jamuuy21), maielied to Robertsville, 
the skirmishers of the Second Brigade ilriviag the enemy’s iiavatiy 
from the town. January 30, remained in camp at Roliertsville until 
the 2d of February ami sent tlie h'irst Brigade, Oolonel Sel fridge com- 
niaiidiiig, to Sister’s Ferry to build a dock for landing suijplies niid an 
approach for laying a ])ontoon briilge. 'I'he brigade rqjoined the divis- 
ion near Duncan’s Bridge, over tlio South Fork of the I'hlisto Hivei*, 
February 11. I would respectl'ully refer yon to the accunpimiying 
rc])ort of the commanding olheor of that brigade for an nccmuit of its 
operations wdiile it was detached from tlii.s command. 

At 8 a. in. February 2 tlio division marelied li’om Kobertsville, j)iiss- 
ing through Lawtonvllle on thoJd, and crossing BiHieh Branrli, making 
a detour to the left, ive passed around (Joosaw'liatehie and .Jackson’s 
Branch Sw'amp, ])HBsed through Smyrna Fost-Olliee on the Jt-li, and 
Allondalo Post-dlllceon the fith, crossing the Big Salkehalchie Rive,r 
at Buford’s Bridge on tho 0th, and the IJbtle SallaJiiitcliiiMni t!ie Ttli, 
rencliing the South Carolina Bailroad one mile iiiid a half eiist of (ii'a- 
Inim’s )Station. On thoStli the division destroyed live miles oi’ tlie rail 
road track. 9th and 10th, marchod weston the railroad (o “ 90” Mhini- 
out, destroying portioms of tho track. Oiithollth the division crossed 
the Soutli Fork of the Fdisto Kivor at Duucau’.s Bridge, tlie hhrst Bri- 
gade rejoining tho division in tho afternoon. On the 13th crossed. 
North Fork of tho lOdisto at .Tollcoat’.s Bridge. On tho lltli iind l.Otli 
marched tOAvard .Loxington, and on tho 10th marched on tlieTwo Notch 
road tow'ard Columbia, oiioamping at night about two miles w'est of 
tho city. On the 17th turned northward, two brigades crossing the 
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Biiludii liivci' {it /ion Oliurch, tlic Third iirigado (a-o.s.sing un the LStli, 
iuhI niiireliing toward Brojul liiver, which wo crossed on tlic lOtluiboiit 
live miles below .Alston, iioiir tho mouth of VV'aterec (3r(iok, crossing 
Tjitilo Jtiver tlio sjiino day on tho road to Wimisborougli. (.)u tho 2lst 
marched through VVInnsborongh, and on tho 22d onciimpod on tho right 
bank of tho <.'?itawbji, nc{i.r liocky Mount, and crossed tlio river tho 
next ibiy, I'kdiruary 2.'i. Harcliod toward Eusscll li’hiee, and iit Wiir- 
ron ton’s plaiibition mot tho Sovontconth Corps on the road wo were to 
laK'o; went into camp and remained until the 2Ctli. Abirehed through 
Bussell i'laeo on tho 2()tli, and crossed Hanging Book Creek, noiir 
I Binging .Bock Post-Oflice, on tho 27th. Crossed Bittle lyyncli’s Creek 
and passed by Horton’s Tavoim on the 28th. in the evening the 
J'jiglity-secoiid Illinois Volunteers, Bicut. Col. B. B. Salomon, was sent 
to Lyjieh’s Creek to seeuro tho bridge at irciilcy’s Bord. 

Mareli ;l, tlie division crossed Byncli’s Creek sit the bridge near I-’en- 
loy’s l''or(l and pushed on to the Ciliestoriicld road, wliero it arrived iit 
nightfall, iietween Johnston’s and Thompson’s jiliintations, and the 
Biglity-socoinl Illinois Volunteers was again sijnt iorwEird to secure tho 
bridge over Big Black Creek. Crossed the Big .!.51ack about B).8() 
SI. m. of the 2d. About two miles from Chcsterlicld wo came upon tho 
onemy’s liavalry behind breast-works of mils, and deployed two regi- 
moiits, tho Fifth Oonnectieiit Vobiiitccrs jiiul One liundred and forty- 
iirst New York Volunteers, as skirmishers, who drove tlio enemy with 
great rapidity tliroiigh the town, wliicli wo occupied about 8.80 p, m. 
Tho enemy retreated across 'riiompson’s Creek, partially destroying tho 
bridges on tlio (.’lioraw rojid and Bnecdsborough roiid, and hchl an 
iiitronchod position on tho loft bsinkof tliostresim with artillery in posi- 
tion. The position was shelled by our artillery, but no attempt {it 
erossiug tlio iufantrywas made on account of the near approach of 
niglit. 'On tho nioniing of tho 3d, (leneral Uoblnson’s brigade folded 
the river on the Bnecdsborougli road, and Jiioving down the left bank 
discovered that tlio enemy luid evacuated his position during tho night, 
leaving many Hinnll-arins behind. The yecond Brigade rebuilt the 
bridge on tlie Buecdsborciigli road, amVtho First Brigade the bridge on 
tho Gheraw' road during tho morning, and in the jifternoon the division 
ci'ossed, with orders to proceed to Bundy’s Creek and send one brigade 
to Clioraw if imssible. Intelligence luiving been received, that the town 
had been occupied by Miijoj'-Cenersil Howard, the division marched to 
Furvill’s place, on tlie Bncedsborongli road, and th<m bivouacked for 
tho night. March ‘1, marched to Bueoil.sbormigh, where wo roniained 
encamiied until the (»th, wli(?n wo marched to Choraw ami crossed the 
J:’edeo lUver tliero. On the 7th inarched to tho Ivockiiiglmm ami Faj'^- 
ottevillo Ilailroiid near Rlsirk’s Creek, and on the.Stli toward McFar- 
land’s Bridge over the Lumber Biver, sending the Third Brigade in 
iulvanco to secure the bridge if imssiblo. It was found to have been 
destroyed by tho enemy, and was rebuilt by the Third Brigade, and 
tlio division was crossed on the l)th. Marched to liocklish Creek on 
the lOtli, and arrived at camx) about one mile ami a half west of Fay- 
ottcvillo oil the 11th, whore wo remained until the 13th, when wo 
crossed the (.!apo Fear liiver and oncamiKid live miles from tho city on 
the Fayetteville and lialeigh plank road, where wo remained until tho 
inornin'g of tlio intli, Avlion wo inarcheil in roar of the Third Bivisiou 
to Sih’or Bun.

'J'lie JOighty-sccund Eogimont was 
formed on tlui right of the Thirteenth Ifew jersey A’'oluntcors, and the 
greatest elfort was made to rally the troops coming thorn the woods in 
front, but without success. The enemy’s lino now a])peared in the 
woods, inareliing to attack Gonoral Kobinson’s brigade where it had 
rallied. The enemy’s Hank being expo.sed to the tiro of the Thirtoonth 
!Ncw flersey and I'hghty-.second Illinois Voluiitcor.s, whicli opened on 
thorn witli marked oJlect, and assisted by tho artillery and General 
Ilobinson's brigade, drove the enemy back in confusion. In the mean* 
while Colonel yeltVidgo’s brigade had been witlulrawn from its position 
on. the left and t'ormod in rear of General .Robinson about 150 yard.s. 
Tlie One lunidred and forty-third Now York VoiniiteerH reported back 
to Goiiei'al Itobiiison and was jilaccd on tho leftof tlio brigade, rcCuBcd. 
The ti'ooiis now in xn>sitloii threw up breast-works, interrupted by 
repeated attacks of tho cnoiny, which were as repeatedly repulsed. 

The most violent attack was made as (ho sun was sotting, and after a 
eoiillii.'t of half an hour tho enemy withdrew, leaving a number of liis 
dead and wounded in our possession, liotli oni<5crH and men did their 
whole duty, and tho rapidity a.nd precision with wliiidi the retreating 
regiments of Gone-ral Rohimson’s brigade rallied and took a new position 
under the oiieiny’s Hrc is deserving of all praise. 

Lieut. C(d. 13. B. Salomon, bllgidy-seeoiid Illinois 'Volmiteora, and 
Mgj. h. 11. Harris, 'ridrteoiith New .lorsoy A’^olunteors, and the oiTieers 
and men of those regiments, deserve espe<dal mention for tlieir gallantry 
in holding an exposed position, on which, in a great measure, depended 
the fortunes of tho day. Tho division remained iii eamp on the 2()th, 
jmahiiig ibrward a strong skirmish lino to develop tlioonemy’.s position. 
Jle was discovered behind a strong Hue of breast-works, with abatis in 
froiiL On tlio Mist Hie division was ordered to take a jjosition nearer 
tluumoiuy’.s line, and tho b’irst and Third lirigade.s wore moved out 
and took position very near that occupied by General .Robinson on the 
Ibtli. The order was conukermanded and the division resumed its for- 
iitor po.sition. On the morning of thoa2d it was di.seovcred that tho 
enemy laid ova(5uated his works and retreated toward Raleigh. The 
divi.sion niarelied toward Gold sborough, where it arrived on tho 2dth, 
having' crossed the Neuso River atGox’s Rridgo the day before, and 
went into a perimiiiont (uuni), where it now remains. 

To tint brigade coinmandors I tender niy warmest tlianks for tlieir 
untiring energy and /.oalj they were always present in danger or difd-. 
culty, animating the trooxm by their oxainplo. A nd to all the olllcer.s 
and men tlie euiiiitry owes a lasting debt of gratitude for their courage 
and fortitude, which no dilUenlty nor danger could overcome.

The effective force on leaving Savannah was fijfiO'I aggrega to, and on 
its arrival at Gohlsborough T,r>fid, showing a decrease of (ih) mmi, of 
whom 425 were killed, wounded, or.inissingin action, ami tlie remainder 
died of disease, or wore sick in hospital at the clo.se of the campaign. 

Tlie command has drawn nearly all its subsistence from the country 
through which it has marelied. Atthocommeueemoutof the canqiaign 
my commissary of subsistence had in the train; 10 days’ rations of 
hard broad and .sugar; 16 days’ rations of colfco and .salt; 10 days’ 
rations of soap and candles; .‘1 days’ rations of salt nnuit. Drew at 
Purysbnrg: 1) days’ ratiojis of hard bread, colihe, sugar, and sail;; 2 
days’ rations of salt meat. Drew at Sister’s Ferry: 7 days’ rations of 
luird bread and sugar; 11 days’ rations of coffee and salt, and I day’s 
rations of salt moat. 

There have been ropoiTed as caxitured. 335 horses and 552 mule.s. 

The amount of subsiatciico obtained by this emninaiul duihig the 
marcli is as follow.s: 1,723 head of cattle, 530 sheep, 2,1)00 lings, 27,850 
pounds of Hour, 10.1,000 imuiuls of meu-l, 3,310 bushels of potatoes, 
100,200 pounds of salt moat.

Colonel: I have the honor to submit the foHowiug report of the 
moveineiits of this division from Ooldaborough, N. C., to tide point: 

On (JtU of April, having boon relieved of the temporary command of 
tlio corps by Alaj. Gen. j. A. Mower, apiiointed its ])ormanont com- 
mander, I resumed command of tlie division piirsnanb to Special 
Orders. No. 37, headquarters Army of Georgia, current series, On 
lOtli of April the corps broke camp for lialcigli, my division lending. 
Moved out at 5.30 a. m.j passed through GoUlsborongh, and, ci-osaing 
Little River and Beaver Crock, took the nortlujrly road toward Smitli- 
ilold. Tlie rebel cavalry jiiokcbs began skirmlsliing with the advance 
soon after crossing Beaver Creek. Behind Moijcasin Oveck, a broad 
swamp, heavily tangled with trees, l)rainbJc.s, aiul bushes, fidl of pit- 
falls and badly ovorllowed, the enemy hud torn up tlio bridges over 
two unforduble (duiinuds inix) which the creek divides itself at the 
crossing. Several linndred rebels under cover kept np a severe lire 
upon tlie roadway and across the swamp. Tins slcirmisliers of Sel- 
iyidg(!’.s (Ifirst) brigade (One hundred and twenty-third Now York, 
Col. .1. 0. liogors) spiritedly dashed into the swamp and, advancing 
through deep water and .strong (mtuiiglements, drove back the oneniy, 
so that the bridges were promptly relaid ami tlie wliole division jdaced 
in camp a mile north on Atkinsonks plantation before nightrall. In 
thi.s skirmish Solfridge’s brigade lo.st 1 man killed and 3 wounded. 
AVliile Selfridgc’.s skirmishers wore advancing in the swamp ariigi- 
numt (One linndred and forty-third New York) of Robinson’s brigailo 
was sent to try a crossing at a mill a mile or .so above. The enemy 
had left before tlio regiment reached the iK)lnt indicated. Tiie march 
to-day was estimated at sixteen miles. The weather was rainy and 
exceedingly unxdeasant. April 11, the division had the rear of the 
corps and did not get tlie Avay until 11 a. m. The roads very swampy 
ainl heavy and the day extremely sultiy, with intervals of showeLS. 
Marcli estimated at fifteen inilosj enoamxied at Smithiield before dark. 
A])i’il 12, the division moved second in lino and luavchod out of Siiiitli- 
lleUl amid.st the loud and hearty rqjoicings over the news of the sur-

render of Lee’s army. The route crossed Swift Oreok west of Spring- 
lield, tlien turning northwesterly rccrossed it about five miles from the 
Korth Carolina Railroad. The division encamped about a mile north 
of this second crossing; dfiy sultry and showery; estimated distance, 
sixteen miles. April 13, the division moved in advance at daylight, 
At the railroad ci-ossing found our road in possession of Fourteenth 
Goi'i.s. After some delay a road was made to the left and the division 
moved to its camp near the insane asylum two miles south of Raleigh. 
The day was very unpleasant; estimated march, fifteen miles, April 
14 to 24, iiiclnaive, the division remained in camp near Raleigh pend- 
ing negotiations for the surrender of Jolinstoif.s army. On the 22d of 
April, our corps was reviewed in'Ralcigh by Major-Oeneral Sherman. 
Ajiril 25, the division leading, with the rest of the corps marched at 7 
a. m. for Jones’ Cross-Roads and reached camp over a good but hilly 
road at 1.30 p. in. Day was pleasant; c,.stimated distance, tliirteen 
mile.s. April 2fi and 27, remained in <‘,amp at .loiics’ Oross-Roads 
awaiting orders. It was understood negotiations were renewed with 
Johnston at his request and the camp was filled with all manner of 
rumors and reports. April 28, the division marched at 7 a. m. and 
followed the rest of the coiqis back to our former camps near Raleigh. 
Marched thirteen milCvS. It was announced that Johnston’s army had 
surrendered, hostilities had ceased, and that onr corps would iimi’ch 
northwardly on Sunday. On 2yth of April supplies Ibr tlie inarch to 
Richmond were drawn. 

IIALISIGII TO IMOllTUONl). 

This division moved in advance at 5 a. m. on 30th of April, passing 
through the town and taking the road toward the rapids of the ITeuse. 
and, after some delay in repairing a long and riiikety bridge over that 
river, cro.ssed and encamped about one mile and a half beyond; dis- 
tance, soveiiteon miles. From this toward Richmond the daily routes 
were as fbllows: 

Liny 1, encamped soutli of and near mussing of Tar River, known 
as Dickerson’s Bridge; bridge was gone. The trains were sent by pon- 
toon bridge to north side; distance, nineteen miles. May 2, encamped 
on Flat Greek near WilliamsborougU aftcu' marching over a very indi- 
rect route, passing about three miles east of O.^ford; marched tv'enty- 
one miles. May 3, reached the vuuiiity of Jerry’s or Taylor’s Ford on 
Roanoke River at 12 m., and^ after halting for two divisions of Four- 
teenth Corps and Third Division, Twentieth Corps, commenced crossing 
my division at (i p.m ; encamped troops and trains on nortli side ; marched 
seventeen miles. May 4, inarelicd toward Molicrriu River, crossing it 
at Saflbld’s Jbidge, mul encamping at 0 p. m. one mile and a Imlf north; 
marched twonty-ono miles. May 5, reached thoRottoway River, seven- 
teen miles, at 4,30 p. in. and encamped on the south liank on tlic 
so-called Boydton plank road. May (», crossed the ilig and Little Rot- 
toway and struck the Petersburg and Lyiichlnirg Railroad at Rhicks 
and AVliites Station, thence followed the railroad and encamped near 
Upson’s Station after a march of liftoon iiiilcs. May 7, oncampod at 
4.30 p. m. near Clover Hill Coal Minos, having crossed the Ap]joniattox 
below Cedar Creek; marched twenty-one miles. May 8, after march- 
iiigwithin two or three miles of Ohesterfield Court-House, the column 
took a northeasterly route and cncamijcd on Falling Greek within 
seven mile.s of Richmond; distance, twenty miles. May S), the <',amp 
was moved two or three miles nenrer the James River for more coii- 
veiiicnt ground. May 10, the division remained in camp.

iMay 11, thii corps insivclied at 10 a. in. towai'il liiolimoinl, tluH divis- 
ion leading’. In the village of Manchester the eoniinaiKl was l ecoivcd 
with military honors by (leiieml Jlevens’ divLsion, of Twenty-fourth 
Corps, druAvn up in lino. Crossed over the pontoon bridge at 12 in. ami 
maroliGd tlirougli the city in column, with colors displayed and barnhs 
playing. The line of inarch x>assed the Libby Prison, Castlo Thunder, 
the State capitol,and through the principal streets. The division 
encamped in a heavy thunder-storm near Brook Creek on the Ilan- 
ovci'iiikej iiiai'ched ten miles. 

May 12, the division still loading, inarched at 4.30 a. ni, .Six miles 
from canix) there was a delay of two lioiirs to rebuild a bridge over tlio 
Chiokalioiniiiy. Taking the road through Ashland Station I crossed 
the South Anna on Blount’s Bridge anrl oiicainped a short distaiuio 
north, marcldiig sevmiteen miles. May 13, the march to-day bogaii at 
daybreak', this division leading. Crossing New Found Crook and Tattle 
Itiver, 1 eueamped at 1.30 \}. m. a mile .south of Audcrsoii’s Briclg^o over 
the North Anna aCtor a marcli of fifteen miles. May 14, tlio division 
liaving the advance marched the same lionr as yesterday, crossed the 
North Anna on pontoon bridge, and took a oircuitoiia route toward 
Spotsylvania Court- Hou.so. The Mat, Ta. and Po, and soveral other 
.smaller creeks wore cro.ssed during theilay’s march; ciU!ai)ii)C<l south of 
Spotsylvania Court- House after a march of sixteen miles. Many onicors 
and men embraced the oi>i)ortuiuty to visit the famous biittlo-iiolds in 
this vicinity. IMny 15, the division moved out at 5 a. m. toward Cliaii- 
ccllorsville. Tiie route was a portion of the section known as the 
Wilderiie.ss. AtChancellorsviUetliedivi.sion was halted for three hours 
upon the battle-ground to enable the oflicers and men of the division to 
visit the scenes of that moinorablo conte.st in wliieh most of tlio regi- 
ments took part. The division encamped for the night at Unite<l States 
Ford; niavched fifteen miles. May 1C, the division, second in liiio.cro.sacd 
the river on pontoon bridge at C a. m.; and following the Soeoiid i)i vi8i()ii 
toward Brentsville, via J.Tartwood Cliurch, cneaniped on Town Creelc, 
seventceu miles, at 5 j). m. May 17, the division, moving in the rear, 
loft camp at 9 a. in., ero.s.scd Town Creek, and after inarohing twelve 
miles oneamped on Slater’s Itun, two miles south of BreutsviUo. On 
18th moved up to Brentsville and Ibllowod Ward’s division, Kcimnil in 
line, toward Fairfax Station; crossed Bull Kuii at Weiiv(U’’H Ford, 
below Union Mills, and camped on T’ohick Crook, two miles from Fair- 
fax Station ; marched twenty miles. May 19, after a march of fourteou 
miles, the division pitched tents upon the high ground above Holmes’ 
Creek, near Cloud’s Milks, within two miles of Alexandria. 

And thins was completed the great circuit made by thi.s division 
within the last twenty niontlm. Prom the banks of the Itiipidan it 
was traiisfeiTod, in September, 18G3, to the Army of the Oumborhiiid, 
through the States of Yirginia, Maryland, Ohio, Iiidiaim, ICentiieky, 
and Teiinessee. Leaving Tennessee in May, 1804, it luia inarehcfl in 
succession through Northern Alabama, through Georgia from its north 
Imo near Ohattaiiooga to Savaniuili, including the State capital, 
through.the center of South Carolina, circuitously from the rice- Holds 
oppo.site Savannah to its northeasteru angle near* Choraw, through the 
center and capital of North Carolina, through Soutliorn Virginia and 
rt.s conquered caiiital back to the xirecise sjiot it left a little over a year 
mul a halt ago. Such a liai>py return to familiar scenes after mai'chos, 
labors, exposure.^, and events of such extent and imiguitudc might

Captain : 1 have the honor to submit the following report of ojier- 
ations of this brigade from the cominenceinent of the cam})n.igii through 
the Oarolinas up to the ending of the same at Goldsborough, N. 0., 
]\lareh24, 1866: ^ ’ 

On the 17th day of January at 1 ii. m. my brigade mov(«l from its 
encampment on the .west side of the Savanuali Kivorj moved through 
the (dty of Savannah, and crossed the river on pontoons to South 
Oarolinaj marched six miles in a northerly direction and reached the 
old camj)ing-grotind of the Third Division of this corps at 7 p. m., 
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wliero I bivotuicked for the ni{?ht. The Pirth Oonneeticnt A^otoi-aii Vol- 
unteers, of iiiy brigade, was (lcta(;h(5d from my command at Savannah 
oil tlio 17th of daimary, by order from First .Division headquarters, and 
sent to Screven’s Perry, on Savaiiindi llivcr, to load suiiplies; roads 
in bad eonditionj the groiitcr portion marciicd was corduroyed. Jan- 
nary 18, clear and pleasant; moved at 2 i). in, and marched six miles, 
toward Hardoeville, bivouacking at (> p. m. Iloads bettor to-day. 
January 10, rain during the entire day. Marched at 9 a. m. and passed 
the Third Division, Twentieth Corps, at Tlardeeville; reached Piirys- 
burg at ‘1 p. in. and encamped for the niglit. iioads good, llain con- 
tinued for several days, malciiig the roads almost impassable; our 
trains wore unable to move, and everything looked gloomy. On the 
22d instant the Fifth Oonneeticnt Veteran Voliintoors returned to my 
brigade from »Sci'even’H Perry. January 24, it cleared olf cold tliis 
morning and (;ontimied so until the 27th, by which timo the roads 
wore well dried up, and in a very jmssablc condition. At 8 a. m. of 
this date my brigade moved toward Kirk’s house, passed this phu'o at 
3 p. m., and reached Boberts’ house, No. 1, where wo came up with the 
Second Brigade of this division and encamped for the night at 4 p. in., 
having marched twelve miles duo north over good roads. January 28, 
moved my brigade toward Sister’s Ferry, pnrsuaut to orders from 
General Jackson; mawihcil directly west from Hradhain’s and struck a 
creek from which the bridge had boon washed away by the ii’eshet; 
tlio causeway across wbleli this ran was submerged in water for 100 
rods or more, making it necessary lor my men to wade through water 
knee-deep; owing to the depth of the stream (lonorals Williams and 
Jackson thought more timo would be saved by marching us to Kob- 
OL'tsvillo and froni that point to tho ferry. Acc^ordingly 1 was ordered 
to retui'u and niarcli toward Bobortsvllle; encamped at 5 p. m. near 
Boberts’ house, No. 2. January 29, marched at 8 a. nn toward Bob- 
ertsvillo, and entered tho town at 12 a. m. My brigade was moved 
to the road loading to Bister’s h'orry and encamped about one mile 
from Bobertsvillo. The causeway leading to Sister’s Perry was almost 
entirely submerged in wiiter, and the bridges over two deep and rapid 
creeks washed away. \ oinloavored to rebuild thorn, and succeeded in 
making two foot bridges, over which I sent one company to the ferry, 
pursuant to orders from division hcadfpiarters, to communicate with 
General Slo(uim. Jamtary .81), sent the Porty-sixtli Bonusylvania 
Veteran Volunteers and the One hundred and forty-first New York 
Volunteers, under charge of Ma-jor Grifllth, of tho former regiment, to 
Bister’s Perry for tlio x>«rposo of building a dock, for the landing of 
supidies. .January 31, marched at 7 a. m., with the One hundred ami 
tivonty-third New York Volunteers and Fifth Connecticut Veteran 
Volunteers (remainder of my brigade), to SLstcr’s Perry, reaching that 
jilaec at 9 a. m. My whole brigade now encamped at this point and 
busily migagod unloading boats and corduroying roads. 

1 remained at Sister’s Pony till Pcbruaiy 4, when General .Hobart, of 
tho h’ourteontli Army Corps, relieved mo, and X was onlored by Major- 
General Slocum to move toward Duck Branch and join tho P'irst Divis- 
ion, which was moving toward that point. While at Sister’s Perry my 
ofllccrs and men wore on duty both night and day, working with a 
cheerfulness seldom equaled. I heard not a u'ord of complaint, and 
every man seemed anxious to do his share toward advancing the interest 
of tlio service. On tho aJtenioon of February 4 moved back toAvard 
Bobertsvillo, and bivouacked witliin one miloof the toAvn. The road Avas 
inbad condition. General Gcarymarched Avith his command at tliosam^ 
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tiiiio that I (lid, and dircictcil that I filionld inarcdi Mdth aiid roport to 
liiin until iny command joined the First Bivision. Fobrvuiry 5, assisted 
ill corduroying the causeway leading from Sister’s Ferry. :Marclied 
llirough llobertsvillo at noon and took a iiorthorly course toward I/aAV- 
tonvillc. February ($, cloudy and rainy. Marched at (1 a. in. i n a north- 
easterly direction, and after traveling ilftcoii miles encamped one mile 
beyond Beecih Brandi Post-Oflice. February 7, very stormy. Beached 
Buck Branch at p. in., niy brigade in roar guarding train. Uenoral 
(Ucary crossed tlio bran di with his division and portion of train, 
but owing to the bad crossing my brigade was obliged to remain as 
guard to about 200 wagons. 1 found it impo.ssiblo to cross the ivagons 
luire without corduroying the road ahead and biitldiiig a bridge over a 
portion ot the stream ; the road was comx>letoly submerged in water, 
and thos(i who worked were obliged to do so in tlio water up to their 
waists, (loncral Geary gave me no assistance from Ids (iominaiid but 
required I should perform the work alone. I placed .'100 men to work 
under charge of (laptain Gavitt, Fifth Ooimocfcicut A^olniiteers, and 
kept them busy till alter midnight repairing the road so that our teams 
could (ii'oss early on thofollowing morning. They llnisUod the road after 
midnight, having worked Jaithfiilly for upward of seven hours. 

,1, would hero mention that Captain Gavitt, Fifth Ooniicoticut Yctoraii 
Voluiiteors, huSj upon several occasions, been detailctl to sujioriutond 
tliis kind ol Imsiuoss, ami by his skill, energy, andjicrsovoranco, accom- 
plished much tciward thcadwnccmcnO of our (soliimn. ITois oiititloiUo 
a more responsible position tluin tlio one ho now occupic.s, and wore lie 
])hu! 0 (l at the lunid of the division or corps of pioneers his services 
would 1)0 of great value to the command, ilo has my heartfelt thanks 
for the cheerful nianner in which ho discharged each and every duty 
imposed, on him. 

J''ol)ruary 8, moved forward at daylight and crossed tlio Coosawhat- 
uhio Swamp at 12 a. m. Gciiornl Geary moved forward at 0 a. m. with 
a portion of liis train. 'I’ho remainder 1 brought up, and reached the 

Salkohatcliio Swamp about Cp.m., having marched fifteen miles. Hoads 

ill bad condition. February f), moved at 5 a. m. across the swamp, 
reaching General Geary’s command about 0 a. m., and moved forward 
with him toward .Blaokvillo; marched fifteen mllc.s, and bivonaeked one 
mijc from Blackvillo. February 10, iiursnant to orders from corps 
heiuhiuartors, I started on avecoimaissanco at 7 a. m. to Bnncaii’s (new) 
Bridge on the J'klisto .Uivor; marched about seven miles, and I'oaeliod 
the river at .1.0 a. 111 . j found that two bridges had boon destroyed by 
the enemy; met a small Ibrco of 'Wlieoler’s cavalry at this point, but 
dislodged thoni with very little trouble; built narrow foot bridges and 
crossed two companic.s under charge of one of my staif ofiicovs, with 
orders to proteet any other bridgc.s not desti’oyod by the enemy; thou 
pushed forward and found six substantial bridges, which had not boon 
injured; beyond tliese they advanced about three-quarters of a niilo 
niion a causeway, wliicli tormiiiatod in an open field, around which was 
a line of the enemy’s works.^ As soon as I found that the enemy had 
evacuated this splendid jiosition .[ xnished iny whole brigade across tlie 
river to the open Hold referred to, and then took position for holding 
the crossing in case the enemy should oiidoavor to dispute further our 
advance. I luid some skirmishing with tlio enemy’s cavalry, but no 
casualties occurred. Gcnernl Geaiy’.s command came across about 4 
p. m., when I reported to him and established my lino acoording to his 
direction. The foraging is very line, and the nioii have more than tlioy

February W, starte<l from camp in rear of corps Irani at b p. ni.;

from division lioadtpuirti'r.s. February 20, (;ro.sscd Broad Bnmi' aboiil; 1,1, 
n.m.j crossed Little liiver and marched toward VV''iniisl>oi’oiigh; traveuid 
ten miles and bivouacked atdp.ju.; roads goi>d; country rolling and 
open; foraging very good. February 21, marelied at ,1,2 a. iii.; jiiissiHl 
through Sviliii.sborougli about 7 i). m.; roads good; country rolling; 
foraging very gooil; after marcliing ten miles encamped two iinles north 
of Winnsboroiigh. h’ebrimry 22, marclnal at 10 a. ni. lowiird Boeky 
Mount; niarcbed twelve miles and readied camp after midinglit; romlH 
good ; country very rolling and open ; foraging excidient. ,Fcbi'iiiiry 20 , 
marched at 1) a. m.; crosseil the Catawba liiver on pontoons, and 
assisted the wagons np a very steep bank on the opposite stile ()l the 
river; traveled eight miles through a very open, rolling eouiitry; Ibriig- 
iug good. February 24, marehed Ihrco miles and i.anainiped at !) lu m. 
February 2o, remained in camp to-day. I'chriiary 20, marched at 5 
p. m.; brigade in rear of corjis; roads nob good; marched seven iiiiles 
and eiicaiiipcd two miles from Hanging Bock at8 p. m.; country i'olliiig; 
roads in fair condition. 

Nothing of importance ocmirred from this date uj> to Mareh 2. 
March 2 we moved in a iiorlheasterly direction through a ndliiigcniuiti'y. 
Jlet the enemy about 8 ]). III. one mile south of Chesterlielil. Mybi'i- 
gadewnsin advance of the Twentieth Corp.s. J deployed the I'’irtii 
liegiiiieiit Ooiineetimit Vctiwaii Volunteers (Lieut. Coi. H. W. Diibnll 
coimnaiidiiig) and the One limidred and forty-first Begiiiumt New York 
■\'’uluntcera (Capt. Williiini Merroll commaiiiUng) as Kkii'iiiislims, ami 
supported them with the remainder of my hrigaile. W'e droN'o the 
enemy, after exchaiigiiig many shots, and captured the town ofClies- 
terfleld without tlie loss of a man. 1 immediately Ibllowed tlui r(‘.treal,- 
iiig rebels for a mile to Thompson’s Creek, over which was a bi'iiige 
fired by the enemy as they passed. I arrived just in time to sa\'e the 
greater portion of it IVom being desti’oyed. Tlio enemy threw a few 
shells at u.s, but did not suceced in driving me from my po.silioii. At 
this point I lost two men wounded, from the h’ifth Uegimeiit Cmi- 
nocticut Volunteers. Fvory olliecr and nuiii behaved gallantly, and 
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workiHl liard to siivo tho bridge. Marcli 3, drove the oncmy^R pioket 
ll■()nl the opjjosite side of the creckj Ripaired the bi’idge, and moved 
oyer yitli tlie niiiminder ol' the brigade at ii ]). iii.j niarehcd about 
three iiiilea and hivonaeked about 5 p. in. Tiie troops tiuit opposed us 
behniged to lJutior’s oavalry. Mareh <1, mandied sevtui miles and 
eiieamixal three iniJcK wiist of tho Pedeii liiver; roads bad. Mareh 5, 
remained in tminp. ]\lar(5h (5, moved to Olieraw and eros.sed the 1‘edeo 
Uiverat tliat ])oiiit. We moved in an easterly direction on tlio 7tli 
ami 8tli inslant, and crossed tho Lumber liivor on tlie !)tli ot March, 
Crossed Itoeiclish Oreek on tho 11th instant, and (meamiied two mihi.s 
li'ojii J<'ay«!tteville, N. 0. Maiadi 12, remained in eanip. March 13, 
passed through h'ayetlevillo, and was reviewed by General Slterniam 
(./rossed tho (Jape Pear lliver, and after marching live miles, went into 
camp near plaiilc road. ]\'rav<5li 11, ronudiied in ca.m]> to-day. Marcdi 
1C, mar(ilie(l in a. northerly dirwdloii toward Italelgh, on the lisdeigli 
roadj eneaniped two miles from Taylor’s Hole Greek; foraging poor. 

Marcli Ki, startml tliis morning at 8 o’clock. Marched in rear of 
division train Ibraboutfonrmlles, when i was ordered forward witli my 
brigatle to support the remajndcr of tho division, whiclMvas engageil 
with the enemy, and formed on tlie right of Third Lrigado, First 
J)ivision, Goiieral Jlobinson commanding, and got my troops in posi- 
tion Just in time to save the right of onr lino froiu being Hanked. 
Geiienii I^iliaitriek, wlio was protecting tbe right Hank with Ids cav- 
alry, was driven back just as my brigade took position. Thoonemy 
advaneed nimn me in line of battle, and Avhen witldn a few yards of 
my line the order was given to “ They were driven back in coii- 
Insion, leaving their dead and wounded njion tho Held, Forty of tho 
enemy’s <leu(l were imrled In front of my brigade. HiibsciinoMtlv f 
moveil forward alxmt 200 yards and took up a iimv position oonforniiiig 
to tlie line on my left, (ieneral K ilpatrick’s cavalry on my rigid Hank. 
Here ,1 sent forward (lie Fifth Ooimcelieut Veteran Voh’inteers, Lleu- 
teimiit-(./oloiicl Ouboll commanding, with instructions to dislodge tho 
eiunny, if jmssible. After several iiieilf'cotiial attonijits to move for- 
Avard, my pieket-line was established and the treoj)s thriiw up lu'cast- 
Avoi'ks and prepared for an engagmmmt on tho following day. In this 
action I lost I olHcer killed and 1 Avonndod— First Lieut. -lames 
1. Hcmlerson, killed, ami h’jrst Lieut. Flislia Htarr, Avounded, both 
oi wbom Avei'ii members of tho .h'iaii Gonnectient Vetimau Voiun- 
teers, and fell gallantly discharging tlieir <lnty. ’I'hi'ee mdisted men 
Avere killed and nineteen woiiiided.* Tlie ground upon Avliieli my line 
was lormod was very swampy, mid bub little rest could be obtained by 
the eommaiul during the niglit. March J7, pu.shcd forward my inekot's 
at daylight and found tlie enemy’s Avorks evacuated. Turned in my 
lieadiiuarters aiiibuhince this morning to aceommodate tlie Avoundeil. 
Marched at 4 ]). m. in an easterly direction; roads in a very badeoiuVi- 
tion ; at .soinii places my men Avere obliged to remove tlie mules andpull 
the wagons tliiougli by hand for a number of yards; soil very treacherous 
and AVitlumt bottom; marched one mile and a half mid 'encamped at 
lO.dO p. m. Mai’cli IS, crossed Black Bivor about 10 a. m.j marched 
tcji miles 111 an eastei-ly direction and eneaniped at I.I p. m.; roads in 
very l)ud eomiition; foraging very poor.

lel't Hank from an expected attack upon the wagon (rain; nioyod lor- 
ward at- doublc-(iuick, and after traveling about tsvo miles met a .slafl 
oOieer of the First i.)ivision, Twentieth Oorps, wIjo coiulmded mo to ii 
position on the extreme left of the army, the Ifourteonth Corps iiiid 
Second Brigade of Twentieth Oorps-being on my right, in lino ol. battle. 
As soon as my position was assigned me, I ordered works to be thrown 
lip immediately, and sent forward five coinjjanics of the Cue hundred 
and forty- first New York Volnnteor.s as skirmishers. Shortly alter my 
line was established word came to mo that the enemy had broken the 
line of the Fourteenth Corps, ami was driving them baiHc. I’ursmint 
to orders from division headquarters I moved my oommaiid immedi- 
ately by tlio right flank at doiible-qiiick to the right and rear, and 
took lip ])osition across the main road, down which the enemy were 
advancing. At the same time the Third Jlrigade, First .Division, foil 
back, and took })osition in mj' front, about 300 yards from me, forming 
another lino, and conneeting with the li'oiirtcoutU Corps. 1 was not 
engaged during the afternoon, being in reserve. About 7 )). in. 1 
relieved Cfoneral .Bobiuson, Third .Brigade, First Division, and made 
preparations for a desperate light ou the 20th. Good breast- ivorks were 
erected during the night, and a wagon-load of ammunitiou distribiiti^d 
in boxes along the lino. Geneval Joseph E. .Tohiustoii was reported by 
the enemy’s ])ri8oner.s as being ill our front with his wliolo army, esti- 
mated at ‘.to, (100 or 50,000 men. March 20, tlio enemy fell^ bac-k 
half a mile during the night to a now lino of ivorks. I buried sixteen 
of liis dead, in front of my brigade, and brought in live men wounded; 
they belonged to tlio First South Carolina Heavy Artillery. No light- 
ing done daring the day; strengthened oui* works. March 21., very 
little llring liy the pickets. 1‘iirsuant to ordcr.s from division head- 
quarters I nioved my brigade forward about 300 yards In advance, for 
the purpose of establishing a new line, but sub.soqnently ordered hack 
to my old position. No casualties iu my command. Mai-eh 22, 
advanced my skirmishers about 7 a. m., and found the enemy liud evac- 
uated ills works. At9 a. in. wo moved in an easterly direction, toward 
Cox’s Bridge. Sent our wagons and pack animals In advaiu'.c of ua 
to Cox’s Bridge at daylight tliis morning; marched fourteen miles and 
encamped, at 0 p. m., six miles from Cox’s Bridge. March 23, inavc.hed 
at 8 a. 111 . ; crossed Cox’s Bridge, over the .Neuso lUver, and ciic-anqied 
seven miles from Gohlsborongh, N. C., having maridied Ill'tocn miles. 
Boad.s ill very good condition. Met General 'ferry’s command near 
Cox’s -Bridge. March 24, sent wagons, pack animals, and foragers 
to Goldsborongh,N. C., this morning, 2 o’clock, pursuant to orders IVoiii 
division headquarters. Marched at (» a. m., and passed tlirongli the 
town of Gohlsborongh at 0 a. m., and wore reviewed by General Bhor- 
maii. .Marched tlireo miles north of the town, and establislnal a ]>er- 
manent cam]) about 11 a. m., tlie cauipaigu being ended. 

Fi'om the commencement of the campaign up to the ending of the 
same my comniaiul subsisted principally iqmn. the mioniy’s (soiintry. 
Mounted foraging parties, under charge of a commissioned enicer, were 
sent out daily by regimental commanders, ami by these parties the 
troo])s wore well supplied with provisions of moat every description. 

My ('ominissary of subsistence obtained the following siip])Ues from 
the country and foraging jiarties of this brigade, a portion Of which, 
wore i.saued to the command: .12,850 poimda Hour, 30,508 jiouiuls corn 
meal,.

At <1-.‘15 a. m. on tho morning of April 10 T inarc.luitl IVom (.loldsbor- 
ough, N. C., with my brigade at tho head of tho Twontioth (.lorps in a 
westerly direction toward Smithlleld, H. 0. Met tho enemy’s oavaliy 
about one mile east of Moccasin Swamp} deployed the One hundred 
andtwonty-thii’dBogimcntNow York Yoluntoors^ Ool. flames (.). Itogers 
commanding, on tho nght of tho road as sklrmishors, and sniiportod 
him with tho remamdorbf the brigade. Colonel Ilogei's advaneed with 
liis command, pushing tho enemy slowly backu'ard, tho latter eontest- 
ing every inch of ground and showing a dotorminatiou to liold us at bay 
and prevent our gaming a position from which our jirtillery could bo 
made effcctivo. After driving liiin about a mile our skiriniahoi’H reaohed 
Moccasin Swamp, wliich was almost imxmssablo, owing to the depth of 
water and the tliiek growth of uudorbrush, wliicli impeded the advance 
of our troops and rendered the iiosltioii of tho Hkirniishers oxtremoly 
hazardous. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties which hero presented themselves, 
tho determination of our gallantonicors and men oveveaino all obstaclos 
and rendered further opposition on tho part of tho enemy usolcas. 
After driving liira from the opposite bank of the swami) I orosaod my 
whole brigade and formed line of battle. F'rom tliis point 1 advaneed 
about one mile and a half, meeting with very little opposition, wlion. X 
was ordered by Brevet Major-General Williams to encamp ibr the 
niglit. In this little engagement I lost 1 man killed and 3 wounded, 
as follows: Private William A. 'Pooley, Company K, One luiiidred and 
tweuty-third Now York Volunteers, killed} Oorpl, Silon A. Orinsby, 
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Company B, and I’rlvates David Irwin and AVilliam .T, Nelson, Company 
F, One Imndre.cl and twenty-third Now York Yohinteors, wounded. 
Tlio enemy’s loss Is said to be much greater. 

Theonieers and men behaved with miicli coolness and bravoi’y, and 
■w'cll suHtained the reputation they liave ■won njion many a hard ionglit 
held. Col. .)ame.H O. .Rogers, commanding One hundred and twenty* ■ 
third New York Volunteers, deserves much credit i'or the admirable 
munn(3r in which lie handled his regiment, and lor tiio determination 
evinced in driving the enemy from his strong ]M)sition on the oppo.sito 
bank of the swnnix). 

Tlie day was unpleasant and stormy. Wo marelicd about sixteen 
miles. iVpi'il 11, ])lcasant day; country good and rpiite thickly inhab- 
ited; marched atlla. m.; traveled fourteen milc.s and onoaitiped at 
Sniithliehl, N. 0. April 12, received news of the surrender of Leo’s 
army to (TcneralGrant; great rejoieing throiigbout the army. Marched 
in northwesterly directioii at 7 a. in.; passed through Smitlifield; 
cro.ssod SwiCt Greek and oneaiuped one mile from it. April 13, rainy 
da.y; marehed in northwesterly direction toward Raleigh at 3 a, m.; 
roads very good; reached Italolgli about 12 in. after marching fourteen 
miles, and encamped on the south side of the city. From April 13 up 
to the 22d nothing of importance o(;eurred in Die command. On the 
22(1 my brigade, together with the romuinderof the (amps, was reviewed 
on Fayetteville street, in the city of Italoigh, by Ma;)oi’-(:ienei‘al Sher- 
man. From the 22d to the 25th nothing of importance occairred. On 
morning of the 2nth, at 7 a. m., this brigade started in advance of the 
corps toward .Tones’ Cross-Roads, whi(di iilace wo reached at 2 p. in. 
after mnrehing twelve mile.s. Hero we remained in (;ainp until April 
28, wlien wo returned to Rahngh. Hero and upon this date I received 
my appointment as brevet brigadier-general of volunto(ws. April 29, 
ro( 5 oived orders from Ociioral yiiormau to-day stating that Ooneral 
Jos( 5 pli I'h .Tolinaton had siirrcndored to him all Oonhiderate forces east 
of the 01mttalioo(dico River. April 30, very pleasant day; commenced 
our inarcli toward Richmond at 5 a. m. ; imvrched through Raleigh, N. 0., 
ill review order; marehM about liftceu miles, crossed tlio Neiise River, 
and encamped at 2 1 ). in. 

From the 1st to the 8tU of May our inare.h was a very pleasant one, 
over good roads and through a ))loasant and tolerably well cultivated 
country. On our route we crossed tlie rivers Tar, Roanoke, MolKUTin, 
Great Nottoway, Little Nottoway, and the Appomattox, reaehiiig .Falb 
ing Or(iek, Va., about niiio miles from Riehmond, on the afternoon of 
May 8. We were favored with beautiful weather and the roads were 
ill good condition. The average nuniberofmilcsmariihed was eighteen 
lier day. Wo riiniaiucd in onr cneampment near ].''aUing Greek until 
May 11, when we comineiu'ed onr march toward Alexandria, Va. On 
the morning of the 11th wo started at 10 o’<dock, and wore reeoived by a 
])ortioiiof the Army of the .Tames in tlio streets of Manehestoi’,iyhn paid 
honor ns wo passed them in review order. Marclied tlirongh Riehmond 
ill review order, and encamped at 5 i). m. near the .Hanover Coiirt- 
IIouso road, three miles from Richmond. Fixmi the lltli to the lOtli 
instant wo wore constantly on the murch, averaging about ilftcon miles 
per day. Wo had some dpiircssivcly warm weather, but owing to the 
discreet mannor in which the division was marehed the troops suffered 
very little. On our ronto we crossed the rivers <.lhickah()miny, South 
Aniia, Little, North Anna, and Rappaliaunock, also passed through 
Spotsylvania Court-Honse and over the battle-ground of the .same 
name, also over the battle-field of Ohaiicellorsvillo, Many of our dead 
still remain unburied on the former bnttlo-llcld, which Is a burning 
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stigiim and disgrace iipon tlio county of Spotsylvania. The eominoiiGst 
feeling.s of liunianitysliould liave prompted some action in the matter, 
and the citizens who have for the past year looked witli indilforence 
upon the whitening bones of our brave soldiers and left them for their 
swine and dogs to revel over, should forever be deprived of the privi- 
leges and blessings of our Government, and bo branded as desecraters 
of the dead, unfit to associate with the living. Wo crossed Hull Bun 
on the afternoon of the IStli instant, and reached Fairfax Station at 6 
p. in., whore we encamped for the night. On the IDth instant wo 
marched to within two miles of Alexandria, Va., and went into camp 
at 4i). m. 

Wc were favored with clear, iiloasant weather, altlioiigh Jit times very 
warm. The roads were good and the country well cultivated. 'I'lie cit- 
izens along the routs seem well dispo.sed and are muc.h pleased at the 
prospects of ])eace. Wo met many paroled prisoners of Lee’s army, both 
officers and men. 

Ill closing thi.s report I wish to tender my thanks to each regimental 
eommaiidor, who are as follows, for tho prompt support they have given 
lUG and the able inauuer iii winch they have governed their respectivo 
commands: Ool. James 0. liogers, commanding One hundred ami 
twenty-third Now York Volunteers; Lieut. Ool. 11. W. Btiboll, com- 
manding Fifth Ooiinccticut Veteran Volunteers; Lieut. Ool. A. .1. 
MoNett, commanding One liundred and forty-first Now York Volmi- 
toors,and Maj. P. Griffith, coinmaiidiug Forty-sixth Peinisylvaiiia Vot- 
orau Volunteers. 

Also to the other officers and tho enlisted men of this brigade do I 
desire to ofi'er my thanks for the groat a.ssistanco they have rendered 
their superiors and for tlio faithful, uncomplaining manner in whieli 
they have borne each and every duty devolving upon tliem.

I liavo the honor to forward tho following report of the 
recent campaign: 

Leaving Savannah, on tho 17tli day of January, ;l.S06, wo crossed the 
Savaimali River at Screven’s Ferry, where the regiment was oiigagod 
tor two days in loading wagons, &c. Wo then rejoined tlio brigade at 
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r('jnninhiff nnUl the 27tli, when we marelicd in tlie (liir^clJon 
ol feistei'^s T eri'y^ et wlueh piece the ('oiiiiniiiid Wiis oticiijjied in ])i’()f',ur- 
inj*' sii))])]ieH, eSre., miUl Pehrnary 4, wlieii the division, boiii/-' relieved 
by tlie b'onrteenth Oor|)S, took up Hie lino ol' ninreli. 

■No events ol' g-enerel iiiiijortaiice took jdaeo dnrinj>- the first nioiith 
ol“ our advance, the reftiineiit subsisting upon the country and poiTorin- 
iiig tins duties incid<uit to a protracted eainpaign, 

Oji the, 2d ot Mandi, the .First Brigade being in advance, the I'^if’lh 
OoniK'etic.ut Veteran Volunteers ou the right, hiiviiig advanced within 
two jniles ol Ohesterheld Oourt-IIouaci, B. w(! came ii])ou tlio eiunny, 
^riiis r(^gimcnt was deployed as vskirniishers, aiul advaiunng forced the 
enemy into and through the town, and across Thoin])son’s (3i'eelv, one 
mile and a half beyond, where hy niaiiitaining a contiiiiious (ire wo 
prevented the aueecss of their roiMiuted attempts to destroytlieliridgo. 
On the following morning continued the advance, meeting no enemy. 
No further opposition was eneonntcrcil until March 10, Avlien the enemy 
were met in fonm near Silver Bun, and this regiment in common witii 
the rcmiainder of the brigade advanced, relieving a. portion of (.xonoral 
•KilpatrioK’^s cavalry, and were a t once engaged 're])ul.sjng the enemy, 
wild in the eagerness of pursuit o.\])Osed themselves, the entire brigade 
opening lire upon their Jine.s Ind'ore they heifaiiicawai'oof onrpresenco, 
i\nd it is here tliat the commanding olliccr of (his regiment dcsirca 
to render his tribute to the mcimn-y of h'irst .Lieut. .James V. lieniler- 
son, commanding Oompaiiy A, killed in the action of the .lOth, Early 
devoting liimself to the cause of his country, partieipating in every 
battle ill which the regiment has been engaged, and at last meeting a 
Hohlior’s fate, liis lo.ss is deeiily regretted by the entire command. 

Upon the evening of the Kitli tlio regiment was ileployed as skirniisln 
ors, continuing uimn the lino until after dark, wlien we were relieved, 
after losing several inen killed and wounded. On the following morii- 
iiig, the enemy having abandoned hi.s])oslUon, wo continued the march. 
On the loth ol: Marcli, tlie Fourteenth (.' 01 ‘p.s having engaged tlioonemy, 
this roglmont as a part of the First Oivision was advanced to its sup- 
port, went into iiositioii, constructed works, and remained until the 
morning of the 22d, wlieii wo moved in the direction of Goldsborough, 
near which iihico wo now await orders. 

This command de.stroycd 110 i-ailroads, no cotton, nor cotton-gins. 
About thirty animals were captured during the campaign.

Captain: I liavo the honor to submit tlio following roporfc of tlio 
operations of this regiment from April 10, 18G5i 

Leaving Goldsborongh, N. 0., April 10, wc, lu common with the other 
regiments of the brigaile, moved in the direction of Baleigh. Came 
npon the enemy in small force near AIocc.isin Creek, whore this com- 
mand supported skirmishers bnt were not engaged. On the following 
day wo entered Sinithfield, where avo received inforniation of the stir- 
render of It. E. Lee. The advance was continued with little opposition 
until April 13, when avc reached Ealeigh, encamping in the outskirte 
of the city. Wo remained as above until the 2ath, when avo inoAmd. in 
the direction of Jone.s’ Crosa-Eoads, where wo oncanii)ed for tAvo days, 
at the expiration of which aa'c returned to the ohl camps near Ealeigli. 
On the 30th marched in the dircetiou of Eichinond, Va., Avliero avo 
ari'ived May fl, nmrcliing 172 miles. 

Eomaining near Eichinond until the lltli, marched at 9 a. m., pass- 
ing through Manchester and Eichinond, being received at the former 
place by the Third Division, 'J'Arcnty-fonrtli Army Corps. On tlio 12th 
continued the march in the direction of Alexandria, Avhere avo arrived 
May 19, haAnng during the marcli passed over the battle- ilclds of Spot- 
sylvania and Chaiicolloravnie. 

The entire trip aa'us almost devoid of othcrintore.st than that usually 
attending marches through a peaceful country.

Remvts of Ool. James G. Royers, One hmdred and twenty-third Fexe Vorlc 
Infantry, of operations Jaimary 17-March H and April 10-jMay !>i, 

Hdqrs. 123d Eegiment New York Volunteers, 
Scottsvillc, near Goldsboronyh, F. 0., March 28, 1805, 
Captain: I haA’^c the honor to submit the following dotailed, report 
of the operation-s of thi.s regiment during the recent campaign: . 

On the occupation of Savannah, Ga., by the TAvonticth Corps, Decem- 
ber 21, 1805 [1804], the One hundred and twenty-third Now York Vol- 
unteers, Avitli the rest of ifes brigade and division, encamped one mile 
outside the city on Ioav and marshy ground lying along the river. 
Here a camp Avas laid out and quarters built, but after remaining ton 
days continued rains rendered the location untonablo, and the regi- 
ment was removed to higher ground. Here a ubav and syinmotrieal 
camp was arranged, Avith wide streets and neat and commodious board 
quarters, furnished Avitli AA'iiidows, doors, floors, bunks, and briclc fire- 
places, all built by the men themselves from tlio debris of adjacent old 
buildings. 

The roghnent remained in this camp until the 17th of January, and, in 
addition to personal labor and usual caiiii) and picket duties, furnished 
daily fatigue parties to the city to build fortifications, and also fur- 
nished occasional forces to'accompanyAvag'ons on foraging expeditions. 
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On tlio morning of the 17tli of tlanuavy tlio ro.giincnt was put in lino 
of mavcli for a forwanl inovoinciit and at 1 ]). m., Iniving tlio ndvanoo 
of the hrigailo, it iinvrolicd out of oani]), and, passing tlirongh tho oity 
of Saviinnaii, (omsod tlio ])ontooTi bviilgo into Soutli (Jaroliini, and mov- 
ing' about sovon ndlos bcyoiul encamped for the night, On tho I8tli 
niiirohod about seven miles, and on tlic llltli eight miles, atid pnssing 
through Hiirdeeville mieampcd on the bank of the river at T’nrysbnrg. 
Here we remained a week, drawing suxiplica and awaiting tho arrival 
of other trooiis delayed by tbo inelomcnt weather and the eonseqiient 
imjiassablc condition of tbc roads. The rain fell iiieossaiitly for sev- 
eral days and nights, and. tbo low ground near the I’ivor boeoniing sub- 
merged we moved back on tlic2.‘}d insUint (:o bigbor ground anil laid 
out a regular eamp, with log rpiavtors and cluninoys, On tbo 27th tho 
regiment broke earn]) at an early hour and, having advance of brigade, 
marebed twelve miles, encamping where the I’oad wc were on was 
crossed by the road fi’om Sister’s Ji’erry to Qraliamville. The next 
morning at daylight Major Tanner was sent with (ivo eompaiiies of the 
K'.giineiit towaril' tbe feiTy to ase<wtain tlie condition of the road. He 
soon returned, reporting it impassable without great exjiciiseof time 
and bilior, the bridge aiiross Cypress Creek being swojit [way ami the 
swami) Ihiodcil by tbo recent storm. Ncvortbolcss tbo division inovcd 
down to the swamii and large details were sent out to rebuild tbo 
bi'idges, but alter several, liours’ labor tlio attempt was abandonod, 
and tbo regiment, with the rest of i, ho division, re.turned to tho main 
road and, pixnteodltig about tbi-eo miles, encamped within eiglit miles 
of llobortsville. .Tamiary 20, avo left caimp at 7.30 a. ni. and, niarolung 
ra]>idly, rcacluid Kobertsvillo before noon. When near tiiis place our 
advance came np«n. sevi'.ral hundred of tbo enemy’s cavalry, but a few 
shots rpiickly dispersed them. 1 was then ordered, with the Piftli 
Coniiocticait and this regiment, to take tlio road to Bister’s .Ferry aiu.L 
if ]K)ssiblo, reacli tho river, elglit miles distant. On entering Groat 
BhvclcBwanip, at this point more than two miles in width, tlie causeway 
that bisects it was found entirely submerged. Wo, however, waded 
tlirongli for nearly a mile, when, roacdiing Cyiiress Creek, whieli flows 
through tho center of tbo swamp, the bridge that crossed it was found 
to have boon s-wept away and the stream was too wide and deep to bo 
fordml. After a good ilcal of diniculty a log was thrown across by 
nieaiiH of which one company wa.s enabled to proceed to the river by 
wading waist-deep tbroiigli tlio rest of the swamp. Leaving a guard 
and hii’go working party, tbo rest were marched back and encamped 
about a mile from Kobertsvillo. Komained in camp all tho next day 
awaiting tho completion of tho bridge. tTanuary 31, loft camp at 8 
a. in. and crossed Black Swamp to the river. Althoiigli tho bridge liad 
been built ami tbc Hood had largely subsided, iiortions of the causeway 
were still ovcrllowod and tlio men bad to wade through water for nearly 
a iiiilo. Tliis they did without a murmur, although tho weather was 
cold and chilling and the water at the freezing point. After reaching 
tlio ferry five comiianios, under Major Tanner, were sent up tho river on 
a reeniinaissaiico near Lawtonvillo. They returned about dark, hay- 
ing gone several miles without seeing tlio oneiny. Tliis regiment, in 
connection with the rest of tlio brigade, being detached from tho divis- 
ion for duty at tho temporary depot at this place, a camp was selected 
and laid out with regularity, and attention to neatness and comfort. 
Hero tlio regiment remained ilvo days, iiorforining the usual pickoli and 
camp duties and funiisliing daily fatigue parties for nuloading supplies 
Irora transports to build bridges and cordproy roads, and details for 
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guard duty at the landing. Thus nearly half tlio rogiinciit was on 
duty daily during our stay here, and the fatigue parties often worked 
on the ti‘aus])ort8 until late at night, 

February 4, the brigade having been relieved by a brigade of Fonr- 
teoiitli Corps, the regiment left camp at 3 p. in.; reerossed Black 
Swamp, which previous days’ rains had reiulcrcil almost impassable for 
wagons, and at 9 1 ). in. encamped on the Mancr place, near Uoberts- 
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tlirongh L}iwtonvinc, which was also in ashes, and }it d}irk eiunniped 
at Duck Branch. February 7, marched from 10 a. ni. until dark, nnik- 
iug but live miles, on account of the delay of tlio train, (uiused by the 
had condition of the roads ft'om the iirovious day and night’s riiin.

Bridge and oncainpcd for the night. Next morning (0th) iit daylight 
crossed the river or swamp; moved eighteen miles, and at Hunsot 
encamped within two miles of Blaokville and the rest of our division. 
February 10, marched through Blackvillc, formerly a tliriving villngo 
and station on North (South] Carolina Kailrojid, and with the othbr 
regiments of tlio brigade proiiecdcd on a reconnaissance to Duneiiu’a 
Bridge, on South Brjinch of Edisto llivor, seven iniloH distant. On 
arriving found that the force of the enemy Imd left that inoriiing, after 
llriug' the bridge, wliich wjis still burning. With some labor tlio bridge 
was made passable for infantry, when wo crossed and went into <jamp 
about two miles beyond the stream. The next day (lltli) the regimont 
was sent back to the river to assist in repairing the bridge and cordin 
roying the road loading from it. Alter imrforming this duty returned 
to camp of previous night. 

February 12, regiment marched as guard to the train jibout eleven ' 
miles and encamped at night near North Branch of the Fdisto. h'eb- 
ruary l.S, regiment being in rear of column wa.s unable to cross tlio 
river until 9.30 p. m., when it marched llvo miles }ind wont into camp 
at midnight. February Id, started at 7 a. m., and marching about 
six miles wont into camp at noon near Lexington Court-IIouso and 
Columbia Oross-Koads. A very cold rain sot in about noon jiud contin- 
ued all night. February 10, left camp at 1 p. m. as roar guard, nnircliod 
i^ery slow and with frciiueut halts, the train being dohiyed for hours in 
crossing Oougarce and Bed Branch Crooks, and reached camp near 
Lexington Ooui't-noiiso at 1 a. m. February 10, took the Columbia 
road, and mardiiiig eight miles, a part of the way along the niiniiislicd 
railroad from Columbia to Augusta, encamped at noon noivr to Con- 
gareo Elver and within four miles of tlio city. February 1.7, marched 
three or four miles north to ferry on Saluda Biver, whore iiontoon 
bwdgowas hud; delayed all day waiting for Fourtoontli Ooi'ps and 
•KilpatricU’s cavalry to precede us; crossed about dark and went into 
camp two miles oil the other side. Next day (ISth) regimont nnirohod 
with the tram; the roads wore had and our iirogress slow; starting 
at noon we eiicamiied at 9 1 ). m.^ having made but about eight miles. 

^ )n the 19th continued our march to Broad Bivor, about ilvo miles dis- 
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taii(;, iiiirl oiuiainpcrt near the ferry where fclui jwiitoons wore laid, inul 
waited ihr the h\)in‘to,ciith Corps to cross. Kebriuuy tii), at daylif-lit 
crossed ISroiul itiver and the (Jrceiiville and Columbia Uailroad, wliieli 
runs along' its nortlmrn baiih, and about three miles lartlnn' on lorded 
Little .liivor and j>roeeodlng along the Winnsboroiigli road, througli a 
eonntry abounding in rich plantations anbrding an abiindaut siipjily 
I'or <nu' Ibragcrs, went into eanip about sundown eigld; inikis IVom broad 
Ivivcr and t(Mi nulos from Winnshorongh. 

The next diiy (lilat) contimicd the inarch, the regiment acting as roar 
guard of the corps; ])assed through VVinii.sborough and cimaniped t\\'o 
mi](iH beyond the town. Ribriuiry 22, left camp at noon, and, inandiiiig 
with the ti'ain over a. rough road and delayed liy fresjuent ami tiresonio 
lialts, our i)rogrGSS was slow and tedious, so that we were kept on tlie 
road all niglit. At .'la. in., when we lay down for a little rest, wo had 
made but thirteen miles and were not yet up with the liead of the 
(uduiiin, which had encamped on the Iniidcs of the Catawba Ivivor, near 
ItockyjMountOro.ssing. h'obi'uary23, crossed Catawba Kiver on pontoon 
bridge, d'lie high bluff banks w(5ro so diHlcult of ascamt by the train 
that a detail of men liad to bo assigned to each wagon to help it up. 
Ibieampod about three miles beyond the river. Coiniiieiiecil raining 
toward night and eontinued wlthontcossation for twodays, inakingthe 
roads one l)cd of innd. February 2-1, started at (I a. m,, 'but after pro- 
ccHjding abonb three miles we <»ime upon the Seventeenth Corjis, which, 
moving in A'oiii the riglH, luwl take.ii i)os.s{‘ssion of tlm road A\’e wereon. 
Wont into (mnip, where we romained until the20tli, when we inavchotl 
with the train until 10 p. m., making an advance of sovoii or eight 
Next day (27tli) wo e.rossed the creek at ITanging lloclc ami 
oncainped a mile beyond. Pohrnaiy 28, again assigned to tlio train, 
building corduroy roads through the swamps, pulling wagons out of 
tlio mud by liand vdion mired, and gimnling thojn fro?n (bingcu’ of 
attack. Wo (U'osscd Littlo Lynch’.s Creek before dark and oneainpod 
on nortli aide, having made about ten inihss. 

Mtireli 1, regiinonb Jiaving tlio advamic of the corps and being iniiin- 
])oded by the train, moved j’apidly Ibrwiird, ami crossing Lynch’s Creek 
at; Miller’s tlridge got Into e.ainp about 2 p. m., having niarehed Ilfteen 
miles. Mar(5li. 2, the brigade, having again the advance of the corps, 
loft (lamp at 0 ft. in., aiid mnrehing rnpidly Ibrwurd about fourteen 
niihjs on OhesterlUdd Couvt-l loiiso rond, when, at second milestone from 
town, our cavahy scouts came rushing back, announcing the rebels to 
be in considerable force in onr front. The Fifth Conneetieut and One 
hundred and forty-first New Wirk Volunteers, the two {idvamie regi- 
ments, being dejiloyed as skirmislier.s, tlie Forty-sixth I’ennsylvuiiia 
Vobinteei's in support of the former, moved forward on the left of the 
road, wliile this regiment, in .support of the latter, moved on the right, 
advaueiiig by riglit of eoiiipanies and ko(i])lng ehnse iij) to the skir- 
mishers. As we emorgml into the wide, open field near ihe town the 
rebels wore jilainly visible, retreating. I’ushing forward rapidly, the 
skii'iiiisliors llriiig as tliey advaiumd, th(‘. miemy was (|nielcly (Iriveii 
tlirongb the village to the woods, a mile beyond. 1 lere, at the foflcs of 
the road, wo were halted, until a section of artillery had come np and 
exinmded sevm'al slielks. We then i)re.ssed on again to Tliomiison’s 
(Jrcek, a iiiilo beyond. The delay, however, had been suflicieiit to 
allow all of the enemy to cross and lire the bridge. IJ pon reaching the 
ercHde, it was found to be wide and very deep and ra])id. ’flie enemy, 
posted along the bank on the other side, opened a seetioii of artillery 
upon us, but their shells How wide and their guns were soon silenced 
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by our batteries. Hero -we lay in the miul until nesirly diivlc, when, 
receiving*: permission to cross witli iiiy rcgiuionfc, 1 Inul ,si5l(‘ct(^(l a cross- 
ing and coiiimencetl preparations, when we wore ordered back and ]>ut 
into camp near the town at 9 p. ni. 

Murcli 3, the enemy having fallen back in the night three coinpiiiiici.s 
were put to work to repair the bridge, whieh had been only partially 
destroyed, and the rest of the regiment to corduroy tlie road leading to 
it. At d p. m. we crossed and marched two miles on the Olicva w road, 
when the division was recalled and wont into camp near the ereek, 
and where a brancli road led to Snecdsboroiiglr, N". 0. Mar(di I, lay 
in eainp all day waiting for the corps and train to i)!iss; .started about 
dark for a day’s march; train impeded every few rod.s by tluibai! state 
of the roads, largo portions of which had to be cordiiroyisl before a 
wagon could pass. On this aceoiiiit the regiment (li<l not la^ac.li camp, 
eight miles distant, until 1 a. m. 'March />, n'.mainod in canip, not far 
from Oreat J’edeo Itivor, all day, the fourteenth Corps ])a.ssiiig before 
us. At 5 p. m. the five right companies, under charge of Major (Iray, 
wore sent out to corduroy the roa«ls in advance and worked until mid- 
night. March 0, marched one mile and then, turning to tlie right, 
took tho Glicvaw plank road, over widcli the train bowled ra])j(lly 
along, reaching the town, nine miles distant, at d p. m. Here we 
roimiinod until nearly 3 a. in., waiting an opportunity to cross the pon- 
toon bridge; finally crossed and got into camp, three miles beyond the 
river, at 4 a. m., with orders to move again at 7 a. m. March 7, 
started at 7.30 a. m., marched flfteou inllc.s and encamped near J\li(ldij- 
town Station, tho termiiins of an unliiiished railroad. March H, left 
camp at (i.3() a. m., marched ten miles through a desolate turpentine 
forest, and encamped at 5 p. in. for nearly two milo.s ol' tliis liiMtaiKiO 
a new road had to bo built to avoid the fourteenth Corps, the road 
we were on for tliat distance uniting with the one on which that corps 
was [lassing. llained liard nearly ail day and all night. 

Marcli 0, left camp at 0 a. m.; march dclaycil by a number of brooks 
wliieli the rain hud so swollen that they liad to be bridged, and long 
distances of tho road corduroyed before tho train could pass; (srossed 
Lumber liivor at dark. 'J'he bridge along thi.s .stream had been bui'iitid 
by the rebels, bub t!io troops who had been sent on for tin's purimse the 
night before had succeeded in repairing it; reached camp two mile.s 
beyond at 8 p, m.; rained licavily all the afternoon and night. March 
10, started at 0 a. m. in advance of train; all the streams tlmt lU'ossed 
the road wore flooded ami the troops liad to wade through water knee- 
deep; corduroyed tho worst place.s, ami having immdied nine or len. 
inile.s eiicamiied near Eockflsh Creek at 4 ]). ni. Marcdi l.J , lay in c.aiii]) 
until about noon, wlien first and Third Divi.sions were ordered to move 
forward, uneiicumboriid with train, to f ayetlxudlle, to assist It’oiu'lioenth 
Corps ia case of need at that point. Crossed lioekllsli Creek and 
marched twenty miles, eleven of which wore on the If'aye^ttevillo plank 
road, reaching camp just outside of town at 9.30 p. m. liemaiiuMl here 
the next day (ISth) and for the first time for six weeks enjoyed the 
opportunity of sending a mail ilorth. Our siek were sent from this 
place to Wilmington and a few supplies drawn. March 13, loft eainp 
at noon, marched through fayettovillo and })a.ssed in review before 
General Sherman, and cimsing tho pontooius over Oa.po fear Itivor 
went into camp four miles beyond the town on the Jialeigli planlc road. 
Eemainecl hero until March 15, wlien wo left camp at 8.30 a. m. ; marc.lied 
eloYOu miles on Baleigh plank road and encamped at 2 p. m. ; raiueii all 
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day and niylit. Mnrrh l(>, loft (.uiinp ul; S a. ni., rn^-iiiu3n(, lauding' 
lu'igiidaj vain still railing lioavily, tlui roads were in a very bad 
state. A t (irst wo were assigned to the train, but the Third Division, 
which had the advatu-e, having eonie n))on the enetny in (brcie, we weie 
ordered to Itaive the wagons and hurry Ibrward as last as ])ossible. 
Ma veiling rapidly about three miles we reaches! the. s<;enc ol' tin*, engngo- 
iiient, and having (Hied our boxes with aninianition we turned to the 
right into the w<»ods ami inarehcdin rear of line (d‘ buttle until weiiunie 
todcneral Kili>a.triek’.seavalry on the extreme right. Tlieii, by direeiion 
ol'deiK'i'al dackson, the brigade was formed in two lines, this reginieiit 
and h'irtli Coiiiieetient making tbe lirst line and the One Imndred and 
lorty-lirst iSiew York a.ml Forty-sixth J’cniisylvania A^oluiiteers the 
second line. OoUniel Sellridge, c(jmma.iidiiig brigade, directed me to 
take charge of the lirst linoainl move Ibrward and connect with the 
'I'liird llrigade, (Japt. (loorge M all’.s <M)mpany (.hi), of this I’egimcnt, being 
lirst deployed as skirmishers. Advancang hi lino Ave jmssed a. little to 
the right of theTliird Hrrgado (the men of whieh Avere lying down) 
Avithout perceiving It, and came upon their skirmisliera some distance 
ill front. Here 1 halted, and while arranging the line Oiiptain Hall 
rc])()rtod a column of the enemy’s infantry moving to (he right, Avitli the 
evident intention of turning that Hank. i\t the same time the cavalry 
IMisted on our right (iommenced falling hack. I immediately sent tliis 
iiilbi'inatioii to Colonel S<dlVidg(3, and <lceming the ociaision warranted 
the liberty, without Avaiting for Instructions, moved the front line Homo 
distance I'artlier to tiui right, and at the same time divimted Major 
Grillith, commanding h'orty-sixUi Pennsylvania, of tlio seeoml lino, to 
move his regiment up at oniro on the right of the Fifth Ooiineetieiit. 
He proiiiiitly complied, ainl barely had the movement been (joiii])leteil 
Avlien the column of the enemy enuwged from a marsliy jiicce of Avoods 
ill mil’ front not a hundred yards distant, and was met by a simnlta- 
iieouH volley from the whole hrlgadi^. 'I’liis was evidently niioxjioetcd, 
as, Hooing the cavalry fall back, it is not probable they had loolcod ibr 
a line of infantry there. Our lire threw them into eonfnaion, and after 
a few volleys (hey fed bmdc in di.sordor. (Jpon receiving my measago 
Oohmol SellVidge came up, and the avIioIo brigade being in line I 
rotiiviied to my regiment. We were tlion ordered baelc some halfa 
mile on aline with Third tlrigade, but an hour later tlie whole division 
advaiieed m^arly a mile, driving the enemy’s skirmishers before it 
tlirough the marsh. 'The lini3 was then halted and wo Avero direeted to 
throw up l)i'(‘.ast-works, wliieh Avas done, and the regiment lay here in 
Uie swiiiiip until nmrning, the ground being nearly overllowed and the 
rain I'alHiig heavily all night. Jii this engagement the regiment lost 
oidy ‘i ineii Avouiuled, and Mio brigade less than dO, Avhile on the other 
hand I am informed by the colonel eommanding that <14 dead rebels 
Avei'c found in the front of the lire of Hii.s brigade, whore lirst oiigagcil — 
a mournful record of tlio accuracy of our aim. 

March 17, the rebels having lied in the night avo moved out at 9 
a. 111 . half a mile to the iwoss-road leading to ( Jold.sborough. Hero avo 
lay until dark Availing for tlui Fourteenth (lorjis and train to pass. 
From dark until midnight this regiment Avitli vest of brigade Avorked 
at pulling the Avagons, Avhieh got fast in the mud, out by main force and 
])ushing them along. At;i2x),m.AveAvent into camp loss than two miles 
from yesterday’s breast-works. Kext morning (18th) the regiment Avas 
sent back three miles to hel]) tlirough somo wagons, Avhieli sent across 
Irom unother road had stuck fast in tUomud. Having performed this 
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task we moved on and rejoined our brigade, crossing Black llivor, 
wliicli the storm had so swollen and inundated the adjacent low ground 
that ill order to reach the bridge across the main stream the men had 
to wade lor .several .rods through water waist-deep. The road led 
through a low marshy country in which the train was continually get- 
ting mired, hence our progress was slow and tedious and we did not 
reach camp until 11 p. in., having marched about nine miles. March 
19, left camp at 8 a. m. as gnard to train. At 10 a. m. heard qiiite 
rapid artillery firing some distance in front, which after a time 
gradually ceased. At 1 p. in. the Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Voltiu- 
tcer.s and tliis regiment were ordered forward to gnard the Smithlleld 
Oross-Itoad. Arriving there the Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Volunteers 
was left, and this regiment with rest of brigade was ordered to move 
forward ns fast as possible as the Fourteenth Corps had mot the oneiny 
in largely .superior numbers. Pushing rapidly on, double-quicking a 
portion of the way, we arrived on the field at 2 p. m. The brigade 
was at once ordered on the left of the line, tliis regiment on right of 
the brigade and connecting with Second Brigade. In passing a rail 
foiico every man by direction soiml a rail, and a lino of breast-worlcs 
continuing the lino on the right was quickly begun. But hardly had 
wo gob into position before the firing on the right increased and 
became rapid and heavy, and in a few minutes much confusion was 
evident and troops were scon falling back from the woods near the 
road ill disorder. The left of the line was at once ordered to fall iu 
and move to the right, and this regiment marching rapidly to the road 
was put into po.sitioii to tlie right of itouasliglit visoof ground in blio 
open held, its loft resting on the road. Here, with rails from ad,jolii- 
iiig fences, a lino of breast- works was thrown up protecting its front. 
At the same timo a battery wheeled into position behind it and oponocl 
lire, while several batteries massed to the left of tlie road opened 
alinultaiieously ami in a short time the lino in front was roformed and 
order restored. Wo then obtained a few shovels and strougthonod 
our breast- works with earth, and there being no troops immediately on 
oiir right the lino was continued more than double the length of tlio 
regiment in this direction, to bo used in case of need. Before niglit 
the Forty-sixth Pouusylvania Voluntcors came up and oociipiod blidm, 
At dark this regiment, with rest of brigade, was ordered forward to 
front lino to relievo Third Brigade, of this division, which returned to 
the line we had loft. On reaching the front line this regiment at once 
wont to work to rebuild and strengthen the line of breast-works there, 
which were very poor. Wo lay ou our arms all night ready for a renewal 
of the attack at any moment. 

. March 20, contraiy to expectations the attaelc was not renewed this 
morning, and at daylight wo wore cheered by the sight of ro-onforco- 
inents, tlie two remaining divisions of the Jjofb Wing and one from the 
Right Wing coming up in the night. A party soiit out by the regi- 
nioiit brought in 7 well prisoners, with their arms, and 2 woiuulod 
onc.s, and 40 muskets picked up on the battle-field. They also reported 
a caisson a short distance in front, abandoned, but too lioavy to drag 
in. March 21, remained in same place until noon, when wo moved lialf 
a mile to the front, and, establishing a line, commenced building breast- 
works, but ill a few minutes were ordered back to our old position, 
where wo remained until next morning, when, the enemy having 
retreated, wo marched in the direction of Goldsborongh, camping at 
night near Falling Water Oreek. Next day (23d) coutiuued our march, 
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and crossing*- pondooti on Ncusi? Ttivcr at Oox»s liridgo moved down the 
iiorUi bunk (,o within six inilea of the town and encamped. Murcli 24, 
Ave (Mitei'iMl ( ioldsboL'ongh, and imirehing tlii-ougli the principal streets 
passed in re.view bclore (iciieral Bhonnaii, and moving out; two miles 
and a halt'Avent; into eanip ima-i* Bcottsvillc, a station on Wilmington 
and Weldon Itailroad. At l;liis place, acting njioii the cheering iiitelli- 
geneo tliut nur cmnpn.ign is Kiicccssfully ended, we have arranged a com- 
fortable camp and are now prepared to rest and relit. 

Prom tlKi time oC leaving aistor’s Peny until it arrived at Goldsbor- 
oiigli the reginumt drew the Jbllowing aoveriunent rations only, viz: 
Six and a hall days’ rations hard bnjud, nine days’ rations cofTce, iind 
live days’ rations of sugar; all tlio rc.st of its siib.sistenoo it gathered 
from the country through which it passed, by means of a regular organ- 
ized foraging party sent out daily in charge of an olliccr. Wlion pass- 
ing thronglL a ricili and eultivn-tod region great quantities of provision 
wove readily obtained; at other times, <5spc<5ially in Lexington Bis- 
trict, S. 0., and in the most part ol’ North Carolii'm through wliicli wo 
passed, (ilus country being thinly settled, uncultivated, and poor, 
great exorliioiis w(sro imeessnry b) procure siilliciont supplies to keep 
the eonnuand (roin .sunbriiig. A. detail on foot was ilrst employed, but 
this soon jiroving inclllcicnt on <n;«muntof the distance to bo traveled 
and the competition of so many parties, near Lexington Oonrfc-lilonsc 
ten meu -were mounted on horses ta.kcn from the neighborhood, and 
this number was afterward imweasod to tliivty men, at which point it 
Avas niaiiitainud, this Ibnjo being found to bo amply sulUeient to supply 
abundantly the whole command. I’liis party, sforting each morning at 
daylight, under (tominand alteninUdy of JAOutenants liogors and 
Hall, galloped ove,r tlic country from plantation to plantation, often 
traveling (Ifty luilcs, and rotnrning i.o the regiment at night loaded 
AA'itli all maimer (if provi.sioiis. I’artics of the enemy’s cavalry Avero 
freiiuently mot by them; and Avhen fcAV, dxnvon, Avhon too strong, 
avoided. Meat was at all times nbnndant, largo (iiinntitios of line 
hams and bacon btung often Ibnnd burled. Flonr and breadstuffa Avaa 
more dilTieult and CriKiuently impossible to obtain. At such times the 
party Avoiild gather a (piantity of corn, and bunting up a mill on some 
one of th<! iiiuuorouH Htrcaius that lay along onr route, put it in oper- 
ation and griiul several days’ supply while our column was passing. 

Tim negroes {)f the (mimtry wore always friendly and often roiulerml 
groat assisl;a.nce. A largo number followed the regiment to rayotLe- 
ville and this ])bi(!C. 

Tlio following is an cstiinalo of the aiiumnt of provisions gathered 
iVom the country, prepared as accurately as possible from the daily 
i’(5i)oi’ts of the Ibraging party and the estimates of the company eoni-

On this lon^- and arduous cainpaigii too imieli praise cannot be 
bestowed upon the private soldiers for tlieir patient and uncomplaining 
endurance of all the. hardships, deprivations, and toil that have fallen 
upon them. The distance traveled, although nearly dOO miles, was as 
nothing in comparison with the labor, delays, latignc, and loss of rest 
rciiuired in corduroying I'oads, building bridges, and by exertion of all 
manner of shill and strength, helping along our immense train of 
wagons and artillery over the poorest of roads and through a low and 
swampy country at the most iuclciucnt season of the year. Though 
often kept out in the mud and rain until midnight, only to renew the 
same task in the morning, all the obstacles, hardships, and dilliculties 
seemed only io call forth fresh /cal and new exhibitions of that won- 
derful ])oweL‘ of adaptation to circuinstanecs that distinguishes the 
Yankee soldier from ail others. 

Tlio men of this regiment entered (lohlsborough witli slices worn 
out and in many cases barciboted, and clad in rags ami tiittors that 
hardly concealed their nakedness, yet their muskets were bright and 
in order, their stop as tiriu and tlioir hearing as soldierly as ovei\ and 
neither hard work ami long marches in this, more than hard lighting 
ill other campaigns, have been able to quench in their bosoms the 
indomitable spirit of the American vohnitoor. On the contrary, as 
all their labors and jirivations liad conduced to success, their very hard- 
ships have served to augment, if that were possible, tlieir coniideiiee 
in the great captain who leads the army, their faith in the sacredness 
of the cause for which wc contend, and their belief in its siicody tri* 
iimpli and the utter suppre-ssion of thi.s accursed rebellion.

Sir: I liavo thehonor to submit tliofollowingroportof'tlie operations 
of this regiment since the movement from (loldsborongh, N. 0., in 
April last: 

On the 10th day of April, 1865, at dawn of day, the regiment broke 
its camp near Goldsborough and took up the lino of march for Kaleigh, 
via Smitliiielcl, having the advance of the infantry of the Twentieth 
Army Corps. After marching several miles the oiioiny was reported in 
force too great for the scouting i)arty in advance to drive, and two com 
panics and soon after the entire regiment wa.s deployed as skirmishers. 
It advanced steadily, driving the enemy (consisting of several hundred 
mounted men of First South Carolina and Sixth North Carolina Eegi- 
uionts, under command of Colonel Black) easily before them and taking 
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possossioii ol' iiH ihl-roiuiluMl lino iiitoulcd as a cover to ii briilgc iicross 
Moccssiii (Ji’ocU, a tlecj) and rapid stream (lowin^^ in two (ihiiiiiicls 
tliroiij>'li a wide and dilliciilt morass. The enemy in Ids llif-ld, liad dis- 
])liHied tlie planking- and timbers of tlio bri(|(?e, ami liad (!ut a iiiill-daiii 
5i sliort (listiiium above, swcllinf? the current of the stit^am and lioodiiM* 
the adjacent swamps. 'Hie regiment was ordered to e.ross the first cliain 
iicl upon the stringers of the bridge yet romahiiiig, and advaime Car 
enough to liold it whih*, being rejiaired. It crossed under a very Inislc 
fire; [)Iuiiged into the water to the waists of the men, pressed steadily 
forward and gained a i)ositio]i eominaiidmg tiie bridge over the second 
eliaimel. The eiiomy just tlm other side and withiii a few yards kept 
up a galling fire. The iirst bridge having been com])Iete(i and sup- 
ports brought u}), the regiment was ordered to again advance and 
take the second bri<lge. This was done with spirit, and the enemy 
retired leaving the working x>artics to complete the repiiirs. As soon 
as tlie bridge was sniliciontly rebuilt to enable other troops to come up 
should it be nccossa.vy, therogimont again deployed as slcii'inisliers, and 
advancing vapidly again <lovcIoped the lino of the enemy, wliicli a vi/>- 
orons charge set in hot llight to the rear. Our loss lii this skiioiish 
WHS 1 killed and l\ woumled. The enemy left li dead on tlm held, and 
a citizen reporUid that S wt)iin(led had lamii tak«u» t<j his jiouse and 
afterward rtjiiioved. 


T'lui march was imrsned to llaleigh, winch we reached on the Idth of 
2 \\)v\l withoitt further incident, l‘'l•onl the llltli to the 'Mh oCApril 
tlie reginnuit lay in camp, with tlui (5xc(5])ti<Hi of a Ibragiiig oxeursioii 
to tlom^s’ Oross-lvoads. On the ^Oth tho regiincjit witli the rest of the 
corps moved to .lones’ Oross-Koads, lay until tho2Stli, and returned to 
its camp at Ibileigh. On tho.'lOtli of Apiul it counnemjed with tlie whole 
army its peaee-liil mar<*.h liomeward. 

Oil the 11th day of May wo marched tlirough Richmond, and passing 
Ashland, Spotsylvania Ooiirt-Honse, Ohaneollorsville, llrontsvillo, and 
Fairfax Station, made camp r.mu* Alexandria, Va., on tlie :i9th day of 
May, ill higli liealth and spirits. On the 2‘lth of May tho regiment 
took part in tho grand review of Mm*, army in Washington. 

Tlie entire maridi was without noticeable Incident. 1 desire, how- 
ever, to speak of the good conduct of the men, who abstained witiiout 
exception from the unsoldierJy vice of straggling, a,nd who imifornily 
treated the iiiliabitants of tlie eomitry with kindness, and respected 
their jiroperty.

Upon tho occuinirtion of Atlanta [Savannah] my rogimont was as.sigiicd 
to camp upon the north side, and one mile and a half from tho city, near 
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tho river. Nokliing ol‘ importance occurrctl iiulil the (tommemuniuHitoI' 
the i^reseiit campaij^m. During our stay at Savannah we \vi)yi\ eiigag(Ml 
in biiildiiig ami improving our quarters, and the usual (liitie.s ihm'I bill- 
ing to camp life. In the alteruoon of the Kltli wo received orders to 
1)0 ill readiness to marcli the next morning at 7 a. m., but ditl not iiiarcli 
until noon tlic ITtli ; jiassod through the city, crossed the river upon 
imntoons into South Carolina, marched about eight miles, and went 
into camp at 7.30 p. m. ISth, marched at ti p, m.; lel’t om', company 
(by order) to guard commissary stores of the brigade; (tamped at dark. 
lOtli, marched at 0 a. m.; camped at rury.sburg Landing about o.OO 
p. m.; sent one company as guard to .supply train to Savannah. 
Itcmaiucd in camp until the 2r»th, when we rccjcived orders to build 
comfortable quarters, as tlicro were prospects that we would remain 
tliere some time. 2(5th, moved into our new (piarters. 27tli, recdived

March III, marched at 7.30 a. ni. toward 
Goldaborongli Oross-ltoada; prcKicodod about two mile.s, when we were 
ordered to move ahead as fast as possible; we (ilicu moved to the right, 
throwing up works. Heavy bring commoiiced on mir right, anil the 
Fourteenth Corps, or portions of it, came back upon the double-iiiiiclc, 
saying that tlie robols had llnukcd them. Wo were llicn ordered lo 
move to the right in quick time. We wei'e soon formed again and con- 
stituted tlie seisoiul line. 'I’ho greatest confusion prevailed anioiig.st 
tlio scattered troops of the Fourteenth Oorp.s, but throngli the iixer- 
tioiiH of our brigade stall’ ollicers order was soon restored witliin the 
liiiiits of our brigade. We remained in this iio.sition until daik and 
tliGii moved in the first lino and relieved the One liuiulred and forty- 
thiril New York Volunteers. 2l)th,at2 p. m, my reghnentwaHoi'dercd 
to sup]iort the piokot-lino, whicli was to advance to form coiiiutcliou 
Avith the Fourteenth Corps ])iekot*liiib, which woilid; wo tlienrenuiined 
in reserve to the pickets until nearly dark; wo were tlioii relieved and 
fell back to our former po.sition. 21st, remained in camp. 22a, having 
found that the enemy had evaciuitcil ilnriug the night avo avovc orilerod 
to move at 8.30 a. m. toward Cox’s Pridge; marched a di.stiinco 
of twelve miles and encamped at 0.30 p. m. 23d, marched at 7..‘{0 
a. m., crossed at Cox’s Bridge on iioiitooas, and then marched about 
four miles and encamped. 24th, marched at 7 a. m.; received orders 
through the night to send regimental Avagoii and all pack animals to 
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Goldsliorough, in charge of brigade quartcrniasicr. I’asscd tlirougli 
Goldsborougli in review, then inarched about three inilca nortli oT Ibo 
town and went into canij), whore wc are now situated. 

There were during the campaign only seven days’ rations issued ; all 
of the rest of the subsiatonce was foraged by authorized i'oraging par- 
ties. There were captured 8 or 10 hor.se.s and 15 mules, the nio.st of 
them being worthlcssj also 5 iirisoner.s (well). The (jasnalties are as 
follows.*

0 ., May ,Wy :J80d, 
Captain: j have the Itoiior to submit the following report of tlio 
operations of this regiment since the commoncoment of the last cam- 
paign at Goldsborough, N. 0., to May 25, 1805: 

()n tlio 10th of A]>ril tliis regiment broke camp at or near (ilolds- 
borough, N. 0.; pa8S0<l tlirough town at 8 a. m.; moved in a. south- 
westerly course. At about noon met the rob<d.s; sldi'mishiiig com- 
lueiiced} wo were then formed in lino of buttle, but moved forward 
witliout any apparent delay about two miles; wo then halted, and after 
resting again advanced in support of tlic skirmish lino until wo came 
upon a deep swamp or creek. At tliis point the rebels hold us in oheck 
for a short time. Our lines v'ero ])ushed forward as clo.se to tlm banks 
of the stream as i>oa.sible. The rebels kept up a constant Jlring upon 
us. After trying to elfect a cros.sing over the stream an attemjit was 
made to cross a few men over the stringers of the bridge, wiiicli had 
been throwii oil', together witli the planks, which proved sm^cesHhih 
The rebels then fell back about half a mile, Tlie bridge wns imme- 
diately repaired and sufllciont troops crossed to again ndvaiice, wliicli 
wedid, driving tliom with the aid of apiece of llohl artillery about two 
miles farther. W o then wentinto camp, No casualties. Apiil 1 1 , Jiiovcd 
forward about noon; after a hard day’s march camped near Smitblleld. 
12th, crossed the Nouso Bivor, camping at 4.30 p. m. 13tli, mariihod 
at 6 a. m. ; reached Baloigh, the capital of North Carolina, at 3.30 p, m.

Captain: Iu obedience to orders IVom hcudipiartors First Division 
I have the honor to make the following report of the operations of tlio 
regiinont under my coniniaud. during tlio recent eamjiaigu from Gohla- 
borough, ]Sr. C., to AVashiiigton, I). 0.: 

Broke camji at daylight 6ii the 10th day of A]>rll, 18(15, and nuvvelied 
through Goldsborougli to a point about live miles IVoni the town on 
tlio Smitlilleld road; inarclicd two miles, formed line of buttle, and 
advaiieod. through several SM'amps, driving tlio oneniy across Little 
Elver. Halted one hour and a half for the purpose of building a 
bridge wliicli had been destroyed by the retreating foe; ci'os.sod tlie 
river and advanced in lino of battle, supporting the skirmish line about 
one mile and a half, when wo encamped ibr the night ut 5 p. in. 1 1tli, 
started from camp at 10.30 a. in. ; rain ; wads rather bad, and micainpod 
at 5 p. m. near Smithlloldj distance marched, ton miles. lUtli, left 
camp atCa. m.j crossed the Nouse Eiver; sent one company to tlie 
left and nine to the right of the road and drove tlio enemy’s cavalry 
across the river. Hero was found one man dead and two woniuled 
belonging to the Third Division, the one of which was buried ami the 
others sent to' the rear iu an anibulaiico. I was afterwaril relieved by 
General Eobiiison and moved into camp; moved out again aboiil; «)no 
mile and encamped for the night at 5 ji.m., having marched sixteen niiles. 
The day being very warm, a groat many of the men fell out along the 
road. 13tli, started at 5 a. in.; marched to Ealeigh, a distance of four- 
teen miles, and oncamiied at 3 p. m. ; a little rain during the day. From 
the 13th to the 2‘lth, inclusive, laid in camp near Ealeigh, notliing 
worthy of note transpiring. 26tli, loft cami) at 7.30 a. m. and inarched 
to Jones’ Oross-Eoads, twelve miles, and went into camp ; day clear and 
pleasant. 26th and 27th, remaiued in eoiup near the cross-roads. 28(;h, 
left camp at 7.30 and arrived at our old camp near Ealcigli at 3 p. in., 
where we lay until the SOth, whou wo took up the line of march for 
Eiohmoiicl, and onoainjied at 3 p, m. ouo mile north of the Neuso Elver.

ciiiiipcd fit '1: |». in. 2d, .started at 0 a. in.; camped at 5; inai’clied twenty 
miles.

-Itli, mai‘(;lied from Koanoke to Mehcrrin Itiver, twenty miles, fitli, 
mareluid from Mclierrhi Jliver to Nottoway bridge, dtli, marched from 
-Notl-oway bridge and camped near Falling Greek. 7tli, marclied about 
three miles; camped at 2 p. m. six miles from Itichmoiui. 8th, Oth, and 
loth, in cam]) near Jiichinond. 11th, marched through Kichmond in 
rcvi(5W; camped ibur miles from the city. 12th, marched twenty miles, 
passing thi'ougli Asldaiid. J3th, stjirtcd at 6 a. in.; cainjuid at 4.30 p. m. 
1 4 th, mjirc.lied atfi a. in. ; camped within one mile of Sjiot.sylvaiiia Coiirt- 
1 lou.S(\ inth, marched to liappa-haimock Kiver, thirteen miles, oiicainp- 
ing near Giiitcd .States Ifoi'd. Kith, crossed the Kapjiahaimock Kiver, 
and passing Ilartwood Ohnrch marched thh'teon miles. 17th, marched 
about tliirtoeii miles and emaimpod near Jlrent-sville. IStli, started at 
0 a., m. in rear of wagon train; cainiicd iicai- Fairfax Station at 9.30 p. 
m., itiuung iinpossiblc to got the train farther on account of a very 
lioavy storm, the rain lalling in i.orreiits and reiulerlng tlieroad impass- 
ablo. 19Lh, started at 0 a. in. ami encamped on Arlington IJeiglits, 
two inilos IVom Alexandria, at 4 p. m. From this date until the ^dtli 
remained in {uimp, when wo passed tlirough Washington City in 
review, and cncampeil on nhulensbiirg ]>iko. 2nth, inoved camp a 
short (listaiKiO, where we are still encainped at this date. 

Ill coiicliisioii, I wouhl say the line olllccr.s deserve my best thanks 
for tlieir iiiiiforiii goml conduct ami cheerful co-operation on every 
occasion since J left < loldsborough.

On the l,7tli day of .Jainnuy, 18(»6, the brigmle, consisting of the One 
humli'cd and seventh New York Volunteers, (lol, Nirom M. Crane; 
Second Massachnsetts Veteran Voluiitoors, Liout. Col. Charles F. 
IVIorse; Third Wisconsin Veteran Voluiitoors, Iiieiit, Col. George W. 
StevcMisoii; Olio linndred ami fiftieth New York Volunteers, Alfred 
r>. Smith, lioutcnaut-coloiicl; Thirteenth. Now .lorsey Volunteers, Mnj. 
h'redei’ick U. Harris, loft its cainii on the Savannalx Itiver, two inilos 
and a half above the city, ami inoved through the town and across the 
riviu'. The i-oads being very heavy the Thirteoutli Now .lorsey Volnii- 
tcers was left upon l lut^jhinsoii’.s Island to assist thoti'iiins, the romaiu-

Mareli ^3, marched mirosa Thiomnson’s Greek, 
marching two miles on road to OlieraAvj then crossed over to Siieods- 
borougli road, one mile. March 4, inarched .seven miles toAvard Bnecds- 
borough, crossing Abram’s and Little Wcstiield Greelc. March 5, 
reinainerl in camp. March 6, marched one mile nortiieast to boundary 
liuoof North ami Spilth Carolina. Thou took plank road to OhoraAV, 
marching nine miles to OUoraAV, crossing Groat Bedeo River} thoiioo 
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four iiiilGs uortlieast. March 7, marched fifteen miles northeast toward 
lioelciiigiiaiu, to Wilmington, Laurel Hill and Charlotte Ihiilroad, pass- 
ing into North Carolina. March 8, marched fourteen miles and a half 
on road to I?\iyettevilie. March 0, marched four miles northeast to 
within two miles of Lumber Bivor. March 10, crossed Lnnd)er liiver 
at BIuo’lS Bridge, marching ten miles northeast. March 1.1, marched ton 
miles and a half north to plank road to Fayetteville, crossing Eock- 
Osh Oreekj marched nine miles and ahalt^to within two miles and a 
half of Fayetteville. Marcli 12, remained in camp. March 13, passing 
through Fayetteville, crossed Cape Fear Biver, and marched four miles 
northeast, making six miles to-day. Idarch 11, remained in earn]). 
Marc.h 15, marched eleven miles northeast to Blnif Church and 
encamped. At 7.30 received orders to report with my command to 
Brevet JMajor- General Kilpatrick, five miles in advance. Moved for- 
ward and reported to Brevet Majjor-Goneral Kilpatrick, and was 
a.ssigned position in center of liis cavalry command, with my left rest- 
ing on the main road and about threc-fiuarters of a mile from the 
enemy’s works. 

March 10, under the directum of Brevet Major-General Kilpatrick, 
and ill conjiunition with his cavalry, 1 moved forward and engaged the 
enemy at daylight, throwing forward a strong skirmisli line, Tlie 
oiieiny being found strongly intrenched and with artillery 1 deemed it 
prudent to await the arrival of more troops before pressing them too 
hard. The advance brigade of General Ward’s division came U]) at 9 
a. in., and under tlio direction of Bvt. Maj. Gon. A. S. Williams I was 
relieved by the Third Brigade, of that division, and on tlie arrival of 
tlie other two bilgatlcs t>f tins divi.sion took up a position on the right 
of the Third Division with the Third Brigade, BrJgatlier-Oenornl Bob- 
insoii, on my right. In this position an irregular light Avas kept up 
duringtho entire day, steadily drivingthc ouemyfroni his chosen posi- 
tion, until night set in and closed the <5ontest. March 17, marched throe 
miles to Black Bivor. Mureli IS, forded Black Biver at Sampson’s Bridge 
and marclied nine miles cast, cimsing Mingo Greek. March 19, after 
niarcliing live miles toward Bentonville, heavy llring was hoard about 
three miles in advance. I moved iiiy brigade as rapidly as ]) 088 iblo up 
to that point, wliero I found two divisions of the Fourteenth Corps 
engaged Avith the enemy. 1 was placed in position by Bvt. Mig. Gon. 
A. S. Williams directly in. rear of tho.so troops, my right resting on the 
main road. In a few moments information Avas received that tlie enemy 
Avci'c moving upon our left Hank, and by direction of Brevet Major- 
General Williaiiis I moved my brigmlo about onc-qnarter of a mile to 
the left, forming a lino to protect our left Hank, and intrenching. Tlio 
left of the Fourteenth Corps giving way and coining back in some 
confusion over the liolds I changed front, forming line across the open 
field to oppo.se the enemy’s advance, but finding the enemy moving up 
on the left again I immediately moved back into luy Avorks, Avhero I 
remained until March 22; marched ten miles toward Cox’s Bridge. 
March 23, marched nine miles to Neuso Bivor, which crossed at Oox’s 
Bridge; thence tAvo miles and a half toward Goklsborough. March 
21, marched seven miles, passing through Goldsborongh; tlienco two 
miles to camp. 

.During tins entire march from Savannah to this place, marching 450 
miles, the brigade has subsisted entirely on tho country.

SiU: In obedience to circular from lieacbiuartcrs Second lU’if*:ado of 
tins date I have the Imnor to submit tlio following' report of o])oriitions 
during the late campaign : 

On tlie 17tli of January last wo broke camp near Siivaniuili and 
crossed tlie Savannab Itiver, jnarcliing toward I’lirysbnrg, S. 0., w]ii(!h 
wo reached on the 19th. Leaving I’nrysburg on the 20th wo niarelied 
to^rard Itobertaville, and camped on the Sister’s b'erry road on tlie 

Oil the 2d of February wo moved from liobortsville, cutting loose 
from our base, moving in the direction of the Charleston and Augusta 
liailroad, wliioh wo reached at 4.30 p. in. on the 7tli,thisi’0giinei it form- 
ing the advance guard of the corps. On the Sth and 11 th we were at 
worlcou the railroad, destroying it, together with about 200, 000 feet 
of Juinbor that lay near the track; about two-thirds of a mile of track 
was entirely destroyed by the command. 

iShithing of any importance occurred until the afternoon of March 2, 
command reached Chcstcriiold. On cutoring town, Lieut. 
Col. 0. F . Morse being absent as general olliccr of tlie day, I received 
an (irder fi’oiu Ool. William Hawley, commaiuling brigade, to luovo witli 
this riiginiont on the Winnsboroiigh road, and receiving my instructions 
irom Captain Giidcrslcovc, provost-marshal First division, Twentieth 
Coips^ we moved about twenty rods on this road, wlion we struck the 
skirmishers of the enemy. I was immediately ordered to lialt with my 
eoinniand until inrtliei* orders. I placed my command in position to 
hold the road, and remained till ordered forward by Colonel irawloy. 
Advancing, wo drove the enemy from a bridge on Thompson’s Creek, 
which he was destroying, wounding one man, with no loss to our.selves. 
On the 14th, having crossed the Capo Fear iiivor, wo moved with tlio 
Ihmtecntli J^ow Jersey Volunteers about eiglit miles on I; on the Italeigli 
plank road, loading eight wagons with corn and fodder, and returning 
to the camp of the brigmic at night. Having moved with the brigade 
the night previous to the sujiport of (leuoraUCilpatrick, on tlie Kith, at 
/ !];' J'lf’ved in lino of battle, this regiment forming the extreme 

Jett ol: the brigade. Cajit. J. 1. Grafton, having moved in front of the 
battalion in conmiaiid of Comjiaiiies IC and I, struck the enemy’s skir- 
misliors and drove them to their works. The skirmishing was very hot 
Jor about two hours, all thcaiunmnitioii of tlioregimoiit being expended, 

AVlien we were relieved by troops of the 

Third Hivision of this coriis. • 

Too mueli cannot be said of the skill and bravery of Oaiit. J. 1. 
bra ton, avIio commanded the advance, and fell mortally wounded after 
ostab ishiiig Ins hue under the guns of the enemy, who, with a severe 
tire ol canister, were unable to dislodge it. About 3.30 p. m. this com- 
mand having moved to the right of the lino became engaged. Lieii- 
tenaiit-Colonel Morse being Avomuled 1 assumed command of the ro'd-

April 10, passed thron«:Ii Smithliold morning' of the I2tli, 
entei'cd dtaleigli without oiiposition about J2 m. on the llJth, and wont 
rnt() caiiip two miles fi-om tlu‘, <dty. Kemained in <;a.mp at this ]>laeo 
until the 25tlL iiistunt, when in obc.dioncc (.o orilers wo maridieil to 
doiies’ Cross-Roads, where wo remained In camp until the 28(,li, when 
w(3 returned to .Raleigli and went into onr old camps. On the 2!)th we 
received the announcement of the siirrender olMolnistoids army and 
onlei's to be ill readiness to march the next morning for WiisliiJigton 
via Riclnuoiid. Left Raleigh sit 5 a. m. April 31), and arrived at or 
near l''ulliMg Creek, near Msinehester, Vii., live miles from Richmond 
May 0. Reiiianied in caini) at this place until the lltli, when we 
moved toward Alijxamlrisi. 

We entered Riidiinoiid at 12 in. and paa.sea through the (sity in 
cohimiis by (!ominiine.y. Eiieaiiipcd that night on Brook Crook, four 
miles from Rieiimoml (north). Moved at 4.30 a. m. May 12 iuid 
arrived near Alexandrja May 20, having made the march ' from 
-Raleigh to Alexandria in twenty days.

Sir: In obedience to circiilnr of the 2fitli iMsfeiiiit 1 liave the .honor 
to itialce the following report of operations of tliin regiment from time 
of entering Savannah and during recent campaign : 

Deceinber 22, 18(>4, entered Savannah and built ciini]) within two 
miles of the city. December 30, reviewed in city of Siivaiinnh liy 
General Sherman. December 31^ changed camp on(^ (juarter of a mile 
to the left to camp previously occupied by troops of Tliircl Division, of 
this corps, in which we remained until .lamiaiy 14, 1805. 

January 14, 1865, in obodiemw to Special Orders, No. 4, reported 
with rcgiineut to Brigadicr-Gcnoral Easton, chief (luarternmster, Mil- 
itary Division of the Mississippi. Were ordere<l bv him lo veruc*!, tf» 


Savannah. January 1C, wore relieved from duty in ))rovi8ional bri- 
gade per General Orders, No. «, with instructions to ri'port to Ibrinor 
command j received orders from brigade headiiuartors to move at 7 a. m. 
17th instant, and Joined brigade as it marclicd tbroiigli the city. 
January 17, marehed at 9 a. m., crossed Savannah llivor to Jlutcivin- 
son’s Island, thence to Palmetto Island. By direction of Colonel 
Hawley, commanding brigade, remained on island to as.sist brigade 
train across the island. Wliilo engaged at tliis we receiviMl orders ii’oin 
Bngadior-Goiiorai Jackson, commanding division, to assist division 
train and encamp on South Carolina shore until further orders: veijoivod 
orders about midnight from division headiiuarters to detail lOO luoji to 
lay cordiiroj’’ on Palmetto Island at once, timber for whicli wa,s being 
brmiglit on wagons. January 18, remained in camj) on South Carolina 
bank of river} engaged in laying corduroy and assisting division train 
across the island} received orders to awaitOaptain SelioeningTr’s corps 
supply train and headquarters trains and assist them ac.ross tho island. 
January 10, in consequence of the passage of part of the I'hfteentli 
Corpis train on tliis road, our sujiply train did nob move acro.ss tho 
island. About noon it commciiecd to raiu, and before niglil; tlui roads 
became iinpassablo, and wagons wore stalled in every direction. .Jan- 
nary 20, the storm contiimed with great violence, the water rising rap- 
idly, and before 9 a. m. the dikes had given away, ami. the whole of 
that part of the country began to bo submerged. Being apprehensivo 
tJiat tliG Avatcr would continiio to rise and overilow the placid where our 
camp wa.s, and the fre.sliot in the river would iiarry a way tlie bridne so 
as to preven t our return, I apidied to General Blocuin (in thoalisonce of 
brigade, division, and coriia commanders) for porinissiou to go to Ba van-

Our skirmisliors soon Inicanie 
engaged, but driving theeneiny’.s skirmishers rapidly befoi'o them for 
about half a mile, when they stubbornly resisted any fartlim’ advanci;, 
and our lino of battle Avas baited, the enemy shelling the woods whore 
we were. Our skirmishers having exhausted their ammunition, a new 
detail was seat out to relieve them. About h a. m. onr whole brigade 
was relieved by the Third Brigade, Thiril Division, of this corps, and 
wo moved to the rear a short distance where we remaimid for about an 
hour. Wo then moved to the right and advanced with three skirmisli- 
ors in front of each company until wo Ibrmcd on right of line of 'riiird 
Brigade, Third Division. Our skiriuishors became soon engagiHl, the 
Tiiird Brigade (onr division being on our right), ilnding no enemy in 
their front, advanced until tliey Hanked the enemy's lino, and pouring 
an onlihiding lire down their lino, caused them to fall back to new line 
of works about a mile in the rear. Our lines were shortly advaiuicd 
again.

Wlion some eight miles on our way two compaiiiea ol‘ my ro'd- 
nient were ordered out to sni)port and extend the line tlioii Ibrmed by 
a part of Kirst lirigado, First Division, Twentieth Army Corps. Some

We.st; Mighty-second Ohio Volorau Volunteers, bieiit. Ool. I), 'riioni.soii: 
One hundred and Ibrty-third New York Voliintecra, Licnt. Col. 11. Wat- 
kins; One hundred and (irst illinoia Volunteers, Lieut. Col. J. H. Le 
Sago; Nighty-second Illinois Volunteers, MaJ. M. If. llolsliausen, and 
Sixty-lirst Ohio Veteran Volunteers, Capfc. John Garrett. Thoreghnent 
last nainod was al; this time detached for siuM-.lal duty in the ([iuui(*i’- 
mastor’s departuKUit at the hoa(h|na.rte,rs ot' the Military Division oftiio 
Mississii)])!. It did not rgjoin the eonimand until tlielOtli of Feln'inny. 
M,y bi'igado encaniped during the night of the 17th about four miles be- 
yond Screvoids Merry. I hwe it reiiiaimsl until 2 p. m. of tlie IStli, when 
its inarcli wiis losumed. At r» p. m. iny (unninand encamped on Car- 
nett’s plantation, four miles helow llanhmvillo. On the IDtlithoimircli 
was (jon tiiuiod as far aslhirysbnrg, wlilcli point was reached about noon 
of that day. My luigado rmuained at Ihirysburg until tiio28tli of Jan- 
uary. Tlio weather Inid become so inclement as to preclude o])(U'ati(ms 
until tliut date. In tlio meantime conuminicatiou with Savannah was 
kept open, and my command was provided with some much-necdod 
BUiiplies. On the 28th the inarch was again resumed. My command 
encamped the ensuing night at Dvadham’.s. On the 20th it puslied for- 
ward toward Koberteville, at which point it arrive.d at 1.80 ]>, m. Tlie 
enemy’s cavalry was driven back to this point by the (.)no hundred luul 
iorty-third Now York Voluntcer.s, which had ])rccedod the rest of my 
comiiiand, having gone forward to assist in repairing tlie road. When 
on the point of entering liobortsville this regiment was relieved by the 
Sec.ond Brigade. 

Myconnmind remained at .Itobertsvilh^ until the 2d of Itebrnary. 
The march was resumed on that date, the eoliimn moving in the direc- 
tion of bawtoiivilhi. The Third Division, wlii(di led tlie advance, 
(mcouiitered the emnny’s cavalry near this plaee during the afternoon. 
My brigade came ii]) at 3.80 p. m., and was so disposed as to cover tlio 
lelt Hank and a portion of tlio train. The enemy was driven olf liy tlie 
Thiril Divi.siou, and my command encamped near bawtoiiville at (> p. 
111 . Ijieut. Col. h). y. Salomon, of the lillglity-aeeond Illinois Volunteers, 
who had been absent on leave, hero rejoined and a.ssumed command of 
Ids regiment. The march was continued on the 3d at 7 a. m, vVt 1.30 
p.m. thecohiiim romdied Beech BranehPost-Omce. Shortly afterward 
my brigade was ordered to roconnoiter the road leading t() Matthews’ 
Billie. My eominaiid moved out this road about four niilos, wlieii it 
was discovered that the enemy’s cavalry had abandoned their camj) in 
tliat vicinity on tlie night previous. After obtaining a considerable 
cjiiantity of provision.s, and burning one cotton-gin coiitaining thii'ty 
bales of cotton, iny command returned to tlie diviskni and encamiicd 
near Dnck Branch I’ost-DJlIcc. On tholtli my brigaibn'ocoiiiinenced its 
march, leading the division, at 8 a. m. Myrcgimeiits wore distributed 
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tlu'ou;>ii tliG tiuitks of the Jj’irst aii«l Tliml Divisions. TIk'. loud doing 
extrcnnoly biul iny pioneer corps was kept ahnosl; oonsliintly cinploytMi 
repairing it. The troops assisted as often as iieocssaiy. At, 7 p. m. 
the coiiiinand reached Smyrna, where it encamped Tor tlioiughl. On 
the Cth iny l)riga<lo inarched, via Allcntlalc and J lay’s Oross-lloads, to 
Dnlord’s F.ridgcon thcBig Salkehatchic. Tlii.sriver was crossed adoiit 
iiuou of the l»th. The troops then moved in tlio direction of Ihirii- 
well, hilt the train.s were sent by a dKVerent; road, acconipiiiiying 
tho.so of the Fifteenth Corps. The Kighty-sei^ond Illinois was detached 
to assist ill guarding them. At ().3t) p. in. my brigade emaimped near 
the Little Salkehatchie, where it was rejoined by the Fighty-secoiid 
Illinois Volunteers. My command cros.sed Ihe Litlh^ Salkeliatchio at 
K)a. m.oii the 7th. At -i Jo p. jn. it struck the Houtli Carolina, Ihnlroait 
near Crahaiii’s Station. Early on the nioriiiiig of tin*, Stli my troops 
moved two miles above Cvaham’s and (^ommcnceil destroying l.hc rail- 
road. 'fliey ripped up th(» vails anil, after having headed them by 
moans of ilres built of the ties, bent them so thoroughly as to render 
them USC10S.S. During the day my men cfteetually destroyed miles 
of Ihe (rack. Tliey also burned 1 saw-mill, 4 cotton-gins and iires.ses, 
and MO bales of cotton. i\Iy command encamped near <Iraham’s dur- 
ing the ensuing night. On 'the 0th my brigado marched to lllackyille, 
which point it reaclmd about noon, having guarded a portion of tlie 
train ou the route. From Dlackvillc it moved up the railroad tiM Jiir as 
Ninety-six Mile 'I'urnont,, where it encamped for the night. Early on 
the iiiorniiig of tlio lOth iny I'egiments resumed the work ot desti'oying 
the railroad. Commencing at Ninety-six Mile Turnout they worked 
westward and desti’oycd over two mile.s anil a lialf of (he traclc. OMiey 
were assisted by the Mieliigaii ICnginecrs, who twisted the rails. My 
foragers ou this day cajitured acousidcrablo niimbeL' of lino lioi’scs and 
mules and burned one. cotton-mill. 

At 8 a. ill. on tlio I.Hh my lirigado mai'ched from Niiiely-six Mile 
Tiiriiout, moving in the direction of New flridgo on ( ho i8oiil,h h'orh of 
the Edisto, Tim brigade crossed the Ihli.stoat this point; at d )). ni., and 
eiicaiiiped one mile beyond. My forager.s on this day obtnliied a eon- 
sidorableimmbor of horses anil nuilcs and largeijuuntities of provisions. 
My troops also burned cotton-gins, I cotton-press, and 25 bales of cot- 
ton. Outlio.l2Mi my brigade was intrusted with the care of (luvcav- 
alry train, coiisistingof a.bimt2r)0 wagons. .During the niarcli my troops 
were distributed through the train a.nd charged with its protection. 
At () p. ni. the command reached a point near delVcoat’s lU idge, ou t;lie 
North h'ork of the Edisto, and there encamped. My Ibragors brought 
ilia number of hor.ses and mules and burned considerable cotton. My 
brigado crossed 'the North Fork of the Edisto at2p. iii. on the l.'ltli. 
H (hen moved eight miles iii a northerly diroctioii and eiicaiiiped. The 
march was continiieil at 7 a. m. on the btbli. My brigade iiiovimI ou 
this day ill advance of the corps. The Eighty-second .Illinois Viiluii- 
teers, being my leading regiment, was aoub forward as advance guard, 
'flic enemy’s cavalry hovered around the fiont und Hanks, and occa- 
sionally made adasli upon the foraging parties and stragglers. In one 
of tliese bold adventures ho captured Capt. .Benjamin ftcyiiolds, of tlio 
One liniidred and forty-third Now York Volunteers, noting assistant 
inspector-goueral uiioii iny staff. Captain Ueynolds was at (ho l,inio of 
his capture noartlie road and between tlie corps escort and the van- 
guard. A detiiclimcntofho.stilc cavalry unexpectedly dashed ii])i)n him 
and carried liiai oil' belbrohecimldbercscued. AMI a. m. my brigado 
reached Columbia Cros.s-itoads. The Eighty-second Jlliuois Volunteers 
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liiMidsonioly drove tlio, enemy’s eavnlry bnek about tlivee miles beyond 
this noiiil. Tlie roj*hnciit then rejoined the brigade, whicli'lmd 
eiieamped lor tlie niglit. Jjaterin theday a foraging jiarly, under Lieu- 
Ixniiuit-Colonel Salomon, Kighfcy-seeomI Illinois Volunteers, wusNontup 
tlic Colimibia road about live miles, but owing to the barniiiness of the 
comilry was niisuee.essfnl, and returned at nightfall. On the intli MS 
wagons of the train were assigned to the care <)f my brigade, ddu^ rt'gi- 
meiits were distributed Mirongli the train and directed to be iiimsiially 
watclifnl against attaeka from the enemy’s cavalry, Thecolniini moved 
on the Lexington road. At 2 ]>. m. seven jjrisoners were brought in by 
foragers from the JOighty-soeoiid Ohio Veteran Volunteers. At 3 ]). in. 
th(^ brigade readied Oongaree Creek, the bridge over M’liieh had been 
burned by tlio enemy. Vniilo tlie column awaited the rejiair oi’ tlie 
bridge, a squad of live ibragevs from the Mighty-seoond Ohio Veteran 
Volunteers brought in clove'u good horses with complete equipments, all 
oi'wliicli they had ca])tiired from a detnehmont of rebel cavalry. Twelve 
horses wore taken, but one being severely wounded had to be aban- 
doned. My brigade <5rossod Oongaree Orcek at d p. in. The road 
beyond (loiilained many boggy jdaces, whhdi retarded the marcb very 
nuieh. My advance regiment did not get into camp until :ip p. m. At 
that hour tlie head of eohimn reached the cross-roads near Jled Lranoh 
Grork. 

At 7.30 on the morning of the lOth my brigade moved in tln^ direc- 
tion of Ooliiinbia. The troojis marched unencumbered by wagons, the 
trains being left in charge of the Secoml Division, ami tlie column 
being stripped for action. At noon <mnn()muling was lioard toward 
tli(5 right, 8n])poscd to be canse.il by the advance of the l''ilteeiil:h Corps. 

0.30 my brigade ero.sscd the nnlinished line of railroacl ooiistruotod 
I‘i'{)in Coluinbia to Augusta. At 10.45 it arrivinl wltln'u five milos of 
(Jolnnibia, witliout liavingmotany ojiposition. It was now aseortainert 
that the rifteontu Corp.s iiad reached the Congareo, opposite the city. 
At 3 p. m. my brigade crossed a small creek and encamped. On the 
17tli lily command inarched to i^ion Olmrcli, a ])oint on tlio riglit bindc of 
the Saluda. My troops encamped at nightfall near the pontoon bridge, 
wliieli had been laid at that point. On the following morning they 
(wossed the Saluda. My brigade, being the roar guard of tlio corps, 
moved tliree miles beyond the bridge and halted to await the ])assing 
of the troops and trains. The One linnclreil and tlrst Illinois Volmi- 
tecra was .stationeil on the left bank near the bridge, to cover its 
removal. At ‘1.30 p. m., the rest of the corps liuviiig all passed, my 
entire eonnnand lo.sumed its march. The troops continued to move 
until 10 o’clock at night, wlien Ihey oncainpod at Grooked Jlraiich. 
On the following day (l!)th) my brigade was placed in ohargo of the 
entire division train. Tlie colninii moved at iO a, in. and in an hour 
afterward reached Itockville rost-OlIieo. At 2 ]>. m. itleft tlie road 
and pur.sRcd the crest of a ridge directly tjiroiigh the woods and 
lield.s. Tlie soil was soft and gravelly, rendering it very dilllcnlt for 
thetrains to get through. At 6..30 p. in. my brigadeenoaniped near the 
Lroad Eiver, about one mile below Alston Depot. l.''oragor3 from tlie 
'il'hirty-lirst Wisconsin Volunteers captured ou this day 2 horses and 
If) mules. The ])arty from the Kighty-sccoiid Ohio Veteran Volun- 
teers <'.n|)tiirod 8 iiinles ami burned 1 cotton-gin and 2.3 bales of cotton. 
AtOa. m. on the 20th my brigade crossed broad Kiver. The eohimn 
then moved northeastward, and at 11 a. m. crossed Little !IUver at 
Gibson’s. 'Plie liountry now became (piite undulating, and we si’oniLMl 
to have gotten fairly out of the swamps. There wore many well- 
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stodkod ])lanfcat,ions, ami out foragoTS broiiji'lil; us in a plc-iililut siipiily 
of pi'ovisioiis. At 3 j). m. thoooliumi striiok tho tliroot roiid to VViiiiis- 
borong'li. At ]). m. tlio tTOoxisencainpod at Alyvllo 1 1 ill. Tlio niarc^li 
was rosuiiicid at 0 a. in. on tlio 2lRt. My brigado was put m oliai-gv. oi 
‘120 wagons. The column moved through a lino, undulating coinilry 
toward Winnsborougii. My command avrlvoil at this place at ‘1.30 
p. in. At () p. m. it oneamped three, miles beyond. At 10 a. jii. of the 
22(1 it resumed its mareh, having been put hi charge of H 10 wagons. 
At 2 p. jvi. it piis.sed Watovec (Jliundi, and at 'f reached VVaterei.', (Jreek. 
Only tlireciof my regiments, together with the wagons assigned tli(mi, 
siujceeded in ge,tting over this stream until the In-idgo broke down. 
These regiment.s, ex(ieptiiig the One linndred and fust Illinois Voluii- 
leers, which was dctacJied by the division commander to i;ov(n' a side*, 
road, inoved on toward Hocky Mount Post-Olliee., near which point 
they encamped at midnight. The regiments whieli had bcum ('iit off by 
llui Droaking of the bridge over VVatercc Creek did not get iiilo cam]) 
until toward morning. 

j\!y brigade crossed the Waterco Itivor on a pontoon bridge, at .10 
a. m. on the 23d. After crossing it was directed to assist tlietriiins 
in g(d.ting fip the high and dini(ailt hill on the left bank. .My (’onniiaiid 
was kept thus employed until 3.30 p. in., when it eontiaiicii its mavcli 
iouv miles farther and encamped. On the 24th my brigade mariihed 
at 7.30 a. m. in tlio advance of the corp.s. The rain wldcli Imd. com- 
nuinced falling during the iirovioiis night eontinued throughout most 
of this day. The .soil of this region, any time soft aud boggy, now 
b(jeaiiie (loiibly so, and tlie trains moved with great dirilcnlty. At 10 
a. m. tlio head of the column encountered the Seventeenth Corps mov- 
ing on the only road thatcoiild betaken by the ’.rweiitietli. The troops 
eni^iuiiped on i*aUer.son’s plantation and here remained until 2 p. in. on 
the 2(ith,whon tlio inarch was resumed. My brigade had charge of 
112 wagons. The road was extremely bad and had to lie corduroyed 
almost entire. xVt nightfall my command encamped at a cross-roads 
two inlle.s from Hanging Itock VostOllice. bJavly on the following morn- 
iiigit moved forward to that point. Thou eros-singa stream of the same 
name it advanced three miles farther and encnrinixMl. (.)n this day 
some Ibragor.s of my command brought in a luindsoine silk bninier 
inscribed on one side thus: “ Our cause is justj we will dereiid it with 
our lives.” On the other side was this inscription : “ i.*resmited by the 
ladies to tlic bancaster J.nvinciblos.” My brigade marched again at 7 
a. 111 . on the 2Sth, in charge of the train of the Second Division. A 
drizzling I'iiiii had Icejit falling during the previous niglit and con- 
tinned throughout the day. The road eonseipiently became Anu'y liad. 
'J’ho lirst two miles of.tlie road had to be coi-diiroyed alinosteiitii'<i. Aj; 
11 a. in. the brigade pas.sod Horton’s. vVller this tlu^ road Ixmaine 
much better and tlie train moved along rapidly. At 2 ]). in. the brigade 
crossed Little Lynch’s Greek on a substantial wooden bridge which 
the enemy liad loft .standing. The troops eiieamped one mile iroin the 
bridge at 4 p. m. The Eiglity-second Illinois Voliintiiers was, by ordei* 
of the coi‘])s (iominandcr, scut forward twelve miles to .seize and hold 
the bridge over Jjyncli’s Greek. The regiment inished rapidly forward 
and suceeiMled in obtaining jio.sseasion of the bridge by 10 jj. in. The. 
.enemy made no rcsistaiieo. 

Our iiiarcli was resumed at 0 a. m. of March I. A t 1 1.30 a. m. my 
brigade crossed Lynch’s Greek on the, bridge seized by the Miglity- 
secoiid riiiuois Vohinteersat Fcrrily’a Pord. It then moved four miles 
farther and encamped on Joiinson’s plantation. Marly on the following 
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nioi'iiin^' tlui Jiiavdi was (iontinueiliii WiO(liv(H;tioii of OlK^storlliild Ooiirt- 
Tloiise. My trooj)s {guarded the train of the division as lav as JUf^Bliiek 
Cveude, wlieve tliey were reliev(Ml by troops IVoin the Tliivd Division, 
and my brigade moved forward iinciHaiinbored. Tlui l*'ivsl, ]b.’igndc, in 
my advaiKMi, b(igfau skirniisbing; witli tlie enemy about 2 j). m. At one 
time my eonimiiiid was ordered up to its support but did not Inippeii to 
b{5 iieod(!d. Aftemward it moved ra^iidly forward jind arrived at Olios- 
terfield at 4.;U) ]). m. After inareliing tbrough the town my troops 
went into position and linally cuoampedjust beyond it. At !) a. m, on 
the .'id my bVigade. marehed to tlio upper bridge over Ifhompson’s Orcclc, 
wliieh stream it crossed by lording. It then moved down tho eriiolc to 
the lower bridge, and went into po.sitioii covering an important cross- 
roads. it Avas at this time expected that tho entire eommand would 
push foinvard toward Oheraw and attack the enemy there, but before 
tho movement was eommeinM'.d intelligence was received that tlio Bight 
AVing had succeeded in obtaining x)osscssjon of the town. No fartlior 
advance wa.s therelbrc nnnb‘, and iny brigade encamped for the night 
on l‘ottor’s plantation. Niixt day (the 4tii) my brigade marched agiiin 
at <1: p. m., having in charge 180 wagons of the train. Atr> p. m. it 
crossed Little AVestneld, and at midnight I’»ig AVestlicld ( 'reolc. Whortly 
a.ft(5i.' crossing the latter stream iny (roox»s encamped at a ])oint about 
four miloH IVoin the Oreat Bedoc- Jtiver. My briga<U‘. remained, in this 
position until 0 a. m on tho dth, Avhen it marehed again in ehargo of 
LSI) wagons of the division train. Tho road being good, the column 
moved along rapidly, and at 3 i).m. reached Oheraw. Ilere my brigade 
romniiKid until 11 o’clock at night, wlien it erossoil the (Ireat J.’odoe on 
a pontoon bridge. The troops continued to march until theyroacliod 
a point four niilos beyoml tluj bridge, where they encamped threohours 
after midnight. 'I'he inarch Avas resumed again at 7.30 o’cloclc on the 
following morning. TIic. column moved in a nortlioastorly course 
toward rayettoville, N. 0. My brigade crossed the North Carolina 
lino at noon. The route lay through a sandy, rolling country abound- 
ing ill pitch pines. Its barrenness stinted tlie cu.stoinary success of 
our foragers. At d p. m. niy brigade encamped near tlio undnished 
railroad known as tlio Wilmington and Itutliorford Bailvoad. 

At 7 a., in. of the following day my brigade marehed again in tho 
advance of the corps. The general direction of tho inarch was toward 
McFarland’s Bridge, on the Lumber Kiver. At 0 a. m. the column 
encountered the Nonrteonth Corps, which avus moving on tho road 
d(j!signe(l for tho 'rAvoiitietli. After some delay tho brigade again pur- 
smid' its way, moving througb Avoods and Helds about tAvo miles, Avhoii a 
new road Avas found leading to the Ijumber. At noon my command 
ei'os.sed Gum SAvami) Greek. Soon aftei'AA'avd, in obedience to order 
from tho eoi'iis commander, it iiressed foi'AA'ard AAuth tho design of get- 
ting possession of and, if possible, saving the bridge over the Lumber. 
'The lino of marcli now led tbvougli a Avild. and almost uninhabited 
country thickly tiinliered Avith pine.s. It afforded nothing Avhatcvor to 
our foragers. During a march of some fifteen miles two nr three 
Avrotched cabins Avere about the only observable .signs of civilized life. 
Just before nightfall my command reached Mcl'uiiaud’s Bridge, Avhicli 
Avas found to tie alreatly destroyed. The enemy had burned it during 
the niglit of tlio 7tli. Tho Lumber is a deep, narroAV, and <linieiilt 
stream, rarely fordable at this season of the year. It Avas thorerore 
necessary that tho bridge bo reconstructed. I put almost my outiro 
command, imduding tlie iiioueer eorx>s, at Avork upon it early on the 
morning of tlio Dtli. The Avork was prosecuted AVith groat energy and 
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by 3 p. ni. 1;lie bridgo was ready for tlio eros-siiift- oC tlie troops jnul 
traiii.s. Tin's bridge was, wlioii coinplctod, about Vjr> iti [(‘iigtli. 
Tlio celerity wifcli Mdiieli it was eonstriicted, consiilo.tiiig tli(i meagei- 
iicss ot‘ the tnol.s and materials, rellects great cnMiit 111)011 l.lin ollieers 
ami men wlio had the work in eliargo. My brigade cvossitd ( lie hum- 
ber in ailvanco of the corps. It then moved two fiiiles boyoml tlie 
bridge and at 5.30 p. m. encamped. My cominiind marclied again at 0 
a. m. on the lOtli in the advance of the corps. 1 1 moved on tlm l''n.yette- 
ville road, much of which it repaired as it ]n-ocecded. At 10 a. in. it 
crossed Beaver Dam and at 11 Toney’s Creek. 80011 al'ter.c.rossing Ihe 
stream last named 1 was directed to push my brigade I’orwavd l;() Itock- 
ilsh Creek, Mdiich was reached by 2 p. in. lids .stream was ibnnd to be 
much swollen by the recent rains and isKpiired a long bi'idge. My 
])ioiieer corps, under Lieut. Cliarlcs 11. IMnkler, M'as jint l;o work in coi'i- 
strncting an ap])roach. Tin's work was completed by niglitlall ami my 
coiiimand encamped near the crossing. My brigade vomiiiiied in tins 
encaininneiit until 1 . 1..‘{0 a. m. on tlio iltli, when, nnex])eci(.‘diy, an 
order was received to )m.sh forward to h'ayettevillo miemaimbei’cd 
with trains. Mytroop.s moved immediately and were all over Uock- 
fish Greek by noon. The eoliiinn moved very rapidly and al; 3 p. m. 
crossed l^npiiy Creek at Lamoiit’s Mill. At 7 p. m. iiiy In'igade crossed 
Little Koeklish Creek and soon afterward struck a plimk road lending 
directly to ,l.''aycttovlIle. The road, which laid jirovionsly boon 
extremely tronblcsoinc, was now as good a.s eoiild be desii'od.' At ,11 
p. m. my command encamped near tlie plank road two miles I’roin 
Fayottevillo. 

■_ There was no further movement of my eommaml until the l.'lth, when 
it marclied in review down the jiriiicipal st-roet of .I.'\iye(.(;e\’ille, and 
encaiiipod on the farther side of tlie town. On tlie following day it 
crossed the Cape Ifeav Iliver about noon, mid, moving nbont tlirce 
miles from the bridge, eiieamped. On the intlniiy brigade iiitivelied, 
again at 8 a, m., pursuing the road to .Kyle’s Landing. Only tlieanuim- 
nition and headquarters wagons accompanied the troops, i.'lie remain- 
der of the train was put in charge of the Sccoml Division. I'lic road 
being good, the column moved rapidly, ami at 4 p. m. my brigade 
readied Silver B.un, whore it encamped. It was again on the mai'di 
by 7 a. in. on the lOth. Much rain liad fallen and the weather was 
dam]) and cloudy. 'J'lio road Avas very troublesome, yet the troojis 
withal moved rapidly. At 0 a. m. cannonading was lieai’d at the front, 
indicating that the enemy had been encountered. By 10 o’clock my 
command reached the locality Avhere the Second Brigade, sent forwai'd 
the evening previous, had already been engaged with the enemy. J 
iinmcdiately put my troops in jiosition, as directed, on the I'ighi; of the 
Second Brigade. I formed my regiments in two line.s, (hree lieing in 
Iront and three in reserve. About J(),.30 1 was ordered (:o iidvanee my 
line, whioh tvas done immediately, My skliiniaher.g liaiidsomely drove 
in those of the Giiemj', and the entire command moved forward abmit; 
half a mile, changing front while doing so. A. new iioaition was thus 
assumed, and my brigade awaited the advance of the troops on its left. 
MeauAvliile the l*Mrsfc Brigade moved up on my rigid, and while doing 
so encountered a strong force of the enemy in' the act of turning my 
/lank, .Fortunately this design Avas thwarted, and tlie enemy seemed 
to AvitlulraAV a eousidorablc distance from my front. A newliiKMvns now 
formed, and the advance roeoininenced at '2 ]), ni. My formation was 
the same as before — three regiments in front and thi-eo iii reserve. My 
regiments moved forward in excolloiit order about one mil(^ Th'e

At 3 n in I 
was directed to move my brigade out a side road and cover the left tlank.

tioiied. By this time tho llrliig boiaimc very lively, and t lie tact was 
developed that the enemy was advancing in force. Lbe HHiig rolled 
to the loft, and soon grew heavy in Carlin’s fixmt. My skirinisliois 
now began to fall back, losing many of their number in killed, woniidi (I, 
and captured. Tho enemy now appeared in strong lorcm in my (ront, 
and as soon as my skirmishers had come in my mam hue opened lire. 
Up to this time no other idea pervaded my command than that oi 
lioldiiig their position 5 but in a few minutes it became apparent that 
the troops on iny loft were being driven back in great disorder, .l.liis 
permitted tiie enemy to come directly in upon niy lef t ibitilc and rear, 
and left mo no nltornativo but to witlidraw my regiments or have them 
captured. The lino was held until to have remained upon it longer 
would liave been madness. 1 tlieroforo roliictautly gave the {^oiimniiid 
to (all back, which was done in good order. My three regmumts with- 
drew under cover of the thick woods, and reformed tbeir line about a 
(uuirtcr of a mile farther to tho rear. Tlio One ImiuUxid and bn'ty- 
tliird Now York Volnnteer.s having now returned to me I ordered it to 
Ibi'iu on the left of the new lino. The left of this ritgiment rested in an 
open field and had no coniicotion wdtli any other command. About 
400 yards farther to tlio left was tho l?iglity-.socnnd Illinois Volun Leers, 
on tbe riglit of Colonel Hawley’s line, Urns leaving a vueancy ol (hat 
distance between tliese two regiments. Tiie right of the line res(;ed m 
the woods on tlio Cox’s Bridge road, and afterward eonnei'tcd witli 

the left of Fearing’s brigade of the irourtconth Corps. 

My now lino liml hardly boon formed until it was assailed by the 
Giioniy. Ho again attempted to turn my left and to force his way 
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Llu'oiinh tli(^ .usip 1n‘l.\vocn Ono Imiidrcd siiid loriy-tliiicl Nom’ A’orlc 
and I'lighty-sonond I IliiioiH A^)liuiteL^i‘s. IIo, inunai^od tnoblaiii acioss- 
liro ii|)(ni aiy Ibiu' vli-lifc re!;-iiiionta, Avliinh wore*, al; l:lii.s (iiiio alninst dos- 
tituto (iT hi'oast-works, an<i witlioid. a ooniiootion on tlioir or lol'i;; 
bill; iHt(; an inoli of {^Tound was yioldod. My lour right rogiinciits hold 
tlndr gi'ound most gallantly, while tho Kiglity-sccoud Illinois Vobni 
tools, aidial liy the artillory wliioh oonmiaiidod the ga|) and boliavod 
voiy gallantly, i>onrod so galling a tiro into (he enemy’s Hanking 
eolnnin as l:o cmti|ml it to lia.stJly withdraw. Aly men now oolloidod 
rails and quiekly built thenisolvcs a breast-work. This work had lobe 
siispmided several times, owing to the repeated attacks ot the enemy. 
It was linally eompleted so tar as (;o render it a respeelable eoveriiig 
IVoni the enemy’s tire, ilnt this was not aecomplishetl a moment too 
soon. The enemy made at least live furious assault-s iiiioii tlie line, but 
was in each iiistauee handsomely repulsed. He wa.s nol; jiennittcd to 
maintain a lino of battle live luinutcs at one time within a hundred 
yards ()1' my line. At each sueee.ssive repulse numbers oC liis meu 
mime in and surrendered themselves as inTsonors of war. 

'riiuH the tiile of battle ebbi'd and llowed along my front until night- 
fall, when the llring ceased and my (bur right regiments weroi relii>ved 
by (Jolonol WeKVidgii’s brigade, and withdraavn to a lino of works about 
GOO yards to tiio rear. The One hundred and llrat Illinois Volmilners, 
liaving rojoiiiod the brigade !a.l,o in the afternoon, liad been already 
(brnKul in this second Hue of w»)rk.s, but had not been seriously 
engaged. 

Tlius termiiiatod an action which cost my brigade 107 onioorsaml 
men killed, wounded, and cajiturcd. Among the number wore inany of 
the bravest and best of my entire command, but where all did so well 
I cannot 11 lid it in my Iieart to make invidious distinctions. 

I sineorely n^gi-ot to record (.ho loss in this allair of Oapt. William 
Ihdleiitino, of tiie Elghty-sccond Ohio A^oteran Volunteers, who was 
inort;ally wounded, and Iia.s since died. He was ayoung ollieor of groat 
livoinise, and his loss cannot be easily repaired. 

The same s1;atoments arc true of Lieut. Georgia Lyman, of tho Thirly- 
ilrst Wisconsin VoJuiiteors, who was wounded ami captured by the 
enemy wliilogallaiiGy leading the akirmi.sli line at the begiiining of the 
engagement, ami who also afterward dl<‘.d.* J cannot bestow too iimcli 
praise upon .these two young olllcers, who have fallen at the jmst of 
duty and given their lives fbr their country. 

Tlio following ndditional ollicers wore wounded in tlio engagement: 
(’a|)t, Uobei't l’al;terson, Sixty-Jirst Ohio Veteran Volunteers, sliglitly, 
ami Lieut. William Jl. Thom.son, hhglity-sccond Ohio Veteran Vohin- 
teiH’s, severely. 

On t;lie llOtli ami 2 1 st my brigade renmihed in the same position it oeeu- 
pieiloii thoiiiglit of the 10th, exceptthat it advanced about noon of the 
21staiid lield for a short timenearly the same ground occupied by it at 
tlio conniieiHiementof the battle of the 10th. Tlioenemylnid withdrawn 
to Ills oi'igiiial po.sll.ion. Several wounded men of my commaiul, who 
bad bemi left nimn the lield, were brought iu during this temporary 
advance. My troops did not engage the enemy, ami I was soon 
(lireoted to movo them back to their old ixisition, wliiidi f did. During 
(he night of tlie 2l.st I, he enemy retreated. My brigaile mavclied 
at O.GO a. ni. toward Tronblelicld’s Store on route for Gox’s bridge. 
The trains preceded the troops early in the morning. At 8 ]>. ni. my 

* Llisutnimnt l.yiium was iimatwacl out of Horvino Jlny J(i, ISOj'i. 
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eoinmaiid encamped near Palliiijf Gveok. .It crossed Kalliiif’’ Groelc at 

7.30 on tlie ensiling' morning-. At noon it reuehed a ijoiiit lUMir Co.x’.s 
Bridge over tlie .Neuse Itiver. My command crossejl tin' .Nmisi’i at 
p. 111 . and, liaving moved one niilo beyond, ciicanipcil for the night. 
At 2 o’clock oil the morning of the 24fch all the pack animals and liead- 
fiuiu'ters wagons were sent ibrward to (•roldsborougli in ohedienee to an 
order from Major-General Slocum. The troops wore notified tliai: they 
would be exjiccted to pass in review tbroiigli the town ii|)oii their 
arrival there. My brigade inarebed at 7 ainl emssed Bittle .K’iver at 

9.30 n. ni. At 10.30 it reached Gold.sborongh and moved (brongli and 
three miles be.yond the town, where it went into periiniiuMit cam]) near 
its present situation, in the vicinity of the Weldon railroad. 

During the campaign which thus terminated my brigade inarebed 
40‘1 miles. .It captured from the onoinyOO prisoners, ol' whom 2 eoni- 
iiii.s.sioned nfhccr.s and 52 enlisted men were well, ami:! eoniiiiissioneil 
oniecr and 5 enlisted men were woiiinled. It destroyed 5 miles ol' rail- 
road track, and two eases of now I'Jnlield and Bpringlleld rille muskets, 
containing 00 in all. 

The troops of my command subsisted mostly upon the eonntry. 
They captured 500 beet-cattle, 200 shec]), 2,000 live hogs, 15, ()()() ])omulH 
of flour, 20,000 pounds of meal, 1,000 bushels of sweet potatoes, and 
100,000 pounds of bacon, besides vast <|nantiUcs of ])onltry and mis- 
cellaneons provisions. The command burned 50 (jottoii ginK and 
pimses, 1,800 bales of cotton, 2 saw-mills and3 llonring mills, It cap- 
tured 200 houses and 350 mules. The a.nimals of my eotninand wore 
also chiefly subsisted upon forage obtained from the country. The 
quantity gathered for and consumed by them was, as nearly as it c-an 
bo estimated, 125,008 jiouiuls of corn and 77,34() jionml.s of fodder. 
Besides these there wore vast numbers of mlscollanodus cajitiires oi' 
articles valuable to the enemy. 

I have the honor to append a complete list of tlu.i casualties (luring 
the campaign. 

1 also forward lierowitli the reports of my regimental eommanders.

General: Of the part taken by my roglimmb m the eampiiigii Irom 
bavanmili, Ga., to this i>lace, I have the honor to sulnuit tliC! following 
report; 

The regiment left Savannah on the 17tli of January, 18(15, with (be 
brigade, crossed tlm Savannah liiver, and marched to Hardeeville, on 
the Savaniiali and Charleston Bailroad, whore we arrived on the l!)th 
Wo remained at Hardeeville eight days, on a very bud and wel. eamp- 
gronnd; loft there on the 28th of January and arrived at Holmrtsvillo 
on the 2i)th, whore wo remained until the 3d |2dj of b’chrmiry. 
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Until l.lijit day \vc. luul been hi comniimieatioti with Sjrviiiiiiah, ( ia. 
by tlui t5}iv{iniia.lj K’.ivcr, but wJieii wo. lel't .Robertavillo (tlie ;kl ILNII (if 
Tobruary) cut loose IVom our eoiunuiuic.atiou and base (jf siim)liiis 

VVoiiiaielied toward J^awtoiiville, anda mile from that plaeeencoiniteml 
Honuiiebd cavalry, wliieh wore soon driven baek by a small infantry 
iorce and a. few pieces of jirtillcry. The ref^dment b'lolce cainp on tli'e 
'Itli [;k1| ot Idibrnary and marched toward BiifoiiVs Brid^-e, wlmre in 
aiTiyed late m the evening- of the Gtli of February. My nigiment 
having been (Uitaedied that day from the brigmlc, guarding tlie entire 
tram of oiir division, I joined the brigade the next morning, crossed 
biUord’s Bridge, and in the evening of that day we struck tlie South 
Carolina Eailroad near Clralmm’s Station. The next day the regiment 
desti'oyiyl about three-ijuarters ol a mile of railroad niul cainjied about 
three miles from the camp wo occupied the night before. Ou the i)th 
we marched to Station Ninety-six on the hjiiuo road, remained there the 
loth, and destroyed during the two days about one mile of track. Wo 
Jett JNinoty-six at S a. ni. on the llth, crossed the South Branch of tlio 
•Kdisto Itiver and the swamp, which was about two jiiilcs long, and 
arrived m camp at about IJ. p. m. ; marclied next day toward tlie North 
Jij'ancli oi tho .l'hlisto Itiver; camped about two miles I’lom tlio river; 
crossed tlie river on tlieiath, and marched on thol. ttU toward Columbia 
Uuss-Kouds. My regiment had the advance, it being the Jirst in the 
order ot march in the corps. I had ridden ahead of my advanced guard 
about one-quarter of a mile, accompanied by Oaptaiii Beyiiolds, acting 
assistant iiisiicctor-general 'I’liird Brigade, and by Captain McGoiiiiell, 
ol yoiir stall, wlum we butted against a stjnml of rebel cavalry number- 
ing about Jllty nnm. Oapta-iu lioynolds, who had disiiiountod to make 
some iiimurie.s at a house, was captured. The rebels Jlred at mo and 
Gaplain MeConnolI. J. hurried back, brought my avant guard forward 
on (loiiblc-quick, drove the rebels and caiitii'red one of them. In chasing 
the rebels wo had advanced about two miles alieud of the brigade, and 
while out there X received orders from you i-o march tlireo miles liirtlior 
to a plantation on tlie road with a number of wagoms, wliieli J, had orders 
to 1111 with (brage, and then return tocamp. I marched six mill's instead 
ot three) did not llml a house ou the road; had some skirmishing with 
the rebel cavalry, and as it was getting dark and a Iieavy rain began 
to lall .1 retm-iied to camp without any forage. On the loth wo crossed 
Coiigai'ci', Creek and arrived at midniglit near Loxington Oourt-Tlouso, 
where wo cainpcd. 

Broke enmp at 7.30 a. in. on the Kith and camped in the evening of 
that day three mile.s from Columbia. On the 17th wo marched toward 
tlio Salndu Blver, which wo crossed next day on a pontoon bridge, and 
marclied till;l2 o’clock, night. Thismarch was very hard and fatiguing, 
the road being very bad and the woods througli wliicili it hid on lire 
lor a distance of about three miles. Left camp ou the lOtli at 5) a. m 
and crossed the Broad liivcr on the 20th of Febrnary.

AVe 
crossed the Catawba Ilivor and had to assist the wagons getting aci'oss, 
the banks of the river being very higli and the road bad; cainpcd that 
evoMiiig about Jive miles from bho rivor.

The regiment assisted in Imrldiiig the brn ge 
acTOss tiriim cl-osscd on the l»tli rnul camped one mde Irom l-lu.; 
river The rain poured down in torrents all night and next day w liile 
wo inarched ten miles farther, fixing the road on onrmarch, 
for the night near liocklish Creek. Cn the . Uh at about m.oi u 
crossed the bridge and marched, uueiicumbered by wagons, towai d the 

Fayetteville plank road, which wo struck at about H p. in. ; we iinu'ched 

about eight miles on the plank road and niilos Iroin ay- 

etteville. We rcinaiiicd in onrcainpou the 12th; the troops wc.ro iioU- 
fled that the general commanding the army had comiuumcutioii, by 
the Cape Fear Itivcr, with our forces at Wilmington, and, lor the lirst 
time on the campaign, onr soldiers were enabled to send letters liome. 
In the afternoon of the l.’lth we miu’clied tUrougli l.'’ayet(;cville, i mssing 
in review before General Sherman. We remained near tlic river all 
night and crossed the bridge at 2 p. m. on the Idtli; marelicd ( lire.i 
miles and camped for the night. Ou tbo intli we inarehed about eiglit 
miles and camped near Tayloi-’a Greek. On the lOth of March we 
crossed the creek and beard cannonading in our front. The road was 
very bad, leading through a swamp, and men and liorses had to wade 
knee-deep through the mud. About noon we came up with the Seiatiul 
Brigade of our division and the cavalry near Black River. ’I'liey were 
skirmishing with the enemy. You then ordered mo to foi-m my rc.gi 
nieiit in line of battle, iiiy left connecting with the right: of the .Sim.oiuI 
Brigade, and to throw skirmishers to my front to relieve the Hkirinislici-H 
of the eavalry. These orders wore immciliiitely executwl. and wluui 
the lino of the entire brigade was formed wo moved I'orwurd with tiie 
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cirnu«h lino in oiii' froiij.; the lino of hsitlilo followed closely boiiind 
le skivinish line, and l lus (Miomy’s lire bein«‘ very heavy caused sev- 
•al casual ti(i8 in iny iji iiks before the regiiaent could fire. VVe advaiiecd 
:cadily, changing oiir lines and front several times, and drove the 
leiny towiird a swamp. l-Mring was kept up on the i)icket-liiic all 
iglit, and the next morning we found the works of the enemy ovacii- 
ied. Ill this alfair my regiment lost 1 private killed and 1 ollicer 
Captain Ilisinzmann) and S) enlisted men wounded, thiptain Heinz- 
ann was in eliarge of the skirmishers from my regiment, and 1 ('iinnot 
nit to inmilJon the gallant eonduct of this ollicer. 

We camped the evening of the 17tli about two miles from the battle- 
3 ld. Oil the IHtli, in the morning, wo crossed black Itivcr. The 
cn had to wade through j the water was deep, reaching up to the 
3 lts and (!ai'(;ridgG-boxe8. Wo had to cross several broad and deep 
)nds that day and to repair the road all along, it being very liadly 
lb u)). In the evening wo guarded a cross-road leading to Sinithlicld, 
id wore relieved by a brigade of the Third Division. We had a hard 
iireh, Tlie regiment had to pull out a wngon which was stuck in the 
lid with I'opoa, by Mdiieli we were dotained two hours on the road, 
^e got in (!amp at midnight. Marched again atO a. m. on the IDth 
load of the train, and corduroyed the road as we moved along, We 
'siird heavy cannonading in our front. j\b about t p. m. wo received 
•ders to iiiareh forward without delay, ami after a rapid imiriih of 
)Ou(: one hour and .thirty minutes we arrived at a position about two 
ilea fi'om lleiitonville, where tlic li'enrteenth Corps was engaged with 
0 oiieniy. I'he brigade was put in line, and you ordered mb to form 
y regiment in eoluinn, in re.sorvo of the left wing of tho brigade. I 
.w the (,)jie liiiiidfcd and Ibrty-third -New York Volunteers was also 
vined in reserve, ready to support tho lef(; wing and to cover the left 
iiiik of the brigade, if necessary. 1 only remained in this iiosition a 
w iniiiutos, when 1 was ordered to report to (Jolonel Hawley with my 
inmand and the One hundred and forty-thlrd How York Volniitoors. 
iptain Wallace, of your stiilf, directed nio to the po.sition of tho ^co- 
ld Hrigade. 1 reported to Colonel .Hawley, who directed mo to 
main in reserve in tho rear of the left of his brigade, and to be ready 
move at a momciit’.s notice to any jiart of Ids lino. A few minutes 
(:er my men liiid stacked arms Colonel Hawley ordered mo to cross a 
vine on iiiy right as quick as possililo and to' take a position on the 
>ht of tiie 'JMiirteeuth Now rJer.sey, which was on the other side of tho 
vino. Before I had reached tho ravine I saw a groat many men and 
licers coining out of tho woods in the greatest' confusion and dis- 
der. It looked to me like a stampede. I brought my regiment for- 
ird ill doubhi-ipuek and formed a line on the rigiit of the Thirteenth 
3W .lersey. The broken remnants of tho Bocoiid Brigade, First 
ivisioii, hourteeutli Army Oorp.s, kept coming, running in every 
L’cotioii, and after some hard work of myself and my ollicers we sue- 
(ided ill rallying about lifty men, mostly belonging to the '.rhirteenbli 
ieliigaii. 1 I'ormed them in lino with my regiment. In blio mean- 
no the rebels liad followed closely and wore near my lino when I 
ard tlieir shouts and iiotleed that their lire came directly in my right 
mk. I iininediatoly changed my front, caused tho Tlii'rteenth New 
rsey to do tlie same, and ordered the rear rank of in,y I'egiment to 
row up a few fence riijls as a rillo-iiit, while the front rank stood 
evdy to receive the advancing foe. Before our ride-pits wove ready 
o enemy attacked us, but a few well-aimed volleys drove liiin back in 
lifusioii. The lino of battle iu the woods in my front Ava.s perpen- 
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aUmhiv and ii littio to tho rrght with my front. J saw tlio enemy 
attacik tlie linos several thne.s, and wlieiiover I liad jin oi)portiinily 1. 
lired by battalion into Ins right tliiiilc. Tluistj v«>llcys liad a. v(U’y good 
cU'ect, as 1 was told afterward by several prisomn-s. The enemy tried 
several tiines to (lank ns, but several regiments of tlie l<’()iirte<mth 
Corps having formed on my left and the Seeoiid brigade on my rigid 
we held onr position. After dark tho enemy fell biielc, le-a-ving liis 
dead and woiinde<l on the battle-field. The next inoniing 1 was 
relieved by tlie One hundred and lUtietli Kew York VoliuU.eers. of the 
Second Brigade, and reported to you. 

We remained in reserve on the 2()tli, and on the wist inaridn'd foi‘- 
ward to the same position the brigade had oeeiipied on the ITtli. I lere 
we were ordered to Imild rj(lo-pits, but betore the worlcs wcriuaimpleted 
we were ordered back to onr old position in re.sei've. On the 22d wo 
found tlnit the enemy had evaeiial-ed their woi'ks in our IVont. Wo left 
onr position and mavidmd toward Cox’s IJridgo, on the Neuse Iliver, 
wliore we arrived on tlio 23(1 (d' Mareli, at 2 p. m., after (wossing Kev(iral 
nearly impassable swamps. We crossed tho river on a pontoon bridge 
and camped about three miles from tho same. At 1 a. m. 1. was 
ordered to send all my pjwjk animals forward; the odleors had to strike 
their tents, and in the moruiiig at 0 o’clock wo inarcdied to (loldsbor- 
ongh. Wo passed through tin* town in review before Ouimral Sher- 
man, and arrived at our present camp at 1 ]). m. 

On tho wliole campaign the men had to live on- tlio country. Moat 
of tho time plenty of forage was obtained, but a portion of the country 
we nuu'c-hcd through was very ])oor, and tlie men (ionld luirdly get as 
much as tliey needed. Some of my men HuHered soviu’cdy ibr tho want 
of shoes; but, in .spite of all tlie hardalups, privations, and dangers 
which tlie men had to oiieountor, they I'oniaincd In good spirits and 
were always ready to do their duty. I have to mention the eondnet of 
my oHlcera and men on tho Ihth of Marcli. The oflicers assisted mo 
greatly in rallying tho troops of the I'kairteeutli Corps, and under very 
trying circuinstancea they, as well as tho men of my eominand, olieyed 
and executed my order.s with the greatest cooinesa and doterniinatiou, 
On the campaign my regiment captured 8 rebels d»f wlileli 5 w(!re 
captured on tho lOtli of March), 30 h()rs(‘a, and d.’) mulos; about 00, 000 
pounds of corn and 30,000 pounds of loddor were obtained. O'ho regi- 
ment burned several cotton gins and presses in South Carolina aiid 
destroyed about two miles of railroad. 

The rogimeiifi lost on the campaign 2 men killed, 1 oilleer and 8 men 
wounded, and 0 men missing. Tlio missing were lo.st on foraging 
parties. 

Annexed to tliis re])ort is a nominal list of casualties.*' 

Tlio regiment is now in caiiii) two miles and a half from Goldsborougli, 
on the Weldon railroad, resting from tho arduous labors, latigiiing 
inar(;hes, and victorious battles in wliicU it pa.rticipated, and in ac.cord- 
aiico with orders ])roparing for a now campaign.

(Jeneual: Of the 0 ])cr}itioii« of this oomnuunl since Lius iinny left 
Goldsboniii^'li, K. 0., up to date, I liave the lionoe to submit the fol- 
lowing- report: 

Ujiving luul orders two days previous to prepare for a cainpiiigii, we 
started on the morning of the 10th of April from our (iamp-grouiid on 
tlie Weldon railroad; inarched through Cloldsbormigh, 0., towai’(l 
1‘aleigh, N. 0. Toward evening of the same day our advance encoun- 
tered some rebel cavalry, a nearly impassable swamp being between 
onr ami tlie rebel line. Their resistance was for a short time obstinate, 
but after tlio infautry liad got into position and our slciniush lino was 
ordered to advance i,he enemy retreated; wo crossed the swamp ami 
eiieaiiipcd for the niglit fifteen miles Iroiii Ooldsborough. On the IJtli 
of April, at daybreak, the regiment struck camp and after oontinned 
marelies arrived at Jtaloigh, N. C., on tlie 13th of April. Two days 
b(d()i e our arrival in Ihileigh it was olTicially communiiuited to us that 
the rebel General Lee had surrendered to Ucutenant-Geiieral Grant, 
The news was received with tlie greatest manifestation of Joy by the 
troops and all were eager for an opportunity to moot dolins’ton’s army 
and sure of sinmess. 

At Ualoigli wo iiitched camp, and on the Ifith of April \vei'o oillcially 
informed that G(?nenil. Sherman was negotiating with Ooiieral .J'olin- 
Hton and that hostilities hud been suspended. The news was reeoivod 
with cheers by the troops and everybody u-as aitticipating an early 
peace and return to their homes when, on tlie next day, the terrible 
news ol: the assassination of our beloved Vresideut created a feeling of 
hatred ami revenge in the lieart of every soliiior. 

On the 2(ltli of April we received orders to inarcli to Jones’ Oross- 
Koads. The next morning at ilay break wo started accordingly, expect- 
ing that hostilities would be resumed the same day. Wo went into 
camp near the cross-roads; remained there three days, then marched 
back toltaloigh, and there were informed tliat Johnston Inid siuTondered. 
Wo remained In camp until the 30th of April, when we started forliomo 
by way of Bichinond and Washington. After very hard and fatiguing 
nmi'ches wo arrived before Uichmond on theOth of May, having mareliod 
102 miles in ten days. On the llth of May wo resumed our march for 
Washingion, i)a.s.siiig through the city of liiclnnond. On the loth of 
May wo passed over tlie battle iiclds of Spotsylvania Oourt-Honso and 
Ghan(!cll()r.syillc, Va. On the Kith wo crossed the llappahannoek at 
TJiiited States Ford, and. on the 10th w'o arrived at Alexandria, Va., 
where wo went into caini). 

On the 2‘ith wo participated in the grand review' of General Sher- 
man’s army before the Prc.sident and Ijieutouaiit-Gcuerul Grant, and 
then niarcliod to our present camp, whore wo are uoav making prepara- 
tions to be mustered out of service.

On the loth 
marched within ten miles of Averasborougli on the Itnleigh road, and 
on the lOtli was engaged with the enemy at Bniitli’s fiiriii, hisiiig 1 
severely and 2 slightly wounded. On the 'I7th and IHtli iiiarciied on 
tho Goldsborough road, and on the IDth, wliile inarching nlong near 
.Rcntoiivillo, the regiment was stationed on the Hmitlillc.hl road to 
guard it whiletlie division was passing, whoreitremained iinlil relieved 
by tlie Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers, when it iiromptly 
nuirolied forward toward where the booming of the eaniion aniiouncod 
the presence of fciie enemy.

During the eampaigii Just ended the .Dighty-Rccoiul Jbigiment lias 
destroyed 2 miles of railroad, captured 1.13 mules, 02 horsc^s, and 7 he, ad 
of cattle. I have also destroyed 040 bales of cotton and 1.3 (iotton-glus 
and 11 eotton-pressc.s. 
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I hfivG captured 25,150 poniids of meat, 7,7G0 pounds of flour, 1,952 
pounds of corn meal, 50 bushels of sweet potatoes, 1C gallons of 
molasses. I also captured and destroyed (10 Enfield rifles. 

The regimental foraging parties have captured iii sill 25 prisoners. 
In the eiigagemciit of the IGth instant it lost in wounded 8, aud ou tho 
19th its ]os.s in killed was 1, in wounded 11, and in inis.siug its loss was 
13, C of whom have sim^e returned.

Sir: In compllanoo with orders from brigade lieadquarters I have 
tho lioiior to transmit report of opcratioius of my command since leav- 
ing Goldsbovougli, N. 0.: 

On the lOtli day of April, 1805, the Eighty-second Kogiment, compos- 
ing a part of tho Third Brigade, under command of Mnj. JaTiies S. 
Ui'nll, loft Goldsboi'ongh in pnr.suib of Lieutenant-General Johnstouj 
marched a distance of fifteen miles and cncami)ed. On tho 11th, after 
marching fifteen miles, tlio regiment arrived near Smithfield. Ou the 
12tli crossed tho Nense Biver. On the 13th, the regiment arrived at 
llaleigli, N. 0., wlicro it remained in camp until the 22d [25th]. Ou 
that day the command inarclicd in a northwest direction a distance 
of eleven miles, where it remained in camp two days, then rotiirned 
to Ealcigh, encamped one day, tlien .start<‘d en route for Kiclunoiul, Va. 

On the 3Uth tho rcmnient readied and crossed Nense Kiver, and on 
the 2d of May crossed Tar River. On tho 3d passed through Williains- 
borongh and crossed the State line into Virginia; crossed tho Knanoko 
lliver. May (Itli, arrived at Blacks and Wliites Station. Ou tho 7th 
crossed Appomattox Biver; ari'lvcd in the vicinity of Richmond on 
theflth; remained in camp one day, when I arrived at and took com- 
mand of the regiment. On tho llth crossed James River and passed 
through Richmond, Va., in roview. Ou tho 12th we passed Ashland 
StatLon and crossed the Ohick.ahoininy and South Anna Rivers, The 
13tli crossed Little River. Tho 14th crossed North Anna River and 
arrived near Spotsylvania Oonrt-JIonse; passed through tlie latter 
place on the 15th, and camped near the Bappahaiiiiock River, crossing 
the river next day. On the IStli crossed Bull Run and passed Eairfax 
Station. May 19, arrived in camp near Alexandria, Va.; remained in 
cani]) until the morning of the 24tli, wliou the regiment marched to and 
passed through Washington, I). O., in review, and then marched to its 
Iireseiit place of encampineiit.

Tim reciinentlcft camp at Saviiiimili on tho 18tn ol: .liinnary, iHOn, 

^'ith an oUcctive force of mon. On tho Ibllowing diiy Aye overtook 

the brigade near Ilardeeville (it having marched a divj^ enrlier). Al ter 
this the regiment was not again dctacliod from (he brigade during (be 
oampuign. On tho same day avo arrlAmd at I’lirdein'dlo [1 uryshurgl, 
on tho Savannah Itiver, Avhoro avo remained for seven days, imiUiiig 
connection Avith boats on the river and obtaining some Kii]iplieH. Jbir- 
ing this time avo had very heavy rains and tlio eoiintry Avas lUMirly all 
imnulated. On tho 28th avo starUnl for Sister’s ,i''erry, twenty miles 
farther up the river} found thoAvaterso high avo could not approach 
tho river, and on tiio socoiid day \ve encamped at .Itobertsvilus live 
miles from tlie ferry, wliere avo remained three days and succeeded ni 

getting communication Avith tho river. ,,, , „ 

On tiio 2d of February avo marched out from liore, enltiiig looser from 
nil base and starting nortli. Tims far on our line oi nmrcli llitM'ii was 
an indiscriminatodcstrnction of propiu’ty, leaving the country a perleet 
Avaste. Largoamountsof cotton Avereibnml and burnec on Hear y every 
plantation. Hero noAv and positlA'o orders avitc issued prohiblliiig the 
burning of anything but cotton and cotton-gins. The.so orders Avero 
generally observed during tlio balance ot the (Mun)niign. hroin this 
time our mureU Avas continued and almost nnintorrupted, inarehing 
from toAvn to town, from river to river, and railroad (o railroad, forag- 
ing our supplies from the country, capturing large numbers ol animals, 
destroviug largo quantities of cotton and great iiiiinberH o(: eottoingius, 
and all the railroads in our course tliroiigli tliocciiter of Mu' Htule, and 
dispelling all forces of tho ononiy assembled to prevent our progress, 
they being unable to makeanything like a formidable oiiimsition to our 
progi’csH until avo arrived at Binitliville, in North ('arolimi, 

Having early in the campaign captured animidH, aiidmoimtiHl tliirly- 
Ihm of my men as foragers, uiuloi* eliargo of Lieiitimunt ilonney, they 
succeeded in keeping the commnnd Avell supplied Avith subsistencii dur- 
ing tho cutire inarch through South Carolina. After reaehiiig Nortli 
Carolina, and for tho last twenty days of the eampaign, tlie eoiintry 
passed over Avas so A'cry poor that avo sometimes 1‘ouiid great dillimilty 
in gotling sulllcient broadstud* and the men Avoro compelled to use 
parched corn, and at times could not got enough of tlmt, but they at 
all times had a plenty of meat. 

In tho sAvanips near Sniithvillo on tlio lOtU of March avo first (Uiconn- 
tered the enemy in licavy force, and Jackson’s and Ward’s divisions, of 
tho Twentieth Corps, Avoro put in lino against (hem early in tli(' day. 
Q'ho ground being very unfavornblo for a general attack a desultory 
firing Avitli skirmishing and occasional attacks Avori^ made thvougli the 
day, Avitliimich loss to tho enemy and considerable to us, the enemy 
being constantly driven back through the HAvnmp. ToAvavd niglit a 
part of the Fourteentb Corps arrived as re-ouforcoment, but a liepy 
rain sotting in darkness soon toriniuated tho conllict, the enemy Avitli- 
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iiiidor of iiiglit. My regimciiJ; wsis in llio front lino 

(luring flic (lay, niul J have to regret the loss of 13 nicMi killed iuul lO 
^vouiuicMl. During the cugageaicnt the olllecrs and nniii beliavod with 
grout (‘ooliKisH and bravery. 

Leaving hereon the I7th wo, arrived at noon on the l!)th lUMirBonlon- 
ville, wliei e we found the Fourteenth Corps hotly j»fes.s(Ml by the whole 
(jonibinod force of the enemy. Our brigade being in advaiiee General 
LobiiiHon aboiiee moved my rcgiiimnt, together with tlie Sixty rirst and 
]'liglity-se(;()ii(l Ohio, into po.sition in a gap left in the lines of the Foiir- 
tcamtli Corps, we being immediately to the left of tl (0 niain road, which 
seemed to be tlie key to onr whole po.sition. We. were s(}ar(!ely in lino 
before the brigades of the Fourteenth Corps that were on our left I’ell 
back ])rceipitately, leaving the rebel coliinms to pass entirely past onr 
left, wliicli made it neeessary for u.s to retire a .short distance and 
cdiango front at the same tinu?, which we did under very heavy fire, 
(biiierul Eobinsun himself carrying the brigade colors and leading us 
rapidly into position so as to again face the enemy’s front, when wo 
wer(,\ furiously assailed by the (uiomy repeatedly until dark, our men 
steadily reimlsing them at every assault, when under the cover of dark- 
lujss tliey abambnied the field. 

It was noticed thatjnyimm lived with great coolness and ))rccision 
during the conllict, and I was greatly gratiliod at the gallantry dis- 
played by my oflicicrs, voiy oons[)iciioii.s among M'liom for coolne.ss, 
livavery, and clllcion(5y, wore Licnt. Col. George D. liogers, Adjt. J. li'. 
Sudduth, and Lieut. Lyron Hewitt, commanding Oo!n])iiiiy J.I. On this 
occasion wo juourn the loss of 10 killed, dO wounded, and 130 mis.sing. 
The missing were men that were smit forward as skirmishers, inline- 
diately hei'oie the Hank movement of tln.^ enoiny, and must have all 
been killed or captured a.s it was impossible for thorn to return, 

I’etcr Anderson, a private of Company 11, deserve.^ .some special con- 
sideration for liiajadgmeiit and daring in bringing from the Mold ajiiuco 
of artillery belonging to tlio Fourteenth Corps that bad been aban- 
doned by its men a.s the enemy came down their Hank. Aiider- 
son, entirely una.ssistcd, drove the team out witli Ids ramrod and saved 
the gun from falling into the enemy’s hands. 

Tlio noth was spent in caring for the wounded and burying the 
dead. On tlui 21, st wo wore again placed in the front line, biitwitlitho 
Gxc.eption of a little skirmiahing wore not engaged in tliat battle, a 
battle that comiadled the enemy to retire and left us a clear road to 
( loldsborough, wlici-e ayc arrived on the 2-ibliof March, liaving been out 
sixty-Hvo days, having inarcdied in the time nearly CUO mile.s, crossing 
iiiaiiy riviu'.s and iimiimerabJc swamps, rendered much worse by almost 
coiKslant rain.SjAvhich made it necessary to timber or corduroy tlio roads 
a great sliare of the way in order to get our trains over. My men 
(iuine in in good health, but miudi exhausted by long fatigue, and tlieir 
clothing Avas in a very dilapidated condition, some of the men being 
barefooted and all very ragged. 

During the campaign the regiment captured 31 horses and <18 mules, 
bniniul 10 cotton-gins, and DOO bales of cotton; captured 3 oHicers 
(liciiteiiaiits) and 20 men from the enemy. I am unable to give the 
amount ol' railroad destroyed. The nuimals Avero oiitiroly subsisted 
from tlio country and also the men, except one-qnarter rations of hard 
bread and one-third rations of sugar and (jolfeo Avere issued for the 
Avluile time (exceiit for tAA'elvo days that no issiic.s Avere made). A very 
little pepper and salt Avas also issued.

Tlie regiment marched from Goldsborongli Aiuil 10, 1805, on IvaloigU 
road, in northwestern direction. About 12 m. on this day, and after 
niarolung, say twelve miles, tlio First Division leading, encounlcn’cd 
a small force of the enemy. The regiment was here formed in line of 
battle, with the brigade, and moved forward across an extensive ])lan- 
tation. After some skirmishing with the enemy by tlie troo])H in 
advance they retired witliont engagement. Nothing of interest (x^imrred 
on niandi to llalcigli, where the roghnont arrived on tlie lOtli of April. 
The regiment remained in camp noiir Kalcigli until April 25, when it 
inarched to Jones’ (Jross-Foads, about thirteen miles Houtliwcst of 
Idilcigh. The regiment remaiiieil here until the 2.Stli of April, when, 
Johnston Iniving .surrendered to (ieucriil Slierman, it reliirned to 
Ealoigii. On tlio30tli of Ajirll thoreglmont left Jialeigh on nmreb home- 
ward, and on tliq hth of Miiy arrived in vieinity of Manc-hosier, Vii. 

Mayll, the regiment marched Ixiward Alexandria, Va.,]mssing Ihrongh 
tlie city of .Uichmond this day, arriving in tlie vieinity of Alexandria 
on the 19th instant, Hero tlio regiment remained in cam]) i.ill the 24th 
instant, when it marched througli WashingUm, D. 0., in review, to its 
present (oneampnient).

Colonel: I have the lionor to submit the following report of (he 
operations of this division fi*om Decombor 21, 1S04, the ilnl;e of (he 
occupation ot Savannah, until March 24, 18G5, when wo reached Golds, 
borough : 

l^rom the 21st of December, 18C4, until the lOtli of January, 1 805, (his 
commaiid was encamped in the city of Savannah performing garrison 
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duty. On tlio lOtli it was relieved by General Grover’s division, of tlie 
Niiieteeiitli Corps, wliieh tlion arrived from tlic Army of tlie siienan- 
doali. At tliis time the otlior divisions of the corps Inul crossed the 
river at Savannah and advanced as far np on the other side as Jhirvs- 
burg. I was under orders to follow as soon as possible. Very licaw 
rams set in on the lOtli and lasted night and day until the 2;id over- 
flowing the country on both sides of the river, and rondering the roads 
impassable cither for troops or trains. I wa.s therefore directed to 
await iurtlier orders. January 24, the storm ceased and the woallier 
grew clear and cold. January 25, clear, freeiiing weather; received 
orders to inarch to-inonw toward Sister’s .Ferry, following the .Four- 
teonbli Covpsj later in tlio day the order was couiitennanded and I was 
directed to report for special instructions to Major-General Slocum, 
commanding Lei t Wing. January 2(1, weather continued clear and 
very cold j received orders to march at 8 a. ni. to-morrow bv the route 
indicated in the previous order.

liiirtcen paek-mules were allowed to each roglinent. Otlior paek-mnles 
at headquarters, &c., 13; total pack train, 234 mules.

This included three days’ rations carried in haversacks. 

My wagons contained seven days’ forage lor animals. 
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My mninTiintion train contained 504,000 rouiula of iiilHiitvy ainniuiii- 
tioii, being' an allowance of over 100 rounds per man, besides forty 
ronnds per inan in cai'tridgc-boxcs. 

Each brigade Iiad its pioneer (sompany of about thirty iium; also a 
tool wagon loaded with axes, spades, and picks. IMy <|uartermastor 
laid with the trains a colored pioneer company of seveiity-iivo men. 

January 27, at 8 a. m. we inarched, leaving Bavanmih by the Augusta 
turnpike, having in cluu’ge, besides niy own train, the lieiidquartors 
trains of the Left AVing and corp.s, and the corps siii)ply, and artillery 
ammunition trains, making in all about 300 vehi(;les. Bh)!iii’.s battery 
and two regiments of the I’irst Division, the Thirteenth Kew Jersey 
Volunteers and Sixty-hrst Ohio A^ilunteers, which liad been lel’t b<diind, 
also reported to me. Tlie morning was bitterly cold and tlie roads were 
iVo/cuhard; these thawed a little during the day and tlie ground broke 
up, rendering their condition very badj encamped at 3 p. m. twelve 
miles from the oity; my trains got into camp by dark. Jaima]'y28, 
moved at 0 a. m., following the Augusta road four iiiiloa, then turned to 
the left on the BlcOall road, striking the Middle Ground road near 
McLeod’s saw-milij followed this road until within three luiles and a 
linif of Sj)riiigflol(l, where wo encamped at 2 p. in. on tlie plantation of 
AVidow Bird; weather very cold, thawing a little in the middle of the 
day; roads in bad condition, requiring considerable corduroying; <lis- 
tauce, fourteen miles. January 20, moved atC.30 a. m., passed through 
Spriuglleld, forded Jack’s Greek, and about one inil(^ beyond turned to 
the right, on tlio Sister’s Perry road; crossed abadswiunp at lObimezor 
Ci'celc, wliicli required much corduroying to mulce it iiassable, and 
encamped at 2 p. m. on the plantathm of Judge Mullettu, thr(‘e miles 
from Sister’s Perry, the Pourteontli Govps being encunqxMl a short di.s- 
tanco ahead of mo; weather still cold, but slightly modorating; dis- 
tance, twelve miles. January 30, the pontoon bridges at tln^ ferry was 
laid down to-day; on tlie other side of thoSavannali .Uiver tlU5 eountry 
is low and swamiiy and was at this time submerged, tlie road for two 
miles being under ■water, which in some jilacos was twelve feet de(5p; the 
water was fulling; all the pioneers and axmen of my command -were 
detailed making corduroy road tiirough this swamp. January 3.L, 
roinaiiied in camp; heavy details at work cm the road a<;ross the river; 
a number onorpodocawcrolbund embedded in the road; some of these 
exploded; all others that could bo found wore carefully removed. The 
work on the road was one of the greatest dilllculLy on account of the 
depth of the water in the sloughs and over the surhuio of tlie country 
geiiernlly and of danger on aceouutof the torpedoes; weatherwann and 
clear; water in the Savannah Kiyer gradually falling. 

Pebrnavy 1 and 2, no change in po.sitiou; w'ork continued dally on 
the road; diniculties increase — ^tlio water becoming dee.per us w'c pro- 
gre.ss; weather clear and xdcasant. Pebruury 3, Kilpatrick’, s (uivalry 
coirimonccd cimsing the bridge this evening; moved my wmgoii train 
to thebaiilcof the river late at night, Pebrunry d, moved iny com- 
mand at daylight to the river. By 10 a. m. the cavalry train was out 
of my wmy and my command comnionced crossing. The rain ceased 
about 9 a. m.; the roads Avere in terrible condition. Grossed without 
serious delay and filled niy supply train and the hav(U‘sacks of the men 
at the temporary depot established at the upper ImuUng, two miles 
above the ])oni(>on bridge. Selfridgc’s briguuo, of the First Division, 
which was hero guarding the depot, reported to mo for the inarch to 
rejoin the corps. I was also ordered to take General Kilpatri(}k’H cav- 
alry train of 250 wagons through from this imiut with my coniinand, 
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Moved (HI towHi-fl Eobortsvillo jiiid reaclicl it witli tliruo brigatd-s. 
iniidnig tliC! road for nesirly three, miles througli Blaelc Swanii) utterly 
impassable for trams, I left Jhirmim’s brigade with the trains on the 
other side of the swamp and set hoavj' details at worlc during the night 
cordiu-oyiiig t be road. Distance marched by the advance brigades 
nine mi es. I'cbrmiry 5, employed 1,500 incn all forenoon oonipleting 
the road tlirtnigh tlm swamp. By noon tlie head of the train had 
ciossod. At 1 p. m. I moved my command and encamped at a cross- 
road near 1 rowel] s farm, eight miles from llobcrtsville. Near jiFr. 
irowcll s house we found three soldiers of our army, vdio, according to 
the testimony ol: negroes, had been pointed out by Mr. Trowcll to some 
ol ^'Uicolera oiiyairyand by them shot in cold blood. Their bodies 
weio louiul in the bushes not far from the house, where they were 
thrown by the murderers. 1 had them buried and Trowell’s lioiiso and 
other property destroyed, and ho was taken with ns to be tried as 
accessory to the murder. Bojids to-day after leaving Blade Swaiui) 
were quite good; weather clear and warm; distance, nine miles. Fob-

i\UMU8 Stole. Iho roads to day wore bad; weather vnuin. Toward 
ovciinig It began to nun. The country passed through yesterday and 
to-day had been quite a rich one. The jilaiitcrs had lied to tlio upper 
countay and the plantations now looked desolate. ]\rost of the sup- 
been carried off by the divisions preceding mo. 

I'obrunry 7, licayy rain last nigh band all to-day; \yeatlicr cold; moved 
at « a. in.; rciads in very bud condition, rciiuiriug much cordiu-oying. 
At noon reached Coosawhatchie Swamp, and found it mucli swoIliSii by 
tlio nun, the water three feet and a half doc)), and 300 yards wide, with 
rcjacliGrons bottom. There was no bridge for even infantry to cross; 

000 pioneers and axmon were sot at work constructing a foot bridge 
aiul corduroying the entrance to the water. By 4 p. m. my command 
began to cross; the three leading brigades, my artillery, and a good 
share of the train crossed during the afternoon and night, Selfridge’s 
brigade encamping on the south side to cover the trains wliilc crossing, 
ilio bottom of the stream worked into deep lioles of a (piioksand nature, 
so t lat it was necessary frequoiUiy during the night to halt the trains 
send the pioneers waist-deep into the stream and construct corduroy 
road three or foiir feet under water, pinning itdowii to prevent it from 
lloatmg. In this way about oiio-lialf of the train crossed during the 
niglit, which was dark and rainy, thus adding to the discomforts of the 
occasion. But I had received orders from Mjyor-aonoral Slocum, coni- 
inaiiding Left Wing, who was with my column, that we must push 
lorwai’d as rapidly as possible, and no cil'ort was spared. Portions of 
my eoinnunid wore, therefore, kept all night at work getting the trains 
across m the manner described; distance, six miles and a half. Feb- 
ruaiy 8, moved at (1 a. m. for Bnf()rd’.s Bridge, on Big Salkehatchieliiver, 
leaving Colonel Sclfridgo with orders to push forward the remainder 

01 the tram with the least possible delay. The weather was clear 
and very cold; roads miry, but bad been considerably repaired a few 
clays previous by the troops preceding us; ci'ossed Jackson's Branch, 
and afterward the Big Snlkehatchie at Buford’s Bridge. Tliis crossing 
IS a succession ol twenty-three small bridges, with intervening caiisc- 
Avays, 111 all over half a mile long. The stream is wide, deep, and 
swampy. On the northern side of it was a strong line of worksVwith 
four embrasures, which commanded the bridge or causeway so com- 
pletely that any direct attack against a force holding those works 
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^vould hfive beeiniscless. 33iicamped three brigades and most of iny 
trains on the north side of the stream. Late in the night tlio cros.siiig' 
became very bad, and Sclfridge's brigade, with fifty wagons, remained 
on tlie south sidcj distance, fourteen miles. 

February 9, at daylight the troops and trains left on the south side 
crossed over after repairing the bridges. Moved at 0 a. m., taking tlie 
left-lnmd road, for Blaclcville, in accordauco with orders roecived last 
night from the brevet major-general commanding corps. Found tlie 
roads to-day generally good, passing tbroiigli a well-cultivated rolling 
conntry. For the Jlr.st time in this campaign my foragers found an 
abundance of forage and supplies; some of tiicm went as far as Barn- 
well, and all rotnrned well laden. Encamped at 3 p. m. within a milo 
ol‘ Bliiokville, at wliich place I reported to the brevet major-general 
commanding corps, and found the other divisions of the corps. Weather 
all (lay cold and freezing; a little snov.' fell; distam^c, eighteen miles. 
February 10, in compliance with orders, at 7 a. m. I moved my com- 
mand to Blackville, and tlioro disposed of my troops so ns to cover the 
trains of the corps, the other divisions being ordered to destroy the 
railroad westward. SelfVidge’s brigade, which had marcbod to this 
l)oint with me, was, by order of Brevet Majov-Crenoral Williams, sent 
lorwai'd on arcconiiaissniicc to Duncan’s (or Kew) Bridge, on tbo South 
Edisto. At 1 1 >. m. 1 received orders to move to Duncan’s Bridgo and 
cross the river, if possible, leaving Mindil’s brigade to bold Blaclcville 
and guard the train. I marched at 2 eight miles, to Duncan’s 
Bridge, where 1 found SclIVIdge liad already crossed the river. With 
my infantry I crossed before dark and ermamped on the nortli side, on 
the jihuitation of Mr. WIniiingham. Neither my artillery nor any of 
our hor.ses could he taken over until the bridgo was repaired. Dun- 
can’s Bridge (better known among tlic inhabitants as Now Bridge) 
C()mpi'isG.s six bridges, with cause.ways connecting th(iin, thG entiio 
crossing being about one mile in length. TJireeof tliese bridges, includ- 
ing those acjross the two main channels of the, South Edisto, had been 
burned by the enemy, and required much work to repair thoiii. The 
country along the EdKsto is a rich one, and the resources for subsist- 
ence and forage were abundant. Di.stance, ten nulos. February .IJ, 
remained in camp, keej)ing 2,000 men at work re])airiiig tlie bridges 
and corduroying the causeways. Mindil’s brigade, with our trains, 
joined me hero this evening. The h’irst Division of the corp.s also 
cros.sed to the .same ])oint. 

February 12, marched at 7 n. m., my division loading, on the road 
I'or Cohiinbia via Jeil'coat’s Bridge. Near the crossing of tho Ninety- 
six road we met a small force of the cnemy’.s cavalry and exchanged 
shots with tliejii. On reaching JeffcoatAs Bridgo we "found it burned, 
and the enemy holding the north bank of the North Edisto. The only 
approach to the bridge, excci)t on the road, was through swamp, cov- 
ered with a donso tangled growth of bushes, vines, and briers. 1 
deployed sliimiisliers on each flank, from tlie Fifth Ohio Veteran Vol- 
uiiteer.s and Duo hundred and forty-seventh Pennsylvania Votoraii 
Volunteers, who made their way with great difllcnlty through these 
swampy thickets, and drove the enemy from tlie opposite bank. The 
main channel here was very deep and the bridge of heavy timbers was 
efl'ectually destroyed. On the opijosite side was anollier cxteirsivo 
swamp, through which the road was built in form of a camseway. The 
farther end of tliis causeway the enemy held and from their po.sitioii 
swept the road and bridge with discharges of shell and canister from 
two pieces of artillery. On each side of tho causeway the swamp was 
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tioo deep Lo be waded. My ti-oops held l>otli oiul.s <il‘ the biidj-e and a 
Kiiiall earlili-woik was tlirowiiiip. At dark t, ho (irhig ceased and the 
battalion ofFiist Mie.hijijaTi Kn^iiioers, which had been Obliged to cense 
-working at the bridge during the aftoriiooii, on accotuit of the raking 
lirt), resumed woi'k. TI»o weather to-day was clear ami cold: roads 
were good; di.stance, twelve miles. lObrnaiy l.‘{, by I a. in. the bridge 
was repaired. 1. ianncdiately sent Forward skirmishers and I'onnd that 
the enemy lia<l retinal From their position <»F hast night. By dayli'dit 
my First and Sc'cond Brigades had ei-ossed and my 'I'liird Brigade Tol- 
lowed closely. My skirmishers met tho.soof tlie enemy intrenched at 
a. bridge across a mil! stream three-quarters oF a mile From the river, 
and alter a sharp encounter drove them and captured tlieir work.s. 
At a I'nrk of tlio road just beyond the enemy attempted to stand 
beliind rail barricades, but were fpiiekly driven From them. Jlcro I 
baited and gave my troop.san opjiortiinily to breakfast, havingreeeived 
ordor.s to allow the Third and First Divisions to pa.ss mo, ami with my 
division to bring forward the roar of tlio train from this point to tho 
eneampiiu'iit four miles ahoad on the direct Columbia road. J readied 
the camp with tlie rear of the Irain at Up. m. The country norih of 
the North Kdisto becomes more rolling, with many (piite steep liills, 
Tho .soil coiitiiiuos sandy, and is poorly cultivated; weather cold; dis- 
tance, si.': miles. Oasnalties In my division at the crossing of North 
Kdisto at doireoat’s bridge: Killed, enlisted men, 11; wounded, com- 
missioned ollleer, I; enli.stcil men, 0; total, commissioned ollleer, 1; 
enlisted men, 1.11, ' 

February :i<lj marched at 8 a. m,, my division In tho center, guai'd- 
ingits own trninsand those of the First Division, which led tlio march. 
Our roiitowas by tho direct Oolnmbia road to its interaoction by the 
Orangolnirg and. lycxingtoii roads, whore wo turned to the loft biward 
J.oxington ami encanipwl at tho Interaoction of tliis load with that 
loading From Columbia to Augusta via Iforscy’.s bridge. Woathor 
cold ami rainy; roads good; soil sandy and ])oor; country settled by 
poovwhitOHj Ibrago .scanty; distanco, seven miles. February 15, my 
division, disoncumbered, leading tho corps; niarohod at 7 a. m‘ follow- 
ing the Lexington road. Near Congaree Creek wo met a portion of 
tho enemy’s cavalry and drove them rapidly across tlio creek, where 
wo found tlio bridge burned and a disinonnted force liolding (he cross- 
ing, being slielter(Ml boliiiid a log breast-work at tlie otlua- end of the 
bridge;. Tlio sides of tlio creek wore swampy, with dense tJiicicets, and 
the stream was four or live feet deep. My skirmi.shers poiiotrated tho 
tliic.'kot to tho stream; a few of them waded it, and wliilo they gninml 
tlie enemy’s roar another portion chargcil dirc(;tly on tho bridge, which 
was thus gained without any lo.ss on our part, it was iiniekly rebuilt 
with poles and rails, and wo marched rapidly I'oi-ward. Lively .skir- 
mi.shing with the rebel cavalry contlinicd during tlio remainder of tho 
day, my skirmishers meeting them at every ravine and hill [ind driving 
them on tho run so rajiidly that tho main column could not Iceep up. 
At .Bed Bank Creek the oiieiny attempted to destroy the bridg(‘, but 
wore not allowed time to coinjilete their work. AVitiiin two niile.s of 
Lexington (where the Two-Notcli road cros-sos the one on Avhieh we 
wore moving) tho rebel cavalry attempted to make a figlit for the po.s- 
sessioii of tho cross-road, but my skirnnshers pouring in a volley and 
charging on tlie imn. with loud cheer.s, the cavalry scattered in the 
utmost confusion, the most of them taking the direction toward Oohini- 
bia. Hero the corps emiamped, my advance riMiohing this point at 2 
p. m. At 4 p. in., in couinlianco with orders thou received, I soiit Bar- 
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imm’s brigiulo with Htophcus’ battery of artillery l:<K)n'-ii[)y ami liold 
Lexington, iiiul went niyaclf with General liaruuni, A. large li)i (;o of 
the; Giieiuy’a cavalry waa reported in sight iu and around laixiiigloii. 
On reaching a hill overlooking the town and within (iiisy iirlilhM’y 
range of it, I ]) 0 Rted my artillery and advanced the skirniisli liiKi. 
The reb(d cavalry retired before us and the town was(jc(nii)i(Ml and hold, 
by Barniiin’a brigade without any opposition, (hid rain all day, Ireoj;- 
ing as it fell, along ti»o route of march; country hilly ; soil pm)i’ imd 
sandy; ])opulation, jnmr whites and very few of them; distainai, 
eleven inihis and a half. Lexington, the county scat of the district, is 
(piito a pretty place. Private property was strictly i)i’otectod while 
my troops occupied it and no houses were burned. 

.l.''ebriiary 10, my division in the rear, covering the <'.ntire trains of tlio 
corps, moved at 10 a. m. on the Two-Noteh road toward Golnmbiu, 
following the other divisions which had advanced disoiicnndjjni^d ; 
(ii'ossod the newly ))roJe(;tod railroad from (.‘olundjia to Giiinit<‘.ville, on 
wJdch the rebels hadiiutilwitliin afewdaya been working a very largo 
force of negroes; my troops captured a large quantity of shovels and 
pickaxes yesterday on this road near Lexington. At the ])oint wdievo 
wo crossed this railroad the trwo-Notcli road enters tlu^ road from Iscx- 
iiigtoii to OoUimbiii, on whiclnvoadvanccsl and found thoc-orps cmiainp- 
ment within four miles and a half of Columbia; roads Idlly, but gen- 
erally good; soil and inhabitants both poorj water in this vi^gion s(?iir(ie; 
distaiKso, Rovoii miles. February 17, my division in the (seiiter, follow- 
iiig the First Division, marched at 0 a. m. to ricmplmrlr’s Mill, ()u 
Txndvo-Mile Greek; there wo found the Fourteenth Corps inar(!hiiig 
toward the Saluda Diver, and oiKaimpcd with the rest of our own corps, 
while the li'oiu'tocnth Corps, .Kilpatrick’s cavalry, and oiir wagon trains 
were to push forward and <5ro.ss the Haluda. iil; llart’.s Ferry (luring the 
night, if pos.sible. Two corps of tlio robel y\rmy of tll(^ 'I'ennesseo 
(Clieatliani’s and S. D. Leo’.s) wero r(‘.port(5d to he to-day bc'.yoiid L(}x- 
ingtoii, moving across the Saluda Itlvcr; the aggregate fonie of (ho 
two corps is estimated at from o,000 to 8,Ul)0j dlstmuK), llv(( ndles. 
February 18, moved forward early in the mornuig, but wcu'cj doliniiuMl 
by the trains ahead from crossing the pontoon Inhlgo at Mart’s f'erry 
until 11. a. m.; crossed the river and moviul forward in advama^ of tlx^ 
(•oips, following the routoof tln^ FoiirbamtU Corps toward I'haislily’s 
Mill, which Ison .Droad Xtiver, near the mouth of Watenm Creek, at 
which ])oint the Left Wing was lo (u-oss; encamped at 4 p. in. at ltav(m- 
croft’s Mill, the wagon train of the b'ourtoeuth Corps being pai’lce.d a 
mile ahead; weather delightful; roads gcuierally good; country very 
hilly and w(?ll farmed; north of the Saluda the soil changers to a slaty 
clay, witli ipiantities of silex and oceaaioinil griMute bowlders; it is well 
watered Avith running streams; distance, eight miles. 

February 10, my division in rear, moved at 2 p. in. Following the 
Alston road two miles, Ave turned to the right on the road leading to 
Freshly’s Mill, sending Mindil’s brigade one mile and a lialf up the 
Alston road to liold it. flalf a mile beyond the divorgemui of the road 
.1 found the bhrat .Division trains in park, moving out very slowly by a 
made road throngh the Avoods. Parked my train, Avaited two liolirs 
j'or tlni ti’jdns preceding, and then took the main road to hh,'e.slily’.s Mill, 
over Aviiicli, by (ionsidcrablo corduroying, my trains moved Avilhoiit 
(lihUjulty. Encamped in line faced to the rear on the right of theiFirst 
,l.)ivision, my rigid; resting on the river near the mill. Wea ther Avarni 
and pleasant; (Country of the same eharaeter as on yesterday’s march ; 
roads good generally, but very miry for tAVo luUea before reaching the 
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river; distiiiieo, iivo miles, rebruary 20, my division in llio eenter 
iiiarelieil af; 2 ]>. in., frdlowln*,^ fclio l‘'ivst Divisiim; caussed Uroiid Kiver 
on a Jon'i' pontoon bridge at Frcslily’.s jMill and moved forward toward. 
W iiiiisboroiigli. A stiort distance from tlic rivci- wo crossed the Abbe- 
ville railroad, wbicli i.s a clicap strueturo of slringcr traede and strap 
rail. Itollowiiig a. very miry and unfrequented road througli woods ami 
lields, wo forded Little liiver, a deep, rapid slrcam tbirty yards in 
widtlpand at Colonel Gibson’s house entered a main road to Wiiins- 
borougli. Here, turning to our left, wo moved forward on this road, 
wlii(;li we found an excellent one, through a very hilly (!oiintry, and 
encamped within nine miles of Winnaborough. Tlic country on our 
route to-day was a rich one, and forage and supplies were plontiful. 
The soil was a good, rich loam, with subsoil of ycdlow or red clay; 
distance, seven miles. February 21, the division in advance, disen- 
cumbered, marclied at a. ni, toward Winnaboroiigli, wliicli wo 
reached without opposition at 11 a. m. When within two miles of the 
town I saw heavy smoko arising from it, and double rjuickcd my two 
advance regiments in order to reach it in time to arrest the eonfiagra- 
tion. This we elfocted with much labor, my troop.s poi’l'orming tlie part 
of flremou with great olflcioncy. About one square was burned before 
the lire could bo arrested. A largo number of foragers from various 
corps wore found in the town. Tiic.so w«vrc sent to their commands, 
aiul Ilrovet Brigadier-General Pardee, witii his brigade, was directed to 
occupy the towiqwliiloiny bwoothorlirigadcs commenced destroying the 
railroad nortliwa»-d, three miles and a half of which they destroyed 
most ol'fcctuuny during the afternoon, burning the ties and other tim- 
bers and twisting every rail. Winnsborough is a ])rol;ty town of about 
2,1300 population, the seat of Jinstiee for Fairliold District, Among its 
residents wore many refugees from Charlc-stoin Tlio suiTounding 
country is well fanned and furnished abundance of supplies, which 
were brought in by our foraging parties; distance to day, nine miles. 

February 22, my Second and I’hird Brigades coutinuccl destroying 
the railroad track toward White Oak Station. Pardee’s brigade 
remained on duty in Winnsborough until the roar of the army had 
passed through at 4..3() p. m., wlusn wo left the town by the road 
toward Pocky Mount Po-st-Ollice. During our occupation of Winns- 
boL'ougli tlio best of order was pniservecl' and private property pro- 
tecled. Licmt. Gen. AVado Hain))ton, commanding the enemy’s cavalry 
forces, hud left with the mayor a note pledging his word tluit any men 
of our army who migljt be loft in the town as safeguards after the 
(lepavtuie of the main forces .should be protected from arrest or 
injury if overtaken by any of his troops. At the urgent request of the 
mayor and citizens I left two mounted men from my provost guard. 
T'lie citizens of the town, alter our departure, organized themselves 
under tlio.so two men, drove out a few stragglers from our army wlio 
came into tlio place, and preserved good order and security in tlie 
town until a detachment of Butler’s rebel cavalry out(jrcd the town the 
next morning, who showed my inou every courtesy in their power. 
Wlicii the two guards left the peoploof the town crowded around them 
to express their gratitude. The men rejoined mo safely the next morn- 
ing. The incident was a very remarkable one iu the midst of such a 
campaign ns that of onr army throngh South Carolina. After leaving 
Wiiimsborough I marched with Pardee’s brigade to Watereo Oliurcli, 
where, according to orders sent to them, my Second and Third Brigades 
joined me. There we. encamped for the night, iionr Morgan’s division,

' Februaiw 24, at dayliglit I went to the bridge and gave my iKM'soind 
Hiinervision to crossing the remainder of my trains, n'lnchwe.re all over 
bv 10 a m 'J'bo cnttr(. roml after kniving tlic river bec.aine iiiipiiHsable, 
and inytroops corduroyed it, using for the purpose, wlierever they were 
at hand, llie rail lcnces,in other plaees eiittingpme saplings and other 
timber. AtO a. m. moved forwaril two miles; (here was delayed by the 
trains preceding me until 4 p. m., when we again moved lorward two 
miles and encamped with the I’cst of the eoriis at a i.oiiit where the 
Seventeenth Oorp.s, Imving taken tiie wrong road, evossed our route. 
Wo corduroyed the entire road on whieb we murelied to-diiy, the sod 
being of a onicksand nature. The vaiu eontiiiued all day, growing

in camp, the Scventeciitb Corps occupying the entire day in incvmg 
out of the road of our corps. Cold; heavy rmii eontiimed until iiin - 
night. .February 20, iny division in tlio ceutor inarched at 7 a. in., lol- 
lowiim’ the Third Divi.sion, and having in my charge the trains of tluit 
division and iny own. For three miles, to Itussell Hill, we moved, on 
the road taken 'yesterday by the Seventeenth Corps. At that point we 
diverged to the loft, and at 1.00 p. nn reached Hanging Jvoek i*os(;- 
Oflico, where wo encamped. TIio weather lo-dny was warm ami clear. 
O'wo-l liirds of tho road had to bo corduroyed for our trains. In most 
places foiico rails were abundant, and wore quiokly brought into riujui- 
aitioii. The suifaco of tho country since leaving Catawba Jviveris a 
crust with quicksand iinderneatb. Wagona and aiiiimilH overywhore 
excejit on the corduroy broke through the crust to the depth of three 
feet or more. T-Tangiiig Bock Post Ollico is near a creek of the same 
name. Koar the ford where the main road cro8He.s is a largii projecting 
rook on the liill-sido overhanging the strouui, and giving it its desigma- 
tion. 'J'he place is noted as the scene of ono of the. minor conllicts 
of tlio Revolution, with Avhicli this State ahomided in the days of 
Marion, Sumter, OornwaJli.s, and Tarlctoii; distunce. to-day, nine miles. 
February 27, weather warm, threatening rain, At 2 p. ni. crossed 
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Hanging' Rook Crock by a good ford with smooth, rocky bottom, and 
Gncanipod two miles beyond on liallings’ larin. The soil contimiea 
trciKihermis and Cull of (inioksaiKls; (liataiiec, throe miles. I''obruary 
2<S, at.()..'5() a. 111 . marched disoneninbered in a<lvan<‘e of the corps toward 
Little liyiutli’s Crook, whhdi we crossed on a good bridge, and encamped 
at noon near Clyburn’s Htoro. My division, in tho advance, corduroyed 
a grea t |iari; ol‘ the road for tbo trains. Tliiswork was necessary, even 
where the road seemed to bo solid, for in most places it; was only a crust 
witli substratum of finltdc.sand and water. 8incc leaving Catawba 
Itiver 1 had organized for each brigade a force of mounted foragers 
under good oftlcers, it being found impracticable In this thinly settled and 
])oorly farmed region to feed tho command by innintry details. These 
I'orngers to day took possession of the mills on Kig Lynch’s Creek, 
twelve miles in advamic, and fiirni.shed the command with several days’ 
supply of meal by (jollecting the corn and grinding it in these mills. 
They also seized several bridges on the same creek, and received orders 
from me to hold tlmm until the main columns arrived; distance to-day, 
oiglit miles. 

Maveli l,my division m rear, moved at 11.40 a. m.; crossed Big 
Bnlfalo Crook, and farther on, Tjyncli’s Creek, where wo found a good 
bridge at Miller’.s Mill, aiightrain allday. Thoroad8,genernJly, wore 
good. At tho lulls bordering on the creeks wo had considerable cor- 
duroying to make. 'rUo country was poor, with sandy soil, and thinly 
settled by “poor Mdiitea;” distance, twelve miles. March 2, division 
in roar, Ibllowing tho Tliird Division train, moved at D.IIO a. m. by a 
rond running duo cast, and Intersecting at .lohuson'.s farm with Uio 
main Camden and Chestcriiold road. At Big Black Creek, which wo 
reneheii at noon, I. found tho trains of both the preceding lUvisioiis iu 
park, awaiting tlie construction of a bridge. ITero toward ovoiiing I 
received orders fiom Major-Genoral Slocum to encamp for the niglitj 
also learned that the First Division was already in occupation of Ohea- 
(erllolil Court-House, iburteon miles distant. Tho roads to-clny wore 
generally good. Tho weatlicr continued cold and rainy, the country 
barren and thinly populated; distancOj six miles. March 6, marched 
at (1.60 a. m. Wasifelayeil an hour repairing the bridge ovoribg Black 
Crcelv, which was in very bail condition. At Big Black Greek, which 
I reached at 0.60 a. m., I found tlio trains of the 'Pliird Division not yet 
out of their jiark of last night. At 10.60 o’clock wo crossed Little 
Black Creek, farUior on Smith’s Mill Crook, and at L p. m., at a little 
stri'am two miles beyond, foiuid thoTliirdJ-)ivi.sion trains agaiii parked. 
At 2. ]n in. moved forwanl again, being delayed frequently during tlio 
al'tenioon liy the trains preceding. The road from Smith’s Mill Creek 
to Cliesteriiohl was in very bad condition and wo liad to corduroy a 
great part, of it. Hoached Chostcrllold Court-House at 9 p. m. and 
oiKjamped with the other divisions of tho corps. Weathor to-day, 
showery, clearing off toward night. Some, of my foragor.s to-day went 
as far north a.s Wadcsboroiigli, H. 0., from wliicli they were driven by 
tho rebel cavalry; distance, lifteoii miles. March 4, my division in tho 
cenler, covering my trains and those of tho loading divi.sion, marched 
at 7 a. m. ; crossed Abram’s Creek, Little Westfield and Big Westfield 
Orcelts, and encamped near Sneedsborougb, covering tho plank road 
which runs from Wadcsborough to Ohcraw. Tlie roads were of tho 
worst description, the entire surface of tho country being (piicksand, 
which had to lie corduroyed. Country poor and thinly .settled, yetonr 
forngcr.s brought in abundant supplies, mostly from the regions between 
us and Wadeaborough; distance, ton miles, March 5, romaiiicd iu 
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ing out very slowly, llorc I ciH'suuixid. Weather to-day clear and 
ploasaiil; roads veiy badj distance, three miles and a hair, 

Mareli 1.1, marched at (h.'lO a. iii., crosseil Nicliolsoii’s Creek, and 
found the First Division in camp one mile west of .Itockfisli Creek. 
Here at tO a., ni. 1 received ortlers to brinjf forwjird tlie entire corps 
train, both the other divisions beinjf orilored hn-ward, disencumbered, 
toward .Fayetteville. This train of about I,0dl) vehicles was appor- 
tioned among- my ibree brigades, the troops marc.hing, as usual, oiC l;he 
road by tlu^ side of the trains. Wiiiegar’s and Stephens’ butteries 
reported to me, and were assigned to idaces as follows: Wiiiegar’s nt 
tlie hea<l of the train ; Stephens’, one section in center, the other at the 
rear. Crossed Rockllsh Creek, a wide .swampy .stream, over which a 
double bridge had been built, partly on sti ingers, partly on ])outoons, 
Beaver Creek, Puppy Crook, and a number of smaller streams were 
.successively crossed. AtLamont’s Mill, on l‘n[>i)y Creek, in complin iice 
with orders voceivod from tlie brevet major-general commanding corps, 
I diverged by a small road to the left, whieli a mile Jarthcr on leil 
into the Fayottovillo and Albemarle plank road. At the junction of 
those roads I omiamped within thirteen miles of Fayetteville. 'I’he 
day’s marek was an nniisually laborious one. Tlie roads near tlio 
stream crossings, and in imnuM-ous other pluco.s where there was quick- 
sands, wore so troacdiorous that my troops had to construct several 
miles of corduroy in order to pas.s the trains along. The wcatlier clear 
and cool; distance, lUteen miles. March 12, marched at 5 a. m., fol- 
lowing the plank road to Fayetteville, which 1 readied at Ip. in.: 
oncainpod with the rest of the coi-jis southwest of the town. The road 
to-day, which crossed .several creeka, was generally good. At Fayette- 
ville we found cmmmmication with Wilmington tomporanly opened by 
gun boats which luul ascended the Oa))o Fear 'River Sontouta mailfor 
the North this afternoon. March 13 , inareliodat2p. ui., passing throngli 
ll'ayottovillo in order of review, being reviewed by iMaJor-Coneral Sher- 
man from the balcony of the principal hotel. Cimscd the Gape Fear 
llivcr on pontoon bridge, and encamped three miles beyond on tlie Hat 
low ground along tlie .Smitliville jihmk road; distance, live miles. ' 
March in, remained yostonlay in camp, hast night received orders 
directing me to take charge of the trains of Urn corps, and move in 
direction of Goklsboroiigh, crossing South .River at <lr'aluun’.s or Now 
Bridge, and from there to move to a point near Tronblcllold’s Store. 
Tiio Fourteenth Corps trains, under charge of Ceneral Baird, were to 
follow ours. .Moantimo tlio other divisions of the 'I'wcntioth andFonr- 
teentli Corps were to move tartlior to the left, kdlowing the plank road 
to its iiitorseetioii with the King.sbury and Boutonville road, then 
moving toward Bontoiiville. The roads taken by the .Right Wing 
were to my riglit, crossing South River at Maxwell’s and other bridges 
lower down. Sixteen wagons fnim my division, and a number from 
the others, wore sent to the landing oppo.site Fayetteville to await the 
arrival of some expected supplies which they wore to bring forward 
to us. yioaii’s battery and four companies of the First Michigan 
.Engineers, imdor Bioutoiiant-Ooloncl 1 laimiiigs, reported to mo for the 
inarch. The four disencumbered divisions of the. Boft Wing were 
ordered to prec^edo mo this morning on the road. Early in the day I 
organized all my inonntiHl foragers, about 250 in numbdr, under Major 
O’Coiiiior, Thirty-tlunl Now Jersey Volunteers, directed them to per- 
form the part of cavalry, and sent them in advance to scout tlio vari- 
ous roads between us and Soutii River, to demonstrate at Craham’s 
and New Bridges, and if practicable ofl'cofc a ero.saing at one of them 
and hold it until the main column arrived, soudiiig report back to mo

T sjmt him orders to 
demonstrate during tho night at New Bridge, niul, il 
duriim- tho night, to cross at that point and. lom me on tho other siilo 

of tho river A very heavy vain had set In <luving the Mltoruomi, and 
lasted all niglib. Shortly before dark . I. reaclnd the lo'idge, and alter 
oxamiiiing the position poat(‘(l my artillery so as to cover the erosHlng, 
brought forward four vogiment.H from Barniim’s brigade, and gave 
directions to tho oiigineors to prepare timber to eonstruet the bridge 
at daylight. The road.s over which my trains movei to-day bneamo 
very bad niidor tho ell'cets of the rain. Tho })]auk road which was worn 
out, and wlileli passed through swampy laml, had to be la^pairod 
throughout, and on the road leading from the plunk road to my maia 
camp, tho evust fell through, involving tho trains in fiuiekHiind and reu- 
dei’ing it necessary to eorduro,y more than two-thirils ol it. About 
oiiG-lialf of tlm train roaehod the camp during the night; tlie veiniun- 
dor, with Mindll’s brigade, encamped at tho Junction of the two roads; 

distance marched to onr main camp, ton miles. 

March 10, at daybreak this morning, tho oiunny having retreatod, the 
Miiihigaii Nngiiiedrs began tho roconstruetion of tlie bridge and by 1.1. 
a. m. llnisliedib. Tho bridge was sixty yards long, with four spans 
built on cribs; tlm two center cribs and HjiumH had, bee.ii burned, and 
all tho planks wore burned. South ltivor,alsn called lilaek Kiver, liero 
ia a darlc. rapid stream sixty yards wide, and was at this time eighteen 
feet deop, and water rising; the evossing is a good one, bat owing to 
tliorain tlio roads on each side had to be corduroyed, ns well as tho 
ontiro road from my wagon camp to tho bridge. The riuiv of my train, 
reached that camp at noon to-day. At 1 p. m. the lieiul of the traiu eoiu- 
meiicod crossing tho river. With Barnum’s brigade, tlie Mich igiin .Kngi- 
ncer.s, and Sloan’s battery I moved again in advance and eordnrnyed 
]iearly tho ontiro road for llvo miles, when I eneamiied at a (u-osH-road 
on 11. T. Jackson’s farm. Hero I met aiaioi’-Conoriil Howard with tho 
Fifteenth Corps, whieli Imd left its original route and marched across 
to my road, by order of Ma.jor-Goneml Sliormnn, to bo within supporting 
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distance', of tlio main body of the Left Wing, which Imd been seriously 
(iiigaged to-day with the enemy’s main Ibrce above Taylor’s Hole 
Creek, west of South Itiver. My left flank, after crossing Soutli River, 
was exposed to tike enemy’s cavalry, with whom my mounted force had 
considerable skirmishing during the day. My train was very long, con- 
laining over 1,000 vehicles, and to insure its safety 1 picketed strongly 
all the roads and other {Vikproaches from the left. At one time a brigade 
of Sutler’s cavalry was within a miloof my train, evidently intciuliug to 
strike it, but finding my pickets and skirmishers at every point they 
moved olf toward Hcntouville. Major O’Oonnor, with his mounted 
foragers, continued to scout in advance, and to the left, and encamped 
four miles and a half ahead of my camp, where he held the next 
eroHS-roads. The Fifteenth Corps ciicamped, coiineefing with my line, 
tljiaevoning. The wagons lo.ftatFayofctevillearrived late to-night, bring- 
ing for my division ton loads of hard bread and two of forage. The 
pontoon train of oighty-Hve wagons also came up, under charge of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Moore, with seven companiesof pontoniers, and reported. 
My train now comprised the following: First, Second, and Third Hivis- 
ions, Twentieth Cm'pa trains, corps supply, and artillery ammunition 
trains, ICiljmtrick’s cavalry division train, Miohignu Fngineera train, 
pontfum train, in all nearly 1,100 vehicles. Lieutenant-Oolonel Ewing, 
of Mj\jor-GQiioi‘al Sherman’s staflT, and Lieutenant Itobinson, of Brevet 
Major-General Williams’ staif, reached me late this evening, bringing 
instructions for me to move forward slowly fi'om this point in the 
direction indicated by my original order. Lieutenant Itobinsoii also 
brought orders for me to send all {he empty wagons and ambulances 
possible to l;lio corps to transport wounded, also twenty wagon loads 
infantry amimuiition, six of artillery ammunition, two brigade cattle 
licrds, and all the rations possible from the corps supply train. Tina 
train was organized ns directed and placed under charge of Captain 
Summers, assistant qnartonuastcr of 'I'liird Brigade, but could not bo 
sent until morning as the road was occupied by my trains, tlie last of 
which (lid not roach camp until after midnight. Twenty-live mounted 
men from Barnum’s brigade were detailed and reported to Oai)tain 
Summers as escort. Heavy rains, with high winds all day until late in 
theiiightj distance, eight miles. 

March 17, iny road being occupied until 5 p, m. by the troops of the 
Firtcentli Cori)8, whioli encampccl to-night four miles and a half ahead, 
my (■ominand remained in camp. At 0 a. in. Captain Summers left with 
liis train to join the corps, about fourteen miles distant. At noon 
to day, ill compliance with orders then received, I sent another wagon 
loaded with hard bread and coffee for the wounded. Weather clear and 
pleasant. March 18, inarched at 0 a, in., following what is known as 
the Tarborough road, being the direct route from Graham’s Bridge to 
Bentoiiville. The road was in its worst condition. Crossed several 
streams and encamped one mile and a half oast of Ilaincr’s Mill on 
Seven-Mile Oreekj distance, eight miles and a half, all of which I cor- 
duroyed, using as xnoiieers in advance of the train Pardee’s brigade, the 
Micliigan Engineers, and flve companiesof the pontoniers. The heacl of 
the train rcacdied cami> at 7.30 i). in.; the roads being well repaired the 
wagons moved into camp without further detention. The clay was a 
very laborious one for the tToops. Weather clear aucl pleasant. March 
19, marched at 0 a. m., following the Tarborough road to Newton Grove 
l^ost-Olllce at Doctor Monk’s honse; there turned to the right on the 
GoldsborougU new road, and encaiuped at Canaan Church. Within 
one mile of this churcli I found the rear division of tlio Fifteenth Corps 
Hot yet out of my way, and waa delayed there until 4 p. m. Crossed 
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during- the day J'.ig Oolicra Creek and Hevcral S!nall<M' strenni.s and 
swainns. Tlie road generally was bad, reiidmng it necessary to cor- 
duroy in all tlircc niiles of it; distance, ten miles. About live miles to 
my left, near Bentonville, the nniin body of the Lelt Wing had l)eon 
lioavily engaged with Johnston’s entire army frotn innui until alter dark. 
About 10 p. in. I received order.s to send to the covins sill oin- remain- 
ing andjulanees ami all the empty wagons of the (Ma ps, also the ammu- 
nition and supply wagons. This was iiromptly doin', ami only live 
amninnition wagons were retained Avith the train. J he train senl/ \\ as 
placed under ehargeof Captain Beard.sh'y, assi.slant (inartermastiir of 
a brigade in the 'Third Divi.sioii. At midnight I received orders to take 
two bi'igado.s and Blonn’s hattery and Join tlic <'.orps by daylight, as the 
ctieniy had been r(?-enforced and a heavy attack was I'xpi'etinl in the 
morning. Mar<;h 20, leaving Colonel M indll in <diarge of the train (his 
force comprising his brigade, HOO strong; the Michigan hhigincers, .‘lOD 
strong; and tho'pontoniers, 400 .strong),! moved at once with the Ibnm 
ordered and reached the cori)s at T.JO a. in. 'JMie voai] by which I had 
to inarcli Avas a A^ory SAvampy omi, and the dislanco eight miles. Hero 
mj’’ troops Avevo massed in reserve behind (he left of the line of battle. 
The expected attsutk did notoec.ur, and my troops remained quietly iii 
this position throughout the day. At 11 a. m. order.s received from the 
brevet ingjov-general commanding corps Avore sent to Colonel jMimlil, 
directing him to move the trains toward (loldsborougli, crossing li'nll* 
iiig Creek near riwine King’s hon.se. Captain Koinii, acting assistant 
insiicctor-geuoral on my stalV, Avas illreetod to acconiimny him. 

jMiu'cli 21, remained throngliout tlic day massed in reserve. 'IMie 
ciioiny having withdrawn somedistaiuH'. to their main line^ orders Avero 
ROiit this morning to Uoloin'I MIndil, whoeiieampcd his l;raiiis last night 
near li’alHng (Jrei*!v, to take t)ie trains to a point miar the railroad cross- 
ing of the Nenso Itiver, Avhere itAvas ordered timr a temiiorary ilepot 
for tiio corjis bo cstabllahod. From that point lici was directed to smid 
trains to Kinston for snjiplies. The One hundred and lovty-nintli 
Koav York Volunteers Aims sent from here this atlcrnoon as oseort to 
tlie train transiiorting the Avonnded of the corps. At H ]•>, ni. the amniii- 
nitioii trains and cinjity wagons of the corps left, under c-harge of Cap- 
tain Schilling, of my stall’, with the SLxty-.sixth Ohio Veteran Volun- 
teers and One hundred and eleventh rennsylvania. Veteran Volunteers 
ns escort, to join Colonel Miiidil. These movements of trains Avere made 
Avith avicAv'to a movement of the corps to-morrow, it being orderiul 
that Avo should retire from our pre.scut position aoross I'^vlling Greek, 
Avhero our communication Avith a liaso of sujrply Avonld be .satisfactory. 
Henvy rain set in this eveiiing, lasting until midnight. March 22, at 
0.30 a. m. the One hundred and second New York Veteran Volunteers 
Avas sent in charge of a train, comxu’ising the pack-imilos, lieadquartera 
trains, a fcAV amimuiitiou wagons and ambulances, with orders to cross 
Falling Creek by the same route taken by the other trains. Bhortly 
after it was asc-crtained that the enemy had evamiated during the 
night. At 8 n. m. I moved in advance of the eoiqm, following the trains, 
Avliich I foninl moA'ing Avith great difiiculty, the road being in terrible 
condition. I accordingly moA^ed on and used ,my troops to repair tlie 
roads and assist the Avagoiis through. Encamped on the east side of 
Falling Creek, the trains encamping on the Avest side. Wmither clear 
and cold, Avith strong west AViiid, Avhich hud a drying effect upon tlie 
miry soil; distance, llfteen miles. Marcli 23, marched in advance of 
corjis at (j a. m., by the direct road to Oox’s Bridge, passing Trailing 
Creek Fost-GITico and (Irantliam’s Store. At 10 a. m. we reached 
Oox’s Bridge, wlioro 1 fmind Major-General Terry with two divisious. 
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Tlie Foni'teenMi Corps were then crossiii/^ the pontoon bridg'e nt tliia 
jilnce. At 1'2 o’eloek loy (lominaiul commeiiocd erossiny'. '^'licru were 
two bridges laid down, aiul we crossed very rapidly. 'J'iilcing' the riglit- 
liiiiid or direct Goldsboroiigli road after crossing, L ciiciuiii)ed, in 
aceoi'danee with orders, three miles from Cox’s 'ni ldgc, at the Jiiinddon 
of the Sinithficld road with the one we followed, A coiisidei'ai)lc force 
ol' tlic enemy’s cavalry hovered along our left (lank after wa crossed 
the Neiise Hiver.' ‘Wc had slight skirmislmig with them, but no casual- 
ties. Weather cloar, with very high wind, rendering the ]’oads dusty 
in some jilaces; distance, twelve miles. 

Mar(di 24, in accordance willi order.s received during the night at 2 
a. m. my wagons and pack trains were sent forwni’d with orders to 
pass through Goldsborongh, if possible, before daylight. 1 inarched in 
rear of the corps at 7 a. m., crossed tho.lialeigh railroad and two largo 
creeks, and at noon passed in order of review through Goklsborongli, 
the tro()])s being revioAved by Majov-Gcneral Sherman as they passed 
hisheadfiuartcrs. Encamped in tlio position assigned ino in reserve, 
one mile north of Gohhsboroiigh, near the Weldon railroad, March 25, 
moved to a position assigned as our permanent camp, on the light of the 
corps— I’arrtce’s and Bavmim’.sbrigadcsin the front line; IMindil’s (Avhicli 
now joiiied me) in reserve. My right connected with the left (if tlio 
Seventeenth Corps. Here my troops were direclcd to make comfort a- 
bio camps, and measures were at once taken to procure for them full 
supplies of food, clothing, and equipments, and to bring the command 
to Its old standard in discipline and appearance, botli of Avhich had 
been unavoidably impaired by tlio nature of th6 cninpaigii just closed. 

Ill closing this report .1 submit tlic following comments and statis* 
tics, which I think will be found Avorthy of observation. 

Tlie Carolina campaign, although in itsgcncral military features of the 
same nature a.s tliat Irom Atlanta to Savannah, Avas one of much greater 
labor, and Avliich tested most thoroughly the power of endurance and 
elasticity of spirit among American soldiei'S. Tlie distance niarclied 
Avas imicli farther, through regions presenting greiitcr natural obsta- 
cles, and where a vindictive enemy might naturally be expected in force 
sufficient to harass our troops and interfere frequently Avith our trains. 
The season avq.s one of e,omi)aratiA’’0 inclemency, during Avhick the roads 
Avero in the Avorst condition, yet my command marched from Savannah 
to Goldsborongh Avithout serious opposition, and Avithmit a single 
attack upon the trains under my charge. The sjiirit of my troops 
throughout was confident and buoyant, cxpre.s.sive of that implicit trust 
ill their couimander-iu-chief, and belief in themsolvea, wliicli arc always 
presages of military success. It Avas their common cxporionco to march 
at duAvii or earlier, corduroy miles of road, exposed to drenching raiii.s, 
or standing Avaist-deep often in swamps lifting AArngons out oi“ mire and 
quicksand Avliere mules could not obtain a foothold, and, when the day’s 
Avork was through, encaini) late at niglit,oiily to repeat tlio])rocossAA'itli 
tlio next day. Then again there were many day.s of pleasant inarcli and 
attractive bivouac. Through this all they evinced a determination 
and cheerfulness which has added greatly to my former liigli apprecia- 
tion of the same qualities shown by them on so many battle-fields of the 
past four years. 

The health of my troops during thi.s campaign of so much fatigue and 
exposure Avas generally good, the jiroportiou of sick being much loss 
than on the iirevions campaign AA'hen I had withmoaiiumboi’ of unsea- 
soned recruits. After leaving Sister’s l?erry seven cases of small-pox. 
developed in my command. These Avith siinihir cases from the other 
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divisions wove placed in a sinall-pox hospital, wliieli nuur-liod (laily lav 
ill veav oT tlio covps and ciieampod at iiifjht outside Mie ])iela!t-lin(',s. 

or these seven cases one died, five rotiiviied to duty, and one is still 
undev tveatinont. 

The tojiog'vapliical character of the rei'‘ioiis passed lliroiigh desin'ves 
mention. * 

Prom Savannah City to Sister’s Perry the country is level, snndy, 
swampy, and covered with pine forests. Along' (lie east hank ol' tlie 
Savannah at Sister’s Fen'y are extensive 'swamps, wliieli in the winter 
are generally imiiulated. From the Savaiinali Iviver to the North 
Edisto the country is level and well watered, with nnnnn'oiis streums, 
all of whieli are bordered with swamp.s. The soil is sandy and is gen- 
erally well cultivated. Thi.s region includes parts of Ih>aiifort and 
Barnwell Districts, both of which are among the wealthiest in the 
State. 

Between the North Edisto and Saluda Itlvor.s the surliiee is rolling, 
becoming hilly as wo advance nortliwardj the soil (lontiniKts sandy. 
This region is very poorly watered, and the inluibitants between tlnsso 
two rivers are nearly all of that miserable class known through the 
Soutli as “poor whites.” 

Across the Saluda the geological features of the country phwnit a 
sudden (diangej rod and yellow clay and silex prodojiiinate, mul alter 
.crossing Broad .River granite bowlders are abundant. Fioin the SaliKhi 
to the Catawba Rivers, along our route of nuircit, the soil was iirgilla* 
ceous, the country very liilly and well M'atored, u'ith small strcajus 
generally without .swamps. The iiihabitanta in this region were, more 
energetic and intelligent than in the lower (country. 

After oi'o.ssiiig the Catawba River onr course tenile.d toward the 
coast and wo struck almost immediately the quiedesand rc^gion. J'h'om 
the Catawba to the Nciisoswamp.s and quicksands abonndtid. With few 
oxeeption.s, the inhabitants betweeu tlicse rivers were poor, ignorant, 
and thriftless. As a general rule througlu)ut these Houtlu'rn (ioast 
States those swamps traversed by ruaning streams presented com- 
paratively little diHieuIty for tlio crossing of wagon trains. When 
there was running water the b.ittom was generally of good white sand, 
and perfectly reliable. To this there wcwo exeeiJtions, as at Ooosaw- 
hateliie Swnmi), whore the bottom was of a (luickaand imturo, Wlu.u’e 
the swamps were covered with standing water, the bottoms wm-e gen- 
erally of black mud, and the swamp required bridging or eorduroying. 

From the Savannah to the Soiitli Edisto, and from the Catawba to 
the Neuse, a very large amount of corduroy road was constrnctefl by 
my troops. Wherever rail fen<*,es were at hand they were used for the 
purjioso. Pino sapling.^ were generally found growing iu rcnidiness for 
use, and many a mile of road was paved with tlioin. 

Our troops, except when marching as advance or rear guard, Imbit- 
unlly marched alongside of the traiim, giving them the road. Each 
brigade, regiment, and company had its assigned number of wagons to 
bring tlirough to camp. .Heavy bodies of pioncei\s inarched with the 
advance guard to repair Ibe road, and other pioneer detachments were 
distributed with the trains, Wlieuovcr a wagon halted from any 
cause, those in roar were required to move up into park wliorevcr the 
ground would permit Thus, in a long train, if there was any d(day 
on account of bad roads, bridges destroyed, &c., a series of juirks wore 
constantly forming and dissolving so that tlio length of road cecupiod 
by the train was much shortened.

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'.riKi troopH wore nnuuly aiipplkul witii provisions Crom tlio (ioiiiiDiy. 
rcj^ioii throiij*'!! \vhi(!h wcjjassiHl was nol; tliic.kly ]) 0 ])iilat 0 (l, aixl 
ill most (listriols jioorly cultivated. The tiiiieof year was one in which 
siippli(!s cmikl not be round in ijrcat excess, even in a vicli country. 
Tlie only ollic.icnfc method of supplying the troops was Ibmul to bo 
throuj;li mounted details. Tliese details, taken in eriuiil proportion 
Ci'om (smh regiment, 1 directed to be composed of the best soldiers in 
the eoimnaml. The luuuuted force, thus tbrnied in each brigade, was 
])hi(‘.ed midm* command of one of its best oltiiier.s, who had his limiteu- 
auts. 'J'licy mounted theinselvo.s in the (country, and were required to 
keep under good diseiplino. The strictest order.s were given, forbid- 
ding them to pillage, and requiring them to coulhic their foraging to 
the limits of snpjdies ami other articles ncecssury for the troops. The 
ofiicei'S eommaiiding tliem were held veapomsible for the enforcement of 
these orders, and for keeping their iium well in liand. Whenever a 
mendnu' of these (bdails proveil cowardly In*- Avas disnioiiiited and 
I'etunied to liis place in the ranks. That acts of pillage and wrong to 
di'fciiscless iiibabitants were (tommitted by foragers when not nmlor 
tlii^ eye of tlieir olllcers we had daily evidence, but 1 am satislicd that 
il a uniform system of discijdine and organi/'Jition among foraging 
details tbroughont the army were ^•elldeved imperative, Iheso abuses 
could be ])revcnted. No foraging imrtiiis slionhl be allowcal to leave 
tlic main body, except those regularly authorized, under command of 
energetic and faitiifnl. oltlciw.s, who could be rtdied njion not only to 
obiain supplies, but to control every man nnder their command. 
None but the best sohliers .should bo mounteii for the imrposo, and 
every breach of discipline, by exhibition either of cowardice or cruelty, 
should be promptly and sovorcly punished. Tliis system should bo 
oiiforced throughout l.lio entire army to I'Cnder the plaii of subsisting 
ail army upon tlie country lionorablo as well aa cnicient. 

K’l’A'risTics; 

My division left Savannah with IfiP army wagons, 33 ambulaiicoa, 
and 700,000 rounds of ammunition. bJlVectlve strength of division, 
n,:W2, Itcached Ooldsborough with loo army wagons, 30 ambulances, 
and nsijOOO rounds of ammnnilion. Klfoctivo strengtli of division, 
3,1:10; b'oiir wagons and tlu’ce amlmhinces were broken down, and the 
jiai'ts used in repairing otliers. One liuudred and sixteen thousand 
rounds of luniiinnition were expended.

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From Jainiary 27. tlio date of om* leaving iSavaiiniili, to ’Mnvc.h 24, 
wiien WQ reaelicd Goldsborongli, was fifty-six days. During all tliis 
time my command was well fed, and had three days’ rations on hand 
on reaching Goldsborongli.

COLONEI.! 1 have the lionor to submit the following import of the 
inovomcnts of my command since the date at which my last report 
closed:* 

From March 20 until April 10 iny division, with the others of this 
corps, remained in camp ticavGoldsborougli, N. 0., busily rolitting after 
our arduous Carolina campaign. 

April 10, my division comprised at this time the same brigades 
and regiments spccilicd iu my previous report. Brevet lirigadier* 
General Pardee, being extremely ill from effects of the Carolina cam- 
paign, went Korth for medical treatment, aiid Col. G. W. Mindil, 
Thirty-tliird Eow Jersey Volunteers, was assigned to temporary com- 
inaiid of my First Brigade. Brig. Gen. P. H. Jones (formerly colonel 
One liundrcd and flfty-fourtU New York Volunteers) rejoined us at 
Goldsborougli and reassumed command of the Second Brigade. The 
Third, as before, was commanded by Bvt. Brig. Gen. 11. A, Barnum. 
On the 7th of April Majj. Gen. J. A. Mower, in accordance with orders 
from liead(pmrtoi's of the army, liad assumed command of the corps. 
The Fourteenth and Twentieth Corps Juid been organized by orders 
from the War Department as the Army of Georgia, Maj. Gcii. II. VV. 
Slocum cominauding. Shortly before this time, wlieu wo resumod 
campaign, several clmnges had been made throughout the corps in 
our intcnnil departments. The office of brigade commissary was 
abolished and the entire duties of the department ordered to bo per- 
formed by division coimnissaries. Our transiiortation was greatly 
reduced by orders from headquarters of the army, tliirty-six wagons 
from ray train being turned in for use of the Twenty-third Corps. On 
Monday, the 10th, the entire army broke camp and began the forward 
movemeiib toward Ealeigh. My division, second in lino of the corps, 
iiiovcd at (1.30 a. m., taking with us four headquarters wagons, ten 
ammunition wagons, and onr hospital trains. The remaining trains 
follow’ed the Fourteentli Corps on tiio Little Eivor road. Passing 
througb Goldsborougli we follow'ed the Heuso Eivor, Siuitlifield road, 
turning to the right at Millard’s and encamping on Thomas Atkinson’s 
]dantation, one mile nortli of Moccasin Greek. Crossed during tbc 
day Little Eivor and Beaver Dam, Moccasin and Eaccoon Crooks. Tlio 
crossing of the latter two was very bad. The creeks are close together 
and the low ground -whicli separates them was deeply flooded by the 
water from a dam whicli tbe enemy had cut. Steady rain all day and 
roads very bad; distance, fourteen miles. April 11, niy division iu

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advance, with tAVobattoiics and ahattalion oCFirsi; Jlicihifi'an lOiij-ineors, 
inariilied at 5.30 a. i)i.,iny Second l^rigade leading. SkirmisluHl nearly 
all day with the cnciny’H cavalry, driving tlieni rapidly. No (;aaualfcie.s 
mi our side. Encamped at 2 p. in. at Sinithllold, iVoin which place 
the enemy’s rear guard retired this morning, burning the bridges across 
Nenso River. Wo crossed during th<i day ihiordeii’s and Role Cat 
Creeks. At Boorden’s Creek the bridge, sixty- live I'eet long, was 
destroyed. With two companies of my pioneers it was rebuilt in seven- 
teen n'liimtca; weather to-day mild, with occasional showers. Coun- 
try well cultivated and containing a number of handsome residences 
for this region; distance, eleven miles and a half. 

April 18, early this morning ollleial disiialehes from (lencral Crant 
announcing the anrreiider of General Lee’s army were received and 
read to our troops, w'ho received them with iiiiboiiiided enthnsia.sm. 
Two I'cgimenls and tlie pioneer companyfrom my Second Brigade were 
detached to escort the division trains, which were ordered to contimio 
in rear of the Fourteenth Corps. My division in rear of the eorjis 
mavclicd at 9.30 a. in. by an oxtriune left-hand road toward Raleigh. 
Cro.sscd Nouso River at Smithllcld cm pontoon bridge. Oro.ssed Swift 
Creek twice and encamped at 0 p. m. on Mrs. Saunders’ plantation just 
beyond the second crossing of the creek; wcatlior very hot; roads 
good, but hilly; conutry well cultivated; distance, fourteen miles. 
April 13, marched, second in lino, at f>.3() a. ni., following a very cir- 
cuitous hilly road toward Raleigh, the inuiii direct road being 
assigned to the Fourteenth Corps. Readied Raleigh at noon, and 
encamped on right of the corps one milo and a half southwest of tho 
town. Thetorenoon was rainy; roads wore good; coantry well 
vated; distance, ibiirteon miles. April Id, received orders to inardi 
at daylight to-morrow toward Holly Springs. April 15, the ordei'S to 
march were countermandcil (*arly this morning. It was imdei'stood 
that negotiations for Johnston’s surreiulor wore pending. A])i'il 17, 
early this moriung we received olllcinl notice of the assassination of 
President Lincoln. Tho nows pj-oduced tlie deepest grief and indigna- 
tion throughout ti\o command. April 22, the corps inarohed in review 
through Raleigh, being reviewed by Major-General Sherman. April 2d, 
received orders late Uii.s afternoon to load our trains with all attainablo 
supplies, and to inarch with tho rest of the corps to-movrow to Jones’ 
Oro.ss-Roads. Car troops were ordered at once on half rations, Govern- 
nioiit i.ssue, and to rosnme foraging on tho country, wliieh practice had 
been discontinued since tho ICtli. April 25, marched, second in line, at 
9.45 a, m., Ibllowing Fir.st Division on Holly Bpring.s road; 0 p. m. 
encamped at Jones’ Cross-Roads; weather hot; roads hilly and dusty; 
distance, twelve miles. April 20 and 27, remained in eamp at Jones’ 
Cross-Roads. April 28, General Johii.ston having surrendered liis foreoB 
tho command returned to-day to our former camp near Raleigh; dis- 
tance, twelve miles. April 29, reimiined in camp, turned in all our 
ainniiuiition except twenty-live roniids per man, and loaded our trains 
with 8U])plies and forage, being ordered to marcii to Wasliington. 
April 30, my division, second in lino, Ibllowing Fir.si- Divi.sioUj marched 
at 7.30 a. im; passed through Raleigh; crossed Nenso River on ii 
rickety bridge at falls of Nouso Paper mills, and eneanipod on Ali- 
gree’s plantation. The bridge, which had boon repaired by the divivsion 
lu’cceding me, broke down before all my trains had crossed. Tho 
remaining wagons forded tho river below, and reached camp during 
tho night; weather hot; roads good; country very poor, and covered 
with pine forests; distance, fourteen miles and a half; hoadQuarters 
at Ihirish’s house. 
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May 1, iny division in sidvaiioc, marched at 5 a. in., taking the road 
toward Dickerson’s Dridgo. Oroaacd Cedar Oreclc on iin excellent 
bridge at Long’s Mill. Hcaehiiig the Tar Liver we found that Dick- 
erson’s Bridge liad been winsliod away. My Second Brigade pioneers, 
who had been sent in advance, eonatriicted a footbridge Ibr infantry; 
liorscs forded the stream. A mile farther up stream a pontoon bridge 
was laid down, on which our trains crossed. Encamped on the farm of 
B. A. (iapehart. Weather to-day very pleasant and roads good ; country 
tine and well cultivated; distaiice, twonfcy-two miles. May 2, division 
in advuiKic, marched ait 5 a. m, for Williamsborough, via Ditiionds 
and Salem Cross-Loads. At Salem wo struck the Fourteenth Corps, 
Avho had left the route assigned them and wore marching on our road. 
Hero Avo took a cironiloiis road to the right and eiioampcd at 2 ]), m. 
near AVilliamsborongh, the Fourteenth Corps passing through the 
toAvn. Weather cool and plcnaaut; roads oxcollonfc; eountry rich and 
Avell cultivated; Avator along the road A-ory scarce ; distance, ninoteou 
miles. Iday S, my division lii advance, marched at '1.30 a. m., iiassing 
through Vvilliamsborongh and following the road toward Taylor’s 
Forrj', at which point both the Fourteenth and Twontioth Corps had 
to cross, the Loanoko Liver being too Avidc to admit of two bridges 
Avith our number of pontoons. JO a. m. encamped at the State lino 
Avithiii throe miles of Taylor’s Ferry. Country rich and well farmed; 
Avoather cool and pleasant; roads good; distance, tAVolvo miles. May 

4, my command in the rear lo-da 5 ', marched at d a. in. and crossed 
Loanokc Liver at Taylor’s I'kirry on a pontoon bridge 3813 yards long. 
From bore avo took the I'oad to Saflfohl’s Bridge over Aroherrin Liver, 
Avitliin four mihss of which point wo encamped; Aveatlior pleasant; 
roads good: country w(dl cultivated; distance, twenty-two miles. May 

5, division in rear, marched at 5.30 a. m., crossed Mehorriii Liver at 
Sad‘old’.s Bridge and took direct road for JBacka and Whites Station 
oil South Side Lailroad. Crossed Flat Lock Crook and encamped on 
Ihirnos’ farm; weather very hot; distance, twonty-ono jnile.s. May (I, 
division in the rear; marched at 5 a. m.; crossed the NottoAvay and 
Little HottOAvay on good hiidgea and passed Blacks and Whites Station 
and oiicampcd near Wcllvillo Station; Avouthcr excessively hot; 
roads dusty and Avator very scarce; distance, fifteen miles. J\ray 7, 
division in tlio rear, marclied at 0 a. m. toward Kidd’s Mill, whore avo 
crossed the Apjiomattox on pontoon bridges and encamped one mile 
beyond on HaAvser’s farm; roads good ami Aveather cloudy and pleas- 
ant; country iioor ami Ava ter scarce; distance, twenty miles. 

May 8, division in the rear, marched at (5 a. m., x)assed through Clover 
nill (Joal Mines, the cxi.ensi\'o Avorka of which Avoro in full oiioi'ation. 
(.'rossed SAvift Orcek and Falling OrccIc, and encamped near the latter, 
Avithin aovoii milea of Manclioster; AA'cathor cxcceilingly iiot; roads 
dusty and Avator scarce, rondoriiig the march very oppressive ; distance, 
tAventy-ono miles. May 0, moved camp three inile.s nearer IBchmoiul; 
1‘cccivod orders to resume our march to morroAv, passing in review 
through lliohmoiid; late in the evening these orders Avero counter- 
manded. May 11, rc.suined. the march toAvard Washington, my division 
second in lino, moving at .10 a.m.; passed througli Manclioster and 
Eichmond, crossing rlamos Liver on pontoon bridge and encamped at 
Brook Oreek, four miles beyond the city on the Fredericksburg road ; 
the day was oppres-siA'cly liot; distance, twelve miles. May 12, my 
division, second in line, marched at 7 a. in,; a heavy rain during the 
night liad greatly savoIIou the streams and rendered the roads in this 
SAvainpy region very bad; the air was very cold; avo crossed Brook 
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Crock, Oliiokijliomiiiy Creek and Swamps, and encamped at AshUind on 
the railroad; distance, twelve miles. May 13, inarclied at 5,30 a. m., 
second in line, taking- the road for Spotsylvania Court- House; crossed 
>Snntli Anna and Little liivers, encamping on the north bank of the 
latter; eoniitry poor; roads bad; weather liot; distaiiec, sixteen miles 
and a half. May 14, marched, second in lino, at 5 a. in.; crossed tlie 
North Anna and Mat Uivers, oneainping near the latter ; weather warm 
and pleasnnt; roads good; country rather poor. May 15, marched at 
5 a. in., second in line; passed through Spotsylvanin Court- lloiiso, over 
the battle-field snrromuling it, over the old Oliaiicellorsvillo battle- 
ground (where this division was doaiieratcly engaged two years ago), 
crossed the llnppahannock at United States Ford, and cneamped after 
dark on the liills north of the river; crossed during tlie day, besides tlio 
Eappahaiinock, the Ta,!'©, and Ny Itiver.s; distance, twonty-ono miles. 

May 10, my division in advance, iimvchcilatl.OO a. m. towaiil Bi'cnts- 
ville. ihissed Bartwood Churcli and oiicainpcd at Town Creelc, 
near Bristersbnrg; weather very hot; water scarce and roads dusty, 
rendering the march exhausting to troops; distance, seventeen miles 
and three-quarters. May 17, marched in advance of the corps at 
*1.30 n. m., crossed Cedar Itun, and oncamjied at Brontsville. The 
weather grows more opprc.ssivcly hot; distance, sixteen iiiilcs. May 
18, imivchcd, being in the rear, at 10 a. in.; ci-ossed Broiid Ituu mid 
Bull Bull at Woodward’s Ford, and late in the ovening eiicaiiipod 
within two miles of Fairfax Station. Tlio air was terriblj^ hot until 4 
p. in., when a severe thmidor-storm arose. ]loads to day hilly and bad 
generally; distance, fourteen miles. May 10, marched at 0 a. m., still in 
tlio rear. Passed Fairfax Station, and tbilowcd a .simill road wliicli 
cntereil the Alexandria turnpike between Fairlax Court-liloiiso and 
Aniiaiidale; then marching on the turnpike, wo encamped on Greg- 
ory’s farni, three miles and a half fi’om Alexandria; distance, eigliteoii 
miles. May 24, marched In review through Washington City, and 
encninpcd between Fort Thayer and Bladonsburg; distance marcliod, 
seventeen miles. 

Tills report, including simply the movements and oiiorations of my 
coininaiid since the date of the last report, is submitted for the infornia- 
tioii of the nnijor-genoral commanding the corp.s. U is my imrpoao ns 
soon as possible to forward a supplementary report embracing a retro- 
sjicct of the organization of this division, its services and the principal 
changes which have taken idace in it, with such statistics us may be 
valuable or interesting for future reference.

Reports of BvL Brif/. Gen, Ario .Fardcc, jr., One hundred and. forty- 
seventh Bennsylvanm Infantry^ commanding First Brigade^ of oiier- 
aiions January 37-UarGh 36 and May ll-3d. 

Hdqrs. l^iRST Brig.. Second Div., 20tii Army Corps, 

Near GoUhborough, N. (7., April 8, 1SG5, 
CAPTAIN! I havo the honor to lierowitU siibiuit a report of the part 
taken by this brigade in the campaign which has just ended : 

Tliocninii of the brigade in Savannah was broken up oii the 27th of 
January, and tlie command marched on tlie Augusta road to the 
Twelve-Mile Stone and bivouacked for the night; distance marched, 
twelve miles. At7 a. m. the following morning the march was resumed 
and tlio road toSpringfieldtakon. The brigade camped for the night two 
miles and a half southeast of Springfield; distance marched, fourteeii 
miles. On tho20t[iinstantthecommand reached apoint about tlireo miles 
from Sister’s Ferry, and during the day’s marcli the town of Spring- 
field was passed through, and Jack’.s Creek and Ebonozer Creek wore 
the principal strcams crosscd; distance inarched, ten miles. Owing to 
the coiiditioii of the road on tlie opposite sideof tlio river at the Ihrry, it 
havingbeen thoroughly obstructed, and besides this was under water 
to the depth of, in some places, ten feet, the command did not move 
again until February 4. While near Sister’s Ferry heavy details >Yere 
made from the brigade for fntigno juirposes, and were engaged in clean- 
ing away the obstructions previously mentioned. The Savannah liivor 
at Sister’s Ferry wa.s crossed by means of a pontoon bridge on the 4th 
of February, and the cominaud marched up tlio river to a steam boat 
landing about two miles from the bridge. At this point three full days’ 
rations of the following articles wei’o issued to the troops, viz, hard 
bread, sugar, coffee, beams, mess beet^ salt, and popjior. This issue, 
with what was then in the hands of the troops, was to last until the 
night of the loth instant. The wagons wore filled to their capacity 
with hard bread. The bivounc for the night was near Itobertsville, 
S. 0. Between the laudingandKobertsvilloabraiich of Black Swamp 
was crossed. Details from the brigade worked at corduroying the road 
until evening, when operations were suspended until the following 
morning; distance marched, sixmiles. 

February 5, the moniiiig was spent repairing the road through 
Black Swamp. The brigade formed the escort for the train and was 
distributed along it. Wo marched through Robertsville to Stafford 
Oross-Iioads, on the road to Lawtonville; distance marched, eight 
miles. Monday, February C, the march wms resumed at 6.30 a. ni. 
What remained of the town of LawtonvUIe was parsed through, it hav- 
ing been destroyed by the troops that preceded us. We camped for 
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tlio night iioar Bcccli Brandi rost-Ofifico, on a plantatiou owned by 
Maj, N. .rolni.son; distance marched, fifteen miles and a half. Tues- 
day, Febriiary 7,thc march was commenced at C.30 a. in.; Duck Branch 
Posb Ofiicc was passed through ; thoOoosawhatchio Swamp was crossed 
in the afternoon; the water varied in deptii in this swamp at the cross- 
ing from six inches to four foot. There is but little current in the main 
stream, thci cliannel as well as the entire body of water being filled 
with a very dense growth of small trees and vines of various descrip- 
tions. 'The troops camiied fortlioniglitat tlie cross-roads on the north 
banlc of the stream near Duck Orook; distance marched, fiv^o miles 
and a half. Wednesday, Pebrnary 8, the brigade was iii advance this 
day and rendered good service in repairing the roads. Jackson’s 
Branch was crossed during the day, as well as an unfinished railroad, 
projected to run between Poeotaligo and Augusta, Ga. The Big Sal- 
lio]ial:ohio itiver was crossed at Buford’s Bridge. The swamp through 
whicli the stream runs where tlio road crosses it is over a mile in width. 
The roiulway is about fourteen feet in width and raised above the level 
of the water about two foot and a half, forming a species of causowa^^ 
Tlu'ongli this road there are twenty-four water passages, varying m 
length from twelve to thirty foot, over which bridges wore originally 
built. 'J'ho swamp was well filled with water, and with a very lieavy 
growth of timber as well as with an almost impouotrablo inidorgrowtfi 
of thorn, wildbox, and various vinos iicculiar to tlicso swamps. The 
eommaud camped for the night at liuford^s Bridge; distance marclied, 
foui'teou miles. Thursday, Pobruary 9, from Buford’s Bridge the com- 
mand marched to near Blackvilic, a station on the railroad loading 
ii’om Charleston to Augusta, a distance of eighteen miles. Friday, Peb- 
runry 10, marched to Blackvilic, and from thence to Bunc{m’8 Bridge 
over the Soutli Edisto Bivor. Thotrooi)8 wont into bivouac on the 
north side of the river; distance inarclicd, eight miles. Tliis river and 
its attendant swamp is very similar in character to those whicli we have 
previously crossed, except that the stream is much larger and the chan- 
nel deoper. The road tlirongh this swamp is about one mile and a 
half in longtli; the number of channels or water passages across the 
road are fourteen, and the length of the bridges wliich were rofiiiired 
to bo built varied ftom twelve to sixty feet in length, the greater lumi- 
ber of tlioin, liowevev, being of the smaller dimensions. 

Tlie day followiiig, February 11, was passed in corduroying the road 
through the swamp and assisting in building the bridges. Sunday, 
Pobriiary 12, tlie brigade was in tlio advance of the division, and 
marched at 7 a. m., taking tho road leading to JoftboaPs Bridge over the 
North Edi.sto Eiver. Tho march was uuintorrupted, although tho 
enemy’s ciivalry wore reported as being in close proximity, until the 
vicinity of tho crossing was reached. Tho skirmisliors were fired upon 
by the eiiomy, posted in small force behind a barricade of timber taken 
from the bridge which had been destroyed. ^I?he One hundred ami 
forty-sevonth Pennsylvania Volunteers, Lioutouaut-Oolonol Craig coin- 
niandiiig, was deployed as skirmishers on tlie left of the road, and the 
same disi)osition was made of tho Fifth Ohio Voluutoora, Lieutoiiaut- 
Oolonel Kirlvui) commanding, on the right of the road. The reimiiuder 
of the brigade was placed in position near tho bridge on tho rising 
ground to await developments. The skirmishers on either side of tho 
road pi'essed forward to the bank of tho stream, but could not find any 
pra(5ti(iable place of crossing. A vigorous fire was directed upon the 
small for(5e behind the barricade, wliich caused tliom to abandon their 
position. One company of tlie Fifth Ohio Volunteers (Company 
'15 It It— VOL XL VII, PT I 
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tlien took position to cover the road leading to tlie bridge from tlie 
enemy’s side of the swamp, in a rifle-iiit hastily thmwu up. -Tho bridge 
had been so thoroughly destroyed as not to iicriiut the passage of the 
stream which at this point was about sixty feet wide, deep and rapid. 
A small boat, capable of holding two persons, was the only means at 
hand to cross it. After about twenty men, with Lleutenan^Colonel 
Kirkup, had crossed, and their efforts at driving oft the enoiny proved 
abortiTC, it was deemed advisable to push forward tins small body to 
the other side and attempt the capture of the enemy, who did not 
appear to be more than ten or twelve strong. An advance was made 
and the other side of the swamp nearly gained, when, to the astonish- 
iiieiit of all, the enemy opened fire on the party from a section or artil- 
lery, causing them to beat a hasty retreat. ^ The men took position 
behind the barricade, and retained their jmsition on the onomy’s siclo 
of the stream. Three companies of the One hundred and forty-seveiitii 
I*oiinsylvania Volunteers were placed in the rifle-pits on the west side 
of the stream to cover the party on the other side. Darkness having 
set in no further attempt was made to effect tho crossing. A slight 
Are of muslietry was kept np during a part of tho night. At 4- a. in, 
the following morning the crossing was oftboted without resistance. 
The bridge was completed during the night by tho Michigan Engineers. 
At the junction of the Bdgefleld and Orangeburg road with the Oolum- 
bia road, about one-quarter ot a mile from the bridge, the enoiny were 
met in small numbers again. The advance was momontarlly cheoketi, 
the enemy having partially destroyed a small bridge. This was soon 
crossed and the enemy driven rapidly fr’om their position and not 
allowed to halt again until we had advanced about three-quarters of a 
mile from the bridge, when I received orders to halt from tlie general 
commanding division. The lino of tho brigade was then formed, cov- 
ering the Columbia road (the one tho enemy liad taken), the right rest- 
lug on the creek and the loft near the Edgoflold road. In this iiosition 
we remained until 9 p. m., when the train having passed we brought 
up the rear to camp, three miles and a half distant. 

Tho casualties in tho two skirmishes were Ool. John Flynn, 
Twenty-eighth Bogimout Ponuaylvania Volunteers, .slightly wounded 
in foot; 3 enlisted men kUled aud 9 enlisted men wounded. A nomi- 
nal llstis attached to this report.* Distance marched, February 12 and 
13, sixteen miles and a half. Tnc.sday, February 14, marched in the 
direction of Lexington. The brigade was distributed as guards along 
the train; distance marched, six milo.s and a half. Wednesday, ICth, 
the Twenty-eighth Regiment Pennsylvania Volunteers, Lioutenaut- 
Ooloucl Fitzpatrick commanding, and three coinjiauies of the One liun- 
drod and forty-seventh Pennsylvania Volunteers formed thq advance 
guard, the brigade being in the advance of the corps. Slight skir- 
mishing occurred at the crossing of tho Oongaree Greek, whore the 
bridge was partially destroyed; also at lied Dank Crook and at the 
Two-Notch Cross-Roads. Although the firing was quite brisk at each 
of these places tliere wore no casualties in tlio oominaud. Tho brigade 
went into camp at the Two-Notch Cross-Roads, our position to com- 
mand tho Columbia road; distance marchedj cloven miles. February 
IG, the brigade was to-day in roar of the tram of the corps and acted 
as rear guard. Marched to within four miles of Columbia; dietaiice 
marched, seven miles. February 17, marched four miles to near the 
Saluda River at Leaphart^s MiUs. February 18, crossed tho Saluda 
River at Loajihart’s Mills, and marched in tho direction of Alston

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to Kavciici'oft’s Millsj diataiico luarclied, nine miles. Febtuary lO, 
marched to Fre.'slily’s Mills on tlio Broad Elver; di.staiieo iiiaiclied, 
live miles. Febrnary 20, crossed Broad Elver and marched to the 
cross-roads near Kincaid’s house; distance inarched, eight miles. 

February 21, the coininand inarched at 0.30 a. m. in advance <d‘tlie 
corps, taking the road to Wiimsborougli. The brigade on entering tins 
town was detailed as provost guard, and immediately entered upon its 
duties. The town was Jilled with forager.s from difi'erent corps of the 
army. These men, in the most unlicensed manner, had plundered tlie 
public and nearly all the pidvate residences, and to the same body may 
bo charged the firing of the town. As soon us possible the town was 
cleared of these foragers, or, as they might more ])roperly be termed, plun- 
derers, and measures taken to extinguish the flames. The brigade 
remained in Winnsborougli until the afternoon of li'ebruary 22, when it 
niarolied to Waterce Church, on the road to Eooky Mount Post-OOice. 
The quantity of cotton burned in W-iimsborough without authority wa.s 
about 1,000 bales. Distance inaroliod February 21 and February 22, 
sixteen miles. 

February 23, the command moved at daybreak and marched to Eoclcy 
Mount. Tlio Catawba Eiver at this crossed by meaii.s oi’ a 

pontoon bridge. Tlio banks of the river are quite high, maldng the 
approaches to the bridge on both sides dlfllcult. The apil at this point 
has more clay in its compo.sition and not so mueli sand as was the case 
in that portion of tho country over which wo have marched for the past 
ten days. 'Pho trains crossed tho river very slowly, tlio roads having 
become exceedingly bad. Tho brigade had in charge tho roar of tlio 
train, and, as a cousequeneo, did not roach camp until 1 a. m. February 
2d; diataiico marched, sixteen miles. February 2d to February 28, 
inclusLvo, wo marchca to tho cast side of Little Lyncli’s Creek, near 
Horton’s Tavern, a distance of twouty-fonr miles. Owing to tho hor- 
rible condition of the roads tho progress was slow. Koarly the whole 
distance needod corduroying, in tho labor of which tho brigade per- 
formed its portion. 

Wednesday, March 1, tho brigade marched from Olyburu’s Store, 
near Horton’s Tavern, at 12 in., having in charge a portion of tho train. 
Tho road taken was not laid down on tUo map furnished, but rims on 
tho dividing ridge betweon tho waters of Biifialo Creek and Flat Eock 
Greek. Lyucli’s Creek was crossed at Forily’s Ford. This stream is of 
considerable size, requiring a bridge of about 100 feet in length to (jross 
it. The land on tho west side of tho creek is high and imdulatiiig, 
while on tho east side it is low and very sandy. The camp for the night 
was about two miles from tho bridge, on tho road leading to Ohester- 
licld; distance marched, twelve miles, March 2 and 3, marched at 7 
a. m. iu tho direction of Chesterfield. The following-named streams 
were crossed befoim reaching Chesterfield: llocky Creek, Big Black 
Creek, Little Black Creek, and Smith’s Mill Creek. Both the Little 
Black and Big Black Creeks are streams of coiisidorablo size, with 
largo swamps on either side, which imulc their passage with the trains 
very troublesome. With the exception of Big Black Creek, over which 
there was a bridge, tho streams were forded. Tlio roads during these 
two days wore in a wretched condition. Tho troops were distributed 
along the train and rendered material assistance in its iirogress. dies- 
terlleld was reached at 12 m. March 3; distance marched, twenty-one 
miles. Saturday, March 4, inarched to Siieodsborough, eleven miles. 
Ill this jiosition wo remained until the morning of the 6th instant, 
when we moved in tho direction of Ohoraw,' S. 0. Taking tho plailk 
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road at Glioraw tho coimiiiviifl crossed tlio Groat; Podco Uivov and 
niarcliod to the cross-roads, near Irby’s Mill. Distance inar<;hod, M ai‘(di 
d to 0, tn’cnty-fivo nnlos. 

Tuesday, March 7, niarobed to Btatioii loa, on tlio WiJinington, Oliar- 
lotto [ind Itntliorford Jbiilroad, a distance oC fourteen miles. I'h-om 
Jlardi 8 until Favetteville, N .0., was occupied the brigade was on duty 
with the train. The duty was exiieedingly laborious, it being n(‘c(!.s- 
sary to corduroy the road in many places, and frecincntly to give nianual 
assistance to wagons embedded in tbe mud. Tlie lollowing Ktroams 
were crossed before reaching Fayetteville, vi//: Taimber River (it being 
the headwatersof the Little Pedeo River), Duft'alo Greek, :Ro(5kli.sli and 
Little RockfisU Creeks. All of thc.so streams, owing to the swampy 
nature of (lie ground in their immediate vicinity, were very dil'lienlt to 
cross and materially impeded the pi-ogroas of the trains, Near tlie Lit- 
tle Rocktlsh Creek wo came on to a plank naid to J'’ayettevilht, over 
which no difiiculty was expei'ioucod in moving the train. Distance 
marched, March 8 to 13, inclnsive, forty-nine miles. March 18, marched 
in review through FayottcvilJo to the river, and there awaited the 
passage of the train, the brigade liaving been detailed as escort to it. 
'L'ho command crossed the Capo Fear llivcr with the train during tlie 
night of Blarcli 13, and I’caolicd camp at 0 a. m. at a point four miles 
from Fayetteville, on the road leading to Avorasborougli; distaiuio 
marchod, five miles. Tuesday, Blarch J.4, no change of ])()si(-ion. 
Wednesday, B'tareh 15, the brigade marched at 10 a. m., liaving in 
charge (iOO wagons. After IcaAdiig the plank road, four miles ii'om 
Camp, the roads became almost impassable. Tl>o advance of that por- 
tion of tlie tr« in guarded by this command reached camp near Boiitli 
iiiver at 7 a, m.} the rear of the train did not reach parlc until 12 in. of 
the day following. Two regiments, the One Jiundred and I'orty-sovcnth 
Pennsylvania Volunteers a-nd Fifth Ohio Volunteers, <iomnnin(lo(l, 
rcspeotively, by Lieutenant-Colonel Craig and .LieutGiHint-Oolonol 
Kirkup, ronder(Kl material assistance in getting the train tlirough to 
camp. 

The day following, March J.(», the same kind of roads wore encoiin 
tered and necessitated eoimidorablo tiortluroying. Wo crossed Black 

Bivor at Bridge, and camped for the night at a point about 

three miles east of the bridge, the camp being in close proximity to 
that of the Fifteenth Army Corps. Blareliod live miles and a half. 
March 1.7, no change of position. Blarcli 18. This day the brigade was 
in the advance of tlie division, and was engaged in corduroying the 
road nearly the oiitiio day. Wo cannied for the night near Bevcn-Blilo 
Creelc, liaving marched six inilc.s. Marcli 1.1), tiio brigade had in cliargo 
850 wagon.s, and niai'cbcd in tbe direction of Cox’s .Bridge. Boon after 
passing Newton Grove I received orders to halt the brigade and place 
it ill position to guard the train while it was passing the iiitersoetioii 
of the Bentouvilie road with the ouo on wliicli Ave Avero traveling, and 
then to bring up tlie rear to camp, Tbe brigade reached camp at I. a. 
in., BLarch 20. At 3 a. in. 20tli instant avo marched in tlie direction of 
BentoiiAolle, to report to Brevet Majior-Gouoral Williunis, commanding 
corps, in compliance Avitb orders from the general commanding division. 
At 5 a. m. I reported Avitli the command, as directed, and Avoiit into 
position 611 masse in rear of the cavalry of Goiiorai Jfilpatrickj dis- 
tance marched, seventeen miles. In this iiosition aauj remained until 
Blaroh 32-. The command marched at fi a. ni., and went into camp on 
the oast side of Falling Greek; distance marohod, sixteen miles. 
Blai’cli 23, mo\'od to Oox’s Bridge and cixissed the Nonso BiA^er at this 
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X)oiiit. The coimnaiul camped for the niglit within seven milesof Colds- 
borough j distance inarched, eleven inilos. March 24, iiiarciicd to 
Goklsborough, seven miles, and went into camp about two miles from 
town, the right of the brigade resting near the Weldon railroad. 
March 2(5, changed position of camp. The brigade now lies about three 
miles from Goklsborough, on the Snow Hill road. The Iclt of t\n) bi'i- 
gade line rests on this road and couiieets with the Third Brigade, Sec- 
ond Division, Twentieth Army Oorpsj the right connects with the First 
Division, Seventeenth Army Corps. 

The march from Savannah, Ga., to this place has b(mn a long one 
and one attended with mnoh hard labor and exposure on the part of 
the troops of this command, all of which has been borne with cheerful- 
ness. Notwithstanding the short allowance of rations issued to the 
trooTis, they have not suffered very materially lor want ol‘ food. The 
country throughout the entire distance over which we have marched 
has furnished abundant supplies of meal, iiotatoos, bacou, and beef, 
with a few excoxitioiis. Had the supplies gatlmred in the richer iior- 
tions of the country been properly hnsbaiidcd, it is very probable that 
the troops would have had full rations nearly the entire time of the 
niarcli. The command has siillcred more on the account of the want of 
shoes and trousers than for anything else. The liealbli of the command 
during the campaign lias boon very good, notwithstanding the exiinsuro 
whi(ili they have endured consciiuont upon a march such as this has 
been. 

For the cheerful manner in which the various duties and labors of 
the campaign have boon performed by the ollflccrs ami men of the com- 
mand, I beg leave, through you, to rondor my aclctiowledgments. 

Aceonipanying this report please lind roiidrts from Lieut. 8. D. Con- 
ner^ acting commissary of subsistence, and Jjieut. 0. F. Gibbs, noting 
assistant (luartormaster, showing the amount of siii^plics estimated to 
have been gathered in tlieir departments. In regard to the subsist- 
ence, it should bo remarked that the amount of supplies reported by 
Lieut. 8. B. Ooiiuov iucliides only the supplies which were issued to 
the troops by him, and docs not include the articles obtained by the 
details from each regiment which wore sent out daily. In regard to 
the forage report, it should bo stated that all the forage (corn and fod- 
der) used at tlio headquarters of the brigade and regiments does not 
enter into this estimate.

tured, 16 ) rebels dead, buried, none. The prisoners captured wore prin- 
cipally deserters from the rebel army, and U'ero found lurking around 
their homes by our foraging iiarbies. Tliey were all turned over imme- 
diately upon their arrival at those headquarters to Oapt, Ira B. Seymour, 
provost-marshal of the division.

Major: In eorapliaiice with instructions I have the honor to submit 
the following report of the operations of this brigade from May 11, 
1866, to May 24, i860, inclusive: * 

May 11, 1866, the command marched at 6 a. m., passing through 
Manchester and Richmond, and camped near Brook Creek, on the 
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road leading to Hanover Court-House; distance marched, eleven miles. 
May 12, at 6 a. m. the line of march was resumed. At d p. m. 
the command encamped at Ashland Station, on the Richmond and 
rotoinao Railroad; distance marched, twelve miles and a half. May 
18, 18GG, the brigaao marched at 5 a. m. During the day the following 
streams were crossed, viz, South Anna River, Hew Found River, and 
Little River, the camp for the night being near Beaver Dam Station, 
on tlio Virginia Central Railroad; distance inarched, iiftecn miles. 
May id, at 6.80 a. m. the march was resumed. The North Anna 
River was crossed at Auderson's Bridge. From thence tlie command 
marched to Ohilesburg, aud thence toward Spotsylvania Court- 
House. The command eucainped between the Mat and Ta Rivers; 
distance marched, fourteen miles. May 15, ISCG, marched at 6 a. m., 
and encamped on the north side of the Rappahannock River at United 
States Ford. During the day the Ta, Po, and Ny Rivers were crossed. 
The command marched through the town of Spotsylvania Oourt-Houso, 
and over portions of the liattle-flclds of Spotsylvania Oourt-Honsoancl 
Chancclloi'svillo; distance marched, twenty-two miles. MaylO, 18G6, 
marched to Hartwood Church, from which point the road leading to 
Catlett’s Station was taken. The distance marched during the day 
was sovonteea miles aud a half. May 17, 1805, marched to Brontsville, 
Aftoeu miles. May 18, 1806, marched at 10 a. in., and camped for the 
niglit near Fairfax Station; distance marched, si.xteon miles. May 
19, 1805, marched to Cloud’s Mills, a distance of sixteen miles. From 
May 20 to 23, inclusive, the command was encamped at Cloud’s 
Mills. May 24, 1806, the brigade marched at 6 a. m. on route to Wash- 
ington, whore it formed part of the body of troops reviewed by the 
President of the United States. After passing in review tlio command 
was marched to its present encampment. Accompanying this please 
And report of operations of this brigade from Goldsboroiigli to Rich- 
mond, while under the command of Col. G. W. Miiulil, Thirty-third 
New Jersey Volunteers; also reports of regimental conunanders. • 
The usual nominal list of casualties is omitted, none having occurred 


on the inarch. 

In conclusion, I desire to tender my thanks to the members of the 
staff for their uniform attention to duty, aud for valuable aid during 
the period of the march.

Hdqrs. First Brig., Sbcjonr Div., Twentieth Corps, 

Near Bladenshut'g, Md., May S8, 1805. 

Major; In complianoo with instructions received I have the honor 
to forward the following report of the operations of this brigade in the 
campaigns from Goldsborough, N, 0., to Raleigh, N. C., and Rich- 
mond, Va., when I was relieved of the command by the return of Brevet 
Brigadier-General Pardee from leave of absence: 

April 10, 1806, in accordance with orders received the brigade broke 
camp near Goldsborough, N. 0. (where it had been encamped since 
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Mai'cli 25), at 6.30 a. in. Marclied tbroiigli the town, takin^^' tlio dirccit 
road toward Smitbfield, N. 0., crossing Little Itiver about live luiles 
from its junction with the House, no detention occurring on tlie road 
until near Moccasin Ewer, wbero a regiment of the enemy’s cavalry 
were found posted to dispute tbe passage of that stream. They were 
soon dislodged, however, by tbe ti'oops in advance, but not before they 
succeeded in cutting* a mill-dam some distance up the stream, which 
speedily overflowed the can.scway and bridges on the road 1:o the depth 
of two and three feet, making it very difllcult for the iiassage o( tlie 
troops and trains. The brigade commenced crossing at dark, the hist 
regiment arrisdng in camp on the oiiposito side at about 12.30 a. iii.j dis- 
tance marched, twelve miles. April 11, 1806, moved at 6.30 a. ni., and 
marclied to Smithflekl,N.C.,distancofourtooii miles, and ciicamited iioar 
tbe suburbs of the town at d p. m. April 12, moved at 9 a. m. ; crossed 
the Neuse Eiver by pontoon bridge, taking tlie Elevation and liOach- 
burg road toward Ealeigb,N.C. 5 crossed Swift Oreok near its inoutli, and 
again twelve miles farther up, going iiib) camp on the plantation of Mrs. 
Saunders about one mile north of the last-named streain, April 13, 
moved at 0 a. m. and marched to Ealoigh, the capital of North Caro- 
lina, the city having been occupied by Kilpatrick’s cavalry early in 
the morning, the enemy making no opposition to its occupation by oiir 
forces. We oucampod on the south side of the town, near the insane 
asylum, at 1 p.ni., after marching fourteen miles. Wo remained in the 
same camp until the morning ot April 25. Camp was again broken, 
and wo moved at 9 a. m. to Jones’ Cross-Eoads, a distance of tliirteon 
miles southwest from Ealoigh. Encamped at Jones’ Cross-Eoads until 
the 2Stli of April, and then moved at d.30 a. m. back to our old camp 
near Ealeigh. This retrograde movement was caused by tlio Hiirrondei’ 
of Johnston’s rebel army making a forward movomont uiinoeossary. 
Soon after arriving in camp orders were received to prejiaro for a home- 
ward march toward Washington, 1). 0., via Jticluiiond, Va. All prepa- 
rations being completed, the brigade was reported in readiness for tliis 
movement on the evening of the 29tb of April. April 30, 1805, brolco 
camp this morning at 7 a. m. Moved tlirongh Ealoigh in review order, 
and marched to Mantco’s Mills, distance thirteen miles, and went into 
camp for the night. 

May 1, moved at 6 a. in. and marclied about twenty-threo miles, 
encamping three miles north of Tar Eiver at 4 p. m. May 2, moved 
at 6 a. m.) marched to near Williamsborough, N. C,, and encamped at 
4 p. ui. two miles soutlnvest of the town, a distance of oighteon miles. 
May 3, marched at 4.30 a.m.; passed through Williamsborough and 
Townsville on the Eoauokc Yalloy Eailroadj crossed the State lino at 
10.30 a.m., and oncamiied at 12 in. about one mile north of it in the 
State of Yirgiiiia. May 4, moved at G a.m.; crossed the Jtoaiioke 
Elver by pontoon bridge at Taylor’s Ferry, crossing the Boydtou plank 
road near Allen’s Greek, and inarched to iiciu* South Ilill, where wo 
encamped for the night at C p. m. May 6, moved at 6.30 a. m. ; cro.sse(l 
the Melierrin Eiver at Saifold’s Bridge, striking a plank road at Hedge 
Grove, and cstabli.shed camp forthouight five miles south of Nottoway 
Eiver. May 6, moved at 6 a. m., crossing Big and Little Nottoway 
Eivers, striking the Lynchburg and Petersburg Euil road at Blacks and 
Whites Station, going into camp for the night at Wellvillc at 5 ]>. in. 
May 7, moved at 6 a. m.; crossed the Axipomattox Eiver at Kidd’s 
Mills at G p. m. by iiontoou bridge, encamping for the night about one 
mile from the river at 7 p. m. May 8, moved at 6 ii. m. through Glover 
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Hill and marclied to oast side of Falling Oi-celc, encamping by 7 p. m. 
May 9, inovod about ono milo and a half toward Mancbestor, Va., and 
went into camp and remained until I was relieved.

Headquabters Fifth Ohio A^olunteers, 

Rear Ooldsborough, N. 0., April 1, 1865. 

Sib : I liavo tUo liouor to forward tlic oilicial report of the Fifth Ohio 
Volniitoor Infantry for the late caujpaigu from Savannah, Ga., to Golda- 
borougli, N, 0. : 

Tlio Fifth liog'iinont Ohio Volunteers left Savannah, Gn., on tlie27th 
of January, 1860, and marched to Sister’s Ferry, ■wliero wo arrived on 
the 2!)th of January. 

On tlio 4tli of February cro.ssod tlio Savannah Tiivov at Sister’s Ferry 
and eoiitiiiuod tlio march from day to day, passing tlirough lUaelcvillo, 
S. C., February 10, and crossed South Branch of Fdisto Fiver at .Dun- 
can’s Bridge the same night. On tlie 12tli of February the rogimout 
was ordered to join tlie advance guard. Two companies, A and B, 
wore tlieii deployed on the right of the road loading to a crossing of the 
North Branch of thoEdisto Kivor. Arriving at the crossing, tlio enemy 
had burned the bridge and wore ready to resist our crossing. The 
regiment was then dciiloyed to the right of the road. Company TC 
and a part of Company F then crossed tlie river in a small boat pro- 
cured below the crossing and charged up the road, when the enemy 
opened with two pieces of artillery, and after firing some six shots fell 
back. Five men of the regiment wore wounded in this aifair. On the 
13tli of February, while the regiment was forming alinoiiirearof tlie Ono 
hundred andforty-soYonthPoiuisylvaniaVolunteers, onemaiiof the regi- 
ment was killed. Continued the march until the IStliof Febnuiry, and 
ero-ssed the Saluda Itiver somefoiir miles above Columbia, S.C. Feb- 
ruary 20, (grossed Broad liivcr. February 21, marched into AA’^imis- 
borough, S. 0., and the rcgiinoiit Avas dcidoyed through the town as 
provost guards. Besnmed the march on the 22d of February, and on 
the 2;3d crossed the AYateroe River. Ou the 20th camped near Hang- 
ing Rock, S. G, 

Passed tlirougli AVostchester [Ohestorfleld] Court-House on the <l;th 
of March, and marched througli Olioraw, S. 0., and crossed Big Pedco 
River on the 5t1i [0th] of March. Passed through Fayetteville on the 
l.'ith of March and crossed Capo Fear River. On the 10th we marched 
to Mill Creek Olmrch, and on the 23d crossed the Nonse River and 
entered Goldsboi'ough on the 24tU of March and wont into camp.*

Sir: I have the honor to torward to you the oflieial rei)ort of tlie 
operations of the Fifth Ohio Volunteer Infaiiti’y in the campaign from 
Goldshorough, hi. 0., to Alexandria, Va., from April 10 to May 19, 1800: 

Q'he regiment left camp at Goldshorough, K. O., April 10, 1805, and 
marched thirteen nnles and camped for the iiiglit. Ain'il 11, resumed 
the march at 0 a. jn., and marched fifteen miles and camped for the 
night near Smithfield, N. 0. April 12, left camp at 9 a. m.; crossed 
the Nense River and inarched Iburteen miles and camped for the night. 
April 13, resumed the march at 6.30 a. ni. and marched fourteen miles, 
arriving at Raleigh, hT. C., and camped near the city 5 and here wo 
remained in camp until the 26th of April, when wo marched from 
Raleigh, R. 0., some fourteen miles, and camped here until the 2Sth of 
April, and wo then marched back to Raleigh, N. 0.

seventeen miles and camped for the night. May 10, left cami> at 5,30 
a. m., aud marclied fifteen miles and camped for the night. May 17, 
left camp at 6.30 a. m.| crossed Cedar Crook aud camped near Bronts- 
villo; made fifteen miles. May 18, resumed the march at 9 a. in.; 
marched fourteen inilos and camped lor the night. May 19, left camp 
at 0 a. m.j passed through Paii'fax Station and camped three miles 
from Alexandria, Va.

III compliaiicoto orders the regiment broke camp at Savannah, Oa., 
on the morning of January 27, 1806, and took its place in the lino of 
march in the First Brigade, Second Division, Twentieth Ai'iny Corps. 
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This regiment porfbrined the varied services required of it and it 
was not detached from the brigade until the [12th] day of .hebrnary, 
18G5, -when the enemy having taken position disputing the crossing at 
the North Branch of the Edisto, I received orders troin Bvt.JBrig. Gen. 
Ario Pardee, jr., commanding First Brigade, to report with iny regi- 
ment to Bvt. Maj. Gen. J. W. Geary, coimminding Second division, 
'Xweutietli Army Corps. 1 received orders from General Geary to 
cross the North Branch of the Edisto at a bridge two miles above the 
crossing, then being held by the enemy, and guard the bridge and hold 
the crossing and await orders, which duty I performed. On the morn- 
ing of February 13 I received orders from Brevet Brigadier-General 
Pardee to return with my regiment and rejoin his command, which had 
crossed the North Edisto at the contested crossing. I rejoined the

from Brevet Brigadier-General Pardee to retiiru with my regiiueut and 
effectually destroy the bridge on which this corps had crossed that 
river. I returned to the bridge and elfectually destrojmd it and 
rqjoiuod the brigade that niglit.

ment — I have no data in my possession from which to make a report 
of the operations since leaving Goldsborough, N. C., up to the date of 
assuming comniaud : 

hlay 11, broke camp at 9 a. m. j passed through the village of Manches- 
ter across the .lames Elver and through the city of Eiolimond ; camped 
near Brook Creek. May 12, moved at 6.30 a. in., crossing Brook 
Creek} camped at Ashland Station. May 13, moved at 5.30 a. m.; 
crossed South Anna Eiverj marcbed about fifteen miles and camped. 
May 14, moved at 5 a. crossed North Anna Eivor} marched sixteen 
milesj camped. May 16, moved at 6 a.m.; pas.sod through Siiotsyl- 
vania and through the battle-field of that place, also over the battle- 
field of Ohancollorsville of May 1, 2, and 3, 1863; crossed the Bajiiia- 
hauiiock Eivor and emuped. May 16, moved at 5 a. m.; marched about 
twenty miles; camped about four miles from OatleWs Station, Va. 
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May 17, moved about 5 a. in.j marclied about fifteen miles; camped at 
1 p. m. near Broutsville. May 18, moved about 10 a. m. ; crossed Bull 
Eiin; camped near Fairfax Station. May 10, moved at 0.80 a. in.; 
passed tlirougli Fairfax Station and camped at Elliott’s [Cloud’s] Mills, 
near Alexandria, Va. May 20, in camp. May 21, in camp. May 22, 
in camp. May 23, order received for review. May 21, left camp about 
7.30 a. m.; cro.s.scd the Fotomac Itivorvia Long Bridge, passing around 
tbo Capitol in column by companies right in front, down Pennsylvania 
avoiuic; marcbedin review; pa.ssed the reviewing stand and tbence 
out to camp, about five miles from city, near Bladcnsburg, Md.

Near Qoldshorongh, X. C., ?larch 31, 1805. 
SiR! In compliance with communicatioii dated headqnartora First 
Brigade, Second Division, Twentieth Army Corps, March 20, 1805, 1 
liorowith ti’ausmit a condensed report of the part taken by the IVoiity- 
eighth liegiment Pennsylvania Volunteers in the late campaign! 

Having roruaiued in SavaimaU suilicicnttimo to restore this Soutborh 
metropolis to a quietness, if not quite ns much so as it was before the 
rebel standard was hoisted, still in a manner sufileieiit to transact the 
increasing trade of this Southern port of entry, and having rested his 
army for one month, and i>artially supplied it with clothes, and camp 
and garrison equipage, Qoueral Sherman once more prepares to invade 
the enemy’s country. The Twentieth Army Corps, forming part of the 
Loft Wing of his army, prejiarod to break camp on the 26th, and the 
Twouty-eightU Penn.sylvama Veteran Volunteers, being part of the 
First Brigade, Second Division, of that corps, broke camp and toolc up 
the lino of march at 8 a. m. of January 27, 18(15. This campaign, like 
the previous one, is almost devoid of excitement, nob having occasion 
to ]iarticipat6 in but few affairs that can bo oven called skirmishes, 
and not one engagement worthy of the name of a battle. The enemy 
appeared iiaralyzed by the comparative strength of this army and 
theirs, and offered but «a feeble resistance to our onward march, 
and that only at places of certain security to the few men they 
allowed to harass us. From the commencement to the end of this 
campaign of sixty days we have had but coutiimal suocosaes. Jan- 
uary 27, at 8 a. m. wo started toward Augusta, Ga., and marched this 
day twelve miles without incident, halting for the night at 3.30 p. m. 
The weather was very chilly but clear. January 28, this day wo v'oro 
detailed as escort to the wagons, and had thirty-five under our charge 
to see safely into camp through mud and swamp, where we arrived 
safely at 7 p. in., having marched ton miles. January 29, started from 
camp at 7 a. ni. and marched to SpringAolcl, Ga. (This was a post 
village and capital of Bflingham County^ It contained before the war 
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a court-house, three clmrches, an {icadcmy well endowed, and two or 
three stores, but the village ia now almost a mass of ruins, tlie army 
having twice passed tljroiigh it, and cacli time some ]nirt of it loll 
a prey to the excitement of a soldier by being destroyed by Ai'e.) 
Having halted here for nearly an liour wo proceeded on on]‘ jonrnoy 
imd halted at 2 p. in., a distance of three miles and a lialf from Sister’s 
Ferry, on the Savannah Eiver, having marched eleven miles, dauuary 
30, remained in camp all day. Scut out details across the river to 
remove torpedoes and repair the roads. January 31, still in camp near 
Sister’.s Ferry, Ga. Weather clear and very pleasant. 

February 1 and 2, remained in camp all day. Febriiaiy 3, remained 
in camp all day; received an order to move at 5.30 p. m., wliiisli was 
countennauded. Febimary 4, left camp at? a. m.; marched northeast 
to the river; halted at 8.10 on its banks; heavy fog and driz/diiig ruin, 
wliioli, however, eloared off at about 0 a. m. Loft here at 10 ii. ni.; 
crossed the Savanualiliivor, and marched through tlicswamps and iiuuL 
uutiH2m.; halted at Little Sister’s Laiidiug; drew rations hero and 
started again at 2 p. m. through the mud. We inarclied until 4 p. m., 
when wo halted for the night at two miles and a half from Robertsvillc. 
S. 0., having marched this day a distance of nine miles and a half. 
February 5, started at 1 p. m. and marched to a cross-roads, a. distaueo 
of nine miles. Hero wo halted for the night at 0 j). m. ; road in tolcni- 
ble good condition, considering the recent rains. No iiieidont of note 
occurred to-day. February C, left the cross-roads at 7 a. m, and marcluid 
steadily until 11.30 a. m., when wo halted for dinner; started again at 

12.45 p. m. and marched fast until 5 p. m., wlion wo went into crimp for 
theniglit; weather u'et and cold; roads good, except in swnnij5s,whor6it 
was nlniost impassable; marched this day fifteen miles. February?, 
orders to move at 0.30 a. m., countermanded until further orders, but 
liiovod at 7.15 through the rain and mud, having rained all night. Wo 
marched fast until 12.30, when wo stopped for dinner; startedagaln at 

4.45 p. in. ; crossed a swainj) of half amile and encamped for tlio night at 
Op. m., having marched tins day six miles without incident. February 
8, started at 0 a. in. and marched .steady until 11.30; lialted for diimor 
and moved off again at 12.30, and after inarching through a swam)) 
one mile long wo came to a halt at 4.30 p. in., having marolied twelve 
miles. This was the first day that wo had a view of the enemy’s forti- 
fications, which wore composed of two lunettes and a short lino of earth- 
works, sufficient to use to advantage four picce.s of artillery and 2,000 
or 3,000 moil. The regiment received an addition of eigiity-oight 
recruits, being all that reported out of 140 sent from Oarlislo Bar- 
racks, I’a. February 0, started at 0 a., m, and marched steady until 
11.30, when wo halted for dinner; moved oil* again at 12 m. and marched 
steady until we came within three-quarters of a mile of Blaekville, 
where we went into camp for the night at 0 p. m.; marelied this day 
fifteen, miles. 

February 10, took up the lino of march at 7 a. m. and marched to 
Blaekville; halted hero until 2 p. m, (This is a small i)ost village of 
Barmvoll District, S. 0., ou the South Oarolimi liailroiid, ninety miles 
west-northwest from Charleston. It was at one time a thriving vil- 
lage, but several houses were burnt or destroyed by this army while 
passing through.) At 2 p. m. we left the village and crossed the South 
•Edisto Eiver and inarched one mile, then wont into eamii at 9 j). m. 
Marched nine miles this day witliout incident. February 11, this day 
wo moved at 4 p. m. half a mile and encamped fbr the night at 5 ]). ni. 
February 12, we loft camp at 7 a. m. and maroliod steady until wo came 
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witliin three-quarters of a niilo of the iforth Edisto River. We lialtod 
liere for a time and had dinner, then the regiment commenced assisting 
to rebuild the bridge and corduroy the swamp leading to the river. At 
about 4 p. m. the enemy unmasked two pieces of artillery, suppo.sed to 
be lO pounders. They threw five or six shots of grape and shell at u.s, 
one ot which killed Pi-ivsite Fraiici.s Ridgeway, Oompany D, and 
another wounded Colonel Flynn, commanding regiment, in' the foot, 
slightly. By thi.s ensimlty Lieut. Col. James Fitzpatrick became com- 
niaiider of the regiment. The regiment then formed and encamped for 
the night lOO yards from the river. Marched thirteen miles this day. 
February 13, moved at 0 a. m., the ougliieera having bnilt the bridge 
iiiidcr cover of the night. Wc crossed at 0.30 and advanced to the sup- 
port of the Twenty-ninth Ohio Volunteer Infantry. Moved one mile 
and halted and cooked dinner. We remained here until all the corps 
and corps train passed, then moved as i*oar guard to the corps at 8.45 
p. m. We marched four miles and camped for the night at 10.20 p. m., 
alter marching this day seven miles. February 14, this day wo spent 
as guard to the wagon train, having forty wagons in charge. We left 
camp at 0 a. in. 5 marched all day and encamped at cross-roads at 3 
p. m., having traveled eight mlle.s. 

^ February 15, wo left eamx) 0.45 a. m. a.s the advance of the divi.s- 
1011, the division in advance of the corps. Wo deployed as skirmishers 
and commoncod firing soon after leaving camp; came to Congareo 
Creek. (Tlii.s creek vises in Lexington District and (lows into Congareo 
River a few miles below Columbia.) rioro about fifty of the enemy 
were posted to harass us in cro.ssing. After a short time spent in 
recomioitering a party composed of Captain Arncr, Lieutenant Hamil- 
ton, Ooi'imral Oallilum, Company G, and one or two others, crossed 
tlio_ swamp and crock on the left and completely Hanked them, upon 
seeing which they fled in disorder. The regiment then crossed the 
bridge, which we found liad been torn up considerably and burnt in 
seyoral places. It wus, however, .soon repaired and wc again advanced: 
skirmished again and drove them steadily acros.s another bridge over 
a small stream to a cross-roads. IToro they made another stand for a 
short time, but wo soon compelled them to leave. They lied in the 
direction of Columbia. After inarching about one mile toward Colum- 
bia we halted for the night. The vegimont wont on picket after march- 
ing and slcirniishing. a di.stanco of ton miles. February 10, left tho 
])icket-liiie with blic wagons at 1 p. m. and inarched until 4.30 p.m., 
when wc halted for the niglit about five miles and a half from Colum- 
bia. Marched tliis day seven miles. February 17, took up the lino of 
inarch at 0 ii. in. and after movingfaat to within two milc.s of Columbia 
we turned to tho left and marched two miles up the Saluda River and 
encamped for tho night, having marched, without incident, five miles, 
February 18, left camp at 8 a. in. and crossed tho Saluda Rivcrjtheii 
marched nine miles in a northeast direction and encamped for tho night 
near Zion Glinreh at 5 p. in, No incident worthy of note occurred 
to-day^ marched eleven miles. 

February 11), started from Zion Ohnrch at 4 p. in.j took our position 
in the rear of the corps; roads good and weather fine. No incident 
occurred to-day. We marched six miles and onoamped at 7 p. m. 
Febrnary 20, left camp at I p. in.; crossed Broad River on pontoon 
bridges; marched until 0.30 11, m.; camped at about nine miles from 
Wiiiiisborough. Broad River at this point is a stream of considerable 
width, and required some time in laying tho pontoon, but the crossing 
was accomplished without accident or incident worthy of note. Febrii-

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ary 21, started at 0.30 a. ra. and marclied steady a distance of nine 
miles to Wiimsborough, whore wo arrived without iiunden t at il.oO a. m.

been started by our advance foragers, and which at one tiine bid suv lo 

destroy the town, but it wasoxtinguislied after burning but ten or 11 1 teen 
very fine buildings. (Winnsborough is a po.st village, eiipital ol hair- 
field district, on the Charlotte and South Carolina Ivailroad, tliiriy- 
eight miles north from Columbia. It is situated in a lertile larnimg 
district. The railroad connects this place with Columbia and witli the 
Catawba Itivev. The village has several churches and academics, one 
bank, and a theological seminary. Two periodicals were also jniblislied 
bore. We stopped liere all night without iiicidcut.j Pebnmry 22, com- 
incnccd marcliing' at 3.30 j). m. and marched ofte- mile. Allei liaiting 
for one hour wo started again and marched fast for a distiuiee ot six 
miles and encamped at 8 p. m. Marched scvmi miles tlii.s day. 1‘ cbrii • 
arv23, loft camp at 0.30 a. m. and marched through rani and mud; roads 
in a very bad condition. We halted at Catawba Jiiver for some time, 
then crossed the river and oncam])cd at 1.2 j). m., having nuii’cbod fUtoen 
miles. Pebruavy 24, started at 10.30 a. m. and innrebed tlirougb rain 
and mud a distance of seven miles. It rained contimnilly all day, and 
the mud was almost impassable. Pebrnnry 25, we were eompej ed to 
stay in camp at this place (called by the citizens Liberty Hill) all day. 
llaincd all day, Pobruary 20, marched with the wagons all day. .Lett 
at 7.15 a. in. and halted for the night without incident at J Linging 
Rock, a post-oHlco of Ker.sliaw District, S. 0., at 3 ]). m. Marcliiul this 
day eight miles. February 27, moved at 2 p. m. and iiiaveliod two inile.s 
and a half. Crossed Ifanging Rock Creek and encamped at 4 p. m. for 
the night. 1-^ebruary 2.S, still raining. The road becaiuo almost 
impassable, therefore m’c could move but a short <1 istanci^. Wo started 
at 7 a. 111 ., and after struggling through tlu^ mirc and swamp for a dis- 
tance of six miles wo went into camp at 12.45 p. m. 

March 1, started at 12.45 p. m.; inarelied steady, crossing i'lat and 
Biid'ulo Creeks. Here wo wore detained by the wagons about an bour; 
then marched steady until wo came to Lyiicli’s Creek. (This ertuh 
forms the boundary of Kershaw and Lancaster Districts, and enters 
into the Great Pedoe River.) Wo were here detained again with the 
wagons; then started again, crossed the bridge, marehed two miles, 
andeucampedfortheiiightat 11.30 p.m. licar guard of the wagon tram 
all clay. March 2, moved at 8.45 a. iu., fourth regiment in advance, 
brigade rear division; marched steady toward GhestorllcUl; halted at 
12.30 p. in. for dinner six miles from starting point. Moved at 4.30 
half a mile and encamped for the night at 5 p. m. March 3, .started at 8 
a. m. with the wagons; inarched to Ohosterficld, where we arrived at 
11.46 p. in. (Ohostoj’lleld is a small post village, capital of Cliosterfiehl 
District, 105 miles northeast from Ooliiiubia.) March 4, left camp at 7 
a. m. and moved half a mile; halted liero until 10.15 a. m., when wo 
were assigned forty wagons to escort into camp and assist throngh the 
iinul. Moved in the direction of Olievaw; passed the Pir.st Division in 
camp at 11.30 a. m.; took the left-hand road and inarched iu direction 
of Siieedsborongh, N. 0.; crossed the line at 4 p. m.; camped at (» p. 
in, two inile.s and a half from Great Pedeo River. March 5, remained 
in camp all day; weather line. March 6, started at S a. m. and inarched 
steady aiul fast to Cheraw, where we arrived at 2 ]). m. (Ohcraw is a. 
post village of Chesterfield District, on the riglit bank of the Great 
Pedee River, at the head of steam-boat navigation, ninety -three miles 
east-northeast from Columbia. It has a plank road leading' to Wades- 
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borough, N. 0., and is a place of some importance as a depot ol' cotton. 
Olieraw contains one bank, several clinrclies and acadL’inics. Popiila- 
tioii in 1800 about 1,000.) We remained in tl»e ton n until 1 p. ui. 
We then crossed the river and marched five miles in tint diredion 
of Fayetteville and halted for the night at 0 p. m., liaving nuirchod 
sixteen miles. M.arch 7, moved at 8 a. m. ami marched .steady u itli tin; 
Avagons until 2 p. m., wliemvo encamped for the night iit (Ive mihis 
from Eoekingluim, having inarched twelve miles; line weather all day, 
March S, started at 1 p. in. with the wagons; encamped at 11 j). m. 
eight miles in direction of Lumber liivor, FT. G. FTo ineidciit oceurrial 
to-day worthy of note. March 9, started at (1.15 a. m. and marelied in 
advance of tlio wagons steady and in the rain and cueainped at 4.10, 
one mile from Lumber liivor; rained very hard for nearly three liours 
just aswe arrived in eami); marched thi.s day thirteen milc.s. 

March 10, left camp at 3.30 p. m. and crossed Lumber IMvor. {Tliis 
river at this point is of wmsidcrable width. It rises near the north- 
east corner of liichmond County, H. 0., flows in a southerly eourso, and 
enters the Little 1‘eclco liivor, in South Carolina, about fourteen miles 
oast from i\lai'iou Oourt-lJouse.) We marched until 8 p. m., when wo 
encamped for the night, Iiaviug marched four miles. Marcli lljeft 
camp at 0.45 again with the teams. Mavchc<l in the dirootion of Fay- 
etteville, O. Wo made good time until wo came to whore the First 
Division was encamped, when the,y were ordered to march and leave 
their wagons with us. The roads wore very muddy and it was almost 
impossible to get along, but wo managed to roach caiup at 10 p. m. 
after inarching sixteen miles. March 12, started at 8 a. m.; marched 
to within half a mile of Fayottovillo; readied oampatd p. m., having 
marelied fourteen miles witliout incident. March 23, moved from oainp 
at 1 p. 111 . and marched through Fayetteville to within lialf a mile of 
Capo Fear Hi ver, whore wo laid until 4.39 a. m. of March 14. (Favotte- 
villo is a flourishing town, capital of Cuinberland County, ll. 0.; is 
situated on the left bank of Oape Fear River, at the head of naviga- 
tion, sixty milos south from Raleigh and 100 miles northwest from 
Wilmington . The town is regularly laid out, with .streets 100 feet wide. 
It contained an arsenal of comstructhm (wliicb was torn down by orders 
of General Slicrnian), a largo cstablishmont, inclosing over fifty acres; 
also three banks and three or four newspaper offieos. Wo were hero 
reviewed by General Bhorman.) Marcli 14, at 4.30 a. m. wo crossed the 
Cape Fear River. (This river is the largest and most important river 
who.so course lies wholly in North Garoliua, and the only one which 
flows directly into the sea fi-om this State. Steam-boats ascend in all 
stages of water to Fayottovillo, N. 0, Its longtli is estimated at over 
300 miles, and it i« formed by the jiiiictioii of the Ilawancl Deep Rivers 
near the center of tho State.) After crossing the river wo marelied three 
miles and went into camp at 0.30 a. m. and remained in camp the bal- 
ance of the day. March 15, to-day tho division was detailed as escort 
to tlio ontiro coi*i>s wagon train, so as to allow the First and Third 
Divisions to move unencumbered. AVo started at 12.45 and liad the 
most trouble with tho train that wo have had since being with Shor- 
maii’a army. AVe wore traveling all night up to 1 a. m. with those 
teams, pushing and imlling them through tho mire, traveling a dis- 
tance of nine miles in direction of Washington, N. 0. 

Marcli 16, loft camp at 10 a, m.j still witli tho wagons; wo 
inarched eight miles; raining and blowing hard; camped at 9 p.m. 
March 17, remained in camp without incident all day. March 18, 
started at 0.15 a. m.; with tho wagons all day; the regiment in 
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advance of the train. This day we corduroyed the road nearly all the 
way. Arrived in camp at 8.30 p. in. Marched to-day six miles. March 
19, left camp at 11.16 a. in. with the teams again, and inarched on a 
tolerably good road for a distance of eight miles, and had just arrived in 
camp and stacked arms when we were ordered to move. Wo arrived 
in camp at 11.50 p. in. March 20, started at 2.30 a. in. and inarched to 
where the Fourteenth Army Corps and First Division, IVentieth Army 
Corps, had an engagement yesterday, a distance ot nine miles. Wo 
here baited for the day. Marcli 21, remained in camp all day without 
incident. Heard heavy liring to the right of our line. March 22, 
started on our return to Goldsborongh at 8 a. in., and marched back 
the same road wo went out on yesterday, and encamped at 11.30 
p. m. after marching twelve miles. Marcli 23, lett camx> at (> a, m.} 
crossed the Neuso Fiver and marched three miles; cam])ed at Smith- 
field Cross-Eoads at 3 p. in., having come iiiiio miles. We here mot 
the Twenty-third and psu-ts of the Twenty-fourth and Tweiity-lifth 
Army Corps. March 24, we took up the line of march for Golds- 
borough at fi,30 and arrived at the town at 1 p. in. Wo were here 
reviewed by Major-General Sherman and passed on for one mile and a 
half north of the town, wdioro we encamped at about 3 p. in. (Golds- 
borougii is a post village, capital of Wayne County, N. 0., on the 
Keuse River, w'hero it is crossed by the Wilmington and Weldon Rail- 
road, fifty miles southeast of Raleigh.) Mai’ch 26, remained in camp all 
day, March 20, changed camp at about 11 a. m. and marched two 
miles, and arrived at the camp which wo now occupy. 

Thus has closed the most successlul campaign of any general on 
record. Tlio regiment I have the honor to command I cannot but 
sny both ofiicors and men have iierfonned all their arduous duties with 
alacrity. This record is a very imperfect expression of their patience 
and general courage, but may be found useful as a (lata for time to 
come. This command, in common with the Twentieth Army Corps, 
now occupy the defenses of Goldsborough, N. C.

Captain: In compliance with oii’cular dated headquarters First 
Brigade, Second Division, IVontietU Army Corps, May 26, 1866, 1 have 
the honor to report the following as the part taken by the Twenty- 
eighth Regiment Pennsylvania Yotoran Yoluuteer Infantry in the late 
movement from Goldsborough, N. 0., which closed with the grand' 
review at Washington, D. 0,, by the President and Lieutoiiant-Gonoral 
Grant: 

The march was for the greater part one of pleasure, inasmuch as 
there was no forming in line of battle or skirmishing, and alter leaving 
Raleigh there was nothing to mar the happiness of the men on the early 
return of peace except the death of our late beloved and lamented 
President, Abraham Lincoln. Each one felt that ho had lost a friend; 
indeed a more than friend — a father, even. After remaining in Golds- 
borough, R, 0., receiving supplies of all kinds, we received orders to be 
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rciuly to move on the lOtli of April, 1805. April 10, broke camp at 
(i a. m.; marched through Goldsborougli, 1?. 0., taking the road to 
Smithriold. Heavy skirmishing nearly all day at the head of the col- 
nmn. At 1 p. m. halted for dinner; started at 2 p. in. During the 
afternoon it began to rain. Wo inarched slowly over bad roads and 
swamps and reached camp at 12 midnight, liaving inarched fourteen 
miles this day. April 11, left camp at a. m.j weather cloudy: 
roads muddy. Marched rather fast during the afternoon. Arrived at 
Sinithlield, ish G., and camped at 3 p. in., after marching fifteen miles. 
12th, new.s of the .surrender of Leo’s army was received this morning 
with groat rejoicing amongst the troops. Loft camp at 10 a. m., 
marched through Smithfield, and crossed the Neiise River at 3 p. m. 
Halted for dinner twenty minutes; started at 3.30 p. m.; marched till 
7 p. m. and cainpod in the field; marched this day thirteen miles. 
13th, started for camp at 0 a. m., nothing of interest occurring this 
day. Arrived at Raleigh, H. G., and expected a battle, but wore dis- 
appointed, General Joe Johnston not teeliiig inclined to risk a fight. 
Oamped on the west side of the city at 3.30 ]>. m.; marched fifteen 
miles. Mth, in camp all ilay. Loth, orders wore received to move at 
0 a. m. and paa.s through Raleigh in review, which wore eountoniiaiided. 
Rained nearly all day. Kith, remained in camp all day. News of 
Johnston’s suiTondor received. 17th to 21.st, in camp. 22d, reviewed 
by Muj, Gen, W. a\ Sherman in Raleigli, N. 0. 23(1 and 2dth, in camp. 
25th, received niandiing orders; brokecamp at 7 a. m. ; moved at 0 a. m. : 
marched seven miles; halted for dinner at 2 p. m. twenty minutes 
sl;arti!(l at 2.30 p. m.; marched seven miles and camped near .Tones’ 
Gross-Roads, N. 0., at (i p. m; marched this day fourteen miles. 
2()th and 27tli, in camp near Jones’ Cross-Roads. 28th, received 
orders to march back to Raloigli. Broke camp at 5 a. m.; arrived 
at Raleigh at 12 m., and returned to former camp.s, having marched 
fourteen miles. 20th, in camp. Received orders to be ready to march 
to Washington via Richmond, Va. 3()tli, broke camp at 7 a. m.; 
marched tlirougli Jialcigh, R, 0., homeward bound, thirteen miles 
halted at 3 p. m. for dinner; started at 5 p. m., marched three miles 
crossing tliG Reuse River at Mantco’a Mills, and camiied at 7 p. m. 
marched this day sixteen miles; roads good and fine weather. May 
1, left camp at 5 a. m.; marched thirteen miles; halted one hour 
for dinner; started at 2 ji. m.; ma-rched nine miles; crossed the Tar 
River and eamped at 5 p. m.; marched this day twenty-two miles.

camped near Wilson’s Station, South Side Railroad. The Sixth Corps 
were camped here, and a number of Pennsylvania volnhtecr rogimonts, 
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SecoiulEhoaelslaiia,i‘l^c.;marcbedthisdayabottl;twclvemiles. 7tli,loft 

caiiip at 7 a. m.; marched (juite slowly until 12 m.j stopped for diiUKa’; 
started at 1.30 p.m.j rested often on the route; crossed the Api^otnattox 
Eiver at 0.30 p. in.; camped one mile from the river; marolied about 
sixteen miles this day. 8th, left camp at 6 a. m.; marelied ten miles; 
halted fordinner one hour at 12.30 p. m; started at l,.30p.]n. ; marched ten 
miles; crossed the Falling’ Oreek and camped one mile Iroin the river at 
7 p. m. 9th, changed camp at 9 a. m. ; marched one mile. 10th, in camp 
all day. 11th, left camp atO a. m.; inarched through Manohestcr and 
Kiclimond, Va. ThePirstDivision, Twenty-fourth Cov])S, wns paraded in 
Manchester to review the Army of Georgia, and made a line appearanco. 
Camped tliree miles from Kiclimond, at Krook Church. Martdied 
ten mito.s this day. Kained hard all night. 12tli,loft camp at 0 a. m.; 
halted at 10 a. m. for dinner; started at 11.30 a. in.; marelied over v<‘ry 
bad roads and swamps; campeil at A.shluud, on the Fredericksburg 
and K’iohmond Eailro;ul,at « p. m; marched this day about twelve miles. 
13th, iGl't camp at5.30 a. m. ; crossed the South Anna Kiver and the New 
Found Elver; halted tiirco-cinartcrs of an hour for dinnor; startod at 
12 in.; crossed the Little Elver and camped at Trinity Olnircli at 1 
p. m,; imu'ched fifteen miles this day. Good camp-ground ami plenty 
of water.

Sms In coiiipliuneo with instructions received I have the honor to 
aiibmit the following report of the part taken by the One hundred and 
forty-seventh Regiment Pennsylvania Yoluutcors in this long and 
trying campaign justonded: i. i 

On the morning of the 27tli of January wo toolc up our line of march, 
moving north on a road running nearly parallel with tlie Sayammli 
River to Sister’s Ferry, which wo readied on tlio afternoon of the 2Qth 

of January. . „ ^ ^ , 

Hero wo wore detained until the morning of February 4 on account 
of the heavy rains which raised the river, overilowing part of the road, 
causing it impassable. Wo crossed the river, marched northward, 
striking the fSoiitli Carolina] Railroad at Blackville on the morning 
of February 10 ; coiitimiod our direction nearly nortli ; crossed the 
South Fork of the IDdisto River. February 12 this regiment was in the 
advance, occasionally getting sight of a few rebel cavalry. Reaching 
Jcffcoat’s Bridge on tlie North Fork of the Bdisto River about 1 p. m. 
wo found the bridge destroyed and the enemy contesting our cros^ng. 
I immediately tried to make a crossing with part of my comimincl on 
the west side of the road, but the river was swollen too nmdi. Iwo 
comiianies, under Captain Kroidor, in connection with the Fiith llogi- 
mcmt Ohio VoluntGor Infanti-y, charged down to the nver-bank, (Iriy- 
ing the enemy from the opposite side. The Fifth Regiment Ohio Vol- 
unteer Infantry crossed several companies in a small boat, allowing us 
to rebuild the bridge. About 11 p. m. Oapt. John W. Parks, Company 
11, One hundred and forty-seventh Pennsylvania Volunteers, with two 

coinpaiiios, relieved that part of the Fifth Ohio. About 4 a. m.l'eb- 

ruary 13 I advanced. Found the enemy had evacuated this pome. At 
daylight I oontiiiued to advance; soon found the enemy. As my skir- 
mishers wore crossing a mill-race they were fired upon, i pressed lor- 
ward and drove them. In this skirmish X had one man wounded. \\o 
still continued our march northward, arriving opposite Oolumbia, b. U., 
on the afternoon of February 17. On the IStli we crossed the Sahida 
River, and 20th, the BroadRivor, reaching Wiuusborough on tbo 21st. 
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From tins place we changed our direction northeast, crossing the 
Catawba River at Rocky Mount on the evening of tlio 23d. Iloro, and 
for several days following, we Ibnnd the roads almost im]mssiil) i>. Iioin 
the heavy rains that fell. 'VVo camped near Hanging Rock on the 2()tli 

of Febrnary. . , . i 

On the 3d of March wo readied Ohestcrlndd Court- House!, mid on 
the 6th we passed through Oheraw and crossed the G rent R<idee. Con- 
tinuing our direction northeast, readied Fayetteville, N. C., Miirch 1-;. 
From this point wo crossed the Capo Fear River, arriving at Colds- 
borough, N. G., March 24, after being fifty-sovou days on tins inland 
campaign, and marching about 400 miles. 

In conclusion I bog leave to thank the ollieers and men lor ibc uni- 
formity and willingness in discharging their dutie.s. It was a trying 
campaign; our marches were long and exceedingly tircsoiiio. 

Accoiupaiiyiug please find a list of casualties.* I had lour iiioii cap- 
tured, one of whom was with the regiment, who was captured near the 
last camp. I sent him out witli a few others for forage, ilio otlior 
three were detached men, of whom I. am unable to give the particu- 
lars.

Sir; In compliance with orders received T liavo tlie honor to submit 
the following report of the part taken by my regiment in the campaign 
after leaving Goldsborougli, N. 0.: 

On Sunday, April 9, orders were received to liavc my command m 
readiness to move at daylight next morning. The lOtli. instant, at (i a. 
m., wo moved out of cami), taking the river road toward Smith Hold, N. C., 
which place wo reached on the afternoon of the lith instant. On the 
morning of the 12th wo again took up oiir line of march for Ralcigli, E. 
0., reaching it on the afternoon of the 13tU instant. Hero wo roiiuiined 
until the inoriiiiig of April 25, when we again moved on General 
Johnston. About this time the capitulation botwcon Sherman and 
Johnston took xilace, so on the 28tli we moved back to Ralcigli again, 
and on the 30th of April we took up our lino of march northward, 
reaching near Mawt^kester, Va., May 8, 18C5. 

May 11 wo struck camp again, marching tlii'ougli Manchoator and 
Richmond, Va., reaching the vicinity of Alexandria, near Olond’s Mills, 
May 17, making a complete circuit around the so-called Confedoraoy,

Captain ; I liavo the honor to siihinitfor the information of the gen- 
eral eoinmaiuling division the following roimrtof the campaign from 
January 27, 1^65, to March 26, 1866: 

Aecomiiaiiying this please find a chronological reimrt of events per- 
taining to iny command during the campaign just closed. As there 
are no details of battles to ^vo, I have chosen this form of submitting 
a report as being more explicit and full. 

The oampaign occupied nearly sixty days from the 27th day of Jan- 
uary to tlie 2(jth day of March, inclusive, during wliich pei’iod we 
traversed nearly 600 miles through a hostile country, abouiuUng in 
swamps, largo rivers, ami over the worst of roads, tho largo wagon 
trains acicompanying tho colnmn required not only an ofliciont guard, 
but much labor in rendering the roads passable, and I can safely esti- 
mate fifteen miles of corduroy road constructed by my brigade. 

At Wiuusbnrough, S. 0., on tho 22d day of February, the brigade 
was detailed to destroy the Columbia and Charlotte Kailroad, and ren- 
dered useless about four miles of track, bonding and twisting tlie rails 
and burning tlie ties. Near Laurel Hill, N. 0., about a mile of the 
Wilmington railroad was broken in a similar mannerj innldng in all 
five miles of railroad track destroyed by this brigade. Just previous 
to reaching Fayett<‘vill6, and 8ubseq.\i6ntly, tho entire trains of the corps 
wore assigned to tho cai'e of this (livision, and the roads being of tho 
worst character, tho men wore constantly employed, night and daj', in 
helping them along over bad places and through dense swamps need- 
ing corduroying throughout tlieir entire extent. During this time the 
work was heavy j at one iioriod my command toiled through two nights 
and three clays with tborear of tho trains. Tho army becoming engaged 
with tho enemy toward Mill Creek, Goiioral Geary, with the First and 
Third Brigades, proceeded to tlio front, leaving mo witli the Seoontl 
Brigade, tho First Michigan Bngineors, and a pontoon regiment in 
charge of the trains, with orders to intrench them until otherwise 
directed. Finding a suitable position for dofeiiso near Canaan Church, 
on tho road by Falling Creek to Grantham’s, tho trains wore closely 
parked, the troops placed in position, and tho entire camp intrenched. 
Witli the 2,000 muskets I had to defend it it was safe against tiie attack 
of any force. The brigade did not romaiii in this position long, for at 
12 m. on tlio 20th instant orders were received to proceed to Golds- 
borough. After corduroying a swamp nearly two miles in extent the 
train was moved and parked for the night on Thornton’s plantation, 
near Falling Creek, imoceediiig the following day as far as Grantham’s 
on tho main road to Cox’s Bridge. Hero orders were received from 
corps headquarters to proceed to tho junction of tho Cox’s Bridge 
and Bverettsville road with the Dead Field and Golilsborougli road, 
for the purpose of establishing a temporary depot and hospital for the 
corps. We arrived at the camp indicated on the afternoon of the 22(1, 
and tho hospital was soon located, every available wagon being unloaded 
and dispatched to Kinston for supplies under escort of the One hun- 
dred and fifty-fourth Now York Volunteers and One hundred and 
ninth Pennaylvama Veteran Volunteers.

March 12, the division 
marched at 12 m. with all the trains of the corps and oucampod at 1' ay- 
etteville for the night. A mail sent north via Wilmington. March 13, 
review of the Twentieth Corps by G oiicral Sherman in passing through 

the town. OrossedthoCapo Fear Riveronpontoon bridge and encamped 

three miles beyond on the plank road to Raleigh. March Id, in camp. 
March 15, moved at 4p. m. in charge of the rear of the entire corps 
train. Marched live miles during day and night and continued 
marching on the 10th without rest, all day and night, and halted 
at 4 a. m. on the 17th, having made but ten miles over nnserablo 
roads. Resumed the march, after corduroying the roads, at 11 a. m., 
crossing South River, and encamped four miles beyond, rejoining the 
division. March 18, moved at 0 a. in. and encamped (hi the Boutoii- 
villo road, about thirty miles from Goldsborough, the division still in 
charge of the train of the corps. Heavy fighting by the army in our 
front, fllarch 19, moved to Canaan Church, on the road to Grantham’s, 
and encamped. The First and Third Brigades marched to the battle- 
field at midnight, leaving the Second Brigade, the First Michigan 
Eiiginoors, and pontoniers to take charge of the trains. March 20, 
engaged all the morning in iiitrenehiiig the trains; completed work 
strong enough to resist a formidable assault from any force, liow- 

-er strong. Moved at 1 p. m. through a swamp one mile in extent, 
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tlio -whole of which was corduroyed, and encamped within two miles 
of Falling' Greek, on Thornton’s plantation. March :i.l,(aossecl Falling 
Greek and encaniiied at Grantham’s Store ou the road to Gom’s 
B ridge. The forces from Wilmington pass us, and the pontoiiiers, in

dred and fifty-fourth New York Volmitcer.s and One hundred and iiintli 
Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers, commanded by LiouteDaut-Colmiel 
Warner, to Kinston for supplies. March 23, iu same camp. March 
2d, orders received to rejoin the corps at Goldsboroiigli. The hospital 
removed this day. lutrciichmonts thrown up during the night to 
resist an apprehended attack of Butler’s cavalry. March 25, having 
received 130 empty wagons, they were dllcd with the loads belonging 
to the train sent to Kinston, and the entire train with the brigade 
crossed the Neuso and reported at the present camp of the corps 
bovoud Goldsborough.

Raleigh; N. (7., April 18; 1865. 

Captain: I have the honor to transmit the following official roxiort 
of the operations of ray regiment during the camiiaigu from Savannah, 
Ga., to Goldsborough, N. O.: 

In obedience to orders received from you wo broke our camp on tlie 
military parade of Savannah at 8 a. m. Jauuaiy 27, 1866, and took ux5 
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Tlio 1st, 2d, aiul 3d of March >vo siieiit in guarding the train iis it 
moved along on the Chesterfield road, averaging ten miles per day. On 
the dtli, moving through Oliesterfiold Oourt-Housi*. and {?rossing d.'lumip- 
soii’s Ci eek, we marched in a northeast course toward the Koidh Caro- 
lina line at Snccdsborongh, distant uinc miles. On the 5th wu 
remained stationary. On the Gth, marcliiiig ^lown to Ohcfiiw, crossed 
the Great l^cdce and eamped throe iniles beyond, at Whilc’.s Creek, 
oil the Fayetteville road. On the 7tli wo again !iiad<iliL'tcoii miles and 
eamiicd within five miles of Kocldngliamj tore up a i^ortioii ol‘ the 
■\Vilmington and Charlotte Kailrond. March 8, with the wagon train 



Luiuher Elver j road so bud avo made but two miles. Tlio day follow- 
ing we crossed Eocklisb Creek, and marchingiiearly all)iigbthaltedat-l 
a. m. on the 13th, having made fourteen miles. Besuming the route at 
10 a. m., we made Fayetteville, fourteen milos by the phmk road, by 
dark. IMarch 13, passing through Faj'-cttcvillo, avcvo rcA'iowed infor- 
mally by General Sherman. Crossing Capo Fear Biver, avo moved out 
six miles on the Balcigh plank road; sent niailsby steamer to Wilming- 
ton, and also received a limited supply of shoos for the men by snine 
means. March 14, remained stationary. On Cho IStli, our division 



iiig, resu]ne<l the mareli at 7 a. in. and, crossing the Black Bivor on the 
Goldsborough road, by tboOA^oniiigof the 18th bad madethirtoon miles. 

On the Itlth, crossing Big Oolicra Greek, we made eight miles and 
camped near a oluu’ch. lifcavy living had been beard all day to our 
hil't, and that OA^oning tAvo brigades of our division Avcro.sent totheft’ont 
and, tliG Second Brigade loft to guard the Avholo corps train. On the 
20tii, after encircling our position with a substantial lino of works, avc 
inoA'cd out at dusk, making seven miles, and camped at inidniglit near 
Falling Waters. (The next evening readied Grautham’s Store, ih’o 
miles distant, a heavy storm lasting all day. On the 32d we reached 
the Ncuso Bivor at the railroad ci'OSBing, live milos IVoni Goldsborough 
and eight miles from G-ranthain’s Store. HaAdiigdispatched onrtra.ina 
to Kinston wo lay here until the 25tb, when wo crossed the Kcuse 
and pitclied our camji northeast of Goldsborough. 

In acicordanco Avith orders avc foraged liberally upon the country dur- 
ing the campaign and in general my men weroploutifully supplied with 
provisions. But at times, owing to the incloiueuoy of the Avoather, 
delaying as it did the movciiiont of the troops, and to the poor, impov- 
ished state of tlio country over which avc passed, wo did snlfer for food. 
Much sivirering Aviis camsed by the inability of the quarteriim.stcr’s 
d^epartmont to fully equip the men before leaving Savannah, and hoiuo 
ol'my men Avoro outiroly Avithout shoos before the campaign was ended. 
For sOA’^ere and long continued marches, often extending far into the 
night, and for exposure to cold and stormy weather for days in suc- 
cession (the fatigue increased as itAvas by insulTicieiit clothing 
food), the (sampaign from Savannah to Goldsborough surpasses 
previous campaign of this command.

April 10, moving out with tlio diviaiou on the road to Jtaleigh and 
nearest tlio Nenso River; jnuking about twelve iniloH we cainiXMl for 
the night, having made a tedious and weari.somo inaveb. Tuesday, the 
11th, my regiment was in advance, leading both division and corps. 
Shortly after imssing the picket-lino of the First Divi.sion 1. deployed 
a company oil each side of the road and moved one on tlio road, placing 
Captain McCoy, Company JC, in coininaml of the tlireo companies, thus 
constituting the advance guard. The enemy showed lumself in our 
front coiitiiinally in small parties of cavalry, opposing our progress at 
every swamp and bvhlge or creek. At several points a luisty bavj’ieado 
of rails was thrown across the road, and at every available point they 
exchanged shots with my skirmishers. No one was injured among my 
men, but pushing steadily on througli deep swamp.s, waist-dei'-p, wo 
drove them past amitiillcld. Hero I met the Fourteenth Army Corps, 
and wo camped for the night. This skirmish was the last of tlic divis- 
ion and the corps. Tl»o next day, crossing the Ncu.so River, wo uoii- 
tinned the inarclt to Raleigh, and on the Ibllowing day reached the 
city and caniiied on the hills to the M'ost of it. Hero avo reiiniincd during 
the ai'inistico until Tuesday, April 25, when I moved llio regiment out 
to Jones’ Cross'lioads, twelve miles from Raleigh. On tlio following 
day, having received leave of absence for twenty days, I roaigned the 
coinniiind to Captain McCoy, Company K.

On the 27th [28tli [of April the rogimentwas moved back (oits old camp 
near Raleigh, and I assumed cominaiul. On the 30th wo started ibr 
Washington, via Richmond, and roachod Palling Crook, near Manchos- 
ter, Va., on the 8tli of May, and jmssed tliruugh tho fallen city on tlio 
lltli in column of compaiiios, continuing the march toward VYashington, 
via Spotsylvania, Ohancellorsvillo, Oatlett’s Station, to Cloud’s Mills, 
Ya., at which station we arrived on Prlday, tho 19th of May, 18015. 

Tho march from Raleigh Avas easy, regular, and devoid of special 
iutere.st.

out on the Bladensbnrg road live miles to onr present camp.

and eleventh Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteer Kcgiinents, during the 
campaign coinmcncing at Savannah, Ga., and terininating at Golds- 
borougli, N. 0. ; 

By command of Brig. Uen. John W. Geary, conniianding city and 
post of Savannah, this brigade was assigned to ])rovost duty in the 
west iialfoftho city of Savannah, Ga., on tliodlst f24 thj day oC-Decejn- 
ber, 18G1, and the undersigned was appointed provost-raarslial of said 
west district. 

The command continued on this duty until the 2otli day of January, 
1805, when it was relieved by the trooj)s of Bvt. Maj. Gen. G. Grover, 
coiuinaiKling division, Ninetcentli Army Corps, and ordered l;o be lield 
in readiness to take tlie field. The following diary of events will give 
a comprehensive view of the movements and ojterations of the eom- 
niand during tlie ensuing campaign : January 27, broke cami) at 8 a. m. } 
luarciied atl), tlie brigade in rear of the division and guiirding train; 
crossed Saint Augustine Greek and bivouacked at<l; p. m. near Mon- 
teitli. Bay’s march, twelve miles. January 28, marched at 0 a. in., 
brigade in center of the division; crosse<l Little lilbenozer Creek, went 
into camp at 3 p. m. Bay’s march, tliirteon miles. January 20, marched 
at (3.30 a. m., brigade in advance; passed througli t)io town, of Springfield 
at 8 a. m.; crossed tFack’s Brunch, Big Kbcne/.cr, and Indigo Greeks; 
encamped at2p. m. near the Ij’oiirtecntli Corps and three miles IVom 
Sister’s Perry.

Bay’s imireli, 
eight miles and a quarter. February 5, moved at daylight; built 
about one mile of corduroy road; passed through Robcrtsvillo and 
went into camp near Steep Bottom about 0 p. in. Bay’s march, eleven 
miles. February G, marched at G a. in.; passed through Lawtonvillo 
at 1 p. m,; v'ciit into camp at 5 p. in. near Beecii Branch Post-Odlco. 
Bay’s inarch, eleven miles and a lialf. February 7, moved at 7 a. m.; 
crossed Buck River in the Coosawliatchic Swamp, the (jro.ssing being

to the South Edisto liiver and cro.ssed it at the upper end of Fair’s 
.1 sland ; bivouacked near the river. The hridgo not being in condition 
to allow the (wossing of animals they did not cros.s until the next day. 
Day’s march, eight miles. Pebruary 11, reitiaiiied in cany). Heavy 
details were scut out to corduroy the road over the swamp adjacent to 
the river. 

Pubi'iniry 12, marched at 5 a.m. The brigade, with train, bivouacked 
at 5 p. m. near Jollcoat’s Bridge on the North Edisto Biver. I>a 3'’8 
marcli, eight miles. Pebruary Bl, moved across the river at 5 a. m. 
The enemy showed a thin skirmish lino. The Sixtieth New York was 
thrown forward as skirmishers uiid a few shots were exchanged, zibout 
8 o’clock tlio Third Division came up and moved past us. The Sixtiotli 
was tlicu wi thdraavn. Dommonced moving again at dark- ; got into camp 
at 0 p. in. Day’s march, live miles, Pebruary 14, marched at daylight; 
bivouacked at 3 p. m. at the crossing of Lexington and Orangeburg 
■with Augnsia and Oolumbia roads. Day’s inarch, six miles and a halh 
February 15, marched at 7 a.m.; went into campatSp. ni. iieartlio 
Two-Notcli road and about two miles from Lexington. In about half 
an hour oi'ders wore received from Bvt. Maj. Gen. .1. W. Geary to 
move ibrward and occupy the town, one battery of artillery accompany- 
ing the brigade. The command moved forward until -withiii a mile of 
tile ton’ll, when the One hundred and tliirty-scveiitl) Now York was 
thrown forward as skirmishers, the remainder of tlic brigade support- 
ing. They moved forward to the town and througli it, driving quite 
a force of rebel cavalry before them. The rest of the command inoved 
into the place, and after barricading the approaches bivouacked for 
the night. During our stay at tins place citD.cim wore protected in 
theirrights and private property re.spcctcd. Day’s marcli, twelvomiles. 
J.i’ebrunry 10, moved at 7 a. m., General Uarlin, of tlie Fourteenth 
Cor])s, relieving this command at Lexington. Joined the di\’isioii and 
marched to within four miles of tlic Oongareo Biver on the Oolumbia 
road; bivouacked at 2 p. in. I)a.y’s inareh, eight miles. Fehruiiry 17, 
inarched at 0 a.m.; crossed Six-iMile Greek; biVoiiackod 11 1 4 ]>. m. near 
yjoii Church. Day’.s inarch, three miles. Fobnmvy 18, marched at 8 
a. m. ill eliarge of train; crossed the Saluda Biver j bivouacked at .5 
p. m. near Motts’ Steam Mill. Day’s march, eight miles. 

February 11), marched at 3 p. in.; repaired the road; bivouacked at 
i) o’clock near Preshly’s Perry, on Broad Itivor, iDay’s march, live 
miles. Pebruary 20, marched at II. a. in,; crossed Broad mid Little 
Itivors; bivouacked at 0 p. in. at cross-roads near Kincaid’.s house. 
Day’s march, nine miles. Pebruary 21, marehod at (5 a. 111 .; passed 
througli AAMuiiaborongh and commenced toarin^>' up railroad about 
three inile.s from town;, destroyed about two miles of road; worked 
until (lark, then moved back tou'ard town two iiiilea and bivouacked. 
Day’s mareh, thirteen miles. • Pebruary 22, marched at 7 a. m. toward 
White Oak and destroyed railroad until 4 p. m., when I rocoivod orders 
to move the Second Brigade with iny own to Waterce Meeting-House, 
which 1 did, aiTiving at 9 ]). m. and reporting to General J. W. Geary, 
coniiiiandiiig division. The eomniand marched fifteen miles and elfcet- 
ually destroyed three miles of railroad, every rail being twisted. Feb- 
ruary 23, marched at 6.30 a, m.; crossed Watoree Biver at Booky 
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Mount. Th(i upproach to the river was very bad. Tlio inoii wore 
plaocid along the sides of fclic wagons to help them up a very stoop iiill. 
Every Avagoii received assistance from the men. Got into cuinp at 12 
inidniglit. Day’s march, twelve miles. .February 24, marched at !) a. 
in.; bivouacked near Colonel Bullard’s at 5 p. m. Day’s marob, live 
miles.

Day’.s march, 
twelve miles. Marcli 2, marclied at 11 a. m.; l)ivouack(?d at p. m. 
near Big Black Creek. Day’s march, seven iriilo.s. March 3, marclied 
at 7 a. in.; crossed Big Black Creek. A large amount of work was 
done on the road. The rear of the brigade got into camp at 11 ]). m. 
Bivouacked near Ohestcrlield. Day’s march, fbiirtoen miles. March 4, 
marched at 7.30 n. m.; a great deal of the road had to be corduroyed. 
Two grist-mills were taken jH)s.ses.sion of and a large (juantity of corn 
was ground for the use of the command. Encamped nearSneedsbovougli 
at 5p.ui. Day’s march, ten miles. March 5, remained in camp. The One 
hundred and forty ninth .New York were engaged nearly all day in 
building corduroy roail. .Pursuant to instructions from Bvt. Maj. Gen. 
J. W. Geary another mill was taken possc-sslon of nnd run during the 
day for the beueflt of the command. March 0, marched at 8 a. m.; 
crossed the Pedee River at 11 p. in.; bivouacked at 12 midnight about 
two miles from the river. Day’s inarch, fifteen miles. lilarch 7, marched 
at (5.30 a. ni. ; crossed the lioundary bot.weon South and North Carolina 
at 11 a. m. ; bivouacked at 1 p. m. Day’s inarch, thirteen miles. March 
8 , marclied at 1 1 a. in.; roads required a great deal of labor ; bivouacked 
at 8 p. m. .Day’s march, seven miles. March 0, marched at 6.30 a. m. 
Soon after starting a largo pontoon train from the column of the Fonr- 
teeiith Corpsjoined us nnd this brigade was assigned to guard and help it 
through. Oro.ssed Hill’s Greek ; nmeh of the road had to bo corduroyed ; 
bivouacked at 8 p. ni.; heavy rain in afternoon. Day’s march, eight 
miles.

lOOmcn from tlieOnelimulred and eleventh Pennsylvania Veteran Vol- 
unteers to the river to occupy and hold the crossing’. At (5 ]). m. I 
ie(5(;ived orders from Evt. iMaj. tlen. »!. W. (Scary to move lorwiii'd /bur 
regiments of my command to the river, which 1 did, arriving at S p. m. 
and bivouacked near the river, crossing Horse reiiCb’eek. Day’s inii rclp 
tw(‘,lve miles. 

Mareb K), at !) a. m. the Sixtieth ifew York N'eteran Volunleers 
crossed Elaelc Itiver. The klichigaii Engineers having completed a 
crossing for I'ootmen skirmishers were thrown forward from this regi- 
ment and the remaiuder placed in position to protect tin; crossing. The 
rest of the command was set at work bnjlding cru’diiroy road. Ey 
order.s from Evt. Ma.j. (lOn. J, ^V. (-loary the One hundred and tliirty- 
seveiith and (.Eie hundred and forty-ninth New Yorlc liegiinciits 
were ordered to rejiort to Ei*evet lU-jgadier-Oencral J’ardee, com- 
manding h'irst Erigado of this divl.skm, tliey having been left 
back at our first bivouac of the loth to protect the train. At 
11 a. m. T crossed tlie river with the rcstof my command, the engineers 
having completed the bridge. At I p. in. it was discovered that rohol 
cavalry was hovering on our loft Hank. The .Sixtieth New York was 
put ill position. No attack was made and we soon moved on. Eiv- 
ouaeked at 5 j). m. near the Fifteenth (’orps. Day’s march, four miles. 
Mirndi 17, remained in camp. The One limidrcd and second New York 
w’cnt out with a small train for forage and .suhsisteneo stores; was not 
very successful, March IS, marched at Eim.; eros.sed Little Ooliera 
Oreek. Tlie advance of the brigade got Into camp at 10 p. m., the rear at 
4 a. m. of the 1 0th. Day’s marcli, eight miles. iMaieh 19, mnridied at 0 a. 
m. At 4i). m. the wliole corps train was assigned to me to cover and got 
into camp. The head of the column got in at b p m., the rear at 12 
midnight. Day’s march, eight miloa. March 20, received orders at 1 
a. in. to march immediately and join tlie remainder of the corps, First and 
Third Divisions, by daylight, they Imvinghad asevere engagement the 
day before. The command was on the road within thirty minutes after 
receiving the order. Made a Junction with the corps at 4.M() a. m., 
having marched seven miles. Remained in bivouac on Mni'per’s farm 
the rest of the day, 

March 21, remained In bivouac. At 2 p. m. the One hundriMl and 
forty-ninth New York, pnr.snant to orders Irom Evt. Ocii. J. \V. 
Geary, was sent as an escort to a hospital train in the direction of 
Cox’s Bridge, on the Neiiac River. At (» p. m. the One hundred and 
eleventh PeinKsylvania Volunteers ami pioneers of the brigade were 
sent in the same direet-ioii to repair the road. Mandi 22, pursuant to 
orders from Evt. Maj. (-Jen. A. 8. Williams, commanding corjis, Lien- 
tenaiit-Oolonel Ohatiield, with his command, the. One liunclrcd and 
second New York Volunteers, was ordered to start at o a. m. with all 
the lieadqnarters wagons of the corps and the pack train. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Chatlield took charge of the train and moved at that lionr. 
The enemy having withdrawn from onr front, the rest of the conimaiKl 
moved at 7 a. m., crossed Falling Oreek, and encamped near it at 12 
midnight. The One hnndrcil and eleventh Pennsylvania Volunteers 
and pioneers rejoined the <K)ininaiHl, Day’s march, fourteen miles. 
March 23, marched at 0 a. m.j passed some of Major-General Terry’s 
command; crossed the Nouse ifciver on pontoon bridges. The One 
hundred anil second and One hundred and forty-ninth New York 
rqjoined the brigade. Eivoiiaoked at 4 p. in, near Heaver Dam Creek. 
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Day’s marcli, ten miles, 24, all \vagons and pack or extra aui- 

iiials n’erc sent forward toGoUlsborougli at 2 a. ra.; tlie brigade moved 
at 7.:i0; crossed Little Kiver and passed tlirough Goldsborougli at 11 
a. in. in column by companies, and was reviewed by Maj. Gen. V\ . i. 
Sherman. Moved a short distance out of town on the north side and 
encamped. Day’s march, eight miles. , 

Tims triumphantly terminated the sui-prisiiig campaign nt the Oaro- 
liiias. Snrprisiiig in the length of tinuj the army operated as a 
movable column; in the extent of hostile country traversed ; ni the 
magnitude of obstacles overcome; in the extent oi damage done the 
eneiiiy in the destruction of those vital elements of his existence— his 
railroad communications and his supplies; in the number of Ins cities 
and Strongholds tliat have fallen, and in it.s great moral eltect, as 
Bliowing the weakness of the enemy and the desperate straits to 
wliich ho has been reduced by the victorious armies ol the Union. 
A separate report* of casualties, uomiual and uiiiiicrical, is hereto 
attached. This command has thoroughly destroyed live miles of rail- 
road of that leadingnorth from Wiunsborougli. During the campaign 
this command has had of Government about twenty-one days rations 
of hard bread, sugar, cott'ee, salt, and nine days’ rations of meat for 
2,000 men, of which wo had loft three ilays’ bread and cofl’co on reach- 
ing Goldsborougli. Counting olllicer.s, servants, negroes, and camp 
followers, wo have drawn from the country not less than })7,r)0() days’ 
rations. Tlio forage drawn from the connti-y for all tlie animals ot the 

• train, saddle and iiack animals, and mounts for foragers, together '"’•th 
extra captured animals, including remounts, is not less than 2(50, 000 
pounds of grain and fodder cacii. The command lias captured and 
turned in, or used in jilace of disabled aniinals, about JHO horses and 
12C mules; iiumher of cattle captured, about 000. About 1,000 bales o( 
cotton and 10 gins and ])resses have been do.stroyed. At least 2D0 
negroes have followed tlic command and been provided lor. This com- 
mand lias also constructed not less than twenty miles ot substantial 
corduroy roads. During tlie campaign it has marched 437 miles. 

Too much cannot bo said in praise of the ofllcers aud men of the 
comniaiidfor the cheerful manner in which they have borne the uncom- 
mon hardships and exposure of the campaign, and the alacrity and 
thoroughness with which they have performed every duty assigned 
them. Tlieir conduct in this campaign is worthy of their past history 
and gives renewed assurances that they arc equal to the perl'ornmiico 
of any duty that soldiers were ever called upon to do. 

I would also mention the niiprocedciited good health of the com- 
mand, notwithstanding its exposures and hardships. Tliehealthof the 
couiniaiid was never better than it has been tlu'oughoiit the cainpaigii. 

.1 forbear entering further into detail of the operations of this com- 

• maud, as all its moveiiioiits, its laboivs, its hardships and oxposnre.s 
have been performed and endured under the immediate observat ion of 
the brevet inaior-general commaiuliiig division, and liivS own remom- 
braucc and data will supply any delicieiicy in this report.

(JAi’TAiN: I’lU'suant to orders from your lieadijuarters I have the 
honor to submit the following report of the Sixtieth Ilegimeiit .Now 
York Veteran S’cluiiteors, relating to Its operations since its occupation, 
together with the remaimlor of the brigade, of Bavannah, Ga., on tlio 
21,stday of December, 1804: 

■\Vhilo tlie regiment was in Savannah It was coiiiinnnded by MaJ. 
Tliomas Ellii)tt(sinc6 resigned), and .1 am unable to report fiirthoi’ thiiu 
that it was engaged in tho’jiorformanco of the usual provost duty about 
the city in coniieetion with the rest of the brigade, which duty was per- 
formed in amamier not only rclle(*.ting credit u])ou the brigade com- 
mander but to the entire aatislaction of all concerned. 

I assumed comma-ml of the regiment on the IBtli day of ilanuary, 
1805, and at 10.31) a. m. on the 27th we left Suvannuli, in eomputiy with 
the remainder of the brigade, moving with the wagon trains in the 
direction of Bi.ster’.s Ferry, on tlic Bavaimah Itiver. At li ]). in. the com- 
nmnd camped lor the night at a distance of eleven miles ami a half 
from the city. Broke camp on the 28th at 0 a. m.; marched twidve 
miles fluriiig the day. On tho2i)th broke camp at l).3() a. m., nioviiig 
toward Springfield,* through wliieli place wo marched alxmt 8. m.; 
ramped about 2.30 p. m. within two miles of yister’s Ferry, having 
marched a distance of ton miles. 

J<h'om January 30 to February 3, inclusive, the eonnnaiul reinaiiuid 
quietly in camp, notliing unusual transpiring. Broke camp on the 4tli 
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of f'oAiriuiry at 7..A0 a. m.; moved across tlie Bavannah Uivor at Sister’s 
Ferry, at wliitAi place the command drew rations, tlio first that had 
been issued since leavinj*’ Savannah. The <toninuind was sup])lie(l witli 
all the rations the men could carry at this point, being- assured at tin; 
same t ime Unit a long time would elapse before more would bo issued. 
After marching a distance ol' about six miles we camped for the night 
within about two miles of Jtobertsville. On the morning of tlie 5th the 
regiimmt was ordered forward at 5 a. in., in advance of the rest of the 
bi'igade, with orders to repair roads which were in an impassable eon- 
dition, rendered so by tlie low, swampy country through which tliey 
ran. The duty required of the regiment on thi.s day was far from agree- 
able, made so more partiimlarly as the men of the regiment are supe- 
rior in the use of the ax, and were required to enter the swamps on 
cither side of the road, where the water was in many places two and 
three foot deep, for the purpose of cutting pole.s and dragging them to 
the road to be used in (corduroying, while other iiortions of the brigade 
placed the jxdcs in the road. Notwithstanding the unpleasantness of 
the work reciuired by the command the men i)crlornied it cheerfully 
and I'aitliCully. Marched a distance of only six inile.s during the day. 
•Ilroke camp on the dth at (> a. in.; inarciiod about eight miles and 
camped for the night near Beech Branch. On the 7th moved at 7.30 
a. nu; luavched eight miles, the regiment going on picket at night. 
Moved on the 8th at 0.30 a. m.; mandied with the trains, assisting the 
wagons over the l)ad road.s; made about ten miles, and camped for the 
night at Buford’s Bridge. Broke (5amp on the 0th at 0.30 a. m.; 
mai'clied sixteen miles, and camped near Blackville. Moved at 7.30 
a. m. on the 1 0th; marched through Bla(^k villa; crossed the south 
bra.nch of tlie Fdisto Itiver and wont into (5amp. Kemaincd in camp 
during the lith. 

Broke camp on lhof2th at 7.30; marched as escort to the train; 
arrived at the North Branch of the Bdi.sto Uivor about 5 p. m., having 
marched a distance of tliirteen miles. Broke <*ain)) on the 13th at (1.30 
a. ni.; crossed the North liranch of the Edisto Kiver, Tlie regiment 
■was ordered to form a skirmish lino and move forward eautionsly until 
it came up wit h the enemy, but not to engage them. The lino was 
formed in ohcdieiuje to orders. After moving tbrwurd about 400 yards 
a small party of the enemy’s cavalry was discovered in our front. A few 
shots wore extdmnged, but a.s wo were ordered not to press tlie enemy 
the coinniand was projiGidy disposed and ordered to await further 
orders, linniediately, the Third Division coming u]), we were relieved 
by tlieuijWluMi wc returned to (;amp, having sustained no loss. On the 
I'kli imircAicd at 7.30, moving with the trains; traveled about six miles 
and ii half. Mandiod at 7 a. m. on the 15th, arriving at Ijoxington 
at 5 ]). m., having inandied thirteen niilcs. On the lOth, 17tli, 18th, 
and liltli moved with tlio trains, making a total distance of about 
i:liirty miles; roads in bad condition, thereby rciidoring it ne(;csaury to 
lierform iiuKili lalmr in nssisting the wagons along. On the 20tli the 
eomniand moved in the direction of Wiiinsborougli, at which place it 
arrived on the 2lBt about 11.30 a. in., and was immediiitoly ordered to 
destroying railroad, whicdi work it was busily engaged iiidoing until alter 
darlc, when the regiment went into camp for the night. On the 22d we 
w(a '0 again employed in destroying railroad, wliicli work was done rapidly 
and efl'ectn ally to within abouttwo miles of White Oalc. _ At 3 p. in. the 
comimuid received x)crcinptory orders to join the division at Watereo 
Ohurch, distant about fourteen miles. A heavy day’s work had been 
performed by the men of the regiment, tlioyhavingelfeotually destroyed 
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nearly two inilea of railroad, and the idea of inakuif^' a day’s inarch 
after having’ performed a day^s work was beyond their eomineheiisiou. 
However, after a rapid inarch, the command arrived in camp (every 
man in his jiroper place) at 8 p. in. Moved on the 23d at 6,30 a. m. in 
the direction of llocky Mount; again e.scort tor the train; roads bad 
and ])lenty of labor to perform. Moved about five miles on the 2‘ltli. 
On the 21jth remained in camp during the day. Moved again ijii the 
20th witli the trains; iniul very deep ; road.s almost impassable. '^Plie 
eonimand worked faithfully all day in assisting the trains; made a 
distanec of only eight miles during the day; camped near Hanging 
Jbjck. Post-Otbee. On the27tli changed camp, crossing Hanging Rook 
Creek, marehing about four miles. With the trains again on the 28tli; 
inarched eight miles; camped near Little Lynch’s Creek. 

March 1, broke camp at C.30; moved at 12 m. with trains; crossed 
Lynch’s River; marched about twelve miles. On the 2d marched 
about eight miles. On the 3d moved at 7.30 with trains; mud deep; 
crossed illaok Creek; inarcliecl ten miles and camped at 11.30 p.m.; 
comniaiicl imicli fatigued. Marched througli Chesterfield on thodth; 
moved witli the trains; made about ten miles; cam])ed near Bneeds- 
borough. lleiiiained in camp on the 5tb. Marched with the trains ou 
the Gth ; passed through Oliern w ; crossed the Pedee lii ^’Ol■ ; made about 
Afteeii miles. Outlie 7th marched about ten miles with trains ; camiiod 
near Uooldughain. Marched six miles on the 8tli; camped at 8 p. in. 
Moved with the rest of the brigade, in rear of the corps, as roar guard 
on the 9th; regiment on picket duty at nigiit. Crossed Lumber .River 
on the 10th; marched four miles; drew one ration of hard bread (one* 
<piarter pound). On tlio lltli marched with corps train; crossed Rock- 
flsli Creek; made ten miles. Moved with trains on the 12th; inarched 
fourteen miles; arrived at Payettcville; drew one ration of hard broad 
and meal, Outlie 13th passed through Fayetteville in review order; 
crossed Capo Fear River; camped three miles and a half outside the 
town. Renmined in camp on the l-Uli ; ilrew one imnnd hard bread per 
man. On the 10th moved with corps train in the direction of Golds- 
borough; camped near Black Itivcr; having marched about fourteen 
milc.s. On the lOth the vogiincnt was scut across Black River in 
advance, and thrown forward as a picket to cover tlio troops while 
building a bridge. At 10 a. ni. the regiment was ordered forward to 
repair roads. At 12 m. the eonimand was again thrown out as picket 
on the left of the rond to intercept an anticipated attack from the 
enemy’s cavalry. Marched about seven miles during the day. In camp 
during the 17tli. Marched in rear of corps train ou the 18t:li ; traveled 
about seven miles. Moved on the 10th with the trains in the direction of 
Iroldsborough ; camped lor the night at 7.30 ji. m. At 1 .30 a. m. on tlio 
morning of the 20tli the regiment was ordered, with the rest of tlio bri- 
gade, to join the rest of the corps, then about six miles distant to tlio 
left; joined tbo corjis at daylight; remained in bivouac tbroughout the 
day. 21at, no inatoiial change; drew two days’ rations. Marched in 
the direction of Goldsborongli on tho 22d, making about ten miles. 
Oro.ssed the jS’euse River on the 23d; marched about nine miles. Ooii- 
tinned the iiiareh toward Goldsboroiigh ou tho 24th, at which plaoo we 
arrived at 12 m.; marched through town in review order, and camped 
about two miles outside; since which time the eonimand lias been 
busily engaged in fitting up comfortable quarters. 

Aside from the amount of rations referred to in tho foregoing, the 
regiment has subsisted entirely from subsistence obtained, by author- 
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izud details, off the coimtry. Siuce our arrival in eaiiip the command 
has turned into quartermaster’s department Iburteeu animals, besides 
several sent in duriiif? the campaign. 

The Koklieiiy manner in which the eoniiriaiid has borne the fatigues 
and deprivations of the late severe campaign needs no coiinnent. The 
fact that no word of complaint was manifest when many of the men 
were entirely barefoot a.ml in want of necessary clothing to hide their 
nakedness, is sulliiacnt evidence showing them to he fully alive to a 
scuise of the obligations devolving upon them, and for which they were, 
willing to make any saciilice. 

The untiring perseverance and zoalons en'orts of our brigade com- 
inauder had but a tendem^y to inspire new energy and zeal among both 
q/licers and men; and when in after years they look back upon the 
caniiniign through the Carolinas they will think with rcvoreiicc of the 
master mind who conceived it, and rest with full consciousness of hav- 
ing discharged their whole duty.

Captains I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of this regiment from the time of leaving (Toldsboroiigli, N. 
0., to tiio time of occupying our x)rc.sent camp near Bladensbnrgj Md. : 

Marched from Goldsboroiigli on tlie morning of the lOth of April with 
the rest of the brigade in tlic direction of Sinithliold. On the afternoon 
of tlmtdayl wa.s placed in command of two other regimontH beside my 
own — the One hundred and second New York Yeteran Voliinteors and 
the One liuiiilred and forty-ninth — for the purpose of guarding and 
assisting tliodivision train over a swamp. The roads were very heavy 
and the train did not succeed in crossing the swamp that night, but 
went into paiic about 11 j). m. 1 went into bivouac at the same time 
witli the rest of the brigade. xVpril 11, reached Hmithlield, N. 0., at 2 
]). m. and bivouacked near the town. April 12, continued our march 
with the brigade in the direction of Kalcigli. Arrived there on the 
13tli in the altcrnoon. Went into camp on the west side of and about 
oiKMiiile from the city. Tliis regiment was on picket that day, and 
rmnained on tlnit duty until the Kith, when it was relieved by a 
detail from the several regiments of the brigade. Remained at this 
])hu'o until the morning of the 2otli, when with the rest of the com- 
mand moved to Jones’ Oroas-Koads, twelve miles distant. Remained 
in bivouac two days, and moved back to our old eami) near Raleigh. 
Rroiu this time until the SDtli was oeenpied iu preparing the command 
for a heavy march, drawing the iiecosaary clothing, &o. April 30, com- 
luenced our inarch, iiortliward. Broke camp at 7 a. m. ; passed through 
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Ealoi^'b ill review order, luarcliiug via 'VVilliainsborougli, Townsville, 
Blacks and Whites, Wellvillo, crossing tlic Appomattox Biver near 
Bevill’s Bridge, and camping near Manchester, Va., in tlie afternoon 
of May Ojiualdng the march of about 180 miles in the incredibly short 
time of ten days. Kemained in camp two days, marching again on the 
llth of May. Passed through liiclnnond in “review order,” and con- 
tinned onv march northward via Ashland, Spotsylvania Oourt-Honse, 
Chanccllorsville, Pairfax Station, and ciicampc'd near Alexandria, Ya., 
May 10. Remained at this place drawing clothing and camp and gar- 
rison equipage enough to partially refit the coiiuinindj and on the 
morning of the 2‘lth moved in light marching order, leaving the knap- 
sacks to be brought up by the train. Orossed Long Bridge, moved up 
to the Capitol and passed down Pennsylvania avenue by the White 
House in review; tlicnce marching direct to mir present encampment, 
wliicli we reached at about 4 p. m. 

The whole distance marched by this command since leaving Golds- 
bormigh is about 325 miles. 

Theineii were very orderly dnriiig the march, and no disposition to 
destroy private property or to disturb citizens was manifest during the 
whole march from Raleigh. 

Tlie health of the command has been excellent, and no casualties 
occurred during the campaign.

Sib: I respectfully submit the following I'eportof the oiieratioiis of 
this regiment during the occupation of the city of Savannah, Ga., and 
the campaign through South and North Oarolina ending at tlii.s place: 

On the 22d of December, .1804, pursuant to orders received from Gol. 
H. A. Barnum, commanding brigade and iirovost-inarshal of the West- 
ern -District of Savannah, T unis assigned to the command of Sub- 
District No. 1, and ordered to preserve older and cleanliness through- 
out the same with this regiment. In inirsuance of said orders guards 
and initrols wore established and safeguards furnished wliore neces- 
sary, good order establisliod and kept, and care taken that the rights 
of the private citizens should bo kept inviolate. 

The regiment coutimied on this duty until 19th day of January, 1805, 
wlieii myself and command were relieved by the fourteenth Regiment 
NowHanijishivoVoluntcers. Thecomuiand liavingbeen putin readiness 
and supplied M'ith clotliiug, as far as it was possible to obtain the 
same, pursuant to orders received from the general commanding bri- 
gade, on the 27th day of January, 1866, it moved out of the city upon 
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tlie Aiigiistii road, iiuircliiiig to Sister’s Ferj-y via Spi'ingiiold, in cliargo 
of a largo portion of the corps train, arriving: at Sister’s Eony on the 
21)tli day of Jaimary, ]8G6. 

Hore the (tominand remained until Pebrinuy *1, 180/5, awaiting the 
completion of a road across tlio swamp on the Carolina side of the 
Savaiiiiali Itiver, and fiirnisbing a small detail to assist in reiiioving 
torjjodocs from the road and corduroying the same. On the morning 
of the Itli of Febrnaiy, 1865, the regimoiit moved out at daylight, 
crossed the river and proceeded on the march toward Blackvi lie, passing 
through Itohertsville and Lawtonville, and crossing the Ooosawhatcliio 
and Salkehatchie Kivers, the latter at Buford’s Bridge, and reaching 
Blaekville on the Charleston and Augusta llailroad Ifebruaiy 10, 
1865. The same day moved forward toward Columbia and on the loth 
of Pebriiaiy, 1805, readied Lexiugtou Oourt-IIousc, whiijli was oi-dcred 
to be occupied that evening by Brevet Brigadier-Oenoi-al Baniiim, 
ooinmanding the brigade, in jiursuancc of whicli tlie town was entered 
without any serious opposition. Tliis rogiment was thrown across the 
Columbia road, and, in compliance with directions recoivoil from general 
commanding brigade, care [was] taken that no buildings be burned or 
citiz(!na molested in the exercise of their usual avocation. The next 
morning wo loft the town, moving to the Columbia road, and after 
marching a short distance thei'con took the road toward Zion Clmreh, 
and on the 18th of February ci*ossod the Saludaltivor. OontinuingouJ' 
nmveh on tlie 20tli of Pebrnaiy cro-ssed Broad b’iver and taking the 
Wiiinsborough road reached that place on the 2Jst. In tlio afternoon 
the regiment moved up the railroad ami proceeded to destroy a portion 
thereof and contiimcd the same work on the 22d until afternoon, wlien 
the brigade moved on to join the rest of the division, which it did the 
same ovejuiig. Taking the Itoclcy Mount road, moved I'orwavd on tlio 
23d; crossed the Waterec Itiver, eoutimung the march via Hanging 
HocJj toward Chesterfield, which place we reaedmd on the dd of Mni'eli, 
1805. Loft early next morning ami marchod toward SmuHlsborougli, 
the Second Division having charge of 'J’hird and Second Division 
trains. 

On the (ItU of March moved out on the Ohcraw road, and passing 
tlirongli that place crossed the Groat redcoJiivcr; inarching on the 
Dayottoville road, crossed Lumber Itivor and [rcaehodl Fayetteville on 
the 12th of Mavcli. On the 13th, first passing in review before Gen- 
erals Sherman and Slocum, cro.s.sed Capo Fear Itivcr and bivouacked 
oil the lialeigb road, about three miles above Faycttovillt'. IToro a day 
was given the commaud to rest, and on the 15th of Mureh again moved 
forward, keeping the main plank road and taking the roiid toward 
Cold.sborough, the Second Division having charge of the corps train. 
Continued theroou until the 20th, when, in piirsuanco of orders, moved 
out at 1 a. in., and marched throughout the night. Unjoined the eor]»H 
at dayliglit near Mill Greek, on tlie Goldsborougli road. On the 22d, 
in obedience to orders received from corps headquarters, this rogiment 
moved at 5 a. ni., and, taking [charge] of the pack train and lieadqimr- 
ters’ wagons of the corps, inarched toward Oamuin Oliurcli, reaching 
Falling Creek at 8 p. m., wliero I encamped for the night. On the 23d 
ill pui'suanee of orders from general coiniuaudiug brigade crossed Fall- 
ing Greek and rejoined the brigade. Orossed Nouse Fiver and reached 
Goldsborougli, N. G., the objective point, on the 2dtli of March, 1865. 

During the whole of this campaign, although jiartioqiating in no 
eugagemeiit, the men have always evinced a readiness to undertake 
any labor or danger, and have iimlorgoiio liardship-s and fatigue second 
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to iiOKC heretofore required of tliem. Froju lirat to last, and 
two exceptions, not a day has passed but that this regiment has been 
with the wagon train and in assisting; it over the roads. Constant and 
wearying labor has been demanded and giveiiin (tordiiroying and repair- 
ing the roads, which from the beginning have been of the worst character 
and rendered nearly impassable by the almost con.staiit rains which have 
been prevalent during the campaign. The only railroad destroyed by 
the regiment was that near Winusboroiigh, on the, Coluiiibia and 
Cliarleston Eailroad, where a little more than a mile wa.s most citect- 
iinlly dest royed, every rail having been twisted. hVmrteen horses and 
ten iiniles have been captured and turned in to the assistant ([liar- 
teriiiaster of the Third Brigade. Thirty negroes Imvo followed the 
regiment and somelift.een head of cattle captured, and ot the ralaons 
consumed by the command at least three,- fourths have be<m foraged 
by the nuni detailed from the regiment for the, imrpose. In the per- 
formance of this duty of foraging for the n^gimeut there have been 2 
men wounded and 1 oflicev amt VJ men e,aptiircd. 

Throughout the lengthy and laborious campaign both ol'licors and 
men have behaved well and at all times cheerfully complied with what- 
ever has boon required of them. They have arrived at this point 
dollcieut of clothing of every kind a.ml in great need of a rest Irom their 

lieavy labors. _ , . i.

On tho 2'ltli of May 
this regiment liroke camp, immthed to and through Washington, pass- 
ing in review at tho latter i)lacc, and arriving at our piesont eucamp- 
inent the same day. 

Biiriug the march good order and discipUno was preserved through- 
out the coimnand and the jiroperty of private citi/.ons at all times 
respected.

Pursuant to orders reeeived from headfjiiarter.s Third Brigade, Soe- 
ond Division, Twentieth Army (^lorjis, I his regiment hd't eamp at 5 a. m,, 
Aiiril 10, 1805; inandied through Goldshorougli on the HmitlWield road, 
a distance of nine miles, and bivouacked for the inght. Tiiis regiment 
having been wagon guard started at "» a. in. on the litli of April; 
crossed a snuill stream, bordered with swamps, about one mile wide, 
marched about lll’teen miles and bivouacked luair Smitlitield at about 
9 p. m. Started at (i.dO a. m. April 12; cn(;(‘red Wniithlield at company 
front and went out by the right Hank, erossed the Nouse River at tlmt 
place, erossed a small stream and ]>roceeded about two miles on the 
Raleigh road; marched alamt llfteeu miles. April 18, lefteainp at 5.30 
a. m.; marched with but few halts during the day. M arc-lied on 
Raleigh railroad about six miles from the city; passcil to the leftof the 
town and bivouacked at about 4 p. m. near lunatic asylum ; niavehed a 
distance of about seventeen mih^a. Tills command venuiined in eaiiij) 
until April 2(i [25J, when orders were received from brigiKlo headquar- 
ters to boliehl 111 readiness to immdi; left cam}) at about 19 a. m. on2()th 
f25tli] of April and marched to Jones’ (A'oss Roads, wliero we arrived 
about I) p. in., a distance of about llfteeu miles. On 27th of April, laid 
out camp and returned to Raleigh on the 28th; went in camp at the 
same place vdiere the regiment oeeupied })revlous to marching. 
lieniaiiiGd in camp until April 39, when, in e-ompliuuce ol' orders from 
General Baruuni, the command loft Raleigh, N. 0,, at 7 a. m.; croascil 
Crab Tree Ore(>k and bivouacked on tlie bank of the Neuse at 9 p. in., 
tlio bridge having broken down, making it iiniiossible for wagon trains 
to cross. This regiment was roar guard of the brigade. 

May 1, left eamp at 5 a. in.; riboinod the brigade this side of the 
river. Crossed Cedar Creek and Tar Riviu* and bivouaelcecl tliree 
miles thorolrom. Oontimied the march May 2 in tlie direction of 
Oxford, leaving it to our left, and bivouacked about two miles from 
lionderson, N. C. Marched twenty-oiio miles ; started al 5 a. m. on May 
3, passed tlirough Tlomlersou and halted four miles from tlio Roanoke 
River to let the First and Third Divisions iiass. May 1, marched out 
of camp at 7 a. m. ; crossed the Roanoke River and Ooleimin’s Creek and 
proceeded toward Salfold’s Bridge, and cucamp(*d about four miles 
therefrom. May O.lcft cam]) at 5 a.m.; crossed the M'eherrin and a. 
small fork of the Nottoway River and bivouacked about three miles 
from the Nottoway at G p. ni. May G, loft eamp at 9 a. m. ; crossed a 
branch of the Nottoway, and the NoUoway Jiiverat Gross’ Bridge, and 
struck theSouth SideRailroudatBlaeksaiid VVliitCvS Station. Marched 
along the railroad and bivouacked at8 p. m,, one mile from Weilvillo 
Station, thi.s regiment being in rear of division wagon train. May 
8, left cam}) at 0 a. iii. and passed through Clover Hill, Va., and 
encamped about eight miles from Richmond, Va.

ruary 4. Brigade drc8.s para<le.s wore held daily. 

February 4, in compliance with order.s tlic regiment moved at 7 a. m.) 
crossed the Savannah Itivcr at Sister’s Ferry at 1 p. m. Alter march- 
ing three miles the troops received full rations for three days. 
Encamped for the night at 6 p.' m. ; distance marc.hed, vS\x miles, h eb- 
ruary 5, marched at 6.30 a. m.; wontslowly; bnilt some corduroy road; 
encamped for the night at 5 p. in., liaving inarched ten miles, .(''ebruary 
6, marched at 0 a. m. in a westerly direction; passed Lawtonviilo;

distance, four miles. March 13, remained all day in camp. Marc.h Lo, 
broke camp at 8.45 a. in.; marched with the train on plaiilc road toward 
Raleigh, but at 11 a. m. turned to the right and marched in an easterly 
direction, this regiment in advance of tlic cohinin; at 4.16 p. in. tins 
regiment wont on picket; distance marched, ten miles. March 16, 
drew in our picket line at 0 a. in. and made (torduroy road nearly 
all day; crossed South River at 3 p. m. and at 5.30 p. in. eiicaniped 
for the night; distance, si.K miles.

Cohora River; oncamiicd fin* the night at 9.30 p. m.; distanco, ton 
niilea. March 20, at 1 a. m. were ordered to move immediately; joined 
the First and Third Divisions at daybreak, whore wc renniinod all day; 
distance, eight miles. March 21, at 9.30 a. m. moved camp about half 
a mile. March 22, left camp at 7.45 a. in.; marched in roar of train; 
moved slowly; this regiment was on picket; distance, twelve miles. 
March 23, left the picket-line and joined tlio bripde at 7 a. m. ; crossed 
the Reuse River at 1 p. in.; encamped for the night at 3..30 p. m. within 
seven miles of Goldsborongli, K 0.; distanco, nine miles. .March 24, 
marched at 7.30 a. m.; crossed Little River at 10.30 a. m. The One 
hundred and thirty-seventh lost 8 men captured while foraging. At 11 
a. m. was reviewed by Gencrnl Shernnm while iiassing Ihrongh Golds- 
borough; went into camp about ainilo north of town at ]2in.; dhstanee, 
eight miles. March 25, marched about two miles and ocoupiecl the 
ground for our permanent camp during our stay near Ooldsborongh. 

Summary: Milos of railroad destroyed, 1^; horses captured, 8; mules 
captured, 7; negroes who followed, 12; cattle taken, 16; prisoners, 8.

Col. Koert S. Vo/u Voorheett, One hundred and thirty- 
seventh New York Infantrii, of operations April JO-May Si,

Near WaHhingtony .1). May Si, 1805. 

Captain; I luivo, Mio honor to make tliolbllowing' report of the oper- 
ations of the One limulveil and tliirty-scvciitliliegiinent New Yoik Vol- 
uiiteeia i'roin April 10, 18(55, to May 30, 18(55: 

The regiment left Gohlshorough, N. 0., on Monday, April 10, 1805, 
and nniKilied to Ealeigh, !N. O., by way of Sinithncld, wliich place it 
readied on tlie 13th of April, liaving niardied aboat sixty miles. The 
regiment remained in camp in the vidhity of Ealeigh until April 25, 
when it moved with the rest of the brigade to the neighborhood of 
Jones’ Cross-Roads, distant twelve inile-s from Ibileigh. It returned 
to the vicinity of Raleigh the 27th of April, and on the 30th of 
April took up the line of inarch for Alexandria, Va., xnissing through 
Raleigh and crossing the Nciiso River the suuie day, encamping that 
night on its iiordi bank. 

Resumed the marcli on the morning of May 1, crossing Tar River 
the same afternoon, and the Itoanoke River at Tango Rorry on tlio 
morning of May -1, the Mehcrrin River at Sallfold’s Bridge on the morn- 
iug of May 5, the Nottoway River May (>, tlio Appomattox May 7, and 
encamped near Falling Creek, seven inile.s from Richmond, on the even- 
ing of tlie 8th of 5fay. On tlio Otli we moved two miles nearer Rich- 
mond and encamped, whore wo remained until the 11th of May, ■when 
the march was resumed, passing through Hiclimond the same day, 
crossing the Cliickahominy and oncainpiiig near Ashland on the 12(:h, 
crossing tlio Soutli Anna River and Little River on the 13tli and the 
North Anna on the 14th of May. Passed on the 15th of May through 
Spotsylvania Court- House and over a portion of tlio liatrio-fiold of 
May 10, 1804, crossing tlie different brandies oftlioMattaponyandpas.s- 
ing over a portion of the battle-lieki ground of Chancollorsville, w’here a 
detail was made to bury the l)onc.s oftlio iiiomliors of this regiment ^vh() 
fell in that battle, and which were still lyingiii the trenches whore they 
fell, unburied. Crossed the Itappaliannock River at United States 
Ford on tlie same night, and cncamiied on the north banlc. Rcsiimcd 
the march mi the morning of tho Kltli, at 5 a, in., crossed Cedar Run on 
tlio 17th, and oucainped the same night at Rrentsvillo. On tlielSth 
ci'os.sed Broad and Bull Run Greeks, and encamjied the same niglit 
within two miles of Fairfax Sta tion. JTarclied from thciico on tlio lOth 
and eucampi’d about three miles from Alexandria, near (JIoiuPs 
Ronmined in camp until \Yedne.sday, the 2-l:th of May, when the ri^gi- 
nioiit moved witli the brigade to Washington, crossing at Long Bridge 
aiKl passing in review before the President, heads of the Departments, 
and prineipal oflicer.s of the Army. Alter tiio review tho regiment 
moved out ou the Bhulonsbnrg iiike about four miles from Wasliingtoii 
City and went into eain}> near Fort Thayer, where it still remains. Ou 
the 2(itli of May the camp was visited by his excellency Reuben E. 
Fciitoii, governor of the State of New York. 

The whole distance maridicd by tliis regiment from Raleigh to its 
present camp was about 31H) miles.

February 20, 
ordered to move at 8.30; moved about 12.30; crossed Broad River; 
inarched toward Winiisborougli and bivouacked for the night, having 
marched ton miles; regiment tliird in line, brigade in advance.

After dinner moved six mile.s to Rocky Mount and hiilr,(ul for 
supper; moved after suiiper; cimsed OatJiwba River ; so many wagons 
assigned to a regiment to be assisted up the hill (Liberty); moved 
about two miles and a half farther and bivouacked for the night, get- 
ting in at 1 o’clock, having marched lifteen miles and a half. February 
24, moved at 10 o’clock; roads in a terrible condition; moved one mile 
and a half and got dinner; marched one mile and a lialf to camp on 
Willard’s farjn. February 25, ordered to move at 7 o’clock; counter- 
manded until I'nrthor oj'der.s; remained in camp all day. February 20, 
ordered to move at 7 o’clock; started at 0 o’clock and mov(Ml out on 
tlieroad; started about 12 m. in charge of thirty-five wagons; went 
into camp at 0.30; marched eight miles; regiment on i)iekot. Feb- 
ruary 27, ordered to 7i)ove at 0.30; remained in camp until 12; moved 
about two miles and bivouacked near Hanging Rock.

March 4, broke camp at 7.30; moved througli Chestorllokl; liad charge 
of fifty wagons, road being bad; crossed Thompson’s Ci-eelc; took the 
Siieeclsborough road; went into camp at 5.30 near Sneedsboroiiglis 
marched about eleven mile-s; regiment on picket. Marcli 5, roniaineit 
in oamp and regiment still on picket. Marcli 0, atS o’clock ordered to 
draw in pickets and to be ready to move at the sound of the bugle; 
moved at 8.30 o’clock; took the plank road to Cheraw; reached Glieraw 
at 1 o’clock and got dinner. After dinner marched through town and 
halted near the bridge. Crossed the Groat Pedee at 9 p. m. ; nmrelied 
about five mile.s beyond the river and bivouacked for the night, having 
marched sixteen miles, Marcli 7, moved at G.30, regiment third in line; 
had charge of thirty-four wagons; went into camp at 1 o’clock, having 
marched thirteen miles. March 8, ordered to move at 9 o’clock; broke 
camp at 11 o’clock; started in charge of thirty-four wagons; roads in 
terrible condition, being obliged to halt frequently to corduroy. Went 
into camp at 7 o’clock ; marched seven miles. March 0, moved at 7 o’clock 
in charge of twenty-three wagons, roads iu bad condition ; marched some 
eight miles to near Lumber River, getting into camp at 8 o’cloidc. March 
10, ordered to move at 0.30, broke camp at 8 o’clock; roads iu bad 
condition; crossed Lumber River afc McFarland’s -Bridge; marched 
some two miles and bivouacked for the night, March 11, broke camp 
at 6 o’clock; passed First Division; afterwards waited until First 
Division passed, started in charge of corps train, regiment in charge 
of eighty wagoms; crossed Little Rockflsh Creek, Big Rockflsh Creek, 
and Beaver Greek, and after marching thirteen miles bivouacked for 
the night. March 12, ordered to move at 5 o’clock; started at 11 
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o’clock in charge of seventy-five wagons, brigade second in line; 
marched to within one mite of Fayetteville and encamped; inarched 
nine miles. March 13, started at 9 o’clock with twenty-live wagons 
detailed to go for forage; cimsed the Oape FearKiver; took the Averas- 
borough plank road ; passed the Fonrteciitli Corps in camp. When near 
the Five-Mile Post found the enemy in oiir front, road barricaded, and 
three bridges destroyed. Being so far beyond the picket lino and near 
night, and not knowing the number of the enemy, deemed it inadvisable 
to proceed farther. Kepaired bridge and went into camp, Iniving 
marched six miles. March 14, moved at daylight; ibund the enemy gone 
in our front; proceeded as far as the Eleven-Mile Post, where wo found 
the enemy again— about 200— on the opposite side of a creek holding a 
mill, mounted foragers skirmishing with them; found a quantity of 
corn close by and loaded the wagons. Ordered Company I of my regi- 
ment to drive the enemy and recover the body of Lieut, blthaii 0. Fulce, 
of this regiment, who was killed while skirmishing, which they did, 
driving the enemy from the mill just as General Cogswell’s Third Bri- 
gade, Third Division, Tw’cutieth Army Corps, came along. Returned 
to camp, liavlng marched fifteen miles and a half. March 15, broke 
camp at 9 o’clock; division in charge of corps; train jnoved out tlie 
Averasboi’ough idank road to near the Eiglit-Milo .Post, tni'iicd to the 
right, taking the GoUlaboroughroad; wentititocamp at 4 o’clock about 
four miles from Black liivcr, having marched Jiino milGs. About 5 
o’clock the “general” was sounded; fell in lino and moved to the river— 
four miles. Lieutenant Trites, in charge of monntod foragers (twenty- 
fouj’) of the regiment, ordered to report to Major O’Connor, as advance 
guard for division. March 10, ordered out at 9 o’clock to make cor- 
duroy road; returned to camp and moved at X o’clock, crossing Black 
Biver; laid corduroy road and went into camp about two miles from 
the river; regiment on picket. March 17, division did not move; 
regiment remained on picket. March 18, moved at 12 o’clock; regi- 
ment in rear of brigade; brigade in rear of division; roads in bad con- 
dition; reached camp at 4 a. in.^ March 10, marching about seven 
miles. March 19, moved at C.30 m charge of eighty wagons; went 
into camp about 12 o’clock midnight; marched eleven miles. At 
1 o’clock ordered in line; moved to and rejoined our corps hear Bon- 
toiiville, oil Mill Greek, wliere our corps, with the Fourteenth, had been 
engaged with the enemy; reached camp at daylight, March 20, march- 
ing eleven miles. Marcli 20, did not move. March 21, moved a short 
distance. March 22, moved at 7.30 toward Cox’s Bridge over Bouse 
Eiver; crossed Falling Greek, and went into camp about 11 p, in.^ was 
division officer of the day. March 23, moved at (I o’clock; regiment 
ill advance of the corps; crossed Benso lUvcr and encamped about 4.30 
o’clock; regiment on picket; inarched eleven miles, March 24, as per 
order, sent pack animals ahead at 1 a.in.; broke camp at 5 o’clock; 
crossed Little Fiver; passed through the town of GoUlsborough in 
review; moved beyond tbe town, and bivouacked for the night, march- 
ing seven miles. March 26, broke camp at 11.30 a. m.; moved about 
two mUes farther north of the city, and cslablished the line for our 
pemaneut camp.

Captain: In compliance with orders from heiidquartors Tliird Bri- 
gade, Second Division, Twentieth Army Corps, I have the honor to 
snhu)it the annexed report of the operations of tln.s regiment during 
the campaign from (loldsborongh, N. O., to this point: 

April 10, 1 805, broke camp at 0.30 a. m., and toolc up the lino of march 
and passed through Goldsbormigh; took the river road, cro.ssing Little 
Eiver, ‘passed through Beaver Swamp and bivoiiaolcod on Moccasin Creek 
atmidnightj the First Division having the advance, had considerable 
skiniiishing with the enemy’s cavalry j marched fourteen miles. Ai)ril 1 1, 
moved at 5.30 a. m., Second Division having the advance; crossed the 
Moccasin and LittloOrcck; Second Brigadchad some skirmishing with 
the oiieray; cluiraotor of the countiy good; the day was sultry and 
warm; reached Smithfield at 2 j). m.; bivouacked on an open area of 
ground upon the hanks of the Neuso lUvcr; marched sixto(m miles. 
April 12, broke camp at 7 a. in.; prior to taking up the lino of march 
the brigades massed. Ociioral Sherman’s congratulatory order was 
read to the troops, including General Grant’s oHlcial dispatch announc- 
ing the surrender of General Lee’a army at Bnrkevillo Station. At 10 
a. m. took up the lino of march; crossed the Ncuso Biver; toolc Fay- 
etteville road; inarched fourteen miles: bivouacked at — store, 
April 13, broke camp at C a. m.; marched ten miles; passed around tiio 
city of Ibileigh, and encamped about one mile from the State lunatic 
asylum; the army lay ill their respective camps until the 25th, during 
the time speciAed for the armistieo awaiting the conArmation or rejec- 
tion of the tonus of siuTcnder of GenoralJolinston by tho Federal 
authorities. On Saturday, April 22, Generals Sherman and Slocum 
reviewed tho Twentieth Army Corps. April 20, tho terms of .Tolmston 
having been rejected by the President of tho United States the army 
was put on tho march; broke camp at C a. m.; took tho road to Dolly 
Spring.s; marched sixteen miles and bivouacked for tho night. The 
brigade remained at this point until Friday, when General Johnston 
having made an iiuconclitioiial suiTOuder to General Sherman we 
retraced our steps and reaohed our old camp-ground, on tho oiitaido of 
Ealeigh, at 11 a. in., in wliich wo remained until Sunday, the 3()th, 
April 30, took up the lino of march for homeward journey; pa.S8ed 
through Ealeigh at 8 a. m., at platoon front, General Slocum review- 
iiig the troops as they passed; took the left-hand road toward tho 
Neuso Elver, crossing the Gaston Eailroad and Crab Tree Creek, and 
bivouacked at Manteo’s Mills, fifteen mile.s from Ealeigh. 

May 1, took up the lino of march at 5 a. m.; regiment detailed as 
rear guard for division; had charge of division artilfery and corps 
supjdy trains; took tlie road toward Lainay’s Oro.ss-Eoads; crossed the 
Tar Elver, marched twenty-three miles and bivouacked for tho night. 
May 2, broke camp and took np the line of march at 5 a. in., taking the 
main road toward Williainsborough; marched ninotoon miles and 
halted for the night, the Fourteenth Oorjis having possession of the 
road. May 3, broke cami> at 5 a. m. ; passed through tho town of Wil- 
liamsborough ; marched, fifteen miles; wont into camp at noon to permit 
one division of the Fourteenth Corps and the First and Third Divis- 
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ions of tlio Twentieth Oori)s to iiass. May 4 , took u]) the iine of inai'cli 
at 0 a. in. ; crossed the Itoanokeltivor; took the road to Siill'old’s Bridge; 
inarelied twouty-fbur iniJes, twenty-two of them being in V'irgiiiiii, luiv- 
iiig crossed the State line at 7 a. in., (he men cheering and bands play- 
ing. May n, took up the line of march at 5.30 a. in. ; cros.sed the M u.sli- 
rooin [Mehevrin] River at Saffold’s Bridge; ran into tholi'ir.st Division 
trains; took roads to ilank them to make our usual niareh; cro.ssed the 
Big Nottoway River and bivouacked at 6 p. m., having marched twenty- 
four miles. May 0, broke camp at 6 a. m., and took tip the line of march 
at 7 a. m., liaviiig been detained twoliour.s by the First Division trains; 
after marching two miles crossed the Little Nottoway at Cro.ss’ Bridge 
and toolc the road toward Blacks and Whites; cro.ssed the Petersburg 
and Danville Railroad ; struck troo^is of the Sixth Corjis, Army of the' 
Potomac; inarched fifteen miles and bivouacked for the night. May 7, 
broke camp at C) a. m.; marched in a northeasterly direction ; crossed 
the Petersburg and Danville Railroad and took the post road toward 
tlio Appomattox River, which we crossed at (1.30 p, m. and bivonaolvcd 
for the night three miles fi-om Clover Hill, having inarched twenty-tlireo 
miles. May 8, took up the lino of march at 0 a. in., under orders to 
march to Falling Creek; took the post road and crossed Swift Creek 
and Falling Greek at 0.30 ji.m.; bivouackedsix miles from MniKibester, 
having marched twenty-three miles. May 9, broke camp at 0 a. m. aucl 
pitched cam]) near Mrs. Jordan’s house, five mile.s from Richmond. At 
this point received orders to prepare for review in piissing through 
Richmond, the reviewing olheor being Major-General Hallcclc. 

May 11, took np the lino of march at 5 a. ni.; i>ass(?d tlirough Man- 
(Oiestor; crossed tlio James River; entered and pas.sed tliroiigh tlie city 
of Richmond in colttinii of coinpauics at a right shoulder sliift arms, 
General Shormau refusing to have his troops reviewed by General Hnl* 
lock, bivoua(}ked five miles from Rielimoud. May 12, broke camp at 0 
a. in. and took up the line of march at 7 a. m. and took the old Hanover 
Stage road and crossed the Oliickahomiiiy nine miles from Richmond 
and marched througli the Oliickahomiiiy swamps for Jive miles; cro.ssod 
Stony Creek and passed through the town of Ashland at 0 p. m., hav- 
ing marched thirteen miles; bivouacked for the night. May 1.3, broke 
camp at 0 a. m. ; took ui) the lino of march ; still in tlie Chiokaliominy 
swamp.s; cro.ssed the South Anna and Now Found Rivers; passed 
It’oulk’s Olmi'cli, twenty-live miles from Fredericksburg; crossed Little 
River; marched for the day sovontceii miles ami bivouacked. May 14, 
broke camp and moved at 5 a. m. ; crossed the North Anna and passed 
through Chilesburg; crossed the two branches of the Mattapoiiy 
River; bivouacked six miles from Spotsylvania Court-House, having 
marched twenty miles. May 15, marched at 5 a. in.; crossed Ihe Po 
and Ny Rivers, the two remaining branches of the Mattapony River; 
passed though Spotsylvania Ooiirt-Houso and through the Wilderness 
and over the battle-field of May, 1803; many of the bodies of onr war 
eoinrados still lay upon the field of battle; crossed tlie Rappah.T.nnook 
at Dnited States Ford, and bivouacked one mile from the lord, having 
marched twenty-live miles. May 16, bnikc camp at 4 a. in. and passed 
Hartwood Cliurcli; took a northeasterly direction; struck the Wash- 
ington road and marched within five miles of Catlett’s Station; marched 
twenty-two miles and bivouacked. May 17, took up the line of march 
at 5 a. m.; marched to Brentsville, passing through the Jersey Settle- 
ment; reached Brentsville at 2 p. m. and halted for the day; marched 
sevontGoii miles. May 18, broke camp at 7.30 a. m.; took the road toward 
Fairfax Station ; crossed Bull Run Crook and bivouacked for the uight; 
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iiiarclied sixtocn miles. May 19, took ii|» tlio Hue of iniircli at 0 a. in. ; 
passed Fairfiix, aiul near Burke’s Station struck the Gordoiisvillo, VVin- 
eliester and Alexandria, pike, and oucamped near Cloud’s Mills, four 
miles from tliecity of Alexandria; at this point rontained until Wednes- 
day, the 24th, -wlion we broke camp, and in connection witli the corps 
passed tln oiigh Washington, D. 0., in review, on the grand review of 
the armies of iMajoi'-General Sherman, after which we marched to our 
camp, four miles' from the city of Washington, at which point we are 
awaiting further order.s.

of Liont. Col. il'lmmas ,1\1. Walker, I relieving him on tlie 22d of Janu- 
ary, 1800, aud 1 would most respectfully submit the following as a 
report of the parf taken by the regiment in the late campaign, com- 
mencing at Savannah, Ga., Jaunary 27, 1865, aud termiuatiiig at 
Goidshorougli, N. C., March 24, 1805: , 

January 27, the regiment inarched at 9 a. m., taking the Augusta 
road; halted for the night at 5 p.m. at Eleven-Mile Post; diataiice 
marched, eleven miles.

Hdqii«. Third Division, Twentieth Army Corps, 

Near Ooldshorough, N, G., Aiml 5, 1865. 

Colonel : I have the honor to present the following as my report 
.of the operations of the Third Division, Twentieth Corps, during the 
recently closed campaign: 

Upon the 3()th day of December, 1804, 1 was directed by Brevet Major- 
General Williams, commanding Twentieth Army Corps, to cross my 
(•ommaiid into South Carolina at once by means of bridges which 
•would be in readiness by the time 1 shouhl need them. Accordingly 
I directed my brigade commanders to move at 0.30 a. m, on the 
morning of the 31st of December, 1804, and moved with them across 
one channel of the Savannah Biver onto Hutchiiisoids Island, and 
after crossing which I found that from some cause the bridge was not 
completed, nor was it likely to bo for several days. I at once caused 
Bourch to bo made for small boats, and after much labor in a chilling 
rain, and under the fire of the enemy’s vedettes, I crossed a portion of 
my First Brigade, which quickly drove the oiiomy from the river. Hot 
being able to cross tho remainder of this brigade same night I recalled 
that iiortion already crossed and camped the brigade upon the island, 
ililiu’lj' next morning, by the most indefatigable labor, the entire First 
Brigade was crossed tho river by means of three small boats, and 
moved immediately to the Olievcs plantation, some six miles from cross- 
ing;, the enemy falling back before it. Tho other brigades,^ tho Second 
ami Third, wore allowed, on accouutof the severity of the weather, to 
return to their flue camp, which had been erected north of the city of 
Savannah. Upon tho 2d of January Colonel Dustin, commanding 
the Second Brigade, crossed one regiment boats, but the steamer 
3?laii tor having heou assigned to mo for crossing my troops, the remain- 
der of tho division was this day crossed and camped at Screven’s Ferry. 

Two brigades, Second and Third, remained at Screven’s Ferry till the 
4lli instant, when they wore moved to Hardee’s plantation to occupy 
rebel works there erected. Hero tho division remained until tho 17tli 
of January, erecting camps, drilling, and scouting the country a.s far 
as Hew llivcr and Eed Bluff. Upon tho 17th marched to Hardeevillo, 
8. 0., over roads much obstructed by fallen timber. I halted two bri- 
gado.s here, and pushed one. Colonel Dustin’s, forward to Purysburg, 
tlirco miles farther up on the river, an old steam-boat landing. Eemained 
hero until tlie 29th of January, during which time rations were accu- 
nmlated and some quartermaster’s stores obtained. Eeconuaissances 
scut from this place showed small forces of the oueiuy upon the Gran- 
ville f CTralunuvillo} and Eobortsville roads. Those parties uniformly fell 
back. Broke camp for Eobertsville on the 29th, arriving there upon 
the 30th. 

Marched for Lawtonville upon tho 2d of February, meeting the enemy 
about one mile from town, barricaded in a dense swamp, with artillery. 
I deployed two brigades, and pressing forward two regiments. One 
hundred and ilfth and One hundred and twenty-ninth Illinois Volun- 
teers, and four companies Seventieth. Indiana, dislodged the enemy, 
losing 2 killed and 12 wounded; enemy’s loss, 8 killed, 30 or 40 
woniuled. From this date to the 6th we moved over very heavy roads, 
wliicli frequently required the work of an entire division to render them 
, at all passable, reaching the Charleston and Augusta Itailroad. This 
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we destroyed as far as White roiid, beginning- at (jraliam’s, in a most 
thorough manner. A large quantity of cotton M'as also destroyed. 
From this road we moved toward Oolmnbia, reaching following points 
as below speeihedt 11th, reached South Fork of Edisto Kiverat G iiig- 
nard’s Bridge. Hero I built a bridge that having been burned by the 
enemy. 12tli, crossed river, the men being obligril to wade in execed- 
ingly cold water nearly or quite two-tbirds of ainilc; halted some three 
miles south of the North Branch of Edisto. Idtli, llth, 15tli, and Idtli 
marched, crossing tlie North Edisto, upon the Ooliimbia road; cro.ssed 
Cougaree Greek two miles from Lexington and a projected railroad 
from Columbia to Augusta (work upon this had been abandoned upon 
the axiproach of onr army),encami>iiigiu plain sight of Columbia. Dur- 
ing the 16th, my division being in advance, I had been ordered to pro- 
ceed with great caution, since the enemy in largo force was reporteil in 
my front. U]mu pushing forward, however, I found my front im(!OV- 
ered by the advance of General Howard’s column. Fcbrnary 17th, ISth, 
19th, 20th, and 21stoccnx)iedin reaching Winnsborough. ISth, eros.sed 
Saluda at Hart’s Ferry, covering crossing of the corps. lOtli, relieved 
General Carlin’s division of FourtoontU Coi*i)S on picket at Uockville. 
20th, crossed Broad lUvcr in rear of the cor])8 and pushed forward 
beyond Little Itivor. 2l8t, reached Winnsborough and ca.mi)e(l some 
three miles beyond. The roads during these four days wore exceed- 
ingly bad, the roar of iny division when with train being unable to 
reach camp before daylight of succeeding day, it being ncoossaiy to 
corduroy noaily the entire day’s inarch, llcached the (Jatawba liivor 
on the 22d, crossed the 23d, and pushed forward toward Hanging Ihask 
as far as llocjky Mount. (I respectfully invite attention to Colonol 
Dustin’s report on thedifllculty of crossing this river.) A heavy rain 
upon the 23d and 24th and 2r>tli detained us in camp. Beached Hang- 
ing Book Boat-OiBco on the 2Cth, having laid a continuous corduroy 
for the entire diatauco. 

From this point the division marched with no especial incident other 
than the remarkablo abundance of wretched roads to Ohosterfleld 
Oourt-Houso, arriving there upon the 3d of March. Upon the 4th 
moved to Sueedsborougb, N. 0. ; halted two day.s, and upon the (Ith 
marched to Cheraw, and on the morning of the 7 lb cro.ssed the Great 
Pedee, camping near Laurel Hill, upon the Wilmington and Rocking- 
ham road. Upon the 8th and 9th puslied forward toward Lumber River 
over the worst roads mot with. Reached Fayetteville upon the lith; 
remained here one day, crossing the Oai)o Fear on the 1.3th: cain])C(l 
three iniles on the Raleigh road. Upon the ICth reached Taylor’s Hole 
Creek. Upon the 16tU I was ordered to move forward, roimiring the 
roads as usual, to the cross-roads, and was so doing when orders wore 
received that as the enemy were hard x)ressing (.xcmeral Kilpatrick, I 
should at once move forward with two brigades. I directed Colonol 
Dustin (my leading brigade) to hiuTy forward, and also drew Brevet 
Brigadier-General Cogswell’s brigade (the Third) olf tlio train, direct- 
ing Colonol Case to cover the entire train upon arriviiig at Smithvillo, 
some two miles distant. I massed my Second Brigade (Colonel Dus- 
tin’s) upon the right of the Raleigh road, in rear of Colonel Hawley’s 
brigade, of the First Division, my Third (Brevet Brigadior-Gonoral 
Oog.swell’s) upon the right of the Second, and my First (Colonel Case’s, 
lie having been ordered to leave train ami ])us]i foinvard) upon the 
right of the Third. In this formation I moved forward until I devel- 
oped the enemy’s line. Under orders from Brevet Major-General Will- 
iams, commanding coiqis, I hero inoveil my left brigade (the Second) 
across the road to relieve a xiorfciou of Geiiorai Kilpatrick’s coiiunand, 
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and posted it behind aomo woods and houses some 500 yards from tlio 
enemy’s main line, wliieh were in full sight. I further direcheil (loiicral 
Cogswell to move forward and relievo Oolomd Hawley, which he at 
once rapidly and quickly cU'ected, relieving his skirinisli line also. 
Though engaged, I Jiow directed Colonel Case to move Avith the First 
Brigade Avell ai'oiuul to the loft and feel for the rebel ilaiilc, a t the same 
time directing Colonel Bnstiu and General Cogswell to press the enemy 
ill their front. I cannot speak too highly of the inaiiiier in wliich Col- 
onel Case executed this movement. 

While the attention of the eiioiny was fully oceiipicd by the artillery 
and by the inuskotry lire of Colonel Biistiu and General Cogswell, wlio 
were pressing them very closely, so much so that tliey were obligisd to 
reinforce their line, Colonel Case came sweeping doAvn on tlieir Hank, 
his right striking Just insiilo their works, and AvIth a ringing .shout, and 
ringing inuskots too, he clearoil their Avorks at the same time Colonel 
Dustin Avas leaping them in front. The enemy lied in great eoiil'iision, 
leaving all their dead an<l wounded and 3 pieces of artillery, togotlier 
Avith 100 prisoner's, exclusive of some 08 Avouuded, in our hands. 

1 at once made disposition to cover my left Hank and pressed forward 
into a second lino, which AA'as abandoned, in the follOAviiig Ibrinatioii: 
Pir.st Brigade oii the left, Third on the right. Second in reserve. Hav- 
ing made oounoctlou AvitU General Jackson’s division on the right, and 
being informed that General Morgau’.s Avas oji my loft, I again, in obedi- 
ence to orders, inoved forward. The nature of the gi ouiid jirecluded a 
rapid advance, it being very swamjiy and heavy. My lino pressed 
steadily forward, driving the rebel line before it through tlio swamp and 
oil; ucommaudingridge into works. After cros.sing the sAvamp, the troops 
upon my left not coming up, and receiving a'Aill Ihmk ilre, 1 was 
obliged to order a halt, my lino being witliin 100 yards of the robed 
works. The loss Avas quite severe, as shown by accompanying list of 
oasualtie.s; out of abundant caution I Avithdrew my line some twenty 
or thirty yards aud fortilicd, being so allowed to do by General ■Will- 
iams, commanding corps. 

Upon the next morning, the 17th, the enemy having in the night 
evacuated, agreoablo to orders I moved to Avorasbormigh, holding 
Raleigh and SmitliHcld roads, up which the rebels had gone, to (jover 
passage of trains and wounded by interior roads. At this place, and 
indeed along the road,l overtook quite a largo number of the rebel 
Avounded. At Averasborougli I paroled thirty-tAVo at one liospital. I 
learned from my scouts that the enemy’s train Avas moving on the 
Smitlilield road, only amilc before mej Irciiuested permission todostroy 
these, but was not alloAved. In this eiigagomcut I estimated that before 
my line there Avere buried, 100 dead} Avoimdcd, between lOU aud 500, 
and captured 110 unhurt, bo-sides 160 Avouuded. Upon the IStli eros.sed 
Black Creek, the men Avading nearly Avaisfc deepj the groat dilllculty in 
getting the trains along occasioned much delay and it Avas past mid- 
niglit when I encamped. Marchedat 8 a, m. of the IDth; hoard Iieavy 
(lauiiomidiiig all a. m.j about 11 o’clock I avus directed to hurry for- 
ward my command, jiud beingso urged I came with my Second Brigade 
upon the double-quick and at once disposed this brigade to support the 
left, Avliich Ava.s heavily throateiiedj upon the arrival of my Third 
Brigade it was nia.ssed upon the loft of the main Smitlilield road in 
hand to hurl it Avlioi'O most needed, aud iny First Brigade disposed upon 
the extreme loft and rear, being then threatened by the enemy’s cav- 
alry j about 4 p. in. 1 Avas informed by a staff oflicor from Gonoral "Will- 
iams that n^ Thii'd Brigade had been ordered aAvay as a suiiport to a 
division of General Davis’ corps aud sent Captain Beecher of my stall

tt) sec and report tlm position of the same. This brigade Avaa tlirown 
into a gap between G-cneral Morgan’s left and some portions of General 
Oarlin’a right} its arrival was fortunate indeed. The active foe had 
already discovered this weakness and was hurrying two columns to the 
hift and rear of General Morgan when General Cogswell struck liim a 
stunning blow, cutting oil’ two regiments, or i)artsof two, and checking 
iimnediately the advance. 

How cf'licieiit the service of this brigade may have been, I leave 
others to de(nde. Tiiongh three times relieved, the enemy failed to dis- 
lodge the valiant Cogswell and his bravo odicers and men. 

My loss in this battle, cojifincd as it was to one brigade, was severe, 
as per accompanying reimrt. 

On the2{)th I extended and advanced my loft, feeling for the enemy’s 
line, andfortiliedinan advanced position. On the 21st developed his lino 
toward Mill Creek in a rocoiniaissaiico. Withdrew in obedience to 
orders upon the 22d, and marched to the rear and loft for Cox’s 1) ridge and 
Ooldsborough, which latter ■]. reached on the 24th, and encamped on the 
right of tlio Fourteenth Corps, two miles and a luvif north of the town. 

In closing this, my report, I desire to especially juontiou my brigade 
coinmaudcvs — Colonel Case, Colonel Dustin, ami Brevet Brigadier-Gen- 
eral CogswoU — who, by their prompt obedience of oj'ders, their fidelity in 
their execution, their personal supervision of, and their active interest 
in each day’s duty, through the many and great difiiculties incident to 
a march of 475 miles througli an enemy’s country, over indirforent 
eouiitry roads at best, now vcndcred bogs and slonglis by rain and 
lieavy trains, over many deep and rapid rivers, through almost impass- 
able swamps, they have carried our heavy transportatiou without 
loss, and our soldiers iu goodlioalth and spirits, undismayed alike upon 
the route, in bivouac, or upon the battle-field; thooflicers and men 
have uniformly displayed tliat prompt and ready obedience to orders 
which cliaracterizos the good soldier. 

1 desire also to mention iu terms of highest praise the gentlemen 
of my start:— Surgeon Griusted; Captain Speed, assistant adjutant- 
gouorali Ca])taiu Ohipman, acting assistant inspector-gonoral; Cap- 
tain Lacey, assistant (luartormastor; Captain Beecher, assistant com- 
missary of niustors; Captain Crawford, aide-de-camp; Captain Scott, 
aide-de-camp; Captain Burgess, ordnance orticcr; Captain Eennio, 
ambulance orticcr; Lioiitonnut Harryman, aide-de-camp; Lieutenant 
Thompson, provost marshal; Lieutenant Hardoiibrook, pioneer ofllcer; 
Licutcmaiit Tuttle, topographicjil engineer — who, by their attention to 
duty and their intelligent comprehcjision of orders, have rendered 
invaluable assistance upon the march and on the battle-field.

COLONEL! I liswo the honor to submit the followiiif.-’ ro])ort of the 
operations of my coininaiid siiieo leaving GoUlaboroiigh, N. C. : 

The division, in piiraiianco of orders Ironi TweutietlitJorps hoa,(ir|iiar- 
teiM, marched from (annp near (Toldsborongli, N. O., on tlio morning of 
the 10th of April toward Sn>ithneld,camping eight niiles from (loldsbor- 
oughj distjinee, eleven miles. A]>ril 11, marched at 7 a, m., ta’o.ssing 
Moccasin Greek Sivamp and Boorden Greek, reaching Smithfleld at d p. 
m.; distance, fifteen miles. April 12, marched at d a. m., (ii’ossing 
iSTenao ]\i\'er on ])ontoons, Swift Greek, and encain])ing on north side 
Swilt Creelc at .*{..'{() ]>. m.; distance, liftocn inile.s. About d.dOi), m. 
received orders to push forward to .support General Iviljiiiia’iclc’s (livi.s- 
ion of Ciiviilry. The division having Just atsu'ted, the ordcu’s were coun- 
termanded, .and division returned tosaiiiccampfortlienight. April Id, 
marched at d.30 a. m. ; reaebed Italcigli at 3 p. m., going into camp near 
the insane asylum. Apinl 14, remained in camp, receiving orders to 
inoveatd.aOa.in.iioxtmorning. April 15, broke camp at d.dO a. ]n.; Sec- 
ond Brigade moved some half amilo, when the order to mnrcdi was conn- 
tormanded. AprillO, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, remained in camp. April 22, 
passed in review belbvo Maj. Gen. W. T. Sherman, commandiiig Mili- 
tary Division of the Slississippi, returning to old camps. April 23 and 
24, remained in camp. April 25. mar<5licd at 5 a. m. towjird dones’ 
Oro.ss-Koad.s in southwest direction, encamping at 5.30 p. m. threo 
miles from the ero-ss-roads; distance, twelve miles. April 20, and 27, 
remained in camp. April 28, marched at 0 a. m. bacOi: to old camps near 
lialeigh 5 dista ace, twelve miles. April 20, romained in camp prepar- 
ing for our lioiacward march via Bicbmond, Va., and Wa.sldngLon, D. 
0. April 30, started at 7.30 a. m.; from this date the march was coii- 
tinaod with perfect regularity, making from llftcon to twenty-two miles 
daily until JliiyS. The division oiicainiied on east side of Balling 
Greek, seven miles from Itichmond, Va. the division having marched 
during the last nine days 145 miles. 

Bfay 9, moved camp to within live mile.s of Bichmond. May 10, 
remained in camp. May 11, marched at 10 a. m., crossing .Tamos B-iver 
and passing through the city of Bicbmond and oneamping live miles 
from the city on the Mechanicaville pike. May 12, resumed the home- 
ward march, passing through the Ohiclcahominy wwamps, the battle- 
fields of Spot.sylvania Gonrt-Jfouso and Ghancelloraville, crossing the 
liappahannock lUver at XJniicd States Ford, encamping, May 19, in 
permanent camp four miles from Alexandria, liaving marched during 

the last eiglitdays miles. May 20, 21, 22, and 23, remained in camp 

preparing for review. May 24, marched from camii at 7 a. m., cro-ssing 
tlio Long Bridge over the Potomac and passing in review before (.ho 
President of the United States, Lieut. Gen. U. S. Grant, commanding 
the Armies of the United States, and other liigh olUcial.s, going into 
p^erraanent camp live miles from the city on the Bladensburg pike at 
Fort .Lincoln, .D. 0., since wliicli time the division has romained in the 
same camp, all busy in preparation for the final niiiater out and transfer 
of themselves and their men. 

During the past week the whole of the First .Brigade of my division, 
viz, One hundred and second Illinois, One hundred and flfldi Illinois 
One liundred and twenty-ninth Illinois, Sevoiitioth .rndiana, [and] Sev- 
enty-ninth Ohio, and nineteenth Michigan, of the Second .Brigade, and 
the Tliirty-third Massachusetts, of the TJiird Brigade, have been mus- 
tered out and returned to thoir respeobivo States. The Seventy-third 
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and li’ifty-naii Ohio Yoteran Yohinteei-s and TJiirty-tliird Indiana Vet- 
Gran Voliiiiteera have l»emx transferred to the Poarteenth Oori)s. The 
other rc/^iiiieiits of iny division have their papers in a state of coinnle- 
(ion and by I'^riday next will be all imistered out. 

Ill elosinj*- this my last report of this division I would resneetfiilly 
<-!vll your nttoiition to the fact of the good conduct of tlie officers and 
men during the march from Kalcigli to this point. Hiibituated as they 
have been ior the previous six mouths to foraging almost witliout limit 
on the (;oniitry through which they have passed, no sooner had ithcen 
announced that tlio “war M'as over,” that they were not still iii an 
enemy’s country, tliau they became the obedient and disciplined sol- 
dnu', and to my knowledge no one case of oiifci'ago or disorderly con- 
duct has been reported. My brigade <;oiiiuuiuders, lirevet Brigadier- 
Generals Harrison, Biistin, and Cogswell, have at all times done their 
full duty as oflicers aud brave men. 

To my staff oflicers J return the thanks due them for their efllcieiit 
discharge of their respective duties and the prom])t maimer in which 
they have at all times and under every clrcumstanee promulgiited mv 
wishes and orders, and among them I would especially meiiHon Ma] 
William G riiisted, surgeoii-iii-clnof: Oapt. F. 0. Crawford, acting assist- 
ant acljutant gencralj Oapt. II. M. Seol,t, acting as.sistant insneetor-gen- 
oral; (Japt. II. I'l. Boocher,assistantadJiitaiit-goueral and assistant com- 
missary of nmstorsj Capt. L. Y. Stuart, commissary of siibsistonces 
Cajit. .) . 1:1. Burgess, orduaneo olifleer; Capt. J. F. Oliipman, acting aide' 
de camp ; 1‘ irst Bicnl;. S. JC. Ilarryman, aide-de-camp; First Lieut. B. F. 
Coolcdge, acting aasistant (piartcrmaston First Lieut. Jl. M. Tuttle, 
topiigmphical onghieer ; First Lieut.

Reports of Col. Jlcnrif Case, One hundred and twenty-ninth Illinois 
Injantry, oommandiny First Brigade, of operations Bccemher 3L 
18(yJ-Mareli Sd, 18(}5, and April 10-19, :l86tj, ’ 


Hdqbs. First Brig., Thibh Div., Twentieth Corps, 
Near Goldsborough, N. 0., March '^7, 1866, 

In obedioiico to circular from division headquarters under date of 
Marcli J5, 1865, 1 have the honor to submit tlio following report: 

On tlio 31st of December, 1864, 1 assumed eommand of tliis brigade, 
and on the same day the brigade broke camp at Savannah under 
orders to cross the river and enter South Carolina, but owing to the 
scarcity of boats ami barges, aud especially to the severity of the wind, 
i was unable to cross the river with my brigade until the next day. 
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The roar of my eommjuul reached the South Carolina shore just 
before siindowii tlm 1st of January, 1805. When wo (M)inmeiioeil cross- 
ing' rebel scouts and A'odcttes on tl»c left bank of the river annoyed us 
with their fire, killing one corj>oral and wounding one private. An 
soon as the roar of the brigade had crossed I immediately jnished out 
about six iiiilcs into the interior and arrived at the rosidenee of Doctor 
ClievesaboutOp.in.jthcrcbel scouts and vedettes retiring as 1 advanced. 
Hero 1. camped for the night and remained until .lammry 4, when I 
advanced my skirmish line and pushed out with my brigade one mile 
fartlier, and took possession of the rebel works on tlie 1 l ardco planta- 
tion, the rebel scouts still retiring, heroin January 1 to the 4th rceon- 
noiteriiig parties sent out by me had froquetit .skirmishes with the 
enemy. I remained in. those rebel works until January 7, when the 
division (the Sccoud and Third Brigades having joined us at Fort 
Hardee January — ) broke camj) and arrived at Hardeuville about 2 p. 
m. same day, Avhere we remained until Jamuiry 29, when we began our 
march toward Itobertsville, where wo arrived January 30 and went 
into camp at 12 m. 

Hero we remained until h'cbruary 2 (having in the meantime pro- 
cured ten days’ iulditional supply of rations from Si.stor's Ferry), when 
woreaumed our march toward Lawtonvillo. On tliat day this brigade 
marched at the head of the column. About 2.30 p. in. we encountered 
about COO of the rebel cavalry deployed in a very thick swamp throe- 
quarters of a mile from Ijawtonvillo. The One hundred and lifth .Illi- 
nois of my command wore immediately deployed as skirmishers, but ns 
this was not found .sufliciont to dislodge the onomy from their barri- 
cades 1 immediately ordered the One hundred andtwoiity-niuthi Illinois 
to move forwanl on the skirmish line and deploy on the loft of the One 
hundred and fifth until my skirmish lino both on the right and loft 
flanks overlapped the skirmish line of the enemy. 1 tluni ordered the 
right and loftofthe skirmisherR to swing around, resting on the center 
as a llxed pivot. By this movement I speedily llanlicd the skirmish 
lino of the enemy and forced thorn to retire from their position. I then 
ordered forward the whole lino aiiddrovo tlio enemy tlirough the town of 
Lnwtonville. Tlio One hundred and lifth and One hundred and twen- 
ty-ninth Illinois entered the town about one hour and a half before sun- 
down, but were subsequently ordered back to join the brigade, wiien it 
went into camp for the night. In this skirmish 1 lost 1 Icillcd and 12 
wounded, but iullictcd a severer loss on the onomy. 

The next morning we took lip the lino of march and arrived at the 
following points at the time herein si>ocilied: At Allendale, February 4} 
crossed the Big Salkehatcliio February (1 and the Little Salkehatohie 
on the Tthj struck thoSoiith Ouroliiia Itallroud between Graham’s and 
Hamburg llhiinbergj the same day at dark. Iteached Blackvillc on 
tlioflth and Williston on the 10th, having destroyed four miles of the 
above railroad. Grossed the South Fork of the Edisto at Davis’ Mill 
on the 12th iind the North Fork on the 13th. Eoachod the Two- 
Notch road, near Lexington, on the ICtli, and camped about two 
miles from Columbia at noon on the Ifith. Grossed the Siiluda Itivor 
on the 18th and Broad Kivor on the 20th. Iteached AVinnsborough 
on the 2lRt. Grossed Oatawba llivor on the 22d at Ilocky Mount. 
Iteaiihod Hanging Bock on the 26th. Grossed Lynch’s Greek March 1. 
Arrived at Ohestorfiold on the 3d, and near Sneedsborough on the 
4th. Crossed the Great Podco at Ohoraw on the (Ith and Lumber 
Bivor on the lOth, and reached Faycttovillo on the 11th instant, and 
crossed Gape Fear liivor on the 13th. Ou the Kith two divisions of 
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the Q^wciitieth Corps (the First and Third), and t\ro divisions of 
the Fourteenth Army Corps while on the march encountered the 
enemy about four miles south of Averasborou^h, strongly intruuclied in 
two lines of works running i)erpendiciilttrly across the Raleigh road, 
under eointuand of General Hardee. Our division was deployed in 
line of battle in front of the works, this brigade being deployed on 
the right of the division in two lines. Just as X was advancing my 
lines 1 received ordersii'om Brevet Major-General Williams to move my 
brigade toward onr left, to liiid the right flank of the enemy and attack. 
I iinmcdiately moved my brigade in rear of the Third and Second Bri- 
gades of this division in a; diagonal direction toward the right of tlio 
ejiemy’s works, and when 1 supposed 1 had advanced far enough in 
that direction, I halted and deployed luy brigade as follows, facing, as 
I supposed, the right flank of the enemy. Having only four regiments 
with mo, the Stiventieth Indiana being in the rear guarding train, 1 
formed the One hundred and second Illinois and Seventy-ninth Ohio 
in line of battle, the One bimdrdd and second on the riglit and the 
Seventy-ninth on the loft, and placed the One hundred and twenty- 
ninth Illinois and tho One limulrcd and fifth Illinois in close column 
by division, respectively, behind tho right of the One hundred and 
second Illinois and Seventy-ninth Ohio, at the same time tlivowing for- 
ward one wing of each of the rogimcntii in tho second line as skirmish- 
ers, and also one company on each of my flanks as flankers, at least 
150 yards from tho right and left of my lino of battle. TViis disposi- 
tion being made, I ordered the brigade forward, but soon found from 
the sound of tho enemy’s artillery that I was Jiot yet far enough to the 
rear of the cnoniy’a line; hence 1 moved my wliolo (soinmaiul, skirmish- 
ers, «&o., by the left flank about 500 yards still fartlior to tho loft, and 
then I'fisuinGd my advance toward the enemy, but soon encountered a 
swamp tangled with thick undergrowth, which greatly impeded our 
progress. As wo i)res.scd forward wo encountered a skirmish lino of 
the enemy on the interior edge of the swamp, wliioh wo Hjicedily drove 
back, killing two on the line, and, passing the swamp, found ourselves in 
a ravine. I immediately advanced to reconnoiter and found that my 
brigade was exactly on the riglit flank of tho enemy, my line of battle 
being porpendicnlarto their works, about 500 yaida from tho right of 
their line, and that by advancing forward the right of iny brigade 
would strike the right of their w'orks. 1 immediately hastened back 
to the brigade, ordered the One hundred and llfth Illinois to deploy 
rapidly and throw itself into lino ou tho loft of the Seventy-ninth Oliio, 
and then ordered a charge upon tho enemy at the doublo-quiclc. The 
men sprang forward with alacrity, witli a deafening yell, and the 
moineiit they emerged from the tliiekct in sight of tho enemy they 
.joined in a destructive fire upon their ranks at a distance of not more 
than .150 yards. So .sudden and so desperuto was the (diarge that tho 
enemy, completely taken by surprise, lied pi*ccipitatoly in tlie utmost 
confusion, not even rallying for a moment until they reached the sec- 
ond lino of their W'orks. 

At the time of the charge I was not awai'o of the position of the 
S<?cond and Third Brigades of this division, but anbscquontly found 
that this brigade had charged perpendicularly across tho front of the 
Second Brigade, this last brigade being at the time in line of battle, 
engaging the enemy in front of their works. As soon as tlic ejiemy 
thus gave way on their right all their forces retired to the second line 
of works ■without further stiniggle. 
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In this cliiU'ji'n iny bi-igade took 2 pieces of avtilleiy fiiid oO j)i'isoiiora, 
aiuUvouiulod iUtU killed' a very large number of the n?l)els. Nniuber 
not known, hut Judging from what I saw upon the Ihdd tlieir loss n\ 
killed and wounded could not have been less than 80 killed and loO 

wounded. , , , ,, 

Lest niy brigade should be itself flatdccd alter e.iit(‘-ring worlcs, llie 
brigade in following the enemy having e.hauged diroetion to the left, so 
as to l)riiig its right Hank at least 200 yaials to the rear of tlu^ (irst line 
ofworks, icauaodittohalt until the balance <d' our division should 
advance to its sui>|>ort. As soon as the remaining lines moved up we 
moved forward, the Third lirigade on the right and theSeeond bri- 
gade in reserve, until the stubborn and hciivy (Ire el miisUihiy 
mill artilhiiy IVoin the enemy’s second line of works cheelved oiir 
advance. I gradually pushed forward my line until my skirmish line 
was within siiventy-livo ysirihs of the rebel artillery and my line of 
battle within IHO yards of the enemy’s works. At this time llu^ left of 
my lino was completely uncovered, the lines on my left not Iniving 
pushed jbi'ward so as to join my line or give me any support, and hence 
the inomont I attempted to advaneo 1. not only <lrew upon niy men the 
firo of the artillery and rebels immediately in my fi'ont,bntnlso a- cross 
fire from tlio wovk-s of the enemy on my le,ft. At no time wiiile 1 was 
artvunoing ni)on the woiics or before we cneampe<l for tlie night was 
th(!i '(3 any line of battle on my loft which had advanced ui) nearer tlian 
300 yards of my front line, while the works of the enemy stretclnul far 
to my loft, strongly defcmlcd. Wo then threw up teini)()i'ary brcMist- 
work’s of logs on the line already gained, and sle]>li on oiir arms that 
night, but found in the morning tliat the enemy had evacuated dni’ing 
the night. In this allhirmy brigade lost 12 killed and 71 wounded.* 

On the t7th instant our divi.sion pushed forward to A verasboroiigh} 
left the next day, and crossed Black itiver about noon ; hastened i'ov- 
ward from the rear to the support of the columns in IVont wliic.li had 
been attacked by the enemy; Ibrtilied our position on the extreme left. 
Advanced our li’ne oti the 20th, at the same time changing direetioii to 
the right and then fortifying our new position until the 22(1, when we 
took up our lino of imir(di toward (loldsborough. Crossed Neu.st^ .1Mv(3T' 
on tiie 23(1 at Cox’s Bridge and arrived at (loldsborough on the morn- 
ing of the 24tli, and went- into camp about two miles north of tlie city, 
oui' lines facing north and connected with the Third Brigiubij Third 
Division, on onr right and Fourtoiuith Corps on our loft. Distance 
traveled from Savanmili to tJoldshorough, about <I7.'"> mile.s. 

My report of (iapturcB and fin-age taken is u.s follows: Horses, I HI; 
mules, 2].'5} cattle, COO; corn, 0,000 bushels; fodder, 2.'l(),()00 pound.s; 
bacon, 80,000 pounds; llonr and meal, 100,000 pounds; swiicl potatoes, 
1,000 bushels. 

With the exception of a few days while passing tlirougli a barren 
country my command has found abundant subsistonee in the country 
both Ibr man and beast. Df the ton days’ rations taken at Jloberts- 
villo only five days had been issued on the 20tli instant. 

The nunieriiml list of casualties is as folIoAva: Killed, in ; woimdod, 
91; eaptni-cd and missing, 50; total, ICH. 

Under the head of captured and miaaing are iiududod all iiersons 
captui’Od and missing not only in the brigade iiroper, but in all the 
vavivn.s detachinents not serving in their respective regiments.

In addition to the foregoing captures, a forage? party from tin? One 
liinidrinl ainl .second Illinois found and captured in a swamp near {Jaiir 
den, S, O., several safes containing at least a portion of the assets of 
the Ihinlv of South Carolina and the Bank ofOanulen, and also a (piaii- 
tity of jewelry and silver plate, as I am reliably iiirormed, the value of 
whieli, however, 1 eanuot state, as the safes were delivered uiioiicned 
into tlxi jiossession of the i>rovost-inai‘slial of the Twentiel.li Oorjis. 

Ill e.onelnsion, 1 would call the attention of the commanding' general 
to the fact that during all this laborious and exhausting campaign the 
men of iiiy comiimud, although oftenliincs hungry and very indifler- 
ently clad, very nuuiy of them, indeed, having been destitute of botli 
shoes and stocking.s, have nevertheless cheerfully resiiouded in dis- 
charging all the duties imposed upon them, and wlieuover called on to 
face the enemy both oflicers and men have uniformly displayed the 
sterling qualities of the true .soldier.

Captain: In accordance witii an order from division headquarters, 
under date of May 20, 1805, addressed to BrcvetBrigadier-Gcneral Har- 
rison, comiuandiiig First Brigade of said division, and by him referred 
to me, calling forareportof the operations of said brigade.sinceleaviiig 
Coldsliorough, il. 0., 1 have the honor to make the following report: 

Haid brigade left Goldsborough on the 10th ultimo, at which time I 
was in (ioniinaiid thereof. The brigade had remained in campatGolds- 
bovough from the 25tli of March. On the said 10th day of April 
the Left Wing of Shorman’s army took up their lino of march for 
General Johnston’s army in the direction of Italeigh. On the next day, 
the nth, the Second Division of the Twentieth Army Corps, having 
the advance with their train, my brigade was ordered to pass said train 
us rapidly as possible. The train was moving very fast, the day was 
very hot and .sultry, and hence before 1 could pass the train at least 
one-iialf the brigade had become melted and exhausted by tho heat. 
The brigade, however, reached Smithflcld that day about 1 p. m. and 
Baleigh on the 13th ultimo about 3 p. m., having marched fifty-six 
miles from Goldsborough. 
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As tlio army advanced General Johnston fell hacik v'ilh liis army 
throiigliBaloigb, in the direction of Circonsborougli. 'fhe brigade wmit 
into camp on tlie said 13tli at Italcigh, and there voiniiined unlil I was 
relieved by Brevet Brigadier-General llarrisoii on (ho lOtli ol' April.

Report of livt. Brig. Qm. Benjamin Jlarrhon, BerenUcih Indiana In- 
fantry, commanding First Brigade, of operations April lO-AIaydO. 

Hdqrs. First Brig., Third Div., 20 tii Army Oorph, 

Rear WaNhington, D. 0., May ,‘il, ISO,'), 
Oaptain : I herewith transmit to yon tlie report of Ool. Jhmry Case 
of the operations of this brigade from 10th of A))ril, v'hcn t)io ooinniund 
left Goldsboroug'h, to the lOtli same month, when I rissnincd coninuind.* 

I have also the honor to submit the following report of tlie movements 
of the brigade from April 10, 1805, to the present time: 

From the lOtli of April to the 25th the brigade reniained in (sam]) at 
BaloigU, the time being spent in relltting and in the ordinary routine 
of camp duties. Ou the 2r)th of April, the negotiations witli tlin rebel 
leaders liaviue' failed, tlie army was again jmtin motion toward the 
enemy. This brigade broke camp at 7.30 a. in., and luarelied JU'teen 
miles west of south to Jones’ Gross-lloads, whore wo encamped. The 
army having been put upon half rations boforo leaving Baleigli, forag- 
ing was again resumed, and though the country was poor, 'sunioieiil; 
forage and subsistence was procured for the men and pnhli(5 aiumalH. 
The command remained at the cros.s-roadH until the 28th of April, 
when it was again moved back to U-aleigh and put in its old liani]). ()n 
the 30th day of April the whole army took up the lino of iimrcdi for ' 
Richmond, Va., and Washington, D. 0. Orders received before start- 
ing contemplated that this march was (:o bo conducted with a view to 
the comfort of the troops, and suggested (lf(:oon miles per day aa (;he 
limit, unless circumstances should retpuro a Iong(‘.r marcdi. ()rd(U’s 
also required all foraging from the country to ecase and prohibibul sol- 
diers from entering private houses on any pretense. The march was 
not iiiado as easy or coinfoi*t5fcblo to tho troops us (die order contem- 
plated, the average march pei’ day being above tlie liinil; sugge.Mted, 
and on some days so far exceeding it that the troops w'ore very nmcli 
w'orried and exhausted, extending ou one or two days to tweiity-tliree 
and twenty-five miles. On the part of tho troojia the orders wore faith- 
fully observed; it was really surprising to boo an army so long accus- 
tomed to liidug off the eonntiy audto the irrogulari tics necesaanlyreHuKi- 
ing at once resume their Iiabits of order and good discipline, and is 
highly creditable to the army. Only one or tw'o sllgdit cases of thiev- 
ing came to my knowledge during the whole inarcli. ' 


Soo next, ante. 
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On tli6 9tli of May tlio brigade went into eani]) about nix iiiilox I'rom 
liioltinond, Vsi., where we remained until the lltli, when wo again 
moved, passing- throngli Manclio.stcr and liiehmoncl, and wont into 
cam]) about four miles from the latter place. The conimand ino\’ed 
tlirough the citie.s in column, with jniisic playing, and in good review 
order. In iJussing tlirongh Manchester wo were very handsonicly 
received by (General Deven.s, wlm had his divi.sion of the Twenty- 
fourth Army Corps paraded at open order on the left of tlielineof 
marcli and Sfilutcil each brigade as it passed. On the morning of the 
12th wo again took np the line of march for Alexandi-ia, Va,, and 
renewed orders having been received to make the inarch easy, and not, 
(ixcopt in ease of absolute necessity, to exceed lifteen miles per day, it 
was conducted with much greater comfort to the men on tlie ciitire 
route to this place. On the 19th of May we reached our eamp near 
Alexandria (Olond’.s Mills), and went into camp. Preparations were at 
once begun for the grand review by the I’resident, ordered for tlie 2-ltli 
instant, and the same dlifienlty was experienced in getting the needed 
sup])lies. The troop.s were at lu.st pretty well cquipiied for tlie review. 
On the 24th, utsuni-ise, the brigade broke camp, loading Iciiap.saclcs and 
bavoraacka into the train, and marched toward Long Hridgo, whore 
wo roated until the way was clear for cro.ssing. Crossing tlie bridge*., tlie 
command waa formed in column of companies and moved in review uj) 
Pennsylvania avenue, and passed the President’s stand near tlio IMiito 
Hoiiao. 

Tlio review was ereditablo to the troops and gave to those wlio Imd 
never seen Sherman’s army a now and nnoxpeeted view. They had 
looked for an army of ‘‘bummers,” wild, undisciplined, imd iiiiakilled 
in the prcciaion of military movements. They sa.w,inatciid, an army 
that could bo “ biimmor.s” par oxcellonco wlien necessity required, and 
when that necessit y was removed could a.t ouce o.xliibit a subordination 
and a precision iu drill and movement excelled by no other army, 

After passing in review this brigade muis marched to its present 
camp, about four miles from Washiiigton, on the Bladenabin-g road, 
and about one mile from the latter place. 

1 have to report the loss of 1 olllcor aiidl enlisted man on the march 
from Kichmond. On Ibe morning of May 18, when the brigade left its 
camp oil the bnttle-grouml of Oliancollorsvillc, Lieutenant Snyder, adju- 
tiintOiie hundred and second Illinois Voluntccra, accompiiniod by one 
mounted orderly, left the cohimn by pernii.ssion of Colonel Smith, com- 
manding lii.s regiment, to look over the battle-ground and rcloin the 
column before crossing the Kappahainioek. Since that time 'nothing 
lias been hoard from tliem, and it is feared that they were IdlltMl by 
some giierrilhis. 11c was a. good onicer and had I'eiulercd faithful 
service to lii.s country. 

In making this closing report of my brigiwle I beg leave to auggest 
that the servieo of some of my regimental and atalf ollicers de.servo 
recognition at the liaiids of the War J)e]iartment, and .1 therefore rec- 
ommendand respectfully urge upon the Lopartment tliat thefollowiiig- 
iianied qfllcers receive a brevet one grade above their ju-eaent rank:

lina side; failing in this, wo returned to tlio (lity and were taUen 
around the next day in transports. In the operation had one man

After dark, January 1, marched to Ohove.s’ iarm; remaiiKMl there a 
day or two and moved thence to Hardee’s jilantatiou ; left rlarde.e .h [arm 
January 17 and reached riardecvllle tlio same day. Moved from lar- 
deeville January 29, and on the following day arrived at U()bpi’tHVill(|. 

Abandoned communication at this x>laco February 2, and moycMi in 
the diroetion of Lawtonvillo. Found the enemy strongly posted near 
the village in a swamp; a lively Rkirmish tonic place before they were 
drii'cu froiu tlieir iiosition. During the allair the regiment Mullered 
a loss of 1 mail killed and 2 wounded; one of the ^y()nnd(!(l has since 
(lied. The following morning resumed the niarcli in the direction of i 
the Cluirlcaton and Augusta Uailroad, which we struck at (Iralmiu’s 
Btatiou February 8. The regiment ussIkUmI in destroying (ho railroad 
from Graham’s to ■VVlIliston, and reacUod tlie latter jilaee hhibruary 10 ; 
from 'VVillistou moved in thodircction of Columbia; tooktlie r<an(5iistei 
road; halted two miles from Columbia. From this point marclunl up 
thoriver; crossed SaliHlaaudBroadllivera and reachcnl VVinnsboroiigh 
February 21; ovossed the Catawba River at Rocky Mount l''el)ruiu'y 
23. From the time we loft LawtouviUe until we reached the Catawba 

the regiment had only suffered ah)Rs of one mail, who was captured wliile 

foraging. From Rocky Mount marched iii the divectiou of llaiigiiig 
Rock and Clieraw. Near the former place on the 27th of the month 
Capt. G. W. Woolly, of Oomxmny F, coiumamliiig, a (letnclimeiit <)f 
foragers, encountered Wheeler’s cavalry at Buck’s Bridge. A Kki rmish 
ensued, but the largo force of the eiiciny reudeiod it necessary for the 
dcta(hincut to retire, which they did with a loa.s of two men (jiviitured. 

Brivatea Jesses McQnado and Oharlcs K. Hartsell while foraging h'eb- 
ruary 28 discovered a number of wagons secreted in the woods, and 
while advancing to capture them were fired upon and both wounded, 
The property was guarded by citi/.eus, two of whom Hod immediately 
alter liriiig. The others were captured. The caiituved proimrty 
proved to be of considerable value, as the wagons contained the inoiioy 
.safes of two banlaws from Camden, also a large amount of clothing, 
Fleveii mules were taken with the other property, all of which was 
turned iu at corps headquarters. 

Ntiar Choraw, March 7, the regimental foragers, under commaiul of 
Lieut. T. G. Brown, encountered a superior force of the enemy. A 
sharp fight took place. The enemy were repulsed, two of their number 
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wore left (lead upon tUe Held, and it is believed that others who 
osc,u])e(l w(!i'e wounded. Our loss iu the light was 1. man wounded and 
d (;ii|)tui'(Ml. 

'I’h(‘, re, a’inieut crossed the Great Pedee Itiver at Cheraw, and rcaolied 
l^'a.ycd levilhij.N’. 0., March 11. Crossed Cape Fear Biver on the ftlth. 
( >11 l;lio Idtii was ordered to report to Brigadier-General Cogswell, and 
accompanuMl the. Third Brigade on a recounaissaiice. At Silver Creek 
I'ouiid tlui enemy strongly posted behind substautial works. After 
.ski nil isl ling about two hours the regiment was withdrawn and returned 
to eainp. 'i'lie niareh was resumed on the following day in the direc- 
tion of llaleigh. On the 10th the enemy were fomul in Ibrec near 
A verasboroiigh. The rcginieiit u'ent into action at 10 a. m., and was 
under a galling lire much of the time until night. In concert with 
other regiiiieiita of the brigade wo charged the rebel works shortly 
aft(U' tli(i battle eoiiinumced. The enemy being outllaiikecl and taken 
by suriirlso wore driven in disorder from their w'orks, leaving tlii-ee 
pioces of artillery, many small-arms, ami a large number of prisoners. 
A second mlvaneo was made under a heavy lire of inusketj'y and ni til- 
l(M'y. Tins regiment advanced to a position about 100 yards from tlie 
rebel line, then loll back twenty-live yards and tlirew up w'orks. 
During the night tlio rebels fell back, and the next inornmg wo 
advanced to Avorasborough. Our loss during the day was 2 killtHlaud 
17 woumbnl. 

During (ho battle of the 10th wo juovcd nj) to the front and built 
wni'ks oil tlic left of the bi'igado, but did not participate iu tlie engage- 
men (;. Near this ])laco wo had one man mortally wounded. From the 
vicinity of the batthngroand of the 19th of Mnrcii we moved through 
(loldsboi'ough to our prc.sent eucaiupmeut, which was reached on the 
24lli of Marcli. Tlic same day a small squad of our foragers wore 
atlm.'ked one mile and a Imlf from camp and driven in. One was 
nioriully wounded and left on thegrouncl. Two others were captured. 

During the campaign the rogiincut destroyed two miles of railroad. 
Huppo.se wo (japtured about iifty horses and mules, iJl'o cattle wore 
taken up by our forngovs. Burned 10 cotton gins and at least 2,000 
bales of cotton. Thirty negroes are known to have followed the rogi- 
meiit into ciuii]). Collc(?tcd 18,000 ratiems during the raid.

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arjitioiis for another campaign, and on the 31st moved out from t)ie city, 
possiiig Saviuinah liivcr directly opposite tlia(. place. Before reach- 
ing tlic 8oiitli Carolina side a second channel of the river had to be 
(U'ossed. While prosecuting arrangements for crossing a party of the 
enemy tired into my regiment from the opposite side, killing one man 
of Company A. 

On the 1st of January, 1806, my regiment, with the other regiments 
of tlie First Brigade, efl'eeted a crossing with small boats and moved 
some five miles to Doctor Chevea’ plantation in South Carolina, where 
wo caini)(;d. 'J'hc balance of the division soon followed. With the 
exeejition of several minor changes of camp, we remained quiet in this 
vicinity niitil 17th of January, 1805, when the entire division moved for- 
ward and oeempied Hardeeville. Owing to excessive rains no move- 
ment was made from Hardeeville until the 20th, when tlio inarc^h was 
eontiiiued. On the 30tli reached Robertsvillc, where, coming up witli 
■Jfii'st Division of onr corps, laid over until 2d of Robruary, when the 
First and Tliird Divisions moved forward, my regiment in advance of 
the column. At 2 o’clock, while the column was approaching the town 
of Lawtonville, the advance was suddenly Ored into by a strong force 
of Wlioeler’a cavalry. My regiment was iinmediately deployed as skir- 
ndsliors on the right and left of the road and advanced close up to the 
enemy’s innin force, wlmn a brisk skirmish occurred, during which eight 
of my men \vcre wounded. As soon as additional skirmishers and 
proper support was aflhrdod, an advance was ordered and the enemy 
driven bade through the town. 

My command crossed Oombnhoe Ri ver on 0th of Febniary, striking the 
Glmrleston and Augusta Railroad near Graham’s Turnout on thelTth. 
i-'liigiigcd ill destroying railroad on the 8th, Otii, and 10th, passing 
through (Ti-aliam’s Rost-OITice, Blackvillc, and AVilli.ston. Left the 
I’uili’ond oil the lltli and crossed South Jidlsto River on tlie 12tli and 
North Edi.sto on the 13th. Arrived within siglit of Columbia on 
the lOtli, but leaving that place on our right our corps crossed Saluda 
Uiver some eight miles above on the 18th. Crossed Broad River on 
the 20th; passed through Winnsborough on the 21st. On the 22d, 
while aeting as advance guai'd of the column, my regiment encoun- 
tered a squad of Butler’s (rebel) cavalry near Watorei} River. Com- 
panics B, D, and F were deployed across the road and the enemy 
(Ivivcii off without loss. Crossed Waterec River on tlie night of the 
22(1 of l^'obnuiry. 

Rcacjhed Chcsterllcid on the 3d of March. Passed through Ohoraw 
and (jvo.ssed Great Pedee River on flic 7tl», crossing tho North Caro- 
lina line at about 1 p. in. Oimscd Lumber River on tho lOtli and 
arrived near tho cityot Fayotteville on tho 11th; moved in review 
through the city and crossed Cape Fcju' River on the 13th. On tho 
loth our forcc.s enconntored a strong force of tho ononiy within a few 
iiiih’s of Averasborongh, whore a spirited engagement took jdaco. 
’i’ho Pir.st Brigade was deployed on the leftof tho forces engaged, with 
tho hfft wing of my regiment deployed as akirmiahors, umler Captain 
Forsyth, in I'ront of and tho right wing in column in r(iar of tho loft 
of the brigade. An advjiinm was immediately made, under heavy aldr- 
ini.sh iir(‘, for about 501) yard.s to the enemy’s works, when a charge was 
ordered; at tlie .same time the right wing of my regiment was ordered 
to the extreme left and forward to protect that Hank and stroiigtlien 
tli(i skirmish line. It moved forward to tho loft witli rapidity, and by

t ill ot.lior troops wore brought to counoot with our loft, wliou wo w(‘ro 
jipuii advaiioed, niy rogiuicnt nioving in sooond lino; moved forward 
aliout tliroo (iiiartors of a mile, when we esiino to tlio enemy behind 
works. Hero we remained under a heavy lire of tlio enemy’s small- 
arms and oiinuon lor about Ibnr honr.s,when night came oa and we 
bivouaoked wit hin (.50 yard.s of liis works. The easuallies in inv regi- 
ineiit were d killed and J;{ wonnded, ^c. During the night the enemy 
rel.roated and on the 17th our divi.sion moved on to Averasborongh. 
Un the Dtli our troops booame engaged with the main forces of the 
enemy near j^euse River. Our brigade coming u]) in the aftornooii 
was assigned to a. }m.si(;ioii on the left of the main line, wlien strong 
works were thrown up. On the 20th our brigade and division took a 
])osit Kill (ai'tlier to tbe letb and front and throw up another line of 
works. On the 2,lst my regiment formed a part of a I’econiioitering 
]iarty, wlindi nioveil. about three- iiaartors of a mile in front of oni- 
works, Heeling oi the cnemy^s position. Jjiit the oneniy I’etroiiteil iliir- 
uig the lollowing uiglit and onr (briics uiovckI <m for GoUlslioi'oiigh, 
eros.siiig Js'euse .River near Cox’s lb idge on the 2Sa and aiTiving at 
(loldsboroiigli before noon on the 2‘lth instant. 

My regiment destroyed about one mile of railroad in .South Oaroliim. 
bubsisted maiidy oJf tlio (aunitry. The amount of forage collected and 
eonsuiiuid is estiiimted at 31), 000 pounds meat; 20,01)0 pounds lioiu’ 
and meal, tog(',tIior with a groat amount of potatoi^s, molasses, sugar, 
salt, and minor articles. One huiidrcd and sixty tliousaiid pounds of 
nol i, on are estimated to have been de.stroycd by my command, also a 
large number of cotton gins. Digliteen inules and 17 horses were cap- 
tured ami turned over to the quartermaster. 

The number of casualties during the time embraced in tliis ropoi't 
are: Ivillod, 5; wounded, 20; missing, supposed to have been captiirecl, 
7 5 to(;al, 32.

IjIEIttenant: In conipliaiiee with orders I have the honor of sub- 
mitting the lollowing reportof the part taken by this regiment in the 
campaign from Savannah, Ga., to this xioint: 

We loft Saviijiiiah on January land arrived at this place on the 2dth 
of March, making a period of eighty-three days, during Avhich time we 
subsisted by i'oraging upon the countrj^ with the exception of forty- 
sinmn days’ rations fnriiialiod us by the commissary. As to the amount 
of supplies drawn from tlio country I can only say that we sudhred for 
nothing. We have e.aptiii*ed and sent to your headquarters 2 captains, 
1 chaplain, aiid 11 enlisted men; have torn up about 1 mile of railroad; 
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liavo cantiirod 28 horses and 40 mules, of which 2 horses and 17 iimles 
have already been turned over and thebahincoiiow remain iii my ('-are. 
As to the number of cotton «rins and bales of cotton d(i.stroyed 1 luivo 
none to report, as I was prohibited from so doing; except by orders, and 
received no orders allowing it. No negroes liave Ibllowod 

The number of casualties during the cainpsugu is as lollows : *^died, 
2; died, 1 ; wounded, 18; captured and in is.sing, Oj aggregate, JU. 

I estimate the whole distance traveled at about 400 miles.

Lieutenant: In the latter part of March last X was called on to 
make a report of the part taken by this regiment iu the eampaign froin 
Savannah, Ga., to Goldsborough, N. O. Under a imscoimtruction of 
the said order I made no ra],)ort as to any actions in which this regiineiit 
participated during' that campaign, and incidentally loanuiig since that 
it was expected of mo, and that the roxiort then made has been lor- 
warded beyond your headquarters, I would respectfully bog leave to 
report as follows on that inatter: 

On the morning of tho 2(1 of February the column stJirted from Bob- 
ortHville, S. 0., tho First Brigade iu the lead. Arriving within about 
three miles of Luwtonvillc, skirmishing with tho enemy began. _ I ho 
brigade was deployed in two linos of battle, and after advancing a 
short distance this regiment was thrownforward as skirmisluivs to con- 
nect on the loft of tho One hundred and fifth lUinols, already engaged. 
Two companies, A and F, wor<5 deployed as skirmishers, and tAvo c()m- 
panies, G and B, as ilaukors, under coinnmiul of Oa]>t. (h N. Baird, 
Company 10, acting major, the balance bf tho regiment biiiiig Ixild in 
reserve. The line was now ordered to advmico with this regiment as 
the battalion of direction and to press forward and enter the towii. To 
do this a change of diroc.tion to the right was necessary. After adviuuj- 
iiig and driving tho cnomy about half a mile it was found necessary to 
extend the line to tho left in order to cover tho front of the enemy. 
This was done by throwing forward tho two companies whicli had beim 
used as Hankers. The line now pressed forward, driving tho rebels 
into and through the town, beyond which our lino was established 
before night. Although during the skirmish tho lire IVom the enemy 
was at times pretty rapid, this rogimont had none killed and but one 
wounded. During the further iirogrcss of tho campaign wo were not 
again engaged until tho morning of tlio IGth of March, near A verasbor- 
oiigli, N. 0. When this brigodii arrived on tho ground on this occasion 
the Second Brigade and other troops wore actively engaged in skir- 
mishing with tlie ciiomy, who ivero fighting from bohincl tiieir worlis. 
This brigade was formed in two linos, with my rogimont on tlie right of 
tho second lino and iu rear of tho One hundred and second Illinois, iu 
which formation it moved to tho loft of tho lino of battle by tho rear of 
the Second Brigade. I was then ordered to deploy one wing of my reg-

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inioiil, jis Hkirmiwlmvs (of which I took comniancl myself) and to cover 
tlu^ i'l'ont of tlio One hundred and second Illinois, wliile one winp; of the 
One Imiidrcd and liCth Illinois was iu like inauuer to cover the front of 
the ISeveiity-niiith Oliio, 

A comiikde ehiinge of direction was now made to the right and in a 
lew iniiiiit(is we aviived in view of the rebel works in an open liohl, this 
brigade resting immediately against the enemy’s right thinlc. During 
this advinuic Oo)n|iany A, ofniy regiment, was'throwii forward to make 
tlie (MiniKaU.ion with the line of the Second Ilrigade, The advantage of 
onr position being disimverc<l the order was immediately given to 
advance, wliich was done on the double-quick, the enemy lleeing in 
great {'.oiifiision. This brigade first entered the rebel works, capturing 
many jirisonevs and three pieces of artillery, over one of which Cap- 
tain Ha i I'd, eoiiinianding the right wing of my regiment, placed a guard. 
The gi'otind was thi«;kly strewn with the enemy’s dead and wounded. 
Tlie jn'isoner.s were so numerous tliat they wore simply ordered to 
the r(»ir without a guard. After pressing tlio enemy some 400 or 500 
yards to the rear of their works I ordered a halt for the purpose of 
I'eibrming my lines. Company A was now ordered hack to its place in 
the right wing. According to yonr order the right wing of my regi- 
ment was now sent to the left of the line to prepare lor an anticipated 
(jonnter-attack of the enemy. After resting about half an liour the 
right wing, by yonr order, vesumod its place in. rear of the One liiiu* 
dred and second, and again the line advanced, pressing the oneiny rap- 
idly bivek into liis second line about half a mile to the roar. » After coni- 
numeing this advance I found that there were no skirmishers on iny 
left and 1 had to extend my intcvvals so as to cover the front; also the 
Seveuby-ninth Ohio. Wo proceeded in tins manner to within 150 yards 
of tlie rebel works, when the skirmishers of tlio Fourteenth Corps made 
eoiinoidiion with mo on iny loft. Hero we skirmished heavily all the after- 
noon, occasionally advancing our lines a little until we arrived within 
less than 1 00 yards of their earth- works. During the night the enemy 
loft. In this engagement our loss was 2 enlisted men killed and 17 
enlisted men wounded, two of whom have since died. Througliout this 
ongagoment and the skirmisli at Lawtoiivillo, on the 2d of Fobrinvry, 
both ol'lloors and men of my regiment acquitted themselves to my entire 
aatiafaiition. In the battle from tlio 10th to the 21st of March inelnsive, 
my regiment was’prcsont, but not engaged. On the 20th of March it 
was twi(!e sent forward to rcconnoitor on the enemy’s right, advancing 
a dist ance of about one mile and a half, but meeting with no serious 
o])po8itioii. We tlioii resumed our position on the left of the general 
line. 

Iniuldition to the above I beg leave to report that on the 14th of March 
the foragers of my regiment crossed the Gape Fear Kiycr at Faj'ette- 
ville in advance of the general column. After proceeding about two 
miles they coinuieiu^ed skirmishing with the enemy and drove them 
about two miles and a half, taking posscs.sion of a mill wliicli tlie enemy 
were endeavoring to hold and use. There they found iu the mill-pond 
a brass (j-poiiiider gun, named the “Star of the West,” and supposed 
to have boon captured with the U. S. steamer of that name. The gun 
was duly forwarded to your headquarters.

Goldsborouyhf If. G., March 26, 1865. 

Lieutenant: In ooinpliance with circular emanating fVom brigade 
lieadciiuu'tiu's, bearing date March 25, 1805, calling mr information 
touoliing the camiMLigii from Savannah, Ga., to Goldsborough, N. O., I 
have the honor to aiibjnit the following report: 

On the 18th day of January tho Seventy-ninth llegimont, then sta- 
tioned ill the city of Savannah, Ga., broke up camp, crossing the Savan- 
nah Kiver on pemtoous, marcliing up the oast bank of tlie river to 
Hardeovillo saino day (dintaiicc, twenty miles), at tho latter place join- 
ing tho brigade, it having moved from Savauuali some clays previously. 
From this jioiiit wo marched January 29 with the brigade, thereafter 
at all times moving witli the brigade. All tho stirring soeues, liiu’d- 
ships, and jirivatioiis in which wo participated is but a part of tho Iiis- 
tory of the hhrst Brigade. Nevertheless, it is not, porliaps, out of placo 
liore to state that wo had but two oucountors with tho enemy, one at 
Lawconville, S. 0., FobruaryS, 1805. In this affair none of tho Sovenby- 
niiitli was directly oiigaged, oxcepta few of Company K sharpshooters, 
the enemy retreating ns the attacking column advancocl, of which col- 
umn tho Sovouty-niuth composed a part, being assigned to tho extreme 
left of tho brigade. The second was of a more serious oharactor, 
occurring at Smithvillo, N. 0., on tho Ifith day of March, where tlio 
enemy had assembled in force on the road with infantry and artillery 
behind earth- works of some importance; from this position he had to bo 
flisiodg(‘d. Tlio Tliii’tl Division, being in advance, was at once formed 
in liiieof battle, the First Brigadeontholcftof tho division and theloftof 

~*~Nom]iViirTiHF(om5tti«l) 8h lonlistoA man ivoiiudod, 2 oulistoil moii iiiiasiug 
and 20 iiulistod inou tiap turocl. 
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tlic road. Colonel Case, commanding brigade, handled and disposed of 
his Ibrco most admirably, moving tar eiiongli to the left so that, adviinc- 
iiig obliquely to the enemy’s linos, lie would strike their Hunk. Every- 
thing being urrangcd, the One hundred and second Illinois on the 
right, the Seventy-ninth on the left, the charge was sounded, and with 
shouts the line advamred at a run on the enemy, swe(?piiig everything 
belbre them. In vain the enemy resisted; in vain he labored to get 
his artillery off:' the (ield. The horses were shot down and the gunners 
were eaptui'cd at their guns. At the point where the I’ight wing 
crossed tlie enemy’s works, 1 found one piece of artillery worked by 
a sergeant and .six men. These we captured. There was still another 
l^iccG of artillery farther to the left captured at tiio .same time, claimed 
by the Seventy-ninth Ohio Volunteer Infantry and by the .skirmishers 
of tlie One hundred and fifth Illinois. Not desiring to raise any con- 
troversy, 1 will simply say it, too, was one of the trophies of the old 
Eirst lU’igade. Other prisoners than tliose mentioned were taken by 
the Seventy-ninth and sent to the rear. To us it was not a bloodless 
victory; it cost the Seventy-ninth in killed, 5; wounded, 2:1:, some of 
whom liavc since died. Judging from what I saw in pas.sing over the 
field, tlio enemy’s loss in front of the Sevcnty-niiitli vois much greater. 

Second: The weather and roads proved extremely bad and uufavor- 
ablo. 

Tliird : Supplies as a gonoral thing were obtainable, but at a great risk. ' 

Eoiu'th : Health of the regiment continued good. This is remarkable, 
when tlio incleincncy of the weather is takim into account, and added 
thereto the miserable condition of the men’s clothing, more particularly 
in the item (jf shoes, many of the men being barefooted.

At night the steam-tng Gciicrul Leo arrived, bringing 
lOOjOOOraUonM. .Iiinnary 20, details from the brigade unloaded the Gen- 
eral Jjee; river still vising. January22, thcGoncralLeoluivingrcturned 
with (imirteviniiMt(;r’s .stores, she was unloaded by details IVoin the bri- 
gade. January 2d, another reconnaissance, under direction of Captain 
Jjoiies,brigade insi)ector, was sent up the Augii.sta road. 'I’lioy found the 
enemy in some force near Bradhaiids, attacked his pickets, and drove 
them in, devc]ox)ing a force which tJicy deemed it imprudont to con- 
tend with. They ^Yithdrew. Of all the above reconnaissances reports 
were promptly Jiiade and forwarded to division headquarters. Janu- 
ary 21, under direction of division headquarters, the brigade furnished 
detail of tliirty mounted men, aeccompanlcd by Captain Bones, bri- 
gade inspector, for reconiioitering party, to operate in connection M'ith 
similar parties from the other brigades of the division. ^ Weather much 
colder. January 25, reconnaissance returned, having found the enemy 
about three jniles above Bradham’s, on the Itobcrtsville road, attacking 
and driving them a short distance, but developing nothing of impor- 
tance beyond what Captain Bones luul I’cported as the result of Ids 
recoiinaissaiieo of the 23d instant in the same direction. January 20, 
details from brigade unloaded steaincr Jell'. Davis of quartermaster’s 
and commissary stores. Brigade remained in camp, nothing of inci- 
dent tranH])irmg until Jaimary 20, when, under orders of the evening 
before, tlio brigade broke camp at 7 a. m. and marched upon the 
It()b(n'tsville road, leaving one rogimout {Thirty-third Indiana) to 
guard stores awaiting transportation. Much of the road was consider- 
ably blockaded by felled timber. Encamped for the night two miles 
northwest of W. F. Itoberts’ plantation, having marched about sixteen 
miles. January 30, broke camp at 7 a. in. and marched to Roberts- 
vill( 5 , going into camp at tliat place about noon. January 31, scut out 
foraging parties under Dioutonants Otis (Elghty-llftli Indiana) and 
Knowles (Twenty-second Wisconsin); ran oil the enemy’s cavalry 
losing one nuiu of the Eighty-fifth ludiaini (captured), but returned at 
uiglit witli fair success. 

February I, Quartermaster Farrington, ISighty-iiaii Indiana, who 
had been sent out the day bolbro, returned with ten wagon loads of 
corn. February 2, struck tents at 7 a. m. and marched with the divi- 
sion in the direction of Lawtonvillo, the brigade in the oonter of the 
division column. The advance drove the rebel skirmishers before 
them for tlio distance of eight miles, but when within one mile of Daw- 
tonvilloitmctwitU considerable resistance from musketry and artil- 
lery. The brigade, drawn up in lino of battle, with First Brigade on 
its rigiit and Third on its loft, advanced in excellent order across the 
open country; the skirmish lino advancing at tlio same time drove the 
enemy from the town, and the brigade wont into camp for the night. 
At tin's point the Thirty-third Indiana reported, having been relieved 
from duty at rurysburg. February 3, moved at 7.30 a. m. on the 
Orangeburg road, tlie brigade in advance of the division guarding 
trains; went into camp at 3 p. m. near Duck Branch Po-st-Offlee. On 
the 4th we marched at 7. a. m., brigade in roar and guarding trains; 
oiir route was to the loft over a cross-road lending to Smyrna, and 
again to the right from tins point to Allendale, where wo encamped ; 
to-day foragers captured sixteen horses and mules. On the 5th 
inarched at 7.30 a. m., brigade in center of division ; moved in a north- 
erly direction, leaving the Barnwell road to our loft; went into camp 
oil Harrison’s plantation, near Mill Branch Crook. Ou the Otli we 
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broke camp at 7 a. m. uiul coiitiiiued the inarch. The divi.sioii in front 
ami Second Brigade in advance; crossed the Big Salkehatcliie at 
Buford’s Bridge, and fi'om this point moved nearly north; tlie afternoon 
was cold and wet and we were ordered into camp on Kitter’s plan tation. 
On tiie 7th wo moved at 7.30 a. in.; deployed on trains; crossing the 
Little Salkehatcliie over a very iioor bridge, we moved on very slowly 
by way of Dowling’s and Patterson’s to within half a mile of the 
Charleston and Augusta Railroad and went into camp. To-day the 
roads were very heavy, requiring considerable work from the men at 
several points to make them passable. The rear of the column did not 
get into camp until quite late in the niglit. 

On the morning of the 8th, by order of the division commander, sent 
Lieutenant-Colonel Burton with the Thirty-third Indiana back to Pat- 
terson’s house for the purpose of guarding cross-roads at that point 
until 0 p. in., when he Avns to rejoin the brigade. Also sent Lieutenant- 
Colonel Crane, Eighty-fiftli Indiana, some two inile.s and a half north 
of the railroad to guard roads intersecting at that point, to return at 6 
p. m.;tho other two regiments moved three miles west to Graham’s 
Station on the railroad and encamped in a position favorable for guard- 
ing the trains being parked atthat place. Tlic Eighty-fiith and Thirty'- 
third reported at night as per instructions, the brigade encamping m 
singloline. Before votnrning Colonel Crane sent scouts five miles to 
tlio lildisto Bivov, who reported no enemy on the south bank. On the 
Otli left camp at 7 a. in., brigade in center ofelivision, deployed on trains, 
moving west on the line of railroad, and arriving* at IBackville the 
trains Avoro halted and the brigade ordered to march some two miles 
beyond the town and commenced tearing up and destroying the rail- 
road, Each regiment and company being directed to destroy a certain 
portion of the road, the entire brigade Avent to work Avith great energy; 
piles of ties Avero made of ten or tAvclve each, then set on lire and the 
rails laid aeroa.s; as they became lieatcd the rails would bend of their 
own Aveiglit, and while they wore yet hot they Avere twisted until made 
utterly useless. Never was a railroad more ellectually destroyed. 
Having thus torn up about two miles of track tlie brigade Avent into 
camp four miles Avest of Blackvillo. On tlie 10th wo moved, per order, 
at 7 a. m., maroliing Avest about two miles beyond Williston, where wo 
again commenced tearing up the railroad; to-day the brigade marched 
cloven miles and tore up, burned, and destroyed two miles of road. The 
rapid niaiiiicr in Avhicli this Avork was done AAnis surprising and almost 
incredible. In little more than one hour from the time it was com- 
menced the work Avns completed, and so thoroughly that to repair it 
Avill bo equivalent to building a iieAv road. On the lltli Ave inarched at 
7 a. m., returning to Williston, and from this point, taking the advance 
of the division, moving north nine miles from Williston, Avccamoto the 
South Foi'Il of the Edisto liwer at Guiguard’s Bridge. Lieutenant Col- 
onel Crane, with the Eighty-fifth Indiana, Avas immediately sent across 
the river to guard the approaches from that direction; the balance of the 
brigade Avas ordered into camp, at the same time fiu'uisliiiig heavy 
details for gathering materials for rebuilding the bridge, Avhich Avas 
found burned by the' enemy. 

On the 1 2th ordered to moA^e at 7 a. in., brigade in rear of the column. 
The banks of the river were considerably overflowed, so that the men 
Avoro obliged to ford two-thirds ofthe distance across, Avading nearly to 
the hips. Tile Avater AA'as intensely cold, and the men sulfcrcd scA^orely. 
Moving foi’Avard about seven miles Ave struck the Blackvillo and Colum- 
bia road, upon which tho (Uvisiou train Avas moving; thence avc turned 
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to tijo loft, mnl onoamped is-itbin three miles of the North Edisto llivor, 
having nuivrdiod sixteen miles. On the 13tU moved at 7 ii. in., brigade 
in collier of ooluinii| crossed the North Edisto and oontiinied the 
nuiroli on tlic Columbia road, going into eaiup at Howell’s Mills. On 
the I'ith iiiarehcd eight miles and wont into camp at cross-roads, 
cightoon iiiilcs i'rom Columbia. On the loth moved at 8 a. ni. on the 
Lexington roail, brigade being in rear of division gnarding trains; 
eiicainiiod on (Jonga-rce Creek, two miles from Lexington; to-day the 
roads wore bad and tbe train late iu getting into camp. The roads ior 
the most part were sandy, but there were swamps and creeks to be 
crossed, and the roads rmpiired extensive repairs. On the 10th moved 
at 7 a. in.jTliii'd Division in front, Second Brigade in center^ moved 
on the direct road to Columbia, leaving Lexington toonr left. Making 
four miles, we crossed the lino of projected railroad from Columbia to 
Augusta, partially graded, but work suspemled by the advance of our 
army. Advanced to within one luilo of the Oongareo Kivor, and 
Gueaiupcd iu iihiiii view of Columbia, and also in sight of a portion of 
the Fiftut'ulh uud Sevcntccntli Corps, who were massing iu front and 
on our right, while theFourteenth Corps remained iu our rear. Every- 
thing remaiiKid quiet during tlic afternoon and night, except the report 
of ail oceusuuuil sluvll thr<»\vn into the city. On tlio 17th moved at 10 
a. m. with division train, the brigade iu advance; inarclied in a west- 
erly dii’cetion siwon miles to Mount 55ion Church, ojiposite Hart’s ]?Vrry, 
on the Saluda Kiver, and went into camp awaiting tlio laying of pon- 
toon bridge. ,, 

On the 18th ordered to cover the passage of the corps across the 
Saluda Kiver, wliiidi w-as done, the whole corps having made the cross- 
iiigbynooii. I'liia being completed the brigade moved forward with 
tlie division guarding a large portion of the train; marched eleven 
miles iu a nortlieastoiiy direction and went into camp at Motts’ Mills. 
Oil tlio 10th wo moved at (5.30 a. m. with the division, ivhieli -was ordered 
to move to the left tiivce miles on the llockvillo road, and there relieved 
General Carlin’s division of the Fourteenth Corps. In about one 
hour tlie brigade was ordered to bold the position while the balance of 
the division inoved to Presbiy’s Ferry on Broad Kiver, until relieved 
bv troops from the Second Division, whicli was done; was relieved 
at 3..‘i() p. IU. and immediately inarched to Freshly’s Ferry, where wo 
rejoined tlie division and went in camp. Cn the i^Oth the brigado did 
not move until ‘J p. m., when it marched in advance of the division, 
crossing Broad Kiver and the Columbia and Spartanburg Kailroad, 
continuing the inarch over Little llivcr in the direction of Winns- 
borough ; wo encamped for the night near Tliompson’s Post.-Ofilce. and 
about ten miles from 'Winnaborongh. On the 21st struck tents at 7 a. 
in. and took up the lino of inarch, the brigado in rear of division; the 
division moved iiiioiicumbored. and reached WinnsborougU at 12 in.; 
resting a short time the brigade with division uiarcbed through the 
town in reviewing order, aiul went into camp three miles beyond on 
the Ilocky Mount road. On the 22d marched at (5.30 a. m. on the 
Kocky Mount road in center of division, and reached Rocky Miiunt on 
tlie Catawba Kiver at 5 p. m., where wo eiicaiiipod; at dark were 
ordered to cross t;ho river the inomoiit the pontoon bridge was com- 
pleted and repair the road upon tbe opposite side. After a personal 
insnectioii of the labor to be performed tlio brigado was crossed in the 
middle of tlic night. The road to be repaired had not been in use to 
any extent for years and led np a very steep hill for the distance of threo- 
q^mirtora of a mile. 
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It bccmne iiefiossaiy first to cnt an ontiro new road ilireetly tlivouffli 
a swamp, from tlioliead of tlio pontoon bridge to tlio main road, Inr 
nearly 100 yard.s, and next the same piece of road bad to be eordiiroy('d 
the entire distance. Nninorous other places liad also to be coi'diir()y(al. 
On iiccount of the scarcity of poles and other suitable timber Ibr tliis 
work a great number of rails were packed for the distance of one mile 
or moi'e to complete the road. A large ainoant of work was also done 
upon the we.st side of the river, repairing the approacdies to tlui bi’idgo, 
cutting down the bank, straigliteniiig the old road, and bridging n. deo]) 
ravine which intersected the rosKl; but by sunrise of the next morning 
the wagons commenced crossing. Details were furnished from the 
brigade^to assist in lifting the wagons up the steepest and most dini- 
cult portions of the hill until uoou, when, being relieved, the bilgado 
moved some four miles to Alontgouicry’s plantation, where it rejoined 
the division and went into camp. 

Attention is here respectfully called to the fact that the exceedingly 
hard labor above enumerated was performed during one of the darkest 
nights of the season, without proper tools, without sleep or rest, and, 
above all, after having just (completed a march of sixteei; miles. Tlio 
entluraneo of the men in this instance was heavily taxed, and they are 
deserving of osjiecial commendation. 

Oil the 2<lth moved at 8 a. m. on the Chesterfield road. It rained dur- 
ing most of the previous night and still continued during a portion of the 
forenoon. The roads were consequently in wrotcliod condition. Jkifore 
maruhing more than a mile the train was halted to repair the roads. 
Full one mile was corduroyed with fence rails, tlio princijial part of the 
work being done by the advance regiment, the Dighty-fiftli lncliaiia| 
wont into camp, having marched only two miles. On the 2r)th, the 
rain still coutiiming, wo remained in camp. On the 20tli we struck 
tents at O.dO a. in. and marched toward Hanging Hock with the divis- 
ion ; built an almo.st continuous lino of corduroy to Ilaiiging Bock, the 
Second Brigade doing its full share of work; wentinto camp at Hang- 
ing Hock Posfc Ofllco. Bemaiued in camp during the 2‘l:th. On the 
2r)tli moved with the division at 0.30 a. m., the brigade in center of 
division, and from this time marched forward without )mrticular inci- 
dent until the 3d of Marcli, when we entered Chestcriicld. On enter- 
ing the town I sent Lioutouaiit-Oolonel Orano, witli the Fighty- fifth 
Indiana, across Thoinpson'.s Crock, opposite the town, to giuird the 
bridge and tlio roads in that direction. The other three regiments of 
the brigade were encamped in single lino on the right of the town. 

On tile 4th broke camp at <»..30 a. m. and marched with thcdivisioii, 
the brigade in front; moved unencumbered across Thompson’s Creek, 
then on the Siieedsboroiigh road, crossing into Korth Carolina to the 
distance of two miles; wo encamped on Grady’s plautatioii, wliore we 
I’emained until the morning of the (ith, when we were ordered to move 
with the division to Olicraw. We arrived at the latter jilaco at sunset 
and encamped with instructions to bo ready to cross tlio river at a 
moment’s notice. On the morning of the 7th was ordered to cover the 
crossing of everything belonging to the Twentieth Corps; crossed the 
Great Pedee at 8 a. in. and moved on rapidly to overtake the division, 
passing the camps of the Fifteenth Corps. Our march was in a nortli- 
easterly direction, over a dry, sandy country. Boachiiig a point near 
Laurel Hill, on the Wilmington and Bocldugham Bailroad, we wmit 
into camp, having marched eighteen miles. On the 8tli struck tciit.s at 
8 a. m. and moved with the division guarding trains on the road to 
McFarland’s Bridge on liUinber Biver, and on the 9th went into camp 
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two inilos from tlm bridge amidst a droucliing rain and at tbo close of a 
very wet, cold, and disagreeable day. On the lUth moved with the 
division at d a. in., crossing Lumber Kiver and inarching ten miles; 
went into camp within one mile of UockftsU Creek; detailed 100 men 
to work with the iiioncers during the day in repairing roads. On the 
morning of tlie lltU we commenced the march at 0 o'clock, the brigade 
in front, crossing RoeklLsli Greek in the direction of Fayetteville, and 
I'epairing the roads aswe advanced. At about 12 in. orders were received 
directing tlie brigade to move forward with the division unencumbered 
and a.s speedily as possible, and the troops were soon in motion ; struck 
the Fayetteville and Hoekingham plank road at a point twelve miles 
from l''ayettevillo. After marching .some three miles farther news was 
received by courier that onr troop.s entered Fayetteville at 11 a. in. 
The troops were soon brought to a halt, and after a short rest they 
were moved forward to within two miles of the town, where they were 
ordered into camp. The troops to-day were much fatigued, having 
marched puite twenty miles. 

Ilemaiiiod in camp during tlie J3th, and received the announcoincnt 
IVoiii General Bhermau that he was in communication witli Wilmington. 
On tlie 13th moved with tlie division across Cape Fear Fiver, and wont 
into camp three miles beyond on tlic JIaloigh road, passing tliroiigli Fay* 
ottoville in reviewing order. Uemained in camp during the 11th, await- 
ing supiilie.s oxiiGcfced from Wilmington. March 15, moved at 0.30 a. m. 
with the division, unencumbered, on the Ualeigli road; crossed Silver 
Greek and encamped near Taylor’s Hole Creek in a heavy rain. On the 
Kith the brigade was ordered to move at C a. in. in advance of the 
division, and to ro])air the roads as we advanced. This order had been 
observed for the distance of two miles, when orders were received that, 
(ileiieral ICilpatrick’s cavalry were closely engaged with the enemy in 
our front at SmithviUc, and directing that the brigade with the divis- 
ion be moved at once to his support. Wo reached the main body of the 
cavalry in marching about two miles, but without halting wo advanced 
still farther, and to within asliortdi.staiicoof the lines, tlie brigade mass- 
ing on the right of tlie Italcigli road, ‘Advancing a short distanco, I 
was ordered to take position on tlio left of the road, with my right rest- 
ing near a certain white house, which was pointed out to mo. This 
movcinoiit was oxccnitod at once, rolioviiig some cavalry wliich had 
been posted at this point. Itecoiving still further orders, I sent two 
regiments to occupy an advanced iiosition, about fifty yard.s in front 
and acwoss a small ravine. Tiiis position was occupied by tlie Fine- 
teeiitli Michigan, under Major Anderson, whoso right rested upon the 
lialeigh road, and eoiinocting with the linos forming on the right of 
till! road, and the Eighty-fifth Indiana, under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Crane, wlio formed on tlio left of the Nineteenth Michigan. This move- 
ment was no sooner executed than I was ordered to advance the other ^ 
two regiments of the brigade; the Twenty-second Wiseonsiii, under 
Captain May, was formed on the left of the Eighty-liftb Indiana, 
Smith’s house being directly in its front. The Thirty-third Indiana, 
uiulor Lieutonaut-Colonel Burton, formed the loft of the line, extending 
into the woods. The three first regiments wore all formed on open 
ground. While those lineswero being formed two batteriesof artillery 
were drawn up iu our front, and inimediatoly opened upon the enemy. 
This drew his fire, both of musketry and artillery, and from this time 
until the oloso of the day’.s work the brigade was under fire. The skir- 
mish line was formed from the Niiioteenth Michigan, under Captains 
Cahill aud Clark, and was well advanced. Two companies from the 
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Twenty socolul Wisooiisiii, iinaci- Cnptain Pugh, t<)ok an injviincort 
nositiou in front of the batteries under tlie shelter ot some old hmid- 


jmsition 

^^'fviiile these dispositions were being made, learning that the First 
Brigade was to form upon my left, I sent a stafl olUeei', C/aptaiii b oi'd, 
to ascertain its position. He reported its right iroiii a iiiiarler to a 
half a mile from my left, that the coniiectnm was imperlecl, but tliai 
the brigade was well around to the left. Sooji attcr rceei ving I ins 
report I was ordered to advance. This ordta- ^yas immediately eom- 
munioated to regimental commanders, the advance sounded, and ttie 
wliole line moved forward in good order. The ground in lron(, ol 
the Nineteenth Michigan and Eighty-fifth Indiana was an open 
space elcar to tlio rebel works. As the line advanced beyond the bat- 
teries the two last-named regiments were in full view ot the enemy s 
fortifications, when the commotion observed iii the rebel hues e-auseil 
our men to break out in enthusiastic cheers dihicuit to rcstniin. At 
this moment the enemy opened a severe fire upon us, and as onr line 
advanced it obluiued to the loft, being thus partially sheltered by the 
woods and old buildings in front of Smitlds lionsc. broin this point ttio 
enemy’s Are was briskly returned, and a rapid advance ol the whole 
lino soon brought tbo entire brigade into the onomy’s works. ih_e 
Ninetoenth Michigan was the first to reach the works; the other regi- 
inouts arrived in regular and rapid succession from right to lelt. 
in advance of tlio main lino our skirmishers, under Caiitains Ihtluli 
aiui Clark, charged over the works while yotthe rebel artillery oriicers 
wore striving to keep up their lire. Two lieutenants were shot dead In 
attempting to escape. One piece of artillery and one caisson, whicli 
iiad been blown nji by our artillery fire, together with the captain ot 
the battery, were captured. After talcing po.<sc8.Hion of the works and 
in obedience to insUaictions, I placed the Thirty-lhird Indiana and 
Twenty-second Wisconsin In line facing to the left, for the purpose ot 
guarding against any advance that might be attcmptcMl by the enmiiy 
in that direction. As soon as the Fourteenth Oori>8 had passed in our 
rear and around to onr loft, these regiments were ivithdrawn and placed 
in the main line. , ^ , 

Kestiiig in their works for nearly an hour, I was ordered to adyiinoe, 
and with the division moved forward through a swamp on the right of 
the Ealeigli road, passing the cnomy’.s second line of works, winch had 
already been evacuated, and well up to his third and last lino. J 
my brigade was formed iii two lines in rcsorvo to the hirst and Ihird 
Brigades; at 3 p. in. relieved the skirmish line of the First Brigadii by 
six companies, three from the Twonty-sccoiul Wisconsin, and three 
from the Thirty-thii-d Indiana, all mulor Major Nicderancr, 'riiirty-third 
Indiana. The skirmish line ■was formed from my brigade during the 
night. Just at night the Eighty-fifth [ndiaiui took po.sition between 
the Third Brigade on the right and the First on tlio left, building sub- 
stantial breast-works. Tlio other regiments formed in ro.scrve, build- 
ing temporary works. Between 4 and 5 o’clock in the morning ol the 
17th tlie rebel lines were found withdrawn and the brigade, with the 
division, ordered to occupy the works, which was done. Halting only 
for breakfast, the brigade, in reai* of the division, moved forward on the 
Ealcigh road, occupying Avorasborough without opposition and 
encamping for the night. On the 18th moved at d a. in., brigade in 
center of division; countermarched Ibv the di.stancoof one mile; tlien 
took a road to our left two miles, wbicli led us to the bridge on Black 
liivor; in crossing tbo river tbo men woi'eobliged to Avade to the depth 
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oT (avo I'oct i<)i‘ Bovorai yards at either end of the bridge ; after crossing' 
tlic lirigade was deployed as guard iipoti 125 wagons. The road led 
tliroiig'li several swamps and great difficulty was experienced in getting 
the train along. The head of the train commenced parking atlOo’clocdc 
at night and the rear of the brigade did not arrive until 5 o’clock in the 
morning. jMoved at 8 a. m. on the lOtli, brigade in front and Twenty- 
S(a*ond Wisconsin detailed to assist the pioneers in repairing the road; 
heard lunivy ca nnonading' in our front during the forenoon ; Jibout I ]). m. 
was ordered to move vapidly forward; troops moved nearly at the dou- 
ble-quick for about four miles to near lleutonvillo, where we found the 
FoiU'teentli Corps closely engaged with the enemy with gi'cat danger of 
ail a ttack upon their left. Thebrigado was brqugdit into line oii the run, 
connecting with the Second Brigade, First Division on the right, and 
with tlie Fii'.st Michigan Engineers on the left. The line was immedi- 
ately advanced into the edge of the woods and in forty minutes the 
brigade was well intrenched and able to resist any two lines of battle. 

On the morning of the 20th our skirmisli lino wsis advanced — the left 
to the distance of two miles — when, having developed the enemy’s 
])iekets, it was withdrawn, andfinally established about 000 yards in front 
of the luaiu line, in w'hich there was no change. Outlic2Lstv6niaiiicd 
in position; Hontall empty wagons by way of Cox’s Bridge to Kins- 
ton lor supplies. Moved at 7 a. lu. oil the 22d; paf;k mules and 
headtiuavtors wagons in front, SocomlBrigadeiiircar of division ; moved 
in a southeasterly direction ibur luiles, then to the left, in the direction 
of Cox’s Bridge. Marched on the side of trains, through swamps^ and 
luarslies nearly all day, going into camp at 11 o^clock at night within 
six miles of Cox’s Bridge. On the 23d moved at 7.30 a. m., Second 
•Brigade in centm' ofdivision, crossing the Neuse Biver at 1 p. m., and 
encamped three miles beyond at 5 p. m. Bebcl cavalry having boon 
reported between us and Goldsborough, the brigade moved in obedi- 
ence to orders, and encamped at a i>omt live miles from Goldsborough. 
In addition to a strong camp guard, six companies wore detailed and 
distributed at various points on the road to guard the several 
approaches from the direction of Smithileld. Moved with and in 
advance of division at (1 a. m. on tlie 2<ltli, crossing Little lliver and 
iiiarcluid in reviewing order through Goldsborough and wont into 
camii tliroe miles from and to the north of the town. 

Ill the early part of the campaign a foraging party was organized, 
consisting of from fifty to eighty men, under tlio charge of onocominis- 
sioneil ofiicer from each regiment; the organization was a complete 
suciicss, neither men nor animals, witlifow exceptions, having suU’orcd 
for the laclc of food during tho entire campaign. This success may be 
attributed in a great degree to tho fearless manner in which the 
enemy’s country was explored. In iiuiiiy instances heavy skirmishing 
occurred, in which the fbragers drove the rchels for miles beyond our 
maiu column, coming into camp at night heavily laden with forage, 
and often with squadsol’rcbel prisoners captiirodduringthe day. Lieu- 
tcnaiit IMorso, Twenty-second Wi.sconsin, reports that he, with a party 
of his own foragers, W'os tho llrst to enter the town of Fayetteville, 
driving the rebel rear guard to tho river so precipitately that a squad 
of cavalry, unable to cross the bridge, was obliged to make its escape 
up tho river on tho west side. , 

1’he casualties in the brigade during tho campaign were as iollows: 
Oommissioned oillccrs— killed, 2; wounded, I; missing, 2; l.otal, 5. 
Enlisted men— killed, i); Avounded, dO; missing, 30; total, 85. t.vaiul 
total, 00. 
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To recapitulate : 

Captain, your Secoiul Brigade, has thus particiiJiited iii anotlier of 
the most important and remarkable campaigns known in the history 
of warfare, extending over a period of fifty-four days, forty-seven of 
which it was on the inarch. It has subsi.sted itself mainly upon tlic 
country through w’hich it has passed. It has traveled in some instanee.s 
over twenty miles a day. It has labored hard in guarding wagon 
trains and in assisting them over most difficult roads and ero.ssings 
while exposed to cold and wet, and frcqiieutly without sleep or re.st 
through the entire night. The clothes of the men, from the olfeets of 
the campaign, have been reduced to rags, and nearly all boots a nd shoe.s, 
hats and caps were comidetcly worn out. It has destroyed about live 
miles of railroad in the most clfectual manner and built a great num- 
ber of miles of corduroy road. It has skirmished succossfiilly on 
numerous occasions. It occupied an important position in tlie lines at 
the battle of March 10, at Siuithville, and successfully charged the 
enemy’s linos, capturing his works, onc)>iecc of artillery, and a number 
of prisoners. It formed the skirmish lino during the afternoon and 
night of the same day, lying in close proximity to the enemy’s last lino 
of works. It came with the division promptly to the support of the 
Fourteenth Corps on the 19th, near Bentoiiville, and in forty minutos 
was thoroughly intrenched, and its position rendered impregnable to 
any attack. 

It captured during the campaign CG prisoners, 1 piece of artillery, 
325 head of cattle, 15 liorscs, and 77 mules. It has performed all its 
duties, however arduous, with great cheerfulness and promptitiulo, 
doing itself honor in every position to which it luis been assigned. 
The members of my staff will always bo gratefully romemborod by me 
for the faithful and elficicut manner in wliich they performed tlioir 
duties during the campaign. In the engagement on tho J Gtli, and also 
when an attack upon our linos v'as so inuninont on tlio lUtli, they gave 
such additional evidences of efflciciicy and gallantly as ontitlos them 
to ])articalar consideration.

SiR! I have the honor to submit the following I’cport of oporallons of 
this brigade from March 28, 1805, the date of my last report, to the 
pre.seiit time: 

My last report left tho brigade in camp in a reserve lino at Gold.s- 
borough, N. 0., where it remained until the lOtli, furnishing no pic.ket 
detail, but supplying all fatigue and inisGollaiicons details of tho divis- 
ion. During this time the Twenty-second Wisconsin was sent (:o 
Kinston as guard to wagon trains sent to that point for supplies, being 
absent four days. A detail of 200 men from Eighty-fifth Indiana as 
foraging party went eleven miles 'into the country, but encountering 
the enemy in force, returned without forage. Otlior details of minoi* 
importance were furnished almost daily. During our stay here the 
entire brigade eucampuieut was regularly laid out and tastefully 
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adorned with cvci'groeim; drills wore renewed, and the regular routine 
oC diseipliiKi and camp duty enforced. Troops M'ere reclothcd and 
partially relitted wit!) accouterments. 

(.)ii the hth of April the brigade received recruits as follows: Thirty- 
third Indiana, 121); Twenty-second Wisconaiiij 3; Eighty-lifth Indiana, 
'.10; !Ninc(eenth Michigan, 1. The number of detachments returned to 
duty at this time was as follows: Thirty-third Indiana, loO; Twenty- 
second Wisconsin, 30; JiJiglity-lifth Indiana, 5; Nineteenth Mieliigaii, 
38. Thus increased, thcnnmber present in the brigade was as follows: 
'Idiirty-tliird Indiana, 509; Twenty-second Wisconsin, 360; Eighty-lifth 
Indiana, dOS; Nineteenth Michigan, 353; total, 1,63(1 

The brigade staff was as Ibllows: Chief surgeon, Wilson Hobbs, sur- 
geon Eiglifcy fiftli Indiana; acting assistant adjutant-general, A. G. 
K(ilhim, c{i])tain, Twenty-second Wisconsin; acting assistant inspector- 
general, ^^M]lianl Bones, captain, Twenty-second Wisconsin; acting 
aide-de-camp, David .T. Easton, captain, Ninoteciith Michigan; acting 
aid<vde-c!inip, Henry A. Nord, captain, Ntnctceiith Michigan; acting 
assistant qnartoi'mastor, L. M. Wing, rogimeutal (quartermaster Nino- 
tcMuitb Michigan; provost-marshal, (J. A. Booth, lieutenant, Twenty- 
second Wisconsin; ambulance officer, Henry C. Brown, lieutenant, 
Eiglity-llftli Indiana; pioneer ofliccr, J. A. Gurley, lieutenant, Eiglity- 
lirth Indiana. 

While at this place the brigade, with the division, was reviewed by 
M}\j()r-Gcnoral Mower, commanding Twentieth Corps. April 10, in 
jnirsnanco of order.s of the day before, the brigade marched at 0 a. m., 
with forty rounds of ammunition, ton days’ rations of sugar, coffee, ainl 
salt, llv(^ days’ of hard bread and three of meat, the division in roar of 
corps, the brigade in rear of division, except one regiment, Twenty- 
second Wiscoii.sin, wliicli Avas detailed to guard the division train, to 
move in roar of roiirtcontli Corps, on roads soutli of and next to the 
railroad. Moved toward Cox’s Bridge, cro.ssing Little Bivor and the 
lialeigh railroad. Loft Cox’s Bridge road and turned to the right, 
oncaniping oiglit miles from Goldsborongh, having marched eleven 
miles ; considerable rain falling during tlio day. On the 11th, marched 
at 7 a. in., crossing Swift Creek, Moccasin Creek Swamp, and Boorden 
Ci’ock. Tln^ day was very warm and the imm were urgecl forward very 
rnpi(lly. Many, entirely overcome by heat and excessive exertion, fell 
out by till! way. Tliore wore several cases of sunstroke in the command 
during the day. Beached Smithfieldat 5 p. m., having inarched fifteen 
miles. On tli(!l2th moved at 5.30 a.m., division in front, brigadcin front 
of division; struck the Kaloigh and Elevation road cloven miles from 
Siiiitlificld; encamped Just beyond Swilt Creek, after a march of fifteen 
miles. About one hour after going into camp the “goiiepil” was 
sounded, and in ton minutes tlie division was on the road again. After 
maridiing about a mile wo were returned to tlic camps ju.st loft. Outlie 
l.'lib, moved at 5.30, division in rear, brigade in rear. Keaclied Kaleigh 
at 3 p. m., after marching sixteen miles. On the evening of the 14tli, 
r(!<!<!ived inarehing orders for next day. April 16, moved at 6 a. m., as 
per order, the rain falling furiously. Before going haU’amile the order 
was countermanded aiul the troops returned to camp. The brigade 
remained in cam]) until the 26tli. The interim was occupied in com- 
])l(!ling and bcautilying the camps, in drill, and the usual routine of 
cam]) duties. Tlie industry and taste of officers and men displayed in 
arranging and iierfectiiig these camps entitle them to good credit. 

On tlie 22d the brigade, with the division and corps, wore reviewed 
in the city of Kaloigh by General SUoruuui. April 26, the brigade 
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broke cnmp and moved in a southwesterly clircotion toward Jones’ 
Cross-lioada, Ttiird Division in rear, Second Hrigade in center of divis- 
ion. lleiHilied Jones’ Oross-lloads at sunset, and wont into cani|), hav- 
ing iinu'ched thirteen inile.s. The brigade rcniaincd in (;iinip until 
the 2Sth. Under orders from division head<|iiarters lorag'ing par- 
ties were again oi-ganized and sent out, hut with ineoiisiderable sue- 
cess. On tlie i‘8tl», at 6.30 a. m., the brigade moved from eainp, vetrae- 
iiig it.s inarch to Italeigli, arriving at noon, and returning to its old 
eneampinents. Remaining here one day and until April 30, th(5 brigade, 
with the division and corps, started upon its homeward ttiareh. Tlie 
men were relieved of a greater part of their ammnnitioii, carrying but 
Uventy-nve rounds to the man, and such di.spo.sitions and directions 
indicated in general orders from the gcncral-in-ehior as were (w idonbly 
designed to insure an easy and comfoidablc march to Washington, 
J). C. We moved on toward Richmond without partienhir iiuadcnt, 
crossing tho Neuse River on the morning of May I, the Roanoke on 
the 3d of May, after a march of twenty-five milc.s; the Moherriu ou 
the ‘tth, after marching twenty miles, and tlie Appoinatto.v ou the 7tli, 
going into eamp ou the morning of the 8th on Swift Ort^ek, about 
oiglit miles from Richmond, after a hard and tiresome march of a triilo 
over eight days. 

Oil the morning of the fltli the brigade, with the division and corps, 
moved two milc.s on the road toward Riclimond and went into (iainp. 
May 1.1, at U o’clock, re.sumcd the inarch toward Alexandria, m’ossing 
the Chickahoniinyou the 12th, the.Uappahan node, at United Stal:es Ford, 
ou tlie Kith, Bull Run on the 18th, and going into camp about six miles 
IVoin Alexandria on the 10th. Remained in this camp until the 2‘lth, 
w’hen the brigade, with the division and corps, moved to Washington 
City, where it participated in the grand review of tlio army by tlio 
President of the United States and Lieutenant-General Grant. After 
the review the inarch was continued tlirough tlie city and towaird 
Bladcnsburg to the vicinity of Fort Lincoln, where the brigade w'eiit 
into eamp. 

IMio several rogiincnls of the brigade have made creditable oncaiiip- 
iiieiits. Regimental and company ofilccrs are actively engaged in pre- 
paring papers and rolls for the muster out of tlio troojis. 

In closing this, my final report, I again take great pleasure in exiiros.s- 
ing my high appreciation of the substantial services reiiderod by my 
stafl' ollicers. The following aro among the be.st ollieers in the service, 
and have always been prompt, faithful, aud enieieiit in tlie perJbrm- 
ance of their ro.spective duties: Dr. Wilson Hobbs, chief surgeon; 
Gapt. A. G, Kollam, acting assistant adjutant-general; Uapt. Williiim 
Bones, acting assistant inspector- general; Lieut. L. M. Wing, acting 
assi.staiil; quartermaster; Lieut. W. S. Harbert, acting comniissiiry of 
subsi.stence; Lieut. H. 0. Brown, ambulance officer, and Lieut. J. A. 
Gurley, pioneer officer. 

My aides-de-camp, Captains Hastoii aud Ford, aro also gentlemen of 
iiitclligeiicG and ability, and have been attentive and diligent in all 
that iicrtains to their olficiiil position. 

Any, favor.s that maj' bo granted to any or all of those olTieors w’ill be 
well merited by them and highly appreciated by me.

January 1, 1S()J, loCt camp near Savaiinali, Oa., niarcliGd tliroiis'li tlio 
ei(',y, orofisod pontoon to Hutclnn.son’.s Islantl, tlicnec across to iuniii river, 
l^iuetceiith iMicilngan cro.ssert river in boats, barges, ami skiH's; Tliirty* 
tliircl and Eighty Jiffch returned to steam-boat and lay in warcliuiiso on 
wharf all night. January 2, found Twenty-.sceond Wisconsin on board 
transport at 7 o’clock; Thii’ty-tldrd and Eighty-iiftli boarded tlio saiiio 
transport at once; by 10 a. m. landed on old South Carolina’s shore; 
went to work crossing wagons, horses, pack-nuiles, &c., in bouts, barges, 
and siudi other craft as could be gathered along the shore; the work 
continued briskly all night. January 3, the crossing of the train com- 
pleted; meantime the tn ops encamped behind the levee on the river. 
January I, inarched at 10 a. in., Elghty-lirth in front, Thirty- third next, 
and niarclicd seven miles and wont into camp at Eort Hardee. January 
5, built quarters; lay quietly in camp for several days doing only cjaiup 
and picket duty. On the Kith .sonic firing on the picket-lines, ut which 
time one of the Thirty-third Indiana fired at ami wounded a negro who 
was approaching the picket-lino just before daylight. On the 11th an 
escaped iirisonor of the Sixty-tliird Oliio was shot by one of tlio Thirty- 
third Indiana while ho was approaching the picket-lino; it being darlc 
and great vigilance being required of the pickets, the misliup was un- 
avoidable. 15th, wcatlicr fine; brigade inspection, reported to be a 
brilliant affair. 10th, battalion drill. 17tli, struck louts at 8 a, m,; 
division moved, Second Brigade in front, Thirty-third in advance; day 
line, country fiat; First and Third Brigades went into cam]) at Hardee- 
villoj Second Brigade marched on to Lhirysburg and wont into camp, 
having inarched fifteen niile.s; left of Thirty-third, Twenty-second, and 
Eighty-fifth resting on the Savaiinali Itlvor; headquarters Thirty-third 
and Twenty-second in hou.se. IStli, built oxeellont quarters ; had dross 
parade at the usual hour. 19th, in camp and quiet; some rain; First 
Ilivisioii came up and went iuto camp on ac(;oiint of high water; two 
boats came up, one the gnn-boat I’ontiac, the I'ol.horJ a traii.sport, with 
supplies. 20tli, much ruin, men in quarters. 2lHt, still rainy. 22d, 
rontiae moved up the river; got mail. 23d and 24tli, quiet in camp. 
2f“ith, veconnaissancowent to Grahamvillc; Captain Slough iu cominaiul 
of detaclied men from Second Brigade, 2(JtIi, expedition to Graliam- 
ville returned; no discovery of importance. 27th, clear and cool; First 
Division moved ontfor Kobertsville. 28th, all quiet. 29th, Third .Divis- 
ion moved, all except the Thirty-third Indiana, which remained to guard 
commissaries; live transpoi'ts ])assed up the river; guard iintl piclcct 
duty heavy. 30th, all quiet; transports pas.sing up the river frequenlly. 
31st, tran-sport came for commissaries left in charge of the regiment; 
they wore loaded immediately, and boat returned up the river as speedily 
as iiossiblc, commanded by Lieutomiiit Harbcrb; quite a nuinbcr of sick 
and refugees scut to Savannah ; iireparutions made for marclniig; Chap- 
laiii.McCrea arrived from Chattanooga and Doctor MoIIitt from Indian- 
apolis. 

February 1, .struck tents at 7 a. in.; marched at once, scarcely halt- 
ing till noon; nuulocoirco; marched till 5 p. m.; wont into euin]) on 
the right of the road within six miles of Kobcrtsville, liaviiig made a 
inarch of seveuteou miles, 2d, moved at 5 a. in., reaching Kobcrtsville 
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at 7.30; troops all gone except rear guard; movetl on rapidly till 10 
o’clock, overtaking Second Brigade, First Division; soon inissod thorn, 
moving on bri.skly for two miles, halted for dinner. Mere tlirce inoii of 
Company .1:1 went some distance from the road, by and witli the con- 
sent of the company commander, and, as was afterward ascertained, 
were overtaken by sixteen ofWheeler’s cavalry and murdered. Tlie 
regiment moved rapidly, iiassing through both the First and Third 
Division trains, coming up with the brigade about (i ]>. m., having 
marched twenty-three miles; went into eainj), open iieldj where the 
division liad been skirmishing. 3d, moved at 8 o’clock. Thirty-third in 
advance; passed through LUwtonville one mile from eamp; inarched 
twelve miles; went into camii in a grove on right of road; some rain. 
4th, Company IT, Tliirty-third, detailed to forage for horses; captuiod 
three horses and four innles; marched fourteen miles; encaimiual on 
right of road in field. 5th, Sunday, moved at 8 o’clock; deployed on 
train; marched twelve miles; wout into camp on Sand Hill on left of 
road; Ma,jor Niederauor, division ofllccr of the day. Otli. moved at 
6 a. m.; crossed Buford’s Bridge; came up with the I.i'iftoenth and 
Seventeenth Corps; Second Brigade in front (by regiments), .hhghty- 
fifth, Tiiirty-third, &c.; marched’twolve miles; camiied in field; rained 
hard all night; Fifteenth Corps liad some skirmishing at thi.s place. 
7tb, moved at 8 o’clock; deployed with train, Thirty-third guarding fifty 
wagons; crossed Little SalkeliatcLio; moved six miles; caiiipod in field 
on the right of road near Bamberg. 8tli, Thirty-third moved back one 
mile and a half on road and stood picket till 5 p. m., then moved to 
Graham’s Tiiruout, a distance of two miles and a half; wont into camp 
ill woods soiitli of railroad; band went to division headquarters (under 
command of JEajor Niedcraucr), at which time there was a fine pair of 
holsters presented to General War<l; holsters captured by Oimrlos 
Fiveeoats, Company B, Thirty-third Indiana., hth, moved at 7 a. m. 
to Blackvillc, a distance of ton miles; after dinner Thirty-tiiird tov(i up 
one mile of railroad track, destroying all the ties and rails; camped on 
right of road in flold. 10th, moved at 7 o’clock on left of railroad eight 
miles, through Williston; tore up one mile of railroad; received some 
mail and some men came up with FoiirtcoDth Corps for the regiment; 
camped on the loft of road in woods, llth, moved at 7 throiigli Willis- 
tou; marched eight miles to South Edisto lllver; camped on south 
side in the valley. 12th, Sunday, clear and cool; waded water filled 
with ice for one mile; moved on with train till3p.m.; wontiutoeampon 
left of road ill sand field. 33th, moved out at 7; deployed on train; 
went into camp-at .Kound Pond at noon, in wood on west side of iiond; 
got some mail. 14th, moved at 0 o’clock; doployod on train; marched 
eight miles; went into camp in woods on right of road; rained all 
night. 15tli, moved at 0; deployed on fifty wagons; alter marching 
fifteen miles went into camp, after dark, in two miles of Lexington 
Court-House. IGth, moved at 7; marched ton miles, Third Divi.sioii 
in front, First Brigade in front, Thirty-tliird in iidvaiico of Second 
Brigade; went into camp at 3 o’clock, in two miles and in sight of the 
the doomed city — Columbia, 17th, city of Columbia suiTondored to 
Fiftceiitli and Seventeenth Corps; 10 a. m, left wing moved to the 
left in charge of wagon train (eight miles); went into camp on we.st 
side of Saluda Kiver; very windy; light to be seen from the burning 
city— Columbia. ISth, moved at 8 a. m.; crossed the Saluda at noon; 
marched thou eighteen miles; wont into camp at 8 p. m. in rocky (ield 
on right of road. 10th, moved at 7 a. m., three miles; Second Bri- 
gade relieved First Division, Fourteenth Corp.s; lay in woods and 
were gathering for meeting, but got orders to march at 3 o’clock; 
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moved to tlie rig’litj went into cami) {it daric with main army. 20th. 
tiaii.sportation cutdownj hiumed desks; cut down wall tents; moved 
at noon and crossed l>road Itiver at 2 o’clock; moved out on Columbia 
and Wiimsboroug'h road; camped on leftol' road in thick pine grove. 
21st, moved at 0, in Iront of train, ton miles to Winnsborougli ; passed 
thi'oiigli town at I j)- m.; reviewed by Generals Slocum and Williams; 
Second Jh'igade, (especially Thirty-third Indiana) made a iiiie a])poar- 
ance; went into camp three inile.s from town, Thirty-third on very high 
hill. 22d, ]no\’ed at 7 o’cloek, Third Division in front, making a march 
of seven teen miles; went into caini> on Catawba Eills west of the river; 
Tbirty-tliird captured six good horses and an abundance of forjige. 23d, 
moved at 1 a. m. ; worked roads till (J o’clock, then crossed the river; 
lay on the hill till 10 o’clock; marched 5 miles; roads very hilly and 
bad; camped for the night on left of road in woods. 2‘lth, moved at 8; 
some rain; roads bad; moved three miles; wont into camp on grass 
liillaidc; two men of the regiment captured, with Lieutenant Knowles 
of Twenty-second Wisconsin. 25th, lay in camp all day; continued to 
vain. 2(Jth, moved at 7 a. m.; roads very bad; nuirchcd eight miles to 
Ingraham’s Store; wont into camp at 2 o’clock near General Sherman’s 
hoad(iuartei's; it being tbo Sabbath, Chaplain McCrca i)reached to the 
brigade. 27 th, lay qiiictly in camp all day; sent back a party in search 
of the Fourteenth Corps. 28tli. moved at 7 in an easterly direction; 
deployed on train; roads very bad; marched till midnight; foragers 
brought in 7 hov.ses, 21 mules, and 1. wagon and buggy well loaded mth 
forage. 

March 1, marched at 0; deployed on train; Thirty-third guarding 
sixty wagons; marched twelve miles; camped on right of road ii\ woods. 
2d, moved at 7 ; deployed on train ; lay by all the evening waiting for 
the bridge to bo repaired; crossed Buffalo Crock after dark; marched 
till 10 o’clock; went into camp on the left of road. 3d, marched at 7; 
deployed on train j Thirty-third, covering fifty wagons and twenty-seven 
ainbiilaiuics, making ton miles; encamped at Ohestorflold at 3 o’clock. 
‘Itli, moved at 8 for State line; roads bad; deployed on train; wont 
into camp in North Carolina in an open field. 6th, Sabbath, fine day; 
had meeting, well attended; service by Chaplain McCrea; foragers got 
at least throe days’ rations. Otli, moved at noon in the direction of 
Clieraw; marched eight miles; wont into camp (»u right of road. 7th, 
moved at 7 through city of Oheraw; the city almo.sb destroyed by 
liiglit VViiig ; crossed the Grand Pedee ou Bight- Wing pontoon ; Second 
Brigade marched in column in rear of train ; encamped in woods on 
loft of road. 8tli, turned over a lot of mules; marched at 7; roads bad; 
deployed cm train; marched ten miles; camped ou left, near woods. 
9th, moved at 7 o’clock ; roads getting bettor; rainy afternoon; marched 
twelve miles; went into camp at 8 p. m. on left of road. 10th, moved 
at 6; Thirty-third deployed on fifty wagons; crossed Lumber Creek; 
marched twelve miles; this evening went into camp at 10 p. m. on right 
of road; quite cool, lltli, moved at 0 a. m.; crossed Ilockfish Creek 
on pontoon, Third Division in advance; worked roads in forenoon; 
afternoon marched on plank road; after marching twenty miles wont 
into oamp three [milcs| from Fayetteville. 121;b, Sabbath, services 
three timc.s during the day; have communication with Wilmington; 
sent out some mail; lay in camp all day. 13th, moved at 10 p. m. 
through tbo city of Fayetteville; Generals Sherman, Slocum, Wil- 
liams, Ward, and others reviewed the troops as they passed through 
the town, Thirty-third Indiana in advance of column; Second Brigade 
halted to guard train at river; crossed the Capo Fear Bivor after 
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dark ; umrchiid four miles and went into camp at 10 p. iii. ; J jiouteiiaiit 
Jeter and ten men captured at Little Kivor bridge wliile tbraging. 
1‘ltli, hiy ill camp all day. 15tli, marobed at 7; roads bad^ halted at 
noon for dinner; began to rain; went into camp in woods on left of 
road at 1. p. m, IGtli, moved at 6 o’clock; advanced three inili'S over 
very bad roads, when we were ordered into lino of battle 0 a. in. ; Second 
Brigade on left of road; advanced in lincof battle half a mile; 10 a. m., 
ongageincnt became general, Second Brigade, nineteenth on the right, 
Bigliiy-flfth, Twenty-second, and Thirty-third advanced, eliarging the 
enemy’s works, taking two pieces of artillery and some prisoners; 
Thirty-third, Major Niederauer and 3 men slightly and 1 man severely 
wounded; enemy fell back one mile and a half to more formid- 
able works, where heavy shelling and skirniishing was kept ti]) till 
after dark; oncamimd on the field. 17th, moved at7,T]jird Bivision on 
l(‘ft, to Averiisborongh, a distance of live miles; Ibuncl wagons, ambu- 
lances, and dead and wounded rcbcio along the road; wont into cam;) 
at noon ; quite a number of wounded rebels at this place were paroled 
(the pi'isonei's). 18th, moved at 7, for the main coliuuti on the right; ' 
reached the niaiii road at 9 o’clock; rested till 1 p. m.; drew two days’ 
rations, then inarolied till 2 a. m.; roads very bad. 19th, Sunday, 
moved atS; deployed on train ; weather line; roads good; atnoonwas 
ordered forward on double-quick for seven miles. Fourteenth Corps 
wore engaged with the enemy, and had been driven back one inilo. Twen- 
tieth Ooi'iis arrived in time to save them from defeat; First Division, 
TwentiotU Corps, in front, took position on left of main road, Third 
Division oil left of Fir.st Division; battle raged with great fury till 
7 p. m.; Second Brigade was in position, strongly fortiliod, in forty 
inimites, but no enemy appeared In our immediate IVont. 20tli, 
all quiet in front of Tliirty-tliird; veconnaissanee by General Baird 
w'ith Tliii'd Division, Fourteenth Corps, Ibuiul tlm enmny in full force 
and strongly fortiliod on our right. 21st, Colonel Burton, division olUcor 
of the day. Third Division picket-line, swung forward left and eoutor; 
found the enemy in position along the front; somoslcirmisliing in front 
of our right. 22(1, pickets relieved by cavalry; Major Niederauer, 
division odlcev of the day; rogimont moved at 8 o’clock; mandied seven 
miles south, thence seven miles oast; roads very bad; passed over 
swaiiqis, creeks, &c.; wont into camp at 10 o’clock on cast bank of 
Falling Creek. 23d, moved at 8 o’clock; roads good; winds higli; 
marched seven miles; stopped for dlimor in sand-field south side of 
Ncuse Kiver, having already passed Twenty-fifth Corps (colored); 
moved at 1 o’clock; crossed the river on pontoons at 2 p. m. ; maridicd 
five miles and went into camp at 6 o’cIocJc, but tlio brigade pulled up 
and inarclied tliree miles and w'ciit into camp on right of road for the 
night in an open field. 21th, up at 2 a. m.; pack-mules and train 
mo^'ed at 3 and troops at7; Thirty-third Indiana iii advance of (jorpa; 
Companies H mul 0 fell in from their advanced jiicket-post into the 
column as it passed; three miles to Little Kiver, thence two to Golds- 
borongli ; inanslied past General Sherman’s headquarters and encamped 
ill open aaiid field three miles north of town. 25th, moved at noon one 
mile back toward towui and w'cnt into camp in woods. 2Gtli, cleared off 
our camp and put up onr quarters as best we could, since wliieli time 
wo have remained in same camp. 

During the above-named campaign the regiment captured lifly lior.ses 
and mules and foraged olV the (jountiy at least forty days’ rations for 
men and animals.

I submit the following* report of the operations of this regiment since 
leaving Savannah, to March 24, 1865, pursuant to order received; 

On the morning of January 2, 1865, the regiment landed in South 
Carolina opposite Savammli, After attempting a crossing by way of 
Hutchinson’s Island on the 29th of December and January 1, 1805, 
which ellorta caused tlie regiment much .suffering from cold, wet, and 
want of sleep, and tailed for want of boats and moans being provided 
to cross the troops, the regiment was finally transferred direct from 
otivauiiali to SouUi Carolina by steam-boat. January 4, moved from 
the landing to Ilardee’s jdantatiou with the brigade, remaining in camp 
thereuntil January .1.7, when the brigade marched to Ihiry.sburg, whore it 
reniauied camped until January 29, thou marching to Hobortsville, S. 
0., wliero it camped on January 30, 1865. 

Ihuu'sday, February 2, the regiment moved witli the brigade from 
llobortsville toward -Tjaivtonvillc. Tliat evening, tiio advance having 
coino upon tlio enemy, the regiment was ordered to the front and formed 
ill lino under a skirmish lli-o of the enemy and advanced with the whole 
line upon the retiring ciioniy, witli no casualties, and then camped near 
Lawtrmvillo. The regiment marclicd daily witli tlio brigade, most of 
the time guarding trains, until we reached the railroad, February 7, 
February 8, the regiment moved north of the railroad two miles, and 
covered the working parties upon the road, returning to the brigade 
that night at Qraiiam’s Station. February 9, marched with the brigade 
to Blaekville, ten miles, and then destroyed 1,900 feet of railroad. On 
tlio lOtli marched eleven miles farther towara Augusta and destroyed 
half a mile of railroad, by mensuremout, in less thaii three-quarters of 
an hour. 

From the 11th day of February until tlio 16th day of ]\Iarch the regi- 
ment was with the brigade, marching, camping, guarding trains, build- 
ing corduroy roads, doing picket duty, and all the labors and duties 
incident to the camjiaigii, without coming into direct conlliet witli the 
enemy. The number of miles marched, the route pursued, and otliOr 
like matters, were tlio same as experienced by the brigade. On the 
10th day of Maveli the regiment marched with the brigade about three 
miles and a hall', wlioii, the enemy being iii force, the brigade moved to 
the i'ront, was formed at hrst iu mass, then hi line, the Eiglity-iiftli 
.Tndiaiia Infantry occnjiyiiig the right center, in position behind some 
batteries. After a lieavy lire for some time from the batteries, the regi- 
niont, with the brigade, advanced under a severe fire upon the enemy’s 
works. Tlio eiiciny abandoned their works, which wore simultaneously 
oceuiiied by the brigade and the First Brigade. In this engagement 
my regiment advanced through an opeu field in plain view of the enemy 
and directly upon their works. It Tvas most gallantly done by onicors 
and men, with eoiisiderablo loss. During the reniaiudcr of that day 
the regiment, with the brigade, was in reserve, moving forward as the 
eudiny J'cll back to their main works, and being uiidcr fire until after 
darlc, wlien it built a lino of works. 

A report of the loss in tliis engagement is appended to this report. 
XTiitil March 1!) tlie rogimcntmarohcdwitli the brigade and on the night 
of the 18tli was out until 5 a. in. of the 19tU assisting the trains. On

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the lOtli, while niarchiMg, deployed upon the train, orders caino to move 
to the front. The regiment closed up and marched six miles, iniich of 
the way beside trains, Avithout halting and came upon the lield of battle 
in excellent order. After several changes in the position s the brigade Avaa 
formed in single line on the left and built a line of works without other 
participation in the engagement. The regiment remained in those 
works until the 22d, when, with the brigade, it marched to GoUlsbor- 
ougli, entering the town-March 24. 

1 append a summary of the whole number of miles marched, and of 
foraging and supplies. The regiment subsisted almost wholly upon 
the country from the 2d of Februaiy, 1805. Up to that date doing 
very little foraging, obtaining snpidies from the Government, 

During the campaign, from February 11. outside of the rations given 
below, issued by the Government, I subsisted the regiment by means 
of fourteen mounted men, the men also along the lino of march and 
near camp often getting fresh hog, sweet potatoes, and sometimes beef. 
The regimout and animals were well fed during the whole campaign. 

Summary.— QS\Q(ivs and men lii regiment, 389. Eations and forage 
received from the Government from February 1, 1865: Hard broad, 16 
days} sugar, 20 days; coflhe, 20 days; meat, 3 days; forage, 300 pounds. 

I estimate that my regiment has taken from the country 8in(3e Feb- 
ruary 2, 1865, 40 days’ Ihll rations of meat, 25 of breadstuffs, 15 of 
sweet potatoes , aud 30 of molasses. Also quantities of lard, honey, 
peas, beans, dried fi’uits, poultry, &c., whieh cannot be estiinatecl. 
There was in the regiment February 2, 1805, 6 private animals, 0 pub- 
lic animals, and 13 pack-ninlcs. 

All these received from tlio country full and sufllciont snpidlos of 
forage all the time from February 1 to March 24. Also, I rocoivod 
fourteen other animals on February 12, 1805, for foragers w]u(jh Avore 
subsisted forty days, averaging forage for thirty-nine animals for forty- 
seven days received from the country, scarcely ample in corn alone, but 
reckoning rough it Avas more than the amount of Government raiious 
for the time Avould bo. And more forage was brought into Golds- 
borough than wo started Avith. The regiment has marched over 400 
miles, destroyed 4,540 foot of railroad, or over aevou-oighths of a mile. 

The officers and men have shown groat iaoavoi’S of onduraiico, been in 
remarkably good health and spirits, cheerfully doing all duty and endur- 
ing all the hardsiiips of the campaign. I am under groat obligations to 
them. Tlio country should know and' appreciate their courage and 
manhood,

Sir: In obedience to orders from division headquarters requiring 
reports from regimental commanders from the time of leaving Savannah, 
Ga.. to our arrival at this point, I have the honor to report as follows: 

Tlio regiment, 300 strong, nnder tlie command of Lleutenaut-Ooloiiol 
Baker, left Savannah, Ga., January 1, crossing the SEivamiahEiverdur- 
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iiig- tlio night of tlnitday iii two or three sinall boats after a tedious ollbrt, 
bringing across in the same maimer all their baggage, horses, mules, 
wagons, c'tc., and eam})ing on the South OaroUna' sitio tlie morning of 
tlio ‘Ml of that month. After crossing, several days were spent in 
receiving supplies and making necessai*y preparations for the coming 
campaign. The regiment moved from near the river, occupying posi- 
tions at Hardee’s plantation, Piirysbnrg, and Kobortsville. While at 
Hardee’s tdaiitation Lleutenant-Oolouel Baker was compelled by sick- 
ness to turn over tlio command to Maj. D. Amler.son and return to 
Savannah. While at Kobertsville, preparations having been fully com- 
pleted, the regiment began their march on that tremendous (janipaigii 
so recently and gloriously terminated, moving from the latter place on 
the morning of February 2, they having been almost constantly on the 
march Iroin the day of starting until the end. 

Tlio regiment has crossed tlie following named rivers i Oombahec, 
North Bdisto, Soiitli Edisto, Congarco, Saluda, Broad, Catawba, Cape 
Bear, Great Pedec, Little Pedee, Ncusc, besides numbers of smaller 
streams. They have bridged streams, corduroyed swamps innumer- 
able for many days in siicce-ssion, drawing no supplies only such as 
they themselves secured from a poor, sterile, and impoverished country. 
They liave taken jirisouers, fouglit battles, and won victories, The regi- 
ment was hotly engaged with the enemy at Smitli’s plautatioii on the 
Kith of the present month, assaulting and carrying a Jino of rebel earth- 
works fully garri.soncd, capturing 1 cannon and many prisoners, losing 
d killed and 'l? wounded.

Captain : Below please llud report of the part taken by the Twenty- 
second Ivegimont Wisconsin Infantry Volimtcers, in the campaign 
tliroiigh the Oiirolinas; 

The regiment crossed the Savannah llivor with the brigade on the 
2d day of January, 1806, and went into camp on the South Carolina 
shore, llomained in caun) until the morning of the dth, when it 
■ marched to Hardee’s plantation, where it camped with the division 
and remained until the morning of the 17th of January. Marched on 
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tlio iiiorniug of tlio 17fcli, passing througU Hardccvillo and camping 
witli the brigade at Purysbnrg, where it remained until the morning 
of the 29tli of January. Marched from Purysburg on the 29tli and 
went into camp at Pobertsville on the 30th, whore it remained until 
the morning of the 2d of Febriiaiy. 

Marched from Robertsville on the 2d of Pobruary, passed throngli 
Liiwtouvillo on the 3d, crossed the Oonibahec Eivor, near Parnwell 
(Ihurcli oil tlie 0th, and struck the Ohauleston and Augusta Eailroad 
near Lowry’s Turnout on the 7th of Pobraary. The 8th, Otb, and 
lOtU were spent on the railroad, passing through Clraham’s, Plack- 
ville, and ‘Williston, and destroying railroad track, crossed tlie South 
Branch of the Ediato Jtiver on the 12tli and the North Branch of the 
Edisto on the 13th, arriving in front of Columbia on the Kith of Febru- 
ary. Crossed the Saluda llivcr, near Mount Zion, on the 18th and 
Bi-oad Elver on the 20th. Passed through 'Wiiiiisborough on the 2l8t 
and crossed the Catawba itiver, near Itocky Mount, on the 23d of Peb- 
riiary, Oil the 24th of Pebrnary Lieutenant .Knowles, of Company 0, 
in command of regimoutal foragers, was caiitured, together with two 
enlisted men of the regiment. Ecached Hanging Eock on the 20tli, 
where it reinaiuod in camp one day. 

Crossed. Lynch’s Greek on the Ist of March and camped in Ohestor- 
flold oil the 3d. March 4, crossed the State lino and camped near 
Sneedsborough, N. 0., whore it remained until the Gtli, wlion it marched 
to Ohoraw, S. 0. Crossed the Groat Podee at Oheraw on the 7tli of 
March. On the 8tU crossed the Wilmington and Eoclcinglmm Eail- 
road, and on the 11th reached Payettovillo. Eomained in camp on the 
12th. On the 13th marclicd in review through Fayetteville, crossed the 
Capo Pear Elver, and went into camp about two miles li’om the river. 
Marched from Payottevillo on the IDtli, taking the Ealoigh road. 
Participated in tlio engagoinont 'of the Kith of March, having four men 
wounded. Camped at Avorasborough on ti»o 17t}i, and marcliod on the 
18th, taking the Goldsborongh road. During tlio oiigagemont of tlio 
Kith, 20th, and 2l8t wero'in position on the left of tlio First Division, 
Twentieth Corps, but at no time engaged with the enemy. Crossed 
the Neuso Eiver on the 23d, and wont into camp at Goldsborough on the 
24tli of March. 

During the campaign the regiment has inarched about ISO milosj 
has destroyed one mile of railroad track, and has built about two miles 
and a half of corduroy road. It is ostimatod tliat the rogimont has 
foraged from the country about 15,000 pounds of moat and 17,000 
pounds of breadstuifs, with about 60 horses and mules. 

The regimental foragers under Liouteiuiiit Knowles, and, after liis 
capture, under Lieutenant Morse, of Company I, have done good service, 
and have had frecinont skirmishes with the enemy, and captured a num- 
ber of prisoners. On the lltli of March Lieutonaiit Moivse, with his 
command, entered thecity of Payettoville and with other foragers drove 
the enemy from the place sometime before the advance of our main 
column reached the city. 

The casualties during the campaign nave been 1 commivssionod onUscr 
and 2 enlisted men captured, 4 enlisted men wouuclod, and 2 enlisted 
men missing, as follows.*

Captain : I have the honor to report that on the evciiiiig of fl iuiiiiiry 
10, 1805, 1 assunied cominaiul of tULs brigade, pursuant to section HI, 
(leiieral Orders, No. 10, hoadqiiarter.s Twentictli Army Corps, Savan- 
iiah, Ga., January 10, 1805. The brigade was tlien stationed at Hardee’s 
Farm, S. 0., and consisted of the following regiments: Twentieth Con- 
necticut Infantry, Lieut. Col. Philo B. Buckingham commanding; 
Twenty-sixth Wisconsin Infantry, Lieut. Ool. Fred. C. Winkler eom- 
inanding;Tliirty-t]nrd Massachusetts Infantry, Lieut. Col. Elisha Doano 
commanding; Fifty-lifth Ohio Infantry, Lieut. Col. E. H. Power.s com- 
manding; Seventy-third Ohio Inihntry, Lieut. Col. Samuel H. Hurst 
conumindiugj One hundred and thlrty-.sixtli New York Infantry, Lieut. 
Col. L. B. Faulkner, afterward Maj. II. L. Arnold, commanding. Tlio 
cifectivo force of the command was at that time, officers, 88; enlisted 
men, 1,890. On the morning of the 17th four regiments of the brigade 
moved to Hardoevillo on the Union Cause^Yay, two rogimonts, the 
Twenty-sixth Wisconsin Infantry and Ouo hiumred and thirty-sixth 
Now York Infantry, remaining to guard the division supply train from 
the Savannah River to thi.s latter place. These two regiments joined the 
brigade on the following day, the 18th. Tlie brigade was encamped on 
the south side of the town of Hardeeville, where drills, guard mountings, 
and dross parades were resumed and the camp put into as tolerable con- 
dition as the nature of the ground and wcatlier would admit, until the 
moruiiigof the 2Dth, when, at 7 o’clock, it broke camp and marched 
north iiiid easterly toward Eobertsvillo, S. C., to a point seven miles 
soutli of the latter place. January 30, marched to Robortsville and 
encamped on the south side of that town. January 31, the brigade 
moved about one mile and a half from the camp of the day before on 
the Sister’s Ferry road, relieving the First Brigade, First Division, 
Twentictli Army Corns, Colonel Selfridgc commanding, and holding 
that road. 

February I , the brigade remaining.at this last ]ioint, the Sevcuty-tliird 
Ohio Infantry {ind Cue liiindrod and thirty-sixth Now York Infantry, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hurst commanding, were engaged in corduroying 
the Sister’s Ferry road. February 2, marched northerly to near Law- 
toiivillo, guarding part of wagon train of division. At or near Lawton- 
villo four regiments of the brigade wore formed in two lines of bat- 
tle on the left of the Second Brigade of this division, the remaining 
two regiments being sent as a support to the right of the lino of the 
division. These linos wore advanced about 20D yards to a swamp, 
and then withdrawn, and the brigade was x>laccd in camp whoroithad 
lirst foi'ined line. February 3, at 8.30 a in., marched through Lawton- 
ville with wagon train northerly to Beech Branch Post-Olllco. Feb- 
ruary 4, marched northeasterly through and beyond Smyrna. February 
5, marched toward Buford’s Bridge ou the Salkoliatchie. February 
0, at 7.30 a. m., moved a short distance with the wagon train; tlieu 
leaving the train, crossed the Salkehatchie, and moved northerly in 
tlio direction of Graham’s Post-Oflice, ou the South Carolina Railroad. 
February 7. at 7.30 a. m., moved to the South Carolina Railroad and 
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encamped. February 8, moved to Graham’s Station, destroyed. 
1:1 miles of railroad track west find burnt 300 bule.s of ('.otton 
and tbe railroad buildings at this station, and went into eiini|) at 
that ])lac3e. The same da.y, leaving the camp standing, the brigade 
moved tliree miles and a half west, destroyed dOO yards of trade, and 
tlien returned. At 0 p. in. reached camp. ICach rail was bent, s{)mo 
were twisted, and each tic wa.s burned. February 0, moved westward 
along the railroad to lllackville Station and two miles beyond, and 
de.stroyed one mile and four-fifths of railroad westward, and oncain])ed. 
FebruarylO,at 7.10 a. m., marched wo.stward along the railroad to Wliito 
Pond Station, ton miles, and destroyed the railroail for two mile.s and 
a quarter beyond, and encamped at White Pond Station at 1.30 ]>. m. 
Hero each rail was twisted by a detachment of the First Mic'liigan 
Engineers. Febrnaiy 11, marched back eastward to Willidoii, and 
thence northerly to the South ilraiich of the Edisio Iliver and 
encamped. February 12, moved at 7 a. m.; crossed that river on a 
bridge built ill the middle of the river, and waded ono-half a mile in 
water from twelve to thirty-six inches deep. Moved on easterly to the 
Oolumbia road, and thence northerly on that road about tliveo miles 
and oncam])Gd. February 13, at 8.15 a. in., crossed the North Bramili 
of the Edisto River, and moved on during the day six miles to camp. 

February 11, at 12.30 m., moved witli vuigonson Oolumbia road about 
three miles, and then taking the Lancaster road moved on tlireo miles 
to camp at Augusta and Oolumbia and Lexington Oourt-Houso and 
Orangeburg Cross-Roads, h’ebruary 15, at 8 a. m., guarding Second 
division and cavalry train j moved on Lexington Oourt-Houso roiid, 
(srossed Congareo Creek, and moved beyond ami encamped at a (U'oss- 
road. I’cliruary 10, marched nnemmmbered on 1.lio Oohiinbia road to 
witliiii two miles of Colnmhiii, S. 0., mid halted for the niglit. Feb- 
ruary 17, marclied toward Zion Chiircli, gimrding wagons, and encamped 
one mile south of Saluda River. J^obruary 18, moved at 8.10 a. in. and 
crossed tlie Saluda River, waited with divi.sion until I.IO p. m. to cover 
taking u]) of iiontoon bridge, then covering the wagons, moved toward 
Broad River, seven miles and ahalf, and went into a most smoky ami suf- 
focating camp. February 11), at 7.30 a. in., moved out with tlie division 
four inilos on the Newberry road, the division relieving a division of 
the Fourteenth Corps. At 1 p. in. moved back, talcing a oro.ss-roiid, 
muddy and miry, to within one mile of Broad River. l''el)rnaiy 20, 
moved at 3.15 p. m.j crossed tlio Broad River, guarding vuigon trahm, 
toward Winnsborough, on aroad ifot laid down. February 21, at 7.15 
a. m. moved to Wiim.sboroiigh iiiiencuinbcrod, and mas.sed for dinner out- 
side and south of the town ; then marched througli the town mid t hroo 
miles beyond it on the Rocky Mount road. February 22, at 7 a. m. 
marched unencunibered and crossed theWatcrco Creole and moved 
to Rocky Mount on the Wateree River, and at 12 o’eloc.k that night 
tlie brigade crossed the river and bivouacked. At 7.30 a. nu, the 23d, 
moved throe miles north of river on the Laneastor road and oiicampod 
for the day. At the river Lioutcnaiit-Coloiiol Winlclcr, ’rwonty-sixtli 
Wi.seonsiii A'^olunteer Infantry, hearing of two Union onicors, escaped 
prisoners, who were secreted in this vicinity, was directed to send a 
company Ibr them, and succeeded in bringing them .safely to our army. 
February 21,niarelied all day guarding trains about one mile and a lialf ; 
weather rainy; roads very bad. Three rogimoiits of bi’igade, One hun- 
dred and thirty-sixth New York, Sovciity-third Ohio, and Twentieth 
Connecticut Infantry, engaged nearly all day in corduroying the road. 
February 26, moved at 6.30 a. in. (raining), and then was ordered buck 
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to canii). Tents intelicd, aiul at 9 a. in. moved out, aud the brigade 
corduroyed the road from camx> of previous night to liussell’s Store, 
■wdiere the Lancaster aud Oamden road crosses, a distance of three miles 
and aquarter, and at night went into camp at the latter place, l^ebru- 
ary 20, at 8 a. ni., struck camp as ordered; moved out oii Lancaster 
road; was ordered back; camp pitched again, aud at 10.45 a. in. moved 
out again and marched to Hanging liock and encamped, February 
27, received marching orders, also orders countermanding the same, 
and remained all day in camp of night before, while the wiigon.s were 
being crossed over Hanging Itock Greek. February 28, at 10 a. ni., 
crossed Hanging Hock Creek and Avaited until 4 p. in. for the wagons 
to start; then moved Aidth them half a mile, where they (the wagoins) 
parked until 0.30 p, m., and tlieu moved on with Avagous until 12.30 
o’clock, and bivouacked at a point two miles south of Little Lynch’s 
Creek. 

March 1, at 0.45 a. m., moved and cros.scd Little Lynch’s Creek, coa”^- 
cred wagons, and then moved on to Lynch’s Creek, cros.sed it. nud 
ciicaiuped two miIo.s hoyoml. March 2, atC.30, moved forward to Black 
Greek with wagons, and after waiting several hours to repair the bridge 
over that creek, crossed aud encamped that night from three to four 
miles beyond. Hareli 3, at 7.46, moved Avitli wagons toward Chester- 
held Court-House, Avliich place Avas reached, over bad road.s, at 4 p. m., 
Avhoro the brigade encamped for the night. March 4, moved unen- 
cumbored on the Sueethsborough road to Westfield Creek, and there 
took a by-road to Grady’s farm, where the brigade encamped that night 
and the following day. March C, marched to Oheraw. At 2.45 tliat 
night crossed the Great Podcc at that place, and moved on four 
miles to bivouac. At 10.20 a. m. on the 7th moved nortlieasterly four- 
teen miles and encamped. March 8, at 8.30 a. m., moved north and 
easterly eiglit miles. March 0, moved to within one mile of Lumber 
liivor, Corduroyecl a i>iecc of sAvamp, and encamped. March 10, at 
7 a. m., guarding wagons; moved on difficult roads; crossed Lumber, 
Biver after consiilorablo delay, massed on the north side of it for sev- 
eral hours, and tlien with Avagons moved on six or seven miles in the 
general direction of Fayetteville, N. O. March 11, at 6,30 a. m. (unen- 
cumbered), moved; crossed Bockfish Creek on a by-road; struck the 
Fayetteville plank road at 4 p. m., aud oucamped that night, at 8 p. m., 
one mile and a half from Fayetteville, where the brigade remained 
until the 13th, Avlien, marching through the town of Fayetteville, 
it croH.sed tlie C)ai>o Fear Biver, aud oncami^ed four miles beyond on 
tlie Fayetteville and Balcigh Avagoii road. There two regiments of the 
brigade, the Fifty-fifth Ohio and Thirty-third Massachusetts Infantry, 
Avere sent forward that night two miles farther on that road as an 
advance outpost. 

Marcli 14, tlio brigade was ordered to make a reconnaissance on the 
Baloigh road to TayloFs Jlole Creek, aud on the Goldsboroiigh or Tar- 
borough road to the South or Black Biver. At 9 a. m. the brigade 
moved out in light marching order. loa\'iiig its camps behind and reach- 
ing the advance camps of Fifty-flfui Ohio and Thirty-third Massachu- 
setts, was joined by them, and also the One hundred and second 
Illinois Volunteer Infantry, First Brigade of this division, Major Olay 
commanding, inovod to the Goldsborough or Tarborough road. The 
Fifty-fifth and SoA^enty-third Ohio, and Twenty-sixth Wisconsin and 
One hundred and thirty-sixth Hew York Volunteers, under command 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Ilnrst, Seventy-third Ohio, Avero ordered to pro- 
ceed on the latter road to Great Greek, and Colonel Hurst Avas directed 
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to cross theit ci'cok if lie could find there to awsiit liirtlier ordois, while 
the Twentieth Connecticut Volunteers, Thirty-third Massiu^luisctls 
Yoliinteei's, and One hundred and second Illinois Volniiteers, under 
coininand of Lieutenant-Colonel Lucldngham, Twentieth Cunnciiticut 
Volunteers, were ordered to proceed to Taylor’s Hole Creek, on the 
Ealcigh road, if possible. I i>rocecded with this latter column about 
four miles, and the enemy wms met first at Evon’.s Creek. In a lew 
moments, however, and after .slight disposition.s on our part, lie lett. 
The creek was crossed, and everything progressing favoralily lor Kome 
two miles beyond. I directed Colonel Buckingham to.kcep moving on 
carefully and to gain Taylor’s Hole Creek it ho could do so with bis 
skirmish lino, but not to engage liis lino of battle. (For a fuller and 
more particular report of this most satisfactory recoiinaissaneo on 
the part of Colonel Biickingliaiu I refer you to his inclosed report.*) 
Then taking a by-road through woods I Joined the column with Colonel 
Burst at Great Creek. Bo opposition as yet had been mot. Leaving 
four companies of the Twenty-sixth Wisconsin, Major Lacknor com- 
manding, to hold a main road on my left, I took the nearest road to 
Black or South Kiver, and i»roccedcd three miles to within a few hun- 
dred rods of that river without opposition, liore deploying live conn 
panies of the Fifty-fifth Ohio as skirmishers. I advanced them to the 
river bank, driving the enemy’s cavalry across that place and engag- 
ing his skirmishers in a hot fire for twenty minutes. Having observed 
the river and calling forth artillery fire from four ddferoiit pieces, tlio 
skirmishers were withdrawn and the column moved back to its camps, 
having inarcliod a distance of from twenty-one to twenty-two miles. 
In tlie ongagement the casualties were 1 slightly, 1 mortally, wounded 
in Fifty-fifth Ohio. March 15, moved (nnoncumbored) on the lialeigh 
road; crossed Silver Bun and Taylor’s Hole Greek and encamped at 
the latter place. 

]\[arch 10, moved at 0.30 a. m. over difficult and muddy roads forward 
.some two or three miles on same road where the cavalry advance Inid 
been checked by the enemy, forming two lilies, three regiments in each 
line, as per order, loft resting on road and on the right of Second Bri- 
gade of this division, right resting on left of First Brigade of this 
division. Advanced in this tbrmation a short distance, when the lino 
halted and this brigade was ordered forward to relievo the Second Bri- 
gade, First Division, of this corps, Col. William Hawley commanding, 
whoso skirmish line had been engaged some time. In order to relieve 
Colonel Hawley I tbiind it necessary to place all of my six regiments 
on the first lino. Tliis being done, the lino was advanced about 250 
yards to Colonel Hawley’s position, the center of which was on our 
main road in the vicinity of Smith’s house, or Sniibli ville, and, reliev- 
ing Ins line, immediately relieved his skirmishers with a strong one 
from this brigade under command of Captain Graves, Tliirty-tliii’d 
Massachusetts Infantry. The brigade remained in this position about 
one hour. On the skirmish lino, meanwhile, continual firing was going 
on. Then, jmrsuant to an order from Brevet Major-General Williams, 
eorainaiiding corps, which order I immediately communicated to the 
division commauder, I advanced both my skirmish and main line and 
occupied a slight line of breast-works of the enemy’s, ho, at the same 
time, retiring from my front. In advance of here a continual and 
sharp skirmisli fire was kept. I had meanwhile doubled iny line of 
skirmisher.^ and the number on the lino was 300 men, After several 
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hours oC ft’ood lighthij? for sldrmislicrs, tlio enemy left; {iiiothor aiul 
stronger line of works and fell back a mile through and beyond a 
swiunp to his main line of earth- works, the skirmishers pushing him 
nil the while, his killed and wounded falling into our hands. The bri- 
gade moved I'apidly in line after its skirmishers, passed the dense and 
<leep swamp and i-e<*,tllied its alignment and sheltered itself under the 
(U’est of a hill, the skirmish lino seventy-five yards in front and tlie 
enemy’s works fifty yards in front of it. Hero the brigade remained 
sometime. In the meanwhile the Second Brigade, originally on iny 
left, bad been taken from that iiosition and the First Brigade of this 
division had been taken from my right and placed on my left, while 
Hawley’s brigade of the Pir.st Bivi.sion had formed on my right. 
■With these commands, re.spcetively, 1 was in constant communication 
and connection, when the brigade was ordered to advance. I had pre- 
viously ordered my skirmish line to advance three clitrerent times and 
each time they were repulsed, each time reporting brea.st-works in 
their front, lifty yards distant. This report, as well as the inahility of 
my skii'ini.sh lino to advance, 1 reported to the staff olficer, OaptaiiiCliip- 
mail, acting assistant inspector-general of the division, who brought mo 
the order to advance, and of him 1 inquired If it was intended that I 
should engage my main line, to which ho replied tliat he would see and 
inform me. Iii the meantliim preiiavations were made to advance, and 
immediately after receiving an order, through Lieutenant Tlioinp.soii, 
]>vovost-mai'Bhal,to advance and engage my line if necessary in order to 
draw tlio enemy, pressed my lino of battle beyond the skinnislicrs and 
advanced with the intention of taking the brcast-worlcs by assault, as 
that was the only way, in my opinion, to drive the enemy. When the 
order forward to tlio brimst-worka ” had been given and the brigade 
liad advanced a fow yards and was receiving the full tiro of the enemy’s 
line, I was informed by one of my stall oHlcors, Lieutenant Mor.se, who 
had been stationed on the loft of the brigade, that the J'drst Ih’ignde 
had halted and that I was hreaking my connoetion. As the Fir.st llrh 
gado had been to mo the directing line, 1 at once halted, though under 
a lire wliieli would have injured me less Imd I kept on, the loft of the 
brigade being fully oxpo.se(l with no shelter and at the closest range of 
the enemy’s limskota. When 1 discovered that no fiirthe.r atfcenpits to 
advance were about to bo made I at oncocominniiicated the facts ol my 
position to the general commanding division, who iinmodiately directed 
me to return to a line less exposed, which wa.s done in good order, taking 
up different linos in retiring until Avo reached the position IVom which 
Ave Inut at llr.st advanced. Boon after, by direction of geiiernl coniiiiand- 
iiig division, Avorks were tbroAvn nj) a short distance, in advance of this, 
Avhicli three regiments of the brigade occupied and held that night, the 
One hundred ami thirty-sixth New York Volnntocrs, Fifty-fifth Ohio 
Vohiiitoei's, and TAVonticth Ooniiectiout Volunteers. This is the report 
of the operations of thobrigadeintheprotraetedskirinish of March 1(1, 
lasting the larger iiartof tlie day. Tho casualties of the brigade in that 
affair Averc as I'oIIoaa's: Killed — coinraiasioncd oilicor.s, 5; enlisted men, 
Wounded — commissioned officers, 3; enlisted men, 91. It was 
hero that tho brigade and serviee lost a young and AUiluablo ofilcer in 
the pcr.sou of Lieut. Samnel StoiTOAv, aidc-dc camp to inyself, who 
I’cceivcd two Avmnids Avhile carrying an order to tho left of the brigade 
when it Avas on its most advanced position, from Avhich he died almost 
immedintolj . His loss is deeply felt in the brigado.t

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Early in tlio inoraing of tlio 17tli the picket reporred Mio eviumation 
of their main lino by the enemy and their occupation of the .same. 
Soon after the brigade with its division moved four miles and a half or 
five miles to Avcrasboroiigh, and remained diirinj^ the day and nig:ht. 
The t'wentieth Oonnectient Volunteer ..Infantry, Lieiitenniit t'olonel 
Enckingham, was sent one mile and a half on the Raleigli road f:o liold 
and x)icket the same. The Twenty-sixth Wisconsin V(jhin(.c(‘r In (an try, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Winkler comniaiuliiig, was sent at the same t ime on 
the Smithville road to hold and picket the same. On the .18th iiiov(‘.d 
on a by-road and crossed Elack .llivcr and moved on as roar guard to 
the corps, and reaching the wagons at b p. m., mavelied all night, and 
in the morning of the Itith rested for a few hours, and at 1) a. in. started, 
covering wagons moving on the Bentoiivillo road. At 1 1.30 a. in. my 
brigade received orders to leave the wagons and move on to tbo iVont 
.seven miles, where the enemy had been met in force by the J'^ourteen tli 
Corjis. This brigade, by ra))id inarcliing, readied the field (nirly in the 
p. in., and Avns massed in rear of the batteries, in rear of tlio .i.-hrst Divis- 
ion of this ooi’xis. At about 3 p. m. 1 received an order trom the brevet 
mn.ior*gonGral commanding tiic corirs, through Licutenant Colonel 
Asmnsson, to move my brigade to tlio right ami report to Brevet Kajor- 
Gonoral Davis, commanding Ponrteenth Corps, Oolonol Asmu.ssoii say- 
ing that ho would report my order to my division commaiidoi’. Mos'ing 
by the flank to the front ami right, I was informed by Major-General 
Slocum that a staff ofliccr of the Fourteenth Corps, who was then 
lirosont, Avould conduct me to my iiositioii. P>y this onieor I was 
informed that owing' to some confusion a. gax) was left in the h^ourteoiith 
Corps between the left of Ocuoral Morgan’.s division and parts of (:leii- 
oral Carlin’s divi.sioii, and this gap it was desired I. .should 1111, jrollow- 
ing by the flank in the direction pointed out to mo by General Diivns, 
wlioni 1 met as soon as T liad passed beyond the right ol'tlie'rweiitieth 
Corp.s. for the purpose of forming my lino, 1 struck my Jiaiik iijmn two 
rebel linos that were passing up the gap for tlio purpose of turning tlie 
loft of General Morgau’.sdivision. Gaining quickly my proper rroiil,aml 
retiring a little my right, I remained with four rogiineiits in line and 
two in reserve in column in rear of right am! left, re.spee(i\’ely, until I 
had ascertained by ekirinishors where .1 was. .Finding that .1, too, had 
struck the enemy’s flank. I moved forward about .100 yards, thi'ongh 
dense swanqia, cutting oil’ jiarts of two rebel regiments, which fell a.s 
prisonons into the hands of the Fourteenth Corps, and pressing back 
the enemy until ho fonned in my front in two lines, on the outside oi a 
swamp in the middle of which my lino was. Hero the brigade beciime 
hotly engaged until 8.30 ©’(dock that night, when the two lino.s of the 
enemy withdrew, leaving his dead and wounded in our hands. 1 then 
withdrew my lino to the inner side of the swamp and strongtheiied 
it. The men slept on their arms. Tlie lo.ss in the engagement was: 
Killed— enlisted men, 11. Wounded— commissioned olhecrs, 7 ; onlisled 
men, 10(1. 

On the morning of the 20th was relieved by a brigade of the Four- 
teenth Corps, Brevet Brigadier-General Hobart coininanding, and 
then moved back to cainin where I had inaasod the ii. m. bol'oro in I'oar 
of balteiies. On p. m. of 20th moved to the extreme loft of the line 
about one mile and fortified. On the moriiiug of the 2l8t, with Tweiity- 
sixtii Wisconsin, Lientenant-OolonelAVinklcr comiiuuuliiig, and Thirty- 
third Massachusetts Infantry, Lieutoiiaiit-Oolonol Doan(\ commanding, 
and the xncket-linc of the brigade, moved out a mile to the front, drew 
a few shots from the enemy, but gained uo important information. Oil 
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1). m. or tluit day luovod back to caiii]) of tlio a. »i. of the 20tli. On the 
22(1 moved to Greek and ou the 23d and 24th inarched to this 

pliicc, whore t-ho brigade is encamped, about three miles nortli of Golcls- 
borougli, oil a pleimiiiit wooded ridge. 

This ends the ollicial report of the operations of tlie Third Brigade, 
Third Division, T\\’out5(ith Army Corps, from flatiuary to March 24, 
1805, both inclusive. The caiapaigu has been a hard one to the troops, 
owing to tlio weather and the roads. They liave lived better than 
before and liavo at all times been in good spirits. 

liiKiloso lierewith a Imt of the names of the killed, woiiiidod, and 
inissiiig ill action; killed, wounded and missing otherwise; also an 
estimate of amount of snpiilies taken from the country. The estimate 
is largo, bub I think not exaggerated. Also an esfcunatc of distaneea 
marched by tlie brigade. 

It may not be improper hero to state that oa the IfifcU of Jauiuiry I 
came to thi.s brigade a strangci', and eoinmouecd the campaign with 
them the next inoruiiig. J have found the troops of tlie brigad(i 
bravo in action, willing and obedient on the march, quiet aiul soldierly 
in camp. 

Inclo.sQd nre tlio reports of regimental eojiimandors, to whicli I, would 
respectfully call your attention. 

Before closing 1 desire to testify to all tho gcutlcmon of my staff, 
Capt. II. G. II. Tarr, netiiig assistant adjutunt-gencnil ; .Dr. J. W. 
JUiHtiiigM, 8ui‘geou-in-chicf ; Gapt. A. li. Beardsley, acting assistant 
(luartcrmastor; Oapt. O. Sackett, uoting commissary of subsistence; 
Ijieut. Pliny 11. Watson, acting aasistaut inspector-general; ibiciit. 
John B. Iloyce, prov()atrmar.shal; Liout. B. 11. True, aiiilmliinec olllcer; 
Lieutoniviit Sc.hubert, pioneer odiccr, and Liiiut. Georgo A. ]\Iorac, uido- 
do-camp, niy high approbation of the manner in which they have so 
cluiorliilly and faithfully discharged the duties of their dill'cront posi- 
tions. 

Graves, Thirty^-third iMassacliu- 
scttslnfaiitryj for bravery, coolness, and good Judgment wliileeommaiid- 
iiig the skirmish liuo March Id, with an mikiiowloilgnumt of tlie coiir- 
tesy tluit has been invariably extended to me everywhere in this 
division.

{ilioiia of tliia brigade from the close of the Uoklsborougli campaign to 
the present (late: 

This brigade was iik <;ainp near Goldsboroiigh from Afarcli 21: to April 
.10, wlieu it broke camp at 6.30 a. in. and moved in its proper place in 
line with its division toward Smithtleld, which was reached on the ai'ter- 
iioon of the lltlu On the morning of the 12th the brigade crossed the 
Neiis<5 .Uiver on lamtoons at Smithiicld and pushed on toward Jlaleigli, 
a. <]iatanee of seventeen miles, and encamped at 3.30 p. m. near Swift 
Cieek. At 1,30 p. m. my coinmainl was ordered to break camp and 
push on with all possible speed to the siipjiort of General Kilpatrick, 
who, it was reported, had captured a part of the enemy’s supply train. 
At n p. 111 ., when the troops wore fairly on tho road, I was ordered to 
return to my late camp, as the neco.ssity for the movement no longer 
existed. April 13, broke camp at 0.30 a. ni. and marched sovontcen 
miles to llaleigh, arriving in camp near tho insane asylum of the State 
of Nortli Carolina about 3 p. m., where the command remained quiet 
during the llth. April 15, tho brigade was ordered to be in rcailiness 
to move at 8 a. m., but tho order was counterniamled. April 10, 17, 
and 18, remained quiet. April 19, in obcdionco to orders received, the 
troops were put iii permanent camp, whore they remained until the 26tli 
of April, when at 9.30 a. m. tho brigade moved with its division toward 
Jones’ CrosvS-lioads. Tiio brigade encamped at dark within one mile 
of 1 ho cross-roads, having marched twelve inile.s. April 20 and 27, 
remained quiet. April 28, broke camp at 0.30 a. m. and returned to our 
foi'iner camp near Italcigh, where wo remained until the morning of the 
3()cli, when, at 7.30 a. in., the command moved with its division through 
tlic city of Llaleigh on tlioroad to Ilichmoml, and homeward bound. 
A t about 8.30 p. m. ouoamped near Manteo’s Mills, on the south bank of 
the Neuse. 

May 1, at 7.30 a. m., broke camp, and, crossing the Keuse, moved 
northward acims the Tar Kivor. Tho troops were in camp about 8.30 
p. m., having inarohed twenty miles. May 2, broke camp at 7.30 a. m. ; 
marched sixteen iniloa and camped at 0 p. in. I^lay 3, broke camp at 
0 a. 111 . and, marching through VVilliamsborougli Tost-Olllce, crossed 
tlio lloanoke llivor on pontoons, following the Third IMvision, li’ouv- 
teciitli Corps, and encamped one mile from tho bridge; distance accom- 
])lished,twenty two miles. May<l,inovedatOa,m.aml,iiiarcliingiiortli- 
easttu'ly, crossed tho Meherrin llivor and encamped about 3.30 p. in.j 
distance, nineteen and a half miles. May 6, marched iiinetocn miles, 
crossing the Kottoway Biver, and camped at 3 p. m. IMay 0, marched 
ilftcen miles, through Blacks and Whites Station, on tlio Soutli Side 
Ilailrmid, and encamped at 1 p. m. May 7, brolce camp at 4.30 a. m.; 
inar(!hed sixteen miles, crossing tho Appomattox llivor oii double pon- 
toons, and cncam])(Kl near Clover Hill at 2 p. ni. May 8, marched thir- 
teen miles and camped at noon. May 9, moved two miles and camped. 
May 10, remained quiet. May 11, marched at 10 a. in., crossing the 
James llivor and passing through lliclimond out the Mecliaiiicsville 
pike, and camped near Brook Creek} distance, ten miles. May 12, 
marched eight milesj crossed the Chickahomiiiy and oainpcd in the 
swamps. May 13, moved sixteen miles, passing through Ashland; 
cro-ssed the Soutli Anna and Kew Fouml Rivers, and camping at 5 p.m. 
May 14, moved on nineteen miles, crossing the Little River and the 
Richmond and Gordonsvillc Railroad, and camping at C p. m. May lu,

moved at 6 a. m.; crossed tlie Mattapoiiy and Po Rivers; passed 
tliroiigli Spotsylvania Court-House, and csiuiped about 0 p. m. at Cliaii- 
cellorsville; distance, iiiuoteen miles. May 1C, moved at .‘j.JJO a. m.; 
crossed the Rappahannock at United States Pord; passed Hart wood 
Church and the Spotted Tavern, and camped on Town Creek at 
7.30 p. in., having accomplished a distance of twenty-two iniles. May 
17, marched seventeen miles and camped at Brontsvillo at 5.30 
p. m. May 18, marched twenty miles through Fairfax Station and 
camped at 3 p. m, May 19, marclicd nmo miles and went into perma- 
nent camp four miles from Alexandria. May 20, 21, 22, and 23, 
remained quiet. May 21, under orders to pass in review, the command 
broke camp at 7 a. in. and moved with its division toward Washington ; 
crossed the Long Bridge, passed in review, and, marching through tlic 
city out the Bladousbiu'g piko, wont into permanent camp three miles 
from the capitol, on the western bank of the Anacostia or Jilasteni 
Branch of the Potomac. Since this last date the brigade has remained 
quiet, all the ollicors lieing busily engaged in preparing for the pay- 
ment, muster out, or transfer of their men. 

This report closes the operations of the brigade from Goldsborougli, 
N. 0., up to the present time, and I might say is the Ihml and last 
report of its operations. The Twentieth Comiectiout, Tweiity-8i.\th 
Wisconsin, Thirty-third Massachusetts, and One hundred and thirty-' 
sixtlil^ow York Infantry, by reason of existing orders from Wav Depart- 
ment, and the termination of the war, in a few days at furtliost, report 
to their respective States for final iniistor out and discharge, vdiilo tlio 
Pifty-flfth Ohio and Seventy-third Ohio Infantry Veteran organizations, 
the only remaining regiments of tlio brigade, are awaiting orders to 
report to Louisville, Ky., for duty in tbo West. 

This, then, will terminate and end the organization of the Tliird Bri- 
gade, Third Division, Twentiotli Corps, Army of Georgia. I. tliiiik 
that the history of each vegimout in this brigade, as well as the 
history and record of tills organization a brigade tlirough all its and 
their different changes, may be studied with 'interest and pride by the 
Government, as well as by friends. Each regiment, as well as the 
brigade itself, may compare its records with any in the service and 
have 110 cause to blush.

Captain: I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of this regiment .from the lOtli of January to the 24th day of 
March, inclusive: 

On the 10th of January the regiment was in camp on Hardee’s plan- 
tation, six miles north of Savannah, nndor orders to be ready to move 
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the following clfiy. On the 17th the regiment, with the biigado aiul 
division, moved from camp and marched to Hardcevillo, nboiit ten 
miles, wlicro it encam])ed and remained till the morning of thc2!)th, 
when tlie march was again resumed at 7 p. [a.j m. on the road to Itob- 
ertsvilie. distance maixshed, about scveiitoeii miles, when wo halted 
at 3 p. m. and remained over night. 30th, marched at 7 a. m,, went 
about nine miles, and went into canij) at about noon near Roboi tsville. 
3lst, moved out of camp at 8 a. ni., marched about three miles, and 
wont into camp on the road leading from Bobcrtsville to Sister’s 
Ferry, where we remained till the 2d of February. 

February 2, marebed at 7 a. m., on the road to Law'tonville, and, when 
near that pla<!e, found the enemy in small force behind intronehmeiits 
across the road, with a thick swamp in his front. This division formed 
in line of battle, Third Brigade on the loft and the Twentieth Coiiiieeti- 
cut on tlio left of the second lino. After brief skirmishing the enemy 
retired precipitately, and the regimojit, with the brigade and division, 
went into camp in lino of battle for the night. Marched at 7 a. m. on 
the morning of the 3d, passed through Lawtonvillo, made fifteen miles, 
and halted for the night. On the Itli the marcdi was resumed at 7 a. in., 
and, after having made about ten miles, oneamped for the night one 
mile east of Allendale. Oii the nth, made about twelve miles, and on 
the dtb, crossed the Big Salkohatchio Uivcr, wliero the oiiojny laid 
thrown up intreuehments and burnt Buford’s J.lridgo. but had been 
compelhal to evacaiato their works by the movcmeiits ol:‘ other portions 
of the army, and, allor marching about fifteen miles, halted for the 
nigiit. 7th, nmvehed about eight miles, and on the 8th, about two 
miles, wlion wo roaclmd the Cliarlestoii and Augusta Railroad, near 
Gi’jiliam’s Station, and the regiment, with the brigade, was engaged all 
day ill tearing up the railroad track, burning the cross ties, and twisting 
the rails. f)th, marched about tburteen miles along the railroad track 
in a northwesterly direction, passing through Blackvillo, where wo 
halted for dinner, and about 2 p. m. again went to work destroying the 
railroad track, working till dark, wlien we wont into camp for tlio 
night. lOtli, marched at 7 a. m. througli Williston to Wliito Bond, 
twelve miles, and again worked until dark, tearing up and destroying 
the railroad track almost to Windsor, lO.'i miles IVoin Cliarloston. l.ith, 
mar{}1io<l at 7 a. m. back to Williston, M'hero wo took the road north 
toward Davis’ IMill, on the Bdisto lUver, which wo reached about d 
]). 111 ., having made about twelve miles, when wo halted for tlio night. 
:l2tli, bi'olic camp at 7 a. m. and crossed the Edisto River on a bridge 
built by a regiment of Michigan Engineers during tlio night, the men 
having to wade for half a mile on the north side of the river through 
water eighteen inches or two feet deep, and during the night ice had 
made of considerable thickness aud the ground frozen quite hard; 
distance made to-day, about fifteen miles. 13th, marched at 8 a. m.j 
cros.scd the .North Edisto near Williamson’s Mill, and halted for the 
night six miles north of the river, and on the Idth marched si.x miles, 
and roaohod the cross-roads loading to Augusta, Lexington Court- 
1 louse, and Columbia, when wo again bivouacked for the night. 15th, 
left camp at 8 a. m.; marched to within two milc.s of Lexington Court- 
ITouso, when wo turned to the right, taking the road to Columbia; and 
on the 16th, about 4 p. in., onoamxied about one mile and a half south 
of the Saluda River and in sight of Oolumbla. 17th, marched at 10 
a. in. in a northwostcrly direction about six miles, and encamped on the 
^ontli bauk of iiho Saluda Itivor for the night. 
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On tin* niorning of tbe IStli we crossed tlio 8alnda River on a pon- 
toon bridge, taking a northerly direction, and on the lOtli reached 
Broad River, where wc bivouacked for the iiigiit, making in the two 
days about eighteen miles. On the 20th, Jiiarched at 3 p. m. ; crossed 
Broad River andthc Spartanburg railroad, where we halted till nearly 
sunset; then marched eight miles, reaching camp about midnigbt. 
21st, took the road toward Wiiiiisborough at 7 a. m.; reached that 
place about noon; x>assed through the town and encamped for the 
night tiirec inile.s north on the road to Rocky Mount. On the 22d we 
reached Rocky I^fount and encamped half a mile south of the Wateree 
River, having marclicd about seventeen mile.s. At about midnigbt the 
men were roused and avc crossed tlio river on a pontoon bridge, which 
bad been laid in tlie first part of tbe night, and, after moving some two 
miles, about 3 a. in. the men lay down and slept until daylight, wlieu we 
inarched about six miles and went into camp. On tbe 2ftli wc only 
moved about three miles, the previous rain compelling us to corduroy 
the road the whole distance, and on the 2r>th inarclied about the same 
distance, this brigade corduroying the road as the day previous. 26tb, 
made about six miles iu the direction of Hanging Rock, and on the 
27tli remained in camp all day. On the 28th, inarched about six miles 
through mud and rain, reaching camp about midnight, and on the Ist 
of March wont about sixteen miles and encamped two miles north of 
Lynch’s Croclc, 

Oil the 2d, the regiment was engaged during tlic afternoon in build- 
ing corduroy road and only marched ab«mt four miles, and on the 3d 
wo iiiarcliGd ten miles and reached Chesterlicld about 4.30 p. m. 
4lli, marched ten ndlcs on tlio road toward Siie(?dsborough and went 
into camp near the Great Pedco River about 1.30 p. m.; wo reinaiiied 
until the morning of the 6th, when we moved back to (Jlioraw, about 
ten miles; rested till 3 a. in. on the morning of the 7th, when wo 
crossed the Great Pedeo River on pontoons and halted about dajdight 
six miles from tliorlvcx*. Resumed the inarcli at 10.30 n. in.; took the 
road toward Lanrel Hill; made fourteen miles and halted for the 
night. 8th, resumed the march at 7 a. in.; marched about ten miles 
and halted eight miles from Ijiimbor River for the night, and on 
the following day reached the river and encamped on the west side. 
lOtli, marched at 6.30 a. m.; crossed Lumber River and reached camp 
about 11.30 p. in., liaving marched about teu miles, and on the following- 
day took the road toward Paycttevilic, which place we reached about 
dark and v'ciit into camp, having marched about twenty miles. Sun- 
day, the 12th, remained in camp all clay. On the 13th wo crossed Capo 
Pear River and encamped live miles north of it. On the 14tli, the regi- 
ment, with the brigade, was ordered out on a reconiiais.sanco; leav- 
ing camp about 9 a. in. in light marching order, wo proceeded north on 
the road to Raleigh, and, after marching about live miles the comiiiand 
was divided, a portion moving by a road to the right and three regi- 
ments pro(!OGdlng on the road toward Raleigh. This regiment moved 
with the last-mentioned portion of the command, going as far as Silver 
Run, in all about ten miles from camp, and live companies, vi/i, I, .11, 
D, K, and G, \vere sent to the front as an advance guard, niid were 
engaged .skirinishiiig the last three miles of the niaroli for some three 
hours, driving the skirmishers of the enemy before them and compel- 
ling him to move a piece of artillery to the rear and into worlcs, whore 
tlioir skirmishers were also compelled llnally to take refuge. Hero 
the enemy wore found to be in strong force (at least a brigade, with, 
three pieces of artillery), and the object of the rcconnaissoAlQQ Ua,ving 
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been accninplisliod, tbo regiment, with the others, all niidcr coinnianci 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Lnckinghain, inarched back to cam]) unmolested 
by tlie enemy, which we reached about 0.30 p. in,, Iniving marched in 
all about twenty milcB. Capt. Ezra Spi’agne was in eonimand of the 
regiment during the day after Lieutenant-Colonel Buclciiigham was 
placed in charge of the regiments composing this portion of the expe- 
dition. 

First Lieut. Edward ,1. Murray, a promising ofileer, lately promoted 
from Rcrgeant, was severely wounded in the thigh while in charge of 
his company on the skirmish line, and also Private Jlorris S. Bailey, of 
Company D, severely wounded in the log, which were all the casualties 
occurring in the regiment while on this expedition. 

A foraging party was sent out on the same day, which was led into 
an ambush, Jired upon, several of the horses and mules, ni)on wliiclithey 
Avere mounted, killed and wounded, and six privates of the party cap- 
tured, Auz : Private David Jones and Musician W. S. Ward, Company If ; 
James DoAvney and Loavis Curtiss, of Company K; Charles LaJiiue, of 
Company (r, and Anthony Burke, Company B. PriAnile John Seotl, 
Company K, who wasAvith tho])arty, received thrcosabci’cutsdnring the 
melee, but escaped and returned to the regiment. Avith. the rest of the 
party, and only slightly wounded. Private Josiah Brandebary, Ooin- 
paiiy 11, fell out Avliilo on the march on tlic 13th Avithout proper author- 
ity, iiua boon missing since, and i.s supposed to have deserted, and has 
been reported as a deserter. 

On the l/ith the regiment, Avith the corps to which it is attached, 
moved out of camp at 7 a. m., and after inarching about ten miles u'ent 
into camp on the north side of Silver linn, Justin the rear of the AvorUa 
into which the enemy Avas dri\'en yesterday. On the Kith Ave broke 
camp at (i. 30 a. m., and, after ad\'ancing about four miles, the enemy 
Avas found in considerable force by tlio First l')ivivSion, Avliicli Avas in the 
advance. This division (the Third) soon cninc up and the regiment, 
Avitli the brigade, Avas formed and moved forward under fire to relievo a 
brigade of the First Division, Avhicb had been skirmisliing Avith the 
onoiny for some time. After having advanced to tlie proper po.sition, 
the regiment furn.ishcd thirty men and a commissioned odlcer to 
relieve the skirinisborsiii onr front, and shortly after thirty additional 
moil Avore furnialied for the skirmish lino. '.I'ho enemy avUvS soon 
driven Irom a. lino of Avorks and compelled to leave behind some of Ms 
artillery. The skirinisliers quickly followed thej'etrcaling rebels, took 
a number of prisoners, and drovothocnomy intoasecondliiie of AVorks, 
froniAvhich they Avere also finally dislodged, our skirniisbersdriving tliein 
some distance andinto astronglyintrenchcdpositioii, Avhichthoeiiemy 
lield during the afternoon. Our lino of battle was now advanced to 
Avithin a short distance of the Avorks of the enemy, Avhere avo throw Uj) 
tomporary rifle-pits, and tlio regiment and brigade bivouacked for the 
night behind them. During the night following the enemy evacuated 
bis Avorks and fled. 1 have to report the following casualties on this 
occasion :* 

On this day Privates Frederick W. Ihibboll and Enocli P. Stndley, 
Company B, Avere missing, sniiposed to have been captured Avliilo for- 
aging. 

On the 17tli avo moved about four miles to Averasborough and 
encamped for the night, finding on the march evidence of great haste

miry roads, andreaehed camp aboutSii.ui.tlicfoIlowinginorniiig^, having 
marched all night, when we rested for about three hours. At 8 a.m. 
on the 10th we resumed the niareli in rear of ^ 

m. we left the train and moved rapidly forward till about 3 p. m., when 
we leaelied a point neai- Bentonville, if. 0., where the enemy had 
atiaeUed a portion of tlie 3''onrteenth and the brigade was

advance and relievo a brigade of the 1‘ourteeiitb Corps, siipposod to bo 
ill onr immediate front. The regiment advanced with the brigade line 
through the woods fortwentyovthirty rods, then across a swamp, when 
we emerged into an open w'ood of heavy pine timber, and some twenty 
rods from the swamp was a thick growtli of nnderbrusli directly m our 
front. Alter advancing nearly to the edge of the heavy pmo lorest we 
received a tremondoiis volley from the enemy, whose lines wore con- 
cealed not more than a dozen rods from us, behind the uiKlorbrusli, 
wliich was immediately returned. Our lino was establislied aiul held 
till after dark without assistance, although the eiiomy brought up 
another line of battle against us, and made the most determined eliorts 
to drive us from the Hold, yet the men stood as Qrm as a rock, never 
liincliing under the murderous lire, or giving an inch ol ground, boon 
after dark tlio enemy retired, leaving his dead and many ol ins woundea 
in our hands, when wo threw up a temporary line ol works and biv- 
ouacked on the battlc-Aeld, alter assisting in reinoving our dead imd 

wounded. The regiment in this engagement, remarkable both for the 
obstinacy with whlcli the rebels fought and Ibr the terrible lire which 
they maintained, sustained its reputation for courage and valor, wliioh 
it had already established on many a hard-fought battlo-lleld. Pheolll- 
cers and mcMi compo.singit fight for no other honor thuu that of our com- 
mon country} they seek no glory but that of inaiiitaining the uut|oaty ot 
the law, and of sustaining and perpetuating the blood -bought privileges 
of human liberty, and hence they have never been known to turn their 
back on the foe. 

The casualtie.s for this day wore a.s follows : * . , , , , 

On the morning of the 20th the rebels were found to have fallen back 
about a mile aiulahalf, and this regiment, with the brigade, wore wibh- 
drawn from its position and moved to the rear, and about 2 p. in. wo 
moved over toward the loft and advanced and extended our lino in that 
direction, built intrenchments, remaining in thus position over niglit 
and till the afternoon of the following day, when wo again moved outot 
the line toward the right and rear of the corp.s, whore wo remained 
until the following morning (the 22d), when the enemy was found to 
have fallen back still farther, abandoning a strong line of Avorks, and 
wo moved to the right, taking the roa<l to Ooklsborougli, halting over 
iiiglit ten miles from the battle-field. 2tSd, wo reauinod the march, pass-, 
ing through the camp of the Twenty-fourth Army Corps, crossed the 
Neuso Elver about noon, and encamped for tbo night four mi les north of 

Nomlual list (omitted) shows 4 men kiil^, 30 men Avouudoci, (uul 2 mou imBaing, 
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tlio river. 24111, broke camp at 6 a. m., and took the road to Goldsbor- 
"’liieh we readied about 10 a. iii., passed throngU the towji, and 
vent into camp three miles north of the same. 

During this day four privates belonging to this regiment, attached 
to the lieadqiiarters guard at Left Wing headquarters, were captured 
by the enemy while out foraging, viz: Private William E. Latham, 
Conqiaiiy C; Private Patrick Cotter, Company D; Private William H. 
Bailey, Compiniy I; Private Peter Duffy, Company K. 

Iteeapitulation of losses during campaign; Killed, commissioned 
oflicers, iionej enlisted men, Oj wounded, commissioned odicers, 4; 
enlisted men, 45j missing, in action, 2; while foraging, 15; aggregate, 
72. Of the wounded 1 eoinmissioned oflicer and 4 enlisted men have 
sincG died of their wounds. Pour enlisted men on the lOtli received 
slight w'ounda (coiitnslons), not disabling them for duty, and were not 
reported among the list of easnaltics. 

The regiment has marched more tlian 500 miles during the campaign, 
destroyed miles of railroad track, was engaged in corduroying the 
roads almost daily, in mud and rain, it has burned somotliing over 
1,3(10 bales of cotton, captured more prisoners than it has lost, cap- 
tured scventy-fivo horses and mules, procured the forage from the 
country for all the animals, both public and private, which have been 
in its possession during the campaign, captured and suiiplied itself 
with about 8,000 rations of breadstuffs, 0,000 rations of salt and 
molasses, and 12,000 i-ations of meat. 

The men have omlnred cold and wet, hunger and fatigue, they wore 
poorly supplied with clothing at the commencement of tlio campaign, 
many of tlicin before its termination had become almost naked and 
entirely barefooted, yet like veteran soldiers us they are, they have 
marched on, never repining or complaining, constantly l^eeping in 
view but one object, success. Under the watchful care of a kind 
Providence, and the skill ofonr groat leader, we have triumphed over 
every obstacle, and inado a camiiaign, which, when the history sliall 
be made up, will be looked upon as no less wonderful than it has been 
successful. The soldier who has endured the hardships of this caiii- 
paigu, productive of such vast results, and wdio, although having 
license to take from tlio country through whicli wo have passed sub- 
aistcnco for himself and comrades, and yet maintaining discipline, has 
restrained himself from lawlessness and from crime, us the soldiers of 
this army have done, deserves to have his name enrolled in the Legion 
of Honor. The men composing this army deserve well of their country.

January 10, 180*5, the Thirty-third EegiineiitMnssachuHCtts Volunteer 
Infantry being iu camp atOheves’ farm, Beaufort District, S.C., received 
orders to break camp and march the ensuing morning. Xu accordance 
with these orders the tents were struck and the regiment tool: up the line 
of inarch at 8 a. m., January 17. lloaclicd Hardeevillo at 1 p. m. and 
encamped. Further supplies of clothing being necessary for the men 
and the weather proving exceedingly unfavorable, the regiment 
remained hero until January 29. At 7 a. m., Januiuy 29, resnnied our 
inarch and proceeded to the vicinity of Sister’s Perry, where we 
remained In camp one day (February 1) awaiting further supplies. 

Fobriiavy 2, inarclicd at 7 a. in. and. arrived near Lawtonville about the 
middle of the afternoon. Tlio enemy having attacked our advance, wo 
were halted at this point and formed in lino of battle, the First Divis- 
ion forming the Grst line, and the third closed on masse acting as sup- 
ports. After remaining in po.sition a short time, no enemy appearing, 
wo wore withdrawn and wont into camp. February 8, having reached 
the Augusta railroad the night before, we coimneuced destroying tlie 
road. Ooiitiimed on the road until February 11, when we marched 
from White Pond in an east-northeasterly direction. February 10, 
arrived within two miles of Columbia; crossed the Saluda February 
18 ; passed through Winnsborougli February 21. February 22, reached 
Rocky Mount about 3 i). ni. and encamped. At 12 that night crossed 
the Watoree, February 27, remained all day at Hanging Rock, which 
point wo reached the afternoon of February 2G, 

March 3, encamped near Sueedsborough, N. 0., and remained until 
10 a. m. March 6, when we resumed oiir march. There being no 
bridge at this point, we were compelled to retrace our stops to Ohoraw 
in order to cross the river. March 7, crossed the GreatPedeoatS a. ni. 
Encamped at sundown, near the AVilmiiigton and Laurel Bill Railroad. 
March 12, in camp all day near Faycttovillo. March 13, passed through 
Fayetteville and crossedthcCapoFcar River. Wontiutocamp aboutS. 
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Just after dark tins regiment and the Fifty-fifth Ohio Volunteer Infantry 
struck tents and advateed about four miles and encamped lor the night. 
The next morning the remainder of the regiments coinposiiig (ho bii- 
gade came up, and the whole advanced about six miles upon a reeon-

March 18, marched at 7 a.m.; ovortcok the tram about 
midday, and contiuuod marching with it until 4 o clock the next mom- 
ing. March 19, marched at 9 a. m., guarding tlio tram. About I p. m. 
heavy firing being heard in front, wo left the trams and pushed lap*. 
idly forward. After marciiing about three miles, the ihird Division, 
togctlicr with the First, arrived on the ground where tlio hoiir- 
teeiith Corps was liotly engaged witli the enemy, ihis brigade nninocll* 
ately formed lino of battle by battalion on masse ii rear ol the I'lrst 
Division, which was then supporting tholi'ourtoeiith Corps, the iJiirty- 
third taking position on theviglit. Soon after our brigade was detaohed 
ft’Oiii the division and ordered to a position in the front th® 

purpose of occupying a gap between two divisions ol: the Ijoiirtcentli 
Corps The Thirty-third was placed in the second lino for the purpose 
of protectin g the right flank ; the enemy in the meantime making several 
unsuccessfni attempts to break our lines. Two companies wore innne. 
diately deployed as skirmishers to cover our right flank. The musketry 
continued with great rapidity until after dark, when it gradually ceased. 
The men were then ordered to construct works, as the onomy was 
reported to be in heavy force in our front. The pickets were quiet 
through the night, no firing taking place. In this ongagemeiit wo lost 
five men wounded. At 10 a. in. the following day the brigade was 
relieved by the Fourteenth Corps, and marched to join its division on 
the loft.' Here w'o remained until 3 p. in., when wo removed still far- 
ther to the loft and fortified. Wo immediately established pickets and 
remained quiet through the night, Oa the morning of the 22d, the 
Thirty-third, with the Twenty-sixth Wisconsin, made a reconnaissance 
of the extreme right of the enemy; some shots were exchanged, after 
Avhicli wo returned to our works, with the loss of one enlisted man 
wouiulcd. Ill the afternoon we returned ‘to our position of the pre- 
vious day. March 23, broke camp at 5 a, in. and resnined our march; 
crossed the .Neuso River and encamped a short distance beyond. 
Broke camp the next morning at 4 a. m. Passed through Gohlsbor- 
ough, whore wo were reviewed by General Sherman, and reached oiir 
present camp a little past noon.

Captain: Pursuant to circular of this date, calling for repmt of 
operations since KJtli of January, I have tlie honor to state that on tlio 
10th of January, -when the Third division, Twentieth Ai’iny Corps, 
marched from Choves’ farm, this regiment, with Twenty-sixth Wiscon- 
sin Volunteers, was detailed to remain for the purpose of guarding a 
wagon train that had been sent to the landing for supplies. On the 
1.8th the regiment rejoined the bi'igade at .Uardeeville. Here we 
roinaincd quietly in camp until January 29, when, with the brigade, we 
inarolied toward Hobortsvillo. which place \vaa reached about 10 a. m. 
of the 30th. The next day the regiment, witli the brigade, passed 
through Bobortsvino and campe<l some three miles from Sister’s Ferry. 

On the Ist of February this regiment, with the Seventy-third Ohio Vol- 
Aiiitcer Infantry, was engaged in corduroying and repairing the road to 
Sister’s Ferry. On the 2d of February wo again broke camj), and, with 
the brigade, marched tlirougli Lawtonvillo in the direction of Pnrnwcll 
Court-House. On the 0th the column turned in the direction of Bvanch- 
ville, crossing the Salkehatcliio Itivcr, striking tlm OhavlGston and 
Augusta Kailroad at Graham’s Turnout on the 7tli. This regiment, 
with the brigade, was emidoycd all of the Stb iu destroying railroad 
track ill the vicinity of Grahajn’s. On tlie 9th the regiment, with tlio 
brigade, marched to Blackvillo, and were busily employed during the 
9th and lOth in tearing up track between Blackvillo and White Pond 
Station. From White Pond we inarched to the South Edisto,' which 
wo were unable to cross until the morning of the 12th, the enemy 
having destroyed the bridge. On the 13tU the Nortii Edisto Bivor was 
crossed, wo marching in the direction of Lexington. On the 10th of 
Fobrnary the column turned toward Columbia, and preparations made 
for an engagement, which did not come oiV. From Columbia the regi- 
ment niarclied with the brigade, crossing the Saluda and Broad Fivers, 
entering Winnsborough February 21. Tlience wo marched with the 
regiment [brigade?] in toward Chesterfield, crossing the Great Pedee 
Bivor at Olieraw, and passed through Fa^'etteville on :i3tli of March, 

''Nominal list (omitliocl) shows 1 ofilcor anil 17 inou wouiulod and 10 men missing. 
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camping Oil tli<i iiortli bank of Cape Fear Rivei. iho regiment was 
withtlie brig'iulo in tlio recoiiiiaissauce of March 14. No casualties 
were sustained by the regiment iu that reconnaissance, althougli 1 cap- 
tain and G men wore captured by the enemy on the same day from onr 
forage detail. 

The regiment was witli the brigade in the skirmish on tlio lotn, sus- 
taining considerable loss on the skirmish line. The regiment was also 
with the brigade in the more severe engagement of the 10th instant, 
where we were at lirst deployed, as wo were given to understand, in sup- 
port of the Fourteenth Corps. At or about d p. m. the regiment, as part 
of the lu'igade, wa.s ordered to advance and make a feint attack, in con- 
jiinction with Morgan’s division of the Fourteenth Army Corps, who, as 
soon as we struck the enemy in mir front, was to charge and recover 
ground that liatt been lostearbcrintlio day. Tlio ground in front of this 
rcgiiiiGiit was swampy and filled with water knee-deep. On tlio proper 
command lieiiig given this regiment advanced with the brigade into and 
nearly through the swamp, when, euconnteriiig a heavy fire from the 
enemy, who were in our front in force, the line halted and commenced 
firing, which ivavS kept up until nearly 9 ]). in. Maj.H. L. Arnold, coin- 
maiuliiig the regiment, wms severely wounded innnecliatoly after the 
, advance was ordered and borne from the field. The command of the 
regiment having thus devolved upon me, Ireformedtheregimoiit, whicli 
was badly broken up and scattered, and, after the firing had in a meas- 
ure died awa 5 '^, established the line on the other side of the swamp on 
dry ground. Thence 1 was ordered by thobrigado commander to with- 
draw the regiment by companies, successively, to the side of the swamp 
from whicli wo had started, where a new lino was established and pro- 
tective works thrown up. We were relieved in this position by a bri- 
gade of tbe Fourteenth Corps before noon of the 20th instant and taken 
to the rear, and thence to the left of our lino, where wo wore again 
deployed and erected works. From this position we wore withdrawn 
ill the afternoon of tlio 2:lst instant and taken to the roar of the corps. 
The rogimont'marched with the brigade and division in the morning of 
the 22d in the direction of Ooldsborongb, crossing the Nouse River at 
Cox’s Fridge on tlio 23(1 and ontoring Goklsborough in the morn- 
ing of the 24tli. 

wo have drawn from the country and issued to tliis command some 
6,000 pounds oi Hour, 1,.350 pounds of meal, 1,760 pounds of ham, 4,060 
pouiubs of side meat, 134 bushels of sweet potatoes, 3,620 pounds of 
beans or 3 )ease, 66 pounds of tobacco, and 66,400 iiounds of corn. Wo 
have captured and turned in to Captain Beardsley 18 horses and 
mules. 

I append a list of the casualties of the regiment during the cam- 
paign.* 

I do not know that a single bale of cotton has been burned by any 
member of this command.

Captain : Pursuant to circular of the 20tli instant I Inivo the honor 
to submit the tbllowinj^ detail of operations, &c., of this regiment from 
January 10 to March 2'1, 1805, inclusive: 

The regiment marched fmm Saint Mary’s, Bcaufbrt District, S. 0., to 
Hardeeviile, S, 0., January 10, 1805, where it remained in camp until 
January 29, when it inarched toward liobertsvillc, reaching that place 
on the 30th, where it remained in camp until the morning of the 2d of' 
Pebriiary, when thoregiinent marched to near Lawtonville, S. 0., wherei 
it bivouacked for tlie night. 

On the morning of the 3d resumed the march toward Graham’s. 
Turnout, on the South Onroliua Kailroad, at which i)laco it arrived oir 
the evening of the 7th of March, having marched via Duck Branch', 
and Allendale. Having struck the railroad at Graham’s Turnout, tliO' 
regiment was engaged destroying railroad between that point and 
■White l^oiul until the morning of tiie 11th, when it left the railroad at; 
Williston and marcliod in the direction of Columbia, S. C., crossing the 
Edisto Itivor on the 12th and the North Edisto on thel3tli of Febru-- 
ary 5 arrived at opposite Ooliiinbia February 10. On the 17th the regi- 
ment inarcdied in the direction of Winiisborough, at which place it; 
niT’ived on the 2i8t, having crossed the Saluda liivor on the 18th and! 
the Broad liivor on the 20tli. Marched to liocky Mount, on thO' 
Catawba liivor, on the 22d, which river it crossed at 1 a. in. of the 23d., 
lieaumed the marcli on the following morning, and arrived at Hanging; 
Bock, 8. 0., on the 20th. Oontimicd the march from Hanging Bock: 
on the 28tli In the direction of Ohcstcrllold Court-House, arriving at; 
that place on the 3d of March. 

Oh the 4tli, marched to Succdsborough, N. C., and to Oheraw, S. 0.,. 
the ()th, at wliicli place crossed the Great Pedeo liiver. On the morn- 
ing of the 7tU resnincd the march toward Fayetteville, N. C., where it; 
arrived on the morning of the 11th, remaining in camp until the 13th,. 
when the regiment crossed tlio Capo Fear liiver and camped for the 1 
night six miles northeast of Fayetteville. On the 14th this regiment,, 
witli the brigade, made a reconnaissance to Black liiver, whore thet 
enemy wore eiicountored, when seven companies of this regiment weroi 
dojiloyod as skirmi.shers, and engaged the ciidmy for about twenty min- 
utes, losing 1 mail killed ami 1 wounded, after which the regiment wasi 
withdrawn and returned to camp. On the following day resumed the 
march iii the direction of Goldsborough. Meeting the enemy on the IGth 
at Smith’s farm, this regiment was engaged during the greater portion 
of the afternoon, losing in killed 4; wouiulcd, 32. On the 19th this 
regiment was again engaged with the cuomy near Mill Creek, N. 0., 
losing in killed 3 j wounded, 24j cajiturcd, 1. 

On the 22d resumed the march toward Goldsborough, N. 0., at which 
place it arrived on the 24tli instant. 

This command during the campaign has de^stroyed by burning about 
000 bales of cotton, and foraged from the country about 4,000 pounds 
of meal, 2,000 pounds of flour, 200 bushels of potatoes, 8,000 pounds of 
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inoats of all kinds, 500 bnsliols of corn, and 125 animals, iiicliuling 
those taken by Oompany K of this regiment, now detached at corps 
headquarters. ....

Oaptain: In obedience to orders, I have the honor to snbmitaroport 
of the part taken by this command in the operations of the lai’o cuni- 
l)aign, inohuling the engagcincnts of the and lOtli instant; 

On tlio iCtli day of Junnary, 1805, tills regiment was encamped at 
Port Hardee, Bcaukn't District, S. 0. On the following day it was 
moved to ilavdoovillo, on tlio Obarloston and Bavnnnali liailroad. 
Here it roinaiucd in camp until tho 20th day of January, when, with 
the brigade, it wa.s moved to Hobertsville. 

On the Ist day of February tho regiment was engaged in work upon 
the road from Sister’s Ferry to Itobcrtsvillo, and on the 2d marohed 
to Lawton villo. Pursuing tlie lino of march northward, we crossed the 
Big and Littlo Salkoluitcliio Itivors and reaclicd tho Oharloston and 
Augusta Railroad iioarGraliam’sTiirnouton the 7th of February. On 
tho 8th, Dth, and 10th wo wore engaged in destroying tho railroad fi'oni 
Graham’s Turnout west to White Pond. On the 11th wo marched 
buck toWilliston and northward to thoEdisto River. On tho 18th 
wo crossed tlie Nortii Bdisto, and on tho Idtli arrived in front of 
Ooliimbln, Moving up the Saluda River wo crossed that stream and the 
Broad River, and on the 20th |2l8tJ marcliod tluongh Winnsborough. 
Another day brought us to the Catawba Itivor, after crossing which 
our advance was greatly impeded by heavy rains. March 3, wo reached 
Cliesterfleld, and on tho 7tli passed through Ohoraw and crossed tlio 
Great Pedee. Wo roa<;he(l Fayottcvillo, N. O., March 11, and rested 
till tho 13th, when we crossed tho Capo Fear. On tho lltli wo joined 
the brigade on a reconnaissance to Black River and engaged the 
enemy in a sharp skirmish. On the 15th tho lino of mnreh northward 
was rcsiiinod, and the following day wo mot tlie enemy near Averns^ 
borough. In the cngagoinont of tho 10th tliis regiment lield tho right 
center of tho brigade lino and skirmished heavily. Two to four oonir 
l)aniGS wove constantly on theskii'mish lino. Ten iirisoners wore brouglit 
in. The casualties in tho regiment were 9 enlisted men wounded. On 
tho 10th, when this command reached the hattlcllold, it was jnassed in 
reserve for an hour, and then with tho brigade was moved to tho right 
and forward against the enemy in an extensive pine wood. This rogi-

iiient AvaH the rig’ht center of the first line of the brigade, aiul for one 
to two lioiu'S received and delivered a most murderous fire.

The ilark- 
ness of night put an end to the conflict, when we retired 1^00 paces, 
built temporary works and rested for the night. Meanwhile the enemy 
withdrew, leaving his deiKl upon the Held. The loss of my command 
ill this engagement was 5 enlisted men killed, 4 oiliccr.s and 20 enlisted 
men wounded. On thefollowingday wo were moved to the extreme loft 
of our army lines, but were not again engaged. On the 22d we were 
drawn off and moved toward Ooldsborough, which place we reached

In the engagements of the 10th and 19th instant, as in all the duties oi 
the campaign, the oflicers and men of this command evinced the high- 
est qualities of soldiers— promptness, courage, and endurance. 

My command subsisted ahiiostwholly upon the country. An approx- 
imate estimate of forage, commissaries, and animals obtained in the 
country is herewith forwarded.

loading. On the 18th we marclied as a convoy to this train to Ilardee- 
ville, S. C., there rejoined the brigade, and went into camp, where we 
remained till January 29, when we started for Eobertsville, which place 
Ave reached about noon the 30tli ultimo. 

Here wo found two days’ more rest, and then on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 2, cominunicatiou with the rear 'being severed, entered upon the 
long march. On the morning of the 3(1 w(5 passed through Lawton- 
villo, and the evening of the Jth (nunped near Allendale. Here my 
first I'orage party came in, bringing an abundance of supplies. We 
continued our march without interniptiou; on tlio morning of the 6th 
crossed the Big Salkchatchie at Butbrd’s Bridge. The 7th, crossed 
Little Snlkehatchioat HoAvling’s Mills, and in the evening reached the 
railroad about one mile east of Graham’s Turnout. Worked at the 
destruction of the raib'oad Avest of G-raham’s on the 8th. On the 9tli 
Ave inarched west to a couple of miles beyond llUickville, and worked 
vigorously at the destruction of the railroad till night. The lOth, we 
marched to White Pond and eontimied the sumo Avork, leaving oil' at 
night at the Thirty-third Mile Post from Augusta. The next day loft 
the railroad and resumed our march northward. The I2th, crossed the 
South Fork of the Bdiato, on the 13th tlie North Fork, and on the lOtU 
came, in sight of the capital of Soutli Carolina. Thence marehing 
Ave.stAvard a piece on tlio 17tli, wc crossed th(5 Saluda on the 18tli, 
and Broad lliver tlie 20th. Passed through 'VVinn.sborough the 21st 
and arrived on the banks of the OataAvba Itivcr the 22d and crosHod 
on a pontoon bridge tlio .same night. On the 2{)th wo arrived at Hang- 
ing Eock, Avhoi'o remained the next day. 

Uosuiiiod our journey on the 28th and arrived at Ohosterilold March 
3, and to the Great Ped.oe, near Siicedsborough, N. 0., on the 4th, 
whore we remained the nth. On this day 1 (illleor and 10 enlisted 
men, part of a forage party engaged in grinding corn at a mill, Avere 
captured by a rebel cavalry force diaguiacd as Union ibragei'S. Maveh 
6, marched to OhcniAv and there crossed the Great J.’edco the ensuing 
night. The 10 th avo got across a series of swamps and the Luiubor .River 
and reached the city of Fayetteville the 11th; we moved through the 
city and across the Capo Fear the 13tli. Wont on a reconnuiasaneo to 
Black River the 14th and marched northward on the Raleigh plank 
road the 15th. Oontimied this march on the 16th, but soon came upon 
the enemy and became engaged in a hot skirmish, AAdiieh continued till 
night, tlie enemy being driven IVoin two lines of lighter works to his 
main line of brcast-AVork.s. The roglmoiit lost in this alcirmiah 2 ofllcors 
killed, 5 enlisted iiicii killed, and 10 Avounded. The next day, the enemy 
having loft, avo marched over his works to Averasborough, whore my 
regiment took position on the Smitlificld road. The 18th, (5lninged our 
route to the eastward and crossed Black .River. In tlie afternoon of 
the .1 9th AVO came upon the enemy in force, troops in advance of us being 
already lighting. We Avore iirst formed as a niservo in rear of the 
First J )i vi.sion, TAVontiefch Army Corps, but soon moved wi th the brigade 
to the riglit of that division. Advancing in line, the brigade soon met 
the enemy and a sevoro oiigagenionfc ensued, which continued till dark, 
Avlien the enemy Avithdrew, leaving his dead on the Hold. 

My regiment Avas in tlie secoiul lino throughout the engagement; 
gave no lire and received but a light one at the hunds of the oiiomy, 
by Avhi(ili 1 enlisted man Avas killed and 4 wounded. I'lie next morning 
AV(5 moved baeJe to our llrst position j in the afternoon moved to the loft 
dank and there iiitronohod. On the inoriiiiig of the 21.sb moved out in 
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aupnort of the piokct-line to reconnoiter tbo enemy’s picket-line, and 
returned to (uimp. In the afternoon broke camp and marched back to 
our first reserve position. Starting tlieiico on the 22d wo crossed the 
Nense River on the 2ad and arrived at Goldsborough on the 2‘J:th. 

Of the amount of provisions taken from the country it is very diffi- 
cult to form an estimate, even approximately accurate. Erom the 4th 
of February till the 4th of March, when we reached the Great I’edee, our 
forao’cra provided us with an abundance of supplies, so that we could 
well have dispensed with even the small quantities of hard bread that 
were issued, and had accumulated a respectable quantity of meat and 
meal. After that we procured enough, in addition to our savings, to 
give each man a good ration every day. The whole amount taken 
from the country may bo about as follows: Eight hundred pounds of 
wlieat Hour, 4,000 pounds of corn meal, H.'iO bushels of sweet potatoes, 
i:i 000 pounds of meat, 000 pounds of lard, 150 pounds of dried fruit. 
l:Iow much forage the pack animals, forage animals, and animals 
proper in the regiment consumed and destroyed, it is still more aimcnlt 
to tell, but I should put it at about 1,200 bushels of com. My foragers 
destroyo.il about 300 bales of cotton.

Captain: PurRuant to orders received from the general command- 
ing, .1 assumed the command of a scoiitiug party of 115 men on tiio 24th 
instant, and starting from this place at8.30 a, m. pursued the -^ngnsUi 
road toward liobortsvillc. At a point about two miles beyond 1 uiya- 
burg wc began to Ihid the road obstructed, a tree being felled ncioss 
the mime every lifteen to twenty feet. Wo lound these obstruction-, 
wherever the sides of the roml are wooded up to Kirk’s house, aiid at 
Hcvei-al places beyond. Tbo road is bad; some portions ot it wo found 
underwater and others miry. About one 

Bonds (Brudiiam’s) wo encountered a rebel picket-post ol. about twenty- 
ilvo men, belonging, as I was informed, to Whocicr s cominand. h^^Y- 
ing the advaiieo to engage them in front, I sent a party 
dismounted men through the swamps oil the nght ol 
instructions to strike the road again at a point m icai ol the onoraj . 
Belbrothcy could strike the road, however, the enemy iicd ' 

sued them for about three inilea, oceasioiially exchanging shots lYith 
them. I was informed that there are some 300 to 500 ot Wheeler a meii 
at Itobortsville, and other squads of the same number at various points

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fartbev iip tbe road. Toward evening- wc rei-iirned to Limis Cross- 
Hoads, wlierc I bad left forty men to guard the rear, and eiimped there 
for the night. The next morning (25tU) wo proeceded on the bisters 


Ferry road to Grabamvillo Avitlnmt meeting the enemy. This road is 
imobstrueted, dry, and in good eoiulitlon. At Grahamvillo wo were 
met by some of Oeneral Foster’s eavalry. At 12 m. lett (i raham- 
ville marching for camp on tbe Obarleston and I iirysbnrg road, 
great swamp bridges at Fercbeeville we found iomporarily roijnired lor 
ns by the pioneers of tbe Third Division, and alter crossing 
we eoiitinned on tiie main road for about four miles, when I left (be 
main road witli the men of tbe First and Third Ilrigades and procu'oded 
to eami) on a side road. The men of tbe Second ib'igado eontinnod on 
tbe main road to Purysbnrg. Wc reached our camps at .riardeeville at 
5 1 ). m. We saw a number of cattle, slicep, and bogs on tbe road, but 
found forage for animals scarce. The Charleston road, as lar as I 
■went on it, is unobstructed, luit in places very miry and almost impas- 
sable, especially for teams. 

Wo sutfeved no casualties.

Colonel: I have the honor to submit the Ibllowing report of the 
artillery of this corps during tlio recent e.ampaign : 

'Battoryl, First New York Artillery, Captain Winegar, leit bavan- 
uah,Ga., on the 17th of January and joined the Tliird Division, Con- 
eral Ward, at Hardcovillc. Battery M, X''irst New York, liieutemiiit 
Newkirk, and Ibittory 0, First Ohio, Jjioutenant Stephens, left on the 
18th of January with the First Division, (.icnera.l »Jaekson, and Battery 
E, Indepoiulout Pennsylvania Artillery, on the 27th instant, with tlio 
Second Division, General Geary. A few shots were lired by Battery M, 
First New Y’ork Artillciy, at Kobortsvlllo, January 20, and by Battery 
I, First New York Artillery, near Lawtonville, l''ebi'uary 2, the oiiomy 
attempting to hold the road and check our advance. 

On the 2d of March our skirmishers drove tim enemy throngb Olios- 
terfloid; they burned the bridge acro.s8 Thompson’s Creek, about one 
mile ft'om town, and as our tronjis advanced, o[>(‘.ned on them with 
artillery. One section of Batteries I, First Now York, and 0, l''irst 
Ohio Artillery, took position and soon compelled, them to witli- 
draw their battery. On the Kith instant the enemy were found to bo 
in position behind a line of works near Averasborongb. Battericis 1 
and ]\I, First New York Artillery, and C, First Ohio Ari-illory, took 
position in an orchard to the loft of the road, almuf; HOO yards from tlio 
enemy’s lino. They soon silenced their artillery, blowing nji one lim- 
ber, killing all the liorses, and driving the canuonoera from their piece. 
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Olio ■wheel horse on another piece was killctl ns tliey wi'ro ntteinptiug to 
Avithdraw it, compelling them to abandon tliat also, Tlie infantry get- 
ting on their right Hank and rear at this time (compelled them to evac- 
uate tlicir works. Tlie captured gnu, about 200 yards in advance of 
tlieir works, Ava.s immediately turned uiion tiiem, expending all the 
ainmunitioii found in the chests of both gun and howiti^er. Oar bat- 
teries were at once moved forward and occupied their vaeated works. 
Tliere were captm'ed here one 12-pmindcr gun and onel2-pimndor how- 
itzer, both with limbcr.s and harnc.ss complete, and three good horses, 
the others being killed, besides one limber and caisson, all of which, 
except the horses, were destroyed or rendered unserviceable. I'he 
cuoiiiy noAv fell back about one mile to another line of work.s. Battery 
I, Pirat Now York Artillery, advanced with our lines, taking position 
about 200 yards from the enemy. The infantry afterward retiring to 
a position iartlicr to the roar, tluj battery was withdrawn. About 5 
p. m. Battery M -was placed in iiosilion on the road, and threw up a 
slight work in front of their guns. J>uring the night the enemy Avitli- 
drew. On the 10th the enemy Avero again found iii force near Benton- 
ville, the Fourteenth Corps being eogagod as we came up, Our corps 
was luUTied Ibrward, the batteries anivlug and talcing position just 
in time to check an advance of tiio enemy avIio ha<l broken the lines of 
infantry, and taken throe pieces of artillery from the Fourteenth Corps. 
The enemy afterward made several assaults ujxm the lines, bat they 
Avero each time met by a rapid lire from the batteries, Avhich checked 
every advance. 

During the night the enemy fell back to tlieir original position. 
Many of their dead left on the Held showed the effcotivoiiess of tlie 
artillery fire. The batteries remained here in position until the morning 
of the 22d, when they marched toward Goldsborongh, arriving on the 
24th, and camping about two miles from town. 

During the cam])aign tliey subsisted princijially on the country. The 
amount of subsistciKio and forage collected on the inarcli, as near as 
can bo ascertained, is as follows:

and kinds of ammunition used: 

Tlio battery broke camp ut Bavannah, Ga„ J anuary IS, 1805, cross- 
ing the river at that point and joining the Third Division, Twentieth 
Army Corps, at Hardeeville, S. G. Burlng the day one section under 
Lieutenant Bcott was sent down to the river at Purysburg and put in 
position, remaining there until tlio morning of January 2i) 1805 when 
the battery again broke caiiip,.umrcbiug Avith the troops of the Third 
Division, Twentieth Army Corps, until the afternoon of February 2, 
1805. Vr hen near Lawtoiivillo, B. 0., found the Gue]ny^s dismounted 
cavalry strongly posted in the skirts of a dense swamp, when one sec- 
tion Avas ordered by Maj. J. A. Reynolds to bo brought forward and 
put in position, firing tAvelvo rounds ■with no casualties.

172 rounds; loss,31iorse.s wounded. On the morning of the 17tli found 
the enemy had abandoned Iiis work.s. Wo were ordered to accoinpany 
the Third Division, Twentietli Army Corps, in the direction of llaleigh, 
as far as Averasboi'ongh, for the purpose, of covering the fiank ot the 
main column moving on the Goldsborougli rojid. On the morning of 
the ISth we joined the main eoliiinn and marched with the troops ot the 
Twentieth Army Corps in the direction ot Bcntonvillo. When near 
tliis place on the 19th day of IVfarch the battery was again engaged, 
fiviii"' fil'ty-.six rounds with no casualties. Outlie morning of March 
22 found the enemy liad evaenated the night botbre. We again marched 
toward Goldsborongh, via Oox’s Bridge, wliero wo arrived on the 24th, 
and now in camp about one mile and a half uortliwest ol the town.*

The command left Goldsboroiigh, if. 0., April lOtli, ci'ossing Jlneca- 
sin Creek and camping on the 11th in Smithfield. On the 12th crosscil 
Swift Creek and camimd near Raleigh (ni the 13th. Laid in camp 
until the 2oth, when wc laarchcd to Jones’ Cross-Roads, rcitiirniiig to 
Raleigh again on the 2Sth. On the 30th crossed the Reuse River, and 
on the Ist of ]\lay crossed Tar River and Cedar Creek, passing through 
Williamsboi’ough and crossing the Roanoke at Taylor’s Ferry on the 
3d. Crossed the Meheriin River on the ‘Itli, and Rottoway on tlio 
5th. On tlio 7th crossed the Little Nottoway, passing tlirongh Blacks 
and Whites, crossing the Appomattox; crossed Swift and Falling 
Creeks on the 8th, and the James, passing through Riclinumd on the 
11th. Crossed South Anna on the J2th, and Now Found and Little 
Rivers on the 13th, and North Anna and Po on the llth. On the 15tli 
crossed the Rappahannock at United States Ford, passing Hartwood 
Gliurch Kith; camped at Brentsville 17bh.

Lieutenant: I have the honor of submitting the following report 
of the part taken by Battery C, First Ohio Light Artillery, in tlm 
campaign from Savniinali, Ga., to Goldsborongh, N. 0.: 

On the morning of the 18th of January, 18(55, 1 broke camp in the 
dly of Savannah, in obedience to orders from the chief of artillery, 
and moved across the Savannah River into the State of South Caro- 
lina and reported to General Jackson, commanding First Division, 
Twentieth Army Coiiis. On the 19th I moved with First Division 
through Hardeoville and went into camp abPurysburg. On the morn- 
ing of the 27tli broke camp at Pnrysburg and moved with the First 
Brigade, First Division, on- the Robertsvillo road, arriving at Roborts- 
villo on the 29th and joining tho corps. 
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On tlio 2d of February left tliat place witli the Twentietb OoriJS and 

baveiiiareliedAvitlnt during the campaign. 

On the 2d day of March, being with the leading brigade of tlie corps, 
as they were entering Ohcateraeld, S. 0., and meeting some resistance 
from the enemy, by order from the chief of artillery I brought u\vo pieces 
forward at a rapid gait and entered the place with the skirmish line; 
fired two rounds from front of the court-house at the retreating lines of 
the enemy. A short time after this I was ordered to send two pieces with 
theFirst Brigade, First Division, down to the bridge across ihomxjsoiis 
Creek, on tlio Cheraw road, where the enemy was to be seen in some force 
oil the o])posite bank. Lieutenant Storor, who w'as in command of the 
section sent, put lii.s ])iccos in position and opened upon them, to which 
the enemy replied with artillery. Both pieces were then turned upon 
their artillery, which tliey soon drew from the field. In this engagement I 
expended twelve rounds of solid shot, and eight of spherical case. No 
casualties. On the 10th day of March the enemy were again found 
on the Baloigh rond, near Black Diver. Arriving on the field with my 
battery at about 10 a. iii., I took position, in ohedienco to orders from 
the chief of artillery of the corps, on the loft of Captain Winegar, in 
the lino of the Second Brigade, Third Division, and opened upon the 
enemy, who wore behind works some (JOO yards to luy front in an open 
field. After firing some sixty rounds tlio works were charged by the 
Second Brigade and carried, the enemy falling back to a second line. 

I thou moved down and went into position by tlie w'orks. About 3 
p. m. I took ouo section (Lieutoiiaut Storer commanding) on tlio right of 
the lino and reported to General Jackson, but there being no position 
tliero for artillery, it was ordered back. At 5 o’clock I went into camp. 
Tlie oiiomy being gone, on tbo morning of the 17th I resumed the 
inarch with the corps. I exiiciuled in this engagement fifty-six solid 
shot and eiglit spherical case. I had no casualties. 

On the Ifitli I arrived on the iicld of the battle fought on that day 
about 3 o’clock and wont into park on the left of the road near the 
house occuiiicd by the Fourteenth Army Coips as n lioBjiital. About 
half an hour after this the left of the Fourteoiilli Corps was pressed 
back in coiisidcvablo disorder, and by order of the chief of artillorj^ I 
wheeled my battery into position on a small knoll to myright and fi-ont 
some 300 yards from the woods in which our lino was formed. Ab 
the enemy made their appearance in the edge of the woods to my left 
and front some fiOO yards distant, I opened upon them with case, 
checking their advance and giving the infantry time to form. They 
made several .successive charges. I ojicncd upon them each time with 
case and shot and with good effect. 1 kept this position until the 
morning of the 22(1, when I again resumed the march with the corps 
(the enemy being gone), and arrived at Goldsborough on the 24th and 
went into ray iireseut camp. _ 

I exxieiuled during the battle of the lOtli 84 solid shot and 187 siiher- 
ical case. 

My casiiaUies were, one corporal mortally wounded. 

During the campaign the command has captured 5 horses, 18 mules, 
7,000 pounds of meat, 200 bushels of sweet potatoes, 800 pounds of 
flour, 4,000 iiounds of meal, 130,000 iiouiuls of corn, 60,000 pounds of 
fodder, and destroyed about 6,000 imuuds of cotton and 1 grist-mill.

Lieu'J'ENANT : 1 have tlie honor to report (ho following' ()]>ei’at{ons of 
this battery during the eanipaign just ended: 

liatteiy left Ssivininah, Ga., .tanuary 27, inarcdiing with Sceond 
Bivisioii on road toward Angnsta; arrived at; Sister’s Ferry >7uiinary 
29, and remiiiued in camp until Fchntaiy *1, awaiting the eoinplotiou 
of the bridge over the Savannah liivcr. 

Crossed the river on morning of .February 4 and nnirehed via Rob- 
ortsville, Lawtonville, and Duck Branch I’ost-Olllee, joining the other 
divisions of the corps on the JOthat Blackvillo, on Central [Sontli Caro- 
linaj Ibiiroad. Continnod our march over South -and North h’orlcs of 
Edisto, crossing Saluda Kiver six milc.s above Columbia on the 18th 
and Broad River on the 20tli. Encamped at Wiiinsborough on the 
21st. Crossed Catawba liiver on the 23d and took the road via .Hang- 
ing Bock to Ohesterlield Court-House, whero wo arrived on March 2. 

Our march was continued over Podee .Biver at Oheraw, and thence 
to Fayettevillo, where wo encamped bu the evening of the lltli. Had 
one man wounded on the 11th while out with foraging ])arty near Fay- 
etteville. Marched frotn Fayetteville with Scwhnl' lliviaiou on the 
IDth in charge of corps wagon train. Six men of the battery wore 
captured by the enemy on tlic lOth while out witli i'oraging detail of 
Second Division. Rejoined l;he corps on morning of March 20, but 
too late to take any part in the action. Marched thence on tlib 22d 
and arrived at Goldsborough on the 24th. 

No ammunition was oxpctulcd by the battery during the oampaign. 
On the march both men and animals have been subsisted off the 
country, We have con.sumed in all 75,000 pounds of corn and 50,000 
pounds of fodder. The men have consumed about 4,000 pounds of 
llonr, 2,000 pounds of corn meal, and 2,000 pounds of potatoes, with 
probably 5,000 pounds of ham or bacon and 3,000 pounds of b.'esli 
moat. .But few animals w’erc captured and those mostly of an inferior 
kind. Ten horses and liftccii mules .sum up the number taken by this 
command, and the same amount was turned over to quartermaster’s 
department from onr worn out stock. 

Recapitulation : John Drew, wounded March 11; William 0. Taylor, 
W. E. Oanliani, Samuel Cowley, Wellington Stewart, James D. Walker, 
and Robert MeOhesnoy, captured March 10. Horse.s taken, 10; mules 
taken, 15. Consumed: Corn, 75,000 pounds; fodder, 50,000 pounds; 
(lonr, 4,000 pounds; corn meal, 2,000 pounds; potatoes, 2,000 pounds; 
ham and bacon, 5,000 pounds; iresh meat, 3,000 pounds.

Lieutenant: i liavo the honor to submit tho following report of 
operations' of tills battery sineo leaving Golilsboroiigli, N. 0, : 

Battery inarchetl from Gohlsborongh on morning of April 10. 
Encountered mounted parties of the enemy in small force about eight 
miles from town and continued skirmishing with tliein throughout 
the day. hjx])euded sixteen rounds of ammunition. Moved on to 
Baleigh, wliioli we entered outlie 13th, with nothing of importaneo to 
note. Up to this men and animals ivcro 8ub.sistcd to a certain extent oft* 
tho country. We captured probably 100 poimdsof bacon and thesame 
amount of Hour and corn meal. The forage taken was .so small an 
amount that no mention of the same is necessary. Wo remained in tlie 
vicinity of Ealeigh until April 30, when tho line of march was taken 
np for Eichmond, near which wo arrived on tho Stli of May. 

Tho march was resumed on tho 10th, passing through Eichmond 
and coming, via llanovor Junction, Spotsylvania, &c., to Alexandria, 
where wo encamped on the afternoon of tho 10th. A large iimuhcr of 
tho animals wevo worn out and died on tho march, owing to tlio .small 
amount of forage obtained and the rapidity of tlie marching. Tlio 
total number so lost since leaving Ualoigh amounts to twonty-llvo. 

I have no casualties to report during the <lifferciit marches.

Hdqus. Cavalry Command, Arjiy of Invasion, 

Mount Olive Station, K. C., April 5, 180,5. 

Ma.tor: I have tbo honor to submit the following report of the part 
taken by niy coiinnaiid in tbo recent caiupaigii through tho Garolinas, 
III) ^^*0 occupation of Goldsborough: 

On tho inorniug of tho 28th of January, in accordance with iiistrnc- 
tiona from the general-in-chiof, 1 left my encampment on tho Ogeechee, 
and after one of tho most dilHcnlfc marches reached Sister’s Ferry Jan- 
uary 30. Went into camp and hero remained till February 3, when 
tho bridge over tho Savannah having been completed wo crossed; 
passed tlie swam]) beyond and encamped on firm ground about Eob- 
ertsvillo, S. 0. My commniul consisted of three brigades of cavalry, 
iudilfevently mounted, badly armed; one battery of horse artillery, six 
gnus, Captain Beebe commaiuling, and a small brigade of dismounted 
men under the command of Lieutonant-Ooloncl Way; in all, 6,068 men 
for duty. Notwithstanding the many disadvantages under which we 
labored, by moderate marches at first and groat care of the animals 
the command improved from day to day, and on reaching Goldsborough 

r 
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Avas without, fiuostiou, <lospitc tlio long; iiiuldiCliciilt nnirolics, luiincrons 
skinnishcH, simiir.s, uiid battles, in bettor coiidiliou tlinii at; tlio com- 
nieiiccmcMit of tho eanipiugn. 

From Itobertsville my eomnnind moved to Lnwtonvillo, tlioiico to 
Allciidalo. After ]msliing well in toward Augusta, driving a brigade 
of rebel eavnlry before ns, T turned short to the right and struck tho 
Salkehateliio just below Barnwell.^ Tho enemy, about ;«)0 strong, 
occupied a well-chosen position behind earth-works upon the opposite 
side, commanding tho bridge. The bridge was already on fire, but 
the Ninth Ohio Cavalry. Colonel Ifamilton, Ninety -second Illinois 
Mounted Iiifantiy, Licnilenant-Coloncl Van Buskirk {dismounted), gal- 
lantly daslied through the swamp, men wading in tho water up to their 
armpits, crossed tho stream on tree.s felled by oiir pioneers, and, under 
cover of a rapid lire of artillery, gallantly carried the works, driving the 
enemy in confusion toward the town of Barnwell. Only a portion of tlie 
bridge bad been destroyed and was rjuiekly repaired, and we entered 
tho town of Barnwell at 4 p. m., having marched twenty-one miles. 
Tlio following morning struck the railroail at Blackville, diiving a 
brigade of Wheeler’s cavalry from the town. My advance was engaged 
alone with tho enemy at this point. It was a very spirited affair, in 
Avhicli Colonel Jordan, Captain Kstes, niy assistant adjutant-general, 
and Captain Northrop greatly distinguislicd tlioinselvos. Hero tho 
ooinuiaud rested on the road, destroying track iluring tho 7th and 
8th, and on the evening of the 8Ui moved up (ho road in the direc- 
tion of Augusta to Williston Station. After posting iiiekots on the 
various roads leading from the town, and before going into camp, au 
attack was made upon Colonel Spciic.cr’s coinmaiul, liolding tho direct 
road to Augusta. I directed this onicor to move out at once with liis 
brigade and 1'col of tho enemy and as<M‘i‘(a.in hi.s .strength. A spirited 
fight ensued, in wliicli sbe regiments of Major-General Allen’s division, 
of Wheeler’s cavalry— First, Third, Seven tli, Ninth, Twell'th, and Fifty- 
first Alabama— were totally routed. Ooloiiel Spencer alone (iondiusted 
tho light, displaying much skill and great gallantry. Several hundred 
stand of avina were abandoned by the enemy and lofl; scattered along 
the road. One onteor and many men were killed and a large number 
woiuuied. Several prisoners were taken. Colonel Spencer ]>resHed 
the enemy so close for a distance of .seven or eight miles that ho was 
finally forced to leave tlio road and scatter through the woods ami 
swamps ill order to escape, OoIoiiel Spencer brought back ns trophies 
from the fight five battlo-IIngs. I romuiiiod at this point till 10 a. in. 
tlio following day, one-tbir<l of niy entire coiumand being employed 
destroying track. Boino throe miles wore olfcctually destroyed, 
together with the depot and two cars. 

February 0, moved to Windsor and thoneo to Johnson’s Station, 
destroying portions of tho railroad. Up to that point I had moved 
from Blackville in such a manner and had so inaiieuvcrod my troops 
as if I was the advance of the main army movingoii Augusta. On tho 
morning of tho lltli 1 found that tho movement wa.s a success. Wlicclcr 
had left tlio Edisto unguarded, uncovered Oolunibla, and by marching 
all day and night reached Aiken at daylight on the morning of tho 
lltli with Ills entire command. To make certain of this, General Atkin.s, 
cornmauding brigade, was directed to move out of my works at John- 
son’s Station ami make a reconnaissance in the direction of Aiken. 
His advance, without opposition, entered the town and a moment after- 
ward was most furiously attacked by Wheeler’s entire coniinaml. 
General Atkins fell back, fighting gallantly, disputing every foot of 
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ground, to iny position at Johnson’s Station, giving mo sufficient time 
to make all necossary dispositions to check the enemy’s i'nrtlier advance. 
At 11a. in. VVhe(der, with one brigade, feinted upon my left flank and 
charged, mounted, with his entire coiiimaiid. Ho was handsomely 
repulsed with a lo.ss of 31 killed, 100 wounded, and GO taken prisoners. 
He made no farther attack, but fell back to his old position !it Aiken. 
I remained at this point, destroying track as n.sual, and constantly 
demomstrating in the direction of Augusta, till the night of the 12bh, 
when I left AVlieeler’s front, crossed the Edisto at Guignard’s Bridge, 
and eiieamped four miles beyond, picketing the Edisto as high up as 
Pino Log Bridge against Wheeler’s cavalry. February 11, encamped 
on the south bank of the North Edisto; cros.sed on the IStli; moved 
well in on the left of the Fourteenth Army (Jorp.s, marching parallel 
with it and struck the Lexington and Augusta I’oad, or what was called 
in the country the Two Notch road, northwest of and nine miles distant 
from Lexington. Only .some l,i>00 of Wheelcr’.s cavalry had passed 
upon the road in the direction of Columbia. The majority of his com- 
inand, together with Cheatham’s corps, which had been inarching for 
Columbia, was interceptoil. 

On the 17th crossed the Saluda Uiver; moved north; i’onml that 
Wliceler had (jrossed the Saluda and was moving for the railroad 
bridge over Broad Itiver at Alston. Marched all <lay the 18tli parallel 
to Olioatham’s corps, rebel infantry, and at some points not over three 
miles distant. A bad .stream alone prevented me i’rom striking him in 
the dank. Uo had crossed tiio Saluda fifteen miles above Lexington 
Court-House, and was now moving northeast, in the direction of New- 
berry. I struck the railroad at Pomaria Station, destroying a portion 
of tlie trade, the depot, and burned several bridges from that point to 
Broad liivcr. C reached Alston, on Broad Itiver, on tlie evening of 
the 18th, and here remained in camp till the oveningof the lOth, when 
I crossed Broad Uiver, and on the evening of the 2Utli reached I^ronti- 
cello. Found that Wiieeler had already cro-ssed the river and wa.s 
moving north to Ohestcrville. From Monticello my command moved to 
Springfield Post-Odiee, on the Columbia aud Charlotte liailroad, and 
demonstrated strongly in the direction of Ciicstcrvillc until the main 
army liad secured a cro.ssing over the Waterce liivor, then drew off 
across the Watevee and moved to Lancaster, and again strongly demon- 
strated in the direction of Ciiarlotte. Hero it was found that riamp- 
ton’.H and Wheeler’s combined forces were in my front. By demonstra- 
tions and feints, communications, and a well-timed interview with 
Major-General Wheeler, the enemy was not otdy deceived as to our real 
movements, but the deception was kept up for several days, and it was 
not until our army had crossed Lynch’s Greek and the advance had 
actually reacdied Ohesterfleld aiuVGheraw that ho discovered his mis- 
take. In the meantime portions of ray command had occupied Monroe 
and Wadesborough, destroyed many mills and much other valuable 
property. When near Chesterfield the enemy for the first and only 
time succeeded in making a single dash upon the iuliuitry column.s of 
the Left Wing, and then only chased in the foragers. 

The exceedingly bad roads and length of column rendered it impos- 
sible for all the roads to be effectually guarded. Previous to this time 
Captain Northrop, of my scouts, had burned all the railroad bridges 
on the Columbia and SpartanbirrgEailroadup to and including the one 
over Broad Eivor at Shelton’s Ferry. 
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While at Lancaster the following cpmmmiiciitions were sent to and 
received from Major-General Wheeler by dag ot truce, and a iiiunbor 
of prisoners were oxolianged:

Ono of my scouts, a roliablo man, was with this force all day, and 
tostilied to tho fact that not only wore those mon roforrod to mnrdorod, but that tho 
gonoral conversation of your mon was that they would tnko no more prlHonors. I 
hope yon may bo able to Ihmisli some ronson that may in a degree justil’y tho course 
taken by yonr mon. ■ ,,j 

You spoak in your communication of my threat to hum liouBoa, &o., ns being "too 
brutal for you or your Oovorninont to ontortain.” No matter how brutal it may 
8001 U, I have tho power and will onforoo it to tho lottor, and more, if this courso is 
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poreistod in, I will not only allow but oncourago rnypaoplo to rctaliato lunn for man, 

I slinll talcti no notion for the present. If stragglers from iiij' commaiul are iouml in 
tlio hunHoa of citizens committing any outrages whatever, my own people po directed 
to filioot them ii])on tlio spot, and of coiivao I expect ollicors and soldiers of your 
commiiiid to do the Bamo. 

1 am alive to tho fact that I am siirroiinded hy citizens as well ns soldiers, whoso 
bitter lintred to the men I have tho honor to command did not originate with this 
war, and I expoet tliat some of my men will ho killed elsowhevo than on tho battlc- 
lleld, hot I luiow and shall not hesitate to ap]ily n suro remedy in each case.

During tlio night of tlic (itU of March my coiiimaud crossed the Pedee, 
and oil the Tth occupied Kockiiigham, driving Butler’s cavalry (livision, 
of ITainxitoii’s cavalry, from the town after a considerable skirmish, in 
wliioh the rebel General Aiken was killed. On the 8th crossed Lumber 
River, and after the most dilTlcult march over the most horrible roads, 
swamps, and swollen streams, I struck tho rear of Lieutenant-General 
Hardee’s column at Solomon’s [Solemn] Grove, on the Charlotte and 
Fayottoville road, capturing a number of prisoners. Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Hardee was found to bo rapidly moving for Fayetteville, and from 
prisoners wo learned that Liontenaiit-Genoral Hampton’s cavalry was 
some miles in the rear, but rapidly marching for the same point. I detor- 
iniiied at once to intercept him. By scouts 1 learned tliat Hampton was 
mareliing upon two roads, the Morgantown road and a road throe miles 
farther to the north and parallel to it just south and east of Solomon’s 
[Solemn] Grove. I postcil upon each a brigade of cavalry, and lonrning 
that there was a road still farther north upon wliicb some of the enemy’s 
trooi)8 might move I made a rapid night’s march with Colonel Spencer s 
little brigade of three regiments and 400 di.smounted men and one sec- 
tion of artillery, and took post at tho point where the road last men- 
tloiicd intersects with tho Morgantown road. During tho fore part of 
tiie evening I loft General Atkins and Joined Colonel Spencer ^yitll my 
staff and actually rode through one of General Hampton’s divisions 
of cavalry, which byJl o’clock had Hanked General Atkins and was 
encamped within three miles of Colonel Spencer. My escort of 15 mou 
and 1 officer was captured, but I escaped with my staff. General Atkins 
and Colonel Jordan discovered about 9 o’clock that while the enemy 
was amusing them in front he was passing with his main force on a road 
to his riglit. Those oHIcors at once pulled out and made every cilort to 
Join me before daylight but failed to do so, owing to the bad roads and 
almost incessant skirmishing with tho enemy, who was marclung i)ar- 
allel to him, and at some points not a mile distant. 

Hampton had marched all day and rested his men about three mdcs 
from Colonel Jordan’s position at two o’clock in the morning, and just 
before daylight charged my position with three divisions of cavalry, 
Humes’, Allen’s, and Butler’s. Hampton led the center division (But- 
ler’s) and ill less than a minute had driven back my people, and taken 
possession of my headquarters, captured the artillery, and the whole 
commaiul was dying before tho most foriiiidablo cavalry charge I ever 
have witnessed. Colonel Spencer and a large portion of my staif were 
virtually taken prisoners. On loot I succeeded in gaming the cavalry 
camp a few hundred yards in the rear, and found the men lighting "svitii 
tho rebels for their camp and animals and we wore finally forced back 
some 500 yards ftirthor to a swamp impassable to friend or foe. The 
enemy, eager for plunder, fiiiled to promptly follow us up. We rallied 
and at once advanced upon liim. We retook tho cavalry camp, and, 
oncouraged by our spcfiess, charged the enemy, who was oiideavoring 
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to liarjiess up the battery horses and plmidcring my hoadquanors. 
Wo retook the artillery, turned it upon the enemy about our head- 
quarters, ]iot twenty steps dustaut, and finally fbrecd liijii {)ut of:' the 
cam]) Avitb great slaughter. Wo re-established our line and :ror an 
hour and a half foiled every attempt of the enemy to retake it. At 
about 8 o’clock General Mitchell witli a brigade of infantry eamo 
within supporting distance, having rapidly marched to my asHistaneo 
across the country from the plank road. Ho at once moved up in posi- 
tion and reimiined with mo until 1 .30 o’clo(dc, rendtu'ing every assistance 
possible. Tlio enemy, liowovor, did not make it nccos.sary for the infan- 
try to fire a single shot. General Mitchell has my thanks and deserves 
great credit for tike rapid march over a broken country, the soldierly 
feeling displayed, and anxiety to assist me. We lost <1 ofllcors killed 
and 7 wounded, 15 men killed and Cl severely and several slightly 
wounded, and 303 officers and men taken prisoncr.s. 

The enemy left in our camp uiiward of 80 Icilled, iiududing many 
officers, and a largo number of men wounded. Wo captured 30 prison- 
ers and 150 horses with their equipments. 

This battle speaks for itself and needs iio common t from mo. I will 
simply add that less tlian one-third of my entire command was niiex- 
pectcdly attacked before daylight by the entire rebel (cavalry force led 
by Hampton in person, tlio pot and pride of tlko Son thorn chivalry, and 

110 matter what the facts may bo regarding the conducl; of my people 
under the llrat terrible onset of the foe, they can proudly boast tliat 
without assistance tliey regained their camp, animals, artillery, and 
transportation, and drove the enemy ill confusion IVom the ground he 
had taken by surprise and force of numbers alone. 

Oil the following day my command moved to Payettoville, and on the 
morning of the 15th crossed Cape Pear liivor and moved out upon the 
road toward Euloigb, encountering the enemy in force six miles iVom 
Ayorasboroiigli. llo-onforccd by a brigade of inlhn try, my command 
remained in camp during the night within easy rifle-range of tlio enemy’s 
pickets. At daylight the following moiiiiiig I moved out in lino of 
battle, the infantry having tlio center. The enemy’s pickets were driven 
in and his skirmish lino forced back to his main lino of battle. Alter 
thoroughly reconnoitoring the enemy’s entire position I decided it was 
not prudent to attack, and sent back for infantry re-enforcemoiits. In 
the meantime the enemy moved on t of his works and furiously attacked 
the cavalry under Colonel Jones upon the right, ^'liis oillcev gallantly 
hold his position initil ro-cnfonicd by the brigades of Oulonel .Jordan 
and General Atkins, ami after ropnlsing throe dotormiiicd iittacka, 
charged in turn, driving the enemy back again behind his works. Tlie 
Twentieth and Pourteenth Army Corps having come nx) and gone into 
position, in accordance with instructions from the general-iii-chiof, 
ray cavalry operated upon the right throiigliouft the day and, mounted 
and dismounted, fought side by side with the infantry, and I am certain 
to their oiitiro satisfaction. The following morning wo crossed Jilack 
Orcok and moved out upon the Smibhville [Sinitlihold road to the loft 
and front of the Pourteenth and Twcntlobli Army Corps. 

Thi.s was the last operation of the cavalry during the campaign 
worthy of notice. Wo weroon thofleldready ami willing to participate 

111 the battle of Bentoiiville, but the oiiportunity did not oiler. After 
the enemy liad been defeated and driven beyond Mill Creek, and tlio 
main army had moved to Qoldsborongh, my command moved to Mount 
Olive, on the Wilmington and Weldon Railroad, and there went into 
camx>) and now remains resting from tlio long and arduous camiiaign 

which it lias so recently x>assed. 
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1 look bauk over tho])ast campaign, so glorious to this army, with 
feelings of pride and satisfaction. Aly entire command, animated by 
the same spirit, with fnl! coiiMence in their chiefs, have with skill and 
energy overcome every obstacle, and have willingly dared every dan- 
ger that a perfect success might* crown our cd'orts. 

I take great pleasure in bringing to your favorable notice the names of 
the following otiieers of my command whose great services tlumgbont the 
campaign entitle them to promotion: Brevet Brigadier-General Atlcins, 
coimnanding brigade; Col. Thomas J. Jordan, iliiith Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, commanding brigade; Col. George E. Spencer, First Alabama 
Cavalry^ commanding brigade; Lieutciiant-Coloucl Way, commanding 
disuionntod cavalry; Lieut. Col. F. A. Jones, Eighth Indiana Cavalry, 
and Capt. L. G. Estes, my a.ssiataiit adjutant-general. I do not deem 
it necessary to mention theindividnal eases in which these officers have 
particularly distingnished themselves. A careful perusal of this report 
alone will show that they fnlly deserve the promotion 1 ask for them. 

Aoeomininying this report will be found special recommendations of 
meritorioLisoflieGr8,which I considorjnst and proper; also accompanying 
this report will be found a nominal li.st of killed, wounded, and 
missing, prisoners taken, property captured and destroyed, throughout 
this campaign.

Ueiitonant-Golonol Kiinniol, witlitho Ninth riinnsvl- 
vaniii (jiivalry , was oncainpiMl in tho roar of tho brigade one mile and 
a halt at a cross-road. <.)n tho morning of tho'ltli his iiiidcets wore 
uldackod heavily, hut after being repulsed several times tho enemy 
withdrew irom his iront and began to mas.s on tho right dank of tlio 
hirst l.rigado aiul loll; of tho Second ilrigado. lly order of Gonoral 
iviijiatric c, (Inviiig the altonioon we withdrew from our position and 
paasing through tJie Seeoiid Brigade, and took postnear a white lioiiso 
Homo two iniles in tho rear. After tho witlidrawal of tlio Second Brigado 
iroin iiiy Iront the enemy heavily attacked my position, which J had 
carelully liarric-aded, charging it several times, but were each time 
repiilHed. Alter keeping up a desultory (Ire till !) o’clock at night 
tiioy rotiro(l b) their eiicaminnont within a few Immlvcd yards of inv 
Iront. I Inlly oxpoetod to be heavily attacked in tlio morning, for both 
vyiioclor and Hampton, with tlieir coiiibiiioil forces, were present. 
iMiniig the niglib I, .sent my wagons to the rear anil proiiared for the 
Htriigglo, but daylight rcvea.led the fact that the enemy Inul deeamped 
dui'iiig tho night. On tho morning of the 5tli t marcliod my commaml 
by Moryoii I’ost-Odlce to (die Pedeo River, crossing the river on pon- 
tooiiN about one mile south of tho Nortli Carolina lino, ami mai'chod 
till (liiylight on the morning of the 7tli, when I Invited to feed, and 
at 7 a. 111 . ((lOiieiul Kilpatrick and stalV having joined ino) pusliedoii to 
Rockingham, where my advance, a portion of tlic Ninth Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, with a detachment of the Third Kentucky, inidor Captain 
iJoylo, and a low foragers from otlier roginioiits, drove the rear of 
lUitlors cavalry from the town, wliicli wo roaclicd at 10 a. m. 'I’iio fol- 
lowing (lay, luiving tho rear guard, we marched toward Payettevillo, 
and during the night pa-ssed Ilrowiiing Creek, wliore I luid todlsmoiiiib 
my coniinaiid to draw Mie artillery and wagons tlirougli tlie swamp, 
inoro tlniii hall a mile widej the men were many tiinoH in mud and water 
to tlioir armpits. 


At 't a. m. of tlio {)th went Into camp to feed horse.s and rest the 
men, and at 8 a. in. I was again in the saddle and during tho day 
(irossed Deep Creek, and about !) o’clock that night Huccoodod in cross- 
ing Devil’s C ut by again dismounting my men to draw the wagons iind 
artillery. Tliis night I eneamped at Rocldlsh Church, about two miles 
Iimiu Dovifs Cut, the Second and Third llrigados being far hi advance 
ot me. About ;t n. m. [ discovered that the enemy had passed on the 
Morgantown road, about two niilcs and a half in my front, with iiifaiiti’y 
n ml cavalry, cutting oil' niy immmuiilcations with the Hccoiid and Third 
Ih’igades. Major-Uoiioral Kilpatrick having sent mo ordora tho ovon- 
itig bol'ore to move ntdaylight for theplank road to the aouth, at 0 a. m. 

1 took a road loading to Sandy (Irove Cluireli, on the plank road, wliicli 
I iinind to bo a good one, and at 1) a. m. reached the Cliiekeii road, two 
miles from and running imrnllel wdth the ]ilank road. During tlio 
inarch .1 hml heard heavy liringj whieli proved to be an attack by tho 
c,()inhined foriios of Wheeler and Hampton on the 'fliird Brigade and. 
(iiKinounted men, but before 1 could join them the action was over ami 
the enemy driven off. About 2 p. m. I Joineil tlio Second Brigade, 
Ceneral Atkin.s, and went into camp. At ii p.m. wo wore again in tho 
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saddle, and reaching a point within twelve miles of Fayetteville 
encamped for the night On the morning of the llth moved in 
advance toward Fayetteville, where, iiuding the intantry already in 
possession of the town, we went into camp on the ])lanlc road leading 
to the Yadkin, at Johnson’s farm, four miles from the town. I roinaiiHul 
at this point until the 15th. Tlieii T crossed Cape Fear Uiver on the 
pontoon bridge and moved on the i*oad from Fayetteville to Averas- 
borongli, and encamped about sevoiiteeii miles Irom F[a 3 'ettcvilleJ, con- 
fronted by tlie enemy. 

During the night tlm cavalry was rc-cnforccd by a brigad{‘. of infantry 
under (lolonel Hawley, and at 0 o’clock on the morning of the Kith, tlie 
infantry oeeupying the center, two regiments of the Third Brigade 
being thrown on the left ilauk, the EigliHi Indiana Oavalry of the 
First Brigade supporting the right, and the remainder of my com- 
mand being held in reserve, to operate as cireiiinstaneos might dhttate, 
wo moved on tlio enemy. In a few miiuitca J.lio command w'as engaged, 
and Colonel Jones, Eighth Jiidlana (kivalr^, very heavily. The avtil- 
icry of the enemy now ov)encd and my section of the Tenth Wisconsin 
Battery, Lieutenant Fowler commanding, \va8 placed in position. I was 
then ordered by General .Kilpatrick to proceed witli iny whole com- 
maud to the right flank to support (Jolonol Jones and hold the position. 
TJpon getting into the rear of tlio Eighth Indiana I found that they 
wore heavily engaged, and Colonel Jones reported to mo that ho was 
fearhil that his riglit would bo turned. I at once ordered Colonel 
Kimmel, with two battalions of the Eintli I’cnn.sylvania Cavalry, to 
dismount and form upon his right. The Ninth had hardly got into 
position wimn they wore charged by tlie enemy’s infantry, and charge 
after ohargo was mot by it and the Eighth Indiana in quick succes- 
sion. About 11) a. m. Colonel Jones reported to mo tliat his ammuni- 
tion was giving out, and 1 at once sent for the ammunition train to be 
brouglit up, and as the attack by the enemy became {as they were < 5011 - 
stantly re-enforced) more frcqtiont and determined, I ordered the 
Second Kentucky in to strongtlien tlio linos of Colonel Jones. The 
ammunition being somewhat in the roar and the roads very bad by 
which it could bo brought up, I ordered the Third Kentucky, whicli I 
had previously placed on my extreme right, to dismount and further 
atrongtheii the lino by taking post (dose on the right of the infantry. 
Thus, all my command were in action excepting one battalion of the 
Ninth Pennsylvania Cavalry, wliicli 1 lield in reserve. The ammuni- 
tion now came up, but not in aunicloiit quantities to fill the demand, 
and the attacks of the enemy ratlier increasing than dimiuisliiiig, 
all the ammunition was distributed and the bravo fellows held their 
ground, finally driving the enemy ba(;k to their introiichmonts. 

Brigadier-General Atkins (xmiing up at this time with liis brigade, 
threw out the Ninth Ohio, mounted, on uiy extreme right, and. the 
Ninety-second Illinois and the Ninth Micliigan, dismounted, to hold 
some barricades that I had prepared witli men of my command, who, 
upon getting out of ammunition, had come to the roar. 

At 12.30 p. m. a brigade of infantry, Colonel Selfridgo commanding, 
coming up, my command was relieved and ordered to the rear to mount 
their horses. I was ordered by General Kilpatrick to follow up the 
right flank as soon as mounted. In a few minutes I was again in the 
saddle, but not actively engaged till I reached the rear of the Ninth 
Ohio, which was moving on the right of the infantry. As this regiment 
was marohing in colutnn toward an opening in the .swamp a regiment 
of infantry that liad not been observed opened a most murdovoua fire 
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upon It. rt at onoo fell back, the rebels following. ThelSrinth Ponn- 
^yivimiii, hoiiig in advance, was at once brought into lino ami as the 
Isi itli Olno piis.sed through its intervals opened (and with the Second 
Kentucky which 1 had lorincd on its extreme right) so hot a lire upon 
c.harging line that it fell back in eonfusion. My coininand haviuir 
been in action from (» a. m. till 3 j). in. almost without intermission, 
and Jniying le.ss than live rounds of aininuiiitlon to the man left, I was 
oi'doi'CAl to retire to the rear, to dismount the men and allow my com- 
imuid Lo 1 he action being over and the enemy driven from the 

ground, with the loss oi their artillery and a largo number of killed.

M y oljicei’H killeil on tills oecaslon wore Oapt. Joliii Boal, Company A, 
Ninth 1 onnaylvania Cavalry, and Oapt. C. Lemieii, Ooin])aiiy E, Eighth 
Indiana Cavalp’’; and Oapt. TO. A. Hancock, Oompany B, Nintli Ponn- 
syiyania Oavalry, wounded, causing amputation of tiio hTt log. 

Moving from Black Orcok on the morning of tlio 1.7th, wo marcliod 
toward Bentonvilio and Ooldsborougli. On the JOth, ihidiiigtlioiiifan- 
try iKuivi y eiigagiHl in our front, wo moved np ami formed on their left 
lank, bu t were not engaged. On tbo20Mi my brigade Itokl Ihoextronio

lully dmnonstratin^ tho fact that onrlo.ft far ontnaiikcd tlieir right! 
pie iollowiiig morning, tho enomy having withdrawn during tlio night, 
i was ordered to retain possession of tho Hold of battle, wliicU I did' till 
.10 p. ni. March 22, :I8H5, wlion 1. withdrew and Joined the division, after 
marclnng about six nule.s. On the 2<lth my command reached this point 
and the campnign (dosed. 

J.)nring a (jampaigu which probably lias had no iiavallel in the history of 
the woi’ld^ tho iiion and olllcors of my eonimaml have oxliibiloil a siiirit 
of patriotism, a deep unfliiicliing dotcrmlnation, a ciipmaty Lo boar and 
a will f;o do, that is truly conummdablo. I would respectfully call the 
attention olTuy siipoilor.s to Lientonant-Ooloiiel .lonos, Eightii Indiana 
(.aivalry, as a iirojier snlijcet for promollon. Colonel .Jones has for 
almost lour years beem lientemiiit-colonel of his regiment, and during 
nuist of that time lias had command, and for a time cominaiuled a 
brigadi^ /\ better ofllcer, a more reliable, bravo, true-hearted gontlo- 
maii, .t luivo imver had the ]>leasuroof being connected with. Here- 
with you will Hiid eo]>ies of the reiiorta of regimental and battery com- 
mHii(l{!i'.s, to which .1. would call your attention Ibr fuller particulars. 

During this long and trying eunipaign, in which tlio oavalry has 
constantly covered tlio left and front of tho army, shielding its 
niinieiise trains and keeping a bold and daring enemy, umlor Wlieclor 
and Hampton, at a respectful distain^o from our main army, holding 
Inin 111 false positions at Aiken and Chestervillo, while onr infantry 
semirod an unobstructed lino of march, retiring from before largely 
siijioriqr forces, and iiiarching through the heart of tho Coiifcaeracy 
for a distance of more than 700 miles, roHects upon our gallant leader 
a. luster bliat will grow brighter and brighter till it culminates in 
erushliig tho rebellion and rosboriug ixwco to our unhappy laud. 
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1 take pleaRiire in ackuowlodging tlie assistance reiulevcrl by the 
various incnibers of my staft*. They have all doiio their duty with an 
alacrity and zeal that entitles them to the rcapeob and esteem of their 
fellow-soldiers. 

Tlie uniform Idndness I have received from the major-general com- 
manding, and from Major Estes, his chief of start', and indeed froin his 
whole family, has filled the dangers, privations, and toils of a sixty 
days’ inarch with green spots nponwliicli 1 shall always look back 
with pleasure. Tlie commanding officers of regiments and batteries 
have all behaved with gallantry, and with their subalterns, by their 
cheerful obedience to orders, have vitally assisted in the success of the 
campaign. 

The entire loss of my command during the campaign is 31. killed, 08 
wounded, 37 missing, 75 captured. My command has captured 175 of 
the enemy and killed and wounded in the different actions numbers of 
the (jneiny greatly superior to our loa.s.

Headquarters Eighth Injjiana Cavalry, 

March 37, 1865. 

I have the honor to report that my command (Eighth Indiana Cav- 
alry and detaolimont Third Indiana Cavalry) left Savannah, Ga., in 
very poor condition; our animals luul been nearly starved at Savaimah 
and only by the most untiring ollbrts wore onr horses kept in anything 
like serviceable condition. Added to these einbarrassnienta was th(} 
fact that seventeen of the old and tried officers of the command were 
mustered out and their places filled by men who, although they proved 
themselves deserving soldiers, had not yet slioAvn their capacity for 
command. I confess that in view of those facta I entered the great 
campaign of the Oaroliiias with many misgivings. 

My command was not engaged with the enemy until the 10th of Febru- 
ary. On the morning of that date my First Battalion, under Captain 
Crowell, being advance guard, struck tho enemy at Johnson’s Station, 
driving him from several barricades on to liis main force and fought him 
until recalled by order of Colonel Jordan, On tho next day, the Second 
Brigade having been routed, the enemy chai'gcd my command in position 
at Johnson’.^, S. 0., and were repulsed with the loss of the adjutant and 
tliree men, Twelfth AlabamaCavalry, killed and several others Avounded. 
At Moiiticello, S. 0., Lieutenant Jackson, Avitli Company 0, Eighth 
Indiana, Avas scut to burn Spartanburg railroad bridge over Broad 
River. The order was executed. Lieutenant Jackson burning several 
minor bridges on tho same road, also destrojdng large factory and grist- 
mills, driAdiig 300 home guards across Bi'oad River, and rejoined the 
command at Black Stocks, on Charlotte railroad. At a cross-roads 
north of Chesterfield my pickets were charged by the enemy, but he 
Avas repulsed Avith loss. ' About this time Lieutenant Thompson, AAuth 
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Ooi)i])any K, who wsm foriigiiig' for horsoa, charged the town of 'Watlos- 
borough at the aaruc time with the lamented GriClin, iieitlier Grilliii nor 
iliomp.son knowing the whorcabonta of the other. In this charge 
'.riiompaon caplured .‘5 oflieers (1. major) and 3 men and several horses. 
Thoin|>son turned Ida prisoncra over to the comnianding oilicer of One 
hundic.d and seventh New York Infantry. 

On the morning of Mar<}h 1C, near Avoraaboroiigh, N. C., I was 
ordered into ])osition to cover the right Ihmk of an infantry brigade, 
and to move with it against the enemy. Wo had hardly left our camp 
lu*for(\ we striuik the enemy in lino and in strong force; iinding myself 
near liis Hank .1. eljarged him vigorously and routed an entire brigade 
()l Soulh Caivdina. infantry. Had mir infantry then pushed forward itis 
my Jinn belief that we could have captured the enemy’s worlcs, iirtillery, 
and many xirisoiiers, without the firing of a shot. As it was, the cav- 
alry alone toolt several ]»rjsoncrs and drove the rebels in the wildest 
conliision into (heir works. Had there been solid ground I should Inivo 
taken tlioir worlcs with cavalry, but the raiii.s of tiie x^i’evious night 
had made the «;ountry fnio vast mire, which chocked the impetus of our 
eharge, and gave the enemy time to reform behind their works. Find- 
ing further operations on hoi’scback imimssiblo, I dismounted my com- 
mand and sent ledlmrses to the rear; the oiiomy, seriously alarmed fer 
the safety of his left (lank, coinmonced rapidly re-ouforciiig tliat flank, 
and I soon found that I. was fighting several times iny number, ana 
oi'(l(U' 0 (l my linos to reeoiinei^t with the infauti'y. I’ho eiioiny seeing 
niy movcmient, and Judging it to bo a retreat, (fliarged me in great force. 
We imnuidiately c.amo to “ about face,” gave two or tlireo volleys from 
our made a <5ountcr-(fliargo, causing the foe to quickly 

seek slieltor in his works. Although fighting many times our number, 
and infantry too, and our lines very attouuuted, yet it seemed tliai 
cvc'vy oflleor and man of my commatid felt that onr position was vital 
to the safely of tlie infantry on our left ami was determined to hold it 
at <iv(U'y Inmiiril. The enemy charged ns riJimatedly in great force; wo 
always veceivod his charges with a volhy and a eountor-ehargo, and 
w'lia tover were the odils against ns, we alway.s drove them back and into 
their works. 1 c,an safely say that no bettor Ilgli(;ing has boon done in 
this war than wa.s done that day by this command, and I am satisfied 
that we HO attrantiMl the atbmtioii of the enemy, and so seriously 
threatened his left that he <li<l not ob.sorve the movements of the force 
Mdii(!h was turning his rightnntil it was too late to oiiposo it. My loss 
was heavy, but examinatiou of the field shows that the enemy suffered 
lieavier far than we did. 

My cominaiul operated with the brigade on the right flank of John- 
ston’s army at I kmtonville, and on the evening of the yotli of March Gap- 
tain Orowell xmssod around the right (lank of the enemy and got, in 
faid, in roar of his artillery, but his forim was so small he oould not take 
advantage of his discovery. 

My thanks are due to ^Iajor Herring for onieient aid reiulorcd botli 
in atdioii and on the niartfli. Oax>taiiis Orowell, Leavoll, and Mitchell, 
(iorninanding battalions of Highth Indiana, have x>i'oved thomsolvos 
(iompetent for their command. They are fine soldiers and in ooiineotioii 
with Major Herring and Oax>taiu Fattoii, commuiuUng Third Indiana, 
ar(i (ioinmoiided for promotion. Lieut J. W. Oliapin disoliargcd the 
duties of adjutant with the iiromxitnoss and energy of a true soldier. 
Doctor McCormick, for Ids careful attention to our sick and wounded 
soldiers during this camx)aigii, will always bo held in grateful romom* 
branco by the offleers and mou of tlio Bighth Indiana Oavairy. 
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Ill this ciinipuig'u my command lost Captain Loiincii ami 12 inon 
killetl| they died as brave men die, with arms in liiiiid and J'aeo to foe; 
theirs was a death whoso rapture high transcended all tliat earth can 
yield; their warmest wish was so to die on tliei’cil battle lleld. We 
mourn their vacant places and will try to emulate their soldierly qual- 
ities. 

To reoapitnlate, we lost 1 ollicor and 12 men Idllcd, 7 olllcei's and 55 
men wounded, and 20 enlisted men missing; we lost 25 horses killed 
and 20 wounded in action 16th of March.

Captain: 1 have the honor to submit the following report of this 
movements of and part taken by iny regiment in the recent campaign 
through the OaroUnas: 

On the 24tli of January, 1865, 1 arrived and took command of the 
regiment. Found it muler order.s and everything in readiness for aoani- 
paigii. January 28, the command inovcd^ and aftoi’ four days’ iiard 
inarching tlirough miserable swamps it arrived at Sister’s Ferry, (la., 
where we were obliged to remain several days to await the lioiiipiotiou 
of a road across and theremoval of torpedoes from aninqiaHsable swamp 
on the oiiposite aide of the river. 

February 3, cverytliing being in readiness, we eroasod the ri\mr. 
IMarchiiig almost parallel to it wo oncamiicil at llobertsvillo, H. C, 
Found no enemy until wo reached ]31ackvillo,on theSontli Carolina Itail- 
road, February 7, where I was ordered by Colonel Jordan, commaiid- 
iiig brigade, to charge the town, Avhiidi I did. Found tlie enemy retrmit- 
iiig in disorder. I followed up closely for three miles, capturing several 
men and horses, when I came ujioii a strong force in line. T'lioy seeing 
but a small force pursuing them, and no support in sight, began to Hank, 
when I was compelled to retire. 1 reached the brigade, having lost but 
one man and throe horses. The regimcnttlion wont into ixisition with 
the brigade and barricaded, whore wo remained during tlu'- night. 

February 8, marched with the brigade along the railroad to V\'’il- 
listen. 9th, encamped two miles from Windsor, on railroad. 10th, 
I marched with brigade in the direction of Aiken. Arrived at John- 
son’s Turnput and barricaded on the right of brigade. In tho evening 
I was ordered to move to the left of Eighth Indiana and barricade. 
Remained in position here until the 13th, when wo withdrew and 
encamped on the South Edisto Eiver. Enomydid notfollowiip. 14th, 
crossed the river and inarclied on the Columbia road for some (li.Htaiiee, 
when we turned off and reached North Edisto Itivcr about darlL intli, 
crossed the river and reached Lexington Court-House on the Kith. 
Found our infantry in possession of it. 17th, crossed tho Saluda liivor 
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and iiiiirclu'd in direction of liroad. 18tli, jUTivcd at Jk'oad but liad to 
a.wail (he eonstrnetioji of a pontoon. IDth, croased the river and 
aii'ived at Mont-ioello on the 2()tlj. 22d, arrived at the Cliarlottu rail- 
road and eoinnuuuted its destruction. 24tl», we rcacdied and (uo.ssed 
dll' Catawba Itiviu' and encamped nine miles IVojii .lauieaster Oourt- 
.1 louse. 2nth, arrived at Lancaster Oourt-lloiise, where we remained 
uidal (he 2iStli, when wo again moved in the direction of CliesterJield 
Oourt-Iiouse. 

March d, <ii’os.sed the line into North Oaroiina. I was ordered to 
eainp my regimen t three-quarters ol‘ a mile in rear of brigade and barri- 
(iiide, faeing to the rear. 4tb, moved up on Ji line with the brigade and 
wi'iili inlo position on the left, leaving pickets at my old barriiaulo. 
About I I o’clock they were, |atta.ckod] and {Iriven ii’oin the bariicade 
abont 100 yards. In the, evening moved witli the brigade several miles 
and again liarricaded. March H, moved to Morvcii Post-OOice and got 
suiipe,!' and inove.d to (Iroat Pedee Itlvcr, where we awaited the eon- 
si ruction of a ])onl;oon until tlic night of the (Itli, wlien we crossed, 
reaeliing Uoekinglmin on the 7th. 8th, spout the day in a swam]). IJth, 
saiue. loth, moved with brigade. Ilth, arrived within three miles of 
.l''nyetl;evill(' and encannicd. Keinaincd thereuntil the IHth, when wo 
eroKsed the river; marched eight or ton miles, when ,T received orders 
to ropovli my regiment to Coneral Atkins, commanding Seitoiul Prlgade. 
He placed ine on ins extreme right; T barricaded; I'ebels did not dis- 
turb us during the night. Kith, moved out and found the enemy. Colo- 
]iel Jordan, comnianding J«Mr.st lirigado, ordered me to sujiiiort a sec- 
tion 'I'onth ■VViKconsIn flattery, commanded by Jneutenant Fowlcrj tlion 
heavily engaged with the enemy. 1 dismounted my regiment and bar- 
ricaded, but soon received orilors to move to the right and relievo the 
hliglitli Indiana, whicli hud been figlitiiig lor some time. X took my 
regiment in, disinounted, and after about two hours’ iiard Jighting was 

relieved by two companies of . My loss in this engagement; was 

3 killed and 5 wounded. Wo were then ordered still lartlior to the 
riglit, wliere we again Ibiuul the enemy, but a.s I liud but little ammu- 
nition (lid but very little lighting. 4 was scut to the rear on that 
acconiit. 

We remained in line until evening, when it was ascertained tlmt tlie, 
enemy iuul skedaddled; we marched a short distance and encamped. 
i7tli and IHth, found no enemy. lOtli, halted and fed. About noon 
licard lieavy llriiig on the Ooldsborough road; reaeiiod the battlo-iiehl 
about 3 }). nn; took up position on the extreme loft of the brigade. 
2()th, moveil out on a line with our infantry, iny regiment being in 
ad vance; I was ordered to feel for the enemy’s linos, which I ibuml with- 
out imiidi trouble. Brigade having barricaded, 1 fell back and barri- 
caded on tlieli' left. 2lHfc, returned to luyold position on the ( loldsbor- 
ougli road. About 5 o’clock in tlio afternoon received orders to move; 
nuu’clied about one mile. Oolonel Jordan ordered me to remaiinvith 
my regiment and ])ieket roads leading out from the rear; my pickets 
were attaclced, but not driven in. About 8 p. m. brigade returned, and 
1 ngain fell into my old position. 22d, moved with tlie brigade. 24t]i, 
arrived at Mount Olivo on the Wilmingtmi railroad, where we are 
])vonnNed rest, my regiment occupying the Ooldsborough road. 

Ui'.jxirt of odectivo force at eommeucemout of cami)aign, also a list 
of caauallles aiul number of horses lost and gained during the cam- 
l)aign: Elfcetive force, January 28, 1805, 124. Killed, 3; wounded, 5; 
missing, 8; total, 10. Horses lost, 90; horses gained, 75. 
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In conclusion I would say that tlio conduct of both officora and men 
of this coinin{ind tlnwighoiit the entire campaign is highly com- 
mendable.

Report of lAGut. Col, Robert II. King, Third Kentuohy Caralry, of 
operations January 38~March 34. 

Headquarters Third Kentucky Cavalry, 

Mount Olive, K. 0., March 37, 1805, 

^ Captain : The Third Kentucky Cavalry loft their camp near Savan- 
nah, Ga., oil tho28th of January, moving' toward Sister’s Ferry, on 
the Savannah River, which point -we reached on the third day’s mariih. 
The roads were in very bad condition and the regiment was engaged 
most of the time in assisting our wagon trains through the swamps. 

We remained in camp near the river until the 3d day of February, 
when we crossed the river oil the pontoon bridge and entered the State 
of South Carolina, encamping for the night at Robortsvillo, ten iniles 
from the ferry. From this iioint our march ivas continued through 
Lawton villo to Barnwell Oourt-Houso, nothing of interest ocouiTing on 
the route. At 8 o’clock on the inornlng of the 7tli, the Third Ken- 
tucky in advance, we moved toward the Augusta and Charleston Rail- 
road. Arriving at Blackvillo on that road, tlie advance under Captains 
Boyle and Thomas; encountered the enemy, charged and drove them 
from their position and ()c<mpicd the town. The next day we moved to 
Williston Station, where during the night we were engaged in destroy- 
ing the railroad. The day following wo moved through Windsor and 
again destroyed a portion of the railroad. On the lOth moved to Jolin- 
sou’s Station, where we built long lines of baiTicados, picketing and 
scouting the country in various directions during the day and higlit. 
The next day General Kilpatrick, with the Second Brigade, having 
moved out in the direction of Aikoii to recoiinoiter the position of the 
enemy, the command was held in readiness for action. Tlio Second 
Brigade, finding the enemy in strong force, after a brisk oiigageinont, 
retired to the lino held by the rcmaiiuler of the division, closely fol- 
lowed by the enemy. TlioEighth Indiana, Second Kentucky, and Ninth 
Pennsylvania Cavalry soon drove tho rebels from our front; being on 
the extreme loft wo were not engaged. Monday, the :l.3th, we resumed 
onriiiaroli, encountering only disagreeable weather, and reached licx- 
ington on the 16th. The next night wo crossed the Saluda River on 
pontoons and moved on to Broad River, crossing that stream in the 
same way during tho night of the lOtli. Prom the 20th of February to 
the 4tl] of March nothing of interest oceurred. During this interval we 
marched to a point near Wadesborough, N. O., passing through Monti- 
cello, crossing tho Catawba River, toiling through swamps and over 
roads almost impassable from mud. 

Oil the 4th of March the enemy attacked our division at various 
points, but were iu every instance handsomely repulsed. During the 
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(Illy tlic', Firal; Erigartn passed tlion^li the lines of General Atkins (in 
order to ( like ])osil;ion (.o Imld the enemy for the night, my command 
was ordered to reimrfc to General Atkins) to assist in holding the enemy 
Avhile (,he remainder were withdrawing. Boring the evening there 
was considerable hring in onr front. The enemy withdrew during the 
night, d'he next morning wo inarcheil, iiaasing Morven Post-Odico, 
where we halted and fed. to the Groat Pedeo, but linding the bridge 
iinliiiished were (‘oinpolliMi to remain until the iiiglit following, when 
wo crossed l;he river and (mcampcd at daylight near Eo(5kinglnim. Tlio 
next morning wo moved on that ])lace, whtc,U wo readied about 10 
a., in. Gaptaiii Boyle, of my eommaiid, Avith hi.s company ami an indof- 
iiii(;(A number m’ infantry foragers, commonly called “bummers, ” drove 
Butler’s rebel brigade out of the town. On the 8th we resumed our 
maveh in (he direction of Payetteville, Avhero we arrived on the Ilth. 
Burliig this time onr mareli Avas over the worst roads it has ever been 
my fortune to travel, h'or two nights the men Avere disnioiintod in 
mud and water, draAving onr artillery and Avagons through swamps. 
Remaining near ]'’ayefcteville until the lOth, aa'o crossed the Capo Fear 
Blver on pontoons and inarcdied about .seventeen miles, encamping 
Avith a large force of the enemy in onr front. The next morning, 
our brigade being in advaneo, the iCightli Indiana Cavalry mot tlio 
enemy in force, but Avith charactcri.stic bravery drove tlicm to tlioiv 
(1ef(vnses. My regiment occupied siieees.sivoly tlie right and left of tlio 
brigade during (Aie engagement at this point, until my men Avore dis- 
mounted and tliroAvn upon the loft of our line to relioAm tlie Eighth 
indiana, avIio had so long and ho gallantly stood the tiro of many tlinoa 
their number, strongly iiitrenclied. We occupied thi.s iiosition for some 
time, Avheii Ave were relieved by a. portion of the Twoiitiotli Corps. Ju 
a Khort time oui- command moved to eanip near Black Creek. On the 
I7tU we crossed this stream and moA'od in the dirc(5tion of Smithdold, 
marc.liing on the left of the infantry. On the 19th Ave moved up to our 
infantry and found portions of the Fourteinith and Twentieth Corps 
lieavlly engaged Avfth the eiuAmy; avo took position on the left of the, 
ai'Jiiy.' The iiext day we moved out Avilh the brigade to rceonnoiter 
the iiosilion of the enemy, and took position for the. night on the lolt of 
the Third Division, of the TAventietli (Jovps, Avhich Inul been advanced 
during tluuhiy. Weremaiiied in this position inostof thedayfolloAving, 
moved back to our old position, ami again near night made another 
rcconnaisKinico on the enemy’s right. Finding nothing, returned to 
ciimj), Avhere Ave r(imaiiicd Avith the brigade, the entire army having 
moved to the right, until 10 ]>. in., AAiion avo inarelied out about lour 
miles and Joined the division. From that iioiiit aa'o moved in two days 
(o our present eiieainpmont, having been sixty days on the campaign. 

Although AVO have seldom niet the eiumiy, the campaign just closed 
has b(5eu far more trying ))liysieally than any avo liavo CA^er made. 
The men and ollhiors have borne everything Avith surprising cheerful- 
ness, and they deserve, as they Avill certainly rciMuvo, the tlninlca of a 
grateful country.

Captain: I have tbo lionor to report that iny regiment, com])osing’ 
part of the First Brigade Cavalry, took no iiicoiiHiderable part in tlie 
eami)aig'u just closed, leaving camp at Savannah, Ga., on the 28tli of 
J anuary , 18(i5, and ^larticipating in all the actions in which the brigade 
was connected. I will only refer particularly to those of the 4tli and 
Kith instant. 

On the morning of the 4tli instant (the regiment being encamped one 
mile and a luilf in rear of the brigade) my pickets wore attacked at 7 a. m. 
ill rearj they offered strong resistance and repulsed the charge of the 
enemy, who immediately deployed a line of skirmisliors which, from 
its extent, indicated a heavy force. 1 immediately prepared for an 
attack, which, however, was not made, they contenting themselves by 
keeping up a heavy skirmish fire. At about 12 m., having sent Lieu- 
tenant Baasler, of Company I, with detail of 100 men toward Wliito’s 
Store, the enemy moved from my rear to my riglit, where tlioy again 
charged my pickets between my camp and the brigade. I found that 
there were but about 200 men, and seeing the detail coming from the 
direction of White’s Store immediately sent Adjutant Lanefis to move 
that part of my command by the loft in order to capture the enemy if 
possible. They by a rapid movement and slight skinnisliing gained a 
hill in the rear of the enemy, when they found thoinsclvos in the roar 
of a brigade, afterward ascertained to bo (lonoral Librell’s, numbering 
between 800 and I,ll00 men. Upon being informed of the fact by 
Adjutant Lamlis I dispatched him to inform you, ns the camps of the 
brigade were in danger of being attacked. During hivS absonco I was 
ordered to rejoin tlie brigade, which was done with but. alight skirmish- 
ing with the rear guard, held by Captain Hancock, altliodgli the regi- 
ment marched ahmg the entire front of the enemy and witliiu good riilo- 
range. My loss in this affair was inconsiderable. 

Our campaign from hero was marked by nothing remarkable, except 
the hardships and fatigue of which all shared alike, until the IGth 
instant, when wo wore called upon to confront the rebel infantry under 
General Hardee, and the battle of Black Oreek was begun. My regi- 
ment being dismounted, held the extremorightof the lino, and beliaved 
gallantly, driving the enemy to their works and repulsing frequent 
cliarges in which they attempted to turn our right. 

Here it was that Oajit. 13. A. Hancock, Company B, eoinmaiidlng Third 
Battalion, was severely wounded while gallantly leading his men. It 
was later in the day, when the lines were advanced, that my regiment 
(inounted) repelled the attack of and drove frcjin the field a brigade of 
rebel infantry; this, too, when part of my lino was broken by a regi- 
ment of cavalry falling back in disorder. In this short and stubborn 
resistance the bravo Oapt. J. Boal, Company A, was killed. The loss 
ol this meritorious ofllcer is deeply deploretl by all who know him. My 
loss 111 this engagement was 1 omeor and 4 men killed, 1 ofiicor and 16 
men wounded. My total loss during the campaign (with the regiment) 
was 10 killed, 26 wounded, and 32 missing. The great loss, iiulepeudoiit 
or the action of the IGtli, was occasioned by foraging, whore my men 
would rashly contend with superior nuinbors of the enemy.

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Of tlic bravery and patriotic endurance of tiardships by tlio oi'licors 
and men of my command it is unnecessary to speak, as tln\v’ liave ji'ini- 
erally been under the immediate eye of niy superiors, ami Hie inaiso 
bestowed on one is due to all. 

My command has captured during the campaign 70 prisoners, im^liid- 
ing one lieutenant-colonel and several lino oflicera. t Imve also lakcn 
from the enemy’s (iounti'y 227 horses and Od mules.

CAPTAIN! I have the honor to submit the following ri^port of the 
operations of my command on the recent campaign from iSaviiiinah, 
Ga., to this place: 

In obedience to orders from the colonel commanding T broke (aiinp 
on the morning of the 2Sth of January, 1.805, and niarelicd witli the 
column to Sister’s Ferry, on the Savannah Kivor, whore I. arrived on 
the 31st of January, Here I remained in cjunii until the ovouing of 
tlio 3cl of February, 1806, when we again resumed the march, crossing 
the Savannah Eiver into South Carolina, and encamjied at lioborts- 
ville for the night. 

On the morning of the 4tU wc again took up our nnmsh at an early 
hour, in the direction of Barnwell Court-House, where 1 arrived on tlie 
6th. From here I took the road loading to Jilackvlllc, on the South (Jaro- 
lina Bailroad, where I arrived on the 7th about 12 m.; took iioaitiou 
on the Columbia road and camped for the night. On the following 
inorniiig 1 again took up the march in the direction of Aiken, on the 
above-named railroad; arrived at Johnson’s Station on the 10th about 
11 a. ni., five miles from the above-named place; took nj) jiosition on the 
left of the railroad, .supported by the Eighth Indiana Cavalry, but was 
soon ordered to cliaiigo my position to tlio left of the lines, supjiortcd 
by the Third Kentucky Cavalry. Eccoived orders to uiiluiniess and 
encamp for the night. Cn the moriiiiig of the 1 1th received orders to 
be in readiness to move at a moment’s notice. The Soitond Brigade 
having moved on the enemy near Aiken, and meeting with superior num- 
bers, were falling back on our lines, closely followed by the enemy. At 
this time I received orders from Colonel Jordan to move with iiiy bat- 
tery to the position occupied tboevening before. Iliad hardlyremdujd 
the position specified when 1 received an order to return to the posi- 
tion occupied during the night, as the enemy were moving on our left 
flank. Having again taken up my position I had not long to wait, jis 
the enemy were engaging onr skirmishers, driving them slowly baidc 
across an open field. As the enemy’s lino emerged from the woods 
about 1,000 yards in my front, I opened on them witli .slioll, with 
apparent good effect, several of iny almlls bursting in their ranks. 
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causing considerable confusion. They soon fell ba(!lc out of range of 
my guns, when I ceased liring and was not engaged again during llu', 
day. Early on ilic morning of the 13th 1 took up inarch with com- 
mand in direction of Lexington Goiirt-House, where I arrived on the 
Idtli and encamped for the night about one mile from the town. 
Marched the following day and crossed the Saluda River, marching 
nearly all night. Crossed Broad .River on the 19th and marclied in 
the direction of Ghesterville. Crossed VVatoreo River at Itoidcy Mount 
Post-OincG oil the 23d and reached Laueastor Court- House on the 251 h 
and encamped until the 28th. Broke camp and marched on the (!hes- 
torfleld road a short distance and eneaniped. 

On the morning of March 3 1 again took np the march in tlie diroc,- 
tioii of Wadesborough, N. C., and reached a point about twelve miles 
from that place and encamped for the night. On the 3d I rcniaincd in 
camp until 2 p. m.; lieavy skirmishing around the lines, when I broke 
camp and marched two miles and a half at a trot, wlioro I took up 
position for the night behind rail barricades, supported by the Eighth 
Indiana Cavalry. About dark the enemy came charging upon our 
front, mounted, when I was ordered by Colonel Jordan to open ilre on 
them ; after flring a few rounds the onicniy drew and did not molest 
us again during the night. After this I marched with eominand to 
this place without further incident worth note in my coimmiiid, via 
Rockingham and Fayetteville, where I arrived on the 24th of March, 
1865. 

Of the conduct of my men, they all <lid their duty as soldiers 
throughout the campaign, both on tlio march and in action.

Major; Herewith ilud reports of my regimeiiRil and detachment 
commauder.s of the campaign through tho Oaroliiias— some of tJiem 
journalized accounts of each day’s march. I bog they bo taken as 
part of this report; 

Wo lirstsaw tho enemy at Salkehatcliio Swamp, near Barnwell, Feb- 
ruary 6. The main force of Wheeler’s (rebel) cavalry had lierc waiii'd 
onr advance, but our cavalry not showing itself, tlie enemy’s cavalry 
was tho day previous marched Aoiu Barnwell tov'ard .Branolivillc 
and tho right of llio army, leaving their heavy works at tho Sallce- 
hatchio to bo held by about 100 men. Two companies of tho Ninth 
Ohio and tho Ninety- second Illinois dismounted, waded tho swamp and 
creek and Hanked tho earth-works in the onomy’a possos-sion, when ho 
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retreated on tlie Angiista road, leaving 1 killed and 3 wounded. That 
night we camped iu Barnwell. On the next day, the 7th of February, 
we camped on tlie railroad at Blackville, eftcctiially dc.stroyiitg the road 
by burning ties and bending rails, and continued until the morning of 
the 11th, leisurely marching toward Augusta, caiuying upon the trade 
and destroying the road. This movemeut of our cavalry dotainecl 
Cheatham’s corps of infantry in Augusta and called Wheeler back 
from the right of the army, he reaching Aikou with the main body of 
his cavalry in the night of the lOtli of February, having made a cir- 
cuitous and Ibrced march north of the Edisto Kiver. 

Oji the morning of the lltb of February niy brigado moved toward 
Aiken, unaccompanied by the division, General Kilpatrick accompany- 
ing us. Just beyond our pickets a ladyiuforiiied ns that Gouerala 
Cheatham and Wheeler had been at her house that morning. We 
pushed on, our advance easily driving the enemy to the east side of 
Aiken. Thetown being apparently vacated, General Kilpatrick directed 
me to send the Ninety-second Illinois to charge into the town, which 
they did handsomely, but found it hold iu force by the enemy. A 
division of the enemy, posted in the' woods on their left (our right), 
charged in. rear of the Ninety-second Illinois and formed inline. Liou- 
tenaiit-Colonol Van. Buakirk, commanding the Ninety-second Illinois, 
with aduiirablo coolness lofta skirmish lino to hold the enemy in front, 
and, facing to the rear, charged through tlio enemy and rejoined the 
brigade, which lueautime had been formed in line of ba ttle, the Ninth 
Michigan on the left of tlie rosxd and railroad, and the Ninth Ohio on 
the riglit, with the Tenth Ohio iu reserve. The Ninety-second was 
completely enveloped by overwhelming numbers, and came up to our 
line of battle so mixed up with the enemy we did not dare to ilro; each 
was claiming the other prisoners and pulling one another oK thoir 
horses, neither being armed with sabers. Lieutenant-Colonel Van 
Buskirk killed two of the enemy himself and knocked a third oJI his 
horse with liis empty pistol. Our lino of battle stood steadily, aiul at 
first oixportuuity gave the enemy a volley, which clieckcd thoir 
advance, when the Ninth Ohio, Colonel Hamilton, charged the enemy 
on the right of road, the most of the -Ninoty-8e<;oiid Illinois turning 
around and charging back with him, and Mjijor hbsBride, Ninth Mich- 
igan, charged with his battalion on the loft of tlio road. Tlie cneinv 
wore liandsomely driven by this charge completely olf the Held and 
back into the town of Aiken. Our wounded wore recovered and 
brought olT the Held, and the brigado loisuroly fell back, the enemy 
following in force. Wo fell back over open ground, splendid for a 
cavalry fight, the enemy seeking oiir flanks, but not daring to attack 
strongly our lino of battle, which we continually xiresented him. His 
charges were always broken by a few volleys coolly given, and a single 
regiment charging would always drive him. 

Colonels Hamilton and Acker and Lioiitenant-Golonol Van Buskirk 
handled their regiments with admirable coolness and skill, and arc 
deserving of great praise. 

This si3irited little engagement has done much to convince mo of the 
superiority of our cavalry over the enemy’s. For upward of throe 
hours, with four small regiments— the Ninoty-sccond Illinois, Ninth 
Michigan, Ninth and Tenth Ohio— I successfully fought Wheeler’s 
entire command. 

My loss was 63 killed, wounded, nnd missing; the enemy lost 72 
in killed alone. The Niuety-secoud Illinois nnd Ninth Michigan arc 
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ai’jned with S])CiiciQrs, Avhicli aoconnts for tlio great loss of the enemy. 
Wheeler followed [ns] to our barn(!adcs at Joiin.son’s, bntmiule no 
orgaiiiy.ed nttaek on that portion of tlic line defended by my brigade. 

I. next saw the enemy on March 4, while in camp about ton miles 
south of Wadesborongh, iny pickets being furioii.sly attacked at V2 m. 
The pickets of the Tcntli Ohio and Ninth Michigan were forced back 
witli slight loss. The Tenth Ohio, disinouiitcd, in biirricacles, was 
Hanked nml fell back to line of battle of Ninety-second Illinois ami 
Ninth j^iichigan. We held these cross-roads, with some skirmishing, 
until 5 p. m., when, the divisions having passed that point, we with- 
drew, the enemy following and a.tta(*kiiig lightly. Just at dark passed 
through Fir.st Brigade, heavily barricaded. On Mar<ih 1(J [IH] we 
again saw the enemy about 3i>. m. at Black Oi-cek, the Ninth Michi- 
gan ill advance. The entire regiment was deployed on foot and (Uwcl- 
oped a long line of the enemy’s infantry skirmishers. Prisoners li'om the 
Pirst South Carolina Heavy Artillery were brought in and reported 
Jolinstou’.s army in our front intrenched. Wo pushed their skirmish- 
ers into their works, developing their position and drawing the fire of 
their artillery. By order of General Kilpatrick, while the Ninth Mieh- 
igau skirmi.sliefl with the enemy, I put iny brigade into position and 
barricartccl strongly 5 also by liis direction, \ ])ut the other brigades 
into po.sition as they came np. Wlicn the barricades were coinjileled 
I withdrew the Nintli Michigan, the ehemy following in considerable 
force and feeling strongly oiu* position. Om* artillery kept them at 
respoctihl distance. Daring the night a brigade of infantry relieved 
my brigade in tlio barricades. 

The next (lnyfU>th| my brigade wa.s in rear. About .11) a. m. .[ 
received an order from (IcneraJ iCilpatrick to Join .Iordan, take com- 
mand of both brigades, and hold the right. I soon found him, and on 
learning the position sent the Ninth Michigan and Ninety-.second Illi- 
nois (my Spencer regiments), dismounted, to relievo that portion of his 
command which (nut exhausted their ammunition, witli orders to hold, 
at any liazard, the advantage gaincxl, but not to advama*,. 'I'he Ninth 
Oliio was deployed, inoiinted, to pi‘ote<‘,t the right Jlank, and the Tenth 
Ohio, dismounted, held in reserve. With heavy skirinisliing we held 
the position until relieved by the infantry. While mounting mylni- 
gado the Ninth Ohio wont forwaiil im the infantry advanced, ibi' an 
account of which I respectfully refer to Colonel Hamilton’s report. On 
the evening of March 19, near Boiitonville, wo went into i^osition on 
the left of the First Brigade, building log breast-works, and reiuained 
until daylight of March 22, when we moved to relievo the skirmish 
line of the Twentieth Army Corps, which was done by the Ninety- 
second Illinois, dismounted. It was soon reported that there was no 
enemy ill our front, and by order of G-eneral Kilpatrick I .sent tlio 
Tenth Ohio to Mill Creek to know if the ononiy had crossed. 

During the campaign wo have .snlisistcd our animals and moii upon 
the country; have captured as many animals as wo have worn out; 
been always successful; taken 72 prisoners, and marched 572 miles. 
At times on the march we encountered torribloronds; from Kockiiigliaiu 
to Solemn Grove it was swamp after swamp; artillery and ainbulaiieos 
were dragged through the mud and water armpit deop, and frequently 
bridges, liiiiidrcds of feet in length, wore constructed by using piii'o 
trees or stringers and rails for flooring. In the drenching rain, llouii- 
deriiig through nuirslies and awamp.s, by night and day, the willing 
energy of my oitlcers, the lirst to plunge lu, and the elieerful obedience 
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and willing labor of fclio mon have woii iny highest esteem. With such 
energedie and ehcorful oHieors and men almost any dil1i(5ulty can bo 
siirnioiinted. 

To the commandcra of _my regiments: to Lieutenant Clark, Tenth 
Wiaconaiu Artillery; to Jjieutcnaut Linder, in ehargo of Jiiy pioneers, 
and throngb them to their officers and men, f return my sincerest 
thniika for their prompt obedience to all my orders, and their soldierly 
conduct during the entire campaign. 

'I\) all the members of my staff I am greatly indebted for their 
unwearied attention, anticipating my wishes, and executing all my 
orders. To caeh of them I tender my thanks.

I have the lionorto make the following report of my regiment during 
tlie campaign through the Oarolinas: 

«)anuary 28, struck tents at 7 a. m. and marched toward Sistor’sEerry 
eight miles, wlieii wo went into camp for the night. January 20, 
nmrclied toward Sister’s Ferry fifteen miles, and went into camp for 
the night. January 30, marched to Sister’s Ferry twelve miles. Jan- 
uary 3.1, February 1 and 2, remained in caini) at Sister’s Ferry. 

Fobi'uary 3, (U’ossed pontoon bridge, man'liing to Bobertsvillo, S. 
(h; eight miles to cam]). February I, marclied to Lawtonville, B. 0,; 
sixteen miles, h'ebraary 5, imu'chcd to Allendale, S. 0.; Hevonteen 
miles. Oth, marched to Barnwell, S. G.j lll'toeii miles. Two miles 
b(‘lbre reaching Barnwell, at a swamp, the oiiomy had tlirown up for- 
midable earth-works and manned tlioin with some force to resist our 
progress. My regiment was ordered forward, dismounted, being obliged 
to ford a creek from four to ftvo foot deep. As soon as tho creek was 
(Tossed, I charged his works, at tho samo time turning his right ihuik, 
when he abandoned his works in confusion. February 7, marehed to 
Bhickvillo, S. C.; ten miles. 8tli, tore up railroad track atBlackvillo 
till 12 in., when wo imirched to ■Windsor, S. 0.; nine miles. Toro up 
railroad in the evening. Fobniaiy 0, marched to Williston, S. O.j 
ten milc-s. XOth, marched to Johnson’s Station; six miloa. Captain 
Becker and twenty- live men wont out on a seout to ascertain tho posi- 
tion of tho enemy. .Ho met tho enomy’a scouts, driving them into the 
town of Aiken, to tlioir main force in a strong position, wounding one 
of them Hoverely. February 11, ono battalion, Captain Timms com- 
miuidiiig, was sent out at 3 a. m. to surprise and attack tho enemy’s 
picket, l ie passed around in rear of tho vedettes, capturing them, and

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then attacked the luain reserve, driving them back to tlieir iiiaiii force, 
killing one man. At 7 a. ni. was ordered out to go to Aiken, my regi- 
ment having the advance of the brigade. Onebattalion, Captain 8chc]‘- 
merhorn commanding, was sent forward as skirmishers. .B e soon found 
the enemy’iS pickets and attacked tbom, driving them from siieccsswo 
lines of barricades into the town of Aiken upon tlicirmaiii force (Hamp- 
ton and Wheeler), posted in strong position in the town. I put my 
regiment in line and moving forward attacked them, forcing back their 
center. Their lino being much longer and Ibrcc greatly superior they 
turned both my right and leit. ilauk, charging in and forming line in my 
rear. With skirmishers to x>rotect my front, I formed, faced to the 
roar, and charged the line in my rear. They Ibught stiil)bornly and a 
hand-to-hand conflict ensued, but they were forced to yield, and fled in 
wildest confusion. While engaged with the first line they formed a 
second line, but with no bettor success to them than the first. Having 
cleared my rear my skirmishers In front were sorely pres.scd, fighting 
hand to hand. With the Ninth Michigan on my left and Ninth Ohio 
on my right wo charged the enemy and rcliovcfl. my skirmishers. He 
fled, before the combined charge, and wo drove him nearly through the 
town, when orders came to withdraw, which was done in good order. 
The ughtiug was determined and desperate, and each ofJieer and man 
of my regiment proved himself a hero. In falling back to our fortilled 
position at Johnson’s Station, he pimsed the rear very hard. By 
order I formed my regiment on either side of the road and checked 
him in his impetuosity. 

My casualties in this light wore 5 killed, II wounded, and 7 missing, 
including 2 oflicors. My wounded were all brought olf from the field. 

February 12, remained in camp. Sent a scout to the right to tiscor- 
tail! whether the enemy wore moving, I)ut he was not to be found. 
February 13, inarched to Davis’ Mill.s on the South lildisto Itiver; six- 
teen miles. February 14, crossed the South Edisto and nnircliod to the 
North Edisto; twenty miles, loth, cimsed Nortli Edisto and marched 
toward Columbia, S. C.; eighteen miles. lOth, marched to Ijexington; 
ten miles. 17th, crossed the pontoon bridge over tlie Saluda liiver, 
and euoamped near Mills’ Ferry; sixteen miles. 18th, marched to 
Alston on Broad lliver; fifteen miles. 10th, marfdied to pontoons, 
on Broad River ; eight miles. 20tli, cimsed bridge, marching a distance 
of twoiity-oiie miles. 2l8t, marched to Adgor’a; fifteen miles. 22d, 
marched to Black Stocks; eight miles. 23d, marched to Rooky Mount 
Ferry, where a halt was made to feed. Wo tlicu crossed the Catawba 
River oil pontoons, and marching- all night, halted to feed on Green’s 
plantation, maroliiiig eiglitcon miles. 24th, marched to Lancaster, S. 
0. 26th, 2Ctli, and 27th, remained in camii. 28th, marched toward 
Ohestorfleld, S. 0.; six miles. 

March 1, relieved the Ninth Ohio Volunteer Oavalry on picket, 
March 2, marclied on the Ohostorliold road to Lynch’s Creek; twenty 
mile.s. 3d, marched toward Wadesborougli, N. 0. ; tliirtoen miles, d-th, 
tlio brigade pickets wore attacked at 11 a. m., and mya-ogimont Avas 
ordered out to support the Tenth Ohio Volunteer Oavalry. The Tenth 
was driven in, and my skirmishers exchanged some shots with the 
enemy, he not being inclined to advance on my barricade. Tlio order 
Avas received to Avithdraw, and my regiment Avas assigned the roar of 
the division. Slight sldrmisliiiig was kept up i n the roar. Casual ties, 
one man Avouncled. Wo passed through the First Brigade, Avhieli had 
taken position and strongly barricaded. Marched eight miles and 
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oncaiii])e{l foi' tlio night. March 5, marched to Morvoii Poat-Omce; 
eight inilcM, l:Ialt(!cl and fed, then inarched to pontoon briilgi.^ over 
( ireat .Pedee .Uiver, (Jimsed the bridge and went into camp »ix niilc.s 
ironi Morvcii Poat-Onice. marched on the Uocltinghain road six 
niiloa. 7th, iiiarclied to Itockingham, N. O.; eleven iiiiloB, 8th, 
niarchcil iif'teen niilea toward Fayetteville, N. 0. My regiment was 
guard Ibr wagon trains. Was attacked by tlio enemy, but speedily 
I'cjmlsed him, driving him back on the doublo-quiek, killing and 
wounding several ot his men. Oth, inarched toward Fayetteville; 
llltecn miles. .My regiment was wagon-train guard, and was ordered 
l)y General JCilpatrick to go into camp with the train on the Fayette* 
yillo road near the junction of anotlicr road (mime not known): but 
beloro andviiig at tlie jdace the reljel generals Hampton and Wheeler 
had oeenpied the xdace assigned for camp of Becoiid Brigade, which 
(joinpelled a witlidrawal, as they had superior numbers, it being dark, 
stormy, and tlieiv position unknown. During the day and night 
marched a distance of twenty-live miles. 

On the lltli the Ninth Ohio and my i-ogimont built a corduroy bridge 
(iv(n‘ an impassable swani)> and marched eighteen miles, going into 
cam]) oil the plank road near Fayetteville, N. 0. 12tli, 13th, and Idth 
ot March, remained iii camp. 15th, marched through P’ayettoville, 
crossing (.'ape b’ear River on pontoons, ami toward Avcrnsborongii 
twenty-two miles. lOth, the enemy being strongly jxisted in front, the 
Third Oavalry Division marched out to asiiortain liis position. I was 
ordered to siippiirfc tlio IOighth .Indiana, which I did, but the infantry 
soon moved up and relieved both tlieFIghth Indiana and Jiiyrogimont. 
VVe then marched to Black .River and went intocani})] distance, live 
iniles. 17tli, marched eight miles. I8tli, mavclied to Sontli River: six 
miles. LOlh, marched lUteon miloson Bmithiiehl road. 20th, maroliod 
<‘igliteeu miles and Joined the Infantry on the Goldsborough road ami 
went into eamp in rear of the 'I’wentieth Army Corps, 2l8t, remained 
ill canip. 22(1, relieved tlio Kkirmisliers of thc'Seex>nd and Third Divis- 
ions ol' the Twentieth Ai-iny Corjis. Was afterward relieved by Ninth 
Michigan, am] mavclied eight miles and camiicd hjr the night. 23d, 
marcbed to Clinton, lifteea miles. On the road to Clinton a detail of one 
sergeant and tciiiiicn was made to scout to the Fayetteville road. They 
met tlie enemy’s s(g)nts (some Jlfty in immbor), who charged them and 
captured all but three men, but they all afterward nuule their osoapo 
Imt (biiv. The little band of heroes fought bra.vely and de.S])oratoly, 
Munuiding three of them, and mortally wounding their commanding 
ollicer.^ March 21, in camp at Clinton. Here was received the cir- 
ciihir I’rom Miijjor-Ceuoral Blieriiuiu aniiouucmg that the campaign was 
ended. 

During the recent campaign T have inarched my regiment 500 iniles, 
The number of misualtics is shown by report of killed, wounded, ami 
iriisHiiig accompanying this.* 

'I’o the ol'IUiers and men of my roginieiit, with whom 1 have been asso- 
ciated for the past thirty montlis, and have had the honor to command 
(luring tlie last two camiiaigns, whhdi are not surpassed in history, I 
lender my most heartfelt tlianks for their univorsnl good conduct, obe- 
dience to orders, and the iindaiiiited heroism which has boon disjilayed 
by each one of you U])ou so many Holds of battle, which liavo boon 
watered by the blood of our brothers and asHOciatoa. Such courage 
and heroiani will receive il;.s reward in the living pages of history, and

Hear ALount Olive, H. 0., March 29, 1805, 

In compliauoo witli orders I have the liouor to submit the following 
rop^ort of the campaign from Savannah, Ga., to Mount Olivo, N, 0. i 
January 28, at 7 a. lu. wo broke camp near Jliiig’s Bridge, Ga., and 
luarclicdto a point on the Georgia Central Bailroad, ten miles from 
Savannah; inarching twelve miles. January 20, marched in rear of 
brigade to near Springflold: twenty-three miles. January 30, wo left 
Springfield and marched to Sister’s Feri'y ; twelve miles. January 81, 
command encamped at Sistoi*’s Ferry, Sergeants Toban and Dully, of 
Company 0, requested and received iny iiormission to visit the scone 
of our engagement of tl»o 7th of December last, about ten miles distant, 
and learn, if possible, the fate of Captain Ladd, Lieutenant Bateman, 
and six men of iiiy 1 ‘egimont, who were lost in tho gallant charge of the 
Second Battalion, under Major McBride. Finding a rebel picket on 
the road, they eluded it by keeping under cover of tho woods, and bikj- 
ceeded in diuUiig a grave which, upon dusiutorring tho bodies, proved 
to bo that of Captain Ladd, and Sergeant Connelly, of liis company. 
Being discovered by a party of Iverson’s (robol)'brigado, whioh was 
encamped in tho vicinity, they narrowly escaped capture by concealing 
themselves in the woods until dark, when they found their way salbly 
into camp. 

Sergeants Toban and Dully deserve great credit for this siiocossful 
scout within tho enemy’s lines. 

Wo remained in camp at Sistci’’s Ferry until February 3, at 8 a. in.; 
crossed Savannah Eiver and marched to Thomasvillo [Robertsvilloj ; 
seven miles. February 4, marched to Lawtonvlllo; twelve miles. Feb- 
ruary 0, loft Lawtonville and marched iu roar of brigad(^ to Allendale, 
twenty miles, burning and deskoying everything as wo wont. Feb- 
ruary C, marched to Barnwell Court-House, fifteen miles, meeting with 
considerable opposition at Salkehatcliie Swamp; regiment not engaged. 
February 7, marched to Blackvillo Station, South Carolina Xtailroad; 
ten miles. February 8, Third Battalion on picket, First and Second 
Battalions busily at work during the forenoon destroying tho railroad 
track. At Ip. in. left Blackvillo and marched to Williatou Station, 
nine miles, whore tho regiment desti'oycd ofFeckially tho portion of rail- 
road track assigned to it. February 9, marched to Windsor Station; 
eight miles, February 10, marched to Johnson’s Station and wont into 
camp, barricading it strongly, Captain Hinchoy with his company 
piade a successful scout to near Aiken, and reported a strong force of 
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tlio eiiomy afc that. ]>la(;e. J^ebruai’y 11 , li-oiii Jolinsoii’s our brigade 
made a remarkably auceeHsful reconnaissance to Aiken, a distance of 
MIX miles. 'L'lio eiudny wore discovered to bo in strong ibreo, and alter a 
sliarp eiigagenient, lasting for nearly an hour, we retired in good order 
to .Johnson’s Station, 'i'lie enemy’s cavahy followed ns cautiously to 
our barricade. During the engagement the regiment occupying the 
extreme left of our line made a saber charge upon tiic rebel right as 
t hey were advaiKsing upon UH and repulsed tliom handsomely. Peb- 
riuiry Hi, in ciunp at Jolmson’s. The enemy ai»iicured in sonu^ force 
m front of our picket-line, but without making an attack. February 
l.J, we marched to Davis’ Bridge, South Pork of tlio lOdi.sto Kiver: 
dlteoii mjle.s. .February l-I, nnirclicd at 1 a. iii. to Guiiter’s Bridge, 
North Porlc of the Bdlsto Itiver; twenty mile.s. Pebruary 15, we 
marcdied toward Loxingfon Ooiirt-J.lonso; twelve ini]e.s. Pebruary IG, 
marched to Lexington ; eight miles, hebruary 17, left Lexington, aiul 
(U'OHHiiig Snluda Eivor near Ooliimbla, marched to High Hill Creek: 
eiglitoen miles. Pebruary 18, marched in advance of brigade, brigade 
m advance, to Alston Station, Spartanburg ami (Jiiion Kailroad; six- 
teen mile.s. The enemy made a feeble olfort to hold tluj niagnillcfcnt 
railroad bridge over Broad Itivcr at tliis place, but upon our iulvauc- 
lug tiny Jired the bridge ami ihuL Our olforts to save the bridge wore 
uusuecOHsful. After destroying the Ktatjon-houso niid u store-house we 
oiicamxiod (or the nigdit. Pebruary IS), at 0 p. in. moved down the river 

T'\i]‘i'y and bivouacked. Pebruary 20, cro.ssed Broad River 

at daylight and marched (:o near Moiiticello; ten miles. Pebruary 21, 
marclied to near Adger’s Turnout, Oliarlotte ami South Carolina Eail- 
roa,(l j Iburteen miles. Pehniary 22, marched to Black Stoclcs Station, 
eight mili^.sj harricaded and wont into camp d- p. m. Brolce camp and 
marched four miles on Oamdcu road. Pebruary 2.3, marelied to Eoclcy 
Mount hkjrry, Catawba River, fifteen miles; crossed iho river atniid- 
uiglitand uuirc.lied toward .laincastoi*; ten miles. February 24, marelied 
toward Lancaster six miles over very heavy roads. hY>bruary 25, 
iiuu'(}lic(l to .IjaiKiastoa six miles, and encamped in tlio town until Peb- 
ruary 285 we marched to Gilead Oliurch; live miles. 

March. .L, wo moved camp one mile. March 2, marched at dayliglit 
toward Wadosboroughj soventoeii miles. March 3, marclied into Nortli 
Garoliiui Hixteoii miles and went into camp at IMiillips! (Jross-Eoads. 
March 4, at .1. p. m. the ])ickct on the White Store road was driven in 
by the enemy, tliiis opening a road to the rear of Ooiiipaiiii's K and 11 , 
picketing the Wudesborongli road. Gaptaiiis lliuchey and Ehse, in 
<;oninuiiid, not being notilied of this fact, were resisting a vigorous 
attack by tlio enemy in their front when they wore suddenly assailed 
by ovcrwholmiiig numbers in the rear. They at once decided to cut 
their way through to tlio command. Tn the elnirge O.ajitaiii Rice lost 
2 men killed and 11. from the command missing. Captain I tinchoy had 
his horse shot and quite a nnmbor of his men also lost their horsos. 
After holding the cross-roads for three hours our brigade moved 
beymid the camp of the P’irst Brigade bo Bethel Oliurch, ton miles, sldr- 
mishiugiii the roar nearly the whole distance. Early in tho day, in 
cinnpliance with orders from division headquarters, a scouting party 
of 100 men, uiKhw command of Major McBride, was sent to Wades- 
boroiiglq nine miles, with written instructions to “clean out tho town.” 
Ohio major proceeded to Wadesborongli, destroyed a grist-mill, saw- 
mill, tannery, largo Govornmoiit stables and all otlior public property. 
Ho discovered no ouomy until he neared our i>iokct-post of the morli- 
ing, wliou his advauco guard reported the enemy in front. Deeming 
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it impossible, he rode up with the advance, when the rebels oi)one(l 
fire upon liiui. By a {fsilhint charge he drove them bnck, but seeing 
our piokets no longer there and the dead bodies ot two oi our men, lie 
withdrew and joined the command near Bethel (hmreli liy another 
road. The coolness and courage of Major McBride ami tlui men ii luhw 
his command on this oceasioii is highly eoniinemlable, Mai'edi o, 
marched to Morven Post-Oilieo and theiieo at 0 i». ni. to pontoon bvidgt*, 
across Great Pedee Biver near the State lino of Nortli ami youth 

Carolina. , , , 

March G, crossed Groat Pedee Biver at 0 p. m. and maridied Inward 
Bockinghain ton miles. March 7, muvclied to Boekinghani; ten miles. 
March 8, marched twenty-live miles, crossing Lumber Biver and 
camping in southern extremity of Moore ('ounty. March !), 
marched to Solemn Grove, twelve miles, near which place the advance 
of our brigade encountered the enoniy in force on the Morgantown 
road. Connternmrcbing we moved toward General .Kilpatrick’s hoad- 
cpiavters at Green Spi'ings, six miles on a road running parallel Avith 
tlie Morgantown road. Ijcarning from prisoners ca])tm'ed that a 
division of Ilainpton’s {rebel) cavalry had the road but a sliort distan<50 
ill advance of us, and also tiiat the enemy were moving in strong force 
on the Morgantown road, less than a mile to our left, the general com- 
manding ordered a eonntennarch, my regiinoiit from this point taking 
the rear. Beforoconntormarchingmy picketon the left flank had been 
repeatedly attacked by scouting parties of the enemy, but they, with 
great credit to themselves, hold their jiosition in every en.se. 

In connection with this, I beg leave to mention the elieerfalnoss and 
alacrity witli which the olUeors and men of iiiy regiment performed 
every doty and obeyed every order during the jiorilons night, 
hlspccially Avould I make mention of the gallant conduct of Sergeants 
Toban and Duffy and Privates Bullock and Ka.sh of Oomiiniiy 0. 

General Atkins, desirous of ascertaining the truth ol’ the reimrt made 
by prisoners captured, asked for two or (hree vidinblo men to scout to 
the Morgantown road, upon wliich theenemy were moving, yergoants 
Toban and Duffy and Privates Bullock and Nash proinplly volunteered 
and reported to the general for orders. After encountering nuiiiy 
dangers, being three times surroniided, they all, with the oxiseptioii of 
Private Bullock, who was captured, .succeeded in reaching our column. 
Private Bullock, after being in the hands of the enemy twenty-four 
hours, escaped at Fayetteville on the night of the 10th. We marched 
all night (total distance about thirty miles) and arrived March 10 at 
Green Springs, Avlierc the Third Brigade wore hotly engaged early in 
the morning. At 4 p. m. mareheil toward Fayettevillo; ten miles. 
Total distance marclied, twenty miles. 

March II, marched to near Fayetteville, fourteen miles, and eiieamped 
until March IG. Marched at i a. m. to Fayottovilhi} crossed thi.i (Jape 
T'ear Biver at 3 a. in. and marched to near Averasborougii ; thirty miles. 
The regiment, being in advance of brigade, Averc engaged (luring the 
aftoriioou in skirmishing Avith Bhett’s biigado, of South Oaroliiia Heavy 
Artillery, Avitli no seriou.s results on our side. March 10, moved out 
about 8 a. in. and took position; dismounted on extreme right of our 
line, my regiment ndicAung the Eighth Indiana Cavalry. My skirmish 
liiiGAAUis briskly engaged all the inorniiig, during Avliich time they drove 
the enemy about a mile to their Avorks Avith considerable lo.ss to tbeni. 
At noon Ave Avoro covered by the Twentieth Army Ooi'iis and retired to 
our horses. March 17. marolied toward Smithliold seven miles. March 
18, marclied to near Mingo (Jreek; fifteen miles. March 10, marched to 
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iioar Boatoiiyille [Bontonvi]le]| took up position and picketed roads 
to rear ot infantry. Remaiiiea in position until March 22. Regiment 
reluived infantry skirmish lino. Wei*e ‘withdrawn during forenoon and 
inoved in direcitiou of Mount Olivo six miles. March 23, marched to 
(-/linton; eighteen miles.

HEAlKiUAllTKU.S NINTH OlIIO VoLUNTEKll OAVALKY, 

N’fsar Mount Olho, N. C., March 30, 1805. 

Bill : In (ioinpliaiioe with your order I have tlie honor to submit the 
following report of my rogimont during the recent ciampaigu of the 
army from Savannah, Ga., to this place: 

January 28, wo left camp near Savannali and proceeded to Sister’s 

ferry, a point on the Savannah .River, miles above the city, 

where wo ronniined a short time, waiting until the pontoon was laid 
and tiio Hwainp <m tlie other side was made passable. 

Eobi’uary 3, we crossed the river} tlie swamps on tlie ether side wore 
almost impassable, and wo wore eompolled to encamp on the side of 
the road about midnight and wait until morning before wo eonld got 
tlii'ongb. After leaving tlio vicinity of the river we found the roads 
better and precieedod for some days witliout obstruction from any cause. 
I'obi’uary [0], this morning, the Nintli Ohio Volunteer Cavalry being 
In tlio advance, wo encountered a dotacliment of the enemy strongly 
IKisted upon an elevated and fortified position at the oxtroinity of a 
pamp near the town of Barnwell, S. 0. Companies A and B, being 
111 the advance guard, dismounted and advanced on foot as skirinisliers, 
wading walst-docp in watoi and, after skirmishing for about two 
honrs, gqiiiied the liigh grouiiil on the enemy’s hvft. .In the meantime 
our artillery luid opened u])oii the works, and tlioNinoby-aecond Illi- 
nois Mounted liifantry, armed with Sjxmccr rifles, had been ordered 
up by Ceiiiwal Kilpatrick, and tlio oiiemy lied, leaving our way iinob- 
striieted, except by the fiartial dcstruc.tiuu of the bridges, wliicli wo 
soon repaired, and proceeded into Barnwell, whore we oucamped for 
the night. .During the night (piito a number of Imildinga were con- 
Huiiiod by fire, .Next day wo fitnicktlie Oharloatoiiand South Carolina 
Railroad at Blackvillo, whorowo reinainedler the night, destroying the 
railroad. Erom tliis i>oint wo proceeded up the road toward Augusta, 
destroying it, driving the enemy’s cavalry, under Goiioral Wheeler, 
before us until wo came to Jolmson’s Station, llvo miles oast of Aiken. 
Eiiidliig tlio enemy tohavo gathered in strong force in our fron t wo throw 
up strong rail barricades, and next moriung General Kilpatrick ordered 
tlio vSocond Brigade to move forward to Aiken, leaving tlioEirst and 
Third Brigades at the barrieadoH. The order of mareh that morning 
of the Second Brigade iilaccd the Ninety-second Illinois Mounted 
Infantry in advance, followed by the section of artillery. Ninth Michi- 
gan, Tenth Ohio, and Ninth OliioOavalry. Wo encountered the enemy 
shortly after starting, who, liowevor, fell back before the skirmisliors 
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of tho Ninety-second Illinois, until they arrived al; tlio edfio ol the 
villaco of Aiken, wliore they had hnilt barrieadca and prepsu ed l.o 
make a stand. The Ninety-second Illinois was then deployed in line 
noon tliori^htof the road and engaged the enemy at onee, wliile the 
Ninth Michigan was formed upon the left. Lieutenant Clark s seetioii 
of artillery was ])osted in the road some distance in the rear, whieli I 
was ordered to support, by forming my regiment on the right aloiig 
the edge of a wood IVonting a corn-field about dOO yards wide, beyoin 
which was another wood, behind which were the enemy’s works, and 
ill Avliich the Ninety-second Illinois Mounted lutantry were fighting. 

At this time the firing in front became heavy and general, and ! 
received an order from General Atkins to extend my right, as tlm 
enemy was making a moveinoiit upon our right Hank. I accordingly 
moved my Third Battalion, Captain Irvine (iommanding, some distance 
to the right, moving forwardita loft flank ready to meet any demonstrn- 
tion from that direction. I also sent forward Gompany 1< , to watch the 
movement of the enemy. Tii the meantime the enemy, having concen- 
trated aheavy five upon the center near the road, was diiviiig back Ckui- 
oral Kilpatrick and part of the forces whicii had been with him iii the 
front. Some confusion was manifestetl ; someof the boldest of the enemy 
had followed the general and his escort nearly to the ])hice whore onr 
artillery was posted, and when I arrived at the two battalions 1 left in 
line they had just turned to tlic riglit-about and were slowly moving to 
the rear. I asked of the olliiicr the cause, and he said an oi'der Inid been 
given from tlioloftby a staff odicor to fall back. Feeling sure, as 1 did, 
tliat there must liavo been some mi.stakc about the order, as sucli a 
inovemont at that time would eiidaiigor our arlillery, and also expose 
a large iiuuibiu’ of onr men of the Ninety-second Illinois and Ninth 
Micliigaii Ilegiincnts to caiitnrc, I ordered tlio battalion about and 
charged back upon the enemy, driving them back across the field into 
tlie edge of the town, the charge lioing led ugaiiist the heaviest loreo 
of the enemy liy my adjutant, Lieut. A.T. Hamilton, whoj at the head of 
the loft flank of the regiment, most gallantly ilashed into tlie town, 
driving the oiiomy before liiiu in confusion. The artillery by this tiling 
having been withdrawn, I received orders to move back, as tlie enemy 
was round our left flank. T accordingly moved back in column oi 
aquadron and reformed in an orchard and bold the enemy In check on 
the right of the road, while the Ninth Michigan (I believe it waaj did 
the same uxioii the lol’t or south of the road. In this way wo lell back 
alternately with the Tenth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, and protecting the 
rear until wo reached our barricades, where the enemy, afler feeling 
our position, retired. 

When within 200 yards, while forming our last lino, my ndjutant 
received a shot near the right knee, killing his liorso and so injuring 
him that after lingering until the fith of March he died, making the 
third son of the family who has I'alloii in their country’s servici^. Me 
Avas regarded by all as one of the most valuable oilicers in the regiment, 
noble, genei'ons, aiid^bravej bodied the hlghe.st and truest type of an 
American soldier, and lAvonld respectfully ask that he receive from 
the commanding general an honorable inentioii among the dead who 
have fallen during our nieraorahle camiiaigii. 

Ill this eiigagoineiit the regiment lost 7 men wounded, whoso names 
are given in tlie surgeon’s report herewith attached, also d caxitured. 

After remaining a day at our Avorks tearing up tlie railroad the 
division left the railroiul and moA^ed north across the Edisto, covering- 
the left dank of our infantry for several days. Although detach- 
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nuMils (if ciKiiiiy were seen siiinost daily, yet nothing ol' impoitauee 
(xu'.iii r(',(l din ing’ our inai’ch through South Oaroliiiii. 

Miivcli (I, wo (U'oKKed the (5r(*at Pedee Hiver and entered Ii^orth 
(.'aroliiia. (.)n tlio morning of Mfircdi 9 wo Ibund a largii forito of tlie 
on{‘,iny,i)riiioi]ial!y cavalry, iiiidorCJonoralJfampton upon our left. Gen- 
eral Kilpatriek wilh the Third Brigade had gone forward some miles 
in luh’anim. Our (tlio Seeond) brigade while moving forward after 
dark I'aine niion the enemy going into camp upon a road wliieli m ossed 
the one 111)011 which General Atkins was inarching; wheveiipon Gen- 
erai Atkins hailed the column and sent out l•e<;ounoitcri 1 lg parties to 
learn (heir position, strength, &c., Avhiiili U[Km ascertaining he coun- 
tcrniarelied his command some three miles, sending a courier to inform 
Colonel .Iordan, eommanding First Brigade, which liad been left live 
miles ill the rear. In the night numdi mir flankers and those of tlie 
enemy eame in eontae-t witli each other frequently; some skirmishing 
onmied, but nothing more. After inarching about tlireo miles we turned 
(o our left, striking a swanqiwbicb, on account of tlie recent heavy rains 
we (blind almost impassable for a man on liorscback. Our artillery 
stuck, the horses lloundering in the mud and water until itwaawith 
gr(\jil. diflicuKy they could be saved from drowning. Tlicy were at 
loiigtb disengaged from tbe carriages, and I diainonnted a battalion of 
regiment who, with some men from the other reghnenta, dragged the 
guns and caissons through by band, wading waist-deep. This occu- 
pied us until morning, after whicli we felled timber and built a bridge 
U|)()U whicii tlie remainder of the command crossed easily. Marcli iO, 
about 10 o’clock some stragglers came in IVom the Third Brigade, wlio 
stated tliat (bme.ral Kilpatrick with their brigade Imd been attacked 
early in tlie morning, “routed and badly used ipt.” We afterward 
found (hat, altliougli suipriscd at (Ivsl'-, tliey bad rallied, retaken their 
camp luid baggage, and roul;e.d the enemy In return. .‘VVo met Oenoriil 
•ICilpatrick about noon, and remained in Die vicinity most of tlio day. 

Marcli I J . wo moved into bhiyettoville, whore we remained throe days, 
after which wo crossed the ( 5u])e h'ear Kiver and moved up upon the north 
side, some ilfteeii miles, passing part of (be 'Ihyontioth Army Corjis, 
who hud driven the enemy from a slightly Ibrtilied position in their 
front the prciicding day. Wliortly after passing (bis point our sidvance 
struelc the enemy’s out])osts, driving tbeiii liaek under a brislc iind 
increusing lire uiitil night, wlicii amidst a heavy rain we ^ycnt into 
cam]), throwing np an extensive lino of barricades on onr front and 
Hanks. A brigade of infantry eanio up during the nigbt, and next 
morning the cavalry moved oii(; and engaged (be enemy, whom wo 
found in force waiting for oiir advance. Tlie aetiou between the enemy 
and oui’ cavalry soon bcca.me general and continued until about JO 
o’clock when onr in fantry came up and relieved us. At tliis time 1 was 
orilei’cd by General Kiljiatrick to move u])oii the right llaiilc of the 
iiiliiiili'y to sui)|)or(; it and watch the movements ol tlie onemy, both 
Jbrees envol()]ied in dense pine woods. We accordingly movoil furwiird 
midor the immediate direidJon of General Kiliiatriclc, keeping pace 
Avilb the Inliintry, altliongb tbe ground waaso sofi; ns to makoit inqnis- 
sible Cor ns to move with any ilegree of celerity. Our scouts reported to 
Goncral Kilpatriclc that there was a road running upon our right Hank 
round to the rear of the enemy’s jio-sitioii; at tlio same time Home 
])risonors Just taken reported the enemy falling back. General Kil- 
patrick accordingly ordered me to move out upon and down that road 
toward the oiiomy, but as I was alnioat doatitute of ainiiiunitioii, not to 
lire upon them. Upon noaringtlio roudifound a rebel force moving lu 
column, evidently with a view of coming in upon our right ilank under 
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cover of tlie niidorbrusli, wliich was so dense J;liat we did not notice 
them until within a few yards of their column. As the ground was too 
soft to charge tliem, I ordered my men to fire, wliicli was x>i'omptly 
done, and retunicd by the enemy. My men then fell back some 200 
jmrds to higher ground and reformed, driving back tlio enemy who had 
followed us up. Here avo remained holding Harrison’s brigade of rebel 
infanti'j' (as we learned from prisoners taken) in check until a brigade 
of our infantry Avas sent round to relievo us, about Avhicb time tbe 
enemy withdrow. In this aftair I lost two men killed by the enemy’s 
Hist lire, besides a number of horses Avoiiudcd. 

During the day the enemy retired, liaving suffered severely, and wo 
(tontiiiued our inarch Avithont much inteiTniition until March 19, 
Avlicii we heard heavy cannonading some distance in our front, and in 
the evening came up to imrt of the Fourteenth Army Corps, which we 
found Iiad been heavily engaged Avith the enemy, Avhoso forces had 
(lombined in theirfront, near the village of Bentoiiville, under the rebel 
General Jolniaton. There our cavalry Avoro ordered to form in lino of 
battle, protecting the rear. As my regiment Avas destitute of ammuni- 
tion wo Avoro placed in reserve. That part of the Fourteenth Army 
Goips Avhich liad been engaged Jiavlng been rc-enforced by a division 
of the Twentieth Army Ooriis, reiiulsod the difl'erent charges made by 
the enemy that evening and night. Next morning our lines wore 
advanced, the enemy falling back about a mile AA'ithiii tlieir Avorks, and 
the next night tliey evacuated, leaving us masters of the field. The 
next day avc roccivod a civcnlar from General Kiliiatricic informing us 
that the camjiaign had closed and that we Avould go into camp at Mount 
Olivo, on the VVibniugton and Goldsborough Itailroad, Avlicre avo should 
receive clothing and rest. 

During the campaign, on account of the fact that avo had to depend 
almost exclusively upon the country for our supplies, quite u number 
of men Avore captured by tlic enemy, avIio constantly bung around our 
flanks Avatcliiiig for foraging parties sent out for that purpose, a list ol 
Avlioin is herewith attached. 

During tlio latter })art of tho campaign my command Avas rendered 
to a considerable extent ineffective on account of tho lack of ammuni- 
tion for our carbines (Smith), a large portion of it having been ren- 
dered Avorthless by tho rains Avhich fell during the march. I regard 
the Aveapon for that reason, and for its liability to get out of repair, as 
one Arhich sliould not be used in the service.

Sir; I have tlic honor to submit the following report of the oper- 
ations of this regiment since the 28th day of January, 18GS : 

Tlie regiment iiiado the march from Savannah through the Oarolinas 
Avith the brigade to which it is attached, and during tho campaign was 
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only twice specially eiig'aged with the enemy, to wit, at Aiken, on the 
nth day of rebriiary, 1806, when the Second Brigade moved to Aiken 
and encountered the enemy in force. In covering the movements of 
other regiments in retiring tlie regiment lost as follows? Killed, 2; 
wounded, 4; missing, 10; total 16. Again, in the engagement of the 
4tli of March, the regiment lost: Killed, 1; wounded, 1; missing, 1; 
total 3. Buriug the whole campaign tlie regiment lost: Killed, 4; 
wounded, 10; captured, 11; missing, 23; total, ‘18. 

There were captured hy the regiment 98 horses and 27 mules.

Headquabters I'iubd Brigape, Oavalby Command, 

Military Division op the Mississippi, 

Faison’s Depot, F. G., March 30, 180,5. 

Major.: I liavo the lionor to rcjiort that, in obedience to orders 
received from your headquarters, on the 28th of January last, this 
command, consisting of the First Alabama Cavalry, I^Iajor Cramer 
commanding; Fifth Kentucky Cavalry, M}\j. O.T. Cheek commanding; 
and the Fifth Ohio Cavalry, Miijor Rader commanding, and Lieutenant 
Stetson, commanding section of the Tenth Wisconsin Battery, broke 
camp on the Little Ogeeohee River, Ga., ton miles from Savannah, and 
marcliod to Sister’s Ferry, Ga., arriving there on the following evening. 
Wo remained at Sistoi-’s Ferry, waiting for the completion of the pon- 
toon bridge over the Savannah River and the causeway on the opposite 
side until the afternoon of the 2d [3dJ of February, when we again 
resumed our lino of inarch. 

Nothing of interest occurred until the morning of the Oth of Febru- 
ary, when we left Allondalo and marched on the loft Hank of the divis- 
ion to Barnwell Oourt-ITouao. This day wo skirmished considerably 
with Crews’ brigade, of Wheeler’s command, and drove them to oiuToft. 

We captured during the day Avo prisoners without loss ourselves. 
On the morning of the 8th we broke camp at Blackvillo four hours in 
advance of the balance of the division and marched to Williston, the 
First Alabama having the advance. After marching about five miles 
we struck a force of the enemy and our advance engaged them and had 
no difficulty in driving them in and through the town of Williston. 
Being ordered to go into camp there I commenced putting the com- 
mand into camp, when tlio picket-post on the Aiken road was attacked. 
I immediately re-enforced the post with two squadrons of the First 
Alabama Cavalry, under Captain Latty, with orders to feel of the 
enemy and endeavor to ascertain what force was in the vicinity, and 
I ceased further preparations for going into camx) for the present. The 
firing in the advance becoming quite heavy, I ordered Maior Cramer to ,

talvo tlie balancG of Major Tramel’a battalion of tlio First Alabama 
and go to the support of Captain Latty, with instructions to crowd the 
enemy (the other battalion of the First Alabama Cavalry then being 
with Goiiernl Slocum on tho road from Sister’s Ferry). I then ordered 
Major Cliecdi, with the Fifth Kentucky Cavalry, and Lieutenant Stetson 
with his section of battery, without the caissons, to move out to the 
support of Major Cramer. I then directed Major llador to leave one 
battalion of bis regiment with the transportation of tho brigade and 
caissons and in charge of the town, and to take the two other battal- 
ions of liis regiment and move slowly out on the Aiken road in sup- 
port of the Ibrco already sent. By this time Major Cramer had driven 
the enemy about one mile and a half into a strong lino of battle, in a 
strong position in timber, with one flank resting oii a largo ])ond and 
a large open field in tlieir Irout. Jovdered Major Cramer to deploy his 
men in a skirmish lino and tho Fifth Kentucky in line of battle and to 
cluu’ge, which was done by both commands iii the mo.st gallant manner, 
tlio enemy stopping to firobutono volley. Tlien commenced one of the 
most thorough and complete rents I over witnessed. The ground was 
completely strewn with guns, haversacks, &c. Five battlo-llags wore 
captured, including tho brigade and four rogimontal Hags, and a largo 
number of horses and over thirty prisoners. After a cliargo of al)Out 
seven miles fi'om this point tho enemy di8i)crscd ami wont in every 
direction through tho woods and swamps. I tlien ordcroil tho chase to 
be disuontinuod and brought tlio command back to camp at Williston. 
The force we lia<l the encounter with proved to bo the Alabama brigade, 
of Allen’s division, Wheeler’s cavalry corps, (jommanded by Colonel 
Hagan, and consisting of tho First, Tbird, Jl'iftb, Ninth, Twelfth, and 
Fifty-first Eegiiuonts Alabama Cavalry. 

The next mbriiing wo again rosiimocf our Ihieof march and i)rocoedod 
to Windsor, tho next station toward Augusta’, where wo I’omaiued till 
thonext morning, whoa we again moved still fartlicron tho Augiistaroad 
to Johnson’s Station without incident, whore wo went into camp and 
remained till the next morning, when tho Second lilrigade. General 
Atkina coinmaiKlingj inoved in the direction of Aiken. Soon lioaring 
heavy firing in the direction ()f tho Second Brigade, I put my eommand 
in lino of battle behind rail barricades and awaited further develop- 
ments. After a time tho Second Brigade returuod, followed (dosely by 
tho enemy. The enemy then made Jt few slight Oomonstrations along 
my line, but made no attack. We remained in this position tho 
remainder of tho day and till tho second afternoon, when I moved north 
to Pine Log Bridge on the South Edisto Kivor, which I found burned, 
and impossible to build without a delay of at least' three days. Tlie 
next morning I moved down the river to Giiigiiard’s Bridge, twelve mile.s, 
aiul crossed at that point, General JefV. C. j)avis kii\dly giving mo per- 
mission to cross in advance of his corps, when I moved eight miles in 
a northwest direction and went into camp for tho night. Nothing of 
interest occurred for several days, and not till after we had crossed 
the Saluda, Broad, and Watcree liivers, when we reached tho town of 
Lancaster, S. C., and went into camp two miles and a lialf north of 
the town on Camp Creek and Ibuiid a heavy tbreo of the enemy imme- 
diately in my front with their pickets on the o])posit6 side of tho 
creek from juine. I then received an order from your hoadqiiarterH to 
ascertain, if po.ssiblo, whether a coinmunicatiou could be forwarded 
through tho enemy’s pickets to General Wade Hampton. I then sent 
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(’aptain Oifutt, of iny staff, and Major Fitzgihbon, of tlie Foiirteontli 
Mi<5liigan, with a Hag of truce, with the following written coininuuica- 
tion, viz !

J ininuidiatoly iVnnvarded Coiioral Wheeler’s answer to you, and at 
0.30 the next morning Captain Brink came to my cam]) with a coinnui- 
nl(5jition IVoiu Miirjor-Genoral Shormsin to Wiido Lraini)ton. I furnisUccl 
an escort and Ji white Hag to Oapfaiii Brink and sent Major Fitzgibbon 
with him to the enemy’s picket-post of tlie evening before. At pro- 
eiscjly 7 o’c.loc.k tliey readied the ap))ointcd place, but did not find the 
enemy, when they proceeded up the Oharlotle road about one mile 
witli the Hag, wlion the enemy’s vedettes Hred upon it, severely wound- 
ing Major Ifitzgibbon in the left log. Captain Brink still proceeded 
and delivered llio eonmaiiHeation, and also informed the enemy of the 
wounding of Major Fitzgibbon. ihiptain Brink lirought mo babk 
word that Conoral Wliceloi* .strongly (mndomned the action of his 
vedette in firing upon the Hag, and would make any re])aration in his 
liower, and had severely punislicd the guilty parties. Upon consulta- 
tion with your lunuhjiiartor.s I then deinaiulcd of (leneral Wheeler that 
they should receive Mjyor Fitzgibbon and send him by railroad in 
(Hiarge of a surgeon to our linos at City Point, Va-., wliioli arrangomoiit 
General Wheeler nmdily eonsonted to, and he was forwarded on the 
morning of the 28th of February. On the same morning wo again 
resumed our lino of mareli in an easterly direction, my brigade maroli- 
iiig Hfteoinnilos upon the loft Hank of tlie division; raining very hard 
and the roads being almost impassable. The next day wo again 
marehed upon the loft Hank, but did not, ou account of the horrible 
state of the roads, make more than eight iiiiloa. The following day we 
again marehed upon the left of the division, and camped near the North 
Carolina line, three miles north of Blakeny’s, in OhosterHold District, 
B. 0. 

On the morning of the 3d of March wo resumed our lino of maroli 
oil the left through a clay ({ountry with horrible roads and traveled a 
distance of ten miles, -when wo wont into camp in Anson County, 
N. 0.; about three miles from the State lino. Wo had hardly 
placed our pickets out when they wore driven in by General Hampton’s 
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cavalry. The command was quickly fehrowu into poMitioii aud : 
awaited an attack. A small force of tlie to char

march without further incident till after wo had crossed the &r 
Pedeo Eivor at Sueedsborough and passed Eockmghani, JS . O. Uii t 
9th of March we moved in advautjo of the division Iroin the hei 
waters of Lumber Eivor, in Moore County, K C., to Solemn Cro’ 
reaching there about 2 p. w., some five hours in advance ol the oti 
two brigades. We there ascertained that General Hardee had pass 
that point the day before with his corps of inlhntry, and was inarchi 
as speedily as possible to Fayetteville. Wo also learned n’oin c 
scouts and foragers that the enemy’s cavalry was several miles up

general commanding toward Fayottevillo to Monroe s CrosB-Eoads. 
distance of twelve miles. Before leaving Solemn Grove wo AVGrojoiii 
by Lieutenaut-Coloncl AVay, commanding the disinouutod nioii, a 
having in charge about 150 prisoners an<l the headquarters wage 
of the division and ordnauce train. In obedience to orders 
moved to Monroe’s Oross-Eoads, it raining terribly during the ent 
march, and wont into camp there at 9 p. m. In obedience to instr; 
tioua wo picketed carefully tlie country in tlio direction of h ayottevi 
leaving Lieutenant-Colonel Way, whoso <5omma.iid was immediately 
tlie roar of my brigade, to picket the roar, Sinuiltancously on 1 
morning of the lOtli of Marcli with our rovoillotlio camp of the c 
mounted men aud our camp was cliargcd by three divisiona of 1 
enemy’s cavalry, viz, Butler’s, riumo’s aud Allen’s, (ienoral Hampi 
personally loading the charge of Butler’s division and Goiioral Whoe 
leading the charge on the right with Hume’s division. The camp 
the dismounted men was instantly captured} also the hoadquart 
of the division aud brigade, and with the wagons and artillery, 
the cavalry camp the iiring became very severe, and lor a time 1 
enemy gained and held nearly two-thirds of tlioir camp, when, by d 
perate Qghtiug behind trees, the men succeeded in driving the one 
entirely out of camp and partially away from the headcpiarte 
About this time Lieutenant Stetson Buccoodod in creeping stcalthilj 
his section of artillery aud uulimbored one of his guns and lired upon 
enemy. This was a rallying signal for the entire command, aud inn 
diately a siiflicient Ibrco was placed in support of the battery aiii 
withering aud deadly fire of grape and canister was opened upon 
enemy. Three succes-sivo charges were made by the oiiomy to roct 
ture our artillery, but each charge w'aa iiiisucimssful and coat th 
dearly. 

About 7.30 the enemy reta-oated in oonfusiou, leaving their d« 
and wounded in our hands. One liuudred aud three of the eiieit 
dead were left on the Held, also a large luimbor of wounded and ab 
thirty jirisoners. Our men were too much exhausted find fatigued 
follow^ the enemy, aud nearly all wore out of ammunition. For 1 
hours aud a half three small regimouts. iiumboring in the aggrog 
loss than 800 men, had successfiilly resisted the oft-ropoated ohay 
of three entire divisions, numbering not less than 5,000 men. ; 
remained on the field of battle till 3 p. m., burying the dead and tali 
care of the wounded, wlm we moved about live miles in the direc| 
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of Payetteville, and joined tbe other two brigades and camped for the 
niglit. Our loss at the battle of Mouroe’a Oroas-Roads M’as 18 killed, 
70 wounded, and 105 missing. 

Among the killed and wounded were sojne of tbe best officers of the 
command. Adjutant Mitchell^ of the Fifth Koutiicky, was killed. The 
First Alabama Oavalry lost eight officers, including both of its fleld 
officers, Major Cramer being both woiuided and a prisoner. 

It is impossible for ino to speak in too high terms of the conduct 
of the officers and men of my command in this light, and it would 
bo invidious to iiientiou any, although I cauuot let the gallant conduct 
of Lieutenant Stetson go without nieiifcion, who, unaided and alone, 
crejit through the ranks of the enemy and unlimbered and flretl one of 
his guns. To this fact, more than to any other, I ascribe a terrible dis- 
aster turned into a brilliant victory. 

Nothing of further interest occurred until the 16th of March, when 
wo struck Hardee’s command on the Raleigh road near Averashor- 
ough, between the Capo Fen-r and Black Rivers. I was ordered to 
place luy brigade on the left of the infantry and to advance ui)on the 
enemy. _ I iplaced tlio Fiftih Ohio, Major Rader commanding, in front 
and in line of battle, the Fifth Kentucky and First Alabama in sup- 
port, when wo advanced skunnisUing (piito heavily up to within 200 
yards of their works, when wo were relieved by General Jackson’s divi- 
sion of infantry of the Twentieth Army Cories, and moved to the 
extreme right. Wo lost 3 men wounded and several horses, and cap- 
tui'ed 18 prisoneva. 

Nothing further of interest occurred till the battle of Bentoiivillo 
on the 19th, 20th, and 2J.st, when wo were engaged guarding part of 
the time the left flank, which was done without loss. On the 24th 
instant wo reached this point and woiit into camp after a campaign 
of flfty-flvo days, during which time I mai'cUed over 700 miles, cross- 
ing seven largo rivers on pontoon bridges and an innumerable number 
of smaller streams and swamps that under ordinary circumstances 
would be considered impassable. At times I found tlie road in such 
a conditiou that even a mile an hour could not be averaged by the 
command. 

My especial thanks are due and are here tendered to Oapt. Andrew 
Offutt, of my staif, who took charge of the pioneer corps of the bri- 
gade. To him we are indebted for any number of hastily constructed 
bridges, aud also that our wagons and artillery were not often aban- 
doned in the almost imi)assable swamps of the two Oarolinas, 

My thanks are also tendered to iny entire staff for their bravery, 
perseveran ce, and patience in executing each aud every order during 
this long, laborious, and tedious campaign. I also tender my thanks 
to each of the regimental commauders for thoii.’ faithful observance of 
each and e^^ely order, and their energy and jceal upon every occasion, 
and through them to their brave commands. 

We subsisted almost entirely mion the country for rations for the men 
and entirely for forage for animals. For fifty days my brigade drew only 
five days’ partial rations from the commissariat. I herewith forward the 
reports of the regimental commauders, and also Lieutenant Stetson’s 
report. This command captured during the campaign 207 prisoners.

Liett'I’ENANT : I have the honor to rei)ort that, in obedience to orders 
received ii’ora yonr hcadqnarters, my regiment, under eoinnmnd of Miii. 
F L. Cramer, numbering 18 oflieera and 292 men ior duty, broke 
camp near Savannah, Ga., on the 28th day of January, ISOo, and moved 
with the brigade on the Springfield road leading to bister .s herryon 
the Savannah River. We arrived at Sister’s Ferry on the evening ot 
the 20th, and camped two miles from the river, whore \va remained 
until the 3d day of February, when we crossed the river and com- 
menced our march in South Carolina in the direction ol Lawtonville. 

On the 4th Oapt. J. J. Hinds, commanding Second RattaUon, was 
ordered back to Sister’s Ferry to report to Ma-jor-Goneral olocum, m 
obedience to orders from the colonel commanding brigade, i his left 
only one battnliou of 170 men in tlie regiment. On the Ot i we had 
some skirmishing with Grows’ brigade, of Wheeler s command, captur- 
iiiff some prisoners. On the 7th assisted iii destroying Uiarloston and 
Augusta Railroad. On the 8th we moved fvoin Bhudcvillo on the road 
to Willlston, my regiment in advance. I, with two siinadrons, was 
(U'dered in the advance, and came to the rebel pickets just before reach- 
ing the village. Wo routed and drove them through town, and 



Wo drove them one mile and a half, where wo found they had estab- 
lished a strong lino. Major Cramer was soon on tlio ground and took 
command of the main body in the center, while .1, with twenty men, 
and Captain Latty with the same nmiiber, moved on each flank of tlie 
enemy, Major Cramer advancing with the center. This movement routed 
them. Wo drove them half a mile, whore they had another line. This 
wo broke also, and halted for a short time, when Colonel Spencer, com- 
maiuling brigade, re-eiiforccd ns with the Fifth Kentucky Cavalry. 
We wore then ordered to resume the cluiao, and on advancing I’ouud 
the enemy in a strong position in the woods near White Pond. On 
being ordered, wo charged them, when followed the most comiileto rout 
T ever witnessed. Gnus, sabers, canteens, haversacks, saddle-bags, 
hilts, and everything which would impede the flight of the affrighted 
and flying enemy were abandoned and completely strewn over the 
ground. Wo continued the pursuit over five miles, capturing quite a 
number of prisoners, with five stand of colors. Wo were then ordered 
to abandon the pursuit, and returned to camp at Williston. Wo aaimr- 
taiiied we had boon contending against a greatly superior force of the 
enemy. 

The conduct of the officers and men of my regiment on this occasion 
was praiseworthy in the highest degree. The lo.ss of the regiment was 
four men wounded, one mortally, who affcevward died. 
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On (,]ie lOtli of Pobrujiry Captain Iliiid.s Joined ns witli liis battalion, 
and tlie re^iiiunit was present at thc%J,t near Aiken, but look lul 
a(!tiv(‘, psut, except to biiild a barricade and liold a position on the 
rig- It, Oil the ilth we again resiiiiied our marcli with tlio brigade, 
and inirtieiiaited in all the diilerout scenes through wlucli it nassed, 
crossing tlic Kdisto, Saluda, Broad, Watcrce, and (Jrcat Bcdce Ilivers, 
via Bexiiigton, Alston, Black Stocks, Lancaster, ami Sneedsborougli, 
notliingoi special iinportanceocciuTing. After crossing the Great J’edee 
Liv(!r ami going into camp at 0 o’clock on tlie evening of March (i, E 
was ordered to take lifty men and proceiHl to Koelvinglmin, 0 
about twohni miles distant, and, if possible, take tlie place and secure 
the mail, i adyaiiced to within throe miles of the place without meet- 
ing any opposition. .1 there found the road strongly incketod by tiio 
enemy, and inimodiately ordered my men to charge, 'wliich they did in 
agalbiiit nianiicr, driving the enemy from post to ]»ost until wo readied 
the edge of the village, where w<^ found a line too strong for ns to 
break with the small force at my command; con.scquently I orderi'd the 
men to lall back slowly, wliich they did in good order. I tlion retnriiod 
1.0 eainp, arriving there at 4 a. m. on the 7tli. We again moved with 
the brigade on the 7th, via Bockliigham and Solemn Grove, ami cm 
the oveniiig ol the 0th eaniiicd at Monroe’s (.Iross-ltoads, iiaviiig 
mavehed during the day in close jiroximity with the enemy. At the 
sounding ol reveille on the morning of the lOtli instant, wo were aroused 
(roll) sleep by the wlii.stling of bullels and the liendish yelling of the 
enemy, who were charging info our camp. Tlien followed a most 
bloody liambto-liand conlllct, onr men forming behind trees and stumps 

A\n ^'inioavoriiig to charge us (uioniitcd) witli the saber. 

VN liile gallantly eheeriiig liis men l\Iaj. F. L. (h-aniur was wouiuletl 
iiml taken prisoner. 

The lighting was most <le.sperate for an hour, when we succeeded, in 
eoiinc’ctioii with the. h’iftli Kentnekyaud I‘’irtli Ohio Yohuitecr Cavalry, 
ill ilriynig the enemy away from our ca-mi»s. 

^ I was captured by the enemy and held as prisoner 

unt il the 14th instant, when i Biiceeedo.d in making my escape, and 
alter three days lying in the swamps and traveling niglits, i; sneceeded 
in rejoining my comniand. 

Alter iiiy capture Gapt. .T. .1. Binds took eommamlor the regiment 
ami retained it until my rotiini, and I am indebted to liim for the gal- 
lant iimiiner in wliich lie handled the command during the remaimler 
of that severii mid terrible light. 

('ajitain I’eek deserves speeini mention for Ids gallant daring and 
coolness during this struggle. The loss of the regiment in tlie alluir 
was 4 men killed, 117 wonmled, and. 4J. missing. 

My regiment moved with the brigade, and was present when the cav- 
aliy eneountered the emmiy on the evening of the j ntli, also in the tight 
of the Idtli instant, but sustained no loss us it held a position on the 
left. We next oiieonnterml tln^ oiiciny in strong forem on the JSth, but 
evadcid him by taking a road leading mores to the right, while a portion 
of tlie .Fifth Fentmdcy Cavalry attracted Ins attonUoa at a certain ])oint. 
Wo cmiouiitei’cd the enemy again saine day, hut lie was easily repiilscil 
ami driven away. My r(‘.giment eouthnied with tiie brigade; was 
liresmit and assisted in guarding the left Hank of the army during tlie 
hard battles of the lOtli, 20th, and 2l8t instant. The enemy then being 
routed and tlie eampaign ended, my rogimenb moved witli the brigade 
to h'aisim’s Depot, wliere we arrived on the 24tU instant and have re- 
niaiiied in eainp siiieo that time.

The brigade arrived at Tlarnwell on the evening <9 V'}n,! 

went into camp for the night. On the morning ot tlie 
regiiiKMit acconiiiiinied the brigade to Willistoii, S. 4^, on tins ChaUea- 
ton and Augusta Bsiilroad. The First Alaliama Cavalry U. 
unteera, being in advance of the brigade, hud ashgh t skirmish with the 
enemy’s cavaW at this point, but lamily succeeded in driYing the 
enemv from the place. I Avas directed to put my 1?,'^ 

preparatory to going into camp for the night, but about this tune the 
piSs of the'Dirfe Alabama Cavalry, on the Augns a road were 
attacked by a considerable force of tlie eiiomy, Ma)or Ci-iiiner, c<)m- 
maiuliiig the Dirst Alabama Cavalry, was ordered to ye-etiioree the 
pickets and drive the rebels back. 1 was therefore directed not to 
nii.saddlc until Ma^ior Cramer retnriicil or wsxs hoard Irom. In some 
half hour I received an order from the colonel commanding to ])ro(med 
rapidly Avith my regiment to the support of Major Craimu, \y ho Inid 
encountered a force of rebels, which tlicy foiiml too strong lor thorn to 
drive I had gone two miles at a rapid rate Avlion I iiaine up with the 
Dirst Alabama OaAudry. The rebels seeing the ro-eiirorcoments arrive 
retired, Colonel Spencer with the First Alabama and my regiineiit tol- 
lowing them up. After Imving iuarchcd half a mile Ave again loiind 
the enemy, coiisi.sting of six regiments posted in a thick woods and a 
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vory advautasooiis [poaitlon] in our front. My rcgiinont was iniiiKidi- 
ii(:cly ordered into position by the eolonel coannandiiig. Wo moved 
loi'iwni'd some distsniec, skiriuiahing; sharply with the eiietiiy, when 
Colonel Sjxmeer ordered a ohar^jc, whieh resulted in driving t;lio omnny 
in utl;er eoniusiou from the battle-field. In their liasty iliglit they 
abandoned guns, havcrsa(5ks, aixl everything which could iin])edo tlioir 
pr(!ci])ita(:o flight. A poidiou ol‘ the Ifirst Ahibaniii Cavalry and one 
l)attaUon of niy regiment ^mr.sued the enemy for five mihis. My regi- 
ment (‘aj)turod the Imgade Hag of Colonel llagan’.s (Alabaiiia) brigade, 
and the regimontal colors of the h’ourth and Ninth Alabama, Cavalry, 
together witli 8 or JO prisoners, and many Eiillold rille.s, which were 
destroyed. 

'JMio eonduct of my ofiicers and men on this occasion was splendid. 

Nothing trans]){red worthy of note until the lOth of March. 

Tlui regiment Iniving marched till 0 (j’clock tlio night ])revious, wont 
into camp at Monroe’s Oros-s-Koads in v<.*ar of the First Alabama Cav- 
alry. 'I'ho enemy during the night, under Wade Hampton, eominand- 
iiigthereb(d cavalry, taking advantage of the darkness of thonight 
and the inelonusncy of the weather, it being quite rainy, mov(.‘d heavy 
columns of cavalry through the open i)ine wooil to the vicinity of our 
camp, ])r(iparat(>ry to attacking the (aiinp at daylight on the following 
moi'iiing, At (uirly dawn, on tlie morning of the lOth instinit, we wore 
awakened from onr slumbers by the deadly missiles and fiendisli sliouts 
of the rebel eavalry charging into our camp in thi-oo dil’I'ercut jdaccs, 
I'oar and botli Hanks. 'I'o the right of onr camp wo could see the dis- 
inounted brigade, commanded by bieutommt Colonel Way, Nin Hi Mi(5liL- 
gan (JavaJry, who had oncaniped in our rear. Hying in every diroction, 
tlie rebel ea valry in hot pursuit. Having gained the awnnip noiirhy, 
they were ionne(i and completely ohoideed tlie onslaught of the rebols. 
In the nuaintlme Colonel Spencer’.s brigade was Hgliting most dospor- 
afoly witli the rebels, ndio outnumbered us ton to one, disputing as to 
who shouhl hold ihe (lamp of tUecavalry. Finally, after a most bloody 
eoii lllct of one hour and a half, a few of my men, with Lionteimiit Stet- 
son, Tenth Wisconsin liattory, charged and ret<»ok two jiieces of artil- 
lery, whicli had been in possession of the rebels some half an hour. 
].>ieuteiuiiit Stetson <juicldy lireil a round of grape and c.aiiister into the 
rebel rallies, wiihdi greatly encouraged my men, and (hMimralized and 
discouraged tliovebels to an equal ex tent. The men were easily rallied to 
the sui)i)ort of the artillery, and the rebels wore driven from the camp 
and the hattle-Held in the utmost <;oiifusioii. 

My men and ol'lhtcrs on this occasion acted with the moat dotor- 
niiiiod gallantry, having in. many instancesnlesperato haiid-to-lmiid cou- 
Hicts with the ononiy. 

Tliirty-threo dead robols were counted within tiie limil;s of my (lainp 
after the light waa over, including many olTlcera. 

It was individual bravery that saved the day upon this ocoaBioii; 
men Hgliting, not in organized bodies, but behind trees, stumps, and 
anything which could alibi'd i>rotectioii. Many of the men fought 
almost in a state of nudity, nob having had time to dress fchomsolvos 
before the rebels wore upon them. 

1 laiuiiob H]M'.ak too highly of the indomitable courage of my ofHcor.s 
ainl nuni in this engagement. When all acted so nolily it would seiaii 
invidious to mention any by name; but I cannot forbear calling particu- 
lar aH.ention of the colonel commanding to the conspicuous gallantry 
(lisi)layed by Capt. J. A. P. Glore, commanding First Battalion, of my 
regiment, on this occasion. Ho rendered very great service to mo in 
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assistin''' to (foininimd the roj^inicnt thronKhout the eiinipiu^n. Lieiit. 
W. :i).Mit(aioll,a(ljuUiitofthercgiineiit, was killed while bravely (Ij-lit- 
iiij:'' tlio enemy, l ie wa.s a gallant olliccr, beloved and ri^spe-ete.il by all 
who knew him. 

Oil the niorniiig of the 1 (Ith oF March I was diree.ttn! to iollow the 
rirtliOhio Oavalvyand to support that rcgiinciifi if iieeessary, i;hoy 
being on the loft ilank of the infantry. My regiment was IVeiiuently 
underfire daring the day but not engaged. On the nioiming of tlio 
18th instant I was directed by the colonel commanding to take the 
iidvaiieoof the. brigade, on the road to Ooldsborougli. After having 
niarehed four miles on this roa<l Captain Northrop, eonimaiiding scouts, 
Btrnek tlio enemy’s cavalry picket, and skirmishing with them for some- 
time, aaeertaiiied that the enemy was in considerable force. 1 was berc 
directed by Colonel 8pencor to send Captain OloriMvitli six companies 
of iiiyregimontto divert the enemy’s attention while the division passed 
on a road to the right of the one on which the enemy was Ibiiiid. We 
had traveled this road some two miles when the advauee, {consisting of 
the sc<mts and dismounted mou, again striuik the enemy’s pieket-imst 
at a swamp, but drove them back vcryj-eadily. After having gone 
some half a mile larther the rebels made an im[)otuon8 charge niion 
Lieutenant Stetson’s artillery iita time when the swamp was hotweon 
the commands and tlie artillery. ThercCoro the rebels siiccoedod in 
getting into close in-oximity to the pieces, and pouixsl in aneh a wither* 
ing lire upon tlie {leConsolcss cannoneers as caused them to abandon 
their horses. My regiment was quickly thrown into line under (Ire, 
and roturiicd the lire of (.he rebels with so miu;h eflect as caused them 
to retreat in confusion. I, with the Second Ihittallon of my regiment, 
jnirsnod them half a mile, when .1 returned in compliamai with Colonel 
Silencer’s orders and .joined the command. During the campaign tlie 
regiment has lost Lieut. W. D. Mitcliell, adjutant of the regiment, ami 
Lieht. Amos Gridin, Company L, killed; Liouf;. dolni W. Baker, com- 
inandhig Coinpaiiy M, and LIcnt. Wiley S. Mollaml, commanding (Join* 
jiaiiy n, wounded; Oapt.dohnD. Smith, {lomimuiding Company C, and 
Lieut, .loliii night, commanding Company Jl, captured; 0 enlisted 
men killed; 40 enlisted men capturcil; aggroga.to, 72: making the loss 
one-third of the od'oetive forc-c on the campjiign. The regiment cap- 
tured during tlio campaign 75 pri.soners.

In compliance with ortlers received from briga.de lieadiiiuirters my 
command broke camp at b a. in. on the morning of the 28tU of Jamuiry 
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aiuL iiiiirchod iinoeii nilkis, when wo ciic:Mn])C(1 for iho Notliitig 

of itiloi'cst trjiiiHulvod Avith my oomniinul until wo arris iHl at Willistoii, 
wlKii'o iiiy <a)umijiiul was ordered out to support the Fifth Ivcn- 
tuoky and Kiist Alabama (Javalry licjujiinenta, wlio were pursuing- tlio 
lU'eiuft’ e.iunny, but belore ari'lviug at the aeeiie of iietion wo were 
oi'de,red to return, as our aorvioes wei-o not needed. Wo returned to 
(uini]) for tlie. ni^lit. 'This was on the 8tli day of February. On tho 
eycMiinj^- oi‘ tlio Uth of February my eomiuand destroyed al.)out one niilo 
ol tli(,\ Oliavlestou and Auj* ustaKailroad. f)u the 1.01 li day of .h’ebrnary 
niy (ioinnnind assisted in teariuf^ np and destroyln}^ a <!onsi(lei‘ablo por- 
ti(»n of tlui abovc namcjl railroad at Johnson’s Turiiont. On tlie llth 
my eoinniand ludd the, extreme i'i{?ht, wliile, the fcJeeond brigade AV(nit 
out to r(M‘,onnoit(U', and siibscfiuoiitly assisted in <!overiii/^ tlunr retr{iat. 

Notliiiij*- of interest oee.nrred dmiiift’ our mareh until the cveniiif;' of 
the d(l of .^Iare.ll, avIuui avo Avei-e aTtacikcd by a small I'orcc of tbii ein.'iny 
iimnediately after goin;*' into eamp. 'I'his was easily vej)iilse(l Avitliout 
loss. 'I'lio next ]>la.c.e, my <!omma.nd Avas at Monroids Ci-oss- 1 loads, jY, U. 
On the (ivenin/i- of the 0th of Mareh avo encamped for tlio iiiglit near the 
abovcnnientioncd place. No si^^ns of the enemy AS'cre visible at the 
time Avo encamped, biimiltancons with the call of rc.veille on tins morn- 
iiij;'’ of tli(5 lOtli, and belore my <‘()nnnand had arj.scn from bed, my (aiiiip 
Avas overrun by a larf;-(^ ror(5e of the enemy. .My command was taken 
completcdy by surprise, the enemy beinji’ in for(;c in every i)a)-t of my 
e.ainji. '.i'lu^ ol'IUmi'S and men w(‘re (Hnnpletoly bewildorcMl for a abort 
time, but through tlui almost superhuinaii elforts of some of the ol'flcera 
the luoii aoou rallied and coiiteste<t the ground imdi by inch Avith the 
miemy, and liiially, assisbal by tin*, men and odicers of tlie First Ala- 
bama and b’iflh lOmtnc.ky Cavalry, the emmiy Avas I'orced to retire 
after one of tlie most teiTilic. haiubto-liand (mcounters T OAmr \ritnesaed, 
leaving bis dead ami Avounded on the hold. 

I Avill lie.re rmunrk tliat tlie heroic bravery of Capt. JohojaIi .111, Ovor- 
tiirf of my comma nd deserves more than a- iiassing notice at my Imiuls, 
Tt was through bis exertion and heroi<*. conduct, aided by tboso gallant 
soldiers, Captain Hinds, of the First ^Vlalmnia, and (.'iiptaiii Gloro, of 
the J.'’ifi:ii JCoutucky Cavalry, tliat the Avhole of my eommaiid was saA'oil 
JVom total annihilation. .1 avouIiI rccomineiul him to the favorable 
iioticui of the brigade conimander. 

During the light Corpl. !M. .Ilaye-ssliot a rebel color hearer, tore the 
colors from tlio standard, and iiresentcd them to me. Tlio ollicers and 
men of my conmuind ibiight bravely and with the determination to 
eoiKiner or die,’.. 

'l.'lie loss in my coinmaiul on that morning Avas -I men killed, 11 
Avoimded {none mortally), and 5 cnmniissioiied ollieers and 70 men 
missing. 'I'lio loss ol' horses Avas OS. 

On tli(A evening of the Ifith Ave encountered the enemy in force near 
Kyle’s Landing, N. O.; built breast-works, threw out skirniishors, and 
remained in lino of battle all night. On the morning of the 10th 
moved out in line of battle, sn^iported by F'ifth Kentucky and First 
Alabama Cavalry Kegiments, Capt. J. .10. Overturl', Avith the Third 
Ihittalioii of my command, was sent in advance as skirnusliers. lie 
soon oneonnbwed the enomy’.s line of skirmishers, Avhich ho engaged 
nnd drove into his hroast-AA’orks. 

Limit. John Wilkin gob his horse shot under him, and had one man 
.slightly Avounded. 

W(A tlien moved forward in lino of battle until avo Averii oi'dm'od to 
halt, Avlioro avo remained nntil rolioved by a dctnelimeiit of infantry. 
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1 AVoiild iiiiilco honorabU*- mention of Maj. Jobn Piiiinnill, ('oniiiiiiiHliiij'' 
Fii-«t V.attulion oi‘ lay command, (Japt. .loliii B. P.owlc.s, and Lieateii- 
aiits Fritts, Jarvis, Miller, and Wilkin lor gallantry on tins maaisioii. 

Tlie oHlcers of my cominaiul have my sincere thanks lor tlie manner 
in whie.h tliev ha.vc a.t all times executed my ordei-a. 

The total loss of my command during the eainpaign was <1 lulled, 
wounded, and SI missing. There were captured at various tunics during 
the campaign, by my command, M) prisoiier.s, 8ll horst^s, and 41) innh^s, 
and lost in action and <arj)tured by the enemy, 80 borse.s. 

This report is not as eomprebensive as J. would wish, owing to the 
fact that my adjutant was captured by the enemy, Iniviiig on lus jiei’- 
soil the data from wlneb to make a' report. 

Hoping, however, that this may meet your approbation, J. Iiavetho 
lionor to be, lieutenant, yonr most obeiiient .servant, .

MAiTok : 1 liavo the bonor to submit tbo following report of the oper- 
ations of iny command : 

On the 2/)t]i of January, in obedience to orders, I. took eommaiid of 
the dismounted ineuoftln.s division, designated by tlie geiKM'al com- 
uiaiidiiig cavalry, as the .Fourth Brigade Cavalry (dismounted). 1 
organi/cd the command into three regiments, the men of each brigade 
forming a regiment, and numbered after tholr respective brigades First, 
Second, and Tliird Begimonts. J3acli regiment was forni{3(l into com- 
pniiies of fifty men each, with one commissioned ollicer n.nd a proper 
number of ilon-c.oinmissioned odlccrs to eaeli eompany. The .iidrst 
liegimeiit, eominandcdby Maj. C. A. Api>el, Xiiith .J*enimylvania V oluu- 
teer (Rivalry, numbored 245 imlisted men. 'Phe Beitoud llegimeiit, eoiu- 
inamled by 'Lieut. Col. W. Stoiigli, Xliitli Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, num- 
bered 311) enlisted men. The '.riiird Jliigimeiit, commanded by Capt, J. 
B. Higgs, Fifth Kentucky A^oliinteer Cavalry, numbered 121) enlisted 
men. On the 27th of January I broke c,amp near Bavannah and nuivelajd 
for Sister’s Ferry. TIio roads wore very bad and it avus liurd upon (he 
men, notboiiigaeeustoiiicdtoiwareliing. Arrived at Bister’s J'^orry Janu- 
ary 30 and remained until-tlie afternoon of FobrUary 3, when we toolc up 
onr line of iniircli, (U’ossing tbo Savannah .Itiver and passing tlirougU 
Eobcrtsville, Laivtonville, Allendale, Barnwell, and arriving at Blac.k- 
ville, upon tlie Charlostoii and Augusta Jtailroad. 

Fchriiary 7, de.stroycd one mile of railroad track at lllaekville. hkdi- 
ruary 8, Avo moved toAvard Augusta; arriving at Williston, found tlui 
Tliir'd Brigade skinnisliing Avith the enemy; took iiosition ami built 
rail barricades on the right of the Third Brigade; in (he evening 
destroyed one mile of rajlroatl track. February 1), continued our mareli

11 ]) tlio I'uih'ojul, biivnin.^ culverts, 1 water-tank, 3 Ihdxjars, and depot at 
VVhuLsor, where ive arrived half an hour in advance of the balance of 
the division. February 10, marched to .Tohnson’s Station, burning’ 
aevoral culverts, 4 ilat-cars, and 5 box-cars, and destroying one mile of 
railroad track; went into position at Johnson’s, covering both the dirt 
road and railroad to Aiken. February 11, remained at Jolinson’s. 
Tlie Seeoinl brigade, fleneral Atkins commanding, advanced to Aiken, 
but soon returned, closely followed by the enemy’s cavalry. I put out 
a strong skirmish line, commanded by Captain Itiggs. Tiie enemy made 
his ap])earaiice along the whole lino and opened a brisk skirmish lire. 
Two guns of the Tenth Wisconsin Battery were in position, covering 
both the dirt and railroad, and ojiciung upon the enemy, he did not 
press forward in our front, but moved around to our left and made a 
desperate charge, striking the right of the First Brigade, Colonel Jor- 
dan commanding, and the First Itegimeiit of my command, which was 
upon my left, Ma,|or Api)cl commanding. The enemy was hand- 
somely repulsotl. Bkirmishing was kept up all the afternoon. Wo lost 
but one man M’ouude.d. licmained in same position till February 13, 
Avlien wo moved to and crossed the Semth Edisto at Davis’ Bridge. 
February 14, marched in advance to the North Iklisto, where wo fouiid 
the enemy ])nsted behind rail barricades upon the opposilo side of the 
river. Bcceiving orders to drive the enemy from tlie river and take 
position uiHUi a hill on the opposite side, I ordered a eompany of the 

Seitond Eegiinent, Dieutenaiit eoiumaiidjiig, to cliargo through 

the river and take the llrst barricade, which was splendidly doneunder 
(iovor. of tlie artillery of the Tentli Wisttonsin Battery. Tlio enemy mov- 
ing down uitou his Hank before ho conld be I'c-onforcod, he was obliged 
to iUllbnc-k, I then ordered the Fir.st Itcgiment, Major Apjml conn 
mmiding, ti)(n'nss,whiehhe did withoutopiiosition, the enemy haviiigleft 
the llrst barricade and occiipicMl oneupon the hill. Major Appel turned 
tlio llrst liarricado and then ordered Lieutenant lJ(dco, with about sixty 
men, to take the barricade n])ou tiiehill. Moving around to the enemy’s 
left Ihiiilc. he charged and took the barricade without loss, giving the 
eiieiuy time to lire but one volley. I then crossed the halaiico of my 
coniuuind and took position upon the lull, building strong barricades. 

l'’(d)vnai'y 13 [15], mavclicd in advaimo toward Lexington. Just before 
going Into caiiip the cavalry foragers in advance were driven back in 
wihl conl'usitin, nearly running ove.r the goneml eomnmiuliiig, wlio was 
walking, luiving his hor.se led. Msyor Estes and other members of the 
stall of the general commanding, with the escort, made a countor- 
(diarge and drove the enemy hack to hisreserve. I then advanced and 
found the cnejuy i)ostcd in a good position upon a hill. I. ordered the 
Second Bogiinelit, Lientonant-Oolouol ytough commanding, to charge 
the enemy, wliich was siiocessfully d(me, driving the enemy from his 
■jiositioii without loss. February 30, marched to Lcjxiiigtoii and 
oiuaimiied; was placed in command of the town. Besumed onr march 
on the morning of the 17tli, crossing the Sahida Bivesr and encamping 
at High iliir Greek. February 18, camjmd near Alston Station. 
Grossed Broad Fiver the night of the lOtii, I'oachiiig Monticollo the 
20th. ^"(jbniary 21, marclicd toward Ohesterville twelve miles and 
encamped. February 22, struck the Golumbia and Olmrlotto Bailroad 
lour miles north of Bhude St»)cks, then marched through Black Stocks 
to Bocky Mount Post-Ofiico, where wo crossed the Catawba Biver on 
tiio2:kl.' Beached Lancaster on the 2r>tli. During our march from 
Monticollo to Lancaster it rained nearly all the time and the roads 
wore almost impassable. Itomaiued at Lancaster until the 28th, when 
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WG rosuiiKMl oiiv inarc.li, UGGompanyinf^ tlm Tliinl r.rij^julc. upon tlio 
loft iliink until Maroh .‘1, when avo went into camp fclinio niilos inirth of 
iilornsboroiiftli, tukinj? position on tlic road wo wore mai’olunji' iiinni, 
willi tlio Third Brigade upon oiir right and loft. Wo had but Just got 
into position, Avitli a strong picket, well bai'ricaded, wlioii tlie (Mietiiy 
chargod iny ])i(:kct, bnt was Ijaiulaoincly repulsed, with a loss ujtoii our 
side of one man wounded. At It. p. ni., in obedience to orders, I took 
tliG train and artillery and moved on live miles to the h(>ad(|nar- 
ters of the gmicral commanding. A heavy rain was lulling and the 
roads Avcrc almost impassable. We were seven hours marching the 
live miles, and sovoral times had to draw the artillery out of tlu^ mud 
by band. 

On tlie alternoon of j\larcb 4 the Second Ilrigadc, encaTU])p,d u])()n my 
right, was attacked, and in obedience to orders 1. moved to its support 
as rapidly as possible. The Second Brigade being able to hold its 
position, I moved on five miles, and with the .Virst Brigadii upon my 
right and left, went into po.sition building a strong barricade. WcOiad 
hardly (iompleted onr barricade Indore bur phdeots were uttack(>d and 
drivou in. Tiio enemy formed all along our front and seemed to bo 
prei)ai'ing for an attack, Avhen the artillery of the Ifirst Brigiule opened, 
which with a bri.sk lire IVom the lino caused him to Avithdra w Ins main 
for(!e, tliougli ho kept a skirmish lino in onr front. Mareli 5, Jiiarcdied 
to the Great Pedee and encamped. March (1, erossc<l the Great J’edce 
in the ovoniiig and marclied on the Itockingham road live inilos and 
oiicainped. Martth 7,ma.rchodtoandcn(;ami)cdatKockingliain. March 
8, continued our marcli in a.sev«;re rain-.storm. The roads avcvo very bad, 
and tlio SAvam])s liad btn^oine almost impassable from the ra.ina that had 
I'alleii, Wont into camp near tlie headwaters of the laimbov .lliver at 
11 p. m. March 9, folloAred Third Brigade to Solemn OroA^o; moved, 
one mile and a half toward j\l()nroe’.s Cross-Uouds to jiAvnit orders. At 
dark, in obedience to orders, 1 took tbc adAuuice to Monroe’s Cross- 
lioads, arriving tliore at 9 ]>. m., encamping my command in line of 
battle pamlle! with the main road and in front of division lieadijuar- 
ters, the Tliird Brigade encamping upon my right and rear. Tlie iiiglit 
Avas dark and the rain fell in torrents, making it iinpo.ssible to form, a 
correct idea of the country. March 10, at daybreak tlio eanip of tlie 
Third Brigade and my cam]) Avero. (jliarged simultaneously by tlireo 
divisiniiH of rebel cavalry, one division led by General llampton in 
person. So sudden and uuoxpec.ted was tlio charge that for a time 
all Avas confusion. The ollicm'S did all it Avas possible to do under tlie 
circumstances, calling n])on the men to secure their arms ami I’all in, 
but being in an oiien held it Avas impossible to form, and we Avere 
obliged to I’all back to some Avoods about oOO yards dislaiit, where 
through the exertions of the oflicers the men wen*, raliicd and checked 
the caemy’s advance. The men Avithout any organization, llioiigli led 
by tlieir ollicers, iioaa' charged the enemy, driving him back itiid retak- 
ing the most of onr camp. 

Wlicii near the artillery tlie enemy .seemed dctermiiusl to resist our 
fartlier adA^aiice, and made three desperate charge.s, which Avero re- 
pulsed. At this time Lieutenant Stetson, commanding right section 
Tenth AViscoiisin Battery, gallantly rushed forward, luilinilicrcd, ami 
tired one giiii Avithoiit assistance. This had a telling elfect upon the 
enemy, and assi.stod very nmeli in rallying our inoii. A desimrato 
atnigglo now en.sued for division train and headijuarterH. Gaiitaiii 
Nortliro]), commanding scouts, uoav came up and dashed out u])ou tlie 
eiieiny’s left Hank, attacking liim vigorously and with good elfeot. The 
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onoiiiy wui'o itow (IvivMi boyoiid oiir camp, and -wc formed lino of battle, 
(•ovorin}^' it. After several fruitless attempts to brealc our lines tlio 
eneniy withdrew, leaving*’ more than 100 dead and many wounded in 
our haiuLs. The loss in my com'mand is as follows: Missing- live eom- 
inissioiK'd olTieei s, including Maj. 0. A. Appel, commanding First l{(!gi. 

nuMit, and C. (J. hathroj), assistant surgeon, upon my staff, and 

enlisted men. - . i ? 

Too nnich cannot be said in praise of the conduct of tlie ollieers and 
men of my command; also those of the Third IJHgadc. All fought like 
heroes. It is hard to single, out afew where all did .so well, but I can- 
not loi'boar mentioning a few who disjdayed signal bravery and oiieray 
upon this occasion. 


To Lieut. Ool. William Stongh, (5apt. J. JL Itigg.s, Lieutemants Moke, 

1 ishbaclf, and belong much of the creclit. they being among 

the first to re-cnt(‘r the camp. “ 

Itomainod upon the Held until afternoon, vdicn wo moved toward and 
eiuiamped twelve miles from l’'u.y^•.tl;ev^ll{^ March II, moved to Fay- 
e -toville, (mcamping two miles ma-th of tlio town. March 15, c,rossed 
Cape Ifoar lUvor and moved Liward Ualeigh, cam]>ing near lUack 
JLvor, taking position on the rightof tlic Second Mrigadc. The onomy 
ap])carcd in our front after we had gone, into cam}); had slight skir- 
imahing. March H», guarded train. March 17, crossed IJlack Kivor, 
marching toward Smithileld. March IK, coiitinuecl our inarch. My 
command, in advance,^ skirmished with the enemy’s jjjckots, driving 
them. About noon, after crossing a very bad swamp, we Ibund the 
enemy in eoiisiderable force iiosted behliul bari-icadcs. .1 ordered the 
Bccoiid .IL^giinent, Licuteuunt-dolonel 8tougli commanding, to (loploy 
as skirmishera, formiug the balance, of my command in line of battle, 
and advanced about Imlf a mile, when .1 learned the enemy wa.s inov* 
ingin force upon my riglit and rear. 1 changed front and moved to 
meet him. ^’ho (uicmy charged, striking the Third Hrigade, which was 
partly acroas the swamp. I swung my command arouml to tlio left, 
])ou]-iiig a raking lire into the cne.my’a left Hank, causing him to with- 
draw, without loss to us. In obedience to orders 1 rocrossed the 
swamp, then marched southeast about eight miles and encamped. 
March li), Joined the infantry, which was lighting near Bontnnville. 
March 20 and 21, held position on the left of the infantry with First 
-Mrigadc, OoloiuO .Iordan commanding. Slight Bkirmishing during 
the two days, but met with no loss. Murcii 22, the enemy having 
withdrawn, we took up our line of march, arriving at Mount Olive, 
where we have since been encamped, March 2d, having marched since 
we left Savannah 02.1 miles. 


During this long campaign we have had imu-h bad, rainy weatlier. 
':rh{s roads have been very bad and at tiaies almost impassable. My 
comimiiid wei-c iioorly clothed, many of the imni being barefooted, but 
tliey ha ve borne the hardships, privations, and toil of tliis long and ardu- 
ous eampaign with the fortitude that becomes the true and patriotic 
soldier, battling for the glorious cause of liberty and the honor of our 
Hag. 


] wish before elo.siug to return my thanks to my roginiontal com* 
jimnderH, and through tliem to the ofHcers and men of tlioir commands, 
all having behaved nobly and done credit to themselves during the 
entire campaign. Also to Lieut. 0. H. Smith, acting assistant adju- 
taut-gene.ral; .l/lcut. WillJl. S. Laiiks, acting commi.ssary of subsistonco 
and acting (jnartermaster, for the faithlul discliargo of all their duties.

Captain: Agreeable to orders I respectfully^ submit tlio iollowing 
report of the operations of my command during the caiupaig’n 
mencing’ at Savannah, Oa., January 27, and ending at Mount Olivo, N. 
C., March 2d, 1805: ....... .. 

By easy marches, with tlio brigade, i reached bister’s berry, (la., 
February 1, and rested till the p. in. of the 3d instant; then d’oaseil 
tlie Savannah llivcr, wading swamps and fording mud liolcs six miles 
to Bobertsville, S. ()., my first bivouac, and the coniinoncement of oper- 
ations in tile Oaroliiias. From Itobertsvillo, via Lawtonville, Allendale, 
Barnwell Court-House, Blackville, Williston, Windsor, to iTolinson’s 
Turnout, on the South Carolina Kailroad, twenty-two miles from 
Augusta, was without special incident to the b:itlory. 

March 11 [February], in position on the pike at tJohnsoii’s Turnout, 
facing toward Aiken; open level ground to my loft, b’ont, and right, 
bounded by pine woods about 1,000 yards distant. Jly order of Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick I opened lire u])on tlie enemy’s charging linij of cavalry

the restfuse-sliolls. What execution iny lire <lid 1 wa.s unable to loam, 
as I had no oppoiiinnity to visit the Jicld after the light. 

From the time I left Johnson’s Turnout, February 13, to the time 
the command reached the Kortli Carolina lino north of Ohosterllold, 
March 4, was hard marching for artillery, and told siiverely on my 
horses. Kear ITornsborongh Post-OIIico, S. 0., March 4, there was 
coiisiclerablo skirmishing with the enemy’s cavalry, which had fol- 
hwed us closely for some time. In the evening, by order of Colonel 
Jordan, coniinanding brigade, one gun w'us run by hand to the crest 
of a hill about 100 yards to the right of my jiark, ami fired one shell at 
the enemy’s cavalry pickob-iiost, distant about 1,000 yards, whicli liad 
the effect of dispersing the force. About one hour later the brigade 
was moved rapidly about two miles soutlioast, and the battery, by 
order of General Kilpati'ick, put in position eiilllading the road to the 
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roar. 'Dio ra.sl; <i(' tlie. division passod, loswing tlio Fir.st Brigade to pro- 
the roar. I. was very nmoli dis.S5itislied with iny i)ositioii, but 
o\viii{>- to tbo (juicksiiml aronnd me could not better it — on a rise of 
ground, woods in r(ia.v, devoid ol’ protection lor limbers or caissons, in 
rear of and above tlie, rail barricades, with woods bj the front and loft, 
distanl. but about HOI) yards, with the dismounted, cavalry in the barri- 
(iiub'.s in li'ont ol' tlie guns in niy way, so that I could not lire without 
Jiriiig over theur heads, im practicable for canister and dangcu-ons for 
shell, esjjccially after dark. Two regiments fonned. my 8U])port on the 
Ici't, i'acung to tlui front and left liank ; the balance of the brigade was 
on tlieright. 1 did not know their positions. At dusk the enemy’s cav- 
alry charged, mounted, from the woods on the left of timroad (I was on 
the right) and 1 eommom^ed Jiring by order of (kdonel Jordan, com- 
niaiiding brigade; s»wen shells in cjuincetion with the lire of the other 
troops di'ov(i the e.nemy back and tliey ti‘<mblcd us no more. Via 
Morven, !N. <)., pontoon bridge at Itocky Mount I'ost-Oilieo, S. C., 
Itockinghaiii, N'. <>., to Fayetteville, N. O., which the (iominand reached 
Maruli 1 1, was severe nnwdiing for artillery, killing several horses by 
overwork on rough, muddy roads, and in swamps so iionr impassable 
that the (!ari‘iag(,'s had to be bauh^d through by hand, the horses not 
being able to stand up in tlni road. 

March in, from l‘'ay(d.teville across pontoon bridge to the viednity of 
Averasborough \ mar<;bcd in the rain and mud at a trot. The toad 
was rough and muddy and tried my Imrscs as muc-h as any juaroh in 
the campaign. The next morning the First Brigade advanced a mile 
or mor(^ towiir<l Averasborough, aiiid w(‘.re skirmishing lieavily before I 
was ordeiNid on the Held. By order <jf Oonoral Kilpatrick .1 came in 
l)att(a'y on a I'iso of ground in an ojam Held on the let'll of the road, and 
distant about 1,500 yards from the ene.my’s earth-works, bcluiid which 
was a iiattory of Hmr guns, l2-pounder brass, which opened Jlro upon 
me while 1 was (loming up the road and g<‘tfcing into position. The 
enemy’s battery was on alnmt the sanui piano as iny guns, level open 
ground botwijen, excejit a wooded ravine about 200 yards in my ti’ont, 
wlii(;h partially screened my guns from the enemy’s Hrc. I commeneed 
iii'ing with singahirly good elVec.t as vi'.portod by ]n‘isoners taken. The 
ilr.st live shots fired (fuse-shell) took elfect, ouch Icilling a man or horse, 
'file third sliot Hre.d exploded a liinbor. During the time I was in action, 
anil before any othiu' guns opened on the enemy I received notice that 
I had dismounted oneof their guns — hit it on the face. The position of 
our lines I knew nothing of, exifept tlui heaviest musketry was in the 
woods to my right. I attracted and kept the Hrc of the enemy’s battery 
directed upon nuj, so that as far us I. could learn not a man of the cav- 
alry division was injured by their lire. I was ordered to cease firing 
by ( 'aptaiii Beebe, chief of artillery of the cavalry division, and was 
immediately afti'r relieved by tlie artillery of the Twentietli Army 
Corjis. Ammunition expended, IHO rounds, about equal parts fuse- 
shell ami c-aso-shot. 

Tlmt ovoning the conmiaiul moved to Black Itivor and bivouacked. 
I'’rom Jilaclc Kivev to Mount Olive the battery was not engaged. The 
fuses provided for H-incli rillctl guns I have found very defective, not 
over lialf of tlie shells exploding. Tlie superiority of the 3-incli riJlo over 
the 12-pounder Jlapoleon at 1,500 yards was very marked. I had no 
casualties of imm or horses, while my fire was very dostructivo to the 
enemy. The caissons for Held artillery uro ill-adapted for cavalry 
service. Hy experience lias been that ono-tliird more horses arc killed 
by overwork on tlio caissons than on the pieco.s. 'Taking off the spare 
wheel and rear ammniiitioii chest would oqiiali/.e the draughts. 
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Whore all men did their clxifcy ifc is hard to distinguiah. iSorgeants 
Alonzo Priest and Henry L. Oliilds, chiefs ot pieces, for coolness and 
general elliciencyj Corporals llenbeii Bixler, detailed j’roni Company 
X, Ninth Ponnsylvania Cavalry, and J. W. Jtafcliff, detailed from Com- 
pany I), Fifth Kentncky Cavalry, for accuracy of lire; John W. Pratt, 
Tenth Wisconsin Battery, and Jacob McKinley, detailed from Ooni- 
pany C, Ninth I'ennsylvania Cavalry, acting at post No. (5; Ccorgc 
Farbar, detailed from Company B, Ninth Ponnsylvania Cavalry, and 
Philip r. Wliitinan, Comi)any 11, Niiitb Pcniisyl vaiiia Cavalry, acting at 
post No. 1, for good conduct and ellicloucy d(*acrvo mention.

CAPTAIN: Til compliance with circular from Sotamd Brigade, Cavalry 
Command, I luivo the honor to ropoi't that Mils section of dlentli Wis- 
consin Battery on the 17Mi day of January, 1805, reported to Second 
Brigade, Tliird Cavalry Division, for duty. It hdt camp ix'ar Snvaii- 
nail, (la., on tlio 28th day of .lauuary, 18()5, thou marched to Bister’s 
Perry, on the Savaiunili Kivoi*. 

February 8, crossed the Savaiiiuih Biver. hVlmniTy (I, in lUition near 
Barnwell, B. C., shelling the enemy ainl driving him from his intrench- 
menta. February 7, struck tlic Augusta and Oliarleston Bailroad 
at Blackvillo. February 11, in action at Aiken; retired to Johnson’s 
Station; hero this section was po.sted behind barricades, wliere 
it shelled and checked the onoiny’s advance and drove them back 
through the woods. ‘February 11, in ae.tion at tlie Noi'th Edisto Bivor, 
shelling the cnetnyj crossed the riviT, and drove liim from his barri- 
cade. February 17, crossed the Saluda Bivor at Train’s !Forry. Feb- 
ruary 20, crossed Jiroart Biver. February 22, wore at Black Stocks, 
on the Columbia and Charlotte Bailroad. February 28, crossed the 
Catawba Biver at Bocky Monnt. F'ebriiai'y 25, camped at Lanca.ster 
Court-Ilou.so. March d, in action near ilorusborougli, H, C. March 0, 
crossed the (Ireat Pedee Biver luiar Bockinglium. March 12, lo.st one 
man captured, Joscjih ITnsolt, luivate. Marcli l.'J, crossed Capo Fear 
Bivor at Fayettovlllo, March 15, in action at Moore’s Cross-Boads. 
March 20, wore in line of battle In rear of our infantry at Bentonvillo. 
March 22, the onoiny left our infantry’s front; campaign endi'.d. 

This section of the Tenth Wiscon.sin Battery, since breaking camp 
near Bavannah, lias marcbed nearly 500 miles. It luis drawn but five 
days’ rations of hard Imnul and eight of eod'ee, siibsistiiig almost 
Giitiroly on tlie country. 

Tills ])lain, unvarnished report has not much in it to dazzle the imagi- 
nation, but if ceaseless energy and cheerfully porCorming our duties 
throughout a long and tedious campaign .should meet witli tlie apjiro- 
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liation of our coiuinaiuler, wo shall feel prond of tlio liinnblo part which 
Avo were permitted to take in the great and glorious cninpaigii Avhich 
lias Just ended so successfully to our arms and our cause and with such 
disaster to the arms and cause of the enemies of our common country.

Gen. John M. Schofield^ U. S. Army, conmandiny 
Department of North Carolina, Army of the Ohio (or Center), of 
operationa Jannary 1-Maroh 

Hhqrs. Dept, of North Carolina, Army op the Ohio, 

Ooldsborouyh, N. C., A2)ril 3, 1865. 
General: I. have the honor to make the following report of tlio 
operations of the ti’oops under my conntiand since January 1 , 1 805; the 
date of my last report,* addressed to Maj. Gen. George IT. Tliomas, com- 
manding Department of the Oumhcrlaud, under whoso cominiiiul I was 
then serving: 

On the 2d of January, 1865, 1 marched with the Twenty-third Army 
Corps from Columbia, Tenn., and arrived at Clifton, on the Tennessee 
liivor, on the 8th, under order.s to embark my tro()p.s at that poiiit and 
move to Eastport, Miss. But before the embarkation had commenced 
1 received, January 11, au order from the lieutenant-general command- 
ing, tlirougli the chief of staff of the army, to move with tlio Twenty- 
third Army Corps to Annapoli.s, Md. Accordingly the movement Avas 
commenced on the following day. Tlio troops moved with their artil- 
lery and horses, but Avitliout wagons, by steam transports to Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, and thence by rail to Washington, D. 0., and Alexandria, 
Va., a second order from Wasliingtou having changed the destination 
IVom Annapolis. 

Although in midwinter, and weather minsually severe oven for that 
season, tlio movomeiit mxa cftectcd without delay, accident, or snlforhig 
on the part of the trooxia. By tlie 31sb of January the Avhole command 
had arrived at Wa.shiiigton and Alexandria. 

At Alexandria great and unavoidable delay was caused by the 
freezing of the Potomac, which rendered its navigation impossible 
much of the time for several Aveeks. Meanwhile I mot the lieiiteiiant- 
general commanding at Fortres.s Monroe and Avoiit with him to the 
mouth of Cape Fear Itiver to consult Avith Itoar-Adiniral Porter and 
Major-General Terry relative to future operations. On my return to 
Washington an order was issued from the AVar Department creating 
the Department of North Carolina, and assigning me to its conimaiid. 

My instructions from the lieutenant-general commanding, as aa'cII as 
those received from yon, through Major-General Poster, made the ulti- 
mate object of my oiierations the oecupatiou of Goldsborough, the 
opening of railroad coimuuiiication between that point and the sea 
coast, the accumnlatioTi of supplies for your army, and the junction of

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iny force with your main army at. or near GoidHboroiijih. Wilmington 
was made my first ohjeetivo, because it would alford a valuable auxil- 
iary base to Jlorehcud City in tho cvemt of our Jniudion being made at 
Goldsliorough, as designed, and bocanao its ixissessiou by us would be 
of great value to you in case the movement of the enemy’s main army 
or otlier eircuinstanecs should render ailvisable a coiicentratiou of 
your army at some ])(>iut farther south than Cioklsborough. 

As soon as it became jmssible to iiavigatothe Potomac I started from 
Alexandria with the Third Division, Twenty-third Army Cori)S, under 
command of Maj. Gen. .1. 1). Cox, and reache<l the moutli of {Jape Fear 
Biver oil the Dth of February, ami landed upon tho peninsula near 
Fort Fisher. 

MaJ. Gen. A. H. Terry, with about S, 000 men, then held a line across 
the pQiiinsnhi about two miles above tlio fort, a.iid occupied Hinitlivillo 
and Fort Caswell, on the south sidoof the river, udiile theiiavnlsiiiiiid- 
ron, under Bear- Admiral .1‘orter, ocmipied imsitioms in (JaiicFear Biver 
and oif the coast, covering the Hanks of General Terry’s line. 

The eiiGiny occ.npied Fort Anderson on tlio west bank, with a collat- 
eral lino running to a large swamp about three-quarters of ii inilo dis- 
tant, and a line o])posito Fort Anderson running across tlio peninsula 
from Capo Fear Biver to Masonborongh fcioiiml. Mis })()sitiou was 
impregnable against direct attack, and couhl bo tiinieil only by (n’oss- 
ing Masonborongh Sound above his left, or passing around the swamp 
which covered lihs right. 

The force I then had seemed, too .small for so extended a movoinont 
as either of those incutioiied; but time being important 1 determined 
to make the attempt without waiting for the arrival ol‘ more of my 
troops. On tlu$ lltli of February I puslied forwanl (Wmeral Terry’s 
line, 8up]K)vtcd by (lenoral Cox’s (llvlsion; drove in tlie enemy’s pidcots, 
and intrenched in a new position, <5lose enongli to the enemy’s line to 
eonipcl liiihto hold the latter in 'force. J. then made preparation to 
8011(1 a licet of navy boats and pontoons liy sea to a point on tlie beaeli 
above tlio Giiemy’s position, while a .force composed of Gcncml Cox’s 
and Geiuwal Anms^ divisions was to march along the beach in the night 
to tho point whore the boats were to land, Imul them across the beach 
into tho sound, and cross tlio latter to the main land in rear of Ilokcfs 
poaition. Tho weather, however, bcianne .so stormy as to render tlio 
execution of this plan impossible. 

On tliG night of February M I attempted to move the pontoons upon 
their wagons along tho beac.h with tlie troops, but tlie unusually higli 
tides caused by the lieavy sen. wind made it iiinnaeticable to l eaeh the 
point of (iroasing b{?foro daylight in tho morning, when our movement 
would bo disiiovercd by tho enemy before a. (M'ossing of the sound could, 
bo secured, noiusc, after a hard night’.s work, the attemiit was aban- 
doned, and I turiu'd attention to the enemy’s right, wliei-e 1! would not 
liavQ to eoiitGiid with the dillUtulties of both land and sea. Gmieral 
Cox’s ami General Ames’ divisions were crossed over to Smitliville, 
where tliey wore joined by Colonel Mooixi’s lirigade of General ('ouch’s 
division, which had just debaidced, and advanced sdoiig the main Wil- 
mington road until they cneouiitored the enemy’s position at i'^ort 
Anderson and adjacent work.s. .Here two hrigades were intrein^hed to 
occupy the oiiemy, while (Umeral Oox, with Ids othertwo brigades and 
General Ames’ division, started around the swamp covering the ene- 
my’s right, to strike the AVilmington road in rear of Fort Amlmsoii. 
Tho distance to betrav(‘led wasabonMifteeu miles. 'I’lie(‘mmiy, warncMl 
by his cavalry of General Cox’s movement, hastily abandoned his works 
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on Hidos of l;lio, river (Uiving the night of I’ebruai’y 19 [18], and foil 
back behind 'fowu Oroek on the west, and to a eon'(ss|)ondiiig position, 
<!Oveved by swamps, on the east. Wo thus gained possession of tlio 
innin defenses of Oaiai J.''<*ar River and of Wilmington, with ten pieces 
oi' li(‘avy ordnuinte, and a large amount of ammunition. Our loss was 
blit trilling. 

( )n tlurfollowiiig day General Cox pursued the cueniy to Town Creek, 
lii'liind Avliieli he was Ibuinl intrenehed, and liad destroyed the only 
bi'idgc. (ieiKWiil Terry also eneountered the enemy in his new posh 
( ion, mid in (bree superior to General Terry’s, General Ames’ division 
WHS I'oci'ossed to the east bank and joined (Jionoral Terry in the night 
of llie Ihtli. 

On the 2i)th (ieneral Cox (U-ossed Town Creek below the enemy’s 
])osjtioii, by tiu^ use of a single llat-boat found in the stream, and by 
wading throngli swamps reached Ihe enemy’s flank and rear, attacked 
and routed him, capturing 2 pieces of artillery, 87o inisouers, besides 
tlie, killed and wounded, and <lisper.scd the remainder. During the 
iiiglit (ieneral (.'ox riilmill. the briilge, crossed his artillery, and the next 
morning ])ushed on toward Wilmington without opjiosition. 

(■(moral 'ferry was unabl<^ toinakeany I'nrtlier advance, but oc(tu])ied 
the attention of all of llolce’s fur(m, so that ho could not send any to 
I'OjihuHi that whieh Cox had destroyed. On tlio 21sb General Cox 
secured a ])oii:ion of Die enemy’s ])ontoon bridge mn’oss Brunswick 
Diver, M’liieh he had atbmipted to destroy, put a portion of Jiis troops 
onto Daghv lsln.nd, and threateiM'd to ero.ss the Cape b'oar above Wil- 
inington. 'fhe enemy at once set (Iro to his steamers, cotton, nml mili- 
tary and naval stores, and abandoned the towii. Onr tj oops entered 
■witlionl; op|iositioii early on the morning of February 22, and (General 
'ferry iinrsued the einmiy across Nortlumst Itiver. 

Onr total loss in the op(wa.lioiis fnan F<d)rnai\y 11 to the capture of 
Wilmington was about 200 olfusu-s and men killed and wounded; that 
oftlni enemy was not less than killed, wounded, and imisonora. 

I''irt,V'on(^ pi(.‘cc.H of Insivy ordnams'-, lifleen llglib pieces, and a largo 
amount of amiimnitiou fell info onr liniids. 

It a (fords me pleasure to acdcimwledge the (cordial and constant co-op- 
eration ol' tlie naval aijuadron, uinba* Rear-Admiral Porter, so far as 
th(^ nature of (he (iperations would admit. 

I laving no rolling-stoek at Wilmington, and In.dng nearly destitnteof 
wagon lrans])ortation, J. was com])ell(*(l to open-ato from Kew Herne 
aloin^ for the capture of Goldsborough. I had already sent to New 
llei'in'. alMmtn,()()l> trooj>s belonging to tlu^ various corps of your army, 
and (lir(',('l(‘(l Prig. Gen. I. N. Palmer to move, with as little delay as 
jn'jiclicablc, wllJi all his available ror(^e, toward Kinston, to cover the 
workmen engaged in repairing the railroad. As soon as Wilmington 
was ne(5nrc(l, 1 aim) sent General Kiigev’s division, Twenty-third Army 
(5oj'j)s, which was then arriving at Cape h\>a.r Inlet, by sea to Morc- 
lieiul City, to re-onfin-co the column moving from Now Dorno. On the 
2r)tli, (linling that General Palmer had not moved, as was expected, I 
s(mt MaJoj'-tieiieral Cox to take eomiiiand at New Borne and push for- 
ward ill; on(! 0 . 

(Bmeral Coindi’s division, ■which had nearly completed its debarka- 
tion wlnm AVilinlngton was enptuved, wan brought to tluit place, and 
that division, with General Cox’s, temiiorarilyisommaiidodby Brigadier- 
(leiKM'iil Reilly, was prepared a.s rapidly as pos.Hiblo to join the column 
moving from New Uc.viie by a land march. These arrangements wore 
nuide because of the scarcity of both land and sea transportation. It 
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was not until M!ir(iU 0 thatl was ablo to obtuiii wagons (Mi()ugli,iiu;lu{l- 
iiig tliosci belonging' to CTenoi’al Tony’s coniiuami, to nu>\’(i (;lic two 
divisi(nis from Wilmington to Kiuatoii. 

On tlie Otli (ieneral Ooiuih started with two divisions, 8o(!Oiid and 
Tliird, of the Twenty-third Corps, and marched, via ()nsl(nv and Iticli- 
lands, I'or Kinston. On the same day I. went by sea to Blorelioiid City 
and joined General Cox beyond Now Berne on the Htli. General Cox 
had advanced to Wise’s Forks, about one iiiile and a half below South- 
west Creek, and the railroad was in rapid ])rocess of reeonstriujtioii. 

The force in front of Gcmeral Cox, which apj)eared to consist of 
Hoke’s division and a siinill body of reserves, had fallen bade behind 
Southwest Creek, and General Oox had sent two regiments, unibw Gol-_ 
onel Uphain, Fifteenth Connecticut Iiifaiitiy, to sec-uni the (a-ossiiig of 
the ereok on tlie Dover road. The onoiny, having been ro enfoi'c-ed by 
a lioi'tion of tlio old Army of d’ennesseo, re(irosse<l the creek sonui dis- 
tance above the Dover road, came down in rear of Colonel Upham’s 
position, and surprised and captured nearly his entire coiniiuind, about 
7(J0 men. 

The enemy then advanced and endeavored to penetrate between Gen- 
eral Carter’s and General J.^alinor’s divisions, occupying the ].)ov(ir road 
and the railroad respectively, but was checked by General Itiiger’s 
division, which was just arriving upon the Held. There was no ongago- 
mont during the day beyond light sklrniisliing, and the loss on either 
side, with the exception of the ])riHoners(;apt.nrod froni Colonel Upham, 
was insignilieaiit. 

It being evident that the enciny’.s foiuic was at least orinal to that of 
General Oox, and that re-ontbrceincnts wer<i arriving as rapidly as they 
(jonld be brought by rail, J directed General Cox to ])iit liis troops in 
position, intriuieli them sccnrcly, and await t)i(\ arrival of Genei’al 
Couch. 

'>11 the Otli the enemy pro.ssed one lines strongly, and felt for its 
Hanks. Heavy skirmishing was kept up «lnrlngtUc day, but no assault 
was made. On the 10th, the enemy having been largely re enfonieil, 
and doubtless learning of the approach of General Coiush’s c-oliunii, 
made a heavy attack upon (ieneral Cox’.s lol't and center, but was d(‘c,i- 
sivoly repulsed, and with heavy loss. Both attacks were met mainly 
by General Buger’s division, a portion of that division having been 
rapidly transferred from the cent(>r to the left to meet the atba(5k there, 
and then returned lo the <;enter in time to repel the atta(;k on that por- 
tion of the lino. The enemy retreated in confusion from the lic.ld, 
leaving his killed and wonmled, al.sn a large luimher of arms aiul 
intrenching tools, and during the night foil back across the Neiise and 
burned the bi'idge. Onr loss in this engagetnciib was about dOO Icillod 
and wounded;* that of the enemy probably about I,n(K) in killed, 
woimded, and jiiisonevs. General (Joiicli elllKstod his JiiiKdioii with 
Genei'ul Cox on the following day. 

Having no pontoon train 1 was unable to cross the Nense until the 
bi'idg(3 (xmld he repaired or the pontoons which had jn.st arrivial Iroiii 
the North <;ould bebroiigJitby rail from Morcheud (hty. The (ucssiiig 
was effected witliont op])osltioii on the lltli, the eneiny liuviiig aban- 
doned Kinston and moved rapidly toward Smithileld to Join the lbre,e 
iinder Johnston, wliich was eoncoiitratiiig to oppose- your advamso from 
Fayetteville. 


Hiifi HUH lialtlo, p. (i;i. 
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Iinincdiatoly upon tho occupation of Kin.Htou 1 put a large force of 
troops to work upon the railroad, in aid of the construction corps 
under Colonel Wright, rebuilt the wagon l»ri(lge over the Neiisc, and 
brought forward supplies pi-eparatory to a farther advance. 

I moved li’om JCinst.on on the morning of the 20th, and entered Golds- 
borougli witli but slight opposition on the evening of the 21st. 

The portion of my eoniinand whndi had remained at Wilmington, 
under Major (General Terry, moved trom that jufint Mariih lo, ic'jiciietl 
Ifalson’s l)(‘.pot on the 2()th, and, in coinplianc.c with your (irdei s, Jiio\’ed 
Jrom that point to t'ox^s llridgc, and socnred a crossing of the Neiise 
on the 22d. \!‘our plans for the concentration of your entire army 
about tins place having been fully accomplished on (he 2.‘>(l and 2ftli, 
I then had the honor of rc])Ovtiiig to you ill person and uniting my 
troops to their old comrades in arms after a separation of near live 
months, marked by unparalleled marches and brilliant achievements, 
which will ever furnish bviglit iiages in military hi.story, and, it is hojicd, 
prove deeisive in their results u])on the presciit rebellion.

Dpon the dale iirst mentioned, in (ibexlienco to Special Orders, No. 
(id, ])ai'ngrapU 20, War Dopartnieiit, AdJutunt-OeucraPa Ofllce, dated 
Washington, Fobrimry 9,1805,1 reported for duty to the major-gen- 
eral conimaiidiiig, on board the steamer Spaulding, oil’ Federal Point, 
N. 0. 

General Orders, No. 4, lieadiinarters Department of North Carolina, 
.A niiy of t;lio Ohio, of the same date, announced my assignment to duty 
as cliiel signal ol'licer of the dejiartincnt, as coutemplated in the order 
of the AVar Ollice. 

58 11 .R'-VOE XLVII, PT X 
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Upon assuminj^ coinniaiid of the detachment, in olx'flience to tlicso 
orders, I i'onnd servinjj witliin the department iimits six si.i;iiiil ollieers, 
exclusive of myself, three acting signal oflicers, and niiu'ty enlisled 
men, twenty-three of whom were detailed from voliint<*er organizations. 

There -were then, without the departnient limits, belonging to the 
detachment, and waiting transjxn’tation IVoni tin; North and West, lour 
signal ollieers, three aiding signal olliirers, and thirty-live enlisbMl men. 

To rccapitulato: Within the department limits— total commissioned, 
including myself, 10; total enlisted, 1)0, Without the department 
limits— total (mmmissiomul, 7 ; total enlisted, .‘?7. Total eommissioiuul, 
present and absent, 17; total enli.sted, 127. Aggregate, 141. 

Tiic force then serving within the department limits was comjn'ised 
in tliree small detachments slationed as follows; One, comnnirnkMl by 
Fir.st Licnt. Joseph B. Knox, Signal Corps, IJ. S. Army, c(msistiiig of 
four ollieers andlift.y-two enlisteal men, at headcinailcrs I )isl rietof Nortli 
Oarolimi, New Borne, K 0., Brig. (leii. J. N. Palmer, IJ. S. Volunteers, 
commanding. Tlio .se(;ond, (tommanded bySocoiul IJout. F. 10. Beards- 
lee. Signal Corps, U. S. Army, coiiHistiiig of three ollieers and twenty- 
live enlisted tuon, at Kederal Point, N. <.\, Ma/I. (len. A. It. 'irerry com- 
maiuUiig. A third, eomnmmled by Second Li(mt. 10. A. Bilggs, Signal 
Corps, 11. S. Army, consisting of two oHie<‘rs and thirteen enlisted men, 
at department headquarters and at Smilhville, fT. C. 'Die (Ud judimcmts 
coinnuUKled by Bieutonants Kiio.x and Beardslec were; Ibnnerly of tlio 
department of Virginia. an<l North Carolina and the Army of the 
Janies, l espectively. The third was a fraction of the signal deta(!liment 
of the Department of the Ohio. 

The action of the several yiartios was inharmonious; their nnUliod of 
operation essentially dilTeront in details. 'J'lie two former w(M’e reason- 
ably eilicient as individual commands, but worked wilh e.iiibarrassmeiit 
wlicji in coiiibfuation with others. In the latter detntilimeni: the mate- 
rial for elective .servi (!0 was not waidliig if properly diicujted. Its ofli- 
eers wereullin some ditgree experienced uml Its enlisted men intelligent. 
Both, however, were disi>jrlted and demoralized from long haliits of lax 
discipline and inadequate instruction. The.se impres.sions coJiceiviMl at 
the outset have been conlirmod and established by .subsequent ox]) 0 - 
rieiK^o. 

,At the date of my assignment to duty, the troops in 1;ho departnient 
were mainly operating against the dcfeii.sos of VVilmingtoii. In this 
press of aiitlve (;ainpaign there was iieitlnn' time nor oceasion to assort 
and harmonize the disconlaiit elements of the eonimand. I c.ould but 
make tlio best of the matm-ials i found and ili.stribiite tliom to .sucli 
advantage and ellect as emergency and clrenmsta.iice .sliould ilemand or 
permit. 

The entire means of transportation allowed thedetaehmeiitemjrloyed 
in the Wilmington ca.jnjmign <;on.si.ste<l of but sev<Mi horscis scarcely 
serviceable, lienee the o])cning of lines of {xnuniiiiiicalion and the 
occupation of points eligible for signal stationH were much im peded and 
deferred ; nor was this [theoiily| ground for complaint. If the detueh- 
meiit could not operate with theadvantage.sofc.omi>lete. equipment and 
ample trans])ortatioii it snllered in common witli all the ti'oo]>s upon 
the expedition. All was done for it that could be done and if it did 
not ac(U)inplish all that 1 desired, it did better service tiinn I had rea.son 
to expect. But for the anticipated arrival of the j'e.maiiider of I he 
signal delachiiient, Department of the Oliio, with tlu*. etinipnieiits and 
meiin.'i of tran.S])ortation belonging to the party (tluui stsveral days 
overdue) attempts wouhl have been made to .supi>ly tli<‘, deliciemdcm of 
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tlio li'oiu New Berne, N. 0. Tlio eainijaig'ii devolop(;(l so 

y, liowover, as to (lemonstrato tlio inutility oT siicli a inoN’t^meut. 
.1 he ]‘('sult would liiive been to di.scontinuo the only rog'nlar iiieans of 
comiiiuiiieiitioii between New Merne and its outposts and to call a 
siipenmniefary lbr(!e to Wilmington some days aft«M’ Ibo succcssl’iil 
termination of the eainpaigii.

Oil themorniiigof February 17 the troops of MaJ. (bm. J. I), (fox, U. 
&. Volunteers, moved up the westbaidc of the Capo Feai'Bi\'Ci’, tlireat- 
Oiling .Fort Anderson, then in possession of the reluOs. In tlie after- 
noon of tlial; day the stwuuer )Spaulding moved over the bar at Federal 
Foiiit into tiie (Ja |)0 .l'’eai' Itivisr, anehoring lunirly opposite the liead- 
quarl i'i's of iMaJor-Oimeral 'I'erry, U. B. Volunteers, upon the east bank. 
(Bee Appendix B, Station No. h.) 

Ill the meantimo tiie Sinithvllle station, occupied by .Lieutomiut 
Ketelmm, was moved to the house oceaipied by MaJ. Con. J. I). Cox, 
two miles below l‘'(irt Anderson, upon the west imnk, and cominiinica- 
tioii was reopened with that ollhutr. (Sihi AppendixlJ, Btation No. 10.) 
Conimnineatioii was continued between othe,r })olnts as before. ITpoii 
the .18tli instant .Lientonant Xe.tiduim moved his station to a point 
uiion tlu^ river bank as near the skirmisli line fronting h'ort Andei'soii 
as would permit communication between the troojis of Major-doiieral 
Cox, tlio Hteamor Himuldlng, the licet of Admiral Porter, and the 
troops of Mgior-(.ionoral 'I’oriy upon the east bank. (Bee A])pondix 11, 
Btation No. 11.) Instmctions were sent to theonieors aignaling upon 
the east bank of the river to observe and report us aecuraiely as possi- 
ble tln^ elfeel; a, ml range of the shells thrown at h’ort Amlorsou by the 
licet. Comimiiiic.ation between other points was iiontiimed ,as before. 
During tlie niglit Sorgt. Alfred B. Harris, Bigual Corps, IJ. B. Army, 
while bearing dispatidies from tbo .station of Lieuteiuuit Kotehuin to 
Col. O. H. Moore, commanding the skirmish line, was eapturiul i>y the 
enemy. , Fortunatelyuo papers or information of imporUuc-o wore taken 
with him. 

lOarly upim the morning of Fobriniry l{), the force of Colonel 
Moore occuiiied .h'orl; Anderson, the enemy having evacuated i;lnit post 
during the previous night. 'JMie station of .Lieutmiaiit JCetolium was 
moved to tlie fort. (See Appendix B, Btation No. 12.) 

Upon receiving a message from Lieiifenant Kelehmn, iiiinonnciiig (he 
(leeniKilloii of tlui fort, the lleeJ: of Admiral Portm* iiiovi'd up tlio river, 
followed by llio- steamer Bpiinlding, tou' point oppo.slte, whence coniniu- 
iiieatioii was eoiitimied as before. ' (Bee Appendix B, Btation No. 13.) 

'file miemy liaving also abandoned the linos in iVont of Ceneriil 
dlerry, tlje station on tlio beaeli upon the riglifc of the linos of Brevet 

*Apx)on(liccH omittod. 
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Brigaaiei'-CTCiio.i'ul j\]>l)ott, <5oniiiniiucatiiig with tli« division of Admiral 
Porter’s Heet outside Federal Point (see Ai)juMulix P, Htations Nos. 5 
and 8), was discontimicjl, witli the stations of liienleiiaiits Beardslee 
and JioI)crt.s (see 1>, stations Nos. U and 4) all moved witli 

the troops, advancing upon the east banlc towav«l VVilmingtoii. 

At the earliest moment praethiahle Liimtenant Lloberts oeeiipied 
Sugar Loaf, upon tlie cast banlc nearly opjMjsito Fort Anderson, and 
Gomimuiication was again ojamed with RiaJ<jr-(}eneral Terry. (See 
A])pendix n, Station No. U.) At dusk Lienteuant Heardsleo estab- 
lished a stilt, ion one mile above thii station on Sugar Loaf and nearer 
the headciuarters of General I'erry. Having mad(» hi.s way Ihrougli 
Bwamp.s with much dillienlty he veiuduMl the river banlc witlioiit torches, 
but having kindled a lire and found it iinpraetleable to eoinmunicate 
with the steamer Spaulding, ojicned eommniiiiaidon by signals made 
with lirohraiida with the Hag-ship (Malvern) of Admiral Portm*, whence 
the messages from 13 oiuwal Terry were signaled to tlie bpaiilding. (See 
Ai)pendix Ji, Station No. 15.) 

Upon the 20tli of .February the roree-s of Ma.|(H‘-(:l-onoral Oox liaviiig 
moved to Town Orwdc on the west bank of the riviu’, the steamer 
Spaulding and the Hoot moveil oiipositc. ^I'lio station of Lieutenant 
Ketclium was moved to the lioa<hiuartei‘.s of ( lencra) Oox, and commu- 
nication I'ooiiencd as before. (See Appendix .11, Stations Nos. 10 and, 
17.) The station of Lieutenant Peimlsleo was moved, to a point upon 
the east bank, two miles below tlm Spanldiiig,eommiinjeating with Gen- 
eral Terry as before. (See Appeudix I >, Station .No. 18), Hove ho was 
relieved at night by laoutenaiit Itolmrts, whoso station on Sugar Loaf 
wi til the stations on Fort Ibiclianan and tlie U. S. steanior Koystoiio 
State being now iUr in rear of the army, had been diseontimiod. 

Upon tho2i.st of Fe.bruary tln^ station <»f Licutoiiant .Roberts was 
moved opiiosite tlie steamer Spaulding (see Appendix ii, Station No. 
ID), inaiutiiining coininnnleation as b<dbro. The station of Lieutenant 
Kotclinni was discontinued ami tliat olHeer iMJcompuniod the iidvanoo 
of Maijor-Gcnenil Oox, upon the w«!st bank of tlni rivor. The troops 
halted two miles below the (dty of Wilmington, and some distance 
above the advance niioii tlie east bank. Mvery elVort was made by 
Lieuleimiit Ketidiam to commiinlcato witli (leneml Terry or the lleet 
from this vicinity, without sii('.i;ess. A long curve in the rivor and 
dense woods hid him from view of the stations below, wliieh .signaled 
and watched con.stantly ibr him during the night. 

At daybriaik on the of February Lieutenant Foborts signaled 
inRjlligoncoiTom General 'Perry to the major-gonoral commanding that 
the enemy liad abandoned his lines upon the east hank. At D.15 a. m. 
of that day Lieutenant neardslee, entering Wilmington witli General 
Terry’s advance, occupied a station in tliat city abandoned a few 
iiiomcnts before by the rebel signal corps, and commaiidiiig all avail- 
able points for signal communication in the vicinity of Wilmington. 
(See A])poiidix 13, Station No. iiO.) At the direction of Lieutenant 
E{.*ard8leo, Sergt.Fhllip Kobbins, Signal ()orp.s, H. S. /\rmy, established 
a station below the city whence intelligence of the <'.aptureof Wilming- 
ton was signaled to the lleet. (See Ajipendix l>, Stations Nos. 21. and 
22.) The campaign had now closed, and all stations operating with 
the troops moved with tlioin to the (uty. The dispositions of the (jorps 
had been smdi as to secure witli few interruptimus (umstant and iinnie- 
diate coiiiinnnlcation betwee.n the Hanks and centiM’of the army and 
tlie Hect. 'I’lic olHcers mid men had, under many di.'icom'agonieiits and 
with almost exhausted 8ux)plujs, labored witli '/.cal and unliiucliing 
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ill tlio (lisclmi'^'o oC their datios. The reniaiiHh^r oC tlio. inoni;]i 
Aviiw ()c(uii)i('<[ iii^ cellectitig* the scattered parties oC tlio (l(‘l:iieliiiu 3 ]it 
delayed at VVilniiujjton for want ot* transportation. A line of stations 
was prospected (roni Wilmington to the outposts of General Teriy.jioar 
bjtriiig (Jardoii, N. 0. Tliis line could have bcoii established after eon- 
Kiderablo labor by the pioneer corps, but was pronounced uniicceasarv 
by the ell ief of stair. 

.1 had i)roposed to open commuiiication with Federal Point, H. 0., by 
the occupation ot the lino of stations operated by the enemy. Tliisw’as 
ahso considered unnecessary in view of the expe,c,ted tclegrapliie and 
regular water coiiimunieation with Fort Fisher, and therefore nob 
atloiiipted. A. thorougli instnietioii of inexperienced non-eomiids- 
Hioned ollhicrs ol the ccmnnn nd was also here (ioiminnunMl in obedience to 
eireiilar orders from the Chief Signal Olllcer, U. S. Army. 

^ llpoii the 2d of Marcli, 18(55, First i-ieut. Thomas P. llushby, Signal 
Coi'})s, U. H. Army, a<*.com])anied by seven enlisted men, was'detailed, 
by order ol the cennmauding general, for s])ecial scawdeui upon tiie gun- 
boat la^iuipee, operatltig on the Cape Fear Itiver, for the i)m’j)Oso of 
opening eominunication with Alajor-Cenoral Sliornian, udiose ti’i) 0 ])s 
WGiMi reportc'd to be at or iieiir l''ayetteville, C., but rot iirmsd upon the 
dd of March, having aeeomplished nothing, from tlio impossibility of 
luivigating above the jnindlon of the lihiek and Capo Fear Pivora. 
Upon the latter date First Uieut. Jo.sci)h U. Knox, Signal Coips, IJ.S. 
Army, aeeomimnicd by )Secoml Uiont. Henry P. dohnston andCliarlea 
W. Pease, aeling signal olllccrs, and twenty enlisted men, re])ortefi for 
duty to (tcu. tJ. 1). Cox, commanding the ])istrj<d of Ileauf'oi't, at 
!New Herne, F", C., ainl marelual with the U. S. troops advaiujiiig upon 
Kinston, Jl. (J. I’his party, unlike the detachment o]H?rating against 
vS iliniiigtoii, was thoroughly erjuipped and in excellent condition for 
ael;iv(j sorvico. 

Upon the 4tli of March, altlioiigh a large portion ol‘ the (H)minand 
wore still (letained at or en route fr(mi Washington, 1 jneiiured and 
submitted for upiiroval apian of organization Cor thceiiHiiing citiipiaign, 
based upon tin*, existing dlspositioii of the troops in the department, 
that tln^re miglit be no further delay in shaping thedotaelnnent. Upon 
tlie Otli of the moiitli, in obiMlIenco to circnlar instru<*.tions from depart- 
ment head(pnivt(?rs, the a<\jntantand property ollicer of the detachment 
and myself, with seven oiilislc.d men, einharkod at Wilmington on the 
steamc)' Uscort for New l»orn(3, N. C., to aeeompany the eommainling 
general, wliile the remainder of the detaedimont, with the excreption of 
.lji(Mitenaiit llearils](*,e’s ])arty, at General Terry’s hcaibpuirters, miirelied 
for Kinston, N. with the troops of Maj. Gen. 1). N. Couch, IJ. 
■Volunteers. Upon that evening the tbrce.s of Maj. (l(?,n. J. 1). Cox 
halted at Gum Swamp, upon thoAtlaiitic and North (Jarolimi llailroail, 
six mil(3S above (Jore Creek. (See Appendix 0.) A line of four stations 
was Immediately established by Lieutenant Knox, commiinicatingfroia 
l;h(3 front to iJie telegraph station at the creek, thus eomphjtiiig com- 
munication between Morehead City and New llerno, N. (J., and the 
headcpiarters of MaJor-(ieueral Cox. (See Appendix C, Stations Nos. 1 
to d .) 

Upon the 8th of Maroh, the advance Jiuea of the ox])edition having 
been established four miles above Gum Swamp, and the telegraph sta- 
tion, hitherto at Coro Creek, having been carried to a point between 
the Dover and Gum Swamps, Lieutenniit Knox again eompleted coiii- 
munic-iitioii from tlio front to the rear of the <ariny by establishing two 
new stations between Urigadior-Goueral Palmer’s headquarters ou the 
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rif>lit; of (U'lKiral 0 (>n:\s ndvaiioc, then resting on the Atlantic and North 
Carolina Jlailrosul, and Criim Swainp. (See AjjpendixO, Stations Nos. 
5, (1, and 7.) This Hue rendered valuable service and maintained unin- 
tcnn])ted coiiimnnicatJon. Upon the lOtli of Mai-cli, daring' tlie furious 
attacks of the enemy nx>on General Oo.v’s front (the battle of Kinston), 
the rebel cavalry nniuenvered upon the roads to the think and rear of 
the army. The disposition of Union forces to repel these operations to 
the right of the railroatl was directed entirely by signals and always so 
jtromptly doneas to thwart the enemy’s designs. Tlic station at General 
i'almcr’sheadnuarters, in charge of Lieutenant Johnston, was repeat- 
edly uiulcr fire, but eominmncation was at no time abandoned or delayed. 
Upon the J3fch of March Major-General Couch cft’ected a junction of his 
own foi'cc.s with those of General Cox. Lieut. George 0. Round, Sig*' 
iial Cf i pH, U. S. Army, who had inarched from Wilmington witli Gen- 
eral Coiuih, reconnoitcred the enemy’s works near Kinston, supplying 
inipoiiant intelligence. lJ])on the 14th the army moved upon Kinston. 
Lieutenant Bound, advancing with thcskirmisli line, established a sta- 
tion upon the fortilientions on the south hank of the Neuse Biver, imme- 
diately upon their (aipturo, and opened coimminication with the main 
body of General (touch’s troops, one mile and a half distant. This station 
was also exposed to tlie Hro of the enemy from tlic opposite bank until 
their works were ahaiidoned. (See Appendix C, Stations Nos. 8 and 0.) 
Tlie center of the bridge which spanned the Neuse at this point had 
been destroyed by the enemy. A tree was felled and thrown acu’oss 
the gap. By this means Tiieutenant Knox crossed tlie river, and, prn- 
eexuliiig to Kinston in advance of all the troojm, established a station 
upon the cupola of the hotel, wlnmi^e he signaled to General Cox at the 
river: “ IMaee all (piiet; no enemy in sight.” This lino was continued 
nntii all the troops liad moved into tlio town. (See Appendix (J, No. 
10 .) 

Upon the 18tli of March 1 received Special Orders, No. 30, headquar- 
ters Dcpiirtment of North Carolina, Army of the Ohio, of that date, 
div(M!iing the organization of the corps on tlio plan submitted by mo 
upon the 4th of March. Tlie detaclimcnt was at once collected and 
e(iuippcd as thorimglily as insuflicicnt supplies would permit, the 
stations ill the vicinity of New Berne discontiuned, and the entire com- 
mand forthwith disposed as directed in the order above mentioned. 

The party serving with Mjijor-Gcnoval Terry, having moved with him 
from Wilmington, was now cut oif from means of communication, and 
could not be reached until he sliould arrive, in the vicinity of Golds- 
borough. An enlisted man had already been dispatched to his head- 
quarters, however, via Morehcad City and Wilmington, with suoli .sig- 
nal supplies as were needed for immediate use.

liaviiig been sent I'orward by Major-General Terry as bearer ot ilis- 
putehes to the iiia.ior general commanding', attended by a small cavalry 
Jbree, al’ter repeated oppo.sition by the enemy and some skirnilsliuig 
succeeded in ci’ossiiig the Neuse River and reached Goldshorougli.

1 ac(;ordingly 
nt 1() a. m, throw out tlio Third New ITainpsliirc, M'lijior Triekey com- 
iminding, as skinnisliers, and advanced rapidly ujion tho onoiny’s out- 
])osts. These posts consisted of about 100 men, partly in a heavy 
earth-woi'k, partly in rille-pits, on the left of tlie enemy’s line. Mfijor 
Inekey easily carried the works with his skirinish lino, and eajiturcd 
between HO and (iO prisoners iK.dongliig to iKirkluiMl’a brigade, of Hoke’s 
division. I then advanced the brigmio aiul held the works, and by 
order ol (leneral Ames at once I’.ommencoil to jire-ss the enemy’s iiinor 
line by extending a skirmish line IVom near the Malf-Moon Battery, on 
Myrtle Honiid, stnitlnvcsterly t«> a point near tliocastei'ii aiigloof the 
oiieiny’s eartli- works. Tlio tiring during the day was mostly iiielibetivo, 
but siiowed tlie eiuuny in consjd(*.rablo strength on my extreme right 
next the Bound. At dark, by oriler of (leneral Ames, 1 left a Btrong 
;j)i(Ocel:-line in tlie works of tho enemy which I laid taken and retired, 
lioldiiig the iioint between ()(;oan I’oiid and the .sea.shor(\ T'liia posi- 
tion, witli the exeeptioii of transferring two regiments to the western 
side of l;ho ])oii(l, 1 oecupiod until h'ebriiary lb, fortifying in tho mean- 
timo. On tlielDth, theeiie.iny’s lino being evacuated, by order of (leneral 
ferry, J mlvtiieed the whole brigade within the works and reported to 
(leiiei'al Paine. .By bis order I advaneed up what is known as the 
“ military road ” about five miles to Ooiito’s iariii, where, by order, I 
halli’d until dark', and then, by or<1er of Ooneral Terry, threw up ligiit 
intreneJiments. 


1 ]’(!mained at Clonto’s until f) a. in. the next morning, my right rest- 
ing upon tlie ocean and my left connecting with (leneral Paine’s right, 
Avheii .1 re(!(*ive<l ordei's from (.Jcnoral Terry to advance Htill along the 
inilitnry road about three miles, and if i. struck tho enemy’s left, attatsk 
if) vigorously and turn it if po.ssiblo, Advaneiugactiordingly to within 
about onemilo ofWiiisky Oeek I sent out a cavalry scout to the creek, 
who ],'(^poi'l;ed no eiunny, bub that the bridge aerosH the creek had boon 
destroyed. I then, by order of (leneral Terry, turned to tho left until 
I struck the telegraph road, and following Ames’ ilivision advanced 
and bivouacked for tlie night iii the rear of a new main lino already 
established by Paine’s division. On the morning of tho 2;i.8t 1 moved 
into works in tho front whicli had been partiaHyeonstriietial mid was 
oeeupied during the day in eoinpleting them and in annoying the piekot- 
liiie. On tlieiiioriiingof.Febnia.ry2ii, it having been discovered that the 
enemy liad evacuated their works in our Ihmt, .1 was ordered by (ion- 
ernl Terry to lead the advance toward Wiliuiiigtoii, I again throw 
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out tlio Third Iiain])sliivc, Licutoiiaut-CJoIonol Bundlotl, coininiuid- 
iiig, ns sUirinisliors, jukI inarched at about 7 jk in. roiiclicd the 
suburbs of Wiliniiigtou at about 10 a. in., drew in the skii'inishoi’s and 
eiiterod and took possossion of the town just as the roiir guard ol tlic 
enemy pnsscid out. Marching through the town, I overtook the rear 
guard of the enemy at Smith’s Creek bridge, on the road to Northeast 
Perry. They had pnrtlally destroyed the liridge and were attinnpting 
to complete its deatruction, but were driven oil' aber a alight skirmish, 
the bridge repaired and the advainte continued toward Northeast. At 
this ])oiiit I relieved the Third New llainpshire (rom skirmish duty by 
detachments from the Seventh New Hampshire and Sixth Connecticut 
Volunteers, but retained Lieutenant-Colonel llamlieit in conninind of 
the lino. No enemy was seen nntil la.rrivcil at tin*, bridge am’oss a 
small creek aliout one mile and a lialf south of Northeast I'Ynry, wlieu 
my skirmish line again oneountcred their rear guard. Tliem^c to the 
Northeast Perry the skirmishing was fjuito sharp and at the ferry the 
resistance was obstinate. I, however, speedily rcaidiod the river and 
covered the imiitoon bridge and drove the enemy from the oiiposito 
hank of the river and remained in tliat ])osjtion during the night. In 
the morning it was found that the main body of the enemy had talleu 
back several miloa. I then proc.ecilcd to fortily the jiosition which I 
hold on tlio aoutliern bank of the river, to arrange a camp, to repair 
the damuged iioutoon so that it [would] be lit for use, and to establish 
my pi(5lcet on tiie otiior side of tlio river. 

The brigade remained at Northeast Perry until the lid day of March, 
when it was ordered to Wilmington and assigned to the garrison duty 
of the place, together with tliat of Port h'isher, Smithville, and Port 
Gaswoll. The guarding of the railroad between Wilmington and Mag- 
nolia is also a part of Us duty, as well as fiirulslilng (letaehmonts for 
various minor outpo.sts. In this duty X Imve remained to the present 
time.

Federal Pointy N, 6 ’., Februurij P,\ JSOT), 
Cap’J'Atn : I have the lionor to herewith snhniit a report of the part 
taken in the j-econnaissaiico of the litli instant by the 'riiij d. New 
H ampshire Volu 1 1 teers : 

1 broke camp about 8 a. in., and moved with other regiments of the 
Second Jirigade; marched up the beach about one mile, when 1 was 
directed by Genoral Abbott, eoininaiiding brigade, to move my com- 
mand to the front and deploy a .sldrinish line. I deployed the right 
wing, holding the loft in reserve, Oai>t. J. H. Kdgcrly commanding 
skirmish line, aud Lieut. G, II. Giddiugs reserve.

Gc'nei'itl Abbott wished me (o use my oavii discrelJon in manenvei’iiig, 
and engage the enemy M’lieii 1 tbuiui them, imt requesleil me not to 
pi ess tliem so <ilosely as to bring on a general engageimmt, and filso to 
be eaiet'ul, it' I erossed the lagoon near the head of Myrtle Sound, of 
onr right Hank, as the enemy might have a force in Tlalf i\Toon Bat- 
tery, a])oiit half a mile farther up the beach. Moved forwaid, and 
when near the lagoon, no force appearing in the battery, wo crossed by 
making a loft half-wheel, then moving a short distaiuu} by the left 
Hank. I then halted the line and with Captain Edgerly personally 
reconiioitered and found the enemy in some three boliiiid the same 
rifle-pits captured from them on the 19th (W JaTiuary, with additional 
work on their left and abatis in front. decided to strengthen the 
skirmish line by sending Liontenant Ackerman, with twenty inoii, to 
our left flank, wliieli would enfilade the enemy on their right, and move 
forward. Did so, and when within a few yards of the pits disijovored 
they were very well manned, but thought the Hiing was notveiy severe. 
] was undecided for a. moment what further course to ])iu‘suo, as my 
directions were not to bring on a general engagement; but I know if 
we remained as wo were, in an open Held, within thirty yards of an 
enemy well ])rotected, wo must sulfer se.veroly, ami having entire (;on- 
lldenee in the men, and knowing Captain lidgorly would do his work, 
1 deeidccl to charge the pits, ami within iierhups three miniiteK we had 
possession of the work and sixty-four jirisoiiors, which was nearly the 
number our line consisted of. The promptness of Lieutenant AeUer- 
man, in oiillladiiig the loft and (Captain Ddgcrly in moving to the right 
oil gaining the work rendered it impossible for the greater portion of 
the enemy to r(!ti'oat. Lieutenant Oiddlngs promptly moved up the 
roHervo and planted our colors on the work, sent tho’prisonors to the 
rear, threw out vedettes, and proceeded to learn our cnsiialties. whioli, 
to my surprise, I found to bo only one man wounded in the head. This 
slight loss cannot be attributed to anything but the extreme prompt- 
ness and good conduct of the lueu in getting possession of the work 
after the order was given. 

The brigade now moved uj* and I was again ordered to advance. 
We were now in plain view of the enemy’s works. Moved a little to 
the right and across an open Held and there met a severe fire, hut 
moved rapidly and obtained cover in the edge of a belt of woods, not 
more than sixty yards from the enemy’s wiirks, which wo found to bo 
well manned. Here the undergrowth and swamp rendereil it impos- 
sible for a farther advance with anything like eoueort or siifoty. I 
tlierefoi'o halted and reported circnmstauces. The ]) 0 .siti(m was looked 
over by staff ofdcers of General Abbott and General Ames. It was, I 
believe, deidded tlmtafartlicr advance with a skirmlsli linowas imiirnc!- 
ticahle, and the object of tbe recoiinaiasauee having, T tliiiik, boon 
accomplished, tlie line was withdrawn about sunset. I returno-d witli 
my command to tho rillc-pita and was ordered to remain on pic.ket, the 
other force having been withdrawn. 

My casualties in tho second advance was 1 man killed and 4 wounded. 

I beg leave to further say that in my oiiiiiion too much credit cannot 
be given Captain Iklgerly and Lieutenant Ackerman for their conduct 
throughout the day, though I believe all did their duty.

February 11, division leit camp and moved against enemy’s lino of 
works across Federal Point. February 12, moved up sea beach with a 
view to turning the enemy’s position cast of Capo Fear .River. i‘'eb- 
ruary 14, moved up sea beach second time with the same object in view 
as above. February 15, returned to camp. February 17, division 
crossed Cape Fear Fiver to Smithfield. February 18, division moved 
at 12 m., and reported to Maior-Gonoral Cox, ucjir Fort Anderson. Feb- 
ruary 19, crossed Capo Fear River during night and reported to Geii- 
oral Terry. February 20, marclied toward Wilmington. February 21, 
received orders to feel right of enemy’s lino resting oii Capo .Fear 
River. Made a demonstration and found them strong. During niglit 
returned to camp loft in morning. February 22, infirchefl into Wll- 
inington and to Northeast Station. First brigade ordered to move out 
one- mile and a half on New 1 >erno road. 

March 2, First and Third brigades moved toward Wilmington and 
went into camp at Smith’s Creek, one mile and a lialf from the city. 
March 15, left Wilmington ami passed niglit at Northeast Station. 
March 10, passed night near Bnrgaw Creek. Marcli 17, passed night at 
South Washington. March 18, pa.s.scd niglit near iHlaiid Oreelc. Marcli 
19, passcdnightnearNauiionga Creek. March 20, pussediiight near Fall- 
ingCreek. March21,pasRodniglitn(‘arC()x’nBr!dge. March 25, marclied 
to Faison’s Depot. March 20, Third Brigade ordciTd to Magnolia. 

April 0, Third Brigade returned to Faison’s Depot. April .10, left 
Faison’s Dejiot and ea-mped f<n* the night near h'alling Ci'oek. Two 
huiulrod and third Peiiiisylvania Volmiteors ordered to proeoed to 
guard supply train at Cox’s Bridge. April 11, passed night two miles 
westof Haniiali’s Creek. April 12, camped thirty miles from Raleigh, 
Second Brigade ordered to await arrival of suiiply train and then move 
forward witli it. April 13, spent night near Bwift Crook. April 14, 
arrived at Raleigh. 

My entire command is now in camp at tlii.s point. A nominal list of 
casualties during the entire period eomprisod in the above has already 
been forwarded.

Major: In response to yonr letter of instniction.s of the 15tli instant 
1 have the lionorto submit the following report of the operations of my 
command since February S, J805: 

February 11, the division broke camp on Federal Boint, wliorc it had 
remained after the captui'c of li’ort Fisher, and moved toward liio 
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ciK'-iiiy’s lit Sugjji* Lojii’, the SeeoTul JJi'i^siile, Col. .T. W. Aiiiea eoin- 
niaiKlin^', liiiving' the julvance. Aftta* ti brisk akirinish, hi wliieli the 
division KiirCoreil u loss ol‘2 eoimnissioned olheers jui(1.14 iiicii killed, mid 
7 eoiiiiiiissiuiied olHeei'.sjiiuKJ!) men wounded, riicutoun.nt-(Joloii(!U{o^>ers, 
(ioiiiiimiHliii^' h'diifth IJ. S. Colored Troops, with his ref^ittienl; deployed 
as skii'iiiisliers, drove the enemy very handsomely (roin Jiis intrenciiod 
])i(:k(!t line iii(:o Ids main woi'ks. The ilivision eonstriieted a line of 
works at this ] mint am! oeeu])i<id thmn until tlie morning' of the U)th of 
h’(‘hriiary, when the enemy retirinf^froni his line in onr front, the divis- 
ion moved into 1 ho rebel works. At this point instructions were received 
I'roin .MaJor-CeiKU'al 'I'erry to follow the retreating' enemy, and the Third 
Ih'igade, Col. hi. Wright itoinmainling;, followed by iMyriek's battery and 
tlie iSecotid Ih'igsule, immediately moved np the telegraph road toward 
‘Wilmington. Themareh toward Wilmington was unopiioscd during the 
lOtli, but on the 20th w(i had brisk skirmishing with the enemy, and 
about .2 o’cloclv on the aftenuHni of that day, when about live miles 
below WilmingNin,e:nne n|>on an eartlMvork well manned mid showing 
artillery. The J''ifth Jtegiment of the 'I'hird Briga<lo dejiloyed as skir- 
niisluM's and was ordered forward b) rceonnoiter the enemy’s jiosition, 
and a. aluu j) skirmish ensued, in which our loss was 1 oCIlcer and 1 man 
idlhul, and d ollieers and <18 men wounded, iiichidiug Col. ]i. Wright, 
tlie commander of tlie Third Jh-lgade. 

'I'lie enemy’s fire along our whole front was found to be that of a sin- 
gle I'uiik or a little more, and his artillery lire was from sl.\ or seven 
gnus, A line of iiitreneliiuciils was then tlirown up covering the posi- 
tion of niy <livision «m tlie south side of the telegraph rmid. The enemy 
evaeiiatiul his line oil the iiiglit of the 21st, and the division oiiterod 
Wilmington at b o’clock on the morning of February 22, After a short 
Inilt beyond the <5lty, in obedience to orders from Jilajor-Goneral d’orjy, 
iiiy column, pretmded by lirevet Krigadler-Oeiioral A bbott’s lirigade, 
moviul forward on the road to Northeast 8tation. The <ioluniii encoun- 
tered 110 ojipositieii until late in the afteriioon, when about a mile fVoni 
the enemy’s pontoon bridge across Northeast Kiver his skirmishors 
were discovered. 'I’he h'ourth Uegimeiit of the Second lirigade was 
pi'oniptly iJirowii forwar<l as skirmishers on the hdt, with Myrick’s bat- 
tmy, vUibott’s brigade, Twenty-fourth Corjis, being <ui the right. Al'tov 
a few well-directed shots from the battery, the whole lino moved Ibr- 
ward, drove (lie enemy across the river, his jiontoons being seciirod 
iiiiin jured by ( leiieiul Abbott. The railroad bridge immediately below 
had been diistroyed by the enemy before our advance ariived in sight of 
it. On the march the head<|narl:erH of the First brigade, the One 
liinidred and seventh llegiment, and several detaeiiments from the 
Ai'iiiy of the flauuw Joined the division at .Northeast Atalioii. 

March JO, crossed the Northeast KIvor on the pontoon bridge oap- 
luiriid I'kibruary 22 and marched north to lJurgaw (Jroek. Mavidi 17, 
made »South VVasliiiigtoii. .1.8th, island Creek. l!)th, reached a iioint 
eight niilcs northwest of Kemiiisville. 20th, made a inarch of twenty 
miles, 21s|:, iirrived at Cox's bridge, on tin*. Nouso Itiver, and during 
tlie iiighir of that day the Second Bi-igade, bvt. brig. (.leu. S. A. buiieaii 
eoiiiimiudiiig, crossed the river on pontoons and iutrenehed. On 22d 
March the .l.'hrst brigade was also thrown across the river and a more 
extensive line constructed. March 2‘l, the enemy made a rocoiiiiais- 
san<!(! ill eonsidevable tbree in onr front and made a. vigorous attack, 
oiteiiing some artillery upon our picket-line. Tlie atlaek was repuhsed 
w'itli small loss. On the evening of March 24 the division was Avith- 
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drawn from tlie iiorMi .side of tlio I^cnso, suid on the inarelied to 
Faison’s Depot, on the AVilmiiifjton and 'VVeldou liailioivd, Avlioro it 
remained in camp until the morniiijf of April 10, when it brolcc ciimp 
and mavclicd northwestward toward .l>entonviUc. PasstMl Itciitonvillo 
on the 11th, and witlj easy inarches on the tlivee following’- days 
arrived at UaU'i}?h on the afternoon of the llth in.stant. The troops 
went into camp ahimt a. mile south of the city, and orders w'cre received 
to march throuj^ii the <nty at 0 o’elOe.k on the morning’ of the l.otli, pass- 
ing in review before Major-(Toneral Sliorniaii. '^I'iiis order was (ioiiiitcr- 
maiided on tlie morning of the loth, ainl on the afternoon of that day 
and the morning of the Kith the eanip.s of the h’irst and Thinl Dri- 
ga(ies were remov(Hl to ln‘.tter ground. 

April 2(1, the division broke eainp and man-hed (hrougli Iliileigh, 
jiassing in review before Major-deneral Gherman. Alter tin* r(?vicw it 
eiicaiai)od near the main Sniitli/ioldroad, about two miles outside of the 
city, whore it now is.

(i<!n(‘,ral Soludield going witii us. Otdy two brigades going with ino, 
(Jasojiieut being sent to Annapolis to embark there. The ieo Ls very 
bad, but get down as far as the ICettlc Ihdtoni Shoals, where we 
aiudior lor the night, the ehnnnel being too dangerous for so large a 
sliip to ])ass in the (larkness. Oiiv ship is th(‘- Atlanti<!, foi'incrly a 
Liverjjool and New York .steain-pac.lait ((Jollin.s line). 

T^uniUn/, .h'ohruari/ o. — \V<*.lgh aiudior at daybreak and ha^^o a. \T-ry 
idoasaiit and (lalai voyage to Fovtresa Monroe, where wo stop to take 
in aaiUHinitiou. 1 ian<l and jmss through llu5 fort by moonlight, 

Mondiii/., Fuhnftm/ d . — beave Mamptoii I’oads at 3 o’oloek in the 
nioriiiug and put out to sea. The wind eoiitinnes olf slioro so that tlie 
sea is nmisually satooth. Pass Gape Hatteras about 5 o’cloek in the 
aftei'iiooii. The weather is still fair and mild for the season, 

Tii(wlay, February — ^AVako in the inorning to lliul the ship ])it( 5 li- 
mg hea vily and hear the n<»ise of the rain falling heavily on deek over 
iiiy luaid. * * About 10 oNdoek, tln^ rain having atop])e(l, t went 
on iloc.k and found the sea riiniiing high and a licavy fog sluitting out 
all distant view. VVe are said to be cdt Fort .Fishei’, onr phujo of desti- 
nation, hut th<\ thi<dui(!Hs of tlio fog prevents us from running in. 
About 2 okiloek we aiudior in about nine fathoms of water aiul lie until 
about n, when tlie fog lifting we run in and amclior olf the fort about a 
mile from Hhoi'<3, in seven fatliom.s. 

Wvdnvsflay, February S . — General Schollold went ashore thi.s morn- 
ing and most of oui* troo])s wtu'c lamled, bat no baggage eould bo got 
(mt, in eonseqnom^e of tin*- rouglmcssof the sea, whioli was too great 
I'or tags t() eoiiiealoug.side. 'Phe troops were traimlerroil in small boats. 
Ah tliere is no ac(romniodatjon on sli(»re I r(uaain ou board until our 
tents can 1x3 got oat. General Siihollehl mak(*,s Ids head(|uavters ou a 
steamer la tin', river. 

Thurfulay, February !). — Still too rough to land baggage. Troo])s all 
gel ash(a'(3 l)y transferving them in .small boats to the vsteani-tngs. About 
simdown tlie sea wont down so tliat a propeller tain lie alongside, and 
tlio baggage is transfeiTed to lun*. We go on board of her about mid- 
night. 

Friday. February 10 . — After an unconiforbablo night in a very dirty 
blink on the propeller wo pass in over the bar at high-tide — 8 o’oloek. 
We lind, however, that tlie pnipeller draws too mnch water to get to 
sliore and ourselves and baggage have to be transferred again to a 
little steam-tiig, whieli manages at last to reach the little dock. AVo 
hind on a narrow tongue of land called Federal Point, between Oapo 
Fear liivoi; and the sea. Vi.sit General Schofield and Admiral Porter 
on the Jlng-ship of the squadron. An lulvanco arranged for to-morrow, 
in which 1. am to support General 'Ferry’s troops. 

iSnlurday, Feln-uary IJ . — Advance imule as arranged yesterday. Tlio 
('.iieiny are driven within their hreastrworks. A now line established by 
us aboul. raiu-yaids from them, and about a mile and a half in front 
of our loniiei' position. No assault on their woi*ks is ordered, but my 
troops are directed to bo in readiness to cross to the west side of the 
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river to-night, 'rhis order is countermanded, however, in eoiise(|iienco 
of the sux^posed discovery of a favorable way to turn the eiuuny’s left. 
Their line of works extended quite across the ])eniiiBiila, from Gape 
Fear Itiver to Myrtle Sound. 

Sunday, February IS . — Ordered to move at dark uj) the beach on the 
outside of Myrtle Sound, to a narrow jdace in the sound about eight 
miles above us, where boats are to be hold in readiness to tramsport us 
across the sound and in rear of the rebel lines. Wo move just alter 
sundown, the Aviiid blowing a gale from the northea.st, as searching 
and cold a blast as T ever felt. We mar<di in silence, and for the llrst 
hour in darkness, guiding ourselves by the line of surf. The moon 
rises just as wo are passing the enemy’s picket iircs and in full vit'AV ot 
them,' the low sajid hcach not covering ns from their view. 'Die siMul 
driving with the wind enta like a knife and adds much (;o tlu> unpleas- 
antness of the night. The enemy takes no md-ice of us, a.s we are out 
of musket i-ange and the sound intervening between us. We inaixdi 
about four milo.s, wlion wc get orders recalling ns. .TSh) reason given 
for the oliaugo, so I 8U8])ecb that the boats could not be put around on 
account of the surf. Wo get back to camp about midnight, chilled 
through. Find part of our touts blown down by the gale, tlio sand 
not holding the tout-pins well. VVe rode horses borrowed from (leu- 
oral Torry and hi.s command, our horses not being landed yot. 

Monday, February 13 . — (JuioO in <?ainp*, the raw, cold weather (;on- 
tinuos. No wagons for our division have yet arrived, and wo are eon- 
BoquGiitly at a groat disadvantage in regard to movejnoiits of all sorts. 

Tuesday, Februani'M . — A movement up the boa(;h i.s again ordered 
for to-night, with the modin<5ation that the boats, instead of being sent 
around by water, will bo taken up with n.s along tlio shore on tnusks. 
IMio wind to-day threatened to bo a.s bad ns it was Sunday. 

Wednesday, February :ir,.—\Vo started last night at dark and found 
the pontoons wore very slow in getting up even with our lines. A 
division of Terry’s command preceded mine, having the i)ontoonB in 
charge. The train became muc.h scattovod before it reached our 
advanced line of works, and i)arb of the boats did nob got any farther. 
It was nearly midnight when the train readied the Hall-Moon Battery, 
about a mile in front of our line, and whore our outer piekot i.s placed. 
Wo got about a mile beyond this on oiir former trip, and on this occa- 
sion wo succeeded in getting about a ndle farther than then, Only 
eighteen of the boats could 1)0 got up, and it beoaino evident that no 
crossing conld bo dfeeted before daylight, even if the rest of the boats 
could bo got up by that time. It also tnqieared that the enemy mm 
on the Qwi vive, and we couhl see their cainii-fircs on the other side of 
the sound. As we had nob boats enough to make a bridge, and the 
appearance was that the jiassage would be disputed, General Seliollold 
again detonninGd to give up tlie plan, and wo eountormarehed. to 
camp, getting back abo\rt2.30 o’dodc in the morning. 'Dio weather 
was pleasanter than we had reason to expect, for it gr(AV mild all 
night and ended by raining hard this morning. The clouds partly 
concealed the moon, but it seems to me imimssiblc that the enemy 
should not have scon us, as the strip of sand is so narrow and the 
line of surf makes such a white background for the dark masses of 
the moving column. My own preference would have been to give uj) 
the movement as soon as it was evident that the pontoons would, bo 
behind time, so as not to let the euoiny have any idea of the move- 
ment, which from that time [was] certain to ]U’ove a failure. I' .sus- 
pect, however, that the i>hiu was a suggestion of Colonel Comstock, 
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one of:' (irant’s sta(V, avIio is with us as engineer, ami tinit (ieiicral 
H<'liofiel(l oil that aoeount thought it best not to stop till it had been 
well tried. 'I'hc fleet Imiiging our Second Division is said to have 
arrived yesterday, 'riio delay of the pontooii.s ahov<5 spoken of was 
owing 1 () the iiaposaihility f»f dragging a heavy loaded triiek in the 
soft sand with seant teams. 

'I'linrfiddij, Frbrutu'f/ Jfi. — Moved the coinniaiid by sLeiiin-boat to 
Sinitliville, on the other side of the bay, with a view to operate on 
tlia t side of Gape Fear Jtiver. Baggage did not get down till dark. 
Orders given to move up tJie river at 8 a. in. to-inorrow. 

Friday, Fchruary J7. — Mareli up the river, meeting the enemy’s eav- 
alry as soon as we, get three mile.s Irom the village. Drive them back 
till wo get within two miles of Foi’t Anderson, where we go into camp 
aeeordiiig to ordevs, and open signal communications with General 
SelioMeld on lii.s headfpi aiders steamship, and with the ileet under 
Admiral l.’orter, Advam;<*d ten miles to-day. 

iSVf/aj'doy, Fthraary ;/«. — Move at 7 o’chick, driving back the enemy 
and establisliiiig aJino of investments on the south side of the fort. 

I la ve a lively skirmishing fight. The enemy o]Km willi artillery along 
tlieir line, wliilo onv licet opens heavily on the fort. At I o’clock 1 
withdi'uw Gusenieiit’s and Beilly’s brigades (Colonel Btcrl coiumanding 
the latter) and move them to the left and rear around the head of 
Orton Bond. Beach the head <»f the pond about 5.80 o’chxdc and And 
llim e a strong party of tin* miemy’s cavalry, who ojipose our passage. 
•Moore’s Greek, running into the pond, lias wide, marshy banks, the 
niursli being lilled with tliiek tangled undergrowth, throughwliich it 
was alino.st im])ossibIe for .skirmishers to make their way. Tlie rond 
is a narrow (jtuiseway, only wide (Miougli for one wagon, and the enemy 
had riild-pits conimamling the e.xits from the swamps, as well us a sec- 
ond line a little fartlim* hack. We are dehiyiMl here about an hour. 
BiU!(!t‘ed lituilly ill driving olt the rebels with a loss to us of 7 men 
wouikUmT and 1 killed, .lust as we gained the opposite bank General 
Anica, with Ids division of Terry’s men, came np and reported tome 
under General BclioAeld’s orders, and we go into camp for the night, 
the rebel cavalry retreating in the diveelion of Fort Anderson. 

/Sunday, February J9. — The train of supplies which was to liiive come 
up last night didn’t report till JO o’clock this morning. We resumed 
our luarcli up tiie west bank of Orton Pond to turn tlio enemy’s posi- 
tion at Fort Anderson. Maindi about half way,wh(ui we meet (.laptaiii 
Lord, of General SchoAehl’s staff, who iiildrnis u.stliat the fort isevaeu- 
af cd, the eiumiy luiving left it in the night, after hearing of our move- 
ment arouml (lie poml. General Amc.s ]»roeocda to the Ibrt witli his 
division, wiiilst .1 go on up the river Muthinyciimnuind, the two brigades 
left ill front of tiie fort joining me. I put iloiulcrson in advance, and 
press the enemy ra.}>idly to Old Town Greek, where we And him in a 
siroiig line of works, the bridge being destroyed and the ovoek being 
botli finfordable and ilinicult of approacli by reason of the imirsliy 
baiilvs so coimiion in this rcigion. I learn that there i.s no ford at which 
men or horses can pa.sa for iineoii miles above, but And ii ilat-boat about 
a mile down the stream which \ secure for to-iuorrow’s operatioms. 

Monday, February 20 . — Order Hoiulersoii to keep the enemy amused 
by pressi ng as closely as possible in front, and direct Oasomont to take 
ids own and Bterl’s brigades aiwosa by Ilat-boat to the vioe lleldB on the 
oppositesidiMiftlio creek, and tliciiee around to the enemy’s rear. A 
little later ,1 order Moore’s brigade, which is .temporarily in my com- 
mand, to follow Gasenient, ami go with it myself. We overtake Case- 
59 11 li— VOL XLVII, V'JO I 
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inoiit berore be, roadies the road to Wilmingtoii iHilnn.l i;!io roKUs. I 
order Moore aoross to the old Wilmington roail, so <', ailed, (o stop an> 
Kdreat ill that direction, and with the two brigades iinder Uisenumt 
push down upon the rear of the enemy. Ihey arc evidently lakeii by 
surprise, and we diargo over thorn, capturing thoir ^ piei'.esol artilieiy 

audiiciirlydOOprisonerajincludingthoeolonelcoinmaiuliiigthebrigailo. 

Wo also take d battlc-lhigs. Onr loss was about 30, (aiusiid chielly by 
the few discharges of cannon they were able to make bidore ()ur iiieu 
could reacli their lines. jMoore fails to eonie to time on the old \\ ■ 
mingtou road, and the remainder escape that way. Ihe action 
iust at nightfall. I. have the bridge repaired during the night, ready 

to move in the iiiovning. , 

Tumldih Febnumf .y/.-Marelied toward Wilmington, meeting no 
onnositioii. The bridges along the road were destroyed, causing mucli 
delay in repairing them, but in spite of delays iny advaneo reached 

the J3i’unswiek Ferry, opposite Wilmington, a little alter notm. Uie 

enemy liad a few skirmishers on Fugle Island, between ns and tlie city, 
and had sunk and partly do.stroycd their pontoon bridge at tins place. 
Wo got up some of the boats, and ndth them lorry over a rogimont 
(Si^cteonth Kentucky). I'heso skirmish across tho islivml, about oiio 
inilo and a half, and liiid some of tho enemy on the farther side ot it 
with a piece of artillery posted so as to rako tho^ road, which is very 
straight and Hanked by impa-ssablo swamps on botli huIos. 1 keep tlio 
rogiiueiit there, ordering them to make tlie best cover they e,an, and sot 
to work to raise and repair tho rest ol the pontoon boats. Ihe robels 
immediately begin to burn tlie sniiplies and stores m Vvilmingtoii, tlie 
smolce rising in itolmnns more immense than any 1 liave ever seen. 1 
scud a dispatch to (lenoral Sclioiield, inl’ormhig linn ol my iirogress 
and of these indications of ovaenation by the enemy, but bolore . can 
got an answer I. receive Ids dispatidi, sont earlier, in winch he inloinis 
mo that General Terry has made no heiulway, and orders lue to with- 
draw mv eoinnnviul and m’oss tlie river to Terry’s support. I one 
brigade, and send him a dispatch urging him nob to reinovo all of my 
troops, as I am sure tho enemy is evacuating. A seeond dispatidi reit-

^%SLdm^Fehrvary I expected, we outer Wiliningdiou this 

morning without opposition, and as it is WuRliiiigton s birtlulay 
wo hail the event as a good omen. The enemy 1ms riitreated u]) the 
line of the (loldsborough road. I complete the repair and re aying ol 
the rebel pontoon bridge, and by noon cross tho Hriiiiswiok I^ iyer ami 
tlie island to the ferry across Cape T’ear Kiver (the channel on tlie west 
of the ivSiand is called Brunswick Itiver), and so into Wilmington wd:h 
my troops. General Terry, being on blio same sideof the vnair, miirehes 
through in pursuit of Hoke. My troops are put in camp around tlie 
town, and 1 assume eommaiid of tho place. Assigned One hniidreil 
and fourth Oliio to duty as provost-guard, and fix my lieadiiuarters 
temporarily at the Iioiise of a Doctor Bellamy, a fugitive rebel. 

Saturday, February llccoivo orders to proceed to Niiw Borne 
and take eomiiiaiid of the troops there, consisting of Ooneral iniiis iS. 
Palnier’.s eoininaiid, which has been there fhr .some time; General 
Meagher’s Provisional Division, which is made up of detaehinents 
belonging to Slierman’s army, Avaiting for an opportunity to rejoin him; 
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and < lOJici al Kiigcr’s diviaion, of the Twenty-third Oorps. Leave al; 3 
1 >. 111 . on steamer iiiBeort, General Palmer being liimself on board 
witli hivS wife and sevin'ul of the staff odlcera and their wives who came 
on a visit (:o General Sehofield. We reach Pedcral Point just before 
(larlc. 33ie weatlier is threateniiif*;, and the pilot advises to delay going 
to sea till t.o-niorrow. 

Fohriifiri/ — Stormy, ami the eaptain of the vessel will not 
I'isk starting. We spend the day pleasantly, visiting tlie tleet, wliieli is 
also waiting for better weather to go to sea. 

Mond(ti/y .h'ohrnarn .‘i7\ — Btill stormy in the morning, but clears about 
the middle of the IVmmoon. The wind, however, is still so high tliat 
both the admiral’s lleet ami our vessel are kept in port. Take the 
party to visit h'ort b'ishcr, and witno.ss tin*, terrible ed'eets of tlio bom- 
bardment on that place. 

TutiNfiay, Fehniar}/ SS. — Still stormy, but tlio wind has moderated, 
and wo go to sea. Have rather a rough voyage, but r(‘a<;h Pi^aufort 
before dark, and thenoo take the cars to Kew Bernoj jmt np at the 
Gaston Motel. 

March J. — Issucordcrs, assuming command, ike. Mcnighor 
is relieved and sent home, and his tvoopa arc mingled for Mm iireseiit 
with those of General I’almer, and the whole are dividoit into two 
divisions, one of which General Palmer takes, and the other is given 
to General B. P. Oartt'r, latcdy from blast Temicssec, a coinmamUn’ in 
the bTavy.

This seems almost too good 
to he true, but comes in a way that look.s autUoiitie. We are nearly 
ready to mov(i, and the army is pretty well rested, so that we can under- 
take our part of a new campaign at any time with good coulidence of 
Huccess. 

Moiithiijj Ajml- :/a— The last few days have been full of news. The 
rout of Ijee’s army after the fall of Richmond is coiilirnied, and every- 
thing iiulicatos tlmt the ilnal scone of the drama of the Confederacy is 
at liand. On Saturday night ourcainp was all alive with an e.xteinpore 
juhiloe, and the blaze of rockets, the music of the brass bands, [iiul the 
driiig of guns iilled the air. G'o-day we aiovo out for Raleigh. The 
Army of (Georgia, under yiocuni, moves on Smitbdeld in two columns, 
the Army of the Tennessee moves by roads to tlie right of Slocum, 
and I follow on the loft of Slocum’s two coluinns on the old Neuso 
road. Teri'y, with the Tenth Corps (now ])artof tlic Army of the Ohio), 
goes up on the other side of the Neusc. General Carter has been 
assigned to the Tliird Division, Twenty-third Corp.s, Reilly lias 
resigned. Couch coiitimies with the Second and Rnger with the First. 
The divisions move to-day in the order of their nnnibers. Marched at 
1 o’clock and made eight Jiiiles, reaching tlio cross-road which leads 
to Cox’s Bridge; tlie Twentieth Corps, ahead of ns, liaviiig some sldr- 
niisliiiig with the enemy’s laivalry. A drizzling rain all the p. m. mak- 
ing the roads very bad ami marching un])leasant. 

Tum'lay, April 1:1. — Marched at daylight, but the pontoon and other 
trains ahead ot ns delayed us so that wc did not make over three miles 
before noon and not over ten miles in the whole day. Tlie stragglers 
of tlio army have become much worse than they were in the Atlanta 
campaign. Two of the best residences along our road were burned 
to-day. One, the house of a Mr. Atkinson, where I stopped at noon to 
takeluncli, was in'ilaines half an liour after wo left it; the soldiers 
.su.spect him of being a conscription agent for the rebel government, 
and this may accmiiit for his house being burned. Camp to-night at 
IMr, Wliitloy’s, eightinilcs Irom Smithlield, The roads are in a horrible 
condition. Tlic soil i.s of sncli a consistency that it cuts through even 
■when it is dry, and the rain we liave had makes it, of course, no better. 
The new.s from Grant continues to be cheering. Leo i.s said to bo not 
far from Danville, and his army fast going to ruin.

Tn the intervieAV yesterday .Tolinstoii iivofesscd him- 
self satisded tliat the rebellion is a failure and practically ended, but 
desired time to consult with DaAus and Breckinridge as to the siir- 
remle-rof (ho Avbole rebel army at once (t. c., in other parts of the 
country ns avcII as here). He profe-ssed himself coucerneil as much as 
any of u.s at the murder of Mr. Jancohi, and said it would be con- 
demned by the mass of the Southern people.

Monday, April Hi. —Oomr\\\ Grant arrived this morning just before 
tlio review of tlio Sciventeenth Corps, General lUair’s. lie brings the 
decnsioii of the Government not to approve of tho terms agreed upon by 
Sherman and .lolmslon. The ground of the refusal is understood to 
bo that the terms in .some sonso rc(;ognize th(‘. Confederate and Slate 
goveriiinonts of the Sontlnn-n Btates, Avhic.h the administration is 
determined not to do. They Ibar such a recognition would involve a 
danger of liability ibr tlio debts of the Conlcderate states. I iciiow so 
little of tho exm-.t nature of the terms that 1 cannot form an opinion 
as to the validity of their objo(5tions. It. is clear to my mind, liowovor, 
that none but the most seriou.s reasons sliould indmio the Government 
to refuse to ratify p«’nce, and so <!ontinuo the Avar witli its terrible con- 
sequences and groat expenditure. Bhei-man has uoav olfered to .John- 
Sion the same terms for liimself mid his army tliat Avere given to Ijoe. 
Wo shall probably hear from him to-night, and if bo rebise.s avo will 
march the day alter to-morroAV. 

Tuesday, April H5 . — No nows from .lolmatou, and orders are issued to 
jiiarch to-iiiori’{)\v, if Ave do not licar from Uio robols before that time.

ineludiiiji' llie, lOth day of jAIareh, 18(15, and tiio aetioii loui-’lit on that 
day iieur .Kiust<m, N. (h: 

I'lie division left New IJerne in ohodienee to orders on the ^kl day 
of MuitIi and inarched to Bateiiehlcr’s Greek, a di.staueo of nine miles. 
Truusjmrlation being- limited, the troojis carried, in coinplianeo with 
orders from lVli(.|(»r-(loneral Oox, seventy rounds of ammunition ])eriniin 
on tlu^ pei'sou. I also reciuircal to be carricil intrciudiing [tools] to the 
amount of 100 axes, 100 shovola, and 20 pickaxes to each brigiuio. 

0'h(i organiy.athm of (lie division was as (ollows: First .Brigade— Col. 
dohn .1\I. Orr, One hmidreil and twenty-fourth liidiiina Volunteer 
Infantry, commanding.* One Innidred and twentieth Indiana Voliin- 
ieers, Ool.

On the <I:th day of AJareh the division marched to (lore Greek, a dis- 
tiiniie of nine miles. On (lie 7tli day of March it marched toGiiin 
Hwanip, a distance of live miles. Themovmiieut thus far was without 
incident worlliy of particular mentiou .so far as the division is concerned, 
'riie limited amount of tntnsjiortatiou pisweiitcd any movement separ- 
ating (In? (iolumn any <ioiisideral)lo distance from tlie point of c-ompletion 
of the r(?pair of the railroail. On the 8th of Maisdi I recjoived orilers 
about 11.80 a. ni. from Major-General 0<i.x tJiinovo with two brigades 
from my camp at Gam Bwamp to Wise’s Groas-Koads, where ho then 
was at (In? ])oail;ion occupied by General Garter’s (loininaml. Orders 
AV(ii’(? soon after given to leave but one regiment at Gum Swainp. 

Mhu? division moved as ordered. U])on arriving at Wise’s Forks I 
was ordered to ])ass my eoinniand bytlio right flank of Gonoral Oar- 
tor’s (!oinimind, which was covoiing' the roads convorgiiig to that point 
kiioM'n as the Dover and Trent roads, and sia-iko tlio' enoiny on 
tho Hank, irhc enemy, aftcrw'ard found to bo Hoko’s (rebel) division, 
had attacked and <?ai>turoa or dispersed two regiments of General Car- 
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tor’s coiniuan(l, wliielnvas near tlic crossing of the Southwest Oreelv' by 
tlic I)o\{ii‘ road, and weretlien, with other rebel troops, moving down 
tlie Dover I'oad toward tlie position occupied by General Carter, I 
moved out wilh the First and Second Brigades to attack the enemy. 
Drove in h la slcirmisliera, but found that he had developed more to li'is 
leit than was antid])iitftd, or else had changed direction in consequence 
ol a movoinent hy a portion of General Palmer’s command to my riglit, 
\A liatever the eaime Ida left was beyond my roach and extended to tlie 
line iield by Geiieni! Palmer on the right, l^ceming it inexpedient: to 
atbiick under the (condition of things presented unless the troops to iiiy 
rigid) should attack simultaneously, X halted and re\>ortcd the situa- 
tion to i\rajor-Goncra.l Oox. It being then nearly ilark', orders were 
received by me to intrench strongly the iiositloii then oceniiied so that 
the line could be held by a portion of the force if occasion required. 

General Palmer’s troops made connection with iny right and General 
Carter’s coniinaiid. which had (olloweil the movement on my left, eon- 
tiiined the br(!ast-works to the loft. The Third Brigade, which mean- 
time hud come up, remained near the left of the main line. The two 
batteries I also ordered to park in rear of the left of Gohoral Carter’s 
position, to bo used as occasion .should offer. During i;ho evening the 
breast-M’orks were extended on General Carter’s left to what is 
Iniowii as tlie lower Trout road by' the Twenty-eighth iMicUigan 
\ olnnteors, Colonel Wheeler, and the One Imndrccl and seventy- 
fourth Oliio Volunteers, Colonel Jones, which latter named regiiueiit 
liad ill the early part of the evening been in position on the riglit 
until Qoiioral Palmer made connection. Matters remained without 
(sliiingo during the night, the enemy making a few dashes at the 
sldrinish line of the Fii’vSt and Second Brigades, without success. On 
tlie 0th of March, about 30 a. m., 1 i-ecoivod ordcr.s from Miijor-General 
Cox to send what troops I could of the Third Brigade, Goloiiel Thomas, 
to report to General Palmer on the right. Colonel Thomas, witli tlie 
One liundrod and sovcnty-ciglitli Ohio Volunteers, Colonel Stafford, 
and the Twonty-oightli Michigan Voluuteers, Colonel Wlioeler, tem- 
porarily under comtnaiid of Colonel T'homas, reported to General Palmer 
accordingly, ilothing of i)articiilar importance occurred during this 
day. tl’hc oiieiny jmessed the skirmish lino pretty severely a number 
of times and seemed meditating an attack. At about 11 p. m. the One 
Imudred uiid eightieth Ohio A’^ohinteers, Colonel Warner, Second 
[Fir.st] Brigade, was, in obedience to orders, directed to take position 
on the extreme left, lialf a mile from General Carter’s left, and extend 
the sUirmisli bn« from < leiiornl Cartci-’s Iclt snnieicntly far to cover the 
hospital, some half a mile*, down the Dover I'oad toward i;lio railroad. 

On tlui lOtli day of March tlic (sneiny attacked the left in .strong 
force about 10 a. in. The iirst intimation of his approacli was a rat- 
tling fire of nmskotry on the lower Trent road, on the skirmish lino, 
tlie cavaliy jmstod to give warning of any ajiproach by the eiiciny 
in that direction having bpen driven oil^ and did not succeed in 
coimiiiuiieatiiig until flic force of the enemy was well developed. 
As the iMiiin line oxtciulcd but a .short distance to the left of the 
road on which tlie (3iicniy wsis moving to the attack, 1 reported to 
Major-General Cox that 1 thought one of iiiy brigades conld, Ibr the 
tim(5 being, Iiold the lino in the center, thou occupied by the First and 
8ocoiid Mrigailes. WhoreiijMm 1 was directed to .send one brigade to 
the left of Genera) Oiirler’s troops. I immediately ordered Colonel 
MoQuiston, conimaiiding Second IBrigadoJ, to move his bi'igaclo toward 
’ '■ loft a.s .soon as relieved by Colonel Orr, commanding First Brigade, 
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and Colonel Orr to relieve the SeeoiKl Brig’ad© l> 5 '’cxtciuliii'>'liisown lino. 
Colonel ircQuisloii, on avriving at the position Viti tlio left, was ordered 
by 1110 to adviuieo a skirmish, lino well extended to the Jolt, using' wluit 
skirmish I'oroo was already there of the One hundred and eightieth 
Ohio Yoluntoers, ami aseertaiii how far to oiir left the right of the 
eiioiny’s skirmishers extended. In the iiieantinic I. had placed the two 
biiiteries in positi<jn on the IVeiit road. The eticiiiy had by this time 
advanced so as to be within the cftceti\'e lire from the artillery of 
General Carter, in position on the Trent road, whicli, tog'Cther with 
the two batteries of iny division, was opened on his eolnmn. 

Colonel MuQuiston reported that the left of his skirmisli lino iin't with 
no opposition ; that on the right he found the enemy’s lino. 1 at once, 
with tlie approbation of JMajor-General Cox, ordensl him to advance the 
left ot his .skirmish line, double up the skirini.sh line of the enemy, and 
attaekliiiii in llaiik if possible, which was done ju.st as tlie enemy had 
found the lire from (ho bi'cast-works in his front on the Trent road more 
than ho could live uiulcr. The resuUwas a <jiiiek and disorderly (light 
of the eiuiuiy, with considerable loss in killed, wounded, and prisoners. 
This attack was made by llolvo’s rebel division. No sooner was the 
attaclc on the left rcijnlsed than an attack was made oji that portion of 
the center hold by the First Brigade, Colonel Orr, to wliieh point I at 
once moved and ordered the Fifth Illinois .Battery, Captain ^^'ood, to 
move toward the right ainl g-o into position near the right of tlin First 
Brigade. The enemy in this attack drove in the .skirmish line, and, 
apparently, being disappointed in drawitig the lire of a line of battle 
behind breast* woi'k.s, or else finding tl>e live too severe, rctiied ])i’ecip* 
itatcly very soon after coming well under fire of the'line, and did not 
again renew the attack in force. The Ninth New fbu'sey Volnjiteers, 
General PnluicFs eommand, reported to n>e, by direction of Mf\jor- 
General Cox, Just as the atta«!k of the enemy on the center was 
repulsed and was assigned to po.sitiou with Colonel Orr’s brigade 
and soon after relieved by troojKs of tlie divivSlon and ordered to 
report back to General Balmer. As ascertained from prisoners taken, 
this attack was made by the rebel cllvl.sionsof Gemmals Olay ton and 
Loriiig. The plan of action of the rebels was said by some pvfsoncr.'j to 
bo tluit by moving on tlie lower Trent road it would lead in rear of 
the left of our line of breast-works and cause lus to change front to 
rear, so tlmt tim attack in tlie center would lind only u .skirmish line, 
or, at most, a feeble lino, and thus they ctuild crush ns between the 
two attacking forces, If siicli was the jdan it failed, ami tbcirowji 
right (lank was turned instead. Skinnisliing, .somctiinos quite spirited, 
occuiTcd fi'oiii time to time until dark. The rebel forces, so far as I 
could ascertain, consisted of Hood’s old army, with the oxr.oi)tiou of 
Clieatliain’s corps, Hoke’s division, and the 'troops formerly around 
Kinston, in all about 15,000, commanded by Ucuoral Braxton Brag’giii 
person. The attack was a faihu*o and the eiiemv retreated during tlio 
night of tlie lOth. 

The loss ol: the enemy in killed ami wounded I have not the moans 
of knowing. It must, from the reladvo situation of the forces, have 
been considerably greater than ours. 

The uninbcr of prisoners turned over to the provost-marshal of tlio 
division was 10 commis.sioned ofllcers and 2.15 enlisted men. Tliero 
were also in addition at the division hospital 1 coinmivssioned oflicer and 
21 enlisted men se^'crely wounded. Of those there are known to have 
been captured by this division 103 oiTIcers and men, 
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1 1 ) 0111 ' fflad tostiniony to tl»c oxccllciifc cotuliuit, in all rospocts, of the 
ol'luiors aiul men ot my division in this tlieir lirat engag-omeiit under 
their iirosoiit division or^ani/.atioii. Oolonels ()it, M(4vluiwtoii, and 
Tlioiinis handled their brinjades-witU skill and coiiraj'e. The artillery— 
Ibittory F, .l.''irsl; Miehijian, Oapt. B. J>. raddoek, and tiui Fil'tli Illinois 
Biitter'y, Oiipt. A. Wood— behaved well under the eiicumstances, 
trying- to that arm of the serviee. 'Fhe ground afforded little or no 
shelter to men or material, and tlie batteries were, exposed to an annoy- 
inff musketry lire.

Captajn : 1 im ve tin*, honor to report the part taken by Jiiy command 
ill the operations near Kinston, N. 0., on the 8th, Dth, and lOth of 
March, ISlio; 

The brigade moved into ])osition near Wise’s h’orks, on 'I'rciit road, 
making front of three regiments, the One liuiidrml anil eightieth Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry being held in position in reserve, 'flio right of my 
brigade (ioiiiiocted with (icneral I’abner’s loll, my left connecting with 
the rigid; of Second Brigade, the line being in the following order: One 
Jinndrod and twenty-fourth Indiana Volunteers on right, One Imndred 
and tv'ciitieth Indiana Volunteers In eeiitoi*, One hundred and twenty- 
eighth Indiana Volimteers on loft, One hiimlnxl and eightieth Ohio 
Volunteers in reserve. Four eom]>a.nies from the brigade (one from 
eaidi regiment) were deployeil as skirmishers, and ijuiiiedialely engaged 
the enemy, keeping up a brisk lire while the brigade built works. At

a. strong palisadii along entire (rout. Oeeasional sharjishooting was 
U'.id; up until -t p. m., when the enemy made a strong but uiisuccirss- 
lul }U t!U;k upon mir line; sharp skirmishing continued until after dark. 
At midnight ot the Oth, the One hiimh'cd and eiglitietli Ohio Yoluii- 
teers wiu'e ordered to report to (General ’l\ H. .Unger, and were sent by 
bull to o.xtoud and strengthen Ccneral Carter’s left, their coinjianvof 
skirmishers still remaining in front of iny brigade. 

On the 10th instant, at i 1 a., m., Colonel McQiiiston’s brigade moved 
out, and I Avas ordered to extend my linos so as to occupy my own 
works ami those vacated by Second Brigade, adiich I did without a 
moments delay, the throe regiments in the same order as before. At 
.1 13 ju. the enemy advanced on our wliolo front in line of battle, driving 
our skii'inislicrs before them, Wlioii within 100 yards of my works my 
whole line opened upon them, and after a moment’s struggle tlioir line 
was broken and they fell back in disorder, whereupon wo pursued 
them with a strong skiimiisli lino, taking 1 llmitonant and 31 enlisted 
men jn'isoners within 100 yards of our works. .By steadily pushing 
loinyard, Avith sharp skirmlsliing, wo at length retook our original line 
ot skirmish pita, and soon after dark firing ceased, dust as the cnoiny 
wore repulsed the Twenty-oightli Michigan Voluuteora and One Imn- 
di'ed and thirtieth Indiana Volunteers reportcil to mo and wore 
ussigiicd to position along the main lino.

On the 
10th, uhont noon, my command was moved to the I<dt and oeeiipied tlio 
works tlnit had hoeii laivered by the One hundred and twenty-third 
and One hundred and thirtieth Indiamt. 'Dhls position was held during 
the engagement, .and a.s soon as the Ibe was repulsed three companies 
were sent out as skirmishers, who, advancing with the other parts of 
th(< line, took po.ssesaion of all the battle-field. 

My casualties were: 2 oniccrs wounded, one severely, tbe other mor- 
tally (since dead), and 1 enlisted man killed and 0 wounded, all 
severely.

Ill obGcliimce to liis orders, I formed line immediately on the ri^lil, oT 
the One hundred and cijj'ht'ictli Ohio Volniiteor InCuntry^ nd'ormiiig- my 
right in ol der to meet any movement that might he made by tlie enemy 
against our riglitllankj threw forward one eompany {!>) under eom- 
miind of Lieutenant Ilarriman, as skirmishers; tiiroM’’ ii]) a strong lino 
of works. Itemaiucd in this jmsition until 8..’10 p. m. Iteeeived orders 
at 8.30 ]). in. to report back to Bi-evet Ilrigadier-Cencral 'riionms, eom- 
manding Tldrd Brigade. Keported at 9 p. m., and formed line on tlie 
left oi' (ioneral Carter’s division, my left extending very nearly to tho 
Ti’ciit road ; tlii'ow ii]) a .strong line of works. At !) a. m. Alaririi {), was 
iiotilled tluit Brevet Brigadiei'-Cenoral 'i'lioma.s wonhl move with his 
brigiide (exc.ejit my regiment) to the right, and that 1 would reeeivo 
ordi'i'S diretit from Major-General ('ox. Itemained with my entire (!om- 
maud hchiiiil our works until about II. p. in., when I was notilled by 

Majoi' , aetiug assistant adjutaut-gem*-ral on the stair of General 

Carter, tliat tiie ])ickot-Mne in front of <;hoir division, and on my right, 
was broken, and at his rcfinest I sent a detuehmont of my eomiiiand to 
restore the lino. I sent witli this force iny major, W. G. Jfoatty, a gal- 
lant and onergotie oUhtor, with instriiotioiis to re-establisli the line 
and report as soon as it was aeeoinplished. 

At ^ a. m. March 10 ho reported the lino ro-e.stablishod; and for 
tlie purjiose of greater security, and at the reijuost of tlio ollleor 
of tho day from the command on onr right, the detaeliment from 
my coiuinaiul, was loft on the line until morning. Ahoiit. 0 a. in. Mareli 
1.0 (Japtain Wells, One hundred and soventy-cightli <^liio Volunteer 
Infantry, eommaading a detachment of sixty men from that regiment, 
reported to me for orders; I assigned him a jmsitlon immediately ou 
my left, this making tho line eomplele fo tho Trent rood. About .11. 
a. in. a i'urious and (letcrmined assault was imule u|ion onr front i»y tlie 
enemy. The assault was jiersisteiit, lasting nnl.il 12.;lO p. m. but was 
repulsed with lieavyloss to the assailants. During the assanitwe took 
ovoi mu' M'orks hi'J prisoners. Immediately upon re.pnlsiiig the enemy 
I threw (bi'ward two eoinjianies, Ciintafn (.laiuiibell (M) and Captaiii 
Garrett {!), under Major Beatty, ami many stragglers were pieki.Ml up 
and 132 Enfield rifles were seenrod. Tho rebels left in front of my 
regiment tliirty dead and a large mimber of wonndeil. The assault 
was made by .Moke’s division, jiosfod as follows: 'I’lieir right, (Jolonel 
Sinioiiton’s brigade; center, General Colquitt’s; ami their left, General 
Kirklaiid’.s, eoiiimaiided by General Moke in person. 

The number engaged in my regiment was 17 e-ommissioned oflieers a.iid 
422 enlisted men. 

Under my (^omiiiaml during the engfigeiimnt was Cnplain Wells, 
One hundred and seveiity-eighl.h Ohio VolunlxM*.!' Inlivntry, an able niid 
experienced olllcer, with sixty men of his regiment, who did gallant 
and ani(!ienl: serviiio in repelling the assault of tlu>. emuny. 

Tho ollicors and men of my regiment behaved with coolness and 
gallantry, and it would bo impro])er to make distincMon liysiHMual 
mention.

I did so, romalii- 
iiig' there until after the engagement. The lino which I occupied was 
not engaged. The next moruing, thellth, I received orders from Gen- 
eral Thomas to rejoin the brigade, which I did at once.

Sill: X’ursuant to orders from the commanding officer of my regi- 
ment, received at 1.30 o’clock yesterday, I proceeded with forty men 
to scout the country in the direction of Snow Hill. 1 reached Bates’ 
house, some twelve miles from here, at dark, and bivouacked, this being 
convenient to a part of the Twelfth New York Cavalry, uiulor command 
of Captain Horn. At 2 a. m. last night the cavalry outposts were 
attacked, but repulsed the enemy. About 3 a. m. the enemy’s cavalry 
coiniueiiced feeling our advanced posts, but made no further demon- 
stration. At 6.30 a. m. my servant, going down • to buy some victuals 
at' a house situated 200 yards from my lines, was captured, and Wo of 
our cavalry that attempted to save him wore taken at the same time. 
About 7 a. in. they pushed toward us about 100 cavalry, which was 
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iimiicdiately attiicked by our forces, driving tlieni completely, our 
infantry deploying and (jlmrging in oonjimcfcion with the tliirty cavalry 
under Oaptain Horn. \Vc drove them some two miles, wlicn, my men 
being Avitliout rations for some twenty-four hours, ami being greatly 
fatigued, and the time allotted for my absetuMi Crom camp liaving 
expired, I drew in my nnm aiul returned.

The Third Division of the corps, thou under my command, after a 
rapid movement by steam-boats and railroads from Olil'ton, Toim., to 
Wasliingtou and thence by sea to the montli of Capo Fear lUver, 
H. 0., landed at Fort Fisher on the Sth, Dth and Iblli of February, 
J'roiii ocean steam-transports. 'I’hc organization of tlui division was as 
follows : 

First J3rigade, Col. O. W. Stcrl, One bundiml and foiirtlt Oliio, eom- 
inundiiig: One hundred and fourth Ohio Volunteer Inlhiitry, One hun- 
dredth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, Tw(dfth Kentucky Volunteer infantry, 
Sixteenth Kentucky Volunteer r.nfantry, Eighth 'rcnnesHce Volunteer 
Infantry (detached). 

J. S. <'usom(Mit, (tolonol One hun- 
dred and third Ohio Volunteer Infantry, commamling: Sixty-lifth 
Tudiami Volunteer Infantry, Sixty-llfth Illinois Volunteer Infantry, 
Fifth Tennessee Volunteer Infantry, One hundred ami seven ty-sovonth 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry, One hiuuircd uiul third Ohio Voluiiti'cr 
Infantry (detaclied).

The field artillery had not yet arrived. 

On the Util of February, in aecordauec with orders received fromtlio 
general commanding the Army of the Ohio, the division was advanced 
along the oast side of Oape Fear liiver in support of a movement of 
the troops under command of Msyor-Oencral Terry, wlio made a. forced 
reconnaissance of tlio rebel lines and established tlicmselvos in a new 
line of intreiiclimouts, reaching across the peninsula about four miles 
from Federal Point. After General Terry’s treops wore in position 
my command was withdrawn to the old lines of Terry’s command, like- 
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wiwo ci'ossiiiff the poninsnla, aiul about oiio inilo aiul a half iu rear of 
tho advaiKicd iiitrcnohnients. On tlie 12th I rccoivod ortlors to inavch 
at (Uisk ill tlio cveninf*’, moving up tho beach on tlie oiitHido (d 
Soniid, on tho inside of wliieh tho enemy’s loft rested, to a point about 
four miles above General Terry’s lines, where the sound was very iiar- 
row, and whore pontoons for a bridge, towed around by seaby ytoamors 
of the Navy, would meet us, to cross tho sound during the night, and 
lo move upon tho enemy’s rear by or before daybreak. The peiunsnla 
at the lower extremity of Myrtle Sound is IVoin a mile and a liall to 
two miles in width, and is a mere tongue of sand beach between the 
(mean and the river, very low and flat. For tw<> inilo8 trom federal 
I’oint tliero is no vegetation except low bushes of the shrub live-oiilc; 
above that some pines appear and at tho lower extremity ot Myrtle 
Sound the land between tho sound .and the river becomes tolerably 
well wooded with pine. Between tho awami) ami tho ocean 
strip of sand beach, perfectly bare, and varying from 100 to 300 or 100 
yards iu width. Boon after sunset the division inovecl out, marelimg 
as low down upon the beach as possible, upon the sand lelt bare by 
the tide, so as to bo a.s- little exposed to view us might bo Ironi the 
opposite sid(v of Myrtle Sound, \7l»ero tho enemy’s eamp-IU’DS were in 
full view. Tho wind, which had been increasing through the al tornooii, 
was blowing a gale from the northeast and tho heavy sini drowned all 
the sounds of marching, though the gale made tiie imircli very slow 
and di fllcult for the triioiis. When tho liead of the column had reached 
a point one luiiounda half beyond the lower point of Myrtle boimd 
and about four miles from camp I received orders countermanding tlie 
inoveinent on account of tlie impossibility of towing tho pontoons 
tlirougli the hoa.vy sea. Tho column was Iherofore countermarched to _ 
camp, and wo .saw no evidences of tho movement haying bcou discov- 
ored by the enemy, although the moon had risen before the return 

march commenced. , ,, ^ . 

On the 11th of February 1 rc^eoived orders to renew the imiyoinoiit 
of tlie 12t1i, Ibllowing the division of General Amos b'om Gonoval 
'I’citv’m eoinuiaiHl, tho pontoon train at this time accompanying the 
column upon thoboach. Tho weather was more favorable than on the 
' night of tliel2(h and thotroops marched witlioutdiscomfovt. Leaving 
camp at dusk the division moved to the outer lines occupied, by General 
Terrv, whore it was halted for tho pontoon train and .AincR’ diyivSion to 
pass'. It was found that tho pontoon wagons smile deeply into the saiu , 
and their progress was so slow that although they had. left I'cdeiul 
Point bofoio dark it was midnight befiiro they passml my coiumain , 
wliei'o halted, a dlstanco of about four imlea. l ie troops wore then 
moved forward parnllpl to tho train about tbrcomilcs farther, and wor6 
again baited. About 2 o’clock, itbceouiuig evident tbat no 
number of the pontoons could bo got up to warranttbealtenipt to eross 
before day, tho inovomeiit was abandoned by oominand ol. Major-tiou- 
oral Bidiollehl, who liad accompanied tho march iii person, iheye was 
on this ocoaslon pretty strojig ovideiieo that the moyement 
to tho enoniY and that dispositions weromadc. by him to oppose mu 
(•rossing the sound.

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On tlio 17tli }it 8 a. in. I moved witli lour brij^adcs and battery upon 
tbe Wiliiungtoii road nndor order.s to advance toward Fort Anderson, 
■witli a view to develop the nature ol‘ the approaches to that work and 
the force holding it, also at or near Itceves’ Point, to eoniinimicate with 
the general commanding department, who was upon a vessel in the 
river, and to receive new orders according to circumstapijcs. About 
three miles from SmitUvUlo wo onoonntered the onomy’s <tavalry out- 
posts, which retired skirmisliing. 'L'lio eouutiy being an almost coiitiii- 
nons swam]) tlie march was slow. It was Jbimd also that the road did 
not approach thcj-iver nearlteeves’ Point, dilficult swamps and morasses 
intervening until tJio Wilmington road crosses Clovemor’s ( h’celc, where 
it forked, the right fork turning toward the river and the left keep- 
ing on to Orton Pond, the two roads imudilng at Fort Anderson 
and then crossing Orton Creek. At the <n-ossing of Oovertior’s Oremk 
some stand was made by a battalion of tlie eneniy’.s c.avalry, but they 
retreated oil the advance oJ‘ the coluiiin after a slight slcirmish. At 
this point 1 ordered Oasoinent’s, StorVs, and Moore’s brigades to advance 
till they sliould pass the Junction of the Jh'unswick road with' the left — 
principal — fork of the Wilmington road, and with iienderson’H hrigado 
I advanced on the right fork until wo approaclicd the river ainnit 
two luilos below Fort Anderson and three, miles above Jleovos’ Point. 
Iloro I oiicned signal communication with the llcot under Admiral 
Porter and with the flag-ship of the gcnei'al commaudiiig the dojiart- 
niont,AV]io himself joined us wlieii our approach to the river was known. 
Couuuuiiioation was made with the column on the west Ibrlc of the road 
and a lino of vedettes across the whole front ostablislied, when, it being 
nightfall, the command oncamiied niidor orders to advance at 7 o’clock 
in the morning. Distance marched during tlie day, ten mile.s. 

Ill aceordaiico with orders tlio command advanced on the iiiorniug of 
the 18th. Tlio oiieiny’s lino of infantry vcdi'.ttes was mot about half 
a mile in front of their works and wore ipiiekly driven into their line of 
iiitreuchmonts, wliicli were found to extend coiitinnously IVom Ij'ort 
Anderson, on the river, to tlie foot of Orton Pond, a distance of 800 
yards. Tlie ground in front of the works was entirely opim for 200 or 
800 yards, and the breast-works tliemsolvea were well made, covered 
with abatis, and commanded by tlie artillery fireof the fort. ’fhciOiumiy 
also opened a brisk artillery (Ire A'oni a buttery in position near the 
right— onr loft— of thelj’ line. After a iiersonal rcconiiuisHaiKio the 
general comniau(Ung the (lepurtnicntdivectcd that two brigades intreueli 
a line at tlio edge of the open grounil in front of the enemy and reaeli- 
iiig from Orton Pond to the river, and that when this line .should be 
.so fur progre.ssed that tJiat foree conh! safely hold it 1 .sliould jiroci'ed 
with the two romaiiiiiig brigmle.s and battery to the iiead ol' Orton 
Pond, there to bo .joined by Amos’ division of ( iciieral Terry’s command, 
and with the whole to proceed by way of Itussell’s plantation around 
Orton and Terrapin Ponds to tlio roar of Fort vViidei'Son, tlie wliole 
di.stanco supposed to bo about twenty-live miles, and no ]>raetical)lo 
route through the swamps between Orton and 'rorrapin Ponds being at 
that time lieard of. Moore’s and Hendorson’H brigades were detailed 
to remain in the tronohes, which at 2 o’clock were reported .suilieieiitly 
l)rogi'ossed to be held, and Oasomont’s and SteiTs brigades, with the 
battery, wore drawn ont and put in motion for the liead of Orton. 
Pond. After a march of six miles the liead of the jmiid was reached 
and was found to 1)0 fed by a ercok bordered by a deep mar.sli about 
100 yards in width a)ul crossed only by a narrow causeway, Bonie

I.lie enemy opened with his artillery upon Henclerson’s com- 
inaiul as it went into ])ositioii, but without effect. The other brigades 
wore kept out of siglit and under cover in rear of Henderson and 
ieneamped for the uiglifc. ].)nriiig the night a fiat-boat was discovered 
in the creek about a mile below ircndersou’s position, and on Ids report- 
aiig’ the fact .1. ordered it carefully seeiircd and guarded by a strong 
picket, Iniviiig learned that all the Imdgcs on the stream wore destroyed 
aiiid that there was 110 ford for fifteen iiiilGs above. The situation was 
rijpoi'ted by courier to the (iommaudiiig general and orders received to 
.make use of tlio best inoaiiH ,1 could devise for dislodging the enemy, 
i'hu'ly ill the morning of the 20th I ordoriid Jirovet Prigadier-General 
(Casement to cross the creek in the scow with his brigade and that of 
(Colonel Storl, Pi'ovet Prlgmlior-Goneral HoiidorBon was ordered to

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pusliliis skiriiiiHli line in as close to tlie creek as poasiblc and to make 
such demonstrations as would keep the enemy’s attention fastened 
uiiou the crossing at the bridge. Moore’s brigade was held during the 
forenoon in reserve. The high ground upon which the enemy was ter- 
minated near his left Hank, which was tlieii covered by swamps covered 
with dense undergrowth and small timber. Between this and the river 
the ground was low» widening out toward the mouth oC the creek Avith 
extensive rice liclds and swamps. The enemy did not extend his pickets 
through the swamp on his left, trusting to the impracticable Jiaturo of 
the grouiidj whicli made a long detour ueccs.sary on that side to reach 
his position, Tliia fact enabled us to cross tlic two brigades without 
the movement being observed by the rebels. MeauwJiile Henderson’s 
skirmisher.s gradually advanced by alternate lines, each group digging 
a small rille pit at oacl> successive advance till they had approached 
within very close musket range of the enemy’s works, and Avere enabled 
to prevent the rebels from shoAving thcraselvea above the parapet. The 
arUllery also kept up a slow but accurate practic,e, by A\1,uoh i:ho rebels’ 
Wliitworth guii was disabled, and about noon it Avas sent to the rear. 
It Kubsenuently appeared that Brigadier-General Hagood, the rebel com- 
mander, himseifwcntto the rear about the saiuo time, leaving their forces 
under command of Colonel Simonton, of South Carolina. The oper- 
ation of crossing troops in the one small scow proved a tedious one, and 
it Avas past noon before the two brigades under General .Casement Avero 
entirely over. I tlieu ordered Moore’s brigade to join thorn by the same 
means, and crossed AvitU tlieiii myself, uniting the three brigades on the 
north side of the creek. 'J'ho ground Avas such that no liorses could bo 
used and all onieer-s Avero dismounted. With some difficulty the com- 
mand passed through the rice SAvamp.s, moving obliquely to the right 
till Avo reached dry land about a mile from the place of crossing. Here 
a lane Avas fouiul leading from a plantation on the river to the Wil- 
mington road, and striking it about two miles in rear of the enemy’s 
position ; the distance from where wo then Avero being about tAvo miles 
also. The Sixty-fifth Indiana, as ad vaueed guard, Avas ordered to move 
rapidly forAvard by the lane, deploying as skirmishers on the left of the 
road as fast as the firm ground opened. The remainder of the troops 
moved in column along the road about a mile, Avhoii the advanced guard 
finding a strong picket of the enemy, Avhich retired skirmishing, Oaso- 
meiit’s and Sterl’s brigades Avoro deployed in double lino on the left of 
the road and at right angles to it, Moore’.s being moved as before by the 
right Hank upon the road itself. 

At 4 p. m. the Wilmington road aa'hs gtdued, the oneniy being appar- 
ently so confident of the imjmssibility of au attack in force from that 
direction that they had oi)posod no serious resistance to our advance. 
On reaching the Wilmington road, kiiOAvn as the telegraph road, I 
learned from some negroes that another road leading from Town Greek 
bridge to Wilmington, knoAvn as the old public road, Avas about a mile 
farther to the west, the two roads forking about one-half mile from the 
creek. I immediately ordered Colonel Moore to march his brigade 
across to that other road, and, haA'ing rciiched it, to inovo cautiously 
clown upon it toward the creek, Avhilst Avith the other tAvo brigades I 
should advance and attack the rear of the enemy’s position, the object 
of Colonel Moore’s movoinent being to cut off the retreat of the enemy 
by that road. Casement’s and Sterl’s brigades were at the same time 
formed in tAA'o lines and moved down upon the rear of the enemy’s posi- 
tion. They had formed in aline of breast-works, partisilly completed, 
facing to the rear, and oi)eiied Avith sjdioricnl case and canister from 
tUoii' two brass incccs as avo advanced. The lines Avoro ordered tQ 
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tliG omcioi'H. Tim pursuit Wjiscontiiiuedtfillii^ Colonel Moorodid

About noon wo readied Mill Creek, six miles from Town Orcok, 
wimre we Avere delayed two hours to reconstruct the bridge Avliicli had 
boon burned, ihia repair completed, tlio column moveil forward to 
I ruiiswielc hoi'ry withoubopposition. The Mandiestor railroad bridge 
Was in riiuiB, having been burned by the rebels during the moniing. 

Hcuttled tlio boats of a i)oiitoon bridge which luul boon 
sit the lerry, and cutting the hisldngs had set the material adrift, 
not Imving time to destroy it. A few shots were flred from some rebel 

^hit they immediately retired across the 
iHlnnd towsird Wilmington. Some of the pontoons were found so little 

made serviceable, and 1 at once ordered 
lltty iiien al: the Sixteenth ICentiujky across to the island, wliich Avns 
.Icmnd to bo a mile and a half in width, crossed by a single road, on 
either side of winch the swamps wcroeiitirely impassable. More ol' the 
pon toon-boats wore soon repaired and the whole of the Sixteenth Ken- 
tiiulcy liog’iintnvt was imtovcr on the island. These advanced riithor 
more than halt Avay over when they wcro/lrodn))ou by a battery at the 
river’s edge iir Wilmington, so phmed as to enfilade the road. Fortii- 
iialcly but a single man was killed, and the regiment was ordered to 
tliiviw up a traverse of earth across the road to cover thorn, and to 
eiulcavor to find ways tlirofigh the swamp by which sklruushors might 
ho dcfiloyed niul advanceil across the island. A few loiig-rango shots 
were al.so fired from our rifled battery, Avhioh jirovcd tliat the town was 
witiiin reach. Jbit ftnv sliote were /Ired by the rebels and no further 
injury done ns. They immediately set lire to imnionso amounts of naval 
stores mid cottoii, both on the island immediately in front of the town 
mid m the city itself. Satisfied by tlioso indications, as avoII as by 
reports at citizens living in the vicinity, tliat the onoiny Avoro about to 
®™hato, I ordered the One hiiiidrod and sovcnty-sovoiith Ohio, Colonel 
Wilcox coininmiding, to assist the Noav York hhigineors, under Xiiou- 
tenant O’Keefe, in getting together and repairing the iiontoons and 
In’idge material loft bytho enemy, and in relaying the bridge. Oonsid- 
erable progress had been made in this before dark, when, at 0 p. m., I 
received a disiiatcli from the eomnninding general, dated at noon 
iiifornnng mo tlnit General Terry bad information that Hardee’s forces 
had juiiKid lEolco in his front, and dirocring me to return to Toayu 
Crook for the pm'po.so of crossing at daybreak to Oonoral ’ferrv’a 
assistance. 

Xi’ueling eon fidont from the indications before mo, and iVom what [ 
regarded as reliable information, that Ilardeo liad not arrived and that 
the evacuation had already begun, and IcnoAving that my oAvn dis- 
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patclies sent during the day had not reached dcinirtnieiil- lieiKhiniirtors 
when the orderly bringing this order— and who had strangely lost Jns 
T,vay — left the conunaiidiiig general, I ordered only Moore s brigade to 
march, sending' at the same time a iiill report ol the situation and ot 
inv intbrnuition. At 11.45 p. m. I received aiiotlier dispatch trom the 
commanding general, dated 7.15 p. m. He had received no news from 
me, and General Terry having further information deemed corrobo- 
rative of that before given, and regarding his situation as critical, the 
commanding general again directed the return ot my troops^. Orders 
were accordingly given for Henderson’s brigade to move and the rest 
to be ready to foUoAv, when, shortly after midnight, 1 received a third 
dispatch, ill answer to mine of (» p.m., approving my delay, and author- 
i/iiig my remaining in position and xnishiiig into the city as early as 
iiossilile. The swamps intervening between the river and tlie road Iclt 
very few places wlicro messengers could reach the river -bank iroin the 
road, and the same difliculty had prevented tlio maintenance ot signal 
comnumication with the deiiartmcnb ilag-ship as wo advanced up the 
river. This had unfortunately occasioned tlic dilliculties and niiseiir- 
riago in coiuinunicating, and had caused the great delays in the dis- 
patches noticed above. ^ , ji i. xi 

At daybreak on the morning of the 22d it was discovered tlmt the 
enemy had evacuated during the night, and some of the skirnushers oi 
the Sixteenth Kentucky entered the town in a skiff, all the boats ot 
any size having been previously secured on the cit.y side ot the I’ivcr 
by the oueu!y,'and there being no bridge over the principal river at the 
city. Early in the forenoon the columns of General Terry’s^ (iommaiid 
entered tlio city, and immediately after noon, the pontoon bridge being 
completed over Brunswick lUver and a suHicient ferry over Cape hear 
lUver, my command was crossed into the town, of which it was made 
temporary garrison by order of the general commanding the department. 

The niovemcuts described were accomplished with very triiliiig loss, 
the total imnihcr of casualties in the division being only sixty-six, of 
which a statement is annexed. , . , , , 

In tlio attack upon tlie enemy’s position at Town Creek the wooded 
nature of the Held gave our troops good cover in advancing and made 
the Are of the enemy so uncertain that it produced little damage, our 
loss ill that charge being but thirty in killed and wounded. The posi- 
tions of the enemy were captured by rendeviug them uiitouablo, and 
the labor and courage of the troops wore cxiiomled rather in ovorcoin- 
ing the great physical obstacles in the nature of the country than in 
hard liglitiiig.

V\ 0 soon Htruek the enemy’s pickets and skirmished witli them {tliree 
comimiuoa of tlie bixteontli .Kentucky acting ai? skirmishers) to within 
about two intloa ol the iort, where we threw up temporary worlcs and 
bivmiaela'.d for i,ho night. 'I'he ;i8tli we moved up in sight of the ene- 
my’s worivs (iovering the fort; remained hut a short time, wlien ordered 
imcK on the same road about four miles, tlien taking across the country 
lo the left, we encountered the enemy’.s outpost strongly posted on the 
other side ol‘ an almost impa.s.sa.ble swamp. After a little delay a siif- 
lleieiit jorce was got over, man by man, under cover of the bru-sh, to 
cimrge tliCir rilie-pits. 1'he (‘barge was made successfully by Lieut. H, 
L. Keed, with (ICteonnion of the One hundred and fourth Ohio Volun- 
teer Inl'antry, that reginmnt being in advaiKKi. In tlie alliiir thocharg- 
ing ]mrty lost I man killed and <1 wonndiMl, Lieutenant lieed being 
shot 111 botli legs, '(’ho eonuuand was tiicn cimsed, meeting General 
'l orry’s troops on tlieotlier .side, and both commands camped Ibr the 
night. On Mie lOtli 1 sent out tlie Twelfth Kentucky A^etoran Yolnu- 
tern’s (this brigade still being in advance) some miles ahead, and nscor- 
tainiiig tliat the road was clear pii.slied on the direct road to Wilming- 
lon, tlK^ rebels having evacnab'd Fort Anderson during the night. Wo 
marched about ten miles and camped near Town Greek. 

On Uie 20tli we puslied on the main road till nearing the Old Town 
Creek bridge, on the Wilmington road, we found the enemy posted on 
the op])osite side; I ho Third Jirigado, of our division, behind works on 
this. ( i oi'c V'o were ordered to the l■lghb,and, striking the creek between 
( )ape h'oar .Uivor and the road, crossed in a ilat-boat after the Second 
Hi'igade, whieii was in advance, Alter getting all the troop.s across 
we moved I'orwiird about a (inarter of a. mile, where wo formed a lino 
of battle in support of the Second llriga'de and moved forward through 
a thick woods toward the road leading to tlie rear of tiie enemy’s posi- 
tion, at To^yll Creek bridge. The enemy, discovering us, o]iened a 
])iece of al•til]el■ 5 ^ We moved in the direclhm of the lidng for some 
distance, hut tlie artillery heeoining entirely silont it was concluded 
file enemy luid i-etired, and pi’cparations were made to go into camp 
lor tbe night. The One hundredth Ohio, being sent forward to ascer- 
tain if the mad was clear between us and 'lown Creek bridge, iliscov- 
ertsl tlie encniy’s position, lieeoiving orders to attack we at once 
refornKul onr lines and eliargcd the enemy, driving him and captniing 
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3 pieces of artillery, several horses and sets of iirtillcry harness, 2 
stand of colors, and between 300 mid 400 prisoners. Our loss in the 
charffo was 3 killed and 31 woniided. On the 2l8t the eomnnuid moved 
forward to Brunswick Perry. The Sixtcentli Kentucky, Liciit. Col. 
dohn rt. White commanding, taking the left fork of tlio road, as ordered, 
reached the ferry before the advance, Brigadier-General Casinnent, 
and assisted in the construction of a tcmporaiy bridge made of par- 
tially destroyed flat-boats and other material found near the ferry. 
Tlie regiment was then crossed and proceeded on in the direction of 
Wilmington. When they arrived within three-quarters of a mile of the 
city the eueniy opened apiece of artillery oii the head of the column, 
and as the road was straight and through a tliick s’waini) it was impos- 
sible to go forward witliont great loss of life. So, in obedience to 
orders, the regiment was withdrawn half a mile back, to the bend of 
the road, which afforded more protection to the men. ITero they built 
breast-works and remained until dark, when the i-egimeiit was with- 
drawn, except two companies, in consequence of orders to withdraw 
from Brunswick Perry and cross Oape Fear Itiver and join the troops 
of General Terry. In this movoincnt the regiment lost 1 man killed 
and 3 wounded. The march to Capo Fear Bivor to join General Terry 
was couimenccd about 10 p. m., and about 11.30 p. in, received, orders 
countermanding the movement and again returned to the ferry. 

On the morning of the 22d, shortly after 8 o’clock, the advance 
pickets of the Sixteenth Kentucky entered Wilmington, liaving dis- 
covered that the enemy liad abandoned the piano during the night, 
On the forenoon the One hundred and fourth Ohio was crossed to the 
city in flat-boats and was assigned to provost duty. 

As regards the behavior of the troops, both oliicors and men acted 
with their usual promptness and courage and were always ready for 


any emergency.

Captain: I have the honor to roiiort that just as we arrived in camp 
at this iioint information was received that the rebels had attacked the 
train five miles in the rear. On sending backitwms ascertained that 
Captain Garoutte, Twenty-third Army Corps’ supply train, in charge of 
Mr. Harper, on coming up to the forks of the road, near tlie farm of 
Mrs, Saunders, was decoyed on the loft fork by a man dressed in the 
nniform of a lieutenant in the Federal service, who told the driver that 
he must take that road, and before the guards .suspected anything 
wrong some sixty wagons had been taken off and the guards overpow- 
ered and captured by rebels in ambush, A few shots, however, were 
fired, the reports of which were heard by Captain Itundcll, who com- 
manded lii.s regiment as rear guard, and ho at once deployed two com- 
panies and started in inirsuit, came up to, and attaclied the rebels, 
driving them off; not, however, before they had burned, as near as we 
can liiid out, some sixteen wagons, and carried off soven. All the rest 
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wore rociiphivcd, but. from iifteeii the mules were cut loose. Most ottlie 
f^uai'dsAvliOAVcre eai>tuve(l es<;apo<l, and a low of the iimles wore recap- 
tiirod, but tlie liaruoss was generally cut up and de.stroyed. Tlie rebels 
shot such 7imlcs as they could not cany off. The guards who were 
captured and osoapod report the enemy to number about seventy. Citi- 
zoiis report a ca valry force upon that road this morning of froiii -lOi) to 
(iOh. Captain I’luidoll captured at the scene of action a man, claiming to 
1)0 a (dtizon, who was etjgaged in leading olf someof the malos, and who 
admits that lui in(orn)ed the cominaiidingoflicer of a rebel cavab'y force 
(wliioh be thinks numbered about (JOD) that our trains were tlien pass- 
ingnpon the road. The <lriversand wagon-masters of tlie corps siipjily 
train arc all citizens, and no quartermaster or commi.ssioiied oifieer in 
charge, and they have pcrsi.sted, contrary to repeated orders, in stoj)- 
ping to Avater their mules, thus leaving gaps within the train. Such 
was the case in this instance. I fad the train been kept closed np prop- 
erly the aoeideiit could not have ocemrred, as the guards would have 
MUH])(ictod something wrong in the rcarof tlio traiu going on a different 
road to the a<lYanco. 1 sent mules to the roar for the liltecu wngons 
iVoin which the nuilos were cut, ami they arc being brought to camp. 

1. Avould hero inoutlou that I have three regiments to guard these 
trains, in all ahont 2i)0 wagons. They worodi.sposcd ofas Ibllows: Ojie 
regiment in advance, one in the center, and t he third in the rear of tlie 
train, Avith skirmishers or guards from each accompanying tlio Avngoiia 
along the Avholo train.

Oau’I'Ain: In compllam?o Avitli orders received I have the honor to 
submit tlio folloAving roi>ort of the operations of this brigade from the 
time of leaving Smitbville to the occupation of Wilmington, N. C.: 

Brigade broke canii) at 8mitlivillc Ti’obruary 17, 18(1.0, moving on 
Wilmington road; marched nine miles and biAmimcked for the night in 
front of and three miles from Fort Anderson. At 7 o’clock on tlio 
morning of the 18tli the brigade advanced ou road leading to Fort 
Anderson. 'Die Sixty-liftli Indiana Volunteer.s, Lieut. Col. dolmAV. 
Tlaminond coininaiuling, Avere deployed as akirmislior.s, Avho attacked 
the enemy ill their rille-i)its, and, after a sharp skirmisli, drove them 
in conliision to their main defenses and established their skirmish lino 
Avithin imisket-range of the enemy’s Avorks. Tho brigade then moved up 
and Avenb i nto po.sition in the edge of a jiibce of avoocIs on the right of 
the Wilmington road, fronting the enemy’s Avorks, covering said road. 
At 12 111 . tlio brigade Avas relicA'cd by Colonel Moore, commanding 
Second Brigade, Beeond J>i vision, Twenty- third Army Corps, and 
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niiu'clicd five mile?? to tlic left and rear of .Fort Anderson and biv- 
onacked for the night. Tlie following day the briga{le moved forward, 
]>nssi!ig in real' of the fort, which had been evaeuated during the night, 
strilfing the Wilmington road, pushing vigorously forward in pursuit 
of the retreating enemy, and went into camp for the night near Town 
Creek. Early on the morning of the 120th an advance was made, dis- 
closing the enemy in positiop on the north bank of Town Creek, dis- 
puting ill foree the crossing of the bridge. The brigade then moved 
down the creek one mile and crossed the creek by means of an old ilat- 
boat. Works were thrown lip immediately, which were abandoned on 
moving around in rear of enemy’s position. The 8ixty-fifth Iiuliaiia 
were licre thrown forward as skirmishers, who advanced rayiidly, 
driving the enciny’.s skirmisher.s to their main line, thus opening tlie 
road for the troops to come into position. Our line of battle was 
inimodiatoly formed, with rigid resting on the road and Joining First 
Brigade, Colonel Sterl commanding. At 4 ]). m. a cliargo was ordered, 
which resulted in the complete rout and capture of an entire rebel bri- 
gade. Of the prisoners, about 17o were captured by this brigade. 

Both olficers aud inou behaved with great gallantry. 

February 21, moved toward Wilmington without opposition, and 
roacluid Brunswick Fiver. The One hundred and sevcnty-sovciith 
Ohio were ordered to construct a cro.ssing, wliich was eoiniilcted at 0 
p. m. February 22, entered the city of Wilmington. 

Our loss is as follows: Sixty lifth Indiana Vohinleors, FI enlisted 
men wounded; Sixty-lifth Illinois Volunteers, 3 enlisted men wounded; 
total, 1(5 enlisted men ivounded.

Kajou: I have the honor very rosi>cctfully to report tlio operations 
of my brigade from Sinitlivillo to Wilmington, H. 0., in the month of 
February last; 

On the morning of the 17fch of February, in obedienoo to order.s, I 
moved my brigade out on the Fort Anderson road, following the First 
Brigade, comiiianded by Colonel Sterl, One hundred and fourth Ohio 
Volunteer Inrantry, After mareliiug out about live miles, by direction 
of the imijor-goneral conimandiiig I moved my brigade on a right-hand 
road, leading ahso to Fort Anderson, but approaching Capo Fear Fiver 
some two or three miles below the fort. Wo found rebel cavalry ])ick- 
ets soon after leaving the main rotid, aud at Governor’s Creek four 
companies of rebel cavalry were stationed. They were, however, easily 
driven back, and on approaching the river (Cape Fear) I halted my com- 
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infiiul and wniit intn camp under oi'ders, taking the in'ccautioii to throw 
up wovlcs ill my front. On the iiiorningof the 18th, advancing a strong 
skirmish line, I moved forward by the right of companies to the front, 
■wherever it was practicable to do so, and when within about a mile of 
Ifort Anderson a connection was made between my .skirmish line and 
that of lirevet Jlrigadicr-fTcneral Oasomeiit, commanding’ the forces 
whi(di moved up on the main road. The whole line was then advanced 
until within from 000 to HOC) yards of the fort. My skirmish line was 
advanced until tlio riglit, I’csting on the river, reached a point not iiiorp 
tlian .‘KIO yards from the fort, but the men being severely exposed to 
the lire from our gun-boata, and one man being severely wounded, I 
witlidrew the line somewhat and threw the right back a short distance 
from the river. About 11 a. in. my brigailo and (Jolonel Moore’s bri- 
gade, of the Second llivision, wore loft in position under command of 
Oolonel Moore, with orders to throw up works, while the Pirst and 
Soeond l{rigade.s moved around so as to get in rear of the fort, and if 
])ossible to prevent the retreat of the enemy. Wo immediately con- 
ati'U(5t(id good strong works and advanced the skirmish line as far as it 
could be with safety; but during the night tlio fort was evacuated, and 
outlie morning of the 19th, about n o’clock, the sldnnishers entorod 
the fort without o])position. The ovaeiuition was no doubt induced by 
the movement of the column under the command of Major-General 
Oox, which otherAvise would have got iu rear of the fort and cut oil' the 
retreat of the garrison. 

[Jnder orders from Goloncl Moore I iinnicdiatoly moved my brigade 
iu pursuit of tliotmemy, wholuid taken in their retreat the Town Creek 
road ; but aftiu' marcliing out about tlirco miles I halted my command, 
by orders of Maijor-Gonoral SchoJIeld, until the other forces slionld got 
U)>. About 2 p. m. f received orders from jrajor-General Cox to move 
forward cautiously and to advance as near to tlio enemy as practicable 
belbre night, when I again moved forward, meeting with but little 
opposition until 1 got near Town t 'reck bridge, where I fonud a strong 
rebel picket. They, however, soon ran back to tlio opposite bank of the 
creek, under the lire of our sktrinlshcrs, taking the plank o(f of the 
bridge alter them, and tlio enemy opened upon us a fire from his artil- 
lery. I at once i’ormed tlio troops in lino, oeenpyiug the crest of a 
ridge riiiiniiig nearly parallel to the creek, and coumieneed iortifyiiig. 
At the .same time I pushed my skirmish lino as far forward as it could 
bo before durlc. The enemy occupied a very strong position on the loft 
or opposite bank of the creek; had thrown up very heavy Avorks and 
laid three pieties of artillery, coAmring Avell the bridge and its 
approiUihes. ’I'lie creek was nob Avidc, but dcoj), and could not bo passed 
by troops Avithout a bridge or boat, and hotwecii my line and the crook 
there was an almost imj)assablo SAvainp, so the only iiractioable approacli 
to the bridge or creek, in front of the enemy’s works, Avas tlio causoAvay 
(constructed through it. Being informed that there avus a Avurohonso a 
short di.staneobclowus, on thocrcek, in which there Avas rebel commis- 
sary stores, and that there was also a llat-boat or scoav in the crook by 
it, brought there for the jinrpose of removing the stores, 1 ordered a 
guard to take ]ioasession of them and liold them, Avliioli avus done. 

On the morning of the 20th I eommonced adAoiucing my skirmish 
line, uiui although tluA grpuiul OA^cr which they nin.st advance Avas open 
and level and ad'orded no cover to the men, and they Avero exposed to 
a constant lire from the enemy behind his Avorks, the skirmishers sue- 
CGcdcd in approaching AA'ithin from IfiO to 200 yards of the bridge, so 
as to cover it and prevent the enemy from destroying it. While doing 
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this, and whilti tiie skirmishers, as well as Battery 0, .First Oliio Artil- 
lery, kept up a very constant fire upon tlio enemy, tiie First and Sec- 
ond Brigades, Third Division, and Colonel Idoore’s brigade, Second 
Division, crossed the <treek some distance below the bridge, in the scow 
or flat-boat secured tbc nigbt before, and got in the rear of tbc enemy 
and compelled his Imsty retreat. About 5 jn m. ■Lieutenant-Colonel 
Morris, Sixty-third Indiana Infantry, commanding the skirmishers, 
succeeded in crossing over the creek by the bridge, which was not 
injured otherwise than by removing the plank and taking oif some of 
tlie stringers, and with a portion of the akirmishers took possession of 
the enemy’s works and captured thirty-one prisoners. 

On the 21st I moved my brigade toward Wilmington, martdiing in 
rear of the division. On arriving at Brunswick Kiver, and in sight of 
the town of Wilmington, it was found that tlie bridges over that stream 
had been destroyed by the enemy, and in obedience to orders I put my 
brigade in position, facing to the rear, and threw up very strong works, 
covering the road upon wliicli wo had moved, but at 12 o’idoc.k at night 
I received orders to move to the mouth of Town Creek, or near it, and 
to report there to Ma,ior-(Ienei“al Bclioflehl, which I did, roncluiig Cape 
Fear Biver, just above tlic inontli of Town Creek, a little after daylight 
on the morning of the 22d, and immediately reported to (lonoral Scho- 
field, But about that time information was received that the enemy 
had loft General Terry’s front and that Wilmington was probably 
evacuated, so that I was ordered to renmin where I was until further 
orders. On the morning of the 23d, having received orders to movo 
my command to Wilmington, I did so, leaving the One Imndrcd and 
twelfth Illinois, as directed, at Brunswick Itiver to gimrd the bridge, 
and arrived in the city about 3 p. in., thus terminating a short but 
active and successful eain])aign. 

The country from Smithvillo to Wilmington was very unfavorable 
for military umvements, and may bo generally described as low, Jlat, 
and full of swamps, many of whicli the men had to wade — some of 
them quite impassable. 

If any credit attaches for the occupation of Fort Anderson, after its 
evacuation, it is perhaps duo to those niulcr my command to say that 
the skivmishora of my brigade wore among the Urst, if not the first, to 
enter the fort, and that the garrison Hag, which was a very fine one, 
and luul been left by the enemy in their hasty retreat, was captured by 
one of the soldiers of the One hnndred and fortieth Eegiineiit Indiana 
Volunteer Infantry, and urns sent by Colonel Brady, commanding the 
regiment, to Governor Morton of that State. 

The officers and men of my command are generally entitled to great 
credit for patient endurance of the hardships and exposures to whicli 
they were subject, and for the energetic, faithful manner in which they 
discharged their respective duties during the campaign. It i.H suffi- 
cient to say that every duty required at their hands was cheerfully and 
promptly performed. 

I append herewith a list of casualties in the brigade.*

Captain: .1 have the lionor, very respectfully, to report that, in 
obedience to orders from division headquarters, .1 to-day made a recon- 
naissance beyond Little llivcrwitli my brigade and one section of artil- 
lery, under coniinand of Lieutenant Heed, Battery X), First Ohio Artil- 
lery. 1 n th(5 (irst iilaeo 1 moved out on the Bmithfield road, cominoidy 
known as the river road, some six miles. Wo found (tavalry pickets or 
scouts of the enemy soon after cros.sing the river, but not in any great 
force. Where tlio road crosses the railroad we found, perhaps, a com- 
pany of cavalry on picket and had some skirmishing with them, in 
which we killed one rebel and captured three others, driving the rest 
back to a cros-s-road intersecting the Smithfield and Kaleigh roads. 
Ilcre, finding no forage whatever on this road, it having been taken by 
(leiieral Sherman’s army, which pa.ssed over it, and by the enemy, I 
turned back to the .Ualcigh road, where I left one j egiment, and with 
the remaining two regiments and the artillery moved out on the 
italeigh road about four miles. On this road wo found a wagon train 
and guard of the Fourteenth Army Corps in our advance. Tlioy wore 
skirmishing with rebel cavjilry, and drove them back to the cross-road 
bolbre mentioned, at Doctor Cullcy’s, where the rebels had a strong 
barricade of rails and where they made a somcwliat determined stand. 
I then moved up my command and with a Cow shots from the artillery 
soon drove the enemy back on the Baleigh road. Negroes represented 
that some 500 or (100 rebel cavalry had been at Doctor Gulley’s all day: 
tliat tiioyliad been hauling off corn, v'ce. From what information 1 
could get, and from what 1 saw, there was nothing but cavalry ia our 
fVoiit, and tliat not in any large force, for several miles beyond our 


advaiieo. 


The priaoiiors we captured belonged, as they said, to the First Kogl- 
iiKMit Bouth Carolina Cavalry, part of Wade Hampton’s command, and 
from tlieir statements their regiment was in camp some five ()r six 
miles lieyond whore they were on picket. No infantry liad been in the 
neighborhood of onr marcli for several days, so far as I could learn. 

U’lio country on botli roads wo found was almost entirely destitute of 
forage of any description. TMio wagon train of tlic Fourteenth Corps, 
which woibiind in onr advance, had obtained but five wagon loads of 
coi'ii. Wo got nothing wbatevor. Ilcarncd from negroes, as well as 
citizens, that the rebels had been hauling olV all the corn and other 
foragii of the country through which wc passed for sevoi-al days. 

\Ve lost none killed, wounded, or captured during tlie day. 

I append herewith a diagram* of the roads and country, made by

Bill : L liave the honor to iiuihe the following report of the O])eratioiis 
of the l.h’ovisioiial Corps, under my eomnuind, from the 1st day of 
JIarch last to the ocenpation of Coldsborougli and iny permanent 
assignment to this corps : 

On the 2Gth of February, being in command of the Third Division, 
Twenty-third Army Corps, at Wilmington, I received orders from the 
oommandiiig general to iiroceed at once by sea to Beaufort and New 
Borne, N. C., and assnmo command of the District of Beaufort, 
comprising that portion of the State which was the theater of oper- 
ations of our forces at lieaufort and northward of that point witliiii 
the State of North Carolina, to organize the troops there, together 
with the Fii'stI )ivision,Tweiity-third Army Corps — which was ordered 
to report to mo there — into a Provisional Corps; and after assigning 
such garrisons as might bo necessary to the important points near the 
sea-board, to advance with the rest toward Kinston, covering the recon- 
struction of the Atlantic and North Carolina linilroad, which was to 
be rebuilt and put in order by a construction corps of Col, W. W. 
Wviglit, chief engineer of the military railways of General Sherman’s 
command. I was further instructed that the chief object of the move- 
nieiit was to open to tlio army of General Sherman, then moving fl’oin 
Savannah, a now base of supplies at Beaufort Tlavbor, and to press the 
roconstruotioii of the road and its protection till wo sliould unite with 
the remainder of the grand army at Goldsborongb, which wo were 
expected to do botween the 15th and 20th of March. 

Sailing that evening I reached New Berne in the night of the 28tli. 
of February, and on the following day, March 1, assumed command 
and organized the forces. The troops at that time within the district 
consisted of, first, the garrisons, which for nearly two years had been 
stationary at New Borne, Morchead, Fort Macon, Boanoke Island, and 
Plymoiitb, the whole under command of Brig. Gen, I. N. Palmer, and 
consisting of about 0,000 effectives; and, second, a body of oouvalos- 
cents and furloughed men of all the regiments in General Sherman’s 
army returning to their commands, and provisionally org'anized into 
i)attalioiis and brigades niider coiivaloscoiit and other returning offi- 
cers of the same army, numbering iu all about 3,000 effectives. 

Tiio First Division, Twenty-third Army Corps, had not yet arrived, 
but lauded in tlio course of the next two days. 

The lu'ovisionally organized brigades of convalescents, &c., and the 
troops of tlio old district, ■which could bo mobilized by reducing all 
garrisons to a miniumm, Avere then organized into two divisions, of 
which the First was assigned to Brig. Geii. I. N. Palmer and the Second 
to Brig. Gen. S. P. Carter. The following table exhibits the organiza- 
tion as completed:

L. Upham, Fifteenth (3oii- 
necticut, commanding — Fifteenth Connecticut Volunteers, Twenty- 
seventh Massiichusctts Volunteers. Third Brigade, Lieut. Ool. H. 
Splaiiio, SoveiiteouthMassacljusetts, commanding — Seventeenth Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers, Twenty-fifth Massachusetts Voliin teors. Artillery 
— Batteries A, I, and G, Tliird Now York Liglit Artillery. Cavalry — 
Twelfth New York Cavalry, Colonel Savage, commandiJigj Captain 
Graham’s Independent Troop North Carolina Cavalry. 

The organization as above given is exclusive of the garrisons left at 
the posts before enumerated, which consisted of 2,000 effective men, 
and the total effective force of the corps so organized was 13,050. 

The troops had been hastily collected, and the only transportation in 
the quartermaster’s department was fifty wagons and teams for all pur- 
poses. This almost total lack of train for baggage and siipjdios made 
it necessary to keep the troops upon the line of the railroad, and 
rendered it impossible at any time before the 11th of Marcli, when wo 
were joined by the other division of the Twenty-third Army Corps, 
to advance more than six miles beyond the toiminns of the railroad for 
the time being. 

On the 1st of March the organization of the command was made; tlie 
detachments withdrawn from the various garriaous wore ordered to put 
themselves en route to join their proper brigades atonco} Olaasson’s 
brigade, of Palmer’s division, was ordered to advance to Core Creek, 
seventeen miles above New Berne, following the line of the railroad in 
their inarch. The cavalry was ordered to move up the Trout liiver 
road until opposite to the Core Creek Station — to communioate with 
that point by such paths as they might bo able to find through Dover 
Swamp, and to push small parties of reooiiiiaissanco as fai‘ forward as 
liraoticable. The only force of the enemy at this time known to be in 
our front was Whitford’a brigade of North Carolina troops, stationed 
at Southwest Creek and Kinston, and having outposts at Wise’s 
Forks, Gum Swamp, and tlie crossing of Moseley Creek, on the Noiise 
road. Boliablo information, which was iiroven accurate subsequently, 
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showed tliat a heavy lino of intrenehnionts eovered the line of South- 
wo.sfc Creek, I'roiu the mipcr Trent road crossing; to the NoAi.se Kiver, 
and tliut Kinston was also fortified by a well-constructed hridge-head 
Oil the south side of t-ho Nciise, Hanked by extensive field works cm tlie 
nortli bank of the river. On the 2d of March Carter’s division was 
ordered to move by the Ncusc road b) the intersection of the Dover 
road, and leaving one brigade there, move thence by the Dover road to 
the crossing of Coro Creek, Palmer’s division to niariih by the railroad, 
sending artillery and wagons under escort in rear of Cartel’s division. 
Heavy rain.s so increased the diniculties of moving through a eonutry, 
wliicli at best is an almost continuous swamp, that it was not until the 
evening of the 4th that the two divisions reached their destination. 

On tlie 4th .Kuger’s division, having arrived at New Ileriic, was 
ordered to join Palmer’s at Coro Creek, which it did on the evening of 
the f)th, at wliich time also the repair of the railroad was completed to 
Core Oreok. On the (>tli Palincr’.s and Carter’s divisions were moved 
to Ouin Swani]), seven miles above Coro Creek, where the .Dover road 
crosses the railroad. The cavalry on the Trent road was ordered to 
advunoo as far as imssiblo and open communication with the column by 
way of Wise’s Porks if practicable. One squadron and the company 
of Captain Graham, with two mountain liowitzera, were detached and 
ordered across to tlie Ncu.se road to picket and observe it, and the brb 
gado of (Jarter’s division rejoined the command. Claasseii’s brigade, of 
I’aliuer’s division, being thrown Ibrward as an advanced guard, reached 
Wise’s Ibirks, three miles above Gum Swamp, and opened eomnmuie^l• 
tiou with our cavalry on the lower Trent road, driving back an outpost 
of tlie enemy at the forks after a brisk skirmish. It was tlion dofluitoly 
ascertained that Hoke’s division had arrived at Kinston, from before 
Wilmington, and joined Whitford’s brigade. Xiegarding it importaut 
to got coininaiid of the position at Southwest Oreok, in order to control 
j'oa'ds which would enable us to move to right or loft, which could not 
be dono in the swamps, and although the railroad had only been com- 
iiloted two miles beyond Core Creek, and our troops wore short ot rations, 
1 ordered, on tlie morning of the 7th, a farther advance. Palmer was 
ordered to send Ohtassen’s brigade forward to the Dover road crossing 
of Southwest Crook, one mile and a half in. front of Wise’s Porks, ami 
to send Ids other two brigades np the railroad to the same stream; to 
imt one of them in iiosition upon the best ground he could iind to com- 
niand that crossing, and this being dono to send the other to hold in 
like innmier the crossing at the Ncuso road. Carter’s division was 
ordered to support Palmer. Tlie cavalry on the left was ordered to 
I'ceonnoitor tlie road known as the British road and, if possible, to gain 
possession of the crossings of Southwest Crock at the uxiper X rent road, 
two miles to the left of the.l)ovcr road crossing, and at the Wilmington 
road, two miles and a half still farther to the left. Rugor’s division was 
ordered iVoiu Core Oreok to Gum Swamp, and reached the latter xdaco 

about noon. , , i. 

Tlio quartermaster’s dcx)artment at New Borne was ordered to pre- 
inii’O some light-draft steamers with barges to ascend tlie Neuso Rivm’ 
with supplies whenever wo should obtain a xiositiou near the mouth or 
Bouthwest Creek, wlicre the stores could be landed and the boats used 
to otfect a crossing of the river in ease it aliould become advisable to 
oiiOA'ato by tlie northern (loft) bank of that stream. Tlie rebels wove 
Icnown to have an iron-clad steamer .at Kinston, but it was snpppsed to 
draw too much water t-o descend the river, althougli the recent rams Inid 
at that time swelled the stream to such an extent that it was regarded 
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possible tliat tlio enemy would move ner down, iiiul it was not thought 
advivSableto send vessels up before good positions lor batteries com- 
maiuling the ehaimel should be occupied by ns. As a pre])aratory 
step, I had, on leaving lifew Bcruc, ordered the ob.struetioii.s to naviga- 
tion ]>laeed formerly by our forces in the river above the town to be 
removed. Tliese had proven more dilllculb of removal than was 
expected, and tlie channel was not open until the (Ith. 

In the movement of the 7th, ordered as above .stated, Olaassen’s bri- 
gadepuslied forward to the intersection of the British and Dover roads, 
where he was checked by a fire of two pieces of artillery from the 
enemy’s work.s on the farther aide of Southwest Creek. Tiny other bri- 
gades of General Palmer’s divi.sion were met with a similar lire as they 
advanced along the railroad at about SOO yards from the creek. I 
thereupon ordered General Carter to advance his whole divi.sjoii to 
Wise’s Forks to relieve Olaasson’a brigade with one of hi.s, and ordered 
General Palmer upon Claassen reporting to him to send one regiment 
to support the cavalry on the Ncii.se road, and to endeavor to drive the 
enemy from his positions at the creek. Toward evening the skirmish 
lines of both divisions succeeded in approaching quite near the crock. 
Tito three bridges — at the Dover road, railroad, and Neuso road cross- 
iugs_were found to be destroyed, and the observation of the reconiioi- 
tering parties, as well as information from citizens, showed the stream 
to bo uufordable. The cavalry reached the uitper Trent road cros'iing 
of the creek; found only a picket there, whicli they drove off. They 
then took up the plank of the bridge and established their own out- 
posts at that point, sending forward small scouting parties, who 
i’e])ovted no enemy at the Wilmington road crossing. Before even- 
ing the enemy’s artillery /Ire ceased, and Generals Carter and Palmer 
reported tlteii picket-lino cstablisliod along the creek continuously 
from the rigid, to left. No force of the enemy was found at Noiisc road 
bridge. I thou ordeveil the whole lino of the creek carefully reuon- 
noitered and if possible a bridge for footmen made at some imvrow 
point by felling trees across it. The cavalry was ordered to observe 
caveMIy the Wilmington road on the leftand to picket the crossings of 
the creek, giving prompt notice of any movomont toward tliat Hank. 
All the troops were ordered to bo on the alert, though tlio command 
was not expected to take the aggressive until the railroEid sliould be 
farther advanced or supplies received by the river, since it had been 
found nnpos.sible to feed the troops regularly where they were. 

The geiierEil commanding the dopartmeiib having arrived a(: New 
Berne and being expected at Gum Hwamp bluit evening, 1 rode bsiok to 
meet him at the railway train. On the morning of the Hih, the com- 
manding general being with me on the road to (reneral Palmer’s head- 
quarters, a dispatch reached mo from Goiierai Carter stating that the 
cavalry reported inforinatioii given them by a negro tlnit a lieavy col- 
umn of the enemy had crossed the creek at the Wilmington I'oad fit 
daybroiik {iiid moved down toward the upper Trent road. A.s it was 
10 o’clock when this di.spatoh was received, and the report was one of a 
sort often received before, and especially us the cavalry, who wore under 
orders themselves to observe the Wilmington road and had a ])ost at 
the upper Trent cro.ssing, reported nothing of their own knowledge, 
the reimrt was regiirded exaggerated. General Chirtor was, however, 
immediately ordered to ])u.sh the cavalry boldly out in that direction, 
supporting' them by a regiment of infantry, and ascertain delluil ely the 
truth, holding his whole command in readiness tor Eictioii. Almost 
immediately after General Carter reported the enemy moving in heavy 
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Ibl’cc biitwccii Uphaiii’.s brigade, whieli had relieved Olaassen’s on the 
preceding day, and the renuimdcr of tlie division, they making their 
ii])])earaiieo there almost siimiltinieously with the reception of a i'ei)oi't 
by him from the cavalry that their jmst was driven away from the upper 
Trent crossing, 'i'lie distance from l.rpham’.s brigaile to the upper 
y'roiitroad beingt\vomilo.sa.iid to the Wilmington i’oa<l being four miles 
and a half, the conclusion cannot bo avohlcd that the duty assigned the 
cavalry on tliat road bad been grossly neglected, as obedience to orders 
before given could not have failed to result in such early notice of the 
movement as to have given abundant opportiiiiity either for tlio with- 
drawal of IJpliam’s brigade or for supporting it with the remainder of 
(hirter’s divhsion. General Carter was at once ordered to reopen com- 
munication with Upham if jjossible, and com^cutrate his division. 
Geiiernl l.’almcr was ordered to move one brigade rapidly to the left to 
assist General Carter ami with the i-cst to make a vigorous dcmonsti'a- 
tion of erossingtheereelc in front. General Unger was ordered to move 
two brigades of his division to Wise’s Ji’erks with speed, and with the 
gcnci'ul commanding the department I rode rapidly to the scene of 
uclion ill front of Wise’s Forks. 

At the same time General I’alincr reported the enemy as having 
driven his pickets from the creek and to have crossed upon a foot 
bridge hastily constrinitcd by iliom, .‘allowing eonsidernble force. It 
being apparent that a much larger force than one division wasongaging 
us, and General Carter rciiorting that he was nimble to reopen connee- 
tioii with Colonel Upham, ho and General Ji’almer wei’c directed to 
sli'engthe.n their position as rapidly as poa.siblc, on the favorable lino 
irom Wlse’.s Fork.s to the i-ailroad, and linger was directed as soon 
as ho should arrive to form in the space between the two other 
divisions. Meanwhile, as General Carter’s left rested upon difficult 
swampy ground, a portion of the cavalry were ordered into the center 
to check the enemy’s advance there until General Unger should reach 
tlie U'oiit. The tangled nature of the ground enabled us to retard the 
enemy’s advance so that it was nearly i o’clock before he was within 
mnsket-rango from the lino of breast works constructed by our troops. 
Uy this time Ilugor’s division (a snbsc(|uciit order to that before men- 
tioned having directed him to bring liis whole division excepting one 
regiment) liad cotmi up ami illled the interval between Carter and 
rainier, and promptly checked the advance of the enemy. Ooloiud 
Upham, with one of the regiments of his brigade and one piece of 
ai'tillei'y, reached the main line. The other regiment (Fifteenth Cou- 
noetieiit) was broken and nearly all capture<l. One ])ieco of artillery 
was lost, the horses being all killed, and the piece therefore abandoned. 
Tlie regiment, which was broken, was largtdy composed of now 
recruits, and being suriniBed could not be rallie<l or hamllcd. I’rison- 
ers which were captured and negroes who came within our linos 
reported that J foko had been rc cntbrccd by a portion of tlie Army of 
Toiinossce, formerly under Hood, and that the rebel force was com- 
inaiided in person ‘by General Bragg. The eiiemy continued to make 
attcm])ts to (Irivo ms from the position hold, but the ground being 
javorablo and the breast-works being rapidly atrengthcncid they were 
easily held at bay. Tlio demonstration on General Palmer’s front was 
not serious, and toward evening the rebel lino apparently oxtoiulcd 
(liagonally across our l<5ft, covering both the Dover road and the Brit- 
ish road, both of which wore safe lines of retreat for them, the bridges 
being repaired.

OPERATIONS IN N. 0., S. C., S. OA., AND K. FLA. 

During the 9th Ji continued Avarm sklrmisli Avas kept up by tho 
enemy, but no serious attack AA'as made. A report of a I'orco tlircatcn- 
ing to turn tho right of General I’almer, by the Keuse road, induced 
me to send Thomas’ brigade, of Itiiger’a division, to support that flank, 
but the enemy’s movement proA'ed to be in no great ibr<ie, and our out- 
posts and patrols on tho Neiiso road aa'Cvg re-established without dilli- 

^^^Appreheuding a new attack on tho loft, and being now well assured 
by positive information that Lee’s and StcAvart’s corps of the rebel 
army, as Avell as tho foreo under Hoke, Avas in our front, I ordered the 
lino of breast-Avorks to be avcII oxtonded to tho left, and they Avere 
accordingly extended by General (-’artov oven beyond and acros.s tho 
lower Trent road. I also ordered abatis and eiitJinglomonts of felled 
timber to be made along tlic Avbolo line, and directed General Huger to 
put one brigade of his division in reserve, thiiiiiing out the others so as 
to hold his Avholo lino. The cavalry Avaa ordered to picket the country 
beyond tho left to the upper Trent road, and an infantry skirmish lino 
AA'as also extended beyond that flank. Late in the evening one regi- 
ment of Ituger’s division Avas put in position in roar of tho oxtreino loft, 
near the DoA'er road. ^To attack occurred, hoAvoA'cr, until half an liour 
before noon of tho ;i9th, Avhen a vigorous assault Avas made upon the 
extreme left of onr line, the advance of the enemy being j’esolnte and 
determined. JIcQuiston’s brigade, of Biigcr’s division, Avas ordered on 
the doublc-quiclc to the loft of General Carter’s lino; Thomas’ brigade, 
of tho same divisionj Avas ordered back from General Palmer, and 
several b{ittalion8 Avorc brought from the right to bo used ns reserve at 
the center and left. The assault on tho left Avas made by Hoke’s divis- 
ion, and e.xtendcd from General Carter’s center somewhat beyond liis 
left. McQuiston’s brigade Avas pushed beyond tho linos and ordered to 
attack the enemy in flaidc, which it did A'cry liandsoinely. At tlie same 
time the batteries of botli Kiigor’s and Carter’s divisions Avere concen- 
trated to bear upon tho enemy, and opened Avith rapidity and good 
eiT'ect. The engagomont at tins point continued about an hour, Avheii 
tho enemy gave way in confusion and left tho held, hotly ])ursuftd by 
McQviistou’a brigade, tbo rest of the <-.oinmand being ordfu'ed to I'omain 
in tho breast-AVorks. Hardly Avas this attack repulsed when tlie enemy 
attacked General Rugcr’a IVont, tho lino of attack extending to tho 
right brigade of Garter’s division and partly upon the left brigade of 
Palmer’.s. His attack was made Avitli portions of Lee’s and Ste.Avart’s 
corp.s, but was less vigorous than that upon the left, 

McQuiston’a brigade Avas at once recalled and all the reservess 7noved 
rapidly to the center, Avhero Rngei-’a breast-AVork.s Avero hcltl by a single 
rank. Tho artillery of both divisions Avas again coiioontratod on 
Unger’s front. Tho enemy Avas again repul.sed and though then' Avero 
several jiartial renewals of tlie attack tho position Avas easily held, 
these later efforts having little vigor or persistonee on the part of the 
enemy. '’Jllie atta(!k upon the center, by ucecssitating tho AvithdraAval 
of McQuiston’s brigade from the pursuit on tho left, prevented our cap- 
turing as many prisoners as Ave might otherwise have taken, iiOli being 
tho total immber Avhicli fell into our bands. The same cause enabled 
them to remoA^o most of their dead and wounded, though about lOO 
dead were left by thorn on tho field. Tho commanding general of the 
department, avIio hadroturned to New Berne on theevening of the Sth, 
arrived on the field during the attack on the center and avus Avitli us 
iu person during tho remainder of the day. During the night the 
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eiioiiiy ovaciuiled tlioir lines and retired beyond the 2s'’cnso Kiver. Tlie 
casualties in tlio command from the Stli to the lOtli, inclu.sive, were us 
follows: ’ '

Makinj^’ a total of 1,257, out of wliicli nearly 900 were captured in tbo 
snrpi'iso of Opham’s bri^’ado on the 8tli. 

I owe it to the troops of tbo provisional brigade.^ to say tliat, although 
tlioy were without regular organi/.atiou andc(muna.nde<( by olheevs wlio 
wore, strangers to them, they novortliclcssboliavcd in the most soidiorly 
manner ami ac.quittod themselves well in every situation. 

The commaudor.s of divisions distinguislicd themselves both for per- 
aoiial gallantry and judicious handling of tluiir troops. 

'I’lio only members of my staJV with mo wore AlaJ. T. 'f. Dow, my 
iiispe(5to]‘-g'eueral} jMaJ. Theodore ('ox, asaislaut ac^jutant-geimval; and 
(liiptH. 10. JO.'Ih‘ucy}i.ud IfobartFovd, my aides, upon all of whouulevolved 
nil nmiaiial ainountof labor andof peril, and wlio.se good (iomluct was 
eonspicuous througliont the .series of engagements. 

I am also under special obligations to Brigadier-doneral Greene, who, 
being on his way to join the army of General Sherman, volunteered for 
general staff duty. His horse was .shot under him during the engage- 
meiit of the lOtli. Bvt. Tlrig. (Jon. I. K. Stiles, who had bcMui ordered 
to report to ino, but was yob iiuassignod, likewise volunteered ihv staff 
duty, and exhibited great gallantry. 

hor particiilar monbion of meritorlouH conduct In tho divisions, J beg 
leave to refer to Ihe division atul brigade reports accomiianying. 

lllio enoiny’s force is now known to have consisted of about .10,000 
men uiulor General Dragg, their organi/.ation being lluib given above. 
!rh('ir manifest object was to defeat ami drive back tiimn Now Jlorne 
my comitiand before it could bo joined by the other divisions of the 
Twenty-thii'd Army Oorp.s, then known to he on tlieir way from Wil- 
mington, ami wliich in fact joined us on the i.2th. Tho rebels were 
foiled ill their purpose and severely punished. Wo have no accurate 
mode of estimating their losses, though from the inaiiiier iu which they 
attacked a line of intreiiclnnenl.H all our past oxpericiieo warrants tho 
assertion that it must have been nmcli heavier than our own. 

On tho 14tli my commaud moved to Kinston, under orders from tho 
eoinmamliiig general, and was followed by the Twent 5 '-third Corp.s. A 
.siiinll body of cavalry occupied the place, Imt left ou our approach after 
a slight skirinisli, The bridges over tho Neiise were all destroyed ami 
the rebel iron-clad gun-boat was burned and sunk. A. pontoon bridge 
was laid on tlie lotli and tho troops crossed the Neusc and encamped 
beyond llio town, wborc they remained till the railroad readied tho 
Ncus(3 itiver, on the 20th, when it moved with tho rest of the Army 
of the Ohio for Goldsborough, 'I.‘alnier’s division, however, being 
jrartly loft to occupy tho District of Beaufort. Tho whole of tho provi-

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sioiiiil fci'oopa wGi'tt put into one division and (roiioral Grceno nssig’nod 
to tlic Gomnniiulj wikilst all the reiiuiiniii*^ ti’oops of the Distriel; of 
Beaiil'ort, not Udt with General Palmer, were assigned to Goiioral 
Carter. Goldsborough was entered without serious opposition on the 
21st of March, and in two days thereafter the concentration of the grand 
anny was olVected there. The Provisional Oorp.s was broken up, the 
convalescents, &c., sent to their regiments, and on the iUst I as.suined 
perniancnt coininand of the Twonty-tliivd Corps under orders of tlie 
President.*

Major: ( have the Imnor to submit liorowith my report of the oper- 
ations of the First Division, District of Beaufort, under my coininand 
IVom the organi/atiou of the division on tlio Jst day of March up to 
and including the inittlo of Kinston: 

My division was organ ijced into tlivcc brigades, commanded, respec- 
tively, by Brig. Gen. I'h Marland, U. S. Volunteers, Col. P. J. Chunsson, 
One hundred and thirty-second New \!’ork Vohmteors, and Col. Horaeo 
Boiigliton, One hundred and forty-third New York Volunteers. Gen- 
eral Orders, No. J, fromhmidquarters of my divi.sion, a copy of which 
is appended, gives in detail the organi/jitlou of the brigades. In addi- 
tion to the troops therein mentioned a small battalion of tlie Twelfth 
New York Cavalry, eommamled by MuJ. h’loyd Olark.son, of that regi- 
iiient, and Captain Graham’s cavsdry company and mountain howit/.er 
section of the .First Nortli Carolina Union Volunteers, were attached 
to my comimmd and were engaged a greater part tif the time in oper- 
ating in all directions from my front. .1 may mention hero that the 
Biglity-lifth New York Volunteers (a reinmint of a regiment), 
aiinouiic.ed ill the order as behmging to General liarhnuVs brigade, 
never joined this coininand, but were verbally assigned by tlio major- 
general coiinminding to tlie division of General Carter. 

As soon as the orgaiii/ation of the division was completed at Now 
Berne, Colonel OlaaK.soii, coinnmiidiiig the line of outposts at Batclicl- 
(leFs Ori!clc, was telegraphed on the evening of tlie Ist of Alarch to at 
once move forward Ins command to the front and oocu])y the crossing of 
the niilroiul at CoroOrcok. Tills order was promptly e.xecuted by noon 
of the following day. Shortly after the remaining troops of tlio brigade 
assigned to him, including the 3-incU battery, wore upon the ground. 

On tbo morning of the .‘id instant the brigade of General liarland 
took 11 ]) the lino of inaroli to Core Greek, but owing to the heavy condi-

On the iiiorning ol thc4th instant the brigade of Colonel Bougliton left 
Aew .Memo and moved forward to the division rendezvoas at Core 
Creek, forming ajunction with the remainder of the division at about 
noon of the oth, at which time I arrived with my stall'. Just before 
sunset on tins day a detachment of tlie One hundred and thirty-second 
ffew York V olunteers of the brigade of Colonel Claa.sscn moved up the 
railrosidund occui^iedthe abandoned intrenchments of thecnemyatlinm 
bwanip, and at (laylight the next morning the remainder ol'thatrogiment 
re-miforced tliis detachment at the front mentioned, tlnis making that 
position secure. At b a. in. of this day the infantry of the brigades of 
Concral Marland and Colonel Boughton moved ni> the railroad to Gum 
Swami), while the artillery, cavalry, and wagon trains of the division 
niarched up the .Mover road to the same place, at which point the First 
and .riiii'd Brigades bivouacked for tlio night. The provisional troops 
• ol (.lolonel Claassen’s brigade were engaged the greater part of the 
night in repairing the roads between Core Creek and the division 
camp, and tlio One hundred and thirty-second ITcw york A^oluntecrs 
ot the same brigade, with Craham’s cavalry, moved up the Dover 
road toward Wise’s Fork.s. At the railroad crossing at Tracy’s 
bwamp a small force of the enemy was found intrenchecl, but Colonel 
Claassou’s skirmish lino and the howitzers of Captain (.fraham soon 
opened the road to Wise’s Vorks, which point was reached at 15 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Colonel Claassen imnicdlately tlirew out strong 
parties on the Trent, Dover, British, and other roads to seeui’o the 
position. 

In aceordiuice with order.s IVoin the nu^jor-gcneral commanding the 
brigades of (Tenoral Harland and CJoloucl Bonghton left camp about 0 
o’cloiik and moved np thera-ilroad for the jmrposeof establishing a lino 
on which to operate against the enemy’s po.sition at Southwest Creek. 
The First Brigade took the advance with ordci's to move up the rail- 
road to the intci’soctlon of the railroad and the Trent road, thence down 
the Trent road to the jniictioii of the Trent and Nciise roads, thence uj) 
the .'Ncu.so road to the cros.sing of Southwest Crook. General ITarland 
was directed, as soon as he arrived, to report at onee if ho saw signs of 
the eiiciny. Colonel Bonghton, comniauding Second [Third] Brigade, 
followed immediately in the rear of General Harland, and was directed 
to move forward teaiiosition on Southwest Oeok at the crossing of 
the railroad, (icneval Harland was directed, in his part of the oxoou- 
tion of the niovenient, not to leave the railroad, to go down the Trent 
road until Colonel Bonghton was ostublislied at tlio position before 
referred to. As the colniuii advanced the advance guard encountered 
tlio i)i(}kol;s of the enemy near the British roadj the skirmish line 
was vigorously puslied forward and by 2 o’clock had driven tlie 
enemy across Southwest Greek, into their umiks, which appeared to 
be very strong. The enemy immediately opened with two guns. 
One section of General Harland’s battery wont into position on the 
railroad and immediately returned the lire, endeavoring to silence 
their guns, but this was not nccompliahed. The section was thou 
withdrawn. Shortly after Ocnernl Harland sent another section 
through tlio woods to a position on the right of the railroad, and 
with tlie assistance of the skirmishers of the Ninth New Jersey Vol- 
unteers soon succeeded in silencing the enemy’s guns. The enemy 
were discovered strongly intronolied all along tlie iCinston side of 
Southwest Creek. For this reason the line was formed as follows: 
First Brigade oil riglit of the railroad, the left resting on the railroad 
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at tliG railroad orossinf^ of tlie ]3ritisli road, tlio vight oxtoiicling down 
tlio British road toward tho Nouso road, aud coiiiioctiiig- with ( naassen’s 
brigade on tho extreme right. Infantry iiickets wore well thrown out 
to the right and up toward Southwest Oreek, both on the Neiise road 
and the railroad, covering all ai)proaehes from tlioso diroetiouM, The 
cavalry alter furnishing tlie iiecessaryvcdettcs were actively engaged 
in scouting the various I'oada in trout. The two batteries ol the 
division were placed in a position to command the railroad and the 
approaches to the liglit. The Third Brigade formed on the leit ol the 
l''irst in a line nearly pei'})ei)dicuhu* to Southwest Creek, the loft eoii- 
nccted with the rlglit of General Carter’s division. The Second Bri- 
gade about ‘J: o’clock in tho afternoon of the 7th moved from Wise’s 
i’orka and forniod on tho right of the First Brigade. The picket-lino 
ill front of the division was continuous and connected witli that ot 
General Carter. 

About lU o’clock on tho morning of the 8tli instant the enemy 
attacked onr pickets on the Trent road, on the right of tho railroad, 
and also the extreme right resting on the B’cuscroad. The attack was 
heavy and our lino thin, and for this reason the force was concentrated 
on tho British road. Sliovtly after Jieavy and continuous ilring was 
heard in tho direction of 'Wise’s l‘‘ork8. Tlio division was immediately 
nuder arms. As soon as the disaster occuiTCd to Upham’s brigade, of 
General Oartor’s division, a rogiincut of General Harland’s brigade 
was sent to reportto Colonel Bongliton. This regiment he placed on tho 
loft of Ills brigade. The brigade of Colonel Claassen, by direction of 
General Cox, moved down the ncighborliood road toward .Taclcson’s 
Mills, but after proceeding a short distance encountered the enemy 
moving in force down tho Dover road. Colonel Claassen fell back 
slowly toward the Britisli road, and had hardly got into position when 
ho was attacked. After a brisk light the advance of the enemy was 
checked. All this time earth-works were rapidly being thrown up along 
the whole line, and in a few hours the division was strongly intrenched. 
Tho artillery was distributed at the most favorable points along’ the 
line. At the railroad cro.ssing of the Britisli road two rifled pieces 
were run in battery, masked, pointing up tho railroad toward tlie 
eiiein 3 '’s battery on the railroad at Southwest Creek, Tlironghout the 
day, on the left of tho railroad, shots were frequently oxelianged with 
the enemy’s batteries with excellent cfll'cct. Woll-dirceted shots wore 
thrown into the enemy’s infantry as opportunity afforded. Tlie enemy’s 
batteries frequeutly tlironghout tho day dropiied sliolls about General 
Harlaiid’s brigade, evidently intending to devolo]) our right. As 
orders were given not to return tho fire tlipy did not succeed. There 
was constant picket -firing tlirouglumt tho daj*- and tlie greater part of 
the night, oeca.sionally quite heavy, resulting in very little damage to 
us. In tlie morning both our picket-lino and main line wore strongly 
iutrenched. Jluring tho day the Giio hundred and .seventy-oiglitli 
Ohio Voluiilcors and Twenty-eighth Michigan Volunteora, undor com- 
mand of Brigadier-General Thomas, reported to me for duty. One 
regiment was sent to the extreino right, oceu])ying tho Nouse road, 
fully lu’oteetiiig that flank. The other regiment was placed on tho 
right of the First Brigade. 

At daylight of the Utli Colonel Bouglitou reiiorted a small force of 
tho enemy moving around to my right toward the Neuse road, but my 
cavalry .scouts found nothing; no skirmishers could be seen on my 
I'ight of tho railroad and on the loft of the railroad in front of Colonel 
Boughton their skirmishers had retired sonic distance and Bouglitou 
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luul iulvaiicod. I'lvery prt'caution was taken to ])revciit tbo enemy tiirn- 
iiif*' the of my position. Iluriuj? tins day, witii the exception of 
some slif'ht slvii-mishiiig on nij'^ left, the (meiny did 3mt disturb ns. At 
noon oil tlie JOth orders were received IVoin the major-general com- 
.matiding to send at least a regiment to the extreme left, wliere the 
enemy liad made a. heavy attack. This was prom|>tly comidied with. 
At 12.30 o’clock another order was i-eccived, directing a brigade to be 
sent to ‘VVise’s Fork.s. One large regiment of General llariaiid’s bri- 
gade and a legimentof General Thoma.s’ brigade were sent at once, 
'riiis left my force on the right rpiite small, bnt it was kept well in iiaiid 
and prepared for anything. The regiment lir.st sent to the extreme left 
had lou dly resumed its old position in Colonel Olaassen’sline when the 
enemy made a heavy demonstration on my left, but were repulsed with 
small lo.ss to ns. Toward evening tlio enemy gained possc.ssion of a 
jiortion of Claassoi’s skirmish line, but it was speedily regained. At 
night our lines remainecl intact. Nothing of importance occurred dur- 
ing the night. During the evening and the next morning my troops 
returned from the loft and tlio rcimtining regiment of Gonend Thomas’ 
brigad(‘ was sent to report to the proper ofllccr. 

Inclosed herewith are the reports of the brigade commanders and list 
of casualties. 

During these operations the conductor tlie oineer.s and men of the 
division was all that conUl be desired. llrigadier Goncral Harland, 
Colonel Claaasen, and Colonel Boughton, commanding brigades, were 
watchi'nl and attentive, and the oflicers and men of their commands 
lierl'oMiK'd their work i)romptly and gallantly.

C aptain : I luivewith submit the following; report of the opei’ations 
of tliia coinniaiKl from the time of leaving New Berne to the battle of 
Kinston, inclusive: 

Oil the 2(1 instant 1. receive«l (Toneral Orders, Ko. 1, from head- 
Quarters Pirst Division, District of Beaufort, plainiig me in command 
ot this brigade, and at the same time a communication from the same 
headquarter.^, directing mo to got my brigade under arms and on the 
way as soon as possible, all concentrating at Core Creek railroad cross- 
ing'. The troo])s were ordered to be supplied with three days’ rations 
and seventy rounds of ammunition. It will be observed that the 
troops comiu'ising my command consisted of the Ninth New Jersey 
A or.inteor Infantry, the Second Massachusetts Heavy Artillery, the 
liiighty-flfth New York A^oluntcer Infantiy, the Twenty-tbird Massa- 
chusetts Yolunteor Infantry, and Battery 0, Third New York Artillery, 
ilie battery was a six gnn battery, armed with 3-iii(}h rifled pieces, 
known as the ordnance gun. Of these troops the Second Massachu- 
setts, the Twenty-third Massachusetts, and Battery C, Third New York 
Artillery, were under my command iirevlous to the present orgaiiiza- 
tmn. ^Tlio Ninth New Jersey was at (Carolina City, and tlie Diglity-fifth 
NowY'ork at Eoauoke Island, both outside of my command, but ordered 
to report to me, as I was informed, as soon ns possible. Colonel Stewart, 
cominaiidiiig the Ninth Now Jersey, reported to mo on tlio 5th instant, 
at Core Creek railroad crossing. The Eighty-fifth New Yorlc. has 
never reported. On the .'Id instant licit New Borne with niy (jom- 
mand, but owing to the heavy condition of the roads did not reach 
Core Creek until the night of the 4th. On the 5th instant the brigade 
went into camp near the railroad cro.ssliig, where Colonel Stewart, com- 
manding the Ninth New Jersey, reported ivith his regiment for duty. 
The brigade then consisted of the Ninth New Jersey Volunteers, Col. 
J. Stewart commanding, 51(1 strong; the Second MaRsacIiusotts,.Tiieut. 
Ool. A.' B, E. Sprague commanding, 4U0 strong; the Twenty-third 
jMassaehusetts, Lieut. Col. .1. AV. Eaymond coiumandmg, 31)2 strong; 
and Battery 0, Third New York Artillery, Capt, W. E. Mercer com- 
inaiuling, 131 strong; in all 1,107 ellective men, exclusive of the battery. 

On the morning of the 0th the command marclied up the railroad 
to (lUin Swamp, where tliey bivouacked thatiiiglit. Tuesday morning, 
the 7tli instant, 1 received orders from General Palmer, commanding 
Eir.st Division, to move my brigade up the railroad to the intersection 
of the railroad and the Trent road, tUeiicc down the Trent road to the 
juiKjtioii of the Trent and Nense roads, and from there np the Nonse 
road to the mussing of Soutlnvest Creek, and if ,1 found no signs 
of f he enemy to inform him at once. I was directed, liowever, not to ■ 
leave the railroad and go down the Trent road until Colonel Boughton, 
commanding Second [Third] Brigade, who followed immediately in my 
rear, -was established at the crossing of the railroad and Southwest 
Creek. In pursuance of the above orders 1 moved up the railroad 
with the Ninth Now Jersey, Colonel Stewart commaiuliiig, in the 
advance.

I sent one section 
l-ai)(,aiii Mercer s battery up tlio railroad to a point about halfway 
:W(H*n t he hritiah and Trent roads to endeavor, if possible, to silence 
Making apparently no impression upon them, I 
A Uidrew the section, ami shortly after I sent another section by a 
load tlirongh tlie woods to the right of the railroad, wliich joined the 
uuitroiul near Avhere the Trent road cro.ssed the railroad. This sec- 
tion was iiliumd in po.sition at this point and succeeded, with the assist- 
ance 01 '^<doind btewart’s skirmishers, in silencing the guns of the 
uieniy, .Uie iwenty-thivd JVIassaehii.setts Volunteers, under Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Itayinoml, furnished the support for this section. The 
» eeond iilnssaclmaetta, Lieuteiiant-Ooloncl Sprague eoininanding, was 
tlirown outon tholcltlo a poiutjust beyond the jiinotion of thol'ieiit 
and hritish roads. About C j). jn. I received an order from General 
.1 lunier, ooninianding division, to place iny brigade on the right of the 
railroad and to instruct Colonel Ihmgliton, commanding Secoml [Third] 


' T left of the railroad, his right connecting witli 

iny lelt. I tneu witlidrew Ijioutcnant-Coloncl Siirague’s roginiciit aiul 
Henl, liiin down the British road to jiicket the cxtreino right. Lieu- 


tenaiit-(jolonol Itaymoiid, eoininanding 'Jbventy-third Massaolnisotts, 
was HOiit to the i vent road on the right of the railroad, Avitli iiistnie- 
l ioiiH to throw out las jackets so that his right would connect with 
Lienteiiaiit.Col(mel Sprague’s jiickets ami his Icftwitli those of Ool- 
oiiel Btowai't, whoso pickots occupied tlie position wliicli liis skirmisliors 
had iniiiiitaiiied during the latter jiart of the day. Colonel Btowarb’s 
reserve was a short distance in front of the Trent road. Tlie section 
ot Mei’cor’s battery was withdrawn ft*om the Trent road after darlv. 

Lverything remained quiet during the night. In the morning Colonel 
HloAvart Avn.s relieved by a. jiortlon of Colonel Olaassen’s brigade, and 
was placed in ro.serve, with his left resting on the railroad just in rear of 
the lln tlsli I’oad. About 10 o’clock in the morning the enemy attacked 
oiir pickets on the Trent road, Avliero Lioutenant-Oolonel Baymoiid Avas 
stataoned, and also Ljoutcna.nt-Ooloiiol Sprague’s extreme right, Avhich 
rcs|(ul on tlie Keuso road. The lino held by the brigade avus so long 
and iiccc.ssarily so Aveak ami the enemy showed so coii.sidorablo a force 
both in my front and on my left, that I deemed it prudent to have my 
force more concentrated ami more in hand. I accoi'dingly ordered 
Jncivtonaiit-Coloiiel .Kaymoml, of the Twenty-third Massacliusetts Yol- 
nnteers, to Avitlidniw his regiment from the Trent road to the British 
road. On liis arrival lie was placed in position on the right of Colonel 
bt(!Avart, At (;ho same time T withdrew that portion of Colonel Olaas- 
sen’s brigade that relieved Colonel Htewart that morning, and sent 
tiHun to riqiort to Colonel Olnassen. I also directed Lieutenant-Colonel 
bpragiie to fall back to the British road to a point near the railroad,

In accordance with orders from brigade hcaihiuarters the ri'-giment 
left Camp Chambers, near Eew llcrno, N. C., on the 3d instant, and 
niareliecl by way of railroad to Batcholdor’s Creek and encamped for 
the night. On the morning of the 4th loft the railroad ab-Batcholdor’s 
Creek and marched by way of Neusc road to within about two miles of 
Cove Creek. I^ext morning moved up to Coro Creek and oiieamped.^ 
Left Coro Creek next morning and niarehod to Gum Swamp by way ot 
railroad. On the 7th instant moved up tlic railroad to the erossing of 
the British road. >¥11110 here .sent four eoiupauics to .support a section 
of artillery which engaged the enemy. About 2 ]). m,, in accordance 
witli orders, the regiment moved up the Trent road to a point near South- 
west Creek, met the encmy’.s skirmishci's and <lrovo thorn beliiml their 
intrenelinients across the creek and established a xnekot-line connect- 
ing on the loft with the Einth Eow .Tersey. On the morning of the 8th 
the enemy charged our picket-line and forced it back on the reserve. 
Wo held this position until about 2 in m.; then, in accordance with 
orders, fell back to the crossing of the British road. 

Our loss ill the engagement Avas as follows: 0 men killed, 1 officer 
and 18 men wounded, and 2 mi.ssiiig ; total, 1 officer and 20 nioii.

(3APTAIN : 111 accordance with circnlar of March 13j from hcadquiir- 
tera Pirst Pirst Division, District of Beaufort, I have tlio 

honor to report the oiierations of my comniaiul from the time of leaving 
New Berne to include the battle of Kinston as follows: 

In accordance Avith verbal orders received from General Harland, my 
comniand, consisting of live companies (U, O, P, I, and M) of this regi- 
niont, lelt Ncav Berne about X p. m. on the 3d instant, and inarched to 
Avithin about half a mile of Batcheldcrs Creek and bivouacked for tlie 
night. The march of the .‘hi instant brought the oommaiRl to within 
about tAvo inilda of Coro Greek. Both of these days Avero extremely 
stormy and tlio rmuhs were very bad, so that the marohing Avas exces- 
sively dilljoult and the progress of tlio ccinmand much delayed by 
Avagon trains in front of it. On the otU instant the command reached 
(ho brigade bivouac, near Coro Creek. The folloAving day, the Gtli 
iiKStant, iny comniand inarched with the brigade up tlio line of the 
Atlantic and North Carolina Itailroad to Gum SAA’amp. On the 7th. 
iimtiviit broke cam]) at 8.30 a. in. and marched up the railroad about 
llvo_ miles. Tavo sections of Mercer’s battery (0), Third Noav York 
Artilloiy, Avore drawn up in a Oold on the left of the railroad trade and 
my cominand Avas ordered to 8np])ort them. After supporting the bat- 
tery in position for about two hours the regiment was relieved by a 
portion of Colonel Bouglitou’s brigade, and Avas ordered to picket the 
British, road on the rigid, of the railroad Avitli one company on thoNeuso 
road, andlay quietly all night.

•ITonson’s battery (D), Third New York Artillery, on the loft of the 
British road, near the railroad. Tlic enemy having made an attack in 
force n])on Colonel Claasscn’s front, I was ordered by General Palmer to 
proceed immediately to the loft of Colonel Boughton’s brigade for the 
inu’poso of lining a gap in the line botAveen Colonel Bonghtoii’s brigade 
and that of Colonel Olaassen. .Filing into a Hold on the left of the 
British road and of Colonel Bonghtou’s cominand, the regiment lay in. 
line ■ under lire of tlie enomy, suiiporting a section of Van rieuseu’s 
battery (until the section retired disabled, three lioraes being killed) 
until dark, Avhen I advanced, my lines until my connection was perfect 
between Colonel Bonghton’s brigade, on my right, and Ooloiiol Glaas- 
aoh’a, upon my loft, and threw up breast-works. A lino of skirmishers 
Avas then throAvn out to the edge of the Avood.s in front of the regiment, 
to connect Avith those of the brigades upon my right and left. The 
night Avas stormy, and there avus almost constant akinnisliing. The 
next day, the 0th instant, all was quiet along the lines, Avith occasional

firing’ from tlio Rfeirmisliers on both sides, nnd the weather Wiis quite 
stonily. During the night the pielcoMiring was I'-eiy lieuvy indeed, 
and the ollUier in charge of the skinnish line reported to me tliab (juite 
a force of the enemy, apparently a rogiiiicjit, came down as far as the 
enemy’s skirmish line, as if to make an assault upon the works, but 
retired. 

During the 10th instant there was very heavy skirmishing along the 
whole line of works, ])articnlarly while the assault was being made by 
the enemy upon the lel’t of the line. This eea-sed, however, about dark, 
and all was quiet during the night along my front. Tlie next morning, 
the lltli instant, the oliicor in charge of my skirmish line reporteil that 
tlie enemy ’.s skirmishers had disappeared. I therefore sent out a party 
and had a recoiuuii.ssance made as far as the rebel works in tlie woods 
in front of my line, which were found to have been abandoned by tlie 
enemy.

Cap'J’Ain: In eoinpliance with circular dated March 12, 1805, 1 have 
the lionor to report the doings of my brigade, and parts of it, us well 
as other force.s under my command : 

At 11. ]i. in. March 1 .1 received a telegram from General Palmer 
directing me to advance to Core Creek railroad crossing; at 2 a. m. 
March 2 Oapt. Thomas B. Green, One hundred and thirty-second New 
York Infantry, left camp at Batchelder’s Creek with Qompanies D, K, 

O, and E, up the railroad, occupying the po.sition desired at' 7 n; m. 
The other companies of the One hundred and thlrty-.secoiid Now York 
Infantry, under Lieutenant-Colonel Hitchcock, with wagons, &c., took 
up the march at 4 a. m. March 2, taking the .Dover road, arriving at 
Core Creek railroad at 11 a. m., myself leaving camp at daybreak with 
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Coini)!i,iiy Lj o! tlu) TwMilftli Cavalry. The lino of outposts of Kew 
lioi'iio, N. 0., at JJatoliolilcr’s Creek, were held intact, besides oc('U|)vme' 
all the ai)|ir()aclies of Core Creek. At this latter point I was honored 
witli the comnnind of a bri^^ade, eoinposetl of the Cue hundred and 
t iirty.seeond New York Infantry, and the Second Bri<*ade of General 
iVKni^-lier’s lU'ovisKmal division (infantry), and .Mattery 1), Tliird Now 
lork Artillery. At 7 j). in. Alarch 5 1 again directed Cnpt. Thomas 
"I'*'*' C, .E, and Jv, to march up the railroad 

Iroiii (./or(‘, (a-eek to (Sum Swamp, taking possession of and holding the 
eiieniy s works at that point, which was done. At precisely 7 a. m. 
march 0 1 iiiandied the balance of the One hundred and thirty-second 
New 1 ork Iiilantrynp the railroad, joining Captain Green at 11 a. 
in. same day, trains and artillery moving up the Dover road to this 
point, leaving my Second Uegiment, under Lieutenant-Colonel Curtiss, 
as directed, to repair the road.s, &c. At (.iiini Swamp a rest was ordered, 
alter establishing strong pickets covering- all the approaches from the 
enemy. 

Shortly aite.rward (icneval Calmer and start' arrived, under M'hoso 
(lirection ( aptam Cralmm’.s howitzer buttery and the One iiuiulred and 
tliirf.y-sccond iS(iw Vork Infantry, both under my coinniand, started 
about w.dO p. m. .March (i, .1805, toward VVi.se’s Forks, at a point called 
1 1 'lHiy H Swamj). My command met tlio enemy in a pretty strong position 
at tlie point wlicro the Govor road (aosses the railroad, (.'aptaiii Gra- 
ham, liowcN'er, \yi(,U his howitzers, aided by two companies of the One 
liiiiKlred and Uiirty-secoml .New York Infantry, under Captain Green, 
drove tlie enemy from position to posii ion, until linally AVise's Forks 
was veaehed at about p. m. Marcli (i. l.saw at the head of the 
•Dover road tliat tlie enemy’s .skii mislier.s fell back very regnlafly and 
steadily, iiidhmtive to me that lie had reserve Ibrco cither at or this 
snle of Southwest (Jreck. J‘'eollng my way careCnll 3 '^ witli a strong 
skirmish line, and well supported as far toward Soiitliwo.st Creek, to 
(fover the road nimiing to the enemy’s riglit, where I posted 800 men 
on constant duty, sending at the .same time 100 men down the British 
road to cover tlie enemy’s left approacli ; also 100 men down the Trent 
I'oiul, covering an approach thrmigli the woods, should ho Oiul tlio 
dii'ect road guarded. 'J’hose points 1 covered under my personal direc- 
tion in order to enable mo to report to General Palmer tliat I hold 
VVisifs .Forks, making all the dispositions in case of an attack to fall 
back, ii necessary, toward Gum ISwamp, Not knowing liow far our 
foreo liad gone uj) the railroad, 1 sent a small force doM’u the Dover 
road to watch the (memy at the ‘‘steam mill.” During the night the 
eiie.m,y fell, of iin*. nt all points, but ilndingthat every approach was 
sti'oiigly gimnled, lie, not knowing what Ibrco 1 had at Wiso’s Forks, 
no (li)ulit concluded not to molest me. 

Air about li p. in. Mandi 7 (General Palmer oi'derod a reconnaissanuo 
toward Southwest Creek, for wliieh ]uirposo Major Clarkson, Twcll'th 
New York Ca valiw, who Imd formed a junction with me at about 9 a. 
111 . March 7, by tlio Trent road, with his battalion, four companies 
of the One hundred and thirtj^-second New York, under Captain Green, 
and one seetiou of my battery, the whole under tho' immediate coni- 
niand of Major Clarkson, made said rc<5omuiia.sance, developing tho 
lact that the enemy were in force. I followed the reconnaissance in 
order to direct any ro-onlbreeinentif needed, returning to Wise’s Forks 
about 4 p. in., when I was ordered to take my brigade on the British 
road about half a mile north of the railnmd, wlioro my brigade 
eueamped for the night as (i reserve. March 8, at 18 in., heavy mus- 
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Retry liriiig wns heard on the left toward Wise’s l'’or]cs, and iiiy bri- 
gade, with tlie e.\cei)tioii of Comiandes M and 1, of tlie One hundred 
and tliu'ty-second New York, and IJOO iin;n of rdeiifenant-Coloncl 
Curtiss’ eoinntand, win) wcrooii picket <liity on the railroad, were at once 
ordered under arms and, by direction of IJrigadier-Genoral Jdarlaiid, 
took position in line of battle on the right of the railroad, 7\.t 1. p. in., 
at the I'cqncst of Major-General Oox, iny brigade, with the exception 
of my battery and (;onipa.nie.s on picket, were moved out iimlor the 
guidance of Oaiitain Tracy, aidc-dc-<5amp, on the neighborhood road 
toward Jackson’s Mill, but after proceeding lialf a mile encountered 
the enemy moving in force doAvn the Dover road. A small force wa.s 
sent out by Captain Smith, of my start’, to observe tlie enemy on my 
right, it beingevident that it was the purpose of the enemy to get in 
our rear, and to prevent this a retreat in good order was made toward 
the British road, which had been previously cho.sen by all the other 
forces as the lino of defense. • My brigade was only partially establi.shed 
on tills lino wlieu the enemy aiipeaved opposite and attacked with artil- 
lery and infantry, but Avns repulsed after a brisk tight, during wliicli my 
battery, which VQioined ns hero, lost three horses killed. We were also 
joined at this point by the companies which had been on picket, and 
the position was maintained until night, when my command was moved 
farther to tlio loft, ou the prolongation of the same line. ICarth-works 
were thrown up ami a lino of .skirmisliers advanced in eoiijnnction with 
the brigade ou my left. 

March 9, the iiosition of my brigade was unchanged. Nothing of 
much importance oinmrrcd exc.ept occa.sional brisk ilring on tlie skir- 
mish linos. March 10, at about noon a sudden attack was made by 
the enemy in the direcl ion of Wme’s Forks, and the brigade on my 
loft, as well as raeutenant-Colonel Curtiss’ command, of my brigade, on 
my right, wore drawn off to re enforce that point, leaving tiie One hun- 
dred lind thirty-second New York to defend the entire line held hereto- 
fore by those troops. The eoinmaiul. of Ijlcntenant-Coloiic.l Curtiss’ 
was absent an hour, and had scarcely returned to their old [losition 
when the ciUMuy made a heavy demonstration on our immediate front, 
but wore repulsed by the aid of the Fil’tli Illinois Tndo))cndent Battery, 
and did not suecoed in the llrat attack in driving in our skirniisli line. 
The lire of the enemy’s sharpshooters was very ii,unoyiiig and destruc- 
tive in this cngagcinent, and resulted in numerous casualties to the men 
of iiiy cominaud. Toward oveuing the enemy gaiiual jmssession of a 
portion of our skirmish line, but the line was re-enibreed by lil'ty men 
from the One hundred and thirty-second Now York, and speedily 
regained umlor the prote(?t)on ofonr artillery lire. 

fn (do.siug this report I desire to bear teatimniiy to the universal 
gallantry and good conduct disj)layed by my command. 

►Statementof casnalties herewith a])pended. Ordimnce collected was 
turned over to division ordnance olUccr, l*ri.soiicrs were sent to divis- 
ion headiiuai'ters.

In the Bichl, near Southwest Oreeic, H. 0., March 13, 1805. 

Ill (ioiniiliauco witli a circular from licadquaTtcrs First Division, Dis- 
trict of Boauforl;, issuotl yesterday, I liave the lionor to report ns fol- 
lows ! 

On the morning of the 4th instant, at 9 o’clock, my brigade, consist- 
iiig of the Eighfceontli 'VVisconsiu VoUmteor Infantry, and the First and 
Second Battalions of tlio late Provisional Division, Army of the Ten- 
ncHseo, moved from its camp at Now Berno, N. G., mnrcliing in the 
direction of Kinston on the railroad track. At Rnnset it bivouacked 
about one mile east of Ooro Crook, and early in the morning of the i5th 
njarclicil forward to Ooro Crook wdiero the rcmaiiKler of the division 
was encamped. I enoamped on the south side of and near the railroad 
immediately joining the Second (Colonel Olaasscn’s) Brigade. At 9 a. 
in. of the iitli we w'oro again under way still following the railroad, and 
in rear of Gonoral Ilarland’s brigade. After a march of about six 
miles we encamped at Ctuih Swamp and remained until the following 
morning at 9 o’clock. 1 was ordered to move forward to a position on 
Southwest Creek at tlic crossing of the railroad. The enemy was 
however foniul to bo in position at the iioint designated. As he 
ai>pcarod to Ijo in force and sniiported by artillery it was deemed 
iiiipracticablo to ntfempt to carry the po.sitioii, and my brigade Avas 
formed by orders of (ionoral Palmer in the following order: Eighteenth 
Wi.sconsin on thoriglit, First Battalion in the center, and the Second 
Battalion on the left, on the south side of the railroad at the British 
road crossing. My right rested about 100 yards from the railroad and 
my line Avas formed porpoiulicnlar to it and about one mile from South- 
Avest Creek, the loft connccthigAvith Colonel TJpham’s brigade, of Gou- 
ural Carter’s division, and the right with General Harland’s brigade. 

All remained quiet, Avitli the exception of an occasional shot on the 
picket-lino, until about 11,30 a. m. of the following clay (the 8th instant),

when the eiieiuv made a siuldcn and unexpected attack on Colonel 
[Tpliam’s bi'igiide, capturing the greater portion of it and completely 
dispersing the romai)Kler. Perceiving by the dircc-tioii of the tiring 
that the enemy was getting in the reai‘ of my lelt, L ordered that it be 
so refused as to cross the liritiali road and directed that a temporary 
barricade he eonstrneted of rails, whieli was speedily d.ine. 1 was 
inforined that Colonel Olaasseii’s brigade would be placed on my 
left as a support; it, however, inarched to the front of my works and 
took position in the woods. Shortly after Colonel Claassoii’s brigade 
entered the woods, a portion of the Second Massaeliiisetts Jleavy 
Artillery, muiibcring about oOO men, reported to me and wore placed in 
position on my left, prolonging the lino already established by Major 
Stiinming’s battalion. While it \va.s getting into position Colonel 
Claassen’s brigade, which had (5onio in contact with the enemy in froni:, 
retired I'roin the woods and were closely followed by tlui advancing 
rebels. It formed on the left of the Second Massachusetts Heavy 
A.rtiUery, with the exception of Colonel Curtiss’ battalion, which lilled 
an opening which had been left between the right ot the Second Mas- 
sachusetts and the lelt of Major Stimming’s battalion. Bol'oro it was 
in position the rebel line appeared in the edge of the woods within 100 
yards of iny front and in plain sight. They ^ycro elated by tlicir suc- 
cess and evidently intended to charge my lino, but not Hkiiig the 
appoaraiicG of the w’ovks .1 liad so hastily constructed returned Avithoiit 
inaldng the attack. At tills time I should have opened witlimuslcctry 
had I not known that tho supply of ainmunition was limited. Two sec- 
tions of artillery from Battery 0, Third New York Artillery, having 
reported, I placed one in position on tho British roiul and tlio other 
near tho right of my lino, covering tho open Hold in front. 

About 2 p. in. I ordoreil a few shots from tho section which had been 
placed on tlio road to open on tho enemy, wlio appeared to be getting 
into position in the woods in my front. They were promi»(;ly replied 
to by a rebel battery in my immediate front with such elfect as to 
speedily silence the section which was opposing it. I directed that the 
section on the right of my lino open upon it. At tho same time a sec- 
tion on Colonel Claas&on’s lino o|K‘,ncd,aud the seistion which had been 
on tho road in my lim^, having been moved about thirly yards (o tho 
right, again opened. I hoped that all tlie.so pieces would be able to 
silence the rebel battery, but was disappointed. U was shortly after 
reported rliat but one of tho six pieces could be served, and I diriaitcd 
that it cea.so ilriiig. This was nearly 5 p. m. Tho rebel battm y ceased 
about tho same time ami all remained (piiet with the (5X(!eptiou ofiiicket- 
llring. I was directed to send out a rceoimoitoring party to mscertain 
if possible where tho left of the enemy restwl. I sent Captain Moore 
with thirty men, who ■|)rocnrcd the informatloii desired, iiiid returned, 
having lo.sl; 1 man killed and 1 wounded. In the evening (iolonel Cur- 
tis.s’ battalion of Colonel 01aa.s.scii’s brigade was taken from niy lino and 
the interval was filled by an cxleiision of my lino. As tlio works on 
my 3 'iglit had hecii enfiladed by tho lire of tlui enemy I diitorminod to 
construct a now line, which was connncnced imniediatoly after dark 
and rendered quite defensible before morning. T'hi.s was done without 
intrenching tools, but with shovels made from hoards Cor tho occasion. 
Notliing but skinnishiiig occurred on tho Hth 19th |. I n tho evening, 
however, itbcoaiiie brisk and eontinued at intervals all night, with ^’ery 
little effect. .A few shots froni tho artillery on the right of my line, 
which were wiill directed, had the effect to (pilot thoiii lor a short time,

On tlio morning of the 9th [10th] heavy firing was heiird on tlie loft, 
wliioh graduiilly a|)i)roache{l the riglitbiit did not reach my line. Dur- 
ing the night of tlui Otli [lOth] and 10th [lltlij the enemy disapjjoared 
from my front, and soon after dayliglit my skirmishers wore oidored to 
advance, and fonnd no enemy on this side of the creek, he having com- 
pletely evacuated Ids position during tlie night. 

Ill closing this 1 nmst express my perfect .satisfaction with the con- 
duct of hotli the ofhcers and men under my command. They wm e 
pvomiit, willing, and olfeetivo in the execution of all my ovder.s. All 
were obliged to be on the alert both night and day, and appeared to 
ajipreciate the necessity of promptly responding to every demand that 
was made for their assistance. 

The losses in my brigade proper were ti killed, 2 missing, and h 
wounded. I have not received the reports of <rasiialties in the Sec^oiid 
Massaeliusctts Heavy Artillery, nor those in tlie batteries which were 
teinviorarily assigned to my command.*

In the Field, Kindon, A. (J., March IS, J.SfJf), 
Ma.toh: 1 liavo the lionor to submit the following reiiort of the 
movements and operations of this division from the 7tli instant to the 
battle of Kinston on the lOth: 

Oil the 7(;h instant the command moved from (xiim Swamp (where 
it had encamped the imic.e<ling night) toward Wise’s Dorks. Dy (lirue- 
tion of the major-general (^ominamllng the district the Second Brigade 
(Colonel Upliain) moved down the llritlsh road, from the point whore 
it enters the 'rrent road, and relieved the Second Brigade, First 
•Division, wdiich held the easi, bank of Southwest Creek near .Jack- 
son’s Mill. Tlii.s point is about two miles west of Wise’s Forks, on the 
Dover road. The brigade was directed to guard the Britisli road, 
south of tlio Dover road, and the eomitry between it and Southwest 
Creek, by having strong jiiekets from left of the skirmish line, in the 
dirc(!tion of, and if pos.siblo extending to, the British road. One 
section of Battery I, Third Now Y^ork Light Artillery, was ordered to 
report to Colonel Uidiam, to aid him iu maintaiiiiiig liis position, lie 
w’as directed to advance hia skirmishers as close to kSouth west Creek 
as possible, and throw u]> riile-pit.s for their protection, their right to 
connect with the left of the skirmishers of the First Division. A 
detachment of Twelfth New York Cavalry was sent by the major 
gcmeral comnuinding to scout the country well to the lel't of Colonel 
IJphain’s command and to imiteet that flank. The rebels oceupied the 
west bank of Houtliwo.st Creek; at Jackson’s Mill, and liad .several 
guns ])lantod, in strong earth-works, a little to the rear of the dt'hmsLis 
in Avhich tlndr infantry wuis x>hi<5ed. Their force was not thought to be

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lai'R’e, ils only an iin-ohsklcrablo innnber showed theinsclvtis. IMio Jl'irst 
BriU'iide (Ciiloiiel Malloy) was planed in position some 200 yards west 
of Wise’s h'orks Avith tlleiv left resliufi; on the Dover road and at right 
angles to it. The Third Jirigado (T-jieiiteiiant-Oolonel Wplaine.) vnis on 
the south side of same i-oad nearly in lino with the First J Irigade. Both 
(loniinands coinineiieed at omto to throw up defensive works in their 
ii'ont and on their Hanks. The night of the 7th passed (juietly. 

On the morning of the Sth Colonel llpham reported that during the 
night he had advaneed his skirmish line to within a short distanoe of 
the creek, and that the men M'crc well protected by rifle-pits. There 
was some artillery liring, principally by the rebels, but only an occa- 
sional shot from the skirmish line. In tin*, forenoon I rode up the 
Dov(M* road and examined a imrtion of Colonel (iphani’s line, and had 
from him a statement that the orders of ]n-(;(HMliiig day had been car- 
ried out. While fbero I received a. note from Ma-jor Clarkson, Twelfth 
New York Ciu’alry, advising me that negroes repoi'ted some 2,000 
rebels Imd passed down the Trent road early that morning. I showed 
the note to Colontd Upham and advised the major-general command- 
ing of the fact. I sent at once to licadquartora and ordered 200 men 
of Sevonteenth Jlassaidiusotts Infantry to bo moved up to strengthen 
the post at intersecition of British and Dover roads. After advising 
Colonel Tlplmm to nse great vigilaiuai, ami directing the i)i(!ket at 
intcv-section of British and J.)ovcr roads to throw nj) works for their 
protection, 1 started on my return to Wise’s Forks. .Inst before reach- 
ing that point 1 was <Jvertalcon by Miijor West, of 'rwelftli New York 
Cavalry, wlio re]n>r(ed his jiickots were being driven in at the bridge. 
Innnedlatoly on reaching headiinarters a note was <lis])ntclied to 
Coloiieniidiam advivsing him of the fact, but as the orderly has not 
returned it is supposed lie was (aipturod. The Bighty-lll’th New York 
Infantry {Gaiitain King) was ImiTied np the Dover road to report 
to him, with instructions to be ready tor immediate action, ns the 
rebels wore reported moving in direction of road on which ho was 
marching. Soon afterward a atalf ofllcer of CohmerU'pham rode up 
and reported that their brigade ha<l been attackcwl, and nearly the 
whole of it Icilled, wounded, or captured, and one gun, Battery I, Third 
New Yorlf Liglit Artillery, lost. 1 at once started u)) the Dover road 
to learn for mysolf the true state of alTairs. When near the inter.seo- 
tion of British and Dover roads I came in sight of the abandoned gun, 
which had lieeii retaken by the dotuchmont from Seventeentli Massa- 
chiisett.s Infantry, but before they could cut the traces of the dead 
lioi'ses, by which it was encumbered, they wore attacked in such 
lieavy foive tliat they were forced back in direction of Wise’s Forlcs. 
After falling ba(;k a short distance thciy were reformed on (au^li side of 
the road, a line of skiiahishers advanced, and a portion of oiir lost 
ground regained. The Bighty-fifth New York Infantry failed to form 
a jnimtion with Colonel IJpham, and returned through tlic w’or)ds with 
si'iiall loss, A strong line of skirmishers u'us, in the nieautiine, thrown 
out well ill onr front, (minieeting on our right with thoao of B'irst 
Division, Twenty-third Army Corp.s, and cxtendiiig to onr left across 
the Trent road. By those, and the a.ppeara.n(50 of tlui troops of the 
Twenty-tliird Army Corps, the enemy’s advance was checked. During 
aftoriiooii and night of 8tli nothing beyond occasional skirmish firing 
took iilnce. 

The 9th was employed in extending and strengthening our works, 
l iie (meniy at one time drove onr skirmishers from their advaiuM} rillo- 
pits, blit they weie soon afterward retaken. Thewoi'ks of my loft wore 
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(iniTied, witli tlio approval of tlie major-general commanding, east of 
- H‘, KMit l oad, and were providentially so formed as to aid materially 
in reimlsiiig the rebel attack on tlie following day. Troops froili 
ioloiuil Malloy’s brigade, under Captain Howard, were assigned to 
tiKi detense ol. this extension of our lines. Tlie One hundred and 
sevoiity-lourth Jlegimont Ohio Yoluiiteer Infantry (Colonel Jones) was 
oftliis division to fill the gap between the left of the 
ihird brigade and tbe Trent road. About noon of the 10th the loft of 
mil' skirmish line was driven in by the enemy, who advanced in strong 
loreo (iiiiderstood to be Hoke’s division) up the Trent road and attacked 
onr Icit with vigor. In less than an hour they were repulsed and 
driven haidc with loss and in confusion. Soon afferward an attack was 
'' «» onr right, but was easily n^pulsed. Between 

- 0(1 and oOO prisoners were captured in front of tlie linc.s of this division, 
nieliiding that part which was occupied by tlic One hundred and 
sevciity-fonrth Oliio Volnnteor Infantry. When the skirmishers were 
sHlvaiiced, early on the morning of the lltli, it was found that tliorehols 
'”**1 during the night toward Kinston. 

Wlule my tlianiis arc duo to all the olllcers of my comiiuind for the 
gallant nmiiiier in which they performed tlmiu duty during the attack 
and repulse ol the enemy, J desire to nuike jiarticular mention of 
Colonel Malloy, of IScvcnteenth Wisconsin luJantry, comiiuuiding First 
lirigado, and Jjieutenuntdhdoiiel Splainc, Seventeenth Massaehnsetts 
inlantvyj (iominaiiding Third Brigade. They were cool, onergelie, and 
prompt 111 the poironnaiKm of their whole duty. Jt is hoped that 


they may be suitably rewarded for tlie. valuable K(‘rvi<;(^8 they rendered 

decisive vi(dory. Capt. William Howard, 
hilty-lliu'd Indiana Infantry, was in cominniul of Ihc troops of First 
•Brigade, who oecnined tin; work on our CNtrenie Jelt. .From its ])o.sil;iou 
Ins iiien had an oblii|ue and partially enfilading lire on the right flank 
of the rebels, wliicli (snitributed no little to tlicir speedy repulse, I 
desire to e.xjiress my iHmiinemlation of the captain’s gallanti'y. 

I also IxMir willing testimony to tin*. <‘OoIiics.s and enicieiiey o]‘ ( loloncl 
Jones, Clio hiiiidi'ed and siiventy-fourth Ohio Yolunt(U''r Infanti'y, Ida 
ol’fleers and men, during tlie whole engagement of the lOtli. Battery 
<i and tlii-ee gnus of Batlery i. Third New York bight Artillei'y, were 
Avell served and did good execution under the ilireclion of Captain 
Kelsi'.y, aiding chief of artillery. 

To ihe inemhersof my stall— Ma.jorCrat/.,ac.tingussistant iiisj)ector- 
general; Captain Thomas, assistairbadjiitant-geiieral; Caiitain Devine, 
acting aidc-de-(!anij); Captain Jiivin, acting ordnance olllcer, and 
bienteiumt Bell, aido-de-camj) — my thanks ai'e due (or the jivompt and 
satisfactory nia liner in wln’cli theyiiciTormed the several duties assigned, 
tliem. The arrangomonts of Doctor Mnllbrd, .surgcon-in-chief, for tlie

Captain : I have tlac honor to Rubmit the tbllowinf;- report; of tho part 
takoii ))y the brigade under my coimnainl during tlie operations of tlic 
7tli, 8th, and ‘.)th, and battle of tlte 10th instant: 

Oil the afternoon of the 7th the brigade was (u-dered into yio.sition, 
the left resting on the Bovor road and. the right crossing and rusting 
about 200 yards to the right of the Trent road. ].)iiriiig the evening 
works were ereeted by the eonunainl. _ 

About 4 p. in.of the8th instant. T received orders from J?rigadier-Gun- 
eral Carter, conimanding the division, to advance iny skirinislicrs and 
lino of battle in connection with the brigade of Conoral .Unger’s divis- 
ion on luy right and to be governed by tlie niovenients ot that com- 
inaiid. After advancing about 400 yards the command on my 
halted and (ionunenced erecting works. 1 imtnediatoly followed the 
e.xain|ile and soon had a formidable earth-work comidetod. On the 
morning of the Oth .1. received orders from the general comiiuiiuhng to 
erect works on the Trent road. , 

Captain Howard, of the ’I'hiid .Battalion, and loO men of the brigade 
were detailed for that purpose. About 5.150 j). ni. of the same day the 
onoiTiy advaiieeil a heavy line nml attacked tlie skii'inishers ot this 
brigade, who received them wlih a^ well-directed volley, driving thoiii 
back ill confusion. In a few mimit(5S they again attacked and drove 
in the skirmi.slievs of the Indgadcs on my right and lelt. ’Phe captain 
eaitimamliiig the skirmishers of this brigade, discovering that the 
enemy had ilanked his right, onlercd his imm t<» retire to the pits dug 
the night previous. This fact ha ving been reported to the general com- 
manding, 1 was ordered <«> r<\gain the advanct; rille*])its, which was 
done about 0 o’clock in the cvmiiiig. , 

About 1.30 o’clock of the 10th the enemy nttaekeil and again drove 
in the skirmishers of the brigndc.s on niy right and left, coiiipelliiig my 
sUirmisliersto fall back to the inner line of rillo-pits to avoid being 
outllaiiked. On discovering this 1 ordered tlu‘. artillery to sweijp 
the front of the command with shell, which cheidfiMl the enemy’s 
advance. About 2.30 o’clock the enemy again charged and liiially suc- 
ceeded in driving in the sklrmi.shers of the brigaile., who fell back to 
the main worka. I at onee <»rdered the gun commanding the Dover 
road to open Avith shell and two eominuiies lo the right and J(dt of it to 
01)011 with niu.sketry, which eom))letoly repuliu^d the enemy, wlio did not 
again atceai])! an attack. The detail of 150 men with Oaptaiii Howard 
from this brigade Avas held in reserve hy thes general eommaiidiiig. On 
the attack being made on the extreme left by the enemy, Oaptain IIow- 
ai'd with hiscoinnniiid Avas ordered to the left of Ihe division, arriving 
there in time to assist in the repulse of the enemy on that flank. 

During the cngageiiicnt I Avaa sparing of iny animunilioii, having 
but thirty-five rounds to the man and not knowing Avlien more might 
he received.

Ihat on the 7tli I was dlvo(?te(l to proceed witii my cojainiind to Jiudc- 
son H Mills and relievo the portion of tho Scijoml Bi'ijfade, First Divis- 
ion, then there. I roJIcved tlicm about 4 ]). in. Soon after a section of 
.Battery I, 'I’liird Few York Light Artillery, reported to me ami waa 
placed inpo.sitionoommandliigthobridgeand tho works beyond. IMoU- 
ets were thrown out, connecting on tho right with those of tho l^rst 
Division, Dverything was very (piiot during tho niglil; and the skir- 
iiiiah lino was advanced to about 100 yards from tho oi'oek and 
iiiti’encluul. AUk'Ii chopping was hoard a little on our rightaiul appar- 
ently near the creek, whicli I reported to tho general eoinmaiuUng. 
During the forenomi of the 8th, learning that a negro ro])f)rtcd trooiia 
as liaving passed our left, I phwjed tho Twenty •seventh Massachusetts 
Volunteers aciuss tlift Bi-itish road about 400 or oOO yards from tho 
Dov( 51' road, with both Hank compatdes deployed as skirmishers} also 
threw out more pickets to tho left of tlie force directly at tlie creek. 
About noon, wliilo brisk skirmishing was going on at the creek, the 
cneniy made a sudden atbaek from tlioeasb side of tho Britisii road, ami 
rapidly extending their i-ighb while advancing, in a few minutes liad pos- 
ses.sion of tho cros.s-roud8. At the first volley I sent Lieutenant Hand 
to direct tho Fifteenth Ooiniecticut Volunteers to change front and 
onler tlio sectieii of artillery to report to mo at the British road. Tlie 
section came up just before the enemy gained possession of the cross- 
roads, butpasseil on the run under a very hot musketry fire, and 1 iiavo 
not sc(?n the olllcer in command of it since. Simultaneously the enemy 
cros.scd tiie crock on onr right, and driving the pickets nearly siuTounded 
tlie entire brigade. In the airairof tho 10th the brigade was not actively 
engaged.

Of-nhhal: J liave the honor to submit the following as a partial 
report) of the operations of this regiment dui-iug the month of J\Jaroh : 

ivoaving Company K temporarily as provost guard, I nnu'ched tVoiu 
New Berne on tlio lid witli 20 oHicersaiid 700 men, roaeliingOoreOreek 
about noon of the 3d, and picketed the crossing. The troopshaving 
come up, wtMvero assigned to tho Seeoml Brigade, Sewiid .Division, 
.District of Eeaurort, of which brigade I assumed cojniniuid. Tlie Fif- 
teenth, Iniving a largo number of recruits belonging to General Sher- 
man’s army assigned to it temporarily, was divided into two battalions 
foi’ Hold servi(;e — the companies f»f the riglit wing and attached men 
forming tlie First Batlalion, under ,Licut(Miant-Oolonel Tolies; tlieeom- 
paiiies of the lei't wing and utrached men the Second Battalion, umlor 
iMiijor Oaborne. Oii tlie 0th the army marched on Kinston, the Second 
Division, with the Second Brigade in advance, taking the Dover road, 
'iriiis road laost of the way lay through .swamps and was heavily block- 
aded by felled tre(^s, wliicli had to be cut through to allow the passage 
of the artillery Jiml trains. No enemy was (biuid until near Southwest 
Cr<*ek, when it was ovi<lent that they inteiuletl to dispute the passage 
of that stream, aad held the crossing with tho artillery and infantry 
well intrenched. About 2 p. m. of tlie 7th I was ordered to the left to 
relievo a portion of the Second .Brigade, Second Divi.sion, then at Jack- 
son’s iMilLs. Arriving there, Companies A and I of tlie First Battalion 
were deiiloyed as skirmishers, the remainder of the battalion furnish- 
ing tlie .supports and fclicpicket-liiic, connecting with tho troops on our 
light, tlireo-(]uai'terH of a mile distant. Tho other brigades of our 
division w(?iit into camp at Wise’s Forks, a mile and a half in our rear; 
oni' lei't was covered by cavalry, avIio were dirceted to picket as far as 
the upp(!r road, which would preclude the iiossibility of the enemy’.s 
passing our left unknown tons. There was occasional llring on botli 
sides from artillery ami on tho skn*mish line until dark. During the 
night tho skirmish lino, under Licuteiiant-Oolonel Tolies, was pushed 
forward (:o within BK) yards of the enemy’s works and iutrencliod. 

About 10 a. ill. ol‘ the 8tli the enemy opoiicd upon us with artillery, 
which was returned by onr gnus, aiul the skirmish line became briskly 
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U(M;(iiviny iiifin'inal:l<ni tliaf. a> body ol* the enemy was mov ing' 
ujxxi load on om- lel't, I ordered the Twenty-seventli iMassaolmsetis 
\ ohuiteers into the woods to onr left, Ibnniiig across tlie Britisli road, 
with skirmishers thrown out on both llanks. About noon tin; enemy 
made a sudden and impetuous attack upon the T\veuty-sevcntlLl\ra,ssa- 
chusetls. I.livecthig that the Second Jiattalioii of the Fifteciitli change 
Iront to meet it, ami the artilhuy to I'cport to me at the crossing of the 
nritisli road, I. xiroceeded in thatdircetioii and found the enemy to have 
possession ol tliat imrt of tlic Jield, and advancing rapidly gained the 
roads, tliercby preventing eoiiimnnieatious with Jjie.utenant-Oolonel 
I olles and Major Osborne. At tlie .saiiio time the enemy advanced on 
our riglit and, cutting our picket lino in two, abuo.st completely sur- 
rounded our troops, who were soon compelled to surrender. Tlie only 
oni{!cr eseupiiig was ]jieuteuant Bowman, who, with a lew men, ran the 
gaunthd; ol‘ a hot lire to make their escape. 

.h'rom an aidt!-de. <‘.amp of (lencral Bragg, who was present on the 8th 
and ai’tei'wai'd taken pri.sonor, I learn tliafc the rear attack was inside 
by II(d<e’H (rebel) division, (),<M)0 strong. Ko information was received 
by me of the approach of the enemy, dispatches of tlio general {loin- 
miindhig’ having fallen into the hands of the (rebels) 0 lle 1 U 5 ^ 

1 have to regret the loss of Captain Bassett, lie was mortally 
woumhMl on the sktrinl.sh lino Ju.st belbie the rear attm'k. He was a 
brayiv and faithlul ollieer. 

Not having been able to reeeive reports from commanding oflieors, I 
am unable to give a more complete report. Will forward such casual- 
ties ns are known.

Hiu: \. have the lionor to submit the following re])()rt of the part 
takmi by this brigade in the actions with the enemy at and near this 
position during the three days ending March 10, 1805: 

On the 8tli instant Company 11, Bovonteentli Massachusetts Volun- 
tein' liifnntry, commanded by Capt. Lewis Caiin, which had the pre- 
vious iiighf; been stationed on the British road, in rear of Colonel 
Djiliam’s brigade, 'was attacked by the enemy in force, and after mak- 
ing a stout though lumdeiifc re.sistaueo retired, having suffered a loss of 
2 iiou-coniinissioned (olllicers] and 3 privates. Captain Canu, with 
imu'li skill and iii'nileiice, conducted his company in safety to the right, 
joining the eomimiiul of General Palmer, and next day reached his 
regiment. On the same day, about 10 a. in., while the enemy was 
aiivaiiciug on the main Dover road, I received an order to send a bat- 
talion of 200 men to assist in cheeking the advance of the enemy. I 
accordingly sent Ma.). William W. Smith, Soveuteeiitli Maasacliiisetts 
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Voliiiitcoi' Iiil'iiiitry, with Ooinp}inie.s A, (J, uiul I*’ o!’ Mini) rcf^iinoiit, 
coiintiiiiKUMl, nispwjtlvely, by Capj-s. ifainGS S^jlaiiie, John hi. Mulhilly, 
mill Charles O. Kellows. With this force JMajor Smitli moved imomptly 
towaril the. advance ol the enemy, and engaged Mkmii witii much spirit 
a ml cllecfc. In the early part of this action Captain Splaine suggested 
the ]KissibiliLy of recapturing a pie»!C of artillery lost by our rel-reating 
loive, wlien Mador Bniith ordered him to make the attempt. lie sue- 
cecdiHl in reaching the gun and cutting tlio harness of the dead hors(;s, 
but tlie cneiiiy pressed lilm in such overwhelming force tliat tlie entiu'- 
jnise had to be abandoned. At this Jiiiictiire the mai<n’ coniinenced 
falling bae.lc from position to position, resisting the advaiiet*/ ^^dth vary- 
ing success and, considering the heat of the lire, but slight loss on his 
])art. During the lighting Lieutenant Sillars, Seventeenth Massacliii- 
setts Volunteers, in command of a )noiieor and fatigue jiarty from the 
brigade, was sent to the front to erect a breast-work in which our retir- 
ing I'oi'co might make a stand. This work was, however, only jnirtinlly 
built when onr foYee fell back to it, and a short stand was made, in which 
the working party bore au honorable part. Tliis was the last stand 
made until our works were reached. 

,1’roiu the rejiortof Majjor Smitli, 1 feel gratillcd in being nble to 
make a favorable mention of Captain Sidaino for his gallantry in tlie 
light and his good managemont of his company. Though the imiijor 
is too dii'fldent to speak favorably of himself, 1 know fi’oin tlu^ reports 
of oiliccr.s engaged, iiudndtng an oHIcer of Oicneral Carter’s stalf, that 
lie behaved with the most distiugiiishcd gallantly and ability. Maijor 
Smith reports very favorably of Lieutenant Sillars. 

During tlie romaiiuler of the- day onr skirmish line was kept busily 
engaged, and the enemy’s artillery poured a steady lire on the line of 
works oc<‘U])ied by my brigade, killing a non-comniis.sioncd oHlcer and 
seriously woiiinling one private of the Seventeenth Massacliusctts Vol- 
unteers. On the Dth our skirmish line, composed of companies A, 
B, and C, Seventeenth Massa<;hnse.tts Volniileers, a few men of Bat- 
tery A, Tliird New York Artillery, and Captain Tucker’s comjmny (B), 
Twenty-fifth I\las8achiisett.s Volunl.ccrs, was busily e.ngaged all day, 
soiiietiiiics driven by the enemy and sometimos driving liim. Outlie 
;l()th iii.stantthc skirmish line was hotly engaged oirering a stubborn 
resistance to superior numbers. Hi the afternoon tlio enemy made an 
attack ill force on the front of Ihc line betwi'cn the Trent road and my 
center. In this light the Twenty-hftli J\las.sachnsetts VoliniteerH was 
engaged, together with the left wing of the BeventecnMi Alnssaehusetts 
VoUniteer.s, and all of I5a1tery A, Third New York Artillery, •which 
had been ordered to IlioTrmit road to streiigliien a ]»art of the line at 
that iioiiit, which was iicrcely attacked by Ihe enemy. During tliis 
assault the Twonty-liftli AlassachiiseUa Volunteers lost 1 ollle.er (Cap- 
tain Forbes, who was sevci-cly wounded), 2 inivutes killed, and 2 non- 
coiimiiwsioiied ollieors and 2 iirivatos wounded, 

Tlie skii'inishera of the Twenty-fifth jMassaehusetts behaved well, 
only retiring when forced back by the line- of lialtle of the eiioniy. 
'I’iiat ]) 0 ! tioii of our line not engaged was still covonal by skirinisher's, 
who lost r> men. 

When tile enemy was assaulting our left I sent Captain Siduine with 
a siiiiad of men to de])lo.v a- line of skirmishers perjiondieiihirly to the 
enemy’s line of battle. This movement, aasi.sfced by Lieutciiaiit'Smitii’s 
eonipany (B), Seventeoiitli Ma.saaehusotts, opened on tlie enemy as he 
was reliring, and 1 think imlneed a number of the enemy’s skiriiiisliors 
to siii roiidcr who would otherwise have escaped.

The full report of’aff that refaterS^tMa 
army will, without doubt, bo fully communicated by General Sliermnii, 
lor wlioHO mail the Arapfowill be dotainod, Dcfoiisivo works around 
Savaiimili ibr small garrisoii.s are now in process of construction under 
tlio mipe.viiitoiuloiicc of Captain Too, XT. S. JCu8inccr.s, and chief engineer 
01 Vioneral Bhorman’s army. A landing for tlio supply of the army has 
been made at 1'hundorbolt on Wiliniugtou Itiver, from wlxioli iioint to 
tlio city a railroad is being: rairidly laid. The draught of ten feet water 
at low tide (sau bo carried up to thi.s lauding, wliioli has the further 
advaiitago ol so bold a shore as to enable- vcssel.s to laud at wharves 
ot only forty feet in length. The ob.structious in the Savannah Itiver 
are ol so heavy a cliaracter that it will itMjuire many weeks to remove 
them. The most formidable are those at the head of Elba Island, 
(irossing botli the north and south chauiiols. An opening had been 
miidobytho rebels in the south chanuol suniciciit for the passage of 
a narrow boat, but those obstructions arc continuous across the north 
channel, which is the deeper of the two, the .soutli channel having on 
the Hats below the mouth of Saint Augustiuo Creek only five feet of water 
at low tide.

General Sherman proimscs, on starting upon liis (contemplated 
march, to turn over the city of Savannah to my commatiil, w t h such a 
force as will enable me, iu addition to wluit 1 can spare, to hold the city. 

I rironoso to hold Tluuulerbolt Jhittcry, J^'ort .Ihivtou, b’erts rhucksou 
and Leo, and Fort Boggs and thcdelen.scs in rear ot tlic city, togctliov 
with a small now work to bo thrown up on the Union Gmiseway across 
the river. I propose to modify the old rebel works luoiitioncAl so 
that they may be held (irmly by small garrisons.^ This can readily bo 
done whore the works are large, as in the case ot bout^ lhirtou,_by cut' 
ting otf a small portion of the w'ork and forming it Into an isolalecl 
oitadol made by obstacles impregnable to assault . I jivoposo t() have 
a iiicket liiic extending from the Little Ggeicchec aroiuid to the Savan- 
nah River at a distance from the city varying from three miles and a 
lialf to twelve miles. I have no doubt that I cau accomplish all tiiivt 
ia required in tlio u'ay of dclen.so, especially as 1. hope to raise two 
or three regiments of colored troojis from the negroes brought in 
with General Sherman’s army. One army corp.s, the Bevontoentli, has 
already been moved to Beaufort, preparatory to commcnciiig its iiuive' 
inoiit. As soon as this (comincmcos its movement, aiunu'cs the llrst 
point, Pocotaligvo, and commences the destruction ol the riiilroiid, I 
am, aceor(iing to General Sherman’s ]dan, to move my simill force Irom 
tho Tulliiiniiy to Savannah in order to guard it when his whole army 
moves. As General Sherman’s plan involves a thorough destruction 
of the Savannah and Gharlcston itailroad tllcr(^ will be no necessity 
for iny maintaining a post on its line, fucase ot a liiture raid being 
attempted by a small force in this department, there are nuiidierhcss 
points at wliiclito land and commence forward movements. It is better 
to leave everytliiiig oiien so that the enemy ma.y not know where we 
are coining. By holding a post in the interior wo would give the enemy 
the advantage of barring; by defenaivo works all avenues of udvanee

111 ill .seinirsitc eoiiununiejilion. Tho ri-ports of desorters and 
relii^ws concur in the statement that Hardee’s army, after esoapiiig- 
Iroiii biivaininh, separated, the Georgia Reserves, under G. W. Smith, 
c-rossing the Siivanmih Jiiver and going to Augusta. These openly 
swore (lint (hey would not light for South OaroUna, nor put their foot 
upon licr soil il possihle to a.void it. The regular infantry, (comprising 
seven rcgimenls, nnnained lor sonic time iu front of iny fortce at Tulli- 
liiiny and then a ))ovl;ion went to Charleston. 

1 1ri report ot yesterday from General Hatch represents that Ander- 
son s hrignde of' regulars, I ,.500 .strong, with Bmith Carolina militia and 
ai portion o| Wheeler’s cavalry, anioiinliiig in all to about 0, 0(10 men, 
wm'c 111 Ills (rout, evidently ])reparing for some movement. Deserters 
represeiitcid (hut they intended falling back to the Ashepoo River, and 
W(U'o driving oil tho cattle for that imrpose. I have prepared a pon- 
toon hi'idge to b(.' tlii-owii ac-ross Whale Braiudi at Port Royal Ferry as 
soon as Gimeral llownrd is prepared to move. Reports from General 
Bell I 111 mol Ceil nig, commanding Nortlieru Distric.t, repr(c.seiittliat several 
regiments liavo vetnrned to their former location on .lames island, and 
(mat woiiv i.s still going on strengthening the batteries on .Tames 
Island and also iqion (he fort on .lohids Island, opposite Fort Pringlo, 
witli wliiicli it is (conneeted by a bridge across tIicBtouo River. Active 
work' is also going on slrengtlioning tlicdefeii.ses in rear of tlie city near 
the old Kevoliitionary line, and in strengthening other jioints on the 
railroad, ricgardisl a.s vital, amongwhiidi Hraiiehvillo is regarded as tho 
most iiiipoiianf'. 'i'he governor of tho Stale has called out every man 
who can bear arms, between Ihc ages of sixteen and si.vty. The gen- 
erals ha ve desigtialed the rallying points for the dilferent regiinenta of

J t Is reportocl 
and believed that many of the toM-ns of tho interior have held meetings, 
following tlie lead of (be Union meedbig in Savannah, imd have passed 
resolulJoiis in favor of reiamstmelion. Many prominent citizens are 
reported l;o have (iomc out strongly fVir this movonient, and also that 
Governor Hrown now projiosi^s to submit tlie .subject of rccoiistriietioii 
to a. vote of the [leoiile of the )State. It is further reportecl by deserters 
and rid'iigees timta. (ie()rgia.v(‘giiiient,<l<»0 strong, stationed at Grahain- 
N’ille, tliroiv down tlieir aviiis a few days ago and returned to Georgia. 
My I'oree is .still stationed at Tulliliniiy, with its batteries within 800 
yards of (he enemy and comniaiidingthe railroad.

(tTWEUAL: The nuJiT,ary (ihaiiges since the (liil;c. el my In.st report 
eiiibirtce the romoviji oM.iio yoventeontU Corps of (limeral Howard’s 
wing of Cieneral Sl»ennan’a army, IVoni Savaimali to Bejiulbi't, and their 
udvaiuio; also the removal ofthe Fifteenth Corp.s of the same wing, to 
the Riimo xTlaco. 

On tho night of the 13th Cieneral Howard threw a brigade of the 
leviiutGcntli Oorps (llencral Blair) aeniss Fort Iloyal h'erry, and con- 
dtracted a pontoon bridge. On the Uth he advanced with the whole 
corps, the leading division reaching tho works at .Bocotaligo that night. 
During the night the enemy retreated from all tlioir works in front of 
(lenerals Blair and Hatch. 

Oil the morning of the 15th Ceneral Blair moved forward and occu- 
pied the railroad, (leneral I-IaUdi also inovc.d forward and oceu])ied 
the railroad in his front and also works at Tullirmny, Ooosawliatehio, 
Dunson’s Bluff, and Bee’s Crock. A ])ortion of tho force was at once 
cinpl‘’y^'4 ill destroying tho Charleston and Savannah llailroad. The 
enemy’s infantry retreated on the railroad tow'ard Charloston, tho artil- 
lery and cavalry toward Branchvillc. H is reported that they intend 
to make an attomiit to chock Concral Sherman’s advance near the 
Asliepoo Fiver at a place called Creeu Fond. It is still further reported 
that the enemy intend to make a determined stand at Brauchville, and, 
if possible, to hold Charleston. It is possible that tlio iutontiou of tlio 
enemy is to ovacuatc Charleston. The belief that this will bo the case 
is founded on information obtained from deserters, escaped Union oflli- 
cers, and refugees. They report the following facta: 

First. Very little work is being done upon the dofenaos in the rear 
of the city. 

Second. That they liavo moved allof[tholrJ light guns from Charloa- 
ton to Branchvillo. 

Third. All the maclunory In tho arsenal and Government shops has 
been removed h) Charlotte, N. C. 

Fourth. Before removed from the shops tho last piece work done was 
to make lOO spikes for spiking csuinon and issuing tlie same to the olli- 
cers who w’cre to use them. 

Filth. All the negroes, except one to <!ucli oflioor and citi/.en, have 
been ordered to bo removed from the city. 

Sixth. Tho citizens, including women and children, are allowed to 
remain. 

These points almost convince me that it is altogether probable, if iifjt 
conclusive, that they intoml to ovneiiatc Charleston. A determined 
stand will undoubtedly be made at Brauchville. General Sherman, 
however, will make quick work with an 3 rfor (!0 that they may have there. 
Tlieroportsrepresentthatthe whole three in South Carolina consists 
of General Hardee’s force, or at least the portion that veinainecl after a 
part of the Georgia militia- went home, amounting to about 10,000 men, 
regulars and militia. In addition, there are about 2,000 men in and 
around Charleston. Tho First Division of Longstreet’s corps, 3,000 
strong, is reported to be liere; also Hagood’a (South Carolina) brigade, 
1,100 strong and Wheeler’s cavalry, 4,000 strong, making a total of 
20 , 100 . 

Goiisidcrnble activity is apparent at tho sea-board batteries of 
Charleston. This may work to strengthen tho batteries, aremovalof the 
guns, or a ruse to cover the evacuation. Goneral Sherman is rapidly 
preparing to move forward and will soon bo in full motion, the advance 
corps having already started. 
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1 aui x)i’(ipn.recl to carry out Geueral SUorintiu’s orders, citlier to 
occui)y Savaiiiiali, or, if the 5,000 meu expected from Ijiiltimoro arrive, 
to idaee tlioin in SavaTinah as a garrison, and to use General Hatch’s 
division as a inOA'ing column on the coast, with which to inalco diver- 
sions, or, if o])x)ortnnity ofiers, to attack and capture any \voak xmint. 
This division will also cover the flotilla hearing: -sux^plics for General 
Sherman’s army, to be delivered any of the rivers that General 
Shernnni may direct. 

lam already making prci>avations to vigorously carry out your order 
for the organisation of the new colored regiments. I have already filled 
up the old colored regiments to the juiiiiinum and added two companies 
to the Thirty-fourth IJ. S. Colored Troox)S, making it a fuli regiment. I 
have started the orgauiyaition of the first rcginient and havo several 
liundred men. I ex])eet to raise at lea.stfoiu' regiments, and respectfully 
ask that the Adjntaut-Goncral may send me tlio numbers for them.

llJiAlXiUARTEKS HlSPAllTMENT OP THE SOUTH, 

Hilton Head, S. C., Jimuary 25, 1S65. 

Geneiiau: I have the honor to inform you that the severe rains of 
tho last four days have materially interfered with tho inovemonta of 
General Shonmm’s army, which will not be fairly started for a few 
days in eonsequcnco of this unexpected delay. G eneral Sherman liim- 
self has gone to tho front at Pocotaligo, whence lie intends to demon* 
atrato with Gencr^ll Howard’s army toward Charleston. As soon as 
the Left Wing can get through the mud as far us Sister’s Ferry and 
across tlio river at that imint, tho real movomenfc will coninionco. This 
will probably be four or five days from tliis time. I have selected 
Pocotaligo as tho po.sition for tho intronchod cainji ordered by General 
Grant and General Sherman. This is a good position, covering tho 
road leading to Beaufort and to theiipper Broad iUver, and is a diverg- 
ing point to tho roads leading ii}) into the country. Willi a little work 
it can be made tenable for a garri.son of men, while tho adjacent 
ground is .such as to alibi’d facilities for jilacing 5,000 additional men in 
])osition should it over become necessary to use so many at that point. 
My oi'dei s from General Sherman are to take (Jeiicral Hatch’s division 
and to demonstrate strongly toward Gharlostou by water, also toward 
Bull’s Bay, and to feel the enemy constantly on James Island. My 
inibrnnition from the Northern District leads to tho belief that tho 
enemy may evacuate Charleston. If this supxiosition prove to be 
correct, tho present arrangements will probably enable me to push in 
and SGcnro much valuable, property before it is destroyed. General 
Grover’s division of the nineteenth Corps has umved and been jilaeed 
by ino in yavannah to garrison that city and its dependencies. I have 
given all tho ncce.ssary orders to encourage the rceruiting of tlio able- 
bodied negroes within this department, in accordanee with General 
Sherman’s order upon this subject. Effect has also been given to Gen- 
oral Bhermau’s order in regard to the settlemoiLts of negroes which have 
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been pliiced imdcir tlia o! Brevet Maior-dcncral Saxton, who 

has a(;C(irdingly Ixjiai relieved of his military <;oniiitand in order to give 
his aiidivi<U‘,d attention to his assigned duty as ins[>e(!tor of settlements 
and ])l!intalions. Yonr order regard to the removal of eertaiii 
persons from Bavannali has not yet been Ihlly earned int(» ell'ect, but 
will b(i eom))letely carried out as soon as the ]»r<;sent military operations 
are so fur advanced as to render it safe to i)laco these people beyond 
the lines. Tlio north channel in the Savannah Itivcr has been opened 
by my ])arty of submarine workmen, and vessels drawing fourteen feet 
of water can now go up to the city.

(tENEIIAL: I have the honor to rep«n‘t t.lnit I returned from Savan- 
nah last iiigiit, where I saw an ollicer direct from Sister’s Ferry, on the 
Savannah liivor, who reported that the Loft Wing of General Sher- 
man’s grand army was at lliat point. General SlocLUii, commanding 
that wing, had been considerably dclay<jd by the state of the roads and 
other diliiculties. Tlie causeway at Si.ster’s ^Ferry, im the south side, 
was I'ound to be nnndi washed by t he high wabsr, and also to bo thickly 
planted witli tori)edo(‘s, whic-h i-endercd it neco.ssary to make a new 
appi’oacli. The pontoon bridge across the rlvau* at Sister’s I'VuTy was 
completcnl on theeveningof tlio d(d.h, and a huv men passed over. Tiie 
marsh on the nortli side, for one mile and threo-ejuarters, would have 
to be corduroyed. General Slocum cxpect(xl to have this done yes- 
terday, so as to cross Ids advance—Kilpatrlck’a (Rivalry— to-day. He 
had coirimuni(air.od with General Williams from the Itigld Wing in the 
direction of llobortsvillo. Tlierci is a small fortso of Wliccler’s cavalry 
in front near the latter place, which retires before our advance. On 
the south bank of the Savannah General Slocum had found only Iver- 
son’s cavalry brigade, (leneriil Sherman, who has b(!cn for several 
divys near Pocotaligo with thollight Wing, under General Howard, 
will advance as soon as General Slocum is over the Savannah— prob- 
ably to-morrow. Gemwal Hatch with Ids division has already moved 
to the Salkohatcldo lliv(*r, relieving the SoAmntcenth Corps from their 
position at that point, JVonting the enemy. He will for several days 
retain his whole force ill this position, and enougli force will contimio 
to bo retained there to hohl the railroad from Balkohatchie to (.'oosaw- 
liatcliie. In the mcantiinc I have scut (buicral 3'1. E. Pottesr with three 
regiments to make diversions toward the railroad near Chaileston, and 
Edisto Island is now held liy our troops, who have demonstrated 
toward the enemy’s works atAVillstown,and also on Adams’ Knn from 
White Point. Continuing tld.s as long us it i.s eifotstive, I shall, in 
obedience to the directions of General Sherman, linally move this small 
force to James Island, and feel the enemy there as much as is prudent. 
Generally, I am to Avatcli the enemy, and to demonstrate against him 
wherever it will he eJfective. 

I have reeeived orders from General Sherman relating to the arrival 
of General Bchoilold in !NortU Carolina, and in obedience to them have 
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iiisl i'iKited Cionoi’Jil SdliofloUl to tnkccommandof nil tlio troops in North 
Carolina, and to oporato adoordiny to tljc])lan arranged for Ids (io-opora- 
tioii with Genoval Slierniaii. The Constriiotion Corps, under Brigadier- 
(:i(Mieriil ]\leCallinn, will leave at onee for Beaufort, N. C. 

] have no late reports from the Northern District. In the Beaufort 
District General E. E. Potter has occupied Bdisto Island.

Genisual: An inspection of the i*ebel defenses of Charleston shows 
that we have taken over loO i)ie<5(5.s <»f ordnance, being more than double 
what I lirat reported. Tlie lot includes 8 and lO-iuch coliinibiads, a great 
many 32 and 12 jionndcr riiles, some 7-inch Brooke rilles, and many 
pieces of foreign make. We also captured eight locomotives and a 
number of platform and passenger cars, all in good condition. Desert- 
ers report that the last of Tlardeo’s army was to have crossed the San- 
tee Biver yoatorday, bound for Charlotte, N. 0., and that it was feared 
that General Sherman had already Intercepted their march.

More than any- 
where else, however, has the enemy displayed activity on the forts and 
batterms on Johns Island j tlioro also buildings have disappeared and 
battiii'ies hcon unmasked. This would seomiugly toml to show that tlie 
onomy is, preparing for a vigorous defense; intercepted dispatches, 
Jiowevm’, rather point in the direction of evacuation. The heavy artil- 
ory has boon armed witli good rilled muskets; they are seen engaged 
in skirmisli drill, and reports have been called for fj?oin coiumamlanfcs 
ol I'Cgimoiits as to what they required for active duty in the Hold. 
(Camp kettles, haversacks, &c., were rexiortcd.) Tli6se dispatches were 
sent in a now code, which Sergeant Colvin, of the Signal Corps, sue- 
eooded in deciphoring a few days ago. Sergeant Colvin performs his 
duly MUth groat intelligence and mo.st faithfully; Ms worlc gains 
importanco daily, as the enemy’s telegraph lino is more fronuentlv down 
than before.

I have also xii'opared the material for an artillery bridge to cross Iroiii 
the right of Colo’s Island to James Island, and a party of engineers 
are oiigaged repairing the bridges on the left of Colo’s Island ami lire- 
paring' miitorials to construct temporary landings in tlie neigUborliood 
of both forts. 

I regret to be obliged to report that the supply of scows and row-boats 
in this district has boon reduced during my a.b.scin^o to about oue-tliird 
of their former number, sinqily through carele-ssness.

Tlii.s im]U'osslon, obtained from the 
intiu'ceptiid dispat.(dies,is supported by the rcapp<^»i’5H»ce of the (memy’s 
I’aligne iiarties in small numbers all over lii.s lines. Diiserters who 
landed on Morris Island on the evening of the 2Gth of danuniy give 
the. siiim' information. 'I'ho enemy prepared for evacuation and was 
rinidy to evacuat(\ between the 12th and 20th of last month. Alter 
llmt it was said large ro onforcements had come from Virginia and a 
delermim’d stand would bo made. Their .statements are contained in 
the annexed rejiort of Lieutenant BchauJlIer. This state of alfairs will 
not induce mo to relax in vigilance, as changes may take place every

20. These men arc the ta-ow of one of the picket boats in. the harbor, 
'fhoy took possession of the arms of the two ofllcer8,who wore in their 
boat, while they wore asleep, and then landing those officers on the 
marsh near Mount Pleasant, canio over, bringing with them their (air- 
bines, {mtlasses, signal light, 810 , . As regards g(njerjil news, the reports 
of these men are eonllicting and uiuM'rtain. They have heard that 
J-lill’s eoips was expected hero from VIrgitiia.. Some of them brought a 
rumor that Mood’s army was only a few days’ distanee from Charles- 
ton. 1’hey speak of a eoune.il of war of ( Icnerals Boanregard, Ilardoo, 
and .foscidi K Johnston, in the city, tmi or twelve days since, at whieli 
Coniniodoves Ingraham, Tucker, and other olllcmrs assi.sted. They all 
agree that some twelve ilays ago all the talk was of ovaenation ; but 
that this has mu-.o. (dmng(Hl, and they are now going to make a fight of 
it. With regard to information eoiumriiing this distric.t, they know 
nothing about the numbers or (composition of the land (oroos, except- 
ing tliat in the <nty there are alnmt tins same garrisons as for sometime 
past. Fort Pipley mounts now only two “(inaker” guns, and has a 
garrison of n sergi^ant and tem num. ’I'he cn'cc-ti vo iron-tdads in the 
harbor arc at prtisoiit only two in mimhor, viz, the Cliarloston, Jlag- 
ship, arniaineal, six 8'inch rifiod guiisj («in stiuim about six knots an 
liour, carries Commodore Tii({k(U’’s Hag, and ivS (mmniamled by Captain 
Brown; tlui Cliic.ora, Captain Hunter, armament also six S-inch rifles; 
her engine.s an*, weak, and she (uiii hardly stmu the tide. Both these 
vessels cuiry a' torjauloon the bow. Gno of theni gf»ea on picdcot every 
niglit near h’ort rlulmson. The iroii-(dad Columbia, their bestboat, was 
lost ill the harbor about ten days ago. Her crew lias bemi sent to 
Bichinond, Va. Tin? Palnuitto State, Bioutonant Hooliollo coininaml- 
iiig, also an ir(m-(diid, carrying five guns, is nndc.rgoiiiglieavy repairs, 
liiiving now Hues put in, and will not bo lit for service for two months, 
^i^liere. are two more iron-clads in course of building, one recently 
lauiiclicd and the other still on the stocks. _ . 

I'lierc, is no wooden licet in the harbor. Tim receiving ship Indian 
Oliiof, Lieutenant Bay eoniinanding, has now only between sixty and 
seventy men on board, having recently sent about 12C men to Wil- 
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luitij^'lioii. 'J'lio only duty d«)iio by tUo Tiidiaii Oliiel’ is sending out three 
])ie]cet liojiLs evtiry nig-lit. Two of tlieso, each carrying two onicers 
uiul ten men, aie |)t).sted between Smntci* and Jbittcry bee; the third, 
ciirryhig one olficer and six men, between Smntcr and Johnson. They 
report the harbor lullof torpedoes, both insiiilo and outside of Sumter — 
HO mmth so that the ollieors and men of the picket boats feel very 
un(!oml'ortiibl(5 about coming down to tlieir posts. The rebels have 
been diligently planting these torpedoes for the past two months. xVt 
low tide tluiy are only eight to ten inches below the snrl'aeo of the 
water. These torpedoes consist of an elongated slioll, about the size 
of !i 200 or 200 pounder shell, round at both cuds, having percussion 
tubes or I'li/cs at the upper ends and .sides, fastened at the lower end 
into a sabot, and ancliored with a grapnel. There are some twenty or 
thirty (ugar-shainid torpedo boats, calculated to carry four men each, 
laying around the .ship-yards on Ashley JUvor. Probably about eight 
or t(m of them only are serviceable. Xo volunteers from the navy luive 
been called for for tins duty during the i)ast seven or eight months. The 
only obstnndious re])orteil in the harbor arc i)almetto logs anchored 
and ruiming in a line from the nortlieast angle of Sumter to within 200 
01 ' ;S(I0 yards of the Sullivan’s Island slioro. This is not a continuous 
(duiin, the logs not being conneeted Tvith one anotlier by ropes or 
cbaiiiH, but anchored singly. When the tide is riuining very strong 
tiluise logs are imlled under water, leading to the supposition that there 
may be luitting \mder them, to which they merely serve as lloat.-i. The 
navy has recently been (pd to busy taking soundings up Ooojier and 
Ashley KIvers. Tlicse men, not liaving been engaged on this duty, 
know nothing particular about these sbumlings, nor liow far up the 
[lavties were sent.

1 had already thought it proper to take the i-esponsibility of continu- 
ing to harass the enemy. On the lith instant 1 held the same iiosition 
on James Island during the day that Oolonel Hartwell had occupied 
the day bofoi'e. The enemy was in stronger force on the 11th than he 
had been on the 10th. After dark on the lltU my command retired to 
dole’s Ishiiid, taking up the bridges boliind them. On the niglit of the 
l ltli to tlio]2th Miijor Hennessy, Fifty-second Pennsylvania Volun- 
teers, made a domonstratioii in boats against Battery Simkins and 
Foi't Sumter, which most thoroughly alarmed the enemy, as may be 
seen from the dispatoli of Oeueral Hardee to the commanding ollioer 
of tlie iroii-(dad8. The oiiomy opened a lively artillery fire from Sim- 
kiiiH and ftullivan’s Island and a musketry ilro from Simkins and 
Sumter. Having perceived by the enemy’s dispatches of the 12th and

On the morning of February IS 1 received iiiforiniitioii that loci me to 
believe the defenses and lines guarding thceltyol (‘liarlcst()u liad been 
deserted, by the enemy. I immediately proceeded to Ouminiug's Point, 
from whence I sent a small boat, in the direction of Fort Moultrie, which 
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boat, wlion forty yards east i'roai l-’ort Saiater, was met by a boat IVom 
yullivaii’s island containing a full eor])S of band inusicianH abandoned 
by tlic enemy, 'riuiso eonfirmcd niy belief ol’ an evaiaiatioii. T had no 
troops tha t (;onhl bo available under two lionrs, as except in a few pon- 
toon-boats there werc! no means whatcvei’ of landing trooi)S near the 
enemy’s works or into the city. I directed Major Eeiinessy toproceed 
to l''oi t vSnmter and there replace our Hag. Tlie Hag wa.s replaced over 
th(^ sontluiast angle of Ji'ert Sumter at 0 a. m. I now laished tor tlieeity, 
stoiipiiig at h'ort IMpley and Castle rinckticy, from wliiidi works rebel 
Hags w('.i'e hauhal down and the American flag .snbstitnted. The guns 
in IIk'so works were in good or(b‘r. There was iiiounted in Fort Rip- 
ley one “qnaker” gnn bearing southeast, i landed at Mills’ Wharf, 
( dnirlesttm, at H) a. in., where I. learned that a. ]>art of the enemy’s 
tmojis y(‘t remained in the city, while mounted patrols were out in 
evmy direction applying the torch and driving the inhabitants before 
tliem. I at (nn*e luldressed to the mayor of tlie city the following 
coimuunieution :

My whole force consisted of live oHlcers and the armed crews of two 
Hiiiiill boats, <;omprlsing in all twenty-two men. Both oftluors and niGii 
volnnleereil to advance from the wharf into the city, but no ro^entbreo- 
ments lieing in sight I did not deem it expedient to move on. 

!‘nbli<i biiildings, stores, warehouses, private dwolUngs, shipping, 
iV:c., wev(^ burning and being llred by armed rebels, but wdtU the force 
at my disposal itu'as inquissiblo to save the cotton and other property. 

While awaiting the arrival of niy troop.s at Mills’ Wharf a iinmbor 
of exi)losions took place. The rebel commissary depot was blown up, 
and wii.h it, it is estimated, that not loss than 200 luiman beings, most 
of whom wore women andehlldren, wore blown to atoms. Tiiese peo- 
ple wer(5 (mgaged in procuring food for tliemsclve.s and families, by 
))erini.ssiou I'roni the rebel military authorities. The rebel rani (Jharles- 
tiin was blown np while lying at her anchorage opposite Mbunt Pleas- 
ant le.rry wharf, in the Eooper River. Observing a small boat sailing 
toward the bay under a Jlag of truce, I put olT to it, and received from 
a iiieiidicr of thoconinuni (jouncil a letter addressed to the general eom- 
nmiidiiig U. B. fences at Morris Island, or to the onicer in command of 
the licet. The hdlowing is a copy of the letter;

Two companies of the ]?il’ty-socoiid Ko^itnent und about thirty men 
of the Tliird Rhode Island Volunteer Heavy Artillery having’ landed, 

I proceeded with them to the Oitadel. I here established my head- 
quarters, and sent small parties in nil direotions Mdtli iustriictions to 
impress negroes wherever found and to mak(‘. them work tlio lire appa- 
ratus until all lives wore extinguislied. 1 also scut a strong guard to 
the U. S. Arsonul, wUicli was saved. As the troops arrived they were 
sent out' to points in the city where were located railroad depots or 
any large bniUliiigs containing property, siwdi as cotton, tobacco, vice, 
&;c. It being apparent to me that I could not ciVectnally save all that 
remained, .1 eoncoiitrated my guards wherever was stored the largest 
quautities. 

I eamiot at this time submit any account of or estimate any value 
to the property that has fallen into our possession. The most valuable 
items consist of cotton anil rice. The cotton has not yet been seuured. 
The riec is being given to the poor of the city to supply theiriinmediato 
necessities. , 

jjjvory olllcor and soldier exerted himself to a most willing perform- 
ance of every allotted duty, yet 1. do not tlcmn it invidious for mo to 
make a special mention of ijieiit. doliii Hackett, Company M, Third 
Rhode Island Artillery, who volunteered to go alone to Rort Moultrie 
and there raise the Hag; as also to speak ol Maj. .Jolin A. Honnessy, 
Caiit. Samuel Ouskadeii, and Lieut. P. iil. Ilurr, all of the Fifty-second 
Regiment I’ennsylvania Volunteers, and Lieut. James F. liavihiiid, 
acting assiHtant'inspector-geneval, of my stall', wlio accompanied mo 
to the city, all of whoso services were most highly valuable to me. 

Oapt. il. H. Jenks, Filty-secoiid Pouusylvauia Volmiteers, acting 

assistant adjutant-general, also rendered importantservicos. ^ Although 
he remained at; Morris island lie was very elUoiciit in facilitating the 
embarkation of my troops from there. 

The Hags from h'ort Moultrie, Castle Pinckney, and Fort Ripley, and 
seventeen signal pennants found iu the city, wore secured by the troops 
nnder my coniinaiid.

(tENERAJ^: AVe came into BulPs Bay this morning at sunrise. I 
found that nothing was known about lauding places or the best spots 
Ibr disembarkation. The tug which brought up the topographical 
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ongiiieci' yCHtei'diiy got, agronnrt, and li« only reported :his iiioviiiiig. 
I have in'stretnrnoil from areconnaissaiico in Ui« liongldon to vSeweo’s 
Bay. giiing up by tlie eastern creek. Oa}>ta.in Balcli of t.lio .LbiAvuieo 
acconipaiiied mo. We went in a small boat within half,- mile of tlio 
landing, whieli I take to be where the road (jomes In at X^andervorst’s. 
The enemy liave work.s here — one old battery and some recmiitly con- 
stnieted rifle trenches.

Tlio tin-elads, ilrawing four feet and a half of 
Avater, can approach within a mile, hut ai- low water they will bo 
aground, and couseqnwitly in the heavy sea, which an easterly wind 
makes in the exposed bay, the tin-clads would bo seriously damaged, 
if not knocked to pieces. The next morning, the IBth, \ made arrange- 
meiits Avitli Captain Itiilgcly, U. S. Navy, to attcnnpc a landing in 
Sewce’s Bay, near the encmy’.s works. Five guii-boata Avero to have 
gone in to cover the landing; only two small tugs gotove.r the bar. 
i took the troops in oil board the tin clads. Tlio enemy had two guns, 
but the fire from the tugs had no etleet in silencing them. Jii addition 
to this, it was found that at the month of the enmk in Bmvee’s Bay 
there AVGve bars whore eA'on the launclies and small boats gi'oiiiided.

and Doctor .lervey’s, <.)iily a gun-boat — tho Ottawa — got over tliebar, 
and her (Ire was only from onegun, a loO pourulcr f’arrott. The enemy 
was in increased force, and had enlarged and strengthened his works, 
whicli consisted of four batteries and rifle-trenches, connecting, tho 
wlioli' c.xtunding for half a mile. We opened lire from the Ottawa and 
the .Navy tug Geranium. The enemy replied with guns of better 
range tliaii our liU-i)ounde)’ l:‘aiTott.s, I wont out in a small boat to tho 
entrance of die crock into the bay, and was satisfied that it would be 
entirely impratieable to take launches and loaded boats across. Tho bay 
is a perfeet labyrinth of shoals and oyster bed.s. A single light boat 
would have diClieulty in finding her way across. I withdrew tho 
Bavannah, leaving tho Ottawa and Augu.sta to continue tho dem- 
onstrations. In the afternoon I made another reconnaissance to tho 
Owendaw Creek and (bund that five feet of water could be carried 
within a mile of the siioi-e. Yesterday the guu-boat Waiulo andtrans- 
poi'(; Loyalist were sent ii]) toward Andersoiiville by way of show, and 
tlie ^Savaiiuah, loaded with troops, having small boats astern, and the 
(bnanium, M'ith the launches, were brought OA'crto tho Owendaw. The 
spot selected for a landing was a sandy strip lying between Owendaw 
(Ireek and its brunch on the left, which is known as Graham’s Creek. 
The eueiny’s works and men could be seen at Buck Hall. The launches, 
six in nninber, went ahead, oiiening fire an they neared tho beach, and 
the b()a(;s Avith troops folloAvcd. The bouts were hoadod for Buck Hall 
and llie direction afterward ehauged. The One hundred and forty- 
(ourth illfew York, Colonel Ijcwis, landed on the beach witliout opposi- 
tion, and inarched acro.ss tlie marsh toward Graham’s Creek, while tho 
launches went up tho same stream. 
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Not far front Its n)onl.li the enemy had a line of works tind a well- 
coiis(ruc(:(‘d battery, not quite complete. I ler<‘. was a small loree of the 
enemy, wliieh fled as we advanced. 'J'he One hundred and forty-fourth 
New York tluMi crossed the creek in the launches and oc<aiiiiod tlie works, 
wliicli, with alittlo alteration, will serve our jnirposcs. At this ))oint the 
rebels had souio small salt-works. The Tliirty-scxamd (Jolored Troops 
were lauded, and, with the One Imudrcd and forty-foiirtli New York, 
held the position during the nigdit. A (diaiiiud has beam found by 
which the tiu-ehuls can be taken into Graham’s Greek at high water. 
The Augusta, with the li’ifty-lifth Massachusetts, will go in at noon, 
and the Savaintah, with the naval battery of liowitzei’s. 1 dii-ected 
Colonel Hartwell, commanding brigade, to send a regiment to destroy 
the bridge over Owendaw Greek. .Ho has Just reported that it has 
been done. This afternoon I shall move down toward Aiidersonviile. 
I liave i-e(inested Oaptain Jlidgely to send the Sonoma up, and, wit;h 
the Ottawa, make a strong demonstration. 'I'his, in connec,tion with 
the inovonient of the troop.s, may iinliieo the enemy to iibaiidon Andor- 
soiivillo, which is sojucwhat threatenc<l by our present ])ositiim. Oiip- 
tain Bitlgely reports that the etiemy mounted two heavic)' guns yester- 
day ill his works at Andoi‘Souvill(5.

Sro: I have the honor to submit the following report of the move* 
iiionts of thi.s eonnmind snbseipicntly to the morning of the 18th instant, 
the date of my last dispatch : 

Iliad iutonded to marcli witli the whole ibreo on Andorsonville in 
the afternoon of that day, but the armed transport Augusta carrying 
the Fifty-fifth Massachusetts A^olunteors got aground uinl the delay in 
getting the men ashore in small boats provonted me iVom carrying out 
this intention. The Thirty-sewnd IJ. S. Goloreil '.ri’() 0])8 was, how- 
ever, ordered to Anclorsonville, which place it reached without opposi- 
tion. Tlie enemy had abandoned the position. The works here (!on- 
siatecl of four detached batteries with rillo-troiicbe.s, the whole extend- 
ing for more than half a mile along the shore of Sewoe’s Bay. in tlie 
evening intelligence was i-eccivcd from Captain Kidgoly, eominamling 
the fleet in Bull’s Bay, that Oharlostou had been ovacnatod on that 
morning. At sunrise on the 10th I coniinenced the marcli toward 
Charleston with the One hundred and forty-fourth Now York Voluntoors 
and Fifty-fifth Massachusetts. At Aiider.soiiville the Tliii*ty-s(‘concl 
U. S. Colored Troop.s joined the column. No enemy was oiicouiitorod. 
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The last of the retreating force had passed on the previous day, a por- 
tion taking the road leading to the ferry across the Wando at Oainhoy, 
while the rciuaindcr marched by thQ.road leading northward from the 
Fifteen-Mile House. A miniber of negroes with carts laden with 
iiouscliold goods were met on the road who very readily turned back 
with ns. About 100 liead of cattle were captured which were beiug 
driven up the country. 

At 7 p. in. the coinmaud arrived at the Christ Church lines. Those 
fortidcations extend Ironi a creek ruuniiig into the Wando liiver to a 
marsh which borders Copahee Sound, and consists of a strong infantry 
parapet and dilch with occasional redans, and the Palmetto battery on 
the extreme right. Seven guns were captured hero, with ammunition: 
two 20-poiinder Parrotts, four 32-poundcr (old S. B.) rilled, one 10-inoh 
coliimbiad, and two 10-inch rifled guns near Mount Pleasant. The 
troops bivouacked at Christ Cliiircli. Leaving Colonel Hartwell, Pifty- 
Jlfth Massachusetts, in command, 1 rode on with my staff to Mount 
Pleasant and crossed the harbor In a small boat, arriving in Oharlostou 
at midnight. I called upon General SebimmeU'enuig and reported my 
arrival.

Gen. E. E. Potter’s report of 
his operations against the railroad botweem Sumtervillo and Camden, 
IS. C., ill April last, together with its accompanying reports of subordi- 
nate offlcGi's and list.s of casualtic.s. 

The expedition was, as licretofore reported by me, a complete suc- 
cess, and the niaunor of its execution reflects great credit upon General 
Potter, who conducted his delicate operations with equal bravery, dis- 
cretion, and energy. 

I earnestly recommend General Potter to His Excellency the Presi- 
dent of the United States for ])romotion to the brevet of major-general 
of volunteers, to date from April 0, 1805, when the general, after severe 
iigliting, reached and occupied Sumtervillo. llis Ibrmcr .services during 
the war Imvo been valuable, and lim comliujt during General Foater’.s 
oiicrations upon the Oliarlestou and Savaiiiiali Railroad, in Hovcinber 
and December last, merited and received the highest commendation 
I'roiii General Hatch, his immediate, and General Foster, the depart- 
ment coniinandcr. 

I also have the honor to ask that Lioiit. Col. .T. 0. Oariniclmel, One 
hundred and fifty-seventh Regiment How York Voliintccrs, and Lieut. 

•(Jol. Hathauiol Haughton, Twenty-fifth Regiment Ohio volunteers, 
bo promoted to be colonels of volunteers by brevet, in accordance with 
General Potter’.s recommendation as contained in his report. 

.Lieutenant-Colonel CarmichaePs command captured a battlo-flagand 
two guns in the light at Dinglo’.s Mills, on April 9, 1805. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Haughton distinguished himself in the fight at Boykins’ Mill, 
near Oamdoii, on April 18. Both ofificoi’s, with their regiments, are also

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Hpeeially nioiitioiiGcl lot tbeir conduct in the battle near Statesburg, 
April 19. These olhcers distinguislied themselves during last fall’s 
operations in this department, an(\,ai'e truly brave aud efficient soldiers.

General: I have the honor to report the success of the expedition 
recently sent out under my command for the purpose of destroying 
railway rolling-stock between Camden and Plorence. 

The command marched from Georgetown on the 5th instant and met 
with no opposition of consequence until Dingle’s Mill, near Sumtervillo, 
was reaulied. Here the enemy had collected a force of 700 or 800 men, 
chiefly local troops, witli three guns, and bad thrown up some works. 

Their position was turned by the One hundred and fifty-seventh New 
York and a detachment of the Fifty-sixth Now York making their way 
through tlio swamp to the enemy’s rear, charging him aud routing him 
completely, capturing a battle-flag aud three gnus. The same evening 
wo occupied Sumtorville, and the next day destroyed all the railway 
buildings and maclibio shops, d locomotives, and 20 cars. Tlio railway 
track was torn up and trestle-work burned for six miles on either 
side. On the lUh wo inarched to Manchester and destroyed 8 locomo- 
tives and 45 cars. The VVatereo trestle was burned and the track 
torn up toward Camden aud toward Sumtervillo. I was compelled to 
wait for threodays near Manchester while the wounded and contrabands 
were sent to Wright’s Dlulf, on the Santee, and rations brought iVom 
tlnit jilaco. During this delay the enemy received re euforeoments of 
two brigades of cavalry under Major-General Young, and was intrench- 
ing at Boykins’ Mill, eight miles from Camden. On the 15th instant I 
moved toward Statesburg, driving the enemy back far enough to 
uncover a road leading to the main road between Sumtervillo and 
Camden, aiul gained the latter road by a iiiglit march. Prom this 
point wo had some skirmishing, but Oamden was occupied ■without 
opposition. The railroad trains had boon moved down below Boykins’ 
Jlill on Swift Creek. 

Wo marched to that place on the 18th aud found the enemy intrenched 
on the opposite side of a mill pond and swamp. After sovoval attempts 
at different points a crossing was at length effected by the One him- 
dred aud second U. S. Colored Troops, and the rebels at once gave 
way. The trains moved farther down the road. On the following day, 
the" 19th, we drove the enemy from a similar position at Donkins’ Mill, 
on Eaftiiig Creek. At .Beech Creek, a short distance to the northward 
of Statesburg, he made another stand, but the Twenty-fifth Ohio and 
Olio hundred and ftffcy-scvcuth Now York charged through water waist- 
tieep and drove him in coniiffote rout. Wo moved on to Middleton 
Depot, and there found the railroad trains wo wore seeking. On the 
L'Oth 18 loeomative.s were destroyed and 200 cars, more than half of 
thorn being tilled with subsistence, ordnance, aud quartermaster’s 
stores and railway machinery. On the 21st we began mo-viiig toward 
Georgetown by the Santee road, and at noon of 'that day 1 received a 
dispatch by ling of truce from Majior-Gencral Youug, stating that a truce 
had been agreed upon ou the lOtli instant between Generals Johnston 
aud Hlierman. 
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Our loss will not extseed eighty. The enemy’s loss is very inuoli 
larger. Tlie troops fought and marched remarkably well. 

The results oi‘ tlie expedition may he summed up as follows: Gap- 
tiued, .‘1 guns, 1 battle-lhig, 50 prisoners, and 300 horses and mules; 
destroyed, 32 lo(roinotivcs, 250 cars, largo quantities of Government 
stores, all tlie railway stations, freight houses, and maeliine-sliops 
between Camden and Maysville, large portions of tlie railway between 
those points, and 2,500 bales of cotton. The number of negroes who 
followed the eolunni may be estimated at 5,000.

Sir: I have the honor to make the following report of the operations 
of the troops under my command in the recent oxiiedition, having for 
its object tlie destruction of the locomotives and rolling-stoclc collected 
on the railroad between Sumterville and Oamdon, S. C. 

On the Ist of Apiil I proceeded to Georgetown and took coramaiid 
of the force wliieli had been ordered there. This force consisted of six 
regiments of infantry, divided into two brigades. The First consisted 
of the Twenty-fifth and One hundred and seventh Ohio Volunteers, th e 
One hundred and llfty-sevonth New York Volunteers, and a detach- 
ment of the Fifty-sixth New York Volunteers, under command of Col. 
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P. P. Brown, ]v., One liimdred mid fifty-seventh New Yorlc Volunteers. 
Tlio Seeoiid Brigade— Colonel Hallowoll, Fifty-lburtli Maasaelmaetts 
Voluntcej'S, coiniiianding — was made up of the Fifty -Iburth Miissaclm- 
setts Volmitecr.s, live companies of the One liiindred and soeoud U. 
S. Colored Troops, and the Thirty-second U. S. Colored Troops 5 a sec- 
tion of Battery P, Third New York Artillery, Lieut. E. C. Olarlc, 
commanding; a detachment of the Fourth Massachusetts Cavalry, 
under Jiajor Webster, and a detachment of the First New York 
Volunteer Engineers, Lientenaiit Waterman, completed the force, 
which nnmbered 2,700 eflbctive ineji. The armed transport Savan- 
nah and the transports Jlooker and Plaiiter, with rations and ammu- 
nition, were ordered up the Satdee Eiver to Murray’s Ferry, tlnaui 
to await my orders. A naval Ihrco of armed tugs and launches, 
under Commander Stanly, U. B. Navy, also proceeded to the same 
point. On the oth of April I marched from Georgetown, taking the 
road on the soiitli side of Black liiver. The <;ouiitry passed through 
during the first two days^ inarch was jioor and sandy. As wo neared 
Kingstreo detaohments were sent down to destroy the bridges over 
the Black River, but the enemy had already done that work. On 
the 7th Major ‘Webster was sent to Murray’s li'erry with orders for 
the transports to ascend the Saiitoo to the Camdou railroad bridge, or 
as near that point as possible. 

On the morning of tlie 8th wo reached the bridge across Brewingtou 
Swamp and found it burned. As the reconstruction of the bridge, 
which was 120 feet in length, would have consumed the day, I moved 
on to JEanning, ton miles farther west, kcepiiig the south side of the 
Pocotaligo River, a branch of tlie Black. The cavalry di'ovo a small 
force of the ciiomy out of Manning. A causeway, a juile in length, 
with six bridges, here crossed thePocotaligo River and swiun]). Tliose 
bridges had allbeou firedby the enemy, but were not cii tiro], y do.stroyod. 
During the night of the 8th Uallowell’.s brigade was crossed on the 
stringers which remained of the bridges, and the briilgos themselves 
rebuilt niuler the direction of Major Place, First New York Volunteer 
Engineers, and the whole force crossed on the morning of the Oth. E 
had learned that the enemy were iiitronclied at Dingle’s Mill with two 
pieces of artillery commanding the causeway, which serves as a mill- 
dam. Before arriving at this point, on the afternoon of the Oth I 
ordered Colonel HallbwelPs brigade to turn the ommiy’s position on 
the left by taking aplantation road which led to the main road between 
Dingle’s Mill and Siuutervillo. As soon as the head of the column 
came in sight of the mill pond the enemy o|>oncd with their two gnus. 
Our skirmishers wore pushed forward to the edge of the pond, wliuh 
was skirted with dense thickets, shutting out everything ifoin view on 
cither side. Lieutenant Clark’s section of Napoloons returned the lire 
from the enemy’s battery. Learning from a negro that the swamp 
coidd be crossed on the enemy’s right, I directed Colonel Brown to 
order Ijienteiiant-Oolonel Oarinicliaol, with the One hundred and lU'ty- 
seveuth New York Volunteers and the dctaehinout of the Fifty-sixth 
New York Volunteers, to make the attempt. This he succjeoded in 
doing, gained the enemy’s rear, charged and routed him, capturing a 
battle-llag and two guns. Colonel Hallowoll mot a small force of the 
enemy’s cavalry. In t]»e skirmish his guide disappeared, and ho waL 
unable to gain the main road. This iireventod the <iapturo of the ene- 
m.y’s whole force. Colonel Hallowell was ordered to rejoin the main 
column, and the march was resumed toward Suiutervillo. The rebels 
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atl.(ini])te(l (o make another stand, but were easily driven, Our loss in 
the all'air at Dingle’s Mill was twenty-six. Tliat of the enemy was 
iargci'. A number of bis dead and wounded were lol’t on the field. 
Among the former were two artillery olHcor.s. Svnnterville was occu- 
pied oil the evening of the 9th. Hero another gun was taken, which 
liad been abandoned by the rebels in their llight. 

On tlie 10th <letachments Avere sent up and down the railroad to 
destroy the bridges and trestle-work. At Suinterville there were 
destroyed 4 locomotives, S ears, carpenter shops, ear and blacksmith 
shops, nnieliine-shop with the stationary engine, freight depot, and 
store-houses, together with olllces and quarters for the employes, and 
1,000, 000 feet of lumber. On the same ilay Major Webster, with the 
cavalry detachment, destroyed the railroad buildings, Avith oiioloeoino- 
tiA'o and a small train of cars at Manchester. On the 11th the column 
moved to Manchester. Upon arriving there the Fifty-fourth Massaehu- 
setts Volunteers Ava.s sent down the railroad to Watereo Junction, 
wliilothe One hundred and seventh Ohio marched to Middleton Depot, 
and thence along the Oainden railroad to the same point. Eightloco- 
motives and Ibrty cars Avere destroyed near the Wateree trestle-Avork, 
■which is thi'ee miles in length. A mile of this was burned, asAveroalso 
some bridges. As the ration.^ of bread, sugar, and cofi'ee Avore 
exhausted on the 12th, I sent tlie Avagoius and inick-mules to Wriglit’s 
BlulV, on the Santee, to obtain additional supplies. The wounded and 
the contrabands, of AA'hom tlicro Avere largo numbers, Arero also ordered 
to the same point, to bo embarked on the transiiorts. These trains 
wove niidei’ escort of the Thirty-second TJ. S. Colored Troops. The 
command remained encamped at Singlctoifis, three miles from Man- 
chester, until the 15th, aAvaiting the return of the Avagons and pack 
train. IlGconnaisaam!C.s Avero made to Statesbnrg and as far as Ohire- 
inont Station on the road to Camden. Intbrinatioii Avas gained that 
the enemy had been ro-cnforccd by tw'o small brigades of cavalry under 
Major-General Young and Avas intrenching at Boykins’ Mill. 

Oil tlie afternoon of the 15th the column moved out on the direct road 
to Camden. Tlie enemy Ava.s soon met and sharp skirmishing Avas kept 
up until he Avas driven back far enough to uncover a I’oad leading to 
the main road between Sumtervillo and Camden. While tlio Twenty- 
fifth Ohio Volunteers pushed tlio enemy’s skirmishers baelc to States- 
burg, our main column took the former road, and by a night marcli 
roaclied the latter. On the following day the inarch Avas continued by 
the Avay of Bradford Springs and Siiriiig Hill, Avith some attempt on 
the enemy’s part to impede our progress. Camden Avas occupied Avitli- 
out opposition on the evening of the 17tli, and it aa'rs then learned that 
the locomotives and trains had been remoA'cd to Boykins’ Mill, eiglit 
miles beloAv. I moved from Canulon on the morning of the 18th, send- 
ing five (iompanies of tlie One Inindrcd. and second U. S. Colored 
Troops to follow the railroad and destroy it. Ho opposition was oncoiiu- 
tered niiti] avg reached Boykins’ Mill on SAvift Creek. The road hero 
leads clo.se by the mill, with mill-ponds and swamps on the left and 
.SAvainp on the right extending to the Wateree. The rebels had cut tlie 
dam, Hooding the road, and had taken up the bridge across the stream. 
The land on the oi>posite side was higher and the enemy had thrown 
up an opaulement for tAvo guns aud an iiilhutiy piu'upet. The railroad 
crossed the SAvanip 300 yard.s to the right of the high way, and here also 
Avoro rifle trenches. HalloAvell’s bi-igado Avas in ad vance, and the skir- 
mishers of the Thirty-second U. S. Colored Troops Avere pushed forAvard 
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into the Hwani]), but the water waa too deep for them to efteet a cross- 
iiif-’. 'J'he One hundred and Boventli Ohio, of Brown’s brigade, was 
ordered to try to turn the eiKany’s right, but the creek could not be 
ibrcled. The Fil’ty-foiu'th Maasachusetta Volunteers was scut down to 
find a passage on the enemy’s left. They discovered the remains of a 
bridge which had boon burned, and in attemi^ting to cross on a stringer, 
wliich was still standing, they received a sharp fire from the rebels 
posted behind iutreuchmbnts, and lost several men. The T\yenty-fif'th 
Ohio was placed on the edge of the swamp between tbe railroad and 
highway, ready to charge across the riiilroad. The detachment of tbe 
One hundred and second U. S. Colored Troops (Major Clark ccinmand- 
iiig) was ordered to get through on the left of the Fifty-fourth Massa- 
chusetts, and by the aid of a negro guide they succeeded in crossing on 
a log. The One liuudred and seventh Ohio was at once ordered to their 
support. The other regiments were ordered to make a dash from their 
respective jjositions, which was done, and tlie oneiuy gave way. The 
i-raiii wliieh had been standing on the railroad track also moved off. A 
few platform-cars and one locomotive were found here. These, with the 
station buildings and some cotton, wore destroyed. On the evening of 
this day Colonel Cbipmau, with theremainingwing of the One hundred 
and second U, S. Colored Trooi)8, joined the column. Colonel Ohipman 
had been ordered to march from Nehsou’s Ferry and join me at States- 
burg. Finding the ouomy in considerable force be had been obliged to 
leave the direct road aiKl follow our column around. The rebel cavalry 
had given him constant annoyance, and he had had skirtuisliiiig all 
the way. We bivouacked three miles beyond Boykins’ Mill. 

After marcliiug a short distance on the 10th the enemy’s skirmishers 
were mot bcliind barricades in the road, from which they were driven 
by our skirmishers. A little farther on we met with sottic slight 
resistance, the cuemy opening from two guns in the road, tie soon 
withdrew and fell back to the other side of Kaftiug Creek, at Dingle’s 
Mill. Th (5 position re.sembled that at Boykins’ Mill. The mill dam 
Imtl been opened and the swamp was not fordable, while in the road 
the water was waist-deep, and any force attempting to cross here was 
oxiioscd to a Jive fi-om the enemy behind ritle-trenches and with two 
guns eoiiunaiidiiig the road. Colonel Baird, with four comiiauies of 
the Thiidy-secoud U. 8. Colored Troops, and the One hundred and 
seventh Ohio Volunteers, Lieutenant-Colonel Cooper, was moving 
down the railroad, which at this point is a mile distant from the high 
road, and was threatening to cross. Colonel Hallowell was directed to 
order Colonel Cliipman, with the One hundred and second U . 8. Colored 
'lT() 0 ]).s and four companies of tlic Thirty-second U. b. Colored Iroops, 
to make a detour of several miles to our loft, which would turn the 
swaiiii) and bring him in the enemy’s rear. About noon musketry was 
hearil on the other side, followed by the lire of tlio enemy’s guns. 
Jlrowii’.s brigade was at once pushed over and the enemy retreated in 
gi'oat haste, one of liis brigades, with the wagon train and artillery, 
taking the road toward Frovideiice, while the other brigade kept tbe 
road to 8tatesburg, This last brigade undertook to dispute the pas- 
.sage of Beech Creek, a small stream which had been swollen by the 
recimt rains. The Twenty-fiitli Ohio Volunteers and the One hundred 
and (irtv-sevoiith Now York Volunteers charged through the water 
wnist deop and drove the rebels through Statcaburg. The dctacliment 
of the Fourth Massnclnisotts Cavalry took up the pursuit and follo wed 
them four or five miles, taking a number of prisoners and causing them 
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(o break and aoatfcoriji all directions. Wc then moved on. to Middle- 
ton Depot, -where the locomotives and trains were found; the rnilroiid 
miymg been torn up belo^v this jdace prevented their e.scaj)e. The 
Hdlowing daj^ was spent in thoroughly de-stroying the locomotives, 
10 in number, and in burning the cars, of which there wore 170. A 
large portion of these cars were filled with ordnance stores and rail- 
way inaclimery, also subsistence, naval, and quartermaster’s stores. 

(In tlio 21st the inarcli was taken up for Georgetown by the way of 
_ At 1 p. ui., while the column was luilted at 
1' niton Post-Ofiice, I received a eomnmnicatioii by dag of truce from 
Alajor-General Young, coninuinding the force which had been o])poscd 
to us, stating that ca truce had been agreed iqion between Generals 
.Johnston and Sherman, and that notice of Ibrty-cight liours would bo 
given xu'ior to the resumption of hostilities. I answered that my coiii- 
niand was moving toward Georgetown, and that it would no longer 
snb.sist on the country, except in the matter of forage for animals. At 
Wrigiit’s Bluff I turned over the command to Colonel Brown, com- 
manding First Brigade, and, taking a steamer down the Santee Hiver, 
proceeded dii'eotl 5 'to Hilton Head to report to the major-general com- 
manding. 

'riio results of the expedition may be summed up in the capture of 1 
battle-liag, 3 guns, and 05 prisoners, JOO horses and loO mules, and the 
destruction of 32 locomotives, 2»0 cars, largo xmrtions of tlio railroad, 
and all tko railroad buildings between Camden and Siimterville, .lOO 
cotton gins and i>i'oaaos, 5,000 bales of cotton, and large (puuitities of 
govevnmeu t stores. Five thousand negroes joined the column and were 
broiiglit within oiir linos. Our entire loss was 10 killed, 72 woiinded, 
and I missing. 

Ill eoiielusion I cannot too highly praise the conduct of ofllcoi's and 
men during this expedition. They bore witli cheerfulness the fatigue 
of a loii^ and toilsome inarch, made more arduous by the constant 
skirmishing, and in our frequent encounters with the enemy displayed 
great dasl) and courage. 

The brigade commanders, Colonel Brown and Colonel Hallowell, 
were at all times iirompt and olllcieiit in the discharge of their dutie.s. 

.1 desire to mentlini, in terms of especial coinmendation, the conduct 
of Licutenant-Oolonol Carmichael, coinmauding the One hundred and 
llfty-seventh Now ATirk Voliiiitcers, and Lioiitonant-Oolonol Hangliton, 
commanding ISventy-lifth Ohio Volunteers, and to recommend the pro- 
motion of tliGse ofllcors for thoir gallant and meritorious services. Col- 
onel Oliipimiii, of the One hundred and .second U. S. Colored Troojia, 
Joined the column with live companies of his regiment after a march 
of considerable dilliculty, and in the affair at .Dingle’s Mill rendered 
cxcidlent service. 

The ollicers of my .stall; Majjor Place, First New York Volunteer En- 
gineers; .Lieutenaut Baldwin, One hundred and iifty-sevonth New 
Yoi'k Volunteers, acting assistant adjutant-general; Captain Tracy, 
I'wenty-sixtli U. S. Colored Troops, aide-de-camp; Capt. Frank 
Goodwin, Fifty-llfth Massachusetts Volunteers, provost-marshal; Sur- 
geon Walton, Twenty-fifth Ohio Volunteers, chief medical ollicer; 
Liouteuant Lichty, One Imudred and seventh Ohio Volunteers, acting 
commissary of subsistence; Lieutenant Oumpboll, One hundred and 
llfty-seventh New York Volimtcei’S, acting ordnance oiluier, and Lieu- 
tenant McGinloyj Thirty-second U. S. Colored Troops, acting (puirter- 
niaster, gave me invalnable aid in their several departments. 
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The section of Battery F, Tlm-tl Now York Artillery, Lieiitenmit 
Chirk eoininmiding, was eflicient, aiid its guns well served. 

I have the honor to forward herewitli^ the reports or auborcLinate 
coinniaiiders, and also lists of tlic casualties.

LiF.UTENAN'r : I have tlio honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of tlio Pirst Brigade in the late expedition to Camden : 

The legiineiits composing the brigade were the One Imiidred and 
ii('ty B{'.veiitli Now York Volunteers, liicutenaiit-Colonel Oarmicliael 
eonmiiindiiig; thcTwonty-lifth Ohio Veteran Volunteer Infantry, Lieu- 
tenant-Oolone] Maughton eominanding; the One hundred and seventh 
Oliio Vohint'ior Infantry, Lieutenant-Colonel Cooper commanding; two 
(.‘oinpanies of the Fifty-sixth New York Veteran Volunteers, who wore 
attached to the Oiio hundred and fifty-seventh New York Volunteers. 

The brigade loft Georgetown at S a. m. April 5, 1866, with the rest 
of the division, no incident of importance occurring until 3.60 p. in. 
of the Oth, when the skirmishers of the enemy were discovered near 
Dingle’s Mills, about two miles from Sumtorvillo. The One hundred 
and S(wenth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, being in advance, wore thrown 
forward on (dther side of tlio road, witli advanced skirmishoi’s properly 
supported. To strengthen the skirmish lino two companies of the 
Twenty- lll'tli Ohio Vcloran Volunteer Infantry wore ordered up to the 
I'ighb and loiV. of the skirmishovs of the One hundred and seventh Ohio 
\h)liin(:eer Iiilantry, and the One hundred and fifty-seventh New York 
Voluntcer.s and the dcfaclnncnt of the Fifty-sixth Now York Veteran 
VolimtcerH wore placed in position iu lino of battle on tlio left of the 
road, and tlioTwenty-flfth Ohio Veteran Voliuitcor Infantry on the right. 
The oiioiny’s skirmishers wore quickly driven from their position, and 
my line advanced as far as the swamp and the pond behind which the 
oiiomy wore intrenched with infantry and three pieces of artillery. As 
a. farther advance in the front of the enemy would necessarily be 
nltended with considerable loss, Licutcnant-Ooloiiol Carmichael was 
ordered to attempt to cross the swamp on my loft and turn the right 
ilaiik of thoonomy, an nndortakingofgroatdimcultyon account of the 
depth of the mud and water and the almost impenetrable growth of 
umlerbriiah. He, however, succeeded ia getting through, but not wait- 
ing for hi.s whole eominand to form, with the detachment of the Fifty- 
sixth New York Yetcran A^'cluntcors and one company of the One hun- 
dred and flfty-sovouthNewYorksVoliinteorshochargccl on the enemy, 
killed tbc onicer commanding the cncm 5 '’s artillery, completely routing 
the entire force, -and captured 2 pieces of artillery and I battle-flag. 
Tlio other two regiments of the brigade were iinmcdiately ordered for- 
ward, and with the cavalry in the advance the pursuit of the retreat- 
ing enemy commenced. About one mile and a half from Dingle’s Mill 
another staiul was made by the enemy. Skirmishers were immediately 
thrown out from the Twenty-fifth Ohio Veteran Voluuteer Infantry on 
each side of the rond and the Twenty-fifth Ohio Veteran Volunteer 
Tiifaiitry were placed in support on the right and the One hundred and 
seventh Ohio Volunteer Infantry on the left. Two shots from tlie 
artillery and a charge by the infantry soon routed the enemy and scat- 
tered them in great confusion, and the brigade then entered Sumter- 
villo without opposition just before dark. 
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TIr' cuRualtics at Dingle’s Mill were, 2 men killed and 8 wounded (2 
ol them mortally) in the One Imiidred and fifty-seven tli: 1 man killed 
and G wounded (J mortally) in the Fifty-sixfch New York Veteran Vol- 
niiteors, and 1 man wounded in the One hundred and seventh Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry. 

The brigade remained in Snmterville till the morning of the lltli. 
In the attornocm of the 10th instant the Twenty-fifth Ohio Veteran 
Volunteer Infantry wore sent out two miles and a half oh the Man- 
chester road to coyer the return of the cavalry from Manchester Station , 
retiiriimg just before dark. On the lltli the brigade moved to Single- 
ton s plantation, three mile.s from the Manchester Station, on the road 
leading from Manchester to Oainden, and remained there until 3 p, m. 
ot the IGth. On the night of the lltli the One hundred and seventh 
Oliio Volunteer Infantry was sent to Middleton Station, on the Cam- 
den Branch Bailroad,to destroy the depot and whatever niilroad prop- 
erty might be found. The work was accomplished, and the regiment 
returned about 2 a. m. of the 12th. On the 12tli instant the One hun- 
dred and flfty-soventli Now York Volunteers was sent to Claremont 
Station, on the same road, for a like purpose, wliicli was accomplished. 
Ilioregimont returned about 7.30 1). m., having skirmished the entire dis- 
tance with a small force of the enemy, losing one man killed. On the 
alternoon of the ISth thoTwonty-lifth Ohio Veteran Volunteer Infantry 
was sent forward in advance, with orders to march to Statesbiirg aucl 
wait ior further orders. Advancing about two miles a force of the 
enemy was di.scovored behind a breast-work, which was successfully 
charged^ witli the loss of 1 man killed and 1 olficcrand 0 men wounded. 
Advancing a .short distance farther the enemy was again discovered 
111 a similar position, upon reporting which Lieiitcnaiit-fJolonel Hnugh- 
tou was ordered to await the arrival of the rest of the brigade. Ujion 
reaching the front ami ascertaining the iiositloii of the enemy I opened 
witli artillery and sent the One hundred and seventh Ohio Volunteer 
Infantry to the leit to fiauk the position. The One hundred and filty- 
soventh New Yorlc Volunteers was also sent out to the right. The 
One hundred and soventii Ohio Volunteor Infantry succeeded iu fiank- 
ing and driving; tlio enemy, with the loss of 2 men wounded. The 
Twenty fifth Ohio Veteran Volunteor Infantry was tlieu sent forward, 
with skirmishers thrown out properly snpiiorted, nml <lrovo the enemy 
to Statesburg. As the column turuod to the right on the Sumter- 
villo road, about two miles south of Statesburg, Lieutenant ColouGl 
Haughton was ordered to maintain a threatening position before the 
enemy at Statesburg until iiiglitfall and then reioin the column, cover- 
ing the rear, wliich he accomplished witliout 'loss. The rest of the 
brigade continued the march with the column until near midnight, 
bivouacking about two miles from Trovldeiico. 

The march was continued without ob.structiou durmg the 16th, the 
brigade being in rear of the column, and eueamped on Spring Hill, 
On the 17th the brigade was ill the advance and met no enemy until 
reaching Swift Greek about 9 a. m., on the oppo.site side of which a 
.small force of the enemy was found intrenched. Four companies of 
the Tweuty-liftli Ohio Veteran Volunteer Infantry, under Major Oulx), 
were sent round on the loft to flank the position, which was .successfully 
accomplished without loss, the enemy rapidly retreating. No further 
serious o])posit,ioii was met, and the brigade reached Camden just before 
sunset and encamped lor the night. On the 18th tlie inarch was 
resumed ou the road from Camden to Statesburg, the Second Brigade 
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in tlni uflvsiiuti;. At 15oykins’ Mill, ou Swift Creek, the euemy 
was discovered in strong ibrce, with infantry, cavalry, and artillery. 

lTl)()U tli(i r(jeoi)tion of orders from the brigadier-general coiiimandiiig, 
tlie One hundred and seventh Ohio Volunteer Inlaiitry was sent to the 
l(d't to attempt a crossing lor the i)uri)ose of turning tlio enemy’s right, 
h'indiiig it a task of almost insnrinoiintable dillicnlty, ou aecount of the 
dei)th of the mud and ^Yater, the regiment was recalled and sent to 
tlu‘. right to i'('-eni()r(;ei>ortion of the Second Brigade, that was attempt- 
ing a ilank movement in that direction. The Tweiitj’^-iifth Ohio Vet- 
eran Volunteer Infantry at the same time was moved up to the front 
near the railroad, with orders to charge acros.s the creek on the railroad 
bridge as soon as it could be ilone with safety. Those orders were suc- 
(‘.('.ssbilly carried out and the enemy again I’outed, and the brigade coji- 
tinned its march, encamping on Do Saussuro’.s idantation. On the 19th 
the One hundred and seventh Ohio Volunteer Infautry was ordered to 
follow the track of the railroad, destroying all bridges, culverts, and 
rolling-stock, and so destroying the track as to prevent the ])assago of 
cars over it. The roinuindor of the brigade resumed the march, hold- 
ing the advanetj of the column. Proceeding a short distance the 
(Mieiny was discovered in lino on both sides of the road. The One 
hiuidrod and lU'ty-seventh Now York Volunteers was deployed on 
both aides of the road and advanced until tlie enemy’s artillery opened, 
when the Twenty-llfth Ohio Veteran Volunteer Infantry was deployed 
upon the right in support of the skirmishers of the One hundred and 
(irty-sevo7ith Now York A’^olunteers. The whole force was moved 
forward, driving tlu» enemy before It to Uaftiug Creek, behind which 
they made a stand, from which it was foiuid impracticable to dislodge 
tiiem in IVoiit without considerable loss. The brigade halted here, the 
skirmislicrs meanwhilo at intervals keeping u]) a. brisk lire until a 
llanliing party from the Second Brigade succeeded in driving the enemy 
IVom their position, 'flio brigade tUon moved across the Big ltafting 
and Little Itaftiug and halted for rest and dinner. In the afternoon 
the Oiieliundrod 'and ilfty-scventli Now York Volunteers was jdaced 
ill line of battle on theriglit of the road and the Twenty- fifth Ohio Vet- 
(u'an Volunteer Infantry ou the loft uiul moved forward with a strong 
line of skirniishera, mooting no serious obstacle until they reached 
Ihuich Gi-eek, near Stateshiirg. Hero quite a strong force of the euemy 
was encountered, but the dotormined men of the two regiments moved 
briskly Ibrward and so completely routorl the enemy that they made 
no further serious op}) 08 itioii to the march. The brigade encamped ou 
Hingletou’s plantation. The only loss during the day was two men ot 
tlie One liuiidrcd and (Ifty-seventh and two of the Twenty-fifth Ohio 
Veteran Volunteer Infantry and one of tlie Pifty-sixth Now York Veb 
eran Volunteers wounded. Tire One hundred and sovoiitli continued 
il M inareh ou the trai^k of the railroad, rcaeliing Singleton’s about 3 a. 


Ill, of the 2()tli. 

On the morning of the 20th the Twenty-fifth Ohio Veteran Volunteer 
I iifantrv and One hundred amllifty-sevciithNew York Volunteers went 


to MuUlleton Station and destroyed Ifi locomotives and 146 cars^ 
iiig about noon. Tlio inareh was resumed the 2l8t, no iiuudent of 
importance occurring boforo noon, at which time a flag of truce was 
received aniiouiioing a eossafcioii of hostilities. By direction of the 
brigadier-goiioral commanding, I then took comnnuul of the division 
and conducted it to (leorgetowu, arriving about o p.m. of the 2otii 


instant. 
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In closing tlio report I wisli to bear testimony to the gaJlniilry tlis- 
plnyed by tlie oflicera and meu of this brigade. They did all tliat <!ould 
have been asked and proved tlicinsclvcs -worthy the enviable reim- 
tatioii -which they onjoj\

Report of Col Pdward N. JlaJlowell, .Fifty-fourth Massachnsetis Infantry, 
conmanding Second Brigade, of operations April 

Hdqrs. Second Brigade, Provisional Division, 

Ocorgetoton, 8. 0., April 30, 1865, 

I have the honor to report that ou the 6th of April, 1866, my brigade, 
composed of eight companies Thirty-second U. S. Ooloved Trooi)8, (hd. 
G. AY. Bail’d commanding} Fifty-fourth Massachusetts Volunteers, 
Lieut. Col. H. N. Hooper connuauding, and five companies One luindrcd 
and second IJ. S. Colored Troops,Ma.i.N. Clark commanding, loft Cxcorge- 
town, S, 0., at 8 a. m.,on the Sampit or Central road. After marching 
about three mile.s in a westerly direction took the road to right toward 
Black Bivor through heavy iiino forests; roads V(5ry good. Eneain])od 
for night near dolinston’s Swamp, about nineteen miles from G-eorgo- 
town. On the 0th vosumed the inai-ch at 0.30 a. ih. ; country iiioro open 
and rolling. JIarched nineteen miles and camped near Thoriitro(5 
Swamp. Oil the 7th started at 0.30 a. in.; general direction Jiorth- 
west; weather good; country still more open. Tlio One hundred and 
second U. S. Colored Troops were dotaclicd from main <jolumn to destroy 
the Kin^streo bridge across the Black Bivor. Tlicy exchanged a few 
shots with the ouemy, but report no casualties. Two companie.s »)f 
Fifty-fourth Massachusetts A^oluntcors were sent to destroy the .15j)])s’ 
Bridge. Their casualties wore 1 ofilecr (Second Lieut. F. E. Bogevs) 
and 3 enlisted men wounded. Wo camped at Mill Creek after march- 
ing fifteen miles. On the 7tli continued the march at 6.30 a. m. in a 
westerly (lireotioii for about four miles, turned south i'or about five 
miles, then northwest to the Sumterville road. This course was taken 
in consequence of a report tlnit the bridges wore burned on the main 
road. We marched through Manning and built the bridges across the 
Pocotaligo Swamp, and at 7 a. m. of the 9th continued the march 
toward Sumterville. When about three miles froiP Suintorvillo wo 
found the enemy intrenched at Dingle’s Millj on Turkey Crook. Their 
force was estimated at 600 men (mostly militia) and throe pieces of 
artillery. AA’^e attempted a flank inoveinont on their loft, but owing to 
the incapacity of the guide were obliged to return to the main road, 
when wo found that the First Brigade had ojieuod the road and caj)- 
tured the artillery. We cjimped at Siimtorvillo about Rundown. On 
the 10th sent the Thirty-second 17. S. Colored Troops up the Man- 
chester and Wilmington road to Maysville to destroy a train of oars 
and the railroad bridges. Sent the One hundred and second IJ. S. 
Colored Troops about three miles south on same road to destroy bridges. 
Both detachments were successful, and returned to Sumterville at nigh t. 

On the 11th started at 6.30 a, m., marching southwest through 
Manchester and camped at the Singleton plantation ou the Statesburg 
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road, Scut the Fifty-I'oiirtli Massacliiisetta Volunteers to Wateree 
duiictioji, M’liere they destroyed 8 steani-engiiiea and 50 box-oars; they 
v(‘Joiiied the comniaiid at daylight on the 12tU. Their casualties wore; 
wounded, i odicer {Second Lieut. S. A. Swails) aud 2 enlisted men. 
()n the .12th the Thirty-second U. S. Colored Troops were sent to 
\^ j'igiit’s Illutf on the Santee llivei*, distance about twenty-live miles, 
in (iliarge of contrabands, and wdth ordei'S to return with rations for 
the conuniind. At 2 p. in. on the loth the Thirty-second U. S. Colored 
T'roo])a retuiaicd and at 3 o’clock tlie march was resumed. We skir- 
inishcd with the enemy till dark and then marched in a northeasterly 
direction till midniglit and camped near Jennings’ Swamj). On the 
Idtli started at 7.30 a. m.; country very rolling; passed J3racUbrd 
yprings at noon; skirmished all the afternoon, but it did not retard the 
march; camped at sundown about twelve miles from Camden. On 
the 17tli. started at 0 a. in., and marched to Camden without serious 
op])Osition, reaching that point at 0 j). m. On the 18th left Camden at 
7 a. 111 ., taking the Statesbnrg road; found the enemy in force at 
Hoykins’ Mill. The Fifty-lburth Massachusetts Voluuteors and One 
liuiidred mid second U. S. Colored Troops succeeded in flanking the 
enemy on our right, and the Thirty-second U. S. Colored Troops, aided 
by the First brigade, were pnslied vigorously forward on the center and 
di'ovo the enemy from tlicir position. 

Total easnaltics in Second Brigade: .Killed, 1 oJlicer (First Lieut. E, 
L. Stevens, .Fifty-fourth Massachusetts Volimteors) and 1 enlisted man; 
wounded, 20 enlisted men. About dark we were joined by Col. H. L. 
Olnpiiian, with tlio right wing of the One Imndrcd and seconcl U. 8. 
Colored Troops, ho liaving forced liis way through tlie country from 
Wright’s Blull'with a loss of killed, 1 oiilistcd man; wouuded, 1 oUtcer 
(Lleiitonant Powers) and 5 enlisted men. 

On the JOtli resumed the march at (I a. in.; skirmished all day with 
loss of— killed, 1 onlistod man; wounded, 4 enlisted men. The enemy 
made a stand ut Kafting Crook, bub wore soon Hanked out of tlieir posi- 
tion by the One hundred and second IT. S. Colored Troops tiud driven in 
coiifuaioii through Statesburg by the whole division. We met with no 
veHiataiico after leaving Statesburg aud camped at Singleton’s planta- 
tion. The Thirty-second IJ. S. Colored Troops marched down the 
Canulcn .Mrancli Eailroail without mucli resistance. On the 20th the 
Fifty-loiirtli Mas.saclmsetts Voluuteors marched to Middleton Depot and 
destroyed (iftecn sfccain-cnglncs and a largo number of box-ears. On 
tlie 2lHt left Singleton’s at 5.30 a. in., taking the Santee road. While 
near Governor Manning’s plantation wo wore notitied of an armistice 
bet-wooii General Sherman and the rebel General JoJinston. The 
rest of the march to Georgetown was unintorrupted. Wo kept on the 
main road and imehcd Georgetown at -4 p. m. on the 26tli. 

During the whole march the troops wore in perfectly good spirits, and 
both oHtcer.s and enlisted men carried out iustruotions with energy and 
cheerfulness.

Lieutenant: I luivo the houor to fonviirtl tlie following' icpoyt of 
t,li6 movement of the Fifty-lburtU MnssacUusotts Volunteers to Watevee 

Yestewlay, a short time after suusefc, the regiment reaehed the Junc- 
tion I clisooverea an engine, with steam up, upon the main road. I 
directed a volley to be iired into the cab of the engine, in order to (lis- 
alilo the engineer in ca.se one .should be there, and immediately charged 
the regiment over the bridge. After the fire the few hands who were 
with the trains at once tied, and I took possession ol U cars and o 
locomotives. I innnecliately sent one party up the Camden railroad, 
and another on the main road toward iCingaville. Our flanks rested on 
the awamp. Tlie trestle-work on the Camden road 1 at once ired; at 
the same time prepared the bridge on the Wihningtou road for burning, 
and ordered tlio party on the main road forward to the end of the 
trestle-work. I had a part of the track taken up bodily and pitched 
into the swamp; also about fifty sticks of timber, a foot or more square, 
were set on tire, and a turntable, thou 'in process of construction, 
burned. Two of tlio engines, with the train, had steam on, sdHl as coin- 
netout engineers wore of opinion that the engine could pull the tram 
on to Maucliostor, I concluded to return to Manchester on the oars. 
The rogimeut was fairly worn out. By 10 o’clock throe more trains 
wore di.scovered about tlirce miles up the main road upon the trestle- 
work. One of these i had burned upon the trostle-worlc, and the two 
others ioined the train at the junction. After many attempts it \yas 
found itupos.siblo to reacli Manchester by rail, so T had the remaining 
cars and locomotives burned. Tiiorc were destroyed by lire LS ears, 
oue-tliird passenger and one-third box cars, and 8 locomotiyos. 

A nuantity of prepared timber, a turntsiblc, a portion ot the trestle- 
work of the main road, a portion of the trestle-work ot the Camden 
road, and the bridge on the Wilmington road. One car contained rail- 
road rails and another railroad spike.s; one was tilled with corn and 
in another were found tools, xmlleys, files, etc.

On tlui 7tli instant two coinpames under charge ot (^aptam iucker 
made a i'ecoiinais.sance to Epps^ Biidgo, on the Ulack lliver. Captain 
h'nclcer reported it destroyed by fire. OasnaUics, ,1, ollicor and 2 men 
wounded. On the 9th tlie Fiay-fimrtli eomposotl a part of the llanlc- 
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iiig column in tlitj aHaii’ afc Dingle’s Mill. The enemy discovGrecl the 
movoineiit in tiiiir, to iiijiko good hia escape. On the llth the regiment 
1 Lift tlio column niul went to Wateree Junction. It there captured 8 
locomotives and ‘18 cars; these wore destroyed. Trestle-works on the 
iiiiiiii and Camden roads and abridge on the Wilmington, road were 
destroyed by drc. On the ICtli 1 man was killed and 1 seriously 
w'oiiiided while loragiug. On the 18th the Fifty-fourth was ordered to 
lluiik the oiKiitiy’s i)ORition on Swift Greek. It proceeded over x)low(!d 
fi cJds, wliiclk Averc bordered by the w'oods of the creek, about two miles 
l:o Doykius’ Mills. Thebanks of the stream at this point were so thickly 
covered with trees that the enemy’s position and strength could not be 
d-isuoAa'.rcd Avithoul; pushing n, skirmish lino acro-ss the stream. The 
sltii’misluu's a(lvan(! 0 <l, the colnnm closely following. It was quickly 
di.scovevcd t hattlio (Miemy was pn*,pared to dispute our passage. There 
AA' ore found to be two streams. They could be crossed above by a dike 
ttiul IfiO yards beloAV by a road that crossed ono stream by a bridge, 
tire boards of which were removed ; the second stream fordable; fifteen 
ym'ds beyond I li(5 ford, up a steep ascent, was a breast-work of cotton 
Diiloa. The dike was covered by the tire of tlie ciieuiy. The dike and 
•fclio road met a nd Ibriued a junction on the oneniy’a side of the creek. 

Katislied that a cro.ssing could bo attained by a severe loss, as affairs 
tlicu sfood, I sen t 'Miijor Pope to a crossing said to be one-fourth of a 
inilo below the mills. Moanwliilo I kept up a lire ui)ou the enemy and 
oponcil the gnte.s of the luill on our bank of the stream. Major Pope 
•was uasuc(!CHsfid in olfoctiug a crossing below; he found tlie enemy 
■tliorc ill 1 then asked for a ])iece of artillery. It ivas furnished, 

ini d al'tOL' lialf a do/en discharges of shell at the position of the ouoiriy 
,C luid the HiitiHl'diJtlon to see quite a number of rebels rapidly leave 
oiir front. A coliiiuu composed of tlie five eoinpaiiies under my immo- 
cliuto coinmaiid then (duiugod across the two streams over the dike in 
single die. Although the enemy luaiutaiiicd liis position for awhile, 
lio soon lied, d’lio regiment gained the onoiny’s breast-works and the 
aO'air at nnykin.s’ jMills ivas over. Casualties: 1 officer and 1 corporal 
Iclllcd; 18 iiKUi wounded, one of whom since died of wounds. 

Property destroyed by the rogiinent: At Snintervillo, 1 railroad 
machine shop, 8 locomotives, .L5 cars; at Wateree Junction, S locomo- 
tives and 18 ears, portions of 2 fcrosblo- works, 1 bridge, a quantity of 
rnilroad inateriul, and a now turntable; at Boykins’ Mills, 54 bales 
tjotton, llhales of eornfodder, 1 saw-iuill, 1 grist-mill; at Statesburg, 
15 locoMi()tiv(;a aiul 5 cars.

J. left Georg'etown, S. 0., April 5, 1805, with one section of 12- 
pounder Napoleons, 87 men, 28 horses, 800 rounds of ammunition. 

ere first engaged on the 9th at Dingle’s Mill, where one gun was 
in position in the road on our center, the other gun in the open 
lielil on our left, which positions were held, with slight change of 
tile gun on the left, through the engagement. Fifty-iive rounds of 
aininuiution were expendetl. After crossing the creek one gun 
was brought into |)()sition near the town of Sumter. Two rounds 
wore iired, amounting to tifty-seven rounds during the day, April 
10, took command of one Bcctioii of 12-pouudoi' liowitzors and one 
O-pouiider iron gun with one caisson. One sergeant, two corporals, 
twenty-live iirivates of the Twentj'-lifth Ohio Itegiment were detailed 
to work the three gums captured at Dingle’s Mill. At 12 a. in. Iired a 
salute of flftoen gnus from the captured howitzers in honor of the 
victory gained at liichmond, Petersburg, Va., Mobile and Selma, Ala. 
April 11, seobion of Napoleons marched with thoright brigade: liowitzers 
a nd iron gun with the left brigade. April 12, the iron gun under Sergeant 
iroxol was sent to report to Colonel Oarmichac!, commanding One luiii* 
dred and fifty-seventh New York ■Volmitccrs, then on tlio Statesbnrg 
road. Fired four rounds and broke the ti-ail between the bolts of the 
trail liandlesj reported back to Singleton’s idantation at 8 p. in. April 
18, a new gun-trail was put in by the engineer. April 15, the iron 
gun wont forward on the Statesburg road with the Twentj^-ftfth Ohio 
^ ohiiiteers; fired five rounds. At 2 p. in. I started with the section of 
Napoleons in rear of tho right regiment of the First Brigade. The 
section of howitzers under Sergeant Miller marched in tho center of 
the left brigade. Three miles from Singleton’s plantation I 'iiosted 
tho Napoleons on the left of tho road and fired twcnty-tlvo rounds. At 
0 p. 111 . one howitzer reported to Colonel Hanghtou, Twouty-Iifth Ohio 
Volimtcers, as rear guard, tho iron gnu taking its place in the oolaimi. 
April 10, section of Napoleon.s marched with the right brigade: how- 
itzers with the loft; tho iron gnu with tho rear guard. 

April 17, position in column tho same as on tho 16th. At Swift 
Creek fired eight rounds from the Napoleons. April 18, was engaged 
at Swift Creek; one gnii in position on the railroad and one on tho 
extreme right. Bxiiended forty-eight rounds with tho Napoleons. 
Two rounds were fired from tho howitzer in tho rear guard. April 19, 
were engaged with tho Napoleons at Rafting Creek. Expended thirty- 
three rounds; the section of howitzers and iron guns wero with tho 
rear brigade. April 20, one howitzer was engaged on tho Statesburg 
road; fired four rounds. April 21, section, of Napoleons were with the 
right brigade; the section of howitzers and iron gnu were with the 
left brigade. April 22, niy command marcbed in roar of the first 
reginient of tho right brigade and held tho same position through the 
remainder of the march back to G-eorgctowii, reaching hero on the 
afternoon of April 25, 1866, 
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Duriu£f tlie expedition I have fired 171 rouiuLs of oniinuiiitioii d'oiii 
the section of Napoleons; 15 rounds from the captiired guns. 

Ihave hsul no casualties in my command. I luive lost but one hoist;

Tlie folloiviug* is respectfully submitted as the report of 
the expedition to the Sauteo Eivor, under eonimand: 


Island and assemble with a section of the Ihird New \ork Artillery 
at the Pouv-Mile Tavern on the State road. Starting oarly on tlie 
morning of the Gth instant, T reached Goose Oreelc at niglittall, and 
went into bivouac eighteen miles from this city. I'roui tins point i 
sent back for the surplus animunitioii. On information IVom a contra- 
band that there were from thirty to forty rebel cava! ry at a place called 
Dean Hall I sent, at 6 p. m. two companies to attempt to surprise this 
party. During the night 1 was notified that these two companies had 
been misled by the guide, and wore awaiting orders near the i'vcnty- 
five hJjlo House, on the State road. April 7 at 7 a. m. I started to 
Mr. Caiids, near Black Oak, Santee Canal, some twenty-two miles, 
sending a detachment to Biggins’ Bridge, who rejoined the column at 
night, together with the two companies from tlio Twonty-iive Mile 
House. Thirty cavalry wore in my front, having gone from Doan Hall 
around my flank. I sent two companies to deploy and suiTOUud the 
house ill which they were reported to be, and surprise thorn, The 
enemy, however, got notice of our aiiproacU in season to escape, leaving 
several blankets and guns, and tlioir supper ready eoolced. Mr. Cain 
had several sons in the rebel army; ho had ontortaiuod those wlio had 
iust gone, and had recently given them a grand dinner; his barn, acci- 
dentally or by some unknown iiicoudiary, was burned.

Mascyck .l:’orchor had 
made his house the headquarters of the rebels in the vicinity. While 
I was on Ills grounds his property was protected, but was burned to

H 
ho moves toward Gotdsbovoiigh for this object, I hope to be able to 
coneeiitrato our forces there to attack Cox. By the slow working of 
the railroad the Teunessco troops are not all up yet, although the 
movement commenced eight days ago. Siiould the 1‘cderal army 
move upon Baloigh from Faycttovillo, the course of the Cape Fear might 
conceal his movements to Avltlnu thirty miles of the place, and prevent 
mv meeting it near tlie river, where its columns arc most likely to be 
separated. Generals Iloiipos and Gatlin tell mo that the country 
between Baloigh and Clarksville will sustain no consiclornblo boily of 
troops, and that to reach the Eoanoko it would be necessary to divecwiir 
march at least as low on tlio river as Gaston. Tlie chiet commissary, 
however, reports the country along most of the route to Ularksviiie 
abundaiit. I think that my course ought to depend much upon 70111 ’ 
situation. In a battle with Sherman on equal ground the chances 
would bo decidedly against us. Hardee’s troops liayeseon little real 
service, and have among tlio superior officers few who have shown them- 
selves competent to their grades. Their present organization is new,

The Army, of Tennessee is represented to bo m groat need of 
reorganization. Their best general officers wore lost at Franklin and 
Naaliville. Lieutenant-General .Hardee’s force at Ohoraw was, mclud- 
Ing 1,000 South Carolina reserves and militia, about 10,000. ihero 
have been many deserters since. General Bragg estimated his at 
about 7,000. His loss was about 500 in the recent engagement. Gen- 
eral Beauregard estimated the ellcotivo total of the Army ot ien- 
iiessee at 0,700. Oiir cavalry is bettor and more iniinorous than that 
of the enemy, and is under a much abler commander. The Federal 
army is supposed by onr olTlcors to amouut to 45,000. I have no other 
means of estimating its strongtli. Under such circiimstancos I will 
not give battle to Sherinaii’s united array unless your situation may 
require such a course; but will if 1 can find it divided. Of this please 
advise me. I need not say thatyour opinions willhavo a control equal 
to tliat of your official authority. Should Sherman and Oox’uuito, 
their march into Virginia cannot bo prevented by nio. In that event, 
if I understand your letter of February 23, you will meet us at the 
southern edge of Virginia , to give battle. Would it bo practicable, 
instead, to hold one of tbe inner linos of lUchmoiid with one part 01 
your army, and meet Sliennan with the other, returning to Bichmoiid 
after fighting^ I should bo glad to know as much as you think it pru- 
dent to communicate of tbo effect upon your position of the interrup- 
tion by the Federal army of the railroad by llaleigh.

On 
the 20th and 2lst the whole army was bofore us, amounting to near 
‘hi, 000, including los.scs. But tor the thickets whicli impeded our 
movements we hlioiild undoubtedly have beaten tlie Fourteenth and 
Twentieth Corps before 5 o’chick. I expected to use onr cavalry on the 
enemy’s left, but tho character of the country is .sucli that Lieutenant* 
General Hampton could not bring it into action. 

Our loss is found to bo greater than tliat first reported. It amounted 
in the three days to 224 killed, 1,470 wounded, and about 600 missing. 
Some of the latter skulked to tho rear; most of them, however, wore 
captured by separating late in the aftornoou froin parties which pene- 
trated tho enemy’s line ill tho thickets in whicli it lay. Thehcderal 
loss could not bo estimated, as it was greatest in the thielc woods in 
which the notion of tho 19th terminated, and in tVoiit of our breast- 
works oil the 20tli and 21st. It certainly exceeded ours greatly. 

The moral effect of those operations has boon very beneficial. Iho 
spirit of tlio army is greatly improved and is now excellent. 1 am 
informed by pcv.sons of high standing that a similar effect is lolt in the 


country.

CoLONET.: On iny arrival atWilinington on t)ie21st fi'om Biclimoiid, 
luivlng delayed a Cow lumra at Kaleigh and Goldsborongli on imiiortant 
o(tl(ilal busiiicaa, I found tlic enemy liad driven onr forces from the west 
blink of the Caiie Fear, and wore in full possession opposite the town. 

i'iio corps under Mn-ior-General Terry, engaged in tlie capture of 
Fort Fislier, had been ro-onforced by Mosior-Oonoral Schofteld’s corps 
from 'roinioasoe, making a total of nearly 20,000. Onr own force, of all 
anna, did not exceed 0,500 cdfoctivea, including reserves and cavalry. 
Tlolding his intronolied position in front of Iloke, on the east of the 
river, General Schofield moved with a corps to Smithville, and then by 
a land march west of Orton Pond, turned our position at Fort Ander- 
son, compelling Brigadior-Gcncral Ifagood, with his garrison of 2,000, 
to abandon thoAVork' or bo cut off and forced to aurroudor. Ho fought 
his Avay to Wilmington siiccos-slully, losing about 350 of his command, 
li'his rendered our continued occupation of the town very hazardous 
to tile Avhole command, at the same time that avg Avero very much 
(unbarrassed to save onr atorca on account of the large number of the 
enemy’s prisoners forwarded for delivery, the Federal eommandor hav- 
ing refused to receive them. By the acthm and edioient operation of 
the Weldon and Wilmington Ibwlroad, avc succeeded in getting off all 
the prisoners able to travel and all important stores. Some naval 
stores and a small lot of cotton and tobacco Avere destroyed by lire. 
These could have been saved but for the occupation of the trains in 
carrying prisoners. No doubt some of the articles mentioned Avere 
secreted in small Quantities in private houses, but the amount was 
inconsiderable. ^ ^ j.. 

Before daylight on the 22d I Avithdiw the troops saccossfuily to the 
north side of tiio Northeast Biver. Tlie pursuit of the enemy was feeble, 
owing, no doubt, to his occupation at the time, ns we since learn, in 
throAviug a corps by Avay of Masoiiborough. Sound to gain our rear, and 
thus out’ off our only route of retreat.

Our own loss, 
under Providence, is comparatively small, Major-Goiicrals Hill and 
Hoke have exhibited their usual zeal, energy, and gallantry In achiev- 
ing this result. Our troops behaved most handsomely.

8 ii. in., wo 
marched to Newberry (Jourt-Hoiisc, eight miles distant, roac-liing it at 
11. Here wo also fbnnd a quantity of stores, which were sliippod off up 
the road. 

— Still atifewberry, but orders issued to move 
to-morrow, General Beauregard directing a eoneoutration at Gharlotte, 
N. 0., if not at some point farther south. Quarters at Mr, h'air’s. 

Tuesday, February .81.— Started at daylight and marched twenty-one 
miles to the Ennoree River. Received dispatch from General B[oauro- 
gard] tliat evening b) the effect that that route was not practicable, 
and to cross Broad River and cut across Sherman’s track, behind him, 
for Wilmington, N. 0. 

Wednesday, February 3S. — Marched back again to Newberry and 
quartered at Mr. Fair’s. 

Thursday, February Sb\ — ^Tmops took cars at Newberry and eaino to 
Poniaria, seventeen luiles below; portion of staff ctunc hor.scibaclc. 
Break on railroad and General G(hoatham] not able to got down until 
the morning of Friday, Fobrnary 21, which day and the following, 
being Saturday, February 25, we remained stationary. 

Sunday, February 20. — Left Pomaria and traveled ton miles over 
roads made exceedingly bad by two days’ liard ruins. Our quarters 
that night at Mr. Caldwell’s. 

Monday, February 27.— Laft Caldwell’s this morning and marched to 
Cello’s Ciuu'ch, sovonteon miles. Quarters at Mr. 'Watson’s. Generals 
Lowrey and Luring. joined us to-day with the troops they brought from 
tlie rear. 

Tuesday, February 28, and Wednesday, March I. — At Mrs. Watson’s. 
No boats'nt tlio ferry, and had to Imihl some. 

Tlivrsdai/, MarehU. — Crossed the lOuiioree at .Tone.s’ h''erry and marched 
nearly to Uiiionville. Our (luartors at Mrs. 'Young’s, four miles IVom 
Unioiiville. 

Friday, March H. — Moved through Unionvillo and marched to Skeift’s 
Ferry, on Broad River. Our quarters at Colonel Gist’s. 

Saturday, March 1. — S])ent at Colonel Gist’s. Gene-ral Stewart’s 
corps not yet crossed. Our inihutry all over by night. 

Sunday, March, o. — Cros-sed ourselves after everything was over and 
marched to within three miles and a. half of Chester (knirt-llouso. 
Quarters at Mrs. Hardin’s. 

Monday, March (1. — Moved into Chester this morning and made our 
quarters at Colonel Brown’s.

taken the cars at this point on route for Smithlleld, where we will 
probably coiiceiitrute our strength, and on the ailornoon of Saturday — 

March :il , — Wo left Chester ami reached Charlotte, N. ()., forty-live 
miles, that iiigiit about 11 o’clock. Here wo remained until the morn- 
ing or>Snu(lay, Marcli 12, when we got up steam and made Salisbury, 
forty-live miles distant, by 4.30 p. m. Hero wo unloaded and, as a day 
or two will i)robabIy elapse before we can gob off, took quarter.s at 
Major Smith’.s and Mr. Murphy’s, whore remained until Bunday, March 
19, when >vo again took the cai*s. Our dotontion at Halisbiiry was 
oeea.sioiied by a dilforence in the gauge of the railroad bracks, wliicli 
necessitated a change of cars, and a scarcity of rolling-.Htock. 

Monday, March 20. — Reached Siuitlidehl Depot this afternoon about 5 
o’clock, linloaded our train, and bivouacked on the side of the railroad. 
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Tuesday, March SJ. — Leftthc station this raonuu|' ibi‘tlio army, wliieb 
■\ve reached about 2 p. m., and ibunil it sldi-misliiiif,^ sharply with tlio 
enemy. Just after we reached General eTohn.stoii’s quarters the Sev- 
enteenth Army Corps endeavored to get in on our left, but wore hand- 
somely driven from the field by our cavalry and infantry. 

Wednesday, March — This morning the army fell bade a short dis- 
tance, just this side of Mill Creek, and formed line again. The enemy 
followed to the bridge, which they succeeded in capturing, but came 
no farther. We remained in this position until tlie afternoon, when 
the entire army withdrew and moved across the Ncusc, not far from 
Smithfield. 

Thursday, March 33. — Stationary; some of the army moving in the 
direction of Italeigh. Sherman, after hi.s failure, is suppo.sed to have 
gone off toward Goldsborongh. 

Friday, March 34. — Moved this morning from our bivouac tlirougii 
Smithfield and about four miles north of SmithllcIdStation, on the Hali- 
fax road. 

April 1. — Doctor Bowers left us. 

April 4. — Captain Clark returned. 

Saturday, April 8, and Sunday, April 0 . — Employed iji consolidating 
regiments, companies, &c. 

Monday, April J<9.— Left bivouac about 1 p. in., but did not get fairly 
on the road until 0 p. m., waiting on (ieneral Stewart’s <!ommaiul. 
Marched till about 10 o’clock at niglit and made si.x miles on tlie Louis- 
burg road. 

Tuesday, April ii.— Moved at daylight and marched with our (forps 
eighteen miles, to within three miles of Italeigh. 

Wednesday, April 13. — Moved through Ealeigh about 0 a. m., and 
marched some nine miles beyond; our quarters in the woods, near rail- 
road. 

Thursday, April 13. — Marched on the Chapel Hill rond, through that 
place, two miles beyond; (juartors again in the woods. 

Frmay, April 14. — Moved at daylight and marched on the Greens- 
boroughroad some fourteen or fifteen miles; quarters at Mrs. Crony’s, 
near Haw River. 

Saturday, Aiml 15. — ^Moved an hour before day, crossed tlie Haw and 
the Alamance Rivers; making a inarch of fiftcou miles. 

Sunday, April 16. — Moved again early and inarched some twelve 
miles on the Few Salem road. 

Monday, April 17. — Ordered to remain whoro wo are until further 
orders. As the enemy are all around us, both above, below, and bohiiid, 
tlie inevitable inferoncjc is that the army is to bo surrondorod. The 
army remained in a state of suspense and uucortainty until Wednes- 
day, Aiii’il 19, when it was known that peace bud been agreed upon 
between the Forth and South, or rather, that terms of a peace had 
been agreed upon between Generals Sherman and Jolinstou and sent 
to their respective Governments for ratification. 

Sunday, April 33. — Moved camp nine miles in the direction of Greens- 
boroiigh. 

Monday, April 31. — Sherman notifies Johnston tiiat President Andy 
Johnson refuses to ratify the proposition submitted to him; wont 
treat with us as a power, and that the truce Avill expire on the 26tli 
instant at 11 a. m., when hostilities will again bo resumed. Ordered 
to hold mu’selves prepared to move promiitly at that hour. 
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Wcdiiesflay, April. Q(i . — Moved at II. o’oloolc on tiioOi'.ntoi' iiiKl'I’iioinns- 
villo road and mardied about ten iiillos, to wif-hin about ;(Vmr inilcM ol' 
the railroiul, and dlrcetlj' on the Salem and Fayofbwilln ])lnn]f road, 
the loiig-est in tbc United States, being 120 miles foiig. 

Thursf'iai/, Ajrril ^7. — Stationary. In the altornoou it was oflieially 
antioiniccd that an agreement liad been entered on between (i(aieriils 
Sfhorman] and J[olnkRtonl that this army should sign an obligal inii not 
to bear arms against the united States mitil released J’rnm it, and that 
the troops sliould be inarelied to their respective States and there dis- 
banded.

Colonel: I have the honor to make a report of (he opera tions of 
this divi.sio]i on tliolCth and Ifitli ultimo, near AveraKlkoroiigh, ,N. 0,; 

(hi the morning of the 15th one of my brigades (IMiott’s) eneaiiipod 
near Smith’s lion.se, at the intersection of the Fayctlovillo and Ihiloigh 
road "with the road leading to SniiCh’.s hou.so and on to Smith’s Ferry 
across the Oape Fear .UivO/r, and JOlliott’s brigade half a mile Inglierup 
lit another cross-road lending to the .same ferry. On tlioprovioiis evoii- 
iiig the enemy, who had advanced aa far as Silver Bun, were reported 
by the cavalry to have retired a distance of four miles below tiiat point, 
and tlie troops had received orders from the lientenant-general oom- 
inandiiig to rest ou that day (fchcldtli). About 8 (feloclc .1 was informed 
by Lieutonant-Genoral Hampton that the iiihintry of the ononiy were 
pressing our oavalry back, when I selected a position for Bliott’s bri- 
gade near Smith’s house in rear of an open Hold on the right of tlio road 
and with the woods on the left, eonocalingour dispositions, aloiip' wliicii 
I erected such liasty broast-worka as oui- means pcrniitted. I advanced 
a lino of skirmishers a few lunulrcd yards in front of this lim* and 
ordered up hoiikj (iold pieces to support the lines. My object in this 
was only to cdieck the enemy until our trains ahonld bo beyond Iho 
reach of danger, when I designed to rofciro Itlintt’a upon ('llli’ott’s bri- 
gade, nr to take sucli other poaifcioiis as should bo directed liy the iiim- 
teinuit-gGitGral cominanding. The lioutenant-goneral commanding, as 
soon as ho was notified of tlie advance of the ononiy, I'ode to iny front 
and ordered my picket-line still fartiior advanced', fi'liis was done, 
when they struck^ the enemy sorno lialf a iiiilo in front of oiir ]>oMltion. 
Iho cavalry liaying retired to tlic right and left, I tltrew a low shells 
into the woods in front of onr slcinnmhcrs; but except a slight demon- 
stration along the sitirnuHli line, nothing of eim.sequoneo occurred dur- 
ing the ro.st of the day. 

I regret to say that (Jolonol Khctt, First Houth (Jarolina Artillery, 
connmiiiding this brigade, rode forward in advainn! of l;li(‘, skinnisli lin'c 
and mistaking a ]mrty of the enemy’s cava-lry for oiii' own, was made 
prisoner. 

I was directed by the Jioutonaiit-gcnoral cominnnding that in the 
event tlio enemy moved forward in l;Iie morning 1 should hold (he posi- 
tion occupied with .Rliott’s brigade-, now coimnanded by (.lolonol Jhitler, 
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tSouth (Javolina lufantiy, until it was no longer tenable, then Ihll 
back uj)oii the position occupied by Klliott’a brigade, which had betni 
broughf; I'orwai'd and occu])ied an intrenched lino behind a narrow 
Kwaiii]) some liOO yards in rear of the frontline, whicli second line was to 
be lield by my division as long as practicable, when I was to fall back 
upon an extende<l lino being in-cpared some (iOO yards to the rear, and 
in part oiteupied by General McLaws’ division. 

At 7 a. m. on the Ifith the enemy advanced in considerable force, 
and the (Rivalry pickets, wliicU liad been re-established, retired. He 
Hooii ai)p(‘ared in our front and advanced to the attack. Our skirmish 
lute, under the command of Gaptain Hugiieiiiii, First South Carolina 
Inliuitry, received their advance very handsomely and only fell back 
whi'iilbreed by grositly superior numbers. On the right of the line and 
well advanced to tlio front the houses at Smith’s place were occupied 
by two {iompiinies of tlio First South Carolina Artillery. The enemy 
estiiblished si battery on arising ground beyond the swamps in our front 
to tlieir left (d tlio main road and shelled oiir lines with great dotermiini- 
tioii and vigor. They made several attacks with their infantry upon 
our lines, cliielly upon the left, in all of which they wore repaired. 
About 'll o’clock they severely i)ro.ssod our left and threatened to turn it. 
At the same time they mas-sed and e.xteiulcd to our riglit, Anally lap- 
,ping and turning it, when from tlio impossibility of extending our line, 
already deployed to its fullest extent, the brigade wtis withdrawn to 
the soijond line, occupied by Elliott’s brigade. Tlie fighting was lioavy 
during the entire morning. Mon and officers displayed signal gal- 
lantry. 

Our loss on this lino was considerable, including some of our best 
oJflcers, among whom were Lieutenant-Colonel Do Treville, First South 
Carolina Infantry, and Captain Lesosne, First South Carolina Artil- 
lery. 

Our liglit artillery, wliich consisted of two 12-poundor liowitzors of 
Le (:hirdeiu'’8 (New (iricnns) battery, and one 12-])oundor Napoleon of 
Stuart’s (South Carolina) battery, was well served and operated with 
good results upon the enomy’.s infantry and oi>posing battery. The 
ground was so soft from the heavy rains tliat the pieces could with 
difficulty bo inanoiivored, and wlion this lino was abandoned it was 
found nn]) 088 iblo to witlidraw two of the guns, as every horse of 
Stuart’s but one, and nine of Le Gardcur’s, were Idlled, and nearly all 
tlio cannoneers of both guns eitlier killed or wounded. Span Jiorses 
had been ordered up, but did not arrive iu time. All the amimuiitioii, 
however, to the last sliot of all the guns, was expended upon the 
enemy. 

Sergeant Gnibet, chief of piece iu Lo Gardoiir’s battery, deserves 
especial mention for bis gallantry and energy. 

The onoiny now made several doinoiistvations along the second line 
now hold by iny entire division, first demonstrating to the riglit and then 
to the loft of our lines, iu which they were always re.sisted successfully. 
About 1 o’clock they moved a large body fur to -our loft iu the direc- 
tion of tlio Black River, thus exposing our now first line on the left to 
enfilade, when the division was moved back to the lino selected by the 
licntenant-geiioral commanding for his main line of defense, and 1 was 
ordered to occupy the lino to the right and left of the main road, 
Major-Gonoval McLaws’ division being to my left and Major-General 
Whoeler’a dismounted cavalry to my right. Most of Rhett’s brigade, 
which had been severely engaged all day to this time, was hold iu 
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reserve a few Imndred yards in rear of the lino of works. Tlio oneiny 
advanced several times in heavy force on iny position during’ the day, 
but was always repulsed, .ilia artillery shelled our lines at intervals, and 

was replied to by a section of Brooks’ battery under Lieutenant . 

Heavy skirmishing’ continued until nearly 8 o’clock at night, at which 
time tlie infantry and artillery were ’withdi’awn and the works occupied 
by a skirmish line of Generfil Wheeler’s cavalry (di.smouiited). Before 
•we witlnlrew the enemy along my front intrenched themselves. 

The officers and men of my command, though unaccustomed to liold 
fighting, behaved as well as troops could have done. The discipline of 
garrison service, regular organization, and the daily exposure for eight- 
een months to the enemy’s fire told in the coolness and determmation 
with Avhich they reeeiv(*d the lire of the enemy. 

I would especially mention J3rig. Gen. Stephen Elliott and Oolonel

" morning we relieved Hoke’s division, iu the 

1 Southwest Creek, while it made a flank mownZt to the 
^^oueial Clayton, of Lee’s corps, came up with his divis- 
B a. m., and was sent to co-operate -witli General Hoke. 
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Hagood’s brigade, andtlio North Oarolina Reserves under General L. 
S. Raker, wore addc<l to iiiy coimnaiid, and we wore ordered to cross 
the creek and co-operate with General Uoko as soon as liis iiriiig was 
heard. That ol'lieor informed me that he expected to seize aiidliold 
the lower Trent and Dover roads, and ho asked me to cut oil the 
Yankee retreat on the British and Nouse roads. General Baker crossed 
tlie creek -when the firing opened on our right, and I directed the skir- 
niishers from Lee’s corps, under Oapt. E. B. Vaughan, fiftieth Ala- 
bama, to prisii boldly forward in front of our abandoned works. Tke 
North Carolina Reserves advanced very handsomely for a time, but at 
length one regiment (the Pirst, I think) broke, and the rest lay down and 
(iould not bo got forward. I directed General Baker to hold his posi- ‘ 
tioii, while I, with Coltart, Pettus, and Hagood, would go around the 
swamp, which constituted the Yankee right. This movement was com- 
pletely successlnl, .and tiie Yankees ran in tlie wildest confusion. I 
had nothing to do now bub to press forward rapidly to the firing and 
intercept the foe fleeing from Hoke. I think that with little loss we 
would have captured several thousand men. (Japtain Vaughan, with 
fbrty-five akirmisliors, took about 300 prisoners, and reports that the 
rout of the Yankees was more complete than ho had over seen before. 
At this critical moment I received a note from Major Parker, General 
Bragg’s adjutant-general, saying that General lio'ke thought that if I 
went down the Nenao road tuitil I struck thcBritisli road, and followed 
up the latter, I wonhl make many captures, and adding that General 
Bragg directed mo to make the movement. 1 pushed on rapidly to 
West’s house, and throw a picket across to the British road, and went 
to it in person, but saw no enemy. It was 4.30 p. m. when wo reached 
West’s house, and it was obvious that wc conld efij'ect nothing unless 
we moved over to Tracy Su'amp and got upon the railroad and the 
Dover road. General Baker and a battery had joined us, but our 
entire force was but little over 2,000 men. The firing was still heavy 
in our rear, and indicated plainly that llokc was ]iot driving the 
Yankees. A consultation was Iteld witli my ollicors, and all but Gen- 
eral Baker thought it too late and too hazardous to nmreh three or 
four miles farther to roach Tracy Swamp. A message was received 
soon after from General IB-agg to return, if too late to strike a blow, 
Wo wore now five miles l\‘om our bridge on Southwest Creek, lield onb 
by a picket, and the Yankee cavalry liad appeared between us and 
but the march was made without loss. On the road I met a staff offlc 
of General Bragg, who directed mo, alitor crossing at our bridge, 
reoross at Jackson’s Mill and go down the Dover road and unite v 
Hoke. This junction was formed about inidniglit. General Cla;' 
who had been operating with Hoke, once more joined his own cor 
March 9. Wo had now a lino of breast-works along the British 
aud another nearly at right angles to it, covodjig the railroad d( 
Southwest Creek. Tlicse works were hold by the fragiuonts 
Army of Tonnosseo and Hagood’s brigade, ail under my imm 
command. The Reserves were thus in the works on Southwest 
and not subject to my orders. Gonoral Hoke attempted a flank 
ment ou our left to-day, but finding the Yankees strongly intre 
did not attack, and returned and took position on my right. To 
a diversion in his favor, the skirmish lino, again commanded bj 
tain Vaughan as corps officer of the day, {ulvanoed and seize 
iufci’enohed skirmish line of the Yankees, but lost it again upon 
pressed by a lino of battle. 
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March 10. A portion of Stewart’s corps, oiulor (TCHoral \Valtliall, 
reported to-day. Hagood’s brigade was relieved by Wliitlbid’s bri- 
gade, wliieli was also placed under niy (iomniand. (leneral Bragg 
informed me that he had ordered General Hoke to inalce a (lanlc iiiovc- 
mciifc to our riglit, and direeted ino to co-o])orate witli him by a strong 
demonstration in our front, but not to attack the main Jiiu'. ol the 
Yankee eartli-works. Myollicers had stated to ine the, unwillingness 
of the men to attack earth-worlcK, their experience in the late cainpaign 
not being favorable to such an undertaking. Tlii.s fact 1 had reported to 
( jciKjral Bragg. The skirinisU line wa.s doubled and ])la(ied under eliarge 
of Captain Brower as corps olTiceroftheday. Thislino was direidisl to 
move foi'ward at the sound of llringoii our right, followed hy the line, of 
battle, oxce|)t Coltart and Whittbrd, holding the intrenchinents Jiearly 
parallel to the railroad. At tU<?- appointed signal all moved forward 
with alacrity, and the intreiushed line of Yinkeo skirmishor.s was taken. 
This threw our lino of battle so far forward that I called upon Colonel 
Coltart for 300 men to itover our left llaiik. 'I'hcy were pronii»tly fur- 
nished under Major Palmer. Lioutcnant-Oolonel Carter, comnuiiidiiig 
Manigault’.H brigade, volnutecr(‘d his scrvi»;os, and tlio whole (iomiiuiud 
displayed great gallantry. General Walthall, commanding the frag- 
ments of Stewart’s (5orps, on our right, was now seen I’ctiring in perfect 
order. He reported that ho liad takcni some oartU-MU)iks, bul; biang 
without suijjiorfc on his right and left, found it necessary to withdra-w. 
Stovall’s and Jackson’s brigades, of Clayton’s division, munbcriiig only 
410 men, broke causclc.ssly, leaving Pettus like a stone M'all ahmo, sup- 
ported only by Coltart’.s skirmishers. A (joiisidcM’able Yankee force 
was vi.sible outside of their works, and while hesitating about r(3iieAV- 
ing tlio attack and attempting to capture it, T loarned that ] I'okc was 
retiring, after linding tlie Yauke(*.s strongly intrenched ami getting ()ne 
brigade (Kirkland’.s) roughly han(Ue<l. TIio fact was r<}])ortod to Goii- 
oral Bragg, who directed our line to fall back to the intreiiclimentH on 
the British road, Imldlng, liowover, tlie captured line of skirmishers. 
This was idfected without loss. That niglit we crossed the j^euse and 
eneanipod near Kinston, in o)*dcr to (;o-operato with the forces cov(‘-riiig 
llaleigh. The Yank<3es did not pursue iis, and, in fiujt, my scouts 
reported that they fell back the .same night we did. 

The trooi)8, with the e-xcei)tioiis above given, all behaved most hand- 
somely. Clayton’s division was nob with mo on the Sth, but T learned 
from liim came to Hoke’s supjwmt at 2 p. m., acted Avell, and bad the 
honor of tjildngjjart in a very brilliant movement. 

The accompanying table .shows tl»e strength of bee’s cori)S on going 
into action and its loss. 

I have received no report from General Hagood, Colonel Wliitford, 
or General Baker. General Baker lost cousidorably (.>n the Sth, and 
did all that could bo done to insiure liis troops. I doubt md: they will 
behave most gallantly in their next engagement, now tliab they have 
been under liic. In hict, (»i their march to West’s lionso (,lii!.y .seemed 
to be in the liighcst spirits and ready to renew the <5onlliet.

IlEADQlTAItTEIlS Lee’S CORP.?, 

March 31, 1805, 

Captain j About 8 o’clock on the morniugof the 10th instant Leo’s 
corps, tomporiivily under Jiiy comimiiid, was placed on the right of the 
road leading from Bentonville to Wilmington, and iinmodiatoly to tlie 
right ol'Loring’s coinmand. Iteousisted of portions of three divisions: 
Stevenson’s division, elVectIve total, 1,181; Clayton’s division, oi'feetivc 
total, 807; Hill’s division, Colonel ColHrt commanding, elfeetive total, 
G30; total, 2,087. 

Tins does not include Oinnining’s brigade, 213 ofieetive, on detached 
service. 

Before getting into position a personal rnconnaisaanco showed me 
that the ihuikces were advancing. Some .skirmishers were thrown out 
under Lieut. S. A. Roberts, Thirty-ninth Alabama, to cheek this 
advance, which they did with spirit. As the divisions eaiiie into lino 
skirinishei’s were advanced from each ot them, and the whole skirmish 
front placed under charge of Lieutenant-Colonel McG uire. As we were 
wniting orders to advance, Lieiitonant-Ooncral Stewart did not think 
it advisable tointrencli. However, liiiding that no forward movement 
was directed, I started the work of throwing n\) breast-works. These 
wore about half completed when some thousand or more Yaiikcea 
0!) U n — VGIi XLVll, PT I 
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appeared in our front, just ojjposite Stovall’s brigade, pd charged 
until they got. Avithin forty yards, when they ran back in great con- 
I'lisioii. Tlic Avliole corps lired, many of the men without seeing any 
object at which to fire. Our whole front was covered by the Yankee 
skirmishers, but their line of battle extended oiil^'- a littlci to the right 
and left of Stovall. In re-establisliiug our skirmish line Lieutenant 
lioherts, a gallant and meritorious oliicor, wa.s inortjilly wounded. 

At 3.15 }). in. the whole coriJ.s advanced in two lines, Deas’ brigade, 
Palmer’s, Stovall’s, and Jackson’s constituting tl>e front lino; Mani- 
gault’s, 1‘ettus’, and liakei-’s the rear line, 300 yards retired. In this 
advance General Lorlng, with some 500 men, was on onr left, and Gen- 
eral liate, with a somewhat larger number, on oiirright. The Yankees 
had some rifle-iiits for skirmishers, but no connected line except in front 
of Palmer’s brigade, of this corps, aiuliu loss than liftcen minutes from 
the tiring of tl»e (Irst shot Palmer’s men had passed tlirough this line. 
Some ten iiiinuies or more subsefxnont to this time, Tyler’s and Govan’s 
brigades, of Pate’s command, passed over the same line. The Yankees 
retired to a more extended line of breast-works 300 yards in rear of 
their llrst, but were driven olf witliout difticulty. Wc now reached the 
Goldsborougli and Fayetteville road, wlien 1 received an order from 
Liouteuant-Genoral StOAvart tohaltancl reform iny command. I directed 
all my troops to bo formed parallel to the road, but a report from Gen- 
eral Pate that the Yankees wore massing in his front induced mo to 
order General Clayton, on our right, to move obliquely across the road 
to meet this threatened attack and cover Bate’s left. A map of the 
ground, since made by Lieutenant Currie, of the engineers, shows that 
the Yankees had two Vstems of linc-s—onc nearly perpendieular to the 
Goldsborough road, for the protection of the swamp in Holce’s front; 
the other obliquely to tiiis road, and no works a t all o)i my riglit and in 
front of General Bate. Hill’s division on the left of the oorps, and 
Baker’s brigade and part of Psiliner’s striking tlio works porponcUcular 
to the road, with an onliladc tire, captured them without difilculty. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Carter, commanding Manigault’s brigade, came to 
mo at the angle or vacant space between the Yankee works and reported 
that his brigade had taken tlio lino oi)poaito the swamp. Supposing 
that General Smith, commanding Cleburne’s division, was in connec- 
tion, I rode forward, but ill less than fifty yards struck the Yankees. 
It seems that Smith’s troops had been Avithdrawn to meet a supposed 
attack much farther on the riglit. 

General Stevenson had received a report from General Bate that the 
Yankees Avere on his front and Hank, and had AvithdraAvii Brigadier- 
General Pettus to the suxiport of General Bate. Brigadier-General 
Palmer had been ordered up to me Avitli the right of his brigade (the 
ieft liaAdiig moved previously with Brigadior-Goueval Baker), and had 
taken position on Baker’s right. So far there luid been a complete 
success on our left. General Palmer reports tiiat many Yankees had 
throAVii down tlieir arms and were prepared to surrender. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Oai'tor Avas in actual negotiation with a Yankee general for the 
entire .surrender of his command. Unfortunately at this juncture the 
Yankees discovered the AvithdraAval of Smith and Pettus, and pressed 
upon the flank and rear of Palmer, Baker, and Garter from the iioint at 
which I had discovered them. 

BetAveen 200 and 300 of onr men were cut off. A imrty of seventy 
under Colonel Searcy, Forty-fifth Tennessee, passed entirely through 
the Yankee linos, and joined us again in nine days. Captain Wood, 
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iisfiiifitmit iidjulimt-geiiersjl, MauigauItAs hrig'atle, brought out tun inon 
and iiig'lit pi isoiicrs, after ii tiresome march all night around the Yankee 
force.s. 

The disaster would have been much gi-cater had not General Wal- 
thall ariived in time to 1111 np the gap and check the Yankee advainie, 
Colonel Touhiiin, eoinmanding J>eas* brigade, was placed on his left. 
General Ihilmer on withdrawing joined General Pettns by iny order. 
General Baker i-etired entirely acros.s the Goldsborongh road, and 
wa.s no more engaged that day. I did not know his locality until too 
late to put him again in jmsition. 

About sundown the Yaidcecs attempted an advance upon Genoral 
Pettus, but that stout-hearted soldier and Id.s noble brigade drove them 
back without dilliciilty. In this attack he himself received a painful 
flesh wound, and his nephew and aide-de-cajnp, Lieiitonaiit Pettus, was 
killed. The heavy firing indmmd the sending np a brigade from 
McLaws’ division, whicii seemed to have no particulnr instriiciions, but 
wiiiit in gallantly where the roll of iniiskctiy was the uiosti’apid ami 
continuous. Another brigade of that division (Kennedy’s) coining uj) 
without definite orders, 1 took the responsibility of sending ib to the 
support of Walthall, who was liring rapidly, and one of my stall' olllcors 
carried it into position. There had been a good deal of confusion after 
reaching the Goldsboi-ongU road, owing to the mixture of troops and to 
orders being issued by dillerent (Kninnanilers, but after nighttiill, when 
iiatural darkness was much increased by the smoke of battle and from 
thousands of smoldering i)ine stumps and logs, it was greater than I 
over witnessed before. 

About 11 o’cloclc wo wore withdrawn to onr original position of the 
morning, holding, however, with our skirmish line, the intronohmeuts 
taken from the Ya.nkees at 3.30 p. m. 

The capture of our men was duo to the withdrawal of Smith and 
Pettus upon what, 1 think, was incorrect information. The failure to 
capture imnioiiso numbers of Yankees was partly due to tliat ami partly 
to another cause. I learn from General Hoke that he iiad made a flank 
movement, and had nearly gob to the end of the Yankee works when 
he received an order from General J3ra.gg to advance directly to the 
attack. This resulted in his repiil.so and withdrawal. When the Yan- 
kees throw down th(?ir guns before Palmer, Baker, and Carter they had 
discovered the Hanking force of Hoke and supjwsed tlieinselvca entirely 
cut off, but when headvaneeil to a froiitattuck they resumed thoirposi- 
tioii behind their works, repulsed him, and then turned upon Carter, 
wlu) liad been left alone, and drove him ofi:’ also. 

March “iO, our scouts reported the Yankees still working at their 
breast-work.s at S a.m. in their position of the night before. About 10 
a. in. their skirinishors advanced cautiously to Cole’s liouse. Learning 
that General Holce was changing his front, I sent General Stovonsoii to 
hold his works on the Wilraingtim road until lie could form a now lino. 
General Sftevensonl was mot, however, by .Lieutonaiit-Geiieral Stewart 
and ordered back. The Yankees were not slow to discover the abandon- 
ment of the works, and advanced with loud cheers upon Brigadier-Gon- 
oval Kirkland, of Hoke’s division, belbro ho had had time to intrench. 
Tlioy met a stout resistance, however, and after I had succeeiled in 
turning six guns uimn them they retired precipitately. There was 
nothing in my front but desultory skirmishing this day between the 
pickets. 

March 21, there was a great deal of heavy firing on our loft, but no 
attack upon my command this day. My skirmish line, under Major 
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Tboiiins , as corps oflicor of the day, was advaiuiiul that affcornoon 

in connection witli tlio akirinisliers of G-euomls Walthall aiul 1 hito, and 
with sniall loss drove the Yankees from their position about dole’s 
house. All the buildings there were burnt to inwojit their further use 
by the Yankee sharpshooters. 

About 3 p. in. the reserve' brigades under Palmer and Ihikcr were 
sent in all haste to meet an advance of the Yankeo.s upon a road coin- 
ing into the only road of rctireineiitsoine two miles in rear of our ]) 0 Ri- 
tion. Tlie Yankees got within a short distance of this niniii road, scat- 
tering Pntler’w cavalry, when they were vigorously attacked by (Jum- 
ining’a brigade, 213 eliectives, under Ooloiiel litender.son, and 80 me.n 
of Eighth" Texas Oavalry, and driven back three-fourths of a, mile. 
The Yankee lino consisted of two divisions of the aoventceiiMi Corps, 
and they no doubt were the advance ]mrty of a formidable force endeav- 
oring to cut ouiTineof eomnninieatioii. Brigadior-ttouerals I ’iilnuw and 
Baker wore the lirst to (5ome to the support of Colonel Henderson. The 
former was not engaged at all; the latter reports that he Inid some 
skiriniahiug, and lost 2 men killed and 12 wounded. The iutorvals 
between the men in this corps were widened at 4- ]>. m., so ns to cover 
the ground oo<Juihed l>y (fencrals Bate and Walthall, who had been 
also sent to meet this llank movement. \Vc retired that night at 2 
o’clock and crossed Hannah’s Creek. 

Our men fought with great enthusiaaia in this engagement. The 
only thing censurable in their eoiuluct whi(d» 1 <^(juld janxjeive was aii 
excited diiug, at tilings re.sultiiig in the causeless of ammunition. 
The Yankoc.s fought wor.se than I have ever knoum them to do on any 
lu’cvious liold of batllo. It may bo that even a Yankee’s (ionseionce 
has been disturbed by the scenes of burning, rapine, pillngi?, and mur- 
der so recently pas-sed through. 

CasmUtica. 
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The corp.s claims the eaptiiro of 1 Kapoleou gun and 339 prisonors, 
I think that the number of prisoners has been overeHtiinated. 

I\ly tliaiik.s are duo t-o the division {iommauclers, Major-donorals 
Stevenson and Clayton and Colonel Ooltart. I was also struck with 
the soldierly bearing of Brigadier-Generals Pettus and Palmer, Colonel 
Toulinin, Lieuteiiaiit-Colonel Carter, and Colonel Kyle, commanding 
brigades. The other brigade commanders did not come specially under 
my observation. The corps stolf aud my own stall' behaved most gal- 
lantly. Major Batcliford, assistant adjutant- general; Majjor Elliott, 
assistant iiispoctor-genonil, severely wounded;^ Maijor Memminger, 
assistant adjutant-general; Oaptaiii Taliaferro, aide-do-eamp; Captain 
Coleman, engineer, slightly contused by niinic-ball; Captain Gibbos; 
Lieutenant llcid, aide-dc-eainx>, wouiKlcdiiitheknoo; Lieutenant Ear- 
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ish, 0. S, Army, slij^htly woiiiuled, and Ltentcmuifc Currie, of tlie engi- 
iieei's, all did their iliity laitlifidly and well. The corps (luiirlermaster, 
commissary, and ordmunie oHicers also dhl their duty.

M A.roii : I liave the honor to submit the ibllowing’ brief report of the 
operations of my division at and near Bontouville, N, (J., on the IDtli, 
2(lth, and 21st instant: 

On the nun’iiin^ of tlic IStli instant the division, with the exoeption 
of Oninming’s brigade, marched from near Smithlield and bivouacked 
that night a abort distance beyond Bentonville. 

On the morning of tlm IDtli it moved about two miles and a half 
from this point, and was formed in two lines, I’almei’ in fi'ont, Pettus 
in rear, in the center of Lee’s corps. The brigade at once i)roeeeded to 
construct temporary breast-works. Wo had only Ijeen in position a 
sliort time when it became apparent that the enemy were feeling our 
line, Giideavoring to <levelop our position, csjiceially the right ihmk. 
Ill a short time lie advanced a singio line of battle, which, from its direc- 
tion, marching' at an acute angle with the works instead of advancing 
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square to tlio front against them, lie doubtless tlionglit would strilce 
the right Hank. This liuo covered Major-General Clayton’s front and 
about lialf of Palmer’s, but from the direction, wliilc its left ca iiio within 
a few yards of Clayton, its right barely came within range of Palmer. 
It was easily and handsomely repulsed. 

About 2 o’clock Major-General Hill, commanding Leo’s (U)rps, directed 
me to be In readine.S8 to move forward and attack tiio enemy in hfteen 
minutes. While the necessary preparations wore being made he 

directed mo to postpone the attack for . lie then informed me 

that my division would be the division of direction for the army. My 
experience witli tliis army has convinced mo that one of tiio greatest 
obstacles in the way of oiir snceesa in assaulting the fortilhul ])ositions 
of tlie oiiciny has been caaised by a failure to keep tlie (iommaiiils prop- 
erly aligned, and to move them straight to the front, i had jnstestab- 
lisluKl marlvcrs between Pahner’s line of battle and tlui slvirmish line, 
when I received notice from General Hill that it was time l;o advance. 
I iiccordingly moved out at oiu;o and in perfect order. In, .1 suppose, 
about (iOO yards Palmer stviudt the onciny’s first liiio, wbi{5li ho carried 
without a ])ause, and within a short distance encountered their second 
line, which he assaulted with equal gallantry and siiecess. He then 
moved on in pursuit, followed by Pettus. Near the soeoiid lino Gen- 
eral Palmer captured a pioe.o of artillery. After moving vapidly l;o the 
front for about three-quarters of a mile, thronglj a dense and tangled 
undergrowth, General Palmer halted to c.ollcet his men, who wore 
necessarily somewhat scattered, and to readjust his lino. At this time, 
owing at once to the imi)etn()sity of their advance jind the difliculties 
of the ground, to whi<di I have alluded, the lirst lino, so far as I (U)uld 
observe, of the whole army was considerably broken and confused. 
Before halting Palmor had <n'ossed to the left of the Goldsborougli 
road. It was then directed that ho should return to the riglit of the 
road. About half of hi.s brigade hud done so, and was being (lied 
parallol to tlie road, whon it was baited by direction of Mfijor-General 
Hill. While in this po.sition a brigade (Baker’s, General Paimor states) 
came up, its line being exactly atriglit angles to that portion of Palmer’s 
wliieli had crossed tlie road, and cutting Ins brigade into about eiiual 
parts. Hence, to meet a sudden emergency, I presume, as the order 
was not, communicated through me, and 1 did not know of it until it 
was put into execution, General Hill ilircetcd General lhalmor to move 
forward at oneoAvitli that part of his brigade which had not been sopa- 
rated, in the manner above described, from him. For the narrative of 
the particulars of this movement, and of the gallantry disjilayed by his 
troops in this renewed assault upon two more iiitreneheii linos of the 
enoiuy, I relbr you to General Thdmer’s report. 

While alTaii's were thus progressing, General Pottua bad oxoeuted 
iny orders to the letter, and in spite of all obstacles had kept his eoin- 
maiid tlioroughly in hand, well aligned, and ready to move in any 
direct ion. AVlion lie reached tlie Goldsborougli road, anticipating from 
the firing that his services might bo needed on the left of the road, I 
directed him to cross it in that direction, wliieh being done, ho again 
moved forward. Afterward, the fire growing hotter and extending to 
the right toward the Gold.sborougli road, his line was advanced enii- 
lormiiig thereto. At this time General Bate stated that the enemy were 
on his Hank and in his front, and asked for aa.siataiice, Pettus was 
halted and aline formed, which prolonged Goucral Bate’s, wliose lel't 
rested on the Goldsborougli road. Troops of Loriiig’s command were 
soon moved up so as to connect ivitli Pettus’ loft. 
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The enemy luid been for some time bringing' up fresh troops, uiul 
now moved to the attack. Pettiis’skinnislicrs held their ground, driv- 
ing back the enemy's skirmishers wlieuevor they inovod forward, until 
tliey were forced to retire before the enemy’s iino of battle. Wlieii 
I’ettus moved up I placed that part of Palmer’s brigade wliieh had 
been separated from l^alraer a short distance in roar as a reserve. 
Soon afterward General Ihilmer returned and the brigade was united. 
Here tlic fire of tbc enemy was heavy and inc.es.sant, both of artillery 
and small-arms. Pettus’ noble brigade met each advance of the 
enemy with even more tliaji its usual steadiness, and repulsed tlicin 
with apparent ea.se. In the whole of this fight I did not see one of his 
men attempt to leave the line, unless Wounded or with i^roper authority. 
The darkness of night put .an end to the battle. After the roar of 
musketry had subsided we could hear the enemy fortifying most ener- 
getically in our front. 

Toward the close of the evening several brigades of Lieutenant-Gen- 
oral Hardee’s ti'oops were sent up to support the troops who wore 
engaged. The brigailo wbicli eamo to my support (I do not now remember 
the luimoof its coimnandoi*) formed in rear of iny lino ready to give 
any assistance which might bo iiceossary. My two brigades, Pettus’ 
and Palmer’s, retained their position until between. 10 and Li o’clock 
that night, wbou tlioy withdrew under orders to the line from which 
wo had advanced, Pettus, however, being now put in the front lino 
in order to give Palmer’s brigade, which had been compelled to move 
much more rapidly in the different charges which it made, and con- 
sequently was more exhausted, a better opportunity to rest. One 
roginioiit of Palmer’s, the Pifty-oiglith Horth Carolina, was, however, 
placed upon the front line to 1111 up the allotted portion of the works. 

The 2t)th instant passed withoutincident, my skinnisliors occupying 
the flrst lino which wo had taken from the enemy. 

On tlie morning of tlio 21st, agreeably to orders, jny skirmishers, in 
conjunction with those of the division on my right mid left, advanced 
and drove those of the enemy. Toward the evening of the 21st I 
received orders to send the troops in my second line as rapidly as pos- 
sible in the direction of Ihmtonvillo, and to extend the command in niy 
front lino to the right and left, to fill vacancie.s caused in the lines of 
the other divisions by tbo removal of troops. (Icnoral Palmer at once 
put bis command in motion, but did not become engaged. 

1 forward herewith the report of Gol. R. J. llenderson, commanding 
Oummiiig’s brigade, of the action of that brigade in ropnlsiiig, in coii- 
junctioii witb. a small body of cavalry, a vastly superior force of the 
Giiciny in a serious ilaidc movement. The brigade had not then 
reported to me, having been detached for some time. enooniiiim 
that I can pass upon the conduct of the brigade at this important. junc- 
ture will bo so expressive a recognition of its gallant behavior as the 
.simple statement that it received upon the held the thanks and com- 
pliments of General Johnston. 

On the night of the 21st I withdrew Pettus’ brigade, agreeably to 
orders, across Mill Greek. Hero I was joined tiio next morning by 
Palmer’s and Ouininiiig’s brigades. 

I liavo lierotoforo submitted a list of casualties, but the safe return 
of Colonel Searcy with a considerable number of the officers and men 
of Palmer’s Tennessee regiment and of the Fifty-fourth Yirgiiiia, I am 
happy to say, renders a correction of it iioccs-sary, and I append the 
amended report. The commendation bestowed by General Palmer 
upon him and tbo officers and men who accompanied him is richly 
deserved. 
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Amongst tlio casiinlties we liave to deplofo the dciith of some of our 
best and bvavest oilic.crs and iiieii, and to rejyrefc wouiid.s of otlier.s. 
In the i)attlo ol‘ the ll)tU J’»rig-. Gen. 13. W. Pettus rmanved a trouble- 
some, but J earnestly hope not a seriou.s, wound. Me ve.nuiined with 
his brigade, until it was withdrawn to the original line. Oapt. G. 
'H. Ijowe, of General Palmer’s stall', a most valuable and cl'luaoiit ol'licier, 
was severely wounded. Lienteiiant-Golonel Ilogge.sa, Twenty-sixth 
Tennessee, and Oaptain iiam])ton, Sixty-third Virginia, wei'e ainong.st 
the killed on the lOth. On the same day l/iiMit. 13. VV, Ihddus, the 
nephew and aide-de-eanip of Tlrigadier-Geiioral Pettiis, was instantly 
killed. He was a young gentlemen of remarkable gallantry and of 
singular modesty and worth. Col. It. M. Sadbll, Twenty-sixth Tennes- 
see, a brave oiUecsr, was killed while lighting with the cavalry on the 
21st instant. 

I received important assistance from my stall', e.s]) 0 ('-ially from Maj. 
J. J. iteeve, assistant adjutant-general, and Gapt. G. D. Wise, acting 
assi.stant iiispector-goncral, who were generally in the hottest part of 
the held.

Meport of Col. Robert J. llendersonf Forty-second Georoia Infantry, 
commanding Vnmmiiufs hrujaile, of operations March 20-21. 

ilEAHQUARTEKS OUMJlINCdS ^BllIGADE, 

Near Smithjiold, N. G., March 29, 1865. 

MA.TOII: I have the lionor to anbinit the following operations of (Jiun* 
nihig’s brigade near Benton ville: 

In obedionco to orders from the commanding general, the command 
niarchocl atdayligbtfroiuSmithileld viaBentonville on the 20th instant 
to rejoin Stevenson’s division, from which it had been for sojnotime 
detached. Arriving at Ciciieral Johnston’s headquarters the brigade 
■was halted and placed in reserve about 400 yards in rear of General 
IJoke’s coinmaud, which was on the main line. Remained thus until 
about 2 p. ui. on the 21st, when I was iutbrmed by Col. Arohor 
Anderson, as.sistaiit adjutant-general, that my command was subject 
to the orders of General Hardee, and to proceed with it down the l^en- 
tonvillo road, wliiidi 1 did, a stall' ofllccr of General Hardee accom- 
panying to designate the position the brigade was to occui>y. I rode 
in advance ■with this olHccr lV>r the piirxwseof examining the ground 
by the time the trooi>8 should come up. About half a mile from Ben- 
tonville we left the main road and went upon one going to the right, 
leaving a courier at that point to turn the troops. I was absent on 
this road but a short while when a courier came to inform mo that the 
coinmaiid had coTitiimcd down the main road. I immediately rode 
rapidly back to rejoin it and found it in line of battle on both sides of 
the road, advancing. The skirmishers of the oueniy were in its front, 
retiring, and also drawing oil' toward their loft and our right. With- 
out halting I at once changed front, so as to corrcsx)ond with this 
movement of the enemy. After proceeding a short distance in the 
new dire(5tioii, the Eiglith Texas Cavalry came \i\} on my right and 
charged in conjunction with mo. 

Iliad no means of ascertaining with accuracy the stroncth of the 
enemy in my front, but it was estimated to bo two divisions of the 
Seventeenth Army Oorjis. Wo drove him with ease for about threo- 
quartora of a mile and until we were in contact with a lino of fresh 
troops, when the cavalry fell back and left my Hank exposed. The 
enemy, quiiddy discovering this, advanced line, whkdi lapped my right 
as far as could bo seen, and would, iu a few moments, have comidctely 
enveloped that Hank. Under these circumstances my line retired, the 
right regiment somewhat scattered, but the others in good order. The 
enemy, as soon as wo fell back, halted and did not follow. 
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We reformed about 400 yards in rear of the farthest point to which 
wo had advanced, and were placed in position by fTcnoral H<ai’deo on 
the right of General Taliaferro, where we remained until 2 o’clock the 
next niorning, when we marched across Mill Crook and reported to. 
Major-General Stevenson.

Baleigh, N. 0., Ap'il 1, 1865. 

Major J The following' is a report of tlie i)art taken by my brigade 
ill the battle of the 19th ultimo near Bentonvillo: 

The division was formed in two linos in the center of the corps. 
Palmer’s brigade in front and my brigade about 250 yards in the roar, 
both partially intrenched. 

About 4 p. in. I was ordered by thoinaior-genoral commanding to fol- 
low the movements of Palmer’s brigade, keeping my command about 300 
yards in his rear until such time as Brigadier-General Palmer might need 
my support. The movomont commenced soon thereafter. Palmer’s 
brigade moved forward and my command followed as directed. The 
fi?oiit line drove the enemy from two intrenched llnca, and was still 
moving forward when 1 received orders from the nuyor-genoral com- 
maiuliiig to move my brigade by the left ilaiik, so a.s to cover tlio main 
road from Beiitonvine, and to move forwai'd on tliat road, keeping my 
eommand well in hand. Tlio ground over •which my command liad to 
advance was flat and marshy and covered witli undergrowth; bo to 
keep my brigade well in hand I Iiad to move slowly, ABor advancing' 
about 500 yards past the enemy’s second line tlio firing became brisk, 
aud at a short distance from and directly on niy left Hank, and Lioii- 
tenant-Coloiiol Elliott, Thirtieth Alabama Beghuoiit, was sent with 
his small comma-nd to cover that Hank as skirmishers. Tliisllro increas- 
ing and approaching my line, and seeing stragglers moving' rapidly 
to the rear from that iioiiit, I changed front by throwing buck my left; 
but the enemy were driven back by other troops. My line was again 
lormcd across the road and moved forward, covered by the skirini.shors 
under Lieutenant-Ooloiiel Elliott, who was instructed to drive in the 
enemy’s skirmisliers and find his line. Whilst tlms advancing under a 
heavy lire from the enemy’s artillery and driving his skirmishers, Major- 
General .Hill, commanding corps, rode up to my lino and informed 
me that the enemy wore advancing in force, and probably with I’resh 
troops, aud ordered me to halt aud prepare to meet the charge. My 
hue u'as lialtcd with the right on the road, aiul the men wore ordered 
to ho down in their places. It was then about sunset, and from the 
smoke of the guns and the burning-woods it was dimoult to see objects 
at a distance. The enemy’s line, very soon after I had received the 
order from General Hill, charged and drove in my skirmishers, follow- 
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iiiff them with a shont. They wore met, liowover, by a firo from the line, 
so steady and so well aimed that they halted, and after receiving a few 
rounds retreated. The order to cease firing was given, and the slcir- 
iniahors were again thrown forward. Tlie brigade remained in tliis 
position until jiast 11 o’clock that night, when it was retired to the 
position from whioJi tlic movement was begun. 

In tins action theoilicers and men acted well, rendering most prompt 
and willing obedience to orders. There were no stragglers. 

Col. J. B. Bibb, Twenty-thii'd Alabama Begimcnt, acted with remark- 
able coolness and gallantry, and rendered valuable .service byliis vigi- 
lance and activity. ^ It i.s believed that he deserves a higlier command. 

Lieuta. W. VV. (lirard and William Jones, acting on my staff, boro 
themselves most g’allantly. They were prompt and attentive to then’ 
duties. 


Lieutenant Pettus, my aide-de-(*ainp, a modest, brave young officer, 
was killed.

^ Ma.torj This brigade took po.si(J(m in the Iront line of the general 
line of battle formed by the Army of Tennessee near Bentonvilloouthe 
Ihtli instant, at or about 10 a. in., and immediately fortilied. Skir- 
mishers wore at once thrown 300 yards forward under command of Lieiit, 
Ool.

At 12 o’clock a single lino of battle of Federal forces moved upon our

part very great adroitness, dotormimitiou, courage, and enduvanco, 
and aside from their gallant and meritorious conduct throughout the 
fight, justly entitles them to the highest distinction as soldiers. 

Immediately on retiring from the po.sitioii just described 1 united the 
two wings of my brigade, and, by order of Major-Geueral fotevensou, 
moved to the support of Brigadior-Geucral Pefctus. 

At 11 o’clock that night this command, with the whole army, retired 
to the position first described in this rcxiort. My brigade, however, 

was placed in reserve after arriving there. ^ f. .i 

I captured and sent to the roar 45 priaoncrs, besides 50 ot then 
wounded, which I also scut to the rear during the day’s operations. 

My los.Ws during the fight wei’e 13 killed, 113 wounded, and 55 cap- 
tured, making in all 181. The enemy’s loss, I am Batisfied, was greater,

Carolina, each liandlcd their eoinmands with ability and bore tlioinselves 
liandsouicly through the day, as did Colonel Searcy and the officers 
under him, commanding “Tennessee con.solidatiou.”

I respectfully submit the following report of the part taken by the 
comnuind in the action near Bontonvillo, N. C.: 

Early in tiie morning of the 10th of March, with Eoynolds’ and Quarles 
brigades, cominandcd respectively by Brig. Gens. 1). XL lleyuolds and 
George 1). Jolinston, I followed Loring’s division to the point, about 
two mile.s and a half I’rom the village of Bcntonvillc, selected lor the 
liiK^ of battle. Arriving there 1 was informed by Jjientoiuint-Geneval 
Stewart, (•ominanding the Army of Toinu‘.ssee, that Loring’s clivisioii 
would form in the woods to the right of a field near by, whore several 
batteries we, re posted, ami that other troops were already iu position to 
the h'.ft of it. Me had at the same time directed me to put my (‘.om- 
maiid in tlic woods ou the left of the lield to protect the artillery. 
While getting into this position Brigadier-General Iloyuolds, who coiu- 
inunded my leading brigade, was severely wounded by a shell from the 
enemy’s artillery, which opened a bri.sk lire upon tho head of my 
colunlii as soon as it was discoveretl, and the command of his brigade 
devolved upon Col. II. G. Bunn, Fourth Arkan.sas llogiment. 

I notified Major-General Jjoring that I was in position on the left of 
the lield by orders from Incutenant-Geucrul Stewart, and about 2.20 
o’l.-lock was informed by him that the whole lino would move forward 
precisely at 2.40. Mis instructions to mo were so to move that after 
crossing the field bolbro me my right should strike a point indicated in 
the woods beyond where it was supposed the left of Loring’s division 
would arrive by the time I reached it, and that then my command in 
advancing should guide right, unless, however, tho commands ou ]ny 
riglit and loft should so converge in advancing as to cover the ground 
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in my front, and in tliat event lie diroeted ino by moving’ to tlic i‘i.i>lit to 
init mytroojis in siipiiortof Loring’s. This result was iintiininitedlroni 
the general direetion of the lines, the line of the Army of Tennessee, 
of wliieh my (iommand was the extreme left, and that of tiui troo])s to 
the lel't of nu! (‘orining an obtuse angle, witli the iioint of iinioii wliorc 
those troops and mine connected. At the a])i)ointed time I put niy 
coniinand in motion and moved aeross the Held, under a slight lire of 
the enemy’s artillery, 300 or 400 yards, when skirinisliers were eiieouiit- 
ered iii their diitaelied works. These were driven oil:' by the skirmisli 
line covering mj'^ front niidcr (Japt. hi. O. Woodson, Twenty-sixth 
[Twenty-lifth] Arkansas Regiment, and my lino in its advaiiee (tlio con- 
tingency above I’olerred to not having occurred) .soon (tomuMitml with 
Loring’s mnirtlie point indicated. About linO yards from wliere I found 
his sidrmishers I came upon the enemy’s main line intrenched, which 
was easily eiirried, the troops retreating in disorder and leaving about 
200 of their number iu the ditcJies. Having no men to S])arc to guard 
them, these prisoners were ordercid to the rear and the line moved for- 
ward toward two ]»iecos of artillery in its front, which l(ept up a con- 
stniit Hvo u]jou it. The men soon lied from their gnus and I moved on, 
my left brigade (Quarles’) passing ovm* them, till the density of tlio 
undergrowth and the rajiid piiv.suit so deranged my line that it bcmimo 
uoeessary to rectify it before advaiuang farther. 'J’iie troojia on my 
right wore halted for the same purpose, and after the lino was reformed 
I again moved I'orward with them by tlie order of Majov-dencrnl Lor- 
ing, my instructions being to regulate my movement by tlieirs. After 
advancing a short distance liOring’s division moved several hundred 
yards by the right Hank and then forwaril again, to wliicli niovemenbs I 
coiifoi’iiied, Information was soon received that a foreo of tlio enemy 
was immediately on my hdt, which was (‘-oinninniented to M aijor-doneval 
Loring, and before thcmo.ssonger returned iny left Hank was lirod upon. 
In a few moments I was inIVu-mod by (lonoral Loring that tlie whole 
lino would lialt till further oi-dens, and 1 directed Colonel 'ronlmin, 
[Twenty-second j Alabama Regiment, wliojinst betbre Imd reported to ino 
with about llfty men of J)eu.H’ brigade, to take iioaition on my left and 
deploying liis conimaml to throw it bac.k so as to protect my Hank. 
While tlii.s disposition was being made some troops of Lcmj’s (iorps 
retired through my lino and Loring’s, and the ouemy soon moved upon 
us. The first lino failing to carry our position, a second was brought 
up, which also failed, and a heavy mu.sketry llrc^ was Ifopt up till neaidy 
dark on eitlier side, the enemy also employing his artillery, bub with 
little ellect. 

About sunset, Colonel Bunn having been wounded, the command of 
Reynolds’ brigade devolved on Lieut. (Jol. M. <L Galloway, Rir.st Arkiiu- 
sas Regiment [Mounted Rides, disjnouutcd]. 

About dark', (Jonnei*’s brigade, under Brigudior-Gcueral Kennedy, 
moved upon the lino occn])iod by my commaiul and Loriiig’a, and the 
lattiw, whoso aimminition was exhausted, a.s Iliad been inlbi-med by 
the eominaiiding oiltoer, Colonel Jackson, was withdrawn, and so inueli 
of Conner’s brigade as moved upon tholiiio oecu}>ied by that c.ommand 
withdrawn soon afterward. Tho romaindor of Conner’s brigade (one 
regiment, I think) moved forward a short diatunce, but by my order 
was soon withdrawn and formed on my right, which was then entirely 
o])<5n, the nearest troops to my right, understood to be Petfcii.s’ brigade, 
being si^vcral hundred yards distant. While thi.s formation was being 
made tho force on my left engaged Boas’ skirmish line, and i t became 
necessary for the left of my line to change Jfront to meet tlie tlireatonod 
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were taken possession of by others after we left them. The cnoiny wore 
pursued for iteiirniuilc beyond the works, when, tlio lines boeoniing 
eonCnsed from the energy of the pursuit, n halt was ordered for rofor- 
niation. After formation our brigade, with Reynolds’, nhis moved to 
the left of the road and lield for a short wliile in resei ve, but; soon we 
were ordered forward again, and retiring liiiesof onr troo])s meeting us 
and passing throngli, reporting the eneinj^ advancing in heavy forces, a 
position was selected and in a few moments our division was again 
engaged. The eontest hero was very stubborn, tl»e enemy bringing up 
two lines of battle or more; but not an inch was givcm tliem, a nd not a 
straggler along the line was to be seen. The men fought u itli exc.oed- 
iiig gallantry and coolness. The lightiJig here lasted for two hours or 
more. , , , 

About nightfall, a IVe.sh brigade (Ooiiiier’s) of (iremn’al McLaws’ divis- 
ion coming up, our brigade, Avith Hcyimlds’, was moved a little to the 
left, couuecting' on the right with Ooiuier’s and fronting to tlui loft to 
resist ail attack which had been threatened by the enemy during tlio 
whole fightjnst alluded to on this expo.sed flank, whiidi had been cov- 
ered during' tile fightViy a. skivmisb line from our division and a portion 
of Boas’ bngade '(rc]>oi‘ting at this time temporarily to Major-dencral 
Walthall), jlcas’ brigade was then withdrawn, and about an hour in 
the night Conner’s was willulrawii, which necessitated tlie diiploymorit 
of the two brigades as skirmishers to cover the ground occupied by 
them, The brigade, with Reynolds’, rcmaiiuMl in this position until 1.1 
o’cloclc at night, wlion, by onbsrs, it was witlidrawn. 

The brigade carried into this ac.tion ninety-one guns, and its casu- 
altie.s are 1 man killed, 5 olHcers and 17 men wounded, and 1 man miss- 
ing.

Sill: 1 have the honor to submit the following report of the ojiora- 
tionsof Reynold.s’ brigade in the engagement of the 1.9th instant in 
front of Beiitoindlle, N. 0., viz: 

While niaiiouvering to take position on the right of (leneral Hoke’s 
division, about 11 a. in. on tlio 19th, .Brig. Gen. B. H. K’eynolds 
received a wound (from which he subsequently lost a leg), and 1 was 
iminediatoly placed in command of his brigade. Our position jiropoi’ 
was in an open Held and supporting one or two battci'ic.s of artillery, 
but owing to the exiioaed situation, with Brigadier-General Johnston I

Avas orderiid to take position for the time, about liOO yards in rear of 
General Hoke’s i'ij»iit, with instriKitioiis to support the artilhn'y in tlie 
open Held in case of an attack by the enemy. 

At [). ni., with Iji'igadier-General John.ston on my left, I was 
ordcied to advance simultaneously with General lloia!, on our lel’t. and 
General Lnring, on my right, to attack the enemy iu ids position, and 
in ease the line of advance of the above-named division sliould so eon- 
A'crge during the advaneo as to take up the line allotted to my eommaiul 
I Avus oi'd(!i’ed to form iu rcsei’A’^o to Oeuernl T-oring. With Brigiulier- 
General .lolinston T. advanced, oblupiiiig to the rigiit tliroiiyh the open 
field, directing my riglit to General Lori iig’s left. General Hoke not 
moving siimilt aneonsly, T continued to occupy the line to the lei t of Gen- 
eral Loring, iu the meantime driving the enemy from his temporary 
Avorks. Ib'igadici'-Oenoral Johnston and f continued to advance rap- 
idly until we reunited Avith General lyorliig’s advaiujc line, where, halt- 
ing a short time to reform, avo charged and drove the enemy from his 
main works and pursued him several hundred yards, 

’riioAvhole lino at lengtli was lialtcd to reform, where 1 reimvined 
until about 4 p. ni.,Avh(!n, in eoiijunction Avith the commands in. the 
main line, I advanced about half a mile through a swamp inundated. 

Having taken a position at length, l»rigadier-Gcnci'al .lohnston’sand 
my brigade forming the lolt of tliat po.sition of the lino, about o ]>. in. 
tlie enemy iu one or two lines of battle attacked and attempted to drive 
us from our unprotected position; but our men stood linn, not a man 
leaving his post except tlie wounded. At this point tlie contest was 
more obstinate and the nmskestry more l.orrifle than at any other time 
of the engagement. Having received a slight wound, I riitiredfrom the 
field at t'vilight. 

Ill connection with this report T have to say that Reynolds’ brigade 
conducted itself Avitli tbab gallantry and spirit wliieli lias ever distin- 
guisbed it iu battle. Gfllcers and meu did tbeir duty nobly. I (ioiild 
mention several iiistaiiccs of personal courage and daring, but iiuuiy 
erpuilly dosevAdng, <Ioubtless, .1 could, not under the cifoiunstancos 
observe'. 

iVly tliaiik.s are due Lieut. W. Itagland, aido-do-camp, and my only 
staff of’lhter, for bis gallant services during the day. 

My loHsin this engagement Avas as follows, viz: Killed, 7 ; wounded, 
33; missing, i; total, 41. My elfectivc force previous to the oiigagc- 
numt was about 150.

Gen. James A. Binith, and Bate’s (my) (Ihdsion, under coin- 
inandof Colonel Kenan, of the Jj’lorida brigade (neither of them com- 
plete, however, in strength), constituting that part of the corps ])ro.sent 
and under my command, left camps near Smithliold Depot on the 18th 
instant, and after an exhausting march of fifteen or twenty inile.s wont 
into bivouac, after night, near Bcntoiiville. 

Oil the morning of tholOth the corps resumed motion about 0 o’clock, 
and some three miles di.stant from Bcntonvillc went into position on 
extreme right of the army and iii prolongation of Ijoo’s corps. 

, extreme left, Govan’s bi igade, commanded 

by Col. 1 . V. (rreen, of the [Fifth] Arkansas Kcginiont, was suddenly 
and heire y assaulted. The enemy, with vigor, pushed up within thirty 
yards of this part of the lino, which, fortunately, had been cstnblislied, 
but alter a sharp engagement was ro]ml8cd and precipitated from the 
held, leaving his dead and wounded. My lines ivcro soon adjusted and 
breast-works constructed. 

I received orders from Licutonaut-Gencral llardeo in person early in 
the afternoon to advance and attack the onomy in my front. Having 
just returned nom a clo.so and accurate reconnaissance, in vdiicli lascer* 
taiuod thab the left of the enemy’s lino, at least his front lino, did not 
extend eonneotedly at all beyond my right, and there being a division

My (ionnnsuid M'heii halted was some distaiieo in advance of 
oiiy nisiiii line of hsitlle. 'fhe left of the flanking divi.siou liaviiig been 
driven back, iny right was again exposed. To giisml agsiinst si flank 
luoveniojit in tliat direction, and in order to relieve it from i.solsitioii and 
(ionnect with main line on my left-, I retired it and placed the Second 
^roniiGasee Ifegiineiit [ I'hovi.sionsil Army] in advsiiiee, with its right 
Mirowii hsude a.s si guard to its exposed, flank. The enemy was in view, 
and tsikingadvantagoof this roti-ogracloinovcment-, turned mid advanced 
ujum iiHjbut after sishai’p contest wa.s driven back again, which repulse 
we in turn followed up until ro-enforcemeuts came to his assistance, by 
the aid of whicli he drove us back a- short distance and formed a. strong 
lino, which onr single lino was too weak, from casualties and exhaustion, 
toHiicccHsfiillysittack. U'he two opposing lines being iueasy rifle rsinge 
kept up a constant fire. Those Jacts I inaclo known and renewed my 
application for vc-enforccmoiits to enable me to advance. KoLaws’ 
(liyisioii after sundown passed through my lines and halted a few paces 
in Its front. IIa<l the.sG fresh troop.sheeii thrown in an hour earlier our 
victory would have been more complete and more fruitful of ndvaiitngo. 
Tlie (li'iiig continued until dark. My lines remained stationary until 
about 1) o’clock that night, wlicn, in obedience to orders, wo buried our 
(load, eared for our wounded, and returned to our intrcnclied linos. 

Ill this battle there were but few stragglers from my command, and 
not a man stopped to phiiider the knapsacks of tho enemy, which wore 
lying ill number.^ bohtnd his breastworks. 

.1 am much indebted to ottlcers and nicii of the corps for their prompt 
and gallant (ionduet. Though entering this fight after a long anti 
weai’i'somo trip, a retreat from a disastrous flohl, few in numbers, with- 
out the complement of oUhscrs, and much embarrassed for tho want of 
(’.nident reorganization, the corps not only exhibited the innate metal 
of its material and maintained its ancient battle prestige, but encircled 
its brow anew with Inurols gathered from tho Atlantic .slope. 

I cannot (ionfor too iiiucli cominoudation uiioii my itiviBiou com- 
mniulers. Brig. Gen. Janies A. Bmith and Ooloacl ICciian, of [Sixth] 
Florida Ecgiment, botJi of whom wore equal to every omergency, aiKl 
inspired tlieir coiniinmils by the iiropcr example, Ooloiiol Kenan lost 
a leg at tlioclo.se, in the thickest of the fight, which deprives the coun- 
try of the serviccH of a most gallant and oniciout ofllecr. 

I am doubly grieved to mourn, in conjunction with other casualties, 
tho loH.s of the young, gnlhiiit, and lamented eominandcr of Tyler’s bri- 
gade, Bate’s divi.siou, hfaj. W. H. 'VVilkmaoii. For four years nndt*’ 
my eye lie has borne liinisolf with modest grace, becoming dignity, an 
marked gallantry. lie fell at tlic bead of his brigade, leading the lai 
(ihiU'go of the day. 

,1 am indebted to Colonel Moore, of Kortb Oarolina, for assistance ai 
voliiiileer aide on this oc(msioi). 

To no one of my command am I more especially indebted than Capt. 
J. Cobbs, of the [Fortieth] Ala-baiiiaEegimeiit, wbo wasoii duty with me 
as assistant adjiitaiit-genoral. When his horse was killed under him 
lie prom])tly took hi.s place on foot and continued tho discharge of his 
(iuty with persistent energy and peerless resolution. 
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Limit. Bradford Nichol, acting ordnance oflicer for the corps, merits 
special notice in tins report for the inconiparable energy and eilldoncy 
in getting, under embarrassing circuinstaiicos, transportation for and 
furnishing timely supplies of anuiuiiiition. 

To Dr. George M. McDowell, chief surgeon, 1 tender Jiiy acknowl- 
edgments for the skill, energy, and success displayed in Ids clejiart- 
ment. 

A list of casualties lias lieretotbre, as per order, been forwarded to 
your ofiice.* It exhibits a loss of little more than 25 per cent of the 
immher engaged. 

For further particulars allow me to respectfully refer to the reports 
of my brigade commanders.

Beport of BHg. Gen, James A. Smith, 0. S. Army, commanding Cleburne's 
division, of operations March 19. 

HEAlXiUAHTKRS CliJSnilRNJ'fS DIVISION, 

March 27, 1865. 

Sir: In obedience to instructions from Iioadfinarteva Cheatham’s 
corps, dated 31arcli 22, 1805, 1 liave the honor to subnut the following 
report of tlic part taken by this division in the action near Bontonville, 
N. G., on the 10th instant: 

Only two of the brigadesof the division ((Jordon’s and my own) wore 
engaged, the other two (Lowroy’s and (iraiil)nry’.s) being still in the 
rear, and did not reacli the battle-lield until the ni^xt day. 1 was 
placed in position on the right of Clayton’s division, Covaii’s brigade 
on the left and Smith’s on the riglit. My lines had been formed but a 
few minutes, and I was proceeding to fortify, when the ciiomy suddenly 
appeared in onr front, ]mshing liLs Iiue.H up to within thirty or forty 
paces of my left. He was, however, soon forced to retrace his steps in 
confusion, leaving a number of his dead and wounded in ovir posses- 
sion. My breast-work was soon eompleted. 

I reeoivod an order to bo in readiness to advance at 12.‘15 m. 
Owing to the difTTiciiIty ill getting over the abati.s in front of mybrigado 
the movement was not simultaneous along the Hue, and the conse([uence 
was this brigade did not coino iij) as promptly as it siiould have done. 
After adi'anm’ng about 2(H) yards the oiimny opened a lu'iivy iire on 
ns li-oin his works about 100 in om* fi-oiil:. Tliis lire only staggered 
us lor the moiuoiit; another moment he was driven, in grea t disorder 
from hi.s strongly-intrenched position. The pursuit was Icejit up until 
we had reached a road running xau'allel with our works aiul about a 
mile from tliem. Ueretlio lino was halted to roiorm. Advancing again 
wo encountered the enemy 300 or dOO yards in our front. This time his 
resistance was more stubborn, and bringing up fresh troops ho was 
enabled to drive us a short distance. His success, however, was only 
temporary, as lie was in turn driven across the slough almut 200 yards

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in IVoiil. of tlio first. Here, owing to tlie depletion of our ranks from 
(‘asualticsand straggling, we were forced to halt and await tlie oneiny’s 
adviUKjc. He .soon a])peai-ed in our advance, but was (ilieelced. 

(loiild the re eiiibrceniouts that were afterward brought uj) lia\’e been 
put in at tliis time I doubt luit tluit our .siieooss would have beiui com- 
plete. They did not, however, come up until just belbre darlc, when it 
Wiis too late lor them to aceoinplish but little. 

My lines remained in this position until after niglit, when I was 
orderiul to withdraw to the position oi^cupied in the morning. 

'file troops under my command, with but few inxeeptions, acted witli 
that gallantry and daring which has ever (diaructcrizod them on the 
lield. 

My thanks are .sj)eeially dne Ool. V. V. Green, commanding Govan’s 
brigade; laent.

HBADQUAnTliiRS OONNEll’S BlMCIADE, 

Camp near hlmilh/ieldy N. C., March HI, 1865, 

Captain: .1. respectfully submit the following report of the part 
taken by this brigade in tiie action near Jlcntonville, N. 0., March 10, 
ISOf): 

By order of Ma'for-Genoral McBaws 1, formed lino of battle in an 
open Held on the right of a road intersecting the main Fayettoville and 
Goldsboi'ougli roads. Tlie enemy shelled ii.s so vigorously tluit 1 moved 
the lino to a set of temporary works in the edge of the wood in our 
•front. Tlii.s was about 5 p.in. 

We reniaiiied at this point until near 0 p. m., wboii Lieiitenant-Gol- 
oncl Boy, of Lieutenant-General Hardee’s stall*, ordered mo to advance 
in the direction of the firing. I did so, obliquing to the left so as to 
uncover Harrison’s brigade, wliieli had immediately preceded mo in the 
same direction. This oblique movement was performed very Inind- 
sonicly by the brigade under a terrific shelling. On approaching the 
muskkry lire I halted the brigade, the left of it extoiidiiig across tlie 
above-mentioned road, the center almost on it. Mi\i. Gen. B. H. Hill 
directed mo to march to Major-General Walthall’s left and join on to 
him. A staff officer was sent to show mo where to extend. The bri- 
gade was then fronted and moved to the line, but instead of extending 
to the loft of Walthall’s line only a iiart of the brigade did so— about 
one regiment, certainly not more than two ; , the rest of it came up to a 
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line where troops (I took to be Walthall’s) were. Tlie lire of l lui enemy 
was not very sevoi“e. The smoke was so tliiek that it was impo.ssible 
to see ten yards ahead, hence I could form no idea of the fov(}o of the 
enemy in iny front. The enemy attempted a llaiilc movoinciit oneti only, 
but I regarded it as a weak one. I then had the Second South Caro- 
liinr liegiment, Lienteiiant-Oolonel Wallace commanil ing, wheeled 
about so as to form almost a right angle with the front lino and on an 
extension of a lino Major-General Walthall had establislierl. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Wallace executed the movement with his acjcustomed 
skill and gallantry. The accompanying diagram will explain what I 
was of onr lines. 

Darkness ensued Avithout any change of the j>rogramme. I ordered 
a charge once at the center of the brigade, .s(» as to move the Avhole 
forward, bat the dense smoke, approach of night, and iincerLaiuties 
of my left Hank (no one being on it) made mo dosisl; from the movement. 

After daik, when the action had ceased, by order of Major-General 
McLaws, I drew th(‘. brigade back to the point Avhoneo it liad started. 

The regimental commanders, their subalterns, and the men conducted 
themselves well, and all deserve my warmest approbation. I beg leave 
to particularly mention the gallantry and cnieiemjy of Capt. 0. 11. 
liolnios, assistant adjutant-general; Lieutenant JIarllee, ac.ting assist- 
ant inspector-gcnoval; Lieutenant Sill, acting on Htafi; and of 0. Kcni- 
son, acting aide-de-camp. Also the good conduct and coolness in bear- 
ing dispatcho.s of Sergeant Llako and Covpoj'al PinitUnoy, of the Sec- 
ond South Carolina llogiment. Lieutenant-Colonel Hoy, when wo 
advanced, was for a tim<‘. on tlio left of the brigade gallantly Insiiirit- 
ing the men. i am hule-btcd to C'apt. M. ,1*. King, {issistant insiietitor- 
general, ot Major-Goneval McLaws’ stall', for assistance reiidorod mo lu 
bringing out the lirigade. 

Tlio brigade had d-t men killed and wounded and 5 missing.

Some belonging to the Seventeenth Corps state tliat they wore 
marching ft’om Cox’sBridgethisinorningtowardGoldsborongh,aii(l that 
the imderstanding was they would stay in Golilsborougli one moiitli. 
One of the prisoners belongs to Terry’s Twenty- fourth Corps. He 
states that General Terry is commanding his own and the Twenty-fifth 
Corps. He also says General Sheridan was at General Sliorninn’s 
headquarters this morning, and would have his cavalry cominaiid in 
three days.

SYNOPSIS FROM MARCH 1 TO APRIL 15, 18G5. 

March 1, fought the enemy at Wilson’s Store. March 4, struck the 
enemy’s flank at Hornsborough; had a warm light and captnrocl lifty 
prisoners. March 7, with twenty men of Shannon’s scouts I attaolced 
and killed or captured thirty-five of the enemy near Rockinglinm, N. 

0. March 8, we completed the crossing of the Pedee, and pur.suiint to 
orders moved by way of tlic plank road toward Paycttoville. March 0. 
On the night of the 0th came upon Kilpatrick’s camps, which I recon- 
noitered with General Hampton, and at daylight (Marcli 10), pursuant 
to orders, I took command of my own aud Butler’s cavalry and charged 
into the enemy’s camps, and after a severe fight of .some two hours 
secured some 350 prisoners. At one time we had tlie enemy’s artillery 
and wagons in our possession} the wagons were cut down and the 
mules driven off. Though we were finally compelled to withdraw, the 
attack was a decided success upon our part. In withdrawing I 
remained with Dibrell’s brigade to cover the movement. Among my 
Avounded Avere Generals Humes, commanding division, Hannon' and 
Hagan, commanding brigades, besides every field ofiicor in Hagan’s 
brigade. Generals Allen and Ashby had liorses shot under tiiem. 

JIaroh 11, we skirmished heavily with the enemy at Eayottoville} 
crossed Cape Pear River and burned the bridge} General Anderson 
wouiuled. March 13. On the 13th the oiicmy advanced and skirmished 
heavily some eight or ten miles from Fayetteville. Marcli 14. On 
the 14th wo moved np the river road, skirmishing Avith the enemy sev- 
eral times during the day. Marcli 15, crossed Black River, slcirinish- 
iiig slightly near Smith’s Mill. March 1({, hearing General Hardee 
warmly enga^ng the enemy about four miles south of Averasborotigli, 

1, by pormiasioii of General Hampton, hastoiicd to his nssistamjo. On 
reaching the ground I found the enemy warmly attaclcing and moving 
a column around his right flank. This I mot aud held in chock until 
night, when General Hardee withdrew liia troops, leaving mo to cover 
his retreat. March 17, at daylight the enemy commenced advancing 
and pushed me through Averasborough, and tlien turned toward 
Goldsborough } skirmishing during the greater part of the day. March 
18. On the 18th, by a rapid march, I reached Bentoiiville, and, pur- 
suant to orders, moved out and occupied a position on the right of the 
army, Avhore I fought the enemy during the engageinont of the 19th, 
capturing about forty prisoners. I was iircvouted from engaging the 
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onciiiy warmly tlio latter piirt of tbo day on {iccoinit ol' meeting’ a 
stream over whieli it was iiniiossiblo to (5ro.ss. Mareh 20, 1 was mo\'eil 
over to the left of the army aiul was immediately met hy a large force 
of ini'aiitry moving up the Goldsborough and Bciitoiiville road. Aftei' 
a severe light we cheeked their advance and held them in position until 
evening, wlien General Bragg rciduced iny position by Hoke’s divisior. 
of infantry. 

Mareh 21. Before daylight on the morning of the 2l8t I built a line of 
bi'caat-woi'ks 1,200 yards long on the prolongation of the infantry, and 
fonglit the eiumiy warmly with a part of my command, while the bal- 
aiieo 1 kept mounted as a reserve. About 4 p. in. the enemy pressed 
warmly along our entire line. The troops on my left gave way and an 
entire corps of the enemy under General Mower immediately rushed 
in, pushing on in our rear until they gained our hospitals, and were 
resting directly upon the only lino of retreat of mir army. The enemy 
here received a volley in the Hank from some di.smonuted men of my 
(jonimand, and a volley in front from a small body of inl’antry aoeiden- 
tally stationed near the bridge, but this hardly (Hiceked their advaiiec. 
Seeing the ineviUblo loss of onr army, should the enemy bo able to 
retain the position ho occupied, I immediately charged lus loft Hank 
with Hagan’s brigade, under General Allen, feeling certain that tlie 
boldness and rapidity of a c.liavge was all that could in any imuiiier 
clieck aforee so vastly our superior in numbers. My gallant Texas Jhiu- 
gers, who wore somowlnit to <mv loft and rear, gallo]>ed across an open 
held and boro tlown most beautifully in an oblique direction upon tlioir 
left and front. Tlio ctiomy were at this time advamsing at a slow run, 
with tlieir skirmi.shors about 200 yards in mlvanco of their main lino, 
dhui result of tlie (diargo was more tiuui could i)voperly liavo been 
expected from troops so amldonly called upon to charge so superior a 
force. Tlie rangers broke through tlie lino of .skinni.shcrs witliout 
lu'eaking their impetus and pushed on, striking the main lino almost 
the same moment with Allen’s gallant Alabamians, which threw the 
entire force of the enemy in a most rapid aiul disorderly retreat, Gen- 
era! Mower, the corps commander, narrowly o.scaping capture. The 
main body of Shermau’s army were now pvossiug all points of onr lino 
80 warmly as to amount to eontiniums battle, vdiicli caused mo to 
eliGidc my troops and prepare to act on the d<dbimive. With tlio assist- 
aneo of some infantry uiulor General Walthall which General Hardee 
jn'omptly sent to my assistance, wo lllled all tho apace between the loit 
of onr intrenched lino and Mill Greek, thus .securing our eomiminica- 
tiou from further menaco from any force, however large, that might be 
lirouglit agaiiust us. Tho occupying of this position brought on a 
renewed engagement, which eoiitinuod until night. About midnight, 
during a cold rain, our army withdrew IVom tho breastworks and 
votrtiated toward Bmithflold, while I, pursuant to orders, roimiiiied to 
oeeuiiy tho intrenched works and gradually fall back, chocking the 
eimmy should ho follow ns. 

Mareh 22. Botbre daylight he hiwl evidently discovered tho evaona- 
tion and pushed forward his skirmishers, driving me hack, toward tlie 
liassago of Mill Creek, d'lio extreme darkno.s8 of tho night and heavy 
woods had caused our army to move very slow, andat sunup tho roar of 
onr infantry was still in Bentoiiville, while tho enemy pushed on with 
great vigor, making it necessary for mo to dismount most of my men 
and light with considerable warmth to aaflloUmtly cheek his progress. 
By 9 o’clock we had attained tho object desired, having yielded about 
one mile during the inoruing’s ongagemont, and at 10 o’clock we had 
taken position at tho crossing of Black Greek on tho Smitldleld road. 
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Tlie enemy came up in strong force, and a column of infantry attempted 
to charge across the bridge. Three color-bearers of the leading brigade 
fell dead within fifty feet of iny position. They tlieii retreated out of 
range and made no further pursuit whatever. March 23, I moved 
through Smithfleld and picketed the. front of our army, sldrmishiiig 
daily with the enemy’s foraging and acontiiig parties. 

April 2, 1 marched to Ealeigh with 2,000 men, but returned immedi- 
ately. April 10, General Sherman’s entire force advanced, driving us 
back toward Ealeigh. April 13. On the luoriiiug of tlie 13th we evacu- 
ated the city and the enemy occupied it in large force. General Xil- 
Patrick pushed out after me, charging our rear. I placed the Alabama 
brigade in position, met and connter-charged the enemy, driving Kil- 
patrick back some two miles, killing or capturing some of the enemy, 
among whom was the im^ior of the Thirteenth Pennsylvania Cavalry, 
At Morriavillc Station the enemy again appeared that evening, but after 
.severe skirmishiiig retired toward Ealeigh. April 14 and 15. On the 
14th I moved on to Chapel Hill, and on the 15th the enemy approached 
but after firing a few shots witlioiit ellect again retired. Pursuant to 
orders 1 now moved my command back of Chapel Hill, with orders not 
to engage the onomy unless attacked. 

Thus ended the campaign, the war, and the military power of the 
Confederacy. For an entire year my troops had been constantly 
together, enduring, encountering, triumphing. During that year the 
enemy’s cavalry had been frequently met and always had our arms 
been crowned with success. The spirit of my brave men was as buoy- 
ant, unbroken, and determined as in the first days of our country’s 
existence. Unity, concord, good-will, devotion to duty and country, 
and I might add nearly all olomeuts which grow out of continued 
success, and which I felt would insure success to mo in tlie future, 
pervaded my command from the highest ofllccr to the youngest trooper. 

Tlie reports of Colonels Mason and Henry, of General Johnston’s 
staff, Colonel Portlock, from the War Department, and Colonel 
Jones and Captain Whitehead, of Gonoral Hardee’s staff, all of whom 
had but recontlv thorougiily inspected my command, give combined 
testimony that the discipline, drill, and order of my corps was not sur- 
passed by any mounted troops in our service. 

The effective force under my immediate command, which was 4,442 
at the commeiicemont of the campaign, bad, by bringing back detailed 
and detached men, been so increased that my reports of February 16 
showed an effective force of 5,172 men, and iny report of April 17, the 
last one ever made, showed an offectivo force of 4,005. This report 
shoAved the number absent without leave to bo 306 men, the greatest 
number that had been absent without leave during the campaign. I 
will here mention that a year previous these same orgauiaations num- 
bered but 4,000 men. My losses in killed and wounded during the year 
were 13 divi.sion and brigade comniandors and 3,200 subordinate oflicers 
and enlisted men. Notwithstanding this, by discipline and by using 
ov’^ciy opportunity to recruit myraiika bcUiiul the enemy’s lines in Ken- 
tucky and Teiiiicsseo, my rank aud file was not only kept full, but 
gradually increased. 

I cannot oxprea.s too eaniost thanks to the gallant officers avIio have 
been of most valnablo service to me during a long series of campaigns. 
jrajor-Gencrul Allen, Generals Humes, Bibroll, Anderson, and Hagan 
I had seen tAvice wounded Avhile most nobly carrying out iny orcler.s 
upon the field. Generals Eobortson, Harrison, and Ashby, Oolonol 
Grows, Oook, and Pointer still are disabled from wounds received in 
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the same uiauner. Majors Hudson and Wailes, of niy staff, still snf- 
fering’ ^vith more than one wound received at my side, nevertheless 
continue to render most gallant, efficient, and untiring service. Cap- 
tains Uawlo and Ryan had also won more than ordinary coinmonda- 
tion. Colonel Grigsby, my chief of staffj Captain Steele, chief cngiiieerj 
Major Norton, chief quartermaster; Major Thomas, chief commissary, 
and Surgeon Lewis, medical director, and Colonel Messick, provost- 
marshal, had been efficient in their several departments. To all these 
officers I tender my most heartfelt thanks.

Report Capi. WilUaM L. Churchy Ninth Georgia Cavalry, commmd^ 
ing 2u)unte(l JDetaolmmty Army of Northern Virginia, of oxycrations 
January 3-17, 

Headquarters Mounted Detachment, 

Army op Northern Virginia, 

January 27, 1865. 

Captain: I have the honor hereby to transmit through to the 
mo^jor-general commanding the subjoined report of the operations of this 
conimaiul while in the vicinity of Pocotaligo, S. 0.: 

Arriving upon the 3d day of January and having been assigned to 
Colonel Colcock, commanding cavalry, I was by him given for picket 
the line from the Mackay’s Point road, south of Pocotaligo River, north 
to the Tulliiluiiy, and in front of that portion of the lino held by the 
brigades commanded by Colonels Hardy and Pi.ser. My lino was kept 
up without molestatioufi'oiu the enemy, and the dutyperfonned with vigi- 
lance and attention by both officers and men. Upon the morning of the 
14tli instant, the enemy having effected a landing at Port Royal Perry, 
I was moved with my command dowm toward that x>olut, and placed with 
Lieiiteuant-Colonel Johnson, commaudingThird South Carolina Cavalry, 
ill the works at Horspa Creek, near Garden’s Cross-Roads. The enemy 
appeared in my front at 10 a. ni., when skirmishing at long rango took 
place, without loss to either side, and continued till 3 p. m., when, the 
euoiny having brought up their artillery and were heavily shelling us, 
and our flank having beentiu'uedby the force on the Sheldon road hav- 
ing been driven back, wo were ordered to retire by Ooloiiol Johnson, 
which we did in good order and without being pressed by the enemy. 
Upon arriving at the fort at Old Pocotaligo, wo were again placed in 
position. One of my companies, having been thrown forward as skir- 
mishers, engaged the enemy until nightfall, when they were withdrawn 
to the fort. Half of my command was then dismounted and the others 
sent to the station to feed the horses, by orders fi*om Ooloiiol Oolcock. 

I remained in the fort until 3 a. in. loth instant, when I was ordered 
by Colonel Oolcock to withdraw my command on the MoPhersonville 
road, after destroying the rice on Heyward’s plantation. I withdrew 
my command as directed and retired without being annoyed by the 
enemy, reaching McPhersonville .at daylight the 16th. Here I estab- 
lished iny pickets from Ooosawhatchie River to the Salkehatchio road. 
My scouts Avere driven out of Pocotaligo Station at about 8 a. in. the 
15th instant. Upon the same evening I w^as relieved and ordered to 
report to Major-General MoLaws, which I did January 17. 
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!No casualties occiivred iu the skirmishes iu which I wa s engagetl, owing 
to the works wo occupied find the long range at which wo wore oiigugod.

Colonel: I have the honor to respectfully report that on the nth 
instant Lieutenant Marshall, Company E, Sixty-seventh North Caro- 
lina Regimont, burned the steamer Mystic, near Maple Cypress. On 
the same day Captain Tolaon, Company A, Sixty-soveuth Regiment, 
destroyed a transport loaded with commissary stores near Cowpon 
Landing, and on the 7th instant four privates of Company A, Sixty- 
seventh Regimont, viz, George Hill, Tnrner Maj^, William Salter, and 
R. Brewer, captured and destroyed (burned) 1 side-wheel steamer, the 
Minquas, and 2 barges, all loaded with quartermaster’s and coiuun.s- 
saiy stores. Very little was saved from the bouts. 

On the /5th instant Oapt. Joseph M. White, Company E, Sixty-sev- 
enth Rogiineiit, captured 16 negroes and 2 Yankees at Biddle’s Perry 
engaged iu trying to raise a sunken craft. 

The reason I have not forwarded to you a report of my command is 
because the companies and regiments are scattered so far apart that it 
is impossible to got a report from them.

Report of Oapt. J. J. Bickison, Second Florida Cavalry. 

Headquarters South Florida h’DROEs, 

Waldo, Bast Fla., .Fcbrnary 9, 1865. 

Major: I have the honor respectfully to report tliat on the morning 
of the Ist instant I left this encampment with the following dotiichment 
of my conimaiid : Company If, Second Florida Cavalry liogiment, sixty- 
four moil, commanded by Lieutenants McGurdoll and McFaddy; Com- 
pany B, of same regiment, thirty-three men, commanded by Liimtonant 
MeLoodj Company il. Fifth Florida Battalion, twenty-three men, com- 
manded by Lieutenants Haynes, Brantley, and Haile. On tlie evening 
of the 2d instant I crossed the Saint John’s Kivor at Palatlca and moved 
in the direction of Ficolata. Whoii within a mile of the post I found it 
imiivaeticablo to make a successful attack. I then made a ilank move 
in the direction of Saint Augustine and Jacksonville, where I captured 
sovoiitoeii prisoners, including a captain and lieutenant, with an ambu- 
lance. 1 then learned that a. raiding party had left Saint Augnstino 
for Valencia. Dividing niy command in two parties, sending one by 
the King’s road toward Pallicicr Oreok, the other by Cowpen Branch, 
my advance met a small ])ai*ty of the ciiomy and captured one of them. 
Wo continued our inarch and met the enemy at Braddock’s farm, 
where I engaged them, taking 51 prisonor.s (inckuling a liontoiiant- 
coloncl and two caiitaiiis), killing 4 men (including an adjutant), also 
18 deserters and tories, 10 wagons and teams with seed cotton (about 
OjOOU pounds), and a number of small arms and horses. I recrossed the 
river on tlie Otli iifstant without the loss of a man. 

My olhcers and men behaved most gallantly, and deserve the highest 
praise for their conduct and obedience to orders. The march was very 
lull’d and fatiguing, luiving iiudergoiio hard towel both night and day 
to accomplish my design. 

I sent ill all (IS Yankee prisoners and 18 deserters. 

All of wliicli IS resiicctfully submitted.
